Planned  Foreign  Mission 
Giving  Produces  Results! 


Cash-in-hand  Giving 

usually  results  from  some  specific  appeal.  The  amount 
of  the  gift  is  often  regulated  by  the  urgency  and  stress  of 
the  appeal.  Some  large  gifts  are  thus  given,  but  generally 
the  amount  is  small.  Such  giving  often  "hurts"  the  donor 
terribly,  and  makes  him  feel  he  is  giving  far  more  than  he 
actually  is. 


Seasonal  Giving 

has  been  practiced  by  The  Brethren  Church  for  many 
years.  Easter  means  Foreign  Missions.  This  is  good,  and 
we  should  continue  with  the  seasonal  special  emphasis. 
However,  there  is  too  much  lost  motion  in  the  seasonal 
plan  alone  in  all  of  our  organizations.  There  is  a  build- 
up in  emphasis  until  Easter;  then  a  change  of  emphasis 
occurs  and  people  may  become  quite  bewildered.  Many 
do  not  follow  in  the  change.  It  is  necessary  to  have  the 
seasonal  emphasis,  but  alone  it  is  insufficient! 


Weekly  Response 

Most  people  receive  their  salary  checks  weekly,  bi- 
weekly, or  monthly.  The  EMS  expenses  are  weekly 
and  monthly.  Our  income  should  be  the  same.  Foreign 
Missions  is  an  integral  part  of  the  very  fabric  of  every 
church's  life.  Just  as  members  use  the  weekly  offering 
s-\'stem  for  the  local  work,  it  is  wise  that  they  should  use 
the  \^'eekly  plan  for  foreign-mission  giving.  In  this  way 
it  is  much  easier  to  give  a  larger  total  gift,  and  do  it 
without  stress  or  strain.  "Cash-in-hand  giving"  and 
"seasonal  giving"  are  excellent,  but  we  need  "weekly" 
giving  to  complete  the  picture. 


Planned  Giving 

just  as  you  plan  to  purchase  a  new  automobile  or  a 


new  house  or  a  new  rug,  or  as  you  flan  to  care  for  the 
old  ones,  you  should  plan  for  your  foreign-mission  giving. 
Pray  about  it,  set  a  prayer  goal  in  your  giving,  and  then 
plan  \A'ith  the  Lord's  help  to  meet  the  goal. 


Prayer  Goal  Giving — What  Is  It? 

Dr.  Oswald  J.  Smith  calls  it  "Faith-promise"  giving. 
The  purpose  is  the  same  regardless  of  the  name.  It  in- 
cludes six  steps: 

1.  A  Biblical  conviction  that  the  Lord  would  have  you 
give  to  foreign  missions. 

&  o 

2.  Counseling  with  the  Lord  in  prayer  that  He  might 
direct  you  in  what  He  would  have  you  give. 

3.  Accept  the  goal  to  which  the  Lord  leads  you.  You 
will  probably  be  surprised  how  large  it  is.  He  wants 
to  show  you  what  He  can  do  through  you! 

4.  Look  to  the  Lord  to  enable  you  to  meet  your  goal. 

5.  Watch  for  the  answer.  He  will  enable  you. 

6.  Be  sure  vou  do  not  keep  for  yourself,  or  turn  into 
other  channels,  what  the  Lord  has  put  into  your 
hands  to  do  for  foreign  missions.  Plan  for  enlarged 
foreign  mission  giving.

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Spiritual  Results 
From  Journey  of  Mercy

It  was  1:30  a.m.  when  we  were 
roused  from  a  sound  sleep  by  bark- 
ins  doos  and  voices  in  the  street  out- 
side  our  home.  Finally  we  realized 
that  we  were  being  called,  and  we  in 
turn  called  Miss  Barbara  Hulse  who 
serves  at  times  as  our  interpreter  here 
in  Capanema,  Brazil.  Litde  did  we 
realize  the  events  that  would  tran- 
spire that  night  and  the  results  that 
would  follow. 

Capanema  is  a  city  of  some  8,000 
people  about  sixty  miles  from  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Amazon  River.  An  estimated  26,000 
people  live  in  the  immediate  area. 
There  is  no  hospital,  other  than  a 
small  medical  post  operated  by  the 
Brazilian  government,  and  only  one 
doctor.  There  is  a  small  hospital  at 
Braganca,  thirty-five  miles  to  the  east, 
but  for  real  emergencies  the  patient 
must  be  taken  to  Belem,  one  hundred 
miles  to  the  west. 

As  you  may  have  guessed,  our  1:30 
a.m.  callers  were  there  because  of 
such  an  emergency.  A  young  lady, 
expecting  her  first  child,  had  come 
to  the  home  of  her  mother,  and  then 
complications  had  set  in.  The  local 


doctor  has  no  car,  so  we  went  for 
him  and  took  him  to  the  home  of 
the  patient.  After  a  thorough  exami- 
nation the  doctor  recommended  that 
she  be  taken  immediately  to  Belem. 
It  is  not  the  purpose  of  our  mission 
to  operate  an  ambulance  service,  but 
when  no  such  service  is  available  and 
we  possess  one  of  the  two  vehicles  in 
the  community  which  would  accom- 
modate a  patient  such  as  we  have 
mentioned,  we  feel  somewhat  re- 
sponsible. We  will  long  remember 
that  night  as  the  night  that  "the 
Lord  took  us  to  Belem."  We  were 
only  about  fifteen  miles  from  Capa- 
nema when  the  car  began  to  give  us 
trouble  and  our  lights  began  to  get 
dim.  At  frequent  intervals  we  stopped 
along  the  highway  and  v\'orked  until 
we  had  enough  battery  to  resume  the 
trip.  Even  after  the  daylight  came 
there  were  times  when  small  hills 
seemed  like  mountains  to  a  six- 
cylinder  engine  with  several  cylinders 
missing.  Our  prayers  were  answered 
when  at  7:15  a.m.  we  arrived  at  the 
hospital,  and  more  were  answered 
when  at  7:30  the  mother  gave  birth 
to  a  fine  baby  girl.  There  is  no  doubt 


that  God  really  blessed  in  that  trip. 

As  was  mentioned  before,  our 
work  is  not  to  operate  an  ambulance 
service,  it  is  to  get  the  Gospel  to  those 
who  know  not  our  Lord.  We  might 
well  ask  then,  as  this  is  our  interest: 
"What  were  the  spiritual  results  of 
that  morning  in  August?"  The  first 
result  was  the  birth  of  a  new  baby 
girl  into  a  Christian  home.  This 
might  not  have  been  possible  outside 
the  hospital,  and  only  our  Lord  knows 
what  may  be  accomplished  by  that 
■\'oung  lady  in  years  to  come.  The 
second  result  was  an  increasing  faith- 
fulness in  church  attendance  on  the 
part  of  the  grandparents  of  the  child. 
They  attend  our  church  here  in  Capa- 
nema. There  is  also  a  third  result 
which  I'm  sure  will  interest  God's 
people. 

The  father  of  the  new  arrival  is 
employed  on  a  rubber  plantation 
seventy  miles  from  Capanema.  One 
evening  recendy,  at  the  invitation  of 
the  baby's  parents,  we  visited  that 
plantation  with  Brother  Raimundo 
Cardosa,  our  Brazilian  pastor,  and  a 
number  of  our  local  brethren.  What 
an  opportunity  for  a  gospel  message! 
There  are  325  men  employed  at 
present  on  this  plantation,  and  in 
a  few  years  there  will  be  an  additional 
400.  Since  the  closest  town  is  several 
miles  away,  most  of  these  men  are 
housed  on  the  plantation  in  a  hous- 
ing project  which  at  present  num- 
bers between  150  and  200  homes. 
That  particular  evening  we  held  an 
outdoor  service  at  which  there  were 
eighty-five  to  one  hundred  people 
to  hear  the  gospel  message.  When 
thev  were  asked  how  many  had 
Bibles  in  their  homes,  there  was  only 
one  family  that  possessed  a  Bible 
other  than  our  own  couple  and  two 
of  the  men, in  charge  of  the  planta- 
tion. There  is  now  at  least  a  Gospel 
in  the  homes  of  many  on  that  plan- 
tation. 

We  do  not  know  yet  what  the  fi- 
nal results  will  be,  but  we  do  know 
that  this  is  an  opportunity  for  an- 
other gospel  testimony.  These  are 
men  and  women,  young  people  and 
children  for  whom  Christ  died,  and 
we  have  the  privilege  of  giving  them 
the  Gospel.  Pray  for  this  new  oppor- 
tunity and  for  many  more  that  exist 
in  this  great  land  which  is  wide  open 
to  the  message  of  the  Gospel.

THE  DAY 
OF  DEPARTURE

Does  it  always  happen?  That  was 
the  question  asked  by  some  of  the 
people  on  Thursday,  October  20, 
the  day  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hill  Ma- 
conaghy  left  for  Argentina.  When 
they  returned  to  Argeritina  after 
their  last  furlough  it  rained.  This  time 
the  same  thing  happened. 

At  8:15  a.m.  on  that  day  forty 
people,  mosdy  from  the  First  and 
Third  Brethren  Churches  in  Phila- 
delphia, boarded  a  bus  waiting  to 
take  them  to  New  York  to  see  the 
Maconaghys  off  for  Argentina. 

The  rain  did  not  spoil  any  of  the 
plans.  If  you  have  met  die  Macon- 
aghys, you  know  they  are  always 
smiling  and  happy,  so  no  one  let  the 
gloomy  weather  make  them  feel  un- 
happy. Of  course,  there  was  a  litde 
sadness  in  the  thought  of  not  seeing 
them  for  several  years,  but  in  talking 
to  them  you  know  their  hearts  are  in 
Argentina,  wanting  the  folks  in  that 
land  to  know  their  Saviour. 

On  the  bus  there  was  a  hostess  who 
led  the  group  in  singing  and  in  play- 
ing some  interesdng  games.  Time 
passed  swifdy.  We  arrived  in  New 
York  in  time  for  lunch.  Reservations 
were  made  for  us  at  Patricia  Mur- 
phy's restaurant,  where  we  enjoyed 
a  good  meal  and  had  a  nice  time  of 
fellowship   around   the  tables. 

After  leaving  the  restaurant  we 
were  taken  on  a  tour  of  some  in- 
teresting places  in  New  York.  The 
tour  was  cut  short  because  it  was 
nearly  time  to  board  the  S.S.  Rio  de 
la  Plata.  The  Maconaghys  were  a 
little  anxious  because  they  had  to 
check  to  be  sure  all  their  drums  and 
suitcases  had  arrived  from  Philadel- 
phia. Little  wonder  that  they  would

be  concerned,  for  those  drums  and 
suitcases  contained  things  that  they 
would  need  for  the  next  several 
years. 

When  we  arrived  at  the  docks, 
the  rain  had  stopped.  Now  a  tour  of 
the  ship  could  be  taken.  At  the  ship's 
office  Brother  Maconaghy  checked 
and  found  that  all  the  luggage  had 
arrived  safely.  This  was  cause  for 
rejoicing. 

The  next  thing  of  interest  was  the 
inspection  of  the  ship.  Maconaghys' 
stateroom  had  twin  beds,  bureau, 
closet,  and  private  bath.  There  was 
a  steady  stream  of  people  going  in 
and  out  of  the  stateroom  until  all 
forty  of  us  could  have  a  look  at  it. 

The  large  dining  room  was  next. 
The  tables,  each  seating  four  to  six

people,  were  all  set  for  the  evening 
meal. 

On  the  deck  was  the  swimming 
pool.  There  were  places  to  sit,  read, 
study,  or  just  relax. 

Mr.  Maconaghv  asked  permission 
for  us  to  sit  in  the  lounge.  The 
steward  couldn't  understand  him,  so 
he  repeated  the  question  in  Spanish. 
The  answer  was  then  given;  it  was  all 
right  for  us  to  sit  in  the  lounge.  While 
Mr.  Maconaghy  \vas  getting  this  per- 
mission, some  of  our  people  had 
gone  on  ahead.  When  he  called  to 
them  to  come  back,  they  did  not  pay 
any  attention  to  him.  Yes;  you  guess- 
ed it— he  was  speaking  to  our  group 
in  Spanish! 

The  lounge  was  very  large  and 
there  was  plenty  of  room  for  all  of 
us  to  be  seated  and  enjoy  a  little  time 
of  fellowship  before  saying  goodby 
to  the  Maconaghys.  Rev.  Robert 
Kern,  pastor  of  the  Third  Brethren 
Church  of  Philadelphia,  led  in  a 
short  service  for  the  departing  mis- 
sionaries. 

The  time  came  for  us  to  leave  the 
ship  and  find  a  spot  on  the  docks 
\\here  we  could  see  the  ship  sail  down 
the  river.  That's  what  we  thought 
as  we  started  to  leave.  But  before  all 
the  people  were  off  the  ship,  an  an- 
nouncement came  over  the  loud- 
speaker that  the  departure  of  the 
ship  would  be  delayed.  It  wouldn't 
leave  at  5  p.m.  as  planned  because 
all  the  freight  was  not  on  board. 

What  should  we  do?  The  bus  was 
\\'aiting  to  take  us  back  to  Philadel- 
phia. Some  of  the  people  had  re- 
sponsibilities at  home  and  could  not 
wait  because  we  v\'ere  not  sure  when 
the  ship  would  be  sailing.

The  Rain  Lost  a  Victory 


It  was  Friday  noon  and  the  Ele- 
mentary Bible  School  classes  were 
over  for  the  week.  Since  our  grocery 
order  had  arrived  at  Bozoum  and  we 
were  anxious  to  get  our  shelves 
stocked  again,  this  seemed  a  good 
opportunity  to  make  a  trip  to  get  it. 
Our  plan  was  to  return  Sunday 
morning  and  stop  at  one  of  our  Baya 
chapels. 

We  took  along  two  of  our  Baya 
students,  Jean  Yo  and  Andre  Ena, 
and  let  them  off  at  the  crossroads 
about  twelve  miles  from  their  home 
village.  As  we  left  them,  Andre  said 
that  he  would  stay  there  and  gather 
the  people  that  evening,  and  the  next 
day  he  would  take  them  with  him 
to  his  home  village  to  be  present  for 
the  Sunday  service.  How  many  of 
us  have  enough  of  a  burden  for 
the  lost  to  give  up  one  day  of  a  two- 
day  visit  with  our  family  when  we 
haven't  seen  them  for  six  months? 

Jean  was  going  directly  home,  stop- 
ping at  the  different  villages  on  the 
way  and  telling  the  people  to  be  sure 
to  come  to  the  service  on  Sunday. 

We  went  on  to  Bozoum,  visited 
with  our  children,  Paul  and  Suzan, 
and  our  fellow  missionaries  there, 
loaded  our  groceries,  and  cared  for 
other  business.  Rain  fell  all  of  Fri- 
day night  and  until  about  nine  o'clock 
the  next  morning.  On  Saturday  night 
it  began  again,  and  rain  came  by 
bucketfuls.  At  6:00  a.m.  Sunday  it 
was  still  raining.  This  made  us  start 
to  question:  Will  there  be  bridges 
washed  out  after  this  downpour?  Will 
we  get  stuck  if  we  leave  at  7:00  a.m. 
as  planned?  Did  it  rain  at  Kolokobo 


last  night?  Will  the  people  be  gather- 
ing there  in  the  open,  for  there  is  no 
chapel,  or  will  the  rain  hinder  them? 
What  shall  we  do?  But  the  Lord 
seemed  to  be  leading  us  to  20.  The 
rain  had  slackened  somewhat  and  was 
coming  only  in  showers. 

At  8:00  we  left  Bozoum.  While  we 
drove  along,  the  rain  came  down 
steadily  again,  and  doubts  tried  to 
form  in  our  minds— but  we  were  on

the  way.  The  roads  were  muddy  and 
slippery.  Driving  had  to  be  done 
slowly  and  in  second  or  third  gear 
most  of  the  time.  The  bridges  were 
all  intact  for  which  we  were  thank- 
ful. We  neared  our  destination  and 
from  all  appearances  it  seemed  that 
the  rain  had  not  been  so  severe  as  at 
Bozoum.  The  showers  were  lighter 
by  then.  The  road  looked  like  two 
footpaths  with  grass  falling  over  on 
each  side  and  tall  grass  in  the  middle. 
The  pickup  got  a  good  swishing  as  we 
drove  along. 

Soon  we  arrived  at  Kolokobo.  The 
Africans   were    carrying   chairs   and 


running  to  the  meeting  place.  On  our 
left  was  a  clearing  with  150  people 
gathered  in  a  semicircle  on  logs.  It 
was  still  sprinkling,  but  that  didn't 
bother  anyone.  After  about  fifty 
handshakes,  we  were  seated  and  the 
sons  service  began.  The  rain  came 
harder.  The  women  took  the  extra 
yardage  from  around  their  waists  and 
put  it  over  their  heads,  several  chil- 
dren ran  to  get  raincoats  for  their 
fathers,  one  woman  went  to  get  her 
umbrella  (probably  the  only  proud 
possessor  of  such  in  the  group),  and 
perhaps  ten  people  left  the  service 
(the  aged,  and  mothers  with  small 
babies).  The  rest  of  us  sat  and  Hstened 
intently  as  raincoat-clad  Pastor  Good- 
man preached  a  short  salvation  mes- 
sage. The  highlight  came  when  one 
couple  brought  their  three-day-old 
baby  forward  to  be  dedicated  at  the 
close  of  the  ser\'ice.  It  was  apparent 
that  the  rain  was  not  going  to  hinder 
the  Lord's  work  that  day. 

How  glad  we  were  that  the  rain 
had  not  convinced  us  to  delay  our 
return  home!  Here  were  people  who 
were  anxious  to  hear  the  Word— rain 
or  no  rain.  How  many  of  ^is  let  the 
rain  be  an  excuse  for  not  going  to 
church  when  all  it  means  is  walking 
under  an  umbrella  from  the  car  to 
the  church? 

Pray  much  for  these  Baya  people. 
The  work  is  just  beginning  among 
them.  Jean  Yo  will  be  our  first  trained 
Baya  leader.  He  is  a  good  student,  but 
has  three  years  of  Bible  Institute  be- 
fore him.  Pray  that  he  might  be 
faithful  to  his  Lord  in  these  years 
of  preparation. 


The  Maconaghys  stood  on  the  dock 
and  waved  goodby  to  us  as  our  bus 
pulled  away  from  the  wharf.  We  had 
gone  to  see  them  leave  for  Argen- 
tina, but  because  of  the  delay  they 
were  seeing  us  leave  for  Philadel- 
phia! 

In  letters  received  since  then,  the 
Maconaghys  said  the  ship  sailed  at 
8:45  p.m.  The  trip  was  not  entirely 
pleasant.  There  was  an  accident  to 


tvA'o  of  the  sailors  in  one  of  the  ports. 
When  they  arrived  in  Argentina 
there  was  a  strike.  But  were  they  dis- 
couraged? No! 

The  prayers  of  many  were  ascend- 
ing to  the  Lord  in  behalf  of  these 
missionaries.  We  know  the  Lord  is 
able  to  do  abundandy  above  all  that 
we  are  able  to  ask  or  think.  Did  He 
do  this  for  Maconaghys?  The  main 
concern  was  getting  all  their  supplies 


into  Argentina.  If  some  of  the  inspec- 
tors see  something  they  like,  out  it 
comes.  Nothing  can  be  said  or  done 
to  stop  them.  Then  there  is  the  duty 
and  red  tape  that  seems  worse  in 
Argentina. 

We  can  report  the  Maconaghys  ar- 
rived safely  in  Argentina  with  all 
their  supplies  and  no  duty  to  pay. 
What  more  can  be  said  except,  'The 
Lord  is  good;  praise  His  name!" 
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EVANGELISM  IN  FRANCE

Unlike  some  of  our  mission  fields, 
France  is  a  highly  civilized  country. 
Thus  it  suffers  from  the  malady 
shared  by  all  other  civilized  countries 
—spiritual  apathy.  It  cannot  be  said 
that  the  French  oppose  the  Gospel; 
they  are  just  not  interested. 

One  of  the  problems  of  the  mis- 
sionary is  to  present  the  Gospel  in 
such  a  way  as  to  attract  the  attention 
of  the  people.  Only  then  can  the 
Spirit  work  effectively  in  their  hearts. 
Since  many  of  you  are  not  too  well 
acquainted  with  our  work  in  France, 
we  shall  share  some  of  the  experiences 
we  have  had  since  entering  this  coun- 
try just  a  year  ago. 

Village  Evangelism 

The  majority  of  the  French  peo- 
ple live  in  small  towns  and  villages, 
untouched  by  the  message  of  Christ. 
For  this  reason  we  as  a  Brethren 
mission  intend  to  reach  as  many  of 
these  \allages  as  possible,  and  to  have 
Bible  study  classes  in  the  homes  of 
those  who  respond. 

Evangelism  in  the  villages  has  been 
done  by  the  means  of  evangelistic 
meetings  in  the  Chalet,  gospel  bill- 
posting,  tract  and  gospel  distribution, 
and  talking  personally  to  the  people. 
Since  the  Fogle  family  left  for  fur- 
lough, our  work  personally  has  con- 
sisted mainly  in  literature  distribu- 
tion. During  one  week,  however,  we 
had  the  privilege  of  engaging  in  a 
ministry  much  more  unique— and  ef- 
fective. 

Upon  the  invitation  of  Mr.  Don- 
ald Orr,  of  the  Alpine  Mission,  we 
traveled  to  Albertville,  a  city  not  far 
from  Grenoble.  Let  me  relate  a  typi- 
cal evening  of  our  stay  there. 

About  7:30  we  get  into  the  mission 
truck,  which  has  already  been  loaded 
with  literature  and  slide-projection 
equipment.  We  travel  a  few  kilo- 
meters to  a  nearby  village  in  this 
valley  of  some  50,000  souls— where 
there  is  only  one  professing  Christian. 
Permission  having  been  secured  from 
the  local  mayor,  who  might  be  high 
in  the  mountains  with  his  flock  of 


sheep,  we  find  an  open  space  near  the 


village  fountain. 


While  one  person  sets  up  the 
equipment,  the  others  circulate  among 
these  rustic  dwellings  to  invite  the 
people  to  come  to  a  program  of  pro- 
jections of  the  Life  of  Christ.  It  is 
the  hour  of  supper,  for  French  people 
eat  late.  Why  not  invite  them  sooner? 
If  we  did,  the  local  priest  would  make 
his  rounds  and  "undo"  the  invitation. 
As  it  is,  he  has  assumed  a  watch  in 
front  of  the  cafe  across  the  way  to  see 
who  comes. 

In  about  a  half-hour  the  people 
come,  some  forty  of  them.  They  listen 
attenti^'ely  and  watch  the  pictures. 
Afterwards  they  accept  the  literature 
and  some  stay  to  talk.  A  boy  asks 
me  for  a  sample  of  all  the  literature 
that  we  have,  and  then  runs  over  to 
give  it  to  the  priest.  Why  object?  The 
priests  need  to  be  saved,  too. 

Finally,  by  about  10:30  the  people 
have  returned  home,  and  we  are  on 
our  \A'av  back  to  Albertville,  praying 
that  God  will  impress  this  message 
upon  the  hearts  of  these  people. 

City  Evangelism 

We  must  reach  the  people  of  the 
N'illages,  but  we  must  not  neglect  the 
cities,  for  the  continuation  of  any 
work  in  France  will  depend  ulti- 
mately upon  the  testimonies  which 
have  been  left  in  these  nerve  centers. 

At  Lyon,  our  work  is  done  at  the 
Centre  Evangelique,  a  small  gospel 
hall  begun  by  the  Fogies  some  seven 
vears  ago.  During  the  summer,  this 
hall  was  under  the  leadership  of  a 
young  student.  Since  fall,  we  have 
been  going  to  Lyon  each  weekend 
to  continue  the  work  there. 

The  Centre  Evangelique  is  much 
like  any  small  church  in  the  United 
States.  There  are  regular  services  each 
Sunday  and  a  prayer  service  in  the 
week.  Two  large  windows  of  the 
Centre  face  a  busy  street;  these, 
therefore,  are  kept  full  of  gospel  dis- 
plavs,  and  we  shall  never  know  how 
many  people  have  been  reached  by 
this.  Also  at  times  we  keep  a  table 
stocked   with    literature   in   front   of 


the  door;  on  one  occasion  I  have 
had  to  fill  this  table  three  times  in 
the  course  of  a  Saturday. 

As  one  of  the  goals  of  the  work  at 
Lyon,  we  are  attempting  to  develop 
young  men  from  the  Centre  to  as- 
sume the  direction  of  the  work  and  to 
evangelize  in  the  region  of  the  city. 
Already,  under  the  direction  of 
Brother  Fogle,  teams  have  gone  into 
the  area  and  to  other  cities. 

This,  too,  is  evangelism  in  France 
—not  spectacular,  often  discourag- 
ing, but  nevertheless  the  means  of 
providing  a  lighthouse  in  this  citv  of 
spiritual  darkness. 

Summer  Camp  Evangelism 

The  most  outstanding  work  being 
done  among  the  youth  in  France  is 
that  of  the  summer  camps.  France  is 
a  nation  of  campers— there  are  some 
5,000  summer  vouth  camps  in  the 
country.   Only  a  handful,   however.

Christians.  Since  parents  get  a  gov- 
ernment subsidy  if  their  child  is  in 
camp  at  least  three  weeks,  the  camps 
usually  last  long  enough  to  permit  a 
systematic  and  complete  presentation 
of  the  way  of  salvation. 

As  yet  we  have  not  had  enough 
personnel  in  France  to  permit  a  con- 
tinuous camp  program,  though  we 
are  praying  that  God  will  make  this 
possible  in  the  near  future.  Never- 
theless, wanting  this  experience  and 
the  privilege  of  working  with  young 
people,  I  went  to  a  camp  in  Alsace, 
and  my  wife  and  children  went  to 
another  near  Geneva  during  the  past 
summer.  There  during  a  period  of 
three  weeks  we  saw  children— some 
of  them  having  had  no  knowledge  of 
the  Bible  whatsoever— accept  Christ 
as  Saviour,  and  learn  the  basic  ele- 
ments of  the  Christian  life. 

The  privilege  of  seeing  all  the  boys 
except  one  in  my  cabin  receive  the 
Lord  during  this  time  has  given  me 
an  enlarged  vision  of  camp  work  in 
France.  Pray  with  us  that  soon  Breth- 
ren camps  will  become  a  reality. 

Child  Evangelism 

You  might  be  thinking,  "Camp 
work  is  good,  but  where  are  you 
going  to  get  the  children?"  Indeed, 
the  first  requirement  of  a  camp  pro- 
gram is  to  interest  the  children  in 
going,  and  one  of  the  ways  of  doing 
this  is  by  child  evangelism  classes. 

In  France  all  the  schoolchildren  are 
free  on  Thursdays.  Partly  as  an  ex- 
periment, partly  in  an  effort  to  reach 
the  youth  of  our  apartment  building, 
we  started  a  "Thursday  Club"  in  our 
home  six  weeks  ago.  After  passing 
out  the  invitations,  we  waited— not 
without  some  fear  and  trembling— 
to  see  if  anyone  would  come.  We 
were  rewarded  with  eight  fine  young 
people.  The  next  week  there  were 
ten,  and  the  following  week  thirteen. 
For  the  last  meeting  there  were  fif- 
teen children,  which  almost  filled  our 
small  living  room. 

Nearly  all  the  children,  though 
they  have  been  catechised,  are  abso- 
lutely ignorant  of  spiritual  things. 
None  could  name  the  first  four  books 
of  the  New  Testament.  Their  defi- 
nition of  a  missionary:  "A  priest  who 
travels."  But  they  are  learning  quick- 
ly, and  already   they  can   recite  by 


memory  a  half-dozen  verses  concern- 
ing the  way  of  salvation. 

Yes;  there  are  many  opportunities 
for  evangelism  in  France,  but  the  re- 
sults are  meager.  It  is  our  growing 
conviction  that  the  hidden  powers  of 
darkness  are  holding  with  all  their 
might  onto  this  great  country.  Surely 
the  battle  for  France  is  being  fought 
in  heavenly  places.  Will  you  join  us 
in  claiming  France  for  Christ?

JOSEPH,  is  like  this.  I  be-

M'Baiki  affair   of   God   in

lage. Manv  of  the  old  folks  of  my 
family  died  at  the  season  when  I  was 
teaching  the  affair  of  God.  The  peo- 
ple said  only  another  uncle  remained 
with  life  and  it  was  he  who  was 
killing  the  family  with  magic.  I  was 
suffering  with  sickness  all  the  time 
and  he  said  he  would  kill  me.  People 
told  my  older  sister  she  should  hunt 
a  certain  medicine  to  give  me,  she 
should  swear  on  my  head  and  wash 
me  with  this  medicine  so  that  I  might 
not  die.  Because  this  uncle  was  a 
man  of  magic,  fear  worked  my  sister 
to  do  as  people  said.

My  father  bore 
us  nine  boys  and 
among    them    the 


one  he  loved  most 
was  I.  I  was  the 
one  to  give  the  sacrifices  to  the  spirits 
(ancestors)  of  my  father.  He  kept  me 
apart  from  my  brothers.  The  name  my 
father  gave  me  was  Pira;  this  says 
the  one  to  give  sacrifices  to  the  spirits. 
When  the  first  food  of  my  father's 
garden  was  ready  to  eat,  I  gave  the 


sacrifice  to  the  spirits  first  before  the 
people  ate  the  rest.  All  the  people 
of  the  A'illage  honored  me  much 
because  of  this. 

But  one  day  I  threw  my  heart  to 
ask  my  father  and  mother:  "Is  it  your 
spirits  (ancestors)  to  which  I  give 
the  sacrifices  that  made  the  sky  and 
earth,  or  what  did  make  them?"

A  machine 
was  sitting  by  the  water  and  a  man 
was  standing  by  it.  When  he  saw 
me  coming,  he  called  me  by  my 
name  to  come  to  him,  and  I  went.  He 
said:  "You  stand  by  this  machine 
where  I  am  standing."  He  shook  the 
machine  hard  and  fire  came  out  and 
fell  on  me.  I  screamed,  "Oh,  oh,  oh!"

This  story  of  the  former  penitentiary  in- 
mate was  translated  from  the  German, 
which  was  translated  from  the  Russian.

The  nickname  "Greasy"  was  given 
to  Paul  when  he  was  but  eight  years 
old,  under  special  circumstances 
which  we  shall  mention  later.  His 
real  family  name  was  Tichomirow. 
He  was  the  son  of  a  farmer  from  one 
of  the  poorest  villages  in  the  govern- 
ment of  Mogilew.  The  family  con- 
sisted of  the  father,  the  mother,  and 
two  children— the  ten-year-old  Shura 
(Alexandra)  and  the  eight-year-old 
Pasha  (Paul).  They  lived  peacefully, 
were  religious  in  the  Orthodox  way, 
and  enjoyed  the  respect,  not  only  of 
the  inhabitants  of  their  own  village, 
but  those  of  all  the  district.  On  the 
holy  days  the  local  Orthodox  priest 
used  to  visit  them  to  play  cards  with 


the  father,  not  for  money  but  merely 
to  pass  the  time.  Sometimes  the  game 
was  Diilatchki,  at  which  it  was  cus- 
tomary that  the  losing  one  had  to 
suffer  the  pack  of  cards  to  be  thrown 
on  his  nose.  If  either  of  the  players 
had  some  money,  they  sent  the  chil- 
dren for  liquor,  which  would  put 
them  in  a  hilarious  mood,  during 
which  the  priest  who  they  called 
Batiishka  (Daddy),  used  to  say:  "It 
is  no  sin  to  drink  with  moderation. 
Even  the  Lord  Jesus  loved  to  be  joy- 
ful and  at  the  wedding  in  Cana 
changed  water  into  wine."  The  chil- 
dren loved  to  look  on  and  noted  with 
special  interest  how  the  nose  of  the 
priest  would  become  more  and  more 
red— whether  it  was  from  the  use  of 
the  liquor  or  from  the  frequent  hits 
with  the  pack  of  cards,  thrown  at  him 
cleverly  by  the  father,  who  usually 
\\'on  the  game.  The  sood-natured 
priest  used  to  say  with  a  croaking 
voice:  "Who  will  endure  to  the  end 
will  be  saved;  I  shall  have  my  turn, 
my  beloved,  and  then  look  out,  be- 
cause it  is  written:  'Owe  no  man 
anything,  and  with  what  measure  ye 
mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you 
again.' " 

This  hilarious  life  came  to  an 
abrupt  end.  Several  successive  bad 
harvests  compelled  the  farmers  of  the 
village  of  Sosnowka  to  consider  mov- 
ing  to  Siberia.  In  groups  they  talked 
over  the  matter  with  one  another,  and 
finally  decided  to  send  out  messengers 
to  find  an  appropriate  piece  of  land 
in  one  of  the  Siberian  districts.  Be- 
cause he  was  a  clever  and  experienced 
man,  Tichomirow  was  among  those 
land  seekers.  After  three  months  the 
messengers  returned;  they  had  found 
land  in  the  government  of  Tomsk. 
Promptly  selling  out  their  land  and 


property,  the  farmers  started  on  their 
way.  That  was  in  the  year  1897. 

During  the  trip  the  trains  made 
slow  headway  and  had  to  make  long 
stop-overs  at  the  crossroads  in  Sa- 
mara, Tcheljabinsk,  and  Omsk.  The 
moving  farmers  had  to  wait  for  weeks 
to  get  trains  for  further  travel,  and 
had  to  spend  the  days  and  nights  in 
the  small  railroad  stations,  lying  on 
the  floor.  The  boiled  water  was  not 
sufficient  for  all;  nor  could  the  peo- 
ple afford  to  buy  warm  foods  from 
the  restaurants;  consequently  the  poor 
simple  people  satisfied  themselves 
with  dried  herring  or  other  dried 
fish  and  drank  unboiled  water.  As 
a  result  many  had  stomach  trouble, 
and  cholera  set  in;  the  older  espe- 
cially were  afflicted  by  the  plague. 
On  the  last  stretch  before  Tomsk, 
Mr.  Tichomirow  became  sick.  All 
indications  signified  cholera.  (To  the 
horror  of  his  wife  and  children,  he 
was  taken  from  the  train  in  one  of 
the  stations  and  put  in  a  barrack 
for  the  infectious  diseases.  It  was  only 
natural  that  Mrs.  Tichomirow  and 
the  children  leave  the  train  also.  They 
found  refuge  not  far  from  the  bar- 
racks, behind  the  snow  fences  along 
the  railroad  tracks.  Daily  they  inquir- 
ed about  the  condition  of  the  father, 
but  the  information  was  every  time 
more  sad.  After  three  days  had  passed, 
the  sorrow-stricken  mother  had  to  de- 
clare to  the  children  that  she  was  sick. 
It  was  a  heartbreaking  scene  when  the 
stretcher  had  to  take  the  mother  away 
from  the  crying  children.  In  her  they 
lost  their  last  support.  With  a  sad 
heart  the  mother  parted  from  her 
children,  suspecting  that  she  would 
never  see  them  again.  But  more  ter- 
rible to  the  mother  was  the  possi- 
bility that  her  beloved  children  would 
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be  fully  orphaned  in  a  strange  land. 

As  the  mother  was  carried  into 
the  barracks,  the  desperate  children 
ran  crying  behind  the  carriers,  until 
the  heavy  barrack  door  was  slammed 
in  their  faces.  How  lonesome  and 
miserable  Shura  and  Pasha  felt.  As 
if  bereft  of  their  senses  they  circled 
the  barracks,  crpng  now  for  the  fath- 
er and  then  for  the  mother.  The  only 
answer  they  received  was  a  coarse  crv 
from  the  guard,  threatening  them 
with  whipping  if  they  would  not 
leave  the  barracks.  But  the  children 
did  not  cease  to  cry  and  ask  to  be 
let  in.  They  wanted  to  die  with  their 
parents,  since  they  felt  they  could  not 
live  without  them.  Thus  they  kept 
running  around  the  barracks  till  late 
at  night  when  the  severe  cold  com- 
pelled them  to  think  of  their  warmer 
clothing,  which  they  had  left  with 
some  other  things  behind  the  snow 
fences.  However,  when  they  came 
on  the  spot,  where  they  had  abode 
with  their  mother  before  her  sickness, 
they  found  no  sign  of  their  baggage. 
Apparently  someone  had  taken  the 
few  poor  things  of  the  immigrants. 

Crawling  behind  the  snow  fences, 
the  children  huddled  together  to  keep 
each  other  warm.  Shura,  who  was  the 
older,  was  very  much  concerned  about 
her  young  brother;  and  during  the 
night,  which  seemed  to  her  like  an 
eternity,  did  not  close  her  eyes.  As 
soon  as  Pasha  awoke,  the  children 
hastened  again  to  the  barracks.  The 
first  guard,  whom  they  met,  told 
them,  "Do  not  come  again.  This 
morning  we  carried  away  the  body 
of  your  father,  and  your  mother  is 
likely  to  die  today." 

It  was  impossible  to  compel  the 
children  to  leave  the  barracks.  Again 
and  again  they  looked  through  the 
windows  and  called  for  the  mother. 
Should  her  beloved  voice  be  silenced 
forever?  And  would  she  be  only  a 
cold  corpse  in  the  morning?  Yes;  in 
the  evening  they  were  told  that  the 
mother  had  died  an  hour  ago.  Hug- 
ging  each  other,  they  sat  behind  the 
snow  fences  and  cried  bitterly.  That 
night  even  Pasha  did  not  sleep;  with 
his  back  against  the  snow  fence  he 
looked  into  the  distance  where  the 
rails  seemed  to  disappear  out  of  sight, 
and  in  his  childish  mind  the  terrible 
happenings  of  the  last  few  days 
passed  again  before  him.  When  he 


finally  saw  the  train  drawing  nigh, 
he  said:  "Shura,  I  will  live  no  longer 
without  Father  and  Mother.  Come, 
let  us  lay  ourselves  on  the  rails.  The 
engine  will  crush  us,  and  then  we 
shall  be  dead.  What  do  we  have  to 
live  for  now?  Where  shall  we  go 
to  and  to  whom  shall  we  be  of  any 
use?"  With  these  words  Pasha  took 
his  sister  by  the  hand  and  dragged  her 
to  the  rails.  Shura  was  terrified;  she 
took  her  small  brother  in  her  arms 
and  cried  with  sobs: 

"No,  for  nothing  in  the  world  will 
I  go  with  you  to  cast  myself  under 
the  train;  neither  will  I  let  you  go 
...  I  am  terrified  ...  It  is  terrible." 

"Let  me  go;  I  shall  go  alone!"  cried 
the  boy. 

While  they  talked  to  each  other, 
the  train  rushed  by.  Pasha  threw 
himself  on  his  face  to  the  ground  and 
began  to  complain  loudly:  "Why  have 
you  held  me  back?  I  do  not  want  to 
live  any  more."  However  his  sister 
spoke  to  him  kindly  in  order  to  per- 
suade him  to  give  up  his  horrible 
thoughts.  After  a  long  time,  when 
he  had  become  calmer,  he  promised 
not  to  think  any  more  on  death,  and 
not  to  leave  her  alone  in  the  world. 

Thereupon  the  children,  huddling 
together  in  their  refuge,  waited  for 
the  break  of  day,  determined  to  see 
the  grave  of  their  parents  in  the  morn- 
ing. To  the  freezing  and  hungry 
children,  the  cold  night  seemed  in- 
finitely long.  Finally,  at  daybreak 
they  hastened  to  the  cemetery,  where 
in  an  especially  enclosed  corner  were 
buried  those  who  had  died  of  in- 
fectious diseases.  At  the  gate  the 
children  begged  the  keeper  to  be  let 
in,  and  asked  to  be  shown  the  grave 
of  their  parents.  But  the  man  an- 
swered in  a  harsh  voice:  "How  many 
bodies  were  carried  out  here  only 
last  night!  How  could  I  know  who  is 
buried  here?  Besides  ten  bodies  are 
usually  thrown  into  one  hole.  Some- 
times even  twenty." 

Not  achieving  anything,  the  chil- 
dren looked  with  eyes,  red  from  weep- 
ing, through  the  cracks  of  the  fence 
toward  the  irregular  mounds  of  wet 
clay.  For  a  long  time  they  stood  there 
crying  and  looking  at  the  graves,  till 
the  keeper  drove  them  away.  Op- 
pressed with  sorrow,  the  children, 
holding  each  other's  hands,  returned 
to  the  snow  fences,  which  were  the 


witnesses  of  their  cruel  experiences 
of  the  last  five  days,  including  the 
parting  with  their  beloved  mother. 
This  place  now  became  for  the 
orphaned  children  their  second  home. 
Under  the  protection  of  these  fences, 
they  began  to  consider  what  to  do 
further. 

The  very  thought  of  being  put  into 
barracks  for  orphans  seemed  terrible 
to  them;  yet  they  realized  that  that 
would  be  their  salvation  from  hun- 
ger, which  began  to  be  more  and  more 
intense.  Their  meager  supply  of  food, 
as  well  as  money,  had  been  taken 
from  them  with  the  rest  of  their 
baggage. 

Fear  overshadowed  the  lonesome, 
hungry,  and  freezing  children,  al- 
though high  above  them  the  larks 
were  joyfully  singing  their  spring 
songs  and  the  clear  rays  of  the  sun 
gilded  everything  around.  In  the 
hearts  of  the  orphans  it  was  a  dark 
night.  Their  mutual  sorrow  drew  the 
brother  and  sister  together.  Shura 
tried  to  be  a  mother  to  her  little  broth- 
er; she  kissed  him  and  tried  to  com- 
fort him  with  the  following  words: 
"We  shall  not  despair,  my  beloved; 
God  will  not  forsake  us." 

Just  as  the  children  decided  to  fol- 
low the  railroad  to  the  next  village 
to  beg  a  bite  of  bread,  they  heard 
above  them  a  coarse  voice:  "What 
are  you  doing  here?  To  whom  do  you 
belong?"  An  unknown,  uniformed 
man  appeared  before  them  and  look- 
ed at  them  searchingly.  They  be- 
came so  completely  confused  that  they 
could  not  say  at  once  that  they  were 
the  children  of  immigrants  and  had 
just  recently  lost  their  parents.  The 
stranger  commanded  them  to  follow 
him,  and  led  them  into  the  distribu- 
tion office.  There  it  was  promptly  de- 
cided to  send  them  to  the  barracks  for 
the  orphans,  where  they  did  not  want 
to  go  because  it  meant  separation  for 
them;  the  girls'  barracks  were  several 
railroad  stations  distant.  Not  heeding 
the  pleadings  and  tears  of  the  chil- 
dren, the  officials  took  Pasha  to  the 
boys'  barracks,  about  two  miles  dis- 
tant, while  Shura  was  sent  on  the 
train  to  the  girls'  home.  The  sorrow 
of  the  children  at  parting  cannot  be 
described,  for  they  lost  in  each  other 
all  that  was  still  dear  to  them  on 
the  earth.

Mrs.  McCall  sends  a  receipt  to  the  local 
treasurer  and  forwards  all  gifts  to  the  designated  board  with  recognition  of  the  donor 
council.

One  of  the  joys  of  national  conference  is  to  see  what  other  councils  have  been 
doing  through  the  year  to  promote  interest  in  the  objectives  and  recommendations.

KIDS-  We  Love  'em! 


Or  do  we?  Do  we  love  our  chil- 
dren enough  to  teach  them  as  God 
enjoins? 

It  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  teach 
children  in  the  way  of  righteousness 
(Deut.  11:19  and  20):  "And  ye  shall 
teach  them  your  children,  speaking 
of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine 
house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the 
way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and 
when  thou  risest  up.  And  thou  shalt 
\vrite  them  upon  the  door  posts  of 
thine  house,  and  upon  thy  gates." 

Can  our  children  say:  "Hear,  ye 
children,  the  instruction  of  a  father, 
and  attend  to  know  understanding. 
For  I  give  you  good  doctrine,  forsake 
ye  not  my  law"  (Prov.  4:1   and  2)? 

Do  we  teach  our  children  that 
God  is  supreme?  That  the  Bible  is 
God's  Word,  and  therefore,  it  is  the 
supreme  authority?  Do  we  know  how 
to  lead  our  children  to  the  Lord,  and 
to  give  them  assurance?  Do  we  teach 
them  how  to  lead  others  to  the  Lord? 
Do  we  teach  them  that  death  is  just 
a  step  in  the  process  of  life  eternal, 
and  not  the  end  of  life?  Are  we 
^vell  enough  informed  to  teach  our 
children  what  is  wrong  in  the  various 
Isms  as  compared  with  the  Bible? 
Parents  are  unfair  to  their  children 
if  they  allow  them  to  learn  the  facts 
of  physical  and  spiritual  life  from 
some  other  source,  or  from  experience. 
Young  people  have  an  idea  of  final 
results  and  consequences  of  sin,  but 
they  are  not  aware  of  all  the  factors 
leading  up  to  it.  For  instance,  in 
God's  sight  there  is  no  difference 
between  hate  and  murder.  Sin  begins 
in  the  heart.  A  constant  dwelling 
upon  the  Word  of  God  will  keep  one 
from  sin.  "Thy  Word  have  I  hid  in 
my  heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against 
thee"  (Ps.  119:11)."  Daily  feed  upon 
its  sacred  precepts,  and  it  will  pre- 
serve thy  soul. 

Are  our  children  forming  habits  of 
daily  Bible  reading  and  prayer?  Or 
does  the  busy  schedule  crowd  these 
out?  Do  we  discuss  current  events  of 
every-day  living  with   our  children,

both  pro  and  con,  or  do  we  give 
them  only  a  one-sided,  biased  view? 
Do  v\'e  know  what  they  are  getting 
from  the  books  they  are  studying? 
Do  \ve  know  what  their  teachers  are 
teaching  by  precept  and  example?  Do 
we  love  our  children  enough  to  care 
about  these  things?  Do  we  teach  our 
children,  so  that  they  are  aware  of  the 
danger  of  mixed  marriages  and  the 
other  implications  of  II  Corinthians 
6:14? 

Do  we  love  our  children  enough 
to  so  live  before  them  that  the  fear 
of  the  Lord  might  be  caught,  not 
merely  taught?  It  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  start  a  child  right.  "Train 
up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go: 
and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not  de- 
part from  it"  (Prov.  22:6). 

It  has  been  said  that  parents  by 
example  do  more  than  half  what  they 
will  ever  do  in  molding  a  child's  life 
by  the  time  the  child  is  three  years 
of  age. 

The  value  of  parental  discipline 
with  their  lives  as  examples  in  bring- 
ing up  children  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be 
over  estimated.  Do  we  show  how 
much  we  love  our  children  bv  disci- 
pling  them  according  to  Proverbs  13: 
24?  "He  that  spareth  his  rod  hateth 
his  son:  but  he  that  loveth  him 
chasteneth  him  betimes."  Or  do  we 
just  say  we  love  them  and  alwavs  let 
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What  do  our  children  learn  from 
our  habits,  manner,  voice,  words, 
when  in  the  presence  of  sacred 
things?  Do  we  need  to  get  the  lac- 
quer  off  so  that  we  are  the  same  alone 
as  we  are  in  a  crowd;  in  the  dark,  as 
in  the  light? 

Acts  1:8  says  we  should  be  wit- 
nesses. Do  we  have  a  Family  Altar? 
Tiny  ones  may  not  understand  what 
is  read  and  prayed,  but  they  do  under- 
stand the  habit  of  doing  it. 

How  do  we  as  parents,  or  older 
generation  score  as  examples  in 
church  affairs:  giving,  attendance, 
declining  to  gossip?  In  school  affairs: 


education,  patriotism?  In  political  af- 
fairs: voting,  being  informed  on  the 
issues?  How  do  we  react  to  situations 
of  misfortune,  good  fortune,  sorrow, 

joy? 

Do  we  love  our  children  enough 
to  say:  "As  for  me  and  my  house,  we 
will  serve  the  Lord "?  Have  we  ever 
taken  inventory  of  the  pictures  on  the 
walls  of  our  homes?  And  of  the 
magazines  that  are  in  our  magazine 
racks?  Of  the  type  of  people  who  are 
our  closest  friends  and  who  frequent 
our  homes  most  often? 

It  is  time  for  us  as  Christians  to 
stand  up  and  be  counted  and  have  the 
courage  of  our  convictions.  We  are 
either  on  the  Lord's  side,  or  we  are 
not! 

Will  we  say  with  Paul  "For  I  am 
not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ: 
for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  sal- 
vation to  every  one  that  believeth;  to 
the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the  Greek" 
(Rom.   1:16)? 

Perhaps  we  have  been  neglectful 
of  this  emphasis  in  the  past.  Whether 
or  not  this  is  true— "to  bemoan  the 
past  is  to  becloud  the  future."  Philip- 
pians  3:13  and  14:  "Brethren,  I  count 
not  myself  to  have  apprehended;  but 
this  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those 
things  which  are  behind,  and  reach- 
ing forth  unto  those  things  which 
are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark 
for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling  of 
God  in  Christ  Jesus." 

So,  regardless  of  our  neglect  in  the 
past,  now  at  the  brink  of  a  new 
year,  shall  we  love  our  children 
enough  to  take  inventory  of  our  lives 
in  precept  and  example;  and  resolve 
in  the  time  left  for  us,  be  it  short  or 
long,  to  make  it  count  to  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ?

God  Wanted  Her  in  Africa 


Mrs.  Robert  Williams  is  the  second  of  the  four  missionaries  WMC  is  supporting  with  birth- 
day offerings  this  year.  The  biography  is  compiled  by  Mrs.  Don  Wardell. 


"If  I  were  a  writer,"  saj's  Lenora 
Williams,  "I  would  have  had  all  that 
down  in  a  book  long  ago."  She  refers 
to  her  life  story,  which  wonderfully 
illustrates  the  fact  that  "all  things 
work  together  for  good"  for  one  fully 
yielded  to  Him. 

Born  on  an  Easter  Sunday  on  a 
farm  in  north  central  Indiana,  Lenora 
Deisch  grew  up  in  a  family  of  seven 
children,  received  her  elementary 
education  in  a  one-room  school,  and 
graduated  from  a  nearby  high  school. 
As  a  child  it  was  not  her  privilege  to 
attend  Sunday  school  or  church  very 
often.  On  one  of  the  rare  occasions 
\A'hen  the  family  did  go  to  church,  it 
was  to  hear  a  missionary,  the  speaker 
being  none  other  than  Dr.  Florence 
Gribble,  who  made  a  strong  appeal 
for  men  and  women  to  go  to  Africa 
with  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Since  the 
church  was  crowded,  young  Lenora 
expected  to  see  several  step  out,  but 
alas,  there  was  no  response.  However, 
the  service  left  a  lasting  impression 
on  this  young  girl. 

Several  years  later  she  was  saved 
at  the  age  of  fifteen.  At  that  time  her 
father  and  mother  and  one  sister, 
along  with  Lenora,  all  came  to  the 
Lord.  It  was  a  memorable  occasion, 
a  New  Year's  morning,  during  revival 
services  at  the  Brethren  church  at 
Loree,  Indiana.  Actually,  it  was  not 
until     after    Lenora    finished    hioh 

o 

school  that  the  possibility  of  becoming 
a  missionary  herself  came  into  her 
mind.  But  there  was  a  conflict,  for 
she  wanted  to  be  a  nurse.  Finally  she 
realized  that  the  two  could  go  hand 
in  hand— and  then  she  knew  God's 
plan  for  her  life. 

Her  four  years  at  Ashland  College 
brought  something  into  Lenora's  life 
besides  an  education.  One  Sunday 
morning  when  she  was  leaving 
church  with  some  girl  friends,  she 
noticed  a  young  man  ("clean  appear- 
ing, with  blond  hair  and  of  fair  com- 


plexion") standing  by  the  door.  The 
pastor  introduced  him  as  "'William 
Roberts,"  of  Kansas— but  it  wasn't 
long  before  Lenora  got  the  names  in 
the  right  order! 

She  went  on  to  take  nurses'  train- 
ing at  Christ  Hospital  in  Cincinnati, 
and  right  after  completing  that  she 
married  Robert  Williams.  Their 
hone}'moon  trip  was  a  journey  across 
the  country  to  the  litde  Brethren 
church  where  Bob  was  to  take  up  his 
first  pastorate.  The  young  couple  ran 
out  of  money  before  they  reached 
their  destination  at  Harrah,  Wash- 
ington. Mrs.  Williams  relates:  "We 
crossed  twenty  miles  of  sage  brush 
country  \vith  the  gas  gauge  register- 
ing nothing,  and  finally  drifted  to  a 
dead  stop  in  front  of  a  gas  station. 
Using  postage  stamps,  we  bought  one 
gallon  of  gasoline  which  took  us  to 
the  home  of  friends,  the  onlv  people 
we  knew  between  Kansas  City  and 
Yakima,  Washington.  Miracles  still 
happen!" 

At  Harrah  they  loved  the  people 
and  the  work,  and  the  Lord  blessed 
in  those  three  years.  But  there  came 
a  growing  realization  of  the  need 
for  more  study  of  God's  Word  and  the 
old  call  that  both  had  felt  years  be- 
fore, the  Lord's  call  to  Africa.  The 
pastorate  was  resigned,  and  they  re- 
turned to  Ohio  to  study  at  Grace 
Seminary  and  make  application  for 
missionary  service. 

Then  came  the  beginning  of  World 
War  II.  Brother  and  Sister  Williams 
were  obliged  to  study  the  French 
language  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic, 
in  Quebec.  After  this  they  were  ready 
to  go— but  it  was  almost  impossible  to 
obtain  passage  to  Africa.  Finally,  in 
March  1941,  the  way  was  opened  for 
them,  along  with  several  other  Breth- 
ren missionaries,  to  sail  on  the  S.S. 
Zamzain  bound  for  Capetown.  The 
account  of  this  voyage  and  the  shell- 
ing of  the  vessel  by  a  German  sub-

marine,  is  a  story  in  itself  and  there 
is  not  room  to  go  into  detail  here. 
A  quotation  from  the  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  for  October  3,  1942, 
summarizes  as  follows; 

"Probably  no  missionaries  who  our 
Society  ever  sent  to  the  field  have 
gone  through  greater  trials  and  tribu- 
lations  than  Brother  and  Sister  Rob- 
ers  S.  Williams.  It  is  to  be  remem- 
bered that  nearly  eighteen  months 
ago  they  boarded  the  ill-fated  S.S. 
Zanizam  and,  instead  of  landing  in 
Africa  or  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea, 
were  finally  cast  by  a  German  ship 
of  war  on  the  French  coast  and,  much 
against  their  wills,  were  compelled 
to  return  to  the  United  States. 

"Ever  since  they  landed  back  in 
the  United  States  .  .  .  they  have  un- 
ceasingly battered  at  the  doors  that 
seemed  to  be  irrevocably  closed 
against  them.  They  simply  wearied 
the  listeners  on  the  other  side  of  the 
doors  until  both  State  Department 
and  steamship  companies  heard  their 
pleas  and  yielded." 

"God  wanted  us  in  Africa,"  Lenora 
Williams  relates  now  after  eighteen 
years.  "We  have  been  able  to  see  the 
leading  of  the  Lord  all  along  the  way. 
Praise  God  for  the  hardships  and  the 
joys  of  serving  Him  here  in  the  heart 
of  Africa.  I  am  very  happy  as  I  see 
what  the  Lord  has  done  and  is  doing 
for  these  people." 

May  the  Lord  bless  in  your  con- 
tinued labors  for  Him,  Mrs.  Robert 
Wilhams!

A    Letter   from   Africa,    from    Mrs. 
Floyd    Taber,    when    informed    she 
is  a  1960-61  Birthday  Missionary. 
Dear  Mrs.  Pifer: 

I  received  your  letter  several  weeks 
aso  and  so  do  not  want  to  let  an- 
other  mail  day  go  by  without  answer- 
ing it.  I  cannot  tell  you  how  much 
this  expression  of  love  and  confidence 
in  me  as  one  of  your  missionaries 
meant  to  my  heart  as  I  read  it.  I 
have  such  precious  memories  of  fel- 
lowship with  different  groups  of 
WMC  ladies  as  I  had  opportunity  to 
visit  them  and  to  share  with  them 


my  experiences  and  burdens  for  the 
work  out  here.  May  I  take  this  op- 
portunity to  say  a  great  big  "thank 
vou"  to  every  one  of  them  who  have 
and  will  have  a  part  in  carrying 
out  this  goal. 

Your  letter  arrived  almost  at  the 
end  of  a  busy  summer  and  just  before 
school  took  up  again.  One  week  be- 
fore graduation  of  the  monitors  (ver- 
nacular) the  Bobbins  flew  northward 
to  rest  in  the  guest  house  at  Boguila 
for  the  summer.  Since  the  Steudlers 
were  taking  their  vacation  in  Europe, 
the  Bobbins  came  to  continue  their 
stud)'  of  French  with  me.  It  was  a 
real  pleasure  to  have  them  here  with 
us  and  also  to  watch  their  progress 
as  they  set  their  minds  and  hearts  to 
increase  their  facility  of  speech. 

Mornings  were  taken  up  with 
grammar  and  reading  in  one  of  the 
books  used  at  the  Alliance  Francaise 
in  Paris.  In  the  afternoons  we  had 
manv  happy  times  reading  various 
books  of  the  Word  and  memorizing 
whole  chapters  in  French,  of  course. 

While  they  had  sleeping  quarters 
in  the  guest  house,  we  all  ate  together 
at  our  house  to  profit  from  extra  time 
where  conversation  would  be  more 
varied  and  casual.  Shirley  (Bobbins) 
and  I  took  turns  at  the  cooking.  Then 
in  August  Charles  and  Betty  (Taber) 
came  with  their  two  children  to  rest 
and  wait  for  the  arrival  of  little  Patsy. 


But  it  was  time  to  get  ready  to  open 
monitors  school  again,  so  I  had  a 
big  dme  house  cleaning  to  get  things 
in  shape  so  I  could  coast  along  for  a 
while  in  housekeeping  until  school 
got  to  running  smoothly. 

We  sot  started  October  10.  There 
are  seven  in  the  graduating  class  and 
nine  in  first  year.  I  have  three  and 
one-half  hours  with  each  group  daily. 
That  means  lots  of  homework  for 
them  if  they  are  to  learn  enough  in 
two  years  to  be  ready  to  teach.  But 
they  are  going  at  it  without  complaint 
and  doing  good  work.  Their  studies 
are  part  Sango  and  part  French.  Sec- 
ond year  has  pedagogy,  science,  geog- 
raphy, and  Bible  geography-history  in 
French  in  addition  to  their  grammar 
lessons.  Bible  is  in  French  and  Sango. 

So  with  such  a  schedule,  I  find 
very  little  time  to  sit  down  to  write 
letters  even  though  my  thoughts  stray 
toward  America  and  all  our  friends 
many  times.  I  covet  your  prayers  that 
I  may  be  able  to  do  the  work  accept- 
ably at  all  times  that  the  Lord  has 
given  me.  Also,  I  covet  them  for  the 
young  men  who  have  gone  out  to 
teach  that  they  may  be  strong  to 
resist  the  temptations  that  test  their 
souls  constantly  during  this  period 
of  trying  to  grow  up  nationally  and 
spiritually.

"On  the  Go,"  by  Mrs.  Don  Wardell 

It  may  seem  strange  that  a  gospel 
witness  to  Russian  people  was  what 
opened  the  way  to  a  Brethren  testi- 
mony in  Mexico.  But  that  was  how  it 
happened.  A  young  man  named  Jack 
Green  ministers  to  young  Russian 
people  in  Los  Angeles,  California. 
Through  these  young  people  he  be- 
came acquainted  with  a  Russian  com- 
munity in  Baja  California  ("Lower 
California"  peninsula),  Mexico,  and 
he  worked  with  them  also.  Through 
this  contact  he  received  a  burden 
for  the  other  people  of  Mexico.  Final- 
ly it  came  about  that  Mr.  Green  was 
appointed  by  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  to  be  the  first  Brethren  mis- 
sionary to  Mexico.  Then  ill  health 
presented  his  going,  and  for  several 
years  there  was  a  new  Brethren  mis- 
sion field  but  no  missionaries  for  it. 

Then  our  faithful  God  answered 
prayer  when  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Walter 
Haag,  who  attended  Grace  Seminary 
at  Winona  Lake  at  that  time,  volun- 
teered to  go  to  Mexico.  They  both 
already  had  experience  in  another 
Spanish-speaking  field,  Puerto  Rico, 
under  another  mission.  In  fact, 
Puerto  Rico  is  where  Walter  Haag 
and  Alys  met  and  were  married.  Be- 
fore the  end  of  that  school  year  an- 
other couple,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  L. 
Howard,  also  volunteered  for  Mex- 
ico. 

When  the  seminary  year  ended  in 


the  spring  of  1951,  the  Haags  and 
their  two  children,  and  the  Howards 
and  their  two  children,  headed  for  the 
Southwest.  Because  Mexican  laws 
make  it  very  difficult  for  U.S.  citizens 
to  ]ive  in  A'lexico  for  any  length  of 
time,  they  settled  right  near  the  bor- 
der, on  the  U.S.  side.  Both  families 
first  lived  in  San  Ysidro,  California, 
just  across  from  Tijuana,  Mexico. 
Later,  the  Howards  moved  150  miles 
inland  to  Calexico,  California,  just 
across  the  border  from  Mexicali,  Mex- 
ico. These  families  still  live  at  these 
locations. 

The  missionaries  have  aimed  to 
win  as  many  Mexican  citizens  for 
the  Lord  as  possible  so  that  these 
might  be  trained  to  work  among  their 
own  people.  The  missionaries  do 
make  trips  down  into  Mexico  several 
times  a  vear,  teaching  and  preaching 
and  contacting  people  for  the  Lord. 

In  1954  another  family,  the  Sibley 
Edmistons,  became  part  of  our  Mex- 
ico staff.  They  first  lived  at  Laredo, 
Texas,  across  from  Neuvo  Laredo, 
Mexico,  carrying  on  the  same  type 
of  work  the  other  missionaries  were 
doing.  Then  for  several  years  the 
Edmistons  went  far  down  into  Mex- 
ico, first  to  Leon  and  then  to  Guana- 
juato, to  carry  on  a  gospel  witness. 
This  was  made  especially  difficult 
because  of  having  to  make  a  trip  to 
some    U.S.    border   point   every    six

months  to  renew  their  residence  per- 
mits (the  Mexican  law  is  such  that 
most  missionaries  have  to  do  this). 
As  this  article  is  being  written  (many 
months  before  it  will  be  used  for  the 
SMM),  the  Edmiston  family  is  back 
in  the  U.S.,  and  Mr.  Edmiston  is 
teaching  in  the  Bible  institute  at 
Tijuana. 

A  fine  group  of  Mexican  Brethren 
young  people  are  now  in  training 
for  the  Lord's  work.  They  first  at- 
tended a  Bible  institute  far  down  in 
Mexico  at  Durango.  Then,  when 
government  requirements  made  it 
impossible  for  this  school  to  continue, 
these  Brethren  students  came  up  to 
Tijuana  to  attend  a  new  Bible  in- 
stitute where  our  Brethren  mission- 
aries have  been  doing  much  of  the 
teaching.  In  Mexico,  a  pastor  of  a 
church  must  be  a  citizen  of  Mexico, 
born  in  Mexico.  This  means  that 
workers  from  the  U.S.  can  never 
serve  as  missionaries  in  Mexico  in 
the  same  way  that  they  do  in  many 
other  countries.  These  Mexican 
young  people— and  others  to  follow 
them— are  the  hope  for  the  future  of 
the  Brethren  work  in  Mexico. 

Missionaries  will  probably  con- 
tinue to  be  limited  in  the  amount  and 
kind  of  work  they  can  do  in  Mexico. 
But  there  is  still  opportunity  in  many 
other  border  points  with  a  testimony

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Life  As  An  "M.  K."

Lois,  daughter  oJ  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Taber, 
missionaries  to  Africa,  is  enrolled  as  a 
sophomore  at  Bryan  College.  Here  is  an  in- 
teresting story  of  some  of  the  highlights  in 
her  life. 


I  was  born  in  an  old  brick  house 
in  what  is  now  the  Central  African 
Republic.  About  three  years  later  my 
family  and  I  went  down  to  South 
Africa  for  an  overdue  furlough, 
which  we  were  unable  to  take  in 
America  because  of  the  war.  There 
at  Cape  Town  my  younger  brother, 
Allan,  was  born.  I  was  very  proud  of 
him;  one  of  my  earliest  memories  is 
that  of  upsetting  his  bed  while  fight- 
ing over  him  with  another  little  girl. 

When  I  was  five  years  old,  I  made 
my  first  trip  to  the  United  States. 
Frankly,  I  was  rather  unimpressed- 
America  was  interesting,  but  Africa 
was  home. 

After  a  little  over  a  yeia  and  a  half, 
we  went  back  to  Yaloke,  where  I 
\\'as  prepared  to  settle  down,  but 
soon  learned  that  I  would  have  to  go 
to  another  station  called  Bellevue, 
where  the  school  for  missionary  chil- 
dren was  located.  I  did  not  like 
the  idea;  my  parents  would  not  be 
able  to  take  me  to  Bellevue,  and  I  did 
not  know  anyone  there. 

Making  the  trip  with  Rev.  Wayne 
Beaver,  I  soon  decided  he  was  a  nice, 
approachable  person,  for  an  adult. 
Once  at  school,  I  became  acquainted 
with  the  students  and  felt  at  home. 
I  loved  my  classes,  which  were  taught 
by  Miss  Ruth  Kent  in  a  little  round 
mud  hut.  Miss  Snyder,  or  "Aunt 
Ruth,"  was  our  housemother.  "Aunt 
Florence"  Bickel,  the  station  nurse, 
helped  to  give  us  the  extra  loving 
we  needed  away  from  home.  Later 
"Aunt  Marie"  Mishler  became  house- 
mother, and  she  and  we  children 
moved  into  the  mudblock  house  that 
was  to  be  home  for  two  or  three  years. 


Many  memories  of  those  school 
days  -were  mine.  I  remember  playing 
among  the  yellow  cosmos  that  covered 
much  of  the  station;  climbing  over 
rocks  in  the  nearby  Ouham  River; 
building  tree  "jungle-jims,"  where  we 
spent  many  hours  of  climbing;  see- 
ing the  boy  who  came  to  Aunt  Flor- 
ence one  nisht  after  having  been 
bitten  by  a  scorpion  and  how  sorry 
I  felt  for  him.  I  also  remember, 
however,  how  much  fun  we  had  play- 
ing with  scorpions  and  making  them 
run— a  very  exciting  game! 

For  four  years  I  spent  most  of  my 
time  at  Bellevue;  then  furlough  time 
came  again,  and  our  family  headed  to- 


ward America.  Although  I  had  al- 
ready completed  normal  sixth  grade 
work,  I  entered  the  sixth  grade  at 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 

Back  in  Africa,  I  found  that  our 
school  had  been  moved  to  Yaloke. 
Now  I  could  go  to  school  and  live  at 
home,  too.  After  completing  the 
eighth  grade,  I  studied  at  home  with 
my  mother's  help.  I  was  seventeen 
when  I  left  Africa  for  the  last  time. 

Now  two  years  of  high  school  and 
one  and  one-half  years  of  college 
later,  I  have  become  somewhat  accus- 
tomed to  American  ways.  But  I  am 
still  looking  forward  to  the  day  when 
I  can  go  home.

Kennedy  will  take  his  oath  on  an  old 
familv  Bible  once  owned  by  his 
grandfather,  the  late  Mayor  John  F. 
Fitzgerald  of  Boston.  (This  will  be  the 
first  Douav  version  ever  used  in  a 
Presidential  inauguration.) 

MIAMI  BEACH,  FLA.-A  lead- 
ing food  industry  executive  charged 
here  that  Americans  who  fail  to  ex- 
press specific  thanks  to  God  at  the 
beginning  of  a  meal  represent  a 
"blotch "  on  the  country's  manners 
and  a  mark  of  ingratitude.  Addressing 
the  27th  annual  convention  of  the 
National  Association  of  Food  Chains, 
G.  H.  Achenbach,  president  of  Piggly 
Wigglv  Sims  Stores,  Inc.,  said  that 
"something  should  be  done  about" 
the  declining  practice  of  saying  grace 
at  the  table.  Urging  the  delegates  to 
remember  that  "man  does  not  live 
bv  bread  alone,"  Mr.  Achenbach  sus- 
gested;  "Perhaps  along  with  our  food 
we  need  to  merchandise  some  spirit- 
ual ^•alues,  too."  ,  . 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-U.  S. 
Census  Bureau  showed  that  church 
construction  set  a  new  November 
record  of  $94  million.  This  represent- 
ed a  decline  of  only  $2  million  from 
October,  much  less  than  the  usual 
seasonal  decline  that  occurs  at  this 
time  of  year  as  cold  M-eather  freezes 
construction  activity  in  the  Northern 
States.  Church  construction  was  $9 
million  above  the  mark  for  November 
1959. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-Of  the 
450  cases  on  the  docket  of  the  Su- 


preme Court  in  the  current  session, 
26  have  some  bearing  on  religion  or 
religious  freedom.  Items  of  religious 
significance  include:  the  so-called 
"blue  laws"  prohibiting  business  and 
commercial  activities  on  Sunday  .  .  . 
the  reading  of  the  Bible  in  public 
schools  .  .  .  laws  requiring  the  observ- 
ance of  religious  holidays,  such  as 
Christmas  and  Easter,  in  pubhc 
schools  .  .  .  distribution  of  informa- 
tion concerning  contraceptives  .  .  . 
and  the  case  of  a  man  in  Maryland 
who  has  been  denied  the  right  to 
serve  as  a  notary  public  because  he  is 
a  declared  atheist.  One  of  the  most 
unusual  questions  relates  to  the  Hut- 
terites,  a  religious  group  which  be- 
lieves in  communal  living  and  com- 
mon ownership  of  worldly  possessions. 
Although  the  Montana  courts  have 
declared  that  this  organization  should 
be  taxed  as  a  corporation,  the  Hut- 
terites  have  appealed  on  the  ground 
that  their  possessions  represent  re- 
ligious property. 

NEW  YORK— Recent  statistics 
made  public  by  Dr.  Frank  Price,  di- 
rector of  the  Missionary  Research 
Library',  show  that  the  total  Protest- 
ant missionaries  sent  out  from  all 
countries  has  arisen  to  42,250.  This 
is  an  increase  of  3,644  in  the  last 
t\^'0  years.  Of  the  42,250  overseas 
personnel,  27,219  represent  North 
American  agencies. 

FORT  WAYNE,  IND.  Through 
a  joint  grant  by  Scripture  Press  Foun- 
dation, Standard  Publishing,  David 
C.  Cook  Foundation,  and  Gospel 
Light  Publications  to  the  Accredit- 
ing Association  of  Bible  Colleges,  a 
thorough  survey  is  to  be  made  of 
Christian  education  programs  offer- 
ed in  Bible  institutes  and  Bible  col- 
leges. The  survey  will  begin  with  an 


investigation  of  the  programs  now 
being  offered  and  the  needs  on  the 
home  and  foreign  fields  for  skilled 
workers  in  the  educational  work  of 
the  church.  Research  will  be  followed 
by  regional  and  national  workshops 
and  the  eventual  publication  of  a  re- 
port. An  ad\dsory  council  to  give 
guidance  to  the  survey  had  its  first 
meeting  here  Dec.  5.  Present  were 
Edward  D.  Simpson,  chairman;  V. 
Gilbert  Beers,  Dean  A.  Dalton, 
Gerald  L.  Fargusson,  Gene  A.  Getz, 
Ernest  E.  Laughlin,  Ruth  Shannon, 
Frances  F.  Simpson,  Elmer  L.  Towns, 
Roy  B.  Zuck  (substituting  for  Nor- 
man S.  Townsend),  and  S.  A.  Wit- 
mer,  who  is  also  the  co-ordinator  of 
the  project.  Research  consultant  for 
the  survey  is  Dr.  John  Dale  Russell, 
Director  of  Research,  New  York  Uni- 
versity, formerly  Director  of  Higher 
Education  in  the  United  States  Of- 
fice of  Education. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-In  an 
elaborate  post-election  prank,  strange 
red-and-silver  quarters  featuring 
George  Washington  dressed  as  a 
Roman  Catholic  cardinal  are  being 
circulated  in  some  parts  of  the  coun- 
try—and there  apparendy  is  no  law 
against  it.  The  coins  have  been  dub- 
bed "Kennedy  quarters"— named  for 
Sen.  John  F.  Kennedy,  who  on  Jan. 
20  becomes  the  first  Roman  Catholic 
to  serve  as  President.  Mint  officials 
have  explained  that  the  coins  are 
standard  25-cent  pieces  doctored  to 
disguise  Washington  as  a  prelate. 
Some,  they  said,  have  been  dressed 
up  with  pieces  of  red  plastic  tape, 
while  others  are  merely  painted  with 
red  enamel.  Although  the  mint  has 
no  evidence  that  the  "Kennedy  quar- 
ters" are  being  produced  by  any  par- 
ticular group  or  organization,  there  is 
some  fear  that  the  gag  might  sweep 
the  country  and  botch  up  the  supply 
of  quarters. 

VIENNA-Members  of  the  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  of  the  Can- 
ton of  Zurich  have  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion stressing  the  "desirability  and 
possibility"  of  establishing  a  telephone 
pastoral  service  for  all  Switzerland. 
It  would  be  patterned  after  "The 
Outstretched  Hand"  service  begun  in 
Geneva  recently  by  Protestant  church 
groups.

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GREASY

Pasha  was  taken  to  the  barracks, 
where  three  hundred  boys  had  al- 
ready been  placed.   Many  of  them 
who  had  lived  there  a  long  time  had 
become  very  mischievous,  since  they 
were  now  accustomed  to  the  environ- 
ment. With  coarse  joking,  shovings, 
and  pushes  the  newcomer  was  greeted 
by  the  boys.  Pasha  entertained  only 
one  thought  within  a  week:  that  was 
to  flee  from  the  barracks.  The  whole 
surroundings— the     indifference     to- 
ward the  needs  of  the  children,  the 
coarse  manners  of  the  inmates,  the 
continuous    squabble    and    fighting, 
as  well  as  the  obnoxious  dried  fish 
soup  at  dinner,  had  become  intoler- 
able to  him.  The  lad  watched  for  a 
suitable  moment  for  the  flight.  The 
bovs  were  forbidden  to  leave  the  bar- 
racks without  being  accompanied,  but 
Pasha  dared  not  to  tarry.  He  went 
out  in  the  dark  and  climbed  over  a 
low    place    in    the    board   enclosure 
and  ran  as  if  being  chased,  in  the  op- 
posite   direction    from    the    railroad. 
About  four  miles  from  the  barracks 
was  the  beginning  of  a  large  woods. 
On  arriving  there.  Pasha  felt  some- 
what calmer.  He  ran  no  more,  but 
\\'alked  on,  endeavoring  not  to  lose 
sight  of  the  edge  of  the  woods;  yet 
trving  to  get  as  far  as  possible  from 
the  barracks.  Pasha  walked  until  he 
was  too  tired  to  go  farther;  then  he 
lay  down  under  a  tree  and  was  soon 
fast  asleep.  He  dreamed  that  he  was 
overtaken  and  was  carried  back  to  the 
barracks,  where  he  received  a  lick- 
ing, and  the  obnoxious  fish  soup  was 
continuously    poured    in    his    open 
mouth. 

The  \\'arm  spring  sun  was  already 
high  in  the  sky  when  the  little  run- 


away awoke.  The  manifold  song  of 
the  birds  almost  deafened  him;  it 
seemed  as  if  the  feathery  songsters 
wanted  to  boast  of  their  art  before 
the  intruder  into  their  green  domain. 
Pasha  arose  and  thought  what  to  do 
next.  He  decided  to  return  to  his 
home  village  of  Sosnovka;  he  had 
not  forgotten  the  name  of  his  district 
or  country.  What  good  times  he  used 
to  have  in  Sosnovka!  He  remembered 
the  small,  but  beautiful  river  where 
he  had  bathed  and  caught  fish  with 
the  other  children.  He  would  like 
very  much  to  have  seen  his  beloved 
sister  before  going,  but  where  or  how 
could  he  find  her?  Besides  it  terri- 
fied him  to  think  that  he  might  be 
found  and  brought  back  to  the  bar- 
racks. Therefore  he  bravely  decided 
to  go  on  so  that  he  would  soon  be 
far  from  the  hated  place;  then  he 
would  inquire  more  particularly 
about  the  way  to  his  home  village. 

With  the  exception  of  one  village, 
where  he  begged  bread,  he  avoided 
the  homesteads  all  that  day.  As  the 
second  night  overtook  him,  he  went 
farther  and  deeper  into  the  woods  to 
spend  the  night.  He  lay  down  under 
a  big  tree  and  was  soon  fast  asleep. 
Before  daybreak  he  was  awakened 
by  a  slap,  and  somebody  called  him 
\vith  a  loud  voice:  "Hey,  there!  Get 
up,  litrie  fellow!  Why  do  you  lie  here? 
Who  are  you  here  with?"  When 
Pasha  arose  he  was  confronted  by 
three  fellows  armed  from  head  to 
foot.  He  was  thoroughly  frightened! 
"Be  not  afraid;  we  will  not  harm  you. 
Tell  us  how  you  came  here?" 

When  Pasha  noticed  that  these 
men  were  not  from  the  barracks  he 
told  them  freely  what  he  had  passed 


through  and  where  he  wanted  to  go. 
The    men    listened    attentively;    the 
clever  and  daring  boy  appealed  to 
them.  After  a  short  consultation  they 
decided  to  take  him  along.  "That  he 
may   not   perish,"    they   said.    "This 
stripling  can  become  somebody  yet. 
He  was  not  afraid  to  flee  from  the 
orphanage,    and   now   he   wants    to 
undertake    the   long   voyage    to   his 
home  village  all  alone!  We  just  have 
to  raise  him  in  our  style."  They  told 
the  boy  of  their  decision,  at  the  same 
time  praising  their  manner  of  life  and 
promised   him   that   he   should   fare 
very  well  with  them.  Pasha  dared  not 
to  contradict  them  because  he  feared 
these  armed  men.  He  went  with  them 
into  the  interior  of  woods,  where  in 
the   clearing   a   strong,   young   man 
waited    for    them    with    horses.    He 
grasped  Pasha  under  the  arms,  lifted 
the  boy  in  front  of  himself  on  the 
horse,  and  they  galloped  away.  After 
riding  a  long  time  by  winding  paths 
in   the  forest,   they  finally  stopped. 
The  horses  were  taken  away,  while 
the    men,    dragging    Pasha    behind 
them,   crawled   through  an  opening 
under  some  trees  broken  down  by  a 
storm.    After    a    fe\v    minutes    walk 
through  thick  woods  they  came  upon 
a  clearing  (where  were  about  twenty 
persons,    mostly   armed,    and    a   few 
women.  The  eyes  of  all  centered  upon 
the  boy,  brought  in  as  dirty  and  rag- 
ged as  he  was.  They  poured  questions 
upon  him:  who  he  was,  where  he  was 
from,    et   cetera.    One   of   the   men, 
seemingly   the   leader   of    the   band, 
asked:  "What's  your  name?" 

"Pasha,  Paul!"  answered  the  boy 
with  a  firm  voice. 

"What  is  your  family  name?" 

"Tichomirow"  (which  means  quiet 
peace). 

"That  kind  of  a  name  does  not  fit 
among  us;  from  now  on  you  shall  be 
called  'Greasy,'  since  you  are  so  dirty 
and  greasy,"  said  the  man.  From  that 
time  he  knew  no  other  name  than 
Greasy;  the  new  name  pleased  them 
all  very  much. 

Now  it  became  clear  to  Pasha  that 
he  had  landed  in  a  robbers'  den.  By 
and  by  he  became  acquainted  with 
the  new  life,  eventually  found  even 
a  liking  for  it.  The  carefree  liberty, 
the  good  food,  the  joyous  and  ani- 
mated mood— all  worked  to  make  him 
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friendly  to  those  people,  and  he  ceas- 
ed to  think  about  Sosnovka.  Onlv  his 
sister  Shura  he  could  not  forget;  the 
thought  of  her  often  made  him  sad, 
for  he  assumed  she  was  no  longer 
alive. 

The  little  "Greasy"  one  soon  be- 
came the  darling  of  all  the  robbers 
and  served  all  for  a  pastime.  He  again 
became  very  much  interested  in  their 
adventures,  and  impatiendy  looked 
forward  to  their  bringing  in  each  new 
loot.  Day  by  day  he  became  familiar 
with  the  new  life  and  soon  forgot 
what  once  his  parents  had  taught 
him  about  the  sin  of  stealing;  it  be- 
came even  a  pleasure  to  him  to  in- 
spect the  looted  things  and  to  listen  to 
the  tales  of  the  robbers  when  they 
returned  from  their  "work"  as  they 
were  pleased  to  call  their  evil  trade. 

By  the  time  eight  vears  had  passed, 
sixteen-year-old  "Greasy"  then  took 
a  li^'ely  part  in  the  robberies  and 
plunderings  of  the  band.  Because  of 
his  bravery,  cleverness,  and  capability, 
he  soon  became  the  helper  of  the 
leader.  Their  work  terrorized  the  in- 
habitants in  the  circumference  of 
se^'entv-five  miles.  The  deep  woods 
made  it  possible  for  the  robbers  to 
carry  on  their  work  without  disturb- 
ances. It  seemed  as  if  nobody  could 
find  and  put  a  halt  to  their  activities. 
The)'  robbed  e\'er)'body  who  fell  into 
their  hands  and  not  seldom  commit- 
ted murder. 

But  everything  has  its  own  time. 
One,  a  verv  simple  case,  brought 
about  a  complete  change  in  the  lives 
of  the  robbers.  One  part  of  the  band 
with  "Greasy"  as  their  leader  over- 
took two  men  passing  through  the 
woods,  killed,  and  robbed  them.  The 
robbers  took  the  horses,  the  clothing 
and  the  boots  of  the  murdered  ones 
for  themseh'es  besides  three  rubles 
and  fifty  kopeken.  In  one  of  these 
sacks,  with  all  kinds  of  utensils,  they 
found  two  books.  On  the  spur  of  the 
moment,  the  men  wanted  to  throw 
the  books  away  but  considered  it 
would  be  better  to  take  them  along 
For  cigarette  paper,  so  "Greasy" 
stuck  the  books  among  his  things, 
n  the  evening  after  looking  once 
more  over  the  stolen  goods  robbed 
during  the  day,  he  pulled  out  the 
books  and  began  to  leaf  through 
them.  One  of  the  books  had  to  him 
the  unfamiliar  inscription,  The  Voice 


of  Faith,  the  other  was  a  New  Testa- 
ment. Concerning  the  latter  he  had  a 
feeble  recollection  from  childhood; 
his  parents  also  used  to  have  a  New 
Testament  in  Sosnovka.  L}dng  in  his 
bunk,  "Greasy,"  to  pass  away  the 
time,  began  to  read  the  places  facing 
him  at  a  chance  opening  of  the  book. 
There  he  read;  "There  is  none  that 
seeketh  after  God  .  .  .  their  throat  is 
an  open  sepulchre,  with  their  tongues 
they  have  used  deceit;  their  mouth  is 
full  of  cursing  and  bitterness.  Their 
feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood;  destruc- 
tion and  misery  are  in  their  ways; 
and  the  v\'ay  of  peace  have  they  not 
known;  there  is  no  fear  of  God  be- 
fore their  eyes"  (Rom.  3:11-18).  He 
considered,  "Formerly  there  were  also 
people  as  we  are  today— 'Their  feet 
are  su'ift  to  shed  blood.'  " 

In  his  mind  there  appeared  the 
picture  of  how  they,  the  robbers,  had 
on  their  quick  horses  pursued  the 
fleeing  travelers,  and  how,  though 
the  people  pleaded  for  their  lives, 
they  killed  them  without  pity.  In  re- 
membering this  a  strange  feeling  came 
over  him,  and  he  considered  further: 
"Who  may  those  people  have  been? 
Why  did  they  carry  this  book  with 
them?"  He  began  to  leaf  through  the 
New  Testament  in  the  hope  of  find- 
ing some  information  about  the  mur- 
dered ones,  but  he  found  no  docu- 
ment containing  a  clue  as  to  whom 
the  slain  ones  were.  Onlv  on  the  fly- 
leaf he  found  the  following  inscrip- 
tion: "May  15,  1898,  the  day  of  con- 
\'ersion  to  the  Lord,  my  repentance 
and  new  birth.  On  this  dav  He  for- 
gave my  sins  and  washed  me  with 
His  holy  blood." 

"Greasy"  understood  not  the  mean- 
ing of  those  words;  and  turning  addi- 
tional  pages  read  on:  "Know  ve  not 
that  the  unrighteous  shall  not  inherit 
the  kingdom  of  God?".  .  .  Thereupon 
he  read  the  following  enumeration  of 
various  abominations  and  summar- 
izing words:  "And  such  were  some 
of  you,  but  ye  are  washed,  but  ye  are 
sanctified,  but  ye  are  justified  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  the 
Spirit  of  our  God"  (I  Cor.  6:9-11). 

Aftenvards  he  read  the  praj'er  of 
the  man  who  said:  "Behold,  Lord,  the 
half  of  mv  goods  I  give  to  the  poor; 
and  if  I  have  taken  anvthing  from  any 
man  b\'  false  accusation,  I  restore  him 
fourfold"  (Luke  19:8).  He  turned  a 


few  leaves  and  was  gripped  by  the 
reading  of  the  twenty-third  chapter  of 
the  Gospel  of  Luke  in  which  the 
crucifixion  of  Jesus  is  depicted.  It 
was  of  special  interest  to  him  that  two 
murderers  were  crucified  with  the 
Christ,  and  that  the  one  who  repented 
and  confessed  his  sins  was  forgiven 
by  Jesus  and  promised  entrance  to 
paradise. 

"Greasy"  shut  the  book  and  lay  it 
under  his  pillow.  Then  rolling  him- 
self in  his  cover,  he  tried  to  sleep,  but 
sleep  left  him.  His  heart  was  verv 
much  disturbed;  all  efforts  to  put 
away  the  thoughts  crowding  upon 
his  mind  were  useless.  Over  and  over 
rose  the  picture  of  how  the  t^vo 
travelers  on  their  knees  pled  to  be 
spared. 

Not  until  morning  did  sleep  over- 
come "Greasy,"  and  he  awoke  with 
renewed  unrest  in  his  soul.  His  com- 
rades noticed  the  strange  expression 
on  his  face,  but  knew  not  to  what 
circumstance  they  should  ascribe  it. 
Some  thought  he  had  become  sick. 
For   a   number   of   days   he    walked 
around  in  a  daze,  and  nobody  could 
get  out  of  him  what  really  was  the 
matter.  His  comrades  did  not  cease 
to  try  to  find  out  the  cause  of  his 
sadness,    till   he   finally   declared   to 
some  that  he  no  longer  could  be  at 
peace,  since  he  had  read  something 
in  the  book  that  they  had  taken  from 
the    murdered    ones.    At   this   decla- 
ration   all    were    overtaken    with    a 
strange  feeling;  what  kind  of  book 
could    that    be    which    could    bring 
about  a  sad  transformation  in  their 
jolly  comrade.  They  demanded  that 
this  book  of  witchcraft  be  surrender- 
ed and  burned.  Some,  however,  asked 
with  interest  that  the  book  be  given 
to  them  to  look  into.  Finally  it  was 
decided   that   the   book   be   read   to 
the  whole  gang.  When  they  were  all 
together,  "Greasy"  read  to  them  those 
parts  which  had  moved  him  so  great- 
ly. They  listened  with  strained  atten- 
tion. One  young  robber  declared  from 
the   beginning  with    great  certainty 
that  the  book  was  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  he  used  to  know  it.  "My 
mother  was  a  Stundist  (believer)  said 
he,  "and  always  read  in  the  Gospels. 
She  often  took  me  to  the  children's 
meetings,  where  we  read  out  of  this 
book,  prayed,  and  sang."

I   was   the  officer  who 
compiled   the   evidence   that  caused 
him  to  be  convicted  and  sentenced  to 
the  gas  chamber  for  execution.  Last 
Christmas    I    received    a    Christmas 
card  from  him,  and  realizing  that  it 
cost  him  one  of  his  postage  privileges 
to  send  it  and  knowing  that  nothing 
happens  by  coincidence  in  my  life, 
I  prayed  much  and  felt  led  to  write 
a  long  letter  telling  him  of  my  con- 
version and  that  his  greatest  need  was 
to    be    sure    of   eternal    life.    I    told 
him  that  I  was  not  writing  as  an  of- 
ficer to  a  prisoner,  but  as  a  sinner 
saved  by  grace  to  a  sinner  who  need- 
ed salvation.   I   gave  him   Scripture 
and  the  assurance  that  I  would  be 
praying  for  him.  .  .  .  Last  month  he 
was  returned  to  this  county  for  re- 
trial and  when  I  had  finished  giving 
my  testimony  (he  was  his  own  de- 
fense   at    the    suggestion    of    Caryl 
Chessman),  he  greeted  me  like  a  long 
lost  brother  and  apologized  for  some 
of  the  questions  that  he  had  to  ask 
me  and  requested  that  I  come  to  see 
him.  When  I  did  go  to  visit  him,  he 
thanked  me  repeatedly  for  the  letter 
and  told  me  that  he  had  shared  it 
with  every  man  on  death  row.  They 
could  not  get  over  the  fact  that  a 
"cop"   would   bother   to   write    to   a 
"con."  One  who  was  especially  im- 
pressed was  Caryl  Chessman,  since 
executed.   I   counseled  for   an   hour 
with  Love  and  he  admitted  his  need. 
Although  I  tried  to  persuade  him  to 
confess  Christ  before  I  left,  he  did  not 
openly  take  the  step  of  faith,  but  he 
promised   me   to   read   the   Book   of 
John,  and  that  he  would  call  for  me 
if  there  was  anything  further  that  I 
could  do.  r^e  is  due  to  be  executed 
within  a  few  months  and  I  do  covet 
your  prayers  in  his  behalf.  Isn't  our 
God  wonderful!   I  believe  that  one 
day  I  will  meet  this  man  on  heaven's 
shore.

W/iot  Does  7967  Hold  for  Home  Missions? 

The  year  1960  was  one  of  vast  changes  in  many 
realms.  Scientifically,  new  depths  into  the  atom  were 
fathomed,  new  heights  in  space  were  explored,  and 
new  breadths  in  research  were  extended.  Politically,  a 
change  in  administration  of  our  Government;  economi- 
cally," a  business  recession,  and  an  increase  in  the  cost 
of  living  have  affected  all  our  lives.  Socially,  new  records 
in  deliiTquency  and  crime  were  set,  the  ugly  story  of  sm 
continues  to  feature  itself  upon  the  daily  newspapers 
and  communism  advanced  unchecked  to  within  nmety 
miles  of  our  Nation,  threatening  the  liberty  of  people 
here  and  elsewhere. 

Very  little  progress  has  been  made  in  the  spiritual 
realm.  Roman  Catholicism  has  gained  prominence,  addi- 
tional elements  of  control,  and  many  more  adherents. 
Modern  church  leaders  talk  of  merger,  unity,  more  and 
more  of  social  progress  and  less  and  less  of  spirituality. 
The  Congo  crisis  has  practically  closed  another  great 
missionary"  field,  causing  great  concern  for  all  mission- 
aries in  the  path  of  the  communistic  sweep.  Compara- 
tively, the  real  work  of  soul-winning,  revival,  and  godly 
living  set  no  outstanding  records  in  this  past  year. 

Do  we  need  a  new  message?  Another  approach?  New 
methods?  More  workers?  More  money  or  what? 

Modernistic  religious  leaders  have  departed  from  the 
Gospel  and  thus  have  limited  their  message  and  ac- 
complishments. The  Word  of  God  is  against  such  pro- 
cedure. The  Bible  warns  of  a  penalty  involved  in  de- 
ducting from  or  adding  to  the  revelation  already  given 
(Rev.  22:18-19). 

Very  clearly  the  Holy  Spirit  reveals  the  message  that 
will  produce  God-given  results.  "Neither  is  there  salva- 
tion in  any  other:  for  there  is  none  other  name  under 
heaven  given  among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved" 
(Acts  4:12).  The  essentials  of  the  Gospel  are  given  in  I 
Corinthians  15:1-4.  Paul  testifies  to  its  power  and  triumph 
over  sin  in  Romans  1:16.  This  message,  sufficient  in  the 
past,  still  produces  the  results  if  faithfully  and  tactfully 
used    (Rom.    10:8-10). 

Every  known  approach  and  method  that  is  in  harmony 
with  God's  Word  is  being  used  in  our  home-mission 
churches.  As  rapidly  as  new  methods  appear  on  the 
horizon  we  urge  their  practical  consideration.  Your  home- 
mission  organization  is  constituted  of  Bible-believing 
workers  who  will  not  sacrifice  Biblical  principles  just  to 
attain  some  goal.  However,  we  must  be  careful  that  all 


our  approaches  and  methods  have  been  used  through  the 
direction  and  power  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  Unless  local 
churches  and  pastors  utilize  promotional  materials  and 
approaches  to  educate  their  people,  no  method  will  be 
successful. 

As  long  as  God  restrains  the  coming  of  His  Son,  the 
need  for  more  consecrated  workers  will  be  evident.  Each 
year,  in  each  field  the  Council  seeks  the  divine  will  of 
God  in  cooperation  with  the  local  church  and  the  mis- 
sionary involved  to  determine  who  shall  serve.  Your 
writer  knows  of  no  aspect  of  home  missions  more  care- 
fully and  prayerfully  considered  than  this.  Beyond  this, 
a  oreater  concern  should  be  that  each  missionary  might 
be"  the  consecrated,  spiritually  qualified  vessel  for  the 
Master's  use.  Periodically  a  personal,  spiritual  inventory 
of  life,  self-examination  of  heart,  and  reconsideration  of 
the  call  to  service  ought  to  be  made. 

Adequate  funds  are  an  increasing  necessity  with  the 
rising  spiral  of  costs.  The  devaluation  of  die  American 
dollar  hits  the  missionary  organization  at  a  critical  point. 
Extension,  more  workers,  new  buildings  can  only  come  as 
dollars  permit.  Additional  efforts  must  be  made  to 
stretch  the  home-mission  dollar  to  the  maximum  again 

this  year.  . 

In  our  spiritual  inventory,  shall  we  examine  our  basis 
of  home-mission  giving?  Is  our  giving  on  a  Biblical  basis? 
(I  Cor.  16:2;  II  Cor.  9:6.)  Herein  lies  a  great  hindrance 
in  the  progress  of  home  missions.  Our  statisticians  have 
pointed  out  that  the  ten  percent  tithe  and  offerings  of  our 
membership  would  more  than  adequately  take  care  of  the 
local  church  and  national  needs. 

We  should  avoid  prejudice,  control  our  personal  ec- 
centricities, and  cooperate  with  true  spiritual  vision.  Sin, 
faithlessness,  lethargy,  and  procrastination  are  used  to 
thwart  the  advance  of  the  Gospel.  Brethren,  we  cannot 
permit  Satan  such  advantages  in  this  critical  hour! 

Our  Nation  is  ripe  unto  the  harvest.  Consecrated  lives 
are  upon  the  altar.  God's  Word  is  ready  and  powerful 
in  die  salvation  of  souls.  The  Holy  Spirit  beckons  us 
to  carry  the  witness.  We  have  the  equipment— now  let  us 
advance!  Pray  diat  1961  will  be  a  year  of  unity,  harmony, 
and  victory  in  Brethren  church  extension!  Pray  that 
God  will  remove  any  hindering  influences  and  provide 
the  needed  ingredients  to  bring  spiritual  power  to  bear 
and  produce  our  greatest  harvest  of  souls.  Let  us  seek  the 
face  of  God  to  know  His  will.  His  way,  and  His  bless- 
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The  Price  Tag  on  Missions?

For  the  last  few  weeks  the  news- 
papers have  carried  the  ads  for  many 
January  clearance  sales.  Such  super- 
latives as  "drastic  reductions,"  "gi- 
gantic savings,"  and  "prices  slashed" 
are  often  seen.  Of  course  many  peo- 
ple wait  to  buy  until  these  sales  are 
held  when  price  tags  have  been 
drastically  marked  down. 

What  about  the  monetary  price 
tag  for  missions  for  the  new  year  of 
1961?  Can  we  expect  it  to  be  marked 
down  and  prices  to  be  cheaper  if 
we  are  to  effectively  reach  America 
with  the  Gospel  during  this  coming 
year?  Certainly  not!  There  are  many 
factors  which  make  such  a  considera- 
tion an  absolute  impossibility. 

Actually,  this  year  it  will  cost  more 
to  do  the  very  same  job  for  the  Lord 
we  did  last  year.  In  industry  as  the 
quantity  of  the  articles  manufactured 
increases  with  mass  production,  the 
cost  per  article  will  decrease.  How- 
ever, this  is  not  true  in  missions.  As 
the  number  of  our  mission  points  in- 
creases, the  cost  to  do  the  job  also 
increases  proportionately. 

Then,  too,  because  of  the  deflated 
value  of  the  dollar  costs  all  alons  the 
line  have  increased  and  as  a  result 
missionary  interests  have  suffered 
greatly.  Average  construction  costs 
for  new  church  buildings  have  stead- 
ily increased  until  now  $4  will  do 
less  work  than  $3  did  just  a  few  years 
ago.  In  some  instances  this  difference 
is  even  greater.  The  cost  of  property 
has  sky-rocketed  to  unbelievable 
prices  in  metropolitan  areas  where  the 
gi-eatest  increases  in  population  have 
been  experienced  and  where  the 
greatest  mission  fields  are.  Labor 
costs  increase  annually.  Determined 
efforts  have  been  made  to  keep  these 
costs  as  low  as  possible.  New  methods 
and  procedures,  the  use  of  our  own 
construction  crews  and  much  volun- 
teer labor,  together  with  a  ceiling  on 
building  costs,  have  helped  to  al- 
leviate this  situation.  But,  the  batde 
against  inflation  in  this  area  is  a  crit- 
ical one. 

Also,  because  of  the  increased  cost 


of  living,  missionaries'  and  pastors' 
salaries  have  had  to  be  increased  for 
the  missionary  to  adequately  support 
his  family. 

No;  the  material  price  tag  for  mis- 
sions will  not  be  lower  this  year,  in- 
stead, it  will  be  marked  up  in  some 
percentage  of  inflation. 

But  what  about  the  spiritual  price 
tag  for  missions  in  1961?  Will  this  be 
reduced? 

In  our  witnessing  challenge  the 
field  has  certainly  not  been  reduced. 
In  fact,  if  we  are  to  fulfill  our  Lord's 
command  to  preach  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature  and  win  souls  to  Christ, 
our  field  is  an  ever  increasing  one 
numerically.  There  are  three  million 
more  people  in  the  United  States 
now  than  there  were  a  year  ago.  This 
year  of  1961  will  add  more  than  three 
million  people  to  our  growing  popu- 
lation. Then,  when  we  stop  to  con- 
sider that  two  out  of  five  people  in 
the  United  States  are  not  even  church 
members  of  any  kind,  how  many  mil- 
lions there  are  right  now  in  America 
who  are  lost  without  Christ  and 
desperately  in  need  of  hearing  the 
Gospel.  The  geographical  size  of  our 
field  may  be  the  same,  but  the  nu- 
merical size  is  a  constantly  growing 
one.  In  fact,  our  proportionate  growth 
is  much  beyond  the  efforts  being 
expended  to  reach  lost  souls  for 
Christ.  The  price  tag  on  our  wit- 
nessing certainly  must  not  be  marked 
down  if  we  are  to  reach  more  souls 
for  Christ. 

Can  we  afford  to  reduce  the  price 
in  dedication  to  Christ  in  1961? 

Paul  said  in  Romans  12:1:  "I  be- 
seech you  therefore,  brethren,  by 
the  mercies  of  God,  that  ye  present 
your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy, 
acceptable  unto  God,  which  is  )'our 
reasonable  service." 

This  formula  has  never  changed 
since  Paul  wrote  it  under  the  inspira- 
tion of  the  Spirit.  Our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  will  settle  for  nothing  less  than 
the  complete  dedication  of  His  child 
to  the  performance  of  His  will. 

Actually  this  is  our  real  need  in 


Brethren  Home  Missions  in  1961 
for  those  who  profess  to  be  Christians 
—to  lay  their  all  on  the  altar  for 
Christ.  If  Brethren  believers  would 
just  do  this,  the  burden  of  seeing 
souls  saved  \vould  grip  them  so  strong- 
ly that  they  would  begin  giving  a 
personal  testimony  for  Christ  which 
normally  would  add  to  their  spiritual 
enthusiasm. 

Then,  in  turn  they  would  begin  to 
pray  for  others  as  Jesus  did  and  the 
Lord  would  answer  prayer  in  the  sal- 
vation of  more  precious  souls.  God's 
price  tag  on  the  soul  is  and  always 
has  been  the  same  (Mark  8:36-37). 
This  prayer  is  absolutely  and  urgent- 
ly necessary  in  order   that  we  may 
establish  more  churches  in  the  United 
States  in  1961  and  in  order  that  the 
missionaries  we  now  have  should  be 
so   blessed   by   the   Lord   that   their 
testimony  would  reach  far  for  Him. 
The  next  step  would  be  generous 
giving  which  surely  starts  with  the 
tithe.  Even  though  it  was  the  Prophet 
Malachi  in  chapter  3,  verse  10  who 
said:  "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the 
storehouse,  that  there  may  be  meat 
in  mine  house,  and  prove  me  now 
herewith  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  if 
I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of 
heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing, 
that  there  shall  not  be  room  enough 
to  receive  it."  Certainly  the  Christian 
today  in  the  age  of  grace  should  not 
give  less  than  a  tithe.  Our  statistician 
frequendy  tells  us  that  if  all  Breth- 
ren   people    would    tithe,    our   local 
churches  and  national  organizations 
would   have   no   financial   problems. 
But,  instead  of  dthing  and  marking 
up    their   giving   to   the   Lord   some 
Christians  keep  marking  down   the 
price  tag  on  their  giving  constantly. 
In  these  and  in  many  other  areas 
we  need  a  new  dedication  to  the  will 
of  Christ.  Here  is  where  all  success- 
ful church  extension  and  home  mis- 
sions must  begin. 

As  Brethren  in  1961,  let  us  inark 
up  the  price  tag  on  our  dedication 
to  Jesus  Christ  in  home  missions  and 
church  extension!

No  Name  in  Israel?

From  time  to  time  we  are  invited 
by  our  unsaved  Jewish  friends  to  par- 
ticipate in  some  particular  part  of 
their  "rehgious  hfe."  This  involves 
weddings,  har  mitzvahs  (ceremony  of 
receiving  a  boy  at  the  age  of  thirteen 
into  the  religious  community  of  Is- 
rael), passover  observances,  and  so 
forth.  We  attend  these  functions 
simply  because  it  brings  us  into  per- 
sonal, close,  intimate  contact  with 
these  people.  At  the  same  time  it 
provides  the  opportunity  then  or 
later  on  of  having  them  question  us 
as  to  what  we  thought  of  the  affair 
and  of  their  trying  to  tell  us  why 
they  observe  that  particular  tradition 
of  Judaism.  At  such  times  we  are 
usually  able  to  present  the  teaching 
concerning  such  an  observance  as  it 
is  contained  in  God's  Word,  or  if 
contained  only  in  their  tradition, 
to  deal  with  them  from  God's  Word 
relative  to  the  practice  they  are  fol- 
lowing and  at  the  same  time,  pointing 
out  to  them  the  blessed  truth  con- 
cerning salvation  by  grace  through 
the  shed  blood  of  Jesus,  the  Mes- 
siah. 

However  in  attending  these  func- 
tions very  many  times  things  happen 
which  to  say  the  least  are  quite  un- 
usual and  even  humorous.  Such  was 
the  case  when  Mrs.  Button  and  I 
were  invited  to  attend  the  har  mitz- 
vah  service  for  the  son  of  one  of 
our  dear  Jewish  friends.  We  arrived 
at  the  synagogue  some  ten  minutes 
before  the  service  was  scheduled  to 
start.  The  usual  disorder  and  noise 
prevailed  at  the  rear  of  the  audi- 
torium, I  put  on  my  yalmdkah  (skull 
cap),  and  we  started  for  the  front 
of  the  room  in  order  to  seat  ourselves. 
Before  we  had  taken  half  a  dozen 
steps  one  of  the  officials  of  the  syna- 
gogue rushed  up  and  stopped  us. 

"You  sit  back  there,"  he  said  to  my 
wife  as  he  waved  her  to  the  rear  of 
the  auditorium.  Then  he  turned  to 
me.  "You  are  a  friend  of  the  har 
mitzvdh  boy?"  he  asked.  I  answered, 
"Yes."  Thereupon  this  man  acting 
as  usher  began  pushing  me  toward 
the  front  of  the  auditorium  with  this 


running  comment,  "You  sit  in  the 
second  row  on  the  left  at  the  front 
—where  is  your  tallis  [prayer  shawl]— 
left  it  at  home— shame  on  you— I'll 
get  3'ou  one— prayerbook  too?  Ot  veyl" 
And  with  that  he  shoved  me  into  a 
seat  and  was  gone  only  to  return  in 
a  minute  to  drape  a  prayer  shawl 
over  my  shoulders  and  shove  a  prayer 
book  into  my  hand. 

You  can  be  sure  I  heaved  a  sigh 
as  I  sat  there  trying  to  be  as  incon- 
spicuous as  possible.  How  was  I  to 
know  that  my  friend  was  a  member 
of  an  orthodox  synagogue,  especially 
when  he  was  modern  in  every  other 
respect  even  to  the  point  of  serving 
ham  at  the  passover  meal.  This  latest 
revelation  of  my  friend's  attitude  to- 
ward religion  almost  floored  me.  As 
I  sat  there  trying  to  reconcile  this 
with  the  other  actions  of  my  friends, 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes  passed  and 
disorder  became  more  apparent  and 
finally  consternation  reigned  at  the 
rear  of  the  auditorium.  My  usher 
friend  came  by  me,  and  I  asked  what 
was  wrong.  "The  har  mitzvah  boy," 
he  said,  clasping  his  forehead,  "He  is 
late  and  no  one  knows  where  he  is!" 
And  just  at  that  time  my  friend  to- 
gether with  his  family,  including  the 
bar  mitzvah  boy,  hurriedly  came  into 
the  auditorium. 

Finally  things  began  to  quiet  down 
and  all  were  seated:  the  mother  with 
the  women  at  the  back,  the  father  and 
brother  at  the  front  in  the  first  row 
with  the  men,  and  the  har  mitzvah 
boy  on  the  platform  between  the 
rabbi  and  the  pulpit,  and  the  service 
got  under  wav. 

The  first  part  of  the  service  con- 
sisted of  the  reading  of  that  Sab- 
bath's portion  of  the  Torah  scroll 
(first  five  books  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment). Certain  men  from  the  con- 
gregation were  called  to  participate  in 
this  reading.  Their  standing  in  the 
congregation  had  bearing  upon  the 
time  of  their  calling.  When  the  person 
called  approached  the  scroll  to  read, 
he  was  asked  his  ceremonial  Jewish 
name.  Upon  this  being  given  the 
announcement  was  made  in  Hebrew 


that  "So  and  So,  the  son  of  So  and 
So"  approaches  to  assist  in  the  read- 
ing. That  individual  would  then  read 
the  part  assigned  and  then  return  to 
his  seat.  What  would  happen,  you 
ask,  if  that  person  could  not  read 
Hebrew?  Nothing.  Someone  is  stand- 
ing there  to  tell  him  the  words  and 
all  he  needs  to  do  is  repeat  them. 
Simple,  isn't  it? 

Well,  first  a  cohen  (priest)  was 
called  upon  to  read.  He  went  to  the 
front,  gave  his  name,  the  announce- 
ment was  made,  and  being  unable 
to  read  Hebrew,  he  repeated  after 
the  prompter  the  words  given  him 
and  returned  to  his  seat  with  a  some- 
what red  face.  Then  the  usher  sent 
another  forward  and  just  as  I  was 
becoming  interested  in  what  this  one 
would  do,  I  found  the  usher  at  my 
elbow.  "Are  you  a  cohen,"  he  asked 
in  a  whisper?  "No,"  I  whispered 
back!  Whereupon  he  departed  and 
I  settled  back  with  another  sigh  of 
relief.  Another  cohen  was  found  and 
he  went  forward  and  read  his  part 
of  the  Sabbath  portion.  Another  man 
was  chosen  to  read  and  I  was  once 
again  beginning  to  enjoy  the  service 
when,  "Are  you  a  Levi  (a  Levite)," 
was  muttered  into  my  ear?  I  turned 
and  found  my  friend  the  usher. 
Again  I  whispered  back  the  word 
"No!"  at  the  same  time  thinking  how 
persistent  this  fellow  was.  How  happy 
I  was  to  see  him  once  again  leave  my 
side  to  search  elsewhere  for  a  "Levi." 
One  was  soon  found  and  sent  to  the 
front,  and  I  settled  back  to  enjoy  the 
service.  "Thank  goodness,"  I  thought 
to  myself,  "That's  over." 

"You  vil  be  nex  to  red,"  came  the 
words  of  my  usher  friend  in  my  ear! 
Horrified  I  faced  around  to  him.  "But 
I  can't  participate,"  I  whispered  back 
to  him.  "I'm  not  a  Yid  [Jew];  I'm  a 
Goy  [gentile]." 

"You  are  also  a  liar,"  said  my 
friend  the  usher.  'Tou're  a  Yid.  Now 
oo  up  and  read.  You  can't  fool  me!" 

"Listen  to  me,"  I  answered  in  moist 
discomfort,"  I'm  a  Goy.  I  have  no 
name  in  Israel  (referring  to  the  cere- 
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monial  name).  Would  you  have  a 
Goy  read?" 

From  the  other  side  of  me  and  to 
the  rear  came  the  whisper  of  another 
Jewish  man,  "Don't  you  know  it  is  a 
great  honor  to  be  asked  to  read 
Torah." 

"Yes,"  I  rephed  so  that  both  could 
hear.  "If  you  ^vant  a  Goy  who  has 
no  name  in  Israel  and  who  is  also  a 
minister  in  the  Christian  church  to 
read  Torah,  I'll  be  happy  to  accom- 
modate you!"  And  my  friend  the 
usher  fled  muttering  "Oi  Veh!"  (Oh 
my),  and  the  gentlemen  in  back  of 
me  encouraged  me  to  remain  seated 
by  saying:  "Don't  do  it!  Don't  do  it! 
It  wouldn't  be  Kosher  [proper]."  And 
you  can  well  believe  I  was  not  bother- 
ed during  the  rest  of  that  service. 

I  am  a  preacher  without  a  name 
in  earthly  Israel.  I'm  not  accepted  in 
the  reading  of  the  Torah  portion  in 
the  s)'nagogue.  But  I  thank  God  that 
I  do  have  a  name  in  the  Israel  of 
God.  And  I  also  have  that  which  is 
lacking  in  earthly  Israel;  the  God- 
given  ability  to  understand  the  Torah 
and  the  rest  of  Holv  Scripture,  for 
Scripture  tells  me  I  have  the  mind 
of  Messiah. 

Will  you  pray  that  I  might  be  able 
to  impress  these  Jewish  friends  with 
the  truth  that  the  name  one  possesses 
in  earthly  Israel  is  of  no  value  unless 
they  have  their  name  in  the  Israel 
of  God  through  the  shed  blood  of 
Jesus,  their  Messiah  and  Saviour.

Obseivation  of  a   Teen-agei 

(Editor's  Note.  The  writer  oi  the  letter  that  jollows  attended  a  missionary  rally 
at  the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Wheaton,  Illinois.  The  speaker  ior  the  rally  was  Rev. 
Evan  M.  Adams  of  the  Brethren  Navajo  Mission.  The  writer,  a  member  of  a  Baptist 
church,  attended  at  the  invitation  of  a  girl  friend  and  was  challenged  by  the  mes- 
sage. The  opportunity  was  made  available  for  her  to  worh  at  the  Navajo  Mission 
during  the  summer  vacation,  and  the  open  letter  was  written  to  her  own  church 
people  while  she  was  "on  the  job.") 

Dear  Friends: 

This  is  not  to  be  a  missionary  appeal  in  the  ordinary  sense.  In  the 
first  place,  I'm  not  a  missionary.  .  .  .  I'm  merely  a  teen-ager  working 
down  here  for  the  summer.  I  don't  intend  to  righteously  demand  money 
or  even  prayer  from  you,  I  would  only  ask  you  to  remember  a  few 
things  as  you  go  about  your  work  this  coming  week. 

First  of  all,  as  vou  sit  down  to  your  Sunday  dinner  this  afternoon, 
I  would  remind  vou  that  hundreds  of  Navajo  children  will  go  to 
bed  hungry  tonight  after  their  supper  of  fry-bread  and  coffee.  Also, 
it  is  a  fact  that  malnutrition  is  a  common  cause  of  death  among 
these  people.  This  is  true,  in  spite  of  happy  assurances  by  well  meaning 
\\hite  people  \\'ho  see  only  the  upper  class  Navajoes  living  in  towns. 
If  you  happen  to  ^'isit  your  doctor  this  week,  I  would  ask  you 
to  remember  that  TB  cases  are  as  high  as  ninety  percent  in  some 
sections  of  the  reservation,  especially  here,  in  the  "skid-row"  of  Navajo- 
land. 

When  you  read  \'our  Bible  this  week,  please  remember  that  large 
portions  of  the  Bible  are  yet  to  be  translated  into  Navajo.  Wycliffe 
translators  are  working  on  it,  of  course,  but  the  language  is  difficult, 
and  the  work  goes  slowly. 

If  you  happen  to  pass  by  a  schoolyard  this  week,  I  would  ask  you 
to  stop  and  watch  the  children  there  for  a  moment,  and  remember 
that  there  are  yet  many  Navajo  children  (U.  S.  citizens,  by  the  way), 
who  have  never  seen  the  inside  of  a  schoolroom,  and  who  may  never 
be  able  to  read  the  Bible  for  themselves,  even  if  it  is  translated  into 
their  own  language. 

Last  of  all,  right  now,  as  you  finish  reading  this,  I  would  ask 
you  to  carefully  consider  the  question:  'What  would  Jesus  do  after 
reading  this  letter?"  Would  He  shake  His  head  gravely,  but  then  lay 
it  aside,  as  you  are  perhaps  about  to  do?  Would  He  chuckle  indulgendy 
at  the  youthful  earnestness  of  the  vniter,  and  then  shrug  His  shoulders? 
I'm  not  sure  what  He  would  do,  but  I  wish  you  would  think  about  it. 
There!  I've  had  my  say  now.  If  you  can  do  the  few  things  I  ask, 
and  then  still  continue  to  smile  as  complacendy  as  before  at  the 
lack  Parr  show  on  Friday  night,  then  I  have  failed  in  my  purpose,  and 
I  stand  subdued  and  silent  before  you.

The  Brethren  at  Leon,  Iowa  are 
doing  an  extensive  remodehng  pro- 
gram on  the  front  of  their  church 
building.  The  old  entrance,  anti- 
quated and  in  needed  repair  is  being 
replaced  by  additional  classrooms,  a 
nursery,  and  a  modern  attractive  en- 
trance. The  new  section  will  in- 
clude two  floors,  enclose  all  stair- 
ways and  give  a  ground  level  ap- 
proach to  the  building.  A  new  heating 
plant  has  been  installed  and  all 
electrical  wiring  brought  up  to  date. 

The  building  program  was  spear- 


headed by  a  financial  gift  from  the 
Iowa  District  Mission  Board.  La)Tman 
Cleve  Miller,  of  Waterloo,  drew  the 
plans.

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SALVATION 


AND     THE 


SUFFERING  SAVIOUR 


Salvation  is  free,  but  it  is  in  no 
wise  cheap.  There  is  nothing  in  God's 
universe  so  costly.  Even  the  creation 
of  the  original  universe  by  the  in- 
finite God  required  only  His  spoken 
word.  He  also  upholds  all  things  by 
the  word  of  His  power.  But  in  the 
provision  for  salvation,  it  was  neces- 
sary for  the  infinite  Son  of  God  to 
leave  heaven,  say  goodbye  to  the 
holy  angels,  and  come  down  to  this 
earth  engulfed  in  sin.  Here  He  was 
not  onlv  unwelcome,  but  He  was  de- 
spised, rejected,  and  hated  of  men. 
The  divine  Visitor  from  glory  was 
opposed,  mistreated,  ridiculed,  slan- 
dered, and  slain  by  the  wicked  hands 
of  men. 

I.  Our  redemption  is  provided 
through  the  blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  God's  spotless  Lamb  (I  Pet. 
1:18-21). 

1.  Man  is  naturally  depraved  in 
his  vain  conversation  or  sinful  man- 
ner of  life.  Every  human  notion  about 
God  and  righteousness  is  perverted. 
Dead  in  sin,  he  is  still  religious  and 
desires  to  redeem  himself.  But  the 
most  precious  things  of  which  he 
knows,  here  represented  by  gold  and 
silver,  can  provide  no  saving  power 
from  sin.  All  things  of  earth  are 
themselves  under  the  curse  of  sin.  Re- 
demption must  come  from  God. 

2.  Redemption  is  possible  only 
through  the  precious  blood  of  Christ. 
This  is  precious  because  it  flowed 
from  the  sinless  Son  of  God.  There 
was  no  curse  on  Him.  In  fulfillment 
of  the  Old  Testament  types.  His 
blood  was  removed  to  the  true  Holy 
of  Holies  in  heaven  there  to  remain 
as  the  incorruptible  blood.  It  will  re- 
main there  in  all  the  ages  to  come 
as  a  testimony  that  the  Lamb  of  God, 
who  in  the  purpose  of  God,  was  slain 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world, 


I  PETER  1:18  TO  2:8 

fully  performed  His  work  of  redemp- 
tion in  giving  His  very  life  a  ran- 
som for  sin.  "The  life  of  the  flesh  is 
in  the  blood"  (Lev.  17:11). 

3.  Our  faith  and  hope  are  in  God. 
Because  of  this  great  redemption  in 
Christ  we  will  not  end  the  way  of 
sinful  flesh.  Our  destiny  is  the  glory. 
Our  abiding  place  will  be  His  eter- 
nal home.  We  are  looking  for  that 
unspeakable  hope,  that  blessed,  glo- 
rious and  heavenly  hope,  where  we 
will  experience  all  things  in  Christ 
all  at  once  and  forever.  This  is  all 
ours  through  faith  in  Christ  as  the 
Lamb  of  God  who  was  foreordained 
to  be  our  Saviour  before  the  founda- 
tion of  the  ages,  but  who  appeared  on 
this  earth  about  1900  years  ago  to 
execute  God's  plan. 

II.  Our  redemption  provides  the 
new  birth  because  all  the  natural 
human  race  is  already  dead  and  still 
dying  (I  Pet.  1:22-25). 

1.  We  need  to  be  born  again  be- 
cause before  salvation  we  are  "dead

in  trespasses  and  sins"  (Eph.  2:2). 
Being  spiritually  dead  we  are  sep- 
arated from  God.  Physical  death  is 
also  coming  upon  us  and  Peter  likens 
the  rate  to  withering  grass  and  fading 
flowers. 

2.  The  new  inborn  spiritual  life 
makes  God's  people  desire  to  walk 
the  way  of  obedience.  The  old  flesh 
would  pull  us  down.  Obeying  that 
which  we  know  the  Bible  teaches  will 
bring  a  sweet  love  into  our  hearts 
not  only  for  God,  but  also  for  His 
people.  Only  a  cleansed  heart  can 
love  fervently. 

This  is  no  passing  fancy.  These 
words  about  being  born  again  are 
not  empty  expressions.  God  has  but 
one  way  of  salvation  and  this  includes 
the  new  birth.  God's  life  is  never  de- 
veloped and  unfolded  in  a  sinner 
unless  it  is  first  planted  there.  God 
is  ready  to  perform  this  mighty  work 
of  salvation  in  every  heart.  His  Word 
endures  forever  and  this  very  Word 
is  even  the  Gospel  of  salvation  which 
was  preached  unto  us.  We  are  on  the 
receiving  end  of  God's  promises. 

III.  Redemption  puts  God's  people 
into  the  position  of  new  babes  in  a 
new  world  (I  Pet.  2:1-3). 

1 .  Babies  grow  on  milk.  So  the  new 
born  Christian  needs  the  milk  of  the 
simple  promises  of  God  so  that  he 
may  thereby  grow  to  be  strong  in 
the  Christian  life.  Too  many  Chris- 
tians of  many  years  can  only  live  on 
baby  food  and  that  with  great  diffi- 
culty. 

2.  Babies  soon  learn  to  take  bread 
along  with  the  milk.  So  Christ  is  not 
only  life,  but  He  is  sustaining  life 
for  believers.  He  is  the  living  and 
true  bread  which  came  down  from 
heaven  (John  6:51).  We  grow  into 
full  manhood  in  the  Christian  life  as

In  the  following  story  you  will  find  one 
of  the  most  gripping  true  stories  of  the 
power  of  the  Gospel.  It  is  a  story  of  Rus- 
sian immigrants  on  the  way  to  Siberia  with 
their  family.  The  parents  succumb  to  chol- 
era leaving  the  two  children,  Shura  and 
Pasha,  to  fend  for  themselves.  The  boy  is 
picked  up  by  robbers,  joins  the  band,  and 
helps  kill  two  Christian  travelers  and  gets 
a  New  Testament  in  the  loot. 

What  happens  after  that  only  the  angels 
will  be  able  to  fully  reveal.  However, 
enough  is  known  from  their  testimony  to 
stir  the  coldest  heart.  Nothing  like  it  has 
ever  come  to  the  desk  of  the  publishers. 
Every  Christian  ought  to  read  it  for  in- 
spiration; all  unsaved  persons  who  doubt 
the  power  of  the  Gospel  will  be  stirred 
to  the  depths.  Christians  should  make  them 
available   to   the   lost   sinners.

For  a  long  time  the  men  sat  listen- 
ing to  the  reading  of  the  book,  and 
then  they  parted  silently.  Most  of 
them  were  in  a  depressed  mood.  None 
of  them  could  grasp  the  reason  why 
the  reading  of  the  book  should  make 
such  a  strong  impression  on  them. 
From  that  day  the  robbers  came  to- 
gether from  time  to  time  to  read  the 
New  Testament.  The  effect  of  the 
book  was  so  powerful  upon  them  that 
they  could  not  withdraw  from  its  in- 
fluence. 

Thus  a  whole  month  passed;  then 
the  young  robber,  whose  mother  had 
been  a  stundist  declared  to  his  com- 
rades openly  that  he  could  no  longer 
continue  in  the  criminal  trade. 
"Greasy"  followed  him.  (The  other 
robbers  had  already  noted  that  both 
these  young  men  prayed  with  tears 
in  their  eyes.)  Eventually  even  the 
leader  of  the  band  followed  their  ex- 
ample. Then  arose  the  question: 
What  to  do  now  and  how  to  start 
a  new  life.  They  realized,  first  of 
all,   that  it  would  be  necessary  for 


them  to  yield  themselves  to  the  jus- 
tice. Since  it  was  impossible  for  them 
to  reimburse  those  whom  they  had 
damaged,  there  remained  only  one 
thing  for  them  to  do— deliver  them- 
selves to  the  authorities.  Although 
the  majority  did  not  agree  to  this 
plan,  the  young  robber  who  was  the 
first  to  start  the  new  life,  "Greasy," 
and  five  other  men  decided  to  ac- 
knowledge their  whole  guilt  before 
the  representatives  of  the  law. 

The  day  of  separation  came;  the 
parting  was  touching.  The  com- 
rades asked  "Greasy"  to  read  to  them 
once  more  out  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment. He  opened  to  the  place  where 
the  meeting  of  Jesus  with  the  demon- 
iacs is  described,  and  how  the  Mas- 
ter's power  is  depicted  by  the  healing 
of  the  men  and  their  subsequent  loy- 
alty to  Him.  "Thus  it  was  with  us 
also,"  added  "Greasy."  "We  are  about 
to  quit  our  sinful  lives;  let  us  cease 
to  do  evil  to  people,  and  follow 
Christ!"  After  these  words  "Greasy" 
fell  upon  his  knees  and  with  loud 
voice  confessed  his  misdeeds.  Others 
followed  his  example.  Among  the 
general  crying  and  sighing  only  single 
words  and  expressions  could  be  dis- 
tinguished; "forgive  ...  us  ...  me 
...  do  not  remember  my  .  .  .  wash 
me  with  thy  blood!  .  .  .  give  me 
power!  ...  I  will  no  more  ...  I  shall 
no  more  ...  I  promise!"  etc.  Parting 
with  a  kiss  from  the  others,  the  seven 
robbers  with  their  weapons  in  their 
hands,  left  for  the  nearest  town,  while 
the  others  disappeared  in  different  di- 
rections. 

With  a  decided  firm  step  "Greasy" 
and  his  comrades  drew  into  the  city. 
Immediately  they  drew  the  atten- 
tion of  the  inhabitants.  Who  could 


imagine  where  this  group  of  color- 
fully arrayed  armed  men  could  have 
come  from.  At  the  corner  of  one  of 
the  main  streets,  they  asked  a  police- 
man where  the  state  attorney  of  the 
district  court  lived.  The  policeman 
pointed  out  a  large  two-story  house  in 
the  same  street,  which  the  robbers 
entered.  Previously  they  had  agreed 
that  "Greasy,"  the  most  intelligent, 
should  present  their  case  to  the  dis- 
trict attorney. 

The  robbers  entered  into  a  large, 
sunny  room  with  hardwood  floors 
in  which  about  twenty  people  were 
already  gathered,  waiting  for  the  dis- 
trict attorney.  At  the  door  of  the  of- 
fice stood  an  attendant  of  the  court. 
"Greasy"  turned  to  him  with  the  fol- 
lowing words:  "Please  tell  the  dis- 
trict attorney  that  we  must  speak 
with  him  without  delay."  The 
employee  looked  suspiciously  at  the 
armed  group  and  asked:  "What  case 
do  you  have  to  present?" 

"Something  very  important,"  an- 
swered Greasy. 

The  employee  disappeared  behind 
the  door.  In  a  few  minutes  the  rob- 
bers stood  before  an  elderly,  respect- 
commanding  gendeman,  who  seemed 
somewhat  excited  by  the  unexpected 
appearance  of  seven  armed  men.  The 
robbers  also,  even  though  they  had 
determined  before  leaving  the  back- 
wood  to  take  the  unusual  step  of  free 
confession,  when  they  stood  face  to 
face  with  the  representative  of  the 
law  were  noticeably  stirred.  "Permit 
us  to  explain  to  you  who  we  are, 
why  we  have  come  to  this  place." 
began  Greasy  with  a  trembling  voice. 
"We  are  robbers;  yet  you  need  not 
fear  us;  we  have  come  to  confess  our 
whole  guilt  to  you  and  take  our  de- 
serts. We  have  realized  what  a  great 
injustice  we  have  done,  and  are  here 
now  to  suffer  the  punishment  met- 
ed out  by  die  law  for  robbery.  Do 
with  us  as  justice  demands.  Here  are 
our  weapons;  take  them."  With  these 
words  "Greasy"  and  his  fellows  quick- 
ly laid  down  their  weapons  in  a  heap. 

The  district  attorney  became  com- 
pletely confused  and  could  not  im- 
mediately control  himself.  It  was  the 
first  time  in  his  life  that  he  had  wit- 
nessed the  confession  of  a  whole 
group  of  men,  who  yielded  themselves 
voluntarily  into  the  hands  of  the 
representatives  of  the  law.  After  some 
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time  he  called  the  police;  in  a  few 
minutes  a  small  detachment  of  armed 
soldiers,  led  by  a  police  captain,  ap- 
peared. The  necessary  notes  of  the 
case  were  taken  and  turned  over  to 
the  department  of  investigation.  As 
"Greasy"  in  the  course  of  the  exami- 
nation pictured  the  story  of  his  life 
in  general  terms  and  spoke  of  the 
reason  which  caused  him  and  his 
companions  to  forsake  the  robber's  life 
in  the  forest,  the  district  attorney  and 
all  present  were  visibly  moved,  and 
only  with  effort  could  they  hide  their 
tears.  It  was  difficult  for  them  to 
realize  that  the  thorough  change  in 
these  robbers  was  due  solely  to  their 
acquaintance  with  the  Gospel.  "I 
would  no  longer  be  called  'Greasy' 
but  Paul  Tichomirow,"  said  the 
youth,  "and  I  will  hereafter  serve 
God  and  mankind,  and  without  mur- 
muring take  upon  myself  the  punish- 
ment determined  by  the  law.  We  are 
now  in  your  hands."  All  his  com- 
rades agreed  with  this  declaration. 

Quite  excited,  the  district  attorney 
commanded  that  the  seven  criminals 
be  carried  into  the  jail  to  be  kept  in 
separate  cells,  until  the  investigation 
be  finished.  Thereupon  the  former 
robbers  were  led  away.  The  district 
attorney  remained  alone  with  the 
police  captain  in  the  office;  for  a  long 
time  they  discussed  together  this 
extraordinary  happening.  They  knew 
that  ordinarily  criminals  denied  their 
guilt,  or  admitted  it  only  under  the 
pressure  of  undeniable  evidences,  or 
if  thev  were  caught  in  the  deed. 
These  men,  however,  came  of  their 
own  free  will  and  confessed  all.  How 
great  must  be  the  power  of  the  Gos- 
pel to  change  the  men  in  this  man- 
ner! 

After  the  police  captain  had  left 
and  the  district  attorney  had  con- 
cluded his  office  hours,  the  latter  told 
his  wife  the  experience  with  the  rob- 
bers. Her  surprise  was  also  great, 
and  after  some  consideration  she  said: 
"One  of  the  robbers  that  was  cruci- 
fied with  Christ  turned  also,  but 
could  not  run  away;  these  men,  how- 
ever, did  not  need  to  come;  they 
could  have  carried  on  their  business 
and  kept  hiding  in  the  woods.  It  is 
just  surprising  and  in  the  history  of 
justice  an  unknown  case!" 

By  nightfall  the  district  attorney 
and  his  wife  were  not  yet  calmed. 


"What  do  you  think,  Tanja  (pet 
name  for  Tatjana),"  said  the  district 
attorney.  "Should  we  not  read  the 
New  Testament  also?  Perhaps  we 
could  find  what  could  have  worked 
so  upon  these  men;  we  hardly  know 
the  book." 

"I  have  read  it  already,"  said  Tat- 
jana Alexandrown  disdainfully;  "yet 
I  cannot  understand  what  could  be 
therein  to  have  worked  so  upon  those 
robbers." 

The  district  attorney,  Jurij  Nikola- 
jewitch,  rose  and  went  into  the  library 
to  look  for  a  New  Testament,  while 
his  wife  hurried  to  the  kitchen  to 
give  orders  for  the  supper.  Jurij  Nik- 
olajewitch  put  on  his  spectacles,  open- 
ed the  New  Testament,  and  began 
to  turn  the  leaves  in  it.  His  attention 
was  drawn  to  the  t\velfth  chapter  of 
John  and  he  began  to  read.  While 
reading,  he  agreed  with  the  action  of 
Marv,  who  spent  the  valuable  oint- 
ment on  Christ,  while  he,  from  the 
standpoint  of  a  jurist,  could  not  help 
condemning  the  secret  thief,  Judas; 
in  his  mind  he  viewed  the  traitor's 
evil  deeds  in  the  light  of  the  per- 
taining paragraphs  of  the  law.  The 
attorney  continued  to  read;  he  was 
astonished  at  the  omnipotence  of  the 
Christ  by  which  He  raised  Lazarus 
\\'hose  body  was  already  decomposing; 
he  marveled  at  the  unbelief  of  the 
scribes,  who  were  the  eye  witnesses 
of  these  unheard  of  wonders;  he 
thoughtfully  considered  that  the  grain 
of  wheat  must  first  die  before  it  can 
bear  fruit;  yet  he  could  not  grasp  the 
real  meaning  of  the  parable.  How- 
ever, when  he  came  to  the  words: 
"And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the 
earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me," 
he  felt  suddenly  as  if  the  crucified 
One  had  come  near;  he  felt  a  glow 
in  his  soul  and  longing  after  the  cross 
from  which  once  the  great  words 
sounded:  "It  is  finished!"  He  con- 
sidered if  that  could  have  been  the 
power  which  had  drawn  Tichomirow? 
but  a  certain  dread  overcame  him 
as  he  read  at  the  end  of  the  twelfth 
chapter  the  words:  "He  that  rejecteth 
me,  and  receiveth  not  my  words,  hath 
one  that  judgeth  him:  that  word  that 
I  have  spoken,  the  same  shall  judge 
him  in  the  last  day."  Then  it  was 
clear  to  him  the  reason  that  the  rob- 
bers left  their  nefarious  business. 

Thereupon   his   wife   came    from 


the  kitchen.  "What  are  you  thinking? 
What  has  stirred  you  up  so  greatly?" 
she  asked  her  husband.  Jurij  Nikola- 
jewitch  began  to  explain;  yet  he  could 
not  put  the  proper  words  to  the  un- 
usual theme,  and  she  could  not 
understand  him.  That  night  Jurij 
Nikolajewitch  could  not  sleep.  As 
soon  as  he  closed  his  eyes,  he  heard 
the  words:  "My  word  will  judge  .  .  ." 
It  seemed  to  him  that  the  paragraphs 
of  the  law  of  God  were  condemning 
him,  the  state  attorney,  for  all  the 
misdeeds  committed  in  his  life,  the 
eternal  hell  and  that  he  was  seeking 
and  calling  for  some  advocate  but 
could  find  none.  At  last  he  fell  into 
a  short  slumber  but  even  then  could 
find  no  rest.  In  the  morning  he  re- 
lated  to  his  wife  what  he  had  passed 
through  during  the  night.  She  ascrib- 
ed  his  condition  to  his  strenuous  serv- 
ice and  nervous  state;  but  when  he 
declared  his  determination  to  give  up 
his  position,  she  was  shocked  and 
feared  that  he  was  losing  his  reason. 
Jurij  Nikolajewitch,  however,  re- 
mained firm  in  his  determination. 
It  was  evident  to  him  that  the  Son 
of  God  lifted  upon  the  cross  was 
drawing  him,  the  state  attorney,  to 
himself  in  order  that  He  might  be  his 
personal  Saviour. 

Paul  Tichomirow  and  his  comrades 
were  put  in  separate  cells.  All  the 
judges,  who  partook  in  the  examina- 
tion and  who  heard  the  robbers, 
wondered  at  the  step  that  they  had 
taken  and  were  especially  surprised 
over  that  fact  that  these  men  were 
changed  only  through  the  influence 
of  the  Gospel.  Thus  the  great  power 
of  God's  Book  is  manifested  to  who- 
soever draws  nigh  with  a  simple 
heart  and  real  desire  to  know  the 
truth.  Soon  the  turning  of  the  rob- 
bers, the  sudden  inexplicable  resigna- 
tion of  the  state's  attorney,  and  the 
demand  of  the  priest  that  the  former 
criminals  be  isolated  under  the  as- 
sertion that  Tichomirow  and  his  com- 
rades were  misleading  the  other  pris- 
oners to  the  acceptance  of  their  faith 
was  the  talk  of  the  town.  The  fire  of 
the  Gospel  sprang  up  in  every  cell. 
Many  of  the  prisoners  and  even  some 
of  the  guards  memorized  almost  all  of 
the  twelfth  and  sixteenth  chapters  of 
the  Acts  of  the  Aposdes,  for  so  great- 
ly were  they  impressed  by  it.

An 
alumnus  of  Davidson  (N.C.)  College 
(Southern  Presbyterian),  Dr.  Rusk 
is  a  member  of  the  Hitchcock  Memo- 
rial Presbyterian  Church  in  Scars- 
dale,  N.  Y. 

The  newly-named  Secretary  of  De- 
fense, Robert  S.  McNamara,  is  an 
elder  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Ann  Arbor,  Mich. 

C.  Douglas  Dillon,  Secretary  of 
Treasury,  is  a  prominent  layman  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Postmaster  General  nominee, 
J.  Edward  Day,  is  a  member  of  the 
official  board  of  the  Wilshire  Metho- 
dist Church  of  Los  Angeles.  Another 
active  Methodist  layman  is  Gov. 
Luther  Hodges  of  N.C,  who  will 
become  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

Minnesota's  governor,  Orville  Free- 
man, named  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
is  an  active  layman  of  the  Augustana 
Lutheran  Church. 

Rep.  Stewart  L.  Udall  (Dem.- 
Ariz.),  who  has  been  appointed  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  is  a  member  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  the 
Latter-Day  Saints  (Mormon). 

Both  Albert  J.  Goldberg,  the  nomi- 
nee for  Secretary  of  Labor,  and  Gov. 
Abraham  A.  Ribicoff,  who  will  be 


Secretary  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare,  are  members  of  Reform  Jew- 
ish congregations. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  Officials  of  the 
Northern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary have  announced  plans  to  move 
the  institution  to  the  suburbs.  Dr. 
James  Mosteller,  dean  of  the  semi- 
nary, said  that  the  trustees  had  re- 
versed an  earlier  decision  to  stay  in 
Chicago's  middle  west  side  because 
Northern  Baptist  students  and  faculty 
members  have  been  victims  of  cha- 
oitic  environmental  conditions.  He 
emphasized,  however,  that  the  state 
of  the  neighborhood  surrounding  the 
school  was  only  one  of  the  factors 
considered. 

SPECIAL.  Dr.  Franklin  Olson, 
Chicago  M.D.,  has  been  named  to  di- 
rect the  planning  of  a  new  $3  million 
campus  of  Trinity  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Trinity  College  at  Bannock- 
burn,  111. 

WHEATON,  ILL.  The  Evan- 
gelical Teacher  Placement  Agency, 
established  in  1959  by  Christian  col- 
lege educators  to  meet  the  problem 
of  teacher  shortages  in  evangelical 
institutions  of  higher  learning,  is 
pointing  its  efforts  toward  the  1961- 
62  school  year.  Applications  and 
vacancy  reports  are  now  being  re- 
ceived. In  the  first  year  of  operation, 
60  some  applications  were  approved 
and  some  placements  were  made  in 
liberal  arts  colleges  and  Bible  col- 
leges. It  was  also  discovered  that  while 
the  greatest  number  of  applicants  are 
qualified  to  teach  in  theological 
fields,  the  most  numerous  vacancies 
exist  in  certain  of  the  arts  and 
sciences,  particularly  English,  lan- 
guages, and  natural  sciences  and 
education.

PYONGYANG,  KOREA-Red 
radio  broadcasts  here  have  unleashed 
a  verbal  attack  on  Protestant  and  Ro- 
man Catholic  missionaries  in  South 
Korea.  It  charged  that  all  of  them 
"irrespective  of  their  denomination, 
are  working  hand  in  hand  ^^'ith  Amer- 
ican imperialism."  "These  missionar- 
ies," the  Communists  stated,  "are 
spreading  Christianity  in  Asia  with 
the  Bible  in  one  hand  and  a  bayonet 
in  the  other.  They  are  the  mainstay 
of  U.S.  imperialism  in  Asia." 

BOGOTA,     COLOMBIA-Some 

9,000  persons  attended  lectures  given 
at  Gali  recently  by  Catholic  priests 
and  Protestant  ministers.  It  was  re- 
portedly the  first  public  meeting  held 
in  the  nation's  history  to  encourage 
understanding  between  Christians, 
according  to  a  report  from  KIPA,  in- 
ternational Catholic  press  agency  in 
Fribourg,  Switzerland.  Follo^ving  the 
public  meeting,  the  priests  and  pas- 
tors met  for  a  "round  table  confer- 
ence" to  discuss  the  problems  which 
are  obstacles  to  this  understanding. 
Further  meetings  of  similar  char- 
acter are  being  planned. 

KANSAS  CITY,  MO.  In  1960, 
per  capita  giving  of  $142.37  set  a  de- 
nominational record  in  the  Church  of 
the  Nazarene.  The  increase  was  near- 
ly $7  per  person  over  the  preceding 
year.  Giving  for  all  purposes  climbed 
to  a  record  $45,350,000,  an  increase 
of  $3,170,000.  (The  1959  total  was 
$42,180,000.)  The  annual  statistical 
report  released  by  Dr.  S.  T.  Ludwig, 
Kansas  City,  general  secretary,  show- 
ed that  membership  increased  to 
318,588.  This  was  a  net  gain  of  7,289 
persons.  The  denomination  started 
one  new  church  a  week  for  a  net 
gain  of  45  during  the  year  and  a 
total  of  4,741  churches  on  Jan.  1, 
1961.  At  the  year-end,  the  denomina- 
tion had  more  than  450  full-time  mis- 
sionaries in  42  world  areas.  Special 
offerings  for  world  missions  at 
Thanksgiving  and  Easter  each  ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000.

EDMONDS,  WASH.-Despite 
objections  from  some  parents,  the 
Edmonds  School  Board  has  an- 
nounced that  the  practice  of  distribut- 
ing Gideon  Bibles  to  fifth  grade 
pupils  in  the  district  will  continue. 
Dr.  David  L.  Clarke,  board  president, 
instructed  Harold  E.  Silvernail,  super- 
intendent, to  prepare  a  written  policy 
for  formal  adoption  by  the  board  at 
its  next  meeting.  Board  members 
said  the  Gideon  Society  had  been  dis- 
tributing Bibles  containing  the  New 
Testament,  Psalms  and  Proverbs  in 
the  fifth  grade  for  many  years,  with 
the  oral  agreement  of  successive 
school  boards.  Dr.  Clark  said  he  had 
received  two  telephone  calls  of  pro- 
test from  parents  whose  children  had 
received  the  Bibles.

we  appreciate  Christ,  the  Bread  of 
life. 

3.  Babies  soon  outgrow  baby  ways. 
So  those  in  the  Christian  life  who 
feed  on  Christ  and  His  truth  are  to 
lay  aside  all  malice,  and  all  guile, 
and  hypocrisies,  and  envies  and  all 
evil  speakings.  These  may  belong  to 
the  baby  Christians,  but  not  to  those 
who  have  grown  up.  Have  you  grown 
up?  Have  these  baby  ways  been  put 
away?  Or  is  there  still  envy  and 
strife  and  evil  talk? 

IV.  Redemption  in  Christ  intro- 
duces us  to  that  side  of  His  life 
which  hkens  Him  to  a  stone  (I  Pet. 
2:4-8). 

1.   Christ  is  the  living  stone  dis- 

o 

allowed  (rejected)  with  men.  When- 
ever you  find  Christ  appearing  on  the 
pages  of  history,  you  need  not  read 
far  until  you  see  He  is  rejected  by 
the  majority.  The  story  of  the  pages 
of  history  will  indicate  that  men  in 
great  numbers  have  always  said:  "We 
will  not  have  this  man  reign  over  us" 
(Luke    19:14). 

The  last  place  we  might  expect 
Christ  to  be  rejected  is  in  the  realm 
of  religion.  Yet,  more  opposition  has 
come  to  Christ  through  this  avenue 
in  one  generation  than  from  the 
atheism  of  all  time.  It  was  the  scribes 
and    Pharisees   who   refused   Christ 


while  He  walked  the  earth  in  the 
days  of  the  flesh.  It  was  the  Sadducees 
who  were  numbered  among  the  rank- 
est of  the  unbelievers.  It  was  religion 
which  killed  and  persecuted  the 
martyrs  in  the  Early  Church.  And  be- 
sides all  this  even  in  our  day  there  is 
no  philosophy  so  anti-Christian  as  the 
communistic  modernism  which  pa- 
rades under  the  banner  of  religion. 
Many  churches  and  supposed  Chris- 
tian educational  institutions  are  still 
putting  the  Christ  of  the  Bible  aside 
as  the  rejected  stone. 

2.  Nevertheless,  Christ  is  the 
chosen  and  precious  One  of  God.  He 
is  God's  man,  the  Head  of  the  new 
creation.  God  will  see  to  it  that  the 
time  will  come  when  every  knee  will 
bow  to  Him.  In  the  meantime,  Christ 
will  be  known  as  the  stone  which  the 
builders  rejected.  Everywhere  today, 
we  see  men  trying  to  build  a  new 
world,  but  their  building  does  not 
have  Christ  in  it. 

3.  Christ  is  the  stone  of  stumbling 
and  rock  of  offense  to  all  unbelievers. 
They  cannot  see  and  understand. 
They  want  the  blessings  which  Christ 
brings,  but  they  do  not  want  Christ. 
Christ  is  still  despised  and  rejected 
of  men.  Those  who  would  be  true 
to  Him  may  find  the  same  lot  in  life. 

But  there  is  a  different  day  com- 
ing as  we  will  see  in  the  following 
series  of  studies.

One  Hundred  Degrees'  Variation 

As  the  editorials  on  this  page  are  being  written  in 
the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Chester  McCall  who  live 
atop  the  Baldwin  Hills  in  the  city  of  Los  Angeles,  the 
bright  sunlight  is  streaming  in  through  an  open  window 
and  the  temperature  outside  has  risen  to  80  degrees!  It 
is  difficult  to  realize  that  just  one  month  ago  Dr.  W.  A. 
Ogden  and  I  were  held  up  for  a  day  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia by  a  heavy  snowfall  of  seventeen  inches,  and  the 
temperature  was  hovering  around  zero.  A  few  days  later 
it  descended  to  minus  19  degrees!  Our  complete  enjoy- 
ment of  the  California  sunshine  is,  therefore,  fully  under- 
standable. 

We  are  engaged  in  our  annual  itineration  program  for 
Grace  Seminary  and  College.  During  December  and  thus 
far  this  month  (Jan.  12),  we  have  been  in  sixteen  states 
and  have  spoken  in  more  than  seventy  churches  in  ad- 
dition to  a  number  of  schools.  Whether  the  weather 
was  cold  or  hot,  we  have  been  warmly  and  graciously  re- 
ceived all  along  the  line.  Parents  have  voiced  their  ap- 
preciation for  the  training  their  children  are  receiving. 
Pastors  have  spoken  about  the  spiritual  development  and 
greater  maturity  they  have  observed  in  their  young  peo- 
ple as  they  have  returned  to  the  home  church  during  their 
\'acation  periods.  Church  members  have  expressed  grati- 
tude for  the  Bible-teaching  ministry  of  Grace-trained 
pastors.  The  expressions  of  good  will  and  interest  in  the 
ministry  of  the  school  have  been  heartening  indeed.  We 
and  odier  members  of  the  administration  and  faculty  are 
encouraged  by  the  assurance  that  God's  people  from  coast 
to  coast  are  pra)dng  for  us  and  giving  for  the  support  of 
the  school. 

This  week  will  bring  to  a  close  the  period  designated 
for  the  special  appeal  in  behalf  of  Grace  Seminary  and 
College.  We  have  been  asking  the  Lord  to  supply  the 
school's  need  of  $40,000  in  the  annual  offering  at  this 
time.  Such  an  offering  will  make  it  possible  for  the  school 
to  look  forward  to  closing  its  books  in  the  black  six 
months  from  now,  providing  the  monthly  gifts  continue 
to  come  in  as  well  as  they  have.  We  are  asking  our  breth- 
ren to  make  this  need  a  matter  of  prayer  and  then  to 
give  as  the  Lord  directs.  Through  your  help  Grace  schools 
will  continue  to  serve  your  church  and  your  young  peo- 
ple, and  to  have  its  part  in  our  united  responsibility  to 
train  young  men  and  women  and  get  the  Gospel  out 
before  the  time  of  harvest  is  past. 

Jet  Pilots  Versus  Sky  Pilots 

To  make  jet  flying  safer,  the  airlines  recently  put  in  a 


new  set  of  training  rules.  In  addition  to  all  the  school- 
ing and  experience  necessary  to  qualify  for  flying,  pilots 
must  now  have  120  hours  of  ground  school,  plus  at  least 
twenty  hours  in  the  air.  This  is  an  increase  of  five  hours 
over  the  special  training  they  previously  had  been  given. 

It  costs  $1,300  an  hour  to  train  a  pilot  on  a  jet,  so  it  is 
not  surprising  that  the  airlines  are  eager  to  do  the  job 
as  quickly  as  possible.  They  consider  it  a  worthy  invest- 
ment; however,  because  of  the  great  responsibility  they 
expect  to  place  in  the  hands  of  those  who  wdll  care  for 
the  physical  welfare  of  thousands  of  men,  women,  and 
children. 

If  the  airlines  are  willing  to  make  such  an  investment 
in  the  training  of  those  who  endeavor  to  transport  others 
safely  to  an  earthly  destination,  what  should  the  church 
do  for  those  who  are  training  for  the  purpose  of  guid- 
ing others  through  false  and  contrary  winds  toward  an 
eternal  destination? 

Heroism  on  an  Oil  Tanker 

Peace  or  war,  there  is  always  need  for  courage  and  the 
need  often  breeds  reality.  A  few  weeks  ago  an  oil  tanker, 
the  Pine  Ridge,  encountered  a  vicious  storm  in  the 
Atlantic  and  broke  in  two.  The  primary  reason  why 
Chief  Engineer  John  Richart  stayed  alone  aboard  the 
broken  vessel  seemed  to  be  that  he  was  the  senior  offi- 
cer left  alive  and  had  been  ordered  to  protect  the  owners' 
salvage  rights.  He  could  have  disregarded  the  order 
without  penalty,  for  he  was  ready  to  quit  the  sea. 
Was  it  merely  the  habit  of  obedience,  a  healthy  in- 
terest in  possible  reward,  or  something  higher?  It  doesn't 
really  matter.  The  point  is  that  Richart,  by  his  will, 
stayed  as  a  man  alone  with  the  sea. 

When  at  last  he  brought  the  wreck  of  the  Pine  Ridge 
to  port  and  was  asked  why  he  spurned  rescue  when 
all  other  surviving  members  of  the  crew  had  abandoned 
ship,  he  replied:  "When  you  take  a  job,  you  take  certain 
responsibilities;  if  you  can't  take  the  responsibilities,  you 
shouldn't  have  the  job." 

If  heroism  of  this  kind  and  such  a  sense  of  responsi- 
bility could  be  witnessed  more  often  in  the  work  of 
Christ,  there  would  never  be  a  lack  of  manpower  or 
funds  to  carry  on  the  Lord's  work.  There  would  be  suf- 
ficient for  the  local  church,  for  missions  at  home,  and 
in  foreign  lands,  and  there  would  be  no  lack  of  funds 
with  which  to  train  young  men  and  women  to  assume 
places  of  responsibility  in  tasks  that  offer  greater  oppor- 
tunities for  heroism  than  any  ship's  officer  has  ever  ex- 
perienced. 
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LOST:  One  Golden  Opportunity 


In  the  middle  of  the  thirteenth  cen- 
tury one  of  the  most  momentous  op- 
portunities ever  to  face  Christendom 
occurred.  This  particular  opportunity 
came  in  the  form  of  a  request  from 
one  of  the  greatest  rulers  ever  to 
occupy  the  stage  of  world  history.  He 
governed  an  empire  which  stretched 
from  the  Sea  of  Japan  to  the  plains 
of  Hungary  covering  more  territory 
than  the  ancient  Roman  Empire  and 
almost  as  much  as  all  of  the  com- 
munist world  today.  This  ruler  was 
the  famous,  yet  relatively  unappre- 
ciated, Kublai  Khan  of  the  Mongol 
Empire.  That  his  empire  was  well  ad- 
vanced for  his  day  is  attested  bv 
the  record  that  has  been  left  by  the 
adventuresome  Marco  Polo  in  his 
travelogue.  In  some  of  the  cities 
which  he  visited  he  found  the  use  of 
paper  currency,  fire  prevention 
systems,  paved  streets,  well-built  and 
well-furnished  houses,  and  so  forth. 
Along  the  sides  of  the  main  highways 
trees  were  planted  to  provide  shade 
in  summer  and  outlines  for  the  roads 
in  the  deep  snow  of  the  winters.  But 
this  is  not  the  main  import  of  this 
article. 

The  Mongol  people  were  very  hos- 
pitable and  religious,  but  their  re- 
ligion was  one  immersed  in  idol- 
atry. Yet,  the  Khan  was  not  satis- 
fied that  the  spiritual  needs  of  his 
people  were  being  supplied.  There 
was  religion  all  around  him,  but  still 
he  was  searching  for  something  for 
his  people.  It  was  in  this  set  of  cir- 
cumstances that  the  "golden  oppor- 
tunity" was  given  to  challenge  Chris- 
tendom. 

When  the  father  and  uncle  of 
Marco  Polo  visited  the  court  of  Kublai 
Khan,  before  the  famous  visit  of 
Marco  himself,  the  Khan  felt  that  this 
was  the  opportune  time  to  speak  in 
behalf  of  the  Golden  Horde  (Mon- 
gols). The  Khan  learned  that  these 
two  men  were  from  Venice  and  the 
first  Latins  to  visit  his  country.  Be- 
ing a  curious  ruler,  he  inquired  of 
these  men  what  the  western  world 
was  like  and  the  kind  of  "Christian" 
rulers  who  controlled  this  part  of  the 
world.  He  was  interested  in  how  jus- 


tice was  administered,  the  type  of 
strategy  used  on  the  battlefields,  and 
other  matters  which  would  be  of  in- 
terest and  concern  to  a  contemporary 
emperor  in  the  other  half  of  the 
world.  However,  above  all,  Kublai 
Khan  was  interested  in  the  Pope,  the 
teachings  and  worship  services  of  the 
church.  It  is  true  that  at  this  time 
the  Catholic  Church,  for  the  most 
part,  demanded  the  attention  and 
allegiance  of  the  people  of  Western 
Europe.   , 

In  order  to  fulfill  this  desire  to 
know  more  about  the  church,  the 
Khan  decided  to  appoint  these  two 
brothers  as  his  ambassadors  to  the 
Pope  with  the  request  that  he  would 
send  one  hundred  men  of  learning  to 
the  Mongol  court  who  were  thorough- 
ly  acquainted  with  the  teachings  of 
the  Christian  religion.  These  men 
were  to  be  given  the  unusual  privi- 
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lege  to  argue  for  the  Christian  faith 
and  to  prove  to  court  officials  and  the 
Mongol  people  that  Christianity  was 
based  upon  "more  evident  truth  than 
any  other"  rehgion.  In  this  debate  the 
gods  of  the  Mongols  would  be  dis- 
credited and  would  appear  to  be  only 
evil  spirits.  An  addidonal  request 
was  made  for  some  of  the  oil  from 
the  lamp  which  was  kept  burning  in 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  at 
the  site  where  Christ  was  supposed 
to  have  been  buried.  One  of  the  most 
significant  statements  made  during 
the  discussion  of  these  instructions 
was  the  testimony  of  the  Grand  Khan 
himself  in  which  he  stated  his  be- 
lief that  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  was  the 
true  God.  What  an  unprecedented 
opportunity  coming  from  the  ruler  of 
a  pagan  people  to  present  the  claims 
of  Christ  and  the  basis  of  Christianity! 
The  two  brothers  encountered  some 
difficulties  in  discharging  this  re- 
sponsibility because  of  the  death  of 


Pope  Clement  IV  and  the  election 
of  his  successor,  Pope  Gregory  X.  Be- 
cause of  various  obstacles,  this  de- 
layed them  for  a  period  of  time. 
Gregory  X  then  provided  the  two 
ambassadors  v\'ith  papal  letters;  they 
obtained  some  of  the  holy  oil,  and 
soon  were  on  their  way  back  to  re- 
port to  the  Khan.  He  received  them 
with  the  accustomed  ceremonies  and 
kindnesses,  but  nothing  developed 
from  the  proposed  debate. 

How  interesting  it  is  to  speculate  as 
to  what  the  future  course  of  history 
might  have  been  if  the  Cathohc 
Church  had  the  true  faith,  if  men 
would  have  been  sent  and  would 
ha^'e  been  successful  in  convincing 
the  Mongol  officials  that  Christ  is 
the  true  God,  and  if  Christianity 
would  have  become  the  religion  of 
the  Golden  Horde!  Christianity  might 
have  conditioned  the  culture  and  so- 
ciety of  China  and  the  other  areas 
over  which  the  Khan  had  jurisdic- 
tion. The  world  might  not  now  be 
faced  with  the  tremendous  conflict 
between  the  East  and  West.  We  have 
no  record  that  the  true  faith  came 
to  the  Khan  and  his  people  and 
Kublai  was  to  die  in  1294  with  one 
of  his  greatest  desires  unfulfilled. 

Perhaps  someone  reading  this  ar- 
ticle would  wish  that  such  an  op- 
portunity might  come  to  him.  But 
what  are  you  doing  with  the  oppor- 
tunities placed  in  your  life  every  day? 
Too  many  times  we  dream  of  doing 
something  great  for  the  Lord,  when 
so  many  small  tasks  lie  unattended. 
You  are  responsible  only  for  that 
which  God  calls  you  to  do.  If  you 
cannot  prove  your  faithfulness  in 
the  small  things,  do  not  expect  the 
Lord  to  give  you  a  big  task.  As  you 
meet  the  opportunities  that  the  Lord 
will  give  you  in  1961,  what  will  you 
do  with  them?  Will  the  seeking  soul 
find  in  )?our  life  the  solution  to  his 
spiritual  need,  or  will  he  go  on  his 
way  in  his  sin?  Will  you  accept  these 
opportunities  as  occasions  in  which 
you  will  show  in  your  life  and  sound 
forth  in  your  speech  the  proof  that 
Christ  is  God  and  the  One  who  has 
made  provision   for  his  salvation?

NEW     TESTAMENT     WORD     STUDIES— 14

COiMPEL 
Among  the  ancient  Persians  there 
was  developed  a  system  of  postal  com- 
munication remarkable  in  the  pre- 
Christian  world.  It  was  used  for  the 
transmission  of  military  and  royal 
matters,  and  ^vas  so  well  known  that 
even  the  Persian  word  for  "courier" 
was  taken  over  by  the  Greek  and 
Latin  languages. 

Herodotus,  the  Greek  historian 
(5th  century  B.C.),  in  describing  a 
campaign  of  Xerxes,  had  this  interest- 
ing comment.  "Meanwhile,  Xerxes, 
though  engaged  in  this  way,  sent  off 
a  messenger  to  carry  intelligence  of 
his  misfortune  to  Persia.  Nothing 
mortal  travels  so  fast  as  these  Persian 
messengers.  The  entire  plan  is  a 
Persian  invention;  and  this  is  the 
method  of  it.  Along  the  whole  line 
of  road  there  are  men,  they  say, 
stationed  with  horses,  in  number 
equal  to  the  number  of  days  which 
the  journey  takes,  allowing  a  man 
and  a  horse  to  each  day;  and  these 
men  will  not  be  hindered  from  ac- 
complishing at  their  best  speed  the 
distance  which  they  have  to  go,  either 
by  snow,  or  rain,  or  heat,  or  by  the 
darkness  of  night.  The  first  rider  de- 
livers his  dispatch  to  the  second,  and 
the  second  passes  it  to  the  third;  and 
so  it  is  borne  from  hand  to  hand 
along  the  whole  line  .  .  ."  {Uistory  of 
Herodotus,  Book  8,  trans,  by  George 
Rawlinson,  p.  461). 

Refinements  in  the  system  made

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it  obligatory  for  anyone  who  was  ask- 
ed to  furnish  a  horse  or  even  his 
own  person  in  the  interests  of  this 
courier  ser\'ice.  Such  commandeer- 
ing of  persons  or  property  was  natur- 
ally resented,  especially  when  it  was 
forced  upon  a  conquered  people  by 
their  foreign  masters.  William  Bar- 
clay cites  numerous  examples  of  the 
practice  with  notices  of  its  humiliat- 
ing aspects  {New  Testament  Word- 
hook,  pp.  15-17). 

The  Greek  form  of  this  Persian 
v^'ord  was  aggareuo,  translated  "requi- 
sition (orig.  for  the  Pers.  royal  post), 
press  into  service  .  .  .  force,  compel" 
(Arndt-Gingrich,  Greek-English  hex- 
icon).  It  appears  three  times  in  the 
New  Testament.  Two  occurrences 
describe  the  forcing  of  Simon  of 
Cvrene  to  carry  the  cross  for  Jesus 
(Matt.  27:32,  Mark  15:21).  This 
action  was  common  practice  among 
Roman  soldiers,  who  had  authority 


to  commandeer  any  person  for  offi- 
cial business,  regardless  of  what  per- 
sonal inconvenience  might  be  caused. 

The  remaining  instance  of  the 
word  in  the  New  Testament  is  great- 
ly enriched  by  a  knowledge  of  these 
historical  and  social  backgrounds. 
Jesus  said:  'Whosoever  shall  com- 
pel thee  to  go  a  mile,  go  with  him 
twain"  (Matt.  5:41).  His  hearers  knew 
all  too  well  what  He  meant.  They 
would  think  of  the  most  vexatious  in- 
conveniences that  were  often  im- 
posed upon  them  by  ruthless  men. 
They  would  wince  as  they  were  re- 
minded of  their  position  as  defense- 
less victims  in  a  land  no  longer 
their  own.  But  they  would  be  chal- 
lenged bv  the  ideal  Christ  gave 
them,  whereby  the  new  nature  of 
the  child  of  God  should  display  it- 
self in  conduct  unnatural  to  men  but 
consistent  with  the  gracious  nature 
of  God.

Dr.  J.  Worl 
Stuber  (right) 
of  the  Philoso- 
phy Depart- 
ment, is  pres- 
ently direct- 
ing an  inten- 
sive institu- 
tional self- 
study  program 
for  the  col- 
lege. Given  this  responsibility  by  the 
board,  Dr.  Stuber  is  compiling 
and  editing  data  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  North  Central  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  accreditation  on  a  regional 
level.  The  school  is  presently  ac- 
credited by  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation for  its  teacher  training  pro- 
gram. 

A  goal  of  July  1963,  has  been  set 
for  the  submitting  of  the  thorough 
report. 

Dr.  Stuber  heads  a  committee 
which  includes  Dr.  Norman  Up- 
house,  Prof.  Jesse  Humberd,  and  In- 
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structor  Lloyd  Woolman.  One  of  the 
primary  purposes  of  the  study  and 
subsequent  report  is  to  examine  the 
aims  and  goals  of  the  school,  and  to 
see  how  well  they  are  being  accom- 
plished. Research  will  also  be  made 
in  the  areas  of  administration,  faculty, 
curriculum,  instruction,  student  per- 
sonnel services,  physical  plant,  and 
financial  support. 

Optimistic  about  completion  of  the 
report  before  the  prescribed  goal,  Dr. 
Stuber  said  that  the  school's  most 
urgent  needs,  as  pointed  out  by  a 
North  Central  Association  represen- 
tative, are  for  better  library  facilities, 
more  laboratory  equipment  for  the 
science  classes,  and  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  faculty  members  hold- 
ing doctorate  degrees.  He  will  be 
working  on  the  study  during  the 
school  years  and  for  ten  weeks  during 
the  summer  months. 


STUDENTS    LAUNCH 
RADIO    PROJECT 

Taping  of  radio  programs  began 
on  Thursday,  January  12,  as  part  of 
the  year's  combined  student  bodies' 
project  to  make  thirty-minute  radio 
tapes  available  for  use  by  pastors  and 
radio  stations. 

The  tapes  will  consist  of  music 
and  testimony  from  the  college  choir, 
and  college  and  seminary  students. 
Directed  by  Prof.  Don  Ogden,  this 
twenty-minute  musical  portion  will 
be  followed  by  a  message  from  Rev. 
Dean  Fetterhoff  which  may  be  used 
by  the  stations  or  left  out  so  that 
pastors  may  speak  after  the  music.

The  Master  Teacher 


"In  the  beginning  was  the  Word, 
and  the  Word  was  with  God,  and  the 
Word  was  God  .  .  .  And  the  Word 
was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us, 
(and  we  beheld  his  glory,  the  glory 
as  of  the  only  begotten  of  the  Father,) 
full  of  grace  and  truth  .  .  .  No  man 
hath  seen  God  at  any  time;  the  only 
begotten  Son,  which  is  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Father,  he  hath  declared  him" 
(John  1:1,   14,  18). 

"The  former  treatise  have  I  made, 
O  Theophilus,  of  all  that  Jesus  be- 
gan to  do  and  teach"  (Acts  1:1). 

Jesus  has  been  universally  ac- 
claimed as  the  master  teacher.  And 
He  was.  In  this  sense  He  possessed  a 
unique  perfection.  His  was  a  lonely 
and  separate  splendor. 

It  was  not  necessary  for  Him  to 
wait  for  time  to  cast  about  Him  a  halo 
of  greatness.  He  was  acknowledged 
to  be  great  by  His  own  generation. 
In  His  early  ministry  a  great  teacher 
addressed  Him,  "Rabbi,  we  know 
that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  from 
God:  for  no  man  can  do  these  mir- 
acles that  thou  doest,  except  God  be 
with  him"  (John  3:2).  Near  the  mid- 
dle of  His  ministry,  Matthew  de- 
clares the  following  effect  of  the  Ser- 
mon on  the  Mount,  "And  it  came  to 
pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these 
sayings,  the  people  were  astonished 
at  his  doctrine:  for  he  taught  them  as 
one  having  authority,  and  not  as  the 
scribes"  (Matt.  7:28-29).  At  the  close 
of  His  public  ministry,  officers  who 
had  been  sent  to  apprehend  Jesus, 
though  they  found  Him,  came  back 
without  Him  with  the  explanation, 
"Never  man  spake  like  this  man" 
(John   7:46). 

It  is  one  thing  to  describe  Christ 
in  general  language  as  the  ideal  teach- 
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er.  It  is  quite  another  thing  to  ana- 
lyze the  qualities  of  His  teaching.  For 
this  message  seven  characteristics  of 
His  teaching  will  be  presented. 

I.  The  Motive  of  His  Teaching 
Ministry  Was  Divine  A-pproval.  Men 
are  moved  by  a  variety  of  motives. 
Some  seek  individual  success.  Others 
are  interested  in  public  acclaim.  Still 
others  are  concerned  with  monetary 
gain.  And  some  pursue  their  teaching 
with  personal  safety  in  mind.  Beyond 
these  a  host  of  reasons  serve  as  mo- 
tives for  men. 

But  with  Christ  none  of  these  were 
true.  Paul  declares  that  when  He 
entered  this  world,  "he  took  upon  him 
the  form  of  a  servant"  (Phil.  2:7).  He 
became  the  world's  perfect  servant. 
He,  therefore,  never  sought  anything 
except  the  approval  of  His  master. 
In  His  teaching,  as  in  all  other  things, 
He  sought  the  glory  of  His  Father. 
"Now  about  the  midst  of  the  feast 
Jesus  went  up  into  the  temple,  and 
taught.  And  the  Jews  marvelled,  say- 
ing. How  knoweth  this  man  let- 
ters, having  never  learned?  Jesus  an- 
swered them,  and  said.  My  doctrine 
is  not  mine,  but  his  that  sent  me. 
If  any  man  will  do  his  will,  he  shall 
know  of  the  doctrine,  vi'hether  it  be 


of  God,  or  whether  I  speak  of  my- 
self. He  that  speaketh  of  himself  seek- 
eth  his  own  glory:  but  he  that  seek- 
eth  his  glory  that  sent  him,  the  same 
is  true,  and  no  unrighteousness  is  in 
him"  (John  7:14-18). 

Near  the  close  of  His  public  min- 
istry Christ  said  to  the  Jews:  "When 
ye  have  lifted  up  the  Son  of  man, 
then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  he, 
and  that  I  do  nothing  of  myself;  but 
as  mv  Father  hath  taught  me,  I  speak 
these  things.  And  he  that  sent  me 
is  with  me:  the  Father  hath  not  left 
me  alone;  for  I  do  always  those  things 
that  please  him"  (John  8:28-29).  The 
Apostle  Paul  caught  the  meaning  of 
this  in  Christ,  and  admonished  his 
son  Timothy  in  the  faith:  "Study  to 
show  thyself  approved  unto  God" 
(II  Tim.  2:15). 

U.  The  Manner  of  His  Teaching 
Was  That  of  Absolute  Assurance.  In 
an  amazing  statement  Christ  said: 
"My  doctrine  is  not  mine,  but  his 
that  sent  me"  (John  7:16).  In  the 
power  of  this  persuasion  He  con- 
ducted His  teaching  ministry.  This 
made  Him  ever  to  speak  with  convic- 
tion. He  was  ever  dogmatic  in  His 
teaching. 

He  never  indulged  in  speculation. 
Not  that  speculation  is  wrong  in  it- 
self. It  is  very  much  a  part  of  our  min- 
istry because  of  what  we  are.  We  can 
scarcely  get  through  one  message 
without  it.  We  are  constantly  saying, 
"It  is  probably  so,"  "In  all  likeHhood," 
"It  is  reasonable  to  suppose,"  "In  my 
opinion,"  "So  far  as  I  can  see,"  "I 
should  like  to  suggest." 

But  Christ  never  once  even  inti- 
mated that  He  was  mistaken.  He 
never  suggested  that  after  more  study 
or  reflection  He  might  change  His 
mind.  He  made  positive  statements. 
In  the  first  three  Gospels  He  uses 
the  word  "verily"  to  introduce  many 
of  His  affirmations.  In  the  Gospel  of 
John,  over  and  over  again  He  uses 
the  same  word  twice  to  introduce  His 
statements. 

He  offered  no  proofs  for  His  state- 
ments, and  He  never  argued  to  sup- 
port His  statements.  If  men  wanted 
proof  for  His  teaching,  they  could  use 
the  pragmatic  test  of  doing  the  Fath- 
er's will  (John  7:17). 

III.  The  Method  of  His  Teaching 
Ministry  Was  Intensely  Rational.  He 
recognized  that  men  \vere  creatures 
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made  in  the  image  of  God,  and  were 
therefore  rational  creatures.  For  this 
reason  He  appealed  to  human  reason. 
He  was  constantly  confronting  the 
human  mind  with  problems.  He  de- 
manded that  the  human  mind  sit  in 
judgment  upon  itself. 

It  is  true  that  he  called  upon  men 
for  faith.  But  He  did  not  recognize 
anything  irrational  in  that.  He  regard- 
ed faith  as  an  aid  to  reasoning.  That  is 
the  reason  the  writer  of  Hebrews  de- 
clared: "Through  faith  we  under- 
stand" (Heb.  11:3).  Therefore,  in  no 
sense  did  Christ  call  for  blind  credu- 
lity. 

Having  completed  the  triumphal 
entrance  into  the  imperial  city  of 
Zion,  Christ  retired  to  the  Temple 
and  taught.  In  the  course  of  this 
teaching,  He  repeatedly  insisted  that 
His  hearers  use  their  mind.  "The 
baptism  of  John,  whence  was  it?" 
(Matt.  21:23-27.)  "But  what  think 
ve?  a  certain  man  had  two  sons" 
(Matt.  21:28-32).  "Hear  another  par- 
able .  .  .  what  will  he  do  unto  those 
husbandmen?"  (Matt.  21:33-41.)  "Did 
ye  never  read  in  the  scriptures  .  .  .?" 
(Matt.  21:42-44.) 

The  result  of  this  ministry  of  teach- 
ins  was  effective.  The  Jews  reasoned 
correctly,  and  because  they  under- 
stood clearly  the  movement  of  His 
thought,  they  were  compelled  to  pro- 
nounce their  own  judgment.  And  this 
angered  them  (Matt.  21:45-46). 

IV.  The  Medium  of  His  Teaching 
Ministry  Was  Perfect  IntelUgihility. 
This  means  that  He  spoke  to  be 
understood.  This  He  did  upon  every 
occasion.  Upon  one  of  those  occasions, 
His  enemies  "sent  unto  him  certain 
of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Hero- 
dians,  to  catch  him  in  his  words" 
(Mark  12:13).  They  acknowledged 
that  "thou  regardest  not  the  person 
of  men,  but  teachest  the  way  of  God 
in  truth"  (Mark  12:14),  so  they  asked 
Him  a  question,  "Is  it  lawful  to  give 
tribute  to  Caesar,  or  not?"  (Mark 
12:14).  His  call  for  a  coin,  the  identi- 
fication of  the  image  and  superscrip- 
tion, and  then  the  command:  "Render 
to  Caesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's, 
and  to  God  the  things  that  are  God's," 
left  them  marvelling  (Mark  12:15-17). 
The  reason  for  this  response  was  the 
perfect  clarity  with  which  He  dealt 
with  the  problem. 

Later  upon  that  occasion,  one  of 
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the  scribes  thought  to  catch  Him,  and 
this  by  raising  a  theological  problem 
concerning  the  first  commandment. 
With  the  same  amazing  skill  in  han- 
dling this  difficult  and  rather  abstruse 
problem,  Christ  taught  from  the  Old 
Testament  Scriptures  the  truth  of 
God  on  this  point.  So  clear  and  de- 
cisive was  the  answer,  that  the  scribe 
was  forced  to  admit  the  force  of  His 
teaching,  even  though  he  answered 
discreetly  lest  he  further  implicate 
himself.  This  silenced  the  crowd  who 
were  scheming  against  Him  (Mark 
12:28-34). 

Since  He  taught  the  common  peo- 
ple; that  is,  elemental  humanity.  He 
ever  used  common  truth.  These  ele- 
mental truths,  did  not  consist  of  the 
mere  accidentals  or  trivialities  of  life, 
but  the  deeper  things  of  life.  For 
instance  He  spoke  to  a  common 
woman  at  the  well  something  that  is 
common  to  all  men,  and  yet  the 
most  profound  words  on  the  subject 
of  worship  ever  uttered  (John  4:19- 
24).  It  was  because  He  used  com- 
mon language,  words,  illustrations 
that  He  always  made  himself  intelli- 
gible to  everyone. 

V.  The  Material  of  His  Teaching 
Ministry  Was   Essential  Truth.   At 
the  conclusion  of  that  amazing  Ser- 
mon on   the  Mount  it  is  declared: 
"And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had 
ended  these  sayings,  the  people  were 
astonished    at    his    doctrine:    for   he 
taught  them  as  one  having  authority, 
and  not  as  the  scribes"  (Matt.  7:28- 
29).  The  reason  they  were  astonished 
at  His  teaching  was  because  in  its 
intrinsic  nature  it  was  authoritative. 
This  does  not  mean  that  it  was  au- 
thoritative because  Christ  said  it  was. 
He  did  say  that  it  was.  He  often  an- 
nounced the  authoritativeness  of  His 
teaching.    But    it    was    authoritative 
without  the  necessity  of  one  word 
being  spoken  to  that  end.  Nor  does 
this  mean  that  Christ's  manner  was 
authoritative.  It  was.  But  even  if  His 
manner  had  not  been  authoritative, 
the  nature  and  content  of  His  teach- 
ing would  have  possessed  that  quality. 
His    teaching    was    the    kind    that 
brought  an  answering  response  from 
within.  As  men  listened  they  were 
made  to  say:  'Tes,  that  is  so." 

This  does  not  mean  that  men  obey- 
ed what  He  taught,  nor  that  they 
liked  what  He  taught.  They  were 


often  angry  at  His  words.  In  fact,  ^ 
men  finally  hounded  Him  out  of  this 
world  because  of  His  teaching.  They 
did  not  cry  out  for  His  crucifixion 
because  they  did  not  believe  what 
He  taught  was  true,  but  because  they 
did  not  want  to  obey  it  (Matt.  21:45- 
46).  Many  today  deny  His  virgin 
birth.  His  deity.  His  vicarious  death, 
and  bodily  resurrection;  yet  when 
confronted  with  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount,  they  do  not  hesitate  to  ac- 
knowledge it  as  absolutely  true  and 
authoritative. 

VI.  The  Message  of  His  Teaching 
Ministry  Was  the  Eternal  Word.  In 
those  solemn  hours  before  His  ap- 
proaching death,  when  keeping  lone- 
ly vigil  with  the  Father,  twice  Christ 
described  the  content  of  His  message. 
"I  have  given  unto  them  the  words 
which  thou  gavest  me  ...  I  have 
given  them  thy  word  .  .  .  thy  word  is 
truth"  (John  17:8,  14,  17).  It  is  for 
this  faithfulness  in  the  task  of  teach- 
ing that  He  is  called  "the  faithful 
and  true  witness"  (Rev.  1:5;  3:14).  In 
this  sense  He  was  the  prophet  of 
God. 

It  is  often  said  that  Christ  was  the 
most  original  speaker  who  ever  spoke, 
and  certainly  with  this  statement  one 
can  scarcely  find  fault.  And  yet  in 
a  far  larger  sense,  it  is  true  that  He 
was  the  most  unoriginal  speaker  who 
ever  spoke.  Examination  of  His  words 
in  the  light  of  the  Old  Testament  will 
reveal  that  there  is  scarcely  a  word 
which  He  spoke  but  what  He  got  it 
from  the  Old  Testament.  His  mind 
was  so  saturated  with  the  teaching  of 
the  Old  Testament  that  His  words, 
phrases,  patterns  of  expression,  allu- 
sions, illustrations  are  drawn  from  this 
source. 

For  Scriptural  support  there  are 
no  better  words  than  His  own.  "For 
I  have  not  spoken  of  myself;  but  the 
Father  which  sent  me,  he  gave  me  a 
commandment,  what  I  should  say, 
and  what  I  should  speak.  And  I  know 
that  his  commandment  is  life  ever- 
lasting: whatsoever  I  speak  therefore, 
even  as  the  Father  said  unto  me,  so 
I  speak"  (John  12:49-50).  "For  he 
whom  God  hath  sent  speaketh  the 
words  of  God"  (John  3:34).  This 
guarantees  the  eternity  and  the  infal- 
libility of  His  message. 

VII.  The  Movement  of  His  Teach- 
ing Ministry  Was  S-piritual  Pur'pose.

In  declaring  the  content  of  His 
teaching  ministry,  Christ  also  point- 
ed out  its  intent.  He  came  to  remove 
darkness  (John  12:46),  to  save  the 
world  (John  12:47),  and  to  minister 
life  everlasting  (John  12:50).  In  this 
respect  it  was  necessary  to  compel 
the  human  will.  To  this  end  He  ar- 
ranged all  His  teaching.  To  the  im- 
potent man  he  said:  "Wilt  thou  be 
made  whole?"  (John  5:6).  To  a  blind 
man  He  again  addressed  the  will; 
"What  wilt  thou  that  I  should  do 
unto  thee?"  (Mark  10:51). 

Christ  never  taught  to  satisfy  mere 
intellectual  curiosity.  There  are  many 
things  men  have  always  desired  to 
know.  But  Christ  never  said  anything 
about  them.  His  purpose  was  to  im- 
part knowledge  in  order  to  life  or 
some  phase  of  life.  Men  could  live 
without  a  knowledge  of  a  multitude 
of  things  which  they  desired  to  know. 
And  His  span  of  years  were  so  brief 
He  was  compelled  to  dedicate  them 
to  the  essentials  for  moral  and  spirit- 
ual life. 

Though  it  was  an  achievement  to 
be  intellectually  orthodox,  Christ  had 
no  interest  in  the  mere  attainment  of 


this  goal.  Intellectual  orthodoxy  was 
a  means  to  an  end  for  Him.  It  was 
the  way  whereby  men  could  come 
into  that  close  fellowship  with  him- 
self where  they  would  share  in  holi- 
ness of  character,  essential  goodness, 
spiritual  life,  and  gracious  conduct. 
Unlike  the  philosophers  of  Athens 
who  gathered  either  to  tell  or  hear 
some  new  thing,  Christ  rose  infinitely 
above  that  and  directed  all  His  teach- 
ing to  a  spiritual  end. 

Christ's  teaching  ministry  was  cli- 
maxed in  His  ministry  to  the  inner 
circle  who  were  His  own.  He  ad- 
dressed them  in  the  upper  room,  "Ye 
call  me  Master"  (John  13:13).  The 
Greek  says,  "The  Teacher."  He 
praises  them  for  recognizing  this  qual- 
ity in  Him,  and  then  affirms  the  rea- 
son, "For  so  I  am."  With  this  as  a  con- 
dition. He  insists  that  they  are  obli- 
gated to  follow  His  teaching  (John 
13:14). 

This  obligation  is  emphasized  be- 
cause He  is  Lord  to  them  as  well  as 
teacher,  and  His  teaching  is  the  last 
word  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
faith  and  life.  And  certainly  the 
servant    is    honor-bound    and    duty- 


bound  to  bow  to  the  authoritative 
teaching  of  His  Lord  (John  13:13-16). 
If  men  will  acknowledge  the  quality 
of  His  teaching,  bow  to  its  authori- 
tative demands,  for  them  there  will 
be  happiness,  and  most  of  all  a 
demonstration  of  fellowship  of  na- 
ture (John   13:17). 

Besides  all  this,  for  every  believer 
there  is  a  possibility  of  growing  in 
teaching  ability  into  the  Hkeness  of 
Christ  in  His  teaching  ministry.  Of 
Christ  it  was  said:  "The  Jews  mar- 
velled, saying.  How  knoweth  this 
man  letters,  having  never  learned?" 
(John  7:15).  This  they  said  of  one 
who  had  never  been  privileged  to 
take  a  professional  course  of  study  in 
one  of  the  recognized  schools.  In 
Peter  and  John  this  leadership  ob- 
served the  same  qualities  as  in  Christ. 
"Now  when  they  saw  the  boldness  of 
Peter  and  John,  and  perceived  that 
they  were  unlearned  and  ignorant 
men,  they  marvelled;  and  they  took 
knowledge  of  them,  that  they  had 
been  with  Jesus"  (Acts  4:13).  By  this 
it  is  evident  that  a  fellowship  of 
nature  and  experience  will  produce 
a  fellowship  of  teaching  skill.

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SALVATION 


AND 


THE    SUFFERING    SAVIOUR 


By  C.  W.  Mayes,  D.D. 


[SECOND   IN   SERIES) 

Continuing  the  general  subject  of 
last  week  we  will  consider  the  suf- 
fering which  the  Son  of  God  bore 
while  here  in  the  days  of  His  flesh. 
That  which  Christ  provides  for  His 
people  was  purchased  at  the  cost  of 
His  infinite  suffering  at  Calvary. 

I.  The  suffering  Saviour  has 
chosen  us  and  called  us  out  of  dark- 
ness (I  Pet.  2:9-10). 

Seven  things  are  recorded  here 
describing  the  high  position  to  which 
believers  are  called.  (1)  As  a  chosen 
generation  we  are  a  selected  com- 
pany on  the  receiving  end  of  God's 
marvelous  grace.  (2)  As  a  royal 
priesthood  we  each  have  what  was 
once  limited  to  the  Old  Testament 
priests.  All  believers  now  have  per- 
fect access  to  God  in  Christ.  (3)  As 
a  holy  nation  we  have  the  infinite 
and  spotless  righteousness  which  we 
receive  from  Christ  by  faith  (Phil. 
3:9).  (4)  As  a  peculiar  people  we  are 
not  "funny  or  eccentric,"  but  rather 
a  people  for  God's  own  possession. 
(5)  As  called-out  ones  we  have  pass- 
ed from  darkness  to  light.  (6)  As 
now  the  people  of  God,  our  place  is 
in  contrast  with  that  in  which  we 
occupied  before  salvation.  Now  we 
have  a  place  of  blessing;  then  it  was 
one  of  judgment.  (7)  As  a  mercy- 
receiving  people  we  stand  on  the 
safe  side  of  the  cross.  The  judgment 
fell  on  Him.  We  are  delivered.  All 
our  mercies  come  through  His  grace 
thus  provided. 

II.  The  pleading  Saviour  calls  us 
to  a  new  plane  of  living  (I  Pet.  2: 
11-12). 

Believers  are  strangers  and  pil- 
grims in  this  world.  This  means  that 
our  rightful  citizenship  and  home 
are  in  heaven.  While  absent  from  our 
home  wandering  in  the  desert  land  of 
this  world  we  are  to  live  in  harmony 
with  our  heavenly  home.  Fleshly 
lusts  belong  to  this  world  of  sin. 
They  hold  back  everything  that  is 
for  the  good  of  the  soul. 

Have  you  seen  unbelievers  become 
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more  deeply  entrenched  in  their  un- 
belief by  the  careless  conduct  of  some 
Christian?  Such  unbelievers  always 
plead  that  they  are  better  than  the 
church  members.  This  is  doubtless 
true,  for  many  church  members  are 
no  more  citizens  of  heaven  than  the 
most  ignorant  heathen  in  Africa. 
However,  this  is  Peter's  plea.  God's 
people  in  conduct  are  to  be  honest 
amons  the  unsaved  so  that  the  un- 
sa\'ed  may  be  convicted  by  our  good 
works.  In  the  day  of  reckoning,  the 
good  works  and  honest  conduct  of 
believers  will  be  used  for  the  glory 
of  God. 

III.  The  guiding  Saviour  directs 
His  people  in  their  relationship  to  the 
government   (I   Pet.   2:13-18). 

I  PETER  2:9-25 

Obedience  to  the  government  is  to 
be  followed  for  the  Lord's  sake.  Such 
obedience  is  pleasing  to  God  unless 
the  government  would  cause  us  to 
break  our  allegiance  to  Jesus  Christ. 
Then  we  must  remember  Acts  5:29. 
The  king,  the  Congress,  and  the  gov- 
ernor are  instruments  of  God.  Even 
a  poor  government  is  better  than 
none,  and  the  governments  are  or- 
dained of  God  (Rom.  13:1-7).  Ap- 
parently God  has  not  told  us  defi- 
nitely, but  it  seems  to  be  clear  that 
hardships  received  from  obedience  to 
the  sovernment  in  honest  faith  in 
the  Lord  will  be  well  rewarded  in 
the  day  of  His  appearing.  He  can 
pay  us  well  for  being  mistreated. 

Believers  have  a  freedom  within 
the  laws  of  the  government.  That 
freedom  is  to  do  as  one  pleases  in 
some  things,  even  the  freedom  of 
sin.  If  the  believer  refrains  from  the 
sins  which  the  government  allows,  he 
will  be  recognized  as  a  servant  of 
God  and  the  government  will  honor 
him.   Much  of  the  troubles  of  the 


world  today  in  human  government 
can  be  traced  directly  to  the  fact 
that  the  people  who  are  supposed 
to  be  Christians  have  departed  from 
the  Lord.  Thus  God  uses  the  govern- 
ments to  chastize  His  children. 

"Honor  all  men.  Love  the  brother- 
hood. Fear  God.  Honor  the  king." 
These  are  based  on  the  laws  of  au- 
thority. Servants  and  employees  are 
to  be  fair  and  honorable  with  those 
in  authority.  All  these  things  bring 
the  ways  of  the  heavenly  home  down 
to  the  earthly  home. 

IV.  The  suffering  Saviour  calls 
His  people  to  suffer  also  (I  Pet.  2: 
19-21). 

Some  people  are  willing  to  suffer 
when  they  rightly  deserve  it.  But 
the  Christian  is  to  suffer  gladly  for 
Christ's  sake  even  when  he  is  not 
at  fault.  God's  people  are  to  follow  in 
Christ's  steps  especially  in  this  one 
particular  experience  of  suffering 
wrongfully.  This  would  solve  all  our 
church  problems.  We  would  have 
perfect  harmony  in  our  churches  if 
God's  people  were  willing  to  suffer 
for  the  faults  of  others.  To  the  con- 
trary most  Christians  impose  a  rigid 
standard  for  others,  being  very  lax 
themselves.  They  never  seem  willing 
to  bear  the  least  pain  for  the  sake  of 
others.  God's  Word  teaches  us  we 
are  to  be  willing  to  suffer  for  the 
faults  of  others.  This  is  what  Paul 
meant  when  he  spoke  of  the  "fellow- 
ship of  his  suffering"  (Phil.  3:10). 
Concerning  Christ  it  is  said  that  al- 
though He  never  sinned  and  there 
was  no  evil  to  be  found  in  Him,  still 
He  was  willing  to  suffer  and  die  for 
the  very  persons  who  had  sinned. 
Furthermore  thev  had  sinned  against 
Him. 

V.  The  suffering  Saviour  made 
our  salvation  possible  through  His 
substitutionary  death  (I  Pet.  2:22-25). 

In  the  days  of  His  flesh,  Christ  was 
not  acting  as  Judge.  He  left  His 
case  in  the  care  of  the  Father.  He 
took  the  threatenings  and  revilings  of

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The  Fascinating  Story  of 


GREASY

(A  CONTINUED  STORY) 
This  is  the  -fourth  part  of  a  continued 
story  which  began  in  the  January  7  issue. 
It  is  the  story  of  Russian  immigrants  on 
the  way  to  Siberia.  The  parents  succumb 
to  cholera  leaving  two  children,  Shura  and 
Pasha,  to  fend  for  themselves.  The  boy  is 
picked  MP  by  robbers,  joins  the  band,  and 
helps  to  kill  two  Christian  travelers  and 
gets  a  New  Testament  in  the  loot. 

A  year  later  the  seven  robbers  stood 
before  the  judgment  bar.  Because  of 
the  men's  open  confession,  the  state 
attorney  did  not  need  to  emphasize 
their  guilt;  the  old  state  attorney  as 
the  criminals'  representative  pleaded 
for  mercy,  since  the  men  had  made 
an  open  confession  and  wanted  to  live 
an  honest  life.  Nevertheless  die  men 
were  condemned  to  ten  years  of  com- 
pulsory labor.  Humbly  they  accepted 
the  judgment,  realizing  that  they  de- 
served it  and  consequendy  did  not 
appeal  for  mitigation.  The  court  pro- 
cedure was  public.  When  the  accused 
were  permitted  to  speak  the  last  word, 
each  of  them  in  simple  expressions, 
voiced  his  regret  for  having  wronged 
others  for  so  many  years  and  the  ef- 
fect of  the  Gospel  in  his  inner  life. 
Many  of  the  listeners  were  touched; 
noticeably  the  seed  of  the  Word  be- 
gan to  take  root  in  numerous  hearts. 

After  the  termination  of  the  court 
trial  the  condemned  were  sent  away 
singly  to  various  destinations,  witih 
the  exception  of  Tichomirow  and 
Solowjew  who  went  to  the  same 
place.  At  the  pardng,  they  promised 
one  another  to  remain,  under  all  con- 
ditions, honest  and  true  to  the  Lord, 
and  to  tell  others  of  His  love.  Tich- 
omirow and  Solowjew  were  sent  to 
the  district  beyond  the  Baikal  Sea; 
in  all  the  transfer  prisons,  which  they 
had  to  pass  through  on  their  way, 
they  related  their  salvation  through 
the  Gospel  and  of  the  love  of  God  to 
every  repentant  sinner.  Everywhere 
they  found  some  who  would  listen  to 
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their  simple  testimony  and  consider- 
ed it  in  their  heart. 

Among  those  under  compulsory 
labor,  whose  lot  they  now  had  to 
share,  they  found  especially  attentive 
listeners  to  the  living  Word;  after 
some  time  several  surrendered  fully 
to  the  Lord.  Within  two  years,  even 
the  prison  management  noticed  that 
the  usually  unruly  convicts  had  be- 
come quiet  and  that  the  behavior  of 
some  had  become  fauldess. 

On  the  way  to  exile,  Tichomirow 
sought  everywhere  some  sign  of  the 
immigrants  of  the  government  of 
Mogilew,  hoping  to  find  out  some- 
thing about  his  countrymen  and  par- 
ticularly whether  his  sister  were  still 
ahve.  All  the  letters  that  he  had  sent 
to  his  hometown  had  remained  un- 
answered. How  oft  his  thoughts  re- 
turned to  his  beloved  sister.  How  he 
would  have  liked  to  tell  her  all  his 
experiences  and  about  his  conver- 
sion from  the  works  of  death  into 
the  living  hope  in  Christ. 

After  several  years,  on  account  of 
some  joyful  national  happening,  an 
amnesty  was  granted,  giving  Paul 
Tichomirow  and  George  Solowjew 
their  liberty.  Taking  leave  of  those 
convicts  who  had  been  converted, 
they  commended  their  spiritual  chil- 
dren to  God;  all  cried  at  the  part- 
ing, Tichomirow  and  Solowjew  began 
their  way  on  foot  in  the  direction  of 
Irkutsk-Tomsk.  Their  most  ardent 
desire  was  to  succeed  in  getting  into 
European  Russia,  to  their  homes,  of 
which  they  still  had  feeble  recollec- 
tions. Every  one  whom  they  met  on 
their  wanderings,  or  in  the  lodgings, 
took  an  interest  in  them  and  asked 
who  they  were,  where  they  came 
from,  and  where  they  were  going. 
All  were  deeply  moved  by  the  life 
story  of  the  former  robbers,  and  in 
the  hearts  of  many  the  desire  was 


awakened  to  serve  the  Lord  also.  In 
many  of  the  colonies  they  found  be- 
lieving brethren  with  whom  they 
spent  the  evenings  in  brotherly  dis- 
cussions and  the  reading  of  the  Word 
of  God.  The  believers  rejoiced  in  the 
triumph  of  the  Gospel  manifested  in 
the  conversion  of  the  lost  sinners, 
and  glorified  the  name  of  the  Lord. 
In  one  of  the  setdements,  where  they 
spent  Sunday  and  testified  to  a  large 
congregation  concerning  their  former 
life  and  their  conversion,  a  great 
awakening  started;  a  goodly  number 
of  souls  turned  to  the  Lord.  This 
brought  great  joy  to  all. 

In  the  first  days  of  spring,  when 
all  nature  was  coming  to  new  life 
after  winter's  long  sleep,  the  migra- 
tory birds  flew  in  large  flocks  toward 
their  old  homes,  where  in  the  fall 
they  had  left  their  nests  behind— 
also  Tichomirow  and  Solowjew  I 
hastened  toward  their  hometown, 
where  however,  their  houses  had 
been  destroyed  long  ago.  In  their  wan- 
derings, they  kept  close  to  the  rail- 
road. Vainly  Tichomirow  tried  to 
remember  the  name  of  the  station 
where  he  had  lost  his  parents  and 
his  sister.  He  would  have  liked  to  see 
once  more  the  pile  of  snow  fences, 
in  the  shadow  of  which  in  his  child- 
hood he  had  passed  through  so  much 
sorrow  and  hardship.  Remembering 
his  experience,  tears  ran  down  his 
cheeks,  and  he  exclaimed:  "Oh  my 
beloved  ones  .  .  .  you  have  all  for- 
saken me,  and  now  I  have  to  wander 
about  alone  in  this  wide  world!"  But 
then  he  remembered  that  neither  had 
the  Son  of  God  a  place  of  refuge  on 
this  earth,  even  among  His  own  He 
was  quite  alone. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  day  the 
wanderers  drew  nigh  to  a  small  town,  ' 
situated  on  the  bank  of  the  river  not 
far  from  the  railroad.  Turning  into 
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one  of  the  streets,  they  asked  the 
people:  "Are  there  any  believers?"  A 
neat  little  house  among  the  tall  pines 
was  pointed  out  to  them.  Nearing 
the  place,  they  noticed  two  children 
playing  at  the  door  of  the  house  and 
in  the  yard  a  young,  well-dressed  lady, 
quite  busy;  yet  she  greeted  them 
kindly.  The  men  told  her  that  they 
were  believers  and  asked  for  lodging. 
The  young  woman  led  them  kindly 
into  the  house,  saying:  "For  the  breth- 
ren in  the  Lord  there  will  always  be 
a  place."  Thereupon  she  called  her 
husband  who  was  working  in  the 
garden.  He  came  at  once,  greeted  the 
guests  cordially,  and  conversed  with 
them,  while  his  wife  hastened  to  pre- 
pare the  tea.  Before  the  water  in  the 
"samowar"  came  to  a  boil,  she  had 
milked  two  cows  and  set  the  table. 
What  a  feast:  large  pieces  of  fresh 
butter,  cream,  a  large  pitcher  of  rich 
milk,  two  or  three  kinds  of  cake, 
boiled  eggs,  and  wonderful  white 
bread;  it  all  was  a  sight  for  the  eyes  of 
the  hungry  wanderers.  The  large 
lamp  threw  a  bright  light  on  the 
snow-white  tablecloth,  and  the  shin- 
ing "samowar"  hummed  cheerfully. 
The  friendly  lady  of  the  house  en- 
tered in  her  white  embroidered  apron 
and  said  to  her  husband:  "Ask  the 
brethren  to  come  to  the  table."  They 
sat  down  to  the  well-laden  table,  and 
the  head  of  the  home  asked  the  bless- 
ing. He  thanked  the  Lord  for  His  love 
and  care  and  for  the  guests,  and  asked 
Him  to  keep  them  in  faith  and  bless 
the  food.  It  was  the  first  time  in 
the  life  of  Tichomirow  that  he  sat 
at  so  richly  laden  table  amid  so 
hospitable  and  kind  a  family.  His 
heart  overflowed  with  joy  and  de- 
light. The  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl, 
also  occupied  places  at  the  table  and 
listened  attentively  to  the  conversa- 
tion. Tichomirow,  at  the  call  to  sup- 
per, had  to  stop  relating  the  story  of 
his  experience  at  the  point  where  the 
robbers  in  the  thick  woods  began 
to  read  the  New  Testament,  which 
they  had  robbed  of  the  murdered 
travelers.  At  the  request  of  the  head 
of  the  house,  Tichomirow  continued 
his  story.  In  vivid  words  he  pictured 
how  the  Gospel  entered  into  his  own 
and  his  comrade's  heart,  how  they  re- 
gretted their  evil  deeds  and  then  de- 
cided to  change  their  way  of  living 
and  deliver  themselves  to  the  justice; 


how  the  state  attorney  was  converted 
and  how  they  were  sentenced;  further 
he  told  them  of  his  stay  in  the  trans- 
fer prisons  and  the  years  he  spent  in 
compulsory  work  till  he  received  am- 
nesty. The  hosts  could  not  take  their 
eyes  from  the  narrator,  and  the  lady 
of  the  house  often  wiped  the  flowing 
tears  from  her  cheeks,  as  if  she  want- 
ed to  hide  them  from  the  others. 

During  this  narration  the  time 
passed  unnoticed,  until  the  large  clock 
loudly  announced  the  midnight  hour; 
then  they  all  knelt  and  thanked  God 
for  His  wonderful  grace  in  the  sal- 
vation of  the  lost  sinners.  When  the 
lady  of  the  house  arose,  greatly 
moved,  she  said:  "But  where  do 
you  want  to  go  now?" 

"We  determined  to  return  to  our 
former  homes,"  answered  Tich- 
omirow. 

"Do  you  still  have  relatives  there?" 

"Yes,  Solowjew  has  still  a  mother, 
who  is  a  believer,  and  lives  in  the 
government  of  Kiew.  But  I  have 
nobody,  neither  Father  or  Mother;  I 
am  simply  going  to  look  up  my  child- 
hood place,  my  home  village  in  the 
government  of  Mogilew.  First  of  all, 
however,  I  have  the  great  desire  to  tell 
my  countrymen  of  Christ  and  His 
love  for  them." 

"Are  you  an  orphan  a  long  time 
already?"  resumed  the  hostess. 

"I  lost  my  parents  when  I  was 
eight  years  old;  I  lost  them  in  Siberia 
on  our  migration  trip.  My  father  died 
nvo  days  before  the  passing  away  of 
my  mother." 

The  lady  grabbed  the  table  with 
both  hands  and  stood  leaning  for- 
ward looking  Tichomirow  deep  into 
the  eyes.  Her  husband  looked  sur- 
prisingly at  her  and  could  not  under- 
stand the  reason  she  questioned  the 
guest  so  thoroughly  instead  of  pre- 
paring the  beds  for  the  night.  Tich- 
omirow continued:  'We,  my  sister 
and  I,  remained  as  orphans;  she  was 
somewhat  older  than  I.  The  day 
after  the  death  of  our  mother,  I  lost 
her  out  of  sight;  and  up  to  this  mo- 
ment I  do  not  know  what  has  be- 
come of  her;  surely  she  must  have 
perished  like  so  many  orphan  chil- 
dren of  the  immigrants,  on  account 
of  the  impossible  living  conditions. 
She  was  a  good  girl  and  cared  for  me 
as  mv  own  mother."  And  Tichomirow 
began  to  cry. 


Pale  as  death  and  with  tears 
streaming  down  her  face,  the  hostess 
exclaimed:  "Is  it  possible  that  it  is 
you,  my  beloved  brother.  Pasha?  Tell 
me  quickly;  my  heart  tells  me  it  is 
you." 

"Shura!  do  my  eyes  really  see  you? 
you,  my  angel,  my  beloved!"  he 
cried  weeping  like  a  child. 

"Yes,  it  is  I;  I  am  your  sister;  you, 
my  beloved!  How  my  heart  cried  out 
for  you!"  The  brother  and  sister  threw 
themselves  into  each  other's  arms, 
kissed,  and  wept.  Then  Tichomirow 
reached  out  for  the  children,  who, 
crying,  looked  at  the  mother;  present- 
ly he  kissed  the  children  and  the 
husband  of  his  sister. 

Even  Solowjew  took  part  in  the 
general  joy  and  was  greatly  touched 
by  the  unexpected  reunion  of  the 
brother  and  sister.  Oh,  what  joy  there 
was!  Shura  was  so  excited  that  she 
did  not  know  what  to  do  first;  again 
and  again  she  drew  near  to  Pasha, 
put  her  arms  around  him  and  said: 
"Is  it  truly  you,  my  brother?  Do  I 
really  see  you?  Oh,  what  joy!  As  you 
neared  our  house,  I  had  the  impres- 
sion of  having  found  something  val- 
uable; my  heart  was  full  with  an  un- 
speakable joy.  I  did  not  know  how 
it  came.  I  was  prepared  at  once  to 
offer  you  refreshment  and  lodging. 
After  all  the  distress  that  I  have  ex- 
perienced, I  am  ready  to  help  other 
needy  ones  also,  but  in  this  case  my 
heart  yearned  especially  to  do  so. 
Now  I  know  why:  it  was  my  be- 
loved brother,  who  came  to  me;  for 
twenty  years  we  have  not  seen  each 
other.  What  a  joy."  Again  they  fell 
on  their  knees  and  praised  God  with 
such  fervency  as  never  before.  Even 
the  five-year-old  daughter  of  Shura 
prayed:  "Dear  Saviour,  I  thank  Thee 
that  Thou  hast  brought  Uncle  Pasha 
to  us!"  They  all  cried  and  Alexej 
Wassiljewich  thanked  God  for  the 
valuable  gift  that  God  had  granted  to 
his  wife. 

It  was  already  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning;  yet  they  had  not  slept; 
even  the  children  had  not  lain  down. 
Once  more  they  drank  tea,  conversing 
together;  finally  just  before  daybreak, 
they  went  to  bed  having  commended 
themselves  to  the  care  of  God.  On 
account  of  their  recent  experiences

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Here  is  a  subject  which  the  H- 
braries  of  the  world  could  not  con- 
tain, much  less  this  brief  article.  As  in 
all  things  which  have  their  origin  in 
God  its  depths  could  never  be  sound- 
ed, for  His  ways  are  past  finding  out. 
And  yet,  because  of  the  miracle  of 
redemptive  grace,  its  inscrutable  na- 
ture need  be  no  barrier  in  making 
a  practical  application  of  it  to  our 
lives,  for  we  read  that  Paul  prayed 
that  the  Colossians  might  be 
"strengthened  with  all  might,  accord- 
ing to  his  glorious  power"  (Col.  1: 
11),  and  that  the  Ephesians  might 
know  "what  is  the  exceeding  great- 
ness of  his  power  to  us-ward  who 
believe"  (Eph.  1:19).  Paul  approved 
himself  as  a  minister  of  Christ,  as  he 
said:  "By  the  power  of  God"  (II  Cor. 
6:4,  7),  and  we  are  exhorted  to  "be 
strong  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  power 
of  his  might"  (Eph.  6:10),  to  "Fulfill 
.  .  .  the  work  of  faith  with  power" 
(II  Thess.  1:11),  and  to  be  partakers 
"of  the  afflictions  of  the  gospel  ac- 
cording to  the  power  of  God"  (II  Tim. 
1:8). 

Whether  we  are  giving  out  His 
Word  as  an  evangelist,  preacher, 
teacher,  or  personal  worker,  we  soon 
discover  our  need  to  be  "strengthened 
with  all  might,  according  to  his 
glorious  power."  If  we  are  to  turn 
men  "from  darkness  to  light,  and 
from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  God, 
that  they  may  receive  forgiveness  of 
sins,  and  inheritance  among  them 
which  are  sanctified"  (Acts  26:18),  our 
Gospel  must  come  to  them  not  "in 
word  only,  but  also  in  power,  and  in 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  in  much  assur- 
ance" (I  Thess.  1:5).  It  is  not  enough 
that  men  be  entertained  with  clever 
words  and  enticing  speech,  they  must 


be  constrained  to  obey  the  Gospel  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Excellency  of 
speech  or  of  wisdom  will  not  avail, 
for  "we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen 
vessels,  that  the  excellency  of  the 
power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  us" 
(II  Cor.  4:7).  Yea,  as  Paul  said,  our 
speech  and  our  preaching  must  not  be 
with  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom, 
but  "in  demonstration  of  the  Spirit 
and  of  power;  that  your  [their]  faith 
should  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of 
men,  but  in  the  power  of  God"  (I  Cor. 
2:4-5). 

From  a  study  of  the  Scriptures  we 
learn  that  the  power  of  God  comes: 
Through  the  preaching  of  the  cross. 
"For  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to 
them  that  perish  foolishness;  but 
unto  us  which  are  saved  it  is  the 
power  of  God"  (I  Cor.  1:18).  From 
a  deep  experimental  knowledge,  Paul 
knew  where  the  energy  of  God  was, 
and  he  set  himself  to  preach  Christ 
crucified.  By  the  sheer  power  of  his 
personality  he  might  have  drawn 
thousands  to  himself,  but  he  knew 
that  by  so  doing  the  cross  of  Christ 
would  have  been  made  "of  none  ef- 
fect" to  his  hearers.  Many  men  would 
have  praised  him  for  his  eloquence, 
but  no  one  would  have  praised  God 
for  deliverance  from  sin.  Manv  would 
have  been  influenced  to  follow  in 
his  steps,  but  no  one  would  have  been 
regenerated  whereby  they  might  walk 
in  the  steps  of  the  Master.  It  must 
have  given  Paul  great  satisfaction  to 
be  able  to  say:  "And  I,  brethren,  when 
I  came  to  vou,  came  not  with  excel- 
lency of  speech  or  of  wisdom,  de- 
claring unto  you  the  testimony  of 
God.  For  I  determined  not  to  know 
anything  among  you,  save  Jesus 
Christ,  and  him  crucified." 


Through  the  sacrifice  of  worldly 
ambition,  position,  and  gain.  "But 
what  things  were  gain  to  me,  those 
I  counted  loss  for  Christ.  Yea  doubt- 
less, and  I  count  all  things  but  loss 
.  .  .  that  I  may  know  him,  and  the 
power  of  his  resurrection"  (Phil.  3:J 
7-8,  10).  If  we  would  know  the  power 
of  His  resurrection,  the  glorious  power 
which  God  "wrought  in  Christ,  when 
he  raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  set 
him  at  his  own  right  hand  in  the 
heavenly  places,"  we  must  do  all 
things  for  the  glory  of  God.  "And 
whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do 
all  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus" 
(Col.  3:17).  This  does  not  mean  that 
a  man  must  necessarily  give  up  his 
calling,  or  a  wealthy  man  his  riches, 
but  that  he  must  set  his  "affection 
on  things  above,"  knowing  that  he  is 
dead  and  his  life  is  "hid  with  Christ 
in  God"  (Col.  3:2-3). 

Our  Lord,  through  death,  de- 
stroyed "him  that  had  the  power  of 
death"  (Heb.  2:14),  and  we  read  that 
the  Lamb  was  worthy  to  receive 
power  because  He  had  been  slain 
(Rev.  5:12).  And  the  children  of  God 
are  no  exception.  Power  comes  to  us 
only  as  we  are  identified  daily  with 
the  death  of  our  Lord— when  we  seek 
not  our  own,  but  the  things  which  are 
Jesus  Christ's. 

Through  a  right  attitude  toward  in- 
firmitv,  persecution,  and  so  on.  Hav- 
ing heard  the  Lord  say:  "My  grace  is 
sufficient  for  thee;  for  my  strength 
is  made  perfect  in  weakness"  (II  Cor. 
12:9),  Paul  could  triumphandy  ex- 
claim: "Most  gladly  therefore  will  I 
rather  glory  in  my  infirmities,  that 
the  power  of  Christ  might  rest  upon 
me.  Therefore  I  take  pleasure  in  in- 
firmities,  in   reproaches,   in   necessi- 
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ties,  in  persecutions,  in  distresses  for 
Christ's  sake:  for  when  I  am  weak, 
then  am  I  strong"  (II  Cor.  12:9-10). 

We  must  adopt  Paul's  "most  glad- 
ly therefore,"  and  "I  take  pleasure  in" 
attitude  if  the  power  of  Christ  is  to 
rest  upon  us.  God  graciously  leads 
His  child  into  circumstances  which 
press  him  "out  of  measure"  and 
"above  strength"  so  that  he  may  feel 
the  pressure  of  His  hand  so  that  His 
child  may  not  trust  in  himself  but 
"in  God  which  raiseth  the  dead"  (II 
Cor.  1:9);  and  that  he  may  be  a  "par- 
taker of  the  afflictions  of  the  gospel 
according  to  the  power  of  God"  (II 
Tim.    1:8). 

Through  asking.  "And  when 
Simon  saw  that  through  laying  on 
of  the  aposdes'  hands  the  Holy  Ghost 
was  given,  he  offered  them  money, 
saying,  Give  me  also  this  power  .  .  . 
But  Peter  said  unto  him.  Thy  money 
perish  with  thee,  because  thou  hast 
thought  that  the  gift  of  God  may 
be  purchased  with  money"  (Acts  8: 
18-20).  The  power  of  God  cannot  be 
received  through  personal  merit.  It 
cannot  come  through  agonizing 
prayer.  It  cannot  be  given  to  those 
who  seek  power  in  the  hand  so 
that  they  may  have  a  successful  min- 
istry, or  a  testimony  which  is  more 
spiritual  than  other  Christians.  It  is 
not  emotional  power  that  we  should 
seek,  but  an  implicit  faith  in  the  fac- 
tual power  of  the  Spirit  of  God:  "Not 
by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my 
spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts"  (Zech. 
4:6);  and  the  Spirit  of  God  can  only 
be  given  to  those  who  on  the  basis 
of  the  atonement  ask  for  Him.  "If 
ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give 
good  gifts  unto  your  children:  how 
much  more  shall  your  heavenly  Fath- 
er give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that 
ask  him?"  (Luke  11:13.)  "Ye  have 
not,  because  ye  ask  not.  Ye  ask,  and 
receive  not,  because  ye  ask  amiss, 
that  ye  may  consume  it  upon  your 
lusts"  (James  4:2-3).  "Ask,  and  it 
shall  be  given  you  ...  for  every  one 
that  asketh  receiveth"  (Matt.  7:7-8). 

Through  a  deep  prayer  life.  "Tarry 
ye  .  .  .  until  ye  be  endued  with  power 
from  on  high"  (Luke  24:49).  It  is 
not,  of  course,  that  we  need  to  tarry 
for  the  promise  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as 
did  the  apostles,  but  that  we  need 
to  spend  much  time  alone  with  God 
so    that   we   may   realize    the    Holy 


Spirit's  power,  and  the  things  in  our 
lives  which  are  impeding  His  work- 
ing. The  Holy  Spirit  is  resident  in 
every  believer,  but,  as  another  has 
said.  He  is  not  president  in  every  be- 
liever. If  we  would  have  the  power 
of  God  which  convicts  men  of  sin,  of 
righteousness,  and  of  judgment,  we 
must  make  Him  the  presiding  One 
as  well  as  the  residing  One.  This 
can  best  be  brought  about  by  a  deep 
prayer  life,  for  it  is  the  hours  when 
we  are  shut  away  with  God  that  we 
discover  those  areas  of  self  which 
shut  Him  out  and  prohibit  His  work- 
ing. 

"Great  power"  was  manifested  in 
the  Early  Church  (Acts  4:33),  and 
they  gave  themselves  "continually  in 
prayer"  (Acts  6:4).  The  words  of  Jesus 
were  with  power,  and  it  is  recorded 
of  Him  that  He  spent  whole  nights 
in  prayer.  The  signs  of  an  apostle 
were  wrought  in   Paul,   "in   all   pa-

tience,  in  signs,  and  wonders,  and 
mighty  deeds"  (II  Cor.  12:12),  and 
he  exhorted  the  brethren  to  "pray 
without  ceasing"  (I  Thess.  5:17).  The 
Gospel  "is  the  power  of  God"  (Rom. 
1:16),  but  it  is  the  daily  communion 
with  His  Word  that  fills  our  hearts 
and  minds  and  lips  with  that  Gospel. 
"But  they  that  wait  upon  the  Lord 
shall  renew  their  strength;  they  shall 
mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles;  they 
shall  run,  and  not  be  weary,  and  they 
shall  walk,  and  not  faint"  (Isa.  40:31). 
Jesus  said  to  the  Sadducees:  "Ye  do 
err,  not  knowing  the  scriptures,  nor 
the  power  of  God"  (Matt.  22:29).  He 
would  very  likely  speak  similar  words 
to  many  of  us  were  He  on  earth  to- 
day. We  pride  ourselves  in  our  ortho- 
doxy and  sound  doctrine,  and  this  is 
good,  for  true  Christianity  must  have 
soil  and  root,  but  with  all  the  con- 


tempt for  theology  that  is  manifest 
in  the  world  today,  there  is  great  dan- 
ger of  our  swinging  to  the  other  ex- 
treme. By  this  we  mean  the  practice 
which  exalts  doctrine  above  the  Christ 
who  gave  the  doctrine,  or  a  truth  of 
the  Word  above  Him  who  is  the  way, 
the  truth,  and  the  life,  which  causes 
our  testimony  to  become  cold  and 
metallic,  rather  than  warm  and  S)'m- 
pathetic. 

It  is  well  known  to  many  of  us  that 
the  cult  devotees  often  manifest  more 
virtue  and  power  in  their  lives  than 
do  some  Christians  because  they 
make  more  of  the  natural  virtues 
than  we  do  of  the  power  of  God. 
Many  of  us  because  we  do  not  take 
heed  how  we  build  upon  the  foun- 
dation which  is  Christ  (I  Cor.  3:10, 
13)  will  see  our  works  as  wood,  hay, 
and  stubble,  burned  in  the  fire  at 
the  judgment  seat  of  Christ. 

Let  us,  therefore,  be  careful  that 
we  speak  not  "in  word  only,  but 
also  in  power"  (I  Thess.  1:5),  'for 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  in  word, 
but  in  power"  (I  Cor.  4:20).  Let  us 
lay  hold  of  this  glorious  power,  which 
will  strengthen  us  with  all  might 
and  equip  us  for  the  great  and  grave 
responsibilities  which  confront  us  as 
we  witness  for  Him.

men  and  was  \^'illing  to  go  to  the 
cross  according  to  the  plan.  In  doing 
this  He  has  showed  us  that  we  are  to 
take  the  oppositions  of  others  and 
go  straight  through  the  task  the 
Lord  has  given  us  to  do.  If  we  suf- 
fer for  doing  the  right,  it  is  no  more 
than  our  Lord  has  done  before  us. 
Connected  with  these  great  truths 
we  see  that  Christ  died  a  substitution- 
ary death  for  us.  He  bore  our  sin  so 
that  we  need  not  bear  it.  He  was 
separated  from  the  Father  so  that 
we  need  not  be  separated.  He  died  so 
that  we  need  not  die  that  death 
wherein  the  sin  penalty  is  paid.  By 
His  stripes,  by  His  suffering,  the  pen- 
alty is  paid  and  we  go  free.  All  we 
like  sheep  have  gone  astray,  but  the 
Lord  has  taken  our  sin  upon  himself, 
thus  bringing  us  back  to  Him.  After 
our  sins  are  gone  we  as  sheep  know 
Him  as  our  Shepherd.

the  sleep  of  all  was  restless.  Pasha 
dreamed  how  he  had  read  in   the 
woods  the  Gospel  to  his  rohber  pals 
.  how  he  parted  from  them,  the 
state  attorney,  the  court,  the  transfer 
prisoners,     the     compulsory     labor. 
When  he  awoke  and  convinced  him- 
self that  he  had  only  been  dreaming, 
he  thanked  the  Lord  anew  for  what 
He  had  done.  At  the  breakfast  tea, 
he  aoain  expressed  the  same  astonish- 
ment and  admiration  at  the  wonder- 
ful   grace    of    God    in    caring    for 
orphans.  Shura  asked  her  brother  to 
repeat  his  experiences  from  the  time 
of  the  parting  at  the  snow  fences  at 
the  railroad  station.  She  herself  had 
had  to  suffer  much  in  the  barracks 
for  the  girls  and  remained  there  till 
late  fall.  With  the  beginning  of  au- 
tumn, since  the  barracks  were  not 
heated,  an  epidemic  set  in,  and  the 
children   died  by  the  dozen.  Then 
the  good  people  from  the  surrounding 
villages  came  and  took  the  children 
with  them  to  save  the  litde  ones  from 
freezing.  Shura  was  taken  by  a  poor 
but  believing  widow  who  had  four 
children  of  her  own.  In  a  small  hut 
where  the  flat  roof  was  covered  with 
turf,   Shura   spent   the  winter  widi 
Aunt  Dunja  (pet  name  for  Eudoxia); 
there  she  had  enough  bread.   Aunt 
Dunja  used  to  read  the  New  Testa- 
ment  and   pray   with    the   children. 
In  this  colony  was  also  a  school  which 
Shura    attended;    she    studied    dili- 
gendy,  enjoyed  reading  very  much, 
and  especially  liked  to  read  in  the 
New  Testament.  At  the  age  of  four- 
teen she  experienced  the  grace  and 
knowledge  of  salvation  and  requested 
baptism,  through  which  she  received 
the  Fellowship.  Thus  four  more  years 
passed.    Shura    grew    up    to    young 
womanhood.  She  was  known  as  a  dili- 
gent worker  and  was  the  best  singer 
in  the  choir.  Everybody  loved  her.  It 
would  not  enter  anybody's  mind  that 
she  was  not  the  daughter  of  Aunt 


Dunja.  They  both  loved  each  other 
very  much.  The  choir  of  the  village 
often  visited  the  neighboring  villages 
and  towns  to  witness  for  the  Lord. 
Once  the  singers  decided  to  visit  the 
town,  where  Shura  now  lived.  There 
the  Lord  blessed  their  service  richly. 
Under  the  influence  of  the  spiritual 
messages  of  the  preacher  who  had 
come  with  the  choir,  and  under  the 
effort  of   the   wonderful   singing,   a 
number  of  people  turned  to  the  Lord, 
among  them  a  young  bookkeeper  who 
was  employed  in  a  business  house. 
Within  a  year  he  became  the  husband 
of  Shura,  and  they  had  since  lived  to- 
gether in  love  and  harmony.  They 
were    blessed    with     two    children. 
When  Shura  had  finished  her  story 
she  reminded  Pasha  how  he  would 
have  thrown  himself  under  the  train 
after  the  death  of  the  parents,  and 
how  she  prevailed  upon  him  not  to 
take  the  desperate  step,  sa^ang:  "De- 
spair not,  my  beloved,  God  will  not 
forsake  us."  Now  Pasha  and  Shura 
were    constrained    to    think    of    the 
words   of   the  psalmist,   "Sing  unto 
God,  sing  praise  to  His  name.  His 
name    is    J  AH,    and    rejoice    before 
Him.  A  father  of  the  fatherless  and 
a  judge  of  the  widows  is  God  in  his 
holy  habitation.  God  setteth  the  soli- 
tary in  families:  he  bringeth  out  those 
which  are  bound  with  chains"   (Ps. 
68:4-6).  And  they,  praised  the  Lord 
anew. 

Shura  agreed  with  the  intentions 
of  her  brother  for  return  to  the  old 
home  to  call  the  relatives  and  ac- 
quaintances to  Christ,  and  she  was 
also  desirous  to  accompany  him  on 
the  trip  and  to  help  him  in  the  work 
with  unsaved  souls.  Alexej  Wassil- 
jewich  heartily  agreed  with  the  plan 
and  promised  to  watch  over  the  boy 
while  Shura  was  to  take  the  girl 
along.  He  also  gave  the  necessary 
money  for  the  journey.

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WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-Partici- 
pating  in  the  inauguration  of  Presi- 
dent John  F.  Kennedy,  Jan.  20,  were 
representatives  of  the  country's  four 
major  religious  bodies.

NEW  YORK-The  editor  and 
publisher  of  This  Week,  writing  in 
the  Christmas  issue  of  this  weekly 
newspaper  supplement,  has  urged 
President  John  F.  Kennedy  to  pro- 
claim 1961  as  "Bible  Anniversary 
Year."  "Such  a  proclamation,"  wrote 
William  I.  Nichols,  "would  invite  the 
churches  of  every  denomination,  as 
well  as  all  agencies  of  communica- 
tions, to  cooperate  in  making  the  year 
1961  a  time  when  old  truths  are  re- 
kindled in  our  hearts."  Publisher 
Nichols  pointed  out  that  such  an 
observance  in  1961  would  be  par- 
ticularly appropriate  since  the  year 
marks  the  anniversaries  of  a  num- 
ber of  Bible  editions:  the  350th  anni- 
versary of  the  King  James  Version; 
the  80th  of  the  Revised  Edition  of 
the  New  Testament;  and  the  60th  of 
the  American  Standard  Edition  of 
the    Revised    Version. 

NEW  YORK-The  Associated 
Press,  in  a  survey  conducted  among 
its  3,800  members  including  dailies 
and  radio  and  TV  stations,  has  named 
the  top  newsmakers  for  1960:  Pope 
John  XXIII  and  President  John  F. 
Kennedy,  the  first  Roman  Catholic 
President  ever  elected  in  this  coun- 
try. President  Kennedy  was  named 
the  overall  "Newsmaker  of  1960" 
and  the  Pontiff  took  top  honors  in 
the  religion  category.  In  second  place, 
behind  Mr.  Kennedy  was  Soviet 
Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev.  Traihng 
Pope  John  in  the  religion  category 
was  Dr.  Billy  Graham.

Board  of  Trustees  To  Meet 

A  midyear  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  is  being  planned  for  March 
6-11  at  Winona  Lake.  Reports  on  this  meeting,  and  on 
items  approved  from  the  recent  Africa  Field  Council 
meeting  will  be  given  in  the  March  Foreign  Mission  Issue 
of  the  Missionary  Herald. 


Thank  you,  and  Thank  God! 

At  a  time  when  it  seemed  almost  impossible  to  in- 
crease our  foreign-mission  offerings,  the  Lord  has  made 
possible  an  increase  of  about  $8,500.  Our  total  gift  in- 
come for  1960  was  $310,000.  Total  from  all  sources  was 
$338,000.  For  this  we  truly  praise  the  Lord.  The  point 
of  challenge  is  that  our  expenditures  have  increased 
considerably  more  than  our  income.  Emergencies  over 
which  we  had  little  or  no  control  have  caused  much  of 
this  increase.  Our  expenditures  were  $370,000.  Our 
board  of  trustees  will  need  to  deal  with  these  problems  in 
their  meeting,  but  it  seems  very  evident  that  we  will  all 
need  to  pray  for  greater  increases  in  total  income  and  a 
very  definite  decrease  in  our  total  expenditures. 


"Channels   Only" 

We  sing  the  sons— but,  are  we?  The  Lord  has  no 
other  way  to  get  His  gold  and  His  silver  into  His  serv- 
ice but  through  us.  Could  He  give  His  work  in  foreign 
missions  a  "windfall"  of  blessing  if  He  wanted  to?  He 
gives  to  us  for  this  work— but  do  we  drain  it  off  for  other 
uses,  often  personal  and  selfish  ones?  What  God  needs 
so  very  much  is  "channels  only"— channels  which  are  not 
clogged. 


Tithing 

is  good,  and  helpful.  It  is  good  for  a  guide,  but  never  for 
a  goal.  Most  of  those  who  are  really  doing  great  things 
for  God  have  long  since  passed  the  tithe  and  have  gone 
into  joyous  offerings  for  Jesus'  sake.  Our  Government 
recognizes  the  basic  differences  in  the  totals  of  income, 
and  internal  revenue  changes  with  the  greater  amounts 
of  total  net  income— from  about  twenty-two  percent  to 
some  ninetv  percent.  The  one  who  must  pay  the  ninety 
percent  probably  has  much  more  left  for  his  own  use 
than  the  one  who  pays  the  twenty-two  percent.  Should 
the  work  of  our  blessed  Lord  not  have  as  great  an  in- 
terest in  our  voluntary  giving  as  the  Go^'emment  has 
in  our  involuntary  paying? 

$25,000  Through  You! 

Could  God  give  $25,000  or  $100,000  at  one  time  and 
in  one  gift  through  you  or  me?  You  think  it  is  foolish 
to  ask?  Possibly  so.  But,  one  might  ask,  -would  I  be  will- 
ing to  be  used  for  a  channel  for  the  $25,000  or  the  $100,- 
000  gift?  God  could  make  it  possible.  He  could  put  a  gold 
nugget  in  our  path.  He  could  cause  oil  to  spout  out  of 
the  small  plots  of  ground  we  own.  But  if  He  did,  and  He 
made  it  clear  to  us  it  was  all  to  be  given  as  a  "windfall" 
for  foreign  missions,  could  we  be  trusted  to  be  unclogged 
channels  for  God's  bounty?  We  might  want  to  keep 
some  back! 

God  Is  Searching 

for  those  who  are  willing  to  be  open,  unclogged  chan- 
nels. When  He  has  found  them,  there  will  be  almost 
limidess  funds  for  Brethren  foreign  missions,  and  for 
every  other  faithful  part  of  the  Lord's  work. 

Two  Entrustments 

One  is  earning  -power.  It  is  God  who  gives  the  earn- 
ing po\ver;  it  is  God  who  "giveth  thee  the  power  to  get 
wealth."  The  second  is  using  poiver.  He  wants  us  to  be 
channels  through  which  He  can  use  His  money  as  He 
wills.  Sometimes  He  may  grant  us  the  use  of  His  money 
in  which  case  we  honor  Him  with  our  tithes  and  offer- 
ings. Other  times  He  makes  entrustments  when  He  de- 
sires that  one  hundred  percent  of  the  entrustment  shall 
flow  through  our  hands  into  His  work.  It's  for  Him  to  de- 
cide.  Mav  we  be  "Channels  Onlv"!

We  rejoice  that  even  in  this  time 
when  great  care  is  necessary  in  our 
foreign-mission  expenditures,  the 
Lord  has  made  it  possible  for  another 
family  soon  to  leave  for  the  field. 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Randall  Maycumber 
were  appointed  by  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  to  the  field  of  Brazil 
in  the  annual  meeting  in  1959  to 
leave  at  such  time  as  funds  were 
available.  Through  a  very  gracious  ef- 
fort the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Wooster,  Ohio,  is  now  helping  to 
make  this  possible.  That  church  is 
giving  $3,000  over  and  above  all  other 
foreign-mission  giving  to  get  the  May- 
cumbers  started  on  their  way  as  soon 
as  possible.  This  will  care  for  their 
passage  to  the  field,  and  allowance 
and  living  costs  for  six  months  or 
more. 

Therefore,  we  are  now  ready  to 
present  to  you  the  outfit  needs  of  the 
Maycumber  family.  This  is,  of  course, 
in  addition  to  that  which  the  Wooster 
church  is  doing. 

Through  the  Missionary  Outfit 
Club  plan,  many  Brethren  have 
covenanted  together  to  gi\'e  at  least 
one  dollar  toward  the  outfit  needs  of 
everv  outgoing  missionary  family.  Re- 
sponse in  the  past,  though  ven,'  en-

couraging,  has  never  been  sufficient 
for  the  entire  need;  it  has  usually 
cared  for  about  two-thirds  of  it.  The 
total  amount  we  should  receive  for 
Brother  and  Sister  Maycumber  and 
Lou  Ann,  age  five,  is  about  $3,700 
in  addition  to  the  amount  mentioned 
from  the  Wooster  church. 

One  dollar  per  memher  is  really 
quite  a  small  amount.  Yet,  if  we  could 
have  just  that  small  amount  from 
each  member  of  ever)'  Brethren 
church,  it  would  do  the  following  al- 
most unbelievable  things:  (1)  Care  for 
all  outfit  needs;  (2)  pay  round-trip 
passage  for  the  whole  family  to  the 
field;  (3)  care  for  personal  allowance 
for  a  full  term  on  the  field;  and  (4) 


care  for  the  furlough  allowance  for 
one  full  year. 

The  Maycumbers  are  well  trained 
and  equipped  for  the  work  in  Brazil. 
Both  are  graduates  of  Bob  Jones  Uni- 
versity. Brother  Maycumber  received 
his  B.D.  degree  from  Grace  Seminary 
in  1956.

Church  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  until  recent 
months.  He  was  ordained  to  the 
Brethren  ministry  at  Wooster,  Ohio, 
this  past  November,  and  is  now  serv- 
ing that  congregation  in  assistant  pas- 
toral duties  until  their  departure  time.

Reports  of  the  Annual  Field  Coun- 
cil Meeting  of  the  Mission  Evan- 
gelique  des  Freres  (the  Brethren 
Africa  Mission),  which  was  held  at 
the  Bible  Institute  station  near 
Bozoum,  Central  African  Republic, 
December  20,  1960  to  January  1, 
1961,  indicate  that  the  Lord  blessed 
in  a  wonderful  way.  Dr.  Orville  Job- 
son  has  written  as  follows: 


"The  testimony  of  practically  all      service  on 


of  the  missionaries  is  that  we  had  the 
best  gathering  in  many  years,  and 
some  said  it  was  the  best  they  had 
ever  attended. 

"The  messages  from  Philippians 
were  used  of  the  Lord  to  speak  to 
our  hearts.  There  was  a  real  cleansing 
by  the  washing  of  water  by  the  Word. 
From  the  superintendent's  message  of 
December  21  to  the  closing  campfire 
the  first  of  January,  we 
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were  conscious  that  the  Lord  had 
come  to  meet  with  us  and  do  a  real 
work  in  us. 

"The  first  real  hreak-through,  re- 
sulting in  a  humbling  and  submis- 
sion, came  on  Sunday  evening  fol- 
lowing the  message  by  Dr.  Floyd 
Taber  on  Philippians  2.  It  was  used 
mightily  of  the  Lord.  Following  the 
message  quiet  reigned,  no  one  made 
a  move  to  leave.  Then  there  was 
a  prayer,  a  confession,  and  this  was 
followed  by  much  conviction,  heart- 
searching  confession  and  prayer.  The 
Lord  was  in  our  midst.  We  tarried 
nigh  onto  two  hours.  A  real  love  for 
one  another  was  manifested  in  our 
prayers  and  attitudes. 

"The  second  wave  of  blessing  came 
at  the  pre-communion  message  and 
love  feast.  .  .  .  Marvin  Goodman  was 
God's  messenger.  His  subject  was 
the  chastening  of  the  Lord  from  He- 
brews 12.  The  Lord  spoke  through 
His  servant,  and  following  the  mes- 
sage we  had  another  protracted  time 
of  heart-searching  and  prayer.  .  .  . 
The  conversation  around  the  tables 
during  the  meal  centered  as  never 
before  on  the  Lord  and  His  blessings 
to  us  at  the  conference.  .  .  . 

"The  singing  made  a  great  contri- 
bution. There  has  never  been  a  year 
when  we  entered  more  wholehearted- 
ly than  this  year.  Groups,  special 
numbers,  solos,  united  singing,  all 
prepared  our  hearts  for  the  Lord's 
messages.  .  .  . 

"Then  the  closing  service  around 
the  campfire.  We  sang,  and  sang,  and 
sang!  We  were  giving  expression  to 
the  joy  and  rejoicing  of  our  hearts. 
We  were  then  ready  for  the  battle  of 
1961.  Not  in  our  own  strength- 
God  forbid— but  ready  to  follow  the 
MAN  with  the  drawn  sword  who 
was  with  us  to  fight  the  battles  of  the 
Lord.  There  was  definite  committal 
of  our  lives  to  the  Lord.  We  recog- 
nize the  uncertainty,  the  dangers,  and 
the  temptations,  but  we  have  been 
prepared  and  are  now  ready  to  'work 
our  plans'  in  the  power  of  the  living 
Christ  who  met  us  at  the  time  we 
needed  Him  most.  .  .  .  Blessed  be 
His  FAITHFUL  name!"

WEAK- 


OR  LAZY?

In  spite  of  God's  promise  of  vic- 
tory, is  there  any  Christian  who  has 
never  had  to  say,  "I  can't"?  Was  it 
while  facing  the  demanding  responsi- 
bilities of  a  complex  family  situation? 
Stretching  the  monthly  budget?  Giv- 
ing a  testimony  at  a  gospel  service? 
Witnessing  to  an  unsaved  loved  one? 
Helping  an  unfortunate  friend? 
This  defeated  feeling  is  not  an  un- 
usual situation,  for  in  examining  our 
lives  we  find  it  happening  all  too 
often.  Too  many  of  us  have  finally 
given  over  to  the  idea  that  "we 
can't."  Thus  our  conscience  becomes 
hardened,  opportunities  of  service  are 
no  longer  considered,  and  we  rob 
ourselves  of  the  opportunity  to  ex- 
perience real  victory. 

In  examining  the  life  of  the  Apos- 
de  Paul  one  is  overwhelmed  with  his 
activity.  Throughout  all  this  activ- 
ity there  was  a  driving  power  en- 
abling him  to  experience  defeat  or 
victory  with  the  same  tranquil  con- 
fidence. There  was  a  power  evi- 
denced for  which  we  yearn.  Our  own 
fruitless  lives  become  insignificant 
when  compared  to  his.  Yet  we  find 
him  uttering  the  same  cry,  "I  can't." 
However,  this  was  not  a  cry  of  de- 
feat. It  was  his  own  serious  evalua- 
tion of  his  own  capabilities  and  ad- 
mitting his  weakness.  This  was  the 
important  part  of  experiencing  real 
victory.  Paul  was  never  found  weak 
because  of  laziness.  His  inability  was 
not  founded  on  inactivity.  He  ex- 
plains it  beautifully  as  he  says:  "I  am 
crucified  with  Christ:  nevertheless 
I  live;  yet  not  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in 
me:  and  the  life  which  I  now  live 
in  the  flesh  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the 
Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave 
himself  for  me"  (Gal.  2:20).  He  fur- 
ther explains:  "For  this  thing  [thorn 


in  the  flesh]  I  besought  the  Lord 
thrice,  that  it  might  depart  from  me. 
And  he  said  unto  me,  My  grace  is 
sufficient  for  thee:  for  my  strength  is 
made  perfect  in  iveakness.  Most  glad- 
ly therefore  will  I  rather  glory  in  my 
infirmities,  that  the  power  of  Christ 
may  rest  upon  me.  Therefore  I  take 
pleasure  in  infirmities,  in  reproaches, 
in  necessities,  in  persecutions,  in  dis- 
tresses for  Christ's  sake:  for  when  I 
am  weak,  then  am  I  strong." 

Paul  was  made  to  realize  that  real 
victory  actually  depended  on  having 
to  say,  "I  can't,"  as  long  as  it  was  be- 
cause of  weakness,  not  laziness.  His 
trust  was  in  what  God  could  do,  not 
in  his  own  strength.  This  was  the 
secret  of  his  fruitful  life.  He 
"couldn't"  but  God  "could."  Then  is 
it  any  wonder  that  we  hear  him 
shouting  in  victory,  "Being  confident 
of  this  very  thing,  that  he  which 
hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you  will 
perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus 
Christ." 

Don't  feel  bad  about  being  weak. 
This  is  your  glorious  opportunity  to 
experience  real  victory— the  victory 
that  Christ  alone  can  give.  Whatever 
the  situation,  if  God  wants  YOU  to 
do  it,  do  not  hesitate.  Do  what  you 
can  with  all  your  might.  Experience 
weakness  if  necessary,  but  do  not 
give  up.  Show  your  faith  by  your 
faithfulness,  recognize  your  weak- 
ness, and  then  experience  the  power 
of  Christ  resting  upon  you.  The  only 
way  to  find  salvation  from  sin  is  to 
recognize  you  "can't"  save  yourself; 
and  this  principle  must  continue  to 
operate  in  our  Christian  lives  if  we 
are  to  experience  real  lasting  victory. 
May  we  be  able  to  say  with  Paul: 
"For  when  I  am  weak  [not  lazy],  then 
am  I  strong."

I  left  my  brothers  and  I  went  to 
Bozoum.  When  I  arrived  at  Bozoum, 
they  sent  me  to  a  chapel  on  the 
road  to  Bouar.  When  I  returned,  my 
child  had  died  and  its  mother  had 
taken  a  strong  sickness.  Thanks  to 
God  for  the  prayer  of  the  believers. 
God  heard  their  prayers  and  gave 
strength  to  the  mother.  She  bore 
another  child  the  fifteenth  of  July 
1960  and  it  died  the  twenty-second. 
The  way  of  the  death  of  these  two 
children  I  leave  in  the  hands  of  God. 
See  Matthew  16:24.  Jesus  said  to  His 
disciples:  "If  any  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and 
take  up  his  cross,  and  follow  me." 
So  I  have  thrown  my  heart  to  walk 
in  the  back  of  Jesus  my  Lord.

Perch

The   Parrot's    Perch — Belem    to    Capanema 


A  truck,  either  modern  or  ancient, 
which  hauls  almost  anything— pas- 
sengers and  baggage,  dried  fish,  live 
turkeys  and  crabs,  sacks  of  rice  or 
farina,  maybe  even  a  parrot— that's 
what  we  call  the  Parrot's  Perch.  Ac- 
tually, the  "parrot's  perch"  is  the  rod 
running  overhead,  fore'n'aft,  to 
which  the  unlucky  passengers  secure 
themselves.  The  more  fortunate  first- 
comers  win  seats  on  the  several  six- 
inch-wide  planks  placed  from  side  to 
side  across  the  truck  bed.  Whether 
they  are  seated  or  hanging,  the  price 
per  passenger  is  the  same,  forty-five 
cents  for  the  one-hundred-mile  trip 
from  Belem  to  Capanema. 

Come  along,  or  as  we  say,  "Va-nios!" 
The  truck  was  a  new  Ford  F-600, 
the  cargo  beneath  the  passengers  was 
ice— tons  of  it  going  to  the  market 
place  in  Capanema  for  storage  of 
fish.  The  insulation  from  the  tropi- 
cal air  consisted  of  rice  husks  and 
gunnv  sacks.  In  the  baggage  brought 
by  one  passenger  were  three  good- 
sized  catfish  bought  on  sale  at  three 
cents  per  pound.  These  he  carefully 
stored  between  the  ice  and  rice  husks. 
Departure  was  at  11:00  a.m.,  and 
several  of  the  men  kicked  off  shoes 
and  socks  (those  who  had  them  on 
to  begin  with)  and  stretched  them- 
selves out  on  the  sacks  over  the  ice 
for  a  little  siesta.  Passengers  this  trip 
were  mosdy  young  men,  there  being 
onlv  one  girl  about  ten  with  her 
father.  Usually,  especially  on  trips 
more  into  the  interior,  there  are  rep- 
resentatives of  about  every  family 
relationship  (and  pets,  too,  for  that 
matter). 

About  noon  one  of  the  passengers 
was  nearing  his  destination,  so  he 
had  someone  up  for\vard  bang  on  the 
roof  of  the  cals.  The  truck  stopped 
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and  the  traveler  went  over  the  side 
\\'ithout  aid  of  any  ladder,  was  hand- 
ed his  sack  of  baggage;  then  proceed- 
ed to  adjust  the  value  of  his  trip  with 
the  motorist's  assistant.  About  a  half- 
hour  later  we  stopped  at  a  dull  little 
place  called  Americano  and  the  driver 
put  the  buggy  into  a  mudhole  to  cool 
the  tires.  At  one  o'clock  we  pulled 
up  to  an  Esso  station  for  lunch  in 
the  adjoining  restaurant— both  busi- 
ness houses  seeming  out  of  place  for 
this  part  of  the  world.  Unless  un- 
avoidable, most  of  us  missionaries  pre- 
fer to  pass  up  such  eating  places 
where  hygiene  is  not  the  important 
factor  we  appreciate,  so  we  brought 
out  a  chocolate  bar  to  help  us  bridge 
the  gap  between  Belem  and  Capa- 
nema (even  the  chocolate  is  part 
paraffin  to  hold  its  own  in  the  heat). 
The  driver,  I  noticed,  had  a  nice- 
looking  steak  with  fried  tomatoes  and 
rice,  and  drank  ice  water  (something 
else  quite  new,  thanks  to  the  kero- 
sene refrigerators  now  manufactured 
in  Brazil). 

Underway  again  we  passed  several 
places  with  beans  drying  on  grass 
mats  spread  along  the  roadside.  At 
a  whitewashed,  tile-covered  mudhouse 
not  too  far  from  Capanema  we  stop- 
ped and  the  driver  yelled  into  the 
house  until  the  owner  leaned  out 
the  window  and  sent  a  boy  to  the 
truck  carrjdng  a  package  which  had 
accidentally  been  dropped  off  there 
the  day  before  with  some  other  mer- 
chandise. Soon  we  passed  the  creek 
where  Brother  Jack  Zielasko  held  the 
first  Capanema  baptism,  and  then  the 
farm  where  Johnny's  horse  is  spend- 
ing the  furlough. 

After  dodging  an  afternoon  thun- 
dershower  or  two  we  stopped  just 
short  of  the  crossroad  leading  to  our 


destination.  Eventually  the  driver's 
assistant  left  the  cab  to  climb  up  be- 
hind us  and  discuss  the  value  of 
the  fare  with  each  passenger.  No  one 
seemed  in  a  hurry.  Generally  no  one 
dug  in  his  pocket  for  the  cash  until 
the  "conductor"  actually  spoke  per- 
sonally to  him.  We  all  laughed  when 
he  tried  to  collect  for  the  three  cat- 
fish because  we  felt  that  at  three 
cents  per  pound  they  must  have  al- 
ready been  rotten  when  they  were 
purchased  in  Belem  one  hundred 
miles  back!  Finally  we  were  ready 
to  drive  into  the  town  of  Capanema 
\vhere  the  driver  of  the  Parrot's 
Perch  obligingly  stopped  beside  any 
general  store  or  mango  tree  indicated 
by  the  banging  of  some  passenger's 
fist  on  the  cab;  then  he  sat  there  wait- 
ing while  the  rider  climbed  down 
and  received  whatever  merchandise 
pertained. 

The  one  hundred  miles  took  four 
and  one-half  hours— slow  compared  to 
Los  Angeles  standards,  but  in  great 
contrast  traffic-wise,  for  we  neither 
passed  nor  were  passed  by  any  other 
such  vehicle  going  in  our  direction 
(this  excluded  the  motor  scooter  we 
passed,  also  the  horses  and  their  long- 
eared  cousins). 

And  the  moral  of  the  story?  Per- 
haps this:  My  conviction  is  that 
physical  dangers  down  here  on  the 
Amazon  are  less  than  on  the  Los 
Angeles-Long  Beach  freeway.  There- 
fore, as  the  reader  prays  for  us,  be 
concerned  not  only  about  the  croco- 
diles and  snakes  (we  rarely  see  them), 
but  pray  especially  for  our  protection 
against  the  subde  approaches  of  that 
ever-active  Old  Serpent  mendoned  in 
Scriptures  as  infinitely  more  dan- 
serous.

Shades   of  September  Fifth! 


WHAT  IS  THAT  THING? 


Family  tradition  says  that  on  one 
September  fifth,  more  years  ago  than 
I  can  remember,  I  walked  into  my 
mother's  bedroom  and  blurted:  "What 
is  that  thing?"  And  she  told  me:  "That 
is   your   new   baby  brother,    Miles." 

Even  our  mother  little  realized  ho\v 
many  surprises  were  wrapped  up  in 
that  litde  bundle,  and  how  many 
times,  even  down  to  the  present,  I 
would  musingly  repeat  the  question, 
"What  is  that  thing?" 

But  Mother  knew  one  thing,  that 
whatever  that  bundle  was  to  develop 
into,  it  all  belonged  to  the  Lord.  For 
before  birth,  Mother  and  Dad  had 
dedicated  both  their  first  and  second 
babies  to  the  Lord. 

»     »     » 

On  another  September  fifth,  just 
one  year  ago,  another  surprise  pack- 
age was  dedicated  to  the  Lord— the 
Boguila  hospital.  And  in  a  real  sense 
that  dedication  took  place  before 
birth.  For  as  long  as  there  are  white- 
skinned  foreigners  hanging  around, 
Boguila  hospital  has  not  really  been 
born  yet.  And  until  it  is,  there  are 
some  real  birth  pangs  to  go  through. 

When  the  moment  of  birth  comes 
near,  no  matter  how  many  times  you 
have  been  through  it,  there  are  agon- 
izing moments  of  suspense.  Will  it 
be  a  live  baby,  or  a  still  birth? 

Some  of  us  are  shuddering  at  the 
question.   Can   Boguila   hospital,   or

any  African  Christian  hospital,  live 
without  missionaries? 

And  if  it  lives,  what  will  it  be  like? 

Sometimes  I  tremble  for  fear  the 
African  medical  workers  will  not  be 
enough  like  me.  Other  times  I  trem- 
ble for  fear  they  will  be  too  much 
like  me— like  me  when  I  "bawl  out" 
a  patient  for  coming  to  consult  me 
without  bringing  his  card.

going  to  be  like?  Is  there  anything 
like  a  stethoscope  by  which  we  may 
listen  to  the  fetal  heart  beat?  Or  is 
there  anv  record  of  other  babies  being 
born  under  similar  conditions? 

For  the  past  eight  months  Dr. 
Harold  Mason  has  been  doing  sur- 
gery. His  assistants,  who  have  work- 
ed right  in  the  operating  field  with 
him,  have  been  Africans  who  had 
never  been  inside  an  operating  room 
before,  who  had  barely  heard  mention 


of  such  a  thing  as  sterile  technique, 
and  who  had  less  than  sixth  grade 
education  when  they  came  to  us  for 
medical  training.  They  have  done 
about  150  abdominal  operations, 
many  of  them  strangulated  hernias 
that  did  not  come  in  until  they  seem- 
ed to  be  beyond  hope  with  gangrene 
already  set  in,  requiring  bowel  re- 
sections. They  have  lost  only  one 
case. 

It  makes  me  bow  my  head,  and 
it  makes  my  heart  beat  faster  every 
time  I  think  about  it.  God  is  good  to 
unborn  babies— even  baby  hospitals. 
But  God  uses  natural  means. 
First,  there  is  the  surgeon.  If  you 
do  not  know  the  story  of  how  God 
gave  Harold  Mason  to  this  work, 
ask  someone  who  does.  It  will  thrill 
your  soul. 

And  what  God  gives,  He  perfects. 
Harold  is  not  at  all  like  most 
other  surgeons  I  have  known— 
quick-fingered  and  quick-tempered. 
He  is  quiet,  slow,  careful,  painstaking, 
doing  one  step  at  a  time,  never 
getting  ruffled  even  when  his  assist- 
ant makes  the  dumbest  mistake.  Just 
what  it  takes  to  initiate  raw  African 
medics.  Just  made  to  order. 

Second,  there  are  the  missionary 
nurses.  Everything  ready  ahead  of 
time.  The  patient  in  the  best  possible 
condition.  Ready  to  suggest  things 
that    have   been    forgotten.    Taking 
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complete  post-operative  care.  Watch- 
ing dav  and  night  as  long  as  there  is 
danger.  Constantly  training  Africans 
to  imitate  them  in  all  these  things. 

Then  there  are  the  African  helpers 
around  whom  center  all  our  hopes 
and  fears.  From  the  standpoint  of 
manual  dexterity,  they  are  capable 
of  becoming  just  as  excellent  sur- 
geons as  can  be  found  anywhere  in 
the  ^vorld.  From  the  standpoint  of 
accurate  diagnosis,  the  time  of  train- 
ing required  is  much  longer.  But 
the  fellows  do  surprisingly  well  in 
view  of  their  little  background. 

For  example,  Tendouli  had  seen 
only  one  case  of  sugar  diabetes  in 
his  life.  When  the  second  case  came 
he  was  alone,  and  he  recognized  the 
symptoms,  did  the  laboratory  test,  and 
made  the  diagnosis. 

From  the  standpoint  of  using  good 
judgment  in  facing  an  emergency, 
thev  \\'ill  continue  to  make  mistakes 
ior  years  to  come.  But  who  doesn't? 

Medical  workers  with  very  limited 


training,  capable  of  diagnosing  a  few 
of  the  main  scourges  of  the  country 
and  giving  a  few  simple  treatments, 
can  relieve  most  of  the  ills  with  which 
primitive  peoples  suffer  and  die. 

Don't  get  me  wrong.  Not  one  of 
us  at  Boguila  is  going  to  be  satisfied 
if  our  hospital  does  slipshod  medical 
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work.  Though  in  the  future  our 
African  helpers  could  forget  three- 
fourths  of  what  we  have  taught  them, 
yet  if  in  the  day-in  and  day-out  grind 
thev  can  diagnose  and  treat  the  bis 


killers,  the  usefulness  of  our  medi- 
cal work  is  assured. 

Medically,  there  is  a  future.  But 
spiritually?  That  is  the  all-important 
question.  Will  these  helpers  of  ours 
show  forth  the  compassion  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  or  will  they  become 
simply  medical  practitioners? 

The  answer  depends  on  us.  Are  we 
missionaries  with  a  passion,  or  mis- 
sionaries with  a  program? 

The  answer  depends  on  you— and 
yo2(— and  YOU! 

Nowhere  on  earth  is  it  so  hard  to 
keep  spiritually  alive  and  fresh  as  on 
the  mission  field.  Temptations  assail 
us    without    number— and    without 

name.  WE  NEED  YOUR  PRAYER.

NEW  DELHI,  INDIA-The 
present  government  of  India  is  de- 
termined to  "abolish  the  drink  evil," 
even  though  observers  say  the  ban 
on  liquor  has  resulted  in  an  alarming 
deterioration  of  law  and  order.  P.  K. 
Padmanabhan,  Asian  correspondent 
for  the  Los  Angeles  Tivtes,  says  pro- 
duction of  illicit  liquor  has  become 
"a  major  cottage  industry."  Police, 
Padmanabhan  reports,  are  often 
bribed  to  look  the  other  way  as  the 
brisk  business  in  moonshine  goes  on 
under  their  noses.  Imported  liquor, 
as  well  as  home  brew,  is  distributed 
throush  ingenious  methods.  "Hot 
water  bottles  and  inner  tubes  of 
bicycle  tires  are  filled  with  booze  and 
tied  around  the  stomachs  of  women 


who  then  feign  to  be  pregnant,"  he 
says.  Lepers  whom  the  police  are 
loathe  to  search  are  often  employed 
to  deliver  the  liquor  from  door  to 
door. 

Interior  Minister  B.  Datar  has 
urged  state  governments  to  tighten 
enforcement  of  prohibition  laws  and 
"to  shift  the  burden  of  proof  from 
the  state  to  the  accused"  in  trials  in- 
volving prohibition  offenses.  Most 
Indian  newspapers  are  critical  of  pro- 
hibition, charging  that  the  govern- 
ment is  shutting  its  eyes  to  the  cor- 
ruption that  is  increasingly  on  the 
rise,  while  bootlegging  (with  profits 
running  as  high  as  800  percent)  has 
given  rise  to  gangsterism  on  a  large 
scale.

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PLANS  TO  MAKE  YOU 


(Highlights  of  a  message  preached  by  Pas- 
tor Robert  D.  Crees  in  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania,  Jan- 
uary 8  as  reported  in  the  local  newspaper, 
the  Waynesboro  Record  Herald) 

The  general  subject  of  "Commu- 
nism" formed  the  basis  for  the  mes- 
sage given  last  night  in  the  First 
Brethren  Church,  Philadelphia  Ave- 
nue and  Fourth  Street,  by  the  pastor, 
the  Rev.  Robert  D.  Crees.  In  his  in- 
troductory remarks  Mr.  Crees  said: 
'We  hear  todav  of  riots  in  Rhodesia, 
coercion  in  China,  confusion  in 
Congo,  crisis  in  Cuba,  and  chaos  in 
Laos!  It  all  adds  up  to  a  world  in  a 
whirl!  No  one  knows  just  where  the 
Communists  will  strike  next." 

Mr.  Crees  asked  the  audience  to 
pray  for  the  Christians  in  Red  China 
and  North  Korea,  where  a  systematic 
campaign  is  being  waged  to  wipe  out 
all  vestige  of  religion.  There  has  been 
a  wholesale  confiscation  of  Christian 
books,  magazines,  and  Bibles.  A 
planned  disintegration  of  the  church 
is  being  carried  out  through  psycho- 
logical brain-washing  on  one  hand 
and  harsh  brutality  on  the  other.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Russians  in  a 
recent  year  published  29,000,000 
books  in  701  titles.  An  even  greater 
volume  was  produced  by  700  commu- 
nist publishers  in  fifty-eight  other 
countries.  For  next  year  the  Commu- 
nists are  aiming  at  a  300  percent  in- 
crease in  the  printed  page  in  order  to 
spread  their  false  teachings." 

Congo  Crisis 

Mr.  Crees  then  went  on  to  tell  how 
last  week  a  ham  radio  operator  in 
Philadelphia  relayed  a  message  from 
Rev.  Norman  Camp  in  Congo, 
Africa,  to  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ruth  Camp 
of  28  South  Church  Street,  Waynes- 
boro, instructing  her  not  to  fly  to  the 
Congo  with  her  children  because  of 
increasing  danger.  In  a  letter  explain- 
ing his  actions,  Mr.  Camp  said:  "To- 
gether with  other  missionaries  I  told

the  American  Consul  that  we  hoped 
the  United  States  would  not  take 
suggestions  to  reinstate  Lumumba, 
for  he  could  not  be  trusted.  On 
Christmas  Day  the  Lumumba  soldiers 
came  to  Bukavu  and  took  away  as 
prisoners  the  governor,  three  of  his 
cabinet,  the  army  commander  at  Kivu, 
and  all  heads  of  government  at  Coma. 
These  men  were  doing  a  good  job, 
but  were  not  Lumumba  Communists, 
so  they  were  kidnapped  and  the 
U.  N.  did  nothing  about  it.  Ki\'u  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Communists  and 
it  is  only  a  matter  of  time  before  we 
missionaries  will  have  to  leave.  The 
Communists  bought  off  the  native 
army  by  offering  to  pay  three  to  four 
times  the  normal  pay.  The  soldiers 
say  they  will  follow  anyone  who  will 
give  them  the  highest  wages!" 

Crude  Communism 

Pastor  Crees  then  gave  a  brief  his- 
tory of  communism,  sa)dng:  "The 
word  itself  means  "common"  or  "be- 
longing to  all."  The  Greeks  tried 
having  property  in  common  in  800 
B.C.,  but  it  failed  because  people 
\vere  selfish.  The  early  Christians 
practiced  a  form  of  common  property, 
but  according  to  the  Book  of  Acts  it 
also  failed  because  people  lied  about 
their  wealth,  like  Ananias  and  Sap- 
phira.  In  the  1800's,  communal 
groups  appeared  in  Europe  and 
America,  like  the  Mormons  and  the 
Mennonites.  These  also  were  never 
fully  successful  because  some  would 
not  cooperate. 

Marxian  Socialism,  founded  by 
Karl  Marx,  put  out  their  Communist 
Manifesto  in  1848.  Belie^dng  the 
working  class  was  growing  poorer  and 
the  middle  class  was  growing  richer, 
they  got  the  workers  to  fight  against 
those  who  employed  them. 

Communists  advocate  public 
ovwiership  and  control  over  every- 
thing. They  try  to  destroy  the  capi- 
talistic system  by  violence,  deny  pri- 


vate ownership,  foment  revolutions, 
and  stir  up  the  common  people  in  all 
nations  to  revolt  against  the  govern- 
ment and  private  business. 

Communists  believe  there  is  no 
God,  and  man  is  an  animal  without 
soul  and  spirit.  People  die  like  a  dog, 
for  there  is  no  life  after  death.  There- 
fore they  put  very  litde  value  on  hu- 
man life.  It  is  no  greater  crime  to  kill 
a  man  than  to  kill  a  dog.  People  are 
expendable.  They  would  rather  use 
one  hundred  men  than  one  machine, 
for  when  machines  break  down  it  is 
hard  to  get  parts  to  repair  them,  but 
if  men  break  down,  the  just  bury 
them  and  get  other  men  in  their  place. 

Ruthless  Russia 

Russia  is  more  than  twice  the  size 
of  the  United  States  and  has  a  popu- 
lation of  209,000,000.  There  are  150 
national  groups  with  their  own  lan- 
guage, but  Russian  is  taught  in  the 
schools.  The  people  were  serfs  or 
slaves  until  1861,  being  bought  and 
sold  by  the  wealthy  landowners.  The 
Communists  siezed  control  of  Russia 
in  1917  and  took  over  government, 
factories,  farms,  schools,  newspapers. 
Russia  was  a  backward  country  until 
this  time,  but  in  the  last  fortv-four 
years  has  made  a  determined  effort  to 
catch  up  with  the  rest  of  the  world. 
Her  purpose  is  to  extend  communism 
over  the  entire  world.

I  Peter  3:1-17

In  the  study  in  the  last  issue  we 
closed  with  emphasis  upon  the  sub- 
stitutionary suffering  of  Christ.  He 
did  it  that  He  might  bear  the  guilt 
of  our  sin.  In  a  sense  there  is  also  a 
substitutionary  suffering  for  us,  not 
to  bear  the  guilt  of  sin,  but  that  we 
might  show  forth  the  grace  of  God 
in  our  hves.  In  this  light  the  opening 
of  chapter  3  is  significant. 

I.  The  relationship  of  the  wife  to 
the  husband  (I  Pet.  3:1-2). 

"Likewise,  ye  wives  .  .  ."  Wives 
are  to  be  in  subjection  to  their  hus- 
bands even  when  liberty  might  allow 
otherwise.  When  a  wife  honors  God's 
order  making  the  husband  the  head 
of  the  wife  as  Christ  is  the  head  of 
the  church  (Eph.  5:23),  God  promises 
that  wives  may  win  their  unsaved 
husbands  to  the  Lord.  That  the  wife 
in  following  out  God's  order  does  not 
need  to  follow  him  into  sin  to  win 
him  to  Christ  is  clear  from  verse  2. 

II.  The  woman's  true  beauty  (I 
Pet.  3:3-6). 

Much  of  the  drugstore  adorning  of 
modern  women  adds  neither  beauty 
nor  attractiveness.  Those  who  dress 
up  for  sex  appeal  mav  expect  that 
thev  will  secure  the  attentions  only 
of  those  who  are  thus  lopsided  them- 
selves. It  is  far  better  to  present  a  neat 
and  tidy  appearance  and  allow  the 
appeal  to  come  from  a  meek  and 
quiet  spirit,  showing  forth  the  results 
of  real  salvation.  Women,  none  too 
attractive  on  the  outside,  may  com- 
mand the  respect  and  admiration  of 
others  when  they  show  the  grace  of 
God  in  their  heart.  Jevi'elry  and  the 
latest  hairdress  will  never  substitute 
for  a  new  heart  delivered  from  sin. 
Divine  inspiration  gives  us  an  Old 
Testament  example  of  the  relation- 
ship of  husband  and  wife  in  Abraham 
and  Sara. 

III.  The  relationship  of  husband 
to  the  wife  (I  Pet.  3:7). 

God's  Word  is  not  one-sided  in 
presenting  the  requirements  for  happy 


marriages.  A  wife  must  be  gracious, 
but  not  a  slave. 

A  good  husband  should  have  good 
sense  and  real  knowledge  of  the  mar- 
riage relation.  He  should  prove  in  his 
conduct  toward  his  wife  that  he 
understands  her  to  be  the  weaker 
vessel,  asks  nothing  unreasonable 
but  remembers  that  marriage  makes 
the  two  "heirs  together."  This  will 
make  for  harmony  in  the  home.  Both 
may  well  remember  the  mutual  atti- 
tude expressed  by  Paul  in  I  Corin- 
thians 7:1-5.  Happy  marriage  relation- 
ships between  believers  in  the  home 
are  important  in  securing  answers  to 
our  prayers. 

IV.  The  relationships  between  be- 
lievers in  general  (I  Pet.  3:8-14). 

Having  compassion  one  for  an- 
other means  that  our  Christian  con- 
duct must  show  a  real  heart  interest 
in  others.  Are  you  pained  when  others 
are  lonely?  Do  you  have  compassion 
when  others  are  in  distress?  Or  do 
you  pass  by  never  noticing  these 
things?  Do  you  search  out  the  sor- 
rowful and  assure  them  of  your  pray- 
ers? Do  you  speak  to  the  strangers 
in  vour  church  and  make  them  feel 
at  home?  Do  you  cause  them  to  feel 
that  you  would  be  one  whom  they 
might  trust  in  the  time  of  suffering? 

To  "love  as  brethren"  will  make 
the  church  as  a  great  family.  Be- 
lievers are  to  think  of  other  believers 
as  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  family  of 
God.  If  you  are  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  those  who  are  related  to  you 
by  natural  blood,  why  not  cultivate 
a  benevolent  interest  in  those  who 
are  related  through  the  blood  of 
Christ?  The  idea  in  verse  8  is  to  be 
tenderhearted  and  humbleminded. 

Apparently  there  are  those  in  our 
churches  who  have  never  read  the 
truth  of  verse  9,  or  else  they  deliber- 
ately disregard  it.  Here  we  are  told 
not  to  give  back  to  our  brethren  evil 
for  evil,  nor  railing  for  railing.  Many 
Christians  do  this.  If  they  receive  un- 


fair treatment,  they  pay  it  back  and 
with  interest!  There  are  always  those 
who  are  determined  that  the  little  sins 
of  others  must  all  be  corrected  before 
they  start  in  on  their  own  big  ones. 
God's  Word  tells  us  to  bless  others 
even  if  they  do  show  evil  and  railing 
toward  us.  The  best  way  to  stop  evil 
coming  our  way  is  to  bless  those  from 
whom  it  comes.  That  is  what  our 
Lord  did.  It  is  the  way  of  faith  and 
puts  us  in  line  to  be  blessed  of  the 
Lord.  -^ 

Believers  whose  nerves  are  quieted 
and  who  need  not  worry  because  they 
have  the  peace  of  God  in  the  heart 
will  probably  live  longer  and  enjoy 
life  much  more.  Tongues  that  speak 
no  evil  of  others,  lips  that  give  out  no 
filthy  talk,  lives  that  avoid  all  evil 
(I  Thess.  5:22),  will  probably  be  given 
more  years  in  which  to  serve  God  and 
will  be  infinitely  more  happy  while 
doing  it. 

V.  The  believer's  personal  attitude 
toward  the  Lord  Jesus  (I  Pet.  3:15-17). 

Believers  sanctify  the  Lord  God  in 
their  hearts  when  they  set  the  Lord 
Jesus  in  the  place  of  pre-eminence. 
Only  Christ  has  a  right  to  that  place. 
This  may  seem  rather  strange  to  un- 
believers, who  will  be  slow  to  under- 
stand. Because  of  this,  believers  must 
be  ready  to  give  a  reason  for  the  hope 
they  entertain.  We  should  talk  direct- 
ly for  Christ,  not  fear  to  mention  His 
name.  We  should  not  offer  flimsy 
excuses  for  our  godliness. 

Unbelievers  are  certain  to  speak 
evil  of  those  who  walk  with  the 
Lord.  "So  what?"  Let  them  talk!  Our 
hope  is  not  in  a  rosy  world  here!  God 
will  show  the  unbelievers  up  as  liars 
and  vindicate  those  who  are  true  to 
Him.  He  makes  the  wrath  of  men  to 
praise  Him.  He  causes  the  evil  plans 
of  unbelievers  to  collapse  when  God's 
people  walk  straight  ahead  in  obe- 
dient service  for  Him.

Three  days  later  the  brother  and 
sister  ^vere  on  their  way  toward  Eu- 
ropean Russia.  With  Solowjew,  they 
passed  through  Samara,  Saratow, 
Pensa,  Woronesh,  Kursk,  and  Kiew; 
in  the  latter  city  Solowjew  parted 
with  Pasha  and  Shura  to  go  to  his 
home  village  in  the  hope,  after  hav- 
ing seen  his  mother,  to  return  to 
them.  The  brother  and  sister  contin- 
ued their  journey  to  the  government 
of  Mogilew  to  reach  finally  their 
home  place  of  Sosnowka.  Having  ar- 
rived there  and  having  inquired  for 
the  family  of  Tichomirow,  they  found 
two  brothers  of  their  father,  two 
aunts,  and  some  distant  relatives  still 
living.  All  were  surprised  at  the  ap- 
pearance of  Pasha  and  Shura,  who 
they  had  heard  that  after  the  death 
of  their  parents  before  reaching  their 
destination  they,  too,  had  perished. 
Everybody  invited  them  as  welcome 
guests.  Soon  they  learned  that  their 
young  relatives  were  evangelists,  who 
refused  to  celebrate  the  joy  of  meet- 
ing again  by  drinking  because  it  was 
not  becoming  to  Christians.  But  why 
not,  asked  the  inhabitants  of  the  vil- 
lage; were  they  not  also  Christians? 
yet  they  drank  liquor  at  every  oppor- 
tunity. Such  questions  usually  started 
a  discussion,  which  later  turned  to  the 
reading  of  God's  Word.  Pasha's  nar- 
ration of  how  he  came  to  the  new 
life  made  a  great  impression  upon 
all.  Almost  every  evening  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Sosnowka  gathered  at  Tich- 
omirow's  to  hear  the  Word  of  God; 
very  gradually  the  truth  of  the  Gos- 
pel broke  down  the  barriers  of  the  old 
prejudices  of  their  purely  outward 
form  of  rehgion.  Many  found  Christ 
as  their  personal  Saviour  and  decided 
to  devote  their  lives  to  Him  wholly. 

Then  came  a  new  testing  time 
.  .  .  the  priests  were  stirred  up  and 
aroused  the  police  of  the  whole  dis- 
trict, insisted  that  the  convict  had 
come  and  ruined  the  foundation  of 
the  orthodox  faith  of  the  people,  and 
that  if  the  authorities  did  not  capture 


him  even  the  foundations  of  the  state 
would  be  endangered  by  the  new 
teaching.  At  night  a  policeman  ap- 
peared in  the  dwelling  of  the  Tich- 
omirows,  and  led  Paul  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  country  police,  where  the 
next  morning  the  examining  magis- 
trate and  the  priest  appeared.  After 
the  investigation,  a  bill  charging  se- 
duction was  filed.  While  awaiting 
the  court  trial,  Tichomirow  was  taken 
to  the  country  prison  under  police 
guard. 

Shura  sorrowed  very  much  for  her 
brother.  She  had  to  return  to  Siberia 
without  being  able  to  see  him  again 
because  to  visit  the  arrested  ones  was 
forbidden  before  the  trial.  After  a  few 
days,  Pasha  wrote  the  following  let- 
ter to  his  sister: 
"My  dear  sister  Shura, 

I  beg  you  not  to  be  sorrowful  about 
me.  I  am  very  glad  to  be  in  the  prison, 
no  longer  as  a  thief  and  robber,  but  as 
a  Christian  to  take  part  in  the  suf- 
ferings of  my  Saviour.  I  rejoice  there- 
in indescribably  because  in  the  prison 
many  lost  souls  thirst  after  salvation 
to  whom  I  am  permitted  to  bring 
Christ.  Be  not  dismayed  but  pray  for 
me.  I  greet  you  and  your  husband 
and  children  with  a  kiss." 

A  whole  year  passed  before  the 
court  trial;  by  that  time  Paul  had  been 
in  three  prisons.  Everywhere  he 
preached  Christ,  and  everwhere  the 
sinners  decided  to  follow  the  way  of 
salvation.  The  prison  chaplains,  how- 
ever, asked  the  authorities  to  deliver 
them  from  this  heretic  v^'ith  whom 
they  could  not  live  peaceably.  The 
court  condemned  Tichomirow  to 
banishment  for  two  years  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  Jenisejek  on  the  charge 
of  seduction  of  the  orthodox  believ- 
ers to  Stiindisni  (Gospel  believers). 
Investigation  brought  to  light  that  in 
Sosnowka  alone  about  a  hundred 
ceased  to  go  to  the  priest  and  to  wor- 
ship holy  pictures. 

Soon  after  his  condemnation  Paul 
was  carried  again,  by  the  way  of  the 
transport  prisons  to  the  country  so 
well  known  to  him— Siberia.  He  suc- 
ceeded in  notifying  Shura  and  her 
husband  in  which  train  he  should 
pass  the  nearest  railroad  station,  and 
they  went  there  to  see  him  once  more. 
They  were  permitted  only  to  greet 
him  through  the  bars  of  the  prison 
wagons.  Shura  cried  because  she  felt 


sorry  for  her  brother,  but  he  looked 
at  her  smiling  and  let  her  know  there- 
by that  he  was  glad  to  be  permitted 
to  suffer  for  Christ's  sake. 

Two  years  passed.  The  life  of 
Tichomirow  during  this  banishment 
reflected  everywhere  that  pure  and 
holy  life  of  the  Christ,  which  was  the 
cause  of  the  success  of  his  testimony. 
During  those  two  years  he  was  in 
continual  communication  by  letter 
with  Shura  and  also  with  Solowjew. 
The  latter  informed  him  that  he  re- 
mained in  his  native  village  where  a 
small  group  of  Gospel  Christians 
gave  him  a  brotherly  welcome,  and 
that  he  was  permitted  to  work  among 
them  with  great  blessing.  His  mother 
was  still  alive  and  very  happy  because 
God  had  answered  her  prayers  and 
saved  her  son.  She  was  concluding  the 
last  days  of  her  life  with  her  son,  who 
was  now  an  honest  and  chaste  Chris- 
tian. 

After  finishing  the  time  of  his 
banishment,  Pasha  went  to  his  sister, 
fully  determined  to  devote  his  whole 
life  to  the  salvation  of  lost  sinners.  He 
would  not  be  bound  in  marriage  so 
that  nothing  should  hinder  him  in 
the  proclamation  of  that  Gospel, 
which  had  changed  him  and  many 
others  completely.  He  worked  in  the 
congregation  of  that  town  in  which 
Shura  lived  and  also  in  other  towns 
in  Siberia,  but  his  permanent  dwell- 
ing was  with  his  sister  to  the  joy 
of  his  brother-in-law  also.  Shura 
often  accompanied  her  brother  on  his 
trips  into  the  villages  as  his  co- 
worker in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 
The  spiritual  life  of  the  congregation 
progressed. 

Paul  Tichomirow  wrote  the  fol- 
lowing words  on  the  first  page  of 
the  New  Testament,  which  he  had 
taken  from  the  brother,  whom  he 
once  slew:  "Forgive  me,  for  Christ's 
sake,  beloved  brother;  I  put  you  to 
death  while  I  myself  was  dead  in  my 
sins.  The  Lord  hath  forgiven  me  and 
raised  me  to  a  new  life.  Thy  untime- 
ly bodily  death  was  the  means  of 
leading  not  only  me,  but  also  many 
other  sinners  and  murderers  to  the 
Eternal  Life.  Thy  New  Testament 
softened  my  hard  heart  as  a  living 
stream,  stilled  my  thirst,  and  con- 
tinues to  flow  farther,  quickening  and 
giving  life  to  other  souls  also.  For 
this  I  praise  thy  and  my  God.  Amen!"

What  a  challenge  her  missionary  example  should  be  to  us!  Our  WMC  year  is 
half  gone.  What  have  we  learned  from  the  Bible  studies  in  Thessalonians?  How  much 
have  we  "Let  God  Be  Glorified"  in  our  lives?  Have  we  been  like  Anna  or  have  we 
been  indifferent  to  the  call  of  our  Saviour  to  use  our  knowledge  of  Him  to  help 
another  find  Christ? 

Because  your  monthly  devotional  programs  come  to  you  as  a  result  of  several 
year's  work  on  the  part  of  many  individuals,  because  they  are  produced  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  because  they  are  the  subject  of  much  prayer,  we  be- 
lieve they  should  be  a  great  blessing  to  each  WMC  woman  personally  and  to  each 
visitor.  The  end  result  lies  finally  in  the  way  you  use  them  in  your  local  council.  We 
hope  each  program  chairman  is  praying  and  counselling  with  each  leader,  that  each 
one  who  has  a  part  is  given  her  material  in  advance  to  studv  it  thoroughly  and  give 
it  from  the  heart  instead  of  reading  it,  that  the  suggested  Bible  reading  and  tracts 
are  given  a  place  of  emphasis. 

Phillips  Brooks  once  said:  "Dutv  makes  us  do  things  well,  but  love  makes  us 
do  them  beautifully."  It  is  a  genuine  love  for  the  Lord  which  makes  the  difference.

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A     Devotional     Thought — 

FAITHFULNESS 


A  few  years  ago  our  Brother  Rus- 
sell Ogden  wrote  an  article  for  the 
WlMC  studies  entitled  "Faithfulness 
in  Daily  Life"  (we  were  stud)'ing 
about  our  walk  with  the  Lord).  That 
year  was  one  of  my  best  "growth" 
years,  for  I  learned  anew  "More- 
over it  is  required  in  stewards,  that 
a  man  be  found  faithful"  (I  Cor.  4:2). 

It  matters  not  how  much  abilit}' 
a  person  may  have  or  how  gifted  he 
may  be,  unless  he  has  learned  the 
discipline  of  faithfulness,  he  cannot 
be  entrusted  with  the  responsibilities 
of  God's  work.  God  requires  that  His 
stewards  be  found  faithful. 

How  wonderful  it  is  when  you 
have  been  delayed  in  your  "errand 
running"  to  find,  upon  arriving  home, 
that  a  faithful  son  or  daughter  has 
alread\'  set  the  dinner  table  and  made 
a  salad  {we  always  have  a  salad  at 
our  house,  no  matter  what's  for  din- 
ner). It  is  even  more  wonderful  to 
be  found  faithful  to  our  Lord  in  our 
daily  contacts  with  the  world. 

Last  year  I  served  as  the  president 
of  our  local  PTA,  which  has  a  mem- 
bership of  over  1,000,  and  nearly 
500  attend  the  general  meetings.  I 
had  covenanted  with  God  that  we 
would  have  prayer  before  each  meet- 
ins  and  at  each  board  meeting.  Tak- 
ing  this  job  meant  being  absent  from 
prayer  meeting  at  least  twice  each 
month.  It  seemed  to  me  that  I  didn't 
accomplish  as  much  as  I  had  set  out 
to  do— but  the  Lord  was  present  at 
our  meetings,  for  I  talked  to  Him 
myself  before  we  took  up  the  busi- 
ness. I  don't  know  what  He  \\T0Ught 
in  the  lives  of  the  people  there,  but 
several  thanked  me  for  prayer  and 
I  had  opportunities  to  ^^^tness.  God 
asks  only  that  we  be  found  faithful 
and  the  Holy  Spirit  will  take  over 
from  there.  Truly  "God  is  still  on  the 
throne— He  never  forsakes  His  o^\'n."

should  be  more  dependable  than  any- 
one else— our  sons  should  be  more 
dependable  grass  cutters;  our  daugh- 
ters be  more  dependable  babv  sitters; 
our  Christian  husbands  should  do 
better  work  and  take  better  care  of 
their  family  than  do  unbelievers.  So 
also,  we  should  be  better  housekeep- 
ers and  show  more  de\otion  to  our 
husbands  and  children  than  wives 
who  do  not  know  about  the  redemp- 
tive grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus. 

Is  your  life  like  the  teacher  I  heard 
about?  A  new  child  of  God  said:  "I 
\\'atched  her  life  and  I  followed  her 
Lord."  WTiat  a  testimony! 

What  a  precious  pri\'ilege  to  be 
a  child  of  the  King!  There  are  les- 
sons to  be  learned  every  day:  "Blessed 
is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in  thee 
.  .  .  who  passing  through  the  valley  of 
Baca  [weeping]  make  it  a  well"  (Ps. 
84:5-6).  These  trials  and  sorrows  He 
sends  us  are  part  of  His  lessons  in 
grace.  The  mighty  oak  tree  is  not 
only  tested  bv  the  storms,  but  tough- 
ened by  them. 

Not  long  ago  I  \vas  traveling  do\\-n 
the  highwav,  busily  intent  upon  the 
weeklv  purchase  of  groceries  when  I 
came  to  an  intersection  which  I  had 
crossed  many  times  before.  My  rear 
\iew  mirror  told  me  that  three  cars 
were  following  at  a  little  distance.  As 
I  crossed  the  intersection,  I  saw  a  car 
approaching  on  my  left— tires  squeal- 


ed as  the  brakes  were  applied  sud- 
denly, and  as  I  glanced  dowTi,  there 
was  the  hood  and  head  hghts  of 
the  other  car  just  inches  away  from 
me.  The  driver  had  stopped  just  short 
of  hitting  me  broadside.  He  sat  frozen 
at  the  wheel! 

God  cracks  a  whip  sometimes  and 
when  he  sajs  "stop,"  we  had  better 
get  the  message,  for  "God  meant  it 
unto  good"  (Gen.  50:20).  I  had  many 
questions  to  ask  myself  later  on  that 
day  in  order  to  know  why  God  had 
only  warned  me  instead  of  hospitali- 
zation or  death.  I  know  now,  but  the 
point  is  this— let  us  recognize  the  stop 
signs  and  the  warnings  in  our  Chris- 
tian walk  when  a  loving  Heavenly 
Father  speaks  to  us.  \'\Tien  God  says, 
"Whoa,"  then  we  should  stop,  listen, 
and  obey.  \^^e  are  sa\-ed  to  serve. 

This  reminds  me  that  recendy 
someone  called  to  my  attention  that 
after  we  are  saved,  we  belong  to  the 
body  of  believers,  and  we  don't  just 
stay  in  the  church  and  have  holiness 
meetings  all  by  ourselves,  but  we  do 
what  the  original  twelve  did  after 
they  had  been  \\ith  Jesus.  They  went 
out  and  spread  the  Gospel  abroad. 
First  Peter  2:9  calls  us  a  chosen  peo- 
ple, a  royal  priesthood,  different.  We 
are  sa\'ed  that  God  be  glorified. 

John  15:16  says,  "I  have  chosen 
}'ou,"  and  remember  that  John  told 
the  truth  about  Jesus,  that  is  what 
makes  John  great. 

Do  we  tell  the  truth  about  Jesus? 

Whatever  is  true  within  (Gal.  5) 
is  manifest  out\vardly  (Gal.  6). 

How  I  praise  God  for  faithful  wom- 
en—when an  assignment  is  made, 
)ou  can  expect  deliver)'.  Praise  God 
too  for  women  whose  everyday  lives 
manifest  our  Saviour.

To  have  a  WMC  district  confer- 
ence with  representation  from  all  the 
churches  is  most  difficult  when  there 
is  more  than  600  miles  between  the 
furthermost  churches  of  the  district. 
California  answered  this  problem  four 
years  ago  by  dividing  the  State  into 
two  conferences.  The  Northern  con- 
ference, starting  with  only  five 
churches,  now  increased  to  six,  still 
has  a  distance  of  more  than  200 
miles  between  the  most  northern  and 
the  most  southern  churches.  Never- 
theless we  are  now  able  to  have  a 
greater  number  of  ladies  attend  our 
rallies  and  conferences. 

Each  one  of  the  six  churches  in 
this  district  has  a  local  council,  for 
which  we  praise  the  Heavenly  Fath- 
er. We  endeavor  to  carry  on  a  full 
program  in  each  local  council  and  in 
the  district,  even  though  we  are  a 
very  small  district. 

At  our  fall  rally  we  tried  some- 
thing that  was  new  to  us  and  which 
met  with  approval  and  commendation 
of  the  ladies.  The  women  were  given 
an  opportunity  to  write  out  questions 
that  had  arisen  in  their  councils; 
these  were  collected  and  given  to  a 
"panel  of  experts"  (district  and  local 
officers)  to  be  answered.  After  an 
answer  was  given  by  a  member  of  the 
panel,  the  members  of  the  audience 
were  given  opportunity  for  partici- 
pation and  additional  help.  This  was 
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extremely  profitable  and  informative. 
In  order  to  remember  our  mission- 
aries by  some  means,  other  than  just 
by  birthday  greetings,  we  made  a  list 
of  the  names  and  birthdates  of  all 
missionaries  who  had  gone  forth  to 
the  various  fields  from  the  district. 
These  names  were  then  divided 
among  the  local  councils,  and  each 
group  was  asked  to  remember  their 
missionary  or   missionaries   in   some 


special  way.  To  do  this  some  coun- 
cils sent  gifts  of  clothing,  books, 
magazine  subscriptions,  and  so  forth. 

Our  prayer  is  that  each  WMC 
woman  in  our  district  will  be  a  faith- 
ful steward  of.  that  which  has  been 
committed  to  her  trust  by  the  Heav- 
enly Father.  May  He  be  magnified 
and  glorified  in  us.

From  Mission  Product  to  Missionary 


(Ed.  note:  Mrs.  C.  B.  Sheldon  is  the  third 
of  the  four  missionaries  WMC  is  supporting 
with  biHhday  offerings  this  year.  The 
biography  was  compiled  by  Mrs.  Don  War- 
dell.) 

When  she  was  a  young  girl  grow- 
ing up  in  the  mountains  of  Kentucky, 
Hattie  Cope  httle  reahzed  that  God 
had  a  plan  for  her  life.  Though  she 
did  not  come  from  a  Christian  home, 
her  family— like  most  of  the  moun- 
tain people— had  a  profound  respect 
for  God  and  a  regard  for  His  Word. 
The  mountain  preachers  on  their 
occasional  visits  preached  hell-fire 
but  seemed  to  give  no  clear  presenta- 
tion of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  county  school,  which  Hattie 
attended,  lasted  for  only  six  months 
of  each  year.  She  heard  about  the 
mission  school  across  the  hill  and 
desired  very  much  to  go  there.  How- 
ever, as  most  mountain  people,  her 
family  was  very  poor,  and  even  the 
small  tuition  and  board  charges  was 
not  available.  But  finally  through  the 
kindness  of  those  in  charge  of  the 
school  at  Lost  Creek,  Hattie  was  ad- 
mitted and  was  able  to  work  for  her 
room  and  board  during  the  two  years 
she  spent  there.  A  short  time  after 
she  came,  she  accepted  Christ  as  her 
personal  Saviour  and  was  baptized 
in  Troublesome  Creek  "on  a  cold 
day!" 

While  she  was  at  this  Brethren 
mission  school,  "Daddy"  Hillis 
(grandfather  of  the  now  well-knowTi 
Christian  workers  Don  and  Dick  Hil- 
lis), visited  the  school  as  a  field 
representative  of  the  Bible  Institute 
of  Los  Angeles.  He  urged  Hattie  to 
go  to  Biola,  and  found  a  sponsor  to 
pay  her  train  fare.  Two  blessed  and 
happy  years  were  spent  there  under 
the  teaching  of  Dr.  R.  A.  Torrey  and 
others.  From  Biola  she  went  back 
East  again,  to  Ohio,  and  studied  at 
Ashland  College  for  two  years. 

The  Lord  spoke  to  Hattie  about 
Africa  when  she  was  still  in  Ken- 
tucky at  the  time  that  Miss  Charlotte 
Hillegas  (who  later  became  Mrs. 
Orville  Jobson)  visited  there  before 
she  left  for  that  mission  field.  Then 
when  Hattie  heard  many  missionary 
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speakers  at  Biola,  her  desire  was 
strengdiened.  The  time  spent  in  Ash- 
land College  gave  her  fuller  prepara- 
tion. In  1924  her  application  for 
missionary  service  in  Africa  was  ap^ 
proved  and  in  September  she  sailed 
for  France  along  with  another  new 
missionary.  Miss  Mary  Emmert,  and 
pioneer-missionary  Miss  Estella  Myers 
who  was  returning  after  furlough. 
The  two  young  ladies  had  an  in- 
teresting and  profitable  six  months 
of  study  in  Paris  before  they  con- 
tinued on  to  Africa.  In  those  days 
traveling   was   painfully    slow   com-

pared  to  modern  means,  but  eventual- 
ly they  reached  their  destination. 

The  name  of  this  new  missionary— 
"Miss  Hattie  Cope"— had  become 
well  known  to  Brethren  people  at 
home.  But  within  a  year  and  a  half 
after  her  arrival  on  the  field,  her 
name  was  changed  (and  some  had 
told  her  not  to  go  to  Africa  or  she 
would  never  get  married!).  Chauncey 
Sheldon  had  begun  his  missionary 
service  several  years  previous  as  a 
single  young  man.  When  Hattie  ar- 
rived on  the  field,  it  didn't  take  him 
long  to  decide  that  she  was  the 
Lord's  "right  one"  for  him.  Fortu- 
nately,   then.    Miss    Cope    was    as- 


signed to  Bassai  where  he  and  other 
missionaries  were  already  serving.  She 
relates:  "The  natives  didn't  think  it 
good  at  all  that  Mr.  Sheldon  didn't 
have  a  wife,  so  they  prayed  that  God 
would  send  him  a  wife.  When  I  came 
along  they  figured  their  prayers  had 
been  answered."  She  also  says:  'We 
were  married  twice  within  ten  days! 
(That  beats  Hollywood.)  We  had  to 
go  one  hundred  miles  from  Bassai  to 
Bossangoa  to  have  the  civil  ceremony 
—and  by  tepoi,  too.  When  we  re- 
turned to  Bassai  we  had  the  real 
ceremony.  One  thing  the  natives 
couldn't  quite  understand  was  why 
Mr.  Sheldon  didn't  give  goats,  and 
so  forth,  in  payment  for  his  bride. 
They  probably  wondered  what  sort 
of  a  wife  one  got  without  paying  a 
thing." 

The  newlyweds  went  to  Bellevue 
where  they  established  a  new  mission 
station.  Except  for  furloughs,  Belle- 
vue was  their  home  for  thirty  happy 
years  until  in  1956  they  moved  to 
another  new  station,  Bossangoa, 
where  they  live  at  the  present.  Four 
children  were  born  to  this  union. 
Living  in  Southern  California  now, 
Kenneth  and  Donald  are  both  mar- 
ried, and  there  are  seven  grandchil- 
dren. Carolyn,  the  youngest  and  the 
only  girl,  is  a  student  in  Long  Beach 
City  College.  David  Sheldon  went 
to  be  with  the  Lord  in  1935  at  the 
age  of  three  and  one-half  years. 

Concerning  her  years  of  mission- 
ary service,  Mrs.  Sheldon  states:  "Any- 
thing that  has  been  accomplished 
has  been  because  of  the  faithfulness 
of  our  wonderful  Lord  and  in  spite 
of  very  poor  material."  Yes;  the  glory 
for  the  progress  of  the  Brethren 
Africa  Mission  does  belong  to  the 
blessed  Lord  Jesus.  Yet  we  praise  Him 
for  die  workers  who  long  ago  heeded 
His  call  to  go  to  the  "regions  beyond," 
and  who  have  given  themselves  un- 
stintingly  there  through  the  years. 
As  WMC  ladies,  we  do  appreciate 
Mrs.  C.  B.  Sheldon,  another  of  our 
ambassadors  to  Africa,  and  ask  God's 
choicest  blessings  on  her.  His  veteran

"An  Old  Land  With  New  Opportunities" 


The  land  of  Brazil  is  truly  amaz- 
ing—first of  all  because  of  its  size. 
Most  people  do  not  realize  that  it  is 
as  large  as  the  United  States  plus  a 
second  Texas  thrown  in,  and  occu- 
pies almost  half  of  South  America. 
In  fact,  Brazil  is  the  world's  largest 
republic.  And  about  half  of  all  the 
people  in  South  America  live  in  Bra- 
zil. 

Temperatures  are  generally  warm 
and,  in  some  parts,  quite  hot.  Much 
of  the  country  has  very  heavy  rain- 
fall. There  are  great  jungles  and  re- 
gions which  have  never  yet  been  ex- 
plored. About  three-fourths  of  the 
Brazilians  live  within  one  hundred 
miles  of  the  coast.  This  means  that 
the  great  interior  regions  of  the  coun- 
try are  not  very  well  populated. 

Brazil  is  a  rapidly  developing  coun- 
try in  the  field  of  manufacturing  and 
other  modern  industries.  Almost  every 
kind  of  mineral  is  found  in  Brazil. 
Its  thick  forests  are  a  rich  natural 
resource.  With  many  rivers  and  water- 
falls, great  power  can  be  obtained. 
So  Brazil  has  a  bright  future  in  this 
wav.  However,  agriculture  is  still 
the  main  business  of  the  land.  The 
average  Brazilian  has  a  small  farm, 
or  may  work  on  one  of  the  large  plan- 
tations producing  sugar,  coffee,  or 
cotton.  Livestock  raising  is  becom- 
ing an  important  industry.  Also,  the 
average  Brazilian  is  very  poor.  There 
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are  a  few  wealthy,  but  the  great 
masses  of  people  have  very  little  ac- 
cording to  our  way  of  thinking. 
There  is  much  disease  and  ill  health 
among  these  people. 

The  native  people  of  Brazil  were 
the  scattered  Indian  tribes.  Then 
came  the  Europeans,  chiefly  Portu- 
guese. Later,  Negro  slaves  were 
brought  into  the  country.  The  peo- 
ple of  Brazil  have  mixed  and  re- 
mixed many  times  through  these 
hundreds  of  years  since  the  first  Eu 
ropean  explorers  arrived.  Therefore, 
one  finds  people  of  all  colors  in  Bra 
zil.  Most  of  the  people  are  easy-going 
and  peace-loving.  There  is  no  "race 
problem"  in  spite  of  the  different  na- 
tionalities and  races. 

Brazil's  famous  river,  the  Amazon, 
is  the  largest  river  in  the  world. 
"Amazonia"  is  a  name  used  for  that 
part  of  the  country  through  which 
the  river  flows,  and  that  is  most  of 
the  northern  and  northwestern  part 
of  the  country.  Large  ships  may  travel 
up  this  river  for  2,000  miles.  It  is 
in  Amazonia  that  our  Brethren  mis- 
sionary work  is  located.  And  it  is 
chiefly  in  Amazonia  that  the  many 
Indian  tribes  are  found.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  there  are  a  million-and- 
a-half  full-blooded  Indians  of  more 
than  one  hundred  tribes  in  Brazil. 
Missionaries  have  lost  their  lives  try- 
ing to  contact  these  tribes  wdth  the 


Gospel.  However,  now  most  of  the  In- 
dians are  friendly.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  usually  hard  and  sometimes  dan- 
gerous work  trying  to  reach  these  In- 
dians for  the  Lord. 

In  all  of  South  America  it  is  said 
that  only  two  people  in  every  one 
hundred  are  Protestants  (this  includes 
"all  kinds"  of  Protestants,  including 
those  of  false  cults,  etc.).  There  are 
the  many  pagan  Indians,  but  all  the 
rest  of  the  people  are  considered  Cath- 
olics. Some  are  just  Catholic  in 
name;  some  are  very  fanatical.  Al- 
though Brazil  is  known  as  a  Cath- 
olic country,  the  people  are  not  so 
hard  to  reach  for  the  Lord  Jesus 
as  they  are  in  some  of  the  other 
South  American  countries. 

In  the  early  days  after  Brazil  be- 
gan to  be  setded,  a  group  of  French 
missionaries  tried  to  evangelize  the 
country.  But  this  attempt  failed.  Not 
until  the  middle  1800's  did  Protes- 
tant missionary  work  really  begin  in 
Brazil.  Then  gradually  through  the 
years  more  and  more  missionary  so- 
cieties have  sent  workers  to  this  great 
land.  However,  in  spite  of  all  the 
missionary  work  being  done  today 
in  Brazil,  there  are  vast  sections  of 
the  country  still  unreached  with  the 
Gospel.

This  is  the  third  in  the  series 
of  articles  written  by  the  missionary  children  who  the  SMM  is 
helping  to  support.

Nineteen  years  ago  the  Lord  saw 
fit  to  place  a  new  baby  girl  in  the 
family  of  a  young  missionary  couple. 
Her  parents  named  her  Marguerite 
Ruth,  and  presented  her  to  the  Lord 
to  be  used  in  His  service.  As  Ruthie 
grew,  the  Lord  answered  her  par- 
ents' prayers,  and  at  the  age  of  almost 
six,  Ruthie  accepted  Christ  as  her 
Saviour  and  Lord.  Soon  after  this, 
Ruthie  went  away  to  school  where 
she  played  and  grew  up  with  other 
missionary  children. 

Ruthie  can  remember  when  at  the 
age  of  nine,  her  mother  and  daddy 
gave  her  a  new  Bible  of  her  own. 
The  inscription  on  the  fly  leaf  was 
"Sin  will  keep  you  from  this  Book. 
This  Book  will  keep  you  from  sin." 
She  can  also  remember  that  on  that 
same  furlough  she  spent  most  of 
the  time  worrying  that  when  the 
Lord  came  again,  for  some  reason  she 
would  not  go  to  heaven  along  with 
every  one  else.  For  this  reason  she  was 
afraid  to  stay  alone.  This  problem 
continued  to  bother  her  for  almost 
six  years  even  though  she  knew  she 
was  saved  and  had  the  promise  of 
eternal  life. 

When  Ruthie  was  twelve,  she  and 
another  girl  would  go  up  on  a  hill- 
top and  watch  the  sunsets.  They  were 
always  so  very  pretty!  One  evening 
after  one  such  sunset,  Ruthie  knelt 
on  the  hill  and  yielded  all  her  life 
to  God  to  be  used  in  His  service  as 
He  saw  fit. 

At  the  age  of  thirteen,  she  came  to 
America  to  stay.  She  had  the  privilege 
of  going  to  Brethren  High  School 
in  California  where  she  made  many 
friends.  She  had  one  big  problem 
while  at  Brethren— she  felt  that  she 
was  different  from  other  kids,  so  she 
was  always  trying  to  be  like  them 
and  get  them  to  like  her.  It  wasn't 
until  her  senior  year  that  this  prob- 


lem melted— and  quickly!  On  a  rainy 
day  she  had  just  finished  saying 
something  very  seriously  to  several 
friends  when  they  burst  out  laugh- 
ing. Her  worried  mind  searched;  what 
had  she  said?  One  of  her  friends  said: 
"Ruthie,  you're  just  like  ms— always 
so  funny."  Ruthie  still  feels  that  this 
is  the  nicest  thing  anyone  has  ever 
said  about  her. 

When  Ruthie's  parents  returned 
to  Africa,  she  stayed  with  the  Lever- 
ings  in  Long  Beach.  One  summer 
they  sent  her  to  a  Tri-C  Leadership 
Camp  at  Big  Bear  Lake.  While  she 
was  there,  she  felt  that  something 
had  come  between  her  and  her 
Lord.  After  much  counseling,  Ruthie 
realized  that  she  was  holding  some- 
thing back  from  the  Lord.  Yes;  when 
she  was  twelve,  she  had  yielded  her 
all  to  the  Lord,  but  since  then  Africa 
had  come  into  her  life.  She  had  been 
so  sure  that  the  Lord  was  sending  her 
to  Africa  as  a  missionary  that  she 
had  not  realized  that  Africa  with  its 
plans  should  also  be  yielded  to  Him. 
That  morning  she  found  a  secluded 
place   and   after  some  fighting  and 


arguing,  she  yielded  Africa  also. 
Since  then,  although  she  still  feels 
the  Lord's  calling  to  that  field,  she  is 
ready  to  stay  here  or  go  somewhere 
else  He  so  directs. 

Now  Ruthie  is  in  nurses's  training 
at  Los  Angeles  County  General  Hos- 
pital, and  the  Lord  is  still  with  her 
there.  He  saw  fit  to  answer  her  pray- 
ers and  give  her  a  Christian  room- 
mate. God  has  also  placed  the  re- 
sponsibility of  directing  Bible  studies 
and  teaching  a  group  at  the  hospital 
in  her  hands. 

Why  have  I  written  this  story?  I 
have  done  so  that  you  could  pray 
more  understandingly  for  missionary 
children.  Too  often  it  is  easy  to  forget 
that  missionary  children  (and  preach- 
er's kids)  are  human  and  have  prob- 
lems too.  As  you  pray,  remember  that 
He  said:  "Hitherto  have  ye  asked 
nothing  in  my  name:  ask,  and  ye 
shall  receive,  that  your  joy  may  be 
full"  (John  16:24).  Here  at  the  hos- 
pital is  an  open  door  to  a  field 
white  unto  harvest,  and  I  am  a  reaper. 
Pray  that  I  might  not  shirk  my  task 
but  go  boldly  forth  to  serve  Him.

The  singers  had  just  finished  a 
lovely  song  called  "Thirty  Pieces  of 
Silver."  Our  appreciation  for  the  Lord 
was  at  its  highest,  but  into  the  back- 
ground of  our  thinking  came  a  dis- 
turbing thought.  Are  you  any  better 
than  Judas  who  received  the  silver? 
You  permit  the  little,  perishable  ma- 
terial things  to  claim  your  affection 
more  than  the  lovely  spiritual  values. 

The  story  is  told  of  a  farmer  who 
was  walking  over  his  farm  with  a  visi- 
tor. The  farmer  told  of  his  successful 
experience  with  crop  practices  and 
livestock  management.  The  conversa- 
tion was  interrupted  by  the  farmer's 
two  sons.  Then,  speaking  of  his  sons, 
he  said:  'Those  boys  can  plant  any- 
thing they  desire  on  any  part  of  this 
farm  as  a  money  crop,  but  I  don't 
want  to  hear  of  them  planting  flow- 
ers as  their  mother  does." 


To  him  the  beauty  of  flowers  was 
folly— a  waste  of  land  space  that 
could  be  devoted  to  making  money. 
He  was  instilling  material  gain  as  the 
main  objective  of  life  into  his  sons. 
Yet  most  of  us  are  terribly  similar  to 
him.  Are  we  better  than  Judas? 

The  thirty  pieces  of  silver  lost  their 
charm  for  Judas  when  the  realiza- 
tion of  the  enormity  of  his  act  came 
into  his  consciousness.  The  best  friend 
he  ever  had  condemned  to  a  horrible 
death.  The  silver  burned  his  hands, 
but  restitution  could  not  correct  it.

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SALVATION, 
SUFFERING 

(LAST    OF    SERIES) 

This  chapter  is  built  upon  the 
foundation  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ 
on  Calvary.  Because  of  what  He  did 
in  bearing  the  penalty  of  our  sins, 
salvation  is  a  reality  for  believers.  This 
is  not  an  empty  truth.  It  is  rather  a 
truth  which  produces  fruit  in  the 
daily  lives  of  God's  people.  Our  suf- 
ferings are  given  purpose  when  God 
controls  our  lives. 

I.  Suffering  with  Christ  means  liv- 
ing unto  God   (I  Pet.   4:1-2). 

We  are  told  to  have  a  mind  ad- 
justed to  suffering  in  the  Christian 
life.  That  is,  we  may  expect  to  suffer 
if  we  are  walking  with  the  Lord. 
Suffering  as  a  Christian  becomes 
sort  of  a  ministry  to  which  we  may 
be  called,  but  it  is  not  given  to  men 
and  women  of  the  world.  Their  suf- 
ferings because  of  their  rebellion 
toward  God  will  brins  neither  glorv 

o  o         , 

to  God  nor  reward  to  themselves. 
Only  those  who  are  called  unto  holi- 
ness and  living  close  to  the  Lord  can 
suffer  with  Christ.  Such  suffering 
is  at  the  opposition  of  the  Devil,  and 
the  Devil  would  not  make  it  hard  for 
his  own.  Suffering  as  a  godly  Chris- 
tian proves  that  we  are  living  for 
the  will  of  God  to  be  done.  Fre- 
quently in  our  church  life  we  may 
have  hard  and  trj'ing  times.  These 
times  cannot  be  called  suffering  with 
Christ  if  caused  by  our  own  failures 
and  inconsistencies.  Suffering  brings 
glory  to  God  when  it  is  ours  because 
of  our  right  living,  but  not  when 
caused  by  our  blunders  and  sins. 

n.  Christ  suffered  for  those  who 
are  dead  in  sin  (w.  3  6). 

Those  dead  in  sin  live  in  lasciv- 
iousness,  lusts,  drinking,  revelings, 
and  the  like.  Christ  died  to  save  us 
out  of  these  things.  Behevers,  there- 
fore, should  stay  out  of  these!  There 
is  a  judgment  day  coming.  Some 
church  members  may  think  thev 
"get  by"  in  this  day  living  like  the 
world  and  the  Devil's  children,  but 
there  is  a  day  of  reckoning  ahead. 
For  believers  to  try  to  live  on  in 
sin  A\'ould  appear  to  make  Christ's 


and  the  Judgment-I  Peter  4:1-19 


salvation  of  no  value.  God  wants 
His  people  to  live  controlled  by  the 
Spirit  and  not  by  the  flesh. 

III.  Suffering  with  Christ  is  to 
be  the  special  experience  of  true  be- 
lievers near  the  end  of  the  age  (w. 
7-10). 

In  this  section  we  see  what  it  will 
be  like  when  "the  end  of  all  things 
is  at  hand."  In  soberness  we  are  to 
have  a  sound  mind,  able  to  "think 
straight"  concerning  the  things  of 
God.  If  we  know  that  suffering  is  the 
lot  of  God's  people  at  the  end  of  the 
age,  and  this  day  has  many  marks  of 
the  end  time,  we  must  expect  to  suf- 
fer as  Christians. 

Believers  will  overcome  if  they 
watch  unto  prayer.  Neglect  of  prayer 
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means  defeat  as  we  face  Satan's  op- 
position. 

In  the  end  of  the  age  it  will  be 
increasingly  difficult  for  God's  peo- 
ple to  get  along  together.  How  many 
churches  are  torn  by  petty  strife! 
Jealousies,  carnality,  self-will,  and 
criticism  grow  in  the  lives  of  Chris- 
tians like  weeds  in  a  garden.  Every 
refreshing  from  the  Lord,  like  rain, 
brings  more  weeds.  God's  Word  tells 
us  that  "charity  [love]  among  your- 
seh'es"  will  cover  these  things  and 
crowd  them  out  of  the  church  garden. 

IV.  Suffering  with  Christ  is  the 
unfolding  of  God's  purpose  for  be- 
lievers (vv.  12-17). 

Suffering  for  a  Christian  should 
come  as  no  surprise.  Furthermore, 
they  do  not  mean  that  we  are  out  of 
the  will  of  God.  They  mean  we  are 
in  the  place  to  be  used.  When  suf- 
fering from  the  oppositions  of  Satan 
and  unbelievers,  we  are  said  to  be 
partakers  of  Christ's  sufferings.  It 
may  be  hard  today,  but  when  He  ap- 
pears in  His  glory,  we  will  be  glad 
with  Him. 

If  we  are  opposed  for  the  name  of 
Christ,  we  should  be  happy  about 


it.  The  man  who  witnesses  for 
Christ  in  the  shop  and  then  is  ridi- 
culed and  called  "deacon"  or 
"preacher"  may  not  enjoy  the  accusa- 
tion, but  he  has  a  right  to  claim  the 
joy  of  the  Lord  in  such  a  situation. 
God  will  pay  him  well  for  such  faith- 
fulness in  the  day  of  glory.  On  the 
part  of  unbelievers  such  opposition 
is  not  really  against  the  believers, 
it  is  against  Christ.  It  is  Christ  of 
whom  it  is  thus  evilly  spoken.  In  the 
believer,  the  Lord  is  glorified  and 
exalted. 

While  encouraging  believers  to  be 
willing  to  suffer  for  Christ,  Peter 
warns  that  there  is  no  glorv  for  us 
when  we  suffer  for  our  own  sins.  If 
we  suffer  for  being  an  evildoer,  or  a 
gossip,  or  a  meddler  in  other  men's 
matters,  we  should  know  that  we 
have  brought  it  upon  ourselves.  It 
is  better  to  suffer  as  a  Christian  for 
doing  the  will  of  God.  God  has  not 
promised  to  keep  His  children  out 
of  trouble  when  they  suffer  for  their 
own  sins.  Here  God  has  a  law  which 
operates.  Judgment  begins  at  the 
house  of  God.  God  is  interested  in 
properly  disciplining  and  rewarding 
His  people.  The  sufferings  of  be- 
lievers will  be  rewarded  if  they  suf- 
fer with  Christ,  and  judged  if  they 
suffer  because  of  their  own  sins.  I 
John  1:7-9. 

V.  The  sufferings  of  Christ  pro- 
duce practical  results  in  human  lives 
(vv.    18-19).  i| 

The  righteous  are  "scarcely  saved." 
That  is,  they  are  only  saved  by  the 
grace  of  God  and  that  through  the 
sacrificial  death  of  Christ  on  Calvary. 
There  He  suffered  all  the  guilt  for 
our  sin.  Even  though  we  are  scarcely 
saved,  it  is  a  wonderful  salvation  by  ' 
His  grace  through  our  faith  (Eph. 
2:8-9). 

It  is  practical  for  us  as  believers  to 
commit  the  keeping  of  our  souls  to 
God.  He  will  weigh  out  for  us  just  the 
suffering  He  knows  we  can  endure 
(I  Cor.  10:13),  reward  us  in  the  glory 
(Rom.  8:18),  and  give  us  confidence 
here  and  now  that  He  cares  for  every 
one  of  His  people  (I  Pet.  5:7). 
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RUSSIA  Plans  to  Make  You  a  SLAVE

Highlights  of  a  message  preached 
by  Pastor  Robert  D.  Crees  in  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Waynes- 
boro, Pa.,  on  January  8,  as  reported 
in  the  local  newspaper,  the  Waynes- 
horo  Record  Herald. 

The  leader  of  Russia  today  is 
Khrushchev,  who  told  a  French  par- 
liamentary delegation  in  September 
1955:  'We  remain  atheists.  We  will 
do  our  best  to  liberate  a  certain  por- 
tion of  the  people  from  the  charm 
of  religious  opium  that  still  exists." 

In  Moscow  today  only  fifty 
churches  are  left  of  the  657  existing 
in  1917,  and  even  these  are  used  as 
propaganda  agents  for  the  Commu- 
nists. In  1956  a  delegation  of  church- 
men from  Russia  toured  the  United 
States,  headed  by  Metropolitan 
Nicolai,  second  in  rank  of  the  Rus- 
sian Orthodox  Church.  Three  years 
later,  in  1959,  the  House  Committee 
on  Un-American  Activities  identified 
him  as  an  agent  of  long  standing  in 
the  Soviet  Secret  Police!  Actually  the 
Russian  churchmen  were  spies! 

The  common  people  of  Russia 
thought  that  when  the  Communists 
took  over  control  things  would  be 
divided  equally,  but  they  were  fooled. 
Ownership  merely  changed  from  the 
rich  landowners  to  the  rich  Commu- 
nists, and  the  life  of  the  working 
man  became  harder  instead  of  easier. 

Russia  ruthlessly  took  over  Yugo- 
slavia, Poland,  and  Hungary.  She 
poured  money,  arms,  propaganda,  and 
leadership  into  China,  Korea,  Laos, 
Cuba,  and  Congo  to  encourage  the 
people  of  those  nations  to  rebel 
against  their  governments.  Russia 
wants  to  do  the  same  thing  to  the 
United  States,  and  one  source  of 
information  claims  she  hopes  to  make 
America  communistic  in  ten  years. 

An  estimated  25  million,  or  one 
eighth  of  the  population  of  Russia 
are  in  prisons,  concentration  camps, 
or  working  in  slave  labor  units.

Cruel  China 

Red  China  has  600  miUion  people 
or  150  to  the  square  mile.  Commu- 
nists launched  a  'land  reform"  in 
1950-52,  in  which  they  encouraged 
the  poor  workers  to  fight  against 
the  rich  farmers.  When  the  smoke  of 
conflict  cleared  away,  the  middle 
class  Communists  took  over  both  the 
land  and  the  money.  They  then  en- 
couraged "collective  farming,"  with 
people  living  in  barracks  and  all 
working  for  the  state. 

The  Communists  tried  to  break  up 
the  Chinese  homes  and  encouraged 
divorce.  They  confiscated  churches, 
closed  seminaries,  burned  Bibles,  and 
persecuted  Christians.  Over  20  mil- 
lion Chinese  are  now  working  in 
slave  labor  camps  with  no  personal 
pri\'ileges  or  property.  It  certainly 
would  be  the  wrong  thing  for  the 
United  States  to  recognize  Red 
China  under  communistic  domina- 
tion. 

In  one  section  of  China  people  of 
sixty  years  of  age  or  over  are  put  into 
so-called  "Happy  Homes."  There  they 
are  given  shots  and  die  within  two 
weeks.  Their  bodies  are  put  into  vats 
and  when  decomposed,  the  maggots 
are  used  to  feed  chickens  on  huge 
farms  built  purposefully  nearby.  The 
rest  of  the  body  is  used  for  fertilizer. 
Like  their  Russian  brothers,  the 
Chinese  Communists  have  little  or 
no  regard  for  human  life. 

A  Slave  in  Russia  for  Ten  Years 

Just  one  week  ago,  on  January 
2,  John  Noble  spoke  in  Chambers- 
burg  Junior  High  School  to  a  mass 
meeting  of  over  1,000  people.  He 
told  the  story  of  his  ten  years  as 
a  slave  in  Russia.  Bom  in  Detroit, 
Michigan,  at  the  close  of  the  war 
in  1945  he  was  working  for  his  father 
in  Dresden,  Germany.  When  the 
Russians  invaded  Germany,  with- 
out any  charges  or  trial,  they  shipped 
Mr.  Noble  and  his  father  to  a  prison 
in  Russia.  At  one  time,  during  the 


first  year,  700  men  were  given  no 
food  for  twelve  days.  All  of  them 
starved  to  death  except  twenty-three, 
and  John  and  his  father  were  in  this 
number.  In  this  time  of  crisis,  John 
Noble  became  a  Christian,  and  prom- 
ised God  that  if  he  lived,  and  ever 
got  back  to  America,  he  would  live 
a  Christian  life  and  tell  others  of  the 
horrors  of  communism.  He  told  of 
filthy  prison  rooms,  brutal  guards, 
swearing  prisoners,  stealing,  gam- 
bling, immorality.  There  was  torture, 
questionings,  brain-washing,  starva- 
tion, hardships  of  all  kinds.  He  work- 
ed eighteen  hours  a  day,  slept  on  a 
board  shelf,  had  little  to  eat,  and  was 
treated  like  a  dog. 

Noble  was  sent  to  Vorkuta  to  work 
as  a  slave  in  underground  coal 
mines.  The  temperature  was  between 
40  to  60  degrees  below  zero  outside. 
They  had  to  dig  by  hand  and  crawl 
with  only  thirty  inch  roof  clearance. 
He  was  forced  to  push  a  two-ton  car 
through  the  mine. 

At  one  prison  Mr.  Noble  was  used 
as  a  vital  statistics  clerk,  recording 
the  names  of  all  who  entered  or  left 
prison,  \\'ho  were  killed,  and  so  forth. 
He  testifies  to  the  fact  that  Khrush- 
chev's first  two  wives  were  placed  by 
him  in  a  prison  camp.  This  is  the 
man  that  talks  of  peaceful  co-exist- 
ence! 

At  the  end  of  nine  and  one-half 
years,  Mr.  Noble  was  able  to  smug- 
gle a  post  card  out  to  be  mailed  to 
friends  in  the  States,  who  thought 
him  dead.  Our  government  sent  notes 
to  Russia  demanding  his  release,  and 
he  was  sent  back  to  the  U.  S.  in 
1955.  He  has  told  his  story  to  the 
President,  before  Congress,  over 
radio  and  television,  and  has  written 
two  books  of  his  experiences. 

Surely,  we  Americans  do  not  want 
anything  to  do  with  godless  com- 
munism. Let  us  keep  our  eyes  open 
and  fight  it  on  every  hand.  Let  us 
pray  that  it  may  never  conquer 
the  United  States. 
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Covington,  Virginia—Mortgage  Burned 


New  Year's  Day  held  special  sig- 
nificance for  members  of  the  First 
Brethren  Church  in  Covington,  Vir- 
ginia, the  Rev.  Mason  Cooper,  pas- 
tor. On  Sunday  morning  following 
the  1 1  o'clock  service  the  congregation 
witnessed  the  burning  of  the  mort- 
gage to  make  its  church  debt  free. 


The  First  Brethren  Church  began 
in  1935,  first  using  a  store  building 
in  the  Edgemont  district  with  fifteen 
members  enrolled.  The  present  lo- 
cation and  building  was  started  Sep- 
tember 1935.  The  Rev.  Bernard 
Schneider  was  the  first  pastor.  In 
1948,  another  building  program  be- 
gan which  added  nine  classrooms,  a 
kitchen  and  a  large  assembly  room. 
The  Rev.  Lee  Crist  was  pastor  at  that 
time.

In  1954  several  overall  building 
improvements  were  made  to  the 
church  building  plus  a  new  parson- 
age which  was  built  at  the  cost  of 
$20,000.  In  the  past  two  years  many 
other  improvements  have  been  made 
on  the  property.  One  new  assembly 
room  and  classroom  for  the  primary 
department  has  been  provided. 
Equipment  has  been  installed  for  re- 
cording music  in  the  church,  new 
song  books,  a  new  church  organ 
$2,600,  and  two  pianos  have  been 
purchased. 


The  church  is  responsible  for  three 
weekly  radio  programs  over  the  local 
station. 


Plans  for  a  new  sanctuary  and 
classrooms  are  now  under  study  for 
1961.  The  new  sanctuary  will  seat 
500  people,  and  the  overall  program 
will  cost  $90,000.

Shall  I  Support  Brethren  Home  Missions? 

YOU  decide  after  reading  this  editorial  and  other  fea- 
tures in  this  magazine. 

Are  you  interested  primarily  in  supporting  a  Biblical 
organization?  Brethren  Home  Missions  is  a  Bible-cen- 
tered program.  Its  charter  carries  one  of  the  strongest 
and  clearest  doctrinal  statements  possible  to  write.  Each 
aspect  of  its  work  is  designed  to  carry  out  the  great 
commission  of  the  Word  of  God-to  evangelize.  The  mes- 
sage taught  in  all  Brethren  tlome  Missions  churches 
is  one— the  Bible.  The  organization,  administration,  and 
conduct  of  the  local  church  are  within  the  limits  of 
divine  revelation.  In  a  day  when  departures  from  the 
Word  of  God  are  common  and  increasing,  it  is  en- 
couraging for  any  believer  to  know  that  there  are  Bible- 
centered  programs  which  he  can  support.  While  saying 
this  we  should  emphasize  that  this  organization  is 
"Brethren."  This  word  stands  for  the  system  of  doc- 
trine which  we  believe  the  Bible  teaches.  It  does  not 
draw  a  line  of  rigid  denominationalism  which  precludes 
fellowship  with  those  of  other  persuasions.  It  is  logical  to 
suppose  that  members  of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  would  desire  to  support  Brethren 
efforts. 

Are  you  interested  in  supporting  a  soul-winning  organ- 
ization? Last  year  666  souls  found  Christ  as  a  personal 
Saviour  in  Brethren  Home  Mission  churches.  Each 
year  similar  numbers  have  accepted  the  "good  news" 
of  eternal  life  in  Christ.  Such  a  ministry  is  possible  only 
because  thousands  of  believers  have  prayed  and  given  to 
establish  new  churches.  Jesus  said:  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me."  The  whole  program  of  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions and  its  churches  is  designed  to  tell  lost  men  about 
the  only  Saviour.  This  is  shown  by  the  annual  results. 
Visitation  programs  through  both  pastor  and  members 
reach  many  thousands  of  people  with  the  Gospel  each 
year.  Our  motto  is  "Visitation  is  church  builder  number 
one."  Here  again  we  see  the  Biblical  nature  of  Brethren 
Home  Missions. 

Are  you  interested  in  establishing  new  churches?  Dur- 
ing its  short  existence,  the  Lord  through  His  servants 
has  made  it  possible  for  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  to  help  at  least  ninety  of  the  churches  you  now 
find  listed  in  the  Brethren  annual.  In  some  instances  this 
has  been  done  on  both  a  local  and  district  basis.  In 
others,  it  has  been  done  on  a  national  or  on  a  cooperative 
basis.  All  Bible  students  agree  that  God's  headquarters 
on  earth  is  the  local  church.  This  is  indicated  in  many 
Scriptures.   From   the  local   church   proceed  all  of  the 


other  efforts  for  Christian  service.  Because  Brethren 
home-mission  churches  are  Bible  churches  and  all  pas- 
tors are  well  trained  in  the  Word,  the  members  of  these 
churches  grow  in  grace  and  become  strong  to  serve  the 
Lord  in  many  different  capacities. 

In  days  when  inflation  has  damaged  and  impeded, 
the  extension  of  the  church  as  much  as  any  single 
influence  the  Brethren  Construction  Company,  the 
Brethren  Investment  Foundation,  and  the  architectural 
department  have  saved  an  unknown  but  tremendous 
amount  of  money  in  bringing  new  churches  into  exist- 
ence. Dedicated  Christian  men  and  their  families  are 
giving  a  missionary  service  here  which  has  made  more 
new  churches  possible  in  a  shorter  time.  In  church  exten- 
sion lies  the  secret  to  all  our  future  expansion  in  each 
department  of  the  church.  "The  Brethren  Church  Grows 
With   Home  Missions!" 

Are  vou  interested  in  sending  missionaries  to  the  fields 
of  the  world?  From  home-mission  or  former  home-mission 
churches  sixty-five  to  seventy  missionaries  have  gone  into 
home-and  foreign-mission  endeavor.  Last  year  home-mis- 
sion churches,  where  the  financial  needs  are  more  press- 
ing than  in  others,  gave  $39,841  to  missions.  In  all  of 
the  church's  program  missions  is  a  primary  emphasis. 
Many  years  have  passed  since  home-mission  churches 
gave  a  smaller  total  than  $33,000  annually  to  missions. 
This  proves  a  basic  spiritual  quality  in  the  ministry  and 
program  of  the  home-mission  church,  and  it  portends 
good  things  for  the  future  in  the  missionary  expansion 
of  our  whole  denomination. 

A  constant  stream  of  new  recruits  flows  from  home- 
mission  churches  into  the  classrooms  of  Grace  College 
and  Seminary.  This  assures  the  future  leadership  of  our 
church. 

The  missionary  activity  of  home-mission  and  all  Breth- 
ren churches  now  includes  the  establishment  of  branch 
churches.  Illustrations  of  this  missionary  vision  may 
be  seen  all  over  America. 

Here  is  an  organization,  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  which  is  endeavoring  to  conform  to  God's 
Word  and  will.  The  first  concern  is  the  glory  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Every  facet  of  the  organization  is 
dedicated  to  an  effort  which  is  Biblical  and  basic  in 
Christian  service. 

Yet,  with  all  of  this  in  mind,  there  is  a  serious  deficit 
financially  in  this  work  so  that  we  cannot  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunities  afforded  us  to  start  many  other  new

Mr.  F.  B.  Miller,  an  outstanding 
layman  in  The  Brethren  Church  with 
a  unique  experience  in  the  field  of 
home  missions,  was  interviewed  hy 
Mr.  Frank  Poland,  office  manager 
of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  Inc.  The  interview  folloivs: 

Frank  J.  Poland— I  ha^'e  learned 
that  you  have  had  over  twenty-five 
years  experience  in  home-mission 
work.  Would  you  mind  telling  me 
about    your    first    experience? 

F.  B.  Miller— It  was  in  September 
1935,  when  the  new  Brethren  Home 
Mission  church  was  being  started  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  Mrs.  Miller,  my- 
self, and  five  children  became  char- 
ter members  of  that  work. 

FJP— Tell  me  how  you  learned 
about  this  new  mission  work? 

FBM— It  was  through  my 
mother,  who  lived  at  Gretna, 
Ohio.  She  sent  me  a  card  tell- 
ing of  the  new  work  being 
started  in  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
and  asked  that  I  take  the  fam- 
ily to  this  new  work. 

FJP— What  was  the  impres- 
sion left  upon  you  in  attend- 
ing this  new  mission  en- 
deavor? 

FBM-Mrs.  Miller  and  I 
first  of  all  learned  of  our  great 
need  of  salvation  and  were 
burdened  for  the  need  of 
helping  this  new  mission 
group.  It  v\'as  then  and  there 
we  decided  to  "turn  about  face"  and 
go  all  out  for  the  Lord  instead  of 
the  world.  Our  children  quickly  fol- 
lowed. 

FJP— I  suppose  you  lived  close  to 
where  the  new  work  was  starting? 

FBM— No!  We  were  living  at 
Hudson,  Ohio,  some  thirty  miles 
away.  I  was  engaged  in  the  printing 
and  publishing  business  at  Akron, 
Ohio. 

FJP— Could  you  be  regular  in  at- 
tendance of  the  services  that  far  re- 
moved? 

FBM— Yes,  we  tried  to  be  faithful 
to  every  service— Sunday  morning, 
Sunday  evening  and  the  midweek 
prayer  meetings.  We  had  two  autos 
and  frequently  used  both  to  take  our 
family  and  friends. 


FJP— Every  new  mission  ;Work 
needs  workers,  and  I  suppose  you 
were  put  to  work  at  once? 

FBM— Yes,  I  was  given  the  job  of 
teaching  the  young  people's  Sunday- 
school  class  and  was  elected  mod- 
erator of  the  church. 

FJP— How  far  back  does  your  re- 
lationship to  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  date? 

FBM— From  the  first  day  it  was 
organized  in  August  1938  at  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana.  I  became  a  charter 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  and 
served  in  this  capacity  until  August 
1960  when  I  retired  because  of  fam- 
ily illness. 

FJP— Was  your  ministry  limited  to 
the  pioneer  work  of  mission  churches? 

FBM— No;  there  arose  a  need  for 
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to    right:    F.    B.    Miller    and    Frank    J.    Poland 

help  in  starting  a  church  paper  for 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  and  my  experience  made 
it  only  natural  that  I  have  a  part  in 
this  ministry.  I  helped  start  the  Breth- 
ren Missionary  Herald.  I  organized 
the  Herald  Press,  Inc.,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  to  produce  the  paper,  and  the 
first  edition  came  from  the  press  on 
January  6,  1939.  The  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  Company  was  being 
formulated  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana 
and  I  produced  the  magazine  until 
they  were  able  to  take  it  over  in  1942. 

FjP— As  I  recall  about  this  time 
you  relocated  your  business,  and  I 
would  be  interested  in  knowing  just 
what  was  your  motive  for  it? 

FBM— We  were  looking  ahead  to 
the    time    when    our    son    Edward 


would  be  in  seminary.  He  was  a  stu- 
dent in  Bryan  University  at  the  time 
and  pre-enrolled  in  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  Winona  Lake,  Indiana. 
With  this  in  mind  we  moved  our  fam- 
ily and  photo-engraving  business  to 
Winona  Lake  in  August  of  1943. 

FJP— I  suppose  at  that  time  even 
Winona  Lake  could  use  a  pioneering 
missionary  family? 

FBM— Yes;  they  were  able  to  use 
us,  for  at  that  time  there  was  no 
organized  Brethren  church  at  Winona 
Lake.  We  had  the  privilege  of  helpi- 
ing  to  organize  the  Winona  Lake 
Brethren  Church  and  contributed 
seven  charter  members.  I  served  as 
the  Sunday-school  superintendent  for 
three  years  and  our  son  Edward  is 
still   a   member. 

FJP— Did  your  pioneering 
home-missions  experience  end 
with  the  Winona  Lake  work? 
FBM-No;  it  did  not,  for 
in  1946  an  opportunity  opened 
up  for  a  Brethren  work  in 
Leesburg,  Indiana.  I  helped 
to  organize  it  and  became  the 
first  Sunday-school  super- 
intendent. This  ministry  con- 
tinued until  1955  when  an- 
other new  Sunday  school  was 
started  at  Barbee  Lakes  de- 
veloping into  the  Barbee 
Brethren  Church.  I  am  now 
Sunday-school  superintendent 
of  this  Sunday  school. 

FJP— Did  your  son  Edward 
go  to  Grace  Seminary  as  you  an- 
ticipated when  you  moved  to  Wi- 
nona Lake? 

FBM— Yes;  he  did  and  graduated  in 
1949. 

FJP— Where  is  Edward  serving  the 
Lord  now? 

FBM— After  his  graduation  he  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  Macapa,  Brazil  and  is 
serving  under  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Brethren  Church. 

FJP— Do  you  think  your  missionary 
activity  had  any  influence  on  your 
son's  decision  to  become  a  missionary? 
FBM— It  naturally  made  him  mis- 
sionary conscious  by  enabling  him  to 
meet  many  home  and  foreign  mis- 
sionaries during  his  formative  years. 
Then,  too,  he  heard  missions  often 
in   our  family  worship   and  at  the 
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knee  of  a  godly  mother.  Many  of 
the  papers  and  magazines  that  came 
to  our  home  were  of  a  missionary  na- 
ture, so  he  had  a  steady  "diet"  of 
missions. 

pjp_What  would  you  say  was 
the  greatest  reward  you  received  from 
your  home-mission  activities? 

FBM-Just  seeing  the  change  in 
lives  (including  our  own)  as  they 
came  under  the  influence  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  the  four  home-mission  churches 
we  were  privileged  to  serve  in. 
These  changes  have  been  multiplied 
hundreds  of  times  in  other  home- 
mission  churches  in  the  U.S.A.  as 
the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil assisted  in  opening  new  fields. 
In  1938  only  a  small  number  of 
home-mission  churches  existed,  but 
today  there  are  fifty  or  more.  We 
will  always  be  grateful  for  the  in- 
fluence of  home  missions  on  our  fam- 
ily and  we  feel  one  of  the  great  re- 
wards is:  a  son  on  the  foreign-mis- 
sion field,  a  daughter  and  son-in-law 
in  full  time  Youth  for  Christ  work, 
and  another  daughter  and  son-in-law 
in  full  time  Young  Life  work.  Truly 
"our  cup  runneth  over."

A  number  of  these  other  mission 
churches  have  come  into  existence  in 
the  NFBC.  By  the  term  "other  mis- 
sion" we  mean  they  have  been  able 
to  develop  without  the  financial  help 
of  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  program.  The  Council,  how- 
ever, in  most  such  projects  has  been 
called  upon  for  help  and  assistance 
from  a  consultation  viewpoint.

If  Christians  Were  Christians!

Israel  Zangwell,  one  of  the  more 
recent  philosophers  and  writers  of 
Jewish  descent,  when  commenting  on 
Jewish-Christian  relationships  stated: 
'If  Christians  were  Christians,  Jews 
would  not  be  Jews."  And  he  was  ab- 
solutely right!  If  professing  Chris- 
tians backed  their  profession  with  a 
life  commensurate  with  that  profes- 
sion, Jewish  people  would  certainly 
desert  the  cold  formality  of  rabbini- 
cal Judaism  for  the  warm  reality  of 
true  messianic  belief.  The  fact  that 
such  a  statement  was  made  by  an 
unregenerate  Jew  has  terrific  im- 
plication. It  means  that  Jews,  regard- 
less of  their  spiritually  blind  eyes, 
deaf  ears,  and  hard  hearts,  are  still 
able  to  discern  in  some  measure  the 
correct  life  and  action  demanded  by 
Christian  profession  and  to  long  for 
such  a  life  and  action  on  their  own 
behalf. 

However,  there  is  another  im- 
plication involved  in  Mr.  Zangwell's 
statement.  It  is  this:  There  must  be  a 
definite  contrast  between  the  life 
lived  by  the  average  professing 
Christian  and  the  life  which  God 
would  have  them  live  as  set  forth  in 
the  Word  of  God.  What  tragedy 
that  the  Jew  is  able  to  rationally  dis- 
count the  possibility  of  a  victorious 
Christian  life  based  on  a  salvation 
experience  all  because  of  adverse 
evidence. 

Now  such  a  situation  should  not 
be  permitted  to  continue.  Professing 
Christians  should  do  all  in  God's 
power  to  display  to  their  Jewish 
brethren  the  definite  possibility  of  a 
victorious  life  when  the  person  will 
place  his  trust  in  Jesus,  the  Mes- 
siah. And  the  professing  believer  will 
also  gain  through  such  application 
of  his  life  when  he  gains  a  greater 
conviction  concerning  his  personal 
assurance  of  salvation. 

Paul,  the  Apostle,  provides  us 
with  the  necessary  instruction  on 
how  to  proceed  in  such  a  life.  He 
places   this   instruction    immediately 


after  chapters  9  through  11  of  Ro- 
mans wherein  he  handles  the  Jewish 
problem  and  tells  the  saved  man  of 
the  responsibility  he  has  in  extend- 
ing God's  salvation  through  Jesus, 
the  Messiah  again  and  again  to  his 
Jewish  brethren.  Paul  says  we  must 
begin  with  the  mercies  of  God.  With- 
out  God's  mercies  there  would  be  no 
"saved"  men.  The  natural  man  is  lost, 
separated  from  God,  hell-bound!  We 
were  all  this  way  at  one  time.  We 
had  no  "good"  qualities  to  commend 
us  to  God.  God  had  every  reason  to 
regard  us  with  horror  and  pass  on  by. 
Instead  He  extended  His  mercies. 
God  so  loved  us  that  "he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
believeth  in  him  should  not  perish, 
but  have  everlasting  life."  The  man 
who  disregards  God's  mercies  in 
Messiah  Jesus  is  worse  than  a  fool. 
The  man  who  accepts  God's  mercies 
in  Messiah  Jesus  but  disregards  the 
claim  which  God  has  upon  his  life  is 
even  a  greater  fool.  By  such  disregard 
he  becomes  a  living  proof  that  sal- 
vation through  the  shed  blood  of 
the  blessed  Lord  has  no  practical 
value.  His  life  shouts  to  the  un- 
saved man  and  the  Jew  in  particular: 
"The  blood  of  Messiah  does  not  ac- 
complish anything!" 

So  that  our  lives  might  show  forth 
the  practical  value  of  salvation  to  the 
world,  Paul  begs  us  to  present  our 
bodies  a  living  sacrifice  unto  God. 
Because  God  the  Son  offered  him- 
self as  a  sacrifice  on ,  our  behalf,  we 
should  be  more  than  ready  to  offer 
our  bodies  as  a  living  sacrifice,  set 
aside  unto  the  purpose  of  God.  Such 
response  on  our  part  is  the  only  rea- 
sonable action  we  can  take.  And 
such  action  is  certainly  acceptable 
unto  God.  The  dedicated  life  is  the 
only  life  which  is  able  to  display  the 
practical  aspect  of  messianic  belief 
in  this  materialistic  age. 

But  even  dedicated  lives  need  in- 
struction. Paul  gives  us  such  instruc- 
tion. First  he  tells  us  what  not  to  do. 


This  is  not  in  accord  with  much  of 
our  present-day  preaching.  The  popu- 
lar preacher  does  not  preach  nega- 
tively. But  Paul  preached  this  way! 
He  says:  "Do  not  conform  to  this 
age!"  This  can  also  be  stated:  "Do 
not  fasten  your  hopes  to  the  fancies 
of  this  passing  age."  This  age  is  a 
passing  age.  Fasten  your  hopes  here 
and  your  clear-cut  testimony  for  the 
Lord  will  be  wrecked.  Paul  warns  us 
here  lest  we  become  endangered. 

Then  he  instructs  us  to  be  trans- 
formed by  the  renewing  of  our  mind. 
Holy  living  demands  revelation.  And 
for  the  saved  man,  God's  Word  is 
revelation.  It  is  here  his  mind  is  re- 
newed. This  renewal,  the  beholding 
of  the  glories  of  the  Lord  in  His  Word 
will  cause  the  necessary  transfor- 
mation to  take  place  involuntarily. 
The  sincere  seeker  in  the  Word  of 
God  is  never  wanting  for  the  leading 
of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

We  saved  gentiles  need  to  re- 
member  one  of  the  purposes  of  our 
salvation.  Salvation  is  come  unto  the 
gentiles  for  to  provoke  them  (the 
Jews)  to  jealousy  (Rom.  11:11).  Is 
vour  life  enough  of  a  testimony  for 
the  Lord  Jesus  to  cause  a  Jew  to 
be  jealous  of  what  you  possess  in 
the  Lord  Jesus?  Stop  a  minute  and 
sav  with  me:  "If  Christians  were 
Christians,  Jews  would  not  be  Jews!" 
Are  we  furnishing  some  Jewish  per- 
son with  an  alibi?  Paul  that  Hebrew 
of  the  Hebrews,  pleads:  "I  beseech 
you  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mer- 
cies of  God,  that  ye  present  your 
bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy,  ac- 
ceptable unto  God,  which  is  your 
reasonable  service.  And  be  not  con- 
formed to  this  world:  but  be  ye  trans- 
formed by  the  renewing  of  your  mind, 
that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that  good, 
and  acceptable,  and  perfect,  will  of 
God"  (Rom.  12:1-2). 

Have  you  found  this  good  and  ac- 
ceptable and  perfect  will  of  God  for 
your  life?  It's  as  near  to  you  as  His 
Holy  Word.

is  a  box  on  our  dinner 
is  full  of  small  cards.  On 
of  each  card  is  a  promise 
from  God's  Word.  On  the  other  side 
is  a  picture  of  one  of  our  Brethren 
home  missionaries.  By  this  time  you 
should  know  that  I  am  referring  to 
the  Home  Mission  Prayer  and  Prom- 
ise Box.  Morning  and  evening  as 
our  family  gathers  around  the  table 
it  is  our  intention  to  open  this  box, 
each  one  of  us  takes  a  card,  reads  the 
promise  from  God's  Word,  and  the 
person's  name  listed  thereon  with 
their  place  of  endeavor.  Then  we 
thank  God  for  the  food  before  us 
and  for  His  watch-care  and  help  in 
daily  living.  We  end  our  prayer  by 
calling  upon  Him  to  bless  the  life 
and  work  of  those  whose  names  we 
have  read. 

For  quite  a  while  the  cards  in  our 
promise  box  were  immaculate,  not  one 
spot  on  them.  In  fact,  they  were  so 
clean  that  I  suppose  we  could  have 
used  this  as  our  excuse  for  not  using 
them  at  every  meal.  There  were  quite 
a  few  times  when  we  failed  to  open 
the  box.  However,  all  this  is  changed 
now.  This  is  the  way  it  happened. 

Children  are  great  ones  to  keep 
things  in  mind.  One  meal,  after  we 
had  started  eating  I  was  reminded 
by  my  youngest  daughter  Diane  that 
I  had  failed  again  to  pass  around  the 
cards  from  our  promise  box.  I  im- 
mediately appointed  her  as  "Keeper 
of  the  Promise  Box"  with  the  duty  of 
seeing  the  cards  were  presented  to 
each  person  at  the  table  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  meal  before  the  bless- 
ing was  asked.  Diane  took  her  ap- 
pointment seriously  and  at  the  very 
next  meal  she  took  the  box  and  began 
to  pass  out  the  cards.  Then  it  hap- 
pened! She  dropped  Sam  Homey  in 
her  tomato  soup!  My  first  reaction 
was  to  scold  her  for  carelessness— 
but  before  I  could  say  a  word  the 
thought  struck  me,  "Better  to  pray 
for  a  'souped-up'  missionary  than  not 
to  pray  for  any."  So,  we  hauled 
Brother  Sam  out  of  the  soup,  cleaned 
him  up  as  best  we  could,  set  him 


aside  to  dry,  and  prayed  for  him  and 
the  others.  Since  that  time  we  have 
been  regular  in  the  matter  of  our 
promise  box  and  have  prayed  for 
brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  as  they 
labor  in  the  work  of  the  Lord.  True, 
many  of  our  cards  are  more  or  less 
soiled.  Don't  get  me  wrong,  we  do 
not  deliberately  soil  them.  However, 
each  one  in  our  family  at  some  time 


or  other  has  let  their  card  for  that 
meal  slip  from  their  fingers  into  the 
soup,  salad,  or  what  have  you.  In 
our  promise  box  many  of  the  mis- 
sionary pictures  have  been  splashed, 
soiled,  soaked,  and  spotted  with  vari- 
ous and  sundry  types  of  food.  But 
all  have  been  remembered  many  times 
before  the  Lord  in  prayer,  and  we 
in  this  home  feel  drawn  ever  closer 
to  them  and  to  the  Lord.  Prayer  has 
been  offered,  and  we  praise  God  for 
it!

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Is  it  ever  wrong  to  pray? 

To  this  question,  most  Christians 
would  answer  an  emphatic  "no." 
Prayer,  they  would  say,  is  proper  at 
any  time,  any  place,  for  any  thing. 

Yet,  though  it  may  never  be 
wrong  to  pray,  there  is  at  least  one 
occasion  when  prayer  does  no  good: 
it  is  useless  to  pray  for  victory  over 


sin. 


To  be  sure,  the  Lord  taught  us  to 
pray,  "Deliver  us  from  evil."  But 
this  is  quite  different  from  the  com- 
mon, yet  unscriptural  request,  "Lord, 
keep  me  from  sinning." 

When  Joshua  suffered  his  humil- 
iating defeat  at  Ai,  he  fell  upon  his 
face  before  the  Lord.  God  said:  "Get 
thee  up;  wherefore  liest  thou  thus 
upon  tby  face?  Israel  hath  sinned." 
It  was  not  the  time  to  pray;  it  was  the 
time  to  deal  with  transgression. 

Well  I  remember  an  unfortunate 
man  who  was  beset  by  alcohol.  His 
life  ran  in  cycles— over  and  again  he 
would  become  intoxicated,  sober,  then 
sorry.  Then  he  would  usually  go  to 
church,  make  his  way  to  the  altar, 
and  plead  with  God  to  deliver  him 
from  this  wretched  habit.  I  feel  sure 
that  if  God  could  have  penetrated 
that  troubled  soul.  He  would  have 
said:  "Get  thee  up.  It  is  not  the  time 
to  pray.  It  is  time  to  deal  with  your 
sin." 

Identified  in  Death 

Why  is  it  useless  to  pray  for  vic- 
tory? Simply  because  God  has  al- 
ready given  the  victory.  Christ  has 
provided  deliverance  not  only  from 
the  penalty  of  our  sin,  but  also  from 
the  power  of  sin  in  our  lives. 

Many  a  Christian  will  say:  "I 
know  that  is  true;  I  have  heard  it 
often.  But  how  may  I  appropriate 
this  victory  in  my  own  life?"  The 
answer  to  this  question  comes  from 
knowing  a  very  important  fact:  de- 
liverance has  two  aspects,  the  divine 
and  the  human.

Unfortunately,  many  Christians 
fall  into  error  here.  They  either  be- 
lieve that  their  sanctification  depends 
entirely  upon  their  own  efforts,  or 
else  they  believe  they  are  simply 
passive  agents  in  God's  hands,  thus 
neglecting   their  own   responsibility. 

The  divine  aspect  of  victory  can 
be  summarized  briefly:  we  are  iden- 
tified wdth  Christ  in  His  death  and 
resurrection.  In  Romans  6:11,  Paul 
says:  "Reckon  .  .  .  yourselves  to  be 
dead  indeed  unto  sin,  but  alive  unto 
God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord." 

One  of  the  most  mysterious  facts 
of  our  redemption  is  that  when  Jesus 
died,  we  died  too.  "Ye  are  dead"  is 
the  blunt  statement  of  Colossians  3:2. 
Mysterious  though  it  be;  however  it  is 
not  beyond  understanding  for  the 
believer,  and  the  acceptance  of  this 
fact  constitutes  the  first  step  toward 
victory,  for  "he  that  is  dead  is  freed 
from  sin"  (Rom.  6:7). 

What  kind  of  death  is  Paul  speak- 
ing of?  Obviously  it  is  not  physical 
death,  for  we  were  not  even  bom 
when  Jesus  died.  Nor  is  it  spiritual 
death;  on  the  contrary,  it  was  our 
Lord's  sacrifice  which  procured  for 
us  spiritual  life. 

The  answer  is  in  the  verse  before 
us:  "Reckon  .  .  .  yourselves  to  be 
dead  unto  sin."  When  Jesus  died, 
we  died  to  sin.  The  essential  element 
of  death  is  separation.  Physical  death 
is  the  separation  of  the  body  from 
the  spirit.  Spiritual  death  is  the  sepa- 
ration of  man  from  God.  Death  to 
sin  is  the  separation  of  man  from  sin. 
When  Jesus  died,  we  were  severed 
once  and  for  all  from  the  bondage  of 
evil. 

Does  this  mean  that  the  Christian 
cannot  sin?  No,  as  experience  plainly 
reveals.  It  does  mean,  however,  that 
if  and  when  a  Christian  sins,  he  does 
so  from  choice,  and  not  compulsion. 

Identified  in  Resurrection 

In  addition  to  being  identified 
with  our  Lord  in  death,  we  are  also 
identified     in     resurrection.     When 


Christ    was    raised,    we    too    were 
raised. 

This  is  not  physical  resurrection; 
not  until  Jesus  Christ  returns  from 
heaven  will  our  bodies  be  called  out 
of  the  tombs.  Rather,  it  is  spiritual 
resurrection,  which  means  that  we 
are  alive,  or  united,  to  God. 

Because  of  this  union  with  God, 
we  are  recipients  of  righteousness. 
From  Him  we  receive  the  power  to 
serve  Him.  We  are  crucified  with 
Christ;  nevertheless  we  live.  But  it 
is  really  Christ  who  lives  in  us.  And 
the  life  which  we  live  in  the  flesh 
we  live  by  the  power  of  God  (Gal. 
2:20). 

Here  then  is  the  basic  difference 
between  the  saved  and  unsaved  man. 
The  sinner  is  alive  to  sin,  but  dead 
to  God.  The  saint  is  dead  to  sin, 
and  alive  to  God.  Both  can,  and  do, 
sin;  but  the  unsaved  man  sins  from 
the  compulsion  of  his  depravity, 
whereas  the  Christian  sins  when  he 
willfully  chooses  evil. 

These  words,  if  addressed  to  the 
sinner,  would  be  empty.  As  we  have 
noted,  he  is  neither  alive  to  God  nor 
dead  to  sin.  This  is  the  reason  that 
all  efforts  to  reform  the  unsaved  ulti- 
mately end  in  failure.  Moreover, 
these  commands  carry  no  meaning  for 
the  Christian  who  is  seeking  right- 
eousness through  the  commands  of 
the  law,  for  the  law  is  simply  a  stand- 
ard of  righteousness,  imparting  no 
power  to  those  who  wish  to  keep  it. 

Deliverance 

But  for  the  Christian  who  has 
appropriated  the  facts  of  his  identifi- 
cation with  Christ  in  Romans  6:12 
to  14  is  to  be  found  the  key  to  de- 
liverance. 

How  does  this  deliverance  come? 
Not  by  prayer.  Not  simply  by  resting 
on  the  promises  of  God.  Radrer,  by  a 
decisive  exercise  of  the  redeemed 
%vill.  These  statements  of  Paul  are 
not   promises,    they   are   commands. 

God  supplies  the  provision,  but 
we  through  His  grace  must  supply 
the  decision.  When  a  Christian  sins, 
it  is  because,  basically,  he  desires  to 
do  so.  To  be  sure,  if  he  is  bom  again, 
he  will  soon  be  filled  with  sorrow. 
He  will  abhor  that  which  he  has 
done.  But  he  sins  through  his  own 
choice.

Every  Chris- 
tian shoidd  read  this  astounding  story,  for  there  is  the 
possihility  that  some  weak  Christian  in  your  church  might 
need  spiritual  help! 


Author's  Note 

"1  write  this  article  anonymously,  and  as  you  read  it  there 
will  he  no  question  as  to  why.  It  is  in  no  way  intended  to 
pinpoint  or  deride  any  person  or  persons,  or  any  given 
church  or  institution  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The  sole 
intent  is  for  edification  of  Christians  that  they  might 
he  awakened.  I  have  felt  led  to  write  this  article  in  all 
its  severity." 


The  bruises  which  I  have  received 
in  the  past  months  physically,  men- 
tally, and  above  all,  spiritually  have 
been  very  severe.  They  have  led  to 
embitterment  within  my  soul,  but 
at  the  same  time  I  have  begun  to  have 
an  understanding  of  the  predicament 
of  the  fallen  saint  along  with  a  com- 
passion for  them  as  I  seek  restored 
fellowship  with  God.  It  is  truly  a 
worse  condition  than  being  lost  in 
the  respect  that  the  fallen  saint  has 
had  his  eyes  and  heart  opened  by  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Prior  to  being  saved  one 
could  sin  in  ignorance,  but  not  when 
one's  name  appears  in  the  Book  of 
Life. 

It  has  been  over  a  vear  since  I 
first  went  the  way  of  John— when 
I  departed  from  the  ^vork  of  the  Lord. 
During  this  time,  I  have  actually  felt 
the  strength  of  Christ  drained  from 
me,  but  always  there  has  been  an 
inner  cry  of  my  soul  to  return  again 
even  as  we  find  John  did  (Col.  4:10; 
remember  John's  surname  was  Mark). 
Also  during  this  time,  I  believe  the 
Lord  led  me  to  meet  se-\'eral  other 
Christians  who  also  had  fallen  by 
the  wayside.  Because  I  am  using  no 
names,  I  will  relate  some  of  the  con- 
ditions under  which  I  found  them 
living. 

MORALITY 

One  was  a  youno;  woman  Avho  I 
met  as  I  drove  along  a  main  high- 
way.  I  stopped  to  give  her  a  lift  to 
the  next  city  some  thirty  miles  away. 
She  was  en  route  to  the  bedside  of  her 
father  who  ^\'as  not  expected  to  live 
because  of  a  heart  attack.  Upon  the 
dash  of  my  car  laid  a  Bible  in  full 
view  of  any  passenger.  This  young 
girl  of  twenty-two  or  -three  soon 
spotted  it  in  the  dim  light  of  the  ap- 
proaching cars,  and  it  served  to  start 
our  conversation. 

At  this  time  I  had  only  begun  my 
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own  spiritual  decline;  therefore  as 
she  told  me  her  story  I  was  unable 
at  first  to  comprehend  the  credi- 
bility of  it.  She  told  me  that  at  one 
time  she  had  been  a  missionary  stu- 
dent studying  to  serve  the  Lord,  but 
for  some  reason  which  she  did  not 
reveal  to  me,  she  had  left  school. 
Within  two  years  from  that  time  she 
had  hit  the  bottom  of  the  barrel. 
Only  a  few  weeks  prior  to  the  time 
I  met  her  she  had  been  released  from 
jail,  acquitted  because  of  lack  of 
evidence.  She  maintained  that  she 
was  innocent,  but  she  had  to  spend 
six  weeks  in  jail  before  her  trial. 

This  in  itself  was  incidental,  how- 
ever, to  what  she  was  next  to  reveal 
to  me.  In  her  descent,  or  backsliding 
as  it  is  often  called,  she  had  met  the 
wrong  crowd  and  found  herself  slip- 
ping farther  and  farther  away  from 
the  Lord  until  finally  she  fell  in  love 
with  one  of  them.  This  sounds  nor- 
mal, and  it  did  to  me  until  she  re- 
vealed that  her  lover  was  a  woman! 
From  a  missionary  school  to  homo- 
sexuality—incredible, but  true.  At 
this  point  I  had  heard  enough  to 
make  me  cringe  within,  but  she  had 
not  finished.  She  had  at  last  found 
a  friend  in  Christ  to  whom  she  could 
unburden  her  heart,  and  she  didn't 
want  to  stop.  Her  next  revelation  to 
me  was  that  she  was  making  part  of 
her  daily  living  from  prostitution. 

The  first  reaction  to  her  story 
misht  well  be,  "She  never  knew 
Christ."  Oh  my  brothers  and  sisters, 
if  I  could  only  say  that!  I  talked  with 
her  for  more  than  two  hours,  and  at 
the  end  of  our  conversation  I  firmly 
believed  that  she  had  known  Christ. 
In  her  present  condition  she  still  de- 
sired Him  in  her  heart,  but  Satan  had 
destroyed  her  testimony.  Even  in  her 
fallen  condition  she  was  still  trying 
to  tell  her  friends  of  Him.  Of  course, 
she  knew  as  I  did,  it  was  useless. 
Satan  had  made  a  mockery  of  her  life, 
and  in  no  way  could  she  back  up  her 
words  with  actions. 

SENSUALITY 

Another  person  I  know,  a  woman 
of  less  than  thirty  years  of  age  and  a 
mother  of  four  children,  has  found 
herself  away  from  the  fold  by 
choice.  She  has  been  married  twice, 
and  now  works  in  a  rather  unseemly 
place  in  order  to  support  herself  and 


children.  She  and  her  second  hus- 
band had  accepted  Christ  into  their 
lives,  and  they  had  lived  a  very  happy 
life  in  Him.  Then  came  the  test— 
they  moved  to  another  city.  In  Iheir 
new  environment  they  found  that 
they  could  not  find  work  which 
would  meet  their  financial  needs  ex- 
cept in  their  former  occupation 
which  had  been  dance  instruction. 
To  go  back  to  this  type  of  work 
meant  to  them  leaving  church,  for 
they  felt  h^'pocritical  in  doing  both. 
They  had  to  make  a  choice,  and  they 
made  it  in  a  moment  of  faltering 
faith  even  as  Peter  had  faltered  when 
walking  on  the  water.  They  chose 
dance  instruction.  Satan  had  won 
with  a  clever  device  which  he  uses 
often. 

This  decision  was  the  \\Tong  one, 
which  any  Christian  knows.  Satan 
can  turn  this  trap  on  the  believer 
when  least  expected,  and  if  one 
turns  from  the  Lord  for  a  moment, 
he  could  be  ensnared. 

Three  of  her  children  were  by  her 
first  husband,  and  after  three  years  of 
marriage  to  her  second  husband,  she 
was  again  expecting.  Three  months 
before  the  child  was  born,  however, 
her  husband  disappeared  with  only 
a  note  of  goodby.  I  am  not  aware  of 
his  present  condition,  but  I  do  know 
that  it  cannot  be  for  the  good,  and 
she  waits  with  a  heart  of  love  for  his 
permanent  return.  She  saw  him  for  a 
few  weeks  after  the  child  was  born, 
but  it  climaxed  in  a  repeat  perform- 
ance. Her  present  occupation  as  a 
waitress  in  a  nightclub  gave  vent  to 
the  vices  of  drinking  and  smoking, 
and  she  indulged  in  both  greedily  in 
an  effort  to  forget  her  wound.  She 
has  since  told  me  that  it  only  made 
it  worse. 

One  could  ask  of  her  also:  "Did 
she  knov\'  Christ?"  Her  children  at- 
tend Sunday  school  every  Sunday, 
but,  though  she  longs  to  go,  she 
won't.  Why?  Because  of  the  fear  that 
she  would  have  to  surrender  her  job, 
for  she  knows  in  her  heart  that  that 
is  Christ's  will.  She  has  not  the  faith 
to  trust  Him  to  supply  the  children's 
needs  at  this  moment.  You  who  read 
this  article  pray  for  this  girl  right 
now.  I  know  the  Lord  can  provide 
for  her  in  both  material  and  spiritual 
ways,  and  He  can  give  her  the  faith 
she  needs  to  step  out  for  Him.  I  feel 


also  that  her  name  is  recorded  in  the 
Book  of  Life,  for  I  have  talked  many 
times  with  her,  and  when  we  speak 
of  Christ,  a  warmth  comes  over  her 
that  only  His  presence  can  give. 

These  two  incidents  are  severe,  but 
by  no  means  uncommon.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  relate  other  cases  which 
I  know  personally  to  be  true.  These 
serve  to  accentuate  the  possibility  of 
the  state  into  which  a  Christian 
could  fall  if  he  continues  not  stead- 
fast in  the  Word.  The  Bible  calls 
these  Christians  "carnal,"  for  they 
seek  the  world.  In  Paul's  writings 
to  the  Corinthians,  the  same  things 
are  found  as  are  in  the  lives  of  these 
two  women.  Still  Paul  addresses  the 
Corinthians  as  "saints,"  but  he  also 
admonishes  them  severely  for  their 
actions,  and  then  goes  on  to  edify 
them  for  the  Lord.  The  two  women 
both  left  the  church,  but  the  Co- 
rinthians in  part  were  still  in  the 
church.   How  about  today? 

LACK  OF  LOVE 

"I  would  be  a  Christian  except 
that  I  see  so  much  hypocrisy."  Have 
you  ever  heard  this  statement?  Jesus 
said:  "And  if  a  house  be  divided 
against  itself,  that  house  cannot 
stand"  (Mark  3:25).  How  much  of 
the  derision  that  exists  today  stems 
directly  from  the  actions  of  many 
members  of  the  church  in  their  failure 
to  live  up  to  God's  standards!  There 
is  division  within  the  church  itself, 
often  only  in  petty  ways;  yet  each  bit 
of  di\':sion  helps  to  weaken  the  whole. 
The  church  itself  is  standing  because 
Christ  is  the  Anchor,  and  with  Him 
there  is  no  division,  but  many  mem- 
bers of  the  church  tend  to  weaken 
the  whole  because  they  become  as 
dead  branches. 

There  is  one  thing  above  all  else 
that  a  Christian  should  have  within 
his  heart— that  is  love— love  abound- 
ing for  both  the  saved  and  the  un- 
saved.  If  there  is  any  one  thing  which 
will  help  win  a  soul  to  Christ,  it  is 
genuine  love  of  a  Christian  for  an- 
other soul.  I  am  not  speaking  of  a 
doctrine  of  love  as  the  Gospel  with 
its  wishy-washy  do  good  policy,  for 
there  is  but  one  Gospel,  and  that  is 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  and  Him 
crucified.  This  is  the  love  which 
Christ  exemplified  for  us  when  He 
hung  upon  the  cross.  At  this  time 
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when  He  was  suffering  in  agony, 
which  in  reahty  is  unimaginable  to 
any  of  us,  He  was  still  heard  to  cry: 
"Father,  forgive  them;  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do"  (Luke  23:34). 

UNCONCERNED 

The  lack  of  this  love,  and  the 
resulting  division  which  is  evinced 
by  the  unsaved  is  illustrated  with  the 
following  story: 

There  was  a  man  who  had  been 
very  close  to  God  in  His  Son  Jesus 
Christ.  In  all  sincerity  he  loved  the 
Lord  and  worked  for  Him,  desiring 
to  serve  Him.  From  this  desire,  and 
its  resultant  leading,  he  went  to  a 
Bible  school  somewhere  in  this 
U.S.A.  and  commenced  to  study  for 
the  ministry.  It  was  his  firm  belief 
that  it  was  the  Lord's  will  for  him  to 
do  so.  Then  Satan  struck  in  an 
earnest  attempt  to  tempt  him,  and 
continued  until  this  man  succumbed. 
It  was  only  in  a  small  thing  you  might 
say,  but  he  succumbed.  In  a  moment 
of  weakness  he  smoked  a  cigarette. 
There  were  reasons  that  led  to  it 
naturally,  v\'hich  need  not  be  men- 
tioned here. 

This  moment  proved  to  be  fatal  in 
the  following  months,  for  the  tough- 
est thing  he  had  had  to  do  when  he 
became  a  Christian  was  to  give  them 
up,  but  the  Lord  had  conquered  them 
for  him.  Now,  however,  he  did  not 
find  strength  forthcoming.  He  knew 
what  he  must  do  if  he  could  not  con- 
quer this  habit  again,  so  in  his  effort 
to  find  the  answer  he  went  to  a 
member  of  the  faculty  and  asked  for 
a  conference.  It  was  agreed  that  it 
would  be  in  the  strictest  confidence. 
During  the  course  of  their  conversa- 
tion, the  man  could  not  bring  him- 
self to  tell  this  faculty  member  the 
real  reason  why  he  had  wanted  the 
conference,  but  discussed  instead 
some  other  matters  of  a  very  personal 
nature.  The  reason  that  he  didn't 
bring  out  the  principle  point  could 
have  been  shame  or  uneasiness.  He 
doesn't  know  himself.  The  following 

o 

week  at  a  meeting  in  a  church  of  the 
same  denomination  of  which  this 
faculty  man  was  a  member,  the  pas- 
tor of  the  church  who  knew  this  man 
came  up  to  him  and  began  to  dis- 
cuss his  "confidential"  meeting.  Pos- 
sibly the  Lord  held  his  tongue  for  a 
reason. 


Soon  after  this  he  left  school  be- 
cause of  his  shame  before  the  Lord, 
and  because  he  could  not  live  a  lie 
—smoking,  yet  attending  Bible 
School.  He  had  prayed  day  after  day 
for  hours  before  he  made  this  final 
decision  asking  God  to  eliminate  this 
sin  from  his  life,  but  somehow  he 
failed  to  find  the  help  he  sought.  The 
reason  was  unknown  then,  but  it 
may  now  be  coming  to  light.  The 
months  went  slowly  after  he  left 
school,  and  although  the  school  knew 
his  address  and  even  forwarded  some 


mail  to  him,  there  was  never  a  let- 
ter of  inquiry  as  to  why  he  left  school. 
He  had  left  the  school  without  no- 
tice of  any  kind.  This  would  seem  a 
rather  strange  action  for  one  who  was 
studying  for  the  ministry,  and  al- 
though it  was  wrong  of  him  to  do  so, 
it  would  seem  that  it  might  have 
aroused  suspicions  of  a  spiritual 
trouble. 

After  he  left  school,  he  tried  to  re- 
gain strength  in  his  former  church. 
It  turned  out  to  be  a  failing  proposi- 
tion. Previous  to  starting  back  to 
church  he  had  had  a  visit  from  his 
pastor,  and  one  visit  from  two  mem- 
bers of  the  church  on  a  visitation 
night.  (At  this  point  I  would  like  to 
say  that  I  do  not  feel  the  pastor 
should  be  included  in  the  rest  of 
what  I  have  to  say  as  he  is  already 
overtaxed   with   duties).    The   visita- 


tion night  was  not  a  success,  how- 
ever, for  he  was  not  at  home  when 
they  came. 

WHO  CARES? 

Within  a  short  period  of  time 
after  resuming  a  position  in  part, 
which  he  had  held  in  the  church  prior 
to  his  entrance  to  the  Bible  School, 
he  left  the  church.  Again  because  of 
shame  he  said  nothing,  but  within  he 
knew  that  he  was  not  living  up  to 
God's  standards  for  his  life  in  order 
to  be  a  leader.  Certainly  to  all  con- 
cerned this  should  have  been  a  sign 
of  something  drastically  wrong,  for 
he  had  been  a  steadfast  worker  in  the 
same  position  before. 

Once  again  he  had  the  experience 
of  not  being  contacted  by  anyone. 
(A  period  of  over  six  months  at  the 
time  of  this  writing.)  No  letters,  no 
visits.  The  Lord's  will?  It  might  be, 
and  it  would  be  easier  to  look  at  it 
that  way,  but  in  the  heart  of  this  man 
it  does  not  register  that  way.  I  know, 
for  I  am  that  man. 

Satan  has  used  this  to  create  with- 
in me  a  feeling  of  bitterness,  but 
somehow  the  Lord  assures  me  that  He 
will  erase  it  one  day.  There  is,  how- 
ever, an  indelible  mark  left  upon  me 
which  has  registered  gradually  over 
these  lonely  months  as  I've  tried 
to  seek  the  Lord.  That  mark  is  this: 
How  can  those  who  profess  Chris- 
tianity, and  who  are  busy  leading 
others  in  Christ,  hope  to  possibly 
attain  a  topmost  peak  of  leading  souls 
to  Christ  if  they  are  so  divided  among 
themselves  as  to  completely  forget 
one  of  their  own  flock?  Close  friends 
among  the  unbelievers  rarely  do  this. 

I  am  weak,  and  I  am  guilty  of  my 
own  sins  before  God.  There  is  no 
one  else  to  blame,  but  I  wonder  if  I 
had  been  shown  a  little  love  at  the 
right  time  if  I  would  have  drifted  so 
far  away?  This  question  has  often 
plagued  me.  A  wound  is  often  healed 
with  loving  care,  and  a  wajwsLTd 
child  turned  from  his  erring  ways  by 
words  from  one  who  cared.  A  brother 
or  sister  in  the  Lord  who  came  to 
spend  time  in  His  Word  and  in 
prayer  would  have  been  a  welcome 
sight  at  my  door  many  evenings,  but 
they  never  came.  How  much  more 
it  would  have,  and  still  would  mean, 
if  one  came  on  a  night  other  than 
visitation  night.  Please  do  not  take 
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PERU,  INDIANA 


The  year  1960  proved  a  prosper- 
ous one  under  God  for  the  Peru 
Brethren  Church,  and  to  our  God  we 
give  the  glory.  Because  of  His  bless- 
ing in  a  willing  people  the  Sunday 
school  has  knowoi  steady  gains 
throughout  the  year  and  reached 
its  attendance  climax  in  November 
when  a  22  percent  increase  was  at- 
tained. In  a  large  measure  this  has 
been  due  to  the  efforts  of  a  Christian 
policeman  who  each  week  since  Au- 
gust has  been  driving  a  bus  rented 
from  the  city  in  the  interest  of  our 
school.  This  brother  has  a  real  love 
for  children,  and  we  praise  God 
for  him. 

As  we  look  back  we  also  praise 
God  for  a  fine  DVBS  during  the 
summer  which  saw  some  eighteen 
young  people  accept  Christ.  Many  of 
these  were  baptized,  and  we  have  had 
other  additions  and  baptisms  for 
which  we  thank  God. 

This  fall  a  junior  church  program 
was  started  in  our  church  with  a 
dedicated  and  skillful  leader  in  Mrs. 
Owen  Sheller. 

In  our  thanksgiving,  we  would 
also  mention  the  securing  of  a  new 
Hammond   organ   in   December. 

We  should  like  the  prayers  of  the 


Brethren  for  several  couples  who  are 
attending  our  church  who  should 
make  decisions  for  Christ.  This  past 
Sunday  one  wife  and  mother  pub- 
licly confessed  Christ,  but  there  are 
several  adults  whom  we  desire  to  be- 
come trophies  of  grace.

A    MEMORIAL     TO 

(1876-1961)

The  homegoing  of  the  widow  of 
the  late  Dr.  Louis  S.  Bauman,  in  a 
sense,  marks  the  end  of  a  generation 
in  the  history  of  The  Brethren 
Church.  She  was  born  in  Palestine, 
Ohio,  on  October  10,  1876,  the  sec- 
ond oldest  in  a  family  of  six  chil- 
dren, five  of  v\'hom  were  brothers.  At 
the  age  of  about  tv\'enty-five  she 
came  to  the  State  of  Washington, 
having  been  preceded  by  her  oldest 
brother  Will.  The  rest  of  the  fam- 
ily followed  in  1902  and  took  their 
place  among  the  pioneer  residents  in 
the  lower  Yakima  Valley  near  the 
little  town  of  Sunnyside.  Retta  Vir- 

Will  took 
the 
wheat-growing  hills  south  of  Sunny- 
side.  Later  she  entered  training  for 
a  nursing  career,  but  ill  health  caused 
her  to  terminate  these  studies  short 
of  graduation— a  decision  which  was 
to  change  the  entire  course  of  her  life. 

In  her  early  childhood  Retta  Vir- 
sinia  had  become  a  member  of  the 
Reformed  Church.  When  the  family 
moved  to  Sunnvside  they  attended 
the  Federated  Church,  a  cooperative 
project  supported  by  several  denomi-

Dr.  Louis  S.  Bauman — 1875-1950 


nations  including  The  Brethren 
Church.  Upon  the  dissolution  of  this 
cooperative  effort,  the  Brethren,  rep- 
resented by  the  writer's  father  W.  S. 
McClain,  purchased  the  building. 
Under  the  pastoral  leadership  of  the 
late  Dr.  W.  S.  Bell,  in  1911  the 
church  called  Evangelist  Louis  S. 
Bauman  to  conduct  three  weeks  of 
services.  In  a  very  real  sense,  this 
meeting  marked  a  spiritual  epoch  in 
the  religious  life  of  the  entire 
community.  There  were  approxi- 
mately 300  public  decisions  for 
Christ,  and  many  of  these  united 
with  the  Brethren  congregation, 
among  whom  was  Retta  Virginia 
Stover  (also  the  writer  and  his  wife). 

At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the 
evangelist  suffered  a  brief  but  severe 
illness,  and  Retta  Virginia  (not  un- 
willingly) was  called  in  as  a  nurse 
to  care  for  him.  Thus  began  a  friend- 
ship which  quickly  eventuated  in 
an  engagement;  and  one  year  later 
(1912)  the  marriage  took  place  at 
the  bride's  home  near  Sunnyside.  It 
was  a  very  happy  union.  From  its 
beginning  Retta  Virginia  entered 
upon  the  career  of  a  mother  to  the 
two  children  by  her  husband's  for- 
mer marriage,  Iva  and  Paul,  aged 
eight  and  four  respectively.  The 
writer  was  present  at  the  wedding, 
and  quite  vividly  recalls  seeing  little 
Paul,  worn  out  by  the  excitement  of 
the  occasion,  lying  fast  asleep  in  the 
arms  of  his  new  mother.  Through  the 
vears  of  her  life  she  presided  over 
the  home  with  dignity,  graciousness 
and  loving  care. 

After  the  marriage  the  family  v\'ent 
to  Long  Beach,  California,  where  the 
district  mission  board  sponsored  an 
evangelistic  meeting  for  the  purpose 
of  starting  a  new  Brethren  church. 

o 

The  meeting  was  held  in  a  tent,  and 


God  blessed  in  a  fruitful  harvest  of 
souls.  The  newly  organized  congrega- 
tion immediately  extended  a  call  to 
the  evangelist  to  remain  as  pastor, 
which  he  agreed  to  do  for  a  period 
of  one  year.  In  the  good  providence 
of  God  this  period  was  prolonged 
through  the  space  of  thirty-three 
vears,  and  the  original  group  of  five 
Brethren  there  grew  into  a  church 
of  1800  members.  At  the  side  of  the 
pastor  all  these  years  was  his  loyal 
and  faithful  wife,  Retta  Virginia, 
who  served  as  a  deaconess  through 
most  of  his  ministry  there.  In  1948 
they  moved  to  Washington,  D.  C, 
where  Dr.  Bauman  served  as  pastor 
of  the  First  Brethren  Church  until 
his  death  in  1950.  At  this  time  Mrs. 
Bauman  came  to  Winona  Lake  to 
make  her  home  with  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Paul  R.  Bauman. 

Shortly  after  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band Mrs.  Bauman  suffered  a  stroke 
which  greatly  weakened  her  and  be- 
gan a  process  of  deterioration  leading 
at  last  to  a  cerebral  hemorrhage  on 
February  2,  1961,  thus  ending  her 
earthly  life  and  ushering  her  into 
the  presence  of  the  Lord  she  loved— 
a  state  which  for  the  Christian  is 
"very  far  better."  And  now  for  her 
there  is  no  more  weakness  and  pain, 
no  more  loneliness,  and  the  dim 
shadows  of  the  mind  are  sv\'ept  away 
forever.

THE  PURE  PILGRIM 


Note:  This  is  the  first  of  four  Bible  study 
articles  by  Professor  Hamilton  dealing  with 
Psalm  119:1-32.  We  trust  that  many  of  our 
readers  will  join  us  once  each  month  in 
their  family  devotions  as  we  consider  a 
portion    of    this    remarkable    Psalm. — P.R.B 

Millions  of  Moslems  trek  annually 
to  Mecca— from  westernmost  Africa 
and  Pacific  Islands.  They  seek  to 
visit  the  holiest  of  Islam's  cities,  a 
place  that  actually  is  a  miserable  col- 
lection of  unclean  buildings  sur- 
rounding a  huge  mosque  with  sacred 
objects  in  the  courtyard.  A  joumev 
to  Mecca  is  necessar\'  to  become  a 
Mohammedan  saint. 

Peter  points  out  that  Christians  are 
strangers  (living  among  a  foreign 
population)  and  pilgrims  (I  Pet.  2; 
11).  The  central  aim  of  the  Christian 
pilgrim  is  not  any  earthly  city,  "  for 
here  have  we  no  continuing  city, 
but  we  seek  one  to  come." 

Moslem  pilgrims  have  a  book,  Al 
Qorflw— sensuous  writings  of  Mo- 
hammed, self-styled  prophet  of  God 
—to  guide  them.  Christian  pilgrims 
have  the  Holy  Bible— the  very  Word 
of  God  recorded  by  holy  men  "moved 
by  the  Holy  Ghost"— to  lead  them. 

One  psalm  in  the  Bible  is  of  great 
help  to  the  Christian  pilgrim  in  his 
journey  on  earth.  This  is  psalm  119 
often  ignored  because  of  its  length. 
Actually  this  psalm  is  a  remarkable 
source  of  practical  guidance  on  the 
Christian  pilgrim's  use  and  applica- 
tion of  God's  Word  along  the  paths 
through  the  wilderness  of  the  world. 

The  Pilgrim's  Properties 

Verse  1  shows  the  pilgrim  who 
delights  God.  He  is  "undefiled  in 
the  wav."  He  is  complete  in  God's 
sight  because  he  walks  in  the  trodden 
path  in  which  all  pilgrims  journey 
who  love  the  Lord.  That  path  is  the 
law  of  the  Lord.  In  the  days  when 
Psalm  119  was  written,  this  was 
especially  true  in  the  case  of  the  first 
five  books  of  the  Old  Testament. 
Today  this  includes  for  the  Christian 
pilgrim  both  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments. 

Practice  makes  perfect,   according 


PSALM   119:1-8 

to  an  old  saying.  The  more  the  Chris- 
tian pilgrim  follows  the  directions 
of  God's  holy  Word,  the  more  com- 
pletely he  delights  God.  A  man  seek- 
ing a  way  to  avoid  an  objectionable 
detour,  took  out  a  road  map.  He 
marked  a  short  cut  and  proceeded  to 
follow  it.  Soon  he  was  lost.  The  route 
he  selected  included  several  unmark- 
ed country  roads  that  tv\'isted  in  con- 
fusing directions.  The  road  map  only 
clearly  marked  state  and  federal  high- 
ways. The  pilgrim  that  walks  in 
God's  Word  cannot  become  lost  if  he 
does  what  the  Bible  says.  There  are 
no  unmarked  paths  therein. 

Finally,  the  pure  pilgrim  is  a 
blessed  person.  He  is  happy,  for  in 
\valking  in  God's  Word,  he  follows 
the  good  Shepherd  who  leads  him 
in  paths  of  righteousness  for  His 
name's  sake. 

His  Performance 

The  pure  pilgrim  keeps  God's  testi- 
monies (yy.  2  and  8)  and  His  stat- 
iites.  This  keeping  is  really  obsen'ing 
God's  testimonies  and  then  doing, 
habitually,  what  God's  Word  re- 
quires. This  is  not  mere  casual 
acquaintance  with  the  contents  of  the 
Bible.  It  is  not  mere  automatic,  rou- 
tine recitation  of  the  Scriptures  to  see 
how  much  one  knows  to  gain  a  prize. 
It  is  so  hiding  the  Word  of  God  in 
one's  heart  that  the  pilgrim's  walk 
and  life  shows  that  he  keeps  God's 
testimonies  and  statutes  to  avoid  sin- 
ning against  the  Author  of  the  Bible. 

The  pure  pilgrim  seeks  God  xvith 
the  whole  heart.  The  root  idea  of  the 
word  seek,  verse  2,  is  a  person,  place, 
or  thing  which  is  greatly  frequented 
by  the  tramping  of  the  feet  of  those 
who  go  there.  The  point  is  that  the 
pure  pilgrim  is  one  who,  with  whole 
heart  firmly  set  on  the  Lord,  has 
frequented  Him  greatly.  The  steps 
leading  to  a  certain  pagan  temple 
have  been  v\'orn  away  by  the  inces- 
sant tramping  of  a  false  god's  fol- 
lowers. Do  we  also  diligently  seek 
God— with  the  whole  heart? 

Then,  too,  the  pure  pilgrim  does 


no  iniquity  because  he  walks  in  God's 
ways.  This  describes  his  habitual 
performance,  based  on  his  walk. 
Notice  carefully  that  this  third  verse 
does  not  say  'They  also  do  no  in- 
iquity." Rather  the  meaning  of  the 
verse  is  this:  As  the  pilgrim  walks 
in  God's  ways  he  does  no  iniquity. 
Walking  without  God,  there  is  no 
strength,  no  guide  to  keep  us  from 
iniquity. 

His  Program 

The  pure  pilgrim  is  to  keep  God's 
precepts  diligently  (v.  4),  direct  his 
ways  (by  God's  direction)  to  keep 
His  statutes  (v.  5)  and  have  respect 
unto  all  divine  commandments  (v. 
6).  The  keeping  of  God's  precepts  is 
to  be  a  thoroughgoing  act  and  not 
halfhearted.  But  this  can  only  be 
accomplished  as  the  Lord  prepares 
and  establishes  the  pilgrim's  way.  If 
we  are  not  prepared  by  God,  we  can- 
not possibly  have  the  desire  to  keep 
His  statutes.  Only  as  a  soldier  is  in- 
doctrinated and  drilled  is  he  able  to 
execute  faithfully  military  commands. 
The  pilgrim  has  this  assurance:  "But 
the  Lord  is  faithful,  who  shall  stab- 
lish  you,  and  keep  you  from  evil" 
(II  T'hess.  3:3). 

To  have  respect  for  God's  com- 
mandments is  actually  to  look  into 
them  attentively.  Do  we  look  at- 
tentively into  the  injunctions  of  God's 
Word  to  see  how  we  may  carry  out 
His  will  for  our  lives  in  such  a  way 
that  we  have  respect  for  His  plans 
for  our  pilgrim  journey? 

His  Praise 

Verse  7  defines  the  pure  pilgrim's 
praise.  Uprightness  of  heart  shall  be 
the  motivating  power.  But  it  is  not 
man's  own  righteousness.  For  man's 
natural  inclination  is  to  shun  God 
and  His  wav.  The  uprightness  of 
heart  mentioned  by  the  psalmist  is 
that  which  comes  when  the  pilgrim 
has  "learned  thy  righteous  judg- 
ments," O  God.

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THE  WONDER 

of  the 

BOOK  OF  GOD 


"Thv  testimonies  are  wonderful," 
is  the  enthusiastic  outburst  of  the 
psalmist.  Such  have  been  the  out- 
bursts that  have  echoed  from  soul  to 
soul  down  through  the  centuries  of 
time.  "Thy  testimonies  are  wonder- 
ful" (Ps.  119:129).  Sir  Walter  Scott, 
that  famed  writer  of  novels  of  long 
ago,  in  his  dying  hour  asked  his  son- 
in-law  to  read  to  him  from  the  Book. 
Lockhart,  in  bewilderment,  inquired 
of  him,  "What  book?"  To  which  the 
great  man  replied:  "The  Book;  there 
is  only  one  Book,  the  Bible.  In  the 
whole  world  it  is  called  'The  Book.' " 
And  the  great  man  was  right.  There 
is  only  one  Book.  All  other  books  are 
mere  leaves,  mere  fragments,  mere 
attempts.  The  Bible  alone  is  the  per- 
fect book.  It  is  the  eternal  book.  It 
is  the  preat  voice;  all  others  are 
merely  echoes. 

The  psalmist  as  he  surveyed  the 
works  of  God  burst  forth  into  this 
paean  of  praise:  "The  heavens  de- 
clare the  glory  of  God:  and  the  fir- 
mament sheweth  his  handywork. 
Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech,  and 
night  unto  night  sheweth  knowledge. 

DO  o 

There  is  no  speech  nor  language, 
where  their  voice  is  not  heard.  Their 
line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth, 
and  their  words  to  the  end  of  the 
world.  In  them  hath  he  set  a  taber- 
nacle for  the  sun,  which  is  as  a 
bridegroom  coming  out  of  his  cham- 
ber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to 
run  a  race.  His  going  forth  is  from 
the  end  of  the  heaven,  and  his  circuit

unto  the  ends  of  it:  and  there  is 
nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof" 
(Ps.  19:1-6).  The  psalmist  has  scarce- 
Iv  uttered  this  magnificent  eulogy 
until  his  mind  turns  to  the  words  of 
God,  and  there  falls  from  his  lips 
such  ^vords  of  praise  as  can  be  ap- 
plied to  no  other  book.  "The  law  of 
the  Lord  is  perfect,  converting  the 
soul:  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is 
sure,  making  wise  the  simple.  The 
statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  re- 
joicing the  heart:  the  commandment 
of  the  Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the 
eves.  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean, 
enduring  for  ever;  the  judgments  of 
the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  al- 
together. More  to  be  desired  are  they 
than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold: 
sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the 
honeycomb.  Moreover  by  them  is  thy 
servant  warned:  and  in  keeping  of 
them  there  is  great  reward"  (Ps.  19: 
7^11). 

For  a  few  minutes  we  shall  medi- 
tate upon  some  of  the  wonders  of  the 
Word  of  God. 

Wonderful  in  Inspiration 

Paul  declares:  "All  scripture  is 
given  by  inspiration  of  God"  (II  Tim. 
3:16).  This  passage  states,  to  make 
it  quite  literal,  that  all  Scripture  is 
God-breathed.  In  this  sense  the 
Scriptures  are  in  the  same  category 
with  creation.  We  are  told  that  the 
heavens  were  made  by  the  "breath 
of  his  mouth."  Into  the  first  man  God 
"breathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath 
of  life  .  .  .  and  man  became  a  living 


soul."  Hence  we  are  to  understand  I 
that  God  breathed  forth  the  Scrip- 
tures. This  means  that  not  man,  but 
the  Scripture,  is  inspired.  Of  course, 
the  writers  of  the  Scriptures  were 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  but 
strictly  speaking,  the  Scriptures  are 
inspired.  This  provides  for  the  ab- 
solute accuracy  of  the  Scriptures,  and 
in  no  way  degrades  the  writers  into 
mere  machines,  thus  preserving  in 
every  book  of  the  Bible  the  human 
touch,  the  human  circumstances,  and  ! 
the  human  personality. 

Wonderful  in  Translation 

On  the  day  of  Pentecost  it  was  a 
historic  fact  that  "every  man  heard 
them  speak  in  his  own  language" 
(Acts  2:6).  God  performed  a  miracle 
of  speaking  in  His  preachers  to  ac- 
complish this  feat.  And  since  the 
message  from  God  recorded  in  the 
Bible  is  a  message  for  all  men,  it  has 
been  wonderful  how  God  has  been 
getting  that  message  to  men  through 
translation.  Through  more  than  nine- 
teen centuries  the  miracle  of  trans- 
lation has  been  going  on.  Today  the 
Word  of  God  has  been  translated 
into  more  than  a  thousand  languages 
and  dialects,  and  it  has  never  lost  any 
of  its  power.  As  the  Irishman  said: 
"Faith,  I  read  my  Father's  Word  in 
my  mother  tongue."  More  than 
thirty-five  years  ago  the  various  pub- 
lishing houses  of  the  world  were 
printing  over  25,000,000  copies  of  the 
Bible  every  year,  to  say  nothing  of 
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the  portions  of  the  Bible.  And  with- 
in the  last  thirty-five  years  the  in- 
crease has  been  so  stupendous  it  de- 
fies our  comprehension. 

Wonderful  in  Preservation 

It  was  Isaiah  who  declared:  "The 
word  of  our  God  shall  stand  for  ever" 
(Isa.  40:8).  By  this  he  meant  among 
other  things  that  the  Word  of  God 
would  be  preserved.  Allow  me,  how- 
ever, to  define  what  I  mean  by 
preservation.  I  shall  do  so  by  way 
of  illustration.  In  my  mother's 
kitchen  I  often  watched  her  put  up 
preserves.  I  saw  her  carefully  cleanse 
a  jar;  then  with  as  much  care  place 
the  cooked  substance  in  the  jar.  The 
final  operation  was  to  seal  the  jar. 
Now  to  put  it  in  a  sentence,  her  ef- 
forts were  expended  in  order  to  pre- 
vent anything  on  the  outside  from 
getting  on  the  inside,  and  to  prevent 
anything  on  the  inside  from  getting 
on  the  outside.  This  is  preservation. 
The  same  thing  is  meant  when  we 
refer  to  the  preservation  of  the  Word 
of  God.  All  that  is  on  the  inside  has 
been  kept  there.  And  all  that  is  on 
the  outside  has  been  kept  on  the 
outside.  Though  this  Book  has  been 
handled  by  countless  hands,  both  by 
friend  and  enemy,  we  have  it  today 
substantially  as  it  came  from  the  pens 
of  the  Spirit-moved  writers  of  long 
ago. 

Wonderful  in  Consummation 

In  the  capstone  book  of  the  Bible 
it  is  recorded,  "And  they  shall 
reign  for  ever  and  ever"  (Rev.  22:5). 
This  is  the  consummation,  and  by 
this  we  mean  the  way  things  come 
out.  There  is  a  longing  in  the  human 
heart  for  things  to  come  out  right. 
And  the  Bible  is  the  only  book  in 
the  \A'orld  that  truly  comes  out  right. 
I  remember  so  well  the  novels  which 
I  read  as  a  boy.  Once  upon  a  time 
there  was  a  beautiful  maiden  with 
eyes  of  azure  blue.  Then  I  was  in- 
troduced to  another  character.  He 
was  a  stalwart,  handsome,  ambitious, 
courageous,  gallant,  young  man. 
And  then  the  two  met,  this  handsome 
young  man  and  the  golden-haired 
maiden.  And  that  meeting  seemed  a 
token  of  things  to  come.  Invariably, 
an  uncontrollable  curiosity  would 
seize  me  at  such  a  time,  and  I  found 
myself  peeking  into  the  last  chapter 


of  the  book.  Oh  .  .  .  and  what  I  saw. 
The  last  lingering  rays  of  the  sun 
are  intermingling  with  the  shadows 
of  evening,  and  the  love-light  in  two 
pairs  of  eyes  and  two  lives  are  inter- 
Uvining  for  the  long  walk  together. 
And  they  lived  happily  ever  after. 

So  it  is  with  the  Bible.  It  comes 
out  right.  The  opening  words  are 
like  a  breath  from  eternity.  "In  the 
beginning  God  created  the  heaven 
and  the  earth."  And  then  I  read  on 
and  I  am  ushered  into  a  garden,  the 
garden  of  God  in  the  paradise  of  the 
past.  I  stand  with  wide-eyed  won- 
der as  I  gaze  upon  the  scene.  I  have 
never  heard  or  read  anything  like 
it.  There  I  see  a  man,  a  perfect  man, 
and  from  an  open  countenance  he 
radiates  a  God-light.  I  soon  become 
aware  of  the  presence  of  a  beautiful 
woman.  But  her  beauty  transcends 
the  beauty  of  any  woman  that  I 
have  ever  read  of  or  seen.  I  follow 
them.  Their  lives  are  filled  with  un- 
told happiness:  no  sin,  no  sorrow,  no 
sighing.  Then  one  day  a  tragedy 
takes  place;  sin  enters  the  scene,  and 
sorrow  and  sighing,  and  suffering  fol- 
low hard  upon  his  heels.  I  am  now 
bound  with  interest  to  these  two 
people.  I  want  to  know  their  fortunes, 
and  with  the  same  curiosity  I  turn  to 
the  last  chapter  of  the  book,  and 
there  I  read:  "And  God  shall  wipe 
away  all  tears  from  their  eyes;  and 
there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither 
sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall 
there  be  any  more  pain:  for  the  for- 
mer things  are  passed  away"  (Rev. 
21:4).  "And  there  shall  be  no  night 
there;  and  they  need  no  candle, 
neither  light  of  the  sun;  for  the  Lord 
God  giveth  them  light:  and  they 
shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever"  (Rev. 
22:5). 

Wonderful  in  Salvation 

Of  the  Scriptures,  it  was  Paul  who 


said  that  they  "are  able  to  make  thee 
wise  unto  salvation"  (II  Tim.  3:15). 
Without  a  doubt,  herein  lies  the 
reason  that  this  Book  is  wonderful  in 
its  consummation.  For  were  it  not 
for  the  fact  that  the  sinning  family 
of  Adam  were  brought  a  message  of 
redemption  and  salvation  from  sin, 
there  would  be  no  happy  and  glorious 
ending  to  the  great  drama  being  en- 
acted in  the  earth  through  the  cen- 
turies. 

The  Bible  in  substance  is  a  reve- 
lation from  God.  In  method  it  was 
given  by  inspiration  of  God.  Its  great 
purpose  is  to  bring  the  salvation  of 
God.  The  Bible  is  not  the  saviour  of 
men.  But  it  does  bring  the  message  to 
men  of  a  great  Saviour  in  the  person 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It  records 
the  pre-existence  of  the  Son  of  God, 
the  supernatural  act  of  humiliation 
and  incarnation  in  human  flesh,  the 
sinless  life  He  lived  among  sinful 
men,  the  vicarious  and  expiatory 
death  He  died  on  Calvary,  the  tri- 
umphant resurrection  from  the  dead, 
His  glorious  ascension  back  to  the 
Father,  His  intercession  for  the  saints, 
and  His  wonderful  coming  again. 
Wonderful  is  the  trail  of  the  Scrip- 
tures through  the  centuries  as  it  has 
carried  this  convicting,  converting, 
transforming,  and  sanctifying  mes- 
sage of  the  Saviour.  Wherever  it  has 
gone  one  may  trace  its  footprints  in 
the  lives  of  men.  Here  a  regenerated 
heart;  there  a  restored  vision;  some- 
where else  a  radiant  life.  Wherever 
it  has  gone,  and  men  have  believed 
its  truth,  it  leaves  behind  it  the  trail 
of  happiness,  joy,  virtue,  and  vision, 
courage,  and  conviction. 

Sinner  without  Christ,  if  you  are 
reading  this  message,  mark  it  well, 
for  those  who  accept  the  message  it 
comes  out  right.  But  for  those  who 
do  not  there  is  «'eeping  and  gnash- 
ing of  teeth.

IN  THE  HEAVENLIES 

A  characteristic  phrase  in  Paul's 
Epistle  to  the  Ephesians  appears  in 
our  Bibles  as  "in  heavenly  places" 
(Eph.  13,  20;  2:6;  3:10),  and  as  "in 
high  places"  (Eph.  6:12).  It  employs 
an  adjective  which  occurs  fourteen 
other  times  in  the  New  Testament, 
but  the  five  occurrences  in  Ephesians 
have  no  noun  for  the  adjective 
"heavenly"  to  modify,  and  the  phrase 
en  tots  epoiiraniois  is  limited  to  this 
epistle.  "Places"  has  been  added  in 
the  English  Bible  as  an  aid  to  trans- 
lation.  The  phrase  literally  is  "in 
the  heavenlies,"  and  a  study  of  each 
instance  reveals  a  rich  store  of  truth 
for  the  Christian. 

First,  Christ  is  said  to  be  seated 
"in  the  heavenlies"  (1:20).  The  con- 
text refers  to  the  resurrection  of 
Christ,  which  \\'as  followed  by  ex- 
altation to  the  Father's  right  hand,

superior  to  every  created  being.  The 
primary  sense  is  location.  Christ  is 
in  heaven,  the  place  where  God 
dwells. 

Second,  Christian  believers  are 
viewed  by  God  as  in  vital  union  with 
Christ,  and  thus  were  seated  with 
Him  "in  the  heavenlies"  (2:6)  when 
He  was  seated  there  (1:20).  With 
God  who  exists  in  a  timeless  present, 
this  occurred  when  Christ  ascend- 
ed. It  occurs  historically  when  each 
believer  is  regenerated  by  the  Spirit. 

Bv  virtue  of  this  vital,  spiritual 
union  with  Christ  "in  the  heaven- 
lies," all  the  spiritual  blessings  of  the 
Christian  life  occur  (1:3).  These 
blessings  are  experienced  during  the 
present  life.  Their  source  is  heaven, 
but  we  experience  them  now,  at  least 
in  part.  Hence  "in  the  heavenlies" 
seems  to  include  sphere  as  well  as 
place.  Although  Christians  are  not 
now  in  heaven,   they  do  live  in   a 


spiritual  sphere  which  derives  its  life, 
its  goals,  and  its  impetus  from 
Christ  in  heaven.  "In  the  heaven- 
lies" is  not  mere  prospect  for  the 
Christian;  it  is  a  present  spiritual 
reality. 

Third,  angelic  beings  reside  "in 
the  heavenlies,"  and  are  interested 
observers  of  God's  wisdom  as  dis- 
played in  the  church  (3:10).  After 
centuries  of  Jewish  and  gentile  an- 
tagonism, and  the  apparently  insuper- 
able gulf  between  them,  now  there 
has  been  revealed  the  redemptive 
plan  of  God  which  produced  a  new 
unity  through  the  church. 

Fourth,  evil  spiritual  forces  also 
exist  "in  the  heavenlies"  (6:12). 
Scripture  makes  it  clear  that  Satan 
has  access  to  heaven  (Job  1:6;  Rev. 
12:6-9).  Yet  the  activity  of  evil  pow- 
ers is  not  confined  to  the  heaven 
where  God  dwells,  but  is  exercised 
in  the  spiritual  sphere  involving  peo- 
ple on  earth.  Thus  believers  must 
wage  war  against  them  by  prayer,  the 
Word  of  God,  and  faith.  As  be- 
lievers live  "in  the  heavenlies"  to- 
day, there  is  not  yet  perfect  bliss. 
But  we  await  the  time  when  out 
Lord  shall  return.  And  when  He 
establishes  His  kingdom,  God's  will 
shall  be  done  "on  earth  as  it  is  in 
heaven."

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440  REGISTER  AT  GRACE  SCHOOLS

The  spring  semester  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary and  College  has  opened  with 
an  overall  enrollment  of  440.  The 
total  stands  at  134  for  the  sertiinary 
and  306  for  the  college.  This  com- 
pares with  the  total  of  383  for  the 
same  time  a  year  ago  and  is  a  record 
for  any  spring  semester.  However, 
it  represents  a  slight  loss  from  the 
total  of  458  for  the  fall  semester  of 
this  school  year.  The  second  semester 
of  any  school  year  is  usually  a  little 
below  that  of  the  first  semester. 
September  is  normally  the  month 
when  enthusiasm  for  entering  school 
is  at  its  peak. 

Included  in  the  total  enrollment 
are  fourteen  students  of  the  semi- 
nary who  are  pursuing  graduate  work 
out  of  residence.  The  resident  enroll- 
ment of  the  seminary  shows  ninety- 
five  full-time  students,  thirteen  part- 
time  students,  seven  resident  post 
graduate  students,  and  four  auditors, 
making  a  total  resident  enrollment  of 
120. 

The  college  convocation  was  held 
on  Monday,  January  23.  The  semi- 


nary convocation  took  place  the  fol- 
lowing day.  The  speaker  for  both  oc- 
casions was  Rev.  Irvine  Robertson, 
professor  of  Missions  and  New  Testa- 
ment at  Moody  Bible  Institute  of 
Chicago.  Professor  Robertson  is  an 
alumnus  of  Grace  Seminary  being  a 
member  of  the  class  of  1949  and  has 
spent  a  number  of  years  as  a  mission- 
ary to  India. 

Following  one  week  of  classroom 
study  in  the  new  semester,  both 
schools  paused  for  the  annual  Grace 
Bible  Conference  which  brought 
many  alumni  to  the  campus.  At  this 
time  the  Louis  S.  Bauman  Memorial 
Lectureship  was  continued  with  Dr. 
Miles  Taber,  pastor  of  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  of  Ashland,  Ohio, 
as  the  lecturer  in  the  seventh  of  the 
series.  Other  speakers  who  brought 
blessing  to  the  conference  were  Dr. 
Charles  C.  Ryrie,  president  of  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Bible,  Dr. 
A.  W.  Tozer,  editor  of  the  Alliance 
Witness,  and  Dr.  Melvin  E.  Lorent- 
zen,  professor  of  English  and  Journal- 
ism at  Wheaton  College.

JERUSALEM.  Archeologists  from 
the  Hebrew  University  here  have 
found  remains  of  an  Israelite  settle- 
ment of  the  6th  or  7th  century  near 
Engedi  on  the  western  shores  of  the 
Dead    Sea.    The    settlement    is    be- 


lieved to  have  been  founded  by 
Josiah,  King  of  Judah,  who  ascended 
the  throne  about  638  B.C. 

The  discovery  of  the  settlement 
at  Engedi  was  seen  fully  confirming 
Bible  reports  as  well  as  writings 
of  Josephus  Flavins,  Jewish  historian 
of  the  First  Century;  Eusebius, 
Bishop  of  Caesarea,  who  lived  in  the 
third  and  fourth  centuries;  and  Tal- 
mudic  and  patristic  literature. 

WARSAW,  POLAND.  Although 
it  was  hidden  in  a  secret  room  under 
the  floor  of  a  farmhouse  equipped 
with  vv'arning  signals,  a  clandestine 
printing  plant  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Jehovah's  Witnesses  sect,  was 
discovered  and  raided  by  Polish  po- 
lice. 

STOCKHOLM.  Because  he  re- 
fused to  perform  a  second  marriage 
for  a  divorced  person,  a  Church  of 
Sweden  pastor  has  been  fined  75 
crowns   ($14.50). 

The  Rev.  Alf  Hardelin  was  sen- 
tenced by  a  district  court  under  a  law 
which  compels  ministers  of  the  na- 
tional Lutheran  Church  to  marry 
all  couples  wishing  a  church  wedding 
even  if  the  partners  are  divorced  per- 
sons. Offenders  may  be  fined  up  to 
1,000  crowns  and  imprisoned  up  to 
six  months. 

At  the  pastor's  trial.  Bishop  Gosta 
Lundstrom  of  Strangnas  said  a  con- 
flict of  duties  was  involved  and  urged 
that  the  law  be  amended.  He  quoted 
Bible  passages  which,  he  asserted, 
opposed  divorce.

PHILADELPHIA-As  scholars 
seek  to  unravel  the  mysteries  of  the 
Dead  Sea  Scrolls,  they  are  aided  in 
their  research  in  these  ancient  docu- 
ments by  modern  high-speed  elec- 
tronic computers.  J.  P.  Bessinger,  as- 
sociate professor  of  English  at  the 
University  of  Toronto,  told  the  75th 
annual  convention  of  the  Modern 
Languape  Association  here  that  the 
computers  come  up  with  answers  to 
words  partly  or  totally  obliterated  in 
the  scrolls  through  analysis  of  word 
frequencies,  sentences,  and  contexts. 
Emphasizing  the  importance  of  such 
"mechanical  brains,"  Bessinger  point- 
ed out  that  a  few  specialists  com- 
pleted in  a  year's  time  the  indexing 
of  the  complete  writings  of  St. 
Thomas  Aquinas— 13  million  words 
—a  task  that  would  have  taken  50 
scholars  some  40  years. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  A  sur- 
vey of  the  new  87th  Congress,  as  re- 
ported by  Religious  News  Service, 
shows  that  Roman  Catholics  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  are  more 
numerous  than  members  of  any  other 
single  religious  affiliation.  Although 
the  number  of  Catholic  members 
dropped  from  91  in  the  86th  Congress 
to  86  in  the  new  Congress,  they  out- 
number Methodists,  who  now  have 
76  and  are  the  second  most  numer- 
ous. Presbyterians  number  61  in  the 
new  House,  while  Baptists  have  52 
members  and  Episcopalians  53.  Luth- 
erans have  18  members,  the  Congre- 
gational Christian  Churches,  19,  and 
its  sister  denomination  in  the  United 
Church  of  Christ,  the  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Church,  has  two  mem- 
bers. 

SANTA  BARBARA,  CALIF. 
Construction  plans  for  the  Ellen 
Porter    Fine    Arts    Building    on    the 
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Westmont  College  campus  were  an- 
nounced this  week  by  President 
Roger  J.  Voskuyl.  The  new  building, 
to  cost  an  estimated  $175,000,  is  a 
gift  from  Mr.  William  S.  Porter,  of 
Montecito,  Calif.,  in  honor  of  his 
wife,  Ellen  Porter. 

The  nev^'  building  will  include  a 
small  auditorium  to  seat  200  for 
classroom,  recital,  and  program  pur- 
poses; a  recording  room,  two  lec- 
ture halls,  an  art  classroom  and  studio; 
three  music-teaching  studios  and 
facultv  offices. 


WHEATON,  ILL.  Wheaton  Col- 
lese  alumni  around  the  world  were 
saddened  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Rana 
Leasor  McDonald,  Wheaton  College 
placement  director  on  Monday,  Jan. 
23.  Mrs.  McDonald,  62,  served  on 
the  college  staff  25  years.  Before 
heading  the  placement  office,  she 
served  as  editor  of  the  Wheaton 
Alumni  News. 

DENVER,  COLO.  The  founder 
of  the  Council  for  the  Advancement 
of  Small  Colleges  says  that  small 
church-related  colleges  will  save 
American  taxpayers  about  $45  mil- 
lion in  operating  funds  in   1961. 

Paul  Zens  explains  that  the  61 
member  colleges  of  his  organization 
will  effect  this  saving  because  stu- 
dents in  the  private  schools  pay  be- 
tween 40  and  60  percent  of  the 
cost,  compared  to  only  about  11  to 
20  percent  of  the  costs  paid  by  those 
in  tax-supported  institutions. 

The  private  colleges,  he  says,  make 
up  the  deficit  from  gifts  and  en- 
endowments,  while  public  colleges 
must  make  up  most  of  their  defi- 
cits from  taxes.  In  addition,  he  main- 
tains, further  savings  are  achieved 
in  private  college  operations  through 


fewer  services,  such  as  research  and 
extension  work,  lower  administrative 
costs,  and  lower  salaries. 

BEVERLY  FARMS,  MASS.  The 
Evangelical  Theological  Society  at 
its  twelfth  annual  meeting  here, 
elected  Dr.  R.  Laird  Harris  of  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  as  its  new  president. 

Professor  of  Old  Testament  at 
Covenant  College  and  Theological 
Seminary,  he  succeeds  Dr.  Allan  A. 
MacRae  of  Faith  Theological  Semi- 
nary, Philadelphia.  Also  elected 
were  Dr.  Ralph  Earle  of  Nazarene 
Theological  Seminary,  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  vice  president;  Dr.  Earl  S.  Kal- 
land  of  Conservative  Baptist  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  Denver,  Colo., 
treasurer;  and  Dr.  John  E.  Luchies  of 
Wheaton  (111.)  College,  editor  of  the 
society's  publications.  Re-elected  were 
Dr.  J.  Barton  Payne  and  Dr.  Neil 
A.  Winegarden,  both  of  Wheaton 
College  Graduate  School  of  Theo- 
logy, as  secretary  and  managing  edi- 
tor, respectively. 

JERUSALEM.  Officials  of  the 
World  Zionist  Organization  here 
have  appealed  to  the  world's  Jews  to 
"come  to  Israel  in  the  thousands  so 
as  to  live  a  full  Jewish  life."  So  stated 
a  resolution  adopted  by  the  group 
at  its  25th  congress.  The  document 
added  that  Israel's  rapid  develop- 
ment has  led  to  a  manpower  short- 
age. It  said  the  Zionist  organization 
and  Israel  should  help  Jews  who 
want  to  emigrate  to  Israel  and  singled 
out  the  need  to  organize  the  emi- 
gration of  North  African  Jewry  and 
their  setdement  in  Israel.  It  also  in- 
structed the  Jewish  agency  executive, 
as  well  as  the  French  Zionist  Fed- 
eration, to  encourage  the  emigration 
to  North  African  Jews  in  France. 

CAIRO,  EGYPT.  "The  Apocry- 
phon  of  John,"  a  fourth  century  cop- 
tic  manuscript  allegedly  containing 
Jesus'  sayings  to  his  "favorite  dis- 
ciple," will  be  published  here.  Trans- 
lators of  the  document  say  it  is  one 
of  the  most  important  apocryphal 
texts,  containing  quotations  that  "are 
not  according  to  the  sayings  of  the 
New  Testament."  The  manuscript 
is  in  three  parts,  belonging  to  the 
collection  of  Gnostic  Papyri  in  the 
Coptic  Museum  of  Old  Cairo. 
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History  of  Buena  Vista,  Virginia

The  auditorium   was   well  filled   for  the   dedication   service   with   several    churches    of   the 
district    represented. 


The  history  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church,  Buena  Vista,  Virginia,  is  a 
miracle  of  the  Grace  of  God.  The  first 
building  was  erected  and  organized 
by  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Moomaw  in 
the  year  1890.  Mr.  Moomaw  owned 
a  piece  of  ground  known  as  "heart's 
bottom"  and  was  preparing  to  harvest 
a  splendid  crop  of  wheat  when  God 
led  him  to  erect  the  building.  Soon 
after  the  building  was  finished  de- 
pression came  and  his  health  failed; 
then  he  moved  to  Buchanan,  leav- 
ing the  newly  organized  group  with- 
out a  pastor.  However,  the  hand  of 
God  was  upon  this  work.  A  man  from 
Roanoke  accepted  the  challenge  and 
became  the  new  pastor;  his  name 
was  the  Rev.  D.  C.  Moomaw.  His 
ministry,  although  short  lived,  was 
followed  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Persley 
who  served  for  a  period  of  three 
years.  During  his  pastorate  the  Rev. 
E.  R.  Crockett  was  called  in  for  a 
"protracted"  meeting.  The  entire 
town  was  stirred  and  many  souls 
came  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  It 
was  also  during  this  meeting  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  spoke  to  the  hearts 
of  N.  W.  Jennings,  Matthew  Ram- 
sey, Archie  Lynn,  and  Newt  Scott 
who  were  called  into  full-time  serv- 
ice. When  Mr.  Persley  moved  to 
Chicago,  Illinois,  this  once  more  left 
the  church  without  a  pastor. 

This  time,  God  called  a  local  boy, 
by  the  name  of  N.  W.  Jennings,  who 
had  recently  answered  the  "call"  to 
full-time  service.  He  had  been  led 
to  the  Lord  in  this  church  and  now 
he  was  to  pastor  the  flock.  Although 
he  stayed  but  two  years,  the  church 
grew  under  his  ministry.  He  was  as- 
sisted in  his  work  by  two  lovely  peo- 
ple who  served  as  the  spiritual  moth- 
er and  father  of  the  congregation. 
Their  names  were  Brother  and  Sister 
J.  D.  Allen,  who  remained  faithful 
until  they  were  called  to  their  heav- 
enly reward. 

In  the  years  that  followed,  the  Rev. 
E.  R.  Crockett,  the  Rev.  A.  L.  Lynn, 
the  Rev.  M.  A.  Ramsey  and  the 
Rev.  C.  A.  Meyers  pastored  the  body 
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of  believers.  During  this  time  the 
group  purchased  a  brick  building 
which  had  been  used  by  the  Lutheran 
church.  When  the  Lutheran  church 
was  disbanded,  the  building  was 
purchased  and  put  into  use.  Then 
came  Mr.  Epley,  of  Roanoke,  Vir- 
ginia, to  become  the  new  pastor.  He 
served  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and 
the  year  1928  found  the  church 
floundering  financially.  They  sold 
the  brick  building  to  the  American 
Legion  for  $850  and  bought  the  old 
Baptist  church  in  June  of  1929.  A 
strong  Sunday-school  kept  the  little 
group  together.  Then  they  called 
upon  the  Home  Missions  Council 
for  help  and  a  Mr.  Naff  was  se- 
cured to  pastor  the  flock.  His  tenure 
was  but  for  one  year.  The  church  re- 
mained without  a  full-time  pastor 
until  the  year   1938. 

In  the  year  1938  the  Rev.  Frank 
Coleman,  a  student  at  Ashland  Semi-

narv,  was  called  to  the  pastorate.  He 
accepted  and  served  on  the  field  for 
a   period   of   one   and   a   half  years. 

After  this  the  Rev.  Bernard 
Schneider,  who  was  pastoring  the 
Brethren  Church  in  Covington,  Vir- 
ginia, fifty  miles  away,  came  over  and 
held  services  on  Sunday  afternoons. 
His  ministry  was  a  real  success,  and 
the  membership  began  to  grow  and 
go.  Thus  it  was,  in  the  year  1939,  in 
consultation  with  Brother  Schneider, 
the  church  gave  a  "call"  to  the  Rev. 
Arthur  Malles  to  become  its  pastor. 
Under  his  leadership  the  Women's 
Missionarv  Council  came  into  being. 

In  September  of  1940  the  Rev. 
Edward  Bowman  became  the  new 
pastor.  It  was  during  his  ministry 
that  the  house  next  door  was  pur- 
chased and  additional  Sunday-school 
rooms  were  added.  It  was  also  during 
his  ministrv  that  the  laymen  organ- 
ized and  started  a  vv'ork.  These  men 


are  busily  engaged  in  varied  and 
numerous  activities,  such  as  jail  serv- 
ices, and  work  in  the  rest  homes,  and 
so  forth.  The  church  besan  to  ex- 
perience  a  real  growth  in  member- 
ship under  Brother  3owman's  min- 
istry. During  this  time  two  members 
of  the  church,  the  Rev.  Kenneth 
Teague,  now  pastor  of  the  Ghent 
Brethren  Church  in  Roanoke,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Audrey  Byers  Congdon. 
who  with  her  husband  are  serving 
on  the  Africa  mission  field,  left  to 
prepare  for  full-time  service. 

In  December  of  1948  the  Rev. 
Galen  Lingenfelter  was  called  to  be- 
come the  new  minister  of  the  flock. 
During  his  ministry  a  parsonage  and 
a  brick  Sunday  school  were  con- 
structed. Then  in  the  year  1952  the 
Brethren  Boy's  club  was  organized. 
They  hold  regular  meetings  at 
church  time;  the  boys  are  instructed 
in  Scripture  memory  work  and  taught 
to  make  many  things.  They  are  also 
active  in  sports  activities.  Under  the 
ministry  of  Brother  Lingenfelter  God 
called  James  Smals  and  Paul  Camp- 
bell out  of  the  flock  to  train  for  full- 
time  service. 

In  February  1954,  the  Rev.  Ed- 
ward Lewis  was  called,  and  is  at 
present  pastoring  the  congregation. 
The  membership  now  numbers  430 
and  continues  to  grow.  In  the  year 
1960  the  property  adjacent  to  the 
church,  known  as  "the  Scott  prop- 
erty" was  purchased  and  dismantled. 
On  this  site  the  new  auditorium 
with  a  complete  basement  was  erect- 
ed at  a  cost  of  $100,000.

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CHURCH  MERGER- 
Oi  God  or  of  Satan?

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Last  month  in  San  Francisco's 
Episcopal  Grace  Cathedral  two  lead- 
ing churchmen  proposed  seriously 
that  United  States  Protestants  begin 
at  once  to  unite  in  a  single  church. 

Church  unity  is  not  a  new  idea  in 
this  country,  some  men  have  thought 
in  these  terms  for  years.  In  the  year 
1942  the  one-time  Republican  nomi- 
nee for  the  presidency  of  the  United 
States,  Mr.  Wendell  Wilkie,  made  a 
swift  airplane  tour  of  the  world.  This 
tour  served  to  sharpen  his  perspective 
of  the  globe  in  which  we  live.  Upon 
his  return  to  the  United  States  he 
published  a  "best  seller"  entided 
One  World.  Apart  from  its  content, 
the  book  struck  fire  for  the  popular 
reader  by  the  sheer  force  of  its  title. 

It  is  significant  that  men  think  in 
terms,  such  as  "One  World," 
"World  Faith,"  and  "One  Religion." 

The  four  churches  invited  to  unite 
in   the  initial  proposal  were: 

Methodists,    numbering    member- 
ship 9.2  million. 

Episcopalians,  numbering  member- 
ship 3.2  million. 

Presbyterians,  numbering  member- 
ship  3.2  million. 

United  Church  of  Christ,  number- 
ing membership  2.2  million. 

A  total  membership  of  17.8  mil- 
lion. 

Of  course  there  is  a  contrast  of 
beliefs  among  these  four  groups  and 
the  proposing  speakers  say:  "The 
new  church  must  be  capable  of  con- 
taining a  diversity  of  theological 
formulations  and  ways  of  worship" 
{Time  magazine,  Dec.  19,  1960). 

I  am  convinced  that  this  action 
for  church  merger  is  not  of  God  but 
is  of  the  Devil.  I  suggest  three  rea- 
sons for  mv  opinion. 

Humanistic 

It  has  the  advancement  of  human 
welfare  and  the  development  of 
human  personality  as  its  primary  ob- 
jective. 

A  leading  advocate  of  such  a  type 
of  religion.  Dr.  Edwin  A.  Burtt,  pro- 
fessor in  the  School  of  Philosophy  of 
Cornell  University  wrote:  "God  is  no 
longer  the  central  fact  in  religion  or 
the  controUing  principle  in  theology. 
His  place  is  taken  by  man's  religious 
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experience"  {World  Crises  and  The 
Prophetic  Scri-ptnres,  pg.  174,  Wil- 
bur M.  Smith). 

Dr.  Eugene  Blake,  one-time  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches  (1954-1957)  who  made  the 
proposition  said:  "Any  other  churches 
which  find  that  they  can  accept  both 
the  principles  and  plan  would  also 
be  warmly  invited  to  unite  with  us." 
"A  plan  of  reunion,"  said  Blake, 
"must  include  elements  to  satisfy 
both  the  reformed  and  the  catholic 
[not  Roman  Catholic]  tradition" 
{Time  magazine  Dec.  19,  1960).  He 
goes  on  to  spell  out  a  manmade  plan 
of  basic  principles  that  will  satisfy 
various  denominations. 

I  am  against  this  merger  because  it 
is  centered  in  man,  rather  than  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Modernistic 

The  men  behind  this  merger  are 
National  Council  men  and  have  de- 
clared themselves  as  liberals  in  their 
theology.  Some  of  them  deny  the 
virgin  birth  of  our  Lord,  others  have 
taken  a  stand  against  the  teaching 
of  salvation  bv  means  onlv  of  the 
substitutional  atonement  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

"Speaking  to  the  Methodist  Gen- 
eral Conference  [Watchman  Ex- 
aminer, Nov.  18,  1948],  Bishop  G. 
Bromly  Oxnam,  President  of  the 
World  Council  for  America,  proph- 
esied a  day  when  there  would  be 
only  two  groups,  the  Protestant  and 
Catholic,  and  that  they  would  unite 
to  form  the  Holy  Catholic  Church 
—the  Church  universal.  'One  church 
for  one  world'— such  is  the  slogan  of 
this  great  World  Council.  Such  an 
organization,  of  course,  could  only 
be  apostate;  believing  evervthing,  it 
would  believe  nothing"  {The  Ap- 
proaching End  of  This  Age  by  Dr. 
Louis  S.  Bauman). 

Dr.  Bauman  goes  on  to  say:  "I 
was  thrown  into  close  contact  with 
Bishop  Oxnam  many  years  ago  in 
Los  Angeles,  at  which  time  Dr.  Ox- 
nam was  the  pastor  of  The  Church 
of  All  Nations  of  that  city.  In  our 
conversation,  he  asked:  'Dr.  Bau- 
man, just  what  do  you  regard  as  the 
fundamentals  of  the  faith?'  In  reply, 
I  said:  'The  Bible  is  fully  inspired  of 
the  Holy  Ghost;  the  virgin  birth  of 
Christ  who  was  God  incarnate  in  the 


flesh;  the  substitutional  death  of 
Christ  on  the  cross;  and,  the  resur- 
rection of  Christ  from  the  dead  in 
the  body  in  which  He  died."  Dr. 
Oxnam  flashed  back  the  reply:  'Not 
one  of  which  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  any  longer  believes!' 

"I  questioned  the  truth  of  his  state- 
ment, and  said  that  I  was  once  a 
Methodist,  and  knew  that  at  least 
some  Methodists  still  believed  all 
four  of  these  doctrines.  He  said:  'If 
any  one  wants  to  know  \^'hether  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  any 
longer  believes  those  doctrines,  let 
him  examine  the  textbooks,  many  of 
them  written  by  our  bishops,  and 
used  in  our  church-supported  schools. 
He  «'ill  find  everyone  of  those  doc- 
trines denied.'  With  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  what  Dr.  Oxnam  believes, 
that  church  made  him  a  bishop,  and 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  in 
America  makes  him  its  supreme 
head." 

Modernism  has  for  years  been 
preparing  for  a  world  religion  with 
just  such  principles  as  these.  For  the 
past  twenty  vears  there  have  been 
those  within  the  church  planting 
the  seeds  of  doubt  concerning  any 
supernatural  aspects  of  our  faith. 

Dr.  Wilbur  M.  Smith  in  his  book, 
World  Crises  and  the  Prophetic 
Scriptitres  says:  "The  growing  tend- 
ency in  Protestantism  for  one  united 
Protestant  church  in  this  country  is 
only  a  preliminarv  movement  for  an 
ultimate  world  religion.  On  April 
30,  1950,  the  American  Institute  of 
Public  Opinion  issued  a  report  in 
which  it  savs  that  of  all  the  Protest- 
ants they  questioned,  50  percent  now 
favor  a  united  church,  38  percent 
being  opposed  to  such  a  merger,  and 
the  rest  expressing  no  opinion.  In 
1948,  the  same  organization  taking 
a  poll  on  the  same  question  found 
only  42  percent  in  favor  of  such  a 
merger.  If  this  increase  in  those  favor- 
ing  this  union  continues  with  the 
same  acceleration,  by  1960  the  great 
majority  of  Protestants  will  be  in  favor 
of  this  union."  Dr.  Smith's  book  was 
printed  in  1950. 

I  believe  that  you  are  able  to  see 
from  these  facts  that  whatever  the 
National  Council  endorses  is  liberal, 
modernistic,  and  apostate.  These 
liberals  are  determined  to  preach  a 
lie,  for  they  insist  that  "all  men  are 


brothers  and  children  of  one  Father, 
to  whom  final  loyalty  is  due."  When 
the  apostate  sons  of  Judah  said:  "We 
have  one  Father,  even  God,"  Jesus 
declared,  "If  God  M'ere  your  Father, 
ye  would  love  me  ...  Ye  are  of  your 
father  the  devil  and  the  lusts  of  your 
father  ye  will  do"  (John  8:41-42, 
44).  From  the  lives  and  actions  of 
men  we  know  that  all  men  do  not 
love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Jesus  said 
that  God  is  the  Father  only  of  those 
who  love  Christ. 

These  apostate  churches  have  be- 
fore, individually  and  now  with  the 
strength  of  union,  declared  their 
theology  as  liberal  and  will  seek  to 
exercise  a  doctrinal  authority  over 
the  radio  gospel  programs,  and  at- 
tempt to  suppress  all  who  set  out  to 
defend  the  apostolic  faith  and  pro- 
claim Christ  crucified  as  the  only 
power  for  reconciling  men   to  God. 

Futuristic 

Men  will  be  persuaded  to  merge 
their  beliefs  for  the  good  of  humanity, 
for  the  end  of  wars  and  the  bringing 
of  united  peace,  for  the  strength  and 
support  of  a  world  government. 

But  when  once  this  world  religion 
has  been  formed,  and  the  Antichrist 
himself  arises,  he  will  take  over  the 
machinerv  of  the  world  religion  and 
introduce  such  diabolic  factors  which 
the  original  proponents  of  such  a  re- 
ligion never  dreamed  of. 

Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman  declared:: 
"When  once  this  Holy  Catholic 
Church,  which  these  Modernists  en- 
\dsion,  becomes  a  reality,  then  the 
great  apostasy  will  have  reached  its 
fullness.  It  will  be  the  final  Babel 
—the  great  religious  octopus  upon 
which  the  wrath  of  God  will  be 
poured  forth"  {The  Approaching 
End  of  This  Age). 

What  is  the  victory  over  all  this? 
Look  at  Revelation  13:8.  There  will 
be  only  two  groups: 

Those  who  are  redeemed  by  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb;  and  those  un- 
redeemed, who  will  be  made  the  sub- 
jects of  this  final  Satanically  con- 
trolled system  of  religion. 

Let  us  therefore  trust  in  Jesus 
Christ  the  Son  of  God  as  our  Sav- 
iour and  Master.  Let  us  watch  and 
pray  so  that  we  do  not  let  slip  from 
us  these  truths  so  plainly  taught  in 
God's  infallible  Word.

ness,  and  applies  the  positive  remedy 
of  the  cross  of  Jesus  Christ. 
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Don't  Penalize  God!

Why  Penalize  God? 

The  sorrows  in  the  world  are  of  man's  making.  We 
have  trusted  in  our  thinking,  rather  than  in  God's 
leading.  The  peoples  of  the  world  are  looking  to  the 
United  Nadons,  rather  than  to  God's  blessed  Holy 
Spirit.  The  masses  of  men  have,  in  effect,  escorted  God 
to  the  edge  of  the  world  and  then  politely  suggested: 
"Now,  God,  we  don't  need  you  any  more.  Please  jump 
off." 

As  long  as  we  trust  the  book  of  science  but  think 
lighdy  of  the  Book  of  God,  are  willing  to  co-exist  with 
communism,  rather  than  rejoice  in  communion  with 
God,  lounge  in  luxury  and  ease  while  most  of  the  world 
is  wallowing  in  the  mires  of  sin— we  cannot  hope  to  be 
sustained  of  the  Lord. 

Don't  Penalize  God! 

Put  Jesus  Christ  first,  that  "in  all  things  he  might  have 
the  pre-eminence."  Present  yourself  to  Him  and  permit 
Him  to  work  in  and  through  you  "that  which  is  well 
pleasing  in  his  sight."  Listen  to  His  leading,  and  then 
do  what  He  tells  you,  whether  )'ou  have  all  the  "things" 
you  desire,  or  not. 

We  are  in  a  recession— it  may  become  a  major  depres- 


sion. Some  of  us  have  been  through  one  of  those  terrible 
experiences.  We  saw  the  Lord's  work  the  first  to  suffer. 
Records  show  that  foreign  missions  suffered  terribly. 
If  this  recession  becomes  a  depression,  what  will  you  do? 
Will  you  cut  off  the  Lord's  work  as  non-essential?  God 
will  not  cut  off  the  sunshine  and  the  rain.  You'll  still 
have  the  fresh  air  to  breadie.  There  will  be  food  to  eat 
and  a  place  to  live.  Our  salvation  will  be  just  as  precious 
and  just  as  eternal.  God's  love  will  be  even  sweeter  if  we 
need  to  trust  Him  a  little  more. 

During  those  terrible  days  of  depression  in  the  '30's, 
God  did  care  for  those  who  honored  Him.  A  very  large 
church  had  members,  some  of  whom  were  rich  and  some 
poor.  The  depression  descended.  Most  rich  people 
lost  everything.  Many  with  no  spiritual  stability  com- 
mitted suicide.  Breadlines  were  everywhere.  In  this  large 
church  there  were  many  who  had  honored  God  with  a 
tithe  as  a  minimum  of  their  giving  to  His  work.  They 
continued  to  tithe  during  the  depression.  There  were 
people  from  that  church  in  the  breadlines.  But,  those 
who  checked  carefully  report  that  not  one  of  those  who 
honored  God  with  the  minimum  of  the  tithe,  whether 
among  the  rich  or  the  poor,  was  ever  found  in  the  bread- 
lines. God  cared  for  those  who  honored  Him  with  their 
substance.  He  cared  for  His  work  through  these  faithful 
people. 

Come  what  may  in  the  months  and  years  ahead,  we 
urge  you  to  give  bountifully  to  the  Lord's  work.  Don't 
reduce  God's  work  to  the  place  of  beggary!  God  will 
bless  you  for  your  faithfulness,  and  He  will  bless  His 
work  through  you. 

Please,  Don't  Penalize  God!

I'M  ELECTED"

Elections  have  been  in  the  news 
recently  with  all  the  promises  that 
people  make  about  what  they  will  do 
if  they  are  elected.  Well,  I'm  election- 
eering today.  Want  to  know  what 
for?  Well,  it's  a  long  story. 

First  of  all,  take  a  good  look  at 
the  picture.  See  how  happy  my  mom 
looks  and  how  nice  and  healthy  I 
look?  Incidentally,  my  name  is 
Rachel  Kouehoul,  and  we  are  of 
the  Pana  tribe  and  live  close  to  the 
Mission  station  at  N'Zoro.  The  ladies 
around  here  have  discovered  a  very 
good  thing  at  the  dispensary  here. 
It  has  a  very  hard  name.  It  is  called 
malaria  prophylaxis.  Didn't  I  tell  you 
it  was  hard?  What  it  means  is  that  all 
the  women  who  have  little  babies— 
and  some  of  them  not  so  little  either 
—can  go  to  the  dispensary  once  a 
v\'eek  and  get  a  pill  that  will  keep 
us  little  guvs  from  getting  malaria. 

What,  you  never  heard  of  malaria! 
It's  easy  to  see  that  you  haven't  ever 
lived  in  Africa.  If  you  had,  you 
would  know  that  thousands  and  thou- 
sands of  African  babies  get  malaria 
every  year  and  many  of  them  die  be- 
fore they  get  to  be  a  vear  old.  Those 
who  do  not  die  are  usually  left  in 
a  very  weakened,  run-down  condi- 
tion, and  are  not  happy  like  I  am. 

So,  as  I  was  saying,  our  moms  are 
very  happy  to  go  and  get  this  medi- 
cine so  we  won't  get  sick.  The 
mademoiselle  who  runs  the  dispen- 
sary is  very  strict;  she  won't  let  us 
miss  one  week.  One  week  my  mother 
went  to  the  garden  instead  of  going 
to  the  baby  clinic,  and  I  got  sick. 
I  had  chills  and  fever  and  didn't  feel 
like  doing  anything  but  cry.  My 
mother  got  frightened  and  took  me 
to  the  dispensary  the  next  day.  She 
had  to  bring  me  every  day  for  five 
days  and  so  she  decided  (I  heard 
her  tell  my  dad  the  other  night)  that 
it's  better  to  go  every  week  because 


those  nurses  know  what  they  are 
talking  about. 

At  first  our  parents  just  laughed 
about  the  idea  of  going  to  get  medi- 
cine to  give  a  well  babv.  They 
thought  it  was  much  better  to  wait 
until  the  baby  got  sick  and  then  to 
give  it  strons  shots  and  other  medi- 
cine.  But,  now  thev  are  beginning  to

see  that  these  well-babv  clinics  are 
really  fine.  There  are  about  250  of 
us  coming  to  the  clinic  here,  and  the 
number  is  increasing  every  day.  Most 
of  the  women  with  new  babies  bring 
them  here  before  they  are  a  month 
old  and  enroll  them.  And  most  of 
those  same  babies  will  still  be  alive 
when  they  have  their  first  birthday. 
Besides  having  a  baby  clinic  here  at 
N'Zoro,  we  have  them  at  Bekoro, 
Yaloke,  Boguila,  Bassai,  and  the 
Bible  Institute.  I  suppose  that  in  all 
there  are  about  1,500  babies  enrolled 
in  the  baby  clinics  in  our  mission 
dispensaries. 


And  so  you  see  that  is  why  I've 
decided  to  run.  If  you  have  found  a 
good  thing,  why  not  let  somebody  else 
know  about  it!  What  am  I  running 
for?  I  guess  you'd  call  it  Promotion 
Manager— to  try  to  get  more  mothers 
interested  in  coming  to  baby  clinic. 
Everv  time  I  see  little  babies  die, 
and  thev  do  almost  every  week  in 
our  village,  I  wonder  whether  or  not 
they  v\'ent  to  baby  clinic.  Most  often 
the  answer  is  No.  So  if  I'm  elected 
I'm  going  to  let  everyone  know  about 
Babv  Clinic.  How  will  I  do  that? 
Whv,  just  to  look  at  me  is  enough  to 
make  everyone  sav:  "My,  what  a  nice 
healthy  babv."  Then  I  pinch  my 
mom  and  she  says,  "Yes;  I  take  him 
to  the  baby  clinic  at  N'Zoro  once  a 
^veek,"  and  that  is  a  pretty  good 
advertisement.  Hurray  for  Baby 
Clinics,  and  thank  all  you  folks,  too, 
for  making  these  clinics  possible  by 
sending  the  missionary  nurses  to  us!

The  total  of  Bible  translations  by  all  publishers  thus  far  is: 
Complete  Bibles  in  219  languages; 
an  additional  271  have  the  New  Testament;  and 
661  have  at  least  one  book  of  the  Bible  making 
a  total  of  1,151. 
In  1450  when  printing  with  movable  metal  type  was  invented,  the  Word 
of  God  existed  in  onlv  thirtv-three  languages. 

By  the  year  1804,  when  the  Bible  Society  Movement  began,  the  Scriptures 
had  been  published  in  only  seventy-one  languages. 

During  the  Nineteenth  Century,  translations  of  at  least  a  book  of  the  Bible 
were  published  in  more  than  400  languages. 

Since  1900  the  Scriptures  have  been  translated  and  published  into  more 
than  500  additional  languages. 

But  this  is  still  not  fast  enough,  for  there  are  well  over  1,000  more  tribes 
which  have  nothing  of  God's  Word.  Many  with  only  a  Gospel  are  in  urgent 
need  of  a  complete  New  Testament  or  Bible.— American  Bible  Society

Destination  -  -  Africa! 


(Fditor's  note-  Mrs  Anthony  left  the  United  States  last  June  en  route  to  the 
Cen  ra  Afri  an  Republic  to  act  as  substitute  teacher  for  the  Missionary  Children-s 
Schoo  during  the  Lrlough  year  of  Miss  Ruth  Kent.  Mrs.  Anthony  ^as  written  a 
very  interesting  account  of  her  entire  trip  through  Europe  and  on  to  Africa.  How- 
Iver.  because  of  space  Uinitations  we  are  printing  only  the  part  having  to  do  with 
Africa.) 


Having  finally  boarded  my  sched- 
uled plane  in  Rome,  after  many  dif- 
ficulties there  in  getting  my  visa  for 
Africa,  it  was  with  real  joy  that  I 
awaited  the  rising  of  the  sun  over 
Africa.  The  first  glimpse  I  had  was 
of  a  level,  barren  land,  for  we  were 
crossing  the  edge  of  the  desert.  We 
flew  over  Lake  Chad  on  our  way 
to  Fort  Lamv  where  we  landed  and 
were  invited  to  take  refreshments. 
Several  barefoot  native  women  with 
rings  in  their  noses  boarded  the 
plane.  The  men  who  accompanied 
them  were  dressed  in  white  shirts 
and  shorts  with  black  shoes  shined 
to  match  their  glistening  skins. 

We  landed  in  Bangui  about  noon, 
and  I  \vas  the  second  person  to  dis- 
embark. I  first  saw  Ruth  Snyder's 
head  above  the  others;   then   I  saw

Gail  Jones  with  Brothers  Jobson, 
Dunning,  and  Spangler  in  the  back- 
ground. For  the  last  time  en  route 
I  was  to  go  through  customs  and 
have  all  my  papers  closely  examined 
by  the  powers  that  be,  but  Brother 
Jobson  came  to  my  rescue  and  I  had 
my  luggage  as  soon  as  they  brought 
it  into  the  building.  We  drove  over 
to  the  Jobson  home  where  Mrs. 
Jobson  was  awaiting  us  with  a  most 
delightful  meal. 

Although  we  had  planned  to  stay 
overnight  in  Bangui,  we  found  the 
town  flooded  with  refugees  from  the 
Belgian  Congo  and  every  available 
space  occupied.  So,  we  did  some 
shopping  in  "downtown"  Bangui  and 
started  north  to  Bossembele  where 
we  spent  the  night  with  the  Cones. 
Attending  church  services  there  the 
next  morning,  we  heard  Voloungou 
preach.  I  was  much  impressed  and 
wished  so  much  to  be  able  to  under- 
stand his  sermon.  The  people  go  for- 
ward to  present  their  tithes  and  of- 
ferings, and  it  was  interesting  to 
note  that  some  brought  food— that 
particular  day  the  food  was  mainly 
manioc.  However,  many  of  the  peo- 
ple presented  money. 

After  the  services  we  continued 
our  journey  northward,  and  I  had 
mv  first  real  view  of  African  bush 
life.  A  man  with  legs  swollen  to 
three  or  four  times  their  normal 
size— apparently  he  was  suffering 
from  elephantiasis— went  noncha- 
lantly on  his  way.  A  woman  with  a 
cjreat  load  on  her  head  was  swinging 
along  the  road.  We  passed  a  group 
of  people  enjoying  a  native  dance. 
They  were  swaying  to  the  rhythm 
of  several  drums  and  were  screaming 


at  the  top  of  their  lungs.  Somewhat 
farther  down  the  road  we  came  to 
another  group  where  twenty-six  or 
more  candidates  stood  in  a  river 
awaiting  baptism.  As  we  stopped  to 
watch,  the  pastor,  Levi  Bouzou,  a 
graduate  of  the  Bible  Institute,  in- 
terrupted the  service  to  greet  each  one 
of  us.  The  deaconesses  had  decorated 
headpieces  of  palm  leaves  and  blos- 
soms and  carried  huge  handfuls  of 
leaves  which  they  used  for  towels  for 
the  people  who  came  up  out  of  the 
water,  while  the  male  officials  beat 
on  a  drum!  We  took  some  pictures 
and  then  proceeded  on  our  way  to 
Yaloke  where  Gail  served  us  a  de- 
licious meal  complete  from  soup  to 
nuts! 

On  our  way  again  to  the  Bible  In- 
stitute we  stopped  at  the  Mission 
station  on  beautiful  Bozoum  hill  amid 
its  lovely  shrubs  and  gorgeous  tropi- 
cal blossoms.  There  is  a  magnificent 
view  from  this  point,  and  before  us 
lay  this  beautiful  land  so  wild  and 
free  and  so  unspoiled  by  the  designs 
of  the  white  man.  To  the  left  we 
caught  sight  of  the  aluminum  roofs 
of  "BI"  about  seven  kilometers  away, 
\\'hile  below  us  lay  the  town  of 
Bozoum  with  its  many  grass-roofed 
huts  spread  around  like  a  soft  brown 
carpet. 

The  royal  red  carpet  was  spread 
for  me  upon  my  arrival  at  "BI."  The 
missionaries  there  had  gathered  at 
the  Dunnings'  with  a  most  refreshing 
meal  served  buffet  style.  We  sat 
around  the  fireplace  and  enjoyed  the 
sweet  fellowship  of  these  dear  peo- 
ple. The  next  day  we  visited  the  vil- 
lage and  I  met  all  the  people  present! 
It  was  a  great  handshaking  party  the 
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like  of  which  I  had  never  seen— for 
I  received  a  "Balao"  from  even  the 
babes-in-arms!  One  man  asked  Ruth 
Sn^'der  if  I  was  his  mother  and  she 
told  him  I  was!  He  then  shook  hands 
all  over  again  and  said  he  was  so 
very  glad  his  mother  had  come  to  visit 
him! 

My  visit  to  Boguila,  the  Mission 
medical  center,  was  thrilling,  and  I 
had  several  experiences  there  that 
I  shall  long  remember.  Mary  Beth 
Munn  took  me  to  the  native  village 
where  the  natives  put  on  a  dance  and 
song  program  for  us.  They  made  up 
songs  about  her  and  about  me,  and 
danced  to  the  rhythm  of  three  drums. 
We  enjoyed  the  "protection"  of  two 
of  her  native  nurses  who  armed  us 
with  spears  while  they  carried  huge 
knives  in  case  we  should  chance 
upon  a  wandering  leopard.  We 
walked  single  file  on  a  moonlit  path 
through   grass  taller  than  we. 

While  at  the  village  we  visited  the 
home  of  one  of  the  nurses.  His  father 
greeted  us  cordially  and  invited  us 
into  his  house  to  see  his  sleeping 
children.  This  was  my  first  visit  in- 
side a  native  hut  and  I  was  delight- 
ed to  be  made  so  welcome.  The 
father  pulled  each  sleeping  child 
from  his  bed  for  me  to  see,  while 
they  reacted  as  any  normal  sleepy 
children  would.  A  fire  was  burning 
inside  the  house  making  it  cozy  and 
warm.  Before  we  took  our  leave 
the  father  went  to  the  chicken 
house,  a  basket  affair  on  poles,  and 
pulled  out  a  chicken  for  me  as  a  "wel- 
come" present.  I  managed  to  hold 
on  to  it,  for  the  poor  thing  struggled 
and  cackled  to  be  free.  We  were  per- 
sonally escorted  to  the  edge  of  the 
village  by  our  host  who  invited  us 
to  come  back  again. 

The  next  day  at  the  dinner  table 
Mary  Beth  and  Mary  Ann  (Habeg- 
ger)  asked  me  if  I  could  identify  the 
meat  I  was  enjoying  so  much.  The 
very  delicious  veal  or  beef  I  had  just 
eaten  had  turned  out  to  be  baboon! 

That  evening  the  girls  were  called 
to  the  hospital,  so  I  tagged  along.  A 
woman  from  the  bush  some  thirty 
miles  away  had  walked  alone  to  the 
hospital  so  that  she  might  have 
proper  care  when  her  new  baby  ar- 
rived, and  she  was  in  need  of  help 
when  we  entered  the  delivery  room 
that  night.  I  was  the  official  lantern- 


holder  at  this  performance  which 
was  the  first  such  that  I  had  wit- 
nessed. The  mother  gave  me  the  great 
honor  of  naming  her  baby  whom  I 
named  Michael  Anthony.  I  was  im- 
pressed with  the  beautiful  hospital 
and  the  operating  room  with  its 
modem  operating  table  and  overhead 
light,  the  well-equipped  drug  room, 
the  comfortable  offices  of  Doctors 
Taber  and  Mason,  and  the  up-to-date 
dental  equipment  of  Dr.  Robbins. 

We  were  all  invited  to  the  big 
"fete"  at  Bozoum  on  August  13  to 
celebrate  the  independence  of  the 
new  Republic  of  Central  Africa. 
There  was  so  much  to  see  that  it 
\vasn't  long  before  I  got  separated 
from  the  group.  A  well-dressed  man 
came  to  me  and  shook  hands  while 
talking  to  me  in  Sango  and  walk- 
ing along  with  me.  Finally  Edith 
(Geske)  came  to  us  and  explained 
to  me  that  this  was  Peter  Chicken, 
president  of  the  rural  community,  in- 
viting me  to  take  refreshments! 

We  collected  the  remainder  of 
our  party  and  gathered  inside  a  grass 
hut  ^\'here  we  enjoyed  a  cool  and 
refreshing  fruit  beverage.  I  had  the 
privilege  of  tapping  out  some  rhythms 
on  native  drums  that  had  attracted 
my  attention.  A  native  woman  came 
to  instruct  me  in  the  rhythm,  of  her 
tribe  and  quite  an  audience  gathered 
around  us  to  watch  the  show.  While 
Rosella  (Cochran)  took  pictures  for 
our  paper,  the  Tronipette  Evange- 
liqite,  Ruth  talked  with  Peter  Chick- 
en who  had  been  Grace  Byron's 
houseboy  at  one  time.  He  asked  us 
to  pray  for  him,  for  he  knew  he  had 
very  great  responsibilities  and  needed 
the  Lord's  wisdom  and  guidance  in 
his  work. 

I  am  frustrated  \\'ith  the  short  day-

light  hours— there  is  not  enough  time 
for  all  I  want  to  see  and  do  each  day. 
The  beauty  of  the  sunsets  is  breath- 
taking, for  each  one  is  spectacular! 
As  I  watch  the  great  splashes  of  pas- 
tel colors  spread  across  the  sky  and 
change  to  darker  hues,  and  hope  it 
will  last,  the  sun  quickly  sinks  be- 
neath the  horizon  and  suddenly  it  is 
dark! 

The  splendor  of  the  African  night 
with  its  bright,  twinkling  stars  shin- 
ing  like  precious  jewels  in  the  sky, 
and  the  moon  casting  its  magic  spell 
on  the  earth  making  it  a  veritable 
fairyland  is  awe-inspiring! 

All  in  all,  this  is  a  beautiful  land 
with  people  whom  I  have  come  to 
love  and  cherish.  It  has  been  my  joy 
to  ha\'e  sweet  fellowship  with  these 
fun-loving  and  witty  folk  who  have 
been  most  kind  and  hospitable  to 
me.  With  longing  in  their  hearts  they 
are  awaiting  the  arrival  of  those  who 
will  come  to  help  them  learn  of  the 
riches  in  Christ  Jesus.  Will  you  be 
one  to  help? 


Return  to  Cannibalism  Reported  in  Congo 


Veteran  Missionary  W.  F.  P.  Bur- 
ton, 74,  savs  that  cannibalism  "is 
coming  more  and  more  into  the  open" 
in  the  new  Republic  of  Congo. 

The  minister  was  quoted  in  The 
Johannesburg  Star  as  saying  of  can- 
nibalism that  it  "has  always  been 
practiced  in  secret  in  the  Congo,  but 
now  it's  much  more  open."  He  said 
tribesmen  practice  two  t^'pes  of  can- 
nibalism—one for  tribal  sacrifices  and 


the  other  to  satisfy  "just  a  craze  for 
human  flesh." 

"This  is  like  alcohol,"  the  mission- 
ary said.  "The  more  they  get,  the 
more  they  want."  The  missionary, 
now  living  in  Bulawayo,  Northern 
Rhodesia,  was  stationed  at  an  evan- 
gelistic mission  at  Mwanza  Kazingu, 
a  Baluba  tribal  area  in  the  Congo's 
Kasai  Province.

"Senhorita  Barbara,  I  almost  died 
and  you  didn't  even  come  and  see 
me,"  was  a  statement  made  by  a  lady 
whom  I  knew  had  had  nothing  more 
than  a  bad  cold.

Therefore,  I  usually  don't  get  too 
excited  when  I  hear  the  over-used 
phrase  "almost  dying." 

It  was  different,  however,  the 
night  that  Pastor  Raimundo  and 
Brother  George  Johnson  walked  in 
near  the  end  of  our  WMC  meeting 
to  announce  that  Carlos  was  almost 
dying.  I  listened  to  a  description  of 
his  s)rmptoms  and  had  to  agree  that 
the  statement  was  pretty  truthful. 
He  had  a  high  fever,  vomiting,  severe 
abdominal  cramps,  prostration,  and 
contractures  of  the  muscles  of  his 
hands  and  feet  due  to  his  toxic  con- 
dition.   The    men    were    waiting    to

get  Capanema's  only  doctor  from  a 
birthday  party.  Meanwhile  Carlos, 
the  only  believer  in  a  large  family, 
was  insisting  that  he  was  trusting 
the  Lord  while  some  in  the  family 
wanted  to  go  after  the  faje  (medi- 
cine man),  and  still  others  told  him 
that  they  would  make  promises  to 
various  "saints"  and  then  they  would 
give  Carlos  health. 

Upon  seeing  Carlos,  the  doctor 
asked  that  he  be  brought  to  the 
health     post     immediately.

Johnson  and  Pastor  Raimundo  spent 
the  next  two  hours  getting  two  drug- 
gists from  a  sound  sleep  and  a  third 
away  from  a  meeting  at  the  Cath- 
olic church  in  order  to  find  the 
necessary  medicines.  Nearly  five 
hours  later  the  doctor  said  that  Car- 
los could  be  taken  home.  He  was 
still  quite  sick  and  in  need  of  medi- 
cations every  few  hours  for  the  next 
few  days.  Despite  his  need,  or  that 
of  many  other  people  in  this  Brazil- 
ian city,  the  health  post  would  be 
closed  for  the  next  two  "holy"  days 
"The  Day  of  All  the  Saints"  and 
"The  Day  of  the  Dead."  Therefore, 
I  volunteered  to  give  the  injections. 
For  the  next  three  days  the  sound 
of  the  mission  car  was  frequently 
heard  making  its  way  over  the  path 
that  was  now  being  used  for  a  road. 
Each  time  I  arrived  at  the  home 
and  began  to  prepare  the  medicine, 
a  roomful  of  children  would  gather 
to  watch.  Some  remained  quietly  in 
the  corners  of  the  room,  others  were 
full  of  questions  about  the  methods 
of  giving  injections  and  what  the 
medicine  would  do,  still  others  rowd- 
ily argued  who  would  get  the  empty 
ampules.  My  warning  about  cut 
fingers  did  not  have  much  effect  on 
them.  The  next  day  one  boy  gleefully 
reported  that  another  had  found  the 
am.pules  in  the  jungle  where  Car- 
los's  mother  had  thrown  them,  "And

it  back;    Miss  Hulse  at 
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he  cut  his  finger  just  like  you  said!" 
Brother  Johnson's  comment,  "What 
a  place  for  a  Bible  class!"  started  the 
ball  rolling.  As  soon  as  Carlos  was 
a  little  better  I  asked  permission  to 
teach  a  class  in  his  mother's  home. 
After  Carlos's  almost  miraculous  re- 
covery, the  family  was  quite  willing, 
and  so  we  began.  Mrs.  Johnson 
graciously  offered  to  go  along  with 
her  accordion  and  the  music  is  a 
real  attraction  in  the  class.  Attend- 
ance has  gone  from  nineteen,  to 
twenty-seven,  to  a  high  of  forty-five. 
Since  the  doors  and  windows  are 
wide  open,  frequently  there  are  peo- 
ple standing  outside  looking  in. 
Four  of  the  children  who  appeared 
at  the  door  this  past  week  were  soon 
called  away  by  their  mother.  She 
made  them  "cross"  themselves,  sent 
them  home,  and  started  back  herself 
when  another  lady  at  the  window 
called  to  her.  She  came  over,  looked 
in,  and  stayed  for  the  rest  of  the 
meeting.  Unknown  to  the  mother, 
two  of  the  older  children  also  re- 
turned. 

"So  then  faith  cometh  by  hearing, 
and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God."

THE  TRAVELER'S  PSALM 


Psalm  121  has  often  been  called 
the  Travelers'  Psalm.  It  is  a  psalm 
showing  the  protection  and  guardian- 
ship of  the  Lord  over  His  people 
as  they  travel  along  life's  way.  He  is 
their  keeper  in  their  pilgrimage.  This 
was  the  portion  of  Scripture  which 
was  read  bv  David  Livingstone  at 
family  worship  on  the  morning  when 
he  left  home  to  go  to  Africa.  This 
man  was  committed  to  the  Keeper 
of  Israel  as  he  took  his  pilgrimage  to 
the  dark  continent. 

The  words  "keeper,"  "keepeth" 
and  "keep"  occur  six  times  in  the 
eight  verses  of  the  psalm;  hence,  bv 
some  it  is  called  The  Keeper  of  Is- 
rael. It  is  thought  by  many  to  have 
been  sung  by  faithful  Israelites  as 
they  came  ^'^dthin  sight  of  the  city 
of  Jerusalem  on  their  way  to  observe 
the  solemn  festival  occasions  at  the 
Temple.  How  comforting  and  as- 
suring has  been  its  message  to  count- 
less thousands  of  God's  children 
along  the  pilgrimage  of  life  as  they 
have  realized  God's  protecting  care 
and  provision  in  all  the  varied  ex- 
periences of  the  way!  It  is  the  privi- 
lege of  e\'ery  child  of  God  to  know 
that  He  tenderly  watches  over  his 
every  step. 

Confidence  in  the  Lord 

In  this  psalm  note,  first,  the  'psalm- 
ist's confidence  in  the  Lord  in  re- 
lation to  his  own  life  (w.  1-2).  "My 
help  Cometh  from  the  Lord." 

The  mountains  referred  to  in  verse 
1  may  have  been  the  mountains  on 
which  the  Temple  rested,  the  moun- 
tains of  Jerusalem.  But  his  confi- 
dence was  not  in  the  mountains.  The 
American  Standard  Version  makes 
a  question  out  of  the  latter  part  of 
verse  1,  "From  whence  shall  my 
help  come?"  This  rendering  seems 
to  be  well  substantiated  by  the  usage 
of  "from  whence"  elsewhere  in  the 
Old  Testament.  It  is  used  seventeen 
times  and  everj^vvhere  else  it  intro- 
duces a  question  (e.g.  Gen.  16:8,  29: 
4,  Num.  11:13  and  Job  1:7).  Thus 
it  would  seem  logical  to  consider 
it  in  this  manner  in  the  present  in- 
stance. This  being  so,  the  answer  to 


the  question  is  found  in  verse  2: 
"My  help  cometh  from  the  Lord." 
The  true  helper  is  not  the  mountains 
but  the  Creator  of  the  mountains, 
Jehovah  himself.  The  mountains  are 
a  blessing  in  many  ways.  They  pro- 
vide rain  for  the  valleys,  beauty  for 
man  to  enjoy,  provide  a  place  of  vi- 
sion, and  point  to  God.  The  latter  was 
especially  true  if  the  Temple  on  the 
mountains  of  Israel  was  in  view.  For 
all  of  its  sacrificial  system  was  meant 
to  point  men  to  God.  And  in  a  very 
real  sense  the  Temple  was  the  abid- 
ing place  of  God  on  the  earth. 

On  the  other  hand  the  mountains 
often  were  a  curse  to  the  people  of 
Palestine,  for  on  many  of  their 
heights  were  the  high  places  which 
were  devoted  to  the  vulgar  worship 
of  pagan  gods.  The  influence  of 
these  places  came  to  be  a  major  factor 
in  finally  leading  Israel  into  cap- 
tivity because  multitudes  in  Israel 
turned  from  the  true  God  and  en- 
gaged in  the  worship  and  practices 
connected  \\'ith  the  gods  of  the  high 
places. 

So  however  the  matter  may  be 
considered  the  psalmist's  confidence 
was  not  in  the  mountains,  not  in 
material  things,  not  in  forms  and 
ceremonies  however  good  they  may 
have  been;  but  in  the  One  who 
dwells  beyond  the  mountains.  And 
so  it  must  always  be  if  there  is  to  be 
real  satisfaction. 

And  note  how  the  psalmist  made 
the  Helper  and  Keeper  of  Israel  his 
own.  With  him  it  is  "mine"  and 
"my."  The  same  attitude  of  appro- 
priation is  to  be  noted  in  Psalm  23 
where  the  psalmist  says:  "The  Lord 
is  my  shepherd;  I  shall  not  want! 

Confidence  in  Relation  to  Others 

In  the  second  place,  %ve  see  the 
confidence  of  the  fsalmist  in  relation 
to  the  lives  of  others  (vv.  3-8).  What 
he  experiences  for  himself  with  re- 
gard to  the  Lord's  keeping  power  he 
knows  is  available  to  others  in  life's 
pilgrimage.  The  pronouns  "thy"  and 
"thee"  occur  ten  times  in  these  six 
verses.   He  is  anxious  that  they  be 


kept  even  as  he  has  been  kept  and 
helped. 

1.  He  will  keep  them  from  fahing 
(v.  3).  It  is  the  privilege  of  every 
child  of  God  to  commit  himself  "unto 
him  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from 
falling"  (Jude  24).  There  need  be 
no  defeat  in  the  life  of  any  Chris- 
tian. Full  provision  has  been  made 
for  victory  (Eph.  6:10-18).  But  this 
provision  must  be  received.  God  does 
not  force  His  benefits  upon  unwill- 
ing hearts. 

2.  He  keeps  constantly  (w.  3-4). 
Our  keeper  never  grows  tired.  He 
never  relaxes  His  vigilance.  He 
never  slumbers  or  sleeps.  When  one 
asked  Alexander  the  military  genius 
how  he  could  sleep  so  soundly  in 
the  midst  of  danger,  his  answer  was, 
Parmenio  watches.  How  confidently 
then  should  the  children  of  God  be 
able  to  rest.  Their  God  watches  over 
them  unfailingly. 

3.  He  keeps  His  children  refreshed 
(vv.  5-6).  He  is  "the  shadow  of  a 
great  rock  in  a  weary  land"  (Isa.  32: 
2).  Only  those  who  have  traveled 
in  a  hot  and  desert  land  can  appre- 
ciate fully  the  imagery  of  the  proph- 
et. Even  so  only  those  who  have 
fully  trusted  the  Lord  in  times  of 
great  stress  can  realize  how  He  can 
refresh  the  soul.  He  can  recharge 
their  spiritual  batteries  when  circum- 
stances tend  to  bring  discouragement. 

4.  He  keeps  from  all  evil  (v.  7). 
This  includes  the  evil  of  sin  and  of 
trouble.  The  psalmist  realized  that 
it  was  only  when  he  got  his  eyes  off 
the  Lord  that  he  fell  into  sin.  It  is 
always  so.  There  need  be  no  slipping 
into  unholy  living  if  we  will  live  close 
to  the  Lord  and  keep  our  hand  in 
His  hand.  And  if  at  times  the  Lord 
permits  evil  to  befall  us  in  the  sense 
of  sickness,  disappointment,  or 
tragedy.  He  is  able  to  cause  even 
these  to  be  blessings  in  disguise.  If 
we  are  His  children  only  those  things 
can  happen  to  us  which  His  love 
allows. 

5.  Finally,  He  will  keep  His  own 
in  every  experience  of  life  and 
throughout  eternity  (v.  8).  He  pro- 
vides a  personal  convoy  for  the  be- 
liever for  his  whole  pilgrimage  from 
this  vale  of  tears  to  the  land  of  eter- 
nal day.

a  day  at  a  time 


Few  Christians  live  in  the  pres- 
ent. A'lany  hve  in  the  past,  remorse- 
ful over  past  failures.  More  live  in 
the  future,  their  eyes  always  upon 
a  time  yet  to  come  when  they  will 
finally  begin  to  serve  God. 

The  folly  of  such  li\ang  is  obvious. 
We  can  do  nothing  about  the  past, 
and  we  have  no  guarantee  of  a  fu- 
ture. Moreover,  the  Christian  who 
misses  his  present  opportunities  sel- 
dom realizes  that  today  is  tomorrow's 
past  and  yesterday's  future.  He  ends 
his  daj's  full  of  regret,  having  ac- 
complished little  of  lasting  value. 

To  be  sure,  the  present  lacks  the 
sentiment  of  the  past  and  the  ro- 
mance of  the  future,  but  life  is  made 
up  of  a  series  of  todays.  If  we  are 
to  hear  those  words,  "Well  done, 
thou  good  and  faithful  servant,"  we 
must  cultivate  the  habit  of  living 
each  day  to  the  fullest. 

How  can  this  be  done— by  making 
a  few  resolutions?  No.  Rather,  an 
entirely  new  outlook  is  needed.  This 
outlook  can  be  expressed  in  one  state- 
ment: What  ire  are  is  more  important 
than  what  we  do. 

In  this  twentieth  century,  with 
all  its  activity,  we  live  under  the 
curse  of  "busv-ness."  This  curse  lays 
heavily  upon  the  Christian;  realizing 
his  responsibility  to  God,  he  some- 
times feels  that  he  can  fulfill  this 
responsibiliU'  only  by  engaging  in 
all  sorts  of  Christian  activity.  As  a 
result  he  is  at  last  "pressed  beyond 
measure."  He  neglects  his  Lord,  his 
family,  his  own  spiritual  develop- 
ment, and  often  fails  to  perform  any 
of  his  tasks  well.  Day  after  day  he  is 
depressed  by  past  failures,  and  re- 
solves that  tomorrow  will  be  different. 

How  different  is  this  from  the  life 
of  our  Lord.  A  study  of  His  ministry 
reveals  that  He  was  never  so  busy 
that  He  failed  to  have  communion 
with  His  Father.  He  always  had 
rime  for  individuals.  When  He  found 
himself  being  pressed  into  constant 
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activit)',  He  retired  to  seclusion  for 
spiritual  and  physical  refreshment,  in 
spite  of  the  great  needs  all  around 
Him. 

What  we  are  is  more  important 
than  what  we  do.  This  is  true  in  our 
relationship  to  the  Lord. 

Unfortunately,  many  Christians 
excuse  their  lack  of  a  devotional  life 
by  saying  that  they  are  busy  in  the 
Lord's  service.  They  evidently  feel 
that  God  will  overlook  their  neglect 
of  prayer,  meditation,  and  the  study 
of  the  Word  because  they  are  doing 
so  many  things  for  Him. 

Such  service  at  best  is  little  more 
than  wood,  hay,  and  stubble.  The 
Scriptures  make  it  plain  that  true 
Christian  service  requires  two  very 
important  things— power  and  guid- 
ance. These  can  come  only  as  we 
wait  before  God.  Think  of  the  com- 
mand of  our  Lord  that  the  disciples 
tarry  until  they  be  endued  with 
pou'er.  Is  it  less  necessary  today? 
Think  of  the  time  the  disciples  fish- 
ed all  night,  catching  nothing  until 
thev  cast  their  nets  in  at  the  place 
the  Lord  designated.  Do  our  empty 
nets  today  indicate  that  we  are  not 
following  the  Lord's  directions? 

The  Bible  pictures  our  relationship 
to  the  Lord  as  a  marriage— we  are 
the  bride  of  Christ.  The  primary  pur- 
pose of  marriage  is  not  service,  but 
fellowship— the  communion  which 
results  from  being  united  to  an- 
other. To  be  sure,  the  bride  delights 
in  performing  duties  which  are 
pleasing  to  her  mate,  but  her  service 
is  based  upon  her  fellowship. 

On  one  occasion,  our  Lord  was 
invited  to  dinner  at  the  home  of  Mary 
and  Martha  in  Bethany.  Martha 
busied  herself  in  the  preparation  of 
the  meal,  "encumbered  with  much 
serving,"  whereas  Mary  sat  at  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  listening  to  the  words 
which  fell  from  His  lips.  Finally,  in 
exasperation,  Martha  came  saying: 
"Lord,  dost  thou  not  care  that  my 


sister  hath  left  me  to  serve  alone? 
bid  her  therefore  that  she  help  me." 
Consider  the  reply  of  Jesus:  "Mar- 
tha, Martha,  thou  are  careful  and 
troubled  about  many  things:  but  one 
thing  is  needful:  and  Mary  hath 
chosen  that  good  part,  which  shall 
not  be  taken  away  from  her." 

If  we  are  to  live  each  day  to  the 
fullest,  we  too  must  choose  the  good 
part— to  sit  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  and 
learn  of  Him.  No  day  is  wasted  if 
we  have  had  communion  with  Him. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  no  day  can 
be  considered  complete  when  this  is 
lacking.  He  wants  first  of  all  our 
"self";  then  He  will  accept  our  serv- 
ice. 

What  we  are  is  more  important 
than  what  we  do.  This  is  also  true  in 
our  relationship  with  others.  In  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  modern-day  life, 
we  sometimes  forget  that  people  are 
the  most  important  things  in  the 
world. 

We  who  know  Jesus  Christ  as  Sav- 
iour occupy  the  highest  position  of 
any  in  the  earth— we  are  Christ's 
personal  ambassadors.  The  ideas 
which  people  formulate  about  Christ 
are  largely  the  result  of  their  con- 
tacts with  those  who  belong  to 
Christ— the  Christians. 

The  Christian  who  lives  for  to- 
dav  is  one  who  sees  in  every  other 
individual  an  opportunity  to  repre- 
sent Christ.  He  learns  to  measure  the 
day's  activity  not  in  terms  of  how 
much  work  he  has  accomplished,  but 
in  how  many  lives  he  has  been  able 
to  influence.  In  the  life  of  the  un- 
saved, he  sees  the  opportunity  to 
present  Christ  as  the  ans\'\'er  to  life's 
guilt  and  emptiness.  In  the  lives  of 
believers,  he  sees  opportunities  of 
being  God's  tool  for  contributing  to 
their  sanctification. 

In  representing  our  Lord  to  others, 
words  alone  are  usually  not  suffi- 
cient; after  all,  who  can  represent 
the  Saviour  by  mere  words.  It  is  the 
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life  behind  the  words  which  counts, 
and  this  hfe  is  revealed  in  the  count- 
less little  things  which  go  to  make  up 
the  day's  activities— the  attitudes,  the 
kindnesses,  the  concern.  We  influ- 
ence others  by  what  we  are,  more 
than  by  what  we  say  or  do. 

The  Christian  who  sits  daily  at 
the  feet  of  Jesus  has  a  tremendous 
power  over  the  lives  of  others.  The 
Scriptures  say  that  he  is  the  light  of 
the  world.  Wherever  there  is  light, 
darkness  is  expelled.  Because  the 
Christian's  light  is  simply  the  re- 
flected light  of  our  Lord,  no  power 
upon  earth  can  put  it  out. 

The  closer  one  comes  to  a  light, 
the  brighter  it  is.  If  we  are  truly  re- 
flecting Christ,  then  those  who  are 
closest  to  us— our  family  and  friends 
—ought  to  be  most  exposed  to  Christ's 
love.  No  day  is  wasted  when  our 
friends  and  family  see  Christ  in  us. 
It  need  not  and  should  not  be  true 
that  those  who  know  us  best  see  us 
at  our  worst. 

It  is  a  tragic  fact  that  many  would 
like  to  receive  Christ,  were  it  not 
for  the  treatment  they  have  received 
at  the  hands  of  believers.  To  be  sure, 
they  were  invited  to  church,  and 
possibly  even  urged  to  commit  their 
lives  to  the  Lord.  But  when  it  came 
to  the  simple  kindnesses  which  spring 
from  the  love  of  Christ,  such  was 
lacking.  They  failed  to  see  the  Lord 
in  the  lives  of  His  representatives. 


But  Fm  the  Church  Now!

But  I've  never  quite  understood  this 
because  when  I  accepted  Christ  as 
my  Sa\aour  and  was  baptized,  I  also 
joined  the  church. 

I  guess  I'm  wrong,  or  maybe  I 
don't  understand  or  something,  but 
when  the  preacher  took  my  hand 
and  said  that  he  was  glad  to  wel- 
come me  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church,  I  thought  that  I  was  a  part 
of  the  church  then.

The  Lord  himself  said,  "My  grace  is 
sufficient  for  thee,"  and  how  pre- 
cious were  His  words  to  me  during 
major  surgery  two  years  ago,  followed 
six  months  later  by  my  husband  leav- 
ing for  a  year's  study  in  Jerusalem. 
Both  of  these  experiences  were  very 
new  to  me,  and  I  wondered  as  I 
learned  of  them  both  at  the  same 
time  right  before  Christmas,  how  I 
could  face  them.  But  the  Lord  had 
a  purpose  in  it  all  and  He  caused 
me  to  accept  willingly  what  He  had 
planned,  for  He  assured  me  of  His 
direction  and  His  grace. 

I  discovered  that  the  surgery  ex- 
perience drew  me  very  close  to  the 
Lord  and  caused  me  to  lean  hard 
upon  Him.  He  gave  me  a  peace  of 
heart  and  mind  about  it  all,  and  real 
rejoicing  to  us  all  as  we  learned  of 
the  success  of  the  operation  followed 
by  speedy  recovery  and  good  health. 
My  heart  joined  with  the  psalmist: 
"I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord,  because 
he  hath  dealt  bountifully  with  me." 
Also,  during  recovery  I  was  blessed 
by  the  message  of  the  Apostle  Paul: 
"Now  the  God  of  hope  fill  you  with 
all  joy  and  peace  in  believing,  that 
ye  may  abound  in  hope,  through  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  This  time 
in  my  life  proved  to  be  a  real  strength- 
ening of  my  faith,  preparing  me  for 
the  year  of  separation  which  lay 
ahead  of  me.

rich  mv  life  at  this  time,  Isaiah  26: 
3:  "Thou  wilt  keep  him  in  perfect 
peace,  whose  mind  is  stayed  on  thee: 
because  he  trusteth  in  thee." 

Many  questions  came  to  me  during 
this  time  from  within  and  from 
without:  Don't  you  wish  you  could 
go?  How  can  you  stand  to  be  alone? 
How  does  it  feel  being  both  dad  and 
mother  to  two  children?  What  if 
something  happens  to  him  and  he 
doesn't  return?

How 
I  thank  Him  for  this  victory,  and  I 
actually  like  to  drive  the  car  now.) 
Many  questions  entered  my  mind 
but  were  not  allowed  to  linger  there 
because  the  above  mentioned  verse 
would  come  to  mind  and  the  Lord 
filled  mv  heart  with  His  peace  and 
joy  instead. 

Two  other  important  factors  which 
I  felt  the  Lord  used  to  bring  blessing 
to  me  during  this  time  were,  to  keep 
busy  and  to  live  one  day  at  a  time. 
I  was  thankful  for  the  opportunity 
during  the  school  year  for  work  in 
the  seminary  office.  Also,  I  discover- 
ed it  was  easier  to  live  just  one  day 
at  a  time  and  not  to  keep  dwelling 
on  the  long  period  of  separation.  The 
Lord  removed  any  fear  and  gave 
peace,  and  He  helped  us  when  the 
unexpected  tests  of  patience  would 
arise  and  blessed  us  with  Christian 
friends  who  prayed  and  showed  their 
friendship  in  so  many  different  ways.

Let  God  be  glorified-'Whether 
therefore  ye  eat,  or  drink,  or  what- 
soever ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of 
God  .  .  .

Do  we  find  these  commandments 
unreasonable?  No  doubt  most  of  us 
will  say  it  is  hard  to  always  do  all 
things  to  His  glory.  We  are  still  in 
the  flesh  and  the  old  nature  is  still 
present  with  us.  The  power  of  the 
evil  one  is  great  and  he  is  constantly 
busy,  stirring  up  the  lust  of  the  flesh.

A  SERVANT  PREPARED  AND  USED 


Sometimes  in  one  way,  sometimes 
in  another,  God  leads  those  whom 
He  calls  out  to  serve  Him.  In  retro- 
spect we  note  the  incidents  and  ex- 
periences along  the  way  which  have 
added  to  the  whole— and  we  marvel 
that  long  before  we  suspected  the 
purpose,  He  knew  the  way. 

It  was  Ada  Zellner's  privilege  to 
be  born  into  a  Christian  home.  Her 
mother  and  father  were  both  active 
in  The  Brethren  Church  at  Allen- 
town,  Pennsylvania.  How  signifi- 
cant it  must  have  seemed  to  Ada 
as  a  young  woman,  when  she  offered 
her  life  for  missionary  service,  to 
learn  that  her  parents  had  given  her 
to  the  Lord  even  before  she  was  born. 

Meanwhile,  however,  life  was  not 
too  easy  for  the  family,  for  Mr.  Zell- 
ner  died  while  Ada  was  still  very 
young,  and  from  then  on  her  mother 
had  her  hands  full  bringing  up  her 
children.  But  God  cared  for  them, 
and  in  spite  of  illness  and  hard  times, 
Ada  grew  up  to  do  the  work  the  Lord 
had  for  her. 

Very  early  the  little  girl  found  an 
interest  in  children  of  other  lands. 
As  soon  as  she  could  read,  she  drew 
book  after  book  from  the  public 
library  on  such  subjects.  Then,  too, 
she  always  enjoyed  working  and  play- 
ing with  other  children. 

At  about  the  age  of  eight  Ada  be- 
gan to  dream  of  becoming  a  mission- 
ary. This  was  brought  about  through 
a  Sunday-school  teacher  who  put  into 
her  hands  the  book  Anne  of  Ava  to 
read.  As  time  went  on,  the  dream  be- 
came something  more  definite— a  de- 
sire to  serve  the  Lord— until  at  the 
age  of  fourteen  she  realized  that  He 
did  want  her  for  that  work,  and  that 
He  wanted  her  to  go— wot  to  India— 
but  to  Africa. 

Foreign  languages  have  always 
been  a  source  of  fascination  for  Ada. 
Long  before  she  began  any  formal 
language  study,  she  studied  German 
by  herself  from  a  large,  illustrated 
book  which  had  belonged  to  her  great- 
grandfather. Later,  in  school  other 
languages  claimed  the  greater  part  of 
her  study  time— so  much  so  that  in 
later  vears  she   wondered   how   she 


ever  made  decent  grades  in  the  sub- 
jects she  enjoyed  less. 

Somehow  in  the  young  girl  there 
was  always  an  inner  drive  for  master- 
ing difficult  things  even  though  they 
frightened  her.  If  there  was  some- 
thing her  brother  could  do,  she  de- 
termined she  too  could  do  it.  Because 
of  a  fright  he  once  gave  her,  it  was 
a  long  time  before  she  overcame  her 
fear  of  swimming.  Then,  standing 
in  the  water  one  day  she  watched  a 
smaller  girl  glide  past  her  like  a  fish. 
Ada  became  so  disgusted  with  her- 
self that  that  very  afternoon  she 
learned  to  swim. 

All  these  "little"  things  seemingly 
constituted  preparation  for  more 
serious  matters.  As  a  young  lady  start-

ing  out  for  Ashland  College,  Ada 
found  her  equipment  to  be  mainly 
three  things:  the  blessing  of  her  moth- 
er and  some  of  her  friends,  the  assur- 
ance that  she  was  in  the  Lord's  will, 
and  the  determination  to  make  good. 
Her  financial  needs  were  met  at  the 
dorm  dishpan  during  the  school  year, 
and  in  factories  and  other  jobs  during 
the  summers. 

Four  happy  years  were  passed  in 
college  and  seminary  work,  and  in 
that  time  a  romance  blossomed  and 
bloomed.  Within  a  few  months  after 
Ada's  marriage  to  Floyd  Taber,  the 
young  couple  were  on  their  way  to 
France  to  begin  preparation  for  mis- 
sionary service  in  Africa.  Mr.  Tab- 
er's  goal  was  to  obtain  the  necessary 


medical  training  to  serve  as  a  doctor 
in  Africa,  and  it  took  nine  years  for 
the  achievement.  During  these  years, 
their  family  grew  to  four  members, 
with  a  son  and  daughter,  Charles  and 
Marguerite,  born  in  Paris.  Mrs. 
Taber  studied  French  intensively, 
and  was  able  to  obtain  the  Diplome 
Siiperieur,  which  gave  her  the  privi- 
lege of  teaching  French  in  the  colony 
where  they  later  went.  Also,  through 
her  continued  contacts  with  the 
French  people  while  she  lived  and 
mingled  among  them,  she  gain%d  a 
very  fine  mastery  of  the  language. 

The  Tabers'  nine-year  sojourn  in 
France  was  followed  by  a  brief  visit 
back  in  the  United  States;  then  they 
proceeded  to  their  long-time  goal  in 
the  land  of  Africa.  Since  their  arrival 
there  twenty-four  years  ago,  God  has 
blessed  their  service  in  the  fields  of 
medicine  and  teaching.  The  two 
younger  children,  Lois  and  Allan, 
^^'ho  were  born  in  Africa,  remained  in 
the  U.S.  to  continue  their  studies 
when  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Taber  returned 
to  the  field  following  their  last  fur- 
lough. Marguerite  is  married  and 
living  in  Indiana,  and  Charles  and 
his  wife  have  already  spent  twO 
terms  as  missionaries  on  the  same 
field  in  which  his  parents  work. 
There  are  six  grandchildren. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Taber's  present  resi- 
dence in  Africa  is  at  Boguila,  where 
the  Medical  Center  is  located.  Mrs. 
Taber  conducts  a  school  for  moni- 
tors (teachers)  in  the  native  Sango 
language,  and  not  only  teaches 
French  as  a  course,  but  teaches  several 
other  courses  in  French  along  with 
Sango  courses.  She  is  happy  to  be 
busv  in  the  Lord's  work— still  con- 
fident that  she  is  where  He  wants 
her  to  be,  doing  what  He  wants  her 
to  do. 

As  we  ponder  the  mysteries  of  the 
Lord's  leading  and  praise  Him  for  one 
whom  He  has  used  in  such  a  fruit- 
ful vA'ay,  may  we  WMC  ladies  also 
remember  to  pray  for  Ada  Taber  in 
her  continued  ministry  in  the  lar^d 
of  change  so  much  in  the  news  these 
days— Africa!

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Progress  on  WMC  Project

Dreams  are  coming  true!  Prayers 
have  been  answered,  and  plans  are 
rapidly  being  brought  to  culmination. 
The  dreams,  prayers,  and  plans  are 
for  adequate  housing  for  our  retired 
missionaries. 

At  conference  time  the  first  por- 
tion of  the  dream  came  true  when  we 
attended  the  ground-breaking  services 
and  saw  the  first  shovel  of  soil  up- 
turned. In  the  month  of  October  the 
bulldozers  moved  in  and  busily 
shoved  the  ground  into  position  so 
that  the  residence  could  be  started.

That  which  had  only 
been  lines  on  a  drawing  now  took  the 
form  of  four  apartments,  two  guest- 
rooms, and  a  convenient  utility  room. 

The  committee  could  now  antici- 
pate the  needs  and  sizes  of  necessary 
equipment  to  give  comfort  and  beauty 
to  those  who  were  to  grace  the  little 
haven.  The  hour  arrived  when  the 
committee  could  start  on  the  first  of 
'  its  manv  shopping  expeditions. 
Would  three  ladies  granted  this 
privilege  agree  as  to  its  appointments? 
The  Holv  Spirit  took  control  not  only

Was  the  suite  to  accommodate 
a  long  or  short  torso?  The  dealer, 
patient  and  understanding,  suggest- 
ed fabrics  that  had  proved  to  be 
serviceable  and  up  to  date  styling. 
The  legs  of  the  davenport,  the  end 
tables  and  the  table  are  of  like  wood. 

The  refrigerators  slip  into  their 
niche  neatlv.  The  Lord  gave  the  con- 
tractor—and us— a  good  buy  in  a  four- 
burner  apartment  range.

Brethren  missionaries  have  been 
going  to  and  from  Argentina  since 
1909.  Of  course,  their  ships  always 
had  to  sail  past  the  shores  of  that 
great  country  of  Brazil  in  order  to 
reach  Argentina.

"land  of  the  Amazon."  After  much 
prayer  and  investigation,  the  Altig 
family  arrived  in  Belem,  Brazil,  in 
February  1949,  as  the  first  Brethren 
missionaries  there. 

It  took  about  a  year  for  the  Altigs 
to  learn  the  Portuguese  language  well 
enough  to  start  their  work  with  the 
people.  Mr.  Altig  made  many  tours 
around  the  Amazon  area,  and  he  de- 
cided—just as  Dr.  Sickel  had  (in  our 
story  last  month)— that  they  should 
begin  around  the  mouth  of  the 
Amazon  at  the  city  of  Icoaraci,  a  few 
miles  from  the  big  port  city  of  Belem. 
From  the  very  first,  the  Brazilians 
have  responded  very  well  to  the  gos- 
pel message,  and  many  have  accept- 
ed the  Lord. 


The  Gospel  Goes  Forth  in  Amazing  Amazonia 


About  a  year  later  the  second  mis- 
sionary family,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ed- 
ward Miller  and  daughter,  arrived 
on  the  field.  After  their  language 
study  they  went  across  to  the  north 
side  of  the  Amazon  (the  huge  river 
is  almost  200  miles  wide  at  this  point!) 
to  a  city  called  Macapa.  This  city 
has  grown  a  great  deal  in  recent  years. 
This  is  because  mines  of  a  precious 
metal  called  manganese  were  dis- 
covered near  there.  The  Millers  still 
live  and  work  at  Macapa. 

A  couple  of  years  later  more  mis- 
sionaries arrived  in  Brazil— the  John 
Zielasko  family.  During  this  second 
term  on  the  field,  they  have  begun 
a  new  mission  station  at  Capanema, 
toward  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

The  Bill  Burk  family  arrived  in 
August  1954,  Miss  Barbara  Hulse 
in  January  1959,  and  the  George 
Johnson  family  in  February  I960. 
In  the  spring  of  1961  the  Randall 
Maycumber  family  expects  to  go  to 
the  field.  So  God  has  called  more 
and  more  missionaries  to  labor  there 
in  Brazil  where  so  much  needs  to  be 
done  in  making  Christ  known. 

So  far  the  main  work  of  the  mis- 
sionary men  has  been  to  serve  as  pas- 
tors in  beginning  testimonies  for  the 
Lord  and  in  getting  church  groups 
established.  The  goal  is  to  have 
Brazilian  pastors  for  these  Brazilian 
churches.  However,  it  takes  time  to 
see    this    accomplished.    Praise    the 


Lord  for  Raimundo  Cardoso,  the 
first  young  man  to  become  a  Breth- 
ren Brazilian  pastor!  Others  are  in 
training. 

The  missionary  ladies  work  espe- 
cially with  the  women  and  children, 
teaching  them  in  special  classes  and 
working  with  WMC  and  Sisterhood, 
and  assisting  in  the  Christian  day 
schools  which  are  carried  on  at  both 
Icoaraci  and  Macapa.  There  aren't 
nearly  enough  Brazilian  schools  to 
take  care  of  all  the  Brazilian  children, 
so  our  Christian  schools  have  been 
very  well  accepted  and  the  govern- 
ment is  very  favorable  to  them. 

Believers  at  the  different  mission 
stations  have  built  their  own  church 
buildinps  and  regular  church  activ- 
ity  is  being  carried  on.  In  February 
1960  the  newest  of  these,  the  Cap- 
anema church,  was  dedicated. 

Almost  all  Brethren  know  who 
"Amazon  Bill"  Burk  is  and  the  kind 
of  work  he  does,  traveling  the  Ama- 
zon in  his  faithful  boat  the  Vavios 
and  visiting  people  on  the  different 
islands.  Many  of  these  island  people 
have  accepted  the  Lord,  and  some  of 
them  now  come  in  to  the  church  at 
Icoaraci  for  the  services. 

There  is  great  opportunity  for  the 
Gospel  in  Brazil  today  as  the  doors 
are  wide  open  to  missionaries.  Mis- 
sionary pastors  continue  to  be  need-

the  series  of  articles  on  "Missionary  Kids." 
Here  she  tells  what  the  Lord  has  done  for 
her. 

Because  1  was  born  at  Bekoro,  I 
claim  Africa  as  my  first  home.  It 
afforded  man\  memorable  experi- 
ences quite  different  from  those  of 
a  child  bom  in  the  United  States. 
One  thing  that  stands  out  in  my  mind 
is  the  many  happy  hours  spent  with 
my  pet  monkey. 

At  the  age  of  six  I  was  separated 
from  my  parents  for  the  first  time 
to  attend  school  at  BellevLie  with 
other  missionary  children.  After  four 
months  of  classes,  we  were  given 
two  months  of  \'acation  and  then  re- 
turned for  four  more  months  of 
school.  My  first  four  years  of  school 
were  spent  in  a  one  room,  mud 
schoolhouse  where  the  first  eight 
grades  were  taught  by  Miss  Ruth 
Kent,  our  missionary  teacher.  There 
were  never  more  than  six  pupils  in 
attendance  at  one  time,  but  we  had 
wonderful  times. 

In  1950  our  family  returned  to  the 
states  on  furlough.  The  big  airplane, 
the  stop  in  Paris,  and  the  night  flight 
into  New  York  are  all  wonderful 
memories.  The  vear's  furlough  was 
spent  in  Long  Beach,  California, 
where  I  attended  the  Brethren  day 
school.  Our  parents  had  fully  pre- 
pared Anne  and  me  for  the  time 
when  they  would  return  to  Africa 
without  us.  Knowing  it  was  the  Lord's 
will  for  each  life,  we  were  satisfied 
and  did  not  feel  we  were  deserted. 

The  day  we  arrived  in  Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania,  to  make  our  new  home 
with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ogden  was 
a  very  exciting  one.  Their  son,  Dick, 
took  me  on  mv  first  sled  ride.  He 
became  the  big  brother  I  had  al- 
ways wanted.  "LIncle  Bill  and  Aunt 
Frances"  gave  us  a  wonderful  Chris- 
tian  home  and  did  not  try  to  take

the  place  of  Mom  and  Dad.  I  have 
grown  to  love  and  respect  them  high- 
ly. When  the  Lord  led  them  to  Wi- 
nona Lake,  I  made  the  move  with 
them  and  finished  my  last  two  years 
of  school  at  Warsaw  High   School. 

During  mv  senior  year  the  Lord 
directed  me  into  the  profession  of 
nursing:  He  directed,  not  led,  me. 
At  that  time  I  was  not  in  the  place 
to  hear  His  call.  Entering  the  Park- 
\'iew  Methodist  School  of  Nursing 
in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  a  new  life 
began  for  me.  The  concentrated 
class  schedule,  the  floor  duty,  the 
extra-curricular  activities,  and  the 
few  free  hours  were  hard  to  adjust 
to  at  first.  Through  it  all  I  have 
found  many  lifelong  friends  and  met 
many  Christians. 

As  a  senior  I  can  look  back  over 
mv  years  in  training  and  see  how  the 
Lord  works  in  strange  ways  to  show 
His  guiding  hand.  At  Parkview  we 


have  a  Nurses'  Christian  Fellowship 
tTTOup  which  meets  once  a  week  to 
study  the  Scriptures  and  pray.  Dur- 
ino  mv  "Probie"  days  and  junior  year 
I  attended  a  few  meetings,  but  until 
this  year  I  did  not  attend  regularly. 
I  was  saved  as  a  child  in  Africa  but 
until  recently  did  not  have  the  de- 
sire to  study  God's  Word  or  walk 
close  to  Him.  Now  I  have  found  the 
peace  and  jov  of  true  living  in  a  life 
wholly  yielded  to  His  will.  Seeing 
the  miracle  of  birth;  watching  an  ill 
child  regain  his  strength  and  spark; 
observing  a  little  old  lady  failing  in 
her  years,  and  experiencing  death; 
have  all  brought  to  my  realization  the 
fact  that  there  is  one  true  Heavenly 
Father  who  has  the  power  to  give  and 
to  take  life. 

After  moving  to  Winona  Lake,  I 
met  Mary  Fuller,  a  student  at  Grace 
College.  Following  his  graduation 
we  were  married  in  July  1960.  Our 
joy  was  made  complete  by  the  pres- 
ence of  Mom  and  Dad  who  had  just 
returned  from  Africa  for  another 
furlough.

We  do  not  know  exactly  what  the 
future  holds  for  us,  but  we  know  the 
Lord  directs  the  path  of  those  who 
are  yielded  to  Him.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  a  life  of  service  wherever 
He  may  lead  (Prov.  3:5-6).

The  Christian  day  schools  will 
probably  continue  to  grow;  the  goal 
is  to  have  one  at  each  station,  and 
missionaries  need  to  oversee  these 
schools. 

There  is  a  real  field  for  evangelism 
up  and  down  the  Amazon  and  its 
branches,  ministering  by  launch- 
boat  to  people  who  have  no  other 
witness. 


There  are  manv  Indian  tribes  who 
need  to  be  reached  for  the  Lord.  Spe- 
cial language  training  would  be 
needed  by  these  missionaries. 

Christ  said:  "Go  ye  into  all  the 
\\'orld,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature."  Brazil  has  over  60,000,000 
people.  How  many  thousands  of  mis- 
sionaries it  would  take  to  reach  all 
those  people!  What  a  great  work  to 
be  done  for  the  Lord!

WASECA,  MINN.  (EP)-Dis- 
trict  Judge  John  F.  Cahill  of  Waseca 
County  has  held  unconstitutional  the 
indecent  literature  law  enacted  by  the 
1959  Minnesota  legislature.  Although 
he  said  he  realizes  his  ruling  removes 
the  only  effective  weapon  law  en- 
forcement agencies  and  county  at- 
torneys have  to  combat  obscene  or 
indecent  materials,  the  judge  said  the 
Minnesota  law  is  an  infringement 
on  the  first  amendment  of  the  fed- 
eral constitution  guaranteeing  the 
right  of  free  press  and  free  speech. 

He  pointed  to  a  decision  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  in  a 
Los   Angeles    case. 

Judge  Cahill  said  he  was  certify- 
ing the  case  to  the  Minnesota  Su- 
preme Court  because  of  "important 
and  doubtful"  questions  of  law  in 
the  case  of  Arvid  Onan,  Wasecan 
news  dealer  who  was  arrested  for 
\'iolating  the  law.  Onan  was  arrested 
last  summer,  charged  with  selling 
and  possessing  obscene  or  indecent 
magazines  containing  photographs  in 
violation  of  the  Minnesota  law. 

NEW  YORK  (EP)-John  G. 
Deedy,  Jr.,  a  lay  editor  of  the  Pitts- 
Inirah  Catholic,  official  organ  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Roman  Catholic  Diocese, 
claims  that  while  Catholic  lay 
journalists  have  achieved  professional 


excellence,  they  fail  to  grasp  the 
theological  importance  of  the  world's 
news. 

As  a  remedy  for  the  lack  of  theo- 
logical interpretations  of  events, 
Deedv  recommended  intense,  syste- 
matized theology  seminars  for  Cath- 
olic lay  editors.  Such  seminars,  he 
urged,  could  be  sponsored  by  the 
Catholic  Press  Association,  working 
in  conjunction  with  leading  Catholic 
universities.

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HAVANA,  CUBA-Along  with 
Premier  Fidel  Castro's  early  attack  on 
the  administration  of  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy, new  U.  S.  President,  he  also 
shot  verbal  missiles  at  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  and  its  clergy  in 
Cuba.

The  Youth  Leaders  Conference 
will  be  directed  by  the  Rev.  Mel 
Johnson,  of  Minneapolis,  Minn., 
vice  president  for  the  Northern  States 
Youth  for  Christ  International. 

NEW  YORK,  N.  Y.-White 
missionaries  have  told  of  violence 
in  the  Congo  and  serious  curbs  on 
Christian  witness  there  precipitated 
by  Congolese  soldiers  loyal  to  the 
late  Patrice  Lumumba. 

This  time  the  report  came  from 
40  American  missionaries  and  their 
families  who  arrived  at  New  York's 
Idlewild  Airport  from  London  on  a 
flight  from   Uganda. 

"I  was  told  my  blood  would  be 
shed  and  my  body  would  be  painted 
with  my  own  blood,"  said  Dr.  John 
Slater,  28,  of  Pontiac,  Mich. 


Slater,  a  medical  doctor  for  17 
months  in  the  Palmer  Memorial  Hos- 
pital in  Kivu  Province,  told  report- 
ers he  was  kept  under  house  arrest 
at  the  hospital  for  one  week  and 
threatened  constandy  with  bodily 
harm.  The  only  indignity  he  suf- 
fered, however,  was  a  slap  by  the 
pro-Lumumba   soldiers. 

WHEATON,  ILL.-The  Second 
International  Convention  on  Mis- 
sionary Medicine  will  be  held  here 
Dec.  26-29,  1961,  on  the  Wheaton 
College  campus.  More  than  2,000 
medical  missionaries,  doctors,  den- 
tists, nurses,  students,  and  mission 
board  executives  are  expected  at  the 
event,  according  to  J.  Raymond 
Knishton,  executive  director  of  the 
Christian  Medical  Society. 

AMMAN,  JORDAN-Municipal 
laborers  digging  the  foundation  of 
a  school  in  the  old  city  of  Jerusalem 
have  unearthed  a  wall  believed  to 
be  part  of  the  ancient  wall  of  Jeru- 
salem built  by  Herod  the  Great  20 
centuries  ago. 

Excavations  have  revealed  the  wall 
was  built  of  huge  stones  running 
from  north  to  south,  parallel  to  the 
wall  of  the  mosque.  Diggers  have  un- 
earthed an  80-foot  section  about  six- 
feet  high. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-Post- 
master  General  J.  Edward  Day  has 
warned  that  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment is  planning  "the  toughest 
crackdown"  ever  conducted  against 
those  who  use  the  mails  for  pornog- 
raphy. 

The  new  postal  chief  issued  his 
warning  as  a  Washington,  D.  C. 
college  professor  was  receiving  sen- 
tences totaling  four  years  for  mailing 
obscene    pictures.    Dr.    Herman    L. 


Womack  was  arrested  on  a  second 
charge  while  on  bond  after  convic- 
tion on  the  first. 

But  Day  did  say,  however,  that 
the  department  will  de-emphasize 
publicity  in  the  obscenity  drive 
from  now  on.  "Our  approach  will 
be  that  used  by  the  FBI  and  other 
successful  law  enforcement  agencies 
in  that  our  drive  will  be  conducted 
without  fanfare.  Our  public  state- 
ments on  the  pornography  problem 
will  be  confined  largely  to  com- 
ments on  actual  results  achieved  and 
convictions    obtained." 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-The 
Federal  Communications  Commis- 
sion has  granted  an  increase  in  power 
to  Radio  Station  WMUU  operated 
by  Bob  Jones  University,  Greenville, 
S.  C.  The  station  will  operate  on 
5,000  watts  power  during  the  day- 
time, compared  with  its  present 
power  of  1,000  watts  on  the  same 
frequency,   1260  kilocycles. 

CHICAGO,  ILL.  The  Nurses 
Christian  Fellowship  (a  division  of 
the  Inter-Varsity  Christian  Fellow- 
ship) has  slated  three  summer  con- 
ferences for  girls  interested  in  enter- 
ing nursing  as  a  career.  Any  girl 
who  has  completed  her  junior  year 
in  high  school,  or  above,  is  eligible 
to  attend. 

The  agenda  includes  practical 
sessions  on  what  is  expected  of  a 
student  nurse  in  her  professional, 
social,  and  spiritual  life. 

The  conferences  include:  June  23- 
29,  Cedar  Lake,  Ind.;  July  7-13, 
Nyack,  New  York;  Aug.  14-19,  Cata- 
lina  Island,  Cahf.

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What  Is  a  Revival?

Are  we  having  a  revival  in  our 
churches? 

Are  the  fires  burning  brightly  in 
first  love  and   devotion   for  Christ? 

Pievival  begins  with  the  •preacher 
and  ends  with  the  laymen.  Every 
preacher  ought  to  read  the  seven  let- 
ters in  The  Revelation  as  though  ad- 
dressed to  himself.  Remember  that 
all  these  messages  of  our  Lord  to 
the  Asian  churches  were  given  first 
to  the  ansel  of  the  church,  the  mes- 
senger,  the  pastor.  We  need  to  recall 
our  first  love,  when  we  were  con- 
verted, called  to  preach.  Many 
preachers  do  not  need  a  new  church 
or  a  new  degree  as  much  as  a  refresh- 
er course  with  the  Lord. 

We  do  not  need  more  churches, 
bigger  buildings,  or  even  missions; 
we  need  revival  in  our  local  church. 
The  local  church  is  the  thermometer 
for  revival.  Vance  flavner  says:  "In 
a  citywide  campaign  some  members 
of  a  certain  church  are  stirred  and 
awakened;  some  are  saved  and  others 
brought  to  a  new  experience  of  dedi- 
cation. They  return  to  their  church 
where  most  of  the  members,  officers, 
and  workers,  have  not  been  moved 
at  all.  These  awakened  members  are 
like  hot  coals  in  cracked  ice— the 
church  has  had  no  revival  and  is  in 
no  condition  to  receive  them.  It  is 
like  putting  a  new  baby  in  a  re- 
frigerator." 

Every  believer  should  be  praying 
for  revival  every  day— real  revival 
that  will  begin  with  the  preacher 
and  end  with   the  la^inan. 

No  set  pattern  for  revival.  We 
generally  tell  God  what  we  want  and 
what  we  think  is  best.  We  lay  all 
the  plans  and  program  for  revival, 
and  then  sit  back  and  expect  it  to 
come.  Basically,  revival  is  a  work  of 


the  Holy  Spirit  among  God's  own 
people  whereby  they  get  right  with 
God  and  with  each  other. 

God  never  intended  us  to  have  a 
revival— we  shouldn't  need  it.  Revivals 
should  not  be  necessary.  God  in- 
tended that  His  people  should  grow 
in  grace  without  the  cycle  of  back- 
sliding and  repenting.  Revival  is 
really  normal  New  Testament  Chris- 
tianity. Again  Dr.  Havner  says:  "Most 
of  us  are  so  subnormal  that  if  we 
ever  became  normal,  we  could  be  con- 
sidered abnormal." 

Revii'al  will  mean  tears  (read  Joel 
2:12-18).  There  have  been  revivals 
without  much  singing  or  advertising 
or  organizing,  but  has  there  ever  been 
a  revival  without  v\'eeping?  A  great 
rabbi  said:  "My  little  children,  cry 
unto  God!  Wben  the  gates  of  prayer 
are  closed,  the  gates  of  tears  are  al- 
ways open."  How  true! 

Abraham  wept  about  Sodom  and 
Gomorrah. 

Moses  wept  at  Mount  Sinai. 

Jesus  wept  in  bitter  Gethsemane. 
There  is  plenty  to  weep  about. 
How  can  we  be  dry  eyed  and  un- 
concerned when  we  are  standing  on 
the  threshhold  of  judgment  that 
would  send  millions  out  into  eter- 
nity without  Christ  and  salvation? 
We  ought  to  weep  over  the  coldness 
of  our  own  living  and  the  fruitless- 
ness  of  our  labors. 

Dr.  Wright  of  Paris,  Texas,  once 
said:  "The  Sunday  morning  service 
is  the  test  of  the  church;  the  Sun- 
day evening  service  is  the  test  of  the 
preacher;  the  Wednesday  night 
service  is  the  test  of  the  Lord,  and 
it  seems  as  though  the  Lord  is  the 
least  popular." 

The  sum  total  of  the  multiplied 
millions  of  church  members  who  are 


lost  is  enough  to  break  the  heart 
of  an  angel.  Here  is  plenty  cause 
for  weeping. 

Revival  is  a  time  of  reaping  results. 
No  activity  in  the  work  of  the 
church  will  sen'e  to  enlist  church 
members  as  will  a  genuine  revival. 
We  are  expecting  sinners  to  come 
into  the  church  and  jump  up  and 
say:  "How  can  I  be  saved?"  when 
they  are  not  seeing  anything  going 
on  in  the  church.  I  see  a  lot  of 
glass  front  churches  these  days.  It 
would  be  a  lot  better  for  some  of 
these  to  wall  up  the  front  until 
there  was  something  going  on  inside 
to  see. 

We  know  that  the  churches,  the 
denominations  which  are  winning 
souls  today  are  the  ones  majoring  on 
revivals.  Why  be  afraid  of  revivals? 
Revivals  are  in  God's  hands.  Re- 
vival is  a  great  part  of  God's  pro- 
gram for  the  advancement  of  His 
kingdom,  for  the  salvation  of  a  lost 
world.  It  appears  that  there  is  a  real 
decrying  of  emotion  in  most  of  our 
churches.  There  are  more  tears  shed 
in  the  average  movie  than  there  are 
in  most  churches.  There  is  more  ex- 
citement over  a  TV  make-believe 
than  there  is  over  the  destiny  of 
immortal  souls  sitting  under  the  pas- 
sionate pleading  of  some  pastor  or 
evangelist. 

Abraham  showed  emotion  when  he 
pled  for  Sodom  and  Gomorrah. 
Jacob  emotionally  wrestled  with  the 
angel  at  Peniel.  Moses  was  moved 
with  emotion  when  he  cried  out: 
"Oh,  this  people  have  sinned  a  great 
sin,  and  have  made  them  gods  of 
gold.  Yet  now,  if  thou  wilt  forgive 
their  sin—;  and  if  not,  blot  me  I  pray 
thee,  out  of  thy  book  which  thou 
has  written."  There  was  excitement, 
shouting  excitement,  when  Lazarus 
came  forth  from  the  grave  where  he 
had  been  for  four  days. 

Revival  means  self-examination  on 
the  part  of  Christians:  repentance, 
confession  of  sin,  submission  to  the 
Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ,  separation 
from  the  world,  being  filled  with 
the  spirit. 

Finney  says:  "Revival  is  the  re- 
newal of  the  first  love  of  Christians, 
resulting  in  the  conversion  of  sinners 
to  God."

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THE    TRUMPET    OF    SALVA- 
TION By  Norman   E.   Nvgaard. 
Zondervan,    1961.    180  pp.' $2.50. 
Evening  after  evening  residents  of 
Nottingham   could   see   sixteen-year- 
old    William    Booth    preaching    on 
street  corners,  his  expression  earnest, 
his  voice  ringing,  his  eyes  piercing, 
his  body  braced  in  an  expectant  at- 
titude   for    the    overripe    fruits    and 
x'eoetables    that    were    often    hurled

by  hecklers.  His  mission  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  streets  brought  results, 
and  often  at  the  end  of  a  servdce  he 
could  be  seen  kneeling  on  the  rough 
cobblestones  praying  for  the  salva- 
tion of  repentant  men  and  women. 
Biographer  Nvgaard  skillfully 
\\  ea\'es  in  the  story  of  the  beginnings 
of  a  mightv  institution  with  the  per- 
sonal life  of  William  Booth,  whose 
fiery  determination  turned  to  gentle- 
ness as  he  wooed  and  won  the  talent- 
ed Catherine,  whose  aims  were  com- 
pletely in  accord  with  his,  and  who  in 
her  understanding  way,  sustained 
him  throughout  their  hardships  to- 
gether. 

THE    EPISTLE    TO    THE    RO- 
MANS    By    James    M.     Stifler. 
Moody  Press,  1960.  256  pp.  $3.50. 
No    apology   is   necessary    for   re- 
printing   this    Book   of    Romans   by 
J.    M.    Stifler    (deceased),    professor 
of  New  Testament  exegesis,  Crozier 
Theological  Seminary. 

World  centers  have  changed  and 
so  have  statesmen  since  this  book 
first  sav\'  print.  However,  the  clear 
jirescntation  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  has  not  changed  and  is  as 
needed  today  as  it  ever  was.  Paul 
was  "the  greatest  of  theologians."  He 
was  an  alert.  Christian  statesman 
v\ho  knew  the  controversies  of  his 
day.  Rome  was  a  world  center  and 
there  things  happened  that  triggered 
widespread  reactions  and  verbal  ora- 
tory  pro   and   con.    He   decided    to 
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send  a  letter  to  Rome.  In  it  he  clearly 
explained  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  the  hope  it  presents  to  hope- 
less men,  and  in  addition  what  God 
requires  of  men  in  view  of  that  Gos- 
pel. 

THE  PASTORAL  GENIUS  OF 
PREACHING    By    Samuel   Vol- 

beda.  Zondervan,  1960.  85  pp.  $2. 

Dr.  Volbeda's  teaching,  like  his 
preaching,  was  rich,  profound,  and 
practical.  His  ministry  to  young  and 
aspiring  preachers  was  particularly 
fruitful.  This  book,  prepared  by  the 
Rev.  Evenhuis  from  classnotes  left 
by  Dr.  Volbeda,  embodies  some  of 
the  author's  richest  thoughts  on  pas- 
toral ministry.

Breathes  there  an  office  worker 
with  soul  so  stirred  who  has  not 
cried  out  more  than  once:  "What 
happened  to  that  box  of  paper  cHps?" 
The  crv  and  concern  has  come  at 
last  to  the  ears  of  the  Government, 
it  may  now  be  revealed.  It  is  reported 
that  a  committee  has  been  organ- 
ized to  survey  this  "chaos  of  the  clips," 
and  its  attention  was  fixed  upon  the 
fate  of  some  100,000  of  these  metallic 
wonders.  Herewith  the  final  find- 
ings- 
Only  one-fifth,  some  20,000  paper 
clips,  were  used  for  their  original 
purpose;  of  the  remainder: 

3,196   served   as   pipe   cleaners. 
5,308  were  filled  in  as  nail  clean- 
ers. 

5,434  were  employed  as  toothpicks, 
or  ear-scratchers. 

14,613  were  tortured  into  all  man- 
ner of  shape  during  'phone  calls. 

7,200  ended  office  careers  to  be- 
come makeshift  clothing  hooks. 

The  remainder?  Well,  they  were 
dropped  on  the  floor,  swept  up,  or 
swallowed  by  small  children- 
Such  an  item  is  always  meat  for 
a  paper's  "miscellany"  column;  yet 
such  passion  for  the  petty  does  have 
spiritual  undertone.  Many  a  life  can 
become  very  careful  for  the  passing, 
yet  give  nary  the  care-shrug  for  the 
permanent.  A  man  may  carefully 
count  strayed  clips,  yet  never  care 
to  count  the  loss  of  a  soul  strayed 
from  the  claims  of  Calvary.  This 
.  generation  with  queer  passion  for 
obscure  detail,  needs  the  recovery 
of  the  higher  passion  as  will  evoke 
strange  warming  of  heart  o'er  the 
greater  glories  of  the  Gospel. 

'Te  blind  guides,  which  strain  at 
a  gnat,  and  swallow  a  camel"  (Matt. 
23:24)  is  a  very  up-to-date  word  after 
all.  Paul  is  not  a  whit  behind  in 
solemnly  warning,  but  "foolish  and 


unlearned  questions  avoid"  (II  Tim. 
2:23).  Many  teeter  at  spokes  edge 
with  great  excitement;  yet  are  scarce- 
ly interested  in  getting  to  the  hub, 
the  center,  which  is  Christ.  We  have 
the  experts  of  the  extreme  who  are 
branded  as  bunslins  amateurs  when 
it  comes  to  close  grips  with  the  gen- 
uine soul-saving,   life-lifting  Gospel.

National  Council  of  Churches  Criticized  by  Churchmen 

Two  prominent  churchmen  of  Phoenix,  Arizona,  Rev. 
Paul  Urbano  of  All  Saints  Episcopal  Church,  and  Rev. 
Charles  S.  Poling,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
made  their  feelings  clear  on  the  subject  of  the  National 
Council's  political  activities. 

Last  month  the  All  Saints  Church  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion condemning  the  political  activities  of  the  Council. 
Mr.  Urbano  said  he  did  not  believe  it  was  the  Christian 
wav  of  life  to  mix  religion  and  politics.  He  deplored  clergy- 
men who  "put  on  their  collars  and  go  before  the  legis- 
lature to  lobby."  Dr.  Poling  stated  that  it  was  a  false  claim 
for  the  National  Council  to  say  it  represents  50  million 
Protestants.  Both  men  claimed  the  National  Council  has 
advocated  the  admission  of  Red  China  to  the  United 
Nations.  In  connection  with  other  activities  such  as  the 
"right-to-work"  law  they  claimed  that  the  Council  has 
left  the  religious  field  and  entered  politics. 

It  is  heartening  to  hear  men  whose  denominations  be- 
long to  the  National  Council  of  Churches  speak  out 
against  some  of  its  policies.  More  of  its  members  should 
be  doing  this. 

Proof  has  been  provided  bevond  anv  doubt  that  the 
Council's  officials  in  various  instances  together  with 
other  members  and  supporters  have  been  "fellow-travel- 
ers" to  say  the  least.  Their  names  have  been  used  in 
relation  to  organizations  which  without  doubt  are  Com- 
munist. It  is  also  true  that  the  National  Council  name 
is  used  in  the  support  of  causes  which  are  stronglv  spon- 
sored by  international  communism.  This  is  not  to  sav  that 
any  of  the  Council's  officials  are  Communists,  but  cer- 
tainly both  the  organization  and  its  officials  may  expect 
to  be  classed  at  least  as  "pink"  just  as  anv  other  organiza- 
tion might  expect,  if  thev  iravel  with  Communists  and 
espouse  the  same  causes. 

Does  this  mean  that  we  are  concluding  that  the  Com- 
munists are  alwavs  wrong?  Virtuallv  this  is  what  it  means 
at  least  in  areas  of  major  decision.  Of  course  the  Com 
munists  may  use  the  right  formulas  and  mechanical  means 
to  send  a  man  into  space  or  to  build  atomic  weapons, 
et  cetera.  But  most  important  is  the  fact  that  communism 
is  a  godless  philosophy.  Decisions  made  bv  Nikita 
Kruschcv  and  other  Russian  leaders  are  based  on  this 
philosophy  which  is  unchristian  and  un-American. 
Therefore,  the  Communist  way  of  life  is  not  our  way  of 
life. 
■  Is  it  not  amazing,   then,   that  manv  people  who  be- 


long to  the  denominations  of  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  and  who  vehemently  oppose  the  Communist 
way  of  life  and  atheism,  still  support  denominations 
which  in  turn  are  supporting  a  "pink"  National  Coun- 
cil. Because  of  the  Council's  political  activities  the  names 
of  these  church  members  are  actually  being  used  to 
support  leftist  political  activities  which  these  individuals 
oppose  personally.  It  is  time  that  both  pastors  and  mem- 
bers of  denominations  begin  to  investigate  the  program 
of  this  ecclesiastical  political  power  so  that  they  do  not 
fall  blindly  into  a  clever  trap  prepared  by  Satan. 

There  must  and  alwavs  should  be  some  intimate  con- 
nection between  Christianity  and  politics.  Christianity  is 
a  philosophy  of  religion  which  is  based  on  the  Word 
of  God.  It  assumes  that  Christians  will  do  the  thing 
which  is  righteous  and  moral  in  all  areas  of  life.  As  the 
power  of  political  decision  or  counsel  become  available 
these  should  be  practiced.  Every  Christian  should  take 
advantage  of  his  opportunity  to  vote.  The  impact  of  his 
righteousness  should  be  made  in  political  circles.  But 
this  is  only  the  result  of  the  fact  that  he  is  a  Christian 
in  practice.  The  main  issue  in  the  life  of  any  believer, 
whether  a  minister  or  layman,  is  to  evangelize  lost  souls. 
One  of  the  reasons  the  National  Council  is  doing  so 
much  in  the  political  field  is  that  it  is  doing  so  little  in 
this  spiritual  field.  Any  Biblical  basis  for  its  existence 
has  been  denied  by  the  very  program  of  this  organiza- 
tion. 

God's  Purpose  in  Missions 

This  is  twofold.  Jesus  said:  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach 
all  nations. "  The  first  purpose  is  to  preach  the  Gospel 
to  all  men.  Secondly,  from  all  of  this  preaching  the 
result  will  be  a  gathering  out  of  a  "people"  for  God. 
"God  at  the  first  did  visit  the  Gentiles,  to  take  out  of 
them  a  people  for  his  name." 

The  only  boundary  the  children  of  God  have  in  our 
Lord's  evangelistic  purpose  is  the  v\'hole  world.  Global 
witnessing  about  Jesus  Christ  and  His  power  to  redeem 
is  God's  first  desire.  Many  today  do  not  realize  this  fact 
and  are  content  with  a  very  occasional  witness  for  Christ 
at  home.  Not  all  can  go  into  regions  beyond  their  own 
immediate  community.  This  is  the  reason  we  have  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren  Church. 
Missionaries  called  by  God  and  anointed  by  the  Holy 
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Virginia  Beach  Observes  Anniversary 


Sunday,  February  5,  1961,  marked 
the  reaching  of  year  one  since  the 
dedication  of  the  new  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church,  Virginia  Beach,  Vir- 
ginia. Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb,  secretary  of 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil who  was  unable  to  be  present 
for  the  dedication  day  service,  was 
the  special  speaker  for  the  anniver- 
sary celebration. 

A  carry-in  anniversary  dinner  was 
served  at  the  noon  hour.  Approxi- 
mately seventy-five  people  enjoved 
the  fellowship  around  the  table.  To 


climax  the  day  the  pastor,  A.  Harold 
Arrington,  showed  colored  slides  of 
the  work  from  its  beginning. 

January  1960  the  average  Sunday- 
school  attendance  was  one  hundred 
and  one  year  later  or  January  1961 
it  increased  to  148  or  a  48  percent 
increase.  The  average  attendance  for 
February  1960  was  116  and  the 
anniversary  month  goal  for  1961  was 
175.  Each  month  a  "teacher  of  the 
month"  is  selected,  and  in  January 
it  was  Mr.  Damon  Moore  who  is 
also  the  church  treasurer.

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A  Larger  Home  Mission  Witness?

This  is  the  desire  of  each  loyal 
member  of  a  Brethren  church.  Breth- 
ren people  have  received  excellent 
teaching  from  the  Scripture  by  well- 
trained  pastors.  They  know  that  Acts 
1:8  is  the  "marching  order"  for  the 
church,  and  that  these  last  recorded 
words  of  Christ  spoken  just  before 
His  ascension  into  heaven  indicate 
the  deepest  passion  of  His  heart. 
They  know  that  Christ  uses  only 
redeemed  human  witnesses  to  ac- 
complish this  purpose. 

Spiritual  witnessing  begins  at 
home.  No  believer  will  have  a  gen- 
uine and  maximum  interest  in  either 
home  or  foreign  missions  unless  he 
is  a  personal  soul-winner  in  his  own 
hometown  and  through  his  local 
church.  The  motive  for  missions  is 
spiritual,  not  material.  Only  through 
a  close  relationship  w^ith  Christ  is 
this  pure  motive  produced.  Such  a 
passion  for  souls  will  normally  pro- 
ject itself  into  other  areas  of  witness- 
ing. Very  often  the  people  who  re- 
spond to  the  appeal  of  a  pastor  for 
evangelizing  lost  souls  in  prayer  and 
visitation  are  also  the  people  who 
have  a  vision  for  the  regions  beyond. 

A  larger  home-mission  witness  can 
only  be  substantially  produced  in 
this  way.  The  "Jerusalem,  Judea,  Sa- 
maria" of  Acts  1:8  will  mean  the 
American  mission  field  beyond  the 
borders  of  the  hometown  for  such  a 
Christian.  Sending  a  missionary  or 
a  substitute  into  some  section  of  the 
United  States  to  establish  a  Brethren 
church  will  seem  to  be  the  only  logi- 
cal result  for  such  an  individual.  He 
will  pray  and  give  to  this  end.  So, 
we  must  conclude  that  offerings  are 
not  measured  in  dollars.  They  are 
■measured  in  spirituality.  They  abso- 
lutely reflect  a  certain  spiritual  level 
In  the  people  responsible. 

This  is  a  day  of  specialization  in 
most  areas  of  life.  This  is  true  in 
church  extension.  Twenty  years  ago 
and  even  ten  years  ago  it  was  much 
easier  to  establish  and  develop  a 
church  in  practically  every  aspect. 
Now  we  have  planning  commissions, 


zoning  boards,  city  councils,  permits, 
street  and  sidewalk  and  sewer  im- 
provements, building  codes  in  all  the 
trades,  building  inspectors,  engineers, 
architects,  contractors'  agreements, 
union  rules,  housing  problems,  con- 
standy  rising  costs,  community  ob- 
stacles, and  many  other  difficulties 
too  numerous  to  mention.  It  is  clear 
that  men  who  will  do  a  thorough 
and  effective  job  in  church  extension 
must  be  specialists  also  in  their  field. 
If  they  are  not  or  are  seriously  defi- 
cient in  even  one  respect,  the  results 
will  quickly  show  it.  The  procedure 
is  so  complicated  and  exacting  that 
only  the  hardest  work  and  the  ap- 
plication of  great  wisdom  and  courage 
will  produce  a  new  church. 

This  specialization  also  involves 
the  location  of  a  new  church.  The 
tempo  at  which  we  are  forced  to  live 
todav  in  order  to  survive  financially 
has  forced  people  into  certain  trends 
of  thinking  and  attitudes  which  make 
it  necessary  to  virtually  place  the 
church  at  their  doorstep.  Therefore, 
the  average  church  locations  must  be 
in  the  immediate  community  for 
evangelization.  This  means  that  the 
market  for  church  property  is  usually 
a  small  one,  which  in  turn  means 
higher  prices.  It  is  rather  an  average 
thing  in  an  average  American  city 
today  to  have  a  real  estate  broker  sug- 
gest a  price  of  $20,000  or  above  for 
owe  acre  of  property.  Yet,  in  view  of 
the  codes  for  off-street  parking,  ex- 
pansion codes,  and  so  forth,  two  acres 
should  be  a  minimum.  Once  the 
property  is  acquired  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  spend  as  much  as  $10,000  to 
improve  it  with  all  utilities,  sewage, 
streets,  sidewalks,  curbs,  and  so  on. 
Before  ever  thinking  about  a  church 
building  of  whatever  size  a  group  may 
have  $30,000  expended.  This  situa- 
tion grows  worse  constantly. 

Pastors  in  this  specialized  field  face 
great  expenditures  in  housing,  oper- 
ating their  automobiles,  and  many 
other  expenses  which  deplete  their  fi- 
nances.  Yet  their   salaries   are  kept 


at  a  minimum.  These  men  and 
their  families  do  without  some  of  the 
necessities  of  life  in  order  to  build 
churches  and  seldom  complain  that 
they  do  not  have  the  luxuries  others 
enjoy.  The  average  laborer  makes 
more  money  than  a  Brethren  home- 
mission  pastor. 

All  of  this  means  much  higher  ex- 
penditures to  do  the  same  job  we 
did  ten  years  ago.  Inflation  can  deal 
a  fatal  blow  to  the  entire  church  ex- 
tension program  unless  the  Lord's 
people  arouse  themselves  to  the  fact 
that  in  church  extension  we  are  pay- 
ing much  more  for  what  we  get,  as 
well  as  they  in  their  own  personal 
lives. 

Everything  possible  has  been  done 
to  close  this  financial  gap  between 
what  we  receive  and  what  we  can 
do.  An  architectural  department,  con- 
struction crews,  an  investment  organ- 
ization, streamlining  of  administra- 
tion and  other  changes  have  been 
made  to  stretch  the  dollars. 

With  all  of  this  in  mind  the  of- 
fering report  for  1960  is  not  encourag- 
ing. It  simply  means  that  further 
adjustments  must  be  made.  Because 
of  a  deficit  last  year  the  home-mission 
board  decided  that  no  new  churches 
would  be  accepted  until  the  financial 
picture  was  alleviated.  We  hoped 
1960's  offering  would  help.  There  is 
only  one  course  to  follow  in  the 
interest  of  good  business  and  our 
testimony  for  Christ;  that  is,  to  cut 
back  building  appropriations,  perhaps 
even  reduce  salaries,  and  to  establish 
fewer  churches.  There  is  no  alter- 
native. We  are  sure  that  the  members 
of  our  corporation  would  agree  with 
this  procedure. 

The  Lord's  people  could  change 
this  overnight.  Special  gifts,  estates, 
annuities,  and  other  methods  of  giv- 
ing, but  especially  more  prayer  would 
enable  us  to  take  advantage  of  many 
present  opportunities  to  start  new 
churches.

Spirit  for  this  purpose  are  sent  to 
mission  fields  outside  our  own  Na- 
tion to  represent  us  in  sowing  the 
seed  of  God's  Word. 

The  out-calling  of  converts  through 
this  witnessing  has  brought  the 
church  into  existence.  Those  who  ac- 
cept the  message  and  thus  receive 
Christ  become  members  of  His  Bride 
and  will  some  day  be  joined  to  Him 
in  heaven.  But,  in  order  for  this 
church  to  work  effectively  its  mem- 
bers must  be  trained  in  the  Word  and 
methods.  This  assures  that  regardless 
of  generations,  world  conditions,  or 
changing  eras,  the  message  will  con- 
tinue to  flow  into  unbelie\'ing  hearts 
until  Jesus  comes.  The  same  mis- 
sionaries who  win  the  souls  must 
train    them. 

Missions  is  a  year-round  business. 
Each  Brethren  church  should  be  giv- 
ing weekly  to  both  home  and  foreign 
missions.  However,  at  the  Easter  Sea- 
son we  especially  emphasize  foreign 
missions  in  our  Fellowship.  Our  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  is  fulfilling 
God's  purpose  in  missions.  Therefore 
it  should  be  supported  liberally  by 
each  member  of  The  Brethren 
Church. 


Brighter  Future  for  Navajo  Children 


The  future  for  the  three  Navajo 
children  shown  here  and  others  looks 
much  brighter.  With  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Brethren  Navajo  Mis- 
sion and  Boarding  School  they  can 
look  forward  to  an  education  and 
more  important,  a  Christ-centered 
one. 

The  school  in  its  early  days  was 
not  popular.  It  was  difficult  to  round 
up  enough  children  to  fill  the  en- 
rollment and  sometimes  more  diffi- 
cult to  keep  them  in  the  school.  This 
situation  has  completely  changed  in 
only  a  few  years.  Now  with  capacity 
of  the  school  doubled  the  number 
wanting  in  is  more  than  the  capacity. 
It  is  no  longer  necessary  to  "beat  the 
bushes"  to  fill  the  quota.  Now  the 
Navajoes  are  "beating  on  the  doors " 
to  get  in.  Certainly  this  change  is  of 
the  Lord,  and  we  are  grateful  to 
Him. 

The  facilities  of  the  school  are  im- 
proving as  rapidly  as  funds  are  avail- 
able to  complete  the  work  undenvay. 
Man\'  of  these  improvements  are 
necessary  to  meet  ever  increasing 
standards  by  the  state  of  New  Mex- 


ico. With  the  state  requiring  more 
and  the  mission  providing  more  in 
the  way  of  facilities,  it  adds  up  to  a 
brighter  future  for  the  preschool 
children. 

Not  only  are  the  facilities  increas- 
ing, but  also  the  staff  of  workers  are 
increasing.  A  staff  dedicated  to  the 
task  of  taking  the  Gospel  to  the 
Navajo  is  interested  in  reaching  par- 
ents for  Christ.  As  parents  become 
Christians  this  is  just  another  way  of 
brightening  the  future  for  the  Navajo 
children.

On  Wednesday   Night

A  long  time  has  passed  since  you 
last  read  of  our  Wednesday  night 
class.  I  can  remember  some  ten  years 
ago  when  someone  said  to  me: 
"Won't  it  be  nice  when  you  get  this 
big  room  Filled  with  people?"  I  think 
I  smiled  sweetly,  meanwhile  thinking 
to  myself  that  it  would  be  a  long, 
long  time.  Now  we  are  at  this  point. 
Each  Wednesday  night  the  room  is 
filled.  Gone  are  the  days  when  there 
would  be  one,  two,  or  three.  Gone 
are  the  days  when  a  fe\v  Bibles  did 
the  job.  Instead  of  a  few  people  there 
is  now  a  full  room  on  Wednesday 
night  and  another  group  meeting  on 
Friday  who  require  extra  chairs  at 
times. 

At  eight  o'clock  on  Wednesday 
night  we  usher  people  into  the  room. 
The  first  ones  take  the  best  chairs, 
of  course,  and  the  later  arrivals  must 
take  the  hard,  metal  chairs.  We  take 
their  coats  and  hand  out  songbooks. 
Isobel,  Bruce,  and  I  used  to  sing  a 
trio  every  night,  but  now  we  have 
other  voices  added  to  ours  as  we  sing 
praises  to  our  Messiah.  The  newer 
members  of  the  group  usually  just 
look  at  their  books  and  don't  take 
part  in  the  singing.  Before  we  begin 
the  song  service,  there  is  usually  a 
flurry  of  excitement  with  different 
ones  saying:  "Here,  Clara,  sit  by  me," 
or  "Here's  a  place  on  the  sofa  for 
vou,  Belle." 

I  usually  retire  to  the  kitchen  to 
put  on  the  big  coffeemaker  so 
thoughtfully  provided  by  the  Den- 
ver WMC  ladies.  Then,  I  return  to 
the  meetino  room  for  the  message  of 
the  evening. 

,  Sometimes  we  have  the  "unusual " 
at  our  meetings.  One  of  our  regular 
members  invited  a  friend  without 
telling  her  it  was  a  meeting  where  we 
studied  about  jesus  as  Messiah  and 
God.  1  he  hymns  for  the  evening  were 
"Jesus  Saves"  and  "The  Solid  Rock." 
As  they  were  being  sung  this  woman

fidgeted  in  her  chair  and  kept  glanc- 
ing at  her  friend.  Then  we  had  pray- 
er and  after  that  Mr.  Button  began 
the  message  on  the  virgin  birth  of  the 
Lord.  About  this  time  the  lady  arose 
to  her  feet  and  told  us  that  she  had 
\isited  a  gentile  church  and  the  pas- 
tor told  her  it  was  a  great  honor  to 
have  her  there,  but  she  should  be 
true  to  her  synagogue  and  if  she  did 
this,  that  was  all  that  was  necessary 
to  please  God. 

Mrs.  Z  told  the  lady  to  sit  down. 
The  message  was  continued.  Then, 
a  few  moments  later,  the  lady  arose 
to  her  feet  again. 

"Come  on,"  she  said  to  her  friend, 
Mrs.  Z.  "Let's  get  out  of  here.  This 
is  no  place  for  you  and  me.  I  am  a 
good  ]e\v.  You  are  a  good  Jew.  This 
is  a  missionary  meeting." 

"Oh,  sit  down  and  be  quiet!"  Mrs. 
Z  told  her  impatiently.  There  were 
others  who  said:  "Yes,  sit  down  and 
listen." 

After  the  message  ended  there  was 
quite  a  time  of  testimony  to  this 
one  who  was  so  obviously  lost  with- 
out Christ.  Though  she  listened  and 
though  she  argued  a  bit,  she  refused 
to  have  any  of  the  refreshment.  This 
lady  never  returned,  but  she  had 
heard  the  Gospel  presented  that  eve- 
ning. 

The  message  is  usually  over  by 
nine.  As  soon  as  it  is  over,  Diane, 
Isobel,  and  I  retire  to  the  kitchen  to 
bring  in  the  refreshments. 

While  Isobel  and  I  carry  in  the 
food,  Diane  prepares  the  "extras." 
One  lady,  being  a  diabetic,  can't  eat 
the  sweet  rolls  we  provide.  It  is 
Diane's  job  to  fix  her  some  toast 
or  to  give  her  a  biscuit.  Another  man 
has  an  ulcer  so  he  must  have  milk 
and  toast.  He  doesn't  like  his  milk 
cold  so  it  must  be  heated  a  litde  to 
take  the  chill  off. 

After  the  napkins,  spoons,  and 
glass  trays  have  been  distributed,  we 


pass  the  rolls,  pour  the  coffee  and  see 
that  everyone  has  an  opportunity  to 
have  the  cream  and  sugar.  We  help 
the  blind  if  they  need  help  and,  in 
fact,  I  have  even  sewn  on  a  button 
during  this  time  for  a  lady  who  at- 
tends faithfully  but  who  can't  sew 
because  of  her  blindness. 

The  time  passes  swiftly.  Everyone 
enjoys  the  fellowship  and  then  it  is 
time  to  go  home.  The  coats  must  be 
distributed  and  the  people  taken  to 
the  cars  for  the  first  load.  Those  liv- 
ing closest  to  the  mission  are  taken 
home  first.  The  last  load  is  com- 
posed of  those  lixang  the  furtherest 
distance.  When  they  are  gone  the 
hymn  books  must  be  stacked  in  the 
corner  back  of  the  big  chair.  The 
Bibles  are  stacked  neatly  beside  them. 
Crumbs  are  on  the  floor,  but  the 
cleaning  can  wait  until  the  next  dav. 

I  think  of  the  ones  who  have  been 
here.  There  is  one  little  lady  in  par- 
ticular I  pray  for.  She  came  to  us 
through  our  blind  meeting.  You  see, 
she  is  blind.  She  had  never  in  her 
life  attended  any  sort  of  meeting  like 
ours.  She  has  many  questions.  She 
tells  her  friends  who  are  not  blind. 
She  feels  a  need  in  her  life.  How 
we  do  pray  the  God  of  heaven  will 
open  her  eyes  in  these  coming  weeks! 
You  pray,  too. 

There  is  another  lady  who  at- 
tends our  meetings.  This  lady  is  also 
blind.  She  curses  the  name  of  Jesus. 
Not  in  front  of  us,  of  course,  but  in 
front  of  some  of  the  others  who  come 
to  the  class.  And  yet,  though  she 
seems  to  hate  anything  that  has  to  do 
with  Him,  still  she  comes  to  the 
meetings  and  listens  without  com- 
ment. Why  does  she  come?  Is  there 
something  pulling  her  that  she,  her- 
self, cannot  control?  Pray  for  Sophie. 

There  are  others,  too,  who  come 
and  vi'ho  need  your  prayers.  We  need 
your  prayers,  too!

The  1960  offerino  for  Brethren  Home 
Missions  adds  up  to' $239,050.74.  A  quick 
glance  at  the  totals  will  reveal  that  is  less 
than  1959  and  in  the  amount  of  $1,516.79. 
We  hasten  to  say  that  it  is  not  an  accurate 
comparison.  First  of  all  it  is  possible  to 
get  two  offerings  reported  in  the  same 
year  or  none.  There  are  instances  of  both 
kinds  in  this  report.  These  situations  arise 
out  of  a  church  sending  in  an  offering 
after  January  1  and  then  sending  the  ne.xt 
report  in  before  January  1  of  the  next 
year.  The  offerinp^s  are  recorded  on  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  hooks 
as  of  the  day  they  are  received. 

The  comparative  report  has  been  missing 
for  a  few  years.  This  has  been  due  to  a 
change  in  the  operational  vear  from  the 
fiscal  to  the  calendar  vear.  The  year  1960 
represents  the  second  full  vear  since  the 
change  and  the  first  opportunity  for  a 
comparison.  We  trust  from  this  report  the 
churches  uill  see  the  need  of  consistent 
reporting  for  a  better  comparison.

VIENNA-Sofia  Radio  has  report- 
ed that  plans  for  intensified  Commu- 
nist indoctrination  of  Bulgarian 
children  and  young  people  were  dis- 
cussed at  a  conference  in  Sofia  at- 
tended by  school  officials  and  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Communist  gov- 
ernment. 

The  Bulgarian  drive  is  reportedly 
organized  along  lines  of  a  similar 
campaign  inaugurated  in  the  Soviet 
Union  and  being  copied  in  Poland 
and  Czechoslovakia. 

The  conference  featured  a  talk  by 
Minister  of  Education  and  Culture 
Nacho  Papazov,  who  stressed  the 
"harmful  influence  of  religion  in  the 
upbringing  of  children." 

TALLAHASSEE,  FLA.-Evan- 
gelist  Billy  Graham  recently  stated 
to  newsmen  here  his  opinion  on  the 
much-debated  issue  of  sending  food 
to  star\'ing  people  in  Red  China. 

"What  a  dramatic  thing  it  would 
be  if  100  ships  could  sail  from  the 
West  Coast  with  stores  of  our  sur- 
plus food,"  he  said.  "We  are  not  at 
war  with  the  jjeople  of  China  and 
this  would  have  a  tremendous  effect. 
We  cannot  compromise  with  their 
ideology,  but  we  should  feed  them 
when  they  are  hungry." 

MEXICO  CITY-Dr.  William 
Cameron  Townsend,  founder  and 
general  director  of  the  Wycliffe  Bible 
Translators  and  Summer  Institute  of 
Linguistics,  was  a  recent  guest  of 
honor  at  a  banquet  in  Mexico  City, 
celebrating  his  25  years  of  intense 
linguistic  and  missionan,'  work  among 
the  Indian  tribes  of  Latin  America. 

At  the  banquet,  attended  by 
guests  from  ten  different  countries, 
including  the  ambassadors  in  Mex- 
ico and  Bolivia,  Brazil  and  the  Phil- 
ippines, Mr.  Townsend  was  present- 
ed with  a  694-page  commemorative 


volume  of  linguistic  studies  edited  by 
a  committee  of  Mexican  and  Ameri- 
can scholars,  representing  61  authors 
from  various  countries  of  North  and 
South  America,  the  Philippines, 
France  and  Viet  Nam. 

SPECIAL.  The  Evangelical  Free 
Church  of  America  is  keeping  all  of 
its  women  missionaries  and  children 
home  from  Congo  at  least  until  June, 
according  to  secretary  of  foreign  mis- 
sions, Lester  P.  Westlund. 

The  Free  Church  field  is  located 
in  Equatorial  province  in  the  north- 
west comer  of  the  Congo.  At  the 
time  of  the  unrest  of  July  1960,  39 
missionaries  and  36  missionary  chil- 
dren were  evacuated  from  the  area. 

The  men  remained  in  the  field. 
A  number  of  the  wives,  children  and 
some  single  lady  missionaries  returned 
late  in  1960  and  early  in  1961.  An- 
other group  of  ten  was  set  to  fly  back 
on  January  25  when  a  cable  from  the 
field  detained  them  at  home. 

"Congo  is  in  need  of  a  great  deal 
of  prayer  and  help  at  this  time," 
Westlund  stated.  "Several  missions 
in  danger  areas  again  have  evacuated 
their  entire  staff.  Once  the  present 
ban  is  lifted,  we  will  be  sending  our 
available  men  back,  but  are  with- 
holdins  the  mothers,  children,  and 
single   lady  missionaries." 

DAYTON,  OHIO-Dr.  Reuben 
H.  Mueller,  senior  bishop  of  the 
Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church, 
has  announced  a  definite  proposal 
for  or  against  merger  with  The  Meth- 
odist Church  will  be  presented  to  the 
General  Conference  of  the  EUB 
Church  next  year.  The  conference 
will  meet  in  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  in 
October  1962.

PORTLAND,  OREG.-Protes- 
tants  and  Other  Americans  United 
for  Separation  of  Church  and  State 
will  go  "all  out"  in  its  opposition  to 
a  New  York  State  plan  to  provide 
$200  annual  grants  for  students  at 
sectarian  and  other  private  colleges. 

So  stated  Dr.  Glenn  Archer,  execu- 
tive director  of  the  organization,  at 
a  public  rally  here.  He  said  the  grants 
were  "nothing  but  a  back-door  sub- 
sidy to  church  institutions,"  and 
added  that  he  hoped  President  Ken- 
nedy "will  continue  to  stand  by  his 
magnificent  pledges  to  protect 
Church-State  separation."

GLORIFICATION

Glorificarion  looks  to  the  future. 
Christ  'loved  the  church,  and  gave 
himself  for  it."  That  speaks  of  the 
past.  "That  he  might  sanctify  and 
cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of  water 
by  the  word."  That  speaks  of  the 
present.  "That  he  might  present  it 
to  himself  a  glorious  church,  not 
having  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such 
thing."  This  is  glorification  and 
speaks  of  the  future  (Eph.   5). 

Wlien  we  look  at  the  church  to- 
day with  all  its  worldliness  and  strife 
and  di\dsions,  we  are  amazed  that 
even  Christ  himself  could  ever  clean 
off  the  spots,  iron  out  the  wrinkles, 
and  make  it  a  perfect  and  glorious 
church.  But  we  are  confident  "that 
he  which  hath  begun  a  good  work  in 
us,  will  perform  it  until"  it  is  per- 
fect (Phil.    1:6). 

In  fact,  our  Lord  is  so  sure  that  He 
will  do  it  that  He  speaks  of  it  as  al- 
ready accomplished,  for  "whom  he 
justified,  them  he  also  glorified" 
(Rom.  8:30).  The  surprising  thing 
about  that  word  "glorified"  is,  al- 
though it  is  really  in  the  future,  it 
is  in  the  past  tense.  God  is  so  sure 
that  He  will  glorify  everv'one  that 
He  justifies,  that  He  speaks  of  it  as 
already  past. 

God  can  do  that.  God  can  call 
"those  things  which  be  not  as  though 
they  were"  (Rom.  4:17).  Moses  and 


Elijah  were  both  sinful  men  and 
could  stand  on  the  mount  of  trans- 
figuration in  blinding  glory  only  in 
virtue  of  the  shed  blood  of  Christ, 
but  our  Lord  had  not  yet  died.  But 
it  was  so  sure  in  the  mind  of  God 
that  He  would  die  that  they  could 
stand  there  ahead  of  time.  And  so, 
it  is  so  sure  in  the  mind  of  God  that 
He  will  glorify  every  one  that  he 
justifies  that  He  speaks  of  it  as  al- 
ready past. 

The  Church 

The  church  is  no  afterthought.  It 
has  been  in  the  mind  of  God  for 
millions  of  years.  Far  back  before 
the  foundation  of  the  world  He  knew 
the  church  (Rom.  8:29)  and  chose 
each  individual  (Eph.  1:4)  "according 
to  the  eternal  purpose  which  he  pur- 
posed in  Christ  Jesus"  (Eph.   3:11). 

In  the  present  time,  God  is  using 
the  church  as  an  object  lesson  to 
show  the  principalities  and  powers 
of  the  angelic  world  His  "manifold 
wisdom"  (Eph.  3:10). 

There  may  be  thousands  and  even 
millions  of  other  worlds,  each  with 
intelligent  creatures  of  a  different 
order  and  in  the  ages  to  come,  God 
will  use  the  church  as  an  object  les- 
son to  shew  them  the  "exceeding 
riches  of  his  grace  in  his  kindness 
toward   us"    (Eph.    2:7).   And   there 


will  be  "glory  in  the  church  by 
Christ  Jesus  throughout  all  ages, 
world  without  end"  (Eph.  3:21). 
Verily,  we  cannot  even  imagine  some- 
thing that  has  no  end— on  and  on 
and  on— age  after  age  and  no  end. 
We  are  living  between  two  eternities. 
Both  of  them  are  the  same  length. 
Eternity  past  is  as  long  as  eternity 
future.  God  has  been  busy  in  the 
past  and  He  will  be  just  as  busy  as 
the  ceaseless  ages  of  eternity  come 
and  go. 

There  was  the  age  of  law.  The 
age  of  grace  has  already  run  some 
1900  years.  The  kingdom  age  will 
run  for  one  thousand  years,  and  on 
and  on  and  on  as  other  ages,  each 
with  its  own  purpose  and  different 
character  to  fulfill  the  eternal  plan 
of  our  infinite  God. 

How  many  ages  there  have  been 
in  eternity  past  we  know  not,  but 
the  earth  bears  abundant  evidence  of 
judgments  and  upheavals;  and  the 
presence  of  many  prison  houses  full 
of  evil  spirits  bear  mute  evidence  that 
many  waves  of  intelligent  creatures 
have  passed  o^'er  the  earth,  each  with 
a  character  and  a  purpose  of  its  own, 
and  each  with  some  who  obey  and 
some  who  disobeyed   their  Creator. 

Once  the  mighty  Appollyon  led  a 
rebellion,  and  today  he  lays  bound 
with  his  infernal  locusts  in  the  bot- 
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tomless  pit.  In  another  age  four  great 
generals  led  two  hundred  million  of 
their  own  kind  into  rebellion  and  now 
they  lay  bound  in  the  great  river 
Euphrates  (Rev.  9).  And  there  was 
Lucifer  and  his  rebellion,  and  his 
angels  who  fell  with  him.  There  are 
the  demons  and  another  group  of 
great  shining  sons  of  light  who  tar- 
nished their  crowns  in  some  age  that 
is  past,  and  today  they  lay  bound  in 
chains  of  darkness  in  the  depths  of 
the  underworld  (II  Pet.  2:4). 

Just  what  all  the  eternal  ages  hold 
in  store  we  know  not,  but  whatever 
they  are,  the  church  will  be  there 
glorious  and  beautiful  as  the  bride 
of  the  great  and  mighty  Bridegroom, 
for  "there  will  be  glory  in  the  church" 
throughout  all  these  ages.  God  has 
revealed  our  position  as  being  with 
the  Lord,  but  mortal  man  cannot 
grasp  the  inconceivable  joys  and 
privileges  that  await  us  who  love  the 
Lord.  In  fact,  "Eye  hath  not  seen, 
nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered 
into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things 
which  God  hath  prepared  for  them 
that  love  him"  (I  Cor.  2:9). 

The  Marriage  Supper 

How  this  should  mo\'e  us  to  sepa- 
rate ourselves  from  the  world,  and  to 
love  and  serve  our  Lord  with  all  our 
heart.  Verily  with  great  expectancy, 
we  await  the  shout  of  our  great 
Bridegroom,  when  we  will  leap  up  to 
meet  Him  in  the  air  and  be  forever 
with  our  Lord.  Soon,  very  soon  will 
the  call  go  forth,  and  blessed  are  they 
that  are  called  unto  the  marriage 
supper  of  the  Lamb  (Rev.  19). 

Who  these  guests  will  be  who  are 
"called"  I  do  not  know,  but  a  bride 
is  not  called  to  her  own  wedding. 
She  is  there  in  the  place  of  highest 
honor,  and  as  the  special  object  of 
the  love  of  her  great  Bridegroom.  If 
it  is  "blessed"  to  be  called,  then  what 
unutterable  privilege  it  is  to  be  a 
member  of  the  bride.  Verily  that 
time  is  very  near,  even  as  I  heard 
Paul  Rader  one  time  say,  "We  are 
so  near  the  marriage  supper  of  the 
Lamb  that  we  can  almost  hear  the 
silverware  rattling  as  the  angels  get 
that  great  feast  ready." 

Glorification— what  a  word.  To  be 
like  our  Lord  in  a  body  "raised  in 
glory"  (I  Cor.  15:43),  and  capable  of 
expression  in  a  realm  of  light  "which 


no  man  can  approach  unto"  (I  Tim. 
6:16). 

The  Image  of  Christ 

The  goal  of  our  salvation  is  that 
we  might  be  conformed  to  the  image 
of  His  Son  (Rom.  8:29).  Regenera- 
tion flashes  the  image  of  Christ  upon 
our  hearts,  and  sanctification  de- 
velops that  image.  Glorification  is 
the  time  of  unveiling  and  making  it 
real.  We  who  are  bom  again  are 
even  now  children  of  God  and  it 
doth  not  "yet  appear  what  we  shall 
be:  but  we  know  that,  when  he  shall 
appear,  we  shall  be  like  him"  (I 
John  3:2). 

Let  us  imagine  a  family  who  has 
lived  in  the  big  city  all  their  life. 
They  know  nothing  about  the  coun- 
try nor  about  farm  life.  One  early 
spring  day  they  buy  a  new  auto- 
mobile and  take  a  drive  into  the 
country.  Finally  they  become  thirsty 
and  stop  at  a  litde  country  home. 
As  the  farmer  is  pumping  up  the 
water  he  happens  to  mention  the  in- 
cubator. 

"Incubator?"    cry    the    city    folks.

"We  have  heard  of  incubators,  can 
we  see  it?" 

"Certainly,"  says  the  farmer,  "fol- 
low me."

EDITORIALS

"This  Is  the  Gospel" 

Religion  has  been  defined  as  "man's  relation  to  God, 
involving  communion  and  service."  There  are  many 
religions  in  the  world,  but  it  can  confidendy  be  affirmed 
tha?  Christianity  is  the  perfect  and  final  religion.  In 
fact,  it  is  not  bigotry  to  sav  that  Christianity  is,  in  the  true 
sense  of  the  word,'  the  ONLY  religion.  Why?  Because 
it  is  the  one  religion  in  the  world  that  is  able  to  bring 
sinful  creatures  into  personal  relationship  with  a  holy 
and  just  God,  making  it  possible  for  them  to  have  com- 
munion with  Him  and  properly  serve  Him. 

The  message  of  the  Christian  religion  is  called  "the 
oospel"  (v.  1)  by  the  Aposde  Paul  in  I  Corindiians  15, 
the  great  resurrection  chapter  of  the  Bible.  The  word 
Gospel  means  good  news,  and  the  nature  of  this  "good 
news"  shows  clearly  the  uniqueness  of  the  Christian 
faith.  The  Aposde  points  out  two  great  facts  in  Chris- 
tianity which  set  it  apart  from  every  other  religion  in  the 
world.  What  are  they? 

"Christ  Died  for  Our  Sins" 

Christianity  is  unique  in  that  it  is  the  only  religion 
that  has  ever  really  come  to  grips  with  the  problem  of 
sin.  Throughout  the  ages  men  have  universally  acknowl- 
edged themselves  to  be  sinners,  and  they  have  sought  in 
vain  to  be  free  from  its  guilt. 

I  have  been  impressed  by  this  awful  fact  again  and 
again  as  I  have  traveled  around  the  world.  1  have  seen  a 
little  Guatamalan  Indian  mother,  with  babe  strapped  on 
her  back,  kneel  beside  her  husband  as  they  placed  their 
offering  upon  a  pagan  altar.  I  remember  a  Japanese 
man,  bent  with  age,  who  stood  before  a  hideous  idol  to 
pray  and  bum  incense.  I  noted  the  look  of  hopeless  despair 
upon  his  face  as  he  turned  away.  I  have  watched  pilgrims 
trudge  200  miles  over  the  hot,  dustv  roads  of  India  so 
that  they  might  endeavor  to  wash  their  sins  away  in  the 
waters  of  the  Ganges  River.  I  have  stood  by  as  members 
of  a  fanatical  Mohammedan  sect  lashed  their  own  bodies 
until  their  backs  ran  red  with  blood  in  a  vain  effort  to 
atone  for  their  sins. 

One  day,  several  years  ago,  I  sat  in  a  litde  church  in 
North  Borneo  and  listened  as  dyaks  (former  headhunt- 
ers)  arose  in  turn  to  testify  concerning  the  great  peace 
that  entered  their  hearts  when  they  came  into  a  personal 
relationship  with  Christ  as  their  Saviour.  I  heard  them 
sing  from  memory  all  the  verses  of  one  song  after  an- 
other,  each   of  which   spoke   about   the   shed  blood   of 


Jesus.  Finally,  they  concluded  with  the  song  of  which 
these  words  are  a  part: 

"There  is  a  fountain  filled  with  blood 
Drawn  from  Immanuel's  veins; 
And  sinners,   plunged   beneath  that   flood. 
Lose  all  their  guilty  stains. 

"The   dying   thief   rejoiced   to    see 
That    fountain    in   his   day; 
And  there  may  I,  though  vile  as  he, 
Wash    all   my    sins    away." 

I  turned  to  the  missionary  sitting  beside  me  and  said: 
"One  thing  sure,  these  people  are  not  Modernists!" 
I  shall  never  forget  his  reply:  "There  is  a  reason  why 
these  people  love  to  sing  about  the  blood.  The  Dyaks 
believed  in  blood  atonement  for  centuries  before  the 
missionaries  came.  They  sacrificed  pigs  and  chickens  as 
they  sought  cleansing  from  sin  and  freedom  from  guilt. 
But  their  burdened  hearts  were  never  at  rest  until  they 
learned  that  long  ago  Christ  'made  peace  through  the 
blood  of  his  cross.'  That's  why  they  sing  as  they  do!" 

Yes;  it  is  sood  news  to  know  that  more  than  nineteen 
hundred  years  ago  "Christ  died  for  our  sins,  according 
to  the  Scriptures." 

"He  Arose  Again" 

This  is  the  second  unique  characteristic  of  the  Chris- 
tian faith  that  sets  it  apart  from  every  other  religion  in 
the  world.  Visit  the  graves  where  the  founders  of  the 
world's  religions  lie  buried.  None  except  one  is  empty. 
If  you  could  ask  Confucious  whether  he  believes  there 
is  another  life,  he  would  tell  you  that  the  highest  good 
is  the  end  of  all  existence.  In  so  saying,  he  confesses  that 
he  has  no  solution  to  either  the  problem  of  sin  or  of  death. 
Ask  a  Buddhist  what  will  happen  when  you  die.  He  will 
tell  you  that  your  spirit  will  go  into  the  body  of  a  flower 
or  an  animal.  If  you  could  ask  Buddha  himself  where 
you  would  go  last  of  all,  he  would  be  obliged  to  tell  you 
that  he  does  not  know.  Life  and  immortality  were  not 
revealed  to  him.  Ask  a  Moslem  if  he  believes  in  life  after 
death,  and  he  will  tell  you  that  he  does.  But,  his  coveted 
pilgrimage  to  Mohammed's  tomb  at  Mecca  ends  in 
mockery,  and  he  returns  without  hope,  for  in  that  sacred 
city  the  dust  of  Mohammed  mingles  with  the  dust  of  the 
ages. 

Not  one  of  the  great  pagan  religious  leaders  can  present 
their  followers  with  a  shred  of  evidence  for  deliverance 
from  sin  or  the  resurrection  of  the  body.  All  in  turn  must 
ask,  in  the  words  of  the  inspired  writer:  "O  death,  where

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Covet  Earnestly  the  Best  Gifts

Among  all  the  varied  spiritual 
gifts  that  God  gives  to  His  people 
today,  the  greatest  is  that  of  prophesy- 
ing or  speaking  forth  the  truth  of 
God  for  the  edification  of  the  church. 
This  can  be  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
that  the  Apostle  Paul  lists  "prophets'' 
as  second  only  to  the  apostles  them- 
selves in  importance  for  the  spiritual 
\vell-being  of  the  bodv  of  Christ  on 
earth  (I  Cor.  12:28). 

In  the  Early  Church  prophets 
often  recei\'ed  direct  revelation  from 
God  (Acts  11:28);  whereas  today  true 
prophets  set  forth  the  truths  that 
have  been  incorporated  by  the  Holv 
Spirit  into  the  Word  of  God.  In  both 
cases,  however,  the  gift  of  -prophecy 
has  as  its  goal  the  edification  or  spirit- 
ual strengthening  of  the  church  (I 
Cor.  14:1-12). 

Most  Christians  who  have  had 
any  teaching  on  the  subject  of  spirit- 
ual gifts  are  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  has  given  to  every 
believer  one  or  more  gifts  (I  Cor.  12: 
4-11),  and  that  some  gifts  are  more 
important  than  others  (I  Cor.  12:28). 
Not  manv  seem  to  have  grasped  the 
fact  that  God  does  not  expect  us  to 
be  content  with  the  lesser  gifts,  but 
instead  commands  us  to  "covet  ear- 
nesdy  the  best  gifts"  (I  Cor.  12:31). 
In  other  words,  the  best  gifts  are  not 


reserved  for  a  chosen  elite  among 
Christians  (with  the  obvious  excep- 
tion of  the  apostleship),  but  are  to  be 
sought  earnestly  by  all  Christians! 
And  why  should  we  earnestly  covet 
them?  Because  with  the  best  gifts  we 
can  more  effectively  serve  our  won- 
derful Lord  and  serve  the  church 
which  is  His  body. 

The  gift  of  preaching  (or  "proph- 
es^^ng")  is  of  supreme  importance  in 
the  church  today  because  Christians 
are  in  desperate  and  continual  need 
of  being  fed  the  truths  of  God's 
Word.  Our  Lord,  shortly  following 
His  resurrection,  commanded  Peter: 
"Feed  my  sheep"  (John  21:17).  Peter 
himself  with  these  words  throbbing 
in  his  soul  wrote  in  turn  to  pastors 
that  were  under  his  influence:  "Feed 
the  flock  of  God  which  is  among 
vou"  (I  Pet.  5:2).  The  Apostle  Paul, 
after  three  vears  of  ministry  in 
Ephesus  which  was  largely  occupied 
in  teaching  "all  the  counsel  of  God " 
to  a  group  of  faithful  men  "in  the 
school  of  one  Tyrannus"  (Acts  20:27; 
19:9),  earnestly  admonished  these 
Ephesian  elders  to  "feed  the  church 
of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased 
with  his  own  blood"  (Acts  20:28).  In 
his  very  last  epistle,  the  aged  Apostle 
revealed  to  young  Timothy  the  basic 
principle  which  had  guided  his  own 


missionary  ser^'ice  and  which  would 
prove  to  be  the  most  fruitful  for  Tim- 
othy: "The  things  that  thou  has  heard 
of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the 
same  commit  thou  to  faithful  men, 
who  shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also" 
(II  Tim.  2:2). 

In  the  light  of  these  passages  of 
Scripture,  we  may  safely  conclude 
that  the  greatest  need  of  the  hour  is 
for  men  who  will  covet  earnestly  the 
best  gifts;  who  will  give  themselves 
"continually  to  prayer,  and  to  the 
ministry  of  the  word"  (Acts  6:4);  who 
will  learn  how  to  "feed  the  flock  of 
God";  however  long  or  difficult  might 
be  the  task  of  preparing  for  such  a 
ministry.  We  need  to  be  reminded 
today,  when  lesser  and  perhaps  more 
spectacular  gifts  are  given  the  pre- 
eminence among  Christians,  that 
"elders  that  rule  well"  are  to  be 
"counted  worthv  of  double  honour, 
especially  they  who  labour  in  the 
word  and  doctrine"  (I  Tim.  5:17). 
Double  honor  is  to  be  accorded  such 
elders,  for  they  are  twice  as  effective 
in  the  hands  of  God  "for  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the  body 
of  Christ"  (Eph.  4^12).  May  God 
grant  to  many  more  of  us  in  these 
dark  days  a  desire  to  possess  and 
to  use  for  His  glory  the  best  gifts.

NEW  TESTAMENT  WORD  STUDIES— 16

Theudas  and  judas  of  Galilee 
As  the  Twelve  Apostles  were  on 
trial  for  their  li\es  before  the  Jew- 
ish Sanhedrin  in  the  very  early  days 
of  the  church,  a  highly  respected 
rabbi  named  Gamaliel  addressed  the 
court  (Acts  5:34-39).  He  urged  a 
policy  of  moderation,  not  apparendy 
from  any  love  for  the  Chrisdans  but 
from  political  considerations.  In  the 
course  of  his  speech,  he  cited  the 
examples  of  two  men  whose  political 
m()\'ements  (which  may  have  also 
included  messianic  claims)  collapsed 
because  they  were  not  of  God.  Thus 
Gamaliel  argues  that  the  Twelve 
ought  to  be  obser\'ed  rather  than  exe- 
cuted, to  see  whether  God  was  in- 
spiring their  labors. 

The  mention  of  Judas  of  Galilee 
poses  no  problems  (Acts  5:37).  The 
Jewish  historian  Josephus  describes 
the  same  man  in  comparable  terms 
{Antiquities,  xviii.1.1,  xx.5.2.,  written 
near  the  end  of  the  first  century  A. 
D.).  In  this  history,  the  time  of  the 
revolt  is  clearly  described  as  con- 
nected with  the  taxing  in  A.  D.  6. 
One  interesting  note  does  appear:  in 
the  first  reference  Josephus  calls  him 
"Judas  a  Gaulonite,"  and  in  the  sec- 


ond reference  "Judas  of  Galilee  .  .  . 
that  Judas  who  caused  the  people 
to  re\'olt,  when  Cyrenius  came  to 
take  an  account  of  the  estates  of  the 
lews,  as  we  have  shown  in  a  foregoing 
book."  Clearly  then,  Josephus  is 
speaking  of  the  same  man  in  both 
references,  although  he  is  confused 
in  one  of  them  regarding  the  home 
of  Judas. 

The  reference  to  Theudas,  how- 
e^■er,  has  caused  great  controversy 
(Acts  5:36).  As  Luke  reports  Gama- 
liel's speech,  Theudas  is  said  to  be 
an  insurrectionist  who  appeared  prior 
to  Judas.  The  difficulty  is  caused  by 
the  mention  in  Josephus  of  a  Theu- 
das who  led  a  rebel  band  during 
the  governorship  of  Fadus  in  A.  D. 
45  or  46  (Antiq.,  20.5.1).  Yet  Gama- 
liel made  the  speech  in  Acts  5  in  the 
earlv  A.  D.  30's,  and  puts  Theudas 
prior  to  the  revolt  of  Judas  in  6  A.  D. 
Critics  have  therefore  said  that  Luke 
got  his  material  from  Josephus  (and 
thus  invented  Gamaliers  speech),  and 
that  he  misread  Josephus  and  thus 
has  these  events  out  of  chronological 
order,  one  e\'ent  having  not  even  oc- 
curred for  another  thirteen  or  four- 
teen years. 


However,  there  are  additional 
factors  involved  which  must  be  con- 
sidered in  this  problem.  First,  there 
is  no  clear  evidence  that  Luke  ever 
read  Josephus,  at  least  before  writing 
the  Book  of  Acts.  If  The  Acts  was 
written  near  the  time  of  the  closing 
events  it  records,  then  its  date  was 
A.  D.  61-63.  Yet  Josephus's  works 
could  hardly  have  been  written  prior 
to  the  Jewish-Roman  War  (A.  D. 
66-70)  and  his  subsequent  rise  to 
favor  among  the  Romans.  It  is  thus 
unlikely  that  the  writings  of  Josephus 
e\'en  existed  at  the  time  Luke  wrote 
Acts. 

Second,  Josephus  may  have  erred 
in  his  facts.  Surely  there  is  no  more 
reason  to  accept  the  accuracy  of 
Josephus  than  that  of  Luke,  especial- 
ly when  other  errors  in  Josephus  are 
readilv  acknowledged.  Even  in  the 
reference  to  Judas's  home,  we  have 
noted  some  confusion  on  his  part. 

Third,  we  must  admit  the  strong 
possibility  that  the  Theudas  men- 
tioned in  Gamaliel's  speech  was  a 
different  person  from  the  one  in 
Josephus.  The  name  was  a  common 
one,  being  also  an  abbreviation  of 
such  names  as  Theodotus,  Theodo- 
sius,  Theodorus,  and  Theodoret.  Fur- 
thermore, Josephus  himself  tells  us 
that  in  the  days  before  the  taxing: 
"There  were  ten  thousand  other  dis- 
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Meet  the  Faculty

For 
several  vears  he  was  also  on  the  faculty  of  the  Philadel-; 
phia  School  of  the  Bible.  He  held  successively  positions 
in  Ashland  College,  The  Bible  Institute  of  Los  Angeles, 
and  Ashland  (Ohio)  Theological  Seminary,  and  he  served 
as  dean  and  professor  of  Theology  and  Apologetics  there 
until  the  organization  of  Grace  Theological  Seminary. 
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The  unnatural  luxury  and  im- 
modesty of  dress  which  often 
characterizes  the  unregenerate  world 
unquestionably  is  contrary  to  "the 
faith  once  for  all  delivered  unto  the 
saints."  The  Bible  lays  down  definite 
standards  of  separation  from  the  world 
which  a  Christian  can  apply  even  to 
matters  of  dress.  "I  beseech  you  there- 
fore, brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God, 
to  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacri- 
fice, holy,  acceptable  to  God,  which 
is  your  spiritual  service.  And  be  not 
fashioned  according  to  this  world: 
but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  renew- 
ing of  vour  mind,  that  ye  may  prove 
what  is  the  good  and  acceptable  and 
perfect  will  of  God"  (Rom.  12:1-2 
ASV).  "Love  not  the  world,  neither 
the  things  that  are  in  the  world.  If 
any  man  love  the  -world,  the  love  of 
the  Father  is  not  in  him.  For  all  that 
is  in  the  v\'orld,  the  lust  of  the  flesh 
and  the  lust  of  the  eves  and  the  vain- 
glory of  life,  is  not  of  the  Father,  but 
is  of  the  world"  (I  John  2:15-16 
ASV).  Any  woman  can,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Holv  Spirit,  make 
right  decisions  in  the  face  of  today's 
fashions. 

More  specifically,  the  admonition 
is  given  in  these  words:  "Whose 
adorning  let  it  not  be  the  outward 
adorning  of  braiding  the  hair,  and  of 
wearing  jewels  of  gold,  or  of  putting 
on  apparel;  but  let  it  be  the  hidden 
man  of  the  heart"  (I  Pet.  3:3-4  ASV). 
Some  have  understood  this  passage 
to  teach  that  it  is  a  sin  for  a  woman

to  wear  any  article  of  gold,  and  there 
are  some  sects  that  actuallv  make  this 
a  test  of  good  standing.  Even  a  casual 
examination  should  show  that  this  is 
not  the  teaching  of  the  passage,  for 
if  the  "outward  adorning"  forbids  the 
"wearing  ...  of  gold,"  then  it  also 
forbids  "braiding  of  the  hair,"  and 
even  "putting  on  apparel."  The  lat- 
ter is  unthinkable! 

What,  then,  is  the  teaching  of  the 
passage?  The  most  important  thing 
in  life  is  not  the  way  a  woman  styles 
her  hair,  the  amount  of  sold  she 
wears,  or  the  clothing  she  drapes 
upon  her  body.  The  adornment  to 
which  she  should  give  special  atten- 
tion and  that  which  the  Lord  great- 
Iv  desires  to  see  is  that  of  the  heart. 
It  has  been  said:  "Modesty  is  the 
conscience  of  the  body."  A  woman's 
dress  should  be  consistent  with  her 
inner  adornment,  and  to  a  very  large 
extent  will  be  go^'crned  by  it.  Both 
should  fulfill  the  command:  "Glorify 
God  in  vour  body"  (see  I  Cor.  6:19- 
20). 

The  Bible  admonishes  "In  like 
manner,  that  women  adorn  them- 
selves in  modest  apparel,  with  shame- 
fastness  and  sobriety;  not  VA'ith  braid- 
ed hair,  and  gold  or  pearls  or  costly 
raiment;  but  (which  becometh  wom- 
en professing  godliness)  through  good 
works"    (I   Tim.    2:9-10  ASV).   The 


question  is  sometimes  asked  in  these 
days  when  women's  fashions  often 
change  from  one  extreme  to  the 
other:  "How  can  I  know  that  my  ap- 
parel is  modest?"  It  is  evident  that 
the  answer  to  this  question  cannot 
necessarily  be  determined  by  a  yard- 
stick or  tape  measure.  Simple  re- 
flection will  show  that  all  are  con- 
trolled to  some  extent  by  the  fashions 
of  the  land  in  which  they  live. 

How  is  it  possible,  then,  to  keep 
from  conforming  to  the  world  in  the 
matters  of  dress,  je«'elry,  cosmetics, 
and  so  forth?  There  are  those  who 
have  sought  the  answer  in  some 
form  of  regulation  dress  which  dif- 
fers conspicuously  from  that  of  so- 
ciety about  them.  But,  is  this  the 
solution?  One  look  at  the  passage 
will  give  the  answer.  Women  are  to 
"adorn  themselves  in  modest  apparel," 
not  in  conspicuous  apparel.  Failing 
to  understand  this  has  often  caused 
some  Christians  to  appear  odd  to  the 
unsaved.  As  a  result  they  lose  con- 
tact with  the  very  people  they  are 
supposed  to  \yin. 

The  answer  lies  in  the  effort  of  a 
Christian  girl  or  woman  to  be  at  all 
times  on  the  modest  side  of  whatever 
the  prevailing  fashion  of  the  day  may 
be.   Extremes  that  will  cause  others

is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory?"  (v.  55).  And 
all  in  turn  must  confess  in  the  words  of  the  inspired  writer 
that  "the  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is 
the  law  (v.  56).  But,  only  the  Christian  can  voice  the 
note  of  victory:  "Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
become  the  first  fruits  of  them  that  slept"  (v.  20),  and 
"thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (v.  57). 

"Be  Ye  Stedfast,  Unmoveable,  Always  Abounding." 

The  finality  of  the  Christian  faith  carries  with  it  a 
divine  imperative.  It  means  that  the  Christian  carries  a 
tremendous  weight  of  responsibility,  not  only  to  live  a 
life  that  is  "stedfast"  and  "unmoveable,"  but  also  to  be 
"always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord"  (v.  58).  It 
means  that  he  must  be  absolutely  confident  in  the  sure- 
ness  of  his  own  faith;  and  he  must  do  everything  within 
his  power  to  see  that  this  good  news  is  carried  to  others. 
This  is  true  whether  it  be  in  the  preparation  and  train- 
ing of  gospel  workers  or  sending  them  out  to  the  harvest 
fields  of  the  world.  He  dare  not  do  less!

THE  PURE  PILGRIM 

PSALM  119:9-16 


Note:  This  is  the  second  of  four  Bible  study 
articles  by  Professor  Hamilton  dealing  with 
Psalm  119:1-32.  We  trust  that  many  of  our 
readers  will  join  us  once  each  vfionth  in 
their  family  devotions  as  we  consider 
a  portion  of  this  remarkable  Psalm. — P.R.B. 

The  Problem 

The  Christian  pilgrim's  prepara- 
tion, as  expressed  in  verse  9,  is  based 
on  an  ever  perplexing  problem: 
"Wherewithal  shall  a  young  man 
cleanse  his  way?"  The  reference  may 
refer  to  a  Christian  young  in  age, 
or  to  one  who  is  young  insofar  as 
the  length  of  time  he  has  been  a  child 
of  God.  As  a  young  man  or  woman, 
a  Christian  pilgrim  needs  to  con- 
sider the  problem  of  keeping  his 
way  free  from  sin's  stain.  In  the  time 
of  youth  there  are  many  conflicting 
passions  that  make  it  difficult  for 
the  one  who  starts  out  on  a  Chris- 
tian pilgrimage  to  avoid  walking  in 
the  ways  of  defilement. 

For  the  Christian  only  the  blood 
of  Jesus  can  take  away  the  stain  of 
sin.  That  is  a  one  and  final  act.  The 
pilgrim's  journey  through  the  world 
brings  the  Christian  in  contact  with 
sin's  contamination.  There  is,  as  the 
last  portion  of  verse  9  shows,  a  defi- 
nite means  whereby  the  pilgrim  can 
cleanse  his  way. 

The  Performance 

This  performance  is  twofold:  On 
the  part  of  the  Christian,  and  on  the 
part  of  God's  Word.  First,  the  pil- 
grim is  to  take  heed  according  to  the 
Word  of  God.  He  is  to  watch  what 
he  is  doing  along  the  way,  and  then 
the  Christian  is  expected  to  see 
whether  his  performance  is  according 
to  what  God's  statutes  specify.  God's 
Word  becomes  a  canon  of  Christian 
conduct,  but  more  than  that,  God's 
Word  becomes  the  only  genuine 
agent  for  cleansing  the  believer  from 
the  recurrent  defilement  that  comes 
from  journeying  through  this  world. 
The  Word  of  God  can  cleanse  only 
as  it  is  applied.  Dirty  hands  will  for- 
ever remain  that  way  if  soap  is  never 
applied  to  cleanse  away  such  stains. 


Some  soap  is  not  reliable.  It  may 
contain  inferior  ingredients,  a  fact 
sometimes  hidden  by  a  fancy  shape, 
doused  with  perfume,  or  packaged 
deceptively.  Or  at  other  times  a  detri- 
mental substitute  may  fool  a  person. 
When  I  was  taking  chemistry  in  high 
school,  bottles  of  a  vellow  liquid  soap 
were  placed  at  intervals  along  the 
laboratorv  table  for  students  to  use 
on  their  hands.  One  bright  student 
emptied  out  the  liquid  soap  and  put 
commercial  muriatic  acid  in  the  bot- 
tles. The  acid  was  the  same  shade  of 
yellow  as  the  soap.  One  day  a  student, 
unknowingly,  poured  out  some  of  the 
acid  to  wash  his  hands.  For  some  time 
his  hands  were  bandaged  as  a  result 
of  painful  burns. 

Substitute  philosophies  and  even 
erroneous  religious  publications  are 
offered  supposedly  to  cleanse  a  young 
man's  way.  The  high  sounding 
words  are  just  as  treacherously  dan- 
gerous as  the  acid  changed  for  soap. 
Only  the  Bible,  the  true  Word  of 
God,  can  cleanse  the  Christian  pil- 
grim when  the  pilgrim  takes  heed 
according  to  the  Word  of  God. 

The  pilgrim's  performance  in  this 
respect  is  to  be  a  wholehearted  seek- 
ing of  God.  For  only  by  putting  the 
whole  heart  into  that  quest  will  it 
be  possible  to  keep  from  wandering 
from  the  Lord's  commandments.  This 
is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
phrase  'let  me  not  wander"  is  a 
causative  of  the  verb  and  should 
read  O  let  me  not  he  caused  to  wan- 
der. The  cause  would  be  failure  of 
the  Christian  pilgrim  to  take  heed 
according  to  God's  Word.  Peter  was 
able  to  walk  on  the  water  as  long  as 
he  took  heed  of  Christ's  command  to 
walk  toward  the  Lord,  and  when 
Peter  focused  his  attention  on  Jesus. 
Turning  his  attention  away,  Peter 
began  to  sink.  When  the  Christian 
steadfastly  centers  his  attention  on 
God's  Word  and  walks  by  it,  he  can 
have  victory. 

The  Purpose 

A  triple  definition  is  in  verses  1 1 


and     12.     The     pilgrim's     purpose 
should  be: 

To  hide  God's  Word  in  his  heart. 
The  idea  is  to  lay  up  a  source  from 
which  to  draw  strength  and  assist- 
ance. The  psalmist  had  done  this 
and  could  testify  that  in  so  doing 
he  had  real  help  in  cleansing  his  way. 

In  order  not  to  sin  against  God. 
The  word  which  is  here  translated 
"sin"  has  the  root  meaning  of  to 
viiss  the  mark.  The  thought  is  that 
the  Christian  should  lay  up  the  Word 
of  God  in  his  heart  so  that  he  may 
not  sin  against  God  by  missing  the 
mark  which  God  had  set  as  the  will, 
or  goal,  for  the  Christian  pilgrim's 
life.  Missing  the  mark  because  of 
wandering  from  the  Lord's  command- 
ments is  indeed  a  sin  that  can  only 
have  bad  results. 

To  desire  God  to  teach  the  pilgrim 
His  stattHes.  The  agency  for  divine 
instruction  is  basically  the  Word  of 
God.  Only  as  we  permit  the  Lord  to 
teach  us  through  the  Bible  can  we 
be  steadfast  in  our  way. 

The  proclamation  of  the  Chris- 
tian pilgrim  is  a  threefold  platform: 

A  declaration  of  God's  judgments 
(v.  13).  The  psalmist  very  likely  was 
referring  to  the  judgments  which 
God  had  declared  in  his  behalf. 
Whenever  God  has  made  judgments 
in  behalf  of  the  Christian  pilgrim 
that  have  manifested  divine  righteous- 
ness; then  openly,  audibly,  the  child 
of  God  should  recount  such  acts  of 
God.  Such  recounting  is  real  testi- 
mony that  God,  being  righteous  in 
all  things,  is  the  one  worthy  of  all 
trust  and  able  to  help  the  Christian 
to  be  a  pure  pilgrim. 

Meditation  of  God's  -precepts.  Let 
the  Christian  proclaim  his  desire  to 
meditate  thus.  Such  meditation  as 
mentioned  in  verse  15  is  a  reverent 
musing  over  the  precepts.  God's  Word 
is  no  ordinary  book.  It  is  extra- 
ordinary, for  the  Bible  is  the  only 
written  word  that  draws  man  into 
communion  with  the  Lord  of  glory.

to  consider  her  bold  or  daring  should 
be  scrupulously  avoided.  Why  should 
any  Christian  girl  or  woman  clothe 
herself  in  such  a  way  that  even  re- 
spectable people  of  the  \vorld  will 
consider  her  immodest?  She  can  dress 
on  the  conservative  side  of  the  fash- 
ion just  as  easily  as  she  can  on  the 
more  daring  side. 

The  same  principle  of  modesty 
should  be  applied  to  the  styling  of 
her  hair,  the  jewelry  she  wears,  and 
the  cosmetics  she  uses.  In  the  apos- 
tolic church  the  Christian  woman's 
garments  harmonized  with  her  mod- 
esty, purity,  simplicity,  and  natural- 
ness, which  are  always  a  true  wom- 
an's most  attractive  adornments. 

What  the  Police  Say 

Recently,  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Chiefs  of  Police  declared 
from  its  headquarters  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  that  the  fantastic  rise  in  rapes 
"are  due  to  a  decline  in  modesty  of 
\vomen."  The  group  cited  statistics 
in  New  York,  Chicago,  Los  Angeles, 
and  New  Orleans  in  order  to  bolster 
the  thought  that  "styles  of  women's 
clothing  are  reflected  in  the  incidence 
of  rape.  This  includes  bathing  suits, 
skin-tight  dresses,  and  lack  of  modesty 
in  homes  and  apartments." 

Up  and  down  the  land,  for  some 
twenty  years,  more  than  50,000  wom- 
en have  been  assaulted  in  one  way 
or  another.  Who  are  these  women 
who  are  preyed  upon?  In  great  part, 
according  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  statistics,  it  is  the  wom- 
en who  are  at  fault.  They  are  the 


women  who  stay  out  late  and  walk 
home  late.  They  are  the  women  who 
have  night-time  jobs  and  who  don't 
have  ample  protection  on  their  way 
home.  They  are  the  women  who 
drink  at  bars  alone,  talk  to  strangers 
and  offer  an  open  invitation  to  as- 
sault later  on.  They  are  the  \^'omen 
who  accept  pick-ups  in  cars  instead 
of  waiting  for  the  bus.

orders  in  judea  .  .  .  and  as  the  several 
companies  of  the  seditious  lighted 
upon  any  one  to  head  them,  he  was 
created  a  king  immediately,  in  order 
to  do  mischief  to  the  public"  (Antiq., 
xvii.  10.4,8). 

Hence  it  seems  best  to  identify  the 
Theudas  of  Acts  5  with  one  of  the 
10,000  rebels  who  arose  before  the 
census.  The  references  in  Josephus 
and  Acts  are  not  sufficientlv  detailed 
to  compel  us  to  make  the  two  iden- 
tical.

"How  it  all  began  fits  in  with 
Bible  story"  headlined  one  London 
evening  newspaper.  Another  quoted 
the  opening  words  of  the  Bible:  "In 
the  beginning  God  created  the  heav- 
en and  the  earth." 

The  scientists,  of  Mullard  Observa- 
ton,?,  Cambridge,  declared  that  the 
current  "steady  state"  theory— con- 
stant creation  of  new  stars  in  space 
from  hydrogen  atoms— was  wrong. 

One  of  the  leaders  of  the  research 
project,  42-year-old  Martin  Ryle, 
Cambridge's  professor  of  radio  astron- 


omy, said  that  while  he  thinks  there 
\\'as  definitely  a  specific  point  of 
beginning  for  the  universe,  he  denies 
that  the  theories  fit  in  with  the  Bibli- 
cal  idea. 

How  long  \\'ill  the  world  last?  Pro- 
fessor Ryle  declared:  "I  do  not  think 
it  will  concern  us  in  our  time.  It  will 
be  tens  of  thousands  of  million  vears." 

PASADENA,  CALIF.-The  trus- 
tees of  Fuller  Theological  Seminary 
and  Winona  Lake  School  of  Theo- 
logy, Winona  Lake,  Ind.,  have  an- 
nounced merger  plans  for  the  two 
schools.  Under  the  new  arrangement, 
Winona  Lake  School  of  Theology 
will  become  the  Summer  School  Di- 
vision of  Fuller  Theological  Semi- 
nary. Dr.  Harold  John  Ockenga, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  acting  president  of  Fuller,  has 
announced  that  Dr.  John  A.  Huff- 
man, former  president  of  Winona 
Lake  School  of  Theologv,  will  be- 
come a  trustee  of  Fuller  and  will 
serve  as  director  of  Fuller  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  Summer  School  Di- 
vision at  Winona  Lake,  Ind. 

LONDON-Under  the  heading 
"Commentary  on  Communism," 
Columnist  Colin  Johnstone  is  quoted 
in  a  recent  London  Press  Service  as 
saying:  "Clearly  many  foreign  stu- 
dents are  enticed  to  Communist 
China  and  other  Soviet  Bloc  countries 
as  part  of  a  widespread  plan  to  train 
them  for  the  role  of  Communist 
agent  and  provocateur  back  in  their 
homelands.  Many  of  the  candidates 
arri\'ing  in  Communist  Bloc  coun- 
tries do  so  with  the  aid  of  Commu- 
nist Front  organizations  and  without 
proper  travel  documents.  Such  peo- 
ple are  later  exploited  by  the  Commu- 
nists because,  as  one  African  student 
has  pointed  out,  a  foreign  student 
\vithout  proper  papers  'is  at  the  mercy 
of  the  authorities,  who  will  use  him 
ruthlessly  as  they  desire'  even  to  the 
extent  of  denying  his  very  existence 
if  necessary." 

LA  MIRADA,  CALIF.-On  Fri- 
day, Feb.  24,  Biola  College  was  ad- 
mitted to  membership  in  the  Western 
College  Association,  according  to  an 
announcement  made  by  President 
Dr.  S.  H.  Sutherland.  Membership 
in  the  WCA  carries  with  it  full  ac- 


creditation, a  goal  toward  which 
Biola  has  been  striving  for  the  past 
12  years. 

Biola  College,  which  grants  the 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  the  Bachelor  of 
Music  degrees,  has  a  present  enroll- 
ment of  700  students  and  a  new  75- 
acre  campus  in  La  Mirada. 

ALBANY,  N.  Y.-Ninth-grade 
students  at  Hackett  Junior  High 
School  here  will  soon  be  studying 
the  Hebrew  language.  The  Albany 
Board  of  Education  said  it  was  add- 
ing the  course  because  of  "growing  in- 
terest" in  the  language,  and  not  be- 
cause  of  a   religious   bias. 

The  Jewish  Community  Center 
said  at  least  20  students  planned  to 
take  the  course.  "Hebrew  is  a  mod- 
ern language,  the  language  of  arche- 
ology, the  Bible  and  religion,"  said 
Edward  Phillips,  executive  director 
of  the  center.  He  added:  "It  is  also 
the  language  of  Israel.  We  hope  many 
Christian  students  will  take  the 
course." 

SYRACUSE,  N.  Y.-Three  grants 
^'alued  at  $2,700  each  will  be  avail- 
able during  the  coming  academic 
year  at  Syracuse  University  to  help 
train  journalists  in  the  field  of  reli- 
gion. 

Dr.  Wesley  C.  Clark,  dean  of  the 
School  of  Journalism,  said  the  New- 
house  Assistanceships  in  Mass  Com- 
munications carry  a  stipend  of  $2,000 
with  the  remaining  $700  represent- 
ing nine  hours  free  tuition  each 
semester.  The  field  of  "religious  and 
literacy  journalism"  is  specifically 
listed  as  one  area  in  which  appli- 
cants may  work.  The  gifts  were  made 
possible  "through  the  generosity"  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  I.  Newhouse,  who 
are  prominent  in  the  newspaper, 
magazine,  and  radio-TV  business.

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THE   BEGINNINGS  OF 

THE  BRETHREN  MOVEMENT 

IN   EUROPE 
By    Homer  A.    Kent,   Sr.,  Th.D. 


The  Brethren  movement  arose  in 
Germany  in  answer  to  a  great  spirit- 
ual need.  Not  all  was  well  religiously 
in  the  land  of  Luther  even  after 
the  Reformation  had  achieved  its  vic- 
tory. This  latter  movement,  under 
the  leadership  of  Martin  Luther  and 
his  associates,  had  done  much  toward 
establishing  fundamental  doctrine  in 
the  Protestant  church.  Justification 
by  faith  had  been  restored  to  its 
rightful  place.  A  stable  foundation 
for  spiritual  growth  had  been  laid 
by  the  reformers  which  was  absolute- 
ly essential.  The  value  of  this  service 
cannot  be  overestimated. 

This  being  said,  it  nevertheless  re- 
mains sadly  true  that  shortly  after 
the  Reformation  there  setded  down 
upon  the  Protestant  church  a  barren 
orthodoxy,  a  dead  formalism,  a  cold 
indifference  to  spiritual  things.  Chris- 
tian living  was  lacking  in  vitality  and 
radiance.  Passion  for  spiritual  attain- 
ment became  chilled.  The  Reforma- 
tion had  failed  to  emphasize  the  prac- 
tical side  of  Christianit}'.  Justification 
bv  faith  had  been  stressed,  but  sanc- 
tification  of  life  had  been  neglected. 
Little  place  was  given  to  the  ministry 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  daily  experience. 
Constructive,  e.xpositional  Bible 
teaching  and  preaching  was  not  much 
in  e\idence.  And,  as  might  be  ex- 
pected,  in  view  of  all  of  this,  mission- 
arv  zeal  was  practically  nonexistent 
in  most  places. 

Be  it  further  noted  that  after  the 
voke  of  Roman  Catholicism  had  been 
throw  n  off,  all  sorts  of  religious  organ- 
izations began  to  appear,  and  they 
became  intolerant  of  each  other  until 
there  followed  the  sorry  spectacle 
■  of  the  Thirty  Years'  War  of  1618  to 
1648  in\olving  all  Europe.  Finally, 
the  Treaty  of  Westphalia  was  signed 
in  1648,  which  leagued  together  the 
Catholic,  Lutheran,  and  Reformed 
churches  into  a  new  persecutino 
force.  These  three  state  churches  de- 
nied to  all  others  the  right  to  exist  in 


the  German  Empire.  The  terms  of 
this  treaty  granted  the  princes  of  the 
several  German  provinces  the  right 
to  choose  which  one  of  the  three 
recognized  churches  should  prevail 
in  their  respecti\'e  pro\'inces.  When 
once  a  prince  chose  the  church  he 
desired  to  support,  that  church  was 
expected  to  be  the  choice  of  all 
w  ithin  his  province.  No  other  was  to 
be  tolerated.  Nonconformists  were 
not  to  be  allowed.  If  found,  persecu- 
tion was  to  be  their  lot. 

The  various  princes  accepted  the 
terms  of  the  treaty  with  the  exception 
of  Prince  Henry  of  the  province  of 
Wittgenstein  who  allowed  full  reli- 
gious  freedom  to  all  refugees  who 
sought  asylum  within  his  territor}'. 
This  explains  why  many  religious 
dissenters  congregated  in  the  \'icinity 
of  Schwarzenau  at  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the  Tunker  movement.  In 
this  region  many  Pietists,  Anabap- 
tists, Mennonites,  Mystics,  and  others 
gathered  for  religious  freedom.  As 
time  went  on.  Prince  Henry's  popu- 
larity' aroused  the  jealousy  of  the 
other  princes  because  of  his  liberal 
attitude,  and  they  decreed  that  he 
must  choose  his  church  as  they  them- 
selves had  done.  Hence  this  favored 
pro^'ince  was  closed  against  dissenters 
and  persecutions  began,  the  severity 
of  which  arose  to  great  heights  after 
the  death  of  Henry. 

Alexander  Mack  at  Schwarzenau 

But  this  is  to  anticipate  a  bit.  In 
this  sheltered  vicinity  before  persecu- 
tion began  to  be  felt,  Alexander 
A  lack  and  others  of  kindred  spirit  met 
together  for  prayer  and  Bible  study. 
Deep  convictions  laid  hold  upon 
their  hearts.  They  determined  to 
make  the  New  Testament  in  its  en- 
tirety their  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 
Thev  sought  the  guidance  of  the 
Hol\  Spirit  in  the  charting  of  their 
future  course.  Alexander  Mack  clear- 
ly saw  that  he  could  not  be  satisfied 
to  remain  simply  an  associate  of  the 


Pietists  of  his  day.  Their  views  were 
too  varied.  They  were  not  definite 
enough  in  the  matter  of  doctrine. 
Some  of  them  believed  in  infant  bap- 
tism, which  he  could  not  accept. 
Some  of  them  had  no  use  for  tie 
ordinances  of  the  church  which  he 
was  coming  to  see  \vere  of  great  im- 
portance. 

The  studies  of  Mack  and  his  as- 
sociates led  them  to  believe  that  trine 
immersion  was  the  proper  mode  of 
baptism    as   presented   in    the   New 
Testament.    They   studied   Matthew 
18  carefully  and  found  the  teaching 
of  church  discipline  plainly  set  forth. 
This    was    being    neglected    almost 
universally.  Some  of  the  Pietists  dis- 
carded  all   formal   church    organiza- 
tion. Mack  and  his  friends  could  not 
agree  to  this  viewpoint.  These  breth- 
ren   studied    carefully    their    New  . 
Testaments,   together   with    the  reli-  ! 
gious  situation  in  Germany  at  that 
time,   and   after  much    thought   and 
prayer  decided  to  form  a  new  reli- 
gious group  at  Schwarzenau.  In  the 
words  of  Martin  G.  Brumbaugh:    It 
will  be  seen  that  the  new  congrega- 
tion at  Schwarzenau  studied  all  de- 
nominations, knew  all  shades  of  faith 
and  then  turned  from  Ecclesiasticism 
and  Pietism  alike  to  cars'e  out  a  new 
and  distinct  order  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice.  They  were  debtors   to  all   and 
followers  of  none"    (History  of   the 
Brethren,  p.  lOf).  These  pioneers  of 
our  Brotherhood  were  convinced  that 
manmade  creeds,  all  too  pre\'alent  in 
their   day,   should    give   way    to   ad- 
herence   to    "the    Bible,    the    whole 
Bible,   and  nothing  but   the   Bible." 

First  Baptismal  Service 

Consequendy,  in  the  year  1708 
at  Schwarzenau,  Germany,  on  the 
Eider  River  The  Brethren  Church 
came  into  being.  There  were  eight 
individuals,  five  men  and  three  wom- 
en, who  took  part  in  the  first  bap- 
tismal service  and  thus  became  the 
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charter  members  of  our  beloved  fra- 
ternity. The  exact  day  remains  un- 
known, nor  do  we  know  who  was  the 
first  baptizer.  "We  are  only  told  that 
it  \\as  in  the  quiet  of  an  early  morn- 
ing in  the  year  1708,  and  that  the 
place  ^vas  at  the  river  Eider.  They 
purposely  carefulh'  concealed  the 
exact  day  of  its  occurrence,  and  the 
name  of  the  first  baptizer"  (Holsinger, 
p.  36).  The  latter  was  kept  secret 
in  order  to  avoid  all  possibility  of  a 
denomination  being  named  after  this 
man.  Henry  Holsinger  is  probably 
right  in  thinking  that  this  first  mem- 
orable service  was  solemnized  in  the 
presence  of  only  a  few  spectators, 
otherwise  it  is  difficult  to  imagine 
ho\\'  the  secrecy  mentioned  abo\'e 
was  kept.  We  do  know,  howe\'er, 
that  the  first  baptizer  was  chosen  bv 
lot.  Whoever  he  was,  this  brother 
administered  the  sacred  rite  to  Alex- 
ander Mack,  who  in  turn  performed 
the  rite  upon  the  first  baptizer  and 
the  other  six  members  of  this  first 
group.  It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  the 
Scripture  read  on  this  occasion  was 
Luke  14:16-33.  Such  a  passage  was 
altogether  fitting.  These  eight  pio- 
neers had  counted  the  cost  carefully. 
They  were  \yilling  to  pay  the  price 
necessary  to  the  establishment  of 
the  new  testimony. 

Following  this  initial  service  of 
baptism,  the  group  assembled  for  con- 
firmation and  devotion.  They  ex- 
perienced a  wonderful  inward  bless- 
ing. Joy  and  gladness  filled  their 
souls.  They  felt  they  had  been  true 
to  their  convictions  and  to  the  Word 
of  God.  A  deep,  settled  peace  flood- 
ed their  hearts.  Furthermore,  they 
felt  a  strong  urgency  to  make  known 
abroad  the  message  which  had  so 
gripped  their  own  hearts.  The  words 
of  God  to  Noah,  "Be  fruitful,  and 
multiply,"  seemed  to  come  to  them 
on  this  occasion  with  a  definite 
spiritual  application.  An  earnest 
missionary  spirit  prevailed  among 
them  in  those  early  days  \\hich  was 
an  indication  that  the  movement 
was  of  God.  Their  enthusiasm  spread 
from  town  to  town.  Steadily  new 
members  were  added  to  the  group. 

In  a  short  while;  that  is,  bv  1715, 
a  large  congregation  \yas  established 
at  Schwarzenau.  From  this  place 
many  scattered  to  other  parts  of  Ger- 
man\'     and     other     churches     were 


started.  Marienborn  had  a  good- 
sized  congregation  by  1715.  Persecu- 
tion often  attended  the  efforts  of 
scattered  members  to  organize  them- 
seh-es.  Unfriendly  princes  frowned 
upon  all  such  efforts.  But  the  work 
of  the  Brethren  progressed  neverthe- 
less. Creyfelt  soon  became  the  center 
of  a  large  congregation  under  the 
fa^'oring  influences  of  the  King  of 
Prussia.  Epstein  had  another  con- 
gregation. Following  the  death  of 
Prince  Henry  of  Wittgenstein  about 
this  time,  increasing  persecution  pre- 
^-ailed  wherever  the  Brethren  sought 
to  establish  themselves.  Numbers 
were  scattered,  some  traveling  as  far 
as  Switzerland  to  escape  apprehen- 
sion. By  1720  conditions  were  so  bad 
that  the  Brethren  at  Schwarzenau, 
the  mother  church,  fled  to  West  Fries- 
land  in  Holland  to  escape  persecu- 
tion. State  and  church  combined  to 
stamp  out  the  infant  organization. 
Some  of  their  property  was  con- 
fiscated, others  suffered  imprison- 
ment, still  others,  like  Christian 
Liebe,  was  condemned  to  the  galle\'s. 
But  their  sufferings  seemed  only  to 
increase  the  happiness  of  these  good 
people  and  to  cause  them  to  hold 
more  tenacioush'  to  their  deep  con- 
^'ictions. 

The  Trial  of  Subtle  Questions 

Another  type  of  trial  the  Brethren 
had  to  face  in  these  early  days  ought 
not  to  be  overlooked.  Men  of  learn- 
ing sought  to  confound  them  with 
sharp  disputations  and  subtle  ques- 
tions regarding  their  peculiar  beliefs. 
For  example,  there  were  the  forty 
searching  questions  of  Eberhard  Lud- 
wig  Gruber,  y\'hich  were  submitted 
to  the  Brethren  for  an  answer.  The 
Brethren  made  careful  response. 
These  questions  with  their  answers 
were  published  and  distributed  for 
the  information  of  all  interested  per- 
sons. This  was  the  first  literary  work 
of  the  Brethren  and  deserves  careful 
study.  Henry  Holsinger  includes 
these  questions  and  answers  in  his 
History  of  the  Tiinkers  and  the 
Bretliren  Church  (p.  52f.).  A  perusal 
of  this  material  gi-\'es  some  idea  at 
least  as  to  the  con\'ictions  of  these 
early  Brethren. 

Not  only  did  these  Brethren  ex- 
perience trouble  from  without,  but  it 
is  also  evident  that  Satan  sought  to 


disrupt  and  discourage  the  infant 
group  from  u-ithin.  The  Creyfelt 
congregation  in  1717  was  thrown 
into  confusion  due  to  the  unfortu- 
nate experiences  gathered  about  a 
young  man  by  the  name  of  Hacker 
who  proceeded  to  preach  for  the 
Mennonites  when  it  seemed  that  his 
services  were  not  needed  in  his  local 
congregation,  and  he  received  pay 
for  the  same.  This  was  the  first  in- 
stance of  a  Brethren  minister  being 
so  remunerated.  In  addition  to  these 
factors.  Hacker  fell  in  love  with  the 
daughter  of  a  certain  Mennonite 
businessman  and  proceeded  to  marry 
her.  At  the  wedding  the  bride's  father 
performed  the  ceremony.  Consterna- 
tion \vas  aroused  in  the  Creyfelt 
church.  A  division  of  opinion  de- 
\'eloped  as  to  the  attitude  that  should 
be  assumed  toward  young  Hacker. 
Christian  Liebe  led  the  opposition 
against  Hacker.  John  Naas  and  Peter 
Becker  befriended  him.  In  the  end 
Hacker  was  excommunicated  with 
disastrous  results  to  the  welfare  of  the 
church  at  that  time.  J.  E.  Miller,  in 
writing  of  this  episode  in  his  book 
Tlie  Story  of  Our  Church,  says: 
"This  first  serious  trouble  within 
the  church  wrought  more  harm  than 
the  severest  persecution  from  with- 
out" (p.  26).  It  even  followed  the 
first  party  to  America. 

Eyes    Turned    Toward   America 

Thus  clouds  of  trouble  and  perse- 
cution hung  lo«'  over  the  new  group 
in  Europe.  Some  were  forced  to  flee 
to  Holland  and  other  places  for  saf- 
ety. Some  grew  discouraged  and  re- 
turned to  the  established  churches. 
But  the  faithful  held  on  and  turned 
their  eyes  toward  America.  They 
dreamed  of  refuge  in  Pennsylvania, 
\\-here  William  Penn  was  granting 
full  religious  liberty  to  all.  Peter 
Becker,  from  Creyfelt,  led  the  first 
group  composed  of  parts  of  about 
twenty  families  to  these  shores  in  the 
autumn  of  1719.  This  was  only 
eleven  years  following  the  founding 
of  the  church  at  Schwarzenau.  Alex- 
ander Mack,  of  Schwarzenau,  often 
called  the  founder  of  The  Brethren 
Church,  led  the  second  group  com- 
posed of  the  Schwarzenau  church  to 
this  country  in  1729.  Thus  the  cur- 
tain falls  on  the  early  histor\'  of  the 
Tunker  movement  in  Europe.

Faultfinding 


Faultfinding  is  a  pernicious  sin! 
It  is  a  transgression  hated  of  Jesus, 
for  it  does  so  much  damage.  Com- 
plaining of  minor  details  closes  the 
door  to  faith,  to  worship,  to  service, 
to  lo^'e.  Doubts  and  discouragements 
take  o\'er  when  one  begins  to  find 
fault  with  others,  with  the  church,  or 
with  God. 

Most  people  seem  to  be  able  to 
find  the  grace  of  God  sufficient  for 
the  big  problems,  but  they  become 
difficult  and  unhappy  over  the  minor 
ones.  A  man  may  bear  the  loss  of 
health  for  all  his  remaining  days,  but 
he  complains  when  the  worship  ser\'- 
ice  goes  bevond  the  hour.  A  woman 
mav  graciously  bear  the  burdens  of 
her  household  for  all  her  married 
years,  and  vet  murmur  when  some- 
one slights  her  in  public  life.  A 
young  person  may  bear  a  good  testi- 
mony for  the  Lord  before  odiers,  and 
vet  become  a  whiner  over  little  things  | 
at  home. 

According  to  I  Corinthians  10:7- 
10,  the  complainer  and  murmurer  is 
classed  with  the  worst  of  sinners,  and 
it  savs  they  "were  destroyed  of  the 
destroyer."  Jude  calls  the  murmurers 
and  complainers  "ungodly  .  .  .  walk- 
ing after  their  own  lusts"  (Jude  16). 

Paul  ad\-ises  us  in  Philippians  2: 
13-15  to  "do  all  things  WITHOUT 
murmurings  and  dispurings  .  .  .  that 
ye  mav  shine  as  lights  in  the  world." 
How  can  we  be  a  testimony  for  the 
Lord  \vhen  we  ha\'e  a  critical  spirit 
of  others,  or  have  a  murmuring  atti- 
tude against  the  Lord,  or  are  given  to 
disputation  over  minor  details.  Such 
actions  do  not  tend  to  "edify  the 
saints." 

"To  him  d:iat  ordereth  his  con- 
versation aright  will  I  show  the  sal- 
vation of  God"  (Ps.  50:23).  Let  us 
confess  and  forsake  the  sins  of  mur- 
muring, complaining,  and  criticizing.

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GENESIS  . . .  MYTHOLOGY 


Paaan  culture  and  Greco-Egyptian  mythologv  were 
common  vN'hen  Christianity  was  born.  In  such  an  atmos- 
phere Christianity  struggled  for  its  yery  existence.  This 
caused  the  Early  Church  to  become  strong  through  the 
constant  defense  against  eyery  external  attack.  Toda\', 
the  mos^  subtle  atnck  of  the  ages  is  being  thrust  from 
within  the  ranks  of  so-called  conseryatism. 

Recently  a  conference  was  conducted  on  the  campus 
of  one  of  the  best  known  Christian  colleges  in  the  United 
States,  which  for  a  century  has  stood  in  defense  of  the 
infallibility  of  the  Scriptures.  Assembled  for  this  con- 
ference, to  discuss  the  "origin  of  man,"  were  "doctors' 
from  many  "conservative"  colleges. 

One  professor  addressing  the  conference  affirmed  that 
while  God's  revelation  is  to  be  found  in  the  Bible  and 
in  nature,  yet,  he  asserted,  in  this  day  of  "scientific 
advance,"  we  need  more  interpretation  of  the  Bible  by 
nature,  and  less,  if  any,  interpretation  of  nature  (science) 
by  the  Bible.  This  viewpoint  concludes  that  human  in- 
terpretation of  nature  (science)  is  more  valid  than  human 
interpretation  of  the  Scriptures  (theology).  By  this  stand- 
ard the  Bible  is  less  \alid  than  nature  as  a  basis  of  truth. 
Another  "scientific  prophet"  declared  that  he  felt 
the  first  ele\'en  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Genesis  were  but 
a  compilation  of  poetry  and  mythology. 

In  this  conservative  college,  not  one  official  voice  was 
raised  in  the  defense  of  the  Genesis  account  of  the  crea- 
tion by  a  direct  act  of  God,  nor  in  the  defense  of  the  ver- 
bal inspiration  of  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Instead,  a  "holy 
awe"  settled  down  over  the  assembly. 

This  scientific  (?)  approach  is  characteristic  of  profes- 
sors, even  in  S(5me  conservative  colleges,  who  bow  at  the 
altar  of  skepticism  and  question  or  deny  the  basic  doc- 
trine of  rerhal  inspiration.  When  this  doctrine  is  cast 
aside,  little  remains  upon  which  to  stand.  Beware,  the 
enemy  is  working  within  the  conservative  ranks.— A.R.K. 
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Litde  Etienne  has  a  tremendous 
hunger  for  "book-larnin'  "—but  since 
this  little  African  boy  is  only  four 
\'cars  old,  he  will  have  to  wait  a 
while.

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Foreign  Board  Meets 


All  members  of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  board 
of  trustees  were  present  at  Winona  Lake  for  the  sessions 
held  March  6-10.  Since  there  will  be  only  a  brief  board 
meeting  at  National  Conference  time  in  Estes  Park— 
and  that  just  to  prepare  matters  for  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society— the  business  for  an  entire  year  vyas  cared 
for  at  this  recent  meeting. 

o 

Encouragement  in  all  areas— VJe  are  yery  encouraged 
with  the  work  in  all  seyen  of  our  fields.  Africa  con- 
tinues to  accomplish  outstandingly  eyen  with  a  reduced 
missionary  staff  on  the  field.  We  are  so  thankful  that 
peace  continues  in  Central  Africa.  Gains  in  Hawaii 
ha\'e  been  especially  note\yorthy,  Mexico  is  making  real 
progress  toward  an  autonomous  church,  as  are  Brazil  and 
Argentina  also.  We  haye  reason  to  be  encouraged  in 
both  France  and  Puerto  Rico,  especially  following  some 
discouraging  days  in  France  last  fall. 

Field  superintendent  in  Africa— Key.  J.  P.  Klieyer  has 
been  appointed  field  superintendent  in  the  Africa  field. 
Dr.  Oryille  D.  Jobson  seryed  for  so  many  years  in  this 
capacity,  but  he  and  iMrs.  Jobson  haye  now  returned  to 
the  States.  At  the  end  of  their  furlough  vear  they  will 
retire  from  active  service  on  the  mission  field. 

President  of  the  field  coiincil  in  Argentina  is  the 
position  in  vyhich  Rev.  J.  Paul  Dowdy  wiW  continue  to 
ser\'e  for  another  year. 

A  school  of  theology  in  Africa— For  many  years  we 
have  had  our  Bible  institute  in  Africa  which  is  conducted 
in  the  Sango  language.  But  now  many  of  the  African 
people  have  learned  or  are  studying  French.  So,  to  keep 
step  uith  the  general  mo\'ement  in  Central  Africa,  our 
board  has  approved  a  recommendation  of  the  Africa 
Field  Council  that  there  shall  be  established  a  school 
of  theology  as  a  branch  of  the  Bible  institute,  and  it  is 
to  be  located  temporarih'  at  the  Yaloke  station.  The 
present  Bible  institute  will  continue  to  operate  in  Sango, 
but  in  the  new  school  of  theology  only  French  will  be 
used.  This  French  training  will  be  made  available  to  all 
who  are  desirous  and  capable  of  such  study.  Students 
will,  of  course,  need  to  be  of  unquestioned  character,  and 
come  with  the  approval  of  the  local  congregations.  Re\'. 
George  Cone  has  been  asked  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bilities of  leading  in  the  opening  of  this  school. 

A  constitutional  amendment— The  basis  of  member- 
ship for  Brethren  people  in  our  Society  has  been  the 
same  since  the  very  early  years  of  its  existence.  For  some 
years  the  board  has  believed  this  basis  should  be  changed 
to  conform  with  present-day  conditions.  A  constitutional 
amendment  will  be  offered  at  our  annual  meeting  which 
would  increase  the  active  membership  from  S5  to  $25, 
and  the  life  m.embership  from  $100  to  $250.  Present 
membership  basis  will  continue,  however,  until  the 
amendment  has  been  approved  by  the  Society. 
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To  balance  the  hiidget-With  only  one  exception, 
in  recent  years  the  expenditures  of  our  Society  have  ex- 
ceeded our  income.  For  some  years  there  were  reserve 
funds  to  care  for  this,  but  those  reser\'e  funds  have  been 
used.  Every  year  it  has  seemed  quite  probable  that  in- 
come would  increase  enough  to  care  for  the  growing  ex- 
penditures. There  have  been  increases  in  offerings,  for 
which  we  are  truly  thankful.  Through  a  period  of  years 
our  income  has  doubled,  but  in  that  same  period  of  time 
our  expenditures  have  tripled.  The  increase  in  offerings 
in  the  recent  years  has  been  largely,  if  not  altogether, 
absorbed  by  the  increase  of  general  costs  and  inflation. 
Some  years  ago  our  income  was  $3,700  per  adult  mis- 
sionary; now  it  is  only  about  $3,000.  This  can  mean  only 
one  thing— greater  economy  of  operation  has  been 
achie\-ed.  But  this  is  not  enough. 

A  financial  policy  adopted— The  board  of  trustees  is 
determined  that  we  shall  begin  immediately  to  make  our 
expenditures  fit  our  income.  Stringent  economies  have 
been  arranged  in  the  operation  of  the  work  in  the  home- 
land, which  will  save  some  $5,000-10,000.  A  policy  has 
also  been  announced  to  all  missionaries  in  all  fields.  We 
give  you  the  gist  of  this  policy: 

1.  Only  necessary  expenditures  will  be  appro\'ed  for 
the  years  1961-1962,  and  "necessary  expenditures"  is 
construed  to  mean  missionary  personal  allowances  and 
exisring   field    allowances. 

2.  No  new  procedures  or  projects  \\'ill  be  approved 
until  such  time  when  our  financial  condition  is  improved. 

3.  We  look  with  favor  on  the  offer  of  any  missionary 
to  remain  on  the  field  for  one  or  more  years  beyond 
the  regular  term  of  service,  providing  this  will  not  en- 
danger health. 

4.  We  invite  missionaries  on  furlough,  who  are  gain- 
fully employed  and  can  arrange  to  do  so,  to  consider 
the  possibility  of  relie^dng  the  Society  of  furlough  fi- 
nancial  responsibilities. 

5.  We  urge  all  field  councils  to  diligently  pursue  the 
indigenous  principle,  endeavoring  to  lead  the  national 
church  into  an  ever-increasing  assumption  of  all  their 
own  field  expenses. 

Let's  covenant  together— The  foreign  board  is  guar- 
anteeing to  the  field  councils  that  we  will  inaugurate  in- 
tensive programs,  o\'er  and  abo\'e  normal  procedures,  to 
create  a  greater  missionary  passion  within  The  Breth- 
ren Church,  praying  for  generous  support  of  our  for- 
eign missionary  work,  that  soon  we  ma\'  be  relieved  of 
these  drastic  economies.

One  of  the  Capanema  church's 
chief  efforts  in  the  way  of  evangeHsm 
is  the  week-night  evansehstic  meet- 
ing.  Meetings  are  held  on  Wednes- 
day and  Friday  nights  in  various 
homes  around  the  community.  One 
recent  Friday  night  we  began  meet- 
ings in  a  new  and  rather  remote 
part  of  the  city. 

Friday  it  had  rained  all  day.  The 
rain  began  about  ten  a.m.  and  in 
the  evening  was  still  falling  in  a 
steady  drizzle.  For  a  while  we  fig- 
ured the  meeting  would  be  postponed. 
But,  about  7:15  two  men  from  the 
church  arrived  at  the  house,  and  we 
soon  collected  seven  others  and  set 
out  on  Capanema's  onlv  paved  street. 
It  wasn't  long  until  we  turned  onto 
one  of  the  typical  washed-out  roads. 
At  the  bottom  of  the  hill  we  forded 
the  lower  end  of  a  small  lake  and 
made  a  sharp  left  turn  between  two 
houses.  Sure  enough,  there  was  a 
road.  Two  turns  later  I  began  to  look 
somewhat  puzzled.  "Turn  left"  they 
were  saying,  but  all  I  could  see  was 
a  narrow  path.  "You  can  drive  there," 
someone  said.  "Drive  what?"  I  ask- 
ed, "a  cow  or  a  car?"  We  all  laughed 
and  we  turned  left.  One  hesitant 
turn  later  we  arrived  at  our  destina- 
tion. 

The  meeting  was  being  held  in  a 
typical  Brazilian  home  of  the  better 
type.  That  means  a  tile  roof  in- 
stead of  grass,  cement  floor  instead  of 
dirt,  and  lumber  instead  of  branches 
forming  the  shell  which  is  then  filled

with  mud.  First,  we  unwound  our 
batterv-operated  loudspeaker  and  be- 
gan plaving  records.  A  few  people 
began   to  come,  so  we  went  inside. 

While  the  records  were  playing  and 
the  people  were  coming,  we  examined 
the  home  in  which  we  were  meet- 
ing. Our  light  came  from  two  cheaply- 
constructed  kerosene  lamps.  A  small 
can  and  bottle  from  which  a  flick- 
ering kerosene  flame  burns  with  al- 
most anv  old  rag  for  a  wick,  makes 
a  tvpical  dull,  smoky  Brazilian  lamp. 
On  one  wall  was  the  only  picture  in 
the  house.  It  read  "Governor  Car- 
valho  supports  Lott  for  president." 
Lott  v\'as  defeated  by  a  terrific  mar- 
gin last  October  3,  but  it  appears  he 
still  has  at  least  one  admirer  in  Cap- 
anema. The  seats  reminded  us  of 
some  of  the  soft  padded  pews  we've 
enjoyed  in  the  States— reminded  us 
of  them  because  thev  were  so  unlike 
them.  Hard  wooden  benches  with 
no  backs  were  the  pews.

Only  twentv-five  were  present  as 
we  began  the  service— but  of  the 
twenty-five  there  were  fifteen  who 
probably  had  never  entered  our 
church.  You  would  have  recognized 
some  of  the  hvmns.  The  words  might 
have  been  foreign  to  vou,  but  the 
music  and  the  message  are  the  same. 
"There  is  Power  in  the  Blood"— 
power  to  cleanse  the  sinner  and  make 
him  as  white  as  the  snow.  "Take  the 
Name  of  Jesus  with  You"— ves;  Bra- 
zilians, as  well  as  Americans,  can 
enjoy  His  love  and  fellowship. 
"Christ  Receiveth  Sinful  men '—yes; 
Christ  is  willing  and  able  to  make 
the  sinful  heart  clean.  Then  the 
special  number,  "Have  You  Any 
Room  for  Jesus?"  was  a  good  time 
for  reflection.  Has  Jesus  meant  some- 
thing in  your  life  today?  I  had  to 
confess  I  had  been  a  little  weak  in 
mv  Christian  life  that  day:  I'm  afraid 
I  almost  looked  forward  to  spending 
a  rainy  night  at  home.  I'm  glad  our 
Saviour  doesn't  take  nights  off! 

Then  came  the  message— a  mes- 
sage of  hope  for  the  sinners.  A  fam- 
ous doctor  may  find  himself  inade- 
quate at  times,  but  Jesus  is  never 
inadequate.  He  can  supply  the  need 
of  every  sinner.  Yes;  Pastor  Rai- 
mundo, that  was  a  good  message  for 
the  unsaved.  It  was  a  good  message 
for  weak  Christians— the  fact  that 
Christ  never  fails.  He's  always  the 
same   loving,   willing   Saviour. 

There  were  no  decisions  that  night 
—but  there  would  be  more  meetings 
—every  Friday  night  that  month  in 
the  same  place. 

Pray  that  God  may  give  us  a  fruit- 
ful harvest  in  these  evangelisdc  meet- 
ings in  this  and  many  other  locations 
where  we  are  privileged  to  carry  the 
blessed  news  of  salvadon.

a  time  when  most  fields  have  made  pleas  for  increased 
field  expenditures.  Your  board  of  trustees  desires  to  grant 
all  these  requests  for  increases,  but  cannot  do  so.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  reductions  will  be  only  temporary.  But, 
if  offerings  do  not  increase  in  a  very  sizable  amount, 
there  can  only  come  further  and  much  more  drastic 
reductions  in  the  near  future. 

Conference    expenses— Vox    many    years    it    has    been 


the  policy  of  our  Society  to  care  for  all  of  the  expenses 
for  each  missionary  family  for  one  annual  Society  meet- 
ing and  National  Conference  during  the  furlough  year. 
In  light  of  the  above  program  of  economy,  a  change  has 
been  made.  Each  adult  missionary  who  attends  the 
National  Conference  this  year  will  receive  an  allotment 
of  $50.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  missionary  to  care 
for  his  additional  expenses.  This  will  work  a  hardship  on 
missionarv  families,  we  know.  The  board  asks,  therefore, 
that  we  suggest  to  churches  and  interested  individuals 
that  they  help  the  missionaries  with  the  additional  con- 
ference expenses.

The  Bible  School  village  was 
dozing  in  the  dry  heat  of  a  late 
African  afternoon.-  It  was  vacation 
time  and  so  most  of  the  houses  in 
the  callage  were  empty.  But  here 
and  there  was  one  occupied  by  some 
family  too  poor  to  go  home  for  the 
vacation. 

One  litrie  lady  was  thus  left  in  the 
village.  This  late  afternoon  she  was 
busy  with  her  household  chores.  The 
past  school  year  had  dealt  many 
hard  blo\vs  to  her.  Most  of  the  year 
she  had  been  sick.  Every  respite  from 
suffering  \yas  followed  by  another 
attack  of  illness.  But  now  school  was 
not  in  session,  she  was  feeling  bet- 
ter, and  so  she  was  outside  happily 
preparing  food  for  her  family.  At  her 
side  two  small  boys  were  playing.  An- 
other boy  was  in  school,  and  her 
husband  had  gone  to  the  market  tovv'n 
to  care  for  one  of  those  "affairs" 
which  occupy  so  much  of  the  Afri- 
can's time.  Soon  the  family  would 
return  and  they  would  eat.  Yes;  it 


was  just  an  ordinary  day  full  of 
the  business  of  happy  living. 

A  cry  came:  "Your  house  is  burn- 
ing!" Alas!  The  fire  which  was  to 
have  cooked  the  food  had  been 
\Ahipped  to  the  back  of  the  house 
by  the  wind  and  was  now  greedily 
eating  that  poor  litde  house  with 
its  thatch  roof.  Sick  at  heart,  the 
little  lady  dashed  to  her  doorway. 
Already  the  roof  was  falling  in. 

Neighbors  rushed  to  help,  but  what 
can  be  done  v\'hen  fire  "srabs"  a 
grass  roof?  They  tried  the  one  thing 
they  knew  to  do— push  down  the 
walls.  But  they  pushed  in  vain.  The 
walls  stood.  Inside  the  hungry  flames 
devoured  the  clothing,  books,  money, 
beds,  and  other  household  equipment 
of  this  poverty-stricken  family. 

Outside  the  little  lady  sat  and 
wept.    Her    husband's    clothing,    his 


books— what  could  she  do  but 


weep! 


Would  he  beat  her  when  he  came 
back  to  see  the  ruins  of  what  was  once 
home?  Neighbors  were  quickly 
emptying  the  adjacent  houses  of 
their  furnishings.  In  no  time  the  vil- 
lage  took   on    the   appearance    of   a 


refugee  camp.  And  our  little  lady 
sat  and  wept.  Her  husband's  cloth- 
ing!   His   books! 

While  the  sun  sank  to  the  dusty 
horizon,  our  little  lady  was  surround- 
ed by  friends.  Water  was  brought  to 
quench  her  thirst,  places  to  sit  were 
provided,  while  nearby  a  neighbor 
was  preparing  food  for  her  and  her 
family.  When  the  little  schoolboy 
arrived  at  the  desolate  scene,  the 
tears  flowed  afresh.  Their  poor  little 
home  was  \erv  dear  to  them,  for  in 
it  \vas  all  thev  had. 

Would  the  husband  never  come? 
The  friends  waited,  for  they  were 
eager  to  help  their  little  lady  should 
her  husband's  \^'rath  be  too  severe. 
Word  came,  "He  comes!"  The 
moments  grew  tense  while  thev 
waited.  In  the  darkness  it  was  hard 
to  distinguish  faces  but— yes— it  was 
he,  back  at  last.  The  group  grew 
quiet. 

Calmly  the  husband  walked  into 
the  group  of  friends  and  sat  down 
on  the  chair  pro\'ided  for  him.  Noth- 
ing was  said  for  a  few  moments.  Then 

o 

calling  for  the  youngest  child,  he 
took  him  in  his  arms,  blew  in  his 
ears,  and  loved  him  as  one  who  re- 
joices that  he  still   has  his  son. 

The  hearts  of  the  watchers  gre\\' 
lighter.  The  sickness  of  the  past  year 
and  the  da-\''s  disaster  were  severe 
trials,  but  this  African  was  quietly 
resting  in  the  promises  of  God.  There 
would  be  no  wife-beating  that  night. 

It  was  impossible  to  describe  the 
emotions  of  some  of  the  friends  as 
they  rose  to  leave.  Their  hearts  were 
both  sad  and  glad.  Sad  because  of 
the  troubles  of  this  family  who  had 
grown  so  dear  to  them.  Glad  be- 
cause in  the  calmness  of  the  husband 
thev  saw  x^'hat  the  Lord  had  done  for 
this  family.  As  they  walked  home, 
the  husband's  "Thank  God  for  what 
He  did  for  us,"  sounded  in  their 
hearts.  And  so  thev,  too,  thanked  God 
that  once  again  thev  had  seen  the 
evidence  of  His  working  in  the 
heart   of   an    African. 

Sad  and  glad!  Sad  for  the  many 
Africans  who  cannot  rest  in  the 
quietness  of  God.  Sad  for  the  needs 
of  the  work.  Sad  for  the  want  of 
prayer  helpers  in  this  \york  of  bring- 
ing peace  to  the  African  heart.  But 
glad!  Glad  to  trust  God  concerning 
this.  His  work.

The  Covers  are  in  language  study 
in  Costa  Rica,  and  will  be  soino  on 


to  Argentina  in  June.  The  May- 
cumbers  have  everything  purchased 
and  packed  and  are  ready  to  start  to 
Brazil.  Good  response  is  coming  in 
to  their  outfit  appeal.  The  Wooster, 
Ohio,  church  has  given  $3,000  in 
addition  to  all  other  foreign-missions 
offerinss  to  get  them  to  the  field. 
Also,  a  considerable  amount  in  addi- 
tion has  come  in  through  the  May- 
cumbers'  visitation  in  churches. 

Outfit  appeals  will  not  be  made 
for  the  Millers  and  Guerenas  for  a 
while  yet.  The  Millers,  under  ap- 
pointment for  Argentina,  are  in  lan- 
guage training  at  Edinburg,  Texas.

These  families 
will  be  available  to  visit  in  our 
churches— the  A4illers  in  the  eastern 
half  of  the  country  and  the  Guerenas 
in  the  western.  The  earnest  desire  is 
that  these  families  may  gather  enough 
funds  to  care  for  their  passage  to  the 
field,  and  for  all  expenses  for  at  least 
one  year  on  the  field,  before  they 
leave  the  States.  At  least,  that  is  the 
goal. 

The  board  of  trustees  believes  that 
we  should  make  good  in  sending  out 
these  families  to  whom  we  have 
committed  ourselves.  No  other  fami- 
lies are  under  appointment,  and  it 
is  very  probable  that  no  further  fami- 
lies will  be  offered  for  appointment 
until  a  more  favorable  financial  pic- 
ture presents  itself.

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THE 
DOUBLE  FENCE 

By  Lt.  Commander  C.  L.  Jenkins 

When  you  step  up  to  the  small 
gate  that  lets  you  through  a  ten- 
foot  fence  which  surrounds  the  Cen- 
ter Brig,  you  ring  the  bell.  Imme- 
diately a  marine  guard  unlocks  the 
gate,  and  you  step  quickly  through 
and  wait  while  he  locks  it.  Your 
presence  is  announced  to  the  inner 
part  of  the  brig  by  a  intercom  sys- 
tem. After  this  has  been  acknowl 
edged,  you  pass  through  the  second 
gate.  Once  inside  you  may  continue 
about  your  regular  business.  You 
see  after  this  I  then  can  start  my 
day's  work  among  the  men  who  live 
within  this  double  fence. 

What  are  they  like,  what  do  they 
need,  what  are  their  demands?  The 
very  same  as  those  who  live  on  the 
other  side  of  the  double  fence  as  far 
as  spiritual  things  are  concerned.  It 
is  not  often  I  have  the  privilege  of 
sharing  the  ministry  of  this  brig  with 
any  from  our  own  fellowship,  but 
this  past  week  was  the  exception. 
Arnold  Kriegbaum,  editor  of  the  Mis 
sionary  Herald,  upon  the  invitation 
of  the  Commanding  Officer,  U.  S. 
Naval  Training  Center,  Great  Lakes, 
Illinois,  attended  a  one-day  Clert^x 
Conference.  Brother  Kriegbaum  ar 
ri\ed  here  at  the  training  center  a 
litde  early  and  was  able  to  share  some 
of  the  ministrv  that  was  bein?  car- 

O 

ried  on  here  at  the  brig.  It  was  a 
real  pleasure  to  have  him  share  in  the 
baptism  of  four  men  who  by  the 
confession  of  faith  in  Christ  had  re- 
quested to  be  baptized.  Then  on  the 
following  night  he  attended  the  regu- 
lar midweek  service  for  the  men  con- 
fined. At  this  service  the  Moody

After  two  nights  in  the  brig  I  de- 
cided to  do  something  about  it!  Little 
did  I  dream  that  almost  as  soon  as  I 
would  arrive  that  I  would  be  taken 
to  the  Brig,  but  I  was! 

At  the  invitation  of  Captain  J.  C. 
Ford,  commander  of  the  U.S.  Naval 
Training  Center  at  Great  Lakes,  Illi- 
nois,  I  was  privileged  to  visit  the  U.S. 
Navy's  largest  training  center.  Over 
50,000  recruits  a  year  receive  their 
training  at  Great  Lakes.  The  Center 
covers  1,325  acres,  and  1,000  build- 
ings are  used  in  the  program. 

One  thousand  buildings  at  the 
Center,  but  I  land  in  the  "brig."  But 
I  was  glad,  for  the  privilege  was 
mine  to  be  with  Lt.  Commander 
Charles  Lee  Jenkins,  my  host  while 
at  Great  Lakes,  who  is  also  the  chap- 
lain of  the  Center  Brig.  I  have 
known  Chaplain  Jenkins  for  many 
vears,  and  the  joy  was  mine  to  have 
the  renewal  of  fellowship  with  one 
of  our  Brethren  ministers.  Upon  ar- 
rival in  Waukegan,  Illinois,  I  went 
directly  to  the  home  of  Chaplain  and

Mrs.  Jenkins  for  the  evening  meal. 
This  was  eaten  in  a  hurry,  for 
said  the  chaplain:  "We  are  to  conduct 
a  service  at  the  Chapel  at  1845"  (6:45 
p.m.  in  mv  language).  I  inquired 
about  the  "We"  and  was  told  that 
I  was  to  assist  in  a  baptismal  service. 

Prisoners  Baptized 

Following  supper  we  drove  to  the 
naval  base,  and  after  the  process  of 
"blinking"  headlights,  and  proper 
identification,  we  were  inside  the 
main  oate.  We  drove  directly  to  the 
"brig"  (the  only  safe  place  to  keep 
an  editor).  A  quick  jaunt  around  the 
brig,  and  we  then  hurried  over  to 
the  Chapel.  There,  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  the  chaplain,  were  four  young 
men  under  a  marine  military  guard. 
The  four  young  fellows  were  prison- 
ers. Through  the  faithful  ministry 
of  the  Word  of  God,  Chaplain  Jen- 
kins had  been  used  of  the  Lord  to 
lead  these  young  men  to  a  personal 
relationship  with  Jesus  Christ.  They 
had  indicated  their  desire  to  be  bap- 


tized, so,  while  the  marine  guard 
stood  in  the  Chapel,  Chaplain  Jen- 
kins administered  trine  immersion  to 
these  prisoners. 

This  was  mv  first  night  in  the 
"brig,"  and  I  decided  to  do  something 
about  it.  I  wanted  others  across  our 
Brotherhood  to  know  that  our  Breth- 
ren chaplains  are  seeking  to  proclaim 
the  Gospel  to  thousands  of  men  in 
our  Armed  Services.  The  chaplaincy 
is  like  the  ministry  in  civilian  life. 
There  are  some  good  chaplains,  and 
some  poor  ones.  One  can  work  at  the 
job,  or  he  can  do  just  what  is  neces- 
sary, and  get  by.  For  our  chaplains 
who  are  faithfully  serving  the  Lord, 
we  should  pray  daily  that  God  might 
use  them.  As  an  editor,  I  was  in- 
terested in  the  use  of  printed  ma- 
terial in  the  brig,  and  we  thank  the 
Lord  for  its  effectiveness. 

Ministry  to  Youtii 

At  the  Center  Brig  Chaplain 
Jenkins  is  brought  in  contact  with 
men  from  a  seven-State  area.  His 
ministry  reaches  many  young  men. 
Most  of  those  confined  are  under 
tv\'enty-one  years  of  age,  who  have 
completed  onh'  ten  grades  of  school. 
As  Chaplain  Jenkins  said:  "It  would 
be  very  easy  to  write  this  group  off 
as  a  calculated  loss,  but  it  is  not  good 
business  in  civilian  life  or  the  Navy 
to  invest  money  on  a  calculated  loss. 
The  man  in  confinement  has  poten- 
tial; therefore,  over  and  above  the 
punitive  aspect,  an  effort  is  made  to 
help  these  young  men  through  cor- 
rective methods  and  rehabilitation.  I 
firmly  believe  that  this  type  of  pro- 
gram must  begin  with  the  heart,  and 
must  ultimately  result  in  the  accept- 
ance of  the  Gospel  of  salvation 
through  a  personal  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour." 

Contributing   Factors 

The  ministry  of  the  chaplain  not 
only  brings  him  into  contact  with  the 
enlisted  man,  but  also  often  with  his 
family.  This  broadens  the  chaplain's 
ministry.  When  a  man  is  placed  in 
the  brig,  a  complete  analytical  sur- 
vey is  made.  The  greatest  contribu- 
tor to  "brig  complex"  has  been  found 
to  be  his  home.  Many  of  these  young 
men  come  from  broken  homes  where 
they  missed  the  privilege  of  parental

WHY  CHRISTIANS  CRACK  UP 
Bv  Marion  H.  Nelson,  M.D. 
Moody  Press,  1960.  125  pp.  $2.50. 
This  book  represents  an  effort 
to  communicate  to  the  Christian  lay- 
man some  valuable  lessons  about 
some  of  the  causes  and  remedies  of 
nervousness  and  mental  disturbances 
in  Christians.  It  attempts  to  clear  up 
a  number  of  misconceptions  about 
mental  illness  and  also  about  Chris- 
tianity which  have  resulted  in  con- 
fusion to  many  people.  The  book  is 
a  combined  medical  and  Biblical 
approach  to  this  kind  of  problem. 

REVIVALS      OF      THE      OLD

Did 
vou  notice  how  He  didn't  speak  for  His  defense  at  the 
trial  this  morning?  True,  He  is  no  King,  but  He  is  dif- 
ferent from  the  others.  Look!  The  nails  are  to  be  driven 
into  His  hands  and  feet;  yet  He  refuses  the  gall  and 
wine.  Did  vou  hear  what  He  said,  Lucius?  Tather,  for- 
give them;  for  the\'  know  not  what  the\'  do.'  Are  not 
those  remarkable  words,  Lucius?" 

"Yes,  ves;  but  do  I  hear  a  note  of  sorrow  in  vour  tone? 
A  m.oment  before  vou  were  ridiculing  this  man,  and 
now  vou  svmpathize  with  Him!  Come,  let  us  part  His 
garments.  Look  how  the  chief  priests  mock  and  scorn 
Him!  Let  us  join  them  and  find  favor  in   their  sight. 

"Cheer  up,  Marcius!  What  does  this  matter  to  us? 
Just  another  dav's  work.  Just  another  day's  pay.  Come, 
tomorrow  it  will  be  over;  ended  and  forgotten  forever." 

Forgotten  fore\er.  This  is  what  the  two  soldiers 
thought,  but  it  has  not  been  forgotten.  Instead  the  ac- 
count lives  forever  and  the  soldiers  themselves  plav  a 
part  in  the  histor\'. 

Neither  has  the  account  ended  there.  Christ  was 
not  left  on  a  cross.  He  arose  and  now  lives  forever, 
continually  imparting  eternal  life  to  those  who  will  but 
receive  Him  with  a  simple  faith.

love,  and  where  social  and  economic 
problems  were   frustrating. 

In  many,  manv  instances  these  lads 
came  from  homes  where  there  was 
little  or  no  discipline.  In  civilian  life 
thev  were  rebellious  against  teachers, 
parents,  and  civil  authorities.  A 
problem  youth  in  civilian  life  will 
be  a  problem  in  military  life.  Mili- 
tary life  does  not  make  a  problem 
bov,  for  he  was  a  problem  before  he 
entered  the  service.  The  lad  that  is 
placed  in  a  military  brig  is  the  same 
lad  that  would  have  ended  in  a 
ciWlian  jail.  Ninetv  percent  of  the 
lads  that  are  accepted  for  military 
service  graduate.  It  is  the  other  ten 
percent  that  become  the  problem, 
even  as  it  is  in  our  social  structure. 

Yes,  I  was  in  the  brig!  But  the  litde 
time  I  spent  there  caused  me  to  ap- 
preciate the  work  of  the  faithful 
chaplain.  The  experience  impressed 
upon  me  the  importance  of  reaching 
youth  with  the  Gospel.  Neither  the 
church,  the  school,  nor  the  military 
branches  can  make  men.  Men  are 
the  result  of  the  influence  and  stand- 
ards of  their  home.  The  truly  Chris- 
tian home  is  the  place  where  real 
men  of  tomorrow  are  bom.  These 
never  end  up  in  the  brig,  where  I  was. 
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A   STAGGERING   CHALLENGE 

The  most  recent  report  of  the  Senate  Crime  Investi- 
oating  Committee  indicates  that  20  percent  of  the  voung 
people  of  the  United  States  will  have  a  criminal  record 
b\  the  time  thei,-  reach  the  age  of  se\'enteen. 

In  some  states  the  rate  is  already  higher  than  this. 
The  attorney  general  of  the  State  of  California  has  re- 
leased statistics  which  state  that  one  out  of  every  four 
\()uno  people  in  California  has  been  arrested  by  the  time 
thev  reach  the  age  of  seventeen. 

The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  reports  that  our 
crime  rate  increased  12  percent  in  the  year  of  1960, 
which  is,  asioundinglv,  six  times  faster  than  the  increase 
in  our  population. 

The  United  States  Navy  has  also  released  figures 
which  show  that  the  youth  of  our  Nation  need  Chris- 
tian help.  Fortv-seven  percent  of  the  young  men  of 
the  United  States  who  seek  to  enlist  in  the  U.S.  Navy 
are  rejected  for  one  of  three  reasons.  Twenty  perc3nt 
are  rejected  because  they  have  a  criminal  record.  Another 
20  percent  are  rejected  because  of  emotional  instability. 
This  instability  is  caused  by  psychological  influences, 
most  of  them '  generating  in  the  home.  Improper  par- 
ental influence,  lack  of  parental  love,  failure  of  parents 
to  understand  their  child,  and  the  broken  home  were 
the  basic  contributors  in  the  majority  of  the  cases.  The 
remaining  7  percent  were  rejected  because  of  low  in- 
telligence^ Of  the  54,000  bovs  who  were  accepted  during 
1960  at  the  Great  Lakes  (111.)  Naval  Training  Station, 
another  10  percent  were  dismissed  because  of  refusal  to 
submit  to  ni\va\  discipline,  overweight,  underweight,  and 
other  reasons.  Refusal  to  submit  to  discipline  is  another 
reason  that  can  be  placed  at  the  doorstep  of  parents. 
IFiftv-seven  percent  of  the  youthful  applicants  of  our 
Nation  cannot  meet  the  standards  of  the   U.S.   Navy. 

Millions  of  voung  men  and  women  need  the  teach- 
ing and  the  influence  of  an  alert,  active,  conservative 
church.  The\'  need  the  impact  of  the  Gospel  upon  their 
lives.  Thousands  of  homes  need  the  challenge  of  the 
message  of  salvation.  The  heart  of  every  Christian,  every 
x'outh  worker,  every  Sunday-school  teacher,  and  ev'ery 
pastor  should  be  mo\'ed  with  compassion.  Before  lis  is  a 
staooeriiig,  chaUeui<e.—A.Y\.Vi.. 
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'l€T  God  B£  Glorified"

Diligence  Suggests  Earnestness  in  WMC 

Have  we  reallv  put  our  mind  into  our  WMC  program?  Are  the  monthly  devo- 
tional programs  presented  as  diligendy  as  they  uere  prepared?  Our  devotional  program 
committee  presented  inspirational  and  challenging  programs  for  approval.  They  have

served  diligendv.  Our  praver  is  for  WMC  members  to  be  diligent  in  their  monthly 
program  presentation.  While  working,  do  you  hum  or  sing  "God  Is  Still  on  the 
Throne"?  Will  vou  be  able  to  report  that  souls  were  saved  because  WMC  members 
were  diligent  in  their  de\-otional  life  and  witnessing? 

Diligence   Includes   Wise   Haste   in    WMC

Read  "Progress  on  WMC  Project"  in  the  March  Missionary  Herald 
for  proof  of  their  diligence. 

Diligence  Implies  Enthusiasm  in  WMC

PREPARATION

To  many  of  us  March  is  a  month 
of  unpredictions.  Having  lived  in 
the  midwest  many  years,  we  know 
what  it  is  like  for  March  to  come  in 
like  a  raging  lion.  Then  again  to  see 
it  slip  in  like  a  lamb.  Here  in  the 
valleys  of  our  great  northv\est  it  is 
often  March  comes  upon  us  like  a 
breath  of  spring.  It  is  the  month  of 
beginning,  planning,  and  prepara- 
tion. For  some  it  may  be  houseclean- 
ing,  others  the  planting  of  flowers 
and  gardens,  and  for  some  it  is  the 
planning  of  vacations.  Throughout 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  many  are  even  now  plan- 
ning and  making  preparation,  look- 
ing forward  to  the  national  confer- 
ence to  be  held  in  Denver,  Colorado. 
In  God's  Word  we  find  a  definite 
time  of  planning  and  preparation.  In 
Genesis  1:1  it  tells  us:  "In  the  begin- 
ning God  created  .  .  ."  In  this  crea- 
tion,  in  His  infinite  power,  time, 
planning,  and  preparation  was  created 
for  a  purpose  for  generations  to  come. 
In  both  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments we  find  chosen  men  of  God 
called  to  carry  out  His  great  plan  and 
all  to  His  own  timing. 

Let  us  consider  Joshua.  God  called 
Joshua  to  lead  His  people  after  the 
death  of  Moses.  In  Joshua  1:2  the 
Lord  tells  Joshua;  "Arise  .  .  .  go."  We 
read  in  verse  3  of  His  plan  for  him; 
"Everv  place  that  the  sole  of  vour  foot 
shall  tread  upon,  that  have  I  given 
unto  vou. "  Surely  Joshua  had  watch- 
ed and  listened  as  Moses  led  the  Is- 
raelites through  manv  conflicts.  God 
knew  Joshua's  need.  In  His  prepara- 
tion for  Joshua  there  was,  abidance, 
trust,  and  encouragement.  We  read 
in  verse  5:  "I  will  be  with  thee:  I 
will  not  .  .  .  forsake  thee."  In  verse 
6;  "Be  strong  and  of  a  aood  courage."

We  find  Joshua  going  forth  in  serv- 
ice for  the  Lord  believing  with  as- 
surance, and  in  obedience.  Yet  he 
never  failed  to  return  to  the  Lord  for 
renewed  strength  to  lead  the  Israel- 
ites across  Jordan  into  the  land  of 
their  inheritance,  Canaan,  and  to 
the  reward  of  blessing  through  vic- 
tory, "glorifying  God"  in  spite  of  the 
enemy. 

In  God's  plan  of  creation  there  is 
a  place  for  each  one  of  us.  Again  we 
read,  "In  the  beginning  .  .  ."  "In  the 
beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the 
Word  was  with  God,  and  the  Word 
was  God"  (John  1:1).  Verse  14  tells 
us,  "The  Word  was  made  flesh  .  .  ." 
In  God's  own  time  this  plan  was  ac- 
complished. "Unto  you  is  born  this 
dav  .  .  .  Christ  the  Lord"  (Luke  2:11). 
Bringing  with  Him  the  plan  of  sal- 
\'ation  for  all  who  would  receive  Him 
as  their  Saviour.  "For  God  so  loved 
the  ^\'orld,  that  he  gave  his  onlv 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoe\'er  believ- 
eth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life"  (John  3:16).  We 
hear  Him  sav:  "I  am  come  that  they 
might  have  life,  and  that  they  might 
have  it  more  abundantly"  (John  10: 
10). 


As  we  read  of  our  Lord  throughout 
His  ministry,  we  find  Him  contin- 
ually going  aside  to  pray  (Luke  6:12) 
for  he  realized  His  own  need,  yet 
pressed  on  toward  Calvary— the  pur- 
pose of  His  coming— even  the  death 
of  the  cross.  Even  here  (John  17:1) 
Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  glori- 
fied God. 

Easter  season  of  1961  is  now  past; 
how  we  praise  God  that  we  know  our 
Lord  is  not  silent  in  the  grave!  We 
rejoice  in  a  risen  Saviour.  As  we 
realize  God's  plan  for  us  we  see  He 
also  made  preparation  whereby  we 
rise  again  to  walk  in  newness  of 
life  (Rom.  6:4). 

As  Joshua  faced  the  enemies,  going 
forth  fully  prepared,  we  can  also  face 
the  world  today  without  fear  (Eph. 
6:10-18),  and  hear  our  Lord  say  unto 
us,  "I  VA'ill  be  with  thee:  I  will  not

But,  we 
need  more  women,  trained  to  be 
patronesses,  who  will  be  willing  to 
help  "develop  every  girl  to  be  a  liv- 
ing testimony  for  her  Master"  (from 
aim  of  SMM),  and  to  help  create 
within  her  an  interest  in  supporting 
missionary  endeavors. 

In  September  we  will  be  starting 
our  new  year.  Do  you  realize  that 
this  is  less  than  five  months  awav? 


Women  of  every  WMC,  may  we 
ask  vou  a  few  personal  questions? 
Have  you  ever  helped  in  SMM?  If 
not,  why  not?  Do  you  not  think  it  is 
time  that  every  WMC  member  be- 
came more  interested  in  Sisterhood?

However,  we  are  suggesting  that 
where  there  are  enough  single  girls 
over  the  high-school  age,  they  form 
a  College  Age  Group,  using  the  Sen- 
ior de\'otional  program  to  suit  their 
needs. 

The  Bible  Readings  and  the 
Memorization  Books  are  different 
for  each  grade  level  in  each  group. 
There  are  also  many  changes  in  the 
goals. 

Doesn't  this  sound  exciting?  Fine! 
We'll  be  looking  for  you  to  take  the 
Patroness  Training  Course  that  will 
be  offered  sometime  during  this  next 
year.  Yes;  you  may  have  to  start  a 
little  uninformed,  but  as  our  program 
develops  vou  will  be  developing  with 
it. 

We  must  all  agree  that  in  oui 
WMC  meetings  this  year  we  have 
really  enjoyed  letting  "God  Be 
Glorified."  Now,  let  us  plan  to  help 
in  SMM  in  the  year  1961-1962  in 
"Girls  Glorifying  God"  (new  theme^ 
as  we  go  "Around  the  World  foi 
Christ"  (mission  studies)  at  home 
and  abroad.

FUTURE  NEWS  ITEM

The  white-robed  choir  is  gather- 
ing, reports  the  Jerusalem  Journal. 
The  streets  of  the  New  Jerusalem  are 
thronged  with  singers,  gathered  for 
this  unprecedented  event.  Never  be- 
fore have  there  been  so  many  eager 
volunteers.  When  the  King  called 
for  those  who  wanted  to  sing  the 
praises  of  the  Lamb,  every  resident 
stepped  forward  as  one  man.  When  it 
is  considered  what  they  came  out  of, 
this  is  probably  not  too  surprising. 
These  people  are  all  immigrants. 
The\-  were  driven  out  of  their  native 
lands  bv  terrible  persecution.  Of 
course,  thev  brought  it  upon  them- 
selves. They  could  have  become 
naturalized  citizens  if  they  had  been 
willing  to  submit  to  the  regulations 
of  their  individual  countries,  which 
were  reallv  about  all  the  same.  But 
they  were  looking  for  a  new  country, 
so  they  just  didn't  have  the  proper 
intensity  about  becoming  acclimated 
to  the  old  country.  Thev  just  couldn't 
conform  to  it. 

It  was  obvious  to  all  their  neigh- 
bors that  they  were  aliens— strangers 
and  pilgrims,  really.  It  seemed  a  pity 
to  the  citizens  that  these  people 
should  be  so  downright  narrow  in 
their  views.  They  just  couldn't  seem 
to  leam  that  when  in  Rome,  they 
should  "do  as  the  Romans  do."  Their 
actions  just  didn't  seem  to  show  the 
greatest  intelligence  and  wisdom. 
The  citizens  of  the  old  country  were 
always  saying  to  each  other:  "We're 
certainly  wiser  in  our  generation  than 
they!"  And  of  course,  they  were  right 
about  it  at  that  because  this  lack  of 
conformity  really  was  the  very  thing 
that  had  caused  them  to  be  deported. 
Before  they  left,  thev  v\'ere  offered  a 
chance  again  to  become  good  citizens. 


All  thev  had  to  do  was  to  admit  their 
error  and  yield  allegiance  to  the  god 
of  the  world,  and  repudiate  this  silly 
loyalty  to  One  they  hadn't  even  seen. 
But  for  some  irrational  cause,  though 
they  saw  Him  not,  they  seemed  to 
"rejoice  with  joy  unspeakable  and 
full  of  glory."  And  the  terror  that 
chilled  the  hearts  of  the  more  in- 
telligent citizens  of  the  land  seemed 
to  leave  them  unmoved.  They  kept 
saying  they  had  a  "hope,"  which 
they  quaintly  termed  a  "blessed  hope." 
But  it  had  obviously  been  unfounded 
because  it  hadn't  prevented  their  de- 
portation—if anything  it  had  hastened 
it.  And  it  was  certainly  obvious  they 
were  slightly  unbalanced  because 
some  of  them  actually  smiled  as  they 
were  sent  away,  murmuring  as  they 
left  that  they  "counted  it  joy  to  suf- 
fer for  his  name." 

It  is  true  that  things  hadn't  been 
all  perfect  for  them  in  the  old  coun- 
try. They  had  had  the  usual  contact 
with  sickness  and  injury.  Some  of 
them  had  known  real  tragedy  in  per- 
sonal contacts  udth  blindness,  paraly- 
sis, contagious  diseases,  and  crippling 
injury,  just  like  all  residents  of  the 
old  country  who  just  shrugged  at 
these  things  to  one  another,  saying, 
"That's  just  the  way  the  ball 
bounces,"  and  went  on  in  private  to 
try  and  drive  awa\'  their  terror  by 
something  out  of  a  bottle  or  injected 
by  a  needle.  If  these  helps  failed,  the 
citizens  of  the  old  country  would  re- 
tire to  a  country  home  where  other 
citizens  would  struggle  to  give  them 
T.L.C.  And  all  the  neighbors  knew 
that  these  strangers  were  just  escap- 
ists at  heart,  talking  about  their 
"pie  in  the  sky  by  and  by."  They 
were  just  dreaming  of  something  glad 


to  dull  the  pain  of  financial  troubles 
which  often  plagued  them,  and  the 
fact  that  old  countries  across  the 
waters  stirred  up  revolts  and  shed 
blood  and  raised  their  taxes;  and 
some  citizens  of  the  old  country, 
recognizing  their  foreignness  some- 
times robbed  and  beat  and  cheated 
them. 

All  these  things  misht  have  some 
bearing  on  the  fact  that  their  ties 
with  their  old  countries  weren't  too 
hard  to  sever— after  all,  unknown  to 
most  of  the  earthly  neighbors,  they 
had  been  secretly  sending  wealth  on 
ahead  to  the  land  where  their  citizen- 
ship reallv  was  placed.  And  it  stands 
to  reason  that  where  they  were  put- 
ting their  treasures,  they  would  also 
be  putting  their  affections.  Then  too, 
they  weren't  strangers  here  in  the 
New  Jerusalem,  for  they  had  been 
strangers  before.  It  must  have  been 
nice  for  them  to  come  to  a  place 
where  they  were  acquainted  and 
understood  and  loved.  They  just 
knew  everybody  when  they  got 
there— thev  knew  "even  as  they  were 
known."  Some  of  them  had  been 
acquainted  in  the  old  country,  but 
even  those  acquaintances  seemed  to 
know  each  other  better  when  they 
got  there— as  though  they  had  known 
in  part  before,  but  now  knew  in 
heart.  Such  understanding  there  was 
when  they  first  arrived- such  drying 
of  tears  and  perfect  understanding 
all  around.  They  were  really  dif- 
ferent in  this  New  City— it  wasn't 
just  their  attitude.  They  had  left  all 
the  former  things  behind— all  the 
things  that  defiled.  They  had  new 
bodies  to  match  the  new  hearts  that

National  WMC  in  Brazil  a  Reality

On  the  flag  of  Brazil  are  the 
words,  "Ordem  e  -progresso,"  order  and 
progress.  Last  January  1961,  our 
Brethren  church  in  Brazil  made  real 
progress  by  realizing  the  first  Nation- 
al Conference  with  delegates  from  all 
of  our  churches.  Of  course  the  women 
were  eager  to  attend,  too,  so  we  took 
this  opportunity  to  try  to  organize 
our  WMC  on  a  national  scale. 

For  the  devotional  part,  Mrs.  Altig 
led  the  music,  Mrs.  Johnson  sang 
a  solo  (one  of  her  first  in  Portuguese). 
Then  Miss  Hulse  read  the  Scripture 
and  made  comments.  Mrs.  Burk 
challenged  our  hearts  with  a  message 
from  God's  Word.  All  of  this  was 
wonderful  and  now  for  the  business. 

In  Brazil  a  regular  business  meet- 
ing, as  we  conduct  them  in  America, 
is  almost  unknown.  Someone  usually 
gets  up  and  proposes  something;  then 
the  rest  cither  just  nod  their  heads 
or  say  "I  concord."  But  afterwards,  in 
con\ersation,  they  express  their  real 
feelings   in    the   matter,   which   mav 
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be  entirely  different.  So  it  is  difficult 
to  get  them  to  express  their  desire 
in  public. 

However,  we  agreed  to  the  fol- 
lowing, patterned  after  our  national 
work  as  nearly  as  we  thought  feasible. 

Objectives: 

1.  Daily  Bible  Reading  using  Galatians. 
Ephtsians.  Philippians,  Colossians,  and 
Esther. 

2.  Every  member  having  Family  Devotions. 

3.  Regular  visitation,  bringing  in  a  re- 
port. 

4.  National  Project:  An  offering  for  Hilton 
Martins  who  has  taken  over  the  work 
in  Mazagao.  Goal  is  SCR2.50O.00  (about 
S12.50  in  US  dollars). 

Recommendations : 

1.  All  members  attending  Sunday  School 
regularly. 

2.  That  we  help  the  SMM.  especially  in 
prayer. 

3.  That  those  who  are  employed  or  receive 
money  regularly  give  a  tithe. 

At  this  first  meeting,  national  of- 
ficers were  appointed  being  one  from 
each  church,  Macapa,  Capanema  and 
Icoaraci. 

There  \\ere  about  thirty  women  in 
attendance  with  one  delegate  from 
Capanema  and  one  from  Macapa. 
I'm  sure  the  next  National  WMC 
Conference  will  be  better  attended.

had  made  them  aliens  in  the  old 
country.  They  had  new  robes— every- 
one clean  and  white. 

They  had  a  new  song,  and  that 
was  whv  they  were  all  hurrying  to 
this  choir  practice  on  the  corner  of 
lasper  and  Ruby  Avenues.  Not  one 
was  going  to  sing  because  he  loved 
the  sound  of  his  own  voice.  Not  one 
was  going  to  sing  so  the  other  mem- 
bers  of  the  choir  could  admire  the 
drape  of  his  particular  white  robe. 
None  went  because  he  was  ashamed 
to  stay  behind  lest  someone  should 
criticize  his  lack  of  cooperation.  The 
honest  fact  was  none  of  these  eager 
choir  members  was  thinking  about 
himself  at  all— or  even  about  his 
neighbor.  They  were  all  thinking 
about  the  Song  thev  were  going  to 
sing.  Their  thoughts  were  saturated 
with  this  New  Song.  Their  throats 
were  bursting  with  it.  Their  hearts 
throbbed  with  it.  It  was  even  in  the 
quickness  of  the  steps  they  took  over 
the  gleaming  streets,  and  the  light  in 
their  clear  eves.  The  King  would

"On  the  Go,"  by  Mrs.  Don  Wardell 

Known  through  many  years  as  the 
"Dark  Continent,"  Africa  is  not 
usually  called  by  that  term  in  these 
days— for  these  are  "changing  times" 
in  Africa.  New  republics  are  popping 
into  existence,  and  their  sovernments 
are  staffed  by  native  Africans.  A  mis- 
sionary recently  mentioned  about  the 
new  officials  in  the  republic  where 
he  is  working:  "They  all  voted  them- 
selves nice  fat  salaries  and  ordered 
Ford  station  v\'agons  from  the  United 
States.  And  they  made  a  law  that 
everyone  must  wear  clothes!"  We 
think  such  things  are  amusing;  yet 
it  does  indicate  the  progress  being 
made  by  these  people. 

In  many  parts  of  Africa  the  na- 
tives have  expressed  their  feeling 
against  the  white  people  who  have  so 
long  dominated  them.  There  have 
been  riots  and  bloodshed.  Mission- 
aries are  aware  that  they  may  not 
have  long  to  continue  their  labors  in 
Africa,  and  they  are  putting  forth 
greater  efforts  than  ever  before  to 
prepare  the  native  church  to  stand  on 
its  own  feet  and  care  for  its  own  af- 
fairs. 

It  was  only  in  rather  recent  times 
that  the  great  interior  of  Africa  was 
really  entered— and  yet  many  things 
have  happened  since  that  time.  It's 
true  that  the  average  native  out  in 
"the  bush"  does  not  live  a  great  deal 
differently  than  did  his  ancestors  for 
generations  back.  Nevertheless,  some 


opportunities  are  a\'ailable  to  those 
who  are  really  interested  in  advanc- 
ing themselves.  Having  obtained  a 
little  learning  in  sovemment  or  mis- 
sion  schools,  many  voung  men  go 
to  the  cities  for  more  schooling  or  to 
get  jobs.  In  Africa,  as  in  other  parts 
of  the  world,  the  cities  are  growing 
by  leaps  and  bounds. 

Though  North  Africa  (Egypt  par- 
ticularly) has  been  well  known  in 
world  affairs  through  the  centuries 
of  history,  it  was  a  very  long  time  be- 
fore other  parts  of  Africa  were  even 
explored.  The  Portuguese  are  credited 
with  discovering  the  Congo  River  in 
1484.  Soon  after  that  the  Catholics 
began  missionary  work  in  Central 
Africa,  but  none  of  it  lasted.  It  was 
then  about  350  years  before  either 
Protestants  or  Catholics  did  anything 
in  Central  Africa. 

The  story  of  Brethren  missions  in 
Africa  could  not  be  told  without  men- 
tioning the  name  "Cribble."  Saved 
at  the  age  of  twenty-one,  the  young 
man  James  Cribble  felt  the  Lord's 
call  to  missionary  work  in  Africa. 
There  was  no  Brethren  mission  in 
Africa  then,  so  Mr.  Cribble  went  to 
East  Africa  to  serve  with  another 
mission.  On  the  same  ship  on  which 
he  traveled  was  a  \'oung  lady  doctor. 
Dr.  Florence  Newberry,  also  bound 
for  East  Africa  and  missionary  work. 
Their  storv  is  well  knov\'n  to  Breth- 
ren people.  Before  they  returned  to

the  U.S.  for  furlough,  they  were  A'Ir. 
and  Mrs.  Cribble.  Also,  during  that 
term  of  service  Mr.  Cribble  had  been 
very  ill.  Lying  on  his  bed  during  the 
height  of  his  illness,  he  had  had  a 
vision  of  the  Lord  beckoning  him  to 
come  to  West  Central  Africa  that  he 
was  to  be  the  one  who  was  to  bring 
the  Cospel  to  many  tribes  there  \vho 
had  never  yet  had  a  missionary  in 
their  midst. 

Back  in  America  again,  the  Crib- 
bles traveled  from  coast  to  coast  pre- 
senting the  challenge  of  Africa  to 
the  people  of  Brethren  churches. 
Finally  in  August  1917,  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  approved  Africa 
as  a  Brethren  mission  field.  Also,  it 
was  recommended  that  the  Cribbles, 
Miss  Estella  Myers,  and  Miss  Myrde 
Mae  Snyder  be  the  members  of  the 
pioneer  party.  Early  in  1918  this  party 
left  the  U.S.,  and  reached  Africa  in 
March.  Three  years  passed  before 
they  had  the  official  permission  to 
enter  Oubangui-Chari  province  in 
French  Equatorial  Africa.  In  the 
meantime,  they  had  suffered  many 
hardships  (including  the  death  of 
Miss  Snyder),  but  they  continued  to 
believe  that  Cod  would,  in  His  own 
time,  take  them  to  the  place  He  had 
laid  on   their   hearts.   And   He  did. 

Cod  has  truly  blessed  the  Brethren 
missionary  work  in  Africa.  Thou- 
sands have  believed  on  the  Lord

Our  last  article  in  the  series  on  "Life  as  an  M.K."  is 
written  by  Carolyn  Sheldon,  daughter  of  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  C.  B.   Sheldon,   missionaries  to   Africa. 


I  was  born  in  1941  and  was  privi- 
lesed  to  have  two  brothers,  Kenneth 
and  Donald.  One  brother,  David,  had 
gone  to  be  with  the  Lord  before  I 
was  born.  Mv  parents  were  home  on 
furlough  and  were  waiting  to  get 
passage  back  to  Africa,  for  it  was  dur- 
ing the  war  time  and  the  government 
officials  were  not  nearly  so  lenient. 
E\en  when  v\e  recei\'ed  appro\al,  we 
were  delayed  in  Lisbon,  Portugal,  for 
three  months.  Finally  we  arrived  in 
Africa,  and  mv  folks  were  able  to 
resume  their  work.  The  missionary 
sch(X)l  for  the  missionaries'  children 
was  located  at  our  station  during  this 
time,  so  I  had  the  missionary  children 
to  play  with  plus  all  of  mv  little  na- 
tive friends.  When  I  was  six  or  seven, 
we  returned  to  the  United  States  for 
furlough.  We  went  to  La  Verne,  Cali- 
fornia, and  I  entered  school  for  one 
year  there.  When  we  returned  to 
Africa  we  left  my  brother  in  Long 
Beach  with  my  aunt  and  uncle  to 
attend  Brethren  High  School. 

This  time  I  had  to  go  away  to 
school,  as  the  school  was  not  at  our 
station.  One  year  when  Miss  Kent 
and  all  the  kids  were  on  furlough, 
I  made  my  way  to  the  coast  in  the 


French  Camerouns  to  the  Presby- 
terian Mission  School.  After  becom- 
ing acquainted  with  the  children,  I 
was  not  quite  as  homesick  as  at  first. 

It  was  during  the  time  I  was  at  our 
mission  school  at  the  Bible  Institute 
that  I  was  frequendy  sick  with  ma- 
laria. One  time  the  thought  da\\'ned 
upon  me  that  I  had  to  accept  Jesus 
Christ  the  same  as  the  natives  did 
when  the  missionaries  told  them  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Satan  kept 
telling  me  that  I  did  not  really  have 
to  accept  Jesus  Christ,  but  I  finally 
realized  that  I  would  either  have  to 
accept  Him  into  my  life  or  reject 
Him.  This  was  something  I  had  to 
decide  for  myself,  and  I  needed  sal- 
vation as  much  as  anyone  else  did.  I 
finally  asked  the  Lord  to  wash  m\' 
sins  awav  and  make  me  a  new  person. 

At  the  age  of  twelve  we  were  on 
furlough  again.  This  time  I  would  be 
staving  here  in  the  States.  We  got 
to  Long  Beach  in  time  to  see  my 
brother  graduate  from  Brethren  High 
School  and  then  we  all  stayed  in  Long 
Beach,  and  in  September  I  started  the 
eighth  grade  at  Brethren  High.  The 
first  morning  I  cried  and  cried  be- 
cause of  mv  fear  of  the  new  kids  and 


have  been  baptized  and  received  into 
the  African  Brethren  church.  Today 
there  are  fourteen  mission  stations 
and  over  sixty  missionaries  there.  A 
missionary's  life  today  is  quite  dif- 
ferent from  what  it  was  fortv  years 
ago.  Living  conditions  on  the  mis- 
sion field  today  are  much  more  pleas- 
ant than  they  used  to  be.  There  is 
less  danger  from  disease.  And  air- 
planes now  zoom  the  missionaries  over 
the  thousands  of  miles  of  ocean,  des- 
ert, and  jungle  in  a  matter  of  hours 
instead  of  the  weeks  and  months 
that  such  a  journey  to  or  from  the 
field  used  to  take. 
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Yet,  a  missionary's  life  is  far  from 
easy.  He  is  always  surrounded  bv 
the  forces  of  evil,  and  the  Devil 
would  like  to  make  the  missionary's 
testimony  and  work  a  failure.  The 
thing  a  missionary  desires  most  from 
the  people  at  home  is  prayer.  Only  bv 
power  given  through  the  prayers  of 
God's  people  can  the  message  of  hope 
and  salvation  be  proclaimed  and 
heathen  souls  turned  "from  darkness 
to  light." 

Next  month— the  Brethren  Africa 
Mission— blessed  and  prospered  of  the 
Lord.

habits.  One  incident  I  recall  was 
when  I  was  talking  with  another  girl. 
I  don't  remember  exactly  what  we 
were  discussing,  but  I  do  remember 
that  she  said:  "If  you  do  that,  I'll 
croivn  vou!"  This  just  scared  me  to 
death  because  I  did  not  know  what 
she  meant,  but  I  was  sure  it  was 
something  terrihle! 

For  the  first  two  years  when  my 
parents  \yere  gone,  I  staved  with  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  Charles  Maves.  For  the  rest 
of  the  time  I  have  been  living  with  a 
loveh'  Christian  couple— Earl  and 
Elaine  Benson.  They  have  become 
m\'  second  Mommy  and  Daddy.  After 
I  graduated  from  high  school  and 
worked  during  the  summer,  I  enrolled 
in  Long  Beach  City  College.  I  am  in 
my  second  vear,  majoring  in  Elemen- 
tary Education  and  planning  to 
teach.  What  the  Lord  has  for  me 
beyond  this  year  I  do  not  really 
know.  But  I  do  know  that  I  will  just 
have  to  lean  upon  the  Lord  to  guide 
me  in  the  way  that  He  would  have 
me  to  go.

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HISTORICAL   SKETCH    OF 


THE    BRETHREN    IN    AMERICA 


Dr.  Kent,  Sr.  has  presented  the 
beginnings  of  The  Brethren  Church 
in  another  article;  therefore  we 
omit  that  important  element  from  this 
study.  We  shall  confine  ourselves  to 
the  progress  of  the  Brethren  faith  in 
America.  Our  sketch  embodies  three 
special    considerations;    namely— 

The    Period   of   Colonization,    1719- 
1S36 

We  ha\e  arbitrarily  di\'ided  this 
period  into  fi\'e  parts  according  to 
the  factors  we  wish  to  emphasize. 
Thev  are: 

1.  The  immigration  to  America. 
Freedom  of  conscience  is  a  potent 
factor  in  determining  human  action. 
It  w  as  the  presence  of  this  innate  fac- 
tor that  led  part  of  some  twenty  Breth- 
ren families  to  flee  from  Creyfelt, 
Germany,  in  the  fall  of  1719,  and  sail 
for  America.  Thev  embarked  on  a 
large  Flemish  \essel  at  Friesland,  and 
after  an  eventful  vovage  landed  at 
Philadelphia.  Like  other  celebrated 
Christians  who  left  Europe  with  its 
religious  persecution,  these  sturdy 
German  emigrants  came  to  these  new 
shores  in  response  to  that  inner  voice 
that  makes  men  brave  danger  and 
human  scorn  for  the  sake  of  being 
right  with  God. 

What  sought  the\  thus  afar, 
Bright    jewels    of    the    mine, 

1  he  wealth  of  seas,  the  spoils  of  war? 
Thev  sought  a  faith's  pure  shrine. 

Not  long  did  thev  remain  in 
Philadelphia,  for  thev  soon  dispersed 
to  various  points,  such  as  German- 
town,  Skippack,  Olev.  Conestoga,  and 
elsewhere  with  a  few  remaining  be- 
hind  at  the  city  of  brotherly  love. 
Their  dispersion  was  caused  in  part 
bv  the  difference  of  opinion  that  arose 
out  of  their  discussion  aboard  ship 
on  the  way  to  America.  While  they 


separated  to  a\'oid  a  continuation  of 
the  di\'isive  wrangling,  ne\'ertheless 
they  took  their  faith  with  them,  and 
consequently  good  came  out  of  evil, 
in  a  sense,  for  thereby  was  the 
Brethren  faith  propagated  in  an  ever 
widening  area;  although  such  dis- 
persion caused  the  loss  of  fellowship 
and  admonition  that  mutual  associa- 
tion and  communion  make  possible. 
2.  The  institution  at  Germautown. 
zAmong  the  leaders  who  came  to 
America  with  that  first  group  of  im- 
migrants was  Peter  Becker  (Baker). 
He  settled  on  a  twenty-acre  farm  near 
Germantown,  Pennsylvania,  where 
he  remained  for  twenty-seven  years. 
He  was  the  leader  of  this  first  group 
of  transplanted  Brethren.  What  tran- 
spired   during    this   first   interim    of

three  vears  is  lost  in  the  wilderness 
as  homes  were  being  built  and  land 
being  cleared  for  farming,  but  the 
next  important  date  and  acti\'itv  is 
1722.  Inspired  by  the  report  of  in- 
tense persecution  of  their  brethren 
in  Germany,  brought  by  a  refugee 
who  had  escaped  from  Germany  and 
landed  in  America,  Becker  with  sev- 
eral associates,  decided  to  make  an 
attempt  to  call  those  of  like  faith 
together  and  effect  a  reconciliation. 
After  much  prayer  and  preparation 
Becker,  John  Gomery,  and  George 
Gantz  set  forth  on  this  eventful  mis- 
sion. Meeting  their  brethren  in  their 
wilderness  homes,  thev  prayed  with 
them,  explained  the  nature  of  their 
mission,    and    arranged    a    meetino. 


Public  services  were  conducted  and 
reconciliation  became  a  beautiful 
reality. 

A  year  passed  by,  and  \\e  next 
find  these  sturdy  Brethren  engaged 
in  a  baptismal  ser\ace  at  the  Wis- 
sahicon  Creek  early  in  the  morning 
of  December  25,  1723,  where  six  con- 
\'erts  were  baptized— the  first  persons 
to  be  baptized  into  the  Brethren  faith 
in  America. 

That  day  the  first  Brethren  church 
in  America  was  born.  It  was  institut- 
ed at  Beggerstown  (later  becoming 
Germantown),  a  small  village  eight 
miles  west  of  Philadelphia.  The  con- 
gregation was  called  the  Beggerstown 
church.  That  evening  the  congrega- 
tion enjoyed  a  love  feast  in  the  home 
of  John  Gomery.  Twenty-three  per- 
sons participated— seventeen  breth- 
ren and  six  sisters.  Peter  Becker  was 
elected  to  become  their  first  elder. 
Thus  the  first  Brethren  baptism,  the 
first  Brethren  congregation,  and  the 
first  Brethren  communion  service  all 
\vere  instituted  on  the  anniversary 
of  the  birth  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
in  the  year  A.D.  1723.  Following  this 
eventful  and  historic  day  a  great  re- 
vival broke  out,  lasting  more  than  a 
year.  God  blessed  the  faith  of  that 
pioneer    stock. 

3.  The  importation  from  Schivar- 
zenait.  On  the  fifteenth  day  of  Sep- 
tember 1729,  The  Brethren  Church 
in  America  was  greatly  stimulated  by 
the  arrival  of  another  shipload  of 
Brethren  from  the  mother  church  in 
Germany.  Among  those  who  arrived 
were  some  of  the  leaders  in  the 
mother  church,  including  Alexander 
Mack,  his  three  sons,  Andrew  Boney, 
and  others.  It  was  a  stormy  voyage, 
lasting  se\entv-one  days,  but  the 
Holland  ship  Allen  was  faithful  to 
her  commission  and  landed  in  Phila- 
delphia as  planned. 
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4.  The  inspiration  to  colonize.  The 
arrival  of  the  Allen  with  its  precious 
passengers  served  as  a  powerful  in- 
spiration to  the  Brethren  in  America. 
Consequently  the  organization  of 
manv  new  congregations  resulted. 
The  inspiration  to  colonize  with 
Brethren  peoples  led  to  these  new 
points  being  taken  for  Jesus  Christ. 
Among  them  were  the  congregations 
at  Oley  (1732),  Great  Swamp  (1733), 
Amwell,  New  Jersev  (1733),  Coca- 
hco  (1735),  White  Oak  (1736),  Little 
Conowago  (1738),  Big  Conowago 
(1741).  All  of  these  were  in  Penn- 
sylvania, except  that  at  Amwell,  New 
Jersev.  In  addition  to  these  Mere 
congregations  estabhshed  at  Coven- 
trv  (or  Schuvlkill),  which  was  the 
second  congregation  of  The  Breth- 
ren  Church  established  in  America 
(1724),  Conestoga  (1724),  Antietam 
(about  1752),  and  Codorus,  near 
York  City  (1758).  From  these  Breth- 
ren colonies  or  congregations  the  faith 
was  carried  westward,  northward,  and 
southward  until  it  reached  out 
through  the  west,  southwest,  and 
northwest  to  the  blue  waters  of  the 
Pacific. 

5.  The  innovation  to  Epliratah. 
Into  the  Brethren  faith  came  an  in- 
novation that  was  doomed  to  fail- 
ure, but  which  had  manv  features 
which  commended  it  to  manv  serious- 
minded,  consecrated  Brethren.  It  was 
known  as  the  Ephratah  movement, 
named  for  the  village  in  Lancaster 
Countv,  Pennsylvania,  where  it  was 
located.  The  movement  was  noted 
mainlv  for  its  innovation  of  the  er- 
rors of  celibacv  and  Seventh  Dav 
Adventism.  Its  original  leader  was 
Conrad  Beisel.  The  movement  was 
launched  in  approximatelv  1724  al- 
though   the   building   of   the   village 

o  o  o 

of  Ephratah  was  not  begun  until 
1734.  By  1777  the  Ephratah  move- 
ment began  to  decline  and  ceased  to 
plav  an  important  part  in  the  ec- 
clesiastical movements  of  the  nine- 
teenth century. 

The  second  special  consideration 
in  this  brief  historical  sketch  in- 
volves— 

The  Period  of  Consolidation,    1836- 
1851 

The  intensive  colonization  or  pro- 
pagation of  Brethren  congregations 
carried  on  for  over  a  hundred  vears 


led  to  the  consolidation  of  the  con- 
gregations into  a  definite  fraternity 
or  denomination  in  1836.  The  organ- 

o 

ization  adopted  the  name,  "The  Fra- 
ternity of  German  Baptists,"  changed 
in  1871  to  "The  German  Baptist 
Brethren."  Through  careful  organ- 
ization the  leadership  unified  the 
various  congregations  into  a  well-de- 
fined ecclesiastical  fraternitv  with 
rules  of  procedure,  general  confer- 
ence, or  annual  meeting,  and  well- 

o 

defined  district.  Doctrinallv,  also,  the 
German  Baptist  fraternitv  consolidat- 
ed its  gains  so  that  when  differences 
of  opinion  arose  during  the  next  pe- 
riod, the  main  body  was  unified  to  the 
extent  that  those  of  differing  opin- 
ion were  cast  out. 

The  Period  of  Contention,  1851-19— 

The  German  Baptist  fraternity, 
or  denomination,  has  abounded  with 
contentions.  Thev  appeared  prior  to 
the  exodus  from  Europe;  thev  arose 
en  voyage  to  America;  thev  continued 
during  the  period  of  colonization,  al- 
though thev  were  largely  resolved 
during  that  period  with  the  exception 
of  the  Ephratah  division.  But  all  these 
were  of  a  minor  quality.  The  historv 
making  contentions  began  to  appear 
about  1851  with  the  issuance  of  the 
Monthly  Gospel  Visitor,  the  first 
church  paper  of  the  German  Bap- 
tist Bretbren.  Then,  with  the  intro- 
duction of  Sundav  schools  in  1857 
and  lengthy  revivals  in  1858,  and 
also  the  authorization  of  high  schools 
about  that  time,  the  ultra-conserva- 
tive element  within  the  denomination 
began  to  dissent,  and  peace  and  unity 
flew  out  the  window.  These  were 
followed  by  contentions  about  the 
correct  method  of  observance  of  the 
love  feast,  clothing,  and  church  polity 
until  the  church  became  the  battle- 
ground that  led  to  the  three-way  di- 
vision of  1882-1883— "the  ultra-con- 
servati\'es  \\'ithdrawing  from  the  body, 
and  becoming  the  Old  German  Bap- 
tist; and  the  progressi^'es,  having  been 
expelled  bv  the  German  Baptists  for 
being  progressive,  organized  The 
Brethren  Church  as  nearlv  as  pos- 
sible on  the  original  platform"  (His- 
tory of  the  Tiinkers,  bv  Holsinger, 
p.   275). 

The  latter  (Brethren  Church)  was 
organized  at  Ashland,  Ohio,  1882, 
in    protest    against    supplanting    the 


simplicity  of  the  Gospel  precepts  with 
manmade  extemalism  and  extra- 
Biblical  mandatory  legislation.  About 
10,000  communicants  and  138  con- 
gregations constituted  the  new  fra- 
ternity. 

Peace  reigned  in  The  Brethren 
Church  for  about  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. Then  liberal  elements  began  to 
stimulate  contentions  relative  to  cer- 
tain doctrinal  elements  of  the  Breth- 
ren faith.  This  led  to  the  drawing  up 
of  The  Message  of  the  Brethren  Min- 
istry and  its  adoption  by  the  general 
conference  about  the  year  1915. 
These  so-called  liberal  elements  were 
momentarily  curtailed,  but  not  per- 
manently. Sporadic  outbursts  occur- 
red until  the  climax  came  in  1935- 
1937,  \\'hen  a  decisive  cleavage  di- 
\ided  the  Brethren  people  into  the 
"Ashland  Group'  and  the  "Grace 
Group,"  which  they  are  generally  and 
popularly  called.  Space  will  not  al- 
low a  detailed  discussion  of  this  di- 
vision, but  it  emerged  out  of  a  clash  of 
variegated  elements,  including  per- 
sonalities, church  polity,  and  doctrin- 
al differences  with  the  "Ashland 
Group"  embracing  the  so-called  lib- 
eral, or  modernistic  elements,  and  the 
"Grace  Group"  embodying  the  con- 
servati\'e  or  fundamental  elements. 
The  former  took  over  Ashland  Col- 
lege, and  most  of  the  assets  of  the  de- 
nomination with  the  exception  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society's  assets. 
The  latter  \\'as  retained  by  the  "Grace 
Group."  To  propagate  the  Gospel, 
the  "Grace  Group"  launched  the 
Home  A-Iissions  Council,  Grace  Semi- 
nary, and  the  Women's  Missionary 
Council,  together  with  minor  organ- 
izations.  The  two  groups  are  nomi- 
nally numerically  equal,  although  a 
comparison  of  the  annual  records 
re\'eal  a  vast  superiority  in  the  prac- 
tical program  carried  on  by  the  "Grace 
Group"  so  far  as  mone\',  missionaries, 
and  so  forth,  devoted  to  the  Lord's 
work  are  concerned. 

These  are  not  matters  designed  to 
develop  any  feeling  of  superiority  or 
being  puffed  up,  but  rather  for  the 
giving  of  thanks  and  a  dedication 
anew  to  the  unfinished  task  before 
us.  May  God  give  us  grace  in  suf- 
ficient abundance  to  fulfill  the  di- 
\-inelv  commissioned  program  for 
\\hich  The  Brethren  Church  was 
launched  under  God.

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BRAINWASHING 

On  June  25,  1950,  the  Republic  of  Korea  was  in- 
vaded by  over  60,000  North  Korean  troops  which  were 
spearheaded  bv  more  than  a  hundred  Russian-made  tanks. 
U.  S.  Marines  landed  on  Inchon  on  September  15, 
and  the  U.  S.  7th  Division  reached  Manchuria  on  No- 
vember 20.  There  were  5,720,000  members  of  the  LI.  S. 
Armed  Forces  that  were  engaged  in  the  conflict.  Of  this 
number  7,000  were  taken  prisoners  of  war  b)'  the  Com- 
munists. 

By  the  process  of  communistic  brainwashing  85  per- 
cent of  the  7,000  American  prisoners  captured  in  Korea 
collaborated  with  the  enemy.  Fifteen  percent  collaborated 
completely,  while  70  percent  collaborated  at  least  once. 

The  Chinese  made  a  rather  extensive  study,  seeking 
to  determine  how  it  was  that  such  a  high  percentage 
of  American  prisoners  could  be  so  easily  brainwashed,  and 
influenced  to  become  turncoats  on  their  Nation.  There 
were  three  main  reasons  reached  why  these  men  were 
willing  to  become  traitors:  (1)  no  love  for  their  God,  (2) 
no  love  for  their  country,  (3)  no  love  for  their  home. 

Brainwashing  is  Satan's  most  effective  tool  against  the 
cause  of  Christ.  How  many  professing  Christians  there 
are  today  who  become  traitors  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 
In  most  every  church  can  be  found  those  who  have  been 
in  the  church  for  vears,  and  have  been  taught  the  doc- 
trine, but  who  like  Peter,  can  be  brainwashed  for  a  con- 
venient season.  Brainwashing  by  Satan  in  these  days  is 
resulting  in  lowered  standards,  denial  of  doctrine,  and 
even  compromise  of  the  faith. 

The  cause  for  spiritual  turncoats  is  basically  a  lack 
of  love  for  the  Lord,  His  Word,  and  His  church.  A 
man  can  only  be  brainwashed  when  his  belief  is  not 
grounded  on  conviction.  Far  too  many  follow  after 
spiritual  things  as  a  convenience.  Such  can  be  easily 
brainwashed.  We  must  not  onlv  urge  men  to  accept 
Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour,  but  we  must  establish 
them  in  the  faith. -A.R.K.

The  Challenge  of  Metropolis,  U.S.A. 

The  average  American  does  not  realize  what  is  hap- 
pening to  our  cities.  He  sees  some  measure  of  growth  in 
his  own  community,  but  if  he  is  not  widely  traveled  the 
impact  of  other-citj'  growth  does  not  impress  him. 

Today  we  are  experiencing  an  unprecedented  metro- 
politan explosion  which  is  accelerating.  In  1900  the  recog- 
nized metropolitan  areas  contained  about  one-third  of 
the  population  of  the  United  States.  Between  1900  and 
1950  these  metropolitan  areas  increased  three  and  one- 
half  times  while  populations  in  areas  outside  the  metro- 
politan boundaries  increased  only  50  percent.  Consequent- 
ly, by  1950,  almost  ninety  million  Americans  lived  in  the 
168  standard  metropolitan  areas.  This  was  57  percent  of 
the  total  population.  Between  1950  and  1955  the  metro- 
politan areas  absorbed  97  percent  of  the  population 
growth.  The  last  census  shows  a  similar  increase.  The 
indication  is  that  this  expansion  will  continue. 

The  growth  of  what  we  might  call  "suburban  rings," 
areas  around  the  perimeter  of  the  central  cit\',  is  in- 
creasing far  faster  than  the  central  city  itself.  This  growth 
is  seven  to  ten  times  faster. 

By  1975  we  are  to  have  a  population  of  at  least  228 
million  people.  There  is  every  indication  that  metropoli- 
tan areas  will  continue  to  grow  at  an  unprecedented 
rate.  If  these  Bureau  of  Census  projections  are  fairly  ac- 
curate we  should  have  at  least  200  great  metropolitan 
areas  with  at  least  150  million  people  living  in  them  by 
1975. 

Community  Growth  Changing 

The  day  of  the  isolated,  self-sustaining  crossroads 
community  in  America  is  rapidly  disappearing,  except  in 
the  more  remote  and  sparsely  populated  regions.  Some  of 
these  former  communities  are  being  swallowed  up  in 
metropolitan  expansion  and  they  disappear  in  the  new 
city. 

Today  we  are  developing  regional  cities.  They  are 
complex,  interlocking,  interdependent  cities  and  towns. 
In  these  areas  you  will  find  some  open  spaces  left  which 
ultimately  will  be  filled  with  new  housing  subdivisions. 
There  will  be  giant  industrial  parks.  Many  of  the  peo- 
ple in  these  communities  are  related  by  common  factors. 
They  commute  at  the  same  hour  in  the  same  directions; 
they  buy  at  the  same  shopping  centers,  drink  from  the 
same  water  supply,  read  the  same  newspapers,  play  golf 
on  the  same  golf  courses,  are  served  by  the  same  schools, 
and  so  forth.  Sometimes  in  such  areas  boundary  lines  be- 
come so  blurred  that  people  actually  do  not  know  how 
to  say  where  they  live. 

This  Creates  Problems  in  Church  Planning 

As  we  follow  this  explosion  in  metropolitan  population 
and  changes  in  community  growth,  there  are  naturally 
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severe  social,  human,  physical,  and  religious  problems. 
The  city  sewer  and  disposal  system  cannot  keep  pace 
with  the  growth.  Schools  are  crowded  and  half-day 
sessions  are  held.  City  governments  are  bankrupted  by 
the  need  for  new  streets,  increasing  police  forces,  and 
many  other  factors  of  growth. 

More  important  than  any  of  these  other  factors  is  the 
problem  of  church  planning.  How  shall  we  meet  the 
need  of  these  burgeoning  metropolitan  areas  for  Bible- 
preaching  churches?  It  is  certainly  apparent  that  a  hap- 
hazard approach  to  this  challenge  will  mean  failure. 

We  must  recognize  that  many  of  the  people  who  move 
into  suburbia  have  moved  from  the  downtown,  central 
city.  This  means  that  they  have  moved  away  from  the 
church  which  they  attended.  It  is  likely  that  many  such 
people  will  not  continue  to  drive  into  the  downtown 
traffic  to  attend  church  any  more  than  they  will  to  shop 
when  easy  parking  and  stores  are  available  across  the 
street.  Therefore,  often  the  church  must  come  to  them* 

A  new  generation  of  new  families  is  moving  into 
suburban  areas.  New  homes  and  new  families  are  sud- 
denly being  created  with  perhaps  no  previous  church 
connections.  They  need  a  community  church.  It  is  not 
likely  that  they  will  drive  downtown  to  church. 

Complete  Cooperation  in  Planning  Necessary 

Complete  cooperation  on  the  national  and  regional 
level  is  necessary  to  adequately  meet  this  need.  The 
resources  of  the  church  are  never  too  many.  Therefore, 
each  dollar  must  produce  maximum  results.  This  means 
careful  planning. 

Wherever  possible  churches  should  be  strategically 
located  in  a  region  so  that  future  expansion  will  be 
facilitated.  A  master  plan  for  entering  a  region  is  neces- 
sary. Whether  there  are  downtown  churches  who  are 
mothering  new  churches,  or  the  district  is  directing  the 
expansion,  or  the  first  church  is  being  established,  there 
should  be  planning  and  cooperation. 

This  will  result  in  many  average-sized  churches  lo- 
cated well  throughout  an  entire  metropolitan  area,  or  a 
region.  This  is  the  best  and  the  only  method  to  reach 
the  most  people  with  the  Gospel  in  the  shortest  time. 

Brethren  Church  Pioneers  Have  This  Kind  of  a  Program 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  is  cooperating 
with  the  various  district  mission  boards  in  different  re- 
gions all  over  America  for  this  purpose.  Therefore,  any 
local  church  desiring  to  start  a  branch,  or  any  family 
or  group  of  people  desiring  to  enter  a  new  area  may 
find  assistance  through  these  church-extension  organiza- 
tions. 

The  challenge  is  before  us  and  is  increasing.  Our  re- 
sponse in  cooperation  and  in  prowding  men  and  money  to 
do  the  job  will  determine  the  extent  of  our  growth.

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1961  Workshops-Another  Step  in  Home  Missions  Progress

T\vo  former  home-mission  churches 
were  hosts  to  the  workshops  this 
year.  The  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
Phoenix,  Arizona,  and  the  First 
Brethren  Church,  Wooster,  Ohio, 
heahhy,  rapidly  growing,  estabhshed 
churches  graciously  opened  their 
doors  to  our  missionaries.  It  was 
unique  that  Rev.  Charles  Ashman, 
Jr.,  Phoenix,  and  Rev.  Kenneth  Ash- 
man, Wooster,  brothers  in  the  flesh 
and  in  Christ,  should  be  our  host  pas- 
tors. Each  led  his  church  in  providing 
excellent  accommodarions— the  break- 
fast and  noon  meals,  and  good  hos- 
pitality in  the  homes  at  night.  Com- 
mittees from  the  ladies'  groups 
prepared  and  served  the  noon  meals 
at  the  church.  Evening  meals  were 
ser\'ed  at  nearby  restaurants.  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  is 
most  grateful  for  this  valuable  con- 
tribution to  our  home-mission  pro- 
gram. 

The  Lord  graciously  provided  ex- 
cellent weather  for  traveling  and  dur- 

o 

ing  the  busy  workshop  days.  In  Phoe- 
nix (February  14  to  16)  warm  tem- 
peratures and  blue  skies  greeted  us 
and  allowed  for  some  classes  and  the 
noon  meals  to  be  held  outside  on  the 
lawn.  March  storms  abated  and  Ohio 
skies  cleared  for  the  three  days  at 
Wooster. 

Our  Phoenix  church,  well  located 
in  a  growing  northwest  section  of  the 


city,  is  in  dire  need  of  expansion  room 
for  a  growing  Sunday  school  and 
Christian  day  school.  Building  plans 
are  complete  and  construction  is 
ready  to  start  im.mediately.  Dr. 
Charles  Mayes,  pastor  of  the  First 
Brethren  Church,  Long  Beach,  Cali- 
fornia, and  Pastor  Ashman  led  a  com- 
mittee of  home-mission  men  in  clear- 
ing away  two  trees.  The  operation 
pro\'ided  some  relaxation  and  exercise 
for  those  men  who  assisted.  Rev. 
Robert  Griffith,  home-mission  pastor 
at  Grandview,  Washington,  found 
out  quickly  that  pulling  a  crosscut 
saw  and  swinging  an  ax  under  the 
Arizona  sun  is  not  the  same  as  it  is 
in  the  cool  Northwest. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb's  instruction  on 
"The  Pastor  as  an  Executive"  and  its 
related  problems  was  extremely  help- 
ful to  pastors  and  their  wives.  Rev. 
Richard  DeArmey,  pastor  of  the  Wi- 
nona Lake  Brethren  Church,  dealt 
with  a  very  practical  subject,  "Plan- 
ning the  Worship  Service,  the  Invi- 
tation, and  the  Follow-Up."  Rev. 
Harold  Eding's  timely  material  on 
the  Sunday  school  and  vacation  Bible 
school  added  much  practical  discus- 
sion and  instruction  in  that  field. 
Three  sessions  on  "Missionary  Edu- 
cation, Promotion,  and  Giving" 
taught  bv  Dr.  Mayes  in  the  western 
workshop  and  by  Rev.  Ashman  in 
the  eastern  workshop  gave  a  new 
"shot  in  the  arm"  to  the  missionary 
program  in  home-mission  churches. 

A  new  feature  this  year  was  three 
sessions  on  "Youth  Counseling" 
taught  by  our  national  youth  director, 
Mr.  Ernest  Bearinger,  in  the  east, 
and  Rev.  Carl  Hodges,  director  of 
Truth  for  Youth  in  Phoenix,  Ari- 
zona. These  sessions  were  designed 
to  be  a  clinic  in  facing  all  realms  of 
youth  problems  in  each  age  bracket. 
Rev.  Robert  ColHtt,  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana,  eastern  distributor  for  Cru- 
saders Bible  Studies  gave  the  eastern 
men  some  valuable  tips  on  pro- 
motion of  local  programs,  public  re- 
lations, and  advertisino.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Ohio  State  Patrol, 
the  documentary  film,  "Signal  30," 
v\'as  shown  in  each  workshop.  Ser- 
geant Edward  Jackson  of  the  Colum- 
bus (Ohio)  Post  spent  an  hour  with 


the  eastern  men  speaking  on  crime, 
juvenile  delinquency,  and  a  con- 
structive youth  program  in  the 
local  church.  Two  hours  taught  by 
Rev.  Lester  Pifer  on  "Hospital  Visi- 
tation" emphasized  the  manner, 
method,  and  care  in  visiting  the  ill. 
Mr.  Emmit  Adams,  a  lay  missionary 
from  Puerto  Rico,  brought  a  chal- 
lenging message  on  la\'men  evange- 
lism  to  the  men  of  the  western  work- 
shop. Mrs.  Thomas  Hammers, 
Fremont,  Ohio,  gave  valuable  hours 
to  the  eastern  ladies  on  com- 
mon problems  that  the  pastor's  wife 
faces  in  missionary  work. 

Dr.  John  Flubbard  of  the  Arizona 
Bible  Institute  and  Dr.  Andrew  Tel- 
ford, pastor  of  the  Beracka  Church  in 
Cheltenham,  Pennsylvania,  both  re-  1 
nowned  Bible  teachers,  challenged 
and  inspired  the  missionaries  and 
teaching  staff  from  the  Word  of  God 
in  two  periods  each  day. 

The  missionaries  left  this  moun- 
taintop  experience  with  hearts  aflame, 
fired  with  a  new  zeal,  and  armed  with 
many  new  methods,  ideas,  and  prac- 
tical helps  to  accomplish  even  more 
for  Christ  this  year.  The  practical 
values  of  these  workshops  have  far- 
reaching  effects  in  growth,  basic  de- 
velopment,  and  greater  efficiency  in  I 
home-mission  work.  There  is  no  sub- 
stitute for  the  exchange  of  ideas,  the 
insertion  of  new  methods  by  capable 
instructors,  and  a  discussion  of  perti- 
nent problems  bathed  in  prayer  at 
these  workshops. 

The  one  sad  note  to  be  sounded 
u'as  that  the  Home  Missions  Council 
\vould  be  forced  to  discontinue  these 
workshops  next  year  because  our  fi- 
nancial income  has  not  kept  pace 
with  expenditures.  We  would  urge 
all  our  readers  to  pray  that  the  fi- 
nancial problem  may  be  alleviated 
soon  by  increased  home-missionary 
gifts.  We  want  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity to  express  our  appreciation  to 
all  who  prayed  for  the  success  of 
these  workshops  this  year,  to  all  of 
those  who  in  the  local  home-mission 
churches  helped  in  caring  for  chil- 
dren of  missionaries,  and  for  those 
who  in  the  host  churches  assisted  in 
many  ways  to  make  the  workshops 
this  year  the  best  ever.

Though  clouds  and  darkness  oft  were  cast

The  oracles  of  God  for  you

and  she  has  promised  to  start  read- 
ing the  Old  Testament.  I  have  tried 
to  show  her  that  present-day  Judaism 
is  traditional,  rather  than  Biblical. 
May  she  recognize  the  truth  of  this 
as  she  reads  her  Old  Testament. 

"The  missionaries  don't  believe 
that  Jesus  is  God,"  was  a  remark 
made  by  Mr.  B—  several  weeks  ago. 
Assuring  him  that  they  did,  I  was 
able  to  point  out  several  Scriptures 
in  John  showing  Jesus'  claims  to 
deity  as  one  of  the  bases  for  this  j 
belief.  An  exchange  of  information 
regarding  Judaism  and  Christianity 
have  given  numerous  opportunities 
to  discuss  the  claims  of  Christ  with 
this  Jewish  man.  Opportunities  with 
his  wife  are  manifold.  She  also  regu- 
larly attends  one  of  our  afternoon  dis- 
cussion groups.  Upon  occasions  I 
also  have  opportunities  to  speak  with 
their  married  daughter.  Pray  that 
the  problem  with  her  baby  may  be 
used  to  bring  them  to  the  Lord. 

Mrs.  W—  lost  her  daughter  quite 
suddenly  several  months  ago  and  is 
grieving  \'ery  much.  She  has  not 
that  blessed  hope  to  sustain  her,  but 
in  her  sorrow  there  was  an  opportu- 
nity to  minister  the  Word,  provide 
some  comfort,   and  give  assistance. 

The  death  of  several  in  her  family 
have  upset  elderly  Mrs.  —  whose 
mind  has  been  beclouded  by  the 
teachings  of  Christian  Science.  She 
has  made  various  promises  to  attend 
our  Wednesday  Bible  class  and  then 
backs  out  at  the  last  minute.  She 
needs  this  teaching  in  the  Word  and 
also  the  fellowship  with  others.

However, 
she  does  permit  me  to  call  in  her 
home  and  discuss  the  Bible.  She  never 
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refuses  the  literature  I  offer  to  leave 
with  her  to  read  at  her  own  con- 
venience. 

For  many  years  I  have  been  calling 
in  the  home  of  Mrs.  W— .  At  first  I 
sought  to  help  her  with  the  writing 
of  English  so  that  she  could  apply  for 
her  citizenship  papers,  but  an  ex- 
ceptionally poor  memory  made  this 
effort  fruidess.  Our  friendship  has 
continued,  however,  and  each  meet- 
ing has  opened  the  door  for  a  testi- 
mony.   When    he    has   been    home. 


there  have  been  opportunities  to  wit- 
ness to  her  blind  husband  also.  My 
concern  is  how  much  of  what  is  told 
her  is  comprehended  and  retained? 
Mrs.  R— ,  the  blind  Jewess  who 
accepted  the  Lord,  really  needs  to  be 
upheld  in  prayer.  She  has  received 
persecution  from  some  of  the  other 
blind  people,  some  of  whom  do  at- 
tend our  meetings.  Even  a  gentile 
lady  has  given  her  the  brush-off  be- 
cause of  her  stand  for  Christ.  This 
has  hindered  her  in  her  open  confes- 


sion of  Christ  in  baptism.  Pray  that 
she  will  be  willing  to  go  all  the  way 
with  the  Lord  in  spite  of  the  opposi- 
tion. Pray,  too,  that  she  might  soon 
have  the  "Talking  Bible"  so  that  she 
can  feed  daily  upon  His  Word  and 
grow  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of 
our  wonderful  Lord. 

The  surface  of  prayer  requests  has 
hardly  even  been  scratched,  but  these 
are  a  few  that  we  would  be  pleased  to 
have  you  REMEMBER  in  prayer.

The  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Gal- 
ion, Ohio,  was  started  just  one  year 
ago  in  March  1960.  It  began  in  the

until  July.  At  that  time  the  class 
moved  into  a  store  building  at  201 
South  Columbus  Street.  The  group 
redecorated  the  room  and  have  made 
it  very  attractive. 

Rev.  (the  pastor)  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Thornton  with  their  family  have 
been  living  in  Galion,  Ohio,  since 
May  1960.  Mr.  Thornton  graduated 
from  Grace  Theological  Seminary 
and  joined  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Mansfield,  Ohio.  Mrs. 
Thornton,  the  former  Janice  Baer, 
\vas  reared  in  the  Mansfield  area, 
and  taught  in  the  Navajo  Mission 
school  before  her  marriage  to  Mr.

The  Galion  church  was  started  as  a 
branch  of  the  Mansfield  (Ohio) 
Grace  Brethren  Church.  The  local 
church  with  the  help  of  the  mother 
church  has  been  caring  for  the  pas- 
tor's full-time  support.

Jesus  walked  ahead  with  his  dis- 
ciples close  behind  him,  heading  for 
the  garden  of  Gethsemane  to  pray. 
They  crossed  over  the  brook,  called 
Cedron,  and  there  it  lie,  straight 
ahead.  They  had  been  here  many 
times  for  the  same  reason,  but  to- 
night Jesus  felt  a  far  greater  burden 
upon  him.  Not  that  He  hadn't  felt 
this  burden  for  a  tremendotasly  long 
time,  but  tonight  He  knew  the  time 
was  drawing  nigh. 

He  left  His  disciples  withdrawing 
from  them  about  a  stones  throw,  and 
there,  by  himself,  He  knelt  in  pray- 
er. His  soul  was  exceedingly  troubled, 
knowing  the  will  of  His  Father  as 
He  did,  but,  while  He  knelt  and 
prayed.  He  asked  the  Father  if  the 
"cup"  might  be  lifted  from  Him. 
Now,  of  course,  He  knew  that  He 
had  the  power  to  reject  His  Father's 
will,  but  He  was  not  at  all  inclined 
to  that  idea.  True,  He  could  hve  on 
without  doing  it.  He  even  had  the 
power  over  life  and  death,  so  there 
was  no  need  of  His  worrying  about 
dying  as  a  penalty. 

As  Jesus  knelt  there,  he  remem- 
bered the  glory  which  He  had  had  in 
heaven  before  coming  to  earth  in  the 
form  of  human  flesh.  He  was  God! 
Now  He  had  to  submit  hirhself  to  the 
very  lowest  possible  token  of  degra- 
dation. There  would  be  a  great  deal 
of  pain  to  suffer,  agony  beyond  the 
scope  of  human  mind  except  for  fear. 
He  was  not  fearful.  He  knew  what 
the  suffering  would  be  like  physically, 


but  He  wondered  about  the  emotional 
agony  He  must  also  suffer. 

He  went  back  to  His  disciples  to 
see  if  they  were  praying  with  Him, 
but  found  that  they  had  fallen  asleep. 
They  didn't  stay  awake  even  after 
He  awoke  them.

NEW  YORK-The  American  As- 
sociation of  Fund-Raising  Counsel 
has  reported  here  that  total  religious 
giving  in  1960  for  all  faiths  reached 
an  estimated  $4.18  billion—  com- 
pared with  $3.9  billion  the  previous 
year. 

The  association  said  this  figure 
amounts  to  about  51  percent  of  the

Youth  Night  ser\ace  during  his  cru- 
sade here,  has  warned  that  the  Com- 
munists will  make  mincemeat  of 
President  Kennedy's  Peace  Corps 
and  it  will  be  "one  of  the  most  mis- 
erable flops  in  history"  unless  Ameri- 
can youths  participating  "are  deeply 
dedicated  to  Christianity." 

Although  he  commended  the  gen- 
eral idea  of  the  corps.  Dr.  Graham 
cautioned  that  the  young  people  tak- 
ing part  must  have  a  moral  and  spirit- 
ual philosophy  undergirding  their 
efforts. 

The  evangelist  reminded  his  audi- 
ence that  America  already  has  a  gi- 
gantic peace  corps  successfully  at 
work. 

"We  have  tens  of  thousands  of 
American  missionaries  in  over  80 
countries  of  the  world  living  ^mth  the 
people,"  he  said.  "They  have  built 
hospitals,  schools,  and  taught  the 
primitive  peoples  of  the  world  agri- 
cultural and  industrial  techniques. 
They  have  taught  them  how  to  read 
and  write  and,  above  all,  taught  them 
to  believe  in  a  Gospel  of  love." 

He  said  it  was  those  "dedicated 
Christians  who  had  been  trained  and 
taught  by  the  missionaries  who  even- 
tually broke  the  back  of  such  evil 
movements  as  Mau  Mau  in  Kenya."

Any  member  who  has  been  absent 
from  the  church  for  the  period  of  one 
year  without  manifesting  an  interest 
therein  by  communication  with  the 
church  or  contributing  to  its  support, 
will  by  his  own  action  be  placed  on 
the  "record"  or  "inactive"  roll.  Per- 
sons so  carried  on  this  "record  list" 
shall  not  be  counted  as  members  and 
shall  have  no  rights  of  membership.

They  are 
also  fanatically  bent  on  assassinat- 
ing Queen  Elizabeth  II  of  England 
in  reprisal  for  the  ill-treatment  they 
claim  to  have  received  from  Austral- 
ian administrators. 
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Determine  a  Church  Ordinance? 


In  answer  to  this  question  the 
writer  confidently  affirms  that  there 
are  at  least  five  essential  character- 
istics by  which  to  measure  a  form  and 
determine  whether  it  belongs  to  that 
class  of  forms  known  as  ordinances 
for  the  church.  There  may  be  other 
characteristics  that  should  be  added 
to  this  list  of  five,  but  these  five  con- 
stitute a  minimum  and  deserve  the 
careful  consideration  and  acceptance 
of  every  child  of  God.  And  in  order 
that  they  may  constitute  an  infallible 
rule  by  which  to  determine  the  num- 
ber and  names  of  the  ordinances, 
these  five  come  from  the  Word  of 
God,  they  are  crystal  clear,  and  are 
absolutely  indispensable.  In  the  order 
of  their  importance,  and  in  the  order 
by  which  the  forms  are  progressive- 
ly eliminated,  each  of  the  five  es- 
sential characteristics  will  be  treated. 

Special  Time 

The  first  essential  characteristic 
for  a  church  ordinance  is  a  special 
time  for  its  institution.  This  is  so 
important  that  it  must  stand  first  in 
order.  Any  time  in  the  ministry  of 
Christ  may  seem  to  satisfy  the  gen- 
eral conditions,  but  any  time  will 
not  settle  unquestionably  the  fact 
that  Christ  was  instituting  forms  for 
the  church  alone.  It  is  therefore 
necessary  to  ascertain  whether  Christ 
was  merely  continuing  Old  Testa- 
ment forms,  or  whether  He  was  in- 
stituting new  forms  for  His  church. 
By  settling  the  matter  of  time  one 
may  guard  against  any  wew  which 
insists  that  the  church  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments  are  the  same, 
or  that  the  church  now  is  a  body  of 
believers  for  whom  Christ  provided 
no  ordinances. 

To  this  end,  therefore,  it  is  well 
to  remember  that  when  Christ  first 
stepped  out  upon  the  stage  of  His 
public  ministry,  His  message  was 
"the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand" 
(Matt.  4:17).  And  so  far  as  we  are 


able  to  tell  this  message  did  not 
change  until  very  late  in  His  public 
ministry.  When  it  became  quite  evi- 
dent that  He  was  being  rejected  by 
His  own  people,  then  He  shifted  to 
another  theme.  This  new  message 
pointed  specifically  to  the  church, 
an  enterprise  He  had  not  yet  begun, 
and  after  rejection  by  Israel,  one 
which  would  supplant  for  an  in- 
definite period  the  visible  establish- 
ing of  the  kingdom.  He  said,  "I  will 
build  my  church,"  and  later  reiterated 
it  (Matt.  16:18;  Acts  1:6-8).  The  first 
statement  falls  within  the  final  eight 
months  of  His  public  ministry,  the 
second  during  the  post-resurrection 
ministry.  As  one  traces  the  develop- 
ments in  these  final  months  there  is 
borne  out  all  that  Christ  predicted 
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A^'ould  happen  when  citing  the  rea- 
son for  shifting  in  purpose  from  the 
kingdom  to  the  church  (Matt.  16:21). 
During  those  final  crisis  days, 
Christ  instituted  the  ordinances  for 
His  church.  He  could  not  have  done 
so  earlier  lest  they  be  construed  to 
belong  to  Old  Testament  ceremony, 
and  He  could  not  have  delayed  the 
matter  to  a  later  time  lest  it  be  argued 
that  these  forms  belong  to  some  fu- 
ture dispensation.  This  was  the  stra- 
tegic time.  So  while  it  was  yet  pos- 
sible to  point  His  disciples  toward 
the  inauguration  of  the  church  and 
also  provide  instruction  for  them 
during  His  absence,  He  instituted  the 
ordinances.  Only  those  forms  falling 
within  this  final  period  of  public 
ministry  can  thus  qualify  to  be  re- 
ceived as  ordinances  for  the  church 
of  God.  And  among  those  forms  fall- 
ing within  that  special  period  of  time 
are  baptism,  feetwashing,  the  Lord's 


Supper,  and  the  communion  of  the 
bread  and  cup  (Matt.  28:19;  John 
13:1-17;  I  Cor.  11:17-34). 

Sovereign  Authorization 

The  foregoing  essential  narrows 
down  the  number  of  forms  for  the 
church  so  far  by  setting  the  limits  of 
time  within  which  ordinances  for  the 
church  may  be  instituted  that  the 
specific  ordinances  for  the  church 
can  almost  be  settled  without  going 
further.  But  the  second  essential  char- 
acteristic for  a  church  ordinance 
measures  more  precisely  each  form 
and  confirms  what  has  already  been 
settled  by  the  previous  essential.  This 
essential  settles  the  fact  that  only 
those  forms  sovereignly  authorized 
by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself  can 
qualify  as  ordinances  for  the  church. 
Thus  the  seal  of  the  Son  of  God  is 
upon  these  forms.  Having  received 
His  approval,  the  rite  thus  derives 
the  right  of  perpetuation  from  Him. 

The  relationship  which  Jesus 
Christ  sustains  to  the  church  argues 
convincingly  for  this  point.  Since 
Christ  is  the  Head  of  the  church, 
which  is  His  body  (Col.  1:18),  it  fol- 
lows logically  that  from  the  day  of 
Pentecost  when  the  church  was 
formed  to  the  day  of  presentation 
of  the  church  to  himself  without 
spot  or  wrinkle  or  any  such  thing 
that  the  church  should  obey  her 
sovereign  Lord.  It  is  therefore  fit- 
ting that  the  Lord  of  the  church 
should  not  have  delegated  to  any 
other,  not  even  to  an  apostle,  the 
sacred  task  of  instituting  ordinances 
for  the  church.  Nor  did  He  delegate 
this  task.  Every  one  of  these  sacred 
forms  was  instituted,  initiated,  and 
introduced  into  the  church  by  Christ 
himself. 

It  is  of  interest  to  every  child  of 
God  that  Christ  also  felt  diis  way 
about  the  matter.  For  in  the  case  of 
each  one  of  the  forms  instituted  for 
the  church,  the  Spirit  of  God  led  the 
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writers  of  the  Gospels  to  remember 
Christ's  own  recognition  of  His  au- 
thority at  the  time  He  was  institut- 
ing the  forms  for  the  church.  Christ 
was  deeply  conscious  of  the  com- 
pleteness of  His  authority,  or  He 
would  not  have  said:  "All  power  is 
given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  in 
earth"  (Matt.  28:18)  before  institut- 
ing the  ordinance  of  baptism.  Nor 
would  John  have  made  reference  to 
the  fact  that  "Jesus  knowing  that 
the  Father  had  given  all  things  into 
his  hands"  (John  13:3)  preceded  the 
inauguration  of  the  threefold  com- 
munion service.  Just  as  the  first 
essential  marks  out  four  ordinances, 
so  this  essential  confirms  the  same 
four. 

Symbolical  Meaning 

While  many  things  may  fall  with- 
in a  special  time  and  receive  sovereign 
authorization,  they  could  not  prop- 
erly be  termed  ordinances  unless  they 
are  forms  with  symbolical  meaning. 
Ordinances  must  have  symbolical 
meaning.  They  must  signify  spiritual 
truth,  or  else  they  do  not  fall  within 
that  class  of  forms  known  as  church 
ordinances.  If  there  is  efficacy  at- 
tached to  the  doing  of  them,  then 
they  are  not  ordinances,  but  works 
in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  word, 
and  they  must  be  eliminated  from 
consideration  in  this  study.  Here 
again,  however,  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  are  four  that  qualify,  and  may 
safely  be  considered  as  belonging  to 
the  doctrine  and  practice  of  the 
church. 

The  place  and  importance  of  sjTn- 
bols  in  the  life  and  practice  of  the 
church  is  not  to  be  minimized  nor 
misinterpreted.  Little  does  the  aver- 
age individual  realize  how  much  of 
his  life  is  made  up  of  symbols  without 
which  he  would  not  be  able  to  carry 
on  the  ordinary  intercourse  of  life. 
The  alphabet  is  a  system  of  symbols. 
This  is  also  true  of  numbers.  And 
words  are  symbols  of  ideas.  We  use 
them  daily  without  attaching  to  them 
any  such  thing  as  efficacy.  And  the 
same  thing  is  true  of  the  symbols 
Christ  instituted  for  conveying 
spiritual  truth  to  the  members  of 
His  church. 

The  special  value  of  an  ordinance 
thus  lies  in  its  symbolical  nature,  this 
value  being  twofold.  In  the  first  place 


it  refreshes  the  memory  with  the 
truth.  That  is  precisely  what  Christ 
meant  when  He  said:  "This  do  in 
remembrance  of  me"  (1  Cor.  11:24- 
25;  Luke  22:19).  Since  pure  and 
proper  conduct  is  absolutely  depend- 
ent upon  a  conscious  realization  of 
truth  concerning  the  believer's  re- 
lation to  Christ,  how  important  it  is 
therefore  to  use  every  means  to  con- 
vey that  truth  to  the  believer.  And 
certainly  the  ordinances  are  intend- 
ed to  do  that  very  thing.  Closely 
associated  with  this,  then,  is  the  sec- 
ond value;  namely,  that  the  ordinance 
conserves  spiritual  truth.  Since  it  is 
a  s)TnboI  with  specific  meaning,  it 
v\'ill  hold  and  speak  that  truth.  There- 
fore Paul  said  of  the  bread  and  cup: 
"Ye  do  shew  forth  the  Lord's  death 
till  he  come"  (I  Cor.  11:26).  Even 
though  believers  may  lose  this  truth, 
the  ordinance  will  preserve  it.  And 
this  is  true  of  all  the  ordinances. 


Great    Spiritual    Reality 

As  we  turn  to  this  essential  the 
field  of  forms  is  now  so  well  narrow- 
ed down  that  we  are  only  concerned 
with  those  forms  that  do  possess 
symbolical  meaning.  Not  all  of  these 
dare  be  admitted  to  the  class  of  ordi- 
nances, lest  the  saints  be  in  bondage 
to  forms.  So  this  essential  is  sure  to 
narrow  them  down  to  forms  that  set 
forth  some  great  spiritual  truth.  It 
will  thus  be  seen  more  clearly  than 
ever,  that  four  forms  are  firmly  estab- 
lished. 

By  insisting  that  an  ordinance  must 
set  forth  some  great  spirituality,  it 
will  be  seen  that  our  Lord  employed 
the  law  of  conservation,  thus  reduc- 
ing to  a  minimum  the  forms  for  His 
church.  He  also  employed  the  law 
of  magnitude,  thus  providing  for 
every  great  spiritual  realit)'.  And  He 


did  not  overlook  the  law  of  adequacy; 
namely,  covering  in  the  forms  every 
great  spiritual  reality  of  the  Chris- 
tian life.  There  are  therefore  neither 
too  few  nor  too  many  ordinances. 
But  there  are  enouah. 

In  the  light  of  this  fact  the  line 
of  demarcation  is  more  sharply  drawn 
about  four  forms  instituted  by 
Christ.  The  foundation  for  the  Chris- 
tian life  set  forth  in  the  work  of 
Christ  on  Calvary  and  known  to  be- 
lievers as  justification  is  symbolized 
by  the  bread  and  cup.  The  com- 
mencement of  the  Christian  hfe  be- 
ginning with  union  with  Christ  by 
faith  and  regeneration  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  clearly  pictured  by  the  bap- 
tism of  believers  in  water.  The  con- 
tinuation of  the  Christian  life  is  also 
set  forth.  This  is  known  as  sanctifica- 
tion  by  the  Word  of  God,  and  is  well 
portrayed  in  the  washing  of  the  saints' 
feet.  For  the  consummation  of  the 
Christian  life,  the  Lord's  Supper,  or 
love  feast,  depicts  the  final  glori- 
fication and  reunion  of  all  believers 
in  heaven. 

Command  for  Perpetuation 

This  essential  is  final  and  con- 
clusive. While  the  preceding  meas- 
uring rods  have  progressively  reduced 
the  field  of  possible  forms  for  the 
church,  this  last  one  is  indisput- 
ably necessary  to  confirm  absolutely 
the  number  and  names  of  the  ordi- 
nances. There  must  be  a  command 
for  perpetuation  either  expressed  or 
clearly  implied,  or  the  form  in  ques- 
tion is  nothing  more  than  a  historical 
incident  with  no  further  value  than 
the  truth  association  with  it  at  the 
time  it  occurred. 

Without  a  doubt  four  forms  come 
within  the  circle  drawn  by  this  meas- 
uring line,  and  there  are  no  more. 
These  four  forms  will  then  qualify 
as  ordinances  for  the  church.  For 
three  of  these  there  are  clearly  stated 
commands  for  perpetuation— Baptism, 
Feetwashing,  and  the  Eucharist 
(Matt.  28:19;  John  13:13-15;  Luke 
22:19-20).  For  the  Lord's  Supper 
there  is  most  certainly  every  reason  to 
believe  that  this  too  was  commanded. 
It  was  associated  wdth  the  two  forms 
inaugurated  on  that  last  night  (John 
13:1-3),  and  the  aposdes  taught  be- 
lievers to  practice  it  (I  Cor.  11:17- 
34).

Trespassing  in  the  Churches 

There  is  a  practice  followed  by  many  organizations 
and  individuals  that  is  entirely  wrong.  We  live  in  the 
day  of  spiritual  parasites;  those  organizations  that  live 
upon  and  sap  the  strength  of  the  local  church.  They 
have  no  direct  relationship  to  the  local  church.  They 
have  been  begun  by  Christians  with  simple  motives  of 
concern  for  the  lost,  or  with  another  motive  that  may 
be  conceded  by  all  as  being  a  good  one.  These  organiza- 
tions, having  started  with  a  few,  begin  to  grow  and  to 
exercise  power.  This  power  is  seen  in  the  attachment  to 
the  group  of  certain  spiritual  leaders  who  are  not  care- 
ful as  to  how  many  directorates  they  serve  upon.  Pastors 
and  sometimes  educators  are  Hsted  on  letterheads  in 
literature  as  boards  of  reference  or  advisory  boards.  It  is 
common  knowledge  that  such  boards  seldom,  if  ever,  meet 
or  take  any  action.  They  have  no  power  whatever  over 
the  organization.  Such  organizations  trade  upon  the  good 
names  of  such  as  will  permit  them  to  do  so. 

As  we  said  before,  these  organizations  are  outside 
the  local  church  and  have  no  connection  with  it.  Where 
does  its  personnel  and  its  leadershp  come  from?  From  the 
local  church  of  course.  These  organizations  will  dip  into 
the  manpower  of  the  local  church  and  drain  away  some  of 
the  best  leadership  to  such  an  extent  that  the  local  church 
begins  to  suffer.  Much  of  this  practice  constitutes  a  tres- 
pass against  the  local  church.  It  is  a  sad  commentary 
that  rnen  and  women  can  have  their  loyalties  switched 
so  readily  from  their  own  local  church  home  to  some 
extraneous  organization.  But  there  is  some  glamour  at- 
tached to  the  outside  work,  and  in  some  cases  this  ac- 
tivity has  even  been  substituted  for  the  service  and  fel- 
lowship of  the  local  church. 

We  are  living  in  days  of  institutionalism.  We  build 
organizations  which  serve  a  temporary  purpose  and  then 
try  to  give  the  slipping  entity  a  transfusion.  The  orig- 
inal leaders  step  aside  and  commit  trespass  against  some 
local  church  by  laying  hands  suddenly  upon  person- 
alities because  they  were  being  used  of  God  WHERE 
THEY  WERE.  Church  history  is  littered  with  the  debris 
of  these  extraneous  organizations.  As  for  me  and  my 
house,  we  will  remain  loyal  to  the  local  church.

The  Test  of  a  School 

A  school  is  not  tested  by  the  number  of  its  graduates, 
but  rather  by  the  effectiveness  of  these  graduates  in  their 
chosen  field  of  endeavor.  Since  we  are  justly  proud  of 
the  record  so  many  of  our  graduates  are  making  in  Chris- 
tian service,  we  are  happy  to  present  on  the  following 
pages  of  this  paper  those  in  Grace  Seminary  who  will 
receive  their  diplomas  at  the  graduation  services  on 
June  1. 

These  young  men  and  women,  as  vou  will  note,  are 
already  committed  to  a  wide  area  of  service,  at  home 
and  in  foreign  fields.  I  do  not  consider  it  trite  to  say  that 
there  has  never  been  a  more  challenging  hour  than  the 
present  one  to  try  the  caliber  of  men  in  the  Christian 
ministry.  Most  of  the  foreign  mission  fields  are  meeting 
the  greatest  thrust  of  nationalism,  communism,  cathol- 
icism,  and  pagan  religions  in  their  history.  There  is  con- 
fusion of  tongues  in  the  denominational  structure  all 
across  America.  Things  are  undergoing  rapid  change 
theologically,  and  those  who  do  not  keep  up  with  the 
procession  are  considered  outmoded  and  ignorant. 

The  theology  at  Grace  Seminary  has  not  changed.  It 
is  in  the  tradition  that  has  prevailed  in  sound,  Bible  be- 
lieving Christians  for  centuries.  That  which  was  true  in 
Paul's  day  is  true  today.  Truth  never  becomes  untruth. 
An  inspired  Bible  and  a  virgin  born  Saviour  are  true 
now  as  they  were  yesterday.  Nothing  less  than  a  chart 
and  compass  from  the  hand  of  God,  and  a  Saviour  who 
is  the  God  Man  can  save  the  souls  of  men  today,  or 
see  them  safely  through  the  storms  of  the  present  life. 

The  graduating  class  of  Grace  Seminary  has  been 
taught  the  great  fundamental  truths  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  They  have  enthusiastically  embraced  the  same 
and  are  ready  to  join  that  great  host  of  witnesses  who 
have  borne  and  are  now  bearing  testimony  to  the  truth 
of  Christ.  Will  you  pray  for  them? 

Requisites  of  a  Christian  School 

A  Christian  school  is  one  that  is  pervaded  by  a  re\'erent 
Christian  atmosphere  in  which  there  is  a  contagion  of  love 
for  Christ  and  a  hioh  moral  consciousness.  This  does  not

mean  that  all  the  members  of  the  campus  family  will 
profit  in  these  areas  in  the  same  degree.  It  does  mean 
that  the  atmosphere  is  present  and  that  all  who  will  may 
breathe  it  and  become  partaker  of  it.  Colleges,  like 
churches,  have  not  reached  perfection  in  spiritual  life. 


The  first  requisite  for  such  a  campus  is  to  have  Chris- 
tian leadership.  This  must  be  found  in  the  staff,  both 
administration  and  teaching.  It  must  be  found  in  student 
leaders.  There  are  always  key  persons  to  lead  the  way 
into  holy  living,  or  there  will  be  others  who  will  lead  the 
way  into  a  wrong  way  of  life.  Then,  there  must  be  a 
proper  program  administered.  Following  are  some  sug- 
gestions as  to  what  we  are  doing  here  at  Grace: 

Our  students  are  expected  to  be  faithful  to  church 
ser\'ices  on  Sundays,  and  to  the  prayer  meeting  on  Thurs- 
day nights.  They  must  report  this  on  special  report  slips 
each  week.  They  are  required  to  attend  the  chapel  serv- 
ice each  morning.  Here  they  will  hear  a  Bible  message 
or  will  receive  a  challenge  from  a  visiting  missionary. 
Every  chapel  is  designed  to  help  the  student  in  his  spirit- 
ual life  and  to  aid  him  in  making  decisions  as  to  the 
investment  of  his  life  in  the  service  of  Christ.  Special 
emphasis  is  placed  on  praver.  A  full  day  is  devoted 
to  prayer  each  semester.  Each  class  has  a  period  for 
prayer  each  week.  There  are  dormitory  prayer  meetings, 
and  all  are  encouraged  to  observe  private  devotions.  The 
faculty  has  an  early  period  for  praver  each  week  when 
they  remember  each  other  before  the  throne  and  pray  for 
any  student  need  that  may  be  reported.  The  Bible  is 
recognized  and  emphasized  as  the  only  guide  in  matters 
of  faith  and  daily  living.  Classes  are  taught  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  praver  and  Biblical  faith.  Teachers  are  always 
ready  to  counsel  and  assist  wherever  such  help  is  needed. 

During  the  opening  days  of  the  school  year  special 
evangelistic  sen'ices  are  held  when  the  claims  of  Christ 
are  made  clear  both  as  to  salvation  and  His  rights  as 
Lord  of  the  life.  The  annual  Bible  conference  in  Jan- 
uary and  the  missionary  conference  in  March  are  al- 
ways highlights  along  the  academic  highway  for  both 
faculty  and  students.  This  year  we  introduced  another 
series  of  special  messages  by  an  outstanding  Bible  teach- 
er. Dr.  Charles  Woodbridge  has  just  concluded  a  series 
of  nine  messages,  stressing  two  things:  the  authority 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  Lordship  of  Christ.  We  plan 
to  have  him  here  again  next  year,  as  well  as  a  short  series 
earlier  in  the  fall  by  another  leading  Bible  teacher. 
This  is  something  of  the  "atmosphere"  at  Grace.  This  will 
not  of  itself  make  a  Christian  or  effect  the  deepening  of 
the  life  of  a  professing  Christian.  It  will  make  both  of 
these  things  possible  to  the  person  who  wants  to  "know 
Christ,  and  make  Him  known."

PILGRIM'S 

I  PROTECTION  I 


PSALM   119:25-32        BY   BEN   HAMILTON 


Malenkov's  statement  that  Russia 
has  the  H-bomb  threw  the  Western 
world  into  a  frenzy  of  speculation. 
Opinion  was  divided  in  the  United 
States.  Russia  had  the  know-how  to 
make  such  a  death  dealing  weapon, 
but  did  not  know  how  to  make  and 
operate  the  detonating  device— so 
said  some  experts.  Others  doubted 
that  the  Russians  had  the  H-bomb 
or  that  Russia  will  have  it  in  the  fore- 
seeable future. 

Men  may  wonder  and  worry  over 
such  matters.  Fear  may  strike  them. 
They  ponder  on  the  counter  measures 
that  will  assure  them  of  security. 
No  so  the  true  Christian  pilgrim.  He 
has  incomparable  protection  from  the 
fears  and  doubts  that  confront  un- 
saved men  in  these  chaotic  days. 

The  Pilgrim's  Preservation 

is  assured  in  the  fact  that  it  is  God's 
Word  that  quickens  the  Christian  pil- 
grim. The  Hebrew  word  in  Psalm 
119:25  which  reads  quicken  actually 
means  to  save  alive.  As  Girdlestone 
says:  "Preservation  in  life  is  what  is 
generally  referred  to"  by  this  word. 
In  the  fullest  sense,  the  idea  is  that 
God,  by  means  of  His  Word,  gives 
the  Christian  life  and  then  preserves 
him  in  safety.  This  Hebrew  word 
quicken  (v.  25)  is  translated  "pre- 
servest"  in   Nehemiah   9:6. 

Just  as  it  is  necessary  for  soldiers 
sent  out  to  clear  fields  of  mines,  to 
have  detectors  that  will  reveal  booby 
traps  and  other  destructive  agents,  so 
the  Christian  pilgrim  needs  that 
which  wdll  detect  the  dangers  along 
the  path  of  his  earthlv  walk.  Indeed, 
the  Bible  is  filled  with  warnings  and 
exhortations  which  reveal  pitfalls  into 
which  the  Christian  might  stumble. 


When  scouts  are  sent  ahead  in  a 
military  campaign  to  find  the  obsta- 
cles that  must  be  overcome,  they  re- 
port back  to  responsible  officers  and 
their  men.  The  scouts'  observations 
are  carefully  noted.  When  they  come 
to  an  understanding  of  the  actual  sit- 
uation, the  news  is  talked  about. 

So  it  should  be  in  the  Christian 
pilgrim's  case  (v.  27).  We  should  ask 
God  to  provide  understanding  as  we 
read  His  Word.  Then,  as  His  won- 
drous works  are  revealed  in  His  pre- 
cepts, we  should  talk  about  them. 
For  in  that  way  others  can  be  led 
to  Christ  and  experience  the  same, 
and  be  freed  from  harm. 

God's  Power 

is  shown  in  verse  28.  The  American 
Standard  Version  marginal  reading 
correctly  has  the  word  "melteth" 
rendered  "droppeth."  This  is  appro- 
priate, for  the  psalmist  continues  to 
say  literally:  "Raise  me  up  according 
to  thy  word." 

The  action  of  God's  power  is  in- 
vigorating (v.  28).  He  raises  up  the 
one  who  drops  from  the  heaviness 
of  sorrow  and  despondency.  In  the 
wilderness  the  Israelites  often  drop- 
ped from  the  weight  of  sorrow,  dis- 
appointment, and  discouragemcnl. 
When  such  depressing  conditions 
came,  Moses  could  say:  "Rise  up, 
Lord,  and  let  thine  enemies  be  scat- 
tered" (Num.  10:35).*  Truly  He 
who  did  rise  up  and  scattered  the 
Israelite's  enemies  in  times  past  is 
able  and  will  strengthen  today's 
Christian    pilgrim. 

The  agency  of  God's  power  is  His 


*The  word  tranlated  rise  up  in  Numbers  10: 
35  is  translated  strengthen  in  Psalm  119:28. 


Word— the  Holy  Bible.  Hebrews  4: 
12  informs  that  "the  word  of  God  is 
quick,  and  powerful."  There  can  be 
no  doubt  of  this  v\'hen  one  sees  how 
vile  sinners,  whether  in  the  United 
States  or  in  some  distant  hotbed  of 
heathenism,  change  from  weak  per- 
sons sold  out  to  Satan  to  potent, 
energetic   spokesmen   for  Christ. 

The  accoviplishment  of  God's 
power  is  twofold:  The  natural  desire 
to  lie  is  removed  (v.  29).  God's 
power  is  manifested  when  God's 
Word  changes  a  habitual  liar  to  one 
who  constantly  seeks  to  tell  only  the 
truth.  And  the  consequential  accom- 
phshment  is  that  he  who  lets  God 
teach  him  by  His  Word  and  becomes 
a  doer  of  the  Word  chooses  the  way 
made  plain  through  the  reading  of 
the  Bible  (v.  30).  Notice  that  the 
choice  is  not  a  passive  affair.  The 
one  who  is  taught  by  God's  Word 
and  keeps  it  makes  the  choice.  This 
choice  is  made  after  testing,  as  the 
literal  sense  of  the  word  "chosen" 
is.  The  testing  may  be  by  God.  It 
may  also  be  a  testing  of  God's  Word 
to  see  if  it  is  true.  This  latter  testing 
may  also  be  of  the  Lord's  doing. 

The    Pilgrim's    Perseverance 

In  the  first  chapter  of  James  we 
have  an  excellent  picture  of  the  per- 
son who  looks  into  God's  Word  and 
is  not  a  doer.  He  is  as  a  man  who 
looks  in  a  mirror  and,  seeing  himself, 
turns  away.  Such  is  the  Christian 
pilgrim  who  fails  to  persevere  in 
God's  Word. 

The  opposite  condition  is  expressed 
in  Psalm  119:31.  The  psalmist  de- 
clares: "I  have  stuck  unto  thy  testi- 
monies." He  is  one  who  adhered  con- 
stantly to  God's  declarations.  He  per- 
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THIS  1$  PROGRESS? 


The  twentieth  century  has  been 
called  "the  century  of  progress."  Ad- 
vances have  been  made  in  technol- 
ogy and  science  during  the  last  sixty 
years  that  are  far  beyond  the  wildest 
imagination  of  the  previous  genera- 
tion. And  yet,  these  developments 
have  been  accompanied  by  a  trend  of 
far  greater  importance.  Because  of 
the  inroads  of  materialism,  evolution, 
pragmatism,  and  secularism,  our  Na- 
tion's school  systems  have  become  a 
powerful  force  to  build  a  godless 
America.

In  the  early  days  of  the  public 
school  system,  Dr.  A.  A.  Hodge  is- 
sued this  much  quoted  statement: 
"I  am  as  sure  as  I  am  of  the  fact  of 
Christ's  reign  that  a  comprehensive 
and  centralized  system  of  national 
education,  separated  from  religion, 
as  is  now  commonly  proposed,  will 
prove  the  most  appalling  enginery 
for  the  propagation  of  anti-Christian 
and  atheistic  unbelief,  and  of  anti- 
social, nihilistic  ethics,  individual, 
social  and  political,  which   this  sin- 


rent  world  has  ever  seen  .  .  ."  What 
at  that  time  was  delivered  as  prophecy 
has  now  become  a  matter  of  history. 

Contradiction   of   the   Founding 
Fathers'  Motives 

For  fifty  years  after  the  founding 
of  this  Nation,  the  schools  of  Amer- 
ica were  predominantly  Protestant 
Christian  schools.  Christianity  flour- 
ished in  the  atmosphere  of  a  nation 
that  honored  God  in  education. 

As  early  as  1647  the  legislature  of 
Massachusetts  enacted  a  law  with 
the  following  preamble:  "It  being 
one  chief  project  of  that  old  deluder, 
Satan,  to  keep  men  from  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  Scriptures,  as  in  former 
times  by  keeping  them  in  an  un- 
known tongue  ...  To  that  end  that 
learning  may  not  be  buried  in  the 
graves  of  our  forefathers."  The  law 
then  ordered  that  every  township 
containing  fifty  families  or  house- 
holders should  forthwith  set  up  a 
school  in  which  children  might  be 
trained  in  reading,  writing,  and  re- 
ligious knowledge.  (Direcdy  quoted 
Scripture  verses  constituted  seventy- 
five  per  cent  of  the  content  of  the 
New  England  primer.) 

Three    hundred    years    later,    in 


sistendy   stuck,   never  letting   temp- 
tations deter  him  in  his  pilgrim  walk. 

The  determination  of  the  Christian 
to  persevere  in  God's  Word  should 
be  manifested  in  a  desire  to  run  the 
way  of  divine  commandments  (v. 
32).  It  is  not  to  be  an  indolent  stroll, 
a  casual,  lazy  trudging.  Rather,  it  is 
to  be  an  alert  running  on  the  dou- 
ble. Running  is  both  eagerness  and 
urgency. 

As  a  child  I  was  told  that,  if  I  did 
well  in  school,  my  father  would  have 
a  surprise  gift  for  me  when  I  arrived 
home.  The  expectancy  which  con- 
quered me  during  classes  intensified 
my  eagerness.  At  the  ringing  of  the 
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final  bell  of  the  day,  did  I  walk?  Of 
course  not!  So  there  should  always 
be  a  genuine  eagerness  on  the  part 
of  the  Christian  pilgrim  to  persevere 
—to  stick— to  God's  Word.  For  there 
will  be  a  day  when  the  Lord  will 
reward  such  as  show  their  love  for 
Him  by  keeping  His  Word  (II  Tim. 
4:8). 

Then,  too,  the  pilgrim  should  de- 
sire to  run  in  God's  commandments 
because  of  the  urgent  needs  involved. 
One  of  Christ's  commandments  is  to 
go  into  all  the  world  and  make  dis- 
ciples of  all  nations.  Let  us  all  be 
more  diligent  in  running  in  this 
commandment.  Souls  are  perishing. 
The  urgency  is  great! 


1947,  the  Supreme  Court  of  our  land 
outlawed  the  teaching  of  religion  in 
the  public  schools.  Under  the  de- 
cision rendered  in  the  case  of  Mc- 
Cullum  versus  the  School  Board  of 
Champaign,  Illinois,  teaching  reli- 
gious truth  in  a  public  school  building 
becomes  a  crime  against  the  state. 

We  should  also  consider  the 
"progress"  which  has  been  made  at 
Columbia  University.  Over  two 
hundred  years  ago  its  original  educa- 
tional policy  was  set  forth  in  an  ad- 
vertisement that  appeared  in  the  New 
York  Gazette.  The  advertisement 
stated:  "The  chief  things  that  are 
aimed  at  in  this  college  are  to  teach 
and  engage  the  children  to  know  God 
and  Jesus  Christ  and  to  love  and 
serve  Him  in  all  sobriety.  Godliness, 
righteousness,  in  life  with  a  perfect 
heart  and  a  willing  mind." 

Today,  the  Teachers  College  of 
that  institution  is  actively  promoting 
the  godless  philosophies  of  secularism, 
pragmatism,  and  socialism. 

Attitude  Toward  the  Bible 

In  1777  our  Continental  Congress 
voted  an  expenditure  of  $300,000  to 
buy  copies  of  the  Bible  for  distri- 
bution throughout  the  country.  Con- 
trast this  with  the  recent  Supreme 
Court  decision  which  in  effect  has 
forbidden  the  Gideons  to  give  away 
copies  of  the  New  Testament  to 
school  children  on  public  school 
property. 

The  Only  Answer 

The  answer  to  the  present  dilemma 
is  not  in  the  efforts  to  put  religious 
teaching  back  in  the  public  schools. 
A  form  of  godliness  without  God's 
power  and  Spirit  will  be  but  mockery. 
The  answer  is  not  in  the  strengthen- 
ing of  our  Sunday  schools,  and  Va- 
cation Bible  Schools,  although  these 
things  are  important.  According  to 
J.  Gresham  Machen,  the  great  cham- 
pion of  the  faith  of  a  generation  ago: 
"The  real  remedy  as  over  against  these 
makeshifts  is  found  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  Christian  schools." 
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HELLENIST 

In  the  language  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, the  name  of  the  land  of  Greece 
was  Hellas  (stamp  collectors  will 
recognize  it  from  its  usage  on  mod- 
ern Greek  postage  stamps).  Derived 
from  it  are  various  related  words, 
such  as  Hellen  (a  Greek  person), 
Hellenisti  (an  adverb  meaning  "in 
the  Greek  language"),  and  Hellen- 
istes.  This  last  term  has  been  trans- 
lated "Grecian"  in  the  King  James 
Version,  and  has  been  the  source  of 
some   confusion   to   English   readers. 

Lexicons  inform  us  that  a  Hellen- 
ist was  not  a  Greek  at  all.  Rather, 
he  was  a  non-Greek  who  had  adopted 
the  Greek  language  and  culture  as 
his  own.  Thus  the  regular  meaning 
of  Hellenist  ("Grecian")  in  the  New 
Testament  denotes  a  Greek-speaking 
Jew. 

These  Hellenized  Jews  had  come 
under  the  influence  of  Greek  culture 
which  had  spread  throughout  the 
world  as  a  result  of  Alexander's  con- 
quests (ruled  330-323  B.C.)  There 
were  more  Jews  living  outside  of 
Palestine  than  within  it.  These  of 
necessity  spoke  Greek,  and  could 
hardly  avoid  being  influenced  by 
the  broader  outlook  in  matters  social, 
intellectual,  and  cultural.  Conflict 
between  Hellenist  Jews  and  their 
Aramaic-speaking  brethren  in  Pales- 
tine was  inevitable.  Berkeley  Mick- 
elsen  observes:  "On  the  basic  theo- 
logical truths  of  the  Old  Testament 
they  agreed  with  Palestinian  Jews 
who  spoke  Aramaic.  Yet  the  Greek 
language  and  culture  gave  them  a 
different  outlook."  (Baker's  Diction- 
ary of  Theology,  p.  267.) 

Even  before  New  Testament  times 
we  find  the  tension  between  these 
groups,  as  reflected  in  I  Maccabees 
1:11-15.  In  this  passage  Jews  who 
became  enamored  with  gentile  cus- 
toms and  desired  to  build  a  gym- 
nasium   in    Jerusalem    were    termed

"transgressors  of  the  law"  and  doers  of 
"evil"  by  their  more  orthodox  breth- 
ren. From  the  instances  cited  by  the 
author  of  Maccabees,  one  agrees  with 
his  judgment.  However,  the  anti- 
pathy aroused  by  such  cases  was  ex- 
tended by  most  Palestinian  Jews  to 
include  all  Greek-cultured  Jews,  re- 
cardless  of   their   personal   conduct. 

Realization  of  these  historic  pre- 
cedents enriches  our  understanding 
of  certain  New  Testament  passages. 
In  Acts  6:1  the  dispute  over  the 
neglect  in  caring  for  certain  widows 
followed  these  historic  lines.  Since 
the  daily  distribution  of  food  (or 
money)  was  in  the  hands  of  Pales- 
tinian aposdes,  and  the  great  influx 
of  new  converts  made  efficiency 
more  difficult,  rumors  began  to  cir- 
culate among  the  Hellenists  that  per- 


haps not  all  the  neglect  was  acci- 
dental. Both  kinds  of  Jews  had  been 
in  the  church  from  the  beginning 
(cf.  Acts  2:5-11),  but  the  old  pre- 
judices were  still  present.  In  Acts 
6  the  aposdes  (though  certainly  not 
guilty  of  willful  favoritism)  acted 
v\'ith  commendable  grace  in  arrang- 
ing for  others  to  care  for  the  distribu- 
tion, and  it  is  of  interest  that  the 
seven  who  were  chosen  all  had  Hel- 
lenist names. 

The  second  mention  of  Hellenists 
occurs  in  Acts  9:29.  The  newly-con- 
verted Saul  began  preaching  to  the 
Hellenists  in  Jerusalem.  This  was 
the  type  of  Jew  to  whom  Stephen  had 
presented  the  Gospel  (Acts  6:9).  It 
is  of  no  small  significance  that  Saul, 
who  had  helped  to  put  an  end  to 
Stephen's  ministry  (Acts  7:58),  now 
takes  up  Stephen's  interrupted  work. 

(The  KJV  also  uses  "Grecians"  in 
Acts  11:20,  but  this  is  probably  in- 
correct. The  Greek  text  at  this  point 
contains  a  variant.  Some  manuscripts 
say  "Greeks"  [or  gentiles];  others  say 
"Hellenists."  The  sense  of  the  pas- 
sage demands  that  the  term  mean 
"gentiles,"  and  thus  Nesde's  Greek 
Testament  adopts  "Greeks"  [Hel- 
lenas]  as  the  proper  form.)

is— self  pride. 

And  yet  as  Jesus  would  stand  in 
our  midst,  I  beHeve  He  would  look 
on  us  with  compassion  and  say: 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour 
and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give 
you  rest."  He  would  point  to  him- 


self as  the  Door  —  the  open  Door. 

Our  Lord  would  give  us  the 
remedy  for  our  failings.  He  has  not 
set  up  standards  just  to  reprove  us 
for  not  attaining  them.  Rather  He  1 
would  say:  "I  am  able  to  reach  My 
standards  of  humility,  purity,  and 
love."  Therefore,  Jesus  would  say 
to  us:  "Let  me  produce  these  fruits 
in  you." 

Jesus  is  the  open  Door  to  de- 
liverance, jov,  and  peace.  Come  and 
enter.

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IF  I  SIN! 


PSALM  1:1 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  walk- 
eth  not  in  the  counsel  of  the 
ungodly

One  of  our  Sunday-school  teach- 
ers recently  came  to  me  with  a  star- 
tling story.  She  had  been  teaching  a 
lesson  which  involved  sin  and  forgive- 
ness when  one  lad  interjected:  "You 
can  be  a  Christian  and  still  sin,  can't 
you?  Because  all  you  have  to  do  is 
confess  it  to  God  and  you  are  O.K." 
Fortunately,  this  teacher  was  able  to 
present  a  Bible-centered  explanation 
of  the  effect  of  sin.  She  continued 
the  emphasis  the  following  Sunday 
with  an  object  lesson  in  which  nails 
are  removed  from  a  board,  but  the 
hole  cannot  be  removed,  to  show 
how  sin  scars  the  life. 

Incidents  such  as  this,  along  with 
a  recent  article  in  this  magazine,  have 
dramatized  to  me  the  lightness  with 
which  sin  is  considered  by  many  pro- 
fessing Christians  today,  and  the 
need  for  more  good  old-fashioned 
teaching  from  the  Word  of  God  on 
sin! 

The  New  Birth 

We  need  to  re-examine  what  it 
means  to  be  born  again.  The  new 
birth  means  being  born  of  God  and 
I  John  3:9  tells  us  that  "whatsoever  is 
bom  of  God  doth  not  commit  sin; 
for  his  seed  [God's  seed]  remaineth 
in  him:  and  he  cannot  sin,  because 
he  is  born  of  God."  This  means  that 
the  born-again  one  is  a  partaker  of 
the  very  sinless  life  of  God.  This  new 
nature  (God's  seed)  which  remains  in 
him  must  of  necessity  have  the  same 
attitude  toward  sin  that  God  has. 
True,  the  old  nature  is  there  to  be 
reckoned  with,  so  we'll  not  expe- 
rience sinless  perfection,  but  certain- 
ly a  person  who  shows  an  attitude 
of  complacence,  self-justification  and 
lack  of  personal  responsibility  for  his 
sin  is  on  very  dangerous  ground. 
Can  he  possibly  possess  the  life  of 
God?  He  may  put  up  a  good  front, 
but  as  I  used  to  hear  one  preacher 
say:  "He  probably  needs  to  be  saved 
again  and  that  will  make  once!" 
Which  brings  us  to  another  matter. 

God  Is  Omnipotent 

We  need  to  realize  that  only  God 
knows  those  who  are  truly  born 
again.  How  often  we  hear  someone 
remark  concerning  some  so-called 
backslider:  "Oh,  he  is  saved.  There  is 
no  doubt  about  that.  I've  heard  his 
testimony  when  he  was  coming  to 
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church.  He  was  a  wonderful  Chris- 
tian." I  don't  think  we  can  say  such 
a  thing.  We  simply  do  not  know. 

In  II  Timothy  2:19  we  are  re- 
minded that  in  spite  of  our  errors  in 
judgment,  "Nevertheless  the  foun- 
dation of  God  standeth  sure,  having 
this  seal.  The  Lord  knoweth  them 
that  are  his.  And  let  everyone  that 
nameth  the  name  of  Christ  depart 
from  iniquity."  I'm  glad  that  it  is 
not  up  to  me  to  decide  which  ones 
are  saved.  Some  self-reformed  person 
who  makes  a  show  of  receiving  Christ 
and  seems  for  a  time  to  have  a 
changed  life  could  easily  fool  me. 
But  he  could  never  fool  the  Lord.  So, 
I  have  learned  to  "hold  forth  the 
faithful  Word"  and  leave  this  mat- 
ter entirely  up  to  Him. 

God  Is   Holy 

We  need  to  affirm  that  God  is 
never  the  author  of  sin.  In  the  whole 
area  of  sovereignty  and  free  will, 
which  we  will  never  completely 
understand  this  side  of  glory,  we  can 
be  sure  of  one  thing.  God  is  never 
responsible  for  sin.  When  someone 
says,  in  effect:  "Well,  I've  come  a 
long  way  from  the  Lord,  but  I'm 
sure  He  had  a  purpose  in  it  and 
when  it  is  His  will,  I'll  come  back 
to  Him." 

Such  reasoning  is  not  only  foolish 
but  it  also  is  blasphemous!  Perhaps 
Israel  was  mouthing  this  kind  of  non- 
sense when  God  raised  up  Jeremiah 
with  His  message  to  backslidden 
Judah.  Anyone  wishing  a  glimpse  of 
how  God  feels  about  His  sinning 
people  should  read  the  Book  of  Jere- 
miah, especially  chapter  two.  In 
verses  17  and  19  he  says:  "Hast  thou 
not  procured  this  unto  thyself  in  that 
thou  hast  forsaken  the  Lord  thy  God 
when  he  led  thee  by  the  way?  Thine 
own  wickedness  shall  correct  thee, 
and  thy  backslidings  shall  reprove 
thee:  know  therefore  and  see  that  it 
is  an  evil  thing  and  bitter  that  thou 
hast  forsaken  the  Lord  thy  God,  and 
that  my  fear  is  not  in  thee,  saith  the 
Lord  of  hosts." 

Why  do  Christians  today  have 
such  a  shallow  understanding  of 
personal  responsibility  for  sin?  Could 
it  be  that  the  loose  thinking  of  our 
day  is  rubbing  off  on  us?  We  are 
told  that  thieves  and  murderers  and 
sex  criminals  are  not  really  to  blame 
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for  their  crimes  because  their  "sick 
minds"  are  a  product  of  their  en- 
vironment. This  may  sound  pretty, 
but  it  is  not  the  teaching  of  the 
Word  of  God.  Ezekiel  18:20  tells 
us:  "The  soul  that  sinneth  it  shall 
die."  In  verse  24  it  adds:  "But  when 
the  righteous  turneth  away  from  his 
righteousness,  and  committeth  in- 
iquity, and  doeth  according  to  all 
the  abominations  that  the  wicked 
man  doeth,  shall  he  live?  All  his 
righteousnesses  that  he  hath  done 
shall  not  be  mentioned:  in  his  tres- 
pass that  he  hath  trespassed,  and  in 
his  sin  that  he  hath  sinned,  in  them 
shall  he  die."  If  the  Bible  teaches 
anything,  it  teaches  personal  respon- 
sibilitv  for  sin. 

God  Hates  Sin 

We  need  to  learn  to  love  the  sin- 
ner and  hate  the  sin.  We  see  this 
principle  exemplified  perfectly  in  the 
life  of  our  Lord.  The  story  of  Christ 
and  the  adulterous  woman  is  often 
cited  to  show  His  mercy  to  sinners. 
But  let  us  be  reminded  that  when 
Christ  sent  the  self-righteous  Phari- 
sees away  in  embarrassment  because 
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they  knew  that  they  too  had  faults, 
this  was  not  the  end  of  the  story. 
Knowing  the  woman's  heart  attitude, 
He  could  say,  "Neither  do  I  con- 
demn thee,"  but  He  also  commanded, 
"Go  and  sin  no  more!"  There  was 
no  condoning  of  sin  by  our  Lord. 
He  dealt  with  it  very  direcdy  (John 
8:11). 

How  may  we  show  love  for  the 
sinning  Christian?  We  dare  not  con- 
done sin  in  his  life.  To  do  so  would 
not  even  be  a  kindness.  We  must 
speak  plainly  the  truth  of  God's 
Word  concerning  how  God  feels 
about  sin.  We  must  help  him  to  see 
that  confessing  our  sin,  as  indicated 
in  I  John  1:9  is  more  than  a  saucy 
admission  of  guilt.  It  actually  means 
agreement  with  God  about  our  sin. 
And  repenting  in  Scripture  is  more 
than  shedding  tears.  It  involves 
turning  around  and  going  the  other 
way.  These  things,  of  course,  must 
not  be  spoken  in  a  spirit  of  vindic- 
tiveness  or  personal  resentment.  Rath- 
er, when  dealing  with  sin  in  the  life 
as  with  any  other  problem,  we  should 
constantly  make  certain  that  we  are 
"speaking  the  truth  in  love." 
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Just  about  everything  is  out  of 
place  in  this  old  world.  We  have 
dozens  of  electrical  servants  in  our 
homes;  yet  we  have  no  time!  We  have 
more  possessions  in  the  average  home 
in  America  than  any  other  nation; 
yet  we  have  no  peace— we  are  not 
happy  nor  satisfied.  We  have  every- 
thing, but  we  have  nothing.  Why? 

Money  is  out  of  place  today.  It  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  few  instead  of  the 
many.  It  is  spent  for  the  wrong  things, 
like  liquor,  tobacco,  and  gambling, 
while  the  church  and  God  get  the 
leavings.  It  is  used  for  self  instead  of 
for  God. 

The  Devil  is  out  of  place  today. 
Instead  of  being  punished  in  the  lake 
of  fire,  he  is  in  schools,  business,  poli- 
tics, homes,  and  even  in  church!  He 
brings  sorrow  to  hearts,  breaks  up 
homes,  and  puts  nations  at  war  with 
each  other. 

The  Jew  is  out  of  place  today.  Des- 
tined by  God  to  live  in  Palestine  and 
rule  the  world  as  a  great  nation,  he 


is  still  scattered  among  the  nations 
of  the  earth,  largely  forgetful  of  the 
God  who  picked  him  out  to  be  His 
Chosen  People.  He  often  is  more  in- 
terested in  gold  than  in  God. 

The  church  is  out  of  place  today. 
Many  denominations  are  interested 
in  the  social  gospel,  in  politics,  and 
in  doing  good,  but  have  forgotten  to 
teach  a  separated  life,  and  to  bring 
the  Gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
The  Bible  is  almost  lost  in  some 
churches  in  that  people  elevate  hu- 
man reason  above  divine  revelation. 

Human  beings  are  out  of  place  to- 
day. They  are  doing  everything  ex- 
cept what  God  wants  them  to  do. 
They  are  rank  materialists.  Money 
and  pleasure  are  all  that  they  are 
interested  in.  They  have  forgotten 
the  God  who  made  them  and  pro- 
^'ides  for  their  needs.  They  are  self- 
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ish,  sinful,  sour,  and  sad.  Instead  of 
serving  God,  they  are  serving  the 
Devil. 

Christ  is  out  of  place  today.  In- 
stead of  ruling  this  world.  He  is 
laughed  at  and  defied  by  many  na- 
tions. Instead  of  being  honored,  He 
is  blasphemed.  Instead  of  being  wor- 
shiped, He  is  blamed  for  misfortune 
and  tragedy.  Instead  of  being  loved, 
He  is  hated  and  despised.  Instead  of 
being  accepted  as  Saviour  and  Lord, 
He  is  rejected  by  men. 

Let  us  pray  that  God  will  adjust 
this  topsy-turvy  world.  Will  you  let 
Him  begin  with  you?  Resolve  to  put 
Christ  FIRST  in  your  heart  and 
life.  Dedicate  your  time,  talents,  and 
tithe  to  Him.  God  can  and  will 
change  the  picture  if  you  are  willing 
and  will  have  faith  and  pray.  God 
wants  to  perform  miracles.  Will  you 
let  Him  adjust  this  old  world,  start- 
ing with  you?  Let  us  pray  for  revival 
to  bring  to  us  a  new  spirit  of  love  and 
peace. 
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BELIEVERS,  BE  BAPTIZED!

There  has  been  and  still  is  much 
misunderstanding      concerning      the 

o  o 

truth  of  Biblical  baptism,  and  its 
place  in  the  life  of  the  believer.  This 
improper  knowledge  has  led  to  two 
serious  errors  on  this  matter,  both  of 
which  are  now  present  within  the 
church  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

There  is  the  error  of  baptismal  re- 
generation, which  makes  baptism  an 
essential  part  of  the  plan  of  salvation 
and  places  one's  hope  of  eternal  life 
on  the  basis  of  works.  The  holders  of 
this  teaching  maintain  that  none 
can  be  saved  aside  from  baptism  in 
or  with  water,  some  go  so  far  as  to 
claim  that  the  baptism  must  be  ad- 
ministered by  preachers  of  certain  de- 
nominations before  it  can  be  effec- 
tive. To  believe  thus  is  to  ignore  cer- 
tain very  plain  statements  of  Scrip- 
ture that  assert  in  simple  terms  that 
one's  salvation  is  based  upon  and 
brought  to  pass  through  the  finished 
work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
was  the  sinner's  substitute  at  Calvary. 
The  Spirit  has  definitely  declared 
that  "the  just  shall  live  bv  faith,"  that 
"by  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith; 
and  that  not  of  yourselves:  it  is  the 
gift  of  God:  not  of  works,  lest  any 
man  should  boast,"  that  "whosoever 
believeth"  in  the  sinless,  suffering 
Lamb  of  God  "should  not  perish,  but 
have  everlasting  life,"  and  "shall  not 
come  into  condemnation;  but  is  pass- 
ed from  death  unto  life"  (Rom.  1:7; 
Eph.  2:8-9;  John  3:16;  5:24). 

The  other  error,  the  elimination  of 
baptism  altogether  or  the  depriving 
it  of  all  and  any  spiritual  importance 
is  just  as  serious  and  misleading. 
This  is  a  reaction  against  baptismal  re- 
generation and  asserts  that  since  bap- 
tism in  water  is  not  essential  to  sal- 
vation, it  therefore  has  no  place  in 
the  church  and  no  significance  to  the 
believer.  The  holders  of  this  theory 
as  in  the  former  case  ignore  certain 
definite    statements    of    the    eternal 
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MATTHEW  28:19 


Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach 
all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost: 


God  which  He  has  recorded  in  His 
Word  for  our  edification.  Among 
other  Scriptures  the  following  are 
cited  to  show  that  baptism  was  meant 
for  the  church  in  this  age.  "And  Jesus 
came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying. 
All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore,  and 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost"  (Matt. 
28:18-19).  Those  who  know  the  gos- 
pel story  are  to  teach  it  to  others  and 
then  are  to  baptize  those  who  receive 
it.  Again,  upon  another  occasion,  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  said:  "He  that  be- 
lieveth and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved" 
(Mark  16:16).  According  to  this  verse 
belief  on  the  part  of  the  sinner  is  to 
precede  baptism. 

Baptism  was  taught  by  the  dis- 
ciples as  following  belief  and  repent- 
ance. At  the  close  of  Peter's  sermon 
on  the  day  of  Pentecost  many  of 
those  who  had  heard  him  tell  of  the 
person  and  work  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  "were  pricked  in  their  heart, 
and  said  unto  Peter  and  to  the  rest 
of  the  apostles.  Men  and  brethren, 
what  shall  we  do?  Then  Peter  said 
unto  them.  Repent,  and  be  baptized 
every  one  of  3'ou  in  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins, 
and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.  .  .  .  Then  they  that 
gladly  received  his  word  were  bap- 
tized: and  the  same  day  there  were 


added  unto  them  about  three  thou- 
sand souls"  (Acts  2:17-41). 

Believer,  there  are  at  least  three 
good  reasons  why  you  should  submit 
willingly  to  water  baptism  by  trine 
immersion— not  to  bring  about  nor 
to  help  in  your  salvation,  but  as  evi- 
dence that  you  are  saved  and  that 
vou  desire  to  please  your  Heavenly 
Father  in  full  vieldedness  and  obe- 
dience  to  His  perfect  will. 

Evidence  of  Faith 

In  addition  to  the  Scripture  al- 
ready cited  take  the  case  of  the  Philip- 
pian  jailer  as  he  stood  in  the  ruins 
of  his  prison.  He  was  greatly  trou- 
bled at  what  had  happened;  then 
turned  to  the  only  two  men  who  were 
calm  and  composed  and  asked:  "Sirs, 
what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?"  The 
answer  from  Paul  and  Silas  was  clear 
and  concise  as  they  said;  "Believe  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  thou  shall 
be  saved,  and  thy  house."  Note  what 
followed,  which  was  a  demonstration 
from  a  heart  of  faith:  "And  they 
spake  unto  him  the  word  of  the  Lord 
and  to  all  that  were  in  his  house. 
And  he  took  them  the  same  hour  of 
the  night,  and  washed  their  stripes; 
and  was  baptized,  he  and  all  his, 
sti-aightway"  (Acts  16:30-33).  Some- 
thing wonderful  had  happened  in 
the  heart  of  that  jailer  to  turn  him 
from  being  a  striker  of  men  to  a  serv- 
ant to  the  same  men  whom  he  had 
lashed.  As  a  further  token  of  his  faith 
he  was  baptized  by  Paul  or  Silas. 

Paul  made  this  truth  very  plain  in 
his  letter  to  the  Roman  believers 
when  he  said:  "Know  ye  not,  that  so 
many  of  us  as  were  baptized  into  his 
death"  (Rom.  6:3).  Now  who  would 
be  willing  to  be  baptized  into  His 
death?  Only  those  who  were  willing 
to  believe  that  Jesus  had  died  in  their 
place  on  the  cross.  Therefore  bap- 
tism can  be  only  for  those  who  are 
willing  to  signify  that  belief  in  a 
burial  in  the  waters  of  baptism.  This 
rite  is  intended  as  a  sign   to  show 
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that  faith  is  present  within  the  heart. 
Evidence  of  Faithfulness 

When  Jesus  of  Nazareth  presented 
himself  at  the  Jordan  River  for  bap- 
tism, the  hesitant  Baptist  John  ob- 
jected: "I  have  need  to  be  baptized 
of  thee,  and  comest  thou  to  me?" 
To  which  Christ  answered:  "Suffer 
it  to  be  so  now:  for  thus  it  becometh 
us  to  fulfill  all  righteousness."  John 
understood,  and  baptized  the  Son  of 
God,  but  not  for  His  salvation.  The 
Spirit  received  this  as  an  evidence 
of  faithfulness  and  came  upon  Him 
"live  a  dove"  and  the  Father  received 
the  sign  of  obedience  and  said:  "This 
is  my  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am 
well  pleased"  (Matt.  3:13-17). 

Consider  the  twelve  men  at  Ephe- 
sus  who  had  been  baptized  by  John's 
baptism  but  had  never  heard  of 
Pentecost.  Paul  came  to  dieir  city 
and  declared  unto  them  the  Gospel 
as  he  had  had  it  revealed  unto  him 
and  "when  they  had  heard  this,  they 
were  baptized  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus"  (Acts  19:1-7).  Here  is 
sufficient  argument  for  the  baptism 
of  every  believer  who  really  wants  to 
obey  his  Lord  and  perform  faithfully 
all  that  He  has  commanded,  even 
though  that  one  may  have  been  bap- 
tized by  some  method  other  than 
trine  immersion. 

Some  years  ago  a  man  past  eighty 
years  of  age  came  for  Biblical  bap- 
tism. For  many  years  he  had  been  a 
Christian  and  a  member  of  another 
church.  In  fact,  he  had  been  a  mis- 
sionary and  preacher  in  his  denomi- 
nation. But  the  only  baptism  he  had 
known  and  taught  was  "sprinkling." 
On  learning  of  trine  immersion  he 
asked  to  be  baptized.  He  was,  and 
upon  emerging  from  the  water  he 
threw  his  wet  arms  around  the  writ- 
er's shoulders  and  shouted:  "Hallelu- 
jah! Now  I've  done  it  right  and  I'm 
so  happy."  The  old  warrior  had 
learned  that  sprinkling  was  not  bap- 
tism and  he  would  not  be  satisfied 
until  he  had  been  baptized  by  trine 
immersion.  Thus  he  gave  evidence  of 
heart  faithfulness  and  obedience  to 
his  Saviour  and  Lord. 


Evidence  of  Fruit-bearing 

Note  again  what  the  Spirit  said 
to  the  saints  at  Rome:  "Therefore,  we 
are  buried  with  him  by  baptism  into 
death:  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised 
up  from  die  dead  by  the  glory  of 
the  Father,  even  so  we  also  should 
walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we 
have  been  planted  together  in   the 
likeness  of  his  death,   we  shall  be 
also  in  the  likenes  of  his  resurrection: 
knowing  this,   that  our  old  man  is 
crucified  with  him,  that  the  body  of 
sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  hence- 
forth we  should  not  serve  sin"  (Rom. 
6:4-6).  We  read  concerning  the  Son 
of  God  that  He  "was  made  a  litde 
lower  than   the  angels  for  the  suf- 
fering of  death  .  .  .  that  he  by  the 
arace  of  God  should  taste  death  for 
every  man.  For  it  became  him,  for 
whom  are  all  things,  and  by  whom 
are  all  things,  in  bringing  many  sons 
unto  glory,  to  make  the  captain  of 
their  salvation  perfect  through  suf- 
ferings"   (Heb.    2:9-10).    Jesus    died 
for  our  salvation,  and  we  are  bap- 
tized into  His  death  that  we  might 
rise  in   the  newness  of  His  life  to 
bear  fruit  to  Him  in  this  age. 

This  truth  asserts  that  baptism  is 
the  burial  of  that  which  has  been 
counted  dead,  and  the  emergence 
from  the  water  is  the  picture  of  the 
coming  forth  of  the  new  life  re- 
ceived from  and  through  the  indwell- 
ing of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  The 
purpose  of  this  life  is  to  grow  and 
bring  forth  fruit  through  the  believer. 
Toro,  a  native  of  Uganda,  came 
to  a  missionary  and  said:  "I  want 
to  be  baptized."  The  man  of  God 
asked:  "Will  baptism  save  us?"  The 
native  rephed:  "Oh,  no;  only  Jesus 
who  died  on  the  cross  can  save  us." 
"Then  what  is  the  use  of  baptism?" 
With  understanding  and  conviction 
Toro  answered:  "Well,  Christ  told 
us  to  believe  and  be  baptized,  and  it 
shows  we  want  to  leave  our  bad  hab- 
its and  follow  the  habits  of  Christ." 
Indeed,  baptism  is  a  token  of  the  put- 
ting away  of  the  old  and  the  taking 
of  the  new  in  Christ  wdth  a  desire  to 
live  for  Him  alone.

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MEETINGITIS 

The  Frenchman  Alexis  de  Tocqueville  in  1835  noted 
that  "Americans  of  all  ages,  all  conditions,  and  all  dis- 
positions constandy  form  associations."  Charles  Beard, 
the  historian,  observed  at  the  advent  of  the  mechanized 
age:  "It  was  a  rare  American  who  was  not  a  member  of 
four  or  five  societies  .  .  .  Any  citizen  who  refused  to 
affiliate  with  one  or  more  associations  became  an  object 
of  curiosity,  if  not  suspicion." 

Herb  Brown,  editor  of  Changing  Times  (November 
1960)  suggests  that  "What's  needed  is  a  law  requiring 
that  all  meetings  be  held  on  Tuesday."  To  attend  a  meet- 
ina  on  anv  other  night  would  subject  one  to  a  $1,000 
fine,  one  year  in  jail,  or  both. 

Meetingitis  has  been  a  problem  in  many  Christian 
homes.  Some  have  nobly  decided  to  resign  from  all 
community  organizations  and  devote  their  entire  time 
to  the  work  of  the  church.  This  is  commendable,  but 
it  is  not  the  answer.  These  same  folk  soon  discover  they 
are  being  urged  to  attend  the  "important"  meetings  of 
the  church.  The  average  church  juggles  meetings  so  as 
to  find  time  to  get  them  all  in. 

To  suggest  that  one  has  the  answer  would  be  foolish. 
Some  observations  might  be  helpful.  I  firmly  believe 
in  democratic  form  of  church  government.  However, 
democratic  form  allov\'S  for  the  delegation  of  authority. 
Smaller  committees  of  competent  individuals  could  ac- 
complish the  work  quicker.  New  business  thrown  on  the 
floor  of  a  business  meeting  only  makes  for  confusion. 

Another  observation  is  that  most  meetings  drag.  I  do 
not  believe  in  railroading  an  item  of  business.  But  who 
has  not  been  in  a  church  business  meeting  where  the 
"quiet  time"  is  observed.  Many  folk  disHke  the  business 
meeting  because  it  "drags  on"  until  9:30,  when  it  could 
have  ended  at  8:30,  and  all  would  have  been  more  en- 
thused about  the  business.  To  most  folk  the  "quarterly 
reports"  are  boring,  and  accomplish  litde. 

A  final  suggestion  is  that  every  church  place  home 
night  on  the  schedule.  By  common  agreement,  no 
organization  would  be  permitted  to  call  for  a  meeting 
on  that  night  of  the  week.  Spiritual  emphasis  would 
stress  this  as  the  night  for  the  family  to  be  together. 
Lack  of  homelife  is  injuring  the  home,  and  the  church. 

Did  someone  say:  "I  would  like  to  call  a  meeting  to- 
night to  consider  this  in  detail"?— A. R.K.

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A  Man  in  the  Sky! 


The  world  was  electrified  when  the  newspapers  ap- 
peared on  the  morning  of  April  12,  1961.  The  Russians 
had  put  a  man  in  the  sky,  and  after  he  had  circled  the 
earth  in  some  ninety  minutes  they  brought  him  safely 
to  the  earth  again.  Yuri  Gagarin  is  his  name.  Men  have 
talked  with  him  since  his  return.  Most  of  us  have  heard 
the  sound  of  his  voice,  and  many  have  seen  him  on  the 
TV  screen.  Every  indication  is  that  Mr.  Gagarin  is  a 
good  man.  Many  have  said  that  "he  has  a  good  face." 
At  least  he  is  a  brave  man,  and  a  loyal  member  of  the 
communist  party.  He  has  demonstrated  world  leader- 
ship in  his  particular  area.  Scientists  have  said;  "It  is  the 
greatest  scientific  achievement  in  the  history  of  man." 
We  join  with  the  other  miUions  in  congratulating  this 
courageous  man. 

Mr.  Gagarin  will  not  be  the  last  man  in  the  sky. 
Every  nation  will  now  attempt  to  equal  or  rival  the  feat. 
The  USA  authorities  have  said:  "Possibly  May  is  the 
month."  We  trust  it  is  not  further  away,  and  that  the 
USA  may  be  successful. 

But  we  are  thinking  of  another  Man  in  the  sky.  He 
will  not  need  to  be  shot  into  the  sky  by  powerful  rock- 
ets. He  will  not  need  manmade  equipment  to  keep  Him 
alive.  There  will  be  no  miscalculations,  any  one  of  which 
may  mean  instant  death.  In  His  case  it  will  not  be  man 
reaching  up  into  the  sky  in  exploration.  Rather,  it  will 
be  a  Man  looking  down  upon  the  earth  and  coming 
to  it  in  revelation.  Mr.  Gagarin  received  his  laurels  and 
rewards  when  he  returned  to  the  earth.  Russia  went  wild 
in  joy  at  his  accomplishment.  The  other  Man  in  the 
sky  will  not  be  rewarded,  but  a  Rewarder.  He  will  bring 
His  rewards  with  Him. 

Jesus  Christ  is  His  name.  He  was  on  the  earth,  spent 
thirty-three  years  as  a  blessing  to  mankind.  Then  He  went 
away,  and  those  who  saw  Him  go  away  heard  a  voice 
saying  to  them:  ".  .  .  this  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up 
from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as 
ye  have  seen  him  go  into  heaven."  He  will  ride  not  in 
a  manmade  rocket  but  on  the  clouds  of  glory.  A  few 
people  with  the  naked  eye  are  supposed  to  have  seen 
the  rocket  which  carried  Mr.  Gagarin  into  the  sky, 
but  in  the  case  of  the  Lord  Jesus  it  is  said  that  "every 
eye  shall  see  him." 

Most  of  the  world,  at  least  the  non-communist  world,  is 
now  in  mortal  fear.  Will  this  feat  that  put  a  man  in 
the  sky  mean  great  advances  in  the  destructive  powers 
to  be  unleashed  from  the  sky?  We  trust  not,  but  we 
realize  there  is  great  impending  danger.  Millions  may 
go  into  unprepared  graves  in  this  old  earth  in  any  in- 
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stant  of  time.  But  the  other  Man  from  the  sky  will  have 
a  different  purpose.  When  He  comes,  the  graves  that 
have  been  occupied  by  any  and  all  true  believers  will 
be  opened,  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first,  and  then 
those  of  us  who  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught 
up  together  with  Him  in  the  sky.  There  will  be  un- 
rivaled hosts  in  the  sky,  and  we  expect  to  be  in  that  num- 
ber; do  you? 

Mr.  Gagarin  has  now  created  a  divided  world.  There 
are  those  who  rejoice  with  him,  and  feel  that  the  com- 
munistic, anti-God  program  is  in  sure  prospect  of  final 
and  complete  victory.  Then  there  are  those  of  us  who, 
although  congratulating  him  on  the  magnitude  of  the 
accomplishment,  have  great  fear.  It  is  so  very  probable 
that  this  accomplishment  will  not  bear  blessings  for  us 
but  rather  great  sorrow. 

The  other  Man  from  the  sky  will  also  come  to  a  divided 
world.  There  will  be  those  who  will  share  in  His  bless- 
ings, v\'ho  will  receive  of  His  rewards,  and  who  will  join 
in  the  song  of  the  redeemed.  No  fear,  only  blessing  for 
them  will  come  with  this  other  Man  from  the  sky.  But, 
when  He  shall  appear,  there  will  be  the  multiplied  mil- 
lions of  the  world  who  will  cry  for  the  rocks  and  the 
mountains  to  fall  upon  them  and  hide  them  from  the 
face  of  this  coming  One.  For  them  there  will  be  no 
blessing,  but  only  fear  and  consternation.  Jesus  Christ 
is  and  will  be  the  great  Divider.  The  world  is  either  for 
Him  or  against  Him.  His  riding  from  the  skies  on  the 
clouds  of  glory  will  not  change  men  in  the  instant  of 
His  coming. 

Days  of  expectation.  We  have  been  living  in  these  days 
of  expectation.  Would  it  be  from  behind  the  Iron  Cur- 
tain or  from  the  free  world  that  the  first  man  would  ride 
into  the  skies.  Well,  this  has  been  answered.  The  Rus- 
sians won,  at  least  in  this  first  contest. 

Many  of  us  are  standing  on  tiptoe  in  expectancy  of 
the  coming  of  this  other  Man  in  the  sky.  We  know  of 
no  word  of  Scripture  that  yet  needs  to  be  fulfilled  before 
He  may  ride  forth  on  the  clouds.  These  are  the  "end 
days,"  the  very  edge  days;  we  can  almost  see  the  motion  in 
the  clouds  of  heaven.  I  do  not  know  when— but  I  know 
He  will  come,  and  I  believe  it  will  be  very  soon. 

We  believers  will  have  personal  joy  when  this  Man 
from  the  sky  appears.  But,  also,  we  believers  will  certainly 
have  brought  before  us  our  many  failures.  I  do  not  see 
how  we  can  have  had  on  our  hearts  "the  untold  mil- 
lions still  untold"  for  the  many  years  prior  to  His  ap- 
pearing, and  then  be  forgetful  of  them  in  that  moment.

Building  Brings  Blessing  at  Icoaraci

The  climax  of  a  very  wonderful 
experience    of    constructing    a    new 
church  came  on  Sunday,  March  26, 
1961,  when  the  new  church  at  Icoa- 
raci, Brazil,  was  dedicated.  It  was  a 
marvelous  day.  In  the  morning  serv- 
ice there  was  a  near  record  attend- 
ance in  spite  of  a  rainy  morning.  The 
dedication    was   at   three   o'clock   in 
the   afternoon   and   an    audience   of 
about  475  was  present.  Every  bench 
and  chair  was  full  and  many  were 
standing  even  in  the  aisles.  Several 
other    missions    and    churches    were 
represented,  as  well  as  the  city  govern- 
ment and  the  police.  The  police  chief 
was  there  in  person.  He  told  one  of 
the  men  later  that  it  was  the  first 
Protestant    ser^ace    he   had   ever   at- 
tended and  that  he  was  very  favor- 
ably   impressed.    He    spoke    a    few 
words  of  congratulation  publicly  in 
the  service.  The  night  meeting  was 
well  attended  with  over  200  present 
and     two     first-time     decisions     for 
Christ.  Never  have  I  had  such  real 
spiritual  blessing  in  my  ministry  be- 
fore. We  certainly  praise   the  Lord 
for  His  goodness. 
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As  for  the  building  itself,  months 
ago  I  made  a  model  of  the  type  of 
church  I  would  like,  and  this  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  people  of  the  congrega- 
tion. (Editor's  note:  See  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  cover  picture,  is- 
sue of  March  4,  1961.)  The  new 
Brasilia  style  with  the  curving  col- 
umns was  used  as  the  basic  design.

The  building  is  of  brick  throughout, 
with  a  tile  roof. 

Between  the  columns 
walls  are  painted  light 
columns  themselves  are  light  ivory, 
and  the  space  below  the  curves  is 
light  grav.  Inside,  the  walls  are  paint- 
ed light  green,  the  ceihng  is  white, 
and  the  floor  is  made  of  red  tile  with 
one  vellow  tile  for  each  square  meter. 
The  vellow  tiles  are  set  in  rows  both 
across  and  lengthwise. 

The  pulpit  furniture  is  pretty,  the 
pulpit  itself  being  one  we  had  made 
for  the  work  in  Belem  just  before  we 
went  home  the  last  time.  It  is  made 
of  beautiful  hardwood  in  two  shades 
of  color,  one  a  golden  yellow  and 
the  other  light  brown.  I  made  a  rail- 
ing of  light  brown  wood  which  goes 
from  the  pulpit  toward  each  side  and 
curves  back,  following  the  curve  of 
the  platform.  To  do  some  decorative 
machine  work  on  die  boards  of  the 
railing,  I  used  some  of  the  machinery 
we  brought  down  the  last  time  we 
came. 

Just  inside  the  front  door  there 
are  two  columns  which  extend  from 
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the  ground  to  the  roof  and  which 
support  the  spire.  The  columns  are 
of  reinforced  concrete  and  have  the 
Brasiha  shape.  Between  these  col- 
umns is  a  wooden  barricade  made  in 
the  same  style  as  the  platform  rail- 
ing, placed  so  that  people  cannot 
look  direcdy  into  the  auditorium  from 
the  street.  They  enter  and  go  to  the 
right  or  left  around  the  barricade  to 
the  benches. 

The  steeple  is  unique,  there  being 
no  other  one  like  it  in  the  world,  I 
am  sure.  On  top  of  the  roof  is  what 
looks  like  a  big  box  about  two  and 
one-half  yards  square.  On  top  of  that 
is  another  box  about  a  yard  square. 
Out  of  that  rises  a  four-fluted  spire  in 
the  Brasilia  shape,  the  four  wings  of 
which  symbolize  the  outreach  of  the 
Gospel  to  the  four  comers  of  the 
world.  It  faintly  resembles  a  rocket 
poised  to  blast  off,  and  people  have 
asked  when  we  are  going  to  do  that. 
I  made  it  mvself  and  know  that  it  is 
too  heavy  to  fly! 


The  windows  are  not  really  win- 
dows but  shutters  pivoted  at  each  end 
so  that  they  may  be  turned  to  open 
or  close.  They  are  of  beautiful  var- 
nished dark  hardwood.  The  benches 
are  of  varnished  wood— just  the  old 
ones  we  have  had  ever  since  we  have 
been  here,  at  least  some  of  them  are. 
There  are  four  different  styles.  We 
wanted  to  have  new  ones  made  but 
did  not  have  the  money. 

The  ladies  of  the  congregation  ha\'e 
furnished  the  material  and  made  a 
curtain  for  the  opening  into  the  bap- 
tistry. It  is  of  heavy  gold-colored  ma- 
terial. An  artist  is  painting  a  picture 
to  be  placed  back  of  the  baptistry. 
All  the  woodwork  is  varnished  except 
the  ceiling.  The  doors  are  of  the  same 
kind  of  wood  as  the  windows— ocnpM 
by  name,  and  it  will  last  forever.  A 
little  marquee  covers  the  front  en- 
trance. 

Truly  we  are  praising  the  Lord  for 
His  abundant  blessing  here  in  Icoa- 
raci.  Please  prav  with  us  to  the  end 


that  many  more  souls  may  find  the 
Saviour  through  the  ministry  of  this 
testimony  to  His  name.

French  Literature  Project  Moves  Ahead 


Some  months  ago  in  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  (issue  of  Novem- 
ber 5,  1960,  page  676)  there  was 
printed  a  reproduction  of  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Ivan  B.  Munch,  teacher  of 
the  Mathematicians  Sunday-school 
class  of  the  First  Brethren  Church, 
Washington,  D.  C.  He  told  how  the 
Lord  had  led  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James 
Kingsbury  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to 
support  a  literature  project  for  our 


missionaries  in  France.  Because  the 
Kingsburys  could  not  supply  the 
total  amount  of  funds  needed  each 
month  to  carry  this  project,  they 
wrote  the  Mathematicians  Sunday- 
school  class,  of  which  they  were  for- 
mer members,  to  present  a  proposi- 
tion. That  is,  if  the  class  would  give 
$15  per  month,  the  Kingsburys  would 
add  $10  to  make  the  needed  $25.  The 
Mathematicians  class  accepted  the 
challenge  enthusiastically.

Do  you  yearn  for  the  salvation  of  those  lost  millions? 
Unless  you  have  a  yearning  for  them,  you  will  probably 
not  be  very  happy  when  this  Man  appears  in  glory.  He 
is  so  interested  in  them  that  when  He  was  here  on  the 
earth.  He  died  for  them,  and  now  He  is  at  the  right 
hand  of  God  making  intercession.  Communism,  we  are 
told,  is  winning  7,400  adherents  per  hour  and,  without 
firing  a  shot,  is  taking  over  an  additional  fifty  square 
miles  of  the  earth's  surface  every  hour.

DOUBLE-PURPOSE  LIFE  INSURANCE 


Most  life  insurance  is  for  the  purpose  of  guaran- 
teeing to  an  individual's  family  some  of  his  potential 
earnings  in  the  case  of  his  death  before  he  receives 
those  earnings.  The  reasoning  is  that  if  he  lives,  a 
person  will  care  for  his  family;  if  he  dies,  life  in- 
surance will  do  at  least  a  part  of  the  job. 

This  same  life  insurance  can  serve  a  double  pur- 
pose. In  cases  where  children  are  grown  and  the 
need  for  life  insurance  is  reduced,  a  part  or  all 
of  such  insurance  could  be  endorsed  to  help  carry

CHRIST  DID  NOT  COOPERATE

Cooperation  is  almost  a  sacred 
word  in  the  Christian  community  to- 
day. Not  to  cooperate  is  considered 
to  be  a  mark  of  intolerance,  indif- 
ference, or  downright  indecency.  It 
appears  to  be  the  essence  of  the 
growing  trend  to  merge  all  the 
churches  into  one  ecumenical  giant 
(in  size  rather  than  strength,  I  fear). 

The  Scriptures  show  that  Christ 
was  willing  to  cooperate  within  limits: 
"We  [that  is,  John  the  Baptist  and 
Christ  himself]  have  piped  unto  you, 
and  ye  have  not  danced;  we  have 
mourned  unto  you,  and  ye  have  not 
lamented"  (Matt.  11:17).  Most  often 
it  was  His  own  people  who  would 
not  cooperate  with  Him:  "He  came 
unto  his  own,  and  his  own  received 
him  not"  (John   1:11). 

The  Bible  records  numerous  oc- 
casions when  Christ  could  not  and 
therefore  did  not  cooperate.  Timely 
lessons  gleaned  from  these  help  us 
to  chart  our  way  through  the  maze  of 
pressures  and  the  temptations  to  co- 
operate contrary  to  God's  master  plan. 

Christ  did  not  cooperate  with 
Satan  (Matt.  4:1-11).  Trite,  you  say. 
Yet  it  is  significant  that  the  refusal 
of  Christ  to  cooperate  with  the  Devil 
is  no  guarantee  that  His  disciples 
will  consistently  follow.  There  are, 
unconsciously  perhaps.  Christians 
cooperating  with  Satan.  In  the 
temptation  experience  of  our  Lord 
the  essence  of  it  was  Satan's  effort 
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to  cause  Christ  to  act  independendy 
of  His  Father  God.  The  requests 
were  not  inherently  evil  in  nature  or 
content.  Satan  came  to  Christ  as  an 
"angel  of  light"  perhaps  as  Paul  says 
he  comes  to  us.  We  need  to  be  as 
quick  to  detect  the  deceiver  as  was 
our  Lord,  and  to  say,  "Get  thee  hence, 
Satan." 

Jesus  Christ  could  not  be  forced 
to  cooperate  (John  6:15).  It  is  dan- 
gerous to  be  coerced,  and  it  is  wrong 
to  coerce  others.  It  is  possible  to  co- 
erce ourselves  to  do  what  we  know 
is  wrong.  Saul  is  one  of  the  first  to 
do  that.  Said  he  to  Samuel:  "Because 
.  .  .  thou  camest  not  ...  I  forced 
myself  therefore,  and  offered  a  bumt- 
offering."  We  must  beware  of  try- 
ing to  force  others  (Acts  21:10-14). 
Barnabas  failed  here:  "Barnabas  de- 
termined to  take  with  them  John 
whose  surname  was  Mark"  (Acts  15: 
37).  There  is  a  freedom  in  the  Holy 
Spirit's  directive  power  but  this  does 
not  appear  to  be  such  a  case. 

Quite  often  we  talk  about  a  "free" 
society,  a  "free"  economy,  a  "free" 
press,  a  "free"  Christian  community, 
but  v\ath  the  pressures,  the  coercion, 
the  forces  that  bear  in  we  are  con- 
cerned about  our  freedom.  We  must 
beware  of  being  coerced  to  do  wrong. 

No  Cooperation  in  Coercion 

Jesus  Christ  did  not  allow  His  pro- 
gram to  be  changed  (Luke  13:31-33). 
The  Pharisees  came  with  threats  from 
Herod  and  said  to  our  Lord:  "Get  thee 


out,  and  depart  hence:  for  Herod  will 
kill  thee."  But  His  face  was  set  as 
a  flint  toward  Jerusalem,  and  He 
replied:  "Nevertheless  I  must  walk 
to  day,  and  to  morrow,  and  the  day 
following:  for  it  cannot  be  that  a 
prophet  perish   out  of  Jerusalem." 

We  have  our  program  too:  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature."  Are  we 
awearying?  Are  we  growing  fearful 
of  the  challenge  and  allowing  the 
threat  to  lessen  our  thrust  with  the 
Gospel?  True,  the  world's  exploding 
population  means  that  everyday  there 
will  be  more  pagans  than  Christians. 
Facts  stagger  us.  Yet  fewer  mission- 
aries  in  proportion  to  the  need  are 
shown  on  the  roster.  Are  we  allovwng 
the  commission  to  go  by  the  board? 

Christ  did  not  cooperate  with  those 
who  tried  to  hurry  Him  (John  7:1- 
13).  His  followers  were  anxious  that 
He  become  famous.  When  His 
mother  tried  to  hurry  Him,  He  said: 
"Woman  .  .  .  mine  hour  is  not  yet 
come"  (John  2:4).  To  His  brethren 
He  now  says:  "My  time  is  not  yet 
come."  In  the  one  case  He  refused  to 
be  hurried  by  minutes;  in  the  other, 
by  days.  Many  an  opportunity  is 
spoiled  by  haste.  It  is  just  as  fatal  a 
mistake  to  rush  ahead  as  it  is  to  lag 
behind.  One  of  C.  T.  Studd's  broth- 
ers was  in  a  low  spiritual  condition 
when  he  was  visiting  in  China.  The 
missionary  longed  to  speak  to  his 
brother  about  his  soul's  need  but 
had  not  the  leading  of  the   Spirit. 
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The  Christian  Motive  in  Giving

Someone  remarked  to  a  nurse  in 
a  mission  smallpox  hospital:  "You 
must  have  a  great  enthusiasm  for  hu- 
manity to  carry  you  through  such 
work  as  this."  "Enthusiasm  for  hu- 
manity!" she  exclaimed;  "that  would 
not  keep  us  here  an  hour.  It  is  the 
love  of  Christ  that  constrains  us." 
The  most  powerful  motive  for  giv- 
ing—whether the  gift  involves  money 
or  service— is  that  of  Christian  love. 

The  primary  Christian  message  is 
that  "God  so  loved  the  world,  that 
he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life" 
(John  3:16).  It  was  love  that  moti- 
vated the  Father  to  give  the  Son  to 
die  on  Calvary's  cross  for  us  so  that 
we  might  have  life  by  receiving  Him 
as  our  Saviour.  When  Jesus  Christ  is 


received  into  our  hearts.  He  moti- 
vates us  with  that  same  love  so  that 
we  reach  out  a  helping  hand  to  those 
about  us.  Love  will  move  us  to  give 
the  Bread  of  Life,  the  Gospel  mes- 
sage, to  those  who  have  not  yet  be- 
lieved. But  it  will  also  move  us  to 
give  bread  for  the  body  of  the  one 
who  is  in  need  of  support  and  help. 
The  Scripture  says:  "But  if  anyone 
has  this  world's  goods— resources  for 
sustaining  life— and  sees  his  broth- 
er and  fellow  believer  in  need,  yet 
closes  his  heart  of  compassion  against 
him,  how  can  the  love  of  God  live 
and  remain  in  him?  Little  children, 
let  us  not  love  [merely]  in  theory  or 
in  speech  but  in  deed  and  in  truth 
—in  practice  and  in  sincerity"  (I 
John  3:17-18)  Amplified  New  Testa- 
ment). 


So  long  as  the  Christian  lives  he 
must  be  ready  to  give.  And  that  is 
one  of  the  joys  of  living.  Perhaps 
some  of  us  have  wished  that  the 
time  might  come  when  we  need  not 
"give"  any  more.  Then  we  need  to 
read  this  true  litde  message  in  verse: 

"For  giving   is   living,"   the   angel  said, 
"Go    feed    to    the    hungry    sv\;eet    charity's 

bread." 
"And  must  I  keep  giving  again  and  again?" 
My    selfish    and    querulous    answer    ran. 
"Oh,     no!"     said    the     angel,     piercing    me 

through, 
"Just   give    'til   the   Master   stops    giving   to 

you." 

A  minister  wrote  to  a  wealthy  and 
influential  businessman  requesting 
his  support  to  a  worthy  charity.  He 
very  shortly  received  a  curt  refusal 
which  ended  by  saying:  "As  far  as  I 
can  see  this  Christianity  business  is 
just  one  continuous  give,  give,  give." 
After  a  brief  interval  the  minister 
answered  as  follows:  "I  wish  to  thank 
you  for  the  best  definition  of  the 
Christian  life  that  I  have  yet  heard." 


While  attending  some  of  the  services 
he  was  graciously  restored  to  fel- 
lowship with  the  Lord.  But  he  after- 
wards said  to  his  brother:  "Had  you 
attempted  to  preach  to  me,  I  would 
have  taken  the  next  boat  and  left." 
Christ  did  not  cooperate  with  His 
disciples  in  shirking  their  responsi- 
bility (Matt.  14:15-16).  The  scene  is 
a  desert  place,  the  time  evening,  the 
problem  a  hungry  multitude.  "Send 
the  multitude  away,"  said  the  dis- 
ciples, "that  they  may  go  into  the  vil- 
lages, and  buy  themselves  victuals." 
If  the  villages  of  Palestine  were  at 
all  like  the  villages  in  many  parts  of 
the  world  today,  that  advice  was 
callous.  The  villagers  have  little  to 
spare,  and  they  grind  and  cook  just 
enough  for  their  daily  need.  Feed 
five  thousand?  Or  four  thousand? 
(Mark  8:4).  Christ  must  shoulder 
their  responsibility. 

What  was  their  mistake?  They 
saw  in  Christ  "a  man."  But  He  is 
The  Mflw— the  Man,  Christ  Jesus! 
The  God-Man  to  whom  nothing  is 
impossible.  How  often  does  He  have 
to  repeat  to  us:  "Oh,  thou  of  little 
faith,  wherefore  didst  thou  doubt?" 
Alas,  how  many  opportunities  we  let 
slip,  fearing  to  shoulder  our  responsi- 
bilities, forgetting  that  Christ  is  with 
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us;  or  worse  still,  remembering  that 
He  is  with  us,  we  fail  to  count  upon 
His  acting  for  us. 

No  Cooperation  With  Place-seekers 

Christ  could  not  cooperate  with 
place-seekers  (Matt.  20:20-28).  It  was 
an  outrageous  request.  No  wonder 
the  disciples  were  "indignant."  But 
notice  the  gracious  attitude  of  our 
Lord.  Thousands  of  place-seekers  to- 
day find  little  patience  from  some  of 
us.  It  was  not  long  until  our  Lord 
had  opportunity  to  teach  them  one 
of  the  great  laws  of  the  kingdom: 
"Whosoever  will  be  great  among  you, 
let  him  be  your  minister  [deacon, 
ministrant];  and  whosoever  will  be 
chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your 
servant  [slave]." 

Christ  did  not  cooperate  in  damp- 
ening the  enthusiasm  of  His  disciples 
(Luke  19:39-40).  Perhaps  we  should 
say  there  is  little  enough  enthusiasm 
among  the  Lord's  people  today.  Re- 
buke it!  Never.  Let  us  rather  blow 
upon  the  flickering  flame.  Chris- 
tians seldom  err  on  the  side  of  over- 
enthusiasm.  Christ's  words  of  warn- 
ing against  lukewarmness  overtaking 
the  church  testifies  to  this  condition. 

A  Christian  leader  tells  how  in  the 
first  blush  of  his  enthusiasm  some 
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elders  of  the  church  flung  a  wet 
blanket  on  some  prayer  meetings  he 
and  others,  lately  converted,  were 
holding,  saying  that  such  meetings 
were  irregular!  Our  Lord  would  not 
have  made  such  a  remark.  Young  be- 
lievers  need  guidance  and  counsel, 
but  woe  unto  those  who  quench  the 
smoking  flax  or  damp  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  voice  that  would  cry:  "Hosan- 
na  to  the  Son  of  David!" 

Christ  consistently  refused  to  act 
apart  from  the  Father's  will  (John 
11:1-6).  Here  the  delay  may  appear 
unwarranted  to  the  uninitiated  in 
spiritual  truth.  How  many  of  us 
would  have  sped  to  the  side  of  those 
two  sisters— and  found  what?  That 
Lazarus  had  been  dead  two  days, 
for  after  two  days  waiting,  when 
Christ  did  go,  Martha  said:  "He 
hath  been  dead  four  days."  Why  did 
Christ  delay?  Could  He  not  have 
spared  the  sisters  two  days  of  sor- 
row? Yes;  but  who  said  sorrow  was 
evil  in  itself?  Had  Christ  been  there 
sooner,  God  would  not  have  been 
glorified  as  He  was.  All  concerned 
would  have  missed  exceptional  ex- 
periences. We  learn  that  Christ's  re- 
fusals may  be  delayed  answers  for 
our  spiritual  growth.  God's  glory 
comes  first. 
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BAPTISM- 


The  mode  of  Christian  water  bap- 
tism is  trine  immersion.  This  is  the 
plain  teaching  of  God's  Word  and 
the  testimony  of  the  church's  great 
scholars  and  historians.  Since  The 
Brethren  Church  is  a  whole-Bible 
church,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the 
uniform  belief  and  practice  of  the 
church  will  be  in  absolute  conform- 
ity to  the  teachings  of  God's  holy 
Word. 

Thus  it  is  proper  for  our  statement 
of  faith,  The  Message  of  the  Breth- 
ren Ministry,  to  contain  this  asser- 
tion, "The  Christian  should  observe, 
as  his  duty  and  privilege,  the  ordi- 
nances of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
among  which  are  baptism  of  believers 
by  triune  immersion;  and  so  forth." 
From  a  study  of  the  words  regarding 
the  rite,  from  the  testimony  of  Greek 
linguists,  and  church  historians,  and 
from  the  Great  Commission  of  Mat- 
thew 28:19-20,  we  gather  facts  to 
substantiate  our  position. 

There  are  four  words  connected 
\\'ith  baptism  in  the  New  Testament. 
They  are  as  follows:  baptism,  bap- 
tize, baptized,  and  baptizing.  These 
four  words  are  translations  of  (or 
rather  transliterations)  four  Greek 
words.  They  are: 

Baftisma—\.  a  noun  derived  from 
the  word  haftizo;  2.  It  is  always 
translated  hwptism;  3.  It  occurs 
twenty-two  times  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment. 4.  It  is  used:  (1)  Of  being  over- 
whelmed by  sorrow  or  affliction  as 
in  Matthew  20:22;  (2)  Of  John's  bap- 
tism as  in  Luke  20:4;  (3)  Of  Chris- 
tian water  baptism  as  in  Romans  6: 
4;  (4)  Of  the  Holy  Spirit's  baptism 
as  in  Ephesians  4:5. 

Baptismos—l.  A  noun  derived 
from  the  word  haptizo;  2.  It  occurs 
four  times  in  the  New  Testament; 
3.  It  is  translated  hwptism  once  and 
washing  three  times;  4.  Its  usage  is 
entirely  in  reference  to  Jewish  cere- 
monial rites;  that  is,  the  washing  of 
things  as  well  as  persons. 

Baptjstes— 1.  A  noun  derived  from 
the  word  haptizo;  2.  It  occurs  four- 


teen times  in  the  New  Testament;  3. 
It  is  used  entirely  as  a  surname  for 
John  the  forerunner  of  Christ,  and 
indicates  that  he  was  a  baptizer. 

Baptizo—l.  A  verb  derived  from 
the  root  hapto;  2.  It  occurs  seventy- 
four  times  in  the  New  Testament;  3. 
It  is  translated  to  haptize,  haptized, 
haptizing,  wash,  and  Baptist.  4.  It 
is  used  in  the  same  four  ways  as  the 
noun  haptisma  of  Jewish  ceremonial 
rites  and  as  a  designation  of  John  the 
Baptist. 

All  these  words  have  as  their  root 
the  word  hapto,  which  means  to  dip, 
siihmerge,  or  immerse.  In  classical 
Greek  this  word  is  often  applied  to 
the  act  of  dying.  It  is  used  but  three 
times  in  the  New  Testament,  and  in 
each  case  it  is  translated  dip.  "That 
he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in 
water"  (Luke  16:24);  "And  when 
he  had  dipped  the  sop"  (John  13:26); 
and  "And  he  was  clothed  with  a  ves- 
ture dipped  in  blood"  (Rev.  19:13). 
Then  the  word  also  occurs  three  times 
in  the  New  Testament  with  the 
preposition  (thus  em.-hapto)  and  in 
each  case  it  is  translated  to  dip  in. 
"He  that  dippeth  his  hand  with  me 
in  the  dish"  (Matt.  26:23);  "It  is 
one  of  the  twelve,  that  dippeth  with 
me  in  the  dish"  (Mark  14:20);  and 
'When  I  have  dipped  it"  (John  13: 
26). 

Please  note  that  the  root  of  the 
word  for  Christian  water  baptism  is 
universally  accepted  as  meaning  to 
dip  or  immerse.  It  is  always  so  trans- 
lated in  the  New  Testament.  It  is 
never  used  interchangeably  with 
words  meaning  to  sprinkle  or  pour. 
Each  of  these  words  in  the  Greek 
has  its  distinctive  meaning  just  the 
same  as  in  the  English  language. 
Added  to  these  facts  are  the  records 
in  Matthew  3:13-17  regarding  the 
baptism  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
in  Acts  8:36-40  regarding  the  baptism 
of  the  Ethiopian,  where  baptism  can- 
not be  construed  to  mean  other  than 
a  definite  immersion  in  water. 

Moreover,    Christian    water    bap-

tism  is  more  than  a  mere  dip  or  im- 
mersion in  water.  This  is  indicated 
by  the  form  of  the  verb  ha-ptizo, 
which  means  to  di-p  or  immerse  re- 
■peatedly.  According  to  scholars  of 
the  Greek  language,  verbs  having  the 
-izo  ending  are  frequentatives  or 
iteratives.  Such  words  denote  repeat- 
ed action.  MowZtOM— "Iteratives  de- 
scribe action  repeated  by  the  same 
agent."  A.  T.  Rofcertsow— "Iterative 
action  is  like  the  repetition  of  a 
moving  picture."  Of  course,  Dr. 
Robertson,  being  a  Baptist,  denies 
that  the  verb  haptizo  requires  repeat- 
ed action,  but  he  is  frank  to  declare 
it  is  a  frequentative  form.  However, 
a  vast  host  of  grammarians  state  that 
frequentative  verbs  demand  repeated 
action.  The  mention  of  a  few  out- 
standing names  will  suffice  to  show 
that  the  Brethren  position  has  the 
voice  of  scholarship  on  its  side.  Here 
we  may  name  Burton,  Robinson, 
Moulton,  Buttman,  Green,  Bullion, 
Wilke,  and  Donegan.  And  when  we 
turn  to  the  lexicographers  we  find 
that  they  fully  support  our  position 
too.  Thus  we  find  Thayer  giving  as 
the  first  definition  of  haptizo:  "To 
dip  repeatedly."  Likewise,  Liddel 
and  Scott  define  it  "To  dip,  to  dip 
repeatedly,  to  baptize."  And  Hastings 
Bible  Dictionary:  "Baptizo  is  the  in- 
tensive or  frequentative  form  of 
hapto,  to  dip,  and  denotes  immer- 
sion." 

The  Great  Commission  of  Mat- 
thew 28:19-20  very  specifically  teach- 
es that  immersion  should  be  a  three- 
fold action.  The  command  to  "bap- 
tize them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost"  cannot  be  carried  out  without 
a  threefold  action  as  expressed  by 
the  verb  for  each  of  their  objects. 
This  is  a  very  elementary  rule  in 
grammar,  and  one  that  is  recognized 
by  all  peoples. 

Trine  immersion  is  supported  by 
the  facts  of  church  history.  Whether 
we  study  the  writings  of  the  fathers, 
or    turn    to    the    great    students    of 


church  history,  we  will  find  the 
same  tesdmonv.  From  Eusebius  to 
Schaff  it  is  conceded  by  all  to  have 
been  the  practice  of  the  Early 
Church.  Furthermore  the  innovation 
of  all  other  forms  of  baptism  is 
known,  together  with  the  reasons  for 
their  adoption  and  the  approximate 
time  they  began  to  be  used.  But  the 
Greek  Orthodox  Church  has  always 
practiced  trine  immersion.  We  should 
give  them  credit  for  knowing  the 
meaning  of  the  New  Testament  in 
Greek,  since  they  have  retained  the 
language  in  their  services  just  as  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  has  retained 
the  Latin  language.  Hence  their  con- 
tinuous practice  throughout  the  cen- 
turies is  a  decided  support  for  the 
Brethren  position  of  trine  immersion. 

Because  the  great  mass  of  Chris- 
tendom throughout  the  centuries  has 
taken  Matthew  28:19  and  20  as  con- 
taining the  proper  baptismal  formula, 
and  because  no  scholar  of  any  re- 
pute would  venture  to  say  that  the 
word  baptizo  does  not  mean  to  im- 
immerse  repeatedly,  our  position  is 
certainly  well  established.  We  can- 
not afford  to  present  to  the  world  a 
half-right  doctrine  when  the  Scrip- 
tures are  so  clear  regarding  the  truth 
of  the  matter. 

Therefore,  trine  immersion  being 
the  plain  teaching  of  the  Word  of 
God,  Brethren  who  take  as  their 
motto,  "The  Bible,  the  whole  Bible, 
and  Nothing  but  the  Bible,"  can  do 
no  less  than  scrupulouslv  follow  the 
teachings  of  the  Word.  A  careful 
study  of  the  significance  and  the 
importance  of  Christian  water  bap- 
tism will  render  further  support  to 
the  Brethren  position,  as  v^^ell  as  pro- 
vide one  with  a  deepening  of  his 
spiritual  life,  and  a  greater  appre- 
ciation of  the  service.  It  might  well 
be  said  of  baptism,  as  it  is  said  by 
the  Lord  Jesus  concerning  feetwash- 
ing,  "If  ye  know  these  things,  happy 
are  ye  if  ye  do  them."

DENVER,  COLO-Addressing  a 
meeting  of  the  Colorado  Citizens 
Committee  for  Decency,  Postmaster 
General  J.  Edward  Day  declared  the 
need  for  a  greater  parental  responsi- 
bility in  keeping  pornographic  ma- 
terial out  of  the  hands  of  teen-agers 
must  be  emphasized. 

He  said  that  parents  must  help 
by  keeping  borderline  magazines 
from  teen-agers  who  clip  advertise- 
ments from  these  publications  to 
send  for  hard-core  pornography.  In 
addition,  he  said,  filth  peddlers  send 
annually  more  than  a  million  "come- 
on"  letters  to  unsuspecting  teen- 
agers. He  estimated  that  the  traffic 
in  mail  order  obscenity  has  doubled 
since  1955. 

Praising  Colorado  for  its  recent 
passage  of  a  law  making  it  a  felony 
for  a  person  to  sell  obscene  literature 
to  a  minor,  Mr.  Day  also  said  a  major 
step  was  taken  in  the  drive  against 
obscenity  last  year  when  Congress 
authorized  the  Post  Office  Depart- 
ment to  impound  the  incoming  mail 
of  suspected  dealers  in  pornography, 
thus  preventing  them  from  reaping 
profits  from  their  enterprise. 

The  postal  leader  said  he  was  not 
in  favor  of  a  suggestion  that  sample 
pornographic  material  be  displayed 
in  educational  programs  for  parents 
or   community   groups. 

"Any  person  of  average  intelligence 
should  be  able  to  recognize  material 
which  is  sickening  and  wholly  ob- 
scene," Day  said.  "There  is  no  need 
to  study  the  hideous  example  to 
know  it  exists  any  more  than  it  isn't 
necessarv  to  take  dope  to  know  it's  a 
narcotic." 

JERUSALEM-Some  40  papyri 
scrolls  containing  flawlessly-written 
legal  and  administrative  documents 
have  been  discovered  in  the  Judean 
wilderness  not  far  from  the  Dead 
Sea.  Archeologists  are  particularly 
pleased  with  the  "clarity  of  language, 
beauty  of  script  and  wealth  of  detail" 
which  exceed  all  documents  hitherto 
found  among  items  dating  back  to 
the   second   century,   A.D. 
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It  Could  Be  You,  Pastor! 

Some  sage  once  declared:  "Work  never  killed  any- 
body!" This  is  true  if  commonsense  prevails.  Most  pas- 
tors are  hard  workers  who  put  in  long  hours  as  they 
give  their  best  for  the  Lord  and  their  congregation.  Few 
people  are  fully  informed  of  the  m^/riad  responsibilities 
that  rest  upon  the  energetic  minister.  Some  congrega- 
tions expect  their  pastor  to  be  the  transportation  com- 
mittee, the  janitor,  the  church  visitor,  and  the  general 
all-around  handy  man.  On  the  other  hand,  the  truly 
spiritual  congregation  seeks  to  operate  their  church  pro- 
gram in  a  businesslike  manner,  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord, 
and  these  folk  are  most  considerate  of  their  spiritual  lead- 
er. 

Some  preachers  are  being  killed,  and  others  are  killing 
themselves.  Of  recent  date,  a  survey  was  made  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Annuity  Board,  and  their  findings 
should  be  a  warning  to  every  pastor,  and  to  every  con- 
gregation. This  board  found  that  heart  disease  was  the 
chief  killer  of  preachers  in  1960.  According  to  their 
report,  57  percent  of  all  the  pastors  who  died  while  in 
active  service  had  some  type  of  heart  trouble.  The  sta- 
tistics also  showed  that  59  percent  of  the  retired  min- 
isters succumbed  to  this  killer.  During  the  previous  year 
of  1959  heart  trouble  claimed  almost  50  percent  of  the 
pastors  who  died.  Cancer  was  the  second  biggest  killer 
during  1960,  claiming  18  percent.  Other  causes  of  death 
\vere  automobile  accidents,  nephritis,  brain  tumor,  pan- 
creatitis, and  rheumatoid  arthritis. 

The  chief  causes  of  heart  disease  are  overwork  and 
overweight.  Many  a  preacher  works  himself  to  an  early 
grave.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  a  few  who  could 
well  do  more,  and  still  not  have  to  worry  about  over- 
work. Most  pastors  live  a  mighty  active  life.  Praving, 
\'isitation,  preaching,  counseling,  and  study  are  all  work. 
Be  very  considerate  of  your  pastor  and  hold  him  up  be- 
fore the  Lord  in  pra3'er. 

The  second  contributor  to  heart  disease  is  overweight. 
Many  a  preacher  is  digging  his  own  grave  with  his 
teeth.  Ironically,  these  same  pastors  preach  temperance 
in  every  sphere  of  life  but  fail  to  practice  what  they 
preach  in  the  realm  of  eating.  "And  every  man  that 
striveth  for  the  master)'  is  temperate  in  all  things"  (I  Cor. 
9:25).  Every  minister  of  God  owes  it  to  his  Lord,  his 
family,  and  his  congregation  to  consider  the  evidence 
and  take  the  warning.  It  could  be  you,  pastor,  the  next 
rime  a  heart  stops.— A.R.K.

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TRY  TRACTS

"What  good  am  I  to  the  Lord?"  complained  a  dmid  widow  to  P.  S.  Brewster, 
pastor  of  City  Temple  in  Cardiff,  Wales.  "I  can't  sing;  I  can't  speak;  I  can't  play  the 
piano.  What's  the  use  of  my  even  coming  to  church?  I'm  useless." 

Pastor  Brewster  thought  a  moment,  then  suggested:  "Sister,  when  vou  oet 
home,  take  off  one  of  vour  shoes  and  chop  off  the  small  toe  on  that  foot." 

"But  Pastor,"  she  exclaimed  in  alarm,  "that  toe  is  part  of  my  body!  It  would 
hurt  to  remove  it!" 

"Precisely!"  said  the  pastor,  confident  that  the  widow  would  also  understand 
that  God  had  placed  her  in  the  church  and  given  her  some  function,  however  small, 
to  perform. 

But  what  can  a  timid,  presumablv  talentless  person  do  for  the  Lord?  When 
eloquence  is  elusive  and  personalitv  is  not  capti\'ating,  how  can  a  person,  profitably 
serve  Jesus  Christ? 

The  next  time  someone  confronts  you  with  a  challenge  like  that,  answer  him, 
"Try  tracts!" 

Anyone  can  distribute  tracts.  And  anyone  can  obtain  them.  Even  the  poorest  in- 
dividual can  obtain  copies  from  several  free  tract  societies  and  from  churches  anxious 
to  spread  the  Gospel. 

People  too  timid  to  hand  tracts  personally  to  prospective  con\'erts  can  leave  them 
conspicuously  in  public  places  or  send  them  through  the  mails.  A  few  weeks  of 
this  type  of  anonymous  distribudon  somedmes  buoys  up  boldness  for  a  more  direct 
approach. 

I  once  heard  of  a  man  who  left  a  tract  daily  in  each  phone  booth  in  the  building 
where  he  \\'orked.  When  he  passed  through  the  lobby  at  his  lunch  hour,  on  cof- 
fee breaks,  and  after  business  hours,  he  would  place  new  tracts  in  the  booths.  Before 
long  he  was  not  only  handing  tracts  to  individuals  but  speaking  to  them  concerning 
their  spiritual  needs. 

Tracts  are  sometimes  derided  and  despised.  "Don't  cast  pearls  before  swine," 
object  some  who  deplore  the  fact  that  so  many  tracts  are  tossed  away  without  being 
read  by  their  recipients.  But  is  the  neglect  of  the  printed  Word  of  God  by  reci- 
pients of  tracts  more  serious  than  the  neglect  of  the  preached  Word  by  hearers  of 
sermons?  The  same  reasoning  could  silence  every  sermon  addressed  to  sinners! 
Certainly  many  tracts  seem  wasted.  But  not  undl  the  ocean  of  rime  breaks  upon 
the  beach  of  eternity  will  Christians  realize  the  amazing  amount  of  good  accomplished 
by  the  circulation  of  gospel  tracts.

SALVATION 


Three  verbs  in  Peter's  writings 
bring  blessings  to  our  hearts.  First, 
I'm  thankful  for  I  Peter  1:18  and  19, 
where  he  gives  us  the  pro  and  con  of 
God's  plan  of  salvation.  "Forasmuch 
as  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  re- 
deemed with  corruptible  things,  as 
silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain  con- 
versation, received  by  tradition  from 
your  fathers;  but  with  the  precious 
blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb,  without 
blemish  and  without  spot." 

I'm  glad  salvation  is  not  obtained 
by  silver  and  gold  for  probably  most 
of  us  would  have  been  unable  to  pur- 
chase anything  of  such  great  value. 
I'm  glad  it  isn't  by  works  as  Paul 
reminds  us  in  Ephesians  2:9,  for  I 
would  never  have  been  able  to  reach 
God's  standard  of  holiness,  but, 
praise  His  name;  the  price  was  paid 
for  us. 

The  precious  Lamb  of  God  gave 
not  gold,  not  works,  but  His  very 
own  blood  to  obtain  my  salvation. 
Now,  it  is  a  gift,  free  to  man,  but 
it  cost  His  all,  and  John  reminds  us 
in  John  1:12  that  as  many  as  received 
Him,  to  them  gave  He  power  to  be- 
come a  son  of  God. 

We  are  not  only  given  here  the 
way  of  salvation,  but  we  are  also 
given  the  assurance  of  it;  we  don't 
have  to  hope  we're  saved,  but  we 
can  "know"  we  have  this  wonderful 
gift  if  the  blood  shed  for  us  has  been 
appropriated. 

Because  we  know  we're  born  again 
into  the  family  of  God,  Peter  ex- 
horts us  in  chapter  2  to  grow  in  grace: 
""Wherefore,  laying  aside  all  malice, 
and  all  guile,  and  hypocrisies,  and 
•envies,  and  all  evil  speaking.  As 
newborn    babes,    desire    the    sincere 
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milk  of  the  \vord,  that  ye  may  grow 
thereby:  if  so  be  that  ye  have  tasted 
that   the   Lord   is   gracious." 

Here  he  gives  us  the  exhortation 
to  grow,  hindrances  to  growth,  means 
of  growth,  and  reasons  for  growth. 

A  new-bom  baby  grows  so  fast  in 
the  physical  realm  and  shouldn't  one 
born  into  God's  family  do  likewise? 

In  verse  1  we're  admonished  to  lay 
aside  all  hindrances  to  growth; 
namely,  malice,  guile,  hypocrisies, 
envies,  and  all  evil  speaking.  When  a 
baby  contracts  a  disease  of  any  seri- 
ous nature,  oftentimes  its  growth  is 
hindered  for  a  time,  likewise  these 
sins  are  like  diseases,  hindering  the 
growth  of  the  child  of  God;  therefore 
Peter  exhorts  us  to  lay  aside  all  mal- 
lice,  all  guile,  and  all  evil  speakings. 
Many  of  us  desire  to  lay  aside  part  of 
these  things  but  oftentimes  hold 
on  to  a  portion  of  them. 

Many  are  the  aids  to  growth  in 
the  Lord,  such  as  church  attendance, 
prayer,  and  so  forth;  but  in  verse  2, 
Peter  gives  us  one,  that  of  feeding 
upon  God's  Word.  From  the  time 
we're  bom  again  we  should  desire  this 
spiritual  food. 

In  Joshua  1:8  die  people  were  ex- 
horted to  meditate  day  and  night  in 
the  law  of  the  Lord— is  it  any  won- 
der we  have  so  many  spiritual  mid- 
gets today,  when  God's  Word  is  so 
neglected?  The  follovwng  poem 
should  be  the  cry  of  every  Christian: 

I  couldn't  get  along  without  my  Bible, 
It  tells  of  a  Christ  who  died  to  save. 
Relates  to  me  the  plan  of  His  sal- 
vation, 
Makes  plain,  just  how  a  Christian 

should  behave. 
I  couldn't  get  along  without  my  Bible, 


I  read  its  sacred  pages  every  day. 
Its  words  are  there  to  comfort, 

strengthen,  guide  me. 
To  keep  me  in  the  tme  and  living 

way. 

The  reason  for  growth  is  given  in 
verse  3:  "If  we've  tasted  that  the 
Lord  is  gracious."  Because  of  the 
price  Christ  paid  for  our  salvation, 
we've  been  bom  into  His  family, 
let's  now  grow  up  in  spiritual  things. 
Could  one  truly  taste  of  Christ  and 
not  desire  more?  Consequendy  any- 
thing that  would  draw  us  closer  unto 
Him,  we  should  desire. 

If  we  "know"  we're  saved,  and 
we  "grow"  in  grace,  then  Peter  tells 
us  in  verse  9  we'll  "show  it:  But  ye 
are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal 
priesthood,  an  holy  nation,  a  peculiar 
people;  that  ye  should  shew  forth  the 
praises  of  him  who  hath  called  you 
out  of  darkness  into  his  marvelous 
light." 

Our  testimony  is  given  here  as  we 
read  that  we're  chosen  of  God  and 
have  all  the  pri\'ileges  of  priests,  the 
chief  one  being  access  to  God,  we're 
a  peculiar  people  and  a  holy  peo- 
ple; therefore  we're  called  upon  to 
show  forth  the  praises  of  Him  who 
has  called  us  out  of  darkness,  sin, 
and  damnation  into  His  marvelous 
light  and  eternity  with  Him. 

We  fail  to  do  this  so  often,  and 
when  we  think  on  these  blessings 
we  have  in  Him,  it  should  cause  us 
to  offer  the  sacrifice  of  our  own 
hving  bodies  (Rom.  12:1),  the  praise 
of  our  lips  continually  (Heb.  13:15), 
the  sacrifice  of  our  substances  (Heb. 
1:16),  and  tmly  show  fordi  the  praise 
of  Him  who  called  us  out  of  dark- 
ness into  His  marvelous  light.

the  Ideal  Mother 


Samuel  had  a  wise  and  loving 
mother  who  possessed  excellent 
qualities  and  characteristics  which 
would  be  well  for  us  to  emulate. 
Hannah  was  loved  and  honored  by 
her  husband  and  given  "a  worthy 
portion."  She  was  not  only  an  ideal 
mother  but  a  loving  and  faithful 
wife,  which  God  wants  us  all  to  be. 

In  the  first  and  second  chapters 
of  I  Samuel,  we  discover  some  of 
these  qualities  and  characteristics  that 
made  Hannah  a  virtuous  woman  and 
a  great  mother.  First,  her  life  was 
filled  with  frayer.  How  heavy  her 
heart  was  because  "the  Lord  had  shut 
up  her  womb."  In  all  her  sorrow  and 
bitterness  of  soul,  she  brought  her 
problem  to  the  Lord  in  prayer.  Year 
after  year  she  went  up  to  the  house 
of  the  Lord,  praying  that  the  Lord 
would  not  forget  His  handmaid.  And, 
at  last,  she  vowed  a  vow  that  she 
would  give  her  child  unto  the  Lord 
all  the  days  of  his  life.  God  answered 
her  prayer  and  she  called  her  son 
Samuel,  which  means  "asked  of  God." 
Whenever  she  called  his  name,  she 
was  reminded  again  that  God  had 
answered  her  prayer.  Hannah  con- 
tinually upheld  her  son  in  prayer  as 
he  grew  to  manhood,  and  he  became 
a  great  leader  of  the  people  of  Is- 
rael. 

Secondly,  we  see  in  Hannah  un- 
selfishness. She  promised  to  give 
back  to  God  her  most  wanted  and 
precious  possession.  "I  will  give  him 
unto  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  his  life" 
was  the  vow  she  made.  "For  this 
child  I  prayed;  and  the  Lord  hath 
given  me  my  petition  which  I  asked 
of  him:  therefore  also  I  have  lent 
him  to  the  Lord;  as  long  as  he  liveth 
he  shall  be  lent  to  the  Lord."  It  is 
not  easy  for  us  completely  to  com- 
mit our  children  unto  Him  when  we 
realize  it  may  mean  foreign  mission- 
ary service  in  the  heart  of  darkest

Africa  or  in  the  jungles  of  Brazil.  We, 
by  instinct,  want  to  protect  them 
from  harm  and  danger.  But  we,  like 
Hannah,  who  have  received  God's 
gift,  want  our  most  precious  posses- 
sions to  be  used  to  God's  glory. 

Hannah  devoted  her  full  time  to 
her  baby  while  he  was  very  young. 
She  did  not  leave  him  with  servants 
or  babysitters,  but  gave  her  full  time 
and  energy  to  him.  When  it  came 
time  for  the  yearly  trip  to  Shiloh, 
she  said  to  her  husband:  "I  will  not 
go  up  until  the  child  be  weaned,  and 
then  I  will  bring  him,  that  he  may 
appear  before  the  Lord  and  there 
abide  for  ever"  (I  Sam.  1:22).  El- 
kanah,  her  husband,  believed  Han- 
nah made  a  wise  decision  and  re- 
spected her  decision  to  remain  at 
home:  "Do  what  seemeth  thee  good; 
tarry  until  thou  have  weaned  him; 
only  the  LORD  establish  his  word" 
(1:23). 

How  important  are  these  early 
years  of  influence  and  training!  It 
is  believed  that  Hannah  had  approxi- 
mately three  years  to  mold  this  litde 
life.  An  amazing  amount  of  basic 
emotional,  social,  and  spiritual  struc- 
ture can  be  built  into  these  brief  and 
formative  years. 

Hannah  kept  her  vow  to  the  Lord, 
and  she  and  Elkanah  took  little  Sam- 
uel to  Eli  the  priest  in  the  Temple. 
"Oh  my  lord,  as  thy  soul  liveth,  my 
lord,  I  am  the  woman  that  stood  by 
thee  here,  praying  unto  the  Lord.  For 
this  child  I  prayed;  and  the  Lord 
hath  given  me  my  petition  which  I 
asked  of  him  (1:26-27).  She  brought 
him  to  live  with  Eli  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  so  that  he  could  be  in  full- 
time  service.  God  honored  Samuel 
with  many  years  as  a  prophet  in  Is- 
rael. How  gready  enriched  was  Han- 
nah because  of  her  self-denial  and 
sacrifice!  God  blessed  her  with  three 
more  sons  and  two  daughters.  "He 


maketh  the  barren  woman  to  keep 
house,  and  to  be  a  joyful  mother  of 
children"    (Ps.    113:9).' 

In  the  third  place,  Hannah  was 
an  ideal  mother  because  she  demon- 
strated a  spirit  of  thankfulness.  She 
may  be  compared  to  the  one  leper 
of  the  ten  whom  Jesus  had  healed 
Avho  "turned  back  and  with  a  loud 
\'oice  glorified  God,  and  fell  down 
on  his  face  at  his  feet,  giving  him 
thanks"  (Luke  17:15-17).  Her  pray- 
er is  recorded  in  I  Samuel  2:1-10, 
and  begins  with  a  note  of  praise, 
joy,  and  thanksgiving  that  is  almost 
\vithout  comparison  in  Scripture:  "My 
heart  rejoiceth  in  the  LORD,  mine 
horn  is  exalted  in  the  LORD  .  .  . 
I  rejoiced  in  thv  salvation.  There  is 
none  holy  as  the  LORD:  for  there 
is  none  beside  thee:  neither  is  there 
any  rock  like  our  God."  The  heart  of 
God  rejoices  when  His  people  re- 
member to  thank  Him  for  His  bene- 
fits and  answers  to  prayer. 

Finally,  Hannah  was  ideal  as  a 
mother  because  of  her  diligence  in 
performing  her  motherly  responsi- 
bilities. "Samuel  ministered  before 
the  LORD,  being  a  child,  girded  with 
a  linen  ephod.  Moreover  his  mother 
made  him  a  litde  coat  and  brought 
it  to  him  from  year  to  year,  when 
she  came  up  with  her  husband  to 
offer  the  yearly  sacrifice"  (2:18-19). 
This  verse  of  Scripture,  though  brief, 
is  filled  with  precious  thoughts.  A 
mother's  heart,  prayers,  longings,  and 
hopes  were  woven  into  the  very  fab- 
ric of  those  little  coats;  and  Samuel, 
though  a  child,  doubdess  appreciated 
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and  long  remembered  diese  tokens  of 
a  mother's  diligence  and  concern  on 
his  behalf.  Hannah  was  surely  a  "vir- 
tuous \voman"  whose  price  is  "far 
above  rubies,"  for  she  is  like  the  ideal 
wife  and  mother  of  Proverbs  31:10- 
31. 

As  Christian  mothers  today,  may 
our  lives  also  be  characterized  by 
prayer,  unselfishness,  thankfulness, 
and  diligence  for  the  glory  of  the 
wonderful  Sa\'iour  who  loves  us!

If  James  Gribble,  Brethren  pioneer 
missionary  to  Africa,  were  living  to- 
day, surely  he  would  rejoice  exceed- 
ingly in  the  great  work  God  has  raised 
up  in  a  land  which  was  once  Satan's 
stronghold.

Truly   the   im- 
portant thing  is  that  we  dedicate  our 
lives  wholeheartedly  to  Christ;  then, 
no  matter  for  what  purpose  He  uses 
us,  we  know  it  is  according  to  His 
will  and  so  it  is  good. 

Africa  is  the  one  field  where  the 
Brethren  have  used  medical  work 
as  a  definite  means  of  wdnning  peo- 
ple to  the  Lord.  The  great  majority 
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of  Africans— old  and  young—  are  suf- 
fering from  one  or  more  kinds  of 
physical  difficulty.  In  caring  for  the 
needs  of  the  body,  the  missionaries 
always  minister  to  spiritual  needs  also. 
At  present  there  are  two  doctors,  a 
dentist,  and  a  number  of  urses  serv- 
ing in  the  mission. 

Missionary  pastors  are  a  necessity 
on  all  the  fields.  In  Africa  the  work 
of  these  missionary  men  is  more  in 
overseeing,  counseling,  and  advising 
than  stricdy  pastoral  work.  The 
African  pastors  carry  on  the  regular 
work  of  the  church,  while  the  mis- 
sionary pastor  cares  for  the  work  of 
his  whole  area— preparing  teaching 
materials,  teaching,  and  overseeing 
teachers.  More  missionary  pastors  are 
needed  in  the  Africa  work. 

Teachers  are  important  in  Africa, 
a  field  where  there  are  far  too  few 
schools.  A  few  are  operated  by  the 
oovernment,  some  by  the  Catholics. 
But  in  Africa,  as  in  many  other  parts 
of  the  world  today,  people  are  be- 
coming education-conscious.  One  of 
our  real  needs  is  for  many  schools 
of  the  Christian-day-school  type, 
where  children  can  learn  not  only 


the  essentials  of  education,  but  also 
the  application  of  Christian  princi- 
ples. There  should  be  more  mission- 
ary teachers— teachers  with  a  wonder- 
ful knowledge  of  French,  for  French 
is  the  language  of  the  field  and  every- 
one wants  to  speak  and  write  French. 
It  is  difficult,  of  course,  for  an  Ameri- 
can to  learn  a  foreign  language  well  • 
enough  to  be  able  to  teach  it  to  others  : 
—but  this  can  be  a  real  challenge  to 
young  people  seeking  God's  will  for 
their  lives. 

Much  teaching  is  done  in  the  tribal 
languages.  It  seems  strange  to  us 
that  there  should  be  several  tribal  , 
languages  among  the  people  in  the  j 
area  covered  by  our  Brethren  field, 
and  that  these  people  do  not  under- 
stand one  another's  language.  There 
is,  however,  a  "trade"  language- 
Sango— which  is  understood  by  many 
of  the  people.  Hence,  all  missionaries 
learn  Sango.  The  Bible  Institute  work 
is  carried  on  in  Sango,  and  most  of 
the  Christian  literature  is  written  in 
Sango.  The  New  Testament  has  been 
translated  into  Sango  for  a  number 
of  years,  but  only  recendy  the  Old 
Testament  has  been  completed  in  this 
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language.  Can  you  imagine  not  hav- 
ing the  whole  Bible  in  your  lan- 
guage? 

All  the  districts  have  "elementary 
Bible  schools,"  usually  taught  by  the 
missionaries  themselves.  Interested 
students,  who  can  pass  certain  exams, 
can  go  on  to  the  main  Bible  Institute, 
which  is  a  graduate  school  like  a  semi- 
nary in  America.  Many  Africans  have 
been  trained— and  still  are  being 
trained— here  for  service  to  their 
own  people.  One  of  the  things  for 
which  God  is  to  be  praised  gready  is 
the  number  of  African  Brethren  who 
are  actually  in  full-time  service  for 
the  Lord. 

Youth  work  is  receiving  more  and 
more  attention  in  Africa.  For  the  boys, 
there  is  a  type  of  Christian  scouts, 
which  is  very  popular  and  worth- 
while. For  the  girls  there  is  Sister- 
hood, which  is  important  there  as  it 
is  in  America. 

Some  "special  workers"  are  used 
in  Africa.  Mr.  Albert  Balzer  is  the 
'Tjuilder"  for  the  Mission.  Mr.  Don 
Spangler  is  the  mission  printer;  he 
and  Mrs.  Spangler  also  act  as  house- 
parents  for  the  missionaries'  children 
who  attend  the  Missionary  Children's 
School.  The  main  work  of  Missionary 
Ruth  Kent  is  being  the  teacher  of 
this  school.  These  are  some  of  the 
"specialized"  kinds  of  missionary 
work. 

Praise  the  Lord  that  in  an  age  of 
unrest,  particularly  in  Africa,  there 
has  been  very  little  difficulty  in  our 
field  in  the  Central  African  Repub- 
lic, and  the  doors  are  still  open  to 
the  Gospel  and  to  missionaries;  yet 
we  know  not  how  long.  Pray  for  the 
missionaries  and  their  work— yes- 
pray  especially  for  the  thousands  of 
Christians  in  The  Brethren  Church 
in  Africa.

In  Isaiah  1:18  we  read:  "Come 
now,  and  let  us  reason  together,  saith 
the  LORD:  though  your  sins  be  as 
scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow, 
though  they  be  red  like  crimson,  they 
shall  be  as  wool."

First,  there  was  the  water,  spirit- 
ually we  must  be  washed  by  the 
water  of  the  Word. 

Second,  she  used  soap  or  detergent, 
likewise  we  must  have  a  daily  cleans- 
ing by  prayer  and  communion  with 
God. 


Third,  she  used  bleach  and  jusdy 
so  we  must  read  our  Bibles  daily  so 
that  we  may  have  our  minds  and  souls 
cleansed. 

This  cleansing,  this  making  white 
as  snow,  is  necessary  before  we  can 
serve  Him. 

When  we  think  of  the  color  green 
immediately  our  minds  picture  some- 
thing growing,  perhaps  a  green  hill 
as  in  the  little  chorus. 

Grass  when  it  is  green  is  beauti- 
ful. A  tree  works  hard  in  the  spring 
to  send  forth  its  leaves.  Even  so  we 
as  SMM  girls  want  to  be  growing  so 
that  we  might  be  beautiful  for  Him. 

Even  as  Martha  served  the  Lord 
we  too  should  want  to  serve  Him  in 
any  way  we  can.  As  we  roll  a  band- 
age our  prayer  should  be  "Lord,  use 
this  bandage  as  a  means  of  leading 
someone  to  Christ."

The  new  facilities  will  enable  the 
school  to  enroll  about  275  pupils. 

The  program  for  this  coming  fall 
includes  a  class  for  the  seventh  grade 
and  possibly  the  eighth  grade,  ac- 
cording to  Principal  Donald  Locke.

COMMENTARY  ON  THE  HOLY 
BIBLE  By  Matthew  Henry  and 
Thomas  Scott.  Baker,  I960., 
$23.95 

The  commentary  proper  consists 
of  the  essence  of  Matthew  Henry's 
six  volume  Commentary  on  the 
Whole  Bible  carefully  fused  with  the 
best  from  Thomas  Scott's  six  volume 
The  Holy  Bible  with  Notes.  The 
merging  of  the  two  commentaries 
into  one  gives  the  user  broader  cover- 
age of  Scripture  and  greater  variety 
of  interpretation. 

This  commentary  is  explanatory 
and  practical.  It  breathes  the  warm, 
devotional  spirit  which  characterizes 
all  of  Matthew  Henry's  works.

A  CHRISTIAN  LAYER?

"Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord:  and  ye  say 
well;  for  so  I  am.  If  I  then  your  Lord 
and  Master,  have  washed  your  feet;  ye 
also  ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  For 
I  have  given  you  an  example,  that  ye 
should  do  as  I  haue  done  to  you.  Verily, 
verily,  I  soy  unto  you.  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  lord;  neither  he  that  is 
sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him.  It  ye 
know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  it  ye  do 
them"    (John  13:13-17). 

Should  it  be  necessary  for  Breth- 
ren, who  hold  that  the  Bible  says 
what  it  means  and  means  what  it 
says,  to  offer  any  explanation  as  to 
why  this  passage  should  set  forth  a 
practice  to  be  obeyed?  If  one  takes 
the  contrary  view,  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  set  forth  his  reason  as  to  why 
one  should  not  obey  it  hterally. 
After  all,  the  Bible  stands! 

Since  we  are  considering  the  pas- 
sage above  quoted,  it  will  be  enlight- 
ening to  say  that  among  believers, 
three  viewpoints  have  been  held. 

Humility 

The  first  viewpoint  concerning  the 
washing  of  the  disciples'  feet  holds 
that  our  Lord  used  this  extraordinary 
manner  to  teach  a  lesson  in  humility. 
As  a  sure  proof  of  this  viewpoint  we 
are  reminded  of  the  fact  that  the  dis- 
ciples had  a  quarrel  in  which  they  dis- 
puted as  to  who  should  be  greatest. 
This  at  first  appears  to  seem  reason- 
able. However,  one  clearly  recorded 
fact  shatters  this  theory  completely. 

From  Luke  22:14  to  17  we  learn 
that  the  dispute  did  not  take  place 
until  after  the  Lord's  act  of  washing 
the  disciples'  feet  had  taken  place. 
This  argument,  therefore,  has  no 
basis. 

That  there  is  a  teaching  in  these 
verses  in  favor  of  humility  certainly 
no  one  would  dare  question.  But  any 
humility  found  in  this  passage  is  a 
by-product  and  is  not  the  primary  in- 
torpretation  for  the  passage. 

Old-time  Custom 

The  second  viewpoint  is  that  Jesus 
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washed  the  feet  of  the  disciples  as 
an  old-time  ctistom.  In  defense  of  this 
position,  it  is  pointed  out  that  such 
a  custom  prevailed  in  the  oriental 
lands  among  the  sandal-wearing  peo- 
ples. So,  it  is  glibly  stated  that  Christ 
was  merely  taking  the  part  of  the 
host  in  performing  this  act.  This 
contention  fails  to  explain  the  passage 
for  three  reasons: 

(1)  This  particular  act  of  washing 
was  at  the  table  instead  of  at  the 
door.  Who  could  imagine  a  host  who 
\\'ould  forget  this  important  custom 
(if  a  custom)  until  the  evening  meal 
was  in  progress? 

(2)  Again,  in  the  oriental  house, 
the  host  did  not  wash  the  feet  of  the 
visitors,  but  instead,  he  merely  pro- 
\'ided  the  water  for  them  to  do  their 
own  washing. 

(3)  Finally,  it  is  revealed  not  to  be 
an  old-time  custom,  for  our  Lord 
stated  plainly:  "What  I  do  thou 
knowest  not  now;  but  thou  shalt 
know  hereafter"    (John    13:7). 

If  it  had  been  an  old-time  custom 
they  would  have  understood  its  mean- 
ing clearly.  Thus  the  ignorance  of 
these  Jewish  disciples  concerning  the 
act,  and  the  promise  of  future  en- 
lightenment, indicate  that  our  Lord 
had  something  of  an  extraordinary 
meaning  to  reveal. 

A  Practice 

The  third  viewpoint  concerning  the 
passage  is  that  our  Lord,  on  the  eve 
of  His  departure  from  this  life  of  the 
flesh,  instituted  a  practice  filled  with 
spiritual  truth,  which  practice  is  to 
be  perpetuated. 

The  Water  Symhol.  In  the  Bible, 
water  is  a  symbol  of  spiritual  cleans- 
ing. We  find  it  so  in  the  ceremonial 
observances  of  the  Old  Testament. 
The  accounts  of  the  consecration  of 
the  priesthood  in  Israel  indicate  this 
(Lev.  8:6).  In  the  New  Testament  we 


discover  the  same  concerning  baptism 
in  water.  Water  cannot  wash  away 
sin,  but  believers  are  nevertheless 
commanded  to  be  baptized  in  water 
(Matt.  28:19;  Acts  2:38),  not  for 
"the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good 
conscience  toward  God"  (I  Pet.  3:21). 

Cleansing  of  Believers.  When  a 
sinner  comes  in  genuine  and  simple 
faith  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  re- 
ceiving Him  as  his  personal  Sav-  ' 
iour,  trusting  completely  in  the 
Christ  of  the  Bible  and  His  merit 
alone  for  salvation,  God  justifies  that 
sinner  and  accounts  him  righteous. 
He  is  therefore  bom  again,  or  "bom 
from  above,"  cleansed  by  the  blood 
of  Christ,  and  regenerated  by  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

Upon  the  confession  of  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  he  is  com- 
manded to  be  baptized.  This  bap- 
tism in  water  symbolizes  cleansing 
from  all  the  sin  of  the  past.  It  also 
symbolizes  the  death  and  burial  of 
the  "old  man"  (the  old  life  of  sin  now 
reckoned  dead)  and  the  resurrection 
of  the  "new  man"  (the  new  life  of 
righteousness   in   Christ). 

But  after  this  has  taken  place,  the 
justified,  regenerated  believer  will 
discover  that  he  still  commits  sins. 
He  should  not  try  to  hide  such,  nor 
call  them  by  some  other  name,  but 
immediately  confess  to  the  Lord.  "If 
we  say  that  we  have  no  sin,  we  de- 
ceive ourselves,  and  the  tmth  is  not 
in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is 
faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 
sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness" (I  John  1:8-9). 

As  baptism  symbolizes  that  cleans- 
ing which  takes  place  in  a  sinner 
upon  his  entrance  into  the  Christian 
life,  so  the  act  pictured  in  John  13: 
1-17,  where  Jesus  washed  the  dis- 
ciples' feet,  symbolizes  the  cleansing 
of  the  believer  after  he  has  been 
saved. 

Brethren  Missionary  Herald 


This  was  made  especially  plain  in 
John  13:10,  "He  that  is  washed  need- 
eth  not  save  to  wash  his  feet."  Dis- 
cussing these  words  of  Jesus,  Jamie- 
son,  Faussett,  &  Brown  in  their  com- 
metary  say:  "Of  the  two  cleansings, 
the  one  [baptism]  points  to  that  which 
takes  place  at  the  commencement  of 
the  Christian  life,  embracing  com- 
plete absolution  from  sin  as  a  guilty 
state  .  .  .  This  cleansing  is  effective 
once  and  for  all  and  is  never  repeat- 
ed. The  other  cleansing,  described 
as  that  of  'the  feet'  is  such  as  one 
walking  from  the  bath  quite  cleansed, 
still  needs,  in  consequence  of  his  con- 
tact with  the  earth." 

Moffat  translates  this  into  modern 
speech  thus:  "He  that  is  bathed  only 
needs  to  have  his  feet  washed."  In 
other  words,  believers  are  not  baptized 
repeatedly  in  their  lives  to  indicate 
cleansing  from  sins.  Instead,  the  wash- 
ing revealed  in  John  13  indicates  the 
cleansing  from  the  sins  of  the  be- 
liever's daily  walk  as  the  first  bath 
(baptism)  indicated  cleansing  from 
original  sin. 

Concerning  this  same  passage.  Dr. 
Scofield,  the  editor  of  the  Scofield 
Reference  Bible,  remarks:  'The 
underlying  imagery  is  of  an  oriental 
returning  from  the  public  baths  to 
his  house.  His  feet  would  contact 
defilement  and  require  cleansing,  but 
not  his  body.  So  the  believer  is  cleans- 
ed as  before  the  law  'once  for  all' 
(Heb.  10:1-12),  but  needs  ever  to 
bring  his  daily  sins  to  the  Father  in 
confession,  that  he  may  abide  in  un- 
broken fellowship  with  the  Father 
and  with  the  Son  (I  John  1:1-10). 
The  blood  of  Christ  answers  forever 
to  all  the  law  could  say  as  to  the  be- 
liever's guilt,  but  he  needs  constant 
cleansing  from  the  defilement  of  sin. 
T)'pically,  the  order  of  approach  to 
the  presence  of  God  was  first,  the 
brazen  altar  of  sacrifice,  and  then 
the  laver  of  cleansing.  Christ  can- 
not have  communion  with  a  de- 
filed saint  but  he  can  and  will 
cleanse  him."  It  is  therefore  evident 
that  our  Lord's  act  of  washing  the 
disciples'  feet  is  commonly  believed 
to  give  us  a  great  spiritual  truth  con- 
cerning the  cleansing  of  believers 
from  sins. 

The  Old  Testament  Priesthood 

As  we  look  at  the  Old  Testament 


priesthood,  we  should  remember  that 
we  today  as  believers  are  said  to  be 
priests— a  royal  priesthood  (I  Pet.  2: 
9).  In  the  Old  Testament,  men  were 
washed,  even  their  entire  bodies,  in 
water,  at  their  entrance  into  the 
priesthood.  Likewise,  when  believers 
enter  the  Christian  life,  they  are  com- 
manded to  be  baptized  "in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost"  (Matt.  28:19). 
When  the  Old  Testament  priests  en- 
tered the  Tabernacle  of  the  conarepa- 
tion  for  service,  they  were  commanded 
to  wash  their  hands  and  feet  at  the 
laver.  Failure  to  do  so  placed  them 
under  the  penalty  of  death  (Exod. 
30:17-21).  The  laver  was  made  from 
the  brass  mirrors  of  the  women  (Exod. 
38:8)  and  to  look  into  it  was  to  see 
oneself.  The  first  washing  of  the 
priest,  and  the  second  washing,  at 
the  laver,  show  concretely  God's  plan 
for  cleansing.  The  first  washing  of 
the  priests  in  the  Old  Testament  and 
baptism  in  the  New  Testament  re- 
mind us  of  the  once-and-for-all  cleans- 
ing in  salvation.  The  washing  of  the 
priests  at  the  laver  and  the  washing 
of  the  feet  according  to  John  13, 
point  to  the  daily  cleansing  of  the 
believer  from  his  sins  after  he  is  saved. 

The  Laver  in  the  New  Testament 

But  this  is  not  the  last  place  in 
the  Bible  where  we  read  of  a  laver. 
The  Bible  tells  us  that  Christ  gave 
himself  for  the  church  "That  he 
might  sanctify  and  cleanse  it  with  the 
washing  of  water  by  the  word"  (Eph. 
5:26).  The  American  Standard  Ver- 
sion gives  us  the  possibility  of  this 
being  rendered,  "the  laver  of  water 
with  the  Word."  Here  we  discover 
that  the  laver  is  connected  with  the 
sanctification  of  believers.  And  cer- 
tainly, in  God's  work  of  sanctification. 
He  must  make  provision  for  cleans- 
ing. 

This  is  a  lesson  always  to  be  re- 
membered. It  must  be  impressed, 
emphasized,  and  re-emphasized.  It 
therefore  must  be  perpetuated. 

The  Plain  Command 

That  this  act,  revealing  the  need 
and  provision  of  continuous  cleans- 
ing, is  to  be  perpetuated  is  made 
clear  four  times  in  the  verses  which 
immediately  follow: 

1.  "If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Mas- 


ter, have  \^'ashed  your  feet;  ye  also 
might  to  \vash  one  another's  feet" 
(John  13:14).  Ought  to  do  what?  Be 
humble?  It  does  not  so  state.  "Ye 
ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet." 
This  must  mean  exactly  what  it 
says! 

2.  Again,  that  this  act  is  to  be  per- 
petuated is  indicated  when  our  Lord 
states:  "I  have  given  you  an  example 
[meaning  exhibition,  sample,  pat- 
tern, or  specimen],  that  ye  should  do 
as  I  have  done  to  you."  Should  do 
what?  "As  I  have  done  to  you,"  is 
the  answer.  What  had  He  done?  'This 
requires  no  answer.  It  is  evident. 

3.  Still  again,  it  is  revealed  that 
this  act  is  to  be  perpetuated  for  "the 
servant  is  not  greater  than  his  lord" 
(John  13:16).  If  the  servant  were 
greater  than  his  lord,  he  might  refuse 
obedience.  But  lordship  demands 
obedience. 

4.  Finally,  the  act  should  be  per- 
petuated, for  our  Lord  said:  "If  ye 
know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye 
do  them"  (John  13:17).  It  should  be 
made  clear  that  happiness  comes  not 
from  merely  knowing  these  things, 
but  from  doing  them.  Again  this 
speaks  for  itself.  Those  who  have  not 
obeyed  these  words  have  little  right 
to  pass  judgment.  Those  who  have 
obeyed  the  Lord  in  these  things  have 
found  the  joy  of  obedience. 

Practical  Results 

This  ordinance  keeps  ever  before 
our  minds  the  willingness  of  our 
Lord,  who  is  now  in  the  glory  as  our 
Intercessor,  our  Advocate,  even  the 
propitiation  for  our  sins.  That  He 
can  and  will  cleanse  us  from  all  sin 
causes  confidence  and  rejoicing  in 
the  heart  of  the  weakest  saint  when 
by  faith  he  obeys  the  words  of  the 
Lord  in   this  wonderful  passage. 

This  ordinance  reveals  that  as  long 
as  one  walks  through  this  life  he 
will  need  to  be  cleansed.  It  there- 
fore keeps  the  minds  of  believers  on 
the  blood  of  Christ.  Believers  will 
have  the  old  nature  eradicated  at  the 
resurrection,  but  now  we  need  a 
Saviour  who  is  able  to  keep  us 
clean.  In  conclusion,  the  strongest 
statement  which  can  be  written  on 
this  subject  is  John  13:13-17. 

"And  why  call  ye  me,  Lord,  Lord, 
and  do  not  the  things  which  1  say?" 
(Luke  6:46).

MISSIONARY 
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The    Greatest    Career    in    the    World 

Tens  of  thousands  of  travelers  annually  visit  our 
Nation's  capital.  Among  the  hundreds  of  things  to  see 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  the  Lincoln  Memorial  receives 
the  greatest  respect  from  visitors.  The  large  marble  hall 
that  encloses  the  majestic-sized  statue  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln is  a  symbol  of  a  great  man  and  the  principles  for 
which  he  stood.  The  colossal  marble  statue  of  this  great 
President  stands  over  twelve  feet  high. 

The  marble  form  of  Lincoln  depicts  him  seated  in 
a  twelve-foot  six-inch  chair,  over  the  back  of  which  is 
draped  the  flag  of  the  Union.  The  statue  measures 
nineteen  feet  high  from  head  to  foot.  The  work  stands 
as  the  masterpiece  of  Daniel  Chester  French,  the  sculptor. 
While  the  sculptor  chiseled  the  features  of  Lincoln  out 
of  cold  marble,  Nancv  Hanks  Lincoln  performed  her  work 
with  flesh  and  blood,  with  heart  and  soul.  She  was  his 
mother. 

Hundreds,  and  perhaps  thousands,  of  books  have  been 
written  about  this  incomparable  man,  but  which  is  the 
greater,  the  man  who  writes  a  book  about  Lincoln,  or  the 
mother  who  brought  him  into  the  world  and  influ- 
enced the  very  course  of  his  life?  Lincoln  answered  this 
question  when  he  said:  "All  that  I  am,  or  can  be,  I 
owe  to  my  angel  mother." 

The  mother  of  Abraham  Lincoln  would  certainly  not 
be  considered  a  career  woman  by  today's  standards,  but 
one  can  only  ask  if  there  is  a  greater  career  than  being 
an  influential  mother?

"The  mother's  heart  is  the  child's  schoolroom."  The 
Apostle  Paul  laid  great  emphasis  on  the  influence  of  a 
godlv  mother  when  he  made  reference  to  the  mother 
of  Timothy:  "When  I  call  to  remembrance  the  unfeigned 
faith  that  is  in  thee,  which  dwelt  first  in  thy  grandmother 
Lois,  and  thy  mother  Eunice;  and  I  am  persuaded  that 
in  thee  also"  (II  Tim.  1:5).

The  Tragic  Lantern 

One  of  the  most  lucid  and  revealing  treatments  of 
the  TV  program  problem  appeared  in  three  successive 
issues  of  the  "Success  Unlimited"  magazine,  January, 
February,  and  March  of  1961.  Paul  Molloy,  a  nationally 
recognized  television  and  radio  critic  for  the  Chicago 
Szm  Times  sets  down  some  facts  and  forecasts  in  these 
articles  which  should  be  read  by  ever)'  American.  Since 
TV  has  become  one  of  our  foremost  communications 
media,  if  not  the  foremost  one,  this  information  is  of 
primary  concern. 

Mr.  Molloy  emphasizes  the  steady  decline  in  moralit\' 
in  many  TV  programs.  Words,  such  as  "damn"  and 
"hell"  would  never  have  been  considered  as  a  possible 
part  of  early  TV  scripts.  Now,  on  some  programs  thev 
are  accepted  without  question.  Formerly  some  programs 
carried  implications  of  adulterv  which  have  now  become 
the  fact  of  adultery. 

A  fev\'  quotations  from  the  first  article  graphically 
suggest  this  moral  decline. 

Mr.   Molloy  writes: 

"How  long  v\'ill  it  be  before  vou  see  the  sex  act  on 
your  television  screen?  How  long  before  vou  hear  the 
words  vouAe  seen  scrawled  on  walls?  How  long  before 
perversion  and  degeneracy  comes  across  the  tragic  lan- 
tern in  full  detail,  and  perhaps  in  living  color? 

"How  long  before  this  scene  takes  place  in  the  tele- 
vision twilight  of  vour  living  room? 

"You  and  your  children  are  watching  what  has  be- 
come known  as  a  realistic  drama.  Your  fourth  grade 
daughter  turns  to  you  and  savs:  'What  are  they  doing 
now,  Dad?'  And  you  reply;  The  bad  man,  dear,  is  raping 
the  girl.  Now  hurry  and  finish  your  supper:  the  soup's 
getting  cold.' 

"Impossible?    Exaggerated?    Fantastic?" 

These  are  indeed  startling  and  amazing  statements. 
They  may  come  as  a  shock  to  many  regular  and  not 
\'er\'  discerning  TV  \'iewers.  But  perhaps  this  is  what  we 
need— to  be  shocked  about  the  things  which  enter  our 
living  rooms  and  the  hearts  and  minds  of  our  children 
through  TV.  To  minimize  these  matters  is  to  plav  di- 
recriy  into  the  hands  of  Satan  and  the  flesh. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  the  source  of  man\'  TV 
films  are  the  same  studios  which  are  producing  the 
worst  kind  of  filth  for  the  theater  screen.  It  is  an  easy 
step  from  the  mo\'ies  to  TV  for  any  and  all  of  these 
films.  Yet,  there  are  many  professed  Christians  in  this 
day  who  are  regular  attendants  at  the  theater,  and  who 
look  at  TV  late  shows  %\'ho  seem  unaffected  by  the  tragic 
moral  decline  in  both. 

The  TV  public  could  logically  reason  that  the  lead- 
ers of  the  industry  would  put  an  end  to  the  trash  which 


is  being  produced  for  their  networks.  But,  this  has  not 
happened.  Instead,  these  men  talk  out  of  both  sides 
of  the  mouth.  From  one  side  they  decry  what  is  hap- 
pening. From  the  other  they  maintain  there  is  litde  to 
do  about  this  if  the  net\vorks  want  to  stay  in  business. 
It  seems  that  last  year's  scandals  on  TV  quiz  shows 
would  have  touched  off  some  cleaning  process  through 
the  industry,  but  this  is  not  the  case.  It  is  apparent  that 
we  cannot  depend  upon  the  networks,  at  least  at  this 
point,  to  clean  up  the  dirty  mess  at  their  own  front 
door.  They  are  veiling  to  sacrifice  morality  for  business. 
Neither  is  the  remedy  for  this  sad  situation  found 
in  the  training  of  children  after  they  have  looked  at  TV 
promiscuously  for  five  years.  Mr.  Molloy  points  out  that 
one  mother  who  wrote  him  suggested:  "The  time  to  start 
training  them  on  TV  viewing  is  at  the  age  of  ten.  At 
this  age  their  minds  are  starting  to  develop  and  things 
stick  in  their  minds  better." 

The  writer  retorted  to  this  theory  by  saying  ".  .  .  it 
treads  the  path  of  disaster.  I'm  amazed  that  people  will 
train  dogs  at  the  puny  puppy  stage,  yet  withold  the 
beginnings  of  human  discipline  until  nature  has  dte- 
i.'eloped  tueir  minds." 

The  time  to  start  training  children  in  this  area  is 
when  they  are  old  enough  to  be  attracted  by  TV,  even 
long  enough  to  look  at  one  show.  How  amazingly  typical 
of  the  above  parent  are  most  other  parents.  We  are 
certainly  naive  and  unrealistic  about  these  matters. 

Mr.  Molloy  suggests  that  the  way  to  solve  this  prob- 
lem is  not  to  write  to  the  netw^orks,  or  to  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission,  or  to  the  local  station. 
Write  the  sponsor  of  the  particular  offending  shovi'.  Tell 
him  that  your  wife  and  children  were  all  offended  by  his 
production  in  your  own  home.  Tell  him  that  from  that 
day  forward  you  are  ceasing  to  buy  his  product.  Add  that 
this  attitude  will  continue  until  you  receive  a  letter  from 
the  sponsor  acknowledging  the  complaint  and  explaining 
his  \'ie\\'s  on  it.  One  letter  like  this  to  a  sponsor  may  have 
tremendous  effect.  Imagine  what  various  groups,  such  as 
parent  teacher's  associations,  ministers,  and  so  forth  could 
do  along  this  line.  Let's  get  busy  and  do  it! 

There  are  many  good  things  on  TV.  There  is  absolute- 
ly nothing  evil  about  the  instrument.  It  is  now  being 
used  in  many  places  to  preach  the  Gospel.  Educational 
programs,  travelogs,  good,  clean  drama  and  comedy,  news, 
and  so  on  are  all  highly  instructive  and  helpful.  To 
throw  av\'ay  the  TV  set  simply  because  Satan  has  used, 
and  is  using,  it  logically  could  mean  getting  rid  of 
most  other  devices  which  are  a  blessing  in  many  aspects 
of  our  lives.  This  \vould  not  be  verj'  intelligent. 

However,  Christians  above  all  people  should  control 
this  important  and  powerful  means  of  communication 
in  their  homes.

The  above  news  was  received  re- 
cenriy  by  the  National  and  District 
SMM.  This  was  the  way  in  which 
they  were  informed  that  their  1959- 
60  project  had  arrived  on  the  field. 
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Just  as  a  nev\'comer  to  a  family  is 
eagerly  anticipated  and  planned  for, 
so  was  this  addition  to  the  Brethren 
Messianic  Testimony  "family."  It 
was  not  the  question  of  whether  it 
would  be  a  boy  or  girl;  but,  should 
it  be  a  Ford,  Dodge,  Chevrolet,  and 
so  forth?  When  we  saw  the  brand 
new  1961  model  of  the  Chevrolet 
Corvair  Greenbrier  sports  wagon 
(with  a  string  of  names  like  that  it 
must  be  of  royalty),  we  had  found 
our  "baby."  In  honor  of  the  SMM, 
the  sports  wagon  was  named  SaMM 
-yes,  SAM  with  a  double  M.  Also, 


it  was  no  coincidence  that  SaMM 
upon  arrival  was  green  and  white 
(SMM's  colors). 

This  name  is  also  connected  wdth 
a  Hebrew  word  which  means  spices, 
fragrance,  perfume,  or  poison,  and  is 
used  in  the  Old  Testament  concern- 
ing the  sweet  incense  that  was  used 
in  the  Tabernacle  worship.  Thinking 
of  the  double  meaning  of  this  word, 
I  am  reminded  of  II  Corinthians 
2:15  and  16:  "For  we  are  unto  God  a 
sweet  savour  of  Christ,  in  them  that 
are  saved,  and  in  them  that  perish: 
to  the  one  we  are  the  savour  of  death 
unto  death;  and  to  the  other  the  sav- 
our of  life  unto  life."  While  SaMM 
has  a  share  in  making  manifest  the 
savour  of  His  knowledge  by  us,  He 
will  be  to  some  a  "fragrance"  and  to 
some  "poison." 

The  California  District  SMM  rally, 
on  April  16,  dedicated  SaMM  to 
the  Lord's  service.  It  was  a  real  joy 
and  pleasure  that  the  dedication  was 
performed  by  Dr.  Russell  Barnard, 
secretary  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society.

No;  I  am  not  a  salesman  for 
the  Greenbrier,  but  I  have  had  op- 
portunity to  show  it  off  to  many  in- 
terested folk  who  are  intrigued  by 
this  new  model.  This  past  Saturday, 
as  I  washed  SaMM,  I  even  had  op- 
portunity to  use  it  to  witness  to  two 
of  my  new  Jewish  neighbors.

ANOTHER  NEW  ARRIVAL

Everyone,  of  course,  will  wonder 
what  on  earth  the  Button's  are  doing 
with  a  new  baby.  There  are  all  kinds 
of  babies,  you  know— human,  animal, 
and  even  something  completely  un- 
like the  kind  of  babies  you  and  I  are 
used  to.  You  see,  this  baby  we  have 
is  the  telephone  kind. 

Are  any  of  you  tired?  Are  you 
lonesome?  Are  you  sick?  Are  you  dis- 
couraged, worried,  or  have  problems? 
Then  call  Webster  4-3485  (Los  An- 
geles, California,  of  course)  and  you 
will  meet  our  "baby."  Most  of  you 
who  read  this  little  article  have  trou- 
bles at  one  time  or  another.  In  fact, 
everybody  does.  Most  of  us  know 
where  to  find  the  help  we  need  at 
these  times  because  we  have  the 
Blessed  Hope  in  our  lives.  But  did 
you  ever  wonder  what  the  worldly 
person  does  when  these  troubles  be- 
set him?  This  is  where  our  "new 
baby"  comes  in. 

Some  time  ago  we  had  a  litde  box 
installed  in  the  study  by  the  Pacific 
Telephone  Company.  It  answers  the 
telephone  with  a  one-minute  tape  re- 
cording. Each  day  my  husband 
changes  this  tape  and  each  day  a 
new  message  of  hope  goes  forth  as 
often  as  the  telephone  rings.  This 
message  is  especially  for  Jewish  peo- 
ple, and  it  tells  how  the  Lord  Jesus 
can  solve  every  problem,  comfort 
every  heart,  and  make  each  little 
worry  seem  as  nothing. 

When  the  three  of  us,  Miss  Eraser, 
Mr.  Button,  and  myself,  go  forth  in 
our  daily  work,  we  leave  small  print- 
ed cards  as  we  call.  We  leave  these 
cards  in  telephone  booths,  drop  them 
on  the  benches  at  the  bus  stops,  scat- 
ter them  on  window  ledges  along 
Eairfax  Avenue,  and  attach  them  to 


the  huge  bulletin  board  of  the  Holly- 
wood Ranch  Market  which  is  open 
twenty-four  hours  a  day  and  fre- 
quented by  many,  many  Jewish  peo- 
ple. 

And  the  new  baby  cries.  It  cries 
in  the  night  and  it  cries  much  of  the 
day.  Contrary  to  what  the  normal 
parent  wants,  we  love  to  hear  our 
baby  cry.  Because  each  time  the  tele- 
phone rings,  we  know  the  message  of 
salvation  from  sin  is  being  heard  bv 
some  troubled  soul.  We  can't  help 
but  wonder  about  the  person  on  the 
other  end  of  the  line.  We  can't  see 
him.  We  can't  hear  his  voice;  we 
don't  know  who  he  might  be  or  what 
his  troubles  are.  Why,  oh  why,  doesn't 
he  try  to  find  his  answer  in  the 
Messiah  of  Israel  and  the  Saviour 
of  the  world?  Many  times  the  tele- 
phone will  ring  once  and  then  again 
and  again  as  the  person  calling 
listens  to  the  message  over  and  over. 

Just  as  human  babies  must  be  put 
to  bed  at  night,  so  we  tuck  our 
'litde  one"  in  for  the  night.  The  first 
time  the  telephone  rang  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  night  it  awakened  me  from 
a  deep  sleep.  Unthinkingly  I  raced 
to  the  telephone,  wondering  who 
could  be  calling  at  3  a.m.  Just  in 
time  I  remembered  not  to  lift  the 
receiver.  I  went  back  to  bed  but 
not  to  sleep.  After  several  experiences 
such  as  this,  I  found  I  could  cover 
the  telephone  with  a  thick  comfort. 
With  this  protection,  I  could  no 
longer  hear  it  ring.  Now,  before  re- 
tiring each  night,  I  cover  the  "baby" 
with  the  woolen  comfort  that  we 
might  all  enjoy  a  night's  rest.  How- 
ever, I  can't  help  but  pray  for  those 
who  might  be  calling. 

Now   if,   by   chance,   you   should 


call  Webster  4-3485,  you  will  hear 
the  message.  You  will  also  be  given 
an  opportunitv  to  call  Webster  9- 
6443  if  you  would  care  to  hear  more 
about  having  your  sins  forgiven  by  a 
gracious.  Holy  God.  Or  you  might 
like  to  \\Tite  Pastor  Button  at  469 
North  Kings  Road.  Do  many  respond, 
you  ask?  Not  many  so  far.  Our  poor, 
frightened  Jewish  people  are  afraid 
of  their  Messiah.  They  are  secure  in 
the  knowledge  that  no  one  knows 
who  they  are  when  they  call.  So 
they  listen  furtively  and  perhaps 
wonderingly— could  He  help  them? 
Why  are  people  so  desperate  to 
find  help  for  their  sin-sick,  weary 
hearts  that  they  pick  up  a  litde  white 
printed  card  and  call  a  telephone 
number?  WTiy  do  they  listen  to  the 
message  more  than  once? 

Jewish  people  have  to  admit  the 
world  is  anything  but  a  paradise.  In 
fact,  most  of  them  agree  that  it  is 
hurrying  along  to  meet  an  inevitable 
end.  They  sigh  a  litde  as  they  go 
about  making  their  futures  "secure" 
because  they  aren't  sure  there  will 
even  be  a  future.  And  yet  they  fail 
to  see  real  security  is  not  wrapped  up 
in  material  things.  We  know  we 
have  the  answer  to  the  world's  ills.

May  22,  1960, 
at  Parkersburg,  West  Virginia  was 
one  of  the  first  events  in  a  series  that 
started  the  Parkersburg  Brethren 
thinking  of  the  need  for  expansion. 
New  attendance  records  were  set, 
and  everv  available  room  (including 
the  furnace  room)  was  put  into  use 
for  Sunda^'-school  classes. 

Then  followed  the  most  successful 
Vacation  Bible  School  in  the  church's 
history.  The  final  enrollment  reached 
275  with  an  average  attendance  of 
232  for  the  two  weeks  of  the  school. 
A  large  number  of  new  family  con- 
tacts were  made  through  the  VBS. 

The  Sunday  school  continued  to 
show  growth,  and  then  came  the  Na- 
tional Sunday  School  Board  Conven- 
tion at  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  Au- 
gust 14  and  15.  The  pastor,  Richard 
Placeway,  was  awarded  the  first 
place  cup  for  division  F  of  the  Alle- 
gheny district.  The  Sunday  school 
still    continues    to    grow    and   every 


Easter  Sunday  evening  with  more 
than  double  the  previous  attendance. 
The  offerings  for  the  day  reached  a 
new  high  for  a  total  of  $539.51. 

Everyone  of  the  chain  of  events 
related  here  has  only  further  em- 
phasized the  "growing"  need  for  more 
facilities.  The  first  unit  is  being  taxed 
to  the  limit,  and  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  architect,  Ralph  C. 
Hall,  has  been  called  in  for  help. 
Mr.  Hall  met  \vith  the  church  on 
April  22  and  23  and  is  now  working 
on  proposals  to  alleviate  the  present 
crowded  situation.

The  second  sround-breakina  serv- 
ice  in  the  Findlay  Brethren  Church's 
short  history  took  place  Easter  Sun- 
day, April  2,  1961.  This  event  started 
the  second  decade,  for  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  group  was  held  in  March 
1951.

Missions  Council  secretary,  con- 
ducted a  pre-Easter  meeting  for  the 
Findlay  Brethren  and  spoke  at  the 
ground-breaking  service.  The  super- 
intendent of  the  Brethren  construc- 
tion crew,  Don  Sellers,  and  Ray 
Sturgill,    another   member   were   on 


hand  for  the  ground-breaking  and 
to  immediately  start  the  new  annex. 
The  other  members  of  the  crew, 
Bert  Jordan  and  Ray  Keyser,  have 
joined  the  first  two  crew  members 
and  the  job  is  well  underway. 

The  Findlay  Brethren  Sunday 
school  averaged  253  for  the  month  of 
March  (latest  available  figures)  and 
has  won  national  recognition  in  the 
National  Sunday-school  contests.

TOBACCO,    ALCOHOL    AND    DANCE

DAYTON,  OHIO 


These  views  expressed  are  the 
views  of  a  Protestant  clergyman.  I 
do  not  ask  you  to  adopt  my  philos- 
ophy or  my  religion.  I  do  hope  how- 
ever that  you  will  honesdy  evaluate 
the  ensuing  material  with  an  open 
mind.  First,  because  it  may  actually 
effect  vour  life  span  as  an  individual. 
Secondly,  because  you  have  a  moral 
obligation  to  societ)-  as  an  American 
citizen.  Thirdly,  because  you  have  a 
spiritual  obligation  to  God  which 
none  can  escape.  The  Bible  says:  "We 
must  all  appear  before  the  judgment 
seat  of  Christ"  (II  Cor.  5:10).  "It  is 
appointed  unto  man  once  to  die,  and 
after  that  the  judgment"  (Heb.  9: 
27).  And  if  after  reading  this  paper 
you  are  still  in  the  "fog,"  remember 
that  the  Bible  says:  "If  any  man  lack 
wisdom,  let  him  ask  of  God,  who 
giveth  to  all  men  liberally  and  up- 
braideth  not"  (James  1:5). 

Using  the  major  premise  that  "any 
function  performed  to  harm  the  body 
is  immoral  or  sinful,"  we  shall  pro- 
ceed to  discuss  tobacco,  its  use  and 
effect  upon  users.  ".  .  .  your  body  is 
the  temple  of  the  Holy  Ghost"  (I  Cor. 
6:19). 

The  major  problem  of  youth  is 
that  of  becoming  socially  accepted. 
Am  I  one  of  the  boys  or  girls  .  .  . 
do  they  "dig"  me?  Will  they  buy  my 
jazz?  To  be,  or  not  to  be,  that  is 
really  the  question.  Everybody  is 
dyin'  to  be  a  "kool  kat!"  Thus  youth 
tries  to  buy  its  way  into  the  mad  rush 
of  life  superficially.  Tobacco  never 
made  anyone  a  hero.  It  never  pro- 
duced a  famous  athlete,  an  outstand- 
ing politician,  a  military  genius,  a 
scientific   brain,    a    successful   musi- 
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cian,  or  a  single  worshiped  name  in 
a  history  book.  Morons  can  smoke, 
and  so  can  idiots  if  some  kind  person 
will  give  them  the  light!  Medically 
there  is  no  doubt  of  its  ill  effect  on 
the  nervous  system,  the  respiratory 
system  and  the  blood  stream.  Doctors 
tell  us  that  at  least  70  percent  of  all 
lung  cancer  is  a  direct  result  of  the 
habit.  There  must  be  some  reason 
whv  these  men  who  are  not  reli- 
aious  cranks,  or  foolish  old  women 
trying  to  deprive  kids  of  harmless 
pranks,  should  be  so  firm  in  their 
opposition  to  smoking  on  the  part 
of  athletes.  They  are  men  who  know 
the  human  body! 

Henry  Ford  said:  "The  world  of 
today  needs  men:  not  those  whose 
minds  and  will  power  have  been 
\\'eakened  or  destroyed  by  the  desire 
and  craving  for  alcohol  and  tobacco, 
but  instead,  men  with  initiative  and 
vigor,  whose  mentality  is  untainted 
by  habits  which  are  ofttimes  un- 
conti-ollable."  Personally,  I  have  met 
hundreds  of  adults  who  would  give 
anv  amount  of  money  if  they  could 
turn  back  the  clock  and  relive  the 
period  of  life  when  they  thought 
smoking  made  them  a  big  wheel  or 
one  of  the  boys.  Most  people  who 
have  smoked  any  length  of  time  want 
to  quit  and  lack  the  will  power  to 
do  so.  Thomas  Edison  said:  "Cig- 
arette smoking  has  a  violent  action 
on  the  nerve  centers,  producing  a 
degeneration  of  the  cells  of  the  brain, 
which  is  quite  rapid  among  boys.  Un- 
like most  narcotics,  this  degeneration 
is  permanent  and  uncontrollable." 
Red  Grange  (greatest  football  player 
of  the  decade)  says:  "You  cannot 
drink  and  smoke  and  expect  to  suc- 


ceed as  an  athlete."  Mrs.  M.  B.  Mc-  * 
Garvan  (president  of  American  Assoc, 
of  Cosmeticians)  says:  "Women 
smokers'  faces  are  sharper,  lips  are 
becoming  pallid,  comers  of  the  mouth 
sag,  lips  commence  to  protrude  and 
develop  twitching  habits  and  the  eyes 
acquire  a  blank  stare."  j 

Dr.  /.  D.  Mann;  says:  "Tobacco  ' 
smoke  contains  a  formidable  list  of 
poisons;  Nicotine,  pyridine  bases, 
ammonia,  methylamine,  prussic  acid, 
carbon  monoxide,  sulphureted  hy- 
drogen, carbolic.  Several  of  these  are 
deadly  in  very  small  doses  so  that 
the  smoker  cannot  possibly  escape 
their  toxic  effects."  Judge  Crane,  of 
New  York,  says:  "Cigarettes  are 
ruining  our  children,  endangering 
their  lives,  dwarfing  their  intellect, 
and  making  them  criminals  fast.  The 
boys  who  use  them  seem  to  lose  all 
sense  of  right,  decency,  and  right- 
eousness." ]udge  Allen,  of  North  Da-  ; 
kota,  says:  "Every  male  juvenile  de- 
linquent brought  before  me  for  the 
last  sixteen  years  has  been  a  cigarette 
smoker." 

Remember  girls,  the  average  young 
man  is  not  favorably  impressed  with 
the  idea  of  a  cigarette  fiend  for  a 
wife  though  he  himself  may  be  a 
"puffer."  Youngsters  are  willing  to 
make  themselves  sick  in  order  that 
their  bodv  may  become  conditioned 
to  smoking.  This  is  all  done  with  the 
hope  of  more  friends,  more  fun,  by 
the  philosophy  of  "monkey  see,  mon- 
key do!"  Doctors  tell  us  that  there  is 
no  antidote  for  tobacco  poisoning  as 
there  is  for  morphine,  strychnine,  and 
other  drugs  used  in  medicine.  Nico- 
tine is  the  poison  depended  upon  by 
gardeners  to  kill  insects  and  pests  on 
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plants.  It  is  so  deadly  that  it  must 
be  employed  in  a  very  diluted  form. 
The  best  evidence  of  the  effect  of 
tobacco  is  seen  when  the  first  smoke 
is  taken.  Headache,  nausea,  and 
vomiting  occur.  After  tolerance  is 
established,  the  body  tries  to  make 
the  best  of  a  bad  situation.  Dr.  Shields 
Warren  of  Hansard  says:  "All  men 
that  have  had  cancer  of  the  mouth 
have  been   cigarette  smokers." 

Some  time  ago  I  was  in  the  hos- 
pital when  I  met  a  golfing  partner 
down  the  hall  coughing  like  a  wild 
boar.  I  asked  him  his  trouble.  He 
said  that  the  doctors  felt  sure  that  it 
v\'as  either  a  severe  case  of  T.B.  or 
lung  cancer.  He  then  used  a  string  of 
indescribable  and  unprintable  ad- 
jectives and  said:  "If  the  d—  doctors 
tell  me  I  have  to  quit  smoking  and 
drinking,  I  may  as  well  die."  Kids, 
if  this  is  your  plight  for  life,  if  this  is 
your  ultimate  goal,  your  greatest 
ambition,  be  a  first  class  hobo  and  live 
it  up!  With  all  of  the  fine  things 
life  has  to  offer,  why  be  a  nicotine 
suicide?  The  friends  you  would  gain 
by  learning  to  smoke  you  would  do 
^\'ell  to  leave  out  of  your  social  fel- 
lowship. 

The  Same  Premise  With  Alcohol 

I  believe  it  was  Sam  Jones,  an  old 
southern  minister,  who  said:  "Most 
people  who  say  they  can  take  it  or 
leave  it  usually  take  it!"  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  says  that  three  out  of  ten  who 
start  out  as  light  drinkers  end  up  as 
drunkards.  In  1957  in  Dayton,  Ohio, 
a  city  of  approximately  300,000  popu- 
lation drinkers  consumed  $13,000,- 
000  \vorth  of  beverage  alcohol.  This 
is  twice  the  amount  of  money  that 
ran  through  the  budgets  of  churches 
of  all  faiths  in  the  same  city.  This 
was  five  million  gallons  or  equivalent 
to  a  train  four  miles  long  made  up  of 
500  gallon   tank  cars  of  alcohol. 

Last  year  I  was  priwleged  to  tra\'el 
throughout  Europe  with  YFC  (Youth 
for  Christ)  International.  When  trav- 
eling through  France,  I  was  surprised 
to  see  signs  in  ever)'  place  urging  the 
French  people  to  cut  down  on  alcohol 
consumption.  I  found  that  the  reason 
for  the  temperance-push  was  because 
of  thousands  of  diseased  livers  all 
over  the  country.  Medical  authorities 
realized  that  alcohol  was  killing 
hundreds    of    Frenchmen    annually. 


Oh,  don't  forget  the  meaning  of  the 
word  "temperance":  The  moderate 
use  of  things  not  harmful,  and  the 
total  abstinence  of  things  harmful! 
Most  alcoholic  effects  stem  from 
its  presence  in  the  brain,  which  it 
enters  seconds  after  entering  in  the 
blood.  Alcohol  causes  vomiting  by 
triggering  the  nervous  system,  rather 
than  working  in  the  stomach.  It  acts 
on  the  pituitary  gland  to  step  up 
fluid  excretion  from  the  body.  It 
hits  brain  centers  controlling  vision, 
muscles,  and  judgment,  causes  skin 
flushing  by  dilating  blood  vessels. 
Drinking  drivers  are  the  major  cause 
of  automobile  accidents  especially 
those  involving  deaths.  Remember— 
gas  and  alcohol  don't  mix.  Oh  they 
do,  but  they  taste  terrible! 

"Five    gallons    of    gas.    and    a    pint    of    gin. 
And  all  they  found  was  a  mess  of  tin!" 

If  you  like  the  idea  of  feeling  "high," 
you'd  better  take  a  trip  to  outer  space 
—it's  less  risky.  It  takes  no  will  power, 
character,  or  education  to  be  a  sip- 
per,  nipper,  or  a  tripper! 

One   evening   in   October

And    dragging    home    a    load    with    manly 

pride. 
My  poor  feet  began   n  siutter. 
And  I  lay  down  in  the  gutter,

When  a  lady  passing  by  was  heard  to  say: 
"You   can  tell  a   man  who   boozes 
By  the  company  he  chooses.  ' 
Then    the    pig    got    up    and    slowly    v.alked 

away! 

Insurance  companies  set  their 
rates  according  to  life  expectancy  and 
they  use  an  exacting  science  to  ar- 
rive at  their  figures.  Here  is  one  cf 
their  amazing  discoveries.  Evcrv 
drink  of  liquor  a  man  or  woman  takes 
reduces  his  life  expectancy  twenty- 
five  minutes.  This  is  a  sur\'ey  made 
by  Dr.  Arthur  Hunter,  actuary  of 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Co., 
after  studying  the  records  of  sixty 
companies  involving  over  two  mil- 
lion persons.  Here  again,  we  must 
evaluate  the  problem.  Why  do  peo- 
ple drink?  Social  acceptance  again  is 
the  driving  motive  and  the  great  fear 
of  ostracism  from  society. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover  again  tells  us  that 
there  are  more  barmaids  in  America 
than  there  are  college  girls.  Some  may 
think  that  drinking  is  an  outlet  for  the 
perplexing  problems  of  hfe,  but  there 


is  no  record  of  a  single  disease  alco- 
hol has  ever  cured.  It  does  undeniably 
cause  thousands  of  cases  of  disease. 
Its  use  is  ruinous  to  the  kidneys,  liver, 
heart,  and  smaller  blood  vessels,  and 
gives  rise  to  the  most  common  fatal- 
ity, high  blood  pressure. 

A   fellow   whose   siirn;ime   was   Sidney 

Drank  'til  he  ruLiied  a  kidney. 

It    shrivelled    and    shrank,    as    he    sat    there 

and    drank. 
But  he   had   a   good   time   of   it — didn't   he' 

We  in  America  today  entertain  such 
peculiar  notions  and  distorted  con- 
cepts   of   a    "good    time." 

Remember  in  summarizing  that 
Proverbs  20:1  says:  "Wine  is  a  mock- 
er, strong  drink  is  raging:  and  who- 
soe\'er  is  deceived  thereby  is  not 
wise."  Certainly  the  testimonies  are 
so.  "The  pleasures  of  sin  are  for  a 
seiison."  And  Proverbs  14:12  says: 
"There  is  a  way  which  seemeth  right 
unto  a  man,  but  the  end  thereof  are 
the  v\'ays  of  death."  One  doctor  said: 
"Alcohol  gives  you  a  red  nose,  a  black 
eye,  a  white  liver,  a  yellow  streak,  a 
green  brain,  a  dark  brown  breath,  and 
a  blue  outlook."  Alcohol  is  a  moral 
issue! 

Should  Christian  Youngsters  Dance? 

This  is  a  question  that  has  been 
asked  over  and  over  again  by  every 
generation  of  youth  in  the  last  sev- 
eral decades.  Why  is  it  that  there  is 
any  question  involved  if  the  dance  is 
harmless  in  its  effects?  Because  cer- 
tain things  happen  at  a  dance  that 
causes  young  people  to  keep  asking 
the  question.  Most  young  people  who 
ask  really  expect  a  negative  answer. 
Secondly,  youth  loves  to  rationalize 
at  this  critical  age  when  the  mind  and 
bodv  are  beginning  to  develop.  This 
is  a  time  of  life  when  the  conscience 
can  be  trained  to  become  deadened 
to  sensitivity. 

I  once  knew  a  girl  who  was  sound- 
ly converted.  She  knew  that  she 
should  not  participate  in  the  dance. 
Because  she  spurned  her  good  Bible 
teaching  at  home,  she  rationalized  her 
position.  News  soon  came  that  she 
was  forced  to  marry  a  young  man  of 
another  faith  whom  she  had  met  at 
the  dance.  Her  life  was  iTjined,  and 
her  testimony  was  made  ineffective. 
Today  she  is  suffering  the  conse- 
quences of  a  divided  home  and  con- 
fu.sed  children.  James  4:17  was  writ- 
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ten  for  a  purpose:  "To  him  that  know- 
eth  to  do  good,  and  doeth  it  not; 
to  him  it  is  sin." 

Some  youngsters  accuse  their  par- 
ents for  condemning  the  dance  and 
never  giving  them  a  reason.  This 
really  is  only  an  excuse.  Young  people 
are  aware  of  the  changes  taking  place 
in  their  bodies.  I  am  not  saying  that 
parents  should  not  discuss  the  facts 
of  life  with  their  children;  I  am  mere- 
ly stating  that  in  most  cases  this  is 
riot  a  valid  excuse  for  participating 
in  a  questionable  activity.  For  the 
sake  of  this  argument  however,  we 
shall  attempt  to  answer  this  question 
of  "lack  of  knowledge." 

A  converted  dancing  teacher  said 
that  the  main  asset  of  dancing  was  the 
art  of  gaining  improper  control  of  a 
partner.  A  matron  in  a  home  for  fall- 
en girls  in  Los  Angeles  said:  "Seven- 
tenths  of  the  girls  received  here  have 
fallen   through   dancing   and   its  in- 
fluence."  The   atmosphere   of   most 
dances    deliberately    lends    itself    to 
relaxing  the  conscience  in  regard  to 
physical  protection.  The  low  lights 
and   dresses  are  conducive   to   such 
thought  trends.  If  the  girls  are  really 
innocent   of   the   aggressor's   human 
nature,  let  me  clear  up  the  question 
once  and  for  all.  Man  is  a  sinner  by 
nature.  When  any  individual  becomes 
a   Christian,   his  old  nature   is   not 
changed  one  bit.  That  is  why  Romans 
8:1  says:  "There  is  therefore  now  no 
condemnation    to    those   who    .    .    . 
walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the 
spirit."  Man  is  not  able  to  take  fire 
into  his  bosom  and  keep  from  burning 
himself.  This  was  the  same  problem 
of  Adam  and  Eve.  Man  by  nature  is 
sinful  and  will  remain  so  until  our 
redemption  is  complete.  This  is  why 
the  Scriptures  teach  us  "to  avoid  all 
appearances  of  evil."  The  dance  defi- 
nitely lends  itself  to  promoting  the 
twentieth    century    sex-mad    world. 
Thus  the  world  is  filled  with  more 
sexual  perversion  than  at  any  time 
in  history. 

We  are  approaching  evil  days. 
Most  Bible  scholars  believe  that  we 
are  living  in  the  penod  of  time  in  the 


Scripture  referred  to  as  the  "last 
days."  It  therefore  behooves  Christian 
leaders  and  parents  to  take  their  stand 
on  the  side  of  right  in  the  batde 
for  truth.  We  do  not  have  to  yield  to 
the  pressures  of  our  modem  educa- 
tional institutions  in  behalf  of  our 
children.  This  is  still  a  democratic 
nation.  To  say  that  you  fear  a  com- 
plex for  your  child  if  you  refuse 
him  die  right  to  learn  dancing  is 
Satan's  trickery  and  method  of  opera- 
tion. You'll  give  your  child  a  spiritual 
conflict  if  you  do  allow  him  to  par- 
ticipate. Trust  the  care  of  your  child 
to  the  Lord  if  you  have  given  him 
proper  training.  Proverbs  says:  "Train 
up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go, 
and  when  he  is  old,  he  will  not 
depart  from  it." 

Young  people  too  must  learn  now 
to  make  their  own  decisions  with  the 
leadership  of  their  parents  and  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Drinking  and  dancing 
are  usually  associated.  If  you  lack  the 
character  to  say  no  to  the  dance, 
YOU  are  liable  to  lack  it  to  refuse  the 
drink.  Girls  who  allow  boys  to  set 
the  limits  are  making  a  grave  mis- 
take. Boys  will  take  every  advantage 
aiven  them  and  a  few  more  besides. 
Wise  up  gals!  Boys  don't  come  back 
to  girls  that  give  them  all  they  want. 
They  want  to  marry  a  girl  that  has 
some  character  even  if  they  lack 
some  themselves! 

Now  let's  really  get  down  to  busi- 
ness. Those  who  dance  must  fellow- 
ship with  the  world.  This  means  ac- 
cording to  the  Scripture  that  you  are 
willing  to  forfeit  the  Lord's  blessing 
on  your  life  for  some  seasonal  "fun." 
The  Bible  admits  that  sin  involves 
pleasure  but  only  for  a  season.  "The 
wages  of  sin  is  death"  (Rom.  6:23). 
Be  honest.  Do  you  really  think  that 
petting  and  necking  in  parked  auto- 
mobiles is  a  safe  practice  for  Chris- 
tians? Do  you  believe  that  these  are 
the  things  that  please  the  Lord? 
Would  you  like  to  marry  someone 
that  thought  nothing  of  free-body- 
play?  If  you  answer  these  questions 
in  the  positive,  you  will  have  to 
admit  diat  you  are  not  interested  in 
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the  Christian  solution   to  the  prob-    \ 
lem.  I  have  been  to  Africa  recently. 
The  jungle  beat  of  the  African  sex     . 
dance  is  now  referred  to  as  the  harm-    ^ 
less  rock'n  roll.  What  is  the  purpose 
of  the  African  dance?  It  is  to  lose 
control  of  the  body!  This  is  the  sole 
objective  of  the  modern  beat  which 
youngsters  are  learning  today.  Now 
we  come  to  the  solution  of  our  topics. 

Accepted  Without  Compromising 

The  object  of  our  life  on  this  earth 
is  NOT  to  be  accepted.  You  must 
remember  that  Christ  was  perfect,  and 
vet  they  killed  Him.  Now  I  say  that 
we  are  not  to  be  accepted  in  regard 
to  the  peoples  of  the  world.  By  this 
we  mean  that  they  will  not  appre- 
ciate our  manner  of  life  if  we  pattern 
it  after  the  Lord  Jesus.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  greatest  privilege  is  being 
accepted  by  God.  This  is  a  paradox. 
To  become  accepted  by  God  we  must 
be  rejected  by  the  world.  If  we  are 
accepted  by  the  world  we  have  a  right 
to  question  whether  or  not  we  have 
been    saved.    If   you    are   not   saved 
Christ  will  accept  you.  "But  as  many 
as  received  him,   to   them   gave  he 
power  to  become  the  sons  of  God" 
(John    1:12).   Jesus  said:   "Him  that 
cometh  unto  me  I  will  in  no  wise 
cast  out."  Regardless  of  your  social 
status,    your    wealth,    your    poverty, 
\'our  past,  your  sin,  your  inabilities, 
Christ  will  accept  you!  "Whosoever 
shall  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  saved"   (Rom.    10:13).  It  is 
far  better  to  have  your  ways  rejected 
by  men  and  accepted  by  God!   "It 
is  appointed  unto  men  once  to  die, 
and  after  that  the  judgment"  (Heb. 
9:27). 

Herein  is  revealed  the  whole  pur- 
pose of  the  church  and  Christian  fel- 
lowship. The  Lord  realizes  that  we 
need  fellowship.  This  essentially  is 
why  woman  was  created.  God  always 
provides  for  His  people.  Therefore, 
God  expects  that  we  who  name  the 
name  of  Christ  as  our  personal  Sav- 
iour be  separate  from  the  world  and 
its  way.  "Come  out  from  among  them, 
and  be  ye  separate,  saith  the  Lord  .  .  . 
and  I  will  receive  you"  (II  Cor.  6: 
17).  "If  we  walk  in  the  light  as  he 
is  in  the  light,  we  have  fellowship 
one  widi  another,  and  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth  us 
from  all  sin"  (I  John  1:7).

Then  there  must  be  salvation;  namely,  the  remedy,  the 
cure  for  the  disease.  Hence  sah'ation  messages  are  essen- 
tial. But  more  than  that  is  needed.  Souls  must  be  brought 
face  to  face  with  eternity;  hence  the  necessity  of  mes- 
sages concerning  heaven  and  hell.  Eternity  must  be  made 
real.  Men  must  realize  that  this  life  does  not  end  all, 
and  that  they  must  begin   to  give   thought  to   the   life 


to  come.

W/)Ose   Program? 

"According  to  the  Russian  timetable,  the  United 
States  will  capitulate  to  communism  before  the  end  of 
the  present  decade.  If  at  all  possible,  it  is  not  Russia's  plan 
to  defeat  our  country  by  military  combat,  but  by  a 
carefully  studied  subversive  propaganda  program.  Rus- 
sia's foremost  line  of  attack  is  in  the  field  of  education" 
{Christian   School  Life). 

We  are  constandy  being  confronted  with  Russia's 
program.  It  is  the  editorial  theme  of  both  religious  and 
secular  papers.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the  designs  of 
atheistic  communism.  There  is  a  need  for  Christians  to 
rise  up  and  meet  the  challenge. 

But  are  we  hearing  enough  about  God's  program  for 
this  decade?  Are  we  to  believe  that  Russia  is  stronger 
than  God?  Russia,  of  course,  has  reckoned  without  God. 
What  do  vou  suppose  the  Apostle  Paul  would  say  in  a 
similar  circumstance?  One  day  he  faced  the  pagan  world 
—a  world  filled  with  conflicting  ideologies,  political,  and 
religious  concepts,  and  cried:  "I  am  not  ashamed  of  the 
gospel  of  Christ:  for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salva- 
tion." When  he  reviewed  the  lost  estate  of  men  and  their 
complete  slavery  to  "the  prince  of  the  power  of  the  air," 
he  was  not  dismayed.  He  knew  One  who  was  greater  than 
all  his  foes.  "But  God,  who  is  rich  in  mercy  .  .  .  hath 
quickened  us  .  .  .  and  hath  raised  us  up." 

This  phrase,  "but  God,"  has  been  the  turning  point 
in  the  lives  of  men  and  of  nations.  We  thank  God  for 
the  millions  who  have  faced  hopelessness  and  ruin  at 
the  hands  of  the  enemv,  but  who  have  found  deliverance 
in  the  fact  that  "Greater  is  he  that  is  in  3'ou,  than  he 
that  is  in  the  v\'orld." 

God  has  declared  His  program  and  has  promised  power 
to  see  it  through.  History  records  His  victories.  Cain 
thought  to  destroy  God's  chosen  plan  by  slaying  his 
brother  Abel— "but  God."  Pharaoh  tried  to  rob  Israel  of 
the  Promised  Land  and  the  land  of  the  promise— "but 
God."  Haman  laid  a  plot  to  destroy  God's  people  and  His 
purposes— "but  God."  Nebuchadnezzar  destroyed  God's 
Temple  and  led  His  people  into  captivity,  and  made 
eunuchs  of  the  young  princes— "but  God."  Herod  slew 
the  male  babies  of  Bethlehem  in  an  attempt  to  destroy  the 
infant  King— "but  God."  Satan  desired  to  have  Peter  that 
he  might  sift  him  as  wheat— 'Tjut  God."  The  religious 
leaders  cried  for,  and  obtained,  the  crucifixion  of  Christ 
—"but  God."  Saul  and  his  kind  attempted  to  destroy  the 
infant  church— "but  God." 

Through  the  centuries  rivers  of  blood  have  flown  and 
wars  have  ravaged  the  nations.  Infidels  and  evil  men  have 


railed  against  truth  and  righteousness.  "The  kings  of 
the  earth  [have]  set  themselves,  and  the  rulers  [have 
taken]  council  together,  against  the  Lord  and  against 
his  anointed."  But  God  who  "sitteth  in  the  heaven 
shall  laugh:  the  Lord  shall  have  them  in  derision." 

In  the  Book  it  is  written,  "Abraham  believed  God." 
The  need  of  the  hour  is  for  men  of  similar  faith.  Today 
we  believe  men.  We  believe  the  news.  We  believe  Rus- 
sia. I  am  not  asking  for  blindness  to  reality.  We  must 
take  note  of  the  enemv  and  of  his  strength.  But  it  is 
time  for  a  growing  multitude  of  believers  to  covenant 
topether  in  a  dedication  of  faith  and  obedience  that  de- 
clares  the  promises  of  God  cannot  fail  until  all  His 
will  for  this  age  is  accomplished;  who  believe  that  Christ 
has  established  His  church  on  the  Rock,  and  the  gates 
of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it.

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A  Request  Fraught  With  Danger 


The  Latest  Attempt 
at  Communist  Subversion

On  Friday,  April  28  of  this  year, 
the  New  York  Times  carried  the 
news  item  of  the  request  of  the  Rus- 
sian Orthodox  Church  for  member- 
ship in  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  at  the  annual  meering  of 
the  United  States  Conference  for  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  meet- 
ing at  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa.  The  news 
of  this  request  was  received  with  ap- 
parent approval  of  most  of  the  church 
leaders  assembled  for  their  annual 
meeting.  It  is  of  no  great  concern  to 
genuine  Christians  that  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  will  be  sub- 
verted or  infiltrated  as  such,  but  it 
should  be  of  grave  concern  to  all  of 
us  because  of  the  possible  conse- 
quences for  the  United  States.  The 
National  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America  is  a  member  of  the 
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World  Council  of  Churches  and  this 
connection  would  provide  an  excel- 
lent opportunity  for  a  member  group 
to  have  greater  freedom  of  movement 
in  this  country. 

In  order  to  understand  the  manner 
in  which  the  Russian  Orthodox 
Church  is  controlled  by  the  Kremlin, 
it  is  necessary  to  investigate  the  re- 
cent history  of  Russia.  The  Com- 
munists separated  the  church  from 
the  state  in  Russia  soon  after  their 
successful  revolution  in  1917.  Realiz- 
ing that  religion  had,  since  989,  been 
an  important  part  of  Russian  cul- 
ture, the  Communists  found  it  diffi- 
cult to  follow  Karl  Marx's  teaching 
concerning  religion  and  the  way  in 
which  this  institution  should  be 
handled.  They  tried  all  kinds  of 
campaigns  and  programs  to  eradicate 


religious  beliefs,  but  were  not  very 
successful.  However,  although  the 
first  patriarch  since  the  time  of  Peter 
the  Great  (1700)  was  elected  in  1917, 
he  became  a  tool  of  the  Communists. 
Being  unable  to  destroy  completely 
the  influence  of  the  church,  the 
leaders  in  the  Kremlin  tolerated  this 
situation  and  tried  to  use  it  to  their 
own   advantage. 

The  attitude  of  the  Russian  gov- 
ernment changed  remarkably  at  the 
time  of  the  German  invasion  on  June 
22,  1941.  It  was  necessary  now  to  ap- 
peal through  the  church  to  the  people 
in  order  to  save  "Holy  Russia"  from 
the  barbaric  invaders.  This  shift  in 
tactics  is  not  too  strange  when  we 
recall  that  earlier  the  Communists 
adopted  some  principles  of  capital- 
ism in   1921   when  the  economy  of 
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Russia  \vas  about  to  collapse.  It  was 
a  policy  of  expediency  which  was 
necessitated  by  the  existing  situation. 

In  the  light  of  this  change  it 
seemed  as  though  the  officials  of 
the  church  and  state  tried  to  outdo 
each  other  in  the  nice  things  which 
they  did  and  said  to  one  another.  On 
November  7,  1942  Metropolitan 
Sergii  praised  Stalin  as  the  leader 
divinely  anointed  by  God  to  direct 
Russia  in  this  grave  hour.  Then  he 
added:  "May  God  bless  with  victory 
and  glory  your  great  deeds  for  the 
fatherland."  The  state  permitted  the 
election  of  a  new  patriarch,  the  resto- 
ration of  organized  theological  in- 
struction, the  relaxation  of  the  rules 
governing  the  religious  instruction  of 
children,  the  opening  of  new 
churches,  and  so  forth. 

Yet,  with  all  of  this  relaxation,  the 
church  was  subordinated  to  the  state. 
This  had  been  the  traditional  position 
of  the  Eastern  Church  (Orthodox). 
The  patriarch  was  not  viewed  as  an 
equal,  nor  a  superior,  to  the  emperor, 
as  often  was  the  case  wdth  the  pope 
in  the  Western  Church  (Catholic). 
The  subservient  position  of  the  pa- 
triarch of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Church 
continued  as  the  church  spread  into 
other  countries,  of  which  Russia  is 
merely  one  example. 

Metropolitan  Sergii  was  elected  to 
the  office  of  "Patriarch  of  Moscow 
and  All  Russia"  on  September  7, 
1943.  The  church  faithfully  support- 
ed the  war  effort  against  Hitler  with 
gifts  of  money  and  articles,  as  well 
as  moral  support.  The  death  of  Sergii 
brought  about  the  election  of  Alexii 
from  whom  this  recent  request  has 
come. 

The  Kremlin  has  not  permitted 
the  Russian  Orthodox  Church  to  de- 
velop its  program  freely  and  naturally. 
In  October  1943  the  government 
created  the  Council  for  Affairs  of  the 
Orthodox  Church  as  an  adjunct  to 
the  Council  of  People's  Commissars 
which  is  now  known  as  the  Council 
of  Ministers  and  is  the  official  execu- 
tive authority  of  the  Soviet  govern- 
ment. It  is  comparable  to  a  cabinet 
in  a  parliamentary  type  of  democracy. 
The  man  who  was  appointed  as  head 
of  the  Council  for  Affairs  of  the 
Orthodox  Church  was  Major  General 
G.  G.  Karpov  who  was  earlier  a  per- 
manent career  officer  of  the  N.K.V.D. 


This  organization  was  the  secret  po- 
lice of  Russia  from  1934  to  1946, 
known  in  Russia  as  the  Narkomvnu- 
del.  Karpov  had  for  a  long  time  been 
studying  thoroughly  the  teachings, 
ceremonies,  and  ordinances  of  the 
Russian  Orthodox  Church.  He  had 
prepared  well  for  his  new  assignment, 
so  much  so  that  he  was  able  to  con- 
verse intelligently  with  the  religious 
leaders  and  when  Stalin  made  a 
recommendation  that  with  his  back- 
ground he  should  be  chosen  to  rep- 
resent the  church  on  the  Soviet 
Council  of  Ministers,  his  suggestion 
was  applauded  and  the  matter  was 
settled. 

When  several  of  the  delegates  at 
the  meeting  in  Buck  Hill  Falls,  Pa. 
asked  for  ad\'ice  as  to  how  they  might 
answer  those  who  would  charge  the 


World  Council  with  softness  toward 
communism,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Franklin 
Clark  Fry,  chairman  of  the  Council's 
central  committee  and  others  replied 
that  it  was  impossible  for  a  Russian 
to  be  both  a  member  of  the  Orthodox 
Church  and  the  Communist  Party. 
Are  these  men  so  blind  to  the  tactics 
which  the  Communists  use  to  really 
believe  that  as  a  matter  of  conscience 
a  Communist  would  not  join  the 
church  when  it  meant  that  the  cause 
of  communism  could  be  advanced? 
It  does  not  take  much  reading  of 
communist  literature  to  see  clearly 
the  illogic  of  this  reply.  This  is  just 
one  more  example  of  how  commu- 
nism is  waging  a  successful  cam- 
paign  for  its  atheistic,  materialistic 
philosophy,  and  being  victorious  be- 
cause of  the  stupidity  of  so  many 
people  in  the  Free  World.

KINSMAN 

Did  the  Apostle  Paul  have  any 
Christian  relatives?  The  intriguing 
question  of  Paul's  family  is  stimu- 
lated by  a  few  passing  references  in 
the  Nevi'  Testament,  none  of  which 
fully  satisfies  our  curiosity.  We  know 
that  he  was  a  Benjaminite  from  Tar- 
sus, whose  father  possessed  Roman 
citizenship  (Acts  22:28;  Phil.  3:5). 
Although  he  was  reared  during  his 
earliest  years  in  the  Cilician  city  of 
Tarsus,  his  home  training  was  in  the 
godly  tradition  of  his  ancestors  (II 
Tim.  1:3).  He  had  a  sister  whose  son 
was  a  young  lad  in  Jerusalem  during 
Paul's  last  visit  there  (Acts  23:16-22). 

But  were  any  of  these  people 
Christians?  Or  did  Paul  have  other 
relatives  who  were  true  believers? 
Some  light  may  be  shed  by  a  study 
of  the  word  "kinsman"  (suggenes)  in 
the  New  Testament.  Lexicons  de- 
fine the  term  as  meaning  "one  re- 
lated, akin  to,  of  the  same  stock  or 
family." 


Nourished  in 
the  Words 

NEW     TESTAMENT     WORD     STUDIES— 18

Of  the  ten  occurrences  of  "kins- 
man" in  the  New  Testament,  six 
are  clearly  employed  in  the  usual 
sense  of  "relatives."  It  is  used  of  the 
relatives  of  Elizabeth  (Luke  1:58), 
of  loseph  and  Mary  (Luke  2:44), 
of  Malchus  (John  18:26),  and  of 
Cornelius  (Acts  10:24).  It  also  de- 
noted the  relatives  of  the  host  in  the 
Parable  of  the  Great  Supper  (Luke 
14:12),  and  of  the  unbelieving  kins- 
folk who  would  betray  believers 
(Luke  21:16). 

Four  times  Paul  in  his  Epistle  to 
the  Romans  refers  to  persons  as  his 
"kinsmen,"  and  it  is  to  these  in- 
stances that  we  turn  for  light  on  the 
problem.  In  Romans  9:3,  he  calls 
Israelites  "my  kinsmen  according  to 
the  flesh."  Here  bv  the  use  of  several 
clarifying  terms,  he  indicates  that 
he  means  "kinsmen"  to  be  under- 
stood in  the  broader  sense  of  "fellow- 
Jews."  They  were  related  as  being 
common    descendants    of    Abraham. 

The  last  three  occurrences  are  in 
Romans   16:7,   11,  and  21.   Here  six 


persons  who  are  clearly  Christians 
are  termed  "kmsmen"  by  Paul.  Three 
of  them,  Lucius,  Jason,  and  Sosipater 
(v.  21),  send  Christian  greetings  to 
the  church  at  Rome.  Three  others, 
Andronicus,  Junia,  and  Herodion  (w. 
7,  11),  are  greeted  by  Paul,  and  the 
first  two  of  them  are  said  to  have  be- 
come Christians  before  Paul.  Are 
these  six  persons  Paul's  kinsmen  in 
the  wider  sense  of  fellow  Jews,  or  are 
they  relatives  in  the  restricted  sense? 
The  usual  explanation  of  these 
references  is  in  the  broader  sense 
of  fellow  Jews.  However,  E.  Earle 
Ellis,  in  his  just-published  Paul  and 
His  Recent  Interpreters,  argues  that 
the  restricted  meaning  is  intended 
(p.  12).  He  suggests  that  although  in 
no  sense  can  we  say  that  Paul's  con- 
version to  Christ  was  anything  short 
of  a  miraculous  event  occurring  on 
the  Damascus  Road;  yet  there  must 
have  been  some  preparatory  factors. 
When  the  Voice  said:  "It  is  hard  for 
thee  to  kick  against  the  goad"  (Acts 
26:14,  ASV),  we  must  infer  some 
prior  goading  by  his  conscience  which 
was  brought  to  culmination  by  the 
heavenly  vision.  Thus  perhaps  the 
previous  witness  by  Christian  rela- 
tives (such  as  Andronicus  and  Junia), 
as  well  as  the  mart)Tdom  of  Stephen 
which  Paul  had  observed,  were  in- 
fluences which  God  previously  had 
brought  into  his  life  to  prepare  him 
for  the  Gospel.  At  least,  the  possi- 
bility exists.

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THE  PARADOX 


By   Glenn    E.   Sadler* 


I  have  been  disturbed  for  some- 
time concerning  my  impotent  con- 
cept of  praying. 

I  have  twisted  the  promises  from 
the  Book;  I  have  wrestled  with  the 
"if  clauses"  in  John  15;  and  I  have 
read  an  abundance  of  books  which 
have  as  their  tide  "How  to  Pray." 
Perhaps  it  is  not  so  much  the  content 
of  praying  which  troubles  me  as  it 
is  the  process  of  praying. 

One  night  after  returning  home 
from  the  evening  church  service,  my 
mind  began  to  desperately  agonize 
for  a  satisfactory  answer  to  the  ex- 
hortation of  I  Thessalonians  5:17: 
"Pray  without  ceasing."  Certainly 
this  verse  is  part  of  God's  inspired 
Word,  and  yet  it  appeared  to  me  to 
be  only  a  clever  epigram  which  was 
set  in  the  form  of  a  paradoxical  com- 
mand. A  command  which  teased  the 
wistful,  tormented  the  sincere,  and 
disheartened  the  v^'eak.  I  could  not 
keep  this  "paradox  of  prajang"— I 
could  not  both  pray  and  not  pray  at 
the  same  moment.  God  had  tricked 

the 
clock. 

I  sat  on  the  edge  of  my  bed  listen- 
ing to  the  perpetual  tick,  tick,  tick 
of  my  alarm  clock.  Was  it  true  that 
something  as  mundane  as  a  clock 
could  keep  me  from  obeying  one 
of  God's  divine  commands? 

It  is  timeless  pra^ang  which  I  have 
chosen  to  call  "the  paradox  of  pray- 
ing." Many  times  I  have  asked  for 
help  in  understanding  I  Thessalon- 
ians 5:17,  and  generally  speaking, 
I  am  greeted  with  a  reply,  such  as 
"The  Lord  knows  that  you  cannot

me.    He   had   caught   me   with 
ticking  and  strikina  of  a 


pray  all  the  time.  What  He  really 
means  is  that  you  should  he  in  the 
attitude  of  ■prayer."  After  receiving 
such  an  answer,  I  would  thank  my 
friend  for  his  explanation,  and  with- 
in my  heart  I  would  claim  the  fact 
that  God  is  omniscient;  He  knew  that 
I  could  not  keep  His  command— as  a 
command— and  so  certainly  He  will 
be  generous  with  my  failure  to  meet 
His  Word.  I  had  to  be  honest  with 
myself  in  the  matter,  and  I  knew 
that  "to  always  be  in  the  attitude  of 
prayer"  was  impossible  for  me.  Even 
if  it  were  possible  for  me  to  con- 
quer my  conscious-self,  my  uncon- 
scious remained  beyond  my  captivat- 
ing net  of  reason.  I  could  not  force  it 
to  obey  me— even  if  I  should  desire 
to  do  so.  God  would  just  have  to 
excuse  me  from  this  command  on 
the  grounds  of  finiteness! 

But  a  sincere  heart  cannot  know- 
ingly disobey  his  Lord  without  suf- 
fering gravely  from  the  results.  If  I 
could  not  answer  "the  paradox  of 
praying,"  then  I  would  have  to  cut 
it  from  the  divine  Book  if  I  was  ever 
to  find  relief  of  spirit.  I  sat  on  the 
edge  of  my  bed  in  the  reflected  light 
of  morning,  and  pondered  my  de- 
cision. Before  I  could  restrain  myself, 
I  found  that  because  mv  mind  failed 


to  answer  this  spiritual  paradox,  my 
heart  began  to  weep,  and  I  knelt  in 
silent  despair.  God's  Spirit  fed  my 
injured  soul  with  the  peace  of  His 
presence,  and  once  again  I  was  still. 
The  clock  on  my  desk  continued  to 
mark  the  passing  moments.  I  rose 
from  my  knees,  and  went  to  my  desk. 
As  I  searched  for  a  scrap  of  paper 
on  which  to  write,  I  noticed  a  quote 
which  I  had  extracted  from  one  of 
George  MacDonald's  Unspoken  Ser- 
mons. I  read:  "Never  wait  for  fitter 
time  or  place  to  talk  to  Him.  To 
wait  till  thou  go  to  church  or  to  thy 
closet  is  to  make  Him  wait.  He 
v^'ill  listen  as  thou  walkest."  My 
paradox  was  answered. 

I  had  been  content  "to  make  Him 
wait."  It  was  not  really  the  clock 
that  was  to  blame,  nor  was  it  God's 
fault  that  I  listened  to  its  treacherous 
sound.  "Pray  without  ceasing"  did 
not  really  mean,  nor  require,  a  con- 
stant "attitude  of  prayer";  it  merely 
meant  that  when  a  need  arose  in 
my  life,  at  that  instant  I  must  enter 
the  holy  presence  of  my  Saviour  and 
make  known  the  need  of  my  heart  to 
Him.  To  postpone  was  to  disobey.  If 
I  failed  in  this  instanteous  response 
of  relating  my  present  need  to  my 
Lord  in  prayer,  I  failed  His  command. 
I  could  through  this  constant  relat- 
ing of  my  needs  to  my  Father,  stop 
the  clock;  I  could  be  victorious  over 
time.  My  victory  did  not  need  to 
wait  until  God's  angel  declared  "that 
there  should  be  time  no  longer"  (Rev. 
10:6).  God  had  given  to  me  the  one 
means  whereby  I  could  defeat,  if  only 
for  a  moment,  the  ticking  of  the 
clock.

In  these  days  of  uneasy  peace, 
every  young  man  in  the  United 
States  is  still  subject  to  the  call  of  his 
country  for  military  service.  When 
he  reaches  eighteen,  it  is  necessary 
for  him  to  register  for  possible  draft 
into  the  armed  sendees.  What  is  the 
Christian  attitude  and  responsibility 
in  connection  with  all  this? 

There  are  three  positions  vou  may 
elect  in  regard  to  your  military  serv- 
ice. You  may  register  and  be  classi- 
fied as  a  combatant,  eligible  for  any 
tjipe  of  service  in  the  Armed  Forces. 
As  such,  you  will  be  taught  the  use 
of  arms  and  will  be  trained  to  kill 
your  fellow  man  when  necessary. 
You  will  be  taught  to  hate  your  ene- 
mies in  times  of  war. 

Many  Christians  find  no  problem 
with  this  position,  and  sincere  be- 
lievers have  fought  in  our  Armed 
Forces  with  great  valor  and  honor. 
However,  some  of  them  have  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  reconciling  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Bible,  such  as  'love  your 
enemies,"  "do  good  to  them  that  de- 
spitefully  use  you,"  "thou  shah  not 
kill,"  and  so  forth,  with  this  position 
and  attitude. 

At  the  other  extreme  is  the  posi- 
tion of  the  conscientious  objector, 
who  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  war 
or  with  serving  in  any  way  in  the 
Armed  Forces.  He  would  rather  go 
to  jail  than  wear  a  military  uniform 
or  bear  arms.  Neither  will  he  work 
in  a  defense  plant,  manufacture  im- 
plements of  war,  or  contribute  in  any 
way  to  the  defense  effort. 

Many  sincere  Christians  have 
taken  this  position,  and  our  Govern- 
ment recognizes  their  right  to  do  so. 
So  in  war  times  they  have  been  sent 
to  "CO.  Camps"  in  forestry  service 
or  some  other  militarily-unrelated  ac- 
tivity. In  peace  times  they  are  usually 
assigned  to  some  humanitarian  or 
church-related  project.  The  Govern- 
ment provides  no  salary,  allowance,  or

support  for  conscientious  objectors. 
Their  needs  must  be  provided  by 
their  own  families  or  churches. 

Many  Christians  however  have 
difficulty  with  this  position  in  the 
light  of  Bible  teaching  such  as  is 
found  in  Romans  13:  "Let  every  soul 
be  subject  unto  the  higher  powers." 
"Render  therefore  to  all  their  dues." 
They  feel  that  allegiance  to  gov- 
ernment requires  more  than  this  posi- 
tion allows,  and  yet  do  not  wish  to 
bear  arms. 

There  is  a  third  position  that  I 
believe  to  be  most  consistent  with 
Christian  faith  and  testimony.  It  is 
that  of  the  noncombatant.  When 
properly  registered,  the  young  man  in 
this  classification  is  inducted  into  the 
Armed  Forces,  wears  the  uniform  of 
his  country,  receives  training  that 
will  be  valuable  to  him  and  to  his 
service  for  his  government,  but  is 
not  required  to  receive  training  in  the 
use  of  arms  nor  to  bear  them.  The 
medical  corps  and  the  chaplaincy 
are  the  most  noted  of  the  noncom- 
batant areas  of  military  service,  but 
they  are  not  the  only  areas.  A  re- 
cruiting officer  can  tell  you  of  other 
possibilities. 

This  position  is  consistent  with 
Christian  responsibility  to  govern- 
ment while  being  consistent  with  the 
teachings  of  the  Lord  Jesus  concern- 
ing love  for  our  enemies,  and  other 
portions  of  Scripture.  It  does  not  pre- 
sent the  problems  of  conscience  that 
are  commonly  found  in  the  straight 
militarist  position,  and  some  times 
found  in  the  position  of  the  conscien- 
tious objector.  It  deserves  your  seri- 
ous consideration  when  you  con- 
template your  future  in  relation  to 
Uncle  Sam.  This  has  been  the  posi- 
tion preferred,  declared,  and  taught 
by  The  Brethren  Church  for  decades. 

Now  suppose  you  prayerfully  con- 
clude that  this  is  the  position  for 
vou.    What    are    the    mechanics    of 


achieving  diis  status?  When  you 
register,  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  no 
special  procedure  is  required.  But 
soon  after,  you  will  be  sent  or  given 
a  "classification  questionnaire"  to  be 
completed.  In  this  questionnaire,  you 
may  indicate  a  preference  for  non- 
combatant  service  or  for  conscientious 
objector  status.  In  either  case  you'll 
receive  "Selective  Service  Form  1 50," 
which  is  devoted  to  these  two  class- 
ifications. Half  of  it  deals  with  non- 
combatant  service,  and  the  other  half 
with  "CO."  status.  Fill  it  out  prop- 
erly and  file  it  with  your  selective 
service  board,  and  you  will  be  clas- 
sified accordingly.  When  and  if  you 
are  drafted,  you  will  be  assigned  to 
a  noncombatant  unit. 

If  you  enlist,  you  may  request 
noncombatant  service  and  fill  out 
the  proper  forms  at  that  time  if  you 
have  not  already  done  so.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  change  from  mihtary  to  non- 
combatant  or  from  noncombatant  to 
conscientious  objector,  but  not  diffi- 
cult to  go  from  "CO."  to  noncom- 
batant to  straight  military. 

It  does  not  become  easy  to  live  for 
Christ  in  any  of  these  classifications, 
or  in  any  type  of  military  service. 
Remember,  you  must  be  a  Christian 
first,  and  a  "G.I."  second.  Keep  your 
contact  with  heavenly  headquarters 
strong  through  faithful  Bible  read- 
ing and  prayer.  Do  not  be  ashamed 
of  Christ— He  was  not  ashamed  to 
die  for  you.  It  takes  a  real  man  to  be 
a  Christian,  and  to  faithfully  follow 
his  Biblical  convictions.  Be  that  man 
for  His  sake,  and  your  own! 

While  you  are  forming  your  own 
convictions  on  the  subject  of  military 
service,  seek  the  counsel  of  your  pas- 
tor. He  has  literature  he  can  put  in 
\'our  hands  that  will  enhghten  and 
aid  you.  Books  like  Dr.  L.  S.  Bau- 
man's  The  Faith,  and  Dr.  L.  L. 
Grubb's  booklet  "We  Believe,"  have 
excellent  brief  statements  on  this  doc- 
trine, generally  known  as  the  "doc- 
trine of  nonresistance."  Dr.  Herman 
Hoyt's  book.  Then  Would  My  Serv- 
ants Fight  is  entirely  devoted  to  this 
doctrine  in  Scripture,  and  is  excellent. 
If  such  counsel  and  literature  is  not 
available  to  you,  write  the  Brethren 
Youth  Council,  Box  617,  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana,  for  assistance. 
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"The  Lord's  Supper"  is  not  the 
Eucharist,  commonly  called  the 
Communion.  It  is  not  the  Passover 
meal.  It  is  not  the  fulfillment  of  any 
Old  Testament  type.  It  was  definitely 
intended  by  our  Lord  to  be  something 
new  that  He  was  giving.  The  old 
economy  was  to  be  submerged  into 
the  new,  and  never  forget  that  Jesus 
Christ  definitely  had  the  authority 
from  God  the  Father  to  effect  the 
ordinances  of  the  Christian  church. 

To  any  discerning  believer  who 
reads  the  New  Testament  carefully 
it  must  be  apparent  that  our  blessed 
Lord  "on  the  same  night  in  which  he 
was  betrayed"  instituted  a  new  service 
which  was  to  be  perpetuated  by  His 
followers  "till  he  come."  That  first 
service  was  held  in  an  upper  room 
in  which  there  was  a  table  spread 
with  food  to  be  eaten  in  a  special 
fellowship  never  before  enjoyed  by 
the  disciples  with  their  Lord. 

Scriptural  Authority  and  Observance 

Beginning  with  the  first  Gospel, 
we  learn  that  Matthew  clearly  under- 
stood what  went  on  in  the  upper 
room.  "They  did  eat"  (Matt.  26:21), 
"they  were  eating"  (26:26)  hefore 
Jesus  took  bread  and  the  cup  and 
passed  them  in  the  manner  of  the 
Eucharist  which  is  commonly  ob- 
served by  practically  every  Christian 
church  today. 

Mark  agrees  concerning  this  upper 
room  experience,  for  he  says:  "And 
as  they  sat  and  did  eat,  Jesus  said, 
Verily  I  say  unto  you.  One  of  you 
which  eateth  [a  meal]  with  me  shall 
betray  me"  (Mark  14:18).  Jesus  iden- 
tifies the  eating  as  "dipping  in  the 
dish"  (a  common  form  of  meal  in 
the  Orient),  and  this  took  place  hefore 
He  took  bread  and  the  cup  and  in- 
stituted the  Eucharist  (Mark  14:22- 
23). 

The  physician  Luke  unmistakably 
tells  us:  "Likewise  also  the  cup  after 
suffer"  (Luke  22:20).  To  this  the 
Aposde  Paul  refers  and  agrees  in 
writing  to  the  Corinthians:  "After  the 
same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup, 
when  he  had  supped  [after  supper, 
that  is]"  (I  Cor.  11:25).  In  the  same 
chapter  Paul  writes  to  correct  the 
abuses  of  the  Corinthians  in  eating 
"the  Lord's  Supper"  (11:20).  This 
simply  means  that  they  were  ob- 
ser\'ing  a  special  meal  in  addition  to 
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the  bread  and  the  cup,  but  they  were 
abusing  the  mediod  and  meaning  of 
eating    the    supper. 

When  they  came  together  in  one 
place,  each  one  ate  the  supper  which 
he  brought.  Some  who  ate  too  much 
became  drunken,  others  who  were 
poor  went  hungry  (both  groups  miss- 
ing the  point  of  the  meal  entirely, 
cf.°  11:22,  34),  and  no  one  waited 
for  the  other  (11:33).  Here  it  becomes 
quite  evident  that  the  Corinthians 
had  thus  robbed  themselves  of  the 
great  blessing  intended  by  our  Lord 
in  giving  us  this  ordinance  of  the 
fellowship  meal.  For  it  was  fellow- 
ship and  not  food  that  was  to  be 
uppermost  in  the  observance. 

Jude  sensed  this  defection  in  the 
Early  Church.  Writing  to  warn  the 
true  Christians  concerning  the  apos- 
tate teachers  \\'ho  had  already  crept 
into  their  midst,  he  declares  emphati- 
callv  that  they  are  "spots"  (ASV., 
"hidden  rocks")  in  your  feasts  of 
charity  (literally,  "love-feasts"),  "when 
they  feast  with  you,  feeding  them- 
selves without  fear"  (Jude  12).  Peter 
was  alert  to  the  same  situation  and 
so  he  wrote:  "Spots  they  are  and 
blemishes,  sporting  themselves  with 
their  own  deceivings  while  they  feast 
with  you"  (II  Pet.  2:13).  It  is  clear 
therefore  that  the  Christian  church 
did  observe  the  eating  of  the  love 
feast,  the  fellowship  meal.  In  the 
very  corrections  that  were  necessi- 
tated by  the  abuses  that  arose  it  is 
shown  that  they  did  follow  the  prac- 
tice of  eating  a  separate  meal  during 
the  gathering  together  in  one  place. 
It  is  also  evident  that  the  chief  pur- 
pose of  the  meal  was  fellowship,  the 
unity  of  the  believers  in  their  com- 
mon faith.  The  false  brethren,  the 
apostate  teachers,  the  greedy  members 
broke  this  unity  of  fellowship,  and 
thus  marred  the  eating  of  the  Lord's 
Supper. 

It    was    that    first    service    in    the 
upper  room  that  Jesus  had  set  forth

the  pattern  for  His  disciples.  "A  new 
commandment  I  give  unto  you.  That 
ye  love  one  another;  as  I  have  loved 
vou,  that  ye  also  love  one  another. 
By  this  [a  new  Christ-like  love- 
not  merely  the  previously  command- 
ed "Love-thy-neighbor-as-thyself" 
love]  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are 
my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one 
to  another"  (John  13:34-35).  Love 
and  fellowship  characterized  the  early 
Christians.  The  fellowship  meal 
emphasized  that  and  reminded  the 
followers  of  the  Lord  that  fellow- 
ship made  the  vast  difference  between 
them  and  the  pagans.  God  grant  that 
this  shall  be  true  of  His  followers  to- 
day! 

Historical    Authenticity    and 
Observance 

All  historical  evidence  proves  be- 
yond a  doubt  that  the  love  feast  was 
observed  as  an  ordinance  in  the 
Christian  church  from  its  very  in- 
ception. This  is  consistent  with  the 
Scriptural  inference.  For  as  we  have 
noted,  the  purpose  of  the  meal  was 
fellowship  and  not  food;  therefore 
it  is  just  as  symbolic  and  just  as  much 
of  an  ordinance  as  either  of  the  other 
two  parts  of  the  threefold  service. 

Historical  citations  are  numerous, 
but  three  of  them  will  suffice  to  show 
the  preponderance  of  weight  they 
throw  on  the  side  of  obserA'ing  the 
fellowship  meal  in  connection  with 
the  Eucharist. 

The  Didache,  commonly  known  as 
the  Teaching  of  the  Twelve,  dates 
back  to  the  first  century  A.D.  In 
chapter  9  there  is  a  model  given  for 
prayer  before  the  meal  is  taken.  In 
chapter  10  a  prayer  is  given  for  use 
after  the  meal. 

In  a  letter  written  to  Dognetus, 
Ignatius  says  of  early  Christians, 
"They  have  a  common  meal."  His 
testimony  is  counted  valuable  because 
he  was  contemporaneous  with  the 
apostles  and  died  only  twelve  years 
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after  John  the  Apostle.  Thus  we  have 
both  the  Didache  and  the  letters  of 
Ignatius,  written  under  the  very 
supervision  of  the  apostles,  testify- 
ing that  the  love  feast  was  a  church 
ordinance. 

Dr.  Philip  Schaff,  noted  church 
historian,  true  to  the  facts  of  history 
\\'ithout  bias  to  present-day  practices, 
gives  us  this  record:  "At  first  the 
communion  was  joined  with  a  love 
feast,  and  was  then  celebrated  in  the 
evening,  in  memory  of  the  last  sup- 
per of  Jesus  with  His  disciples  .  .  . 
Tertillian  (about  A.D.  160)  gives  a 
detailed  descripdon  of  the  Agape 
[Greek  for  love  feast]  in  refutation 
of  the  shameless  calumnies  of  the 
heathen.  But  the  growth  of  the 
churches  and  the  rise  of  manifold 
abuses  led  to  the  gradual  disuse  and 
in  the  fourth  century  even  to  the 
formal  prohibition  of  the  Agape, 
which  belonged  in  fact  only  to  the 
childhood  and  first  love  of  the 
church.  It  was  a  family  feast,  where 
rich  and  poor,  master  and  slave  met 
on  the  same  footing,  partaking  of 
a  simple  meal,  hearing  reports  from 
distant  congregations,  contriburing  to 
the  necessities  of  suffering  brethren, 
and  encouraging  each  other  in  their 
daily  dudes  and  trials"  (History  of 
the  Christian  Church,  Vol.  II,  fp. 
239,   240). 

Current  Observance 

It  is  true  that  very  few  Chrisdan 
groups  literally  observe  the  threefold 
service  as  it  was  instituted  by  our 
Lord  in  the  upper  room.  Although 
practically  all  authorities  agree  that 
the  earliest  churches  observed  the 
washing  of  the  saints'  feet,  the  fel- 
lowship meal,  and  the  communion 
of  the  bread  and  the  cup,  gradually, 
just  as  Dr.  Schaff  noted  above  in  the 
case  of  the  meal,  the  service  as  it  is 
largely  observed  today  has  been  nar- 
rov\'ed  down  to  the  simplest  and 
easiest  form— merely  the  communion 


of  the  bread  and  the  cup,  known 
as  the  Eucharist.  But  thank  God  there 
are  some  left  upon  the  earth  who  be- 
lieve in  taking  God  at  His  Word 
and  who  are  not  afraid  nor  put  to 
too  much  bother  to  observe  literally 
the  threefold  service. 

The  Brethren  Church  is  not  the 
only  church  which  observes  this  type 
of  ser\ace,  but  it  is  among  the  very 
few  who  do. 

God's  Word  says  nothing  about  the 
details  of  the  food  used  in  the  meal. 
This  is  to  be  expected  since  the 
emphasis  is  upon  fellowship  and  not 
food.  An)'  food  which  is  symbolic  of 
a  common  meal  is  in  harmony  with 
the  Word  of  God. 

It  is  refreshing  to  enjoy  a  service 
where  godly  conversation  is  encour- 
aged during  the  fellowship  meal.  In- 
deed it  is  hard  to  believe  in  any  kind 
of  fellowship  where  there  is  no  com- 
municating of  godly  thoughts.  A  time 
of  praise  and  testimony  at  the  close 
of  the  meal  serves  to  break  up  the 
ever-present  danger  of  formality,  and 
the  mere  going  through  motions.  In 
older  congregations  schooled  against 
this  added  blessing  such  an  innova- 
tion will  come  only  after  patience 
and  much  teaching.  But  the  results 
are  worth  the  effort.  God  grant  that 
the  Brethren  shall  come  to  appre- 
ciate more  and  more  the  value  of 
genuine  fellowship  one  with  the  other 
in  Christ. 

Perhaps  in  some  cases  the  time 
element  has  forbidden  the  praise  and 
testimony.  More  time  is  allowed  for 
this  if  the  bread  and  the  individual 
cups  are  placed  on  the  tables  before 
the  service  begins.  After  all,  there 
is  nothing  to  be  gained  bv  the  me- 
chanics of  passing  the  elements  in 
a  way  that  consumes  unnecessary 
time.  The  unit)'  gained  in  all  break- 
ing bread  together  and  drinking  the 
cup  together  enhances  the  underly- 
ing meaning  of  the  fellowship  meal 
itself. 


Future  Observance 

Our  fellowship  this  side  of  heaven 
is  just  a  foretaste  of  diat  which  awaits 
us  in  glory  widi  our  blessed  Lord 
at  the  "marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb." 
It  is  John  in  The  Revelation  who 
points  forward  to  that  glorious  day 
\\'hen  we  shall  all  be  seated  together 
in  the  banquet  hall  of  heaven. 

"Let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice  [even 
now],  and  give  honour  to  him:  for 
the  marriage  of  the  Lamb  is  come, 
and  his  wife  hath  made  herself  ready 
[God  help  us  to  be  ready  when 
He  comes]  .  .  .  Blessed  are  they 
which  are  called  unto  the  marriage 
supper  of  the  Lamb"  (Rev.  19:7,  9). 

We  could  not  be  far  wrong  in 
harmonizing  this  future  event  with 
that  about  which  Paul  speaks  to  the 
Ephesians  concerning  the  bride  of 
Christ:  "That  he  might  present  it  to 
himself  a  glorious  church,  not  hav- 
ing spot  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such 
thing;  but  that  it  should  be  holy 
and  without  blemish"  (Eph.  5:27). 

This  future  ministry  of  our  Lord 
is  spiritually  discerned  here.  Every 
Christian  must  be  glorified  before 
we  sit  down  at  the  table  up  yonder. 
This  is  promised  to  us  through  the 
ministry  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  "When 
he  shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like 
him;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is" 
(I  John  3:2).  "We  look  for  the  Sav- 
iour, the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  who 
shall  change  our  vile  body,  that  it 
may  be  fashioned  like  unto  his  glo- 
rious   body"    (Phil.    3:20-21). 

Don't  forget  what  Luke  records  as 
coming  from  the  Lord  himself,  "Bless- 
ed are  those  servants,  whom  the 
Lord  v\'hen  he  cometh  shall  find 
watching:  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that 
he  shall  gird  himself,  and  make  them 
to  sit  down  to  meat,  and  will  come 
forth  and  serve  them"  (Luke  12:37). 
Christian,  be  faithful,  watch,  wait 
expectandy  for  His  coming— look  for 
Him!  And  thank  God  for  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  saints  now!  What  a  dif- 
ferent world  this  would  be  today  were 
all  to  sit  down  at  the  Lord's  table  as 
He  has  provided.  Labor  trouble, 
political  trouble,  frictions  and  fac- 
tions, schisms  and  isms  would  dis- 
appear. 

May  it  be  said  of  us  as  it  was  said 
of  the  early  brethren:  "Behold!  How 
these  Christians  love  one  another!" 
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By  Ord  Gehman' 

I  like  to  sail  off  in  the  breeze; 

My  heart  is  light,  my  mind's  at  ease; 
I  know  the  joy  of  being  free 

Since  Christ  my  Saviour  ransomed  me! 

"I'm  free!  I'm  free!,"  my  soul  resounds, 
Earth's  limits  are  no  longer  bounds; 
I'll  go  beyond  this  vale  of  tears 

To  live  with  Him  without  my  fears. 

He  loved  me  so,  He  came  to  live 

To  pay  my  debt,  and  yet  to  give 
The  blessings  of  eternal  life 

And  keep  me  free  from  sin  and  strife. 

He  died  upon  cruel  Calvary's  tree

LETS  FIGHT  WITH  INK

It  has  well  been  said:  "The  pen 
is  mightier  than  the  sword."  Russia  is 
proving  that  true  today.  She  is  brain- 
washing the  minds  of  the  youth  of 
many  nations  bv  using  the  propa- 
ganda of  the  printed  page,  and  is  con- 
quering them  without  any  armed  con- 
flict. The  Russians  in  a  recent  year 
published  29,301,400  books  in  701 
titles.  An  even  greater  volume  was 
produced  by  700  communist  pub- 
lishers in  fifty-eight  other  countries. 
For  the  next  year  the  Communists 
are  aiming  at  a  300  percent  increase 
in  the  printed  page. 

On  the  other  hand,  false  isms  are 
also  publishing  tons  of  literature, 
trying  to  saturate  the  minds  of  peo- 
ple with  false  doctrine.  How  many 
of  us  have  found  good  people  send- 
ing off  to  get  Bible  study  lessons  ad- 
vertised on  some  radio  program,  only 
to  find  that  slowly  but  surely  the  les- 
sons are  designed  to  lead  them  away 
from  the  truths  of  the  Word  of  God. 
What  can  be  done  about  this?  How 
can  we  stem  the  tide?  Condemning 
such  literature  sometimes  just  adver- 
tises it  and  makes  it  more  popular. 
We  must  fight  fire  with  fire!  We 
must  fight  ink  with  ink!  We  must 
fight  books  with  books!  We  have 
hardly  begun  to  scratch  the  surface 
of  the  minds  of  believing  Brethren! 
Just  what  do  you  read?  Oh,  yes,  you 
read  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald, 
but  do  you  read  all  of  it,  or  just 
scan  the  headlines,  read  one  article, 
then  throw  it  aside  and  forget  about 
it?  How  many  secular  magazines  do 
you  have  and  read  in  your  home? 
They   are   bound   to   influence   you 


for  good  or  for  bad.  Their  articles 
will  change  your  thinking  and  their 
advertisements  will  direct  your  buy- 
ing. Why  should  we  not  do  more 
to  direct  the  thinking  of  people  to- 
ward God  through  the  printed  page? 
We  should  be  producing  more  books, 
more  magazines,  more  tracts;  then 
send  them  out  around  the  world! 

Just  what  are  other  fundamental 
groups  doing  with  the  printed  page? 
The  Christian  and  Missionary  Al- 
liance, during  a  four-months  period, 
produced  8,515,000  pages  of  liter- 
ature in  the  Chinese  language  alone. 
The  Greater  Europe  Mission  and 
Bible  School  students  are  seeking  to 
place  a  Gospel  portion  in  every  home 
in  six  towns  in  France,  an  average  of 
16,000  homes  in  each  town.  In  Italy, 
Art  Wiens  gave  out  10,000  tracts. 
Each  included  an  offer  of  a  free 
correspondence  course.  Within  three 
months  214  people  asked  for  the 
course. 

Some  Roman  Catholic  countries 
are  attempting  to  make  the  propa- 
ganda one  sided,  and  shut  out  all 
Protestant  literature.  Evangelical 
books  cannot  be  printed  in  Spain. 
Parcels  of  books  from  Argentina  ad- 
dressed to  persons  in  Spain  are  fre- 
quently returned  with  the  notation, 
"No  Admittance."  If  these  books  had 
the  recommendation  of  Roman 
Catholic  bishops  in  America,  they 
would  have  been  admitted.  Let  us 
get  out  the  Gospel  through  the  print- 
ed page  while  doors  are  still  open. 

The  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Brethren  Church  realizes  the 
need  for  more  literature  in  native  lan- 


guages on  foreign  fields.  They  are 
working  hard  to  get  out  printed  ma- 
terials in  Africa,  to  spread  the  Gospel 
and  to  combat  communism.  Our 
dream  is  that  the  Brethren  Mission- 
ary Herald  Company  will  have  the 
vision,  and  the  money,  to  take  the 
lead  in  pouring  out  literature  that 
will  enlighten  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  thousands  of  people  without 
Christ.  Missions  mighty  missile  is 
the  printed  page.  Place  it  in  the 
hands  of  consecrated  workers,  and 
the  v\'orld  can  be  evangelized  in  this 
generation! 

The   Prophet  Daniel,   some   2500 
years   ago,    looked   down    the   corri- 
dors of  time  and  predicted  at  "the 
time  of  the  end:  many  shall  run  to 
and  fro,  and  knowledge  shall  be  in- 
creased."  Today  we   see  the  fulfill- 
ment of  this  prophecy  in  the  field  of 
transportation    and    education.    The 
Russians  have  now  shot  a  man  around 
the  earth  and  he  lived  to  tell  the  story. 
But  the  greatest  Soviet  challenge  is 
in  the  field  of  mass  education.  Psy- 
chologists tell  us  we  use  only  2  per- 
cent of  our  brain  capacity.  We  are 
told  Einstein  used  about  5  percent. 
Roger  Babson  comments:  "What  have 
the   inventive    brains   and   chemical 
laboratories  done  to  bring  us  nearer 
to  God?"  God  is  left  out  of  most  of 
modern     education     and     literature. 
What  a  challenge  to  us  as  Brethren! 
Let  us  "fight  the  good  fight  of  faith" 
with  the  printed  page.  Let  us  reach 
our    Brethren    people,    our    Nation, 
and  the  world  with  the  Gospel  of  the 
printed  page!

Literature  on  the  human  level  is  an 
integral  and  important  part  of  God's 
plan  in  communicating  eternal  life 
to  men.  Growing  out  of  this  fact,  it 
was  therefore  necessary  to  inaugurate 
a  program  of  education  concerning 
Christ  who  is  the  complete  and  final 
revelation  of  God.  As  stated  by 
Christ,  eternal  life  is  the  progres- 
sive recognition  of  God.  For  "This 
is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know 
thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus 
•Christ,  whom  thou  hast  sent"  (John 
17:3).  The  Spirit  of  God,  on  the 
divine  level,  uses  this  same  word  in 
those  who  believe  and  transmutes  it 
into  life.

Therefore,  it  is  very  apparent  that 
this  method  of  divine  operation  in 
salvation  made  it  necessary  to  com- 
municate God's  Word.  An  efficient 
medium  for  the  communication  of 
God's  Word  called  for  the  conserva- 
tion of  the  message  in  a  body  of  liter- 
ature. And  the  art  of  communicating 
this  body  of  literature  is  known  as 
the  educational  process.  Literature 
and  education  are  inseparable  in  the 
church.  They  have  been  so  from  the 
very  beginning.  A  few  facts  from  the 
New  Testament  will  admirably 
demonstrate  this. 

I.   This  relationship   was   implied 
and  inmignrated  by  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  himself.  This  great  salvation 
"first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord" 
(Heb.   2:3).   Christ,   in  reference   to 
His    own    immediate    disciples,    de- 
clared in  His  prayer  to  the  Father: 
"I  have  manifested  thy  name  unto 
the  men  which  thou  gavest  me  out 
of  the  world.  ...  For  I  have  given 
unto    them    the   words   which    thou 
ga\'est  me,   and  they  have  received 
tiiem"  (John  17:6,  8).  This  was  die 
substantial  beginning  of  what  was 
later  to  enlarge  into  the  vast  literature 
now  associated  with  Christian  educa- 
tion. At  first  this  was  only  a  body 
of  truth  whose  essential  background 
was  the  Old  Testament.  It  was  con- 
served in   the   mind  of  Christ  and 
communicated  by  word  of  mouth. 

IL  This  relationship  was  commend- 
ed by  the  Lord  to  His  apostles  and 
thev  ferfetuated  it.  Christ,  on  the 
night  of  His  betrayal  said  in  that 
same  prayer:  "As  thou  hast  sent  me 
into  the  world,  even  so  have  I  also 
sent  them  into  the  world  .  .  .  Neither 
pray  I  for  these  alone,  but  for  them 
also  which  shall  believe  on  me 
through  their  word"  (John  17:18,  20). 
This  meant  that  the  aposdes  became 
channels  of  communication  for  this 
precious  message.  Peter,  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost,  commanded  the  people  to 
"hear  these  words"  (Acts  2:22).  An 
angel  warned  Cornelius  "to  hear 
words"  of  Peter  (Acts  10:22),  and 
the  Holy  Spirit  used  those  words, 
for  "while  Peter  yet  spake  these 
words,  die  Holy  Ghost  fell  on  all 
them  which  heard  die  word"  (Acts 
10:44). 

in.  This  relationship  was  crystal- 
lized in  the  written  records  of  die 
New  Testament,  which,  in  addition 


to  the  Old  Testament  records,  pro-      | 
vided  a  complete  written  revelation. 
This  became   the   central   and  sub- 
stantial  Christian   literature  for  the 
church.  Holy  Writ  affirms:  "All  scrip- 
ture is  given  by  inspiration  of  God" 
(II  Tim.  3:16).  These  Scriptures  are 
not  only   "able   to   make   thee  wise 
unto  salvation  through  faith  which  is 
in     Christ     Jesus,"     but     they     are 
"profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof, 
for  correction,  for  instruction  in  right- 
eousness"  (II  Tim.   3:15-16).  When 
the  aposdes  passed  on,  this  inspired 
body  of  literature  became  the  sole, 
infallible,  conservatory  of  Christian 
truth.  As  such  it  became  the  depend- 
able medium  of  communication  and 
education  to  the  church  that  had  now 
reached  beyond  the  limits  of  the  litde 
land   where   the   church    was   bom. 
IV.    This    relationship    was    con- 
firmed  by  the  teaching  and  practice 
of  the  church.  Early  Christians  were 
urged  to  "stand  fast,  and  hold  the 
traditions  which  ye  have  been  taught, 
whether  by  word,  or  our  episde"  (II 
Thess.  2:15).  The  content  was  espe- 
cially   associated    with    die    written 
Word.  Paul  wrote  to  die  Colossian 
church:    "And  when   this   episde   is 
read  among  you,  cause  that  it  be  read 
also  in  the  church  of  the  Laodiceans" 
(Col.  4:16).  He  insisted  on  the  value 
of  his  message  to  die  Corinthian  be- 
lievers. Insurgents  were  commanded 
to  "acknowledge  diat  die  things  that 
I  write  unto  you  are  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord"  (I  Cor.  14:37).  A 
principle    was    enunciated    that   has 
provided   for   the   whole    system   of 
Christian  education.  "And  die  things 
that  thou  hast  heard  of  me  among 
many   witnesses,    the    same    commit 
thou  to  faithful  men,  who  shall  be 
able  to  teach  odiers  also"   (II  Tim. 
2:2). 

This  has  enlarged  to  include  any 
and  all  t)'pes  of  Christian  literature 
and  education  widiin  the  professing 
church.  When  one  surveys  the  vast 
literature  in  its  relation  to  the  wide- 
spread education  within  the  church, 
it  is  doubtful  from  the  human  view- 
pont  whedier  Christianity  would 
even  have  survived,  let  alone  spread 
to  the  far  places  of  the  eardi.  It 
therefore  remains  to  be  said  that 
the  responsibility  for  using  Christian 
literature  in  the  education  of  the 
church  is  without  limit.

Just  today  I  received  and  read  "An 
Open  Letter  to  Billy  Graham"  by 
the  president  of  the  Freethinkers  of 
America,  a  letter  which  is  not  only  an 
indictment  of  Billy  Graham,  but  also 
of  every  gospel  preacher  in  the  world. 
It  made  my  blood  boil!  Its  unfair 
innuendos,     false     and     misleading 


statements,  and  defiant  blasphemy 
were  enough  to  force  a  reply  to  the 
author  from  my  typewriter.  But  the 
important  point  is  that  this  printed 
page  made  an  impression  on  me. 
Literature  does! 

Tell  me  what  a  man  reads,  and  I'll 
tell  you  what  he  thinks.  When  a 
teen-ager  feeds  his  eyes  on  pornog- 
raphy, he  will  think  lust  and  im- 
morality, and  all  too  often,  his  think- 
ing will  lead  to  perverted  actions. 

When  a  collegian  reads  and  hears 
evolution,  from  men  and  books  he  is 
taught  to  respect  and  revere,  that 
false  doctrine  and  all  its  philosophical 
implications  acts  as  an  abrasive  on 
any  right  foundational  teaching  he 
had  before,  and  often  completely 
undermines  his  basis  for  Christian 
faith.  (This  is  a  good  argument  for 
the  Christian  education  of  your 
children  and  young  people!) 

When  a  person  feeds  his  mind  on 
newsstand  love  stories  and  so-called 
true  confessions,  he  begins  to  live 
in  an  unreal  and  often  warped  emo- 
tional world,  and  is  poorly  equipped 
for  the  pressures  and  problems  of 
daily  living. 

And  when  a  soul  is  fed  on  the 
literature  of  heresy,  that  soul  will 
be  subject  to  doubts  that  the  writing 
of  error  sows.  And  you  cannot  sow 
doubt  and  reap  faith  in  the  living 
Word  of  God!  The  voice  of  heresy 
calls:  "This  is  the  way,  walk  ye  in 
it,"  and  many  beHeve  what  they  read 
and  hear  in  the  writings  and  preach- 
ments of  false  teachers. 

You  see,  if  you  tell  a  lie  often 
enough,  loud  enough,  and  convincing 
enough,  you'll  soon  begin  to  believe 
it  yourself,  after  you've  already  con- 
vinced some  others  that  that  lie  is 
the  truth!  Many  of  the  present-day 
religious  cults  and  communism  seem 
to  operate  on  this  principle.  So  liter- 
ature pours  from  their  presses  by  the 
tons  to  accentuate  and  amplify  what 
their  leaders  are  saying.  And  it  is 
said  so  many  times,  in  so  many  ways 
that  some  begin  to  heed  and  believe 
it.  A  grain  of  truth  in  the  midst  of  a 
bushel  of  error  strikes  a  responsive 
chord  in  the  reader's  mind,  so  he  ac- 
cepts the  error  along  with  the  bits  of 
misplaced  truth. 

Just  a  few  days  ago  I  was  in  a 
home  where  the  Lord  was  opening 
the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  occupants 


to  His  truth.  The  husband  and  wife 
had  begun  to  read  the  Bible  with  real 
interest.  And  when  I  called,  they 
showed  me  a  book  that  had  been 
given  them,  which  "really  explained 
the  Bible."  I  looked  at  the  book,  and 
my  heart  sank  a  bit.  Even  before  I 
looked  in  the  title  page  to  see  its 
publisher,  I  was  almost  sure  of  its 
source.  It  was  beautifully  bound,  at- 
tractively printed  with  many  pictures, 
lots  of  them  in  full  color.  And  it  was 
well  written.  And  all  of  us  would 
agree  with  at  least  eighty  percent  of 
its  teaching!  But  it  was  that  remain- 
ing tvi'enty-percent  that  was  danger- 
ous. A  single  poison  pellet  concealed 
in  a  plateful  of  good,  palatable  food 
is  still  extremely  risky! 

Yes;  that  book  was  published  bv  a 
growing,  active  religious  organiza- 
tion that  has  darkened  the  minds  of 
many  with  its  perversions  of  God's 
grace.  They  ha\'e  several  huge  pub- 
lishing houses  from  which  their 
books,  magazines,  and  other  literature 
flov^'s.  You'll  find  one  of  their  books 
in  many  motel  rooms,  right  next  to 
the  Gideon  Bible.  Their  colporters 
may  have  been  to  your  door.  Their 
correspondence  courses  are  freely 
given,  and  advertised  over  radio,  tele- 
vision, and  in  newspapers  and  mag- 
azines. They  are  winning  many  fol- 
lowers through  the  printed  page. 

Communism,  which  is  a  religion  as 
well  as  a  political  system,  is  making 
tremendous  gains  in  the  world  today 
through  literature.  They  are  current- 
ly distributing  tons  of  attractive,  well- 
printed  literature  in  Africa  every 
week,  in  thirty  languages.  They 
boast  to  the  missionaries:  'Tou  teach 
them  to  read,  and  we  give  them  read- 
ing material."  Especially  where  read- 
ing material  is  scarce,  as  in  Africa 
and  Asia,  their  printing  program  is 
their  greatest  asset. 

Almost  ever)'  major  cult  has  out- 
stripped evangelical  Christianity  in 
the  preparation,  printing,  and  distri- 
bution of  literature  geared  to  capture 
the  interest  and  minds  of  potential 
converts.  But  instead  of  bemoaning 
their  Satanic  gains  let's  accelerate  our 
own  program  of  providing  and  distrib- 
uting more  and  better  Bible-based, 
interest-attracting  literature.  The  best 
way  to  defeat  darkness  is  not  to  be- 
moan its  oppressiveness  but  to  light 
a  candle.

HONEY

Of  the  sixty  references  in  the 
Word  of  God  wherein  honey  is  men- 
tioned, the  context  of  several  passages 
clearly  indicates  that  the  metaphor 
reveals  one  of  the  characteristics  of 
the  living  Word. 

In  the  song  of  Moses  we  hear  for 
the  first  time  that  precious  phrase 
"honey  out  of  the  rock"  (Deut.  32:- 
13).  God's  servant  is  reminding  the 
people  this  honey  is  the  provision 
of  the  Lord  for  His  chosen  ones.  It 
is  the  living  Word  of  the  living 
Christ,  for  "Christ  is  that  rock." 

The  psalmist  tells  us:  "With  honey 
out  of  the  rock  should  I  have  satis- 
fied thee"  (Ps.  81:16).  It  was  a  favor- 
ite expression  and  used  in  the  Hebrew 
hymnal.  In  our  own  day  it  has  been 
caught  up  in  the  chorus  I  first  heard 
from  a  dear  saint  of  the  Lord  in  my 
first  pastorate. 

"There's  honey  in  the  Rock,  my  brother. 

There's  honey   in  the   Roclc   for   you; 
Leave  your  sins  for  the  blood  to  cover, 

There's  honey  in  the  Roclt  for  you." 

In  the  longest  psalm  come  the  oft- 
heard  lines:  "How  sweet  are  thy 
words  unto  my  taste!  yea,  sweeter 
than  honey  to  my  mouth!"  (119:103). 
Then  again  from  David's  sweet  pen 
we  hear:  "The  judgments  of  the 
Lord  are  .  .  .  sweeter  also  than  honey 
and   the  honeycomb"    (Ps.    19:9-10). 

The  words  of  men  can  be  so  very 
bitter  that  we  cringe  beneath  them. 
Words  of  men  can  be  useless  per  se 
as  we  witness  today  the  barrenness 
of  the  seeming  endless  negotiations 
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in  the  Geneva  disarmament  talks.  A 
blessed  contrast  are  the  words  from 
our  Lord.  His  words  are  always  life- 


givms. 


The  Prophet  Ezekiel  loved  the 
Word  of  God  so  much  he  said:  ".  .  . 
it  was  in  my  mouth  as  honey  for 
sweetness"  (Ezek.  3:3).  Before  the 
Holy  Spirit  completed  the  Bible,  He 
reminded  the  Aposde  John  the  Word 
of  God  "shall  be  in  thy  mouth  sweet 
as  honey."  ".  .  .  and  it  was  in  my 
mouth  as  honey."  John  agreed  (Rev. 
10:9-10). 

One  would  think  that  anything  so 
desirable  as  the  Word  of  God  would 
be  received  and  spread  by  man  at 
all  cost.  It  is  true  that  the  Bible  and 
portions  of  it  are  today  being  pub- 
lished at  an  unprecedented  rate.  But 
the  population  explosion  of  this  gene- 
ration means  that  we  are  still  far 
behind  the  demand. 

The  need  for  Christian  literature, 
in  addition  to  the  Bible  itself,  is 
skyrocketing.  The  Communists  are 
said  to  have  budgeted  in  1960  the 
staggering  sum  of  more  than  $1,- 
300,000  per  day  for  their  worldwide 
propaganda  literature.  This  makes 
the  Christian  forces  of  our  day  very 
inadequate.

Increased 
offerings  will  make  it  possible  to 
greatiy  expand  the  publication  of  in- 
formational and  instructional  book- 
lets. The  Brethren  Church  has  never 
had  an  adequate  supply. 

The  Missionary  Herald  with  the 
backing  of  our  faithful  Brethren 
everywhere  could  become  a  more 
adequate  magazine  for  Sunday  school 
and  youth  work.  More  pages  are 
needed  and  this  means  more  of  the 
cost  must  be  born  by  all  of  us  to- 
gether. 

Much  of  the  high  caliber  scholar- 
ship in  our  seminary  and  college  is 
being  lost  to  the  general  constituency 
of  our  beloved  church  and  to  the 
Christian  community  at  large  be- 
cause of  the  limited  resources  of  the 
Missionary  Herald  Company  for  pub- 
lishing books.  A  reserve  of  several 
thousand  dollars  is  needed  for  this 
crjdng  need.  It  takes  at  least  $2,500 
to  launch  a  book,  and  several  years 
before  the  sales  return  the  funds. 

The  honey  is  sweet;  the  need  is 
pressing.  Will  you  help  us  do  the 
job  for  God's  glory  and  to  the  praise 
of  Jesus  Christ?  Let's  really  spread 
that  honey!

EVANGELIZING 


Dnxaiian  Jnic

We  are  living  today  in  a  "War  of 
Words."  Words  that  are  placed  on 
paper  by  twenty-eight  little  leaden 
characters  called  "type."  When  the 
type  is  inked  it  is  printed  on  paper 
for  all  to  read.  Printed  literature  in- 
forms, challenges,  and  changes  the 
lives  of  many  who  read  it.  The  world 
came  out  of  the  dark  ages  when  the 
printing  press  was  bom.  The  cold 
war  in  this  atomic  age  today  is  being 
waged  with  printed  literature.  The 
souls  of  men  are  being  swayed  by 
what  they  read.  Truly  the  "pen  is 
mightier  than  the  sword."  The  Com- 
munists claim  they  took  over  China 
mainly   through    the   printed   page. 

The  Communists  are  spending 
three  and  one-half  hillion  dollars  a 
year  for  beautiful,  well-produced 
literature  and  magazines  compared 
with  approximately  $500,000  spent 
by  all  Protestant  evangelicals  over 
the  world.  We  are  spending  "too 
little,  too  late."  Millions  of  new  peo- 
ple are  becoming  literate  every  year. 
People  in  foreign  lands  ask  for  liter- 
ature—for "papers  that  talk."  Each 
tract  and  leaflet  is  eagerly  sought  in 
many  foreign  lands.  The  belief  is  that 
an  average  of  seven  people  read  each 
piece.  While  the  Christian  mission- 
aries struggle  along  with  little  or  no 
literature,  Russia  is  building  huge 
printing  plants  wherever  possible  in 
the  world.  (A  recent  issue  of  the 
Saturday  Evening  Post  has  a  picture 
of  one  printing  plant  being  built  in 
Guinea.)  While  they  build  large 
plants,  one  Christian  organization  we 
know  of  (the  Christian  Anti-Commu- 


nism Crusade)  is  having  a  hard  time 
to  raise  enough  to  buy  a  fast  rotary 
press  for  a  Christian  newspaper 
publisher  in  Kerala,  India,  in  whose 
province  the  Communist  Party  was 
thrown  out  of  power  in  the  last  elec- 
tion wdth  the  help  of  this  dailv  news- 
paper! 

Yes;  the  world  must  be  evange- 
lized through  the  printed  page.  One 
missionary  can  reach  only  a  certain 
number  of  people,  but  with  the  help 
of  nationals,  many  thousands  can  be 
reached  wdth  literature  and  gospel 
tracts.  Each  tract  should  be  carefully 
and  attractively  prepared. 

Wherever  the  Word  of  God  is 
given  out  it  is  sure  to  bear  fruit,  for 
the  Lord  has  said  in  Isaiah  55:11: 
"My  word  .  .  .  shall  not  return  unto 
me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish  that 
which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper 
in  the  diing  whereto  I  sent  it." 
Oswald  Smith,  the  great  missionary 
preacher  of  Toronto,  Canada,  who 
is  doing  all  in  his  power  to  evangelize 
the  world  in  this  generation,  says 
"that  it  can  only  be  done  with  the 
printed  page."  There  are  not  enough 
missionaries  or  time  to  reach  all  the 
lost  with  the  Gospel.  More  babies  are 
being  bom  each  year  now  than  peo- 
ple are  coming  to  Christ.  If  this 
generation  is  to  be  reached,  it  must 
be  through  the  means  of  literature, 
coupled  with  preaching,  radio,  and 
all  the  media  of  communication  avail- 
able to  the  Christian  church.  But 
most  of  all  we  must  have  the  prayers 
and  support  of  the  Lord's  people  or 


many  will  die  without  ever  learning 
of  the  good  news  of  salvation  through 
Christ. 

The  special  issues  of  the  Mission- 
ary Herald  can  be  and  have  been 
very  effectively  used  in  door-to-door 
visitation  in  many  Brethren  churches. 
They  should  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  each  visitor  at  the  moming  serv- 
ices and  used  as  an  implement  in 
reaching  souls  for  Christ.  Much  good 
printed  literature  is  wasted  in  the 
United  States  because  of  indolence 
and  lack  of  appreciation.  While  peo- 
ple in  foreign  lands  beg  for  printed 
material,  we  stack  it  up  in  the  comer 
until  it  is  outdated,  and  then  dump 
it  in  the  waste  basket.  Each  piece  of 
literature  is  valuable.  Each  Mission- 
ary Herald  costs  money  and  when 
given  to  the  right  person  can  be  used 
to  win  a  soul  to  Christ  that  is  worth 
more  than  the  value  of  the  world. 

The  next  letter  you  write,  insert 
tracts,  mail  them  to  the  bereaved  in 
the  daily  paper,  businessmen  can 
mail  them  with  their  monthly  checks 
and  letters.  One  man  who  was  saved 
from  a  life  of  a  hopeless  alcoholic 
recently  wrote  that  he  regularly  leaves 
tracts  on  cars  around  the  taverns  on 
his  way  home  from  work.  The  Lord 
has  given  us  modern  means  to  reach 
men  the  world  over  for  Christ— let's 
use  them!  Laymen  and  all  can  dis- 
tribute literature,  while  all  cannot 
preach.  The  printed  piece  is  silent, 
but  can  be  read  long  after  the  visitor 
is  gone.  In  Africa  they  believe  it  is 
true  if  it  is  in  print.  What  an  open- 
ing for  the  Gospel!

IT  TAKES  THE  RIGHT 
COMBINATION  TO  FIGHT 


POISONOUS 
PROPAGANDA

The  average  church  member  can- 
not discern  the  difference  between 
truth  and  error  when  he  sees  it  in 
print.  Just  because  it  is  printed  in  a 
rehgious  paper  or  magazine  with  a 
Christian  title  is  no  guarantee  it's  the 
gospel  truth. 

All  sorts  of  literature  parading 
under  the  banner  of  "Christianity" 
reaches  my  desk.  Some  of  it  is  so 
far  from  the  basic  principles  of  the 
Christian  faidi  that  it  is  pathetic. 

One  certainly  would  not  expect 
the  emissaries  of  Satan  to  come  out 
boldly  and  declare  their  intentions  to 
subvert  the  souls  of  men  who  may 
be  seeking  to  know  the  truth.  The 
Apostle  Paul  when  \vriting  to  the 
church  at  Corinth  warned  the  believ- 
ers in  these  words:  'Tor  such  are 
false  apostles,  deceitful  workers, 
transforming  themselves  into  the 
apostles  of  Christ.  And  no  marvel; 
for  Satan  himself  is  transformed  into 
an  angel  of  light.  Therefore  it  is  no 
great  thing  if  his  ministers  also  be 
transformed  as  ministers  of  right- 
eousness;  whose  end  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  their  works"  (II  Cor.  11: IS- 
IS). The  Apostle  John  in  his  first 
Epistle  and  fourth  chapter  gives 
warning:  "Beloved,  believe  not  every 
spirit,  but  try  the  spirits  whether  they 
are  of  God:  because  many  false 
prophets  are  gone  out  into  the  world." 

The  competition  in  the  business 
world  today  is  driving  advertising  into 
the  ridiculous.  Recently  I  presented  a 
well-displayed  ad  to  a  salesman  and 
asked    him:    "How    come    you    can 


advertise  this  product  at  such  a  low 
price."  He  replied:  "Did  you  read  the 
fine  print?"  No;  I  had  not  taken 
the  time.  But  when  I  did,  it  was  an 
altogether  different  story.  A  week 
ago  as  I  was  leaving  a  dentist's  chair 
the  doctor  told  me  of  a  man  who  had 
just  left.  The  man  complained  of  a 
toothache.  The  dentist  found  better 
than  a  dozen  cavities  that  needed 
filling.  As  the  patient  left  shaking 
his  head,  he  muttered  to  himself: 
"And  I  have  been  faithfully  brush- 
ing my  teeth  three  times  a  day  with 
such  and  such  toothpaste." 

Thrown  at  our  face  in  most  every 
page  of  the  daily  newspaper,  the 
magazines  and  with  an  almost  power- 
less resistance  in  the  television  com- 
mercials are  the  bids  for  our  pay- 
checks. 

Likewise,  Satan  is  bidding  for  the 
souls  of  men.  Here  are  a  few  of  his 
methods.  "It  doesn't  make  any  dif- 
ference what  you  believe,  as  long  as 
you  are  sincere."  "We  are  all  work- 
ing for  the  same  place,  and  it  doesn't 
make  much  difference  which  way 
you  go."  "I'm  doing  the  best  I  know 
and  that  ought  to  be  good  enough." 
"A  loving  God  certainly  wouldn't 
punish  any  of  His  children  forever." 
"We'll  all  get  to  heaven  by-and-by." 
"I'll  repent  on  my  death  bed."  And 
with  this  poisonous  propaganda  Satan 
is  brainwashing  countless  numbers 
of  people. 

"But,  how  can  I  be  sure  what  I'm 
reading  is  the  Way,  the  Truth  and 
the  Life?"  First,  read  and  study  your 


Bible.  Read  it  carefully,  prayerfully, 
and  ask  the  Holy  Spirit's  help  in  the 
understanding.  Before  subscribing  to 
a  Christian  magazine  ask  your  Breth- 
ren pastor.  There  are  a  few  good, 
sound,  fundamental  periodicals.  First 
on  your  list  should  be  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald.  Your  home  li- 
brary should  contain  a  few  volumes  of 
Bible  commentaries  by  reputable 
scholars.  Recommendations  will 
gladly  be  made  by  the  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  staff. 

There  are  many  articles  in  the 
commercial  world  v\'hich  should  be 
properly  labeled  "poison"  or  "dan- 
gerous" instead  of  the  advertising 
propaganda  of  "life  is  not  worth- 
while without  it."  Or,  "you  are  really 
not  living  unless  you  use  this."  The 
manufacturers  are  really  not  inter- 
ested in  your  physical  well-being- 
just  your  money.  Satan  working 
through  his  angels  of  light  is  not 
interested  in  your  spiritual  well-being 
—in  the  first  place  to  keep  people 
from  receiving  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  their  Saviour,  and  if  he  fails,  then 
with  his  poisonous  propaganda  he 
wants  to  neutralize  the  testimony  of 
those  who  do  believe. 

W''e  must  keep  alert,  ever  watch- 
ful that  Satan  does  not  get  the  ad- 
vantage. Pornography  is  not  Satan's 
best  tool.  The  best  tools  of  his  trade 
are  the  denial  of  the  eternal  deity 
of  Christ,  virgin  birth,  the  blood 
atonement,  the  bodily  resurrection, 
and  the  premillennial  return  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.

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Para  Predicar  a  Cristo 
en  la  Argentina! 

This  Spanish  heading  says  "To  preach  Christ  in 
Argentina!"  This  is  indeed  the  goal  of  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Clark  Miller  as  they  set  their  faces  southward  toward 
Latin  America.  They  have  been  accepted  and  approved 
by  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  as  missionaries  to 
Argentina.  During  the  past  year  they  have  studied  the 
Spanish  language  at  Edinburg,  Texas,  and  after  grad- 
uation in  June  will  be  working  among  the  churches. 
They  are  ready  now  to  go  to  the  field  but  have  been 
asked  by  the  board  to  spend  some  months  speaking  in 
the  churches,  both  to  challenge  the  believers  in  this 
land  and  to  raise  additional  funds  to  enable  them  to  get 
to  the  field  and  to  pay  their  way  for  the  first  year  on 
the  field. 

The  Millers  are  from  Waynesboro,  Pennsylvania. 
There  was  a  time  when  they  were  "setded  down"  in 
Waynesboro  and  were  active  in  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  which  they  were  members.  But  the  Lord  was  working 
in  their  hearts,  and  He  called  them  to  Grace  College  and 
Seminary  to  train  for  full-time  Christian  service.  After 
selling  their  home  in  Waynesboro,  they  moved  to  Wi- 
nona Lake  and  both  enrolled  in  Grace  College.  Mrs. 
Miller  finished  the  four-year  course,  and  Brother  Miller 
two  years  of  college  and  then  three  years  at  Grace  Semi- 
nary. During  the  last  year  of  Brother  Miller's  seminary 
study,  Mrs.  Miller  worked  in  the  FMS  office. 

In  this  time  the  Millers  were  very  active  in  the  Com- 
munity Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Warsaw.  In  fact,  they 
were  among  the  group  that  originally  started  this  work 
and  had  a  great  influence  in  the  early  history  of  that 
church.  During  the  latter  part  of  Brother  Miller's  semi- 
nary course,  the  Lord  very  definitely  called  him  and  his 
wife  to  Argentina.  They  presented  themselves  to  the  So- 
ciety and  were  accepted.  In  September  1960  they  en- 
rolled in  the  Rio  Grande  Bible  Institute  at  Edinburg, 
Texas,  for  an  intensive  course  in  the  Spanish  language. 
By  the  time  this  article  appears  in  the  Missionary  Herald 
they  will  have  completed  their  course  in  Texas  and  have 
left  for  the  East. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  FMS  to  have  them  work  among 
the  churches  for  some  months,  following  which  thev 
will  proceed  to  the  field  of  Argentina. 

It  is  the  privilege  of  the  brotherhood  to  have  a  part 
in  raising  the  outfit  funds  to  help  these  missionaries 
in  their  preparation  to  depart  for  the  field.  As  on  pre- 
vious occasions  when  an  outfit  appeal  has  been  made, 
the  hope  is  that  each  member  of  The  Brethren  Church 
will  give  one  dollar  or  more  toward  sending  out  this  new 
missionary  couple.  These  gifts  will  be  of  tremendous  help 
and  blessing  both  to  the  Millers  and  to  the  Society  and 
will,  we  hope,  prove  a  blessing  to  the  donors.  Our  prayer 
is  that  God  will  bless  abundandy  and  give  a  sufficient 
amount  that  the  Millers  might  be  able  to  get  their  out- 
fit and  soon  be  on  their  way  to  the  field.  The  effort  of 
their  home  church  in  Waynesboro  to  partially  support 
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the  Millers,  over  and  above  the  regular  foreign  mission 
giving  of  that  church,  has  been  gready  appreciated.  It 
is  hoped  that  through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  home 
church  and  churches  where  the  Millers  will  be  speaking, 
sufficient  funds  in  addition  to  the  outfit  appeal  will 
come  in  to  pay  the  Millers'  way  to  the  field  and  to  care 
for  their  needs  for  at  least  the  first  year  on  the  field. 

Please  pray  about  this  outfit  appeal  and  give  as  the 
Lord  moves  in  your  heart.  These  well-trained  mission- 
aries are  ready  to  go  and  are  looking  to  us  to  supply  the 
needs  for  their  outfit.  May  they  not  be  disappointed  and 
may  the  Lord  be  praised  in  this  effort. 


African    Air    Crash 
Brings    Sobering    Thoughts 

On  Wednesday,  May  10,  the  newspaper  headlines 
carried  the  news  of  the  crash  of  an  Air  France  plane  in 
the  Sahara  Desert,  killing  all  seventy-eight  persons 
aboard.  Among  these  passengers  were  the  wife  of  Alan 
Lukens  and  their  three  small  children,  and  Mr.  Lukens' 
mother,  Mrs.  Edward  C.  Lukens,  of  Philadelphia.  Mr. 
Lukens,  the  attache  at  the  United  States  embassy  in 
Bangui,  Central  African  Republic,  remained  in  Bangui 
while  the  other  members  of  his  family  were  traveling  to 
Europe. 

It  has  been  only  about  three  months  since  the  U.  S. 
embassy  was  established  in  Bangui.  Mr.  Lukens  was  for- 
merly located  in  Brazzaville,  the  old  capital  of  French 
Equatorial  Africa,  as  the  attache  at  the  embassy  there. 
During  his  short  residence  in  Bangui,  he  has  become 
quite  popular  with  the  Central  African  officials.  He 
accompanied  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Orville  Jobson  in  an  official 
call  on  the  president  of  the  republic  before  the  Jobsons 
left  the  field.  Truly  we  do  extend  deepest  sympathy  to 
Mr.  Lukens  in  this  shocking  tragedy  which  has  come 
into  his  life.

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Do  You  Pray  for  M.K.'s? 


"M.K.'s"  almost  looks  like  an  ab- 
breviation for  MonKeys.  And  I  ad- 
mit there  might  be  a  slight  resem- 
blance between  missionary  kids  and 
monkeys.  Why  not?  They  are  kids 
just  like  yours  or  anybody  else's— 
with  normal  tendencies  to  mischief 
or  monkey-business.  There  was  a 
father  who  once  said  fondly  and 
somewhat  ruefully  to  his  small  car- 
laon-copy:  "Son,  why  are  you  such 
a  monkey?  You  know  you  are,  every- 
body says  you  are  a  monkey."  "No, 
they  don't,  Dad,  they  say  I'm  a 
stinker!" 

There  was  also  once  a  mother  of 
another  litde  "stinker"  who  was  given 
grace  to  hold  her  tongue  and  forgive 
when  a  friend  remarked:  "I  marvel 
at  how  you  can  be  so  patient  with 
that  child.  If  she  were  mine-the 
Lord  surely  must  give  you  grace."  Yes; 
the  Lord  always  gives  grace,  even  to 
be  patient  with  well-meaning  but 
blundering  adults.  Now  diis  particu- 
lar little  stinker,  grown  tall,  is  an- 
other who  is  wanting  the  Lord  to  have 
first  place.  He  has  abundandy  an- 
swered praver  in  her  life  and  the  lives 
of  others.  'These  prayers  diat  God  is 
answering,  have  yon  had  a  part  in 
them? 

Missionary   children    are   not   dif- 
ferent from  other  children.  Most  of 
them  have  grown  up  under  different 
conditions  and  in  different  circum- 
stances  from   the   life   their   compa- 
triots live.  But  never  think  diey  do  not 
have  a  "normal  life."  That  has  often 
been  said— even  by  missionaries.  But 
who  are  missionaries  and  what  is  the 
normal  life  they  and  their  progeny 
should    lead?    Are    not    missioiiaries 
those  sent  on  a  mission  by  Christ  to 
proclaim  His  Good  News?  Are  not 
you.   Christian   reader,   also   in   that 
class?  (Being  a  missionary  does  not 
necessarily    mean    "foreign    mission- 
ary.")  The  normal  life  for  Christ's 
sent-ones  is  just  that  hest  kind  of  life 
that  comes  from  happy  acceptance  of 
all  that  Christ  brings  your  way.  If 
you  know  God  chose  you  and  called 
you  into  whatever  job  you  are  doing, 
you  are  living  a  normal  Christian  life, 
fulfilling  your  mission  in  life.  What 
is  the  normal  Christian  life  if  not 
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that  which  is  the  norm  or  standard 
God  has  set  for  His  own?  Even  if 
you  go  to  the  office— or  field  or 
shop— at  a  set  time  each  day,  and  if 
vour  youngsters  go  all  twelve  years 
to  the  same  school,  never  being  gone 
from  home  longer  than  a  week  or 
two  for  summer  camp,  if  God  has  not 
placed  you  in  that  shop  job,  you  are 
the  one  who  is  not  giving  to  your 
children  die  normal  life  they  have 
the  right  to  expect  of  you,  a  Chris- 
tian parent. 

You  whose  children  have  just  gone 
away  to  school  for  the  day,  perhaps 
you  are  among  those  who  have  said: 
"I  could  never  send  my  children 
away  for  months  at  a  time,  or  leave 
them  across  the  ocean  for  whole  years 
at  a  stretch."  Do  you  mean  by  that 
that  missionaries  are  less  than  human?

Or  are  you  putting  halos  on  diem  for 
making  a  sacrifice  of  which  you  feel 
incapable?  Oh,  don't!  Your  halo  just 
makes  an  added  burden  and  tempta- 
tion for  your  missionary  who  has  to 
try  to  keep  it  on  straight  and  polished 
as  well!  And,  yes,  you  could  do  it, 
too,  if  God  asked  you  to.  He  always 
aives  grace  to  do  the  job  He  asks 
you  to  do.  So  don't  praise  your  mis- 
sionaries and  don't  pity  them  eidier. 
They  have  God's  best  for  them  and 
for  their  sons  and  daughters  as  well. 
If  it  had  not  been  best.   He'd  not 
have  called  them  to  that  work.   So 
be  glad  they  have  not  refused  the  best 
for  something  less  good. 

Odier  well-meaning  Christians 
counsel  missionaries  on  furlough  to 
stay  home  during  the  years  of  educat- 
ing their  children.  They  say  the  sac- 
rifice of  leaving  them  is  not  called  for, 
and  that  diere  are  others  who  can  go. 
There  is  truth  in  bodi  of  these  state- 
ments: it  does  not  necessarily  follow 
that  to  be  a  foreign  missionary  you 


must  be  deprived  of  your  children 
for  some  very  important  years  in  their 
lives.  But  God  deals  with  all  dif- 
ferently, and  He  asks  some  to  make 
the  sacrifice.  Oh,  the  tenderness  and 
love  in  His  voice  when  He  asks: 
"Lovest  thou  Me  more  than  these 
children?"  As  to  die  second  remark, 
that  there  are  others  who  can  go,  we 
acree.  But  where  are  they?  Where 
are  these  couples  who  can  go  and 
should  go?  Perhaps  they  have  heard 
Christ's  call,  but  it  is  so  evident  that 
very  few  respond. 

Another    common    attitude,     one 
sometimes  found  on  the  mission  field, 
is  that  of  a  weary  acceptance  of  a  sit- 
uation for  which  no  solution  can  be 
found.  It  is  the  order  of  the  day,  some- 
thing to  go  through  with  if  you  have 
decided  to  be  a  missionary.  If  and 
when  you  face  this  problem,  never 
leave  your  dear  children  in  that  de- 
feated, weary  way!  Don't  feel  sorry 
for  yourself  and  make  them  feel  sorry 
too.   If  it  isn't  God's  will  for  you, 
don't    risk   it-no    matter    if    people 
do  put  halos  on  you.  If  He  does  lead 
you  to  leave  your  children,  be  con- 
tent that  your  Father  knows  what  He 
is  doing.  Trust  Him  and  go  without 
fear.  Don't  risk  leaving  the  work  and 
staying  to  rear  your  children.   You 
cannot  keep  them  safe  anyway.  "Ex- 
cept the  Lord  build  the  house,  they 
labour  in  vain  that  build  it:  except 
the  Lord  keep  the  city,  the  watchman 
waketh  but  in  vain."  And  except  the 
Lord  guide  and  guard  your  child,  you 
fret  and  hope  and  scheme  and  plan 
and  train  in  vain. 

The  question  of  whether  to  put  the 
child  or  the  job  first  is  misleading.  If 
the  Lord  has  given  both,  and  the^ 
seem  to  conflict,  commit  them  both 
to  Him  anew.  If  both  cannot  be  done 
together,  He  will  give  the  grace  foi 
leaving  one  or  the  other  as  He  directs 
Not  the  God-given  work,  not  the  God 
oiven  child,  but  God  himself  mus 
have  priority.  If  you  are  one  of  thos( 
to  whom  He  has  permitted  the  joy  o 
caring  for  bodi  simultaneously,  than! 
Him  and  pray  a  litde  more  for  diosi 
children  and  parents  who  must  b 
separated  earlier  than  you  and  youi 
have  to  be. 

It  is  a  fallacy  to  suppose  that  mi: 
sionary  children  should  become  mil 
sionaries.  The  Lord  does  call  man 
to  return,  and  it  must  make  a  mi 
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Life  is  a  miracle  but  this  baby  owes  his 
life  to  the  existence  of  the  medical  work 
of  The  Brethren  Church  in  Africa —

My  mother  was  a  tiny  fifteen-year- 
old  girl,  and  it  was  obvious  that  my 
entrance  into  this  world  was  going 
to  be  a  hard  one.  Realizing  this,  my 
mother  made  the  journey  of  fifty 
miles  to  the  Medical  Center  at  Bo- 
guila  where  I  was  prematurely  bom. 
I  was  weak  as  death;  no  one  thought 
I  would  live.  Breathing  was  finally 
induced  but  still  I  was  too  weak 
to  think  about  eating.  I  was  taken  into 
the  loving  care  of  our  missionary 
nurses  at  Boguila  who  for  weeks 
fought  for  my  life.  For  many  days 
the  only  food  which  I  received  was 
through  a  tube  put  down  my  throat. 
As  each  day  passed,  hope  grew  a 
litde  brighter.  It  was  a  happy  day 
for  my  mother  when  I  could  nurse  on 
my  own. 

I  am  now  one  year  old.  My  name 
is  Clement,  the  same  as  my  daddy's 
name.  He  is  quite  proud  of  his  litde 
miracle  boy.  My  daddy  works  around 
the  mission  station  at  Bekoro.  My 
mama  and  daddy  are  both  Christians. 
They  both  love  Jesus  and  will  teach 
me  to  love  Him  too.  I  am  too  young 


to  understand  about  all  these  things 
yet.  But  someday  I  will  grow  up  and 
know  that  if  kind  people  in  Amer- 
ica had  not  sent  missionaries  to  this 
country,  I  would  not  only  have 
missed  the  opportunity  of  hearing 
about  Jesus  and  having  eternal  life, 
but  I  also  would  have  missed  the 
miracle  of  life  itself. 


sionary  parent  as  happy  as  a  suc- 
cessful doctor  or  lawyer  who  takes 
his  child  into  practice  with  him.  How- 
ever, it  is  perhaps  less  to  be  expected 
than  otherwise  (except  for  the  Lord) 
that  a  child  should  choose  to  be  a 
foreign  missionary  because  his  par- 
ents have  been.  Lois  Johnson  Mc- 
Niell,  a  second-generation  missionary 
in  the  Cameroons,  wrote:  "  'How  very 
natural!'  you  say.  But  1,  a  missionary 
daughter,  wonder,  is  it?  After  all, 
why  is  it  natural  that  separation  from 
loved  ones  in  childhood  should  beset 

o 

a  desire  for  separation  from  loved  ones 
in  maturity?  Why  should  the  heart- 
break of  saying  goodby  to  a  father 
naturally  lead  one  to  embark  on  a 
course  that  will  mean  further  heart- 
break in  saying  goodby  to  a  precious 
and  only  daughter?  I  remember  that 
at  the  end  of  Father's  forty  years  of 


service  for  Africa  he  one  day  remark- 
ed that  he  had  sent  three  sons  and 
three  daughters  through  school  and 
had  never  been  present  to  see  any 
one  of  them  graduate.  The  wistful 
regret  in  his  voice  did  not  inspire  any 
of  us  to  say:  We  too  should  like  to 
be  able  to  say  that.' " 

Another  missionary,  who  was 
10,000  miles  away  from  his  daugh- 
ter's graduation,  received  this  won- 
derful letter:  "I  was  lonesome  for  you, 
but  I  wasn't  so  sad  for  myself  as  I 
was  for  another  whose  parents  could 
have  come  and  didn't  bother.  I  know 
you  love  me  and  would  have  come  if 
at  all  possible,  but  you  couldn't  be- 
cause you  are  obeying  the  call  of  One 
we  both  love  most  of  all."  Need  one 
add  that  the  letter  released  the  tears 
that  had  been  in  the  anguished  hearts 
of  those  parents  all  that  week?  It  also 


caused  great  floods  of  thanksgiving 
to  the  Lord  who  was  so  faithfully 
keeping  that  daughter  who  had  been 
committed  to  Him. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  better  place 
than  right  here  to  give  honor  to 
whom  honor  is  due:  those  wonderful 
Christian  couples  and  families  who 
have  opened  up  their  hearts  and  their 
homes  to  these  M.K.'s,  making  the 
problems  of  these  children  their  very 
own,  loving  and  caring  for  them  as 
they  would  for  their  own.  Their  job 
is  far  from  easy  and  often  fraught 
with  misunderstanding.  God  does  His 
work  through  human  means,  and 
these  M.K.'s  who  walk  in  the  way 
of  their  Master— whether  they  serve 
Him  at  home  or  abroad— do  so  be- 
cause of  the  prayers  and  example  of 
their  foster  parents,  as  well  as  their 
parents  who  gave  them  birth.  May 
God  bless  these  faithful  and  ofttimes 
perplexed  and  troubled  foster  par- 
ents! 

Most  M.K.'s  become  accustomed 
to  living  in  a  foster  home  while  still 
on  the  field.  On  our  Africa  field  the 
children  spend  four  out  of  every  six 
months  away  from  home,  at  boarding 
school.  Yes;  they  get  accustomed  to 
it;  but  instead  of  growing  easier,  for 
some  reason  it  seems  to  grow  harder 
for  them.  One  of  diese  M.K.'s,  after 
repeated  separations,  sighed  to  her 
mother  that  she  saw  nothing  ahead 
of  her  but  a  life  of  misery.  Christ's 
strength  is  made  perfect  as  we  recog- 
nize and  yield  our  weakness  to  Him; 
just  so.  He  gives  beauty  for  ashes, 
joy  for  sorrow  and  peace  in  the  place 
of  expected  misery.  Are  you  praying 
this  will  be  true  in  these  young  lives? 

Missionary  parents  often  regret 
that  their  children  must  miss  out  on 
"special  opportunities"  that  are  open 
to  youngsters  who  live  "normal  lives" 
in  theix  own  native  land.  Let  me  say 
I  know  of  many  grown-up  M.K.'s 
who,  instead  of  moaning  that  they 
didn't  have  enough  special  oppor- 
tunities, regret  not  living  up  to  all 
they  had. 

If  you  are  a  Missionary  Kid,  and 
you  happen  to  read  this,  hold  up 
your  chin,  lift  up  your  heart,  and 
thank  the  Lord  for  that  greatest  of 
all  special  opportunities,  which  is 
yours.  Just  think!  Probably  only 
President  Kennedy  has  as  many  peo- 
ple praying  for  him!

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Bangui,  Africa 
We  have  an  American  Embassy 
in  Bangui!  That  is  quite  a  change. 
I  am  not  sure  yet  how  that  will  in- 
volve us  aside  from  the  obvious  fact 
that  getting  our  passports,  and  so 
forth,  should  be  much  easier.  There 
will  probably  be  odier  benefits. 

The  latest  development  from  here 
is  that  the  government  has  finally 
started  to  do  something  about  setting 
up  a  standard  Sango  for  the  Republic. 
As  you  know,  we  have  our  spelling 
based  on  a  French  orthography,  the 
Catholics  have  another  system,  and 
the  government  seems  to  use  a  third. 
This  last  Saturday  they  called  in 
both  missionary  and  African  repre- 
sentatives from  all  missions  and 
churches,  both  Protestant  and  Cath- 
olic. We  had  a  meeting  which  lasted 
most  of  the  morning.  From  this  the 
government  representative  set  up  a 
committee  to  \'S'ork  on  standardizing 
the  Sango  language.  One  CathoHc 
priest  and  two  of  their  African  French 
schoolteachers,  Mr.  Wamlcen  of  the 
Baptists  and  one  of  their  catechismal 
schoolteachers,  one  of  our  French 
schoolteachers,  and  myself  make  up 
the  committee.  The  committee  will 
be  presided  over  by  a  government 
representative.  We  hope  the  first 
meeting  will  be  held  soon  so  that  we 
can  incorporate  the  new  spelling  in 
our  Sango  Bible  and  not  delay  it 
too  much.  .  .  .  Our  mission  is  on 
record  as  favoring  the  use  of  a  stand- 
ardized Sango  and  I  vnW  certainly 
push  for  it.  This  is  something  that 
needs  our  prayers.  It  affects  our  trans- 
lation of  the  Bible  and  our  whole 
literature  program.  One  encouraging 
thing  that  came  out  of  this  meeting: 
it  was  agreed  by  all  that  we  should 
use  a  French  orthography.  Therefore, 
there  should  not  be  any  drastic 
changes  in  the  spelling  which  we 
are  now  using.

Bozoum,  Africa 

The  building  seems  to  be  progres- 

ing  nicely  at  Bassai.  Al  (Balzer)  re- 
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ports  that  now  the  windows  are  going 
in.  There  is  really  quite  a  construction 
company'  working  up  there.  There 
is  not  only  the  dispensary  and  ward 
building  going  up  but  also  the  French 
schoolhouse,  a  residence  for  the 
African  medical  worker,  and  now  the 
local  church  has  quickly  got  money 
together  and  they  are  haxang  Al  help 
them  with  their  church.  The  local 
labor  is  working  on  a  half-pay  basis. 
They  work  one  day  for  the  dispen- 
sary building  and  get  paid,  and  the 
next  day  they  work  for  the  church  or 
school  building  and  work  for  noth- 
ing. We  were  wondering  if  such  an 
arrangement  might  be  awkward  and 
unsatisfactory,  but  I  guess  there  has 
been  the  utmost  cooperation  from  the 
local  church.  In  addition  to  all  these 
buildings,  I  think  Al  wiW  be  "help- 
ing" in  the  construction  of  the  Afri- 
can pastor's  house  and  probably  one 
for  the  schoolteacher  and  another 
one  for  another  African  pastor  who 
is  at  Tally  now  but  is  building  his 
"family"  residence  near  the  new 
church  and  dispensary. 

Bozoum  was  visited  the  other  day 
by  the  president  of  the  Assembly  at 
Bangui.  He  had  interviews  with  dif- 
ferent groups  and  he  seemed  ex- 
tremely interested  in  the  work  of  the 
American  Protestant  Missions.  He 
was  to  have  made  a  visit  to  the  Bible 
Institute  on  Friday,  but  he  was  de- 
layed somewhere  along  the  way  and 
didn't  get  here.  One  of  the  local  men 
came  out  to  inform  us  that  he  would 
not  be  able  to  come  that  afternoon. 
This  fellow  had  been  to  Bassai  to 
meet  the  president  there  and  to  ac- 
company him  to  Bozoum.  In  their 
long  delay  there,  they  spent  several 
hours  with  the  Balzers.  The  fellow 
was  tremendously  impressed  by  the 
goings-on  at  Bassai.  The  beauty  of 
the  place,  the  activity  at  the  dispen- 
sary, the  big  building  program  that 
was  going  on— all  was  something  like 
he  had  never  seen  before  and  he 
talked  and  talked  about  it.  We  had 
everything  prepared  for  the  arrival 
of  the  president  of  the  Assembly 
when  this  fellow  came,  so  we  in- 
vited him  in  for  a  drink  of  lemon- 
ade and  a  cooky.  We  showed  him  the 
cake  we  had  made  for  the  president, 
decorated  with  VIVE  LA  REPUBLI- 
QUE  CENTRAFRICAINE.  He  ex-

The 
Lord  has  certainly  blessed  in  giving 
us  pleasant  relationships  with  the 
government  officials  during  this 
change  of  government.

They  are  such  bright, 
cheerful  spots  on  the  dreary  ground

A  Rich  Island  for  the  Lord's  Possession 


To  me  it  seems  significant  that 
Puerto  Rico  means  "rich  port."  There 
is  the  abundant  rainfall  which  causes 
a  richness  of  plant  growth;  also,  in 
the  early  days,  the  riches  of  Puerto 
Rico  were  the  treasures  of  gold  stored 
or  plundered  by  pirates.  However,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  twentiedi  cen- 
tury, its  riches  seemed  to  be  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  needs  of  its  over- 
sized population.  If  all  of  the  people 
in  the  world  were  put  into  the  United 
States,  it  would  be  about  as  crowded 
'as  Puerto  Rico  is  today. 

Present  government  leaders  recog- 
nizing the  potential  of  Puerto  Rico 
have  made  great  strides  in  causing 
this  island  to  realize  its  rich  heri- 
tage. I  am  continually  amazed  at  how 
far-reaching  the  government  is  in 
helping  not  only  the  island  populace 
but  in  assisting  leaders  of  many  other 
underdeveloped  countries  in  making 
some  of  these  same  gains. 

My  interest  in  Puerto  Rico  grew 
out  of  giving  a  report  in  the  youth 
fellowship  at  the  church  which  my 
family  and  I  attended.  As  a  high- 
school  student  with  the  usual  adoles- 
cent problems,  I  somehow  identified 
myself  with  this  tiny  island  which 
seemed  to  be  struggling  with  similar 
kinds  of  problems. 

A  keen  interest  in  this  country 
persisted  through  my  college  years 
when  I  began  to  read  about  "Opera- 
tion Bootstrap"  and  some  of  die  ways 
Puerto  Rico  was  actually  beginning  to 
solve  its  problems,  overcoming  what 
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had  seemed  to  me  to  be  insurmount- 
able obstacles  to  its  progress. 

I  longed  to  meet  someone  who  had 
been  there.  I  finally  met  a  Christian 
girl  in  college  who  had  spent  the 
first  nine  years  of  her  life  in  Puerto 
Rico.  She  was  hoping  to  return  to 
this  beautiful  island.  Gradually  I 
made  other  contacts  with  Americans 
living  in  Puerto  Rico  or  Puerto  Ricans 
living  in  the  States.

Rico,  but  when  I  made  definite 
plans  to  go  there  to  teach  (after  one 
and  one-half  years  of  teaching  in 
California),  suddenly  my  plans  col- 
lapsed. Instead,  the  Lord  led  me 
to  a  position  in  a  private  school  for 
children  with  social,  emotional,  and 
learning  problems.  Besides  teaching 
a  small  class  of  grades  one  through 
eight  and  high-school  English  and 
Spanish,  I  was  housemother  for  eight 
high-school  girls.  Here  the  Lord  gave 
me  further  preparation  not  only  in 
teaching  but  in  understanding  peo- 
ple, their  attitudes,  values,  and  goals. 
During  these  years  after  college, 
the  Lord  led  me  to  The  Brethren 
Church  and  caused  me  to  be  a  part 


of  the  "church  families"  in  West  Co- 
vina  and  La  Verne,  California.  The 
wealth  of  Bible  teaching  in  these 
churches  brought  forth  fruits  use- 
ful in  His  service. 

I  began  saving  money  for  a  va- 
cation in  Puerto  Rico.  Imagine  my 
surprise  to  discover  in  July  1959  that 
I  not  only  had  enough  money  for  my 
fare,  but  also  enough  for  my  young- 
est sister's  fare.  She  was  going  into 
her  senior  high-school  year,  and  as  a 
Christian  was  not  only  a  good  com- 
panion, but  also  helpful  in  getting  to 
know  young  people  along  the  way. 
I  had  written  ahead  to  various 
schools  and  missions  suggested  by 
Christian  schoolteachers  as  worth- 
while places  to  visit.  I  was  amazed 
at  their  cordial  response  in  inviting  us 
to  visit  them. 

Although  we  visited  many  Chris- 
tians, we  never  had  such  a  rich  time 
of  fellowship  as  with  the  Brenne- 
mans  in  San  Juan.

San  Juan!   Every  member  seems  to 

have  his  special  project  the  Lord  has 
led  him  to  do.  There  is  a  vital  shar- 
ing of  blessings  in  Christian  service. 
Now  I  live  in  the  university  dor- 
mitory and  teach  sixteen  fourth-, 
fifth-,  and  sixth-graders  as  a  member 
of  the  university  faculty.  I  love  the 
wholehearted  sincerity  of  the  Puerto 
Rican  people,  but  in  regard  to  spirit- 
ual matters  they  seem  generally  to 
have  a  kind  of  despondent  indif- 
ference. They  look  to  religion  as  it  is 
organized  on  an  external  plane.  Few 
seem  to  know  what  it  means  to  know 
Christ  personally  and  to  walk  with 
Him  as  Lord  of  their  lives.  Much 
prayer  is  needed  to  wrench  these 
souls    from    Satan's    counterfeits    of 


pleasure  instead  of  joy  in  the  Lord, 
legalism  instead  of  obedience  to  the 
Word  of  God,  and  emotionalism  in- 
stead of  the  stability  of  faith. 

As  a  child  of  God,  I  believe  that 
the  promises  given  to  Moses  apply 
to  me  in  this  situation:  "Behold,  the 
Lord  thy  God  has  set  the  land  be- 
fore thee:  go  up  and  possess  it,  as  the 
Lord  God  of  thy  fathers  hath  said 
unto  thee;  fear  not,  neither  be  dis- 
couraged" (Deut.  1:21).  A  dear  Chris- 
tian once  said  to  me:  "Believing  is 
seeing  for  the  Christian."  Though  I 
cannot  see  the  Lord  work  in  hearts, 
I  can  helieve  that  He  is  doing  this  for 
He  "is  rich  in  mercy,"  and  He  prom- 
ises to  show  us  the  "exceeding  riches 
of  His  grace"  (Eph.

Are  Our  Churches  Properly  Centered?

There  are  two  cardinal  truths  upon 
which  virtually  all  evangelicals  are 
in  hearty  agreement.  We  in  The 
Brethren  Church,  with  our  motto: 
'The  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and 
nothing  but  the  Bible,"  especially 
emphasize  these  truths  for  Chris- 
tians: first,  that  our  lives  are  to  be 
Christ-centered;  and  secondly,  that 
our  churches  are  to  be  Bible-centered. 
We  often  lay  claim  to  these  attributes, 
but  is  it  really  so? 

I  am  concerned  at  the  moment 
with  the  second  of  these  standards.  I 
believe  that  our  churches  ought  to 
be  Bible-centered.  But  are  they? 
Sometimes  I  fear  they  are  pastor- 
centered.  Often  I  diink  they  are  ac- 
tivity-centered. Occasionally  I  find 
one  that  is  building-centered.  "What 
do  you  mean?"  you  say. 

There  are  churches  that  are  utterly 
helpless  without  a  pastor.  The  pas- 
tor is  the  only  one  who  preaches,  the 
only  one  who  visits,  the  only  one 
who  leads  souls  to  Christ,  and  his 
presence  is  an  absolute  requirement 
at  any  function  of  the  church.  No 
decisions  can  be  made  without  him, 
no  leadership  can  be  exercised  ex- 
cept his.  This  is  a  pastor-centered 
church.  And  as  good  and  great  a  man 
as  that  pastor  might  be,  such  a  church 
is  tremendously  handicapped.  It  will 
never  accomplish  much  for  God. 

Then  there  are  churches  that  are 
so  busy  that  every  night  of  the  week 
is  filled  vidth  one  or  more  activities 
that  are  supposed  to  involve  some- 
body, or  everybody.  All  these  activ- 
ities may  be  good,  and  important,  but 
sometimes  they  keep  us  so  busy  going 
and  doing  that  we  have  no  time  for 
"that  better  part,"  of  feeding  our 
own  souls  on  the  Word  of  God,  and 
enriching  our  lives  by  the  fellowship 
of  Christ.  These  multitudinous  activ- 
ities (which  sometimes  divide  the 
family)  may  have  as  their  purpose 
teaching  something  of  the  Bible,  too. 
But  sometimes  they  defeat  their  pur- 
pose better  than  they  accomplish 
worthy  goals.  Sometimes  we  feel  that 
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we  are  "meetinged  to  death."  And 
maybe  we  are,  and  do  not  know  it! 
Then  there  are  building-centered 
churches.  They  are  so  wedded  to  a 
pile  of  brick  and  stone  whose  greatest 
(and  sometimes  only)  virtue  is  that 
it  is  debt  free  that  diey  cannot  part 
with  it.  Sentimental  attachment  over- 
rules better  judgment  so  that  when 
a  move  to  a  new  location  is  dictated 
by  population  shifts  or  inadequacy 
of  facilities,  they  would  rather  stay 
and  stagnate  than  go  and  grow. 

Related  to  this  class  are  the  fel- 
lowship-centered churches.  Every- 
one knows  everyone  else,  and  has  for 
years,  and  are  so  content  with  the 
happy  group  of  associates  there.  A 
visitor  is  sometimes  met  with  a  "how 
did  you  get  in?"  look.  There  is  no  real 
desire  for  growth  because  "we  don't 
want  to  be  a  big  church;  big  churches 
are  so  unfriendly."  And  the  alter- 
native of  dividing  to  start  other 
churches  is  looked  on  askance:  "Why, 
it  would  take  some  of  our  best  peo- 
ple!" 

Now  don't  take  me  wrong.  I  be- 
lieve in  good  fellowship.  And  I  love 
a  beautiful  church  building  in  which 
some  traditions  have  grown,  and  to 
which  precious  memories  attach  them- 
selves. And  I  certainly  believe  in  a 
well-rounded  activity  program  that  is 
geared  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  entire 
family.  And  I  believe  the  pastor,  as 
shepherd  of  the  flock,  must  have  a 
vital  interest  in,  and  concern  for, 
the  whole  ministry  of  the  church.  But 
when  any  of  these  become  ends  in 
themselves,  instead  of  means  to  the 
end  of  making  our  church  truly  Bible- 
centered,  they  are  wrong.  The  good 
has  become  the  enemy  of  the  best. 

A  Bible-centered  church  will  be  an 
evangelistic  church  because  that  is  a 
major  emphasis  in  the  Word  of  God. 
It  will  also  be  a  teaching  church,  a 
missionary  church,  a  generous 
church,  a  friendly  church,  and  a 
singing  church;  for  all  these  virtues, 
and  many  more,  are  taught  and  en- 
couraged in  God's  Book.  But  how 


much  real  Bible  do  we  get  into  the 
hearts  and  hves  of  the  people  of  the 
average  evangelical  church?  We 
preach  Biblical  sermons  that  are  not 
always  understood.  We  teach  Bible 
lessons  (and  too  often  we  only  teach 
lessons,  not  pupils!  There  is  a  dif- 
ference. You  can  teach  a  lesson  with- 
out fazing  the  lives  of  the  pupils 
present.)  We  even  have  Bible  study 
at  prayer  meeting,  or  at  other  times 
in  the  church  schedule.  But  only  a 
few  of  our  people  have  had  their 
interests  and  their  lives  captured  by 
the  truths  of  God's  Word. 

I  heard  recently  of  a  large  church 
in  which  almost  everyone  was  divided 
into  groups  of  ten  couples,  and  each 
group  met  once  each  week  for  Bible 
study  and  prayer  under  the  leader- 
ship of  a  mature  Christian.  The  pat- 
tern of  Bible  study  varied  according 
to  the  abilities  and  interests  of  the 
group.  It  was  informal.  There  were 
no  lectures.  There  was  reading  of 
the  Word,  discussion,  questions, 
prayer  for  vidsdom,  comparing  Scrip- 
ture with  Scripture,  and  application 
to  life.  These  meetings  often  lasted 
for  hours.  And  there  were  sixty-five 
such  groups  meeting  every  week  in 
this  church! 

When  I  hear  something  like  this, 
I'm  tempted  to  scrap  our  entire  week- 
night  activity  program,  except  visita- 
tion, and  launch  a  parallel  program. 
I  can  see  potential  outreach  that  is 
terrific  through  such  groups.  When 
one  group  grows,  it  splits,  and  each 
half  recruits  new  members  to  raise 
its  constituency  to  ten  couples.  Groups 
are  formed  on  social  levels,  geograph- 
ic levels,  age  levels,  interest  levels. 
There  is  almost  no  organization. 
Some  groups  fail.  Others  dirive,  and 
absorb  couples  from  the  groups  which 
failed.  Some  change  gradually.  But 
the  one  goal  of  Bible  study  on  the  in- 
formal, practical  level  is  always  main- 
tained. The  leading  of  the  Spirit  is 
sought.  And  results  are  achieved.

SORROWS 


"A  man  of  sorrow,  and  acquainted 
with  grief  .  .  .  surely  he  hath  borne 
our  griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows" 
(Isa.  53:3-4).  We  read  again  from  the 
grand  old  prophet,  Isaiah,  the  proph- 
ecy of  Christ's  suffering  many  years 
before  Christ's  coming  into  the 
world. 

I  knew  a  man  one  time  who  had 
a  family  of  eight  children.  One  night 
his  dear  wife  was  taken  home  to  be 
with  her  Lord.  The  youngest  child 
was  about  five  years  old.  I  recall  the 
suffering  and  the  hardship  of  this 
man  as  he  struggled  to  keep  his  fam- 
ily together.  He  would  pack  enough 
lunch  to  last  three  days  and  walk 
ten  miles  to  work  on  a  railroad  con- 
struction crew.  On  Sunday  he  walked 
eight  miles  to  preach  to  his  people; 
then  walked  back  home  for  lunch.  At 
the  table  many  times  all  that  was  left 
of  the  bacon  and  eggs  by  the  time 
the  plate  got  to  him  was  the  grease. 
If  he  could  find  a  piece  of  bread,  he 
cleaned  the  plate  for  his  meal.  I  loved 
this  man  dearly,  for  he  was  my  fath- 
er and  I  was  the  youngest  of  those 
eight  children. 

As  I  look  back,  I  can  see  how  Dad 
suffered  many  times,  and  even  as  a 
child  it  grieved  me.  But  our  suffer- 
ing cannot  be  compared  with  the  suf- 
fering of  our  Lord. 

Born  in  a  stable  in  poverty  with 
the  animals— MO  hovie.  "The  foxes 
have  holes,  and  the  birds  of  the  air 
have  nests;  but  the  Son  of  man  hath 
not  where  to  lay  his  head."  When  he 
started  preaching:  "  He  came  unto 
his  own,  and  his  own  received  him 
not." 

John  the  Baptist  said:  "There  stand- 
eth  one  among  you,  whom  ye  know 
not."  When  Jesus  wept  at  the  tomb 
of  Lazarus,  just  before  He  spoke  the 
words  of  life  to  his  friend,  the  Jews 
said:  "Behold,  how  he  loved  him." 
They  were  speaking  of  one  whom 
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they  knew  not.  This  grieved  the  heart 
of  our  Lord  and  "Jesus  wept." 

Jesus  wept  over  Jerusalem.  "And 
when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld 
the  city,  and  wept  over  it,  "If  thou 
hadst  known,  even  thou,  at  least  in 
this  thy  day,  the  things  which  be- 
long unto  thy  peace!  but  now  they 
are  hid  from  thine  eyes"  (Luke  19: 
40-41). 

Now  in  this  day  it  behooves  us  to 
get  acquainted  with  Jesus  our  Lord. 
Jesus  said:  "Behold,  I  stand  at  the 
door,  and  knock:  if  any  man  hear 
my  voice,  and  open  the  door,  I  will 
come  in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with 
him,  and  he  with  me"  (Rev.  3:20)— 
any  man— anyone.  A  knock  at  the 
door  is  disturbing.  Let  us  not  as  a 
church  be  in  our  easy  chair  with 
radio  or  TV  turned  high  and  not  hear 
the  knock,  or  so  busy  even  in  the 
church  program  not  to  hear  the 
knock. 

One  day  in  my  calling  I  tried  to 
let  a  family  know  that  I  was  at  the 
door,  but  there  was  too  much  con- 


fusion in  the  home  for  them  to  hear 
my  knock— the  Devil  would  have  it 
that  way.  It  is  for  everyone  to  hear 
His  voice— not  Laodicea  en  masse— 
not  the  congregation— not  the  nation- 
al or  universal  church— but  each  one. 

Be  not  lukewarm  but  be  hot  for 
the  Lord— that  is  the  challenge.  God 
still  deals  with  people  one  at  a  time. 
"God  so  loved  the  world,"  but 
"whosoever  believeth"  singles  out  the 
individual  and  says  there  is  hope  for 
every  sinner  in  the  world. 

Watered-down  religion,  half  Chris- 
tian, half  pagan,  grieves  the  heart 
of  Him  who  suffered  so  much  for 
us.  When  we  become  full-fledged 
Laodiceans,  it  is  impossible  to  hear 
the  Saviour's  voice.  When  Christ 
comes  into  our  hearts,  the  Christian 
has  life  eternal,  for  Jesus  Christ  is 
eternal  life. 

Again  the  prophet  cries:  "All  we 
like  sheep  have  gone  astray"— bom 
in  sin  enshrouding  the  human  soul 
with  the  guilt  of  rejection  as  black 
as  the  clouds  of  the  darkest  night. 
This  was  reaffirmed  in  Pilate's  strug- 
gle when  he  cried  out  to  the  people: 
"What  shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus?" 
They  all  cried:  "Let  him  be  cruci- 
fied!" Then  answered  all  the  people 
and  said:  "His  blood  be  on  us,  and 
on  our  children." 

Every  seeker  must  suffer  a  godly 
sorrow  because  of  the  curse  that  was 
put  on  man  first  in  the  act  of  dis- 
obedience in  the  garden  of  Eden; 
then  at  the  trial  experience. 

If  you  are  truly  sorry  that  Jesus 
bore  the  sin  of  this  world  in  His  own 
body,  suffered,  bled,  died— not  for 
anyone  else  but  for  you— repewt,  and 
turn  from  a  path  of  sin;  helieve  on 
the  Lord  Jesus;  he  baptized  by  water 
—then  you  are  promised  the  greatest 
blessing  of  all  time  in  the  baptizing,

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The  Psalm  of  the  King 


PSALM    TWO 


By  John   Burke* 


The  Book  of  Psalms  have  often 
been  called  the  "Prayer  and  Praise 
Book  of  the  Old  Testament,"  and 
without  anv  doubt  they  contain  some 
of  the  best  loved  passages  of  all  the 
Bible.  One  of  the  reasons  no  doubt 
v\'hy  this  particular  book  happens  to 
be  so  popular  is  that  almost  every 
experience  which  a  Christian  might 
face  is  graphically  treated  in  this  book 
—his  doubts,  his  fears,  his  longings, 
his  hopes,  his  joys,  and  his  sorrows. 
Every  emotion  that  has  ever  swept 
over  the  keyboard  of  the  human  soul 
is  dealt  with  in  this  book. 

But  beyond  this,  the  Book  of 
Psalms  is  also  a  great  book  of  proph- 
ecy as  well.  There  are  at  least  sixteen 
Psalms  that  we  normally  refer  to  as 
Messianic  Psalms.  By  a  Messianic 
Psalm,  we  mean  a  psalm  which  re- 
cords some  aspect  of  the  coming 
Messiah's  life  or  ministry— His  life. 
His  death,  His  resurrection,  His  com- 
ing again.  His  priesthood,  or  His 
kingship. 

The  Psalm  before  us  is  the  first  of 
the  great  Messianic  Psalms,  and  the 
special  theme  of  this  one  is  the  king- 
ship of  Messiah.  It  is  here  that  David 
teaches  us  that  one  day  Messiah  will 
come  and  God  the  Father  will  make 
Him  Ruler  over  all  things.  He  will 
establish  Him  on  Mount  Zion,  and 
He  will  rule  and  reign  forever  over 
all  the  world  and  bring  in  everlast- 
ing blessing.  This  Psalm,  as  well, 
might  be  entided  "The  Career  of 
Messiah  the  King"  because  it  traces 
the  kingship  of  our  Lord  from  His 
rejecdon  at  His  first  coming  to  that 
day  when  He  will  sit  on  David's 
throne  and  rule  with  a  rod  of  iron. 

The  Psalm  by  way  of  oudine  seems 
to  break  down  very  naturally  into 
four  main  divisions  of  three  verses 
each.  In  each  of  these  secdons  there 
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is  a  different  speaker.  So  we  should 
listen  carefully  for  a  total  of  four 
voices  in  the  Psalm. 

We  hear  the  first  voice  in  the  first 
three  verses.  It  is  the  voice  of  the 
world:  "Whv  do  the  heathen  rage, 
and  the  people  imagine  a  vain  thing? 
The  kings  of  the  earth  set  themselves, 
and  the  rulers  take  counsel  together, 
against  the  Lord,  and  against  his 
anointed,  saving.  Let  us  break  their 
bands  asunder,  and  cast  away  their 
cords  from  us." 

It  would  seem  in  this  section  that 
the  psalmist  is  likening  the  nations  of 
earth  to  a  heaving  ocean  or  to  a  trou- 
bled sea  that  cannot  rest.  The  ocean 
at  times  may  be  as  calm  and  smooth 
as  a  piece  of  glass.  But  there  are  other 
times  when  it  boils  with  fury,  and  in 
a  rage  pounds  against  the  shore,  then 
rolls  back  again  into  its  own  resdess 
tides.  This  is  the  psalmist's  descrip- 
tion of  the  nations  of  earth  in  raging 
rebellion.  The  nations  boil  in  their 
furv  and  in  a  rage  rebel  against 
the  restraining  hand  of  Jehovah. 

What  does  all  of  this  mean?  The 
Scriptures  do  not  leave  us  in  any 
doubt  as  to  when  this  raging  rebellion 
will  take  place.  This  stanza  is  quoted 
in  the  fourth  chapter  of  the  Book  of 
Acts,  and  there  we  have  the  Holy 
Spirit's  own  interpretation  of  the 
meaning  of  this  passage.  There  we 
see  the  Early  Church  engaging  in  a 
season  of  earnest  prayer.  In  the  mid- 
dle of  their  prayer  these  believers 
quote  this  passage  from  the  second 
Psalm,  and  according  to  their  words, 
this  opening  stanza  refers  to  the  re- 
jection of  Christ  as  King  at  His  first 
coming.  And  indeed  this  was  the 
cry  of  the  world  in  Jesus'  day  when 
He  came  preaching  the  kingdom  of 
God.  The  nations  said,  "No  we  do 
not  want  to  be  subjected  to  God.  We 
do  not  \\'ant  God's  King.  We  do  not 
want  His  kingdom  or  Millennium. 
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We  do  not  want  to  be  subject  to  His 
righteous  rule.  We  have  no  king  but 
Caesar." 

Whereas  this  passage  may  have 
had  its  fulfillment  back  in  Jesus'  day 
when  He  was  rejected  and  crucified,, 
the  age  without  a  doubt  hasn't  im- 
proved too  much  since  then.  Through- 
out the  age  men  have  continued  to 
rage  against  the  Lord.  The  spirit  of 
lawlessness  still  abounds  and  men  are 
still  attempting  to  throw  off  God's 
restraining  hand.  They  are  still  say- 
ing, "Let  us  break  his  bands  asunder^ 
and  cast  off  his  cords  from  us." 

This  then  is  the  voice  of  the  world,, 
a  voice  of  raging  rebellion  against  the 
God  of  heaven. 

A  second  voice  is  heard  in  the 
fourth  stanza  of  this  Psalm.  It  is  the 
voice  of  God  the  Father.  "He  that  sit- 
teth  in  the  heavens  shall  laugh:  the 
Lord  shall  have  them  in  derision. 
Then  shall  he  speak  unto  them  in 
his  wrath  and  vex  them  in  his  sore 
displeasure.  Yet  have  I  set  my  king 
upon  my  holy  hill  of  Zion"  (vv.  4-6). 

From  this  earthly  scene  of  apostasy,, 
rebellion,  and  lawlessness,  the  psalm- 
ist now  turns  our  eyes  upward  to 
heaven  where  he  sees  a  throne  that 
is  completely  unaffected  by  man's 
raging  and  rebellion.  We  get  the  pic- 
ture of  God  seated  on  His  throne 
completely  unaffected  by  the  raging 
of  His  enemies  in  reading  these 
stanzas.  He  sits  there  calmly,  silendy, 
waiting  in  infinite  patience  while 
men  rage  against  Him.  But  suddenly 
a  crisis  is  reached.  The  silence  of 
heaven  is  broken  and  God  begins  to 
speak  in  wrath  and  judgment. 

And  this  is  exactly  the  picture  as 
the  Scriptures  present  it.  The  present 
age  is  an  age  of  silence.  Heaven  is 
silent  to  the  wickedness  of  sinful 
men.  God  has  nothing  to  say  about 
the  dishonors  which  men  heap  on 
His  blessed  Son.  Instead  He  waits  in 
infinite  patience  and  extends  His 
hands  in  love  to  men.  But  heaven 
will  not  be  silent  forever.  One  of 
these  days  God  will  break  the  silence, 
and  once  more  He  will  speak.  One 
day  God's  hour  will  come,  and  His 
mighty  voice  will  speak  in  wrath 
and  His  glorious  arm  will  be  raised 
in  judgment.  In  that  day  He  will 
laugh  His  enemies  to  scorn.  They 
thought  they  were  having  their  own 
way.  They  thought  they  had  rid  them- 
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selves  of  their  Messiah.  But  God 
hasn't  changed  His  mind.  Christ  will 
yet  rule  in  Mount  Zion. 

The  Scriptures  do  not  leave  us  in 
any  doubt  as  to  when  this  will  take 
place.  The  next  event  on  God's  calen- 
dar is  the  Rapture  of  the  church.  The 
church  which  is  indwelt  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  acts  as  a  restraining  force  on 
the  wickedness  of  men.  While  the 
church  is  still  here,  God  will  be 
silent  and  gives  only  a  message  of 
grace  to  the  sinner  who  dares  to  trust 
Him.  But  one  of  these  days,  the 
church  will  be  caught  away  "in  a 
moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye." 
The  world  of  men  that  are  left  be- 
hind will  rush  into  lawlessness, 
wickedness,  and  rebellion  such  as  this 
world  has  never  seen.  And  then  God 
will  begin  to  speak  in  His  wrath. 
Then  the  wrath  of  a  holy  God  will 
be  poured  out  without  measure.  God 
will  have  the  last  word.  Wicked  men 
in  a  rage  attempted  to  do  away 
with  our  Lord,  but  God  hasn't 
changed  His  mind  one  iota.  Christ 
will  yet  rule  in  Mount  Zion.  This 
then  is  the  second  voice,  the  voice  of 
the  Father. 

Still  a  third  voice  is  heard  in  the 
seventh  stanza  of  the  Psalm.  It  is  the 
voice  of  God  the  Son.  In  this  stanza, 
it  is  as  though  the  Son  were  meditat- 
ing on  what  the  Father  had  just  said, 
and  here  we  hear  Him  speaking  aloud 
to  himself.  In  the  opening  statement, 
He  identifies  himself:  "I  will  declare 
the  decree:  the  Lord  hath  said  unto 
me.  Thou  art  my  Son;  this  day  have 
I  begotten  thee." 

It  is  as  though  God  were  saying  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  "Whatever 
men  may  do  does  not  change  your 
relationship  to  me.  You  are  my  Son, 
my  begotten  Son.  And  I  am  going 
to  carr)'  out  the  plans  I  had  in  mind 
in  sending  you  into  the  world;  name- 
ly, to  set  you  on  David's  throne.  And 
I  will  yet  allow  you  to  rule  and  reign 
fore^'er." 

The  Son  continues  to  meditate  on 
the  Father's  words:  "Ask  of  me,  and 
I  will  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thine 
inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth  for  thy  possession.  Thou 
shalt  break  them  with  a  rod  of  iron, 
thou  shalt  dash  them  in  pieces  like  a 
potter's  vessel"   (vv.  8-9). 

Although  many  times  we  use  these 
statements  as  themes  for  missionary 


conventions,  they  refer  primarily  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His  mil- 
lennial reign.  One  day  the  nations 
will  become  the  inheritance  of  the 
Son  of  God,  and  He  will  rule  and 
reign  in  righteousness.  As  David  puts 
it:  "He  will  rule  with  a  rod  of  iron"; 
that  is,  any  outbreak  of  violence  and 
sin  will  be  met  immediately  with 
judgment  just  as  a  potter  would  dash 
in  pieces  an  imperfect  piece  of  crock- 
erv. 

There  is  just  one  more  voice  that 
we  want  to  hear  briefly  before  we 
close  the  Psalm.  It  is  the  voice  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  that  we  hear  in  the  last 
three  stanzas.  "Be  wase  now  there- 
fore, O  ye  kings:  be  instructed,  ye 
judges  of  the  earth.  Serve  the  Lord 
with  fear,  and  rejoice  with  trembling. 
Kiss  the  Son,  lest  he  be  angn,',  and 
ye  perish  from  the  wav,  when  his 
wrath  is  kindled  but  a  litde.  Blessed 
are  all  thev  that  put  their  trust  in 
him"  (vv.  10-12). 

The  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit  closes 
the  Psalm  with  a  word  of  wamin? 

o 

and  exhortation.  It  is  here  that  He 
makes  the  application  to  the  entire 
Psalm.  "Be  wise,"  He  says,  "and 
serve  the  Lord  with  fear."  This  does 
not  mean  that  we  are  to  be  afraid  of 
God.  But  it  does  mean  that  we  are  to 
serve  Him  in  reverence  and  awe  like 
a  dutiful  son  would  sen'e  his  father. 
"Kiss  the  Son,"  says  the  Spirit,  "Lest 
he  be  angry,  and  ye  perish  in  the 
way";  that  is,  surrender  to  Him,  sub- 
mit to  Him  before  that  awful  day  of 
wrath  must  fall. 

The  picture  here  is  a  beautiful  one. 
The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  appears  here 
not  as  a  rejected  Saviour,  but  He  ap- 
pears in  all  of  His  majest)'  and  kingly 
glory.  He  reaches  out  His  hand  to 
you,  and  when  you  look  at  it,  there 
is  a  scar  on  it,  for  it  was  nailed  to 
a  cross.  As  He  reaches  out  His  hand, 
the  Holy  Spirit  says:  "Poor  rebellious 
sinner,  don't  fight  against  Him.  Don't 
wait  until  the  day  of  wrath  must 
come.  But  right  now  bow  at  His  feet, 
kiss  the  Son,  kiss  that  wounded  hand 
in  token  that  vou  surrender  to  Him." 

Have  vou  ever  kissed  the  Son? 
Have  you  ever  bowed  low  at  His  feet 
in  surrender  to  Him?  Why  not  come 
todav  if  vou  have  never  done  that?

What  can  a  program  like  this  do? 
It  will  get  people  into  the  Word  of 
God,  which  in  turn  will  transform 
lives.  It  will  develop  leadership  tre- 
mendously, and  what  church  doesn't 
need  that!  It  can  free  the  pastor  from 
some  duties  so  that  he  can  give  more 
time  to  study,  preaching,  and  visi- 
tation. It  increases  the  effectiveness 
of  the  Sunday  preaching  services.  It 
develops  an  outreach  into  hearts  and 
homes  that  you  could  scarcely  touch 
otherwise.  Bible-centered  activity  de- 
velops Christ-centered  lives. 

I'm  not  positive  that  such  a  pro- 
gram is  the  answer  for  our  churches 
to  become  truly  Bible-centered 
churches,  but  it  may  be  part  of  it. 
But  I  am  positive  that  we  need  to 
frequently  re-evaluate  our  total  pro- 
gram to  make  sure  that  we  live  up 
to  our  motto,  "The  Bible,  the  whole 
Bible,  and  nothing  but  the  Bible."

empowering,  in  filling  of  the  Holy 
Spirit— then  you  truly  are  a  child 
of  the  King,  bom  again  into  the 
family  of  God. 

Paul  asks  the  question:  "What 
shall  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
Christ?"  (Rom.  8:35-39).  The  answer 
is—nothing.  This  truth  alone  should 
bring  a  Christian  to  his  knees,  weep- 
ing and  thanking  God  for  the  un- 
speakable gift  of  salvation. 

We  need  more  preachers  who  will 
\\eep,  who  wall  sigh,  who  will  (fig- 
uratively speaking)  sweat  blood  as  the 
"Man  of  Sorrows"  did  for  our  sin, 
for  the  sin  of  the  people.  "For  as  soon 
as  Zion  travailed,  she  brought  forth 
her  children"  (Isa.  66:8). 

We  should  praise  God  for  Christ's 
ministry— that  He  was  willing  to  suf- 
fer for  us;  for  the  heart  of  the  Gospel 
—Christ  died  and  arose  again  in 
three  days  for  the  justification  of  our 
sins.

He  made  the  assertions  in 
defending  a  bill  he  introduced  to 
cancel  the  church's  traditional  tax 
exemption  in  Maine.

"Money    Is    a    Curse" 

The  above  words  were  heard  recently  in  a  conversa- 
tion and  the  speaker  went  on  to  elaborate.  He  cited  an 
incident  of  a  family  which  came  into  sudden  wealth  a 
good  man\'  years  ago  in  the  Santa  Fe  Springs  area.  He 
further  pointed  out'  that  the  boy  in  die  family  had  iiever 
done  a  day's  work  in  his  life,  and  now  a  man  of  middle 
age  wjs  of  no  value  to  society  because  of  being  constantly 
drunk. 

The  cause  attributed  to  the  downfall  of  this  man  vs^as 
not  as  our  friend  had  supposed.  We  could  cite  many  in- 
stances of  poor  boys  v\'ho  turned  out  the  same  way.  It 
is  not  money,  or  the  lack  of  it,  which  makes  one  a  suc- 
cess or  failure. 

Jesus  said:  "A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of 
his  heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  good;  and  an  evil 
man  out  of  the  evil  treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth 
that  which  is  e\'il:  for  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  his 
mouth  speaketh"  (Luke  6:45). 

We  learn  from  these  words  of  our  Lord  that  our  con- 
dition is  governed  not  by  circumstances,  but  by  the  con- 
dition within.  The  term  "heart"  is  used  in  Scripture  to 
denote  the  working  of  the  innermost  part  of  our  being. 
The  Scripture  also  states;  "The  heart  is  deceitful  above 
all  things,  and  desperately  wicked"  (Jer.  17:9). 

A  New  Heart  Is  the  Answer 

Since  there  is  nothing  of  value  within  the  natural  per- 
son, there  must  be  a  change.  Jehovah  said  concerning  the 
people  of  Israel:  "I  will  give  them  one  heart,  and  I  will 
put  a  new  spirit  within  you;  and  I  will  take  the  stony 
heart  out  of  their  flesh,  and  will  give  them  an  heart  of 
flesh"   (Ezek.    11:19). 

This  is  what  happens  when  a  person  receives  Christ 
as  personal  Sa\'iour  and  becomes  a  new  creature  in  Him. 
He  immediately  becomes  "a  partaker  of  the  divine  na- 
ture," and  within  him  God  implants  a  new  heart.  This 
new  life  is  able  to  overcome  obstacles,  whether  it  be 
money  or  the  lack  of  it,  and  cause  one  to  be  led  in  vic- 
tory over  sin  in  this  life.

COURAGE  TO  LIVE  BY 


We  read  in  God's  Word  that  in 
the  end  time  men's  hearts  will  be 
failing  them  for  fear  of  the  things 
that  will  come  to  pass  here  on  earth. 
As  I  pondered  upon  this  devotional 
meditation,  I  realized  anew  that  that 
time  is  all  but  upon  us.  We  do  not 
inow  at  what  moment  bombs  may  be 
dropped.  Communism,  like  a  wild 
beast,  is  raging  forward,  seeking 
whom  he  may  devour.  Be  this  as  it 
may,  those  of  us  who  are  born 
again,  held  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  and  sealed  by  the  hand  of  God, 
can  rest  in  the  promise  recorded  in 
II  Timothy  1:7:  "For  God  has  not 
given  us  the  spirit  of  fear;  but  of 
power,  and  of  love,  and  of  a  sound 
mind";  also  Hebrews  13:6  so  that  we 
may  boldly  say:  "The  Lord  is  my 
helper,  and  I  will  not  fear  what 
man  shall   do  unto  me."

Far  away  "down  below"  the  equa- 
tor is  Argentina,  a  land  about  which 
manv  of  us  know  very  little.  But  in 
some  wavs  Argentina  is  much  like  the 
United  States,  in  other  ways  very  dif- 
ferent. 

Argentina  being  situated  in  the 
Temperate  Zone  has  a  climate  rather 
similar  to  the  U.S.  Because  it  is  a 
"long"  country  from  north  to  south, 
it  ranges  from  a  rather  tropical  cli- 
mate in  the  north  to  a  colder  cli- 
mate in  the  south.  Yes;  that's  right 
—warm  in  the  north  and  cold  in  the 
south!  Because  Argentina  is  on  the 
other  side  of  the  equator  from  the 
U.  S.,  such  things  are  just  reversed! 
They  have  summer  when  we're  hav- 
ing winter,  and  winter  when  we're 
having  summer.  Perhaps  what  might 
seem  the  strangest  thing  to  North 
Americans  would  be  to  have  Christ- 
mas in  the  middle  of  the  summer! 

Argentina  covers  a  great  area  of 
land  and  is  the  second  largest  coun- 
try in  South  America.  (Remember 
which  country  is  the  largest?)  The 
towering  Andes  Mountains,  which 
run  through  a  number  of  South 
American  countries,  form  the  western 
boundary  of  Argentina,  extending 
north  and  south  several  thousand 
miles.  Argentina  has  the  two  highest 
mountains  in  the  Andes  in  all  the 
Western  Hemisphere— much  higher 
than  the  highest  ones  in  our  country. 


But  in  other  parts  of  this  land  the 
appearance  is  verv  different.  In  the 
northeast  there  is  rolling  country 
of  forests  and  grasslands.  A  great 
region  in  the  far  south  is  dry,  cold, 
and  barren.  Then  there  is  the  impor- 
tant interior  region  called  the  "pam- 
pas" with  fine  agriculture  and  pas- 
ture land.  The  chief  Brethren  mis- 
sionary works  have  been  located  in 
this   "pampas"  region. 

When  thinking  of  Argentina,  many 
people  think  of  catde-raising  and  all 
those  fine  steaks  in  great  pastures! 
And  they  think  of  the  romantic 
"gauchos"  (Argentina  cowboys)  rid- 
ing hard  over  the  "pampas."  It's  true 
that  raising  cattle  and  other  live- 
stock for  meatpacking  and  dairy 
products  is  one  of  Argentina's  chief 
industries.  There  are  oil  wells  and 
various  kinds  of  mines  in  the  North- 
west; however,  the  mineral  wealth 
of  this  land  is  not  yet  well  developed. 
Many  industries  can  be  found  in  the 
larger  cities  these  days.  Argentina, 
which  has  been  a  rather  backward 
countrv  compared  to  the  U.S.,  is 
making  progress  all  the  time.  New 
and  modern  buildings  everywhere  in 
the  cities  may  be  seen— factories  and 
plants  of  all  kinds. 

The  capital  city,  Buenos  Aires,  is 
one  of  the  well-known  cities  of  the 
world.    One-fourth    of    all    the   peo-

pie  of  Argentina  live  in  this  modem, 
beautiful  city. 

Argentina's  native  people,  as  in 
other  countries  of  the  "new  world," 
were  Indians.  They  were  driven  back 
or  destroyed— or  there  was  intermar- 
riage with  the  European  settiers— 
until  there  are  not  a  great  many  full- 
blooded  Indians  left.  The  first  Euro- 
peans to  come  to  this  land  were  the 
Spaniards,  and  for  many  years  there 
were  few  others  who  came.  But  about 
a  hundred  years  ago  many  other  Euro- 
peans began  to  come  in  large  num- 
bers. Consequently,  Argentina's 
population  is  quite  a  mixture— Ital- 
ians, Germans,  Russians,  Spaniards, 
and  others.  One  unusual  thing  is  that 
there  are  almost  no  Negroes.  More 
and  more  the  population  is  moving 
to  the  cities  and  leaving  the  rural 
areas  where  the  main  part  of  the 
people  used  to  live. 

Spanish  is  the  chief  language  of 
Argentina  as  it  is  of  the  other  Latin 
American  countries  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Brazil. 

Because  Argentina's  first  settlers 
were  Spanish,  they  brought  Roman 
Catholicism  with  them.  Through  the 
hundreds  of  years,  this  religion  has 
predominated.  But  it  did  very  litde 
for  the  people.  The  Indians  were  not 
evangelized,  the  Bible  was  kept  from 
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Dear  Sisterhood  Girls  . . .

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-Bob 
Jones  University,  Greenville,  S.  C., 
has  been  granted  a  Federal  Communi- 
cations Commission  permit  to  increase 
the  power  of  its  FM  station,  WMUU- 
FM  to  45,000  watts  and  to  install  a 
new  transmitter  and  an  antenna  370 
feet  above  the  average  terrain. 

The  increased  power  will  give  the 
station  a  wide  area  of  coverage  in  the 
Piedmont  region  of  South  Carolina, 
North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and 
Georgia. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-The 
Federal  Communications  Commission 
has  awarded  a  new  construction  per- 
mit to  the  Young  People's  Church  of 
the  Air,  Inc.,  for  a  proposed  FM  sta- 
tion in  Philadelphia  to  be  operated  in 
connection  with  its  present  AM  sta- 
tion, WPCA.  This  replaces  a  con- 
struction permit  which  had  expired. 

LIMA,  PERU-Twelve  of  Latin 
America's  best-known  evangelists 
have  been  invited  to  participate  in 
13  months  of  continuous  evangelism. 
May  1961  to  May  1962,  in  a  program 
to  reach  the  one  and  a  half  million 
people  in  Lima,  capital  of  Peru. 

The  program  includes  intensive 
house-to-house  visitation,  tract  dis- 
tribution, evangelical  book  and  mag- 
azine sales,  newspaper  advertisements, 
radio  programs,  television  programs, 
luncheon  meetings,  noon-hour  theater 
rallies,  and  various  other  media  of 
communication  to  reach  the  greatest 
number  of  people  in  the  shortest  time. 

PITTSBURGH,  PA.-Some  1,200 
delegates  to  the  21st  National  Con- 
ference on  Church  Architecture  were 
told  by  a  church  leader  that  more 
"monstrosities"  and  "monuments" 
without  beauty,  usefulness  or  honesty 
have  been  built  through  the  ages  by 
the  church  than  any  comparable  in- 
stitution in  society. 
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Dr.  Theophilus  M.  Taylor,  himself 
a  graduate  architect,  declared  that 
"There  have  been  some  monstrosities 
on  Rome's  side  of  the  fence,  and  some 
monuments  on  the  Protestant  side, 
but  Protestantism  has  certainly  ex- 
celled in  monstrosities,  while  Rome 
has  led  the  way  in  the  erection  of 
monuments." 

What  constitutes  good  church 
building?  Dr.  Taylor  laid  down  four 
cardinal  principles:  Churches  should 
be  functional  without  being  merely 
a  religious  factorv,  substantial  and 
stable  without  being  permanent, 
pleasing,  and  attractive,  and  should 
acknowledge  tradition  without  being 
archaic. 

He  warned  against  making  a 
church  look  like  a  supermarket,  a 
skating  rink,  or  the  "brick  pylon  of 
the  United  Nations  building  with  a 
cross   added." 

MIAMI,  FLA.-Dade  County  Cir- 
cuit Judge  J.  Fritz  Gordon  has 
ruled  here  that  public  schools  may 
continue  daily  Bible  readings,  but 
has  ordered  the  discontinuance  of 
Christmas  and  Easter  plays. 

The  judge's  18-page  opinion  on  a 
controversial  suit  which  had  been 
filed  by  a  Unitarian,  an  agnostic,  and 
three  Jewish  parents,  also  allowed 
daily  recitation  of  the  Lord's  Prayer 
to  be  continued  in  the  schools. 

The  effect  of  the  judge's  ruling 
upheld  the  constitutionality  of  a  30- 
vear-old  Florida  law  requiring  the 
dailv  prayer  and  Bible  reading  "wdth- 
out  sectarian  comment."  It  said,  how- 
ever, that  religious  movies,  plays,  and 
other  religious  practices  must  be 
discontinued  and  pupils  must  be  ex- 
cused on  request  from  the  Bible 
reading  and  recitations  of  the  Lord's 
Prayer. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-A  meas- 
ure to  give  federal  grants  to  colleges, 


including  church-related  ones,  for 
construction  purposes,  has  been  ap 
proved  by  a  House  Education  sub- 
committee. 

The  committee  stipulated  that  the 
grants  would  have  to  be  matched  by 
state,  local,  or  private  funds  on  the 
basis  of  one-third  federal  money  and 
two-thirds  outside  funds. 

In  hopes  of  avoiding  a  new  out- 
break in  the  religious  controversy 
now  surrounding  Administration  pro- 
posals for  federal  aid  to  elementary 
and  secondary  schools,  the  grants 
would  be  earmarked  for  construction 
of  only  non-religious  facilities,  such 
as  classrooms,  dormitories,  and  labora- 
tories. Any  grants  to  divinity  schools 
would  be  barred. 

Under  an  Administration  request, 
the  Government  would  give  $1.5 
billion  for  long-term,  low-interest 
loans  for  construction,  to  be  spent  at 
the  rate  of  $300  million  a  year  for 
five  years. 

The  committee-approved  program 
calls  for  60  percent  of  the  money- 
Si  80  million  a  year— to  be  set  aside 
for  grants  and  the  remaining  40  per- 
cent for  loans. 

ACCRA,  WEST  AFRICA- 
Eighty-five  delegates  from  West 
African  countries,  U.S.A.,  and  Eu- 
rope, took  part  in  the  West  African 
Linguistics  Congress  here  sponsored 
bv  Columbia  University  and  the 
Ford  Foundation. 

Professor  S.  Greenberg  of  Colum- 
bia University,  chairman  of  the 
Congress,  paid  tribute  to  the  work 
of  missionaries,  who  have  done  the 
bulk  of  linguistic  work  in  West 
Africa.  Forty  percent  of  the  delegates 
were  missionaries,  and  the  Congress 
expressed  regret  that  more  could  not 
be  present  because  of  difficulties  in 
communication . 

"This  Congress  will  help  to  put 
missions  in  touch  vnth  each  other 
in  the  field  of  linguistics,"  said  Dr. 
William  Welmers,  University  of  Cali- 
fornia professor  and  outstanding 
Christian  layman.  "It  will  enable 
them  to  recognize  each  other's  prob- 
lems and  to  propose  solutions." 
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Financing  God's  Program

In  the  "Great  Commission"  of 
Matthew  28:18-20,  the  Lord  has  given 
to  us  a  specific  program  to  follow. 
This  program  involves:  going,  baj>- 
tizing,  and  teaching.  The  Early 
Church,  as  it  is  recorded  in  the  Book 
of  Acts,  followed  this  program  in 
every  detail.  Their  ultimate  goal  was 
to  establish  local  churches  everywhere 
they  possibly  could.  They  went  into 
a  city,  made  "disciples,"  and  then 
established  a  local  church.  This  same 
program  is  being  followed  by  our  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches.  The  work  that  every 
board  of  our  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  is  doing  is  tre- 
mendous! But  there  is  much  more  to 
be  done;  there  are  many  yet  w?ho 
have  never  heard  the  Gospel,  and 
many  communities  have  far  too  few, 
if  any,  Bible  teaching  and  preaching 
fundamental  churches. 

We  may  try  to  excuse  ourselves 
for  not  being  able  to  do  more  be- 
cause  of  the  present-day  "recession," 
but  I  am  convinced  that  if  every 
member  of  The  Brethren  Church 
would  accept  his  indi^ddual  responsi- 
bility and  obligation  to  tithe;  yes, 
and  go  beyond  the  tithe  and  give  of- 
ferings, our  present  obligations  would 
be  cared  for  and  our  outreach  extend- 
ed, even  in  these  days  of  "tight  fi- 
nances.' 

That  the  message  of  Malachi  3: 
10  needs  to  be  proclaimed  and  heard 
is  evident:  "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into 
the  storehouse,  that  there  may  be 
meat  in  mine  house,  and  prove  me 
now  herewith,  saith  the  LORD  of 
hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  win- 
dows of  heaven,  and  pour  you  out 
a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not  be 
room  enough  to  receive  it."  The  sys- 
tem of  the  tithe  was  established  even 
before  the  law  was  given  on  Mount 
Sinai,  for  we  are  told  that  Abraham 
paid  tithes  unto  Melchizedek  (Gen. 
14:20),  and  there  is  no  indication 
that  the  law  of  tithing  has  been  re- 
pealed. The  Lord,  in  speaking  to 
the  Pharisees  says:  "Ye  tithe  mint 
and  rue  and  all  manner  of  herbs,  and 
pass  over  judgment  and  the  love  of 
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"God   builds   no   churches.    By   His   plan 
That  labor  has  been  left  to  man; 
No   spires    miraculously    arise, 
No    little   mission   from   the   skies 
Falls  on  the  bleak   and  barren  place 
To  be  a  source  of  strength  and  grace  .   .   . 
Men  call  the  church  the  House  of  God 
Toward    which    the    toil-stained    pilgrims    trod. 
And  there  God  dwells,  but  it  is  man 
Who  builds  that  house,   and   draws   its  plan; 
Pays  for  the  mortar  and  the  stone 
That  none  need  seek  for  God  alone  .  .  . 
And  if  the  church  is  still  to  grow. 
Is  stiU  the  light  of  hope  to  throw 
Across   the   valley   of    despair. 
Men  still  must  build  God's  House  of  Prayer  .

God:  these  things  ye  ought  to  have 
done,  and  not  to  leave  die  other  un- 
done" (Luke  11:42).  No  indication 
is  given  here  that  the  Lord  would 
have  us  stop  giving  the  tithe.  God 
is  a  good  economist.  I  do  not  believe 
that  He  would  have  us  carry  on  His 
program  in  the  world  without  a 
budget  and  a  system  of  supphang  the 
necessar)'  financial  support.  I  see  no 
indication  anywhere  in  the  New 
Testament  that  the  law  of  tithing  has 
been  repealed;  nor  is  there  any  in- 
dication that  present-day  conditions 
\\'ould  allow  it  to  be  repealed.  Just  as 
the  third  grade  teacher  does  not  need 
to  lay  again  the  foundations  of  the 
A  B  C's  to  her  pupils,  but  takes  for 
granted  that  they  already  know  them 
and  are  ready  to  advance  to  higher 
levels,  so  the  New  Testament  is  an 
advanced  teacher  and  does  not  need 
to  teach  again  the  law  of  tithing,  but 
goes  on  to  greater  things. 

Those  who  tithe  never  argue 
against  it.  But  surprising  as  it  may 
seem,  there  are  those  who  claim  all 
kinds  of  spirituality  who  do  not  tithe. 
Some  of  these  who  do  not  tithe  will 
tell  you:  "I  know  that  I  should  tithe, 
but  I  just  can't  seem  to  afford  it." 
Now  this  is  ridiculous!  If  you  will 
examine  the  command  found  in  Mal- 
achi, telling  us  to  "bring  all  the  tithes 
into  the  storehouse,"  you  will  find 
that  the  Lord  goes  on  to  promise  us 
a  reward  for  doing  so.  "I  will  .  .  . 
pour  vou  out  a  blessing,  that  there 
shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive 
it."  As  a  pastor,  I  have  the  privdlege 
of  hearing  testimonies  from  those 
who  tithe;  these  testimonies  are  wit- 
ness to  the  truth  of  God's  promise. 
I  have  yet  to  hear  complaints  that 


God  has  failed  to  fulfill  His  prom- 
ise of  blessing  upon  those  who  tithe. 
I  do  observe  though  that  those  who 
profess  to  be  giving  the  Lord  their 
"all"  and  yet  are  holding  back  with 
their  pocketbooks  seem  to  be  the  ones 
that  are  suffering  the  most  financially 
and  physically. 

Our  income  tax  reports  have  been 
sent  back  (or  should  have  been)  to  the 
government  by  now.  We  discovered, 
in  making  out  these  reports,  that 
deductions  were  allowed  for  contri- 
butions to  the  Lord's  work.  In  so 
allowing,  the  government  is  taking 
for  granted  that  at  least  ten-percent 
of  our  income  is  contributed  (the 
tithe).  Because  the  government  is 
taking  for  granted  that  these  contri- 
butions are  being  made,  and  because 
the  Lord  commands  that  we  tithe— 
and  even  promises  us  a  blessing  if 
we  do— are  we  not  robbing  the  gov- 
ernment, the  Lord,  and  ourselves  by 
not  doing  so?  "Will  a  man  rob  God? 
Yet  ye  have  robbed  me.  But  ye  say, 
Wherein  have  we  robbed  thee?  In 
tithes  and  offerings"  (Mai.  3:8). 

It  may  be  that  you  have  never 
given  much  thought  to  this  problem 
of  "Financing  the  Lord's  Program" 
before,  nor  to  the  fact  of  how  God  is 
being  defrauded  in  this  way.  May 
this  cause  vou  to  "humble  yourselves 
in  the  sight  of  the  Lord"  (James  4: 
10).  Remember,  "If  we  confess  our 
sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive 
us  of  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from 
all  unrighteousness"  (I  John  1:9). 
Brethren,  if  we  will  but  hear  and 
obey  the  Word  of  God  in  these  things, 
it  could  be  the  beginning  of  a  real 
revival  and  of  "Financing  God's 
Program."

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CLOSEST  to  the  HEART 


What  would  you  say  is  the  closest 
thing  to  the  heart  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ?  Is  it  true  that  the  closest  thing 
to  the  heart  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
is  the  furtherest  thing  from  the  heart 
of  the  average  Christian?  We  soon 
learn,  bv  talking  with  our  fellow 
Christians,  what  is  closest  to  their 
hearts.  And  they  learn  what  is 
closest  to  our  hearts.  When  you  and 
I  read  the  Word  of  God,  we  soon 
learn  what  was  closest  to  the  heart 
of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

What  was  it?  Our  Lord  Jesus  was 
interested  in  the  souls  of  men  and 
women,  youth,  boys,  and  girls.  He 
was  far  more  interested  in  the  spirit- 
ual needs  of  those  He  sought  out 
than  in  their  physical  or  material 
needs. 

Our  Lord  Jesus  came  to  this  earth 
for  a  purpose.  The  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeared  to  Mary  and  told  her  she 
would  "bring  forth  a  son,  and  shalt 
call  his  name  JESUS"  (Luke  1:31). 
Later  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared 
to  Joseph  when  he  became  concerned 
about  Mary,  said  to  him  in  a  dream: 
Mary  "shall  bring  forth  a  Son,  and 
thou  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS: 
for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their 
sins"  (Matt.  1:21). 

During  our  Lord's  earthly  ministry, 
we  read  over  and  over  again  of  in- 
dividuals whom  He  sought  out  per- 
sonally in  order  to  forgive  their  sins. 
Zacchaeus  of  die  Book  of  Luke  was 
told  by  our  Lord  the  purpose  of  His 
coming:  "The  Son  of  man  is  come  to 
seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost" 
(Luke  19:10).  And  salvation  visited 
Zacchaeus's  home  that  day. 

Thus  our  Lord  left  us  the  greatest 
example  of  a  visitor,  a  witness,  and 
a  soid-mnner.  Not  only  was  our  Lord 
faithful  in  witnessing  to  the  "down- 
and-outer"  but  also  to  the  "up-and- 
outer."  Just  because  there  were  many 
in  His  day  who  were  wearing  the 
religious  garb;  that  is,  the  outward  evi- 
dence of  a  supposed  inner  change, 
our  Lord  still  witnessed  to  them  of 
their  personal  need  of  salvation 
(John    3:1-21).

Times  have  not  changed.  Today 
there  are  not  only  a  host  of  lost  sin- 
ners bound  for  a  Chrisdess  eternity 
in  foreign  lands,  but  also  here  in 
the  USA  are  those  who  are  clodied 
in  some  kind  of  a  religous  garb;  that 
is,  they  have  their  names  on  some 
church  membership  roll  but  not  in 
the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life.  Or  those 
who  merely  belong  to  a  denomination 
(large  or  small)  but  are  not  members 
of  the  body  of  Christ.  Or  those  who 
have  been  "white-washed"  on  the 
outside,  but  not  cleansed  by  the  pre- 
cious blood  of  Jesus  Christ  on  the 
inside.  The  Holy  Spirit  through  Paul 
said  that  in  the  last  days  there  would 
be  "lovers  of  pleasure  more  than 
lovers  of  God;  having  a  form  of  god- 
liness, but  denying  the  power  there- 
of" (II  Tim.  3:4-5). 

We  read  of  the  post-resurrection 
ministry  of  Jesus  Christ  recorded  in 
the  Gospels  and  in  the  Book  of  the 
Acts;  we  find  by  careful  study  and 
an  open  mind  that  the  Great  Com- 
mission was  given  to  the  individual 
Christian  by  none  other  than  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  himself.  This  Great 
Commission  which  was  given  to  3'ou 
and  to  me,  if  we  have  named  the 
name  of  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Saviour,  may  be  summed  up  in  one 
word:  witnessing.  And  witnessing 
calls  us  to  visitation;  that  is,  going  out 
and  witnessing. 

Recendy  I  was  talking  to  several 
of  our  Sunday  Bible  School  teachers 
about  taking  a  special  study  course 
under  the  title  The  Ministry  of  Visi- 
tation by  John  Sisemore  (Broadman 


Press).  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  reason  most  of  us  do  not 
visit  and  witness  is  because  we  don't 
know  how.  One  of  our  teachers  told 
me  that  she  believed  the  Lord  had 
called  her  to  teach  a  Sunday-school 
class,  but  that  He  had  not  called  her 
to  the  task  of  visitation  and  witness- 
ing. I  believe  this  dear  saint  has  failed 
to  heed  the  Word  of  the  Lord.  Five 
times  our  Lord  told  His  own  they 
\\'ere  to  be  His  witnesses:  Matthew 
28:  19  and  20;  Mark  16:15;  Luke  24: 
46  to  48;  John  20:21;  and  Acts  1:8. 
Let  me  give  you  the  command  as 
siven  and  recorded  by  Luke:  "And 
that  repentance  and  remission  ot  sms 
should  be  preached  in  his  name 
among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jeru- 
salem. And  ye  are  witnesses  of  these 
things"  (Luke  24:47-48).  What  more 
does  the  Christian  need  in  receiving 
a  "call"  to  the  task  of  going  out  and 
witnessing? 

This  passage,  first  of  all,  tells  us 
where  we  are  to  begin  to  witness. 
"Beginning  in  Jerusalem."  Where  is 
our  Jerusalem?  That  place  where  we 
rub  shoulders  with  another  human 
being— at  home,  at  the  store,  in  the 
factory,  at  the  office,  on  die  street, 
and  so  forth.  Yes;  we  are  to  begin 
witnessing  for  our  Lord  Jesus  right 
where  He  puts  us. 

Secondly,  this  passage  records  the 
message  we  are  to  give  those  to  whom 
we  witness.  This  passage  does  not  tell 
us  to  talk  about  ourselves.  We  are 
only  the  channels  which  the  Lord 
uses  to  distribute  His  message.  Sin- 
ners need  the  message,  not  the  mes- 
senger. 

What  is  the  message?  Luke  24: 
46  points  to  the  Gospel  which  ac- 
cording to  I  Corinthians  15:3  and  4  is 
Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to 
the  Scriptures,  was  buried,  and  rose 
again  the  third  day  according  to  the 
Scriptures.  This  points  to  the  need 
of  sinners  to  repent  of  their  sins,  and 
to  receive  forgiveness  of  their  sins 
in  and  through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Yes;  praise  the  Lord,  we  have  the 
message  which  every  man,  woman, 
youth,  boy,  and  girl  needs  in  this 
day,  the  way  of  salvation  and  the  gift 
of  eternal  life  (Rom.  6:23). 
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7^26  Story  of  Love

It  is  not  surprising  that  John  the 
Beloved,  who  perhaps  of  all  the  dis- 
ciples knew  Jesus  most  intimately, 
should  write  the  compelling,  heart- 
warming story  of  the  love  life  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  is  found  in  his 
Gospel;  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that 
after  such  a  story  had  been  written, 
John  would  admit  that  his  book  had 
not  fully  covered  such  a  life.  For 
John  himself  said:  "I  suppose  that 
even  the  world  itself  could  not  con- 
tain the  books  that  should  be  writ- 
ten. 

John's  purpose  in  writing  his  Gos- 
pel was  not  to  fully  describe  the  life 
of  Jesus,  but  to  record  some  signs 
and  miracles  in  order  that  those  read- 
ing the  book  might  believe  that  Jesus 
is  the  anointed  Son  of  God,  and  that 
they  through  believing  on  Jesus, 
might  have  life. 

The  love-line  is  clearly  traceable 
throughout  John's  Gospel.  In  chap- 
ter 1  he  introduces  the  Son  of  God, 
Creator  of  the  world,  the  Expression 
of  God  the  Father,  as  the  One  who 
became  flesh  and  dwelt  among  men. 
In  the  first  twelve  chapters,  while 
Jesus  is  active  in  public  ministry,  the 
reason  for  His  coming  is  more  clear- 
ly illustrated.  In  chapter  3  Jesus  tells 
Nicodemus  that  as  Moses  lifted  the 
serpent  on  the  pole  in  the  desert  for 
the  salvation  of  the  Israelites,  so  He, 
the  Son  of  God,  must  be  lifted  above 
the  heads  of  men.  Jesus  went  on  to 
explain  that  His  Father,  "God  so 
loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but 
have    everlasting    life." 

Jesus  continues  to  show  His  love 
in  His  individual  and  group  dealings; 
with  the  Samaritan  woman,  in  the 
healing  of  the  cripple,  at  the  pool  of 
Bethesda,  by  the  feeding  of  the  multi- 
tudes, by  the  raising  of  Lazarus.  In 
all  these  situations  onlookers  could 
say:  "Behold  how  he  loved."

Jesus'  love  is  most  intensely  por- 
trayed as  He  dealt  with  His  disciples 
in  the  last  half  of  John's  Gospel. 
Patiently  and  lovinglv  He  taught 
them  the  need  for  cleansing,  for  hu- 
mility,  the  necessity  of  abiding  in 
Him.  With  wisdom  and  deliberation 
He  told  of  His  approaching  death, 
and  the  reason  for  it.  He  prepared 
them  for  the  future,  the  time  when 
He  would  not  be  with  them  in  bodily 
presence,  stating  that  He  would  send 
Someone  to  comfort  and  teach  them. 
He  promised  He  would  return  to 
them  somedav.  He  told  them  of  their 
securitv  in  Him— that  every  need 
would  be  supplied.  "I  have  been 
speaking  to  you  in  parables,  but  the 
time  is  coming  to  give  up  parables 
and  tell  you  plainly  about  the  Father. 
When  that  time  comes,  you  will 
make  your  requests  to  Him  in  my 
name,  for  I  need  make  no  promise 
to  plead  to  the  Father  for  you,  for 
the  Father  himself  loves  you  because 
you  have  loved  me  and  have  believed 
that  I  came  from  God." 

Jesus  stressed  the  importance  of 
love.  In  the  fifteenth  chapter  He 
said  (literally):  "I  have  loved  you 
just  as  the  Father  has  loved  me.  You 
just  go  on  living  in  my  love.  If  you 
keep  my  commandments,  you  will 
live  in  my  love,  just  as  I  have  kept 
the  Father's  commandments  and  live 
in  His  love.  I  have  told  you  this  so 
that  you  can  share  my  joy,  and  that 
vour  happiness  may  be  complete.  This 


I  command,  that  you  love  one  an- 
other, as  I  have  loved  you." 

Jesus  paused  in  His  journey  to 
the  cross  to  spend  an  evening  in 
agonizing  prayer  for  His  disciples. 
With  tear-filled  eyes,  and  glad  heart, 
I  read  the  seventeenth  chapter  of 
John,  realizing  that  die  Lord  Jesus 
prayed  for  me.  To  know  that  He  was 
concerned  for  me!  Oh,  what  love! 

There  in  the  garden  that  night, 
the  dear  Lord  Jesus  took  on  himself 
all  the  sins  of  the  world.  He  who,  as 
holy  God,  could  not  look  upon  sin, 
became  sin  for  me.  In  agonizing 
prayer  He  con\'ersed  \vith  His  Father, 
and  cried  from  the  agony  of  His 
heart;  "Not  my  will,  but  thine  be 
done.  I  read  with  bated  breath,  eyes 
fixed  upon  Him  as  He  struggles,  and 
\vonder  and  hope— will  He,  can  He 
do  it?  Is  my  God  big  enough?  He 
came  to  be  the  Lamb  slain.  He  came 
to  bear  the  sins  of  the  world.  He  came 
to  die  that  man  might  live.  True.  But 
can  He,  holier  than  holy,  more  sin- 
less than  the  law,  endure  the  burden 
of  my  sins,  the  hurden  of  all  the  sins 
of  all  the  people  of  all  the  world? 
Is  my  God  big  enough?  He  is!  Yes; 
He  is!  He  became  sin  for  us,  who 
knew  no  sin,  that  we  might  be  made 
righteous.  I  see  Him  raised  before 
the  world  in  victorious  death.  I  see 
Him,  forsaken  by  the  Father,  there 
alone.  I  see  Him  through  tear-filled 
eyes  as  I  realize  mv  sin  put  Him  there. 

I  see  Him  through  the  eyes  of 
Mary  early  on  the  morning  of  the  first 
dav  of  the  week.  I  see  Him  there  in 
all  His  glory  with  all  the  love  of  the 
God  shining  from  His  eyes.  There 
He  stands,  alive,  victorious,  con- 
queror of  death.

A  Secular  View  Is  a  Myth 

Many  teachers  who  are  Christians  readily  admit  the 
fallaciousness  of  instilling  non-Christian,  evolutionistic, 
and  atheistic  viewpoints.  But  in  the  daily  routine  of  school 
work  certain  phases  are  regarded  as  inherently  secular 
or  neutral.  Those  who  do  this  do  not  possess  the  Christian 
view  of  life. 


We  read  in  Psalm  24:1:  "The  earth  is  the  Lord's 
and  the  fullness  thereof."  (This  fullness  includes  all.) 
Again,  we  are  told  in  Romans  11:36:  "Of  him  [God], 
and  through  him,  and  to  him  are  all  things."  (These 
"all  things"  include  all  studies.)  Shall  we  contend  with 
Scripture  (II  Cor.  10:5)  that  we  must  bring  into  cap- 
tivity "every  thought  to  the  obedience  of  Christ,"  and 
at  the  same  time  maintain  that  there  are  areas  of  thought 
which  should  not  be  made  subject  to  Christ?  Shall  we 
on  the  one  hand,  affirm  that  we  must  love  God  with 
"all  our  mind";  and  on  the  other  hand,  defend  the  posi- 
tion that  we  should  exercise  our  mental  faculties  in  cer- 
tain areas  without  reference  to  God?  Shall  we  stand 
committed  theoretically  to  a  philosophy  that  makes  God 
central,  and  in  our  actual  teaching  program  set  limits 
to  the  centralitv  of  God? 


According  to  the  law  of  the  land,  secular  education  is 

a  must  in  all  tax-supported  schools.  According  to  the  law 

of  God,   secular   teaching  stands  condemned.   He  who 

contends  for  secularity   is   setting   "his   eyes   upon   that 

which  is  not."  In  all  areas  of  our  varied  teaching  program, 

we  must  either  be  for  or  against  God.  There  is  no  middle 

ground.   Said  our  Lord:   "He   that   is   not   with   me   is 

against  me."

y/hat  Is  Wrong  With  the 

National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches? 

Each  )'ear  as  we  inspect  the  district  and  national  sta- 
tistical reports  this  question  is  heard  frequently.  Or, 
questions  such  as,  "Why  don't  we  grow  faster?"  Or,  "Why 
aren't  more  souls  saved?"  Such  reports  from  this  stand- 
point are  very  profitable.  They  record  blessings  from  the 
Lord,  but  they  also  show  us  how  little  we  have  done. 

There  are  certainly  some  apparent  weak  points  in  our 
service  for  Christ.  One  of  the  most  serious  of  these  weak- 
nesses is  in  the  area  of  visitation.  The  personal  visitation 
program  in  an  average  Brethren  church,  if  such  a  pro- 
gram is  at  all  in  existence,  is  very  ineffective.  However, 
some  churches  have  visitation  programs  and  some  others 
are  de\'eloping  them.  At  least  there  is  some  encourage- 
ment in  this  area. 

How  can  any  Bible-preaching  church  expect  to  grow 
without  a  visitation  program  through  which  not  onlv 
the  pastor,  but  also  other  members  of  the  church  make 
periodic,  planned  visits  in  homes  representing  the  Sav- 
iour? The  answer  to  this  question  is  clear.  The  church 
will  not  grow  in  proportion  to  its  nmxirinim  potential. 
The  reason  is  not  far  afield— the  members  are  not  obeying 
the  Word  of  God.  "Yes,  but,"  you  say,  "our  church  is 
a  Brethren  church.  Our  motto  is,  'The  Bible,  the  whole 
Bible,  and  nothing  but  the  Bible.' "  Calling  the  church 
a  Bible  church  or  any  other  kind  of  a  church,  or  repeat- 
ing a  motto  will  not  automatically  bring  the  blessing  of 
God  upon  it.  This  Book  must  be  obeyed  if  we  want  the 
flow  of  blessing.  Boasts  of  orthodox)^  can  proclaim  an  in- 
stitution which  is  cold  and  inoperative,  doting  on  what 
we  believe  may  lull  us  to  sleep  in  false  security.  At  this 
point  we  find  one  of  the  great  faults  of  evangelicalism 
today.  Too  often  we  are  resting  on  our  laurels  of  ortho- 
doxy while  souls  are  going  into  eternity  without  ever 
having  heard  the  story  of  our  orthodoxy. 

Brethren  people  can  answer  Bible  questions.  They 
mostly  know  whether  they  are  "pre"  or  "post"  millen- 
nial, or  whether  they  are  "pre,"  "mid,"  or  "post"  tribu- 
lation rapturists.  They  can  tell  where  Cain  got  his  wife. 
They  can  explain  why  the  believer  is  secure.  They  know 
the  Gospel  story  and  are  able  to  point  unbelievers  to 
the  Saviour.  But,  so  many  seem  to  feel  that  there  is  no 
personal  responsibility  upon  them  as  individuals  to  im- 
part these  things  to  others.  They  will  support  a  pastor 
who  is  doing  this,  and  they  will  severely  criticize  him  if 
he  does  not  systematically  visit  in  the  homes  of  unbe- 
lievers. But,  they  themselves,  have  no  personal  interest 
in  witnessing. 

As  we  travel  through  Brethren  churches  and  ask  the 
pastor,  "How  is  your  \'isitation  program  doing?"  An  aver- 
age answer  would  be:  "I've  tried  several  times  this  vear  to 


initiate  such  a  program  but  get  no  response."  This  is  a 
usual  situation. 

How  can  Brethren  people  call  themselves  orthodox 
knowing  the  commissions  of  the  Word  of  God  and  yet 
fail  in  visitation?  The  last  words  Christ  uttered  before 
leaving  this  world  were  'Te  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me" 
(Acts  1:8).  He  established  the  scope  of  this  witness  be- 
ginning in  Jerusalem  and  extending  around  the  globe. 
A  verse  we  title  The  Great  Commission  says:  "Go,  .  .  . 
teach  all  nations"  (Matt.  28:19).  Other  passages  give 
the  same  instructions. 

WTiat  do  these  verses  indicate?  Is  there  a  clear  com- 
mand? Who  is  supposed   to  follow   these  instructions? 

Not  a  single  child  of  God  with  a  sound  mind  is  ex- 
empt from  fulfilling  this  clear  command  through  some 
method.  Training,  education,  ability,  talent,  were  not 
considered  by  our  Lord  when  He  gave  the  commission 
to  \vitness.  At  least  the  recorded  commands  give  no  in- 
dication that  a  man  must  be  prepared  to  do  this  beyond 
being  a  true  child  of  God.  No  limitations  are  placed  on 
the  number  doing  this.  It  is  assumed  that  all  believers 
will  do  this. 

We  recognize  certain  propensities,  talents,  dispositions, 
and  so  forth,  which  may  help  make  one  witnessing 
Christian  more  succesful  than  another.  But,  even  these 
talents  may  hinder  a  humble,  loving  approach  to  the  lost 
soul  because  of  pride  in  the  flesh.  Men  are  bom  again, 
not  because  of  human  winsomeness  or  the  right  ap- 
proach, although  these  considerations  are  extremely  im- 
portant, but  by  the  power  of  the  Word  of  God.  "Being 
born  again,  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of  incorruptible, 
by  the  Word  of  God,  which  liveth  and  abideth  for  ever" 
(I  Pet.  1:23). 

The  motto  of  the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  includes  a  personal  witness  for  Jesus  Christ 
to  lost  soids  as  the  Holy  Spirit  directs  the  child  of  God. 
Brethren  pastors  are  willing  to  lead  and  train  their  mem- 
bers in  a  visitation  program. 

If  25,000  members  of  the  Fellowship  would  witness 
to  one  soul  each  month  of  the  year  this  would  provide 
300,000  contacts  annually.  This  would  produce  miracu- 
lous results.  Believers  would  be  thrilled  as  they  witnessed 
the  salvation  of  the  lost.  Churches  would  grow.  Pastors 
would  be  encouraged.  Church  problems  would  be  solved. 
Most  important  our  Lord  would  be  glorified.  This  should 
be  our  minimum  goal. 

Our  motto  in  Brethren  Home  Missions  is  "Visitation 
Is  Church  Builder  Number  One."  It  works  because  it  is 
obedience  to  the  Word  of  God.  This  is  the  genius  of  the 
church! 

Let's  put  our  orthodoxy  to  work  and  show  up  for  the 
\'isitation  program  next  week  in  response  to  the  pastor's 
challenge.

It  Can  Happen  Here!

I  have  in  my  library  a  book  that  I 
purchased  in  a  little  shop  on  Fair- 
fax Avenue.  The  book  only  cost  one 
dollar,  but  was  a  dollar  vi'ell  spent 
and  yet  it  was  a  dollar  spent  on 
tragedv  and  terror,  for  it  brought 
to  my  book  shelves  the  documented 
story  of  the  atrocities  which  were 
committed  against  the  European 
Jews  by  Hider  and  the  German  state. 
I  finally  finished  reading  the  book 
two  years  ago,  which  had  taken  me 
over  three  years  to  get  through  its 
500-odd  pages.  This  book  is  anything 
but  dull,  and  it  is  not  difficult  to 
read  or  understand.  However,  the 
horror  which  is  set  forth  on  its  pages 
was  so  great  that  I  was  only  able  to 
read  just  so  much  and  then  I  would 
become  so  sick  of  soul  that  I  found  it 
necessary  to  lay  the  book  aside  for 
a  time.  Even  the  book's  title  makes 
one  shudder.  It's  called  The  Black 
Book.  As  I  read  this  book  I  often  said 
to  myself:  "Well,  thank  God  this  can 
never  happen  here!"  And  yet  I  won- 
der. Recent  events  here  in  Fairfax  al- 
most convince  me  it  can  happen  here! 

The  defacing  and  destruction  of 
community'  Jewish  property,  such  as 
synagogues,  community  centers,  and 
so  forth,  has  been  experienced  across 
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the  country  in  recent  years.  The  Fair- 
fax area  has  had  its  share.  However, 
most  of  these  vicious  acts  have  been 
against  groups  of  Jewish  people  and 
not  against  individuals.  But  during 
the  week  of  March  12  the  pattern 
changed  here  in  Los  Angeles.  Van- 
dals defaced  the  property  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Harry  Grossman  of  454  North 
Kilkea  Drive  at  that  time.  (This  home 
is  located  just  a  few  blocks  from  the 
mission  property.)  Early  in  the  morn- 
ing hours,  these  hoodlums  outHned 
a  swastika  in  oil  on  the  front  lawn 
of  the  Grossman  home,  set  the  oil 
afire,  and  then  fled.  One  can  readily 
see  from  the  accompanying  picture, 
that  the  perfectness  of  the  Nazi 
symbol  gives  evidence  these  people 
spent  some  time  in  perfecting  their 
work  of  unholy  art  so  they  could 
not  have  been  too  much  afraid.  And 
this  is  not  the  first  time  they  have 
put  such  a  symbol  on  this  lawn.  An- 
other s\\'astika  was  outlined  in  salt 
on  this  same  lawn  last  Hallowe'en. 
Apparently  it  was  the  same  people 
that  did  both  jobs.  When  I  talked 
\\'ith  Mrs.  Grossman  relative  to  the 
second  incident,  she  advised  me  she 
felt  this  was  the  work  of  three  young 
gentiles,  a  man  and  two  girls,  who 
became  angry  during  a  minor  traffic 
altercation  which  involved  no  col- 
lision or  injury.  Since  then  there  have 
been  nuisance  calls  on  their  phone 
where  callers  have  hung  up  after 
the  phone  was  answered,  or  have 
used  obscene  language  or  threats,  as 
well  as  the  swastika  incidents.  I  be- 
lieve there  is  sufficient  proof. 

Now  I  do  not  believe  one  such  in- 
cident is  an  anti-semitic  movement  in 
this  country.  I  do  helieve,  however, 
that  this  incident  coupled  together 
with  the  other  incidents  that  have 
taken  place  over  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  land  and  added  to  the 
vilification  of  the  various  hate  groups 
in  this  country,  such  as  the  British- 
Israelites,  Jehovah  Witnesses,  follow- 
ers of  Gerald  L.  K.  Smith,  et  alibi, 
can  add  up  to  a  group  which  if  not 
stopped  could  at  some  future  time  re- 
peat the  Nazi  atrocities  in  this  land 
of  ours.  I  do  not  believe  I  am  crying 


"Wolf."  I  know  too  much  about  the 
human  heart.  And  I  know  the  teach- 
ing of  the  Word  of  God.  But,  most 
of  all  I  know  the  passive  attitude  of 
those  who  profess  to  love  the  Lord 
Jesus  when  questions  arise  concern- 
ing the  Jewish  people. 

We  who  believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
have  a  real  responsibility  toward  our 
Jewish  neighbors  and  regarding  their 
welfare.  We  need  to  face  this  re- 
sponsibility squarely.  This  responsi- 
bility assumes  three  facets:  in  the  first 
place,  we  must  recognize  there  is  in 
the  gentile  heart  a  tendency  to  readily 
believe  any  slander  concerning  the 
Jew.  It  matters  not  that  the  story  is 
untrue  if  it  supports  that  which 
the  person  wants  to  believe.  Such  an 
attitude  simply  displays  the  truth  of 
God's  Word  when  it  says,  'The  heart 
is  deceitful  above  all  things,  and  des-  , 
perately  wicked.  .  .  ."  Christians 
should  acknowledge  this  truth  by  first 
searching  their  own  heart  and  asking 
God  to  cleanse  it  of  such  wickedness. 
Then  they  should  use  their  God-given 
prixalege  of  proclaiming  the  Gospel 
to  lost  gentiles  that  these  too  might 
come  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  and  recognize  the  Bible 
taught  truth  that  the  one  who  touches 
Israel,  touches  the  apple  of  God's 
«ye. 

Secondly,  we  should  extend  to  our 
Jewish  neighbors  all  our  God-given 
love  and  understanding.  We  should 
love  them  and  befriend  them  and  we 
should  witness  to  them  concerning 
God's  love  for  them.  If  they  refuse 
to  hear  the  spoken  Word  of  God, 
they  will  not  be  able  to  disregard  the 
Living  Word  of  God  if  we  will  per- 
mit Him  to  live  in  and  through  our 
lives.  The  "living"  area  is  where  we 
continually  fail  the  Lord.  Jews  still 
hold  to  Judaism  because  Christians 
fail  to  "live  Jesus  Christ." 

The  third  concern  of  the  Christian 
should  be  the  matter  of  prayer.  While 
this  is  mentoned  last  it  is  of  first  im- 
portance. It  is  only  as  we  seek  God's 
strength  through  prayer  that  we  will 
be  strengthened  to  live  in  the  realm

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We  thought  it  would  be  of  interest 
to  you  to  get  an  idea  of  what  a  mis- 
sionary does  with  his  time.  Our  mis- 
sionary to  the  Jews,  Bruce  L.  Button, 
submitted  his  report  to  the  annual 
board  meeting  which  was  early  this 
year  (June  instead  of  August). 

Contacts.  In  house-to-house  call- 
ing 3,861  people  were  contacted  per- 
sonally, and  given  a  personal  word  of 
testimony  or  some  piece  of  literature. 
Of  this  number  1,023  permitted  the 
missionary  to  give  a  fifteen  minute 
to  one  hour  or  more  witness  and  is 
considered  a  good  contact.  From  these 


contacts  the  missionaries  had  an  op 
portunity  to  return  and  further  dis- 
cuss the  Word  in  1,347  homes.  The 
number  of  Jews  coming  to  the  mis- 
sion home  for  fellowship  and  counsel 
added  another  721  contacts.  A  total 
of  834  Jevwsh  people  called  the 
missionaries  by  telephone. 

Literature.  The  "Mediator"  is  used 
in  the  house-to-house  callins  and 
when  a  home  is  known  to  be  Jewish, 
a  copy  is  left  if  there  is  no  one  home. 
The  number  of  these  distributed 
reached  6,723.  New  Testaments  were 
given  to  those  who  promised  to  read 
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of  the  Lord  Jesus.  Only  as  we  seek 
God's  wisdom  through  prayer  will 
we  receive  the  wisdom  which  is  nec- 
essary when  witnessing  to  a  Jewish 
friend.  When  we  seek  God's  will, 
real  peace  will  be  experienced  by 
our  Jewish  friends.  We  are  admon- 
ished as  believers  to  "Pray  for  the 
peace  of  Jerusalem."  We  are  told  by 
Paul  it  is  through  our  mercy  that 
our  Jewish  friends  vwll  receive  mercy; 
the  mercy  which  the  sinner  finds 
when  he  makes  Messiah's  soul  an  of- 
fering for  sin. 


If  the  believer  is  faithful  in  these 
areas,  then  he  can  be  sure  of  God's 
blessing.  God  promises  He  will  bless 
those  that  bless  Israel.  But  God  does 
not  stop  here  with  his  promises.  He 
also  states  He  will  curse  the  indivi- 
dual that  curses  Israel.  There  is  only 
two  positions  for  man  to  occupy  in 
the  matter  of  the  Jew;  either  you 
wall  be  a  blessing  or  a  curse.  And  the 
professing  Christian  can  only  occupy 
the  position  of  blessing.  We  then 
clearly  take  our  stand  in  the  matter 
of  anti-Semitism.  We  say:  "It  can't 
happen  here.  We  won't  permit  it." 


them  and  sixty-one  people  accepted 
English  New  Testaments  and  seven 
Yiddish  New  Testaments.  Eight  peo- 
ple accepted  the  Old  Testament  in 
English  and  eight  accepted  complete 
Bibles.  A  tract  is  included  in  the 
"Mediator"  and  with  these  8,000  have 
been  used,  slanted  for  the  Jew.  An- 
other 900  have  been  used  in  the  gen- 
tile contacts  during  visitation. 

Bible  classes.  The  Wednesday 
night  Bible  Class  averaged  nineteen 
and  met  weekly.  The  class  that 
meets  every  Friday  averaged  twelve. 
A  special  class  for  blind  Jews  meets 
once  a  month  and  averages  nineteen. 
The  INIonday  girls'  group  has  been 
divided  into  two  groups  each  meet- 
ing monthly  and  the  average  attend- 
ance is  a  total  of  twenty.  A  meeting 
for  men  has  been  started  and  the 
attendance  numbers  six. 

Conclusion.  This  report  covers  only 
ten  months  and  during  this  time 
Brother  Button  spent  six  weeks  on 
the  Holy  Land  Pilgrimage.  The  re- 
port includes  the  work  of  Mrs.  But- 
ton and  Miss  Isobel  Fraser.  This 
would  seem  like  enough  to  keep  any 
three  people  busy,  but  sixty-one 
churches  will  have  been  visited  with- 
in a  full  year  with  the  completion 
of  the  summer  itineration.  These  rep- 
resent just  the  larger  items  of  time- 
consuming  activities.  We  are  sure 
there  are  numerous  others  of  which 
no  record  has  been  made  by  man,  but 
the   Lord  has  good  record  of  it.

Dear  Fellow-Workers: 

Greetings  in  the  Lord's  name!  Another  year  completed!  Better  yet,  a  year  of  \dc- 
torv  in  the  school  program.  This  has  been  the  best  ever.  We  have  kept  every  child  in 
the  school  throughout  the  year  for  the  first  time.  That  is  a  real  victory  in  Navajoland! 
Fifty-four  Navajo  children  under  daily  teaching  and  guidance  for  eight  and  one-half 
months  is  a  big  investment  in  the  future  of  this  tribe.  We  can  count  the  meals,  the 
number  of  times  the  laundry  was  done,  the  number  of  meetings  held,  the  books  of 
the  Bible  taught;  but  only  God  can  count  the  permanent  impressions  made  on  the 
hearts  of  these  voung  people.  We  are  thankful  that  God  accounts  faithfulness  as 
success  in  service.  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  patience 
and  faithfulness  of  the  many  workers  on  the  staff  who  made  this  year  a  success.  It 
was  a  difficult  winter  and  tried  the  patience  and  stamina  of  all  concerned. 

School  closed  with  a  Parent-Teachers'  meeting  on  May  12.  There  were  about  fifty 
Navajo  adults  here  for  a  time  of  discussion  of  the  school  program  for  their  children. 
We  are  taking  every  opportunity  to  give  them  some  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
education  of  their  children.  Already  most  of  the  pupils  have  been  re-enrolled  for 
the  fall  term  beginning  on  September  4,  1961.  We  have  received  application  for  new 
enrollments  already  more  than  we  can  care  for  in  the  school  program.  Several  will 
have  to  be  turned  away. 

The  child  you  have  been  helping  is  now  probably  out  with  the  family  flock 
of  sheep.  For  a  child  to  be  reunited  with  parents  and  brothers  and  sisters  is  good. 
Pray  with  us  that  the  Word  of  God  will  come  from  the  lips  of  some  of  the  )'oung 
people  to  their  own  people  this  summer.  We  will  visit  the  homes  as  time  permits 
to  rewater  the  seed.  Many  of  the  children  will  find  the  home  situation  a  place  of 
fear  with  continuing  drunkenness  and  fighting.  A  few  will  be  with  Christian  mothers. 
Most  will  find  food  scarce  and  the  opportunity  for  good  water  gone.  We  are  thank- 
ful that  we  can  entrust  these  lives  to  the  Lord  himself  while  they  are  avi'ay  from 
us. 

We  have  already  begun  plans  for  the  coming  year.  There  will  be  four  teachers 
in  the  classrooms.  Three  residences  will  have  to  be  finished  during  the  good  weather 
of  the  summer.  Dormitory  supplies  are  nearly  depleted  and  will  have  to  be  restocked. 
Staff  bodies  will  have  to  find  some  rest  and  relaxation.  Pray  with  us  as  we  begin 
another  good  year  with  this  summer's  plans  and  work. 

But  we  are  ever  conscious  that  our  being  here  and  remaining  to  do  the  work  is 
not  of  ourselves.  A  host  of  people  like  yourselves  has  been  required  that  have  "stayed 
by  the  stuff"  while  we  have  been  in  Navajoland.  Behind  every  soldier  on  the  front 
line  there  are  twenty  others  who  are  handling  the  supplies,  training  and  supporting. 
You  can't  all  be  here  in  Navajoland  with  us,  but  you  have  a  responsible  position 
there  at  home.  So  we  do  want  to  take  this  time  by  letter  to  again  express  our  apprecia- 
tion for  the  faithfulness  on  your  part  that  has  helped  make  this  another  year  of 
victory.

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The  term  socialism  usually  brings 
an  evil  connotation  to  the  minds 
of  American  people.  They  would  be 
aghast  to  even  contemplate  joining 
the  Socialist  party.  Yet,  these  very 
same  Americans  loudly  cheer  every 
piece  of  sociahstic  legislation  offered 
by  our  Federal  Government.  As  long 
as  the  proposal  is  vnrapped  in  a  cover- 
ing of  supposed  constitutionality,  it 
is  deemed  worthy  of  their  praise.  Are 
you  one  of  these  cheerleaders  who 
clamors  innocendy  for  socialized 
legislation?  Undoubtedly,  some  of 
you  are. 

This  is  a  sad  commentary  on 
America's  political  and  economic 
ignorance.  They  will  dismiss  social- 
ism with  a  wave  of  the  hand  and  then 
line  up  in  droves  behind  socialized 
industry,  medicine,  housing,  and  edu- 
cation. They  denounce  socialism  and 
yet,  naively  spout  its  doctrines  day 
and  night. 

Much  stress  is  placed  on  good  in- 
tentions today.  Many  churches  preach 
these  ideals.  If  one  is  sincere,  God  will 
readily  disregard  his  errors  and  be- 
stow upon  him  eternal  blessings.  True 
Christians  are  aware  that  to  be  a 
possessor  of  eternal  life,  one  must 
know  Christ  as  his  personal  Saviour. 
Knowledge  of  Christ  is  mandatory. 
A  similar  idea  runs  true  in  regards 
to  the  political  scene.  The  good  in- 
tentions of  cheerleaders  are  not 
enough.  Besides  these  virtues,  there 
must  be  a  knowledge  of  the  subject 
involved.  Everyone  must  acquaint 
himself  with  the  facts  of  freedom  by 
acquiring  knowledge  of  economic, 
social,  and  political  problems.  Fur- 
thermore, nothing  more  constructive 
could  happen  to  the  American  pub- 
lic than  to  have  it  understand  social- 
ism and  its  ramifications  clearly. 

The  American  public  must  be 
able  to  identify  socialism  and  its  doc- 
trines beneath  all  its  various  disguises. 
Whether  it  is  called  liberalism,  prog- 
ressivism,  or  New  Dealism,  it  is  that 
ancient  tyranny,  socialism.  Socialism 
is  the  theory  of  social  organization 
based  on  governmental  ownership 
and  management  of  the  production 
and  distribution  of  goods.  Socialism 
claims  to  desire  to  replace  competi- 


tion and  capitalism  by  cooperation, 
equalized  income  and  social  oppor- 
tunity for  all.  If  all  would  simply 
conform,  an  Utopia  would  spring  into 
existence.  The  major  problem  is  the 
destruction  of  that  time-honored  right 
of    Americans,    individualism. 

One  of  Christianity's  chief  cor- 
nerstones in  this  doctrine  of  individ- 
ualism, a  concept  which  is  apparent 
in  the  New  Testament.  Christ  was 
the  great  individualist  and  non-con- 
formist of  all.

tin  Luther  once  said:  "The  heart  of 
the  Christian  faith  is  in  its  personal 
pronouns." 

Today,  individualism  has  fallen 
into  ill-repute  as  a  result  of  the  wave 
of  togetherness  which  is  sweeping 
our  country.  To  some  it  has  become  a 
smear  word.  Where  would  our  coun- 
try be  today  if  our  ancestors  had  not 
been  stubborn  and  rugged  individual- 
ists? These  non-conformists  knew 
what  they  believed  and  believed  what 
they  knew.  They  willingly  gave  up 
the  security  in  conformity  in  order 
to  come  to  America  and  express  their 
spirit  of  independence.  Our  country 
has  been  advanced  by  such  dedicated 
individualists.  There  is  certainly  no 


need  to  abandon  the  mighty  ship  of 
individuality  and  freedom  for  the 
fragile  canoe  of  ecumenicity. 

The  liberals  (Socialists  draped  with 
pseudo  Americanism)  maintain  that 
they  offer  logical  reasons  why  we 
shall  have  more  freedom.  They 
claim  that  this  can  be  done  by  gov- 
ernment ownership  of  the  means 
necessary  for  a  good  and  equal  life. 
Basically,  they  plan  to  legally  rob 
Peter  to  subsidize  Paul. 

Their  plan  includes  the  elimination 
of  the  evils  of  capitalism  which  are 
unquestionably  in  existence.  They 
intend  to  destroy  the  evils  of  monop- 
oly by  prescribing  the  cure  of  an 
even  greater  monopoly,  governmental 
control  and  ownership.  The  largest 
monopoly  in  the  world  is  socialized 
Russia  where  the  government  con- 
trols everything.  Do  they  have  more 
freedom  than  Americans  or  less  pov- 
erty? Remember,  socialism  is  the  front 
porch  of  communism. 

American  democracy  is  the  best 
economic  and  political  system  yet 
devised  by  man.  The  United  States 
did  not  become  the  greatest  nation 
in  the  world  by  following  wrong 
systems  or  believing  in  the  wrong 
principles.  Why  dump  this  system 
for  socialism  which  has  only  been 
successful  on  paper  but  not  in  prac- 
tice? 

The  problem  of  capitalism  is  not 
the  system  but  some  of  the  human 
capitalists.  However,  to  turn  business 
over  to  the  Federal  Government  head- 
ed by  intellectuals  will  not  solve  the 
problem  either.  Whether  a  private 
capitalist  or  a  governmental  intellec- 
tual, mankind  is  still  a  finite  being  in 
fallen  state  due  to  sin.  Therefore,  the 
problem  of  capitalism  is  not  theo- 
retical but  moral.  The  answer  is  not 
socialization   but   evangelization. 

Freedom  of  the  American  individ- 
ual has  been  diminished  in  the 
Twentieth  Century  and  continues  to 
be  diminished  daily.  Our  Constitu- 
tion states  that  we  have  certain  in- 
alienable rights  which  are  conferred 
bv  God.  These  include  the  rights  of 
life,  liberty,  and  property.  The  func- 
tion of  our  Government  is  to  pro- 
tect  these  rights.  Yet  our  Federal 
Government  today  is  beginning  to 
restrict  these  rights  and  is  supposedly 
conferring  us  with  new  so-called 
rights.  And  what  are  the  cheerlead-

ers  doing?  Shouting  the  praises  of 
this  type  government  which  bestows 
so  many  benefits  from  our  pocket- 
books. 

No  one  person  or  party  is  respon- 
sible for  curtaihng  the  spirit  of  in- 
dividuahsm.  We  the  people  are  as 
responsible  as  our  elected  leaders. 
Most  of  us  seem  to  desire  govern- 
ment guaranteed  social  security.  We 
declare  we  must  have  personal  free- 
dom and  at  the  same  time  applaud 
Federal  aid  to  education  and  medical 
care  for  the  aged.  Further,  we  vote 
for  the  candidate  who  promises  us 
the  most  special  privileges.  We  are 
drifting  toward  the  government  our 
ancestors  feared  and  rejected.  We  pre- 
fer the  insurance  of  governmental 
guardianship,  rather  than  accept  the 
responsibility  of  our  own  welfare.  Per- 
sonal freedom  cannot  exist  without 
personal  responsibility. 

Although  individualism  is  tem- 
porarily out  of  vogue,  there  is  reason 
for  hope.  There  are  reports  of  an 
increasing  tide  of  conservatism  grow- 
ing on  the  campuses  of  our  universi- 
ties and  colleges.  Individualism  and 
conservatism  may  be  the  "new  fron- 
tiers" of  the  future. 

Too  often  this  conservative  fer- 
mentation is  merely  a  reaction  to  the 
illiberalness  of  liberalism.  Besides, 
conservatism  alone  is  not  the  answer. 
Our  New  England  forefathers  pos- 
sessed the  solution.  These  first 
American  conser\'atives  and  individ- 
ualists were  God-fearing  and  God- 
serving  men.  Because  man  was 
created  in  the  image  of  God,  their 
God-centered  philosophy  placed  an 
emphasis  upon  the  worth  and  impor- 
tance of  an  individual. 

Being  a  cheerleader  is  not  wrong, 
but  cheer  for  the  right  team.  As 
Christians,  we  must  cheer  on  the 
team  of  individualism  and  conserva- 
tism, which  allows  us  the  privilege  of 
exercising  our  God-given  rights  as 
individuals.  Our  forefathers  fought 
for  the  freedom  we  still  enjoy  today. 
We,  too,  must  be  willing  to  fight  and 
to  cheer  if  we  hope  to  maintain  free 
government  for  ourselves  and  pass  it 
on  to  our  children.  If  our  team  is  de- 
feated by  the  squad  of  togetherness 
and  liberalism,  the  cause  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  the  right  to  propagate  this 
cause  will  be  greatly  diminished,  if 
not  entirely  curtailed.  Fight  on  team!

Communism 

The  world  missionary  effort  is 
faced  with  grave  dangers  today  from 
several  sources.  Communism  has 
brought  home  to  us  with  shuddering 
impact  its  ability  to  capture  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  millions.  It  is  more  than 
a  system  of  government,  it  is  a  philos- 
ophy of  life  which  is  professedly 
atheistic  at  its  core,  but  which,  in 
fact,  has  elevated  the  state  to  that 
position  of  absolute  sovereignty  in  the 
lives  of  its  adherents. 

When  China  with  its  teeming  mil- 
lions was  absorbed  into  the  commu- 
nist sponge,  there  was  begun  a  syste- 
matic suppression  of  all  religious 
practices  with  a  view  to  their  total 
elimination.  Foreign  missionaries 
were  often  imprisoned,  publicly  ridi- 
culed, and  killed.  Thousands  were 
deported  from  the  country.  National 
Christians  were  subjected  to  similar 
humilities  except  that  mass  extermi- 
nation replaced  deportation. 

Some  missionaries  to  China  have 
su22ested  that  the  church  there  was 
not  strongly  indigenous  and  that  there 
was  a  need  for  the  refining  fires  of 
persecution  to  bring  it  to  a  place  of 
strength  and  glory.  While  this  may 
be  only  a  theory  as  to  God's  intent  for 
the  church  in  China,  it  has  caused 
some  soul-searching  which  may  not 
otherwise  have  been  done.  There 
seems  little  question  but  what 
Christians  need  to  reappraise  their 
motives  and  methods  in  the  mission- 
ary endeavor  in  the  light  of  the  com- 
munist threat. 

Nationalism 

There  is  another  danger  facing  the 
missionary  effort  today.  It  is  a  move- 
ment on  the  part  of  the  people  in 
many  of  the  foreign  fields  of  opera- 
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tion  to  suppress  and  remove,  if  pos- 
sible, all  foreign  influence  and  con- 
trol. It  is  a  movement  toward  abso- 
lute autonomy  and  self-government. 
It  is  commonly  called  nationalism. 

The  present  crisis  in  the  Republic 
of  the  Congo,  Africa,  has  magnified 
the  struggle  going  on  in  many  similar 
areas  of  the  globe  for  complete  inde- 
pendence from  colonial  rule.  It  has 
also  amplified  the  potential  threat 
to  Christian  missionary  effort  in  such 
lands  of  tension  and  strife. 

Again,  the  church  has  been  forced, 
in  many  instances,  to  objectively 
assess  its  approach  to  evangelization, 
and,  sometimes,  it  is  with  an  uneasy 
conscience  that  it  adjusts  its  role  in 
the  missionary  endeavor. 

Apathy 

An  even  greater  danger  to  the 
cause  of  Christ  is  apathy  of  Chris- 
tians. The  communist  movement  is 
insidious  in  growth,  and  nationalism 
has  explosive  characteristics,  but 
apathy  is  paralizing  and  deadening. 
It  is,  in  fact,  suicidal— self-destruc- 
tive. 

Apathy  has  gripped  the  very  in- 
struments of  God's  sovereign  grace. 
It  involves  Christians.  John  suc- 
cinctly stated  the  church's  condi- 
tion when  he  wrote:  ".  .  .  thou  art 
neither  cold  nor  hot"  (Rev.  3:15). 
We  too  often  close  our  eyes  to  those 
about  us  who  are  on  the  toboggan 
of  sin,  sliding  to  outer  darkness.  Our 
lack  of  interest  has  caused  us  to 
ignore  our  American  neighbor  who 
has  the  same  spiritual  need  as  the 
Australian  aborigine  and  the  man  of 
Africa  whose  heart  is  dark  as  his  skin. 

John  relates  an  incident  in  his  Gos- 
pel concerning  Christ  on  a  trip  to 
northern  Palestine.  In  the  midst  of 
His  trip  He  stopped  to  refresh  him- 


self at  a  well  and  became  engaged  in 
conversation  with  a  woman  who  had 
come  to  draw  the  day's  supply  of 
water.  The  exchange  of  words  led  to 
that  Samaritan  woman  believing  that 
Jesus  was  the  Christ,  and  her  life 
was  immediately  transformed.  She 
then  hurried  to  the  village  in  order 
to  share  the  good  news  with  her 
neighbors. 

This  is  the  missionary  story— going 
to  win  others  to  Jesus  Christ.  Some- 
times it  means  going  to  out-of-the- 
way  places,  difficult  places,  places 
that  require  much  personal  sacrifice. 
Other  times  it  may  be  speaking  over 
the  back  fence  to  a  neighbor.  In  every 
instance  it  is  conveying  the  message 
which  "is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth" 
(Rom.   1:16). 

The  account  in  John's  Gospel  of 
Jesus  and  the  Samaritan  woman  is 
instructive  and  will  assist  every  Chris- 
tian in  a  better  understanding  of 
the  missionary  movement.  With  this 
understanding  may  come  a  renewed 
zeal  for  Christian  personal  witness 
—both  domestic  and  foreign. 

The  Call 

It  is  recorded  that  Jesus  departed 
from  Judea  for  Galilee:  "And  he 
must  needs  go  through  Samaria" 
(John  4:4).  In  verse  34  Jesus  said: 
"My  meat  is  to  do  the  will  of  him 
that  sent  me,  and  to  finish  his  work." 
The  call  to  Christian  service  may  be 
a  nebulous  sort  of  thing  which  is 
difficult  to  pattemize,  but  that  there 
does  exist  such  a  thing  seems  not 
to  be  questioned,  at  least  among 
these  who  have  experienced  it.  The 
Old  and  New  Testaments  alike  are 
replete  with  evidence  for  a  specific 
call  to  God's  service. 

Several  aspects  of  a  call  may  be 
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ascertained  from  the  above  verses.  It 
should  be  noted  that  for  our  Lord  it 
was  both  a  continuing  call  and  a 
compelling  call.  He  continued  serv- 
ing the  Father  wherever  He  was,  and 
in  the  Samaritan  incident  He  was 
compelled  by  His  call  not  to  neglect 
any  phase  of  the  field  consigned  to 
His  care.  It  was  no  less  a  call  of 
complete  committal  as  evidenced  by 
His  earnest  desire  to  do  the  will  of 
His  FaAer  (v.  34). 

When  analyzing  his  emotions,  the 
potential  missionary  will  find  a  mix- 
ture of  the  romantic  with  the  more 
serious  compulsions  for  missionary 
service.  These  feelings  of  excitement 
in  anticipation  of  a  new  adventure 
in  a  distant  land  are  perfectly  normal 
and  legitimate.  We  can  hardly  elim- 
inate such  a  natural  reaction,  but 
the  call  must  be  constituted  of  more 
than  this.  There  should  follow  a 
calculated  analysis  of  all  factors  in- 
volved with  respect  to  the  field  to 
which  called,  both  detrimental  and 
otherwise.  If  the  call  is  genuine,  it 
will  not  be  abated  by  any  such  care- 
ful   scrutiny. 

Much  more  could  be  written  about 
the  Christian  call  which,  for  lack 
of  space,  cannot  be  said  at  this  time. 
However,  we  should  keep  firmly  in 
mind  that  all  Christians  are  called 
to  serve  God.  Perhaps  one  is  called  to 
serve  as  a  layman,  another  as  a  min- 
ister, still  another  as  a  youth  worker; 
but  all  are  called.  Our  field  of  re- 
sponsibility for  evangelization  is  al- 
ways right  where  we  are  regardless 
of  the  specialized  endeavor  which  may 
result  from  a  further  call. 

The  Culture 

Time,  money,  and  energy  have 
been  wasted  by  earnest  missionaries 
going  to  foreign  lands  (this  can  hap- 
pen within  the  United  States  too) 
unprepared  to  encounter  the  native 
populace  because  of  a  deficiency  in 
the  cultural  background  of  the  peo- 
ple and  country. 

The  difference  between  the  Jews 
and  Samaritans  was  not  drastic.  Both 
adhered  to  the  Pentateuch,  though 
the  Samaritans  did  not  accept  any 
other  part  of  the  Old  Testament. 
There  was,  however,  a  longstanding 
schism  dating  from  the  return  of 
Judah   out  of   Babylonian   captivity. 


This  accounted  for  the  woman's 
query:  "How  is  it  that  thou,  being  a 
Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  which  am  a 
woman  of  Samaria?"  (v.  9).  Here  was 
an  instance  where  Jesus  was  willing 
to  overlook  the  animosity  of  the  Jews 
toward  the  Samaritans  in  order  to 
gain  her  as  a  precious  jewel.  Actually, 
this  is  the  reverse  of  what  missionaries 
will  contend  with  because  the  Lord 
needed  to  cut  across  a  national  bar- 
rier of  His  own  people  and  not  adapt 
to  a  cultural  pattern  of  the  Samari- 
tans. For  it  was  the  Jews  who  ac- 
tively maintained  the  cleavage,  which 
is  e\adent  from  the  willingness  of  the 
Samaritans  to  sell  food  to  Jesus'  dis- 
ciples. 

It  may  be  humbling  to  conform  in 
some  instances  to  new  cultural  pat- 
terns, but  without  the  confidence  and 
acceptance  thus  gained,  the  people 
will  not  be  effectively  evangelized. 

The  Conversation 

Much  has  been  written  on  Jesus' 
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approach  to  the  woman  at  Jacob's 
well,  so  we  shall  forego  the  conven- 
tional remarks  on  this  section.  There 
is  a  matter  of  great  importance  which 
is  direcdy  related  to  this  conversa- 
tion and  that  has  to  do  with  the  lan- 
guage of  the  missionary. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  primary  aim 
of  the  majority  of  missionaries  is  to 
convey  the  gospel  message.  Language 
is  the  medium  by  which  this  is  ac- 
complished. It  is  therefore  a  strange 
economics  which  shortchanges  the 
missionary  in  this  area  of  equipment. 
Sometimes  as  litde  as  an  additional 
year  of  language  training  can  mean 
the  difference  between  a  job  more 
efficiently  and  effectively  performed 
and  a  task  achieved  through  long 
struggle,  great  effort,  and  much  dis- 
couragement. Neither  is  there  to  be 
dismissed  the  matter  of  linguistic 
prestige  which  accompanies  a  polish- 
ed acquisition  of  the  national  tongue. 
It  is  not  a  matter  of  false  or  sinful 


pride,  but  rather  of  acceptance  at 
the  outset  with  the  people  whom 
the  missionary  is  to  seek  to  convert 
to  Christ. 

Suffice  it  to  say,  our  Lord  has  no 
linguistic  difficulty  to  overcome  when 
leading  the  precious  soul  at  the  well 
to  a  saving  knowledge  of  himself. 

The  Conversion 

Everything  that  Jesus  said  to  the 
woman  was  designed  to  convert  her 
to  himself.  The  request  for  water 
(v.  7)  was  merely  a  tool  by  which 
He  achieved  His  purpose.  The  signifi- 
cant thing  is  that  He  parried  every 
attempted  deviation  from  the  central 
question  of  her  basic  need  for  Him. 
He  went  through  Samaria  with  a 
purpose  and  saw  that  purpose  to  a 
successful  conclusion  before  journey- 
ing on  to  Galilee. 

Gordon  H.  Fraser  conducted  a  sur- 
vey of  eleven  mission  boards  which 
were  classed  as  conservative,  evan- 
gelical, and  premillennial.  They  in- 
cluded both  interdenominational  and 
denominational  missions.  The  re- 
sults of  his  investigation,  which  were 
published  in  the  January  1958  issue 
of  Bibliotheca  Sacra,  disclosed  that 
of  the  1 1 8  case  histories  of  first-term 
missionary  failures  (80  percent  of 
these  missionaries  served  a  whole 
term,  but  did  not  return  to  the  field, 
while  20  percent  served  less  than  one 
term)  69  percent  were  attributable  in 
some  degree  to  spiritual  immaturity. 

Eraser's  conclusion  was  that  these 
missionaries  who  had  a  definite  call 
and  were  not  aware  of  any  spiritual 
lack  had  in  fact  been  unconsciously 
depending  upon  spiritual  crutches. 
When  thrust  into  the  field  where 
they  were  dependent  upon  their  own 
spiritual  resources,  they  suddenly  dis- 
covered they  had  been  drawing  on 
the  resources  of  others,  for  example 
professors,  counselors,  and  friends  at 
school. 

A  constant  and  dynamic  witness 
will  do  much  to  establish  the  Chris- 
tian and  bring  him  to  maturity,  for 
it  is  when  exercising  the  spiritual 
muscles  that  they  are  developed  and 
strengthened  for  greater  tasks.  All 
will  acknowledge  that  the  best  food 
without  sufficient  exercise  results  in 
a  weak  and  emaciated  condition.

The  Concern 

It  will  be  noted  that  everything  to 
this  point  has  been  progressive  and 
interdependent.  The  call  must  pre- 
cede all  else.  For  every  Christian  this 
will  be  simultaneous  with  conver- 
sion, but  a  second  call  to  more  spe- 
cific service  may  be  received  at  a  sub- 
sequent time. 

Following  the  call  there  comes 
preparation,  as  well  as  spiritual  de- 
velopment, for  increased  responsibil- 
ities in  the  Lord's  harvest  fields,  all 
aimed  at  the  ultimate  conversion  of 
sinners  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
The  circle  is  completed  when  the 
convert  begins  this  same  process  in 
his  new-found  life. 

The  concern,  then,  about  which 
we  write  here,  is  the  concern  of  the 
new  convert  for  others  who  are  pres- 
ently in  his  former  state.  When  the 
Samaritan  woman  believed,  she  was 
compelled  to  act.  Thus  we  arrive 
once  again  at  the  Christian's— every 
Christian's— call.  It  is  not  recorded 
that  she  believed,  but  her  actions 
are  positive  proof  of  her  implicit  trust 
(cf.  4:28-29).  In  the  words  of  Paul, 
she  was  "fully  persuaded"  (Rom.  4: 
21);  therefore  her  normal  reaction 
was  to  share  her  experience  with 
others. 

There  is  a  contrast  there  between 
the  newly  converted  Samaritan  and 
the  disciples  of  our  Lord.  Hers  was  a 
compelling  concern,  while  theirs  was 
a  contrasting  concern.  She  was  con- 
cerned for  others,  while  they  were  pri- 
marily concerned  for  themselves.  This 
appears  to  be  the  "Continental  Di- 
vide" in  the  church.  Again,  the  cause 
can  usually  be  traced  to  a  short-cir- 
cuited life  line— a  lack  of  spiritual 
exercise. 

The  Condition 

Christ's  answer  to  the  urging  of 
His  disciples  was:  "Say  not  ye,  There 
are  yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh 
harvest?  behold,  I  say  unto  you,  lift 
up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields; 
for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest" 
(4:35).  Even  non-Christian  humani- 
tarians are  concerned  for  the  crying 
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SAFE    IN    THE    ARMS    OF    JESUS

"Safe  in  the  arms   of  Jesus 

Safe  on  His  gentle  breast. 
There   by   His   love  o'ershaded. 

Sweetly  my  soul  shall  rest. 
Hark,   'tis  the  voice  of  angels, 

Borne   in   a   song  to   me. 
Over   the   fields    of    glory. 

Over  the  jasper  sea.'' 

This  hymn  has  always  been  a  sooth- 
ing balm  to  sorrowing  parents  who 
have  lost  their  litde  children.  The 
fact  that  it  has  been  often  criticized 
as  being  too  sentimental  has  not  hin- 
dered its  becoming  famous  through- 
out the  world.  It  speaks  to  the  heart, 
and  was  one  of  the  first  American 
hymns  to  be  translated  into  foreign 
languages. 

In  her  "Memories  of  Eighty  Years," 
Fanny  Crosby  says:  "On  April  30, 
1868,  Dr.  W.  H.  Doane  came  into 
my  house  and  said,  'I  have  exactly 
forty  minutes  before  my  train  leaves 
for  Cincinnati.  Here  is  a  melody.  Can 
you  write  words  for  it?" 

He  played  over  his  sweet,  flute- 
like tune,  and  she  exclaimed,  "That 
says,  'Safe  in  the  arms  of  Jesus.'" 
She  went  to  her  room  and  in  about 
half  an  hour  returned  and  recited  the 
words  to  Dr.  Doane.  He  wrote  them 
down,  and  left  in  time  to  catch  his 
train. 

This  hymn  was  Fanny  Crosby's 
own  favorite.  It  was  played  at  the 
funeral  of  President  Grant,  and  its 
tender  music  has  always  been  popular 
with  bands  for  funeral  obsequies.  It 
is  based  on  the  text:  "He  shall  feed 
his  flock  like  a  shepherd;  he  shall 
gather  the  lambs  with  his  arm,  and 
carry  them  in  his  bosom"  (Isa.  40:11). 


in  the  home,  but  it  is  also  a  most 
useful  hymn  for  prayer  meeting  serv- 
ices, where  God's  larger  children  so 
often  gather  for  comfort  in  life's 
stress: 

"Safe   in   the   arms   of   Jesus. 

Safe  from  corroding  care. 
Safe  from  the  world's  temptations. 

Sin  cannot  harm  me  there. 
Free  from   the   blight  of   sorrow, 

Free  from  my  doubts  and  fears, 
Only  a  few  more  trials, 

Only   a   few   more   tears." 

There  are  many  stories  told  of  the 
influence  this  hymn  has  had  over  sin- 
ners.   Ira   D.    Sankey   has   told   one 
about  a  tall  Scotchman  who  was  one 
of    a    group    of    steerage   passengers 
present  at  an  address  given  by  a  lady 
on  a  cold  and  stormy  voyage.   She 
spoke  of  a  young  sailor  who  was  call- 
ed to  his  mother's  bedside.  His  mother 
asked  him  to  sing,  "Safe  in  the  arms 
of  Jesus."  He  said  that  he  couldn't 
because  it  would  be  a  lie.  Later  the 
sailor     became     a     Christian.     The 
Scotchman    abrupdy    left,    and    the 
lady  wondered  whether  he  was  of- 
fended   or    conscience-stricken.    She 
did  not  see  him  again  until  the  ves- 
sel reached  port,  and  then  he  said: 
"I  am  so  glad  I  have  found  you  again. 
I  could  not  leave  without  thanking 
you  for  those  words  you  sang,  'Safe 
in  the  arms  of  Jesus.'  He  said  that 
he  had  been  to  church  all  his  life,  but 
he  knew  that  he  wasn't  safe,  and  dur- 
ing  the  storm   when   he   feared  he 
might  go  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea 
he  was  miserable.  Then  he  remem- 
bered her  words  and  trusted  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  He  saved  his  soul,  and  he 
was  now  "safe  in  His  arms." 


It  is  not  only  a  much-loved  lullaby  Reprinted  from  the  FELLOWSHIP  NEWS 


and  heartrending  needs  of  this  world. 
Surely  the  redeemed  cannot  have  less 
concern  for  the  needs  of  the  world. 
Its  condition  should  arouse  our  con- 
cern. This  generation  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  evangelize  this  generation. 
If  it  does  not,  the  "crop"  will  not  re- 
main for  the  next. 


Because  of  Christ's  concern  for  one 
woman  of  Samaria,  we  read  of  a  great 
harvest.  "And  many  of  the  Samaritans 
of  that  city  believed  on  him  for  the 
saying  of  the  woman,  which  testified 
....  And  many  more  believed  be- 
cause of  his  own  word"  (4:39-41).

"About    One    World" 

"The  world  is  less  one  world  than  ever,  except  in  its 
sins.  It  has  less  homogeneity;  beyond  a  common  venera- 
tion of  science,  a  common  dread  of  the  atomic  bomb,  the 
great  unanimities  slip  away.  The  Kremlin  depending 
on  the  Marx-Lenin  philosophy,  regards  a  clash  with  the 
Western  powers  as  inevitable.  Europe,  the  home  of  mod- 
ern Western  civilization,  is  caught  in  the  tug  of  war  be- 
tween the  U.S.A.  and  the  U.S.S.R.  The  United  Nations 
itself  is  frustrated  by  a  lack  of  unity;  any  great  power 
bent  on  war  can  exercise  its  veto  power,  and  even  small 
powers  have  already  spurned  U.N.  verdicts." 

The  above  comes  from  an  editorial  in  a  religious  jour- 
nal, "Christianity  Today."  The  entire  article  seems  to 
reflect  the  absence  of  the  blessed  hope.  The  writer  seems 
to  end  up  in  the  "slough  of  despond,"  even  alluding  to 
possible  annihilation  of  the  race. 

If  the  purpose  of  Christianity  is  to  convert  the 
world,  then  annihilation  of  the  race  might  be  an  easy 
way  out. 

Quite  to  the  contrary,  God  has  not  put  us  here  to 
convert  the  world,  but  to  call  individual  sinners  out  of 
the  world. 

In  God's  own  good  time  He  will  again  enter  the  stream 
of  human  history  with  the  return  of  His  Son  from 
heaven.  First  He  will  call  the  believers  unto  himself  by 
resurrection  and  translation.  A  short  time  later  He  will 
set  up  the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth  with  Christ  ruling 
as  Kins  of  kings.  With  His  rule  the  world  will  be  "con- 
verted,"  wars  will  cease,  God's  new  social  order  will  be 
ushered  in  and  God's  government  will  be  established 
earth  wide.

On  to  Reality 

I  am  presently  reading  a  book  that  is  challenging  me. 
Beyond  Conformity  is  a  call,  better,  a  demand,  for  men 
and  women  who  claim  to  be  Christians  to  do  far  more 
than  merely  accept  Christianity  as  a  good  way  of  hfe 
—a  way  that  outwardly  confonns  with  the  expected  con- 
duct of  church  members  in  a  good  social  community. 
Some  day  soon  I  plan  to  write  a  review  of  this  book.  But 
right  now  I  want  to  ask  my  own  heart— and  yours— what 
real  meaning  there  is  in  such  a  passage  as  "For  to  me  to 
live  is  Christ,   and   to   die  is   gain"    (Phil.    1:21). 

One  time  I  heard  this  passage  quoted  and  the  first 
"to"  was  omitted— "For  me  to  live  is  Christ."  Most  peo- 
ple who  are  alive— many  of  them  Christians,  do  not  mani- 
fest the  life  of  Christ  at  all.  To  them,  to  live  is  pleasure, 
ease,  wealth,  fame.  God  is  not  in  their  thoughts  at  all, 
except  for  just  a  little  time  during  the  Sunday  morning 
church  service.  This  passage  certainly  meant  that  to 
Paul  Christ  was  "all  and  in  all"  (Col.  3:11).  This  great 
man  was  saying  that  he  never  really  lived  until  he  found 
Christ,  and  that  no  moment  of  rime  is  life  indeed  unless 
it  is  one  in  which  "Christ  liveth  in  me."  Making  a  claim 
and  possessing  the  thing  claimed  may  be  two  different 
things.  The  Bible  warns  again  and  again  on  this  point. 
For  example,  I  John  4:20:  "If  a  man  say  I  love  God, 
and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar."  Or,  take  the  pene- 
trating question  of  Christ,  "Why  call  ye  me  Lord,  Lord, 
and  do  not  the  things  which  I  say?"  We  have  men  in 
these  two  passages  who  conform  outwardly  to  the  two 
great  commands  of  Scripture,  but  who  in  reality  love 
neither  God  nor  man.  Our  Lord  has  a  word  for  them— 
"scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites." 

Northcote  Deck  describes  such  men  as  those  who  have 
their  "fingertips  on  glory"  but  never  lay  hold  on  reality. 
Rather,  it  slips  betv\'een  their  fingers  and  is  lost.  Like 
the  rich  young  ruler,  they  are  not  far  from  the  kingdom, 
but  never  in  it.  What  a  pathetic  way  of  hfe;  what  tragic 
loss!  The  Christian  life  was  never  intended  to  be  like 
this.  The  life  of  faith  is  not  a  life  that  feeds  on  shadows. 
"Faith  is  the  stihstance  of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence 
of  things  not  seen"  (Heb.  11:1).  There  is  reality  in  Christ 
and  in  the  Christian  life,  so,  "Let  us  go  on  unto  per- 
fection" (Heb.  6:1). 

Paul  has  discovered  and  moved  into  reality  in  the 
Book  of  Colossians.  This  consists  in  a  very  simple  for- 
mula. He  holds  a  very  exalted  view  of  Christ  in  chapter 

1,  and  crowns  Him  pre-eminent  over  all  things,  seen 
or  unseen.  He  finds  completeness  in  Christ  in  chapter 

2.  Life,  in  Him,  is  not  fragmentary  nor  dwarfed:  "Ye 
are  complete  in  Him."  In  chapter  3,  Christ  is  suffi- 
cient. He  is  all  the  believer  needs,  for  "Christ  is  all, 
and  in  all."  He  is  sovereign  in  the  believer's  life  in  chap- 
ter 4:  "Ye  also  have  a  Master  in  heaven."  Here  is  reality, 
and  here  is  victory!  Such  a  life  gives  meaning  to  the 
words,  "For  to  me,  to  live  is  Christ." 


Could  there  be  anything  better  than  such  a  life  as  this? 
Paul  adds,  "And  to  die  is  gain."  In  such  a  life  Christ  is 
with  us,  and  this  is  wonderful.  But  in  death,  we  are  wdth 
Christ,  and  this  is  more  wonderful.  Since  we  all  live 
momentarily  at  the  very  gates  of  death,  we  should  live 
lives  of  fullness  and  victory  in  Christ. 

Forward  With  Grace 

The  trustees  of  Grace  Seminary  and  College  have  just 
completed  a  very  important  meeting.  In  the  first  place 
this  meeting  was  unique  in  that  it  was  held  at  the  time 
of  the  graduation  exercises,  and  the  trustees,  robed  in 
doctor's  regalia,  marched  in  the  academic  procession  and 
occupied  seats  on  the  platform.  Their  presence  added  not 
only  dignity  to  the  occasion,  but  authority  as  well,  for  the 
vested  power  of  the  corporation  was  present  in  this  body 
of  capable  men.  When  President  McClain  granted  the 
various  degrees  "by  the  authority  of  the  board  of  trustees" 
his  words  had  unusual  meaning,  for  these  men  were  there 
in  person  and  the  phrase  was  not  a  mere  formality. 

One  significant  phase  of  the  meeting  was  the  discus- 
sion of  long  range  plans  which  have  specially  to  do  with 
the  plans  to  seek  accreditation  in  the  North  Central  As- 
sociation of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges.  An  im- 
portant contribution  at  this  point  was  made  by  the  intro- 
duction of  studies  made  by  the  college  committee  on  self 
study.  I  do  not  recall  that  a  member  of  the  faculty  had 
ever  before  been  called  upon  to  address  the  board  on 
a  matter  of  policy  as  was  true  in  this  case.  Usually  all 
matters  arising  in  the  faculty  are  represented  to  the  board 
by  some  member  of  the  administration  corftmittee.  I  feel 
that  this  method  will  serve  a  good  purpose  in  bringing 
the  board  into  a  closer  working  fellowship  with  the 
faculty.  Also,  more  progress  can  be  made  by  the  use 
of  more  talent  in  this  area  of  planning  in  the  future. 

Summer  Campus 

The  buildings  at  Grace  are  not  locked  up  for  the 
summer.  For  the  first  time  in  our  history  we  are  holding 
classes  in  the  seminary  division.  This  should  be  very 
profitable  for  those  who  want  a  refresher  course,  or  who' 
have  work  to  make  up  in  their  regular  course.  The 
college  is  moving  along  nicely  in  its  regular  summer 
school.  A  number  of  teachers  of  the  local  area  are  work- 
ing for  advanced  degrees  and  taking  special  courses. 
Some  of  our  regular  students  are  taking  special  work  here 
also. 

New  to  the  campus  this  year  is  two  weeks  of  intensive 
training  in  the  work  of  the  Christian  Day  School.  This 
school  is  headed  by  Dr.  Mark  Fakkema,  an  outstanding 
leader  in  the  Christian  day  school  movement.  These 
courses  may  be  taken  for  credit,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
continue  the  school  yearly.

THE  PILGRIM'S  PRAYER 


PSALM  119:17-24 


The  Pilgrim's  Plea 

The  Christian  pilgrim,  in  order 
to  be  attuned  to  the  Lord  correcdy, 
should  plead  with  God  on  two  points: 
God's  treatment  of  him  and  his  deal- 
ings widi  the  Lord.  When  there  is 
genuine,  harmonious  fellowship  be- 
tween Christian  and  God,  through 
Christ,  such  holy  union  can  and  does 
become  reciprocal— insofar  as  human 
weakness  and  divine  power  can  work 
together.  Human  frailty  can  often 
hinder  the  fullest  expression  of  di- 
vine power  in  the  pilgrim's  life,  when 
the  Christian  depends  too  much  on 
the  arm  of  human  flesh  or  the  old 
man  permits  Satan  to  exert  too  much 
influence. 

Therefore,  the  psalmist  pleads 
"deal  bountifully  with  thy  servant" 
(v.  17).  The  expression  deal  hounti- 
fully  simply  means  to  do  good  to 
or  hestow  benefit  upon.  Such  a  re- 
quest is  quite  becoming  to  the  Chris- 
tian if  the  motive  is  proper.  Wrong 
is  the  person  who  asks  God  to  bestow 
benefit  in  order  to  gain  unfair  ad- 
vantage of  a  brother.  But  the  psalm- 
ist's plea  is  right: 

"Deal  bountifully  with   thy  serv- 
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ant"  why?  "That  I  may  live,  and 
keep  thy  word."  If  God  can  find 
no  reason  in  the  Christian's  life  for 
the  bestowal  of  benefit,  then  the 
child  of  God  is  in  sin.  Continual 
practice  of  that  sin  can  have  only 
one  end:  death.  So  each  of  us  who 
love  the  Lord  should  pray  that  God 
might  deal  bountifully  with  us.  For 
such  benefit  will  be  a  sign  that  our 
pilgrim  walk  is  pleasing  to  God  and 
will  make  it  possible  for  us  to  live. 
Also  whenever  God  does  deal  boun- 
tifully with  us,  it  should  give  us  the 
desire  to  keep  His  Word  that  we 
might  not  sin  against  Him. 

Verse  18  shows  another  important 
thing  for  which  the  pilgrim  should 
plead:  "Open  thou  mine  eyes",  not  to 
reveal  the  amazing  knowledge  of 
man,  but  that  die  Christian  pilgrim 
"may  behold  wondrous  things  out  of 
thy  law."  If  we  really  want  to  keep 
the  Word  of  God,  if  we  really  want 
to  obey  it  and  apply  it  in  our  lives, 
we  must  pray  God  to  open  our  eyes 
to  behold  His  word  attentively.  That 
is  the  full  force  of  the  verb  to  "be- 
hold" as  used  in  Psalm  119:18. 

There  are  indeed  many  wondrous 
things  in  God's  Word.  This  is  be- 
cause the  God  of  the  Bible  is  a  won- 
derful God.  The  Word  of  God  shows 
that  the  God  who  created  heaven 
and  earth  also  worked  wondrously  in 
redeeming  Israel  out  of  Egypt.  Job 
has  described  die  wondrous  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  who  "garnished  the 
heavens."  Isaiah  has  said  that  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Messiah,  would  be  call- 
ed Wonderful.  And  the  angel  of  the 
Lord,  or  Jesus  as  a  preincamate  mes- 
senger of  God,  when  asked  by  Sam- 
son's father  what  his  name  was,  said: 
"Why  askest  thou  thus  after  my 
name,  seeing  it  is  wonderful?"  Truly 
there  are  many  wondrous  things  in 
the  Word  of  God,  chief  of  which  is 
Christ's  death  to  save  sinners  and 
Christ's  resurrection  through  which 
He  has  conquered  death. 

Peter's  description  of  the  Christian 
pilgrim  as  a  stranger  on  earth  is  not 
new  (I  Pet.  1:1).  The  psalmist  uses 
this  term  also.  Because  the  Christian 
pilgrim  is  a  stranger,  as  far  as  earth 
is  concerned,  his  plea  should  include 
the  request:  "Hide  not  thy  command- 
ments from  me"  (119:19).  Here  the 
word   "hide"    differs   from    the   one 
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found  in  verse  11.  In  verse  19  the 
word  has  die  idea  of  keeping  away 
from  or  removing  from.  Because  we 
must  keep  our  way  undefiled,  we 
must  ever  plead  that  God  will  not 
remove  His  commandments  from  us, 
for  without  them  how  shall  the  Chris- 
tian pilgrim  know  whither  he  goes? 

The  Pilgrim's  Purpose 

should  always  be  to  have  an  intense 
longing  for  God's  "judgments  at  all 
times"  (Ps.  119:20).  This  longing 
should  not  be  merely  when  God's  de- 
cisions are  likely  to  be  beneficial.  Nor 
should  this  desire  be  with  respect 
to  God's  judgments  on  our  enemies 
just  for  the  sake  of  our  own  relief. 
Whenever  God's  judgments  are  given 
for  our  correction  and  instruction, 
then  we  should  have  great  longing 
for  them.  "For  whom  the  Lord  loveth 
he  correcteth;  even  as  a  father  the 
son  in  whom  he  delighteth"  (Prov. 
3:12).  If  our  hearts  do  not  break 
with  longing  for  God's  judgments  dur- 
ing our  pilgrimage  on  earth,  how 
can  we  face  His  judgments  in  heaven, 
when  "we  must  all  appear  before  the 
judgment  seat  of  Christ;  that  every 
one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his 
body,  according  to  what  he  hath  done, 
whether  it  be  good  or  bad"  (II  Cor. 
5:10)? 

The  Pilgrim's  Plight 

is  set  forth  in  Psalm  119:21-24.  The 
Christian  pilgrim  who  keeps  God's 
Word  has  a  plight  that  is  superior. 

1.  He  is  not  rebuked  or  cursed  (v. 
21).  This  is  because  his  life  is  not 
a  continuous  course  of  breaking 
God's  commandments.  Unlike  the 
proud,  the  Christian  pilgrim  seeks  to 
keep  from  going  astray. 

2.  He  is  not  reproached  or  declared 
contempt  in  God's  sight  {v.  22).  Ob- 
streperous men,  refusing  to  accept 
Christ  or  to  heed  God,  may  seek  to 
reproach  and  condemn  the  Christian 
pilgrim.  This  is  bad  enough,  espe- 
cially if  such  reproach  causes  the 
Christian  to  become  a  stumbling- 
block  in  leading  some  soul  to  Christ. 
But  the  pilgrim  who  keeps  God's 
testimonies  can  plead  for  removal  of 
such  reproach  and  have  it  rolled 
away.  The  important  thing  is  that  the 
Christian  should  never  be  reproach- 
ed in  God's  sight.   Keep   His  tesri- 


Coinmencement-1961 


The  twenty-fourth  annual  com- 
mencement of  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  and  Grace  College  came  to 
a  splendid  conclusion  on  Thursday 
evening,  June  1,  when  sixty-five  stu- 
dents received  diplomas  and  degrees.

3.  He  is  a  meditative  serimnt  of 
God  (v.  23).  It  never  is  comfortable 
or  pleasing  to  have  those  in  places  of 
authority  speak  against  us,  especially 
if  their  colleagues  close  their  eyes  to 
such  prating  and,  by  their  actions, 
aid  and  abet  such  persons.  The  true 
servant  of  God  will  devote  himself  to 
diligent  reflection  on  God's  statutes. 
His  plight  in  God's  eyes  wall  be  thus 
without  condemnation. 


4.  The  Christian  pilgrim's  delight  is 
in  God's  testimonies  because  they  are 
his  counselors  (v.  24).  Literally,  God's 
testimonies  are  as  one  who  decrees 
what  the  Christian  shall  do.  May 
each  of  us  pray  to  God  that  His 
Word  shall  command  us,  decree  what 
we  shall  do  that  our  way  may  be 
undefiled.  Christ  is  the  the  Way  and 
the  Holy  Spirit  is  the  interpreter  and 
God's  Word  is  our  manual.  Let's  de- 
light in  it.

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HEARING  THE  VOICE 
The  Book  of  Acts  records  the  con- 
version of  Paul  three  times— once 
in  the  words  of  the  author  Luke 
(Acts  9),  and  twice  as  told  by  Paul 
himself  (Acts  22,  26).  Yet  there  is 
a  minor  variation  in  the  accounts 
which  causes  some  to  imagine  a  hope- 
less contradiction.  Acts  9:7  states  that 
when  the  heavenly  light  appeared 
and  the  voice  addressed  Paul  (at 
that  time  called  Saul),  his  traveling 
companions  "stood  speechless,  hear- 
ing the  voice  but  seeing  no  man." 
However,  in  Acts  22:9  Paul  states 
that  "they  heard  not  the  voice  of  him 
that  spake  to  me."  The  question  is, 
did  Paul's  companions  hear  Christ's 
voice  or  didn't  they? 

One  attempt  to  harmonize  these 
two  statements  is  based  upon  a  small 
grammatical  distinction  between 
them.  The  Greek  verb  "hear"  [akouo) 
sometimes  takes  it  direct  object  in  the 
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accusative  case,  other  times  in  the 
oenitive  case.  Often  it  is  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  trace  any  difference 
in  sense  between  these  usages.  Never- 
theless, in  those  instances  where  there 
is  reason  to  think  that  a  writer  has 
purposely  varied  the  grammar  (and 
we  remember  that  Luke  wrote  both 
statements),  it  is  legitimate  to  stress 
the  distinctions  in  the  grammatical 
cases. 

A.  T.  Robertson  states:  ".  .  .  it  is 
perfecdy  proper  to  appeal  to  the  dis- 
tinction in  the  cases  in  the  apparent 
contradiction  between  akotiontes  men 
tes  fhones  (Acts  9:7)  and  ten  de 
phonen  ouk  ekousan  (22:9).  The  ac- 
cusative (case  of  extent)  accents  the 
intellectual  apprehension  of  the 
sound,  while  the  genitive  (specifying 
case)  calls  attention  to  the  sound  of 
the  voice  without  accenting  the  sense. 
The  word  akouo  itself  has  two  senses 
which   fall   in   well   with    this   case- 


distinction,  one  'to  hear,'  the  other  'to 
understand' "  {Grammar  of  the  Greek 
Neil'  Testament  in  the  Light  of  His- 
torical Research,  p.  506).  J.  H.  Moul- 
ton  concurs  (Grainmar  of  New  Testa- 
ment Greek,  I,  66). 

By  this  explanation,  "hearing  the 
voice"  (Acts  9:7,  genitive  case)  means 
that  the  men  heard  the  sound  but 
could  not  understand  the  words. 
"They  heard  not  the  voice"  (Acts 
22:9,  accusative  case)  means  they  did 
not  comprehend  the  sound  as  intelli- 
gible words.  Only  Paul  heard  with 
understanding.  This  reminds  us  of 
John  12:28-29,  where  the  Father's 
voice  to  Jesus  sounded  like  mere  thun  ■ 
der  to  the  bystanders. 

Recently,  another  view  has  been 
popularized  by  F.  F.  Bruce.  He  sug- 
gests that  "It  was  Paul's  voice  that 
his  companions  heard,  although  they 
could  neither  see  nor  hear  the  per- 
son whom  he  appeared  to  be  address- 
ing" (Comm.  on  the  Book  of  Acts, 
p.  197).  By  this  simple  method  Luke 
is  understood  to  mean  that  the  com- 
panions heard  Paul  talking,  but  he 
appeared  to  be  talking  to  himself  since 
no  other  person  was  visible. 

Thus  while  the  present  state  of 
our  knowledge  leaves  us  a  bit  uncer- 
tain as  to  which  explanation  is  the 
correct  one,  surely  the  claim  that  theie 
is  contradiction  is  invalidated.

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WHAT- 
DECEIVE 
MYSELF?

Middle,  the  two  segments 
of  the  line  are  equal  in  length.  Right,  the  vertical  lines  are  parallel.  As  our  eyes  deceive 
us  in  the  above  illusions  so  our  hearts  deceive  us  in  the  realm  of  the  spiritual. 


Is  it  possible  that  Jeremiah  had  in 
mind  the  pagan  neighbors  around  him 
when  he  wrote  the  words  of  the  Lord: 
"The  heart  is  deceitful  above  all 
things  and  desperately  wicked"?  It's 
so  easy  to  apply  this  verse  to  people 
like  that.  The  context,  however, 
shows  that  the  prophet  was  not  ad- 
dressing the  heathen;  he  was  address- 
ing the  nation  of  Israel.  Just  as  this 
was  applied  to  God's  children  in 
years  gone  by,  it  is  just  as  applicable 
to  God's  children  today.  Can  this 
include  us  who  have  completed  our 
seminary  training?  I  believe  this  is 
the  God-revealed  condition  of  every 
human  heart.  Imagine  putting  your 
trust  in  someone  who  has  the  repu- 
tation of  being  a  great  decveiver  and 
a  wicked  person.  How  much  less, 
then,  can  one  trust  his  own  heart 
which  is  deceitful  above  all  things 
and  des-perately  wicked. 

There  is  the  danger  in  the  Chris- 
tian life  that  a  believer  may  think  of 
himself  in  terms  of  the  spirituality  he 
once  had.  He  is  fully  persuaded  that 
he  is  still  in  possession  of  something 
that  in  actuality  has  long  since  slip- 
ped through  his  careless  grasp.  A 
Christian  may  think  of  himself  as  a 
real    prayer   warrior    and    really   not 


prav  much  at  all.  A  man  may  be  well 
skilled  in  the  controversies  of  religion, 
and  yet  a  stranger  to  the  power  of 
godliness. 

Remember  the  story  of  mighty  Sam- 
son in  the  Book  of  Judges?  He  was 
not  onlv  deceived  by  Delilah,  but  he 
was  deceived  by  himself.  He  actually 
believed  it  was  his  own  strength  and 
not  the  Lord's  that  gave  him  the 
power  to  carry  the  gates  and  bury  the 
Philistines.  When  he  awoke  from  his 
sleep,  he  said:  "I  will  go  out  as  at 
other  times,  and  shake  myself"  (Judg. 
16:20).  But  sad  to  say,  he  did  not 
know  the  power  of  God  had  departed 
from  him. 

The  Apostle  Paul,  in  the  second 
chapter  of  his  episde  to  the  church 
at  Rome,  discusses  this  very  matter 
and  directs  his  discourse  to  the  Jews. 
He  shows  what  sins  they  were  guilty 
of,  notwithstanding  their  profession 
and  vain  pretensions. 

Paul  points  out  that  the  Jews  were 
a  separated  people  and  distinguished 
from  all  others  by  having  the  written 
law  and  special  presence  of  God 
among  them.  Thev  were  a  knowing 
and  a  teaching  people.  But  they  sin- 
ned against  their  knowledge  and  pro- 
fession and  did  the  very  things  they 


taught  others  to  avoid,  dishonoring 
God  in  so  doing.  Paul  concludes  this 

o 

phase  of  his  discussion  with  the 
words:  "For  he  is  not  a  Jew,  which  is 
one  outwardh'  .  .  .  but  he  is  a  Jew, 
which  is  one  inwardly"  (Rom.  2:28- 
29). 

Just  as  with  the  Jewish  nation, 
there  are  inward  Christians  and  out- 
ward Christians  today.  One  may  be 
guilty  of  this  without  even  being 
aware  of  it.  A  person  who  puts  on 
Christianity  outwardly  may  receive 
the  praise  of  men,  but  certainly  not 
the  praise  of  God.  A  person,  however, 
who  is  right  with  God  on  the  inside 
will  receive  God's  approval.  God  him- 
self will  own  and  accept  and  crovwi 
this  sincerity,  for  He  sees  not  as  man 
sees.  True  spirituality  can  have  no 
thought  of  the  praise  of  men.  Re- 
member the  world  hated  Christ,  spit 
in  His  face,  and  sent  Him  to  the 
cruel  cross  of  Calvary.  Perhaps  it  is 
only  natural  for  us  in  God's  service 
to  care  what  our  friends  think  about 
us.  We  desire  the  smile  and  ap- 
proval of  those  around  us,  whether 
they  be  Christians  or  not.  But  we 
who  have  been  saved  by  God's  mar- 
velous grace  should  have  a  real  con- 
sciousness about  what  He  thinks.  We 
ought  to  be  concerned  of  what  God 
thinks  of  us  and  our  every  action. 
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UNITY 


"Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleas- 
ant it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  to- 
gether in  unity!"  This  joyous  excla- 
mation of  Da\'id's  in  Psalm  133:1 
may  well  have  been  provoked  by  the 
unification  of  the  twelve  tribes  of 
Israel  under  the  kingly  leadership  of 
that  "man  after  God's  own  heart" 
after  many  years  of  division  and  civil 
strife.  Not  since  the  days  of  Joshua, 
four  hundred  years  before,  had  the 
nation  experienced  such  unity.  "Then 
came  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  David 
unto  Hebron,  and  spake,  saying.  Be- 
hold, we  are  thy  bone  and  thy  flesh" 
(II  Sam.  5:1). 

Unity  in  Israel 

Dawd  was  aware  of  the  fact  that 
God's  promises  to  Abraham,  Isaac, 
and  Jacob  had  reference  to  the  en- 
tire nation  of  Israel  and  that  they 
could  never  be  fulfilled  as  long  as  the 
tribes  were  divided  and  at  enmity  one 
with  another  (Gen.  49:8-10).  In  later 
years  the  great  prophets  put  increas- 
ing emphasis  upon  this  point  (Isa. 
11:12-14;  Jer.  3:18;  Ezek.   37:16-22). 

David  also  recognized,  however, 
that  unless  this  unity  was  one  of  the 
heart,  the  soul,  and  the  spirit,  it  would 
be  a  mockery  and  a  catastrophe.  That 
is  why  he  patiently  waited  in  Heb- 
ron  for  seven   long  years  after  the 
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death  of  Saul  until  the  Lord  himself 
brought  the  northern  tribes  to  the 
realization  that  David  was  the  true 
and  legitimate  king  of  Israel  (II  Sam. 
5:2).  By  way  of  contrast,  note  how 
voung  King  Rehoboam,  the  son  of 
Solomon,  gathered  180,000  soldiers 
"to  fight  against  the  house  of  Israel, 
to  bring  the  kingdom  again  to  Reho- 
boam the  son  of  Solomon"  (I  Kings 
12:21).  Little  wonder  that  this  plan 
for  national  re-unification  was  set 
aside  by  God! 

The  national  unity  that  David  saw 
in  his  early  years  at  Jerusalem  was 
far  from  perfect,  for  within  twenty 
years  Absalom  "stole  the  hearts  of  the 
men  of  Israel"  (II  Sam.  15:6)  and 
the  nation  was  again  divided.  Never- 
theless, the  measure  of  brotherly  and 
tribal  unity  that  David  had  seen  in 
those  earlier  years  was  so  wonderful 
that  he  compared  it  to  "the  precious 
ointment  upon  the  head,  that  ran 
down  upon  the  beard,  even  Aaron's 
beard:  that  went  down  to  the  skirts 
of  his  garments"  (Ps.  133:2).  To  ap- 
preciate this  comparison,  we  must 
realize  that  the  holy  anointing  oil 
(Exod.  30:22-33),  which  symbolized 
the  Spirit  of  God,  was  actually 
poured  upon  the  head  of  the  high 
priest  (Lev.  8:12),  whereas  upon  the 
heads  of  ordinary  priests  it  was  only 
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sprinkled  (Lev.  8:30).  To  the  high 
priest  alone  was  granted  the  fullness 
of  the  Holy  Spirit's  enduement  for 
the  priestly  office. 

If  Da\ad  could  appropriately  com- 
pare the  brotherly  and  tribal  unity  of 
his  day  wdth  the  outpouring  of  the 
holy  anointing  oil  upon  Aaron,  how 
much  more  appropriate  will  be  this 
comparison  when  God  unifies  the 
nation  of  Israel  at  the  end  of  the  age! 
For  in  that  glad  day,  according  to  the 
testimony  of  the  prophets,  the  Holy 
Spirit  will  be  poured  out  "upon  all 
flesh;  and  your  sons  and  your  daugh- 
ters shall  prophesy,  your  old  men 
shall  dream  dreams,  your  young  men 
shall  see  visions:  and  also  upon  the 
servants  and  upon  the  handmaids  in 
those  days  will  I  pour  out  my  Spirit" 
(Joel  2:28-29;  cf.  Ezek.  36:26;  Zech. 
12:10).  Genuine  and  permanent  unity 
in  Israel  will  come  only  through  the 
sovereign  and  unlimited  working  of 
God's  Holy  Spirit  widiin  the  hearts 
of  individual  Israelites  at  the  inaugu- 
ration of  the  Millennial  Kingdom. 

Unity  in  the  Church 

Believers  in  this  present  age  may 
learn  some  important  lessons  from  a 
study  of  God's  purposes  for  Israel. 
Today,  Christians  are  constantly  be- 
ing challenged   to  bury   their  theo-

logical  differences  and  to  join  in  the 
great  movement  to  unite  all  denomi- 
nations into  one  in  order  to  fulfill  the 
prayer  of  our  Lord  in  John  17:21: 
"That  they  all  may  be  one." 

However,  a  glance  at  the  context 
of  this  statement  makes  it  crystal 
clear  that  a  mere  organizational  unity 
of  professing  Christians  was  utterly 
foreign  to  the  thinking  and  desire  of 
our  Lord  in  this  prayer.  In  that  very 
same  verse,  in  fact.  He  went  on  to 
explain  the  type  of  unity  He  meant: 
"As  thou,  Father,  art  in  me,  and  I  in 
thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in 
us."  This  kind  of  unity  can  no  more 
be  produced  by  the  mechanics  of 
the  modern  ecumenical  movement 
than  could  Rehoboam's  threatened  in- 
vasion of  the  northern  tribes  with 
180,000  soldiers  produce  true  na- 
tional unity  in  Israel! 

The  unity  that  our  Lord  prayed 
for  was  a  spiritual  unity  of  all  believ- 
ers, which  involves  one  faith,  one 
hope,  and  one  common  life  in  the 
Holy  Spirit,  through  whom  we  have 
been  baptized  into  the  body  of 
Christ.  Our  Lord's  prayer,  in  one 
sense,  was  fulfilled  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost;  in  another  sense  it  is  being 
fulfilled  throughout  this  age  as  true 
Christians  endeavor  "to  keep  the 
unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace"  (Eph.  4:3);  but  in  the  ultimate 
sense  it  will  be  fulfilled  only  at  the 
time  of  Christ's  return  for  the  church, 
when  "we  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man, 
unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of 
the  fulness  of  Christ"   (Eph.  4:13). 

Christians  need  to  be  constantly 
reminded  in  this  day  of  doctrinal 
confusion  and  high-pressure  organ- 
izationalism  that  it  is  good  and  pleas- 
ant for  brethren  to  dwell  together 
in  unity  only  when  that  unity  is 
created  through  the  gracious  and 
glorious  working  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God.  This  is  the  kind  of  unity 
that  is  worth  waiting  and  praying  for, 
for  it  is  the  only  kind  that  is  genuine 
and  permanent  and  that  gives  full 
glory  to  the  God  who  makes  it  pos- 
sible.

Four  years  ago  this  week  a  young 
man  and  I  spent  a  weekend  in  New 
England.  It  was  a  busy  weekend  in 
Boston:  Mr.  Truman  had  come  to 
receive  an  honorary  degree;  I  had 
come  to  discuss  high  vacuum  tech- 
nology at  the  National  Research 
Corporation;  and  Melvin,  my  com- 
panion, had  come  along  to  rest  his 
wearv  mind  having  just  graduated 
from  high  school  the  day  before.  Be- 
tween taking  pictures  of  the  former 
President,  who  stayed  at  our  hotel, 
and  delving  into  the  mysteries  of 
science,  we  found  time  to  explore  the 
trails  of  freedom  that  are  intertwined 
with  the  life  of  this  historic  place. 

We  spent  hours  walking  around 
the  narrow  streets  of  this  old  city. 
We  visited  Paul  Revere's  home,  sang 
America  in  the  Old  North  Church, 
crossed  the  Charles  River  to  \'iew 
the  city  from  the  place  the  midnight 
rider  awaited  his  signals,  and  then 
visited  Old  Ironsides  in  the  Charles- 
town  Navy  Yard.  We  followed  the 
trail  of  the  Red  Coats  to  Concord 
from  there,  past  many  a  stone  marker 
in  memory  of  some  fallen  soldier.  By 
the  old  bridge  that  spans  the  Con- 
cord River  we  sat  down  to  rest  and 
recount  the  blessings  of  peace  in  a 
land  of  the  free  made  possible  by  the 
work  of  the  brave. 

In  a  few  days  it  will  be  the  Fourth 
of  July.  This  date  marks  the  124th 
anniversary  of  the  dedication  of  the 
battle  monument  erected  beside  the 
old  Concord  bridge.  Ralph  Waldo 
Emerson  wrote  the  dedication  hymn, 
which  every  school  boy  knows: 

By  this  rude  bridge  that  arched  the 

flood, 
Their  flags  to  April's  breeze  unfurled, 
Here  once  the  embatded  farmer  stood 
And  fired  the  shot  heard  round  the 
world. 

As  I  pondered  on  how  it  must  have 
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been  here  at  this  bridge  on  that  day 
in  April  so  long  ago,  I  couldn't  help 
but  feel  a  tinge  of  the  humorous 
invading  the  old  batrieground  as 
tourists  by  the  dozens  shot  picture 
after  picture  from  every  angle  and 
every  vantage  point.  With  apologies 
to  Emerson,  I  wrote  some  less  stately 
lines  that  were  appropriate  to  the 
modern    invasion: 

By    this   rude   bridge   whose   arches 

spanned 
The  flood  at  infant  Freedom's  home. 
The  \\'ear}'  traveler  takes  his  stand 
And  makes  his  shots  in  Kodachrome. 

But  there  was  something  deep  and 
heart  warming  about  the  contrast  that 
gave  rise  to  my  bit  of  whimsy.  It 
was  the  reahzation  that  the  shots  fired 
here  nearly  200  years  ago  were  not 
the  product  of  blood-thirsty  anarchists 
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who  wanted  no  law,  no  responsibility, 
no  allegiance  to  a  higher  authority. 
It  was  a  rebellion  against  injustice 
and  the  vice-grip  of  tyranny  that  en- 
slaves the  body,  mind,  and  spirit.  It 
was  as  much  a  struggle  for  freedom 
of  mind  and  expression  as  it  was 
for  freedom  from  irresponsible  tax- 
ation. It  was  this  spirit  of  expres- 
sion of  the  upward  looking  of  the  in- 
dividual that  brought  about  the  birth 
of  a  nation,  as  Lincoln  so  magnifi- 
cantly  phrased  it,  "conceived  in  Lib- 
erty and  dedicated  to  the  proposition 
that  all  men  are  created  equal." 

The  students  from  Harvard  and 
MIT  were  celebrating  a  different 
kind  of  freedom  that  afternoon. 
Classes  were  over;  examinations  were 
completed;  and  they  were  motor  boat- 
ing on  the  Concord  River.  Next  week 
they  would  be  back  in  a  world  of 


realitv  but   today  was  a  holiday.   I 
shared  with  them  in  their  experience, 
for  while  we  count  our  schools  one  of 
the  great  bulwarks  of  our  freedom,  the 
exhiliarating  burst   of   emotion   that 
comes  to  me  each  spring  with  freedom 
from    intellectual    duress    has    been 
exceeded  by  nothing  except  the  emo- 
tion I  experienced  in  being  discharged 
from  the  Navy.  The  point  I  am  mak- 
ing is  this:  At  this  old  bridge  history 
and  the  present  converged.  Here  lib- 
ert\'  and  the  fruits  of  liberty  came 
into  keen  focus.  I  was  glad  for  the 
past,   glad   for   the  blessings  of  the 
Almighty  upon  our  land,  glad  for  its 
progress,  glad  that  I  had  known  the 
good  fortune  of  American  citizenship; 
glad  that  I  had  the  privilege  of  de- 
fending it.  And  as  I  mused  the  jet 
planes    from    near-by    Reading    Air- 
port swished  overhead,  leaving  their 
supersonic  rumble  to  chase  them  over 
the  horizon.  This  brought  the  future 
into  focus  as  well.  These  were  in- 
struments of  defence.  They  reminded 
me  that  libert}'  is  not  a  permanent 
heritage.  The  statue  of  the  Minute 
Man  v\'as  cast  in  bronze  and  should 
endure  for  centuries,  but  the  liberty 
that  it  represents  is  as  fragile  as  a 
pattern  of  dew  and  spider's  lace  catch- 
ing a  sunbeam  at  dawn.  It  is  deli- 
cately woven.  It  is  delicately  preserv- 
ed. 

Those  who  feel  that  it  can  be  pre- 
served by  rifle  fire  and  fission  blast 
have  already  lost  it;  those  who  feel 
that  it  is  their  due  because  they  were 
born  on  these  shores  have  never 
understood  it;  and  those  who  have 
used  it  merely  to  grow  materiahstic 
have  never  deserved  it.  We  cannot 
trust  our  liberty  to  such  as  these.  Lib- 
erty is  bom  on  the  inside.  Its  roots  are 
in  the  heart  and  mind  and  soul.  Its 
fruits  and  its  roots  must  never  be 
confused.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is 
the  root  of  the  fruit  of  liberty.  "Where 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is,  there  is 
liberty."

000  for  dormitory  facilities  for  202 
women  and  dining  facilities  for  400 
students  and  75  faculty  members. 
Athens  (Ala.)  College  (Methodist), 
$175,000  for  a  dormitory  for  50 
women  students.  Olivet  Nazarene 
College  (Church  of  the  Nazarene), 
Kankakee,  111.,  $600,000  for  a  dormi- 
tory for  200  women  students. 

NEW  YORK-The  Official  Cath- 
olic Directory  for  1961  just  released 
shows  Roman  Catholics  in  the  50 
U.  S.  States  now  number  a  record 
42.104,900,  an  increase  of  1,233,598 
over  last  year  and  a  10-year  increase 
of  13,470,022,  or  47.04  percent  over 
the  28,634,878  in  1951.  The  new  total 
includes  all  families  of  the  defense 
forces,  at  home  and  abroad,  and  the 
diplomatic  and  other  services  abroad.

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A  PORTRAIT  OF 


THE  II^IINe

About  a  year  ago  there  occurred  a 
very  significant  event  in  the  history 
of  England— Princess  Margaret  mar- 
ried a  commoner,  Anthony  Armstrong 
Jones.  The  conspicuous  aspect  of  the 
entire  event,  at  least  to  some,  was 
the  minutely  detailed  description  con- 
cerning the  adornment  of  the  prin- 
cess. This  serves  as  a  spodight  to  all 
descriptions  of  any  fashionable  wed- 
ding. In  all  of  this  it  is  significant 
that  a  description  of  the  groom  is 
scarcely  mentioned,  if  indeed  he  is 
mentioned  at  all.  Actually,  he  is  a 
vital  part  of  the  entire  affair.  In  con- 
trast to  this  repeated  situation,  there 
is  another  wedding  date  set  in  the 
future,  the  marriage  or  union  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  with  His  bride  the  church. 
Both  the  bride  and  Groom  are  won- 
derfully described  in  God's  Word. 
It  is  one  of  the  descriptions  of  the 
Groom  which  we  will  be  considering 
at  this  time. 

Psalm  45  does  not  speak  of  His 
union  with  the  church,  but  with 
the  union  of  Messiah  with  Israel. 
However,  the  Psalm  does  give  a  strik- 
ing description  of  the  Lord  Jesus.  The 
description  in  verses  2  through  8  is 
not  from  one  on  the  outside  looking 
in,  but  from  one  who  is  vitally  ac- 
quainted with  his  subject.  In  verse 
1,  he  writes  with  all  the  enthusiasm 
and  interest  that  any  news  reporter 
ever  did.  From  an  overflowing  heart, 
the  psalmist  writes  concerning  this 
royal  theme.  This  King  at  His  wed- 
ding gives  no  end  of  material  to  be 
written  about,  and  the  writer  is  anx- 
ious to  get  started. 

The  description  of  the  King's 
beauty  in  verse  2  tells  us  that  He  is 
more  than  human.  The  beauty  meas- 
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ured  by  die  world  at  large  is  of  far 
more  inferior  type  than  that  of  this 
King.  The  average  American's  con- 
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ception  of  beauty  is  based  on   the 
merits  of  Avon  or  Revlon.  The  Jew's 
statement    concerning    the    physical 
beauty  of  the  King  is  given  in  Isaiah 
53:2:  "He  hath  ...  no  beauty  diat 
we  should  desire  him."  The  trite  say- 
ing, "beauty  is  only  skin  deep,"  was 
never  more  true  than  in  this  respect. 
The  beauty  of  this  King  was  based 
upon  what  was  in  His  lips.  In  Luke 
4:22  it  was  said  of  Him  that  "gracious 
words"   proceeded   out  of   His   lips. 
Think  for  a  moment  how  gracious 
His  words  were  and  still  are.  For  ex- 
ample, in   Matthew   11:28   He  said: 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ye  diat  labor  and 
are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest."  It  is  of  little  wonder  that  the 
temple    officers    that    were    sent    to 
capture  Jesus  returned  to  the  chief 
priests  and  Pharisees  empty  handed 
with  the  explanation  in  John  7:46: 
"Never  man   spake  like   this  man." 
All  of  this  beauty  is  a  present  reality, 
not  a  past  memory— notice  the  words, 
"Thou  art  fairer"  and  "grace  is  pour- 
ed." Not  for  one  moment  should  we 
think  that  His  beauty  is  terminated  in 
the  type  spoken  of  here.  Certainly, 
when  we  see  Him  who  is  infinite  in 
attributes  and  character,  we  will  see 
a   person   of  infinite   beauty  which 
the  artist's  brush  can  never  portray. 
And  all  the  benefit  will  be  ours  as 
we  read  in  I  John  3:21:  "And  when 
he   shall    appear,   we   shall    be   like 
him;  for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is." 

Descriptions  of  men  can  only  be 
of  their  present  based  upon  their 
past.  As  the  psalmist  describes  this 
King  in  verses  3  through  5,  we  not 
only  see  His  present  and  past,  but 
also  something  of  His  success  in  the 


future.  In  marked  contrast  to  His 
gracious  words  in  verse  2,  we  have 
the  King  prepared  for  conquest  in 
verse  3.  He  is  ready  and  able  to  con- 
quer and  judge.  The  "girding  on"  of 
the  sword,  and  the  "riding  pros- 
perously [successfully],"  are  impera- 
tive predictions  of  what  the  King 
will  do.  The  future  career  of  this 
King  is  indeed  powerful,  indicated  by 
the  words  "thy  right  hand,"  terrible 
and  effective  as  described  in  verse 
5.  It  is  quite  clear  as  to  why  this  con- 
quest is  carried  on;  to  be  sure,  it  is 
not  for  selfish  reasons,  which  all  the 
kings  of  the  earth  have  had  in  the 
past.  The  motive  with  which  He  acts 
is  very  clear  in  verse  4:  "Because 
of  truth,  meekness  [power  and  energy 
under  control]  and  righteousness." 
And  as  we  shall  see  in  verses  6 
through  8,  it  was  not  for  the  quest 
for  power. 

The  New  Testament  writer  quotes 
verse  6  in  Hebrews  1:6-8  to  estabhsh 
the  complete  and  final  superiority  of 
Christ  even  over  the  angels.  His 
throne  is  of  God,  and  it  is  eternal. 
"The  scepter  of  diy  kingdom  is  a 
right  scepter"  indicates  that  from 
this  throne  is  flowing  absolute  jus- 
tice. There  is  no  fear  to  be  experi- 
enced from  absolute  justice  when  one 
is  in  the  proper  relationship  with  the 
King.  Verse  7  reveals  His  complete 
feeling  for  righteousness  and  against 
wickedness.  The  divine  stamp  of  ap- 
proval is  given  in  the  anointing  by 
God  with  die  "oil  of  gladness"  above 
all  His  fellows.  What  a  striking  pic- 
ture this  is  of  the  humanity  of  the 
divine  King!  Verse  6  presents  and 
emphasizes  His  eternal  deity  while 
verse  7  presents  His  humanity.  The 
outward  manifestation  of  these  is  in- 
dicated by  verse  8.  In  Scripture,  "gar- 
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ments"  signify  conduct  before  men. 
The  King's  garments  not  only  give 
off  the  odor  of  spices,  but  may  also 
be  characteristic  of  the  sources  from 
which  the  spices  come.  The  myrrh 
tree  is  a  little  thorny,  ragged  tree  re- 
minding us  again  of  the  words  "There 
is  no  beauty  that  we  should  desire 
him."  His  majesty  and  glory  can  be 
illustrated  by  the  aloes  which  comes 
from  a  tree  that  grows  to  a  mature 
height  of  120  feet  and  12  feet  in 
circumference.  The  psalmist's  words: 
"O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is 
good,"  ring  in  our  minds  when  we 
read  the  word  "cassia."  This  could 
either  be  a  small  sweet  herbaceous 
plant  or  cinnamon  bark.  All  of  these 
bring  forth  a  pleasant  perfume,  which 
pictures  the  satisfaction  we  receive 
when  we  consider  the  conduct  of  our 
King.  In  the  American  Standard  Ver- 
sion there  is  a  complete  and  happy 
thought,  which  adds  to  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  description  of  the  King. 
Ivory  is  that  which  speaks  of  gen- 
uine white,  clear  through,  and  not 
just  veneer.  Thus,  out  of  the  genuine 
palaces  comes  that  which  makes  the 
King  glad.  Where  else  can  we  find 
genuine  palaces  than  in  the  words 
of  the  King  in  John  14:2:  "In  my 
father's  house  are  manv  mansions." 
Stringed  instruments  many  times  in 
Scripture  speak  of  that  which  brings 
forth  harmony.  There  is  complete 
harmony  when  we  view  our  Lord 
and  King  with  respect  to  our  dwell- 
ing place  in  heaven.  Although  this 
Psalm  is  not  rightly  interpreted  as 
speaking  about  the  church,  it  can 
be  applied  for  teaching  within  the 
church.  It  is  out  of  the  ivory  palaces 
of  heaven  the  glad  fact  comes  that 
we  will  some  day  dwell  forever  in 
glad  harmony  and  peace  with  our 
Redeemer.

All  the  Way  My  Saviour  Leads  Me 


By  Fanny  Crosby 


"All   the   way   my   Saviour   leads   me; 

What  have  I  to  ask  beside? 
Can  I  doubt  His  tender  mercy 

Who   through   life  has  been  my  guide? 
Heavenly  peace,   divinest  comfort 

There  by  faith  in  Him  to  dwelll 
For  I  know  whate'er  befall  me, 

Jesus  doeth  all  things  well. 

"All  the  way  my  Saviour  leads  me, 

Cheers    each    winding   path    I   tread; 
Gives  me  grace  for  every  trial, 

Feeds  me  with  the  Uving  bread; 
Though  my  weary  steps  may  falter. 

And  my  soul  athirst  may  be. 
Gushing  from  the  Rock  before  me, 

Lo,  a  spring  of  joy  I  see. 

"All  the  way  my  Saviour  leads  me; 

Oh,  the  fullness  of  His  love! 
Perfect   rest  to  me  is  promised 

In  my  Father's  house  above; 
When    my    spirit,    clothed,    immortal. 

Wings  its  flight  to  endless  day.

In  the  year  1820  were  bom  three 
sweet  hymnwriters:  Anna  Laetitia 
Waring,  who  wrote,  "In  Heavenly 
Love  Abiding";  Anna  Bardett  War- 
ner, author  of  "One  More  Day's  Work 
for  Jesus";  and  the  much  beloved, 
blind  Fanny  J.  Crosby  who  for  many 
years  wrote  three  hymns  a  week  for 
the  Methodist  publishers,  Biglow  and 
Main.  This  firm  gave  Miss  Crosby 
an  allowance  for  some  eighteen  years 
during  her  old  age;  she  lived  to  be 
ninety-five. 

When  a  child  she  struck  the  right 
keynote  of  existence:  "All  things  work 
together  for  good  to  them  that  love 
the  Lord." 

Miss  Crosby  didn't  think  God 
ordered  her  blindness,  but  she  knew 
He  permitted  it.  So  she  obeyed  the 
Scriptural  command,  "Neither  mur- 
mur ye."  The  wars,  and  crimes,  suf- 
ferings, and  sorrows  of  a  sinful  world 
—a  problem  a  sinner  cannot  solve— 
did  not  stagger  her  implicit  faith  in 
God's  goodness,  for  she  had  learned 
the  answer:  "What  I  do  thou  know- 
est  not  now;  but  thou  shalt  know 
hereafter"  (John  13:7).  So  out  of  her 
own  experience  she  wrote  in  thought- 
ful womanhood: 

"Never  be  sad  or  desponding. 
If  thou  hast  faith  to  believe; 
Grace   for  the   duties  before  thee. 
Ask  of  thy  God   and  receive. 
Never  be  sad   or  desponding. 
There   is   a  morrow   for  thee. 
Soon   thou   shalt    dwell    in   the   brightness. 
There  with  the  Lord  thou  shalt  be." 


The  happy  heart  of  Miss  Crosby 
was  also  large  and  warm,  easily 
touched  by  tears  and  distress  of  others. 
She  wrote  for  those  with  whom  life 
had  dealt  bitterly,  a  poem  called 
"Marah's  Waters." 

"Not    always    on    the    mountain 
The   sweetest   flowers   we  find. 
But   sometimes  in  the  valley. 
With  cypress  branches  twined 
We   see    their   buds    unclosing. 
Their    blossoms    bending    low, 
A  hallowed  fragrance  breathing 
Where   Marah's   waters   flow. 

"O  valley  of  submission. 
Where,  leaning  on  His  breast. 
We   teU   Him   all   our   sorrow. 
And  feel  the  calm  of  rest! 
Though    oft    He   gently   leads   us 
Where    verdant    pastures    grow. 
His  mercy  shines  the   brightest 
Where    Marah's    waters    flow.'' 

A  missionary  from  Korea  on  fur- 
lough told  Miss  Crosby  that  many  of 
her  hymns  had  been  translated  into 
oriental  languages,  and  that  once  he 
visited  a  school  in  Korea  where  there 
was  a  litde  girl  who  so  loved  to  sing 
them  that  she  was  called  "Litde  blind 
Fanny  Crosby."  He  said  that  people 
would  come  miles  to  hear  her  sing, 
"Praise  Him!  Praise  Him!  Jesus,  Our 
Blessed  Redeemer!" 

In  eternity  there  are  doubdess 
hundreds  and  thousands  of  souls  who 
were  led  there,  or  strengthened  spirit- 
ually while  on  earth  by  her  hymns. 
How  glorious  it  will  be  to  meet  them, 
and  to  join  with  them  and  the  angels 
in  "the  song  of  Moses  and  the  Lamb!"

You  say:  "Many  people  have  given 
their  lives  for  others.  A  husband,  his 
life  for  his  wife;  a  mother  sacrifices 
herself  for  her  child;  a  lover  gives  up 
his  life  for  his  sweetheart,  and  that  is 
ever  so  true.  Many  soldiers  have  also 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice;  but  no 
one,  ever,  in  any  period  of  the  world's 
history  willingly  and  gladly  embraced 
the  spiritual  heartbreak,  ostracism, 
and  soul-torture  that  were  Christ's 
lot  from  Gethsemane  to  Golgotha's 
cross.  Surmounting  all  these  to  the 
extent  of  dwarfing  them  to  insig- 
nificance was  the  stark  torment  of  the 
spiritual  separation  that  tore  asunder 
this  divine  Father  and  Son.  I  am 
convinced  that  it  was  this  dreaded 
separation  which  caused  Christ  to 
pray  in  Gethsemane:  "If  it  be  pos- 
sible, let  this  cup  be  removed  from 
me;  nevertheless  not  as  I  will,  but  as 
thou  wilt." 

This  holy  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  real- 
ized only  too  well  the  impenetrable 
wall  that  would  rise  between  Him 
and  His  divine  Father  when  the  Son 
"became  sin  for  the  world."  When 
He  hung  on  Calvary's  tree,  part  of 
His  suffering  was  because  of  the 
knowledge  that  man  was  responsible 
for  His  plight.  It  was  man  who  was 
driving  Him  from  His  Father,  and 
vet  He  was  willing  to  pay  the  hor- 
rible price  if  He  could  bring  man  to 
the  place  of  reconciliation  with  the 
Father.  The  pain  of  the  cross  was 
brutal,  but  the  pain  of  seeing  man 
eternally  damned  was  worse. 

I  am  thinking  of  a  mother  I  once 
Vnew  who  Roing  outdoors  one  win- 


try  day  to  hang  up  the  family  wasl 
came  back  into  the  house  to  find 
her  litde  girl,  about  three  years  old 
a  mass  of  flames.  That  mother  in  ; 
frenzy  of  fear  for  her  babv,  beat  ou 
the  fire  with  her  bare  hands.  Sh( 
was  severely  burned,  but  in  hei 
anxiety  for  the  child  she  paid  no  at 
tention  to  her  own  pain. 

The  little  body  was  scorched  al 
most  beyond  the  power  of  healing 
For  over  a  year  the  little  tot  lay 
slowly  inching  her  way  back  fron 
death,  and  it  was  only  through  th( 
tremendous  sacrifice  of  her  mothe; 
that  litde  Peggy  lived.  Many,  man; 
skin  grafts  were  required,  and  tha 
brave,  loving  mother  lay  there  or 
the  operating  table  with  never  : 
murmur  of  pain  or  protest  as  the  sur 
geon  snip,  snip,  snipped  the  liv( 
flesh  from  her  hips.  Every  snip 
every  pain  meant  that  so  much  mon 
of  her  baby's  body  would  be  repaired 
Sacrifice?  Love?  Yes,  all  of  that.  In 
tensify  that  mother's  love  to  the  ntl 
degree;  then  multiply  it  by  the  mil 
lions  who  have  lived  and  are  livinj 
in  this  world  and  you  get  a  smal 
inkling  of  the  love  that  sent  Chris 
to  Calvary. 

The  question  no  doubt  poses  it 
self  in  some  minds:  "If  God's  Soi 
was  guilty  of  being  stigmatized  wid 
sin,  why  did  He,  until  He  hung  oi 
Calvary's  tree,  retain  His  onenes 
with  God?"  Why  Didn't  God  tun 
away  from  Christ  the  moment  H^ 
came  down  to  earth? 

Holy  Writ  teaches  us  that  Chris 
was  immaculate,  sinless,  and  there 
fore  blameless  until  the  time  He  wen 
to  the  cross.  Only  ivhile  He  wa 
hanging  there  was  it  a  full  confe< 
sion  that  He  had  accepted  the  awfu 
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burden  of  the  world's  sin-guilt.  He 
was  admitting  that  He  should  be 
numbered  among  the  transgressors 
not  for  anything  He  had  done,  but 
because  "He  became  sin"  for  us. 

Even  though  God  did  not  and 
could  not  hate  His  Son,  He  did 
abhor  the  sin  that  now  stained  Him. 
Because  God  had  decreed  that  sin 
must  die.  He  had  to  desert  His  Son 
when  he  hung  on  the  tree. 

How  God's  loving  heart  must  have 
broken  as  He  witnessed  the  ravages 
of  sin  in  the  writhing,  tortured  body 
of  His  Son  on  the  cross.  Think  of 
the  tremendous  love  God  bore  for  that 
broken  figure  on  Calvary's  tree;  then 
remember  the  hatred  He  has  for  all 
sin  or  anything  that  smacks  of  sin. 
Consider  now  the  might  of  His 
power  and  be  assured  that  with  one 
word,  one  thought.  He  could  have 
wiped  out  Christ's  tormentors  and 
brought  about  the  complete  annihila- 
tion of  the  very  world  they  were  de- 
grading. With  no  effort  He  could 
have  snatched  Christ  from  that  mon- 
strous cross,  and  yet,  for  your  sake 
and  mine  He  deliberately  turned  His 
back  on  Jesus  Christ,  His  only  Son. 
How  could  these  things  be!  Because 
He  loved  us,  and  loves  us  still,  with 
a  love  that  no  man  can  possibly 
fathom. 

What  righteous  indignation  God 
must  have  known  as  He  witnessed 
the  mockery  with  which  that  cruel, 
barbarous  crown  of  thorns  was  forced 
down  over  Christ's  saintly  brow!  That 
crown  of  oriental  thorn  was  another 
example  of  the  fiendish,  hellish  glee 
with  which  Satan  was  superintend- 
ing that  day!  Satan  had  no  doubt  as 
to  whom  he  thought  he  had  railroad- 
ed to  a  felon's  death  on  the  tree!  This 
was  God's  only  Son!  No  other  cruci- 
fied victim  ever  had  to  suffer  the 
torture  that  was  heaped  upon  Christ. 
Satan  was  pouring  it  on.  He  failed 
to  reahze,  like  Pilate:  "Thou  couldst 
have  no  power  at  all  against  me, 
except  it  were  given  thee  from  above." 
The  tines  on  those  thorn  branches 
which  composed  that  horrible  crown 
were  two  to  three  inches  long,  as 
hard  as  iron  and  as  sharp  as  needles. 
Each  tine  laid  open  a  gash  clean  to 
the  bone.  And  yet  Christ  uttered 
never  a  word  of  protest,  nor  did  God 
make  one  move  toward  helping  Him. 
Sin  is  so  terrible,  its  punishment  so 
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just,  and  Christ  must  needs  feel 
every  pang  brought  about  by  God's 
wrath  upon  sin  because  He  bore, 
at  that  time,  all  the  sin  of  all  the 
world!  It  must.  Scripture  tells  us,  be 
this  way  or  else  man  must  be  eter- 
nally doomed  to  an  eternal  hell.  This 
was  the  price  of  man's  redemption. 
Have  you  claimed  your  portion? 

My  sinner  friend,  when  God  turn- 
ed His  back  on  the  unutterable  pain 
and  misery  of  Christ  on  the  cross. 
He  faced  you  and  me  with  wide  open 
arms  and  a  "whosoever  will,  let  him 
come,"  on  His  lips,  which  He  meant! 

When  Christ  hung  between  earth 
and  heaven,  an  outcast  from  all  man- 
kind, ostracized  from  His  Father 
in  heaven.  He  cried  out  in  an  agony 
of  yearning,  "My  God,  my  God,  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me?"  Then  it  was 
that  His  heart  broke.  His  heart  broke 
because  man's  sin  had  forced  God 
the  Father  to  place  this  black  gulf 
of  separation  between  these  two 
members  of  Deity  who  from  eternity 
had  been  one!  Medical  science  tells 
us  that  when  there  is  blood  and 
water  in  the  sac  enclosing  the  heart, 
it  is  an  indication  that  that  organ 
has  suffered  an  injury  under  severe 
strain  that  we  call  "breaking."  Scrip- 
ture tells  us  that  "water  and  blood" 
Sushed  from  His  side  when  that 
Roman  soldier  thrust  in  his  spear. 

A  little  later  Christ  cried  out 
again,  "It  is  finished!"  and  gave  up 
His  spirit.  Yes;  it  was  completed,  the 
act  of  redemption  whereby  man 
could  have  eternal  salvation.  With 
His  spilled  blood  He  blazed  a  trail 
away  from  the  hrink  of  the  'pit  into 
an  eternity  with  God!"  What  have 
yoM  done  about  it?  Will  you  accept 
and  live,  or  turn  away  to  death? 

That  God  accepted  Christ's  pay- 
ment in  full  is  ascertained  by  His 
raising  Him  from  the  tomb.  That, 
my  friends,  is  the  assurance  that  God 
accepted  the  redemption  in  full.  It 
is  the  final,  ultimate  authorization  for 
man's  salvation. 

God  so  loved  the  world  that  He 
permitted  His  Son  to  die  on  Cal- 
vary's cross.  But  hallelujah!  as  the 
angel  told  the  two  Marys  at  the 
tomb:  "Ye  seek  Jesus,  he  is  not  here, 
he  is  risen."  'Why  seek  ye  the  living 
among  the  dead?"

HISTORICAL 
HIGHLIGHTS 


CHRIST     CENTERED 

The  Christian  Hfe  must  be 
centered  in  the  person  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Our  family 
Hfe,  business  hfe,  and  recrea- 
tional life  must  have  Christ  at 
the  core.  Our  church  is  active 
spiritually  and  socially,  for 
man  must  be  challenged  in 
body,  soul,  and  spirit — I  Thes- 
salonians  5:23. 


1708 — The  Brethren  Church  was  bom  in  Schwarzenau, 
Germany,  under  the  leadership  of  Alexander 
Mack. 

1723 — Seeking  religious  freedom  the  Brethren  move- 
ment had  emigrated  to  the  New  World  and  lo- 
cated in  the  area  of  Germantown  (Philadel- 
phia), Pennsylvania. 

1729 — The  Brethren  movement  became  intricately  as- 
sociated with  the  heart  of  Colonial  America. 

1743 — Christopher  Sower,  a  leader  in  the  Brethren 
movement,  did  some  of  the  first  printing  in 
America.  He  published  the  first  almanac,  the 
first  German  hymnbook,  the  first  German  news- 
paper, and  the  first  Bible  in  a  European  lan- 
guage. The  first  weekly  magazine  printed  in 
America  was  done  by  Brethren  (1865). 

1776 — The  Brethren  community  at  Ephrata,  Pennsyl- 
vania, became  the  place  of  refuge  for  Washington 
and  his  troops  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

1850 — From  the  days  of  the  American  Revolution  to 
the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  a  dark 
period  for  the  Brethren.  Then  there  appeared  a 
progressive  spirit,  and  the  church  became  mis- 
sionary minded. 

1883 — Formerly  known  as  the  German  Baptists,  a 
group  of  progressives  organized  under  the  name 
The  Brethren  Church  with  the  first  conference 
conducted  at  Dayton,  Ohio. 

TODAY — The  Brethren  Church  is  a  fellowship  of 
churches  which  are  located  in  cities  from  coast- 
to-coast.

Shoemaker 


Many  years  ago,  in  Nantes,  a  Bible 
was  given  to  a  beggar.  Unlike  rrtost  of 
his  class,  the  man  could  read,  and 
when  he  found  that  the  book  was  not 
known  in  the  towns  and  villages 
through  which  he  passed  in  his  wan- 
derings, he  conceived  the  idea  of 
adding  to  his  meager  income  by  read- 
ing a  portion  to  those  who  would  be 
willing  to  pay  for  it.

The    old    shoemaker,    curious    to 


know  something  of  the  contents  of 
the  book,  gave  the  beggar  a  sou, 
upon  which  the  latter  produced  his 
wonderful  book,  and,  sitting  on  a 
stone  seat  in  front  of  the  house,  be- 
gan to  read. 

The  narrative  of  the  interview  of 
Nicodemus  with  the  Lord  Jesus  deep- 
ly impressed  him,  and  especially  was 
he  struck  by  the  words  which  Luther 
called  "the  Bible  in  miniature":  "For 
God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave 
his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whoso- 
ever believeth  in  him  should  not 
perish,  but  have  everlasting  life."

"Oh,  no,"  replied  the  beggar,  "only 
one  chapter  for  a  sou." 

The  old  man  could  not  continue  to 
pay  sous,  for  he  was  very  poor,  but 
he  begged  the  man  to  tell  him  where 


he  had  obtained  the  marvelous  book. 
The  beggar  said  that  he  had  received 
it  from  a  pastor  in  Nantes,  and  then 
went  his  way. 

One  morning  about  a  fortnight 
after  the  beggar  passed  through  the 
village  the  shoemaker  rose  early  and 
told  his  son  that  the  litde  shop  would 
be  left  in  his.  care,  as  he  was  going  to 
Nantes.

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The  Great  Religious  Octopus 

In  August  1948,  the  World  Council  of  Churches  was 
organized  in  Amsterdam.  Presbyterian  Life  (September 
19,  1948)  at  that  time  called  the  council  "the  most  con- 
centrated and  powerful  religious  organization  the  world 
has  ever  seen."  Apparently  the  writer  of  that  statement 
was  nearsighted  or  ignorant  in  that  he  failed  to  recog- 
nize the  powerful  organization  with  headquarters  in 
Rome.  Nevertheless,  the  seed  of  apostasy  was  already 
driving  its  roots  deep  in  1948.  The  cry  that  went  up 
then  from  the  lips  of  Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam  was  for 
unification.  Bishop  Oxnam  was  widely  known  for  his 
denial  of  the  faith,  and  disbelief  in  the  great  doctrines  of 
the  Word  of  God.  He  knew  only  one  thing,  "One 
Church  for  one  world."  Bishop  Oxnam  declared  that 
"Union  can  and  must  be  established  in  Christ's  churches 
in  the  world."  He  further  declared  that  "such  a  union 
would  electrify  the  world  and  accelerate  the  trend  to- 
ward union  in  every  continent."  He  concluded  that  there 
would  ultimately  be  only  two  groups,  the  Protestants  and 
the  Catholic,  and  that  even  these  would  unite  to  form  the 
"Holy  Catholic  Church,"  or  the  church  universal.  The 
great  religious  octopus  was  born. 

The  baby  is  now  thirteen  years  old,  and  this  religious 
octopus  is  reaching  out  with  its  arms  to  suck  into  its 
grasp  the  nucleus  for  this  socialistic  World  Church.  Thir- 
teen vears  later  it  is  the  voice  of  Dr.  Eugene  Carson 
Blake^  a  member  of  three  top  committees  in  the  World 
Council  of  Churches.  His  aim  and  purpose  differs  little 
from  that  of  Bishop  Oxnam  of  some  years  ago.  His 
plea  is  unification  regardless  of  conviction.  Dr.  Blake 
would  argue  that  "precise  doctrinal  agreement"  need 
not  be  reached,  but  simply  agreement  on  certain  formal 
rituals  and  sacraments.  Dr.  Blake  was  keen  enough  to 
suggest  that  this  initial  liberal  union  include  the  Epis- 
copal Church  and  the  Northern  Presbyterians,  inviting 
the  Methodists  and  the  United  Church  of  Christ  to  form 
this  new  Christian  Church.  Eventually  he  hopes  the  Bap- 
tists and  a  myriad  of  other  groups  will  enter  the  alliance 
to  form  the  World  Church. 

The  prophetic  Word  graphically  describes  just  such 
a  world  church  in  the  end  of  this  age.  Truly  this  is 
another  sign  that  the  coming  of  our  Lord  is  near.  Once 
this  "Holy  Catholic  Church"  becomes  a  fact,  there  need 
be  no  longer  any  queston  but  what  the  apostasy  has 
reached  full  proportions.  This  great  religious  octopus 
is  that  creature  upon  which  God  \vill  ultimately  pour 
out  His  wrath  (Rev.  18:2-5,  ASV).-A.R.K.

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"God  Be  With  You  Till  We  Meet  Again"

Not  long  ago  in  the  course  of  one 
week  we  heard  the  song,  which  pro- 
vides the  title  for  this  article,  sung 
many  times  and  with  great  depth 
of  emotion  by  numbers  of  African 
Christians.  We  are  sure  we  will  not 
forget  the  touching  moments  we  ex- 
perienced at  that  time.  What  was 
the  occasion  for  this?  These  Africans 
were  pouring  out  their  hearts  in  the 
expression  of  their  gratitude  and,  at 
the  same  time,  their  sorrow  as  the 
ministry  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Orville  Job- 
son  drew  to  a  close  in  their  beloved 
Africa.  This  song  was  sung  on  the 
very  Sunday  of  their  departure  by  a 
small  group  from  the  church  choir, 
and  there  was  not  a  dry  eye  to  be 
found  among  the  1,500  people 
crowding  the  church  to  capacity. 

The  Jobsons  have  done  a  won- 
derful work  among  us.  Our  mission 
has  gone  forward  under  Dr.  Job- 
son's  leadership.  Among  the  govern- 
ment leaders  of  this  new  Central 
African  Republic  he  has  gained  re- 
spect not  only  for  himself,  but  also 
for  the  mission.  The  Jobsons  have 
\\'on  the  love  and  esteem  of  the  Afri- 
can people.  For  several  months  be- 
fore their  departure,  Africans  from  as 
far  away  as  several  hundred  miles 
came  by  foot,  bicycle,  and  bus  to 
sav  goodby.  Many  of  them  had  found 
the  Lord  under  the  Jobsons'  ministry. 
Some  as  babies  had  been  dedicated 
to  the  Lord  by  Dr.  Jobson;  others 
had  been  married  by  him;  others  had 
been  in  their  Bible  schools. 

When  these  people  came  to  say 
goodby,  they  brought  gifts  expressing 
their  love  and  affection.  Some  led  in 
poats,  others  brought  chickens,  e2SS, 
fresh  vegetables,  and  fruits.  When 
one  yyoman  came  up  on  the  porch  to 
sav  farewell  to  Mrs.  Jobson,  we  were 
quite  surprised  to  see  her  reach  into 
her  handbag  and  pull  out  a  chicken 
and  some  eggs.  Some  different  church 
groups  came  and  gravely  presented 
gifts  in  cash.  The  monetary  value  of 
these  gifts  would  not  seem  much 
judged  by  American  standards,  but 
many  times  it  meant  a  real  sacrifice 
on  the  part  of  the  Africans.  But  these 


\yere  love  gifts  and  not  to  be  refused. 
One  outstanding  event  took  place 
the  last  Sunday  before  the  Sunday 
of  their  departure.  Of  course  Dr. 
Jobson  brought  a  heartfelt  message  of 
exhortation  and  challenge  to  the  peo- 
ple. But  the  highlight  of  the  day 
came  at  2:00  p.m.  when  we  returned 
to  the  church  to  take  part  in  the  fare- 
well dinner  for  the  Jobsons.  We  were 
ushered  in  to  the  center  of  the  audi- 
torium where  four  tables  were  set 
complete  with  tablecloths,  napkins, 
and  silverware,  and  decorated  with 
flowers.  We  sat  down  at  these  tables 
with  guest  African  pastors  and  dea- 
cons of  the  church.  A  number  of 
other  guests  sat  at  the  benches  ar- 
ranged as  tables  on  each  side  of  the 
church,  and  outside  in  the  court 
other  hundreds  sat  in  a  semicircle,  all 
to  partake  in  this  feast  together.  Three 
cows  had  been  purchased  for  the  oc- 
casion by  the  church  people.  But 
a  big  surprise  awaited  us,  for  our 
menu  was  something  special.  First  of 
all  we  were  served  a  platter  of  hors 
d'oeuvres  arranged  artistically  and 
deliciously  seasoned.  Then  came 
crisp  golden  brown  french  fries,  let- 
tuce salad,  and  string  beans.  Then 
borne  in  on  a  huge  platter  was  a 
whole  roasted  suckling  pig  with  flow- 
ers arranged  in  the  nose  and  ears.  The 
dinner  was  so  appetizing  that  we  had 
no  trouble  disposing  of  it  with  the 
assistance    of    the    African     guests. 


There  were  other  courses  to  come— 
cheese  and  a  delicious  fresh  fruit 
salad  served  \yith  tea.  We  enjoyed 
ourselves,  but  the  Africans  enjoyed  it 
even  more,  watching  our  surprise 
as  each  new  thing  vyas  brought  in. 

But  we  were  not  to  be  too  engross- 
ed  in  the  meal,  for  all  during  it  dif- 
ferent  Christian  groups  stepped  out 
and  sang  h)Tnns  for  us.  Some  pre- 
sented by  the  regular  church  choir 
and  college  group  choir  sounded 
sy\'eeter  and  more  pleasing  to  our 
ears  than  others.  But  I  am  sure  that 
to  the  Jobsons  every  number  was 
sweet  because  of  its  heartfelt  mean- 
ing. The  WMC  group  sang  well  and 
\yith  depth  of  feeling  as  they  said 
goodby  to  their  "mama,"  the  one 
who  pioneered  in  beginning  WMC 
on  the  field.  Mrs.  Jobson  had  faith  in 
these  Christian  women,  believing 
they  could  be  organized  for  service 
for  the  Lord  even  vyhen  it  was  hard 
to  see  any  hope  for  the  women  at 
all  because  of  their  African  culture 
which  debased  the  woman's  place  to 
that  of  a  menial  servant. 

Then  came  the  day  of  departure. 
We  stood  at  the  airport  and  watched 
as  the  hundreds  of  Africans,  and 
many  Europeans  as  well,  vyished  the 
Jobsons  Godspeed.  It  was  hard  to 
see  them  go.  We  know  that  their 
hearts  will  al\\'ays  be  in  Africa.  They

At  a  local  church  men's  meeting 
an  elderly  "pillar  of  the  church"  was 
heard   to    say   during   the    study   of 
Psalm   23:    "Isn't   it   a   pity   that   so 
many   Christian   leaders  forget   that 
they,  too,  are  sheep?  How  wonderful 
to  have  Christ  as  our  Great  Shep- 
herd!" What  was  he  talking  about? 
A  quick  look  into  our  lives  gives  us 
the  answer.  In  spite  of  our  call  to 
"pastor"  the  flock  of  God  some  min- 
isters have  somewhere  obtained  the 
idea  that  this  means  we  are  to  be- 
rate   them    for    their    shortcomings, 
establish    our   authority   by   shaking 
the  Bible  at  them,  make   them  de- 
pend on  us  as  dieir  pseudo-mediator, 
function  as  their  minister  in  the  eyes 
of  the  state  and  society,  take  home 
the  paycheck  in  a  professional  sort 
of  way,  and  consider  our  work  done. 
A    professional    is    one    who    has 
reached  the  high  peak  of  personal  at- 
tainment where  he  needs  no  one  to 
tell  him  what  to  do.  He  makes  his 
own  decisions.  He's  paid  to  do  that. 
Now  if  anyone  had  the  right  to  be 
a  professional,  it  was  Jesus  Christ. 
His  ancestry.   His  background.   His 
personal  stamina.  His  personality  at- 
tributes,   His    spiritual    insight,    and 
His  love  for  His  fellow  man  should 
have  given  Him  every  right  to  walk 
among  His  people  as  a  professional 
who  could   make   a   strong,   positive 
contribution  to  mankind,  and  in  turn 
expect    their   respect   and   monetary 
support.  Let's  take  a  look! 

Listening  to  the  words  of  our 
mighty  Lord  we  hear  Him  saying: 
"I  must  be  about  my  father's  busi- 
ness" (Luke  2:49).  "My  meat  is  to 
do  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me,  and 
to  finish  his  work"  (John  4:34).  In 
the  midst  of  an  overwhelming  stren- 
uous life  He  smiles  and  says:  "Suf- 
fer little  children,  and  forbid  them 
not,  to  come  unto  me"  (Matt.  19: 
14).  And  in  the  most  trying  hour  of 
His  earthly  life,  when  a  professional 
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should  feel  justified  to  exert  his  au- 
thority, our  Lord  prayed:  ".  .  .  not 
my  will,  but  diine,  be  done"  (Luke 
22:42).  You  do  not  find  in  this  One 
a  professional.  You  find  a  servant. 

Christ  considered  himself  a  serv- 
ant. He  stated  this  himself:  ".  .  .  the 
Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  min- 
istered unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to 
give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many" 
(Matt.  20:28).  His  mission  was  a 
ministrv,  not  a  professional  office. 
Christ  is  your  Saviour  and  mine  be- 
cause He  came  as  a  servant.  Is  our 
ministry  to  be  any  different? 

The  ideal  often  held  up  before 
our  young  people  today  is  the  pro- 
fessional field  with  the  aim  of  hav- 
ing the  best,  and  finding  security 
in  a  good,  honest,  high-paying  pro- 
fession. Because  of  such  an  emphasis 
oftentimes  our  young  people  see  a 
godly  man  whom  they  admire,  and 
mistake  the  source  of  godliness  as 
professionalism,  rather  than  a  life 
dedicated  to  love  and  serve  his  God. 
The  truth  is  that  in  the  Christian 
realm  the  great  men  have  not  always 
been  the  best  trained,  nor  the  best 
equipped,  nor  the  most  intellectual, 
but  they  have  been  men  who  knew 
what  it  was  to  worship  and  serve  to 
the  best  of  their  ability  their  Creator 
and  Sa\dour.  This  is  what  made  the 
difference. 

Almost  daily  we  are  confronted 
and  awe-struck  by  the  persistent, 
steady  gains  that  communism  is  mak- 
ino  throughout  the  world.  We  won- 
der how,  with  their  godless  and  dia- 
bolical principles,  they  are  able  to 
do  it.  The  power  of  communism  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  youth  are  taught 
to  serve  the  party.  We  certainly  do 
not  agree  with  communism  and  its 
deceitful  tactics  and  aims,  but  we 
can  learn  something  from  them,  or, 
better  still,  learn  from  the  Bible, 
God's  Holy  Word.  In  looking  into 
the  Scriptures  we  find  some  interest-

"belonging  to  God,"  "follower," 
"Christian,"  and  "heir."  A  fast  glance 
at  these  words  does  not  suggest  the 
high-powered,  self-sufficient  person- 
alitv  that  occupies  many  pulpits 
across  the  land.  But  it  does  suggest, 
and  rightly  so,  a  person  who  desires 
to  "be  conformed  to  the  image  of 
his  Son"  (Rom.  8:29).  The  title 
"Reverend"  has  been  taken  by  too 
many  to  show  the  world  that  they 
are  worthy  and  capable  of  a  place  of 
leadership. 

In  heaven  all  our  holy  aspirations 
are  to  be  fully  realized.  According  to 
the  Book  of  The  Revelation,  the  first 
picture  we  see  of  the  Christian  in 
heaven    is   that   of   the    twenty-four 
elders  casting  their  crowns  before  the 
throne  saying:  "Thou  art  worthy,  O 
Lord,   to  receive   glory   and  honour 
and  power:  for  thou  hast  created  all 
things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are 
and  were  created"  (Rev.  4:11).  This 
is  not  the  cry  of  self-sufficient  pro- 
fessionals but  that  of  dedicated  serv- 
ants. Even  as  we  reign  with  Him  in 
His  glory  (Rev.  5:10),  we  find  that 
we  have  this  position  as  a  relegated 
authority.  Are  we  to  wait  until  then 
to  learn   how   to   serve?   Christ  has 
called  us  to  a  life  of  service  now, 
and     has     led     the     way     himself. 
How  beautiful  to  watch   the  life 
of  the  Aposrie  Paul   as  he  demon- 
strates this  in  his  daily  life.   "Paul, 
a  servant  of  Christ  .  .  ."  (Rom.  1:1). 
"For  necessity  is  laid  upon  me:  yea, 
woe  is  unto  me,  if  I  preach  not  the 
gospel!"  (I  Cor.  9:16.)  ".  .  .  behold, 
I  go  bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jeru- 
salem, not  knowing  the  things  that 
shall  befall  me  there"  (Acts  20:22). 
".  .  .  being  made  conformable  unto 
his  death"  (Phil.  3:10). 
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Doesn't  this  attitude  restrict  one's 
life?  Yes  and  No.  Yes,  if  one  claims 
his  life  as  his  own.  ".  .  .  ye  are  not 
your  own  ...  ye  are  bought  with  a 
price  .  .  ."  (I  Cor.  6:19-20).  To  the 
devoted  Christian  the  answer  is  No! 
because  in  Christ  we  find  complete 
richness  and  fullness  of  life.  "He 
that  findeth  his  life  shall  lose  it:  and 
he  that  loseth  his  life  for  my  sake 
shall  find  it"  (Matt.  10:39).  Adven- 
ture! Thrill!  New  places!  New 
things!  Challenge!  Purpose!  Peace! 
Joy!  Rest!  Follow  Christ  in  the  life 
of  sincere,  dedicated  service,  and  none 
of  these  will  you  lack  no  matter  what 
vour  station  in  life  or  your  sphere  of 
activity.  We  might  add  that  the  by- 
product of  such  a  life  is  a  conscience 
free  from  the  condemning  knowl- 
edge and  the  nagging  dread  that  eats 
away  at  the  heart  of  the  man  who 
has  sought  to  gain  all  these  things 
in  his  own  selfish  way. 

Let's  face  it!  No  matter  what  our 
prestige  or  profession,  we  are  already 
slaves.  Without  Christ  as  our  Saviour 
we  are  under  the  bondage  of  sin 
(Rom.  6:17-18).  Once  freed  from 
this  bondage  we  immediately  become 
subject  to  a  higher,  more  wonderful 
bondage— that  of  the  infinite  love  of 
Christ  (Rom.  6:22).  "For  the  love 
of  Christ  constrained!  us;  because  we 
thus  judge,  that  if  one  died  for  all, 
then  were  all  dead:  and  that  he  died 
for  all,  that  they  which  live  should 
not  henceforth  live  unto  themselves, 
but  unto  him  which  died  for  them 
and  rose  again"  (II  Cor.  5:14-15). 

We  need  education— the  kind  that 
educates  the  whole  person.  We  need 
training— the  kind  that  gives  us  per- 
sonal integrity  and  discipline.  We 
need  wisdom— the  kind  that  comes 
from  above  while  we  are  on  bended 
knee,  and  gives  purpose  and  per- 
manency to  the  work  we  have  to 
do  for  our  Master.  But  these  are  not 
ends  in  themselves.  Nor  are  they  to 
be  means  to  reach  selfishly  the 
heights  of  prestige  for  which  we 
yearn.  They  are  to  be  used  only  to 
serve  the  One  who  bought  us.  The 
Apostle  Peter,  v\'ho  knew  what  it 
was  to  be  both  shepherd  and  sheep, 
through  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  tells  us:  "The  elders  which 
are  among  you  I  exhort,  whom  am 
also  an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the 
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sufferings  of  Christ,  and  also  a  par- 
taker of  die  glory  that  shall  be  re- 
vealed: feed  the  flock  of  God  which 
is  among  you,  taking  the  oversight 
thereof,  not  by  constraint,  but  will- 
ingly; not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a 
ready  mind;  neither  as  being  lords 
over  God's  heritage,  but  being  en- 
samples  to  the  flock.  And  when  the 
chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  ye  shall 
receive  a  crown  of  glory  that  fadeth 
not  away"  (I  Pet.  5:1-4).  Only  a 
sinolehearted  servant  can  fulfill  this 
injunction.  A  professional  cannot  do 
it.  Could  this  be  the  reason  that  so 
much  Christian  work  today  is  so 
shallow,  temporary,  contentious,  and 
without  love?  Can  it  be  that  we  have 
as  our  goal  to  be  professionals  and 
have  others  serving  us?  Have  we 
forgotten  that  we,  too,  are  sheep? 

Christ's  own  words  are  given  to  us 
for  such  times  as  these.  "My  meat 
is  to  do  the  will  of  him  that  sent  me, 
and  to  finish  his  work"  (John  4:34). 
"And  whosoever  will  be  chief  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  servant"  (Matt. 
20:27)!

Brazilian  Community 
Happy  With  New  School 


A  distance  of  about  twenty-five 
miles  from  the  mission  station  at  Ma- 
capa  is  a  community  of  three  to  five 
thousand  people,  called  Mazagao.  It 
has  no  contact  with  the  outside  world 
except  by  boat  or  plane.  There  has 
been  a  Brethren  chapel  there  for  some 
years,  but  only  recendy  has  a  Breth- 
ren young  man,  Hilton  Martins,  a 
Bible  Institute  graduate,  gone  there 
as  the  full-time  pastor.  Also,  a  Chris- 
tian day  school  has  been  established, 
built  on  the  back  of  the  church 
building,  and  taught  by  Mrs.  Martins, 
the  pastor's  wife.  This  school  is  a  wel- 
comed addition  to  the  community, 
for  the  government  school,  formerly 
the  only  school  in  Mazagao,  was 
closed  for  some  reason  months  ago. 
As  the  result  of  an  appeal  made  to 
Christian  day  schools  in  the  United 
States,   over   half   the   money   to   fi-

Missionary  Personne 


A  number  of  changes  have  taken 
place  or  are  in  prospect  in  the  near 
future  in  relation  to  members  of  the 
Brethren  missionary  family.  This  in- 
formation is  being  presented  that 
friends  may  pray  more  intelligently. 

Rev.  William  Smnarin  and  fam- 
ily returned  to  the  United  States  in 
February  1960  after  two  very  suc- 
cessful terms  of  service  as  mission- 
aries in  Central  Africa.  They  return- 
ed a  few  months  prior  to  the  sched- 
uled furlough  time  because  of  some 
very  serious  health  problems  on  the 
part  of  Mrs.  Samarin.  With  the  pass- 
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ing  months  Mrs.  Samarin's  health  has 
gready  improved.  There  is  fear  that 
the  tropics  would  cause  a  return  of 
the  problems;  therefore,  it  has  been 
the  decision  of  the  Samarins  not  to 
return  to  the  field  in  Africa,  at  least 
not  at  the  present  time. 

Brother  Samarin  completed  his 
studies  in  graduate  work  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  in  Berkeley,  and 
will  with  the  fall  term  begin  a  teach- 
ing ministr)'  in  the  field  of  linguistics 
at  the  Kennedy  School  of  Missions, 
Hartford,  Connecticut.

turned  to  the  States  from  Africa  in 
November  1960  after  completing 
three  terms  as  missionaries.  Brother 
Hill  has  accepted  the  pastorate  of 
the  Los  Altos  Brethren  Church  in 
Long  Beach,  California.  Brother  Hill 
feels  a  very  definite  responsibility  as 
the  father  of  a  family  of  fine  children, 
and  has  made  the  decision  to  have 
the  personal  care  of  them  and  not 
to  return  to  Africa  for  the  present. 


Rev.  Charles  Taher  has  been  serv- 
ing as  the  pastor  of  the  Community 
Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Warsaw, 
Indiana,  since  he  and  his  family  re- 
turned to  the  United  States  last  Oc- 
tober. It  will  be  remembered  that  they 
came  home  on  an  emergency  fur- 
lough caused  by  the  delicate  physical 
condition  of  the  infant  daughter. 
Patsy.  Patsy  is  greatly  improved  but 
will  require  further  surgery,  and  it 
is  quite  e\adent  that  the  Tabers  will 
not  find  it  possible  to  return  to  Africa 
on  time.  Brother  Taber  will  continue 
in  the  pastorate,  and  also  as  principal 
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of  the  Christian  day  school  operated 
in  connection  with  the  church,  until 
June  1962.  Further  decisions  will  be 
made  as  time  and  circumstances  dic- 
tate. 

Rev.  Harold  Dunning,  it  will  be 
remembered,  had  some  very  serious 
health  problems  while  in  Africa  last 
fall.  The  Dunnings  returned  to  the 
States  in  December,  and  since  then 
Brother  Dunning's  health  has  im- 
proved rapidly  until  he  is  now  able 
to  carry  quite  a  full  load  of  work. 
However,  there  is  fear  that  the  un- 
favorable conditions  would  recur 
should  he  return  to  the  tropics.  Con- 
sequently, it  is  quite  probable  that 
Brother  Dunning  will  spend  some 
years  in  the  Lord's  work  in  the  U.S. 
before  attempting  to  return  to  Africa. 
He  has  been  teaching  in  the  Breth- 
ren High  School  in  Long  Beach, 
California.  He  will  continue  to  ser\'e 
as  the  Lord  may  direct. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Orville  Johson  re- 
turned to  the  United  States  from 
Central  Africa  in  March  1961  after 
having  spent  forty  very  successful 
years  of  missionary  service  in  that 
land.  During  many  of  the  latter 
years,  he  served  as  field  superintend- 
ent. They  are  now  residing  in  Wi- 
nona Lake,  Indiana,  although  dur- 
ing the  furlough  year  they  will  prob- 
ably spend  much  time  in  missionary 
visitation  in  our  churches.  At  the  end 
of  the  furlough  year  they  will  not  be 
returning  to  missionary  service  in 
Africa,  but  will  continue  in  active 
work  as  the  Lord  may  direct  in  the 
United   States.

A  Little  Old  Lady  Believes 


She  is  not  pretty— this  litde  old 
lady— and  we  doubt  that  she  ever  was 
pretty.  But  now  the  beauty  of  the 
Gospel  is  beginning  to  shine  forth 
through  her. 

During  our  tent  meetings,  which 
were  held  in  the  latter  part  of  last 
November,  this  little  old  lady  heard 
the  messase  of  salvation  for  the  first 
time.  The  priest  was  trying  his  best 
to  outdo  the  loudspeaker,  which  was 
sending  forth  the  message  over  the 
air.  Thev  say  he  played  just  anything 
and  sent  it  out  as  loudly  as  possible. 
But  it  did  not  have  much  effect,  for 
the  gospel  message  went  out  clearly 
in  spite  of  his  efforts. 

Our  missionaries  have  always  fol- 
lowed the  policy  of  giving  forth  a 
positive  message,  rather  than  to  try  to 
refute  all  the  accusations  made 
against  the  evangelicals.  After  all, 
just  where  would  one  begin?  Once 
again  this  policy  has  proven  effective. 

Our  little  old  friend  stood  outside 
her  daughter's  house  to  listen  a  bit. 
She  had  never  been  able  to  stand 
long,  but  this  night  she  stood  to 
listen  through  all  of  the  message.  The 
Lord  used  this  to  stir  her  appetite 
for  more,  and  along  with  her  husband 
she  came  to  not  just  one  meeting, 
but  to  most  of  the  remaining  meet- 
ings. And  then  they  accepted  Christ 
as  their  Saviour. 

Past  experiences  have  made  us 
hesitant  to  trust  in  such  decisions, 
but  in  this  case  a  true  work  of  the 
Spirit  was  done  in  their  lives.  As  the 
Lord  uses  different  ways  of  accom- 
plishing in  the  lives  of  each  of  us, 
so  we  believe  in  the  case  of  this  sim- 
ple lady  He  has  used  certain  experi- 
ences to  strengthen  her  faith  in  the 
Gospel. 

For  one  thing,  she  testifies  that  she 
can  read  the  Bible  for  a  long  time  and 
her  eyes  are  not  bothered,  whereas 
when  she  reads  the  newspaper  her 
eyes  are  affected  in  an  adverse  way. 
She  reads  to  her  husband  who  is  il- 
literate. Since  November  she  has  read 
through  the  entire  Bible.  Naturally, 


she  has  not  understood  too  much  of 
it,  but  here  and  there  questions  are 
being  asked  which  show  that  the 
Word  is  taking  root.  While  talking 
to  one  of  the  lady  believers  who  lives 
in  her  neighborhood,  she  asked  about 
her  "saints"  and  what  her  attitude 
ought  to  be.  When  the  other  lady 
told  her  they  have  no  value,  she  said: 
"That's  just  what  the  pastor  told 
me! "  One  more  sign  of  growth  is 
that  she  wants  her  son  to  have  the 
Gospel  explained  to  him  so  that  he 
too  may  believe. 

Our  little  old  lady,  who  is  very 
stooped,  reminds  us  of  the  curved- 
back  woman  of  the  Scriptures  in  Luke 
13:10-17.  She  had  been  like  this  for 
eighteen  years.  Then  she  went  to 
the  Temple  and  heard  the  Lord 
explain  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures. 
The  Lord  stopped  speaking  and  look- 
ed at  her  and  told  her  to  arise  and 
come.  He  touched  her  and  instantly 
she  was  made  straight,  and  yyith  re- 
joicing she  returned  to  her  home. 
Thus  it  was  with  our  little  old  Argen- 
tine lady.  Though  her  back  has  not 
been  made  straight,  something  even 
greater  has  occurred— her  sins  have 
been  forgiven,  and  she  is  rejoicing  in 
Christ. 

The  gospel  message  is  never  too 
old  and  that  is  its  beauty.  It  is  ever 
new  with  its  saving  power,  and  so 
plain  that  even  simple  folk  like  our 
litde  old  lady  and  her  husband  have 
been  saved. 

Your  prayers  are  needed  that 
through  the  power  of  the  Gospel 
others  too  may  be  saved.

Before   Daybreak 

A  while  before  daybreak  the  chil- 
dren   of    the    Missionary    Children's 
School    tossed    in    their    beds,    not 
quite   awake   but  conscious  of  sing- 
ing.  When    the   music   grew   louder 
and  davbreak  drew  nearer,  some  of 
the  older  children  realized  what  the 
music  was  for.  The  day  before,  the 
old  chief  of  the  village  close  to  them 
had  died.  Soon  after  his  death  rela- 
tives and  friends  began  to  arrive  and 
the    mourning    started.    The    sounds 
were  weird,  composed   of  a   strange 
mingling    of    Christian    hymns    and 
heathen  wails.  The  children  had  al- 
ways seen  the  old  chief  in  church  and 
knew  that  he  and  many  of  his  fam- 
ily    and    friends     were     Christians. 
These  people  tried  to  keep  the  cere- 
monies preceding   the   burial   Chris- 
tian and  quiet,  but  the  pagan  rela- 
ti\'es  and  friends  carried  on  in  the 
old  Chrisdess  way.  Many  people  here 
in    Africa    are    still    wailing,    tearing 
their  clothes,  and  beating  their  bod- 
ies because  of  a  death  instead  of  sing- 
ino  hvmns.  Do  vou  care  about  these? 
Are  you  willing  to  pray,  give,  and  go 
to  help  them?  Many  of  the  boys  and 
girls    in    the    Missionary    Children's 
School  want  to  come  back  and  serve 
the  Lord  here  in  Africa  as  their  par- 
ents have  done. 


Burned   Houses 

With  breakfast  over,  the  children 
gathered  excitedly  to  take  off  for 
Bassai,  a  station  about  forty  miles 
from  the  Bible  Institute  where  the 
children's  school  is  located.  One 
truckload  of  children  left,  and  then 
Kim  and  his  two  litde  sisters  went 
with    us— his   mama   and   daddy.   As 


we  rumbled  along  the  dusty  dry- 
season  road,  we  met  a  number  of 
natives  whom  we  stopped  to  greet. 
Thev  were  all  coming  into  the  village 
for  the  chief's  funeral.  The  road  was 
bumpy  and  the  '47  Dodge  truck  was 
old,  so  we  took  our  time  and  tried  to 
observe  as  much  village  life  as  pos- 
sible. 

Drawing  near  to  one  village,  we 
could  see  many  people  gathered  near 
the  road.  As  we  came  closer,  we  no- 
ticed that  they  were  not  happy.  Then 
we  looked  over  their  heads  and  we 
could  see  that  fifteen  or  more  of 
their  houses  were  burned  to  the 
oround.  As  you  know,  the  natives 
make  the  roofs  of  their  houses  out 
of  dried  grass,  and  if  one  catches 
fire,  it  is  very  easy  for  another  and 
then  another  to  catch  fire,  too.  To 
have  his  house  burn  is  a  great  blow 
to  a  native,  for  he  has  all  his  posses- 
sions in  that  one  Httle  hut,  and  when 
it  goes  up  in  flames,  it  is  destroyed 
so  fast  that  he  has  little  time  to  save 
anything.  Probably  all  their  clothes 
were  burned,  and  it  would  be  hard 
to  find  money  to  buy  any  more. 
Maybe  their  store  of  peanuts  was 
destroyed,  and  they  would  have  litde 
to  eat  until  the  next  crop  came  in. 
Perhaps  their  big  baskets  of  cotton 
were  consumed,  too,  and  then  their 
income  for  the  year  was  gone. 

Yes;  there  was  much  sadness  in 
that  village.  Sadder  yet  it  is  to  know 
that  these  people  who  had  lost  their 
earthlv  home  had  no  heavenly  home 
to  look  forward  to.  I  saw  no  chapel 
in  this  village.  Do  you  want  these 
people  and  many  others  like  them  to 
know  the  Lord  who  alone  can  com- 
fort in   time  of  sorro\y?  Won't  vou

pray,  and  see  what  the  Lord  would 
have  you  to  do? 

Boulders 

As  we  bumped  along  we  noticed 
that  the  countryside  had  begun  to 
change.  The  tall  bush  grass  at  this 
dme  of  the  year  had  dried  and  fallen 
over  in  yellow  heaps.  In  the  places 
where  it  had  been  burned  off  we  saw 
long  stretches  of  ugly  black.  Some- 
times there  were  many  trees,  but 
they  were  small,  twisted,  and  gnarled 
from  being  partially  burned  year 
after  year  in  the  bush  fires. 

We  were  on  the  lookout  for  wild 
animals,  although  these  are  few  now- 
adays. So  many  of  the  natives  have 
guns  now  that  they  have  killed  off 
most  of  the  game.  But,  look!  Was  that 
an  elephant?  The  large  gray  mass 
ahead  appeared  to  have  a  head  and 
bio  ears.  As  we  passed,  however,  we 
saw  that  our  "elephant"  would  never 
move.  He  was  only  a  huge  rock,  or 
boulder.  Such  as  these  were  becom- 
inp  more  and  more  common  as  we 
approached  the  small  rocky  moun- 
tains of  Bassai.  And  so  our  game  be- 
gan to  pick  out  boulders  that  looked 
like  different  objects. 

"Now,  watch,"  said  Daddy,  "and 
you  %^'ill  see  a  train  up  ahead."  The 
children  watched  excitedly,  not  real- 
izing that  there  are  not  even  any 
train  tracks  in  this  part  of  Africa. 
And  then  as  we  came  around  the 
bend  we  could  see  a  huge  locomotive 
of  rock  with  a  number  of  square 
boulders  pressed  in  line  behind  it 
looking  for  all  the  world  like  a  train 
ed(>ino  its  wav  up  the  mountainside. 

As  we  wound  our  way  through 
this  rocky  wonder,  we  were  reminded

of  Christ  the  soHd  Rock,  and  the 
fact  that  we  stand  on  Him.  Try  as 
Satan  and  his  ser\'ants  might,  they 
cannot  push  Him  over  any  more  than 
we  could  the  Bassai  boulders.  "On 
Christ  the  solid  rock  I  stand!"  Do

Bassai— the  most  romantic  station 
of  our  Mission  in  Africa!  The  old 
truck  chugged  up  the  mountain,  fol- 
lowing the  road  that  twists  around 
boulders,  rocks,  and  trees.  Finally, 
at  the  top,  we  hopped  out,  stretched 
our  legs,  and  took  in  the  view  around 
us.  The  veranda  of  the  old  stone 
house  (first  to  be  built  in  the  Mis- 
sion) is  near  the  mountainside,  and 
from  it  one  can  see  far  across  the 
valley  to  the  neighboring  mountains. 
The  view  is  lovely,  even  in  the  un- 
attractive dry  season.  Standing  here 
it  is  not  difficult  to  imagine  the 
courtship  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Jobson 
flourishing  on  this  picturesque 
mountaintop  in  the  early  days  of 
our  Mission. 

The  children,  however,  wasted 
little  time  with  the  scenery  that  en- 
tranced the  adults.  They  were  soon 
climbing  the  rocks,  swinging  on  the 
vine  swings,  exploring  the  caves,  and 
gathering  unusual  nuts  and  beans. 

At  noon  we  all  made  out  very  well 
with  hot  dogs,  punch,  potato  salad, 
and  baked  beans,  and  then  it  was 
time  for  siesta.  The  older  children 
took  some  blankets  and  went  up  to 
a  cave  they  had  discovered  earlier 
that  morning. 

Later  we  all  v\'ent  dov\'n  to  see 
the  graves  of  the  Cribbles,  founders 
of  our  Mission,  Lester  Kennedy,  Sr., 
whose  wife  and  son  still  ser\'e  in 
Africa,  and  Estella  Myers  who  with 
the  Cribbles  pioneered  this  work. 

As  we  sat  on  the  steps  forming 
part  of  the  entrance  to  the  small 
graveyard,  we  thought  of  those  who 
had  died  to  make  Bassai,  even  all  of 
our  Mission,  possible.  But  they  did 
not  give  their  lives  that  buildings 
might  be  built.  Rather,  they  gave 
themselves  that  others  might  have 
eternal  life.  What  are  you  willing 
to  give  to  bring  the  gospel  message  to 
the  lost? 

Building  Boom! 

Now,   bv   a   building  boom   I   do 
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not  mean  that  buildings  are  going 
up  fast.  I  mean  that  a  building  comes 
down  with  a  boom! 

Have  vou  ever  wondered  what  the 
walls  of  Jericho  must  have  looked  like 
when  thev  fell?  Or  what  buildings 
tumbling  down  during  an  earthquake 
must  look  like?  Well,  I  believe  we 
saw  something  nearly  like  that  this 
day. 

You  see,  Mr.  Balzer  was  in  the 
process  of  building  a  new  dispensary, 
school  building,  and  church  at  the 
foot  of  Bassai  hill.  They  wanted  to 
use  some  of  the  materials  from  the 
old  church  on  top  of  the  hill,  so  it 
was  necessarv  to  tear  down  this  old 
church.  Already  the  workmen  had 
removed  the  corrugated  iron  sheets 
from  the  roof,  but  the  brick  walls 
and  steeple  were  still  intact.

One  very  quick  way  to  get  the 
walls  down  was  to  pull  them  down 
with  a  truck.  And  that  was  just  what 
the  men  were  about  to  do.  Some  of 
the  children  stood  in  the  back  of  the 
old  truck.  The  older  boys  were  throw- 
ing brickbats  at  the  weak  places  in 
the  walls,  trpng  to  see  how  much  of 
it  they  could  knock  over.  Mr.  Balzer 
tied  one  end  of  a  long  steel  cable 
around  the  front  bumper  of  the 
truck  and  the  other  end  through  a 
window  and  up  over  the  wall  of  the 
old  church.  Then  Mr.  Cone  started 
the  truck  in  reverse  and  all  the  chil- 
dren backed  away  to  watch.  The 
cable  became  taut  and  the  truck 
motor  roared.  We  held  our  breath 
as  we  saw  the  cable  strain  and  cut 
into  the  wall.  A  few  bricks  flew  and 
the     wall     wavered.     Brick     ground 


against  brick  and  then,  look  out! 
There  it  came!  Crash!  With  a  great 
roar  a  large  section  of  the  wall  fell, 
and  the  dust  rose  covering  the  scene 
for  a  moment.  We  clapped  our 
hands  and  shouted  with  the  thrill 
of  it.  This  was  fun! 

An  old  native  sat  beside  us  watch- 
ing all  of  this.  He  did  not  seem  to 

o 

be  enjoying  the  commotion  as  much 
as  we  were.  We  asked  him  if  he 
had  seen  this  church  built.  Yes;  he 
answered,  when  he  was  a  young  boy 
he  had  helped  cut  wood  for  this 
church.  He  had  helped  through  the 
years  at  the  Bassai  mission  and  now 
it  seemed  sad  to  him  to  see  it  all 
coming  to  an  end. 

Yes;  the  missionaries  and  most  of 
the  workers  responsible  for  this 
church  have  passed  away,  and  now 
even  the  stately  building  itself  has 
fallen  in  heaps  of  brick  and  dust. 
But  the  hundreds  of  souls  that  have 
come  to  the  Lord  through  die  testi- 
mony of  those  connected  with  this 
old  church  shall  never  pass  away. 
No  one  can  ever  tear  down  this  kind 
of  work.  What  are  you  going  to  do 
with  your  life?  Are  you  going  to 
build  for  eternity? 

Bidding   Adieu 

After  two  more  walls  were  torn 
down,  we  realized  that  the  afternoon 
was  wearing  away  and  it  was  time 
to  make  preparations  for  returning 
home.  Goodbv's  were  carried  back 
and  forth  on  the  air  as  the  truck 
left  with  the  other  children. 

Our  family  stayed  for  supper  with 
the  Balzers.  From  the  veranda  of  the 
old  stone  house  we  watched  the  night 
fall  gently  over  the  hills  and  valley. 
Our  talk  turned  to  the  missionaries 
who  had  lived  in  this  old  house 
through  the  years  and  how  they  must 
have  enjoyed  this  lovely  night-fall 
scene  numerous  evenings  from  this 
same   veranda. 

But  we  could  not  remain  on  this 
pleasant  mountaintop  forever.  We 
too  had  to  climb  into  the  old  truck 
and  rumble  off  into  the  night  and 
return  to  our  work.  But  wasn't  it  fun 
—all  the  interesting  things  that  hap- 
pened that  one  Saturday  in  Febru- 
ary? The  children  were  content.  Soon 
heavy  eyelids  closed  and  three  little 
ones  carried  the  events  of  this  day 
off  into  dreamland.

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Reconciling  ™e  Irreconcilable 


Ever  since  it  has  become  clear 
that  God  made  a  way  for  reconciHng 
and  resolving  the  dilemma  of  how 
a  sinful  man  could  stand  spodess 
and  justified  forever  in  His  pres- 
ence, it  has  also  been  made  clear 
that  He  is  able  to  reconcile  the  ir- 
reconcilable. 

The  believer  gets  himself  into  real 
trouble  when  he  resorts  to  an  area 
where  cold  logic  is  the  only  weapon 
with  which  to  do  batde.  This  is 
exacdy  where  he  often  finds  himself 
unless  he  understands  that  this  is  an 
area  into  which  he  does  not  need  to 
go.  I  have  never  personally  tried 
to  think  through  any  phase  of  God's 
way  with  man  without  needing, 
somewhere  along  the  line,  to  confess 
the  inadequacy  of  human  logic  and 
to  experience  something  of  the  feel- 
ing that  Paul  must  have  had  when 
he  wrote:  "O  the  depth  of  the  riches 
both  of  the  wisdom  and  knowledge 
of  God!  How  unsearchable  are  his 
judgments,  and  his  ways  past  find- 
ing out"  (Rom.  11:33). 

A  good  deal  of  the  difficulty  which 
we  experience  in  this  connection  has 
to  do  either  directly  or  indirectly 
with  the  attempt  to  reconcile  God's 
sovereignty  with  man's  responsibil- 
ity. We  may  decide  to  accumulate  all 
that  the  Bible  says  about  God's  sov- 
ereignty with  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining to  what  extent  this  is  estab- 
hshed  in  Holy  Scripture.  So  clearly 
do  we  find  this  doctrine  set  forth 
that  we  are  driven  to  the  logical  con- 
clusion if  man  has  any  will,  it  cer- 
tainly has  nothing  to  do  with  his 
relationship  with  God.  But  then  we 
may  decide  to  consider  all  that  the 
Bible  says  about  man's  responsibility 
in  which  case  we  may  also  logically 
conclude  that  man's  will  is  the  only 
factor  which  determines  his  relation- 
ship with  God.  Thus  we  are  left  with 
a  dilemma.  How  shall  we  reconcile 
it?  It  is  reconciled  when  %ve  finally 
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surrender  to  the  fact  that  God  is  so 
great  that  He  has  reconciled  the  ir- 
reconcilable. We  may  travel  beyond 
this  point  with  a  good  deal  of  un- 
certainty, but  we  have  actually 
understood  enough  when  we  have 
gone  this  far. 

The  dilemma  of  irreconcilables  can 
\'erv  easily  become  destructive  in  a 
believer's  walk.  Take  for  instance  his 
praver  ministry.  How  does  he  recon- 
cile by  means  of  human  reason  that 
God  doesn't  change  and  the  course 
of  things  have  from  eternity  past  been 
settled  with  that  He  responds  to  our 
prayers?  How  can  he  believe  that 
God  doesn't  change  and  yet  insist 
prayer  changes  things?  This  dilemma 
has  led  to  suggestions  that  there  are 
matters  about  which  we  have  no 
right  to  pray.  It  has  been  quite  dog- 
matically stated  that  there  is  utterly 
no  use  for  the  believer  to  pray  for 
deliverance  from  sin  because  in  Ro- 
mans 6  it  is  taught  that  the  behever 
is  identified  with  Christ  in  His  cru- 
cifixion, and  therefore  in  the  eyes 
of  God  to  be  reckoned  dead  to  sin. 
A  conclusion  like  this  of  course  rises 
out  of  a  logical  dilemma,  but  I  could 
not  personally  recommend  a  believer 
to  settle  this  dilemma  to  stop  pray- 


ing in  order  to  be  kept  from  sin,  nor 
to   tell   them   it  would  not   do   anv 
good  if  they  would  thus  pray.  I  wouldf 
prefer   to  consider   that   the  process 
of  our  present  sanctification   is  not 
only  linked  with  the  wonderful  fact 
of  a  work  which  has  been  finished, 
but  also  with  a  daily  sharing  of  our 
lives  with  God  at  the  throne  of  His 
grace   where   surely   we   must   havei 
the  privilege  to  request  not  to  be  led! 
into    sin    through    our    temptations.1 
There  may  be  some  clash   of  logic! 
here,  but  there  is  also  another  op-j 
portunity  to  understand  that  God  isl 
so  great  He  has  reconciled  matters 
which  are  not  logically  clear  to  us.  1 

If  we  would  surrender  to  the  trap" 
of  every  logical  dilemma,  we  would 
soon  stop  praying  for  the  salvation 
of  the  lost  upon  the  basis  that  the 
whole  thing  has  been  resolved  and 
nothing  can  change  it.  We  believe 
that  in  the  mind  of  God  it  has  been 
resolved  and  yet,  unless  we  are  work- 
ing only  like  calculating  machines, 
we  respond  to  the  command  of  the 
Lord  when  we  pray  for  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  to  send  forth  the  work- 
men so  that  the  harvest  will  be  great. 
This  may  not  be  very  logical  to  us, 
but  we  dare  not  repudiate  it  for  that 
reason.  God  has  reconciled  it.  It 
isn't  very  logical  either  to  pray  for 
wisdom  when  the  believer  is  told  he 
already  has  the  mind  of  Christ,  but 
what  an  unutterable  blessing  to  face 
taxing  situations  while  breathing  a 
prayer  for  the  wisdom  which  we 
know  we  lack. 

Indeed,  logically,  why  should  we 
pray  or  expend  any  other  kind  of 
effort  in  a  matter  within  which  the 
sovereign  mind  of  God  is  already 
settled?  I  do  not  really  know,  but  I 
know  that  He  knows.  And  I  shall 
consider  this  to  be  enough  knowledge 
for  those  to  whom  it  has  been  made 
perfectly  clear,  for  their  walk  is  a 
walk  of  faith.

EDITORIAL

"The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us;  whereof  we  are  glad"  (Ps.  126:3). 
This  Scripture  verse  on  a  beautiful  bronze  plaque  hangs  above  our  fireplace  and 
for  many  years  has  set  the  theme  for  our  home.  I  wish  to  borro\^'  that  verse  just 
now  and  apply  it  to  the  Lord's  working  in  our  WMC  o\er  the  past  year. 

As  literature  secretary  it  has  been  a  great  jov  to  me  to  receive  your  requests 
and  to  fill  them  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  Other  heav\'  demands  upon  my  time  have 
made  it  impossible  for  me  to  write  letters  of  response  unless  some  aspect  of  the  re- 
quest made  an  explanation  necessary.  I've  simply  filled  your  orders  as  best  I  could, 
in  most  cases,  and  sent  them  on  their  way.  However,  I  have  rejoiced  as  I've  sent 
out  more  than  5,000  "pen  pointers,"  and  realized  that  our  ladies  were  seeking  to  be 
better  informed.  Many  other  requests  for  helps  of  other  kinds  have  also  been  filled. 
It  has  been  especially  gratifying  to  send  organizational  packets  to  eighteen  new  coun- 
cils. We  rejoice  to  see  more  women  enlisted  for  WMC,  and  particularly  to  see  WMC 
getting  in  on  the  "ground  floor"  in  some  of  our  new  home-mission  churches. 

Another  big  project  of  this  past  year  was  the  mailing  of  new  constitutions  to 
every  council.  I  uas  authorized  to  send  two  copies  of  the  constitution  to  each  council, 
by  action  of  your  national  executive  committee.  This  was  done  over  the  Christmas 
holidays.  Our  mailing  list  was  checked  and  rechecked  for  errors.  If  the  president  of 
your  council  did  not  receive  these  constitutions,  then  there  was  one  of  two  reasons 
for  it.  Either,  your  council  did  not  send  in  a  statistical  blank  last  summer  ^\■ith  your 
president's  address  or,  the  packet  was  lost  in  the  mail.  In  such  an  event  vou  are  still 
entitled  to  your  copies.  However,  we  cannot  supply  additional  copies.  I  have  had 
a  number  of  requests  along  this  line.  I  dislike  to  write  letters  of  refusal,  so  please 
do  not  make  it  necessary.  If  your  council  feels  the  need  of  additional  copies  of  the 
local  constitution  for  your  members,  these  can  be  typed  off  in  a  \ery  few  minutes  by 
someone  in  your  council. 

Perhaps  I  should  put  in  a  \\'ord  for  our  General  and  Publication  Offering.  This 
is  the  offering  which  pays  the  bills  for  all  our  literature.  Your  executive  committee 
wants  to  do  all  they  can  for  vou  but  are  limited  by  the  amount  of  money  we  have 
to  spend.  The  offering  of  this  quarter  is  the  one  goal  we  never  quite  meet.  That  fact 
limits  the  amount  of  literature  we  can  supply  to  our  councils.  Let's  go  over  our  goal 
this  summer! 

One  more  privilege  granted  your  literature  secretary  is  that  of  reading  and 
choosing  the  reading  circle  books  for  the  next  year.  As  a  librarian  with  a  great  love 
for  books,  this  task  is  a  most  delightful  assignment.  I  hope  that  the  books  suggested 
for  the  coming  year  will  prove  as  great  a  jov  to  \'ou  as  they  have  been  to  me.  May 
we  all  work  together  in  the  task  of  becoming  better  informed  WMC  members 
by  mastering  our  "pen  pointers,"  and  increasing  our  kno\vledge  of  strategic  world 
missions  through  our  reading  circle  books.  Thus  we  will  be  able  to  join  the  psalmist  in 
rejoicing  because  the  Lord  has  truly  "done  great  things  for  us."

Living  in  Philadelphia  as  I  do,  one 
is  ever  aware  of  our  country's  fight 
for  independence.  We  have  in  the 
center  of  the  city,  Independence  Hall, 
housing  the  Liberty  Bell  and  many 
odier  reminders  of  those  days  when 
v\'e  strove  so  desperately  for  our  lib- 
erty. The  surroundings  are  being 
made  into  park  areas  and  the  build- 
ings are  being  restored  to  Colonial 
simplicity  so  that  visitors  to  this  na- 
tional shrine  might  catch  something 
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of  the  atmosphere  of  that  time.  We, 
not    only    citizens    and    residents    of 
this  fair  city,  but  Americans  every- 
where,   are   proud   of   our   heritage, 
but  with   this   pride   comes   a   keen 
sense  of  responsibility  to  the  world  to 
uphold  the  fundamentals  of  our  way 
of  life  so  that  others  might  find  the 
same  peace  and  personal  satisfaction 
we  have.  For  our  convictions,  through 
the  years,  men  have  dared  and  died, 
women  have  waited  and  wept,  both 
giving  their  all  in   the  struggle  for 
right.  We  have  set  aside  a  day  on 
which  to  celebrate  or,  might  it  not 
be  rather  to  commemorate  the  date, 
July  4,   1776,  the  occasion,  the  acts 
and  the  individual  effort,  all  of  which 
made    a    dream    a    reality— freedom. 
This  freedom  resulted  in  a  new  al- 
legiance, new  rules,  and  new  power. 
The   Christian    too   has   an    inde- 
pendence day,  that  day  on  which  he 
accepted  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  his 
personal  Saviour.  Upon  that  day,  he 
was  freed  from  the  penalty  of  sin, 
from  the  power  of  sin,  and  one  day 
from  the  very  presence  of  sin.  This 
Christian   freedom  likewise  resulted 
in  a  new  allegiance,  new  rules,  and 
a  new  power— Christ,  the  Bible,  the 
Holy  Spirit.  But,  in  even  a  greater 
sense,  as  the  tide  of  this  article  sug- 
gests,   this   independence   day   is   at 
once  a  dependence  day,  for  this  free- 
dom    is    wholly     dependent    upon 
Christ.  And,  it  is  only  as  the  citizen 
of  heaven  depends  upon  Him  first 
for  salvation  and  then  for  strength, 
guidance  and  wisdom   that  he  can 
enjoy  to  the  full  this  wonderful  free- 
dom which  is  his.  Men  and  women 
alike  have  given  their  lives  for  the 


propagation  of  this  freedom.  One  has 
only  to  read  Fox's  Book  of  Martyrs, 
the  story  of  the  Stams,  the  account  of 
the  five  young  men  who  were  killed 
by  the  Indians,  and  to  realize  that 
there  have  been  many  more  in  hid- 
den parts  of  the  world  about  whom 
we  have  not  even  known,  to  know 
the  great  price  that  has  been  paid. 
We    believers,    though    proud    of 
those  who   through   the   years  were 
martyred    for    their   Christian    faith, 
have  a  great  personal  responsibility 
as  Christians  to  show  to  the  world 
today  our  way  of  life,  our  belief,  our 
faith,  and  what  it  can  do  in  the  way 
of  blessing,  happiness,  and  making 
the  life  meaningful  from  day  to  day. 
Yes;  I  thank  the  Lord  every  day 
that  I  am  an  American  and  can  en- 
joy true  National  freedom,  but  far 
better  God's  Word  says:  "If  the  Son 
therefore    shall   make   you   free,    ye 
shall  he  free  indeed"  (John  8:36). 

When  I  think  of  my  Christian  in- 
dependence day  that  as  a  child  of 
nine  I  took  Christ  as  my  very  own 
Saviour,  and  thank  Him  daily  for  it 
too,  I  reahze  more  and  more  how 
much  every  day  is  a  dependence  day 
on  my  part  and  that  all  the  more 
I  must  lean  on  Him.

The  Impossible  Project 


One  thousand  dollars!  That  was 
the  fabulous  goal  set  before  seven 
councils,  consisting  of  149  ladies, 
to  be  reached  from  January  to  May 
of  this  year.  Impossible!  Incredible! 
Never!  That  was  the  reaction  of 
twelve  ladies  present  at  our  Northern 
Atlantic  District  board  meeting  in 
January  1961.  The  need  was  evi- 
dent; a  permanent  site  for  our  dis- 
trict youth  camp.  The  burden  of  our 
youth  was  heavy  upon  the  hearts  of 
our  district  leaders  and  especially 
upon  the  youth  committee.  What 
could  our  district  WMC  do  to  help? 

The  Lord  gave  the  answer  in  the 
form  of  a  local  WMC's  "Miracle" 
project.  The  Palmyra  WMC  were 
challenged  to  a  $240  tile  project  after 
one  of  their  members  visited  our 
Navajo  mission  and  saw  the  need. 
Two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  was 
more  than  this  twenty-member  coun- 
cil had  ever  given  to  all  the  national 
offerings.  They  determined  to  give 
as  much  and  do  this  in  addition.  Their 
faith  was  strong  and  they  ventured 
forth.  It  was  truly  a  "giant  step." 
Slowly  the  fund  grew.  Their  dead- 
line was  Christmas,  but  on  that  date 
they  were  still  seventy  dollars  short. 
They  wouldn't  be  defeated.  House- 
hold money  was  cut  even  shorter— 
the  goal  had  to  be  met.  The  Lord 
provided  a  surplus  of  sixty-five  cents 
through  these  unselfish  ladies.

"On  the  Go,"  by  Mrs.  Don  Wardell 

Matthew  28  verses  19  and  20  were 
very  real  to  that  group  of  people  who 
organized  The  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Brethren  Church.  They 
believed  God  wanted  them  to  take 
the  Gospel  to  people  in  other  lands 
who  were  living  in  sin  and  darkness. 
They  waited  on  Him  to  direct  them 
to  the  particular  places  to  which  He 
wanted  their  witnesses  to  go. 

Though  the  Society  was  founded 
in  1900,  it  was  not  until  1907  that  a 
field  was  selected  where  the  work 
still  continues  to  the  present  time. 
In  that  year  "the  Argentine  Repub- 
lic and  neighboring  states  of  South 
America"  were  chosen  as  the  "special 
field  of  our  missionary  effort."  Two 
years  later,  in  1909,  the  first  mis- 
sionaries went  to  the  field.  These 
were  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  F.  Yoder  and 
Miss  Bertha  May  Bell.  As  the  years 
went  on,  other  missionaries  went  to 
the  field,  although  not  in  great  num- 
bers. Somehow  it  seemed  that,  for 
one  reason  or  another,  many  of  them 
dropped  out  of  the  work. 

Probably  among  the  earlier  mis- 
sionaries those  best  known  to  Breth- 
ren people  today  were  the  Sickels. 
•Dr.  and  Mrs.  Clarence  Sickel  went 
to  Argentina  as  a  very  young  couple 
in  1919.  Dr.  Sickel  was  very  active 
in  the  work  until  his  death  in  1951, 
and  served  as  president  of  the  Field 
Council  for  many  years.  Mrs.  Sickel 
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has  continued  in  her  service  there  to 
the  present.  Their  two  daughters 
were  born  in  that  land,  and  one  of 
them,  Miriam  (Mrs.  Jack  Churchill), 
is  now  a  missionary  in  Argentina. 

Testimonies  have  been  started  and, 
when  congregations  were  large 
enough,  churches  built  in  various 
towns.  Always  there  was  opposition. 
But  always,  too,  there  were  those 
people  who  were  willing  to  forsake 
their  old  lives  and  become  "evangeli- 
cals'—often distrusted  and  despised. 
Out  of  this  number  came  some  who 
studied  and  went  into  the  Lord's  serv- 
ice among  their  own  people.  And  the 
Lord  has  raised  up  through  the 
years  a  fine  fellowship  called  the 
Argentine  National  Brethren  Church. 
The  goal  is  to  have  Argentines  them- 
seh'es  as  pastors  of  all  the  churches, 
and  to  have  all  the  churches  take 
care  of  their  own  work  by  themselves. 
But  until  that  can  be  done,  mission- 
aries are  needed  to  help. 

For  many  years  all  the  Brethren 
churches  were  located  in  the  Province 
of  Cordoba,  about  300  to  400  miles 
inland  from  Buenos  Aires.  Then,  be- 
cause in  more  recent  years  there  has 
been  such  a  movement  to  the  cities, 
it  was  felt  wise  to  go  into  larger 
cities  v\'ith  our  gospel  testimony.  A 
few  years  ago  the  Solon  Hoyt  fam- 
ily started  a  work  in  Don  Bosco,  and 
the  Hill  Maconaghys  began  a  testi-

mony  in  Jose  Marmol,  both  places 
being  suburbs  of  Buenos  Aires.  Also, 
the  Lynn  Schrocks  have  moved  to 
Cordoba  and  are  beginning  a  work 
there. 

Those  who  would  go  to  Argentina 
in  the  Lord's  work  must  know  the 
Spanish  language  well.  In  some 
schools  in  our  country  these  days, 
even  younger  children  are  studying 
languages,  such  as  Spanish.  Perhaps 
some  of  these  are  getting  early  prep- 
aration for  missionary  work  in  Argen- 
tina—or Mexico  or  Puerto  Rico! 

Every  missionary,  of  course,  is  a 
teacher.  However,  special  teachers 
are  needed  for  the  Bible  institute 
which  our  mission  has  carried  on  for 
some  years,  and  where  many  fine 
young  people  have  been  trained. 
There  could  be  Christian  day  schools 
in  the  Brethren  work  in  Argentina; 
this  is  a  possibility  for  the  future,  and 
missionaries  would  be  needed  to  over- 
see such  schools. 

At  the  present  time  the  Brethren 
in  Argentina  have  several  gospel 
radio  broadcasts  each  week— some- 
thing which  was  not  permitted  in  for- 
mer vears.  Pray  that  the  Lord  will 
keep  this  door  open.  Radio  experience 
could  be  valuable  for  a  missionary. 

There  have  not  been  many  single 
ladies  used  in   the  missionary  work

in  Argentina,  as  the  Argentines  do 
not  look  favorably  on  such  workers. 
Besides,  any  work  which  a  single 
North  American  lady  missionary 
could  do,  can  be  done  just  as  well 
by  a  trained  Argentine  lady  and  we 
have  a  number  of  these. 

Missionary  work  in  Argentina  is 
not  the  kind  of  "pioneer"  work  such 
as  that  found  in  the  jungles,  the 
islands  of  the  sea,  or  other  romantic, 
out-of-the-way  places.  In  fact,  the 
missionaries  only  come  back  on  fur- 
lough every  five  years  because  the 
climate  and  living  conditions  are  not 
so  difficult  as  in  some  other  fields. 
Nevertheless,  Argentina  is  a  land 
where  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  is  needed  just  as  much  as  in 
those  other  places.  People,  though 
appearing  "civilized,"  are  living  in 
darkness  and  superstition,  and  they 
need  to  know  the  One  who  is  the 
Light  of  the  world.  Pray  that  God 
may  call  out  more  workers  for  Argen- 
tina, the  oldest  of  our  Brethren  fields!

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Freedom  of  the  Press 

TODAY

An  Unexpected  Turn 

"Where  freedom  of  the  press  van- 
ished in  1960  without  exception  it 
vanished  from  countries  whose  con- 
stitutions guarantee  a  free  press," 
Time  magazine  states.  There  is 
scarcely  a  country  in  the  world  and 
none  behind  the  Iron  Curtain  which 
does  not  constitutionally  warrant 
press  freedom.  But  the  trend  today  is 
away  from  freedom  of  the  press  to- 
ward increasing  censorship  and  con- 
trol. "Today  only  thirty-five  of  the 
world's  countries  of  about  145,  allow 
a  press  that  can  be  called  truly  free." 

This  is  indeed  unexpected.  We 
may  even  have  taken  for  granted 
that  an  increase  in  national  freedom 
in  the  world  would  naturally  result 
in  an  increase  in  liberty  in  written 
publications.  The  opposite,  however, 
is  the  truth. 

Since  many  of  the  world's  coun- 
tries which  have  recently  attained  in- 
dependence are  found  in  Africa,  our 
attention  is  naturally  directed  to  this 
"uncommitted"  continent.  There  we 
find  that  the  new  rulers,  once  they 
were  freed  from  the  colonial  occu- 
piers of  their  country,  instead  of 
modeling  their  policies  according  to 
libertarian  standards,  have  followed 
the  example  of  Liberia,  which,  ac- 
cording to  Time,  has  subjugated  the 
press  for  134  years. 

Methods  and  Degrees  of  Curtailment 

Not  every  country  curbs  its  press 
in  the  same  way  or  to  the  same  ex- 
tent. Some  apply  a  strict  control  on 
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publications  which  are  issued  for 
domestic  consumption  and  at  the 
same  time  will  give  a  much  freer 
hand  to  foreign  correspondents  who 
send  their  copy  out  of  the  country. 
As  a  result  people  half  way  across 
the  world  mav  get  a  more  accurate 
picture  of  domestic  events  than  the 
inhabitants  of  the  country.  Ethiopia, 
Indonesia,  South  Viet  Nam,  and 
Yemen  all  have  exercised  control  of 
the  press  in  one  way  or  another. 

Press  control  can  be  as  irrational 
as  it  is  at  times  cunning.  A  Morocco 
newspaper  was  suspended  for  three 
davs  just  for  dropping  an  m  from  the 
name  of  the  king.  Editors  in  South 
Africa  can  be  fined,  imprisoned,  and 
flogged  for  minor  offences.  India's 
press  is  as  free  as  that  of  the  USA, 
but  only  because  Nehru  wants  it 
that  way.  It  is  entirely  uncertain  what 
will  happen  under  the  next  govern- 
ment. 

Governments  can  exercise  control 
over  the  press  not  only  by  forbid- 
ding the  publication  of  news,  but 
also  bv  suppressing  papers  and  with- 
holding information.  Still  other  gov- 
ernments control  the  supply  of  news- 
print. 

Even  the  American  press,  one  of 
the  freest  in  the  world,  was  not  in- 
cluded in  die  1956  list  by  the  Inter- 
national Press  Institute  of  countries 
v\'here  full  freedom  prevails.  The 
ground  given  was  that  the  tendency 
to  suppress  and  manipulate  the  news 
is  an  indirect  form  of  control. 


Insecurity  and  Press  Control 

Beyond  a  doubt  the  feeling  of  in- 
security often  leads  to  the  suppression 
of  news  items.  This  can  be  observed 
in  war  time  when  a  nation  becomes 
unsure  of  itself  and  cannot  tolerate 
cantankerous  and  critical  editors  who 
appear  to  be  retarding  the  war  effort. 
It  has  righriy  been  observed  that 
freedom  can  flourish  only  in  a  society 
which  feels  secure.  This  perhaps  ac- 
counts also  for  the  tendency  of  the 
many  infant  nations  to  disallow  the 
exercise  of  a  free  press.  We  may  be- 
lieve that  unless  there  is  some  sinister 
purpose,  the  freedom  of  the  press  may 
grow  in  those  countries  in  proportion 
to  their  growth  in  national  stability. 

When  governments  make  it  a  de- 
liberate  policy  to  use  the  press  for 
propaganda  purposes,  we  may  not 
expect  an  increase  in  strength  to  lead 
to  greater  freedom.  In  such  countries 
the  freedom  of  the  press  seems 
doomed.  Only  a  complete  change  of 
policy  offers  any  hope. 

Insatiable   Appetite 

No  matter  how  much  governments 
try  to  keep  the  truth  from  their  peo- 
ple, the  public  appetite  to  know  what 
is  happening  is  insatiable.  East  Ber- 
liners  smuggle  nev\'spapers  back  with 
them  after  returning  from  a  trip  to 
West  Berlin.  When  the  relatively 
outspoken  Polish  papers  were  al- 
lowed in  Russia,  people  queued  for 
hours  just  to  get  a  copy.  Without  a 
doubt  this  yearning  for  truth  is  a  for- 
midable barricade  against  suppression.

The  main  impetus  in  many  areas  toward  Christian 
hterature,  more  Christian  literature,  better  Christian  Hter- 
ature,  comes,  alas,  from  the  Opposition. 

The  Opposition  is  "pouring  it  on"  in  a  fast-moving 
campaign  to  saturate  the  world.  Their  products  are  heavily 
subsidized,  experdv  planned,  artfully  designed,  skillfully 
produced  and  are  available  almost  everywhere.  Ideologies, 
represented,  however,  are  blind— lead  into  a  "no-way-out" 
corner. 

The  blind  are  leading  us 

Missionaries  on  deputation  wave  copies  of  Opposition 
publications  before  audiences  to  stimulate  interest  in 
their  own  Christian  literature  programs.  'We  must  do 
better  than  they,"  is  the  cry.  To  compete  with  Opposition, 
Christian  literature  must  be  colorful,  pictorial,  volumi- 
nous, well  v^'ritten,  low  in  cost,  readily  available.  I  have 
no  quarrel  with  Chrisdan  literature  thus  qualified. 

However,  I  feel  that  if  we  look  to  Opposition  for  our 
motivation,  we  are  as  blind  as  they  are— and  headed 
toward  the  ditch  of  frustration  in  a  losing  battle. 

There  should  be  but  one  wellspring  of  inspiration 
and  incendve  for  the  production  and  distribution  of 
Chrisdan  literature— the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  His 
message  of  love. 

Christians  are  instructed  to  publish  .  .  .  proclaim  .  .  . 
make  known  abroad  .  .  .  tell  .  .  .  show  the  amazing  story 
of  salvation  from  sin.  Our  obedience  to  the  Master  entails 
our  doing  it. 

Too  many  Christians  are  blind  or  impassive  toward  the 
twentieth  century's  technological  means  of  propagating 
the  Gospel,  and  are  instead  depending  on  the  lonesome 
voices  of  the  (comparative)  few  missionaries  to  do  the 
job.  It  isn't  getting  done  simply  because  the  number 
of  people  is  increasing  faster  than  the  number  of  mission- 
aries.

The  pornographers  continue  to  peddle  their  ugly  filth 
in  committing  one  of  the  most  vicious  crimes  against  the 
people  of  our  Nation.  The  target  of  this  racket  is  our 
youth.  The  manufacture  and  circulation  of  obscene  ma- 
terial has  grown  to  an  enormous  business  in  America. 
The  only  apparent  goal  of  these  purveyors  of  filth  is 
monetary  gain  at  the  expense  of  the  moral  wreck  and 
ruin  of  innocent  victims.  There  is  now  a  growing  amount 
of  evidence  that  this  may  be  a  part  of  the  scheme  of  in- 
ternational communism  to  "take  the  U.S."  in  due  time. 
There  is  a  concerted  effort  being  made  to  organize 
the  youth  of  our  land  and  to  indoctrinate  them  with 
communistic  principles,  poison  their  minds  to  democratic 
thinking  and  to  weaken  the  moral  unity  of  our  land. 
Socialistic  teachers  in  our  schools,  colleges,  and  post-grad- 
uate schools  are  tools  in  this  effort.  There  is  a  close 
parallel  in  their  teaching  and  the  design  of  the  ugly  smut 
that  is  in  circulation. 

The  American  people  are  being  conditioned  to  some 
measure  by  the  boldness  of  the  press  to  print  obscene 
facts,  publishing  of  "art  photos,"  which  in  common 
words  is  nudity,  and  the  insistent  effort  of  the  networks 
to  produce  on  radio  and  television  programs  of  question- 
able moral  nature.  The  excuse  for  such  action  is  "we 
must  give  the  American  people  what  they  want."  If  this 
be  true,  then  it  is  another  evidence  of  the  universality  of 
the  fallen  nature  of  man  as  Paul  so  vividly  describes  in 
Romans,  chapters  1  through  3.  We  are  constrained  to 
feel,  however,  that  this  must  be  a  part  of  the  overall 
program,  Satanically  inspired,  to  wreck  the  moral  strength 
of  our  Nation. 

Actually  the  nature  of  the  vile  literature  being  distrib- 
uted bv  agencies  widespread  across  our  Nation  is  only 
a  fev\'  degrees  lower  than  the  obscenity  being  viewed 
regularly  by  theater  and  nightclub  audiences.  Great 
pressure  is  being  placed  upon  sponsors  and  networks  to 
produce  more  of  "the  reality  of  human  nature"  in  their 
programs.  This  makes  any  effort  to  pin  down  the  lawless- 
ness of  the  pornographers  extremely  difficult. 

A  high  official  in  the  Post  Office  Department  recently 
made  this  statement:  "Mail  order  obscenity  has  become 
a  racket  of  gigantic  proportions.  There  are  no  more 
dangerous,  unprincipled  criminals  in  existence  than  those 
exploiting  this  racket.  Their  overriding  goal  is  to  extend 
the  vast  market  for  their  filth  among  the  children  of 
America.  Already,  we  can  estimate  that  one  million  chil- 
dren a  year  are  receiving  pornographic  filth  in  their  fam- 
ily mailbox."  This  same  official  declared  that  they  are 
receiving  50,000  complaints  annually  from  parents  and 
interested  individuals.  However,  many  such  complaints 
do  not  bear  evidence  that  can  be  used  for  convictions 
of  guilty  parties. 
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Can  a  child  be  corrupted  and  ruined  by  this  stream 
of  filth?  Mr.  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  chief  of  the  FBI,  answers: 
"Of  course  he  can!  The  moral  degenerates  who  are  engag- 
ed in  merchandizing  smut  draw  no  lines  as  to  age  of  their 
customers.  They  are  seeking  to  develop  new  customers  and 
the  curious  adolescent— and,  in  growing  numbers  of 
cases,  the  pre-adolescent— whose  standards  of  judgment 
are  unformed  and  whose  knowledge  is  limited,  is  a 
natural  target." 

Is  there  a  link  between  this  literature  and  the  growing 
figures  of  juvenile  crime?  Hoover  again  declares:  "I  think 
there  is  no  question  in  the  minds  of  law  enforcement 
officers  as  to  the  harmful  effects  of  obscenity.  The  chief 
of  the  juvenile  division  in  the  police  department  of  one 
large  southwestern  city  has  repeatedly  made  this  clear. 
He  obviously  is  convinced  that  the  all-time  high  number 
of  sex  offenses  on  the  part  of  juveniles  is  due  in  a  large 
part  to  the  poisonous  literature  passing  through  the 
hands  of  children.  In  a  published  news  feature  he  in- 
dicated a  belief  that  suggestive  or  obscene  literature  which 
may  make  only  a  passing  impression  on  one  youngster 
would  trigger  an  entirely  different  reaction  in  another." 
Many  police  reports  of  apprehended  juvenile  criminals 
bear  the  records  of  such  literature  being  taken  from  the 
person.  Testimonies  have  been  given  to  the  fact  that  the 
idea  for  crime  came  from  such  literature.  Hoover  cites 
many  such  cases  and  comments  finally:  "I  believe  pornog- 
raphy is  a  major  cause  of  sex  violence.  I  am  convinced 
that  if  we  can  eliminate  the  distribution  of  obscene  mat- 
ter among  impressionable  school-age  children,  we  can 
reduce  the  current  sex  crime  rate." 

The  Christian  must  employ  every  means  possible  to 
cooperate  in  oudawing  this  deadly,  Satanic  material.  Its 
distribution  must  be  forbidden;  its  production  must  stop. 
If  the  proper  protection  is  not  provided,  it  will  take  its 
toll  among  our  Christian  youth. 

We  must  fortify  our  minds  against  it  by  absorbing 
continuallv  the  Word  of  God,  limiting  our  reading  to 
wholesome  literature,  exercising  extreme  care  in  the  en- 
joyment of  programs  on  radio  and  TV  to  wholesome 
entertainment  and  information.  The  Christian  family 
must  make  this  a  matter  of  prayer  continually  that  we 
might  have  the  proper  judgment  and  recognition  of  the 
effects  of  pornography. 

The  Christian  must  cooperate  with  all  law  agencies 
in  reporting  any  evidence  of  this  distribution  of  smut  and 
to  strongly  encourage  any  laws  to  curb  its  production.  We 
must  be  alert  to  produce  and  distribute  godly  literature 
that  will  have  an  edifying  effect  on  our  youth.  Young 
people  want  to  read.  They  must  have  good  literature. 
They  must  be  encouraged  and  challenged  to  read  the 
Word  of  God.

Trotwood  Dedication  a  Triumphant  Day

Moses  declares  in  Exodus  34:6  con- 
cerning our  God:  "The  Lord,  die  Lord 
God,  merciful  and  gracious,  longsuf- 
ferinp,  and  abundant  in  goodness  and 
truth."  This  verse  was  the  testimony 
of  the  blessings  of  our  God  upon  our 
dedication  services  on  Sunday,  June 
4.  It  was  a  lovely  summer  day  with 
a  gende  breeze  and  not  too  humid. 
The  weather  proved  an  indication  of 
the  spiritual  blessings  which  were 
ours  throughout   the  entire  day. 

The  day  began  with  a  new  record 
Sundav-school  attendance  of  122,  and 
140  present  for  the  morning  worship 
service.  Rev.  John  Mayes,  assistant 
pastor  to  his  father,  Dr.  Charles 
Mayes  of  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Long  Beach,  California,  brought 
the  morning  message  concerning  the 
Jewish  Passover  of  Exodus  chapter 
12. 

A  brief  cornerstone  laying  service 
followed  the  morning  worship  service. 
Messers  Herbert  Edwards,  Denver 
Garber,  Harold  Hvre,  and  Don  Sell- 
ers assisted  in  placing  the  stone.  The 
service  was  in  charge  of  the  pastor, 
Larry  Gegner. 

At  2:30  in  the  afternoon,  the  dedi- 
cation service  \'\'as  held  with  the  sanc- 
tuary, choir  loft,  and  adjoining  rooms 
filled  to  capacity.  A  total  of  254  were 
present  with  pastors  and  friends  from 
many  of  the  other  Brethren  churches 
of  the  Southern  Ohio  District  and 
the  nearby  community. 

The  song  service  was  led  by  Rev. 
John  Wheeler,  director  of  the  Day- 
ton Youth  for  Christ,  with  special 
music  provided  by  the  Joy  Tones  trio 
of  the  Dayton  (Ohio)  First  Brethren 
Church  and  Mr.  Wheeler  wdth  his 
trombone.  Greetings  to  the  Trotwood 
congreoation  were  brought  from  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
by  Rev.  Lester  Pifer,  from  the  Na- 
tional Sunday  School  Board  by  Rev. 
Harold  Etling,  and  from  the  Southern 
Ohio  District  Conference  and  Min- 
isterium  by  Rev.  Richard  Sellers,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Brethren  Church, 
Clayton,  Ohio.  Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb 
brought  the  dedicatory  message,  chal- 
lenging us  concerning  our  sure  foun- 
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dation  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
of  our  responsibilities  of  church  ex- 
tension and  witness  for  our  Lord  and 
Saviour.  The  keys  of  the  church 
were  presented  by  Brother  Don  Sell- 
ers, member  of  the  Brethren  con- 
struction crew,  to  Brother  Paul  Uhrig, 
a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
Several  of  the  other  pastors  of  the 
district  assisted  in  the  service.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  dedication  serv- 
ice, a  tour  of  the  new  building  was 
made  by  many  present. 

Early  in  the  morning  Dr.  L.  L. 
Grubb  and  Rev.  Lester  Pifer  of  The 
Brethren  Flome  Missions  Council 
had  piloted  two  planes  from  Winona 
Lake,  Indiana  to  Vandalia,  Ohio. 
Those  present  from  the  board  were 
Brothers  Edison  Yoder,  Harry  Ship- 
ley, Chester  McCall,  Earl  'Cassel, 
Joseph   Mohler  and  John   Mayes. 

A  brief  historical  sketch  of  the 
Trotwood  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
\\'ill  show  how  the  Lord  has  led  and 
blessed  from  the  birth  of  the  small 
Bible  class  of  Brethren  believers  to 
the  completion  and  dedication  of  a 
new  building  in  a  little  over  two  and 
one  half  years. 

Several  families  of  the  Southern 
Ohio  District  felt  the  need  of  a  Grace 
Brethren  testimony  in  the  Trotwood 
area.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  Dis- 
trict Mission  Board,  a  Bible  class 
was  authorized  to  be  started  under 
the  leadership  of  Rev.  Randall  May- 
cumber  on  September  26,  1958. 

The  ne\A'lv  organized  Bible  class 
held  its  first  meeting  in  the  home  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emmert  Rike,  32  Rio 
Grande  Drive  in  Trotwood  on  Oc- 
tober 2,  1958,  with  twent)'-three 
present.  Temporary  officers  were 
elected  at  this  time. 

After  much  prayer  and  discussion 
it  was  decided  to  launch  out  and  ex- 
pand the  Brethren  testimony  by 
holding  Sunday  services.  January  4, 
1959  was  the  date  set  for  the  first 
Sunday-school  and  church  services. 
A  letter  of  application  for  member- 
ship was  sent  to  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  at  this  time  and 
was  accepted  as  requested. 


On  January  4,  1959,  Dr.  L.  L. 
Grubb,  field  secretary  of  The  Breth- 
ren Home  Missions  Council,  met 
with  the  congregation  and  helped 
to  plan  and  organize  the  work  and 
ministry  of  the  newly  formed  church. 
The  "Grace  Brethren  Church"  of 
Trotwood  was  chosen  as  the  official 
name  of  the  new  congregation. 

After  three  Sunday  services  in  the 
Rike  home  the  Lord  made  it  pos- 
sible for  the  group  to  use  the  audito- 
rium of  the  Madison  High  School  for 
their  Sunday  services. 

Rev.  Richard  Jackson,  Jr.  pastored 
the  new  congregation  for  the  first 
two  years,  during  which  time  building 
lots  were  secured,  church  plans  drawn 
up,  and  the  erection  of  the  building 
begun  on  its  present  site  under  the 
direction  of  the  Brethren  construction 
crew  as  the  contractors. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  April  2,  1961, 
the  first  services  were  held  in  the 
new  church  building  with  183  pres- 
ent to  hear  the  Grace  College  Choir 
give  a  sacred  concert.  The  attend- 
ance has  risen  from  thirty-one  at  the 
first  church  service  to  101  on  Sunday, 
May  28. 

On  April  5,  1961,  Rev.  Larry  K. 
Gegner,  the  newly  called  pastor,  held 
his  first  service  with  the  congrega- 
tion. He  had  received  a  unanimous 
call  to  come  to  the  Trotwood  church 
on  January  11,  1961. 

Our  prayer  is,  as  we  look  to  the 
future,  that  we  might  "grow  in 
grace,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,"  and 
that  many  of  the  unsaved  in  the 
challenging  Trotwood  community 
may  come  to  know  our  blessed  Lord 
and  Saviour  too.

Word  came  to  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  office  that  Miss 
Mary  Pence,  Limestone,  Tennessee, 
went  to  be  with  the  Lord  on  June  22, 
196L  With  this  notice  four  annuity 
contracts  held  by  Miss  Pence  were 
immediately  cancelled.  However, 
with  an  annuity  in  cancelling  the 
contract  the  work  for  Christ  con- 
tinues. 

Miss  Pence  held  one  of  the  first, 
if  not  the  first,  annuity  contract  in 
the  name  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.  It  was  dated  June  25, 
1940.  The  contract  extended  over  a 
period  lacking  only  three  days  of 
twenty-one  years.  During  this  period 
of  time  Miss  Pence  received  $115.50 
for  each  $100  of  the  contract.  Other 
annuities  were  purchased  as  the  Lord 
prospered  Miss  Pence  and  the  last

one  was  secured  in  June  1958.  This 
one  produced  an  annual  income  of 
IVt.  percent  while  the  first  one  only 
5^2  percent  (annuity  returns  are 
based  on  the  age  of  the  annuitant). 

One  of  the  terms  of  an  annuity 
contract  is  that  the  money  be  in- 
vested to  produce  an  income.  These 
annuity  funds  have  been  invested 
in  Brethren  Home  Mission  churches. 
For  twenty-one  vears  these  funds 
have  helped  build  Brethren  churches 
where  the  Gospel  has  been  preached 
and  souls  have  been  won  for  Christ. 
These  same  churches  are  still  preach- 
ing this  same  Gospel  and  even  though 
the  contract  has  been  cancelled,  this 
annuity  investment  continues  work- 
ing for  Christ  in  this  way. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council   annuitants   are   recei\dng   a 


regular  income  from  investments  ex- 
ceeding $100,000,  and  these  funds 
invested  in  Brethren  home-mission 
churches  help  in  giving  forth  the 
Gospel.  Here  is  proof  positive  that 
an  annuity  fays  and  pays  and  pays 
in  cash  dividends  while  the  contract 
is  in  effect,  and  continues  to  pay 
and  pay  and  pay  in  eternal  dividends 
after  death  cancels  the  contract.

Back  to  the  car  again,  I  tried  the 
starter,  but  nothing  happened.  I  could 
picture  the  guests  listening  to  the 
message  Brother  Don  Locke  was 
bringing.  Were  the  others  getting  the 
coffee  readv  and  the  rolls  cut? 
Would  they  be  able  to  serve? 

The  tow  truck  arrived  at  9:40  and 
located  my  trouble.  The  battery  was 
dead.  A  quick  charge  brought  the 
motor  to  life  again.  But  I  didn't  have 
enough  money  with  me  to  pay  him!

"You'll  never  guess  what  the  ser- 
mon was  tonight,"  Isobel  said,  after 
we  were  setded  down.  "He  spoke  on 
Satan."

I  knew  that  eventually  Mr.  Locke 
would  get  around  to  the  things  that 
bothered  these  people,  too,  just  as  my 
husband  does.  I  didn't  realize  it

Mr.  Locke  took  some  of  the  group 
home  that  night,  and  Isobel  and  I 
took  the  others  in  her  car.  Because 
our  car  was  no  longer  running,  I  went 
along  to  help  each  person  out  and 
to  their  door.  At  midnight,  Isobel 
and  I  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief  when 
we  deposited  our  last  charge  on  the 
doorstep  and  started  home. 

"Funny  diing,"  I  told  her.  'WTien 
Mr.  Button  is  here  the  car  purrs 
along  with  absolutely  no  difficulty." 

"Remember  our  unseen  guest  to- 
night," she  said.  "After  all,  with 
Brodier  Locke  speaking  about  him, 
he  just  HAD  to  be  around  to  cause 
trouble."

Those  who  are  attending  the  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches'  conference  in  Estes  Park, 
Colorado,  during  August  1961,  the 
invitation  is  open  to  include  in  the 
schedule  a  visit  to  the  Brethren 
Navajo  Mission!  A  ten-hour  drive 
over  fine  highways  will  bring  you 
south  through  the  grandeur  of  the 
mountains  of  Colorado  into  the  high 
plateau  country  of  northwest  New 
Mexico,  where  the  mission  station 
was  established  nearly  thirteen  years 


Location 

Located  along  State  Route  44, 
thirty-three  miles  northwest  of  Cuba, 
New  Mexico,  the  mission  can  be  ap- 
proached either  from  the  southeast 
or  northwest  on  a  paved  highway. 
The  school  site  is  on  the  extreme  east- 
ern side  of  the  country  inhabited  by 
the  Navajo  tribe,  now  numbering 
nearly    90,000. 

Accommodation 

With  the  anticipation  that  many 
of  the  friends  will  include  such  a 
visit  in  their  itineration,  the  staff 
is  making  plans  in  the  school  center 
to  entertain  all  who  can  come!  The 
weeks  of  August  12  to  18  and  Au- 
gust 28  to  September  1  will  be  espe- 
cially suited  for  such  a  trip,  for  it 
will  be  before  and  after  the  confer- 
ence. The  dormitories  can  lodge  more 
than  sixty  visitors,  and  the  dining 
hall  will  be  in  operation  for  hungry 
travelers.  Bedding  will  be  available 
and  shower  rooms  will  be  ready  to 
wash  away  the  dust.  Thus  you  can 
view  at  first  hand  the  facilities  that 
you  have  helped  to  establish  for  the 
reaching  of  the  Navajo  community 
for  Christ.  These  same  quarters  will 
be  alive  with  much  activity  again  on 
September  4,  1961  when  the  Navajo 
children  return  for  the  new  school 
year. 


Preparation 

Where  possible,  advanced  notice  of 
your  visit  will  help  to  plan  meals 
and  sleeping  areas.  However,  don't 
hesitate  to  come  because  you  forgot 
to  send  such  information!  The  sta- 
tion will  be  in  readiness  during  the 
weeks  oudined!  Comfortable  hiking 
shoes  will  be  good  companions  for 
those  who  want  to  explore  the  mesas 
and  arroyos.  The  blue  skies  and  the 
colored  hills  will  be  ideal  for  color- 
picture  taking.  Evenings  get  cool  at 
the  mission  altitude  of  7,300  feet 
and  you  will  need  a  light  jacket  or 
sweater.  Have  your  heart  ready  to 
see  a  needy  land  and  people. 

Observation 

Visitors  who  drive  down  the  road- 
ways of  Navajo  country  \vill  be  able 
to  see  the  arid  sagebrush  country 
where  the  shepherds  tend  their  flocks. 
Limited  opportunity  will  be  available 
to  visit  in  individual  homes  of  the 
shy  people.  Two  local  trading  posts 
will  afford  the  chance  to  see  the 
economic  center  of  Navajo  life,  and 
to  purchase  native  crafts,  such  as 
rugs  and  jewelry.  Counselor  Trading 
Post  is  within  walking  distance  of 
the  school  and  Mauzy  Trading  Post 
is  six  miles  by  road. 

One  will  find  within  fifty  miles 
of  the  mission  the  largest  prehistoric 
dwelling  unit  in  North  America  in 
the  Chaco  Canyon  National  Monu- 
ment. The  spectacular  cliff  dwell- 
ings of  the  Mesa  Verde  area  in  South- 
ern Colorado  can  be  seen  near  Cor- 
tez,  Colorado.  Aztec  Ruins  just  sixty 
miles  north  of  the  mission  show  the 
communal  dwelling  the  Pueblo 
people  occupied  more  than  five  hun- 
dred years  ago. 

The  Rio  Grande  Valley  has  many 
Pueblo  villages  occupied  today  in 
the  traditional  life  of  the  descendants 
of  the  ruins  mentioned  above. 

But  you  will  want  to  see  the  in- 
dividuals of  Navajo  country  for 
whom   our   Lord    died    many   years 


before  the  first  Europeans  came  and 
brought  drastic  changes,  which  are 
still  taking  place  today.  Will  you  he 
with  us?

Taos,  New  Mexico  is  the  center 
of  the  Spanish-American  Mission 
work  and  is  only  a  short  distance 
from  the  Navajo  Mission.  Taos  is  re- 
nowned for  its  art  colony,  Indian 
Pueblo,  and  home  of  Kit  Carson. 
Taos  is  located  on  U.  S.  Highway 
64  between  Espanola  and  Raton.  The 
superintendent,  Sam  Horney,  and 
his  family  will  be  glad  to  see  you.

the  grade  Lt.  Colonel  in  the  Civil 
Air  Patrol.  This  is  the  highest  grade 
that  a  CAP  Chaplain  can  attain 
under  the  present  system  of  ranking. 

Chaplain  Russell,  the  General  Di- 
rector of  Free  Methodist  Youth  and 
Servicemen,  serves  CAP  as  the  Wing 
Chaplain  for  the  State  of  Indiana. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-Seek- 
ing  ways  to  reduce  the  U.  S.  postal 
deficit,  Postmaster  General  J.  Ed- 
ward Day  announced  recendy  that 
postal  COD  rates  would  be  increased 
Aug.  1-first  COD  rate  change  since 
1952. 

Earlier,  Protestant,  Catholic  and 
Jewish  publishers  of  religious  period- 
icals met  with  members  of  the  House 
Post  Office  and  Civil  Service  Com- 
mittee to  protest  rate  increases  that, 
in  some  cases,  would  more  than 
double  the  postage  bills  of  church 
publications. 


Russell  T.  Hitt,  editor  of  Eternity 
magazine,  testified  on  behalf  of  the 
Evangelical  Press  Association  before 
the  Congressional  group. 

Editor  Hitt,  who  earlier  represent- 
ed EPA  at  a  meeting  with  the  Post- 
master General,  predicted  the  bill 
would  not  pass  at  this  session  of 
Consress,  but  said  that  he  felt  some 
increase  m  postal  rates  was  mevi- 
table  since  present  rates  for  non- 
profit publications  have  been  in  ef- 
fect since  1925. 

PHILADELPFIIA,  PA.-New  edi- 
tor of  the  Sunday  School  Times  is 
the  Rev.  James  W.  Reapsome.  He 
succeeds  John  W.  Lane,  Jr.,  who 
retired  last  March  31  after  37  years 
with    the   publication. 

Mr.  Reapsome,  the  sixth  editor  in 
103  years  of  publication,  is  a  grad- 
uate of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege, Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  of  Dallas 
Seminarv,  Tex.  He  was  formerly  na- 
tional public  relations  director  of  the 
Inter-Varsity  Christian  Fellowship  in 
Chicago  and  also  was  associated  with 
daily  newspapers  in  Lancaster,  Pa., 
and  Garland,  Tex. 

GENEVA,  SWITZERLAND- 
Dr.  Emil  Brunner  of  Zurich,  eminent 
Protestant  theologian,  has  stirred 
wide  controversy  by  saying  in  a  news- 
paper article  that  the  World  Council 
of  Churches  is  falling  for  Communist 
"peace"  propaganda. 

Brunner  noted  that  "ecumenical 
deliberations  adapt  themselves  more 
and  more  to  communism  under  the 
banner:  'We  must  learn  to  understand 
each  other  fraternally.'" 

"These  considerations,"  he  added, 
"have  penetrated,  through  the  ecu- 
menical channel,  into  the  churches 
of  the  United  States  also." 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-FBI  Di- 
rector J.  Edgar  Hoover  has  reported 
here  that  the  crime  rate  in  the  United 
States  is  continuing  its  "relendess 
trend  upward." 

In  the  most  discouraging  report  he 
has  ever  made  on  the  Nation's  batde 
aoainst  a  wave  of  crime  and  violence, 
Hoover  said  that  the  crime  rate  for 
the  first  quarter  of  1961  showed  an 
overall  increase  of  10  percent  in  seri- 
ous offenses  over  the  same  period  in 
1960.

Pastor,  First  Brethren  Church,  Wooster,  Ohio 


One  would  think  after  sitting 
through  a  so-called  worship  service 
in  many  of  our  churches  that  he  had 
rather  been  at  a  side-show,  a  pep- 
meeting,  or  a  propaganda-rally.  So 
many  things  of  a  non-worship  nature 
enter  in  that  the  real  purpose  of  the 
gathering  of  the  saints  is  frequently 
missed.  This  is  a  tragedy.  In  a  day 
when  there  is  such  a  great  need  for 
a  closer  fellowship  with  the  Master, 
we  have  lost  the  art  of  worship. 

Basically,  worship  is  communion 
with  God,  through  Christ,  "in  spirit 
and  in  truth"  (John  4:24).  A  con- 
gregation cannot  worship  as  such,  but 
the  individuals  composing  the  con- 
pregation  can  worship.  Therefore,  we 
conclude,  that  a  worship  service  can 
be  no  more  worshipful  than  the  par- 
ticipants therein.  The  aim  and  goal 
of  each  service  of  worship  must  be 
to  bring  the  individual  into  a  closer 
fellowship  with  the  Master. 

There  are  three  basic  elements 
that  \vill  contribute  to  any  worship 
service  worthy  of  the  name.  These 
elements  are:  1.  The  glorification  of 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  divine  Creator, 
Sustainer,  and  Redeemer.  Nothing 
should  be  introduced  through  the 
music,  the  liturgy,  the  speaking,  or 
the  prapng  that  does  not  thus  glor- 
ify Him.  2.  The  participation  of  the 
saints.  Worship  is  not  a  demonstra- 
tion on  the  part  of  some  while  others 
watch.  This  is  not  a  spectator-activ- 
ity. Each  one  present  must  be  led 
to  establish  personal  fellowship  with 
God  through  the  Christ.  This  is  a 
spiritual  exercise  in  which  all  must 
have  a  share.  3.  The  response  of  all 
concerned.  There  must  be  an  ex- 
change between  God  and  man.  The 
saints  must  offer  their  burdens  and 
find  rest.  They  must  offer  their  peti- 
tions and  find  supply.  They  must 
express  their  trust  and  receive  assur- 
ance. They  must  admit  their  igno- 
rance and  be  taught.  They  must  pre- 
sent themselves  and  receive  full  joy. 

We  do  not  establish  a  true  spirit 


of  worship  through  mechanical 
means.  This  is  a  matter  of  the  heart 
and  one  may  have  fellowship  vidth 
the  Father  anywhere,  at  anytime,  and 
under  any  circumstances.  Indeed,  to- 
day there  is  an  over-emphasis  upon 
the  liturgy,  the  atmosphere,  the 
architecture,  and  the  appointments  of 
the  sanctuary.  One  would  think  that 
we  are  trying  to  get  to  God  through 
the  surroundings,  rather  than  through 
the  Spirit.  Such  is  a  futile  endeavor. 
However,  while  the  mechanics  of 
a  service  do  not  establish  a  contact 
with  Christ,  they  may  well  help  or 
hinder  a  great  deal. 

Consider  for  a  moment  the  matter 
of  the  liturg)',  the  form  of  service,  the 
"order  of  service"  as  we  call  it  in  our 
bulletins.  This  is  not  a  time  to  deify 
man  with  happy  birthday  songs,  spe- 
cial welcomes,  person-directed  humor, 
and  demonstration  of  personal  skills. 
This  is  a  time  to  deify  Christ— He 
must  be  the  center  of  attention  and 
the  focal  point  of  all  that  is  said  and 
done.  If  there  is  no  other  time  for 
such  person-centered  attentions,  then 
let  them  come  very  early  in  the  serv- 
ice or  after  the  benediction  has  been 
pronounced.  Then  too,  there  is  the 
hindrance  of  long  drawTi-out  an- 
nouncements of  which  most  have 
already  been  printed  in  the  weekly 
bulletin.  When  some  well-meaning 
brother  or  sister  in  response  to  "have 
any  announcements  been  missed" 
stands  up  in  a  far  comer  and  speaks 
in  a  voice  no  one  can  hear,  the  spirit 
of  worship  departs  from  the  people 
hurriedly.  These  are  t)rpical  illus- 
trations of  "intrusions  into  the  lit- 
urgy" that  lead  our  people  away  from 
the  Lord  instead  of  into  His  very 
presence. 

The  "order  of  service"  should  be 
deliberately  planned  with  the  pur- 
pose of  worship  in  mind.  The  theme 
for  the  message  should  be  considered 
and  should  be  reflected  in  the  hymns 
and  other  musical  ministries.  The 
Scripture   lesson   should   be   beamed 


toward  the  theme  and  should  be 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  worship- 
ers as  having  been  chosen  for  that 
specific  reason.  All  participants  in 
the  ser\ace  should  be  on  the  platform, 
should  be  well  instructed,  and 
should  be  worthy  of  the  responsibility 
bestowed  upon  them  in  having  been 
asked  to  thus  lead  the  people  into 
the  presence  of  God.  All  nonessen- 
tials should  be  scrupulously  elimi- 
nated. Determined  efforts  to  cor- 
rect all  disturbing  elements  should 
be   pursued   unceasingly. 

Ob\aously,  while  the  mechanics 
of  a  service  do  not  guarantee  a  true 
spirit  of  worship,  they  surely  can  add 
to  or  detract  therefrom.  And  because 
the  "Worship  Hour"  is  the  most  need- 
ed and  most  rewarding  of  all  the  times 
we  spend  in  the  House  of  the  Lord, 
it  should  be  planned  and  performed 
in  such  a  manner  that  all  may  get 
the  blessing  they  have  come  to  seek. 

Remember,  Christ  told  the  woman 
at  the  well  near  Sychar,  "God  is  a 
spirit,  and  they  that  worship  him, 
MUST  worship  him  in  spirit  and 
in  truth."  It  is  imperative  that  the 
Brethren  worship  God  through  the 
Christ  (truth).  And,  if  we  miss  this 
first  of  all  necessary  spiritual  exer- 
cise for  the  saint,  then  we  may  well 
expect  loss  in  all  other  desired  vir- 
tues. Fellowship  with  God  is  basic 
to  all  spiritual  growth  and  fruitful- 
ness. 

Unquestionably  it  is  true  that 
much  of  our  current  spiritual  pov- 
erty stems  from  our  loss  of  the  art 
of  worship.  And,  we  say  it  to  our  own 
shame;  we  have  allowed  intrusions 
of  one  sort  or  another  to  influence 
us  adversely  in  this  matter. 

The  mechanical  aspects  of  a  serv- 
ice, as  has  been  stated,  are  not  the 
primary  factor  in  worship,  but  we 
must  hasten  to  add  that  flOW  it  is 
ordered  and  conducted  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  ability  of  the 
worshipers  to  reach  out  and  find  the 
Lord. 
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^ur  Scripture  lesson  is  found  in 
LF  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  chapter 
21,  verses  33-41.  Here  we  find  a 
parable  which  Jesus  gave. 

Our  Lord  \vas  speaking  of  a  house- 
holder, or  a  farmer,  who  owned  a 
vineyard.  This  householder  was  a 
capable  one  who  desired  to  see  his 
vineyard  produce,  which  every  farmer 
does,  so  he  gave  it  excellent  care.  He 
hedged  it  about,  put  a  good  fence 
about  it  so  as  to  protect  it  from 
animals  or  intruders,  he  digged  or 
cultivated  it  so  that  it  was  in  good 
condition  and  free  from  weeds.  Then 


get  die  rent.  Instead  of  extending  a 
kindly  reception  to  the  servants,  they 
were  ungrateful  of  all  that  he  had 
done  for  them.  They  were  selfish 
and  wicked,  beating  one,  killing  an- 
other, and  stoning  the  third.  Still 
the  householder  was  merciful,  so  he 
sent  other  servants,  but  they  too 
were  recipients  of  the  same  terrible 
treatment.  Then  last  of  all  the  house- 
holder sent  his  son,  for  he  thought 
the  husbandmen  to  whom  he  had 
been  so  gracious  would  treat  him 
kindly.  But  they  were  more  cruel 
to  him  than  ever,  even  slaying  him. 
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he  showed  also  that  he  was  one  who 
anticipated  a  harvest  or  some  fruit 
from  the  vineyard,  for  he  built  a 
winepress  in  it.  He  anticipated  some 
returns  from  his  labor— some  fruit 
and  profit. 

After  this  he  let  die  vineyard  out 
to  certain  husbandmen  and  depart- 
ed into  a  far  country. 

I  am  sure  that  the  householder  re- 
ferred to  in  this  parable  is  God,  the 
vineyard  is  His  kingdom,  and  the 
husbandmen  is  the  Jewish  nation. 
The  servants  are  His  prophets,  and 
the  heir  is  Jesus  Christ.  Isn't  it  true 
that  in  respect  to  Israel,  God  chose 
her  above  all  other  nations  to  be 
the  tenants  of  di\dne  wisdom  and 
knowledge?  He  was  indeed  gracious 
to  them  in  taking  them  from  Egypt 
and  slavery.  He  placed  them  in  a 
good  land  where  He  hedged  them 
about  with  promises  and  privileges. 
Because  of  their  faithlessness,  how- 
ever, God  rejected  them. 

The  parable  speaks  of  how  the 
householder  expected  fruit,  so  he  sent 
his  sen'ants  to   the  husbandmen   to 
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We  know  that  this  is  exacdy  what 
happened  in  regard  to  the  Jewish 
nation,  the  prophets,  and  Christ. 
Stephen  in  his  farewell  message  to 
his  Jewish  persecutors  ardendy  re- 
buked them  by  saying:  "Ye  stiff- 
necked  and  uncircumcized  in  heart 
and  ears,  ye  do  always  resist  the  Holy 
Ghost:  as  your  fathers  did,  so  do 
ye.  Which  of  the  prophets  have  not 
your  fathers  persecuted?  and  they 
have  slain  them  which  shewed  be- 
fore of  the  coming  of  the  Just  One; 
of  whom  ye  have  been  now  the  be- 
trayers and  murderers;  who  have  re- 
ceived the  law  by  die  disposition  of 
anoels,  and  have  not  kept  it."  The 
hearers  after  such  a  message  of  re- 
buke were  so  angered  that  Stephen 
suffered  the  same  fate  as  others  of 
God's  servants. 

Furthermore,  we  note  that  Jesus 
stated  that  these  wicked  husband- 
men would  be  dealt  with  for  their 
selfish  stupidity  by  themselves  being 
destroyed,  and  would  let  His  vine- 
yard out  to  others.  This  is  what  God 
did  after  the  Jewish  nation  rejected 
Christ.  God  turned  to  the  gentiles. 


and  we  as  recipients  of  His  wonder- 
ful love  and  grace  can  tell  out  the 
good  news  of  Christ's  power  to  save 
and  of  His  wondrous  love  and  mercy. 
We    may    neglect    in    doing    our 
duty  to  God  and  be  ungrateful  for 
the  opportunities  God  has  given  us 
to  live  for  Him  and  to  serve  Him;  yet 
as  an  author  has  so  well  said:  "God 
will  never  be  thwarted  by  the  fail- 
ure of  His  servants.  His  work  goes 
on."  The  kingdom  in  our  Scripture 
lesson  was  let  out  to  another  nation 
"which  shall  render  him  the  fruits 
in  their  seasons."  What  is  this  nation? 
It  is  not  so  much  a  nation  in  the 
accepted  sense  as  it  is  a  kind  of  people 
scattered  throughout  the  nations.  It 
is  the  people  of  God  and  the  churches 
of  God  in  every  nation  which  are 
now  the  trustees  of  God's  grace,  the 
husbandmen  of  God's  vineyard. 

We  can  but  marvel  at  God's  gra- 
cious love  and  mercy.  Even  though 
the  husbandmen  were  so  unapprecia- 
tive  of  the  householders'  kindness  in 
not  even  charging  them  for  the  vine- 
yard, yet  they  did  not  desire  to  give 
him  any  of  the  fruit.  Instead  they 
brought  great  harm  to  his  servants 
and  killed  his  son. 

The  householder  did  everything  in 
getting  the  vineyard  in  readiness  for 
the  husbandmen  to  take  over.  All 
that  the  latter  were  required  to  do 
was  to  care  for  the  vineyard,  gather 
the  fruit,  and  then  present  it  to  the 
servants  of  the  Master.  Surely  the 
householder  had  a  right  to  expect 
some  fruit  from  the  husbandmen, 
and  likewise  God  did  from  Israel. 
But  die  husbandmen,  and  Israel  as 
well,  were  selfish,  greedy  and  with- 
out understanding  as  to  spiritual 
things  and  God's  great  blessings.  Yet 
God  continued  to  be  patient  with 
them  in  showing  His  gracious  love 
and  mercy,  giving  them  every  chance 
in  the  world. 

But  isn't  this  a  picture  of  what 
God  did  not  only  for  Israel,  but  has 
also  done  for  all  mankind?  Why 
should  God  be  so  gracious  and  loving 
toward  us  in  bestowing  upon  us  such 
rich  spiritual  and  material  blessings. 
What  have  we  done  to  make  us  de- 
serving of  them?  This  question  is 
easy  to  answer,  for  we  have  done 
absolutely  nothing.  I  am  reminded  of 
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Does  It  Make  a  Difference? 
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Federal  Aid  to  schools  or  no  Fed- 
eral Aid.  Should  we  put  a  man  into 
space  or  should  we  not  put  a  man 
into  space.  Should  we  give  direct 
military  aid  to  Latin  America  or 
should  we  not  give  direct  military 
aid  to  Latin  America.  These  and 
hundreds  of  other  subjects  of  contro- 
versial nature  are  facing  all  of  us. 
Some  of  these  are  certainly  important 
and  have  an  immediate  effect  on  all 

of  us. 

We  may  choose  one  of  many 
roads  to  certain  locations,  but  other 
places  may  be  reached  by  following 
only  one  road.  Where  there  are  many 
roads  from  which  we  may  choose,  we 
all  want  to  choose  the  best  one. 
Where  there  is  only  one  road,  all 
must  choose  the  same  road,  or  those 
on  the  wrong  road  will  not  ar- 
rive at  their  destination. 

"Decision  Determines  Destiny"  is 
not  just  a  slogan  of  the  day,  nor  is 
it  just  the  name  of  a  challenging  film 
of  Grace  College.  It  is  an  eternal 
truth  that  cannot  be  destroyed  or 
safely  ignored.  Many  decisions  are 
important,  some  are  expedient.  How- 
ever, just  as  the  hunter  cannot  ex- 
pect to  shoot  at  the  woods  and 
get  his  game,  neither  can  we  encom- 
pass all  or  even  many  of  the  contro- 
versial subjects  in  this  one  article. 
Our  generation,  in  fact  each  of  us, 
must  make  our  own  decision  con- 
cerning the  following: 

Mr.  L  M.  Smart  says:  "I  am  of 
Jacobus  Arminius"  (the  Latin  name 
for  Jacob  Hermanns,  a  Dutch  theo- 
logian of  A.D.  1560-1609.  Mr.  L  M. 
Smug  says:  "I  am  of  John  Calvin" 
(A  French  theologian  of  A.D.  1509- 
1564). 

Calvinism  or  Arminianism,  which 
shall  it  be?  After  some  four  hundred 
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years  Mr.  Smug  and  Mr.  Smart  are 
each  sure  that  he  has  his  doctrine 
straight,  and  that  his  opponent  may 
be  a  heretic. 

Mr.  Smart  can  name  several  folks 
in  his  church  and  some  in  the  church 
where  Mr.  Smug  is  a  member  who 
have  professed  to  be  saved  and  are 
now  back  in  sin.  He  says  they  did 
not  hold  out  and  should  be  saved 
again. 

Mr.  Smug  knows  some  of  the  same 
folks  in  both  churches  and  can  prove 
(to  his  own  satisfaction  at  least)  that 
many  of  them  had  only  made  a  pro- 
fession and  were  not  really  born 
again. 

He  also  insists  that  several  of  them 
are  really  children  of  God  but  have 
allowed  themselves  to  get  out  of 
fellowship  with  the  Lord  and  with 
other  Christians. 

Mr.  Smart  and  Mr.  Smug  can 
both  point  back  to  many  in  their 
clan  who  were  real  witnesses  for 
Christ  and  were  used  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  win  many  souls.  In  fact,  a 
good  debate  could  be  held  as  to  which 
group  were  the  most  used  of  the  Lord. 
Mr.  Smart  may  not  have  been  too 
much  of  a  soul-winner  himself,  but 
he  has  many  followers  who  are  very 
proud  of  the  fact  that  they  do  not 
go  out  for  the  doctrine  which  teaches 
that  a  person  can  be  saved  and  then 
go  out  and  do  as  he  pleases  and  not 
have  to  face  judgment  for  his  sins. 
Mr.  Smug  on  the  other  hand  may 
not  have  too  much  love  for  the  lost 
souls  all  around  him,  but  he  also  has 
a  host  of  followers  who  are  very 
proud  of  the  fact  that  the  life  they 
claim  to  have  is  eternal,  and  they  do 
not  have  to  be  born  again,  and  again, 
and  again. 

A  lost  soul  receives  the  Lord  Jesus 


Christ  as  Saviour,  the  joy  of  salvation 
floods  his  soul.  He  seeks  out  Chris- 
tians for  fellowship.  The  first  Chris- 
tian he  meets  asks:  "Are  you  of  Mr. 
Smart  or  of  Mr.  Smug?" 

Brother  New  does  not  know,  so 
Mr.  Smart  and  Mr.  Smug  are  called 
in  to  express  their  views.  After  an 
earnest  lecture  by  the  two  brethren, 
Brother  New  heads  for  home  quite 
disappointed,  seeks  out  his  chair,  and 
"the  confused  sits  to  muse." 

Because  Brother  New  is  really 
born  again,  the  Holy  Spirit  seeks  to 
help  him  as  Comforter  and  Guide. 
Reaching  for  his  Bible  he  seems  com- 
pelled to  turn  to  Romans  chapter  10: 
"For  whosoe\'er  shall  call  upon  the 
name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved  .  .  . 
faith  Cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing 
by  the  word  of  God."  "How  then 
shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they 
have  not  believed?  and  how  shall 
thev  believe  in  him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they 
hear  without  a  preacher?" 

Ah  Yes!  someone  had  cared  enough 
to  give  him  the  Gospel,  the  Word  of 
God  itself,  and  Mr.  New  had  heard. 
Lie  was  happy  to  believe  on  him, 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Sure!  he  sees  it  now.  The  Word 
tells  us  of  Christ,  the  One  on  whom 
we  must  call  to  be  saved.  "Faith 
Cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by 
the  word  of  God."  His  righteousness 
means  calling  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  to  save  us  and  trusting  Him 
for  righteousness:  "For  Christ  is  the 
end  of  the  law  for  righteousness  to 
every  one  that  believeth."  Praise  the 
Lord! 

"If  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  believe  in 
thine  heart  .  .  ."  could  this  be  what 
was  wrong  with  some  of  Mr.  Smug's 
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crowd?  Is  it  possible  they  might  be 
straight  on  doctrine  and  not  reallv 
have  experienced  the  new  birth  by 
"believing  in  their  heart"?  This  kind 
of  believing  includes  knowing  the 
facts— fewoii^Zedge— allowing  it  to  move 
our  emotions— conviction  and  doing 
something  about  \t— decision.  Many 
know  the  way,  they  may  get  real  ex- 
cited about  it,  but  until  they  yield 
themselves  in  a  personal  way  to 
Christ  and  receive  Him  as  the  only 
way  of  salvation,  they  will  not  be 
changed.  (Brother  New  was  just  be- 
ginning to  realize  that  this  is  what 
had  made  the  change  in  his  life.) 
What  a  blessing  to  know  bv  experi- 
ence the  truth  of  Philippians  1:6; 
"Being  confident  of  this  very  thing, 
that  he  which  hath  begun  a  good 
work  in  vou  will  perform  it  until  the 
day  of  Jesus  Christ." 

Then  how  about  all  those  folks 
that  Mr.  Smart  told  us  about?  People 
did  you  say?  Yes;  that  is  the  secret. 
Mr.  Smart  is  looking  at  people  who 
are  failures,  rather  than  at  the  Word 
of  God  which  gives  us  confidence 
that  one  can  rest  in  the  power  of  the 
Saviour  who  has  "all  power  in  heaven 
and  in  earth";  who  gives  "unto  them 
eternal  life;  and  they  shall  never 
perish,  neither  shall  any  man  pluck 
them  out  of  my  hand"  (John  10:28). 

Just  supposing  you  may  be  straight 
on  doctrine  and  lost.  Does  it  make  a 
difference? 

"Now  unto  him  that  is  able  to 
keep  you  from  falling,  and  to  present 
you  faultless  before  the  presence  of 
his  glory  with  exceeding  joy,  to  the 
only  wise  God  our  Saviour,  be  glory 
and  majesty,  dominion  and  power, 
both  now  and  ever.  Amen"  (Jude  24).

the  writing  of  the  Apostle  Paul  found 
in  I  Corinthians,  chapter  4,  verse  7. 
The  Word  states:  "What  hast  thou 
that  thou  didst  not  receive?  now  if 
thou  didst  receive  it,  why  dost  thou 
glorv,  as  if  thou  hadst  not  received 
it."  ' 

We  may  feel  like  rebuking  the  Is- 
raelites for  being  selfish  and  greedy; 
yet  we  need  to  remind  ourselves  that 


Jesus  also  *spoke  another  parable 
warning  us  to  be  ready  to  give  Him 
fmit  from  our  labor.  This  is  found 
in  the  teaching  of  the  parable  of  the 
pounds.  Here  also  a  man,  a  noble- 
man went  into  a  far  countr)',  but  be- 
fore he  went  he  called  his  servants 
unto  him  and  delivered  to  them  ten 
pounds.  He  then  said  to  them:  "Oc- 
cupy till  I  come."  If  we  are  going 
to  really  occupy  for  Christ,  we  have 
to  be  busy  about  the  Master's  work. 
The  only  possible  way  we  can  be 
really  appreciative  of  His  love  and 


blessings  is  to  be  busy  in  His  vine- 
yard. 

Isaac  Watts  writes  so  fittingly  of 
God's  love  and  in  return  what  we 
should  do. 

"My  God,  how  endless  is  thy  love! 
Thy   gifts   are   every   evening   near; 
And  morning  mercies   from  above 
Gready  distill  like  early  dew. 
I  )'ield  my  powers  to  thy  command 
To  thee  I  consecrate  my  days; 
Perpetual   blessings   from   thy   hand 
Demand  perpetual  songs  of  praise." 
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"I  beseech  you  therefore,  brethren, 
by  the  mercies  of  God  .  .  ."  Not  long 
ago  God  laid  it  upon  the  hearts  of 
several  of  you  to  desire  a  church  in 
diis  town  for  the  sake  of  Christ  and 
the  Gospel.  God  had  prepared  a  man 
to  be  your  leader.  God  had  provided 
prayer  warriors  for  the  work.  God 
had'  even  in  His  great  grace,  provided 
for  the  support  of  your  pastor,  at 
least  for  a  time,  so  that  as  a  very  small 
oroup  the  financial  burden  would 
not  be  too  great. 

God   then    graciously   provided   a 
building  to  begin  in.  Most  wonderful 
though,  God  sent  men  and  women 
who  desired  to  hear  the  Word  of  God 
in  its  simplicity  and  truth.  Several  of 
those  who  came  to  hear  have  become 
active  workers  in  our  number.  God 
has   also   permitted   us    to   see    fruit 
borne  in  diat  several  people  have  re- 
ceived   new    life    through    faith    in 
Jesus    Christ.    This    seems    to    have 
been,  at  least  to  some  degree,  a  result 
of  the  ministry  of   this  church,   for 
which  we  thank  God.  Some  of  your 
own  children  are  among  those  who 
recently  were  saved.  Do  we  not  have 
much  for  which  to  praise  our  Heav- 
enly Father?  These  are  some  of  the 
"mercies  of  God"  to  us. 

When  our  church  first  began, 
how  happy  we  were  in  the  service  of 
our  Saviour!  How  eagerly  we  look- 
ed forward  to  having  new  faces  in  our 
number!  How  wonderful  to  see  folks 
stepping  out  in  obedience  to  the 
Word  of  God  and  desiring  to  live 
faithfully  for  God!  Wasn't  it  a  dirill 
to  see  the  attendance  grow  steadily? 
Then,  slowly,  very  slowly,  we  began 
to  relax.  Some  of  the  initial  drive 
and  eagerness  seemed  to  gradually 
leave  us— we  were  not  quite  so  active 
in  inviting  new  people.  We  did  not 


pray  quite  so  earnestly  (or  so  often) 
for  God's  blessing  and  guidance  on 
the  work.  Maybe  we  did  not  realize  it, 
but  we  began  to  become  just  a  little 
bit  satisfied  with  our  present  situation 
and  perhaps  to  lose  just  a  wee  bit  of 
the  vision  of  needy  souls  in  our  town. 
Let  me  ask  this  question:  "Is  our 
task  finished?  Have  we  completed  the 
work  God  has  given  us  to  do  in  this 
area?"  No;  God  has  given  us  a  new 
goal  now.  At  first  the  goal  was  to 
start  a   testimony  here.   Praise  God 
for  His  goodness-diat  has  been  done! 
Now  God  wants  us  to  enlarge  our 
borders,  to  grow,  to  increase  the  scope 
of  our  witness.  Dare  we  stop  now? 
In    the    far    north    where    teams    of 
dogs  are  used  to  pull  sleds  in  the 
wintertime,  it  has  been  observed  that 
so  long  as  the  dogs  are  working  to- 
gether,   pulling    the    sled,    they    are 
all  right.  As  soon  as  they  stop  pull- 
ing, however,  they  will  begin  fight- 
ing  among   themselves,   unless  they 
are  separated.   How  often   this  hap- 
pens among  Christians.  How  easily 
this  will  happen  to  us  if  we  aren't  all 
in  the  harness  and  active  in  the  work 
of   the  Gospel.   When   the   children 
of  Israel  came  out  of  Eg)rpt,  the  Word 
of  God  tells  us  that  they  were  stopped 
by  the  Red  Sea,  mountains  were  on 
one   side   and   the   Eg)fptian    armies 
were  behind  them.  They  had  started 
on   the  journey  to  which  God  had 
called  them.  When  they  saw  the  un- 
crossable   waters,    mountains   unable 
to  be  climbed,  and  the  terrible  enemy, 
they  began  to  murmur  and  complain. 
Even  Moses  their  godly  leader  didn't 
understand    all    of   God's   will.    But 
God  said:  "Speak  to  the  children  of 
Israel  that  they  go  forward."  When 
they  obeyed,  God  poured  out  bless- 
ing upon  them  which  brought  great 
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honor  to  Him.  Other  tests  followed, 
but  as  they  obeyed  God  and  follow- 
ed Him,  He  always  brought  victory 
to  His  people. 

Brethren,  God  has  given  us  a  com- 
mand, not  a  challenge,  but  a  com- 
mand to  go  and  preach  the  Gospel. 
If  we  stop  to  look  at  \he  uncrossable 
waters  of  the  future,  mountains  of 
obstacles    about    us    unable    to    be 
climbed,  and  the  enemy  in  die  rear, 
we  will  immediately  stop  and  begin 
to  murmur  and  fight.  But  God  says, 
"Go  forward."  For  us  to  go  forward 
to  accomplish  the  task  God  has  given 
us,  it  will  mean   the  giving  up  of 
everything  we  hold  dear.  This  isn't 
easy'  In  the  Bible  we  read:  "Ye  are 
not  your  ovm,"  "present  your  bodies," 
"let  us  go  .  .  .  bearing  his  reproach," 
"I   am   crucified   with   Christ,"   and 
so  on.  Every  one  of  these  phrases  has 
the  thought  of  forsaking  self  in  order 
to  obey  and  honor  God.  Jesus  Christ 
told   His   followers   that   they   must 
place    Him    and    His    work    before 
everything  else  in  their  lives.  So  must 
we. 

Recendy  the  President  of  the 
United  States  challenged  all  of  his 
people  to  accept  the  responsibility  of 
the  hour  which  lies  before  us.  He 
uroed  us  to  consider  that  no  cost 
was  too  great,  no  sacrifice  too  much 
for  the  sake  of  our  great  land  of  free- 
dom. If  we  Americans  will  do  this 
for  our  country,  how  much  greater 
should  the  dedication  of  Christians 
be  to  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviour?  "I  beseech  you  therefore, 
brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God," 
let  us  go  forward  in  the  work  which 
God  has  given  us-that  work  of 
spreading  the  news  of  the  Gospel  in 
our  town  and  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth.

Printed    Witnesses

There  are  at  least  three  methods  o£  evangehsm;  per- 
sonal evangelism,  mass  evangelism,  and  literature  evan- 
gelism. Each  plays  its  important  part  in  reaching  lost 
mukitudes  for  jesus  Christ. 

Any  one  of  the  three  methods  of  evangelism  can  pro- 
duce this  awakening.  However,  the  church  has  found  that 
mass  evangelism  utilizes  only  a  few  while  the  large  ma- 
jority of  Christians  sit  idly  by,  missing  the  joy  of  sharing 
in  the  work.  With  regard  to  personal  evangehsm,  the 
majority  of  Christians  are  fearful  of  witnessing  to  the  un- 
godly or  unwilling  to  suffer  the  stigma  of  going  out  to 
win  souls  to  Christ.  Statistics  prove  that  the  average 
church  of  400  members  adds  only  twelve  members  per 
vear.  In  other  words,  one  person  wins  one  soul  every 
thirty-three  vears.  The  world  will  never  be  won  to  Christ 
at  this  rate. 

Revival  can  only  come  through  the  use  of  the  Word. 
The  word  is  a  hammer;  it  is  a  sword;  it  is  a  fire.  A 
hammer  breaks;  a  sword  cuts;  a  fire  burns.  The  hardest 
heart  breaks  before  the  Word  and  is  pierced  asunder 
and  warmed  by  the  Holv  Spirit.  The  Word  is  the  weapon 
God  uses  to  accomplish  revival. 

Today  the  world  is  becoming  literate.  One  million 
people  are  learning  to  read  every  week.  The  question 
now  is:  "What  will  they  read?"  Largely  it  has  been  true 
that  the  missionaries  have  taught  them  to  read.  Will 
these  same  missionaries  have  the  privilege  of  giving  the 
nationals  gospel  literature  to  read?  Or,  will  we  allow  the 
Communists  to  provide  the  newly  literate  with  reading 
matter? 

That  the  page  is  mightier  than  the  voice,  we  are  sure. 
After  the  voice  is  gone,  the  printed  page  remains.  What 
gave  us  the  Reformation?  It  was  not  Martin  Luther's 
preaching  as  much  as  Martin  Luther's  books.  Luther 
published  a  hundred  books,  scattered  them  throughout 
the  Western  world,  and  the  Reformation  was  on. 

The  Episdes  graphicallv  portray  the  apostolic  example 
of  missionary  endeavor.  The  Aposde  Paul  never  waited 
until  churches  were  built,  Bible  schools  erected,  or  sta- 
tions established.  He  went  out  with  the  message,  know- 
ing that  men  are  saved  with  a  message  and  not  with  a 
building.

Two  Ways  of  Life 

Lincoln!  Lenin!  Each  name  begins  with  an  L  and 
contains  two  n's.  Here  the  similarity  ends.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  Lincoln's  memorial,  a  beautiful  gleaming 
white,  and  Lenin's  memorial,  a  hard,  highly  polished 
metallic  black,  are  symbolic  of  the  two  men  and  the 
two  ways  of  life  thev  represent.  When  we  hear  Lenin 
say,  "It's  a  fight  to  the  end,  to  their  complete  annihila- 
tion," his  words  are  as  cold  and  hard  as  his  tomb.  Con- 
trast the  words  of  Lincoln:  "With  malice  toward  none. 
With  charity  for  all."  In  these  words  we  find  a  shaft  of 
light  pointing  the  way  to  freedom  and  hope  for  our 
troubled  world. 

Significantly,  the  Bible  marks  out  nvo  ways  of  life- 
only  two!  They  are  the  way  of  the  righteous,  and  the 
way  of  the  ungodly.  Thev  are  also  described  as  the 
kingdom  of  darkness,  and  the  kingdom  of  God's  dear 
Son. 

The  rapid  spread  of  Lenin's  way  of  life  emphasizes 
that  men  love  to  have  it  so.  The  Bible  says  that  "men 
love  darkness  rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  are 
evil."  Facts  today  are  all  against  the  idea  that  the  world 
is  fast  becoming  Christian  and  soon  all  darkness  will 
vanish  and  all  wars  cease. 

The  two  ways  of  life  produce  two  kinds  of  fruit. 
While  the  righteous  man  is  "like  a  tree  planted  by  the 
rivers  of  water,  that  bringeth  forth  his  fruit  in  his  sea- 
son," the  unrighteous  man  is  "not  so:  but  are  [is]  like 
the  chaff  which  the  wind  driveth  away." 

Finally,  the  two  ways  of  life  issue  into  two  eternal 
destinies.  "The  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  the  judgment" 
his  cause  will  be  disapproved.  His  defense  will  fail.  "The 
way  of  the  ungodly  shall  perish."  But,  'The  Lord  knoweth 
the  way  of  the  righteous."  This  means  that  He  approves 
his  way.  At  the  end  of  this  present  life  he  "shall  not 
perish."  All  roads  do  not  lead  to  the  same  end.  The 
choice  of  the  wrong  road  is  a  mystery  now,  and  a  tragedy 
forever.  Which  way  shall  I  take?  This  is  the  question 
that  confronts  every  man  as  he  stands  at  the  place  where 
the  two  ways  part.  His  choice  determines  the  kind  of  life 
he  will  live  here,  and  his  eternal  destiny.  • 

Things  Worth  Remembering 

11  One  hundred  years  ago  our  country  was  engaged  in 
a  bitter  Civil  War  to  preserve  the  Union  and  free  the 
slaves.  In  Lexington,  Missouri,  this  year,  the  battle  of 
Lexington  was  re-enacted  as  a  part  of  the  community's 
observance  of  the  centennial  of  this  event.  Men  represent- 
ing confederate  soldiers  are  shown  firing  against  the 
northern  lines  from  behind  bales  of  hay,  just  as  the 
southern  forces  did  in  the  encounter  a  century  ago. 

One  is  moved  to  ask:  "Why  celebrate  the  anniversary 
of  a  Civil  War?  Why  not  just  forget  it?"  The  fact  is 
that  if  we  forget  the  wars  of  the  world,  we  will  erase  a 
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very  great  part  of  the  world's  history.  The  Civil  War 
was  important  to  the  negro— it  bought  his  freedom  from 
slavery.  It  was  important  to  the  countrv— it  preserved  the 
LInion.  It  was  important  to  the  citizens  of  the  country- 
it  emphasized  anew  the  worth  of  a  human  being.  It 
was  a  blessing  in  disguise  to  the  free  man— it  arrested  his 
descent  to  the  depths  of  inhumanity  into  which  men 
sink  who  enslave  their  fellow  men. 

Yes;  the  Civil  War,  one  of  the  bloodiest  wars  of  all 
time,  must  be  remembered.  We  must  learn  lessons  from 
it  that  we  can  learn  from  no  other  source.  Cities  celebrate 
the  anniversaries  of  their  origin,  and  honor  the  memory 
of  their  founders.  Churches  and  schools  do  the  same. 
Not  only  is  it  profitable  to  remember  the  found- 
ations upon  which  we  are  building,  but  it  is  also  well 
to  remember  "the  pit  from  which  we  have  been  digged." 

Paul  admonished  Timothv  to  "remember  Jesus 
Christ."  Before  His  earthly  ministry  was  ended,  Christ,  in 
an  upper  room,  instructed  His  disciples  concerning  a 
memorial  to  Him.  He  did  not  ask  for  a  tall  obelisk  to 
pierce  the  sky.  He  did  not  ask  them  to  re-enact  the 
scenes  of  Calvary  and  of  the  empty  tomb.  He  did  not 
command  them  to  crucify  Him  afresh  in  the  daily 
celebration  of  the  Mass.  But  He  gave  them  two  simple 
elements— bread  and  wine— and  said:  "This  do  in  re- 
membrance of  me  ...  as  oft  as  ye  eat  this  bread  and 
drink  this  cup,  ve  proclaim  the  Lord's  death  till  he 
come." 

To  recount  all  the  reasons  why  v\'e  should  remember 
Christ  would  mean  that  we  would  have  to  relate  the 
entire  Gospel  story.  His  death,  burial,  and  resurrection 
is  the  good  news  of  salvation  for  a  lost  world.  It  was 
Christ  who  met  the  enemy  in  deadly  combat  and  tri- 
umphed over  him  in  His  resurrection.  His  blood  pur- 
chased freedom  for  the  slaves.  He  reconciled  man  to 
God  and  thus  preserved  the  union  of  God  and  man. 
The  elements  of  the  memorial  are  to  be  perpetuated  in 
His  church  throughout  the  age  of  grace. 

Today  men  are  choosing  between  Lincoln  and  Lenin. 
Long  ago  the  choice  was  between  Christ  and  Barabbas. 
We  can  well  afford  to  forget  many  things  in  life,  but 
we  must  remember  Jesus  Christ. 

I  shall  never  forget  the  death  chamber  of  the  saindy 
"Daddy"  Cassel.  His  blindness  for  many  years  had  shut 
him  in  with  Christ  in  a  most  intimate  and  beautiful 
fellowship.  When  death  drew  near  he  no  longer  recog- 
nized his  own  children  or  his  closest  friends.  The  things 
of  time  and  sense  were  no  longer  real  to  him.  But 
Christ  remained  real  unto  the  end.  With  his  last  re- 
maining strength,  and  "fleeting  breath,"  he  raised  his 
voice  in  praise  and  adoration  to  Jehovah,  his  strength  and 
his  song,  the  One  who  also  had  become  his  salvation 
(see  Isa.  12:2).  When  all  helpers  failed  and  all  earthly 
comforts  had  fled,  he  remembered  Jesus  Christ.  In  such 
an  hour  nothing  else  matters. 
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"Father,

Personal  testimony 

By   Mitsua   Fuchida, 

former   Japanese 

Naval    captain 


On  the  morning  of  December  7, 
1941,  I  was  the  chief  commander  of 
the  air  raid.  I  was  fhdng  in  a  hos- 
tile plane  and  led  the  whole  squad- 
ron of  360  planes  into  Pearl  Harbor, 
and  saw  the  main  force  of  the  Amer- 
ican Pacific  Fleet  at  anchor  in 
the  bay.  I  opened  that  unfortunate 
war  by  giving  the  first  order  to  at- 
tack. To  tell  die  truth,  at  that  time 
my  heart  v\'as  ablaze  with  joy  for 
my  success  in  getting  the  whole  main 
force  of  the  Pacific  Fleet  in  hand 
and  I  put  m\'  whole  air  force  into 
that  campaign.  I  thus  started  into 
the  war  and  de\'oted  myself  and  my 
loyalty  to  mv  mother  country  through- 
out the  following  four  years  during 
\\hich  I  had  to  face  death  several 
times,  but  each  time  I  managed  to 
sur\i\e  in  spite  of  my  lost  condition. 

I  was  about  to  commit  suicide  after 
the  war,  but  I  remembered  my  fam- 
ily and  departed  to  my  lonely  native 
village   to   take  up  farming.   Soon   I 
had  a  farm  just  a  litde  removed  from 
my  townspeople,  from  my  old  friends, 
even   from  mv  own   relation.   I  was 
not  happv  at  that  time,  and  I  was 
con\inced  that  one's  own  ability  was 
all  that  he  could  rely  upon.  I  worked 
hard  on  mv  farm  with  litde  interest 
in  world  affairs.  But  as  I  labored  with 
nature,  I  began  to  change  my  mind 
that    one's    own    power    and    ability 
were   all   that   he   could   rely   upon. 
I  felt  that  I  had  been  living  under 
the  grace  of  some  great  unseen  power. 
And  when  mv  thoughts  turned  to  the 
past  I  marveled  at  the  many  times 
that  I  had  escaped  death,  and  I  came 
to  believe  that  I  had  been  supported 
by    some    great   unseen    power.    My 
mind  began  to  turn  to  thoughts  about 
God.  But  I  was  born  under  the  Bud- 
dhists of  Japan,  and  for  forti,'-se\-en 
years  I  never  heard  the  name  of  Jesus, 
and  I   did   not  know  the  Christian 
wav  of  life.  But  still  I  was  seeking 
God  at   that  time.   One   day  I  was 
called  to  the  Tokyo  headquarters  by 
General  AlacArthur.  I  went  to  Tokyo 
and    ordered    to    witness    for    some 
Japanese    war    criminals    who    had 
treated  American  prisoners  so  cruel. 
Then  I  appeared  as  a  witness  at  the 
Yokohama  Occupied  Militar}^  Court. 
At  that  time  I  heard  from  the  Head- 
quarters that  some  Japanese  prisoners 
had  returned  from  America.  I  had  a 
great  interest  and  wanted   to  know 


from  these  Japanese  prisoners  how  the 
Americans  had  treated  the  Japanese 
prisoners.  I  went  to  the  harbor  where 
these  Japanese  prisoners  came  back, 
and  I  met  a  friend  of  mine  among 
them.   I   asked  him   about  how   the 
Americans  had  treated  the  Japanese 
prisoners.  While  he  was  talking  he 
told  me  an  amazing  story  as  follows: 
A    voung    American    girl    about 
twenty   years   old  had   come   to   his 
prison  camp  every  day  to  minister  to 
the  Japanese  prisoners  with  all  her 
heart   and   strength.    She   did   every- 
thing to  make  them  happv  and  com- 
fortable. The  Japanese  prisoners  had 
asked  her  whv  she  was  so  unselfish 
and  kind  to  them.  Finally  she  told 
them,   and   they   were  astounded   to 
learn  that  she  did  all  of  this  because 
her  missionary  parents  had  been  kill- 
ed bv  Japanese  soldiers  in  the  Philip- 
pine  Islands.   Before  her  missionary 
parents  had  been  executed  as  spies, 
they    had    asked    for    permission    to 
pra\'   and   read   the   Bible  for   thirty 
minutes.  This  was  granted.  And  the 
oirl,    who    stayed    in    America,    had 
meditated   upon   her   parents    dying 
pra\'er.    Her    heart    was    moved    by 
God,  and  the  feeling  of  hatred  with- 
in   her    for    these    Japanese    soldiers 
turned  into  one  of  love. 

I  marveled  at  this  beautiful  story, 
but  at  that  time  I  could  not  under- 
stand clearly  because  in  such  a  case 
we  Japanese  had  been  taught  to  take 
re\'enge.  I  wondered  where  this  great 
]o\'e  came  from  that  can  forgive 
enemies.  But  several  months  later 
I  heard  a  similar  story. 

Again  one  day  I  was  called  to 
Headquarters  bv  General  MacArthur, 
and  I  \vent  up  to  Tokyo.  There  in 
the  main  railroad  station  I  saw  an 
American  missionary  passing  out 
leaflets.  He  gave  me  one.  I  had  a  great 
interest  in  this  leaflet,  "I  Was  a  Pris- 
oner of  Japan."  It  told  the  story  of 
Jacob  DeShazer,  an  American  soldier 
^^'ho  had  hated  Japan  as  much  as  we 
hated  America.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Doolittle  bomber  squadron  when 
they  raided  Tokyo  on  April  18,  1942. 
I  found  out  his  supply  of  gasoline 
was  exhausted  before  he  reached 
safety  and  he  parachuted  into  Jap- 
anese-held territory.  Then  he  w^as 
imprisoned.  He  was  in  prison  for 
forty  mondis.  During  the  long  hours

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Church  Money  Problems- 
Is  There  a  Solution?

The  shabby  sign  along  the  high- 
way rdad,  "TRY  JESUS."  What 
was  this  message?  Some  travelers  no 
doubt  might  understand  that  to  try 
Jesus  is  to  take  Him  as  Saviour. 
Other  readers  might  think  that  to  try 
Jesus  is  to  experiment. 

But  is  Christianity  experimental? 
Or  is  it  rather  experiential?  The 
Old  Testament  invites  people  to 
"taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good." 
To  taste  is  to  experience,  and  an 
experience  cannot  be  abrogated.  The 
New  Testament  declares  that  "As 
many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave 
he  the  power  [authority]  to  become 
the  sons  of  God"  (John  1:12).  It 
also  says:  "He  that  heareth  my  word, 
and  believeth  on  him  that  sent  me, 
hath  everlasting  life"  (John  5:24). 
So  the  universal  Bible  principle  is 
that  people  do  not  "try"  Jesus,  they 
accept  Him. 

Having  accepted  Jesus,  does  the 
principle  break  down?  Much  of  the 
contemporary  incentive  for  giving 
implies  that  if  the  legal  tenth  is  given 
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to  the  church,  the  "gift"  becomes  an 
investment  and  returns  interest  al- 
most immediately. 

Is  this  the  Christian  motive  for 
giving?  It  is  true  that  Abraham  paid 
his  tenth  to  Melchisedec,  but  he  also 
offered  up  his  only  son  Isaac.  Jacob 
made  a  deal  with  the  Lord  on  his  way 
out  of  the  land  and  bargained  to  re- 
turn one  tenth  providing  he  was 
blessed  materially.  But  the  record  re- 
veals that  this  did  not  make  Jacob 
a  spiritual  giant. 

Why  all  this  contemplative 
thought?  Just  this:  People,  pastors, 
and  leaders  are  asking  what  is  wrong? 
Why  aren't  we  growing?  Why  are 
departments  of  The  Brethren  Church 
forced  to  retrench  and  curtail  serv- 
ices? Then  we  read  and  hear  the 
proposition  that  if  Brethren  people 
would  tithe,  there  would  be  plenty  to 
do  the  work  which  the  Lord  has 
commissioned  us  to  do. 

What  is  the  potential  giving  power 
of  The  Brethren  Church?  The  1960 
statistician's  report  shows  that  Breth- 


ren people  gave  $3,263,222.08 
through  their  local  churches  and  de- 
nominational organizations.  If  the 
25,333  members  represent  6000  fami- 
lies (and  this  is  high),  and  if  the  total 
given  is  a  tithe  of  family  income, 
then  the  average  Brethren  family  in- 
come in  1960  was  $5,438.70.  In  other 
words  The  Brethren  Church  as  a 
unit  is  tithing. 

Is  the  legal  tithe  a  valid  appeal  for 
gi\'ing?  Will  this  approach  solve 
basic  problems?  Should  tithers  be  re- 
cruited bv  promising  personal  gain 
if  a  tenth  is  given?  When  God  in- 
structed Moses  to  build  the  Taber- 
nacle, He  didn't  ask  for  a  tenth,  He 
said:  ".  .  .  bring  me  an  offering:  of 
every  man  that  giveth  it  vwllingly 
with  his  heart  .  .  ."  (Exod.  25:2). 
And  the  people  were  so  willing  that 
Moses  had  to  beg  them  to  stop  giv- 
ing. 

The  Scripture  avoids  sentimental 
appeals  to  "causes."  The  Apostle  Paul 
proves  that  any  Christian  service 
must  transcend  external  pressures 
when  he  says:  ".  .  .  for  the  letter  kill- 
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eth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life."  He 
illustrates  this  principle  in  II  Co- 
rinthians 9:1-9:  "This  is  my  reason, 
then,  for  urging  the  brothers  to  visit 
you  before  I  come  myself,  so  that 
they  can  get  your  promised  gift  ready 
in  good  time.  But,  having  let  you  into 
my  confidence,  I  should  like  it  to 
be  a  spontaneous  gift,  and  not  monev 
squeezed  out  of  you  bv  what  I  have 
said.  All  I  shall  say  is  that  poor 
sowing  means  a  poor  harvest,  and 
generous  sowing  means  a  generous 
harvest. 

"Let  everyone  give  as  his  heart  tells 
him,  neither  grudgingly  nor  under 
compulsion,  for  God  loves  the  man 
whose  heart  is  in  his  gift.  After  all, 
God  can  give  )'0u  everv  thing  you 
need,  so  that  you  may  always  have 
sufficient  both  for  yourselves  and  for 
giving  away  to  other  people.  As  the 
Scripture  says:  'He  hath  scattered 
abroad,  he  hath  given  to  the  poor; 
his  righteousness  abideth  for  ever.'" 
—Phillips  Translation. 

Historically  the  tithe  has  cared  for 
local  needs.  But  genuine  steward- 
ship is  necessary  in  order  to  fulfill  the 
great  commission.  Anna  B.  Mow,  in 
her  new  book.  Say  Yes  to  Life,  says: 
"Prosperity  throws  more  people  off 
balance  spiritually  than  poverty.  This 
is  the  reason  real  stewardship  is  so 
essential  for  every  Christian.  A  'tithe' 
helps  a  lot,  but  it  is  not  stewardship. 
Ste\vardship  involves  all  we  are  and 
all  we  have.  What  we  spend  on  our- 
selves, if  we  belong  to  God,  is  given 
to  Him  also.  The  real  question  is  not 
having  or  doing  without,  it  is,  does 
it  all  belong  to  God?" 

How,  then,  is  the  good  steward  to 
determine  where  all  that  he  has  is 
to  be  invested?  Must  he  respond  to 
every  sentimental  appeal  that  touches 
an  emotional  soft  spot?  Should  he 
be  guided  by  the  shabbiness  of  an  ad- 
ministrator's clothes  or  the  hardships 
of  some  insect  infested  jungle?  Or 
should  gifts  be  channeled  through 
the  department  that  presents  the  most 
convincing  challenge?  How  is  the 
good  steward  to  evaluate  the  worthi- 
ness of  independent  and  overlapping 
appeals?  Must  the  conscientious  stew- 
ard be  continually  frustrated  by  his 
inability  to  give  sufficient  money  to 
satisfy  crying  needs? 

Is  there  a  solution?  Perhaps  com- 
petition should  be  sharpened?  Listen 


to  Paul's  warning:  "Let  us  not  become 
vainglorious  so  as  to  compete  with 
each  other  and  to  envy  one  another" 
(Gal.  5:26,  Berkeley  Trans.)  Paul 
logically  concludes  that  "if  you  tear 
at  and  consume  one  another,  look 
out  or  you  will  be  destroyed  by  each 
other." 

The  Hallmark  of  Christianity  is 
love.  For  if  all  goods  were  given 
to  the  poor  and  the  heart  was  not  in 
the  gift,  there  is  no  eternal  profit. 
The  heartbeat  of  Christian  love  is  for 
others. 

If,  then,  the  opportunities,  obliga- 
tions, commitments,  and  extension 
of  The  Brethren  Church  are  to  be 
realized,  it  must  be  done  through 
people— people  who  are  first  Chris- 
tians. 

When  Christian  people  become 
concerned  about  other  people,  con- 
cerned enough  to  personally  go  and 
win  them,  then  the  basic  requisite 
for  an  expanding  church  will  be  met. 

Rather    than    tr^^ng   to   get   more 


milk  from  an  already  withered  teat 
the  herd  should  be  enlarged— en- 
larged through  the  natural  process 
of  reproducing  in  kind. 

The  Macedonian  church  received 
special  commendation  from  the  Apos- 
tle Paul  because  they  first  gave  them- 
selves to  the  Lord.  When  this  truly 
happens  in  The  Brethren  Church, 
the  church  will  grow— grow  in  num- 
ber and  in  spiritual  strength.  When 
honest  stewardship  permeates  the 
Brotherhood,  college  and  seminary  ex- 
pansion will  occur;  open  doors  in 
foreign  lands  will  be  entered;  new 
Bible  classes  and  churches  will  be 
born  all  over  America;  Sunday  school, 
youth,  and  publication  needs  will 
also  be  met. 

No;  Jesus  Christ  is  not  being 
"tried"  today.  He  has  already  been 
proven.  But  He  is  trying  us  to  see 
if  we  are  willing  to  first  give  our- 
selves to  the  Lord.  WTien  we  are, 
then  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  us. 


'FATHER,  FORGIVE  THEM  FOR  THEY  KNOW  NOT  WHAT  THEY  DO' 
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of  the  night  he  began  thinking. 
Why  should  a  human  being  have  to 
hate  another  human  being?  And  he 
remembered  what  he  had  been  taught 
as  a  child  in  Sunday  school  that 
Jesus  Christ  comes  into  the  heart  to 
make  people  love  instead  of  hate. 
He  begged  for  a  copy  of  the  Bible. 
He  WHS  refused  for  a  while,  but  fi- 
nally he  was  given  a  Bible  and  he 
read  its  pages  regularly.  He  saw  that 
he  must  take  Christ  as  his  Saviour. 
He  did  this.  His  heart  was  changed. 
The  hate  toward  the  Japanese  guards 
turned  into  tenflerness  and  love.  The 
Japanese  guards  were  astounded  at 
the  transformation  of  their  prisoner. 
After  a  while  Jacob  DeShazer  return- 
ed to  America  and  attended  Bible 
school.  When  he  graduated  he  re- 
turned to  Japan,  this  time  not  with 
bombs  but  with  the  Bible  to  tell  the 
people  of  Japan  how  to  come  to  know 
Jesus  Christ. 

I  marveled  again  at  this  beautiful 
story  and  felt  a  great  admiration  in 
my  heart  for  this  man  who  had  had 
a  change  in  his  heart  and  turned  to 
love    all    human    beings.    His    story 


led  me  to  buy  a  copy  of  the  Bible  for 
mvself.  I  bought  the  whole  Japanese 
Bible  at  that  time,  and  I  too  read  the 
pages  eagerly  every  day.  I  read  Mat- 
thew, Mark,  and  then  Luke.  When 
I  came  to  Luke,  chapter  23,  verse  34, 
my  heart  was  stirred  by  the  death 
of  Christ:  "Father,  forgive  them;  for 
they  know  not  what  they  do."  Jesus 
prayed  for  the  very  soldiers  \vho  were 
about  to  pierce  His  side  with  the 
spear.  Immediately  my  mind  flashed 
to  the  story  of  that  American  girl. 
Just  before  her  missionary  parents 
had  been  executed  as  spies,  her  par- 
ents probably  prayed:  "Father,  for- 
give these  Japanese  soldiers,  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do."  And  that 
prayer  turned  my  own  heart  into 
one  of  love.  I  understood  clearly  this 
love  that  can  forgive  enemies  came 
from  Calvary.  Tears  came  down  and 
Jesus  came  into  my  heart.  On  that 
day,  right  away  I  accepted  Jesus  as 
my  personal  Saviour.  How  I  praise 
God  for  sending  His  only  Son,  the 
Lord  Jesus,  to  die  for  my  sins,  for  He 
truly  changed  my  bitter  and  sinful 
heart  into  a  clean  and  loving  heart.

One  of  the  most  challenging  things 
I\'e  ever  heard  said  of  a  Christian 
man  was  this:  "He  was  never  caught 
off-guard  because  he  was  never  on 
guard."  This  man,  I  believe,  had 
caught  the  real  essence  of  the  spon- 
taneous Christan  life  lived  by  faith, 
a  life  which  Jesus  compared  to  "rivers 
of  living  water. " 

Jeremiah  spoke  of  the  backslidden 
state  of  Israel  when  He  spoke  thus 
for  the  Lord:  "My  people  have  com- 
mitted two  evils;  they  have  forsaken 
me  the  fountain  of  living  waters,  and 
hewed  them  out  cisterns,  broken  cis- 
terns, that  can  hold  no  water." 

Jesus  referred  to  the  same  situation 
when  He  said:  "Ye  Pharisees  make 


clean  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  the 
platter;  but  your  inward  part  is  full 
of  ravening  and  wickedness." 

He  likened  them  to  "whited  sepul- 
chres, which  indeed  appear  beautiful 
outward,  but  are  within  full  of  dead 
men's  bones,  and  of  all  uncleanness." 

If  a  church  lacks  power,  it  may  be 
because  many  of  its  members  are 
trying  in  their  own  strength  to  live 
the  Christian  life  and  produce  what 
looks  on  the  outside  like  the  fruit  of 
the  Spirit  finding  its  source  in  the 
fountains  of  living  water  but  is  in 
reality  artificial  fruit  tied  onto  the 
tree.  Jesus  cursed  the  tree  whose 
leaves  hid  not  its  fruit  but  its  bar- 


renness. 
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This  outward  beauty— gentleness, 
meekness,  longsuffering,  and  so  forth 
—can  be  a  \'\'ork  of  the  flesh,  achieved 
bv  repressing  the  natural  impulse  to 
anger,  arrogance  or  impatience  and 
denying  that  it  exists.  This  makes 
the  two  evils  Jeremiah  spoke  of:  not 
onlv  denying  God's  nature  in  us  and 
His  power  to  respond  creatively,  but 
denying  our  own  nature  as  well  and 
tr)ang  to  make  cupfuls  of  stagnant 
water  we  pull  up  from  the  broken 
cisterns  look  like  the  stream  from 
fountains  of  li\'ing  water.  This  is 
what  Jesus  calls  h}'pocrisy. 

We  know  what  the  Christian  life 
ought  to  be  outwardly,  and  want  to 
maintain  the  reputation  of  a  good 
Christian.  We  may  be  quick  to  re- 
press any  feeling,  thought,  or  reaction 
that  is  contrary  to  our  image  of  what 
a  Christian  should  be.  If  we  hate 
someone,  we  may  quickly  repress  the 
hatred  along  with  the  image  of  the 
one  \ye  hate  into  the  subconscious 
and  try  to  achieve  a  loving  manner 
and  so  prove  to  ourseh'es  and  others 
that  we  are  manifesting  the  fruits  of 
the  Spirit.  Jesus  says:  "Ye  are  full  of 
dead  men's  bones,"  and  you  can  no 
more  escape  the  penalty  for  murder 
than  the  murderer  who  actually  hides 
the  body  to  escape  detection. 

The  thing  that  will  most  quickly 
mark  our  Christian  life  as  superfi- 
cial is  our  spirit  of  condemnation. 
Not  onlv  will  we  condemn  and  re- 
press the  wrong  attitudes  we  find  in 
ourselves,  but  we  will  condemn  others 
in  whom  we  find  a  fault.  But  Jesus 
said:  "I  came  not  to  condemn  but  to 
save";  and  "As  the  Father  sent  me 
into  the  world,  so  send  I  you." 

Our  Christian  maturity  will  be 
most  evident  in  our  desire  to  restore 
others;  to  restore  according  to  what- 
ever means  of  grace  God  has  given, 
according  to  our  relationship  to  the 
one  who  needs  restoration:  prayer, 
instruction,  friendship,  correction, 
chastening. 

Perhaps  we  want  too  quickly  to 
look  like  mature  Christians.  We  take 
too  much  pride  in  ourselves  and  what 
we  have  accomplished.  Francis  Fene- 
lon  said:  "It's  an  excess  of  self-love 
that  would  be  perfect  so  soon  and  at 
so  little  cost."  How  we  need  to  be 
patient  as  we  walk  this  Christian 
life,  till  Christ  be  formed  in  us,  owing 
no   man   anything   but    to   love   one 


another,  patient  \vith  ourselves,  pa- 
dent  with  others,  not  condemning 
but  restoring,  restoring  not  only  others 
but  ourselves  also  according  to  the 
means  of  grace  given  us. 

And  how  do  we  thus  becorne  per- 
fect? 

E\'erv  group  of  people  living  to- 
gether have  their  laws  for  getting 
along.  The  law  which  God  gave  to 
Moses  and  which  has  become  the 
basis  for  the  government  of  many 
groups,  stresses  people's  responsibility 
toward  each  other  as  to  their  ounvard 
actions. 

When  Tesus  gave  His  followers  the 
by-laws  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  the 
rules  for  the  Christian  life,  He  stress- 
ed the  inner  attitudes.  To  the  Phari- 
sees He  said:  "Did  not  he  that  made 
that  which  is  without  make  that 
which  is  within  also?"  And  so  He 
gave  them  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount, 
which  stressed  not  just  outer  actions, 
but  thoughts  and  feelings  and  mo- 
tives, which  are  the  root  of  actions. 

To  what  end?  To  provide  a  stand- 
ard against  which  to  check  ourselves, 
to  hold  up  a  mirror  wherein  we  may 
see  our  shortcomings. 

To  what  end?  That  we  might  con- 
fess our  shortcomings  to  God  as  sin: 
"If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful 
and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and 
to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteous- 
ness." If  we  try  to  repress  the  wrong 
thoughts  and  feelings,  to  cleanse  our- 
selves, to  justify  ourselves  and  say 
we  have  not  sinned,  He  cannot  help 
us.  It  is  God  that  justifieth.  Paul  says: 
"Let  no  man  think  of  himself  more 
highly  than  he  ought  to  think."  And 
John  says:  "If  we  say  we  ha\'e  no 
sin,  we  lie." 

When  we  come  to  Christ  for  sal- 
Nation,  do  we  try  to  live  the  Chris- 
tian life  in  our  own  strength?  Do  we 
think  we  can  stay  good  ourselves? 
The  Galatians  tried  and  Paul  said 
to  them:  "O  foolish  Galatians,  who 
hath  betwitched  you,  that  ye  should 
not  obey  the  truth?  .  .  .  Received  ye 
the  Spirit  by  the  \vorks  of  the  law, 
or  by  the  hearing  of  faith?  .  .  .  hav- 
ing begun  in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now 
made  perfect  by  the  flesh?" 

I  realize  the  danger  of  over-sim- 
plification, but  there  is  just  one  truth 
I  would  stress  in  this  article,  one 
principle  of  spiritual  health:  our 
utter  inability  to  live  the  Christian 


life  and  manifest  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  except  in  the  way  God  has 
provided.  If  we  carefully  repress  every 
wrong  thing,  then  the  depth  of  our 
heart  is  still  full  of  these  things,  a 
powerhouse  for  evil  which  we  must 
continually  guard  to  keep  the  wrong 
thing  from  coming  out.  We  can  never 
be  spontaneous  or  overflowing,  never 
off-guard.  This  is  the  broken-cistern 
heart. 

But  God  "restoreth  my  soul."  He 
restores  as  we  confess  to  Him  our 
need  for  restoration;  as  we  confess 
to  Him  our  lack  of  love  for  Him  or 
for  a  brother  in  Christ,  as  we  con- 
fess our  bitterness  against  one  who 
has  wronged  us,  as  we  confess  our 
lust,  our  envy,  our  unthankfulness, 
He  forgives  and  cleanses  us  from  all 
unrighteousness.  He  restoreth  my 
soul.  And  thus  restored,  "my  cup 
runneth  over"  with  "rivers  of  living 
water." 

Our  constant  need  for  confession 
keeps  us  humble  before  God  as  we 
realize  our  constant  need  of  Him.  It 
keeps  us  humble  and  forgi\ang  to- 
ward fellow  men:  since  we've  been 
forgiven  the  debt  of  ten  thousand 
talents,  we  cannot  "lay  hands  on  him 
and  take  him  by  the  throat"  who 
owes  us  a  hundred  pence.  And  as 
we  allow  Christ  to  restore  and  cleanse 
us,  we  are  freed  from  the  power  of 
sin.  "He  breaks  the  power  of  cancelled 
sin  and  sets  the  prisoner  free."  We 
can  say  with  the  psalmist:  "All  my 


springs  are  m 


thee."  And  the  fruit 


in  our  lives  will  be  real  because  we 
shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by  the 
ri\'ers  of  water,  that  bringeth  forth 
his  fruit."

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YOKEFELLOW 

Every  document  and  every  refer- 
ence to  the  avid  student  of  the  life 
of  Paul,  which  might  possibly  en- 
large his  understanding  of  the  Apos- 
de  is  investigated  from  all  conceiv- 
able  standpoints.  One  interesting  area 
of  study  which  provides  insights  into 
Paul's  personal  life  is  the  frequent 
New  Testament  reference  to  his 
companions.  Such  references  are 
scattered  throughout  his  episdes,  as 
well  as  contained  in  the  Book  of 
Acts.  Some  are  clear;  others  excite 
our  curiosity. 

One  intriguing  mention  occurs  in 
Philippians  4;3:  "I  entreat  thee  also, 
true  yokefellow,  help  those  women 
which  labored  with  me  in  the  gospel." 
The  women  referred  to  are  Euodia 
and  Syntyche.  But  the  "true  yoke- 
fellow" has  eluded  our  best  efforts 
at   identification. 

The  word  itself,  although  appear- 
ing onlv  once  in  the  New  Testament, 
has  a  well-attested  usage  as  com- 
rade" or  "companion."  It  is  formed 
from  two  words  meaning  "joined 
with,"  and  is  often  used  with  proper 
names,  as  for  example  "comrade  so- 
and-so."  One  usage  with  the  feminine 
article  (he  syzygos)  means  "^^'ife." 

Numerous  explanations  have  been 
offered  as  to  whom  Paul  meant.  If 
the  term  is  taken  in  its  usual  sense, 


then  Paul  is  instructing  some  well- 
known  acquaintance  whom  he  terms 
a  "true  comrade."  But  since  this  leaves 
the  individual  unidentified,  all  sorts 
of  sugoestions  have  been  made  to 
fill  the  gap.  Some  have  suggested  that 
Paul  is  referring  to  his  wife.  This  is 
not  generally  accepted,  however, 
being  a  somewhat  starding  thought  in 
view  of  I  Corinthians  7:7-8  and  9;5. 

A  more  likely  explanation  sees 
the  "yokefellow"  as  one  of  Paul's  as- 
sociates who  was  well  known  in 
Philippi.  Luke,  Silas,  and  Epaphro- 
ditus  (although  he  was  with  Paul  at 
the  time  of  writing  and  would  hardly 
be  addressed  in  the  letter)  have  all 
been  suggested.  However,  it  must 
be  admitted  that  if  the  term  merely 
means  "yokefellow,"  we  cannot  have 
any  certainty  of  the  identification. 

Perhaps  the  best  solution  to  the 
problem  is  to  read  the  term  as  a 
proper  name.  Syzygus.  While  such 
a  person  is  not  otherwise  known  to 
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By  Homer  A.  Kent,  Jr.,  Th.D. 


us,  let  us  not  forget  that  neither 
Euodia  nor  Syntyche  (v.  2)  are  men- 
tioned elsewhere.  Yet  all  would  be 
well  known  to  the  Philippian  church. 
To  this  writer  it  seems  more  plaus- 
ible to  understand  that  Paul  would 
use  all  proper  names  in  this  list, 
rather  than  to  insert  an  ambiguous 
"yokefellow"  among  Euodia,  Syn- 
tyche, and  Clement.  It  is  quite  possi- 
ble that  Paul  by  using  "true"  is  mak- 
ing another  of  his  play  on  words. 
Since  the  word  means  "yoked  with," 
he  would  mean,  "Syzygus  who  is 
truly  yoked  with  me  in  the  ministry." 
(A  similar  instance  of  a  PauHne  play 
on  a  proper  name  is  Philemon  10-11, 
where  he  refers  to  Onesimus,  whose 
name  means  "useful,"  and  comments 
that  he  has  been  "useless"  but  was 
now  truly  "useful.")  Thus  instead  of 
an  elusive  search  among  Paul's  old 
comrades,  we  are  introduced  to  an- 
other of  his  faithful  co-workers,  who 
labored  faithfully  in  Philippi.

We  talk 
about  billions  of  dollars  now  more 
gliby  than  we  spoke  of  millions  a  few 
short  years  ago. 

We  are  numbered  by  it  all.  It  is 
impossible  for  our  minds  to  take  it 
in,  especially  by  comparison  to  our 
"take  home"  pay.  The  combined  sal- 
ary of  100,000  people  making  $10,- 
000  per  year  is  one  billion  dollars. 

There  will  be  above  eighty  million 
more  of  us  in  die  USA  by  1980.  The 
statistician  for  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board  says:  "This  increase  is 
like  adding  a  new  Chicago,  Illinois, 
and  a  Flint,  Michigan,  to  our  popu- 
lation every  year  for  Uventy  years." 

So  what?  As  staggering  dollar  fig- 
ures induce  numbness,  the  danger 
is  that  staggering  human  statistics 
may  produce  spiritual  numbness.  For 
the  church,  however,  these  facts  have 
significance  beyond  our  group. 

I  suggest  that  among  many  other 
things  it  means  the  Christian  church 
must  function  sharper  and  hotter. 
What  does  that  mean?  It  means  that 
as  the  church  inventories  its  means 
of  meeting  its  task  of  unimagined 
magnitude,  it  must  make  better  use 
of  its  resources. 
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Tobacco  and  liquor  industries  can 
afford  to  throw  money.  Government 
and  armed  forces  may  waste  its  per- 
sonnel. But  the  church  is  forced  to 
operate  sharper.  Budgets,  personnel, 
talents,  physical  assets  must  secure 
optimum  effectiveness. 

Christians  must  out-smart,  out- 
function,  and  out-think,  out-act  the 
world.  We  cannot  be  content  to  be 
second  rate.  We  have  less  money 
—then  we  must  handle  it  wisely.  We 
must  be  sharper.  We  must  invest  in 
church  property  that  promises  the 
largest  dividends  in  souls. 

Each  Christian  must  invest  his 
dedicated  finances  more  sharply.  We 
cannot  afford  to  waste  money  in 
fly-by-nights  and  independents  whose 
objectives  are  inadequate  and  whose 
overhead  eats  up  too  large  a  share 
of  income. 

I  know  of  an  organization  which 
many  Christians  support  generously. 
If  the  supporters  of  that  organization 
were  sharp  enough  to  ask  what  per- 
centage of  the  dollars  raised  ever  got 
to  the  purported  job,  they  would  be 
sickened. 

We  cannot  afford  to  be  taken  in 
by  either  the  flamboyant  or  tear- 
jerking  appeal.  We  have  a  Christian 
responsibility  to  be  hard-nosed,  and 
to  ask  seemingly  impertinent  ques- 
tions. 

We  cannot  afford  to  neglect  chal- 


lenging more  of  our  brighter,  sharper, 
aggressive  vouth  to  specialized  Chris- 
tian service.  We  must  create  the  cli- 
mate in  which  God  can  reach  our 
Christian  youth  with  His  call. 

The  church— that  is  you  and  me— 
must  be  hotter,  as  well  as  sharper. 

The  hot  heart  of  Wesley  melted  the 
icicles  from  England's  cold  spiritual 
landscape.  Only  the  hot-hearted  and 
the  sharp-functioning  Christians  can 
fashion  the  American  scene  in  the  di- 
rection of  the  will  of  God. 

What  will  you  have— Babylon  or 
Jerusalem?  The  answer  is  in  our 
hands  and  hearts.  With  hearts  hot 
with  the  flaming  love  of  God,  minds 
sensitive  to  the  leading  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  every  energy  presented  as 
a  "living  sacrifice"  to  God  and  the  in- 
creasing millions  about  us,  we  can 
surpass  the  "Double  in  a  Decade" 
goal. 

Christ  and  Christians  is  the  an- 
swer. Our  goal  is  not  doubled  facil- 
ities, but  twice  the  number  of  re- 
deemed people. 

One  has  said  that  buildings  are 
not  our  problem.  If  we  will  get  the 
church  (that  is,  the  people  related 
to  Christ),  we  will  have  the  build- 
ings.

"Bill,  vou  \v\\\  be  able  to  do  a  bet- 
ter job  in  e\'angelism  if  you  spend 
some  time  in  the  pastorate."  This 
statement  was  suggested  to  me  by  a 
fine  Christian  man  some  years  ago 
when  I  was  in  full-time  evangelistic 
work. 

E\'en  though  I  was  well  established 
in  evangelistic  meetings  and  had 
been  a  full-time  evangelist  for  six 
years,  in  October  1958  I  accepted  the 
pastorate  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Compton,  California.  The 
experience  and  pastoral  duties  of  the 
past  vears  will  be  of  invaluable  aid 
in  mv  evangelistic  work  now  I  am 
sure. 

I  am  going  back  into  evangelistic 
work  for  three  reasons. 

My  Love  of  Christ  and  His  Will 

I  surrendered  mv  life  to  Christ 
when  I  was  eighteen  vears  old  and 
promised  Him  I  \\'ould  do  His  will 
even  if  He  ^vanted  me  to  preach.  I 
began  to  preach  almost  immediately 
and  have  been  active  in  Christian 
service  for  sixteen  vears. 

It  has  been  a  joy  to  mv  heart 
to  trust  in  the  Lord  fully  for  guidance 
and  strength  as  I  have  made  myself 
jaelded  to  His  leadership.  I  am  now 
quite  convinced  that  the  Lord  would 
have  me  once  again  in  evangelistic 
work.  I  have  had  this  growing  con- 
viction for  some  months. 

My  Love  of  Souls  and  Their  Welfare 

I  have  never  ceased  to  be  evan- 


gelistic. God  has  blessed  His  Word 
through  us  here  in  a  remarkable  way. 
Many  souls  have  been  saved  and  over 
eight)'-five  new  members  have  been 
added  to  our  church  during  these 
past  two  and  a  half  years. 

My  love  for  souls  has  kept  me 
fervent  and  zealous  to  reach  the  lost. 
I  have  prayed  that  I  would  major 
on  the  majors  and  never  lose  sight 
of  the  terribleness  of  a  soul  lost— 
without  Christ. 

In  the  past  two  years  we  have 
had  four  revival  campaigns  here  on 
the  West  Coast  and  have  turned 
down  twice  that  many  in\Ttations— 
which  has  always  been  difficult. 

I  love  the  souls  of  men  for  whom 
Christ  died,  and  it  is  my  desire  to 
reach  the  most  men  possible  \vith 
the  Gospel  in  the  shortest  time  pos- 
sible. 

My    Love    of    the^Brethren    Church 
and  Its  Work 

Certainly,  one  of  the  life-blood 
arteries  of  our  church  is  the  evan- 
gelism outreach.  Aly  heart  has  been 
very  heavy  so  many  times  when  we 
have  seen  and  heard  of  the  com- 
plicated machinery  of  our  churches, 
and  the  insignificance  that  is  placed 
on  evanoelism. 

o 

If  we  neglect  evangelism,  we  cease 
to  express  love  for  the  lost,  and  we 
hide  the  testimony  of  the  church. 

Thank  God  evangelism  is  not  out- 
moded. 


In  the  early  hours  of  the  morning 
of  May  8,  Robert  Harkness,  Gospel 
hymn\\'riter  and  pianist,  went  home 
to  be  with  the  Lord  he  loved  so  much 
and  fervendy  served.  He  will 
be  remembered  especially  for  songs, 
such  as  "Shadows,"  "Yielded,"  "No 
Longer  Lonely,"  and  the  writing  of 
choruses  from  Scripture  verses.  He 
conducted  Sacred  A'lusical  Programs 
in   many  of  our  Brethren  churches. 

Last  July,  Mr.  Harkness  suffered 
mjury  in  an  automobile  accident  on 
the  German  border  of  Finland,  while 
on  a  world  tour.  The  injury,  while  it 
seemed  minor  at  the  time,  broke  open 
some  recent  surgery  on  his  lip.  The 
condition  worsened  and  the  flesh  on 
the  lip  and  jaw  deteriorated  to  such 
an  extent  that  plastic  surgery  was 
indicated.  The  end  of  April,  he  flew 
to  London  to  enter  the  London  Clinic 
and  on  May  4  entered  surgery.  Four 
days  later  he  departed  this  life  to 
be  with  Christ.  At  the  age  of  82, 
he  \\'as  looking  fon\'ard  to  much  more 
service  for  his  Lord,  but  apparently 
the  last  song  had  been  iratten  and  the 
last  note  played.  A  cable  from  Mrs. 
Alexander-Dixon,  widow  of  Dr.  A. 
C.  Dixon,  to  Mr.  Harkness'  secretary 
informed  us  that  his  remains  were 
placed  in  the  Charles  Alexander  plot 
in  The  Lodge  Hill  Cemetery,  Birm- 
ingham, England. 

This  final  resting  place  was  emi- 
nendy  fitting  in  which  to  lay  to  rest 
the  earthly  house  of  one  who  had 
been  associated  \\'ith  such  outstanding 
evangelists  as  R.  A.  Torrey,  J.  Wil- 
bur Chapman,  Charles  Alexander, 
and  many  others. 

He  leaves  one  brother  in  Australia. 
Mrs.  Harkness,  contralto,  who  ac- 
companied her  husband  on  his  tours 
and  sang  on  his  programs,  passed 
away  two  j^ears  ago.  Since  her  passing 
in  Pasadena,  California  where  they 
made  their  home,  Mr.  Harkness  has 
\\ritten  many  beautiful  songs  even  in 
the  midst  of  his  own  suffering  and 
loss.  The  day  of  Mrs.  Harkness' 
home-going  he  wrote  fitting  words 
and  music  which  \\'Ould  be  a  bene- 
diction to  the  life  of  this  servant  of 
Christ.

Let's  go! 

It's  the  isle  of  exotic  tropical 
scenery,  rare  oriental  food,  quaint 
markets,  interesting  shops,  the  land 
of  many  nationalities.  Grass  skirts, 
native  food,  a  friendly  people,  add 
to  its  charm. 

I'd  love  to  go!  You  are  ready  too! 
You  say:  "I  want  travel,  adventure, 
scenery,  native  food,  surfing  at  its 
best.  I  want  Hawaii." 

I  say:  "The  things  you  want  are 
fine,  but  I  want  something  different. 
I  want  to  20  to  Hawaii  to  hunt— to 
hunt  the  beautiful  axis  deer  found 
nowhere  in  the  United  States  but 
Hawaii;  to  hunt  the  native  mountain 
goat.  At  the  crack  of  dawn,  I  want 
to  sight  down  mv  Winchester  bar- 
rel,  and  draw  a  bead  on  the  lace- 
necked  dove,  a  pair  of  Japanese  quail, 
or  chukar  and  pheasant  in  season.  I 
want  to  go  to  Hawaii  to  hunt!" 

The  reason  I  love  to  hunt  is  be- 
cause of  the  thrill.  Hunting  offers 
the  challenge  of  reading  a  map,  lay- 
ing  out   a    trail,   understanding   the 
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signs.  My  gun-I  love  it-it's  price- 
less. I  know  the  trajectory  of  its  bul- 
let's flight.  When  I  swing  with  the 
game,  squeeze  the  trigger,  I  hit  the 
mark.  In  studying  the  terrain  of 
the  country,  I  learn  the  paths  the 
game  will  travel.  With  my  7x3  5mm 
binoculars,  I  glass  the  slopes,  seek 
out  the  game,  draw  a  fine  bead,  and 
squeeze  off  the  shot. 

Young  person,  you  who  are  a 
Christian,  the  challenge  to  you  is  to 
be  a  hunter,  to  seek  those  on  the 
campus  who  have  a  need,  and  present 
Jesus  Christ. 

You  have  a  map.  It  is  God's  Book, 
the  Bible.  It  gives  you  the  trail  to 
travel.  The  verses  of  that  book  are 
vour  weapon,  sharper  than  a  two- 
edged  sword.  The  trajectory  is  sure. 
The  target  is  the  heart. 

The  terrain  of  the  hunting  coun- 
try is  well  known  to  you.  Your  feet 
tread  the  corridors  of  your  campus 
daily.  The  classroom,  athletic  field, 
snack  bar,  provide  the  place  to  make 
the  stand. 

God's  Spirit  is  as  binoculars  to  lead 
vou  toward  the  prize,  to  help  you  aim 
for  the  heart,  to  squeeze  off  the  shot 
that  brings  home  the  trophy. 

Fella,  girl,  you  who  are  not  a  Chris- 
tian, I  come  to  your  campus  today 
to  hunt— to  seek  vou  out  and  tell  you 


of  the  peace,  joy,  happiness,  Jesus 
Christ  brings  to  the  life.  Surely,  you 
must  want  this.  You  say:  "How  can 
I  know  personally  this  One  you  are 
talking  about?"  My  answer:  "There 
are  three  things  you  must  know  or 
do  to  become  a  Christian." 

First,  You  must  agree  ^vith  God 
against  yourself.  God  is  holy,  sinless, 
righteous,  perfect,  and  no  one  can 
enter  heaven  except  he  be  that  way. 
You  are  a  transgressor,  sinning  with 
your  mind,  eyes,  ears,  and  mouth 
against  God's  perfectness.  You  must 
agree  this  is  true. 

Second,  God  has  a  plan.  He  sent 
Jesus  Christ  to  this  world  to  pay  the 
price,  provide  the  bail,  for  these  sins 
of  yours.  The  price  was  His  life,  His 
blood,  which  He  gave  on  a  cross.  You 
see,  Jesus  was  holy,  sinless,  righteous, 
perfect,  so  He  could  do  this.

Some  of  the  features  of  Bethanv  include:  Totally  separate  and 
independent  junior  camp.  Availability  of  several  sightseeing  tours;

plenty  of  time  for  snacks  and  fellov\'ship  at  the  trading  post;  trail 
hike(s);  and  a  mountaintop  experience  with  the  Lord  as  Jim  Cus- 
ter brings  the  Bible  message  each  day,  and  as  we  hear  from  mis- 
sionaries and  Christian  leaders  at  the  evening  vesper  services.

"A  [Astronaut]  O.K."  has  been  heard  by  millions  of 
people  within  recent  months.  Hundreds  of  scientists, 
doctors,  and  technicians  at  Cape  Canaveral  and  at  sea 
on  ships  have  listened  intently  by  radio  for  "A  .  .  . 
O.K."  to  be  spoken  by  the  astronaut  while  in  sub-orbital 
flight.  These  words:  "A  .  .  .  O.K."  indicates  to  these  men 
that  all  is  functioning  properly  in  the  missile,  and  that 
the  astronaut  himself  is  in  fine  condition.  If  the  flight 
deviates  the  slightest  from  course,  the  flight  is  considered 
a  failure.  Flight  into  space  must  stay  "on  course"  or  the 
entire  instrument  is  destroyed  while  in  flight. 

"C  [Christian]  O.K."  is  a  prayer  report  that  ought 
to  ascend  to  the  throne  of  God  every  hour  of  the  day, 
for  God  intentlv  listens.  These  are  apostate  days  in  which 
Satan  would  seek  to  lead  us  "off  course." 

Hundreds  of  litde  things  are  leading  Christians  "off 
course"  through  jealousy,  irritation,  and  provocation. 
Little  things  are  exaggerated  all  out  of  proportion,  and 
the  Christian  soon  begins  majoring  in  minor  thmgs. 

So  many  little  petty  grievances  drive  their  roots  deep 
in  the  heart  of  believers  who  in  turn  get  their  eyes  on 
men,  rather  than  on  the  Lord,  and  they  are  thrown 
"off  course."  Some  even  pursue  this  course  with  the  at- 
titude that  they  will  straighten  out  everything  and  every- 
body. Such  leads  to  defeat  for  the  Christian  and  for  the 
whole  cause  of  Christ. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  obstacle  that  is  throwing  Chris- 
tians "off  course"  in  these  days  is  that  of  getting  one's 
nose  into  another's  business.  This  is  frequendy  under  the 
ouise  of  being  spiritual.  Often  before  the  Christian  is 
aware,  he  is  completely  "off  course,"  his  power  with  God 
is  lost,  his  testimony  is  shattered,  and  he  becomes 
critical  of  everybody  and  everything. 

We  must  let  all  these  things  alone.  Let  God  govern 
the  world  and  keep  other  people  right.  The  high  calling 
of  the  Christian  is  to  stay  on  course,  and  everything 
must  be  made  subordinate  to  this  accomplishment.  Do 
not  permit  grievances  to  throw  us  "off  course,"  but  rather 
press  forward,  turning  neither  to  the  right  nor  to  the 
left,  and  report  in  constandy  to  the  throne  of  grace: 
"C  .  .  .  O.K."-A.R.K.

W/iot  Wi7/  the  Second  Half  Be? 

The  first  six-month  period  of  1961  has  shown  a  verv 
definite  gain  in  foreign  mission  offerings  over  the  first 
six  months  of  1960.  For  this  we  praise  the  Lord.  How- 
ever, the  question  now  is,  "What  will  the  second  six 
months  show?"  In  response  to  our  appeal  of  urgent  need, 
manv  churches  sent  in  larse  amounts  during  the  first 
six  months  that  usuallv  would  have  come  in  during  the 
last  six  months  of  the  vear.  As  \\'e  write  this  in  mid-Julv 
only  verv  small  amounts  are  coming  in  compared  to  the 
large  amounts  that  came  in  at  this  season  last  year. 
What  will  the  second  half  be?  That  is  in  the  Lord's  hands. 
He  is  more  interested  in  Brethren  Foreign  Missions 
than  we  could  possibly  be.  We  look  to  Him  confidently 
and  trustfully. 

We've  Dedicated  Our  Lives 

Some  10,000  donors  are  supporting  the  work  of  Breth- 
ren foreign  missions.  What  could  be  done  if  the  other 
thousands  of  members  of  our  Brethren  churches  and 
Sunday  schools  would  help!  Besides  caring  for  all  our 
present  missionaries  and  work,  we  would  have  enough 
foreign-mission  money  to  care  for  all  the  missionary 
volunteers  who  present  themselves.  We  would  not 
have  just  one  missionary  for  every  228  of  our  members 
here  at  home.  We  could  easily  have  one  missionary  for 
every  one  hundred  of  our  members.  Many  of  us  have 
dedicated  our  lives  to  the  enlistment  of  every  Brethren 
person  to  assist  in  the  program  of  Brethren  foreign  mis- 
sions. 

Open  Doors  Challenge  Us 

Our  Society  has  missions  in  se\'en  different  areas  of 
the  earth.  In  each  of  these  fields  the  doors  are  wide  open. 
This  is  litde  less  than  miraculous  when  so  very  much* 
of  the  world  is  closed  to  the  Gospel.  It  may  be  miraculous, 
but  it's  mighty  challenging.  Were  some  of  our  fields 
closed,  we  could  excuse  ourselves.  Now,  there  is  no 
excuse. 

Now  or  Never 

In  so  much  of  the  world  a  decade  ago  it  was  "Now  or 
Never."  Ne^'er,  at  least  in  this  generation,  will  the  Gos- 
pel  be  heard  in  many  of  those  areas.  We  believe  it  is  now 
or  never  in  some,  and  in  possibly  all,  of  our  present  fields. 
We  have  unparalleled  opportunities  and  undiminishing 
responsibilities.  Please,  let's  accept  "now"  before  the 
gloom  of  "ne\'er"  settles  down  over  us.  Multiplied  mil- 
lions are  going  out  in  Christless  graves,  and  these  mil- 
lions will  be  greatly  augmented  unless  we  act  now. 
The  doors  are  still  open. 


Will  There  Be  a  Tomorrow? 

World  leaders  are  most  seriously  asking  this  ques- 
tion. The  Berlin  crisis  seems  to  sav,  "No  tomorrow"; 
the  future  with  Castro,  with  Red  China,  with  Laos,  seem 
to  point  to  a  very  dark  and  dim  tomorrow.  Every  new 
missile,  every  new  satellite,  every  neyy  bomb  seems  to 
speak  of  sorrows  ahead.  The  end  of  this  age  is  drawing 
nigh.  There  will  be  a  tomorro\\'  of  blessing  for  those 
who  are  "in  Christ  Jesus,"  but  oh,  the  sorrows  for 
those  who  do  not  know  of  Him,  or  have  knowingly 
refused  Him. 


Whose  Will  These  Things  Be? 

Possessions  are  \'ery  precious  right  noy\'.  Money  buys 
so  many  things,  and  most  of  us  ha\'e  our  hearts  set  on 
things.  But  when  the  horrible  sorrows  break  on  this  old 
world,  when  whole  cities,  and  possibly  whole  nations 
vanish  in  the  instant,  when  this  age  has  ended  and  the 
Lord  Jesus  has  come— "Whose  ^^'ill  these  things  be?" 


Make  Eternal  Investments 

There  is  only  one  sure  way  to  make  in\'estments 
where  bombs  do  not  destroy,  where  satellites  cannot 
search  out,  where  moth  and  rust  do  not  corrupt,  and 
where  thieves  do  not  break  through  and  steal;  do  vou 
have  such  eternal  investments?  Only  that  which  is 
spent  for  Jesus  Christ  will  count  in  that  day. 


Other  Brethren  Interests 

Have  \'ou  done— are  you  doing— all  the  Lord  would 
have  you  do  in  the  support  of  other  Brethren  interests? 
We  would  be  \ery  unhappy  to  think  that  you  increased 
\'0ur  offerings  to  foreign  missions  at  the  expense  of 
any  other  Brethren  interest.  During  June  and  July  we 
Brethren  people  have  thought  of  the  publishing  of  Chris- 
tian literature.  Have  you  given  as  the  Lord  directed  you 
to  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  Company?  Starting 
with  August  we  begin  to  accumulate  toward  the  annual 
offering  to  Brethren  home  missions.  God's  people  have 
made  the  distinction  between  home  and  foreign  missions 
for  the  convenience  of  caring  for  each.  I'm  afraid  God 
didn't  make  that  distinction.  In  His  Word,  "The  field  is 
the  world."  Please  do  support  Brethren  Home  Missions 
in  a  hilarious  way.  God  will  bless  you  abundantly.  Don't 
short-change  God  in  the  giving  to  any  of  His  work.  To 
the  Brethren,  whatever  else  that  may  mean,  it  means 
do  not  short-change  God  in  your  gi^'ing  to  our  Breth- 
ren programs  for  Christ  and  the  church.  You  just 
cannot  outgi\'e  God!

LOST  IN  AFRICA!

The  Aposde  Paul,  in  Philippians 
3:14,  speaks  of  pressing  toward  the 
mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  caUing 
of  God  in  Christ  Jesus,  exhordng  us 
as  Christians  and  fellow-travelers 
through  diis  dark  and  wear)'  land 
to  v\'alk  bv  this  rule.  Since  the  goal 
of  this  walk  is  heaven,  we  are  re- 
minded that  while  here  on  earth  we 
are  strangers  and  pilgrims. 

This  past  week  Pira  Joseph  from 
the  N'Zoro  district  in  the  Republic  of 
Central  Africa,  and  now  a  student 
at  the  Bible  Institute,  went  hunting 
for  nuts  in  the  bush  with  t\vo  other 
students.  Becoming  separated  from 
his  t\vo  friends,  and  being  a  stranger 
to  the  area,  he  found  himself  lost  in 
the  bush  with  the  rainy  season  start- 
ed and  the  grass  waist  high.  His  ex- 
perience has  made  us  here  at  the 
Bible  Institute  realize  how  very  care- 
ful of  our  daily  Christian  walk  we 
must  be  as  strangers  and  pilgrims  in 
this  present  world. 

The  perils  of  a  stranger  traveling 
through  the  African  bush  are  well 
known.  As  the  grass  in  the  bush 
grows,  the  heavy  blades  become  sharp 
and  cut  into  exposed  skin.  After  he 
had  been  lost  in  the  bush  four 
days,  one  of  Pira's  greatest  problems 
was  the  grass.  The  blades  cut  at  his 
feet  and  legs,  causing  them  to  bleed 
and  swell.  Taking  off  his  shirt,  he 
tore  it  into  pieces  and  tied  them 
around  his  legs.  In  the  tall  grass  he 
often  stumbled  and  fell,  unable  to 
see  stones  and  holes  underfoot.  In 
this  wilderness  in  which  we  bom- 
again  ones  are  traveling,  are  we  not 
often  faced  with  the  same  problems? 
In  our  walk  how  we  stumble  and 
stagger,  beset  by  sin  on  e\'ery  hand. 
Sores  of  the  heart  and  soul  often 
fester  day  after  day.  Yet  what  won- 
derful provision  the  Lord  has  made  to 
bind  up  these  sores,  not  with  cloth, 


but  by  the  cleansing  power  of  the 
Word.  If  we  confess  our  sins.  He  is 
faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 
sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  un- 
righteousness. 

o 

When  one  is  lost  in  the  bush,  food 
becomes  a  major  problem.  Yet  the 
hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  His  serv- 
ant. While  traveling  through  a  swamp 
on  the  third  day,  Pira,  weak  from 
hunger,  spotted  eight  wild  squash 
hanging  from  a  tree.  Four  of  these 
he  pounded  into  a  pulp,  added  water, 
and  so  was  gready  strengthened  by 
this  "soup."  Even  so  God  has  often 
supplied  the  needs  of  His  people  in 
the  wilderness.  The  children  of  Is- 
rael, traveling  as  strangers  through 
the  \\'ilderness,  were  supplied  with 
manna  and  birds  for  food.  In  our 
spiritual  travels  the  Lord  supplies  us 
\vith  nourishment  from  His  Word  as 
we  dailv  feast  upon  all  the  delicacies 
therein. 

However,  probably  the  greatest 
danger  that  confronts  one  lost  in  the 
bush  is  that  of  wild  animals.  The 
second  day  Pira  came  out  upon  a 
game  trail,  and  as  he  followed  the 
trail  he  saw  a  number  of  monkeys 
and  baboons,  and  tracks  of  buffalo 
and  lions.  Near  evening  he  passed 
se\'eral  small  round  grass  huts,  built 
bv  hunting  parties  but  now  abandon- 
ed. His  first  impulse  was  to  put  up 
for  the  night  in  one  of  these  huts  in 
view  of  the  approaching  rain.  How- 
e\'er,  on  looking  inside  he  saw  old 
bones  and  detected  a  meat  smell. 
Knowing  that  this  would  attract  lions, 
he  passed  on  and  entered  a  swamp. 
With  darkness  coming  on,  he  heard 
lions,  and  going  deeper  into  the 
swamp  he  spent  the  night  sitting  in 
the  ^\'ater,  drenched  by  the  rain  and 
shaking  with   fear  from  the  sounds 

o 

of  hunting  lions.  As  Christians  the 

o 

Word  v\'arns  us  that  our  adversary 
the  Devil,  as  a  roaring  lion,  walketh 
about  seeking  whom  he  may  de- 
\'our.  In  our  wilderness  journey  we 
are  often  attracted  to  huts  of  worldly 
security'-,  wealth,  pleasure,  social 
position,   which   huts   often   lead   to 


greater  danger  for  the  soul.  Satan 
would  deceive  the  very  elect  were 
it  possible.  He  is  ever  busy  and  none 
of  us  escapes  his  attention.  "There 
hath  no  temptation  taken  you  but 
such  as  is  common  to  man."  But  with 
every  temptation  God  makes  a  way 
to  escape  that  we  might  bear  up 
under  the  temptation. 

A  wav  of  escape  %vas  presented  to 
Pira  as  he  wandered  through  the 
bush  that  day.  For  two  days  it  had 
rained  during  most  of  the  daylight 
hours,  and  the  rest  of  the  time  the 
sky  was  heavily  overcast,  making  it 
impossible  for  him  to  see  the  sun. 
During  this  period  he  wandered  mile 
after  mile  in  the  wrong  direction; 
deeper  into  the  bush,  until  finally  the 
third  morning  the  sun  came  up 
clear,  and  getting  his  direction  from 
the  sun  he  traveled  east  all  day  long. 
So  the  Lord  \\'ould  guide  us  along 
our  pilgrim  way.  Jesus  said:  "I  am  the 
light  of  the  world."  With  our  eyes 
fixed  steadfasdy  upon  Him,  we  are 
guided  safely  through  our  earthly  so- 
journ. Unfortunately,  from  time  to 
time  we  get  our  eyes  off  Him  so  that 
our  path  becomes  obscured  by  sin 
and  we  wander  aimlessly,  until  fin- 
ally He  appears  again  wooing  us 
back  to  the  path,  calling  us  "to  walk 
in   the  light  as  he  is  in  the  light." 

Traveling  east  all  that  day  Pira 
arrived  on  the  banks  of  a  river,  called 
Voro.  Not  kno\^'ing  what  river  it 
was;  yet  realizing  that  only  small 
streams  crossed  the  automobile  road, 
he  traveled  upstream  following 
branch  after  branch  as  the  streams 
became  smaller  and  smaller.  Here 
again  was  a  guide  along  his  way, 
even  as  we  have  the  Bible,  the  Word 
of  God,  to  guide  us  with  verse  after 
verse  carefully  pointing  us  along  the 
right  path. 

The  third  night,  as  Pira  was  pre- 
paring to  pass  the  night  in  a  swamp, 
far  off  he  heard  drums  beating,  and 
so  he  knew  he  was  near  a  village. 
With  the  first  light  of  day,  he  head- 
ed in  that  direction,  and  before  long 
he  came  upon  cassava  gardens,  and

then— a  village!  His  wanderings  were 
over!  That  is  what  is  in  store  for  us! 
Philippians  3:20  tells  us  that  our 
\illage  is  in  heaven.  Some  day  we'll 
hear  the  drums  beating— "For  the 
Lord  himself  shall  descend  from 
heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice 
of  the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump 
of  God  .  .  .  then  we  .  .  .  shall  be 
caught  up  ...  in  the  clouds  to  meet 
the  Lord  in  the  air  .  .  ."  Then  our 
wanderings  will  be  over! 

Surely  we  had  a  glimpse  of  what 
hea\'en  will  be  like  when  the  news 
reached  the  Bible  Institute  that  Pira 
had  arrived  home.  Immediately  every- 
one gathered  in  the  chapel  to  sing 
praises  and  to  give  thanks  to  God. 
When   we  si   kodro   (get  home)   up 


there,  John  tells  us  in  the  Revelation 
that  we  shall  spend  all  eternity  prais- 
ing and  thankino  our  Lord. 

Yet,  Philippians  3:18  and  19  speaks 
of  many  others  walking  in  the  wil- 
derness of  this  world,  who  are  "ene- 
mies of  the  cross  of  Christ:  whose 
end  is  destruction,  whose  God  is 
their  belly."  We're  told  that  "the 
god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the 
minds  of  them  which  believe  not." 
What  a  picture,  blinded  yet  trying 
to  find  their  wav  through  the  wilder- 
ness! No  hope  for  them  unless  they 
hear  the  message  of  salvation  that 
their  eves  may  be  opened,  and  they 
too  may  follow  the  Son  and  be  oijid- 

o 

ed  bv  His  Word  to  the  "village" 
above.  Over  fifty  students  from  the 


Bible  Institute,  guided  by  some 
twelve  local  tribesmen,  joined  in  the 
four-day  search  for  Pira.  Used  to 
the  classroom,  they  came  back  with 
their  feet  swollen  and  their  legs  so 
stiff  they  could  hardly  walk;  yet  how 
minor  their  sufferings  on  behalf  of 
their  lost  brother  as  compared  to  the 
sufferings  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
on  the  cross  of  Calvary  that  the  blind 
of  this  world  might  have  their  eyes 
opened,  and  so  follow  Him  to  life 
everlasting.  By  His  death  He  has 
provided  the  means;  yet  He  has  seen 
fit  to  entrust  us  with  the  Message. 
Are  you  suffering  with  Him  that  the 
lost  and  the  blind  might  be  found? 
Are  you  helping  to  give  out  the  Mes- 
sage?

It  is  a  problem  in  France,  as  in 
many  other  countries,  to  get  people 
inside  the  church  doors. 

I  thought  often  of  this  problem  on 
Sunday  mornings  at  our  Centre  Eyan- 
gelique  in  Lj^on.  At  the  same  time 
that  I  was  delivering  my  carefully 
prepared  message  to  only  t\yent\'  or 
thirty  people  inside  the  Centre,  two 
or  three  hundred  were  walking  past 
on  the  outside,  most  of  them  com- 
pletely ignorant  of  the  Bible  and  the 
Gospel. 

Christmas  came,  and  we  were  en- 
tertaining Mr.  and  Mrs.  Garner 
Hoyt,  along  with  Miss  Evelyn  Schu- 
macher, at  our  home  in  Grenoble. 
"Why  not  use  your  windows  to  bet- 
ter advantage,"  suggested  Brother 
Hoyt,  referring  to  the  two  large  store- 
type  windows  on  each  side  of  the 
entrance. 


The  result  of  his  suggestion  was 
the  birth  of  a  series  of  visual  Bible 
stories  and  lessons,  changed  every 
two  weeks,  and  designed  to  teach  the 
Word  to  those  who  walk  by. 

On  one  side  we  present  the  Life 
of  Christ,  in  comic-strip  fashion,  with 
the  aid  of  figures  from  flannelgraph. 
On  the  other  side,  after  having  pre- 
sented the  "Wordless  Book,"  we  are 
currently  giving  lessons  concerning 
the  Bible— what  it  is,  how  we  received 
it,  and  how  we  can  understand  its 
teachings. 

To  be  sure,  all  this  takes  time- 
much  of  it.  But  if  it  is  worth  se\'eral 
hours  of  preparation  to  preach  a 
message  to  some  thirts'  people  on  the 
inside,  it  is  surely  worth  the  time  to 
preach  visually  to  the  thousands  on 
the  outside.  We  can  be  thankful  that 


our  Centre  is  located  on  a  very  busy 
street. 

It  is  too  earl\'  to  know  \\'hat  the 
result  of  this  effort  will  be  in  the 
hearts  of  men  and  women.  We  have 
received  about  ten  requests  for  New 
Testaments,  and  we  trust  that  these 
people  mzx  be  reached. 

The  greatest  blessing  to  date,  how- 
ever,  w^s  the  conversion  of  two  wom- 
en, a  mother  and  daughter,  who  came 
as  a  direct  result  of  the  window  dis- 
plays. Their  confession  of  faith  in 
Christ,  made  after  a  manifestation  of 
deep  con\'iction  and  many  tears,  has 
been  the  spiritual  highlight  of  the 
year. 

Will  you  pray  with  us  that  this 
means  of  presenting  the  Bible  will 
result  in  other  similar  blessings  in 
months  to  come?

September  I,  1969.  Fear!  How  can

Didn't 
God  call  me?  And  to  be  in  HIS  will 
is  happiness;  isn't  it?  Yes;  I  assure 
myself.  But  Satan  comes  with  these 
doubts:  "Yes;  that's  what  they  all  say, 
but  wait  until  you  see  the  life  they 
lead!"  "Are  you  up  to  it  physicallv?" 
"What  if  you  arrive  and  can't  really 
do  anvthing  to  help?"  And  so  on. 

My  answer  is  His  Word:  Have 
not  I  commanded  thee?  Be  strong 
and  of  a  good  courage,  for  the  Lord 
thy  God  is  with  thee  whithersoever 
thou  goest. 

September  4,  I960.  The  plane  is  hov- 
ering over  Central  Africa  now.  Why, 
oh  why  didn't  they  let  me  have  a 
window  seat!  What  will  this  lady 
think  if  I  keep  leaning  over  and 
looking  out  the  window?  Oh,  I  can't 
help  it,  I  just  mustl  The  clouds  are 
beginning  to  part.  Oh,  look,  Lois 
(Miller),  there  are  some  HUTS! 

"Are  thev  really  African  huts?"  I 
ask,  and  the  lady  next  to  me  smiles 
as  she  nods.  She  says:  "We're  over 
the  jungle  now  and  there  is  nothing 
to  see,"  as  though  seeing  the  jungle 
is  an  everyday  experience  for  her. 
"In  a  few  minutes  we  will  be  over 
the  river  and  coming  around  to  land 
at  Bangui."  "That's  the  Congo  over 
there."  The  ground  is  coming  up 
to  meet  us  faster  now,  and  I  grab 
Lois's  hand  and  cry,  "We're  here!" 
We  both  nearly  squash  the  poor  lady 
to   see   all   we   can,   and   before   we 


know  it  we  are  touching  the  ground. 

There  is  Rosella  (Cochran),  and 
Mommie  Taber!  There  is  Mary  Beth 
(Munn),  too,  and  Gail  (Jones).  We 
make  our  way  out  of  the  plane  and 
are  soon  folded  in  loving  arms.  Does 
everyone  kiss  everyone  else  like  this, 
or  are  they  especially  glad  to  see  us? 
September  7,  I960.  So  this  is  Bangui. 
Strangest  feeling!  I  feel  as  if  this 
is  a  place  I  have  been  before!  It  is 
uncanny.  It  is  my  third  day  in 
Bangui  and  I  haven't  seen  anything 
which  has  surprised  or  even  shocked 
me  (except  that  leper  at  Printemps 
who  crawled  up  on  all  fours  to  ask  me 
for  a  cadeaii.  I  got  clear  sick  inside, 
because  I  thought  there  was  a  dog 
at  my  feet  and  I  turned  around  and 
saw— a  man!  I  hadn't  the  courage  to 
look  again  at  that  pitiful  sight). 

"We  can  brush  our  teeth  with 
spigot  water  here  in  Bangui,  but  don't 
try  that  trick  up-country,"  Gail  cau- 
tions. Lip-country,  up-country,  they 
keep  saying.  Wish  we'd  hurry  and 
go,  and  see  if  anything  is  new  up 
there  .  .  . 

Later  in  September.  The  roads  aren't 
nearly  so  bad  as  they  all  say,  I  just 
knew  they  were  exaggerating.  "Wait 
until  vou  get  up  past  Bossembele!" 
I  do.  I  see  Bossembele  in  pouring  rain 
after  dark.  We  eat  supper  and  meet 
Mohpol  and  Voloungou  (even  he  is 
exactly  as  I  remember  him— is 
NOTHING  going  to  be  new?).  I 
can  talk  French  to  him;  I  feel  proud. 
He  doesn't  look  so  old  as  I  thought 
he  would.  On  our  way  again?  Must 
reach  Yaloke  by  night  .  .  . 

So  this  is  Bozoum.  But  where  is  the 
Institute?  Ten  kilometers  yet.  Wish 
those  goats  would  stay  off  the  road. 
I  almost  had  heart  failure,  but  they 
always  get  off  just  in  time.  Say, 
Rosella,  who  are  all  those  people  on 
the  road  up  there?  "Balao."  "Balao." 
"Balao."  "Balao."  "Watch  out,  thev'll 


climb  in  the  windows!"  One  fellow 

has  climbed  over  the  car  to   set  at 

o 

the  other  window  to  "balao"  the 
new  missionaries.  Look  at  their 
smiles!  Are  thev  all  students?  No; 
they  must  be  from  the  workers'  vil- 
lage, too.  I  feel  like  a  celebrity.  They 
all  say,  "Merci  Nzapa."  At  least  I 
know  what  that  means:  "Thank 
God."  Oh,  when  will  I  be  able  to 
talk  with  them!  These  are  MY  peo- 
ple already,  I  love  them  more  than 
I  ever  dreamed  .  .  . 

These  benches  are  hard,  but  it  is 
the  only  way  to  get  this  language. 
Everyone  is  so  helpful,  and  Andre 
(the  teacher)  is  very  impressive;  in 
fact,  I  think  without  hesitation  I  can 
say  he  is  one  of  the  nicest  people  I 
have  ever  met.  Simon,  the  other 
teacher,  is  just  as  good,  but  I  wish 
I  knew  more  of  what  he  says.  He 
always  gives  the  references  in  French 
and  Sango,  especially  for  us  maybe. 
Our  afternoon  classes  help  us,  too, 
when  Ruth  (Snyder)  has  several  of 
the  students  come  to  her  office  and 
ask  us  questions.  They  all  ask  us 
the  same  one  sooner  or  later:  "Where 
will  you  be  working  when  you  learn 
Sango?"  I  answer  them  with  a  ques- 
tion: "Where  would  you  like  me  to 
go  to  work?"  Without  fail,  they  an- 
swer with  the  name  of  their  own 
kodro—l  mean  village. 

January  1961.  Well,  field  conference 
is  over  now,  and  I  am  staying  here 
at  B.  I.  I  was  amazed  to  know  how 
many  things  our  missionaries  are 
doing,  and  how  many  sides  there  are 
to  the  work.  But  there  are  so  many 
things  we  could  be  doing  with  a  lit- 
tle vision  and  a  few  more  workers. 
Tracts,  for  instance.  More  book- 
stores. 

The  feeling  still  remains.  I  have 
arrived  home!  I  know  my  furloughs 
will  be  just  "visits,"  for  I  will  be  tied 
with  love  bands  to  this  land  .  .  . 
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THE 
TEACHER 
RETURNS

The  time  for  returning  to  Africa 
for  m\'  fourth  term  has  arrived.  The 
Lord  has  shown  His  grace  in  many 
ways  during  this  year  in  the  States, 
and  it  has  been  a  blessing  to  meet 
many  old  friends  and  make  new  ones. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  with  much  joy 
that  I  return  to  my  work  in  Africa. 
It  is  not  only  because  I  have  friends 
there,  nor  because  of  the  interestina 
time  in  travel  it  gives  me,  but  be- 
cause it  is  the  work  the  Lord  has  for 
me  to  do. 

God  has  seen  best  to  give  freedom 
for  missionary  work  in  Central  Africa 
as  never  before.  We  would  certainly 


be  failing  our  Lord  if  we  did  not  do 
the  work  He  has  for  us  to  do  there. 
I  believe  I  could  be  a  teacher  here 
in  the  States  and  have  a  nice  modern 
room  in  which  to  \vork  with 
plent\'     of      equipment      and      sup- 


plies, but  that  is  not  the  work  the 
Lord  has  laid  on  my  heart.  The  mis- 
sionaries in  Africa  have  no  other 
school  for  their  children  than  what 
the  mission  has  provided,  and  I  am 
the  teacher.  In  all  mv  years  of  teach- 
ing here  in  the  States,  I  never  had 
children  to  say  they  were  happy  to 
see  me  like  the  children  in  Africa 
do.  Thev  appreciate  their  school  and 
the  opportunities  to  have  fellow- 
ship with  other  children.  I  believe 
I  can  say  there  has  never  been  a 
happier  teacher  than  I. 

As  I  go  back  to  Africa,  I  plead  for 
\'ou  here  in  the  States  to  be  faithful 
in  prayer  for  your  missionaries.  Re- 
member also  the  manv  babes  in 
Christ  on  the  mission  field.  I  have 
never  heard  a  Christian  pray  for  mis- 
sions who  was  not  also  interested  in 
his  home  church.  A  praying  Chris- 
tian is  a  growing  Christian.  Are  you 
growing  in  Christ?  The  world  needs 
a  Christian  testimony  today  as  never 
before. 


Me,  teach  a  class  of  henevoles? 
Why,  I  just  started  Sango  in  Septem- 
ber, and—.  Well,  if  I  have  to  begin 
teaching  the  women's  classes  in 
March,  I'd  better  begin  now  to  ex- 
press myself.  Personal  evangelism. 
Hmm.  I  can  learn  the  verses  right 
along  with  the  boys.  Fun!  Once  I 
learned  them  in  English,  and  lately 
in  French,  and  now  a  third  language. 

April  1961.  Classes  are  going  pretty 
well.  I  do  make  mistakes,  and  some- 
times I  have  to  sav  a  sentence  three 
times  before  I  make  it  mean  what 
I  want  to  say.  But  the  students  are 
learning  something.  Thev  are  help- 
ful, too.  It's  amazing  how  God  en- 
ables them  to  learn  spiritual  things 
when  some  of  them  cannot  even 
write  legibly.  He  has  moved  into 
their  hearts  and  can  teach  them 
truths  by  His  Spirit  just  like  He 
teaches  us  truths.  Sometimes  I  just 
know    thev    are    wiser   than    we,    at 


least  in  some  spiritual  things.  Re- 
minds me  of  Tozer's  saving:  "No 
theological  degree  or  studying  can 
make  a  man  spiritual."  But  li\'ing 
in  the  Spirit  can. 

May  1961.  This  reminds  me  of  the 
Christian  Service  Association  at  Bryan 
University.  Only  it  is  so  different. 
Here  we  go,  fifty  women  down  one 
direction  of  the  Bossangoa  road,  and 
other  women  the  other  direction.  We 
have  our  songbooks  and  Testaments, 
and  we  sing  as  we  go.  Everv  time  we 
see  a  hut  with  some  people  along  the 
road,  two  women  stop  off,  and  by  the 
time  each  mama  and  her  vielengtie 
(a  senior  student  with  a  freshman 
student)  find  a  group  to  hear  the 
"affair  of  God,"  Dot  Beaver  and  I 
are  the  only  ones  left.  We  have 
walked  fort^'-fi\'e  minutes  and  this 
looks  like  a  good  place  to  stop.  Oh, 
look,  they  are  bringing  us  chairs. 

"Do  \'ou  all  go  to  the  house  of  God 


up  the  road?"  "No,  we  haven't  gone 
for  a  long  time."  As  we  start  to  tell 
them  the  Story,  so  old,  but  so  new  to 
them,  more  gather.  One  fellow  has 
to  translate  to  Gbea,  for  most  of 
them  do  not  know  Sango.  They  all 
listen  attentively,  but  there  is  no 
response.  Next  week  we  return,  and 
this  time  there  are  over  fifty  to  hear 
us.  Two  little  boys  about  twelve 
(just  the  age  when  the  heathen  rites 
draw  them  so  strongly)  accept  the 
Lord. 

Ruth  and  I  decide  to  go  to  the 
litde  chapel  at  Bata  Sunday  morning. 
When  we  arrive,  we  see  that  the  lay- 
man who  is  preaching  is  a  leper  with- 
out anv  training  at  all,  and  his  hands 
and  feet  are  stubs.  It  hurts  me  to 
see  him  turn  pages,  but  he  brings 
a  message  as  good  as  any  I  have 
heard,  and  at  the  close  of  the  meeting 
the  two  boys  go  forward,  as  well  as 
two  women.  What  God  can  do  when 
one  does  as  He  has  said,  "Go  ye  .  .  ." 
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/  Sailed  on  a 
Brazilian  Jangada 


Part   I 

Four  states  south  of  our  home  on 
the  Amazon  is  Ceara,  the  capital  of 
which  is  Fortaleza,  just  a  half-hour 
drive  from  the  "Colonia  de  Ferias" 
(Vacation  Colony)  on  a  cliff  overlook- 
ing the  sand  dunes,  beach,  and  green 
coastal  waters  of  the  Adantic  Ocean. 
Fruit  trees  and  palms  are  everywhere. 
The  specialty  at  the  time  of  the  year 
that  we  were  there  (October)  was 
ca-jn.  We  ate  it  as  a  raw  fruit,  a 
candy,  a  dessert,  a  juice,  and  with 
the  cashew  nuts  roasted  and  salted 
at  about  twenty  cents  a  pound. 

But  bv  far  the  highlight  of  the 
vacation  was  the  acquaintance  made 
with  that  almost  legendary  sailing 
vessel,  the  jangada.  Literal  bread  and 
butter  to  the  coastal  fishermen  of 
northeastern  Brazil,  it  has  now  moved 
from  the  scenes  of  picturesque  calen- 
dars to  be  as  real  to  me  as  is  our 
little  runabout,  the  Va^mos,  on  the 
Amazon. 

Half  a  mile  from  the  Colonia  is 
a  small  cluster  of  mud  and  thatch 
shacks  which  I  named  "Vila  Jang- 
ada." The  first  day  we  watched  the 
arrival  of  the  fishing  rafts  from  the

cliff,  the  second  day  from  the  beach 
of  the  village  itself,  a  much  more  in- 
timate view. 

Constructed  from  five  to  seven 
principal  logs,  the  jangadas,  or  rafts, 
of  this  village  vary  between  six  and 
sixteen  feet  in  length,  nothing  but 
wooden  pins  being  used  to  hold  the 
various  members  together.  The  small- 
er ones  are  used  as  dingies  for  a 
sinsle  fisherman  in  local  waters,  the 
larger  ones  are  taken  by  a  crew  of 
three  over  the  horizon.  The  men 
estimated  that  there  must  be  about 
thirty-five  jangadas  to  this  village. 
The  thrill  began  to  take  root  on  this 
second  day,  and  watching  the  fish 
come  out  of  the  baskets  forced  a 
comment  from  me  to  my  wife  while 
we  walked  home:  "I'd  sure  like  to 
make  a  trip  with  those  fellows!"  Her 
ans\\'er  was  strongly  negative. 

Almost  daily  I'd  go  down  in  the 
late  afternoon  to  watch  the  boats  come 
in  and  to  learn  more  of  this  unique 
type  of  fishing  vessel  and  its  crew. 
Under  their  sunburn  the  men  were 
light  and  of  Caucasian  features, 
among  them  being  not  one  complete 
example  of  either  the  Negroid  or 
Indian  features,  both  of  which  are  so 
common  around  Belem  do  Para. 
Many  were  tall  and  well  built;  most 
had  spent  their  entire  lives  on  this 
same  beach.  Among  the  names  paint- 
ed on  the  sails  were  "Jesus  Sobre  As 
Aguas"  (Jesus  on  the  Waters),  "Sao 
Pedro"  (Saint  Peter),  and  one  sail 
with  big  red  letters:  "CHESSMAN." 

Two  masters  of  boatbuilding  kept 
the  Vila  in  business.  The  logs  are 
brought  by  coastal  freighters  from 
the  Amazon;   then   hand  tools  from

modern  hardware  stores  shape  them 
into  jangadas  in  about  two  weeks. 

Then  came  the  day  of  the  big 
temptation.  The  whole  family  had 
gone  with  me  and  soon  filled  their 
respective  interests.  Imogene  was 
visiting  with  the  ladies  in  one  of 
the  homes  inspecting  the  lace  made 
by  the  "Dona  de  Casa";  Art  was  down 
at  the  beach  with  the  boys  sailing 
their  toy  jangadas;  can't  remember 
about  Linda;  litde  Tim  was  with  me 
seated  on  an  unfinished  raft  in  one 
of  the  two  thatched  boat  sheds.  The 
sea  that  morning  was  calm,  the  sky 
overcast.  Looked  fine,  I  thought. 

Finally  I  asked  the  men  standing 
around  about  the  possibiHties  of  my 
making  a  trip  with  someone  the  next 
dav.  Their  first  reaction  was  nega- 
tive, and  they  said  that  it  just  wasn't 
the  custom.  They  didn't  seem  to 
think  I  was  serious,  but  eventually 
we  decided  on  a  boat  and  crew  of 
three  and  marked  an  hour  for  the 
next  morning.  The  name  on  our  sail 
was  "Matos-Alem"  (Distant  Jungles), 
but  in  that  particular  rig  I  only 
wanted  to  see  a  litde  of  the  Adantic 
along  the  jungleless  coast  of  Ceara. 
I'll  leave  the  distant  jungles  to  the 
litde  Vamos. 

On  the  way  back  to  the  Colonia 
with  my  family,  I  avoided  telling  of 
my  plan.  That  afternoon  Imo  men- 
tioned her  visit  with  the  boat  build- 
er's wife  and  told  me  that  they  had 
discussed  at  length  the  present  sit- 
uation of  the  widows  of  the  three 
men  killed  by  sharks  four  years  ago! 
She  never  minded  my  having  been 
a  sailor  before  our  marriage  but  has 
wanted  me  home  for  supper  most 
every  night  since.  And  her  birthday 
was  the  day  after  my  scheduled  raft 
trip.  What  a  present  if  I'd  shipwreck!

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Waterloo 
Breaks  Ground 

The  congregation  of  the  Grace' 
Brethren  Church  of  Waterloo,  Iowa, 
following  the  morning  worship  serv- 
ice on  June  11,  gathered  at  the  site 
of  their  new  sanctuary,  adjoining 
their  present  building  on  the  west 
side,  for  the  breaking  of  the  ground. 
Picture  ( 1 )  shows  a  part  of  the  crowd  ■ 
which  endured  the  withering  sun  toi 
participate  in  the  services  assembled 
at  the  location  where  the  new  build- 
ing joins  the  existing  building.  Mem- 
bers of  the  choir  stood  in  the  ap- 
proximate location  of  the  new  choir 
loft  and  looked  on  while  the  brass 
quartet  (2)  left  to  right:  J.  Deloe, ' 
Walter  R.  Cochran,  Craig  and  John 
Rains  played  a  special  number.  (3) 
Shows  Brother  Cleve  G.  Miller,  mod- 
erator, and  designer  of  the  building 
plans,  turning  the  first  shovel  of 
ground  as  the  Pastor  John  M.  Aeby 
watches  intendy.  He  is  followed  (4) 
by  Lew  Deits,  member  of  Building 
Committee  and  teacher  of  the  Glean- 
ers Class  (the  largest  of  the  Sunday 
school),  and  a  charter  member  of  the 
church.  Next,  (5)  Mrs.  J.  W.  Coch- 
ran, representing  the  ladies  and  a 
member  of  the  Building  Committee 
lends  a  hand.  (6)  Shows  the  pastor 
leaning  on  the  "golden"  shovel.  Broth- 
er Cleve  Miller,  who  with  his  son, 
Marvin,  are  general  contractors  in 
charge  of  construction,  and  our  re- 
cently called  Associate  Pastor,  Jesse 
B.  Deloe,  Jr.,  standing  before  the 
"golden"  bucket  into  which  the  con- 
gregation dropped  more  than  $750  in 
cash  and  over  $6000  in  pledges.  The 
speakers'  stand  is  in  approximately 
the  location  of  the  new  pulpit,  the 
bucket  at  the  place  where  the  of- 
fering plates  will  rest,  and  the  chairs 
were  arranged  to  outline  the  pew 
sections. 

The  addition  will  be  approximately  '• 
76  feet  by  81  feet,  with  a  full' 
basement,  a  sanctuary  seating  440 
in  pews  with  overflow  rooms  on 
either  side,  and  a  balcony  seating  an 
average  of  one  hundred  additional 
persons  in  each  area.  In  addition  to 
the  main  sanctuary,  there  will  be  ten 
to  twelve  rooms  which  can  be  used 
as  departments  for  the  growdng  Bible 
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school.  A  maximum  of  75  classrooms 
can  be  developed.  The  enlarged 
kitchen  will  open  into  the  present 
small  basement  auditorium,  which 
will  handle  about  120  at  tables,  and 
also  to  the  new  lower  auditorium, 
which  will  handle  an  estimated  300 
at  tables.  Restroom  and  lounge  fa- 
cilities will  be  provided  on  all  three 
floor  levels.  A  gready  enlarged  and 
well-designed  nursery  will  be  located 
beyond  the  large  foyer  back  of  the 
sanctuary  within  sight  of  the  chancel. 

The  existing  building  will  be  re- 
modeled  completely  v^dthin  and  out- 
side and  the  entire  church  will  be 
faced  with  light  brick  augmented 
with  cedar  planking.  Estimated  cost 
is  $180,000.  A  completely  new,  cir- 
culating hot  water  heating  system 
with  zoning  for  various  areas  is  in- 
cluded. Construction  is  nearly  to 
first  floor  level  at  this  writing  (June 
30).  In  addition  to  cash  gifts  on  hand 
and  anticipated  during  construction, 
the  project  is  being  financed  by 
loans  from  local  Savings  and  Loan 
Companies  and  notes  from  members 
of  the  congregation. 

Brother  E.  J.  Schrock  is  super- 
intendent of  our  growing  Sunday 
school  which  has  only  dropped  be- 
hind a  year  ago  in  attendance  four 
times  since  September  1,  1960.  Our 
recent  DVBS  reached  a  total  of  252 
in  attendance  which  is  about  forty 
more  than  ever  before  and  nearly 
forty  decisions  for  Christ.  We  praise 
the  Lord  for  His  great  faithfulness  in 
every  way.  It  is  the  burden  of  many 
of  our  people  that  during  this  heavy 
program  of  building  our  gifts  for  mis- 
sions and  benevolences  will  not  de- 
crease, but  rather  GROW!  Please 
pray  with  us  that  this  might  be  real- 
ized by  His  enabling  grace. 

During  the  four  years  we  have 
labored  together  with  the  brethren 
here  in  Waterloo,  this  pastor  has  had 
many  reasons  for  thanksgiving  and 
praise  for  his  faithful  congregation, 
and  for  those  who  have  preceded  him 
in  the  ministry  of  God's  Word  as  pas- 
tors of  the  flock:  Dr.  J.  C.  Real  and 
Brother  Frank  G.  Coleman,  Jr.,  both 
of  whom  are  at  home  with  the  Lord; 
Brother  Lewis  C.  Hohenstein,  Whit- 
tier,  California,  and  Brethren  Arnold 
R.  Kriegbaum,  and  Richard  P.  De- 
Armey,  both  of  Winona  Lake,  In- 
diana. 


Quiz  Team 

Visited  Puerto  Rico 


Did  the  quiz  team  ever  get  to 
Puerto  Rico?  Indeed  they  did! 
Though  the  trip  was  originally  plan- 
ned for  the  Christmas  vacation,  it 
didn't  actually  take  place  until 
Easter. 

They  couldn't  go  until  there  was 
sufficient  funds  to  send  them.  It 
looked  for  a  while  that  the  monev 
would  never  come  in.  But  the  lav- 
men  of  The  Brethren  Church  caught 
the  vision,  and  most  of  the  money 
for  the  investment  came  from  them. 
The  team,  the  Youth  Council,  the 
missionaries,  and  the  Puerto  Ricans 
who  were  touched  by  the  ministry  of 
the  team,  are  thankful  to  God  for 
making  the  trip  possible. 

Leila  Masimer  reports  that  this 
was  one  of  the  greatest  things  to  hap- 
pen to  her  in  her  Christian  life.  Leila 
says:  "I  now  realize  that  missionaries 
need  to  be  a  'special'  people  because 
their  load  is  tremendous  and  their 
work  is  never  ending."  She  is  espe- 
cially concerned  about  the  false  re- 
ligions and  the  povert)'  of  the  people, 
and  writies:  "If  missionaries  don't 
get  the  Gospel  to  these  people  soon, 
thev  will  be  won  to  communism." 

Leila's     sister     Effie     said:     "The 


visit  to  Puerto  Rico  gave  me  a  burden 
for  these  people,  but  since  I  can't 
go  now,  the  hunger  those  folk  have 
for  the  Gospel  has  given  me  a  new 
challenge  to  reach  the  hungry  hearts 
of  the  people  in  my  own  town." 

Bob  Markley  wrote:  "My  first  day 
in  Puerto  Rico  I  knew  that  all  the 
study  and  Bible  drilling  was  worth 
it."  Then  Bob  added:  "While  we 
were  there  I  got  a  burden  for  souls 
that  I  never  had  before." 

Nancy  Smith  made  the  observation 
that  the  Puerto  Rican  mission  field 
is  not  a  gloomy,  uncultured,  heathen- 
ish place.  "In  Puerto  Rico,"  said 
Nancy,  "there  seems  to  be  no  such 
thing  as  a  mediocre  Christian;  a 
Christian  beams."  She  was  also 
amazed  at  how  eagerly  the  people 
read  the  tracts  and  how  quickly 
crowds  gathered  to  hear  the  Gospel. 
"Through  this  visit  we  have  not 
only  been  av\'akened  to  the  needs  of 
the  mission  field,  but  even  more  so 
to  the  need  in  the  United  States," 
wrote  Nancy. 

Another  team  member,  Eleanor 
Kauffman  reports:  "The  missionaries 
in  Puerto  Rico  did  more  than  show 
us  a  good  time.  They  showed  us  a

portant,  they  helped  us  see  the  spirit- 
ual need  of  these  people."  Eleanor 
said  that  the  contacts  with  the  Span- 
ish-speaking people  \\'as  a  real  joy  to 
her  heart.  She  also  said  that  her 
burden  was  all  the  heavier  because 
she  didn't  know  the  language. 

Mrs.  John  Ford,  the  coach-chap- 
eron, reports:  "The  ministry  of  the 
team,  the  graciousness  of  the  people 
and  the  fellowship  with  our  mission- 
aries thrilled  and  blessed  my  soul.  It 
was  a  highlight  in  my  Christian  life. 
I  truly  feel  that  we  as  a  group  were 
together  in  one  accord— that  we  were 
where  God  would  have  us  to  be  at 
that  time."  Mrs.  Ford  believes  that 
only  eternity  will  reveal  the  impact 
the  trip  had  upon  the  young  people. 

The  missionaries  said  this  about 
the  team:  "We  certainly  enjoyed  hav- 
ing them  and  found  them  all  to  be 
real  swell  kids.  We  all  agree  that  the 
trip  was  v\'orthuhile  and  would  wel- 
come another  team  anytime  you  will 
send  one  our  way." 

And  every  one  of  the  team  mem- 
bers said;  "Thank  everyone  who  had 
a  part  in  sending  us  to  the  mission 
field"— those  who  prayed  and  gave. 

Now  some  of  you  v\'ill  have  an  op- 
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portunity  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
team  and  see  some  of  the  pictures 
thev  took  of  the  field.  Mrs.  Ford 
will  be  bringing  the  team  to  con- 
ference and  on  the  way  will  visit 
churches  in  the  Akron  and  Ashland, 
Ohio  areas;  Winona  Lake,  Indiana; 
Dallas  Center,  Iowa;  Portis,  Kansas; 
Denver,  Colorado;  Cheyenne,  Wyo- 
ming; plus  several  days  at  Bethany 
Camp  and  the  National  Conference. 
On  the  return  trip  to  Pennsylvania 
they  will  visit  in  Nebraska;  Water- 
loo, Iowa;  South  Bend  and  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana;  Kittanning,  and 
probably  Aleppo  and  Uniontown, 
Pennsylvania.

The  church  property  consists  of 
three  acres  of  land  and  a  building, 
the  sanctuary  of  which  is  about  35 
feet  by  70  feet,  with  three  adjoining 
Sunday-school  rooms.  The  congrega- 
tion has  tentative  plans  which  call 
for  excavating  for  a  basement  under 
the  church  building  and  the  install- 
ing of  Sunday-school  rooms.  It  is 
planned  that  inside  plumbing  will  be 
installed  at  that  time.  These  plans 
are  scheduled  for  next  spring. 

The  church  held  its  initial  meeting 
on  Sunday,  December  13,  1959.  The 
membership  roll  is  now  thirty-three 
persons;  seventeen  males  and  six- 
teen females.  There  is  an  average  at- 
tendance of  twenty-five  at  the  mid- 
weekly  prayer,  praise,  and  Bible  study 
sessions.

Old  Editors  Never  Resign,  They  Just .  .  . 

Dr.  Herman  Hoyt,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
since  it  was  organized,  reminded  me  the  other  day  that 
when  I  took  over  as  editor  of  the  Missionary  Herald,  I 
was  the  youngest  editor  ever  to  serve  in  this  capacity  in 
all  the  vears  of  our  history;  and  as  I  leave  the  office  I 
will  have  served  longer  than  any  other  man.  Since  this 
observation  was  made,  I  have  concluded  that  old  editors 
never  resign,  thev  just  keep  meeting  "the  deadline." 

Inasmuch  as  there  will  be  no  issues  of  the  Missionary 
Herald  published  August  26  and  September  2  (to  give 
the  staff  the  opportunity  to  attend  our  conference  at 
Estes  Park,  Colorado)  this  will  be  my  last  editorial. 

I  resigned!  Having  said  this,  I  must  add,  I  resigned  re- 
luctantlv.  The  \vork  the  past  eight  years  of  meeting 
"deadlines"  week  bv  week  for  the  Missionary  Herald, 
the  Sundav-school  literature,  the  mails,  and  doing  the 
deputation  work  across  our  brotherhood  keeps  one  under 
constant  tension.  However,  I  have  truly  enjoyed  the 
work.  I  did  not  resign  because  I  was  not  convinced  of 
the  importance  of  the  printed  page,  nor  because  I  did 
not  enjoy  the  work,  but  because  the  Lord  was  leading 
me  to  a 'new  work.  When  I  submitted  my  resignation, 
it  was  the  first  time  in  mv  ministry  that  I  felt  I  knew 
what  the  Lord  wanted  me  to  do,  but  which  I  hesitated 
to  accept.  Humanlv  speaking,  I  desired  to  continue  with 
the  Missionarv  Herald.  I  have  appreciated  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  confidence  that 
they  have  placed  in  me.  I  have  been  supported  by  a 
dedicated  staff.  The  records  speak  for  themselves  as  to 
what  has  been  accomplished,  and  this  we  leave  with 
the  Lord.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
of  our  readers  who  have  recently  written  the  gracious 
and  kind  letters  expressing  appreciation  for  our  years  of 
work  at  the  Missionarv  Herald.  These  have  been  ap- 
preciated. 

On  September  1,  Rev.  Richard  Grant  assumes  the 
responsibility  as  editor  of  the  Missionary  Herald,  and 
general  manager  of  the  company.  May  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord  be  upon  his  labor  for  Christ,  and  I  trust  he 
will  enjoy  the  work  as  I  have.  Pray  for  Brother  Grant. 
The  days  of  an  editor  are  long;  the  decisions  are  many; 
and  the  responsibility  is  great.  But,  to  Brother  Grant 
we  promise  our  wholehearted  support,  and  prayers.  Re- 
member, Brother  Grant,  old  editors  never  resign,  they 
just  keep  on  meeting  "the  deadline."— A.R.K.

What  Would  Thou  Have  Me  To  Do,  Lord?

The  first  thing  that  the  Lord 
would  have  me  do  is  to  accept  His 
Son,  Jesus  Christ  as  my  Sa\1our. 
"That  if  thou  shalt  confess  uith  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shak  be- 
lieve in  thine  heart  that  God  hath 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt 
be  saved.  For  with  the  heart  man  be- 
lieveth  unto  righteousness;  and  with 
the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto 
salvation"  (Rom.  10:9-10).  He  gave 
the  greatest  gift  that  could  ever  be 
given— His  only  Son— to  live  here  on 
this  earth  for  a  short  period  of  time; 
to  die  on  the  cross  and  shed  His 
blood  for  the  remission  of  our  sins. 
What  a  great  price  was  paid  for  your 
sins  and  mine.  The  Lord  mil  not 
force  anyone  to  accept  His  Son,  but 
the  love  He  has  for  each  sinner  will 
win  many.  Jesus  Christ  did  not  only 
die  for  us,  but  is  li\'ing  today.  What 
a  wonderful  promise  He  has  given  in 
John  14:2-3:  "I  go  to  prepare  a  place 
for  you.

bought?  Again,  we  know  the  Lord 
will  not  force  His  complete  reign 
in  us,  but  wants  us  to  voluntarily 
surrender  our  all  to  Him.  It  means 
to  give  one's  self  into  the  power  of 
another,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Self- 
effort  always  hinders  His  working. 
When  we  commit  our  way  unto  the 
Lord,  trust  also  in  Him,  He  will 
guide  our  lives  in  the  right  path.  Let 
go  and  let  God. 

It  is  onlv  then  that  the  Lord  can 
trulv  work  through  us  and  others  vwll 
see  the  wonderful  works  of  Him  who 
died  for  us.  When  others  see  Christ 
in  us  they  will  have  a  desire  to  want 
to  know  Him  too. 


A  few  ^'ears  ago  the  Lord  showed 
us  that  He  would  have  us  to  open 
our  home  to  missionary  children.  "For 
it  is  God  which  worketh  in  you  both 
to  will  and  to  do  of  his  good  pleas- 
ure" (Phil.  2:13).  There  is  no  peace 
or  joy  that  surpasses  when  we  are 
obedient  to  the  Lord.  When  we 
commit  things  to  Him  and  realize 
that  He  is  in  charge,  there  is  noth- 
ing more  for  us  to  do  but  to  wait 
upon  Him.

and  Mrs.  Marvin  Goodman,  Jr.,  mis- 
sionaries to  Africa,  came  to  make 
their  home  with  us.  Did  you  ever 
stop  and  wonder  how  these  parents 
and  others  of  our  missionaries  could 
leave  their  children  behind  and  go 
back  to  the  mission  field?  I  have,  but 
I  believe  it  is  their  love  for  the  Lord 
and  their  desire  to  be  in  the  place  of 
His  choosing  that  they  know  He 
^vould  give  the  grace  to  do  this.  It 
is  only  then  that  we  can  have  that 
peace  that  passeth  understanding. 

Since  the  children  have  been 
with  us,  there  have  been  many  ad- 
justments, for  them  and  us,  but  none 
too  great  for  our  Lord  to  take  care 
of.  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ 
which  strengtheneth  me"  (Phil.  4: 
13). 

We  are  trusting  the  Lord  to  help 
us  guide  and  lead  these  children  of 
His  in  the  paths  He  would  have  them 
to  go.  We  covet  the  prayers  of  each 
child  of  the  Lord  in  the  behalf  of 
Da\dd  and  Anne,  their  parents,  and 
us.

In  the  twenty-seven  years  I  have 
known  our  Lord  and  been  in  His 
ser\'ice,  He  has  many  times  called  on 
me  to  do  a  work  for  Him  which,  in 
my  own  strength,  would  have  been 
impossible,  but  His  promise  in  this 
verse  has  enabled  me.  The  president 
of  our  District  found  it  necessar)'  to 
resign,  and  I  was  elected  to  ser\'e  the 
remainder  of  1960-61.  With  the  help 
of  a  fine  cabinet  and  the  full  support 
of  our  nineteen  councils,  I  believe 
when  all  reports  are  in  that  our  Dis- 
trict has  "Let  God  Be  Glorified"  in 
and  through  it.

She  spoke 
to  us  about  child  evangelism  and  the 
work  of  home  missions  in  construction 
work.  A  good  offering  was  brought 
in  for  our  project,  the  upkeep  of  the 
Missionary  Residence  located  in  Wi- 
nona Lake.  The  Lord  blessed  with  a 
good  meeting,  and  I  am  sure  we  felt

Russell  I.  Humberd  was  born  in 
Illinois  November  3,  1893,  the  son 
of  John  and  Phoebe  (Flora)  Hum- 
berd. The  family  moved  within  a 
few  months  to  Flora,  Indiana,  where 
most  of  his  early  life  was  spent,  and 
where  for  the  past  fifteen  years  he 
and  Mrs.  Humberd  have  made  their 
home  and  headquarters. 

He  was  married  July  6,  1915  to 
Anna  Marie  Black,  and  they  have 
seven  children.  During  the  early 
years  of  their  marriage  they  engaged 
in  farming.  They  responded  to  a  call 
from  the  Ketucnky  Mountain  Mis- 
sion of  The  Brethren  Church  and 
went  to  Lost  Creek  to  help  with  the 
work.  It  was  while  there  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  made  clear  the  fact  that 
salvation  was  by  grace,  not  by  works, 
and  the  young  couple  left  the  farm 
to  go  to  the  Moody  Bible  Institute. 

After  this  work  was  completed  in 
1921,  Brother  Humberd  was  ordained 
into  the  ministry  of  The  Brethren 
Church  and  pastored  churches  in 
Roann,  Sidney,  and  Roanoke,  In- 
diana. He  then  returned  to  school, 
this  time  to  Ashland  College  where 
for  two  years  he  continued  his  study 
leading  to  the  A.B.  in  divinity.  Fol- 
lowing this  were  pastorates  in  Lake 


Odessa,  Michigan;  Martinsburg,  and 
Vicksburg,  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  years  since  1945,  Mr.  Hum- 
berd has  traveled  extensively,  giving 
Bible  chart  lectures  and  conducting 
Bible  conferences.  He  has  just  com- 
pleted arrangemeents  which  will  lead 
him  into  the  100th  college  and  semi- 
nary. 

In  addition  to  this  unique  min- 
istery,  another  ministry  for  which 
Brother  Humberd  is  well  known  is 
his  book  ministry.  He  has  written 
scores  of  books  and  tracts  which  have 
been  printed  bv  the  tens  of  thousands 
and  distributed  throughout  the  en- 
tire world.  Another  phase  of  his 
work  has  been  in  the  field  of  evan- 
gelism, and  for  many  years  from  the 
beginning  of  the  school  he  taught 
practical  evangelism  at  the  Altoona 
(Pa.)  School  of  the  Bible. 

A  recent  minor  heart  attack  has 
tended  to  cause  him  to  slow  up  a 
httle,  but  his  itineraries  are  still  long 
and  strenuous.  Mrs.  Humberd  has 
faithfully  traveled  with  him  for  sev- 
eral years,  and  helps  not  only  when 
they  are  traveling  but  also  at  home 
with  the  thousands  of  books  which 
are  printed,  stitched,  and  finished  in 
their  home  near  Flora,  Indiana.

"Thou  wilt  keep  him  in  perfect  peace,  ^vhose  mind  is  stayed  on 
thee:  because  he  trusteth  in  thee"  (Isa.  26:3). 

To  be  able  to  keep  our  minds  sta^'ed  on  Him,  we  must  first  belong 
to  Him.  Jesus  savs:  "If  anv  man  hear  my  voice,  and  open  the  door,  I 
will  come  in"  (Rev.  3:20).

SPIRITUAL  GIANTS

Editor's  note:  Larry  Poland  graduated  from  Wheaton

for  one  of  his  senior  classes.  The  study  and  the  findings 
should  he  of  interest  to  every  meniher  of  The  Brethren 
Church.

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From  time  to  time  articles  appear 
in  leading  secular  and  religious  pub- 
lications with  titles,  such  as  "Why 
Not  a  Living  Wage  for  Ministers?" 
or  "Must  the  Parsonage  Be  a  Poor- 
house?"  The  pointed  titles  of  these 
articles  sometimes  become  even  more 
incisive  when  the  individual  answers 
the  questions  from  the  situation  of 
his  own  pastor.  To  examine  the 
standing  of  the  National  Fellowship 
of  Brethren  Churches  in  this  area, 
this  writer  undertook  a  study  which 
should  give  the  Brethren  laymen 
some  food  for  thought— yes,  even  food 
for   action. 

One  hundred  seventy-five  ques- 
tionnaires were  sent  in  December 
I960  to  the  Brethren  pastors  listed 
in  the  Brethren  AnniMl  asking  for  a 
quick  and  accurate  response  to  ques- 
tions concerning  their  salary,  travel, 
housing,  and  automobile  allowance, 
tenure  of  position,  indebtedness,  and 
social  security  standing.  An  open- 
ended  question  let  pastors  remark 
about  anything  that  "especially  con- 
cerns" them  in  this  area  of  their  life. 
The  response  was  very  gratifving. 
Social  researchers  say  the  usual  re- 
sponse from  a  mailed  questionnaire 
is  near  Uventy  percent  of  the  num- 
ber sent,  but  an  amazing  seventv 
percent  of  the  Brethren  pastors  re- 
sponded from  every  part  of  the  Na- 
tion. The  promise  to  guard  anony- 
mity, no  doubt,  prompted  the  pas- 
tors to  give  the  forthright  and  willing 
responses  received.  Then  again, 
maybe  this  area  of  personal  affairs 
is  of  particular  concern  to  pastors. 
Let  us  look  at  the  figures  and  see 
what  indications   they  might  give. 

Of  the  some  120  respondents,  112 
were  full-time  Brethren  ministers. 
These  pastors  received  cash  salaries 
from  $1000  to  $7000  with  the  median 
salary  being  $3,927.  The  salary  fig- 
ure does  not  tell  the  complete  story 
for  ministers,  however.  Allowances 
for  housing,  utiHties,  and  automobile 
need  some  computation.  The  avej-age 
Brethren  pastor  receives  a  total  re- 
muneration of  $5,194.68  annually 
including  salary  and  the  allowances 
mentioned  above. 

The  questionnaire  asked  ministers 
to  give  either  the  cash  allowance  or 
the  approximate  rental  value  of  the 
housing    pro\'ided    for    them.    This 


question  revealed  an  average  annual 
housing  allowance  of  $907.71  or 
roughly  seventy-five  dollars  a  month 
given  to  the  85  percent  of  pastors  re- 
ceiving any  allowance  for  hotising. 
In  the  metropolitan  areas  of  the  Na- 
tion, this  amount  would  hardly  care 
for  the  housing  of  a  pastor  and  his 
wife  to  say  nothing  of  a  family. 

Utilities  are  a  great  expense  to 
pastors  with  many  guests,  constant 
phone  calls,  and  many  times  impos- 
sible-to-heat parsonages.  Despite  these 
facts,  only  31  percent  of  the  respond- 
ents received  any  utilities  allowance, 
and  the  average  annual  allowance 
for  those  who  did  receive  it  was 
$230.65  or  barely  nineteen  dollars  a 
month. 

The  automobile  is  becoming  the 
American  citizen's  most  useful  and 
most  expensive  single  item.  And  per- 
haps no  one  uses  his  automobile  more 
than  the  minister.  Yet,  the  majoritv 
(55.3  percent)  of  Brethren  churches 
give  their  pastor  no  travel  expense 
or  auto  allowance  at  all.  One  pastor 
wrote  that  he  travels  "20,000  miles  a 
year  mostly  for  the  church."  The 
fortunate  44.7  percent  who  do  re- 
ceive some  travel  allowance  receive 
an  annual  average  of  $330.74  which 
would  cover  very  little  automobile 
expense  after  the  insurance  and  up- 
keep were  subtracted. 

The  suggestion  is  sometimes  made 
that  the  ministers  "do  pretty  well"  fi- 
nancially from  weddings,  funerals, 
and  such.  This  proved  to  be  not  the 
substantial  source  of  income  '<^'e  lay- 
men sometimes  think— with  Brethren 
pastors  at  least.  In  fact,  the  average  in- 
come from  "fees,  gifts,  and  perquis- 
ites" all  combined  was  a  nominal 
seventy-five  dollars  a  year— and  some 
of  this  was  given  to  help  on  National 
Conference  expense. 

What  about  National  Conference 
and  vacations?  Aiost  pastors  (85  per- 
cent) received  an  annual  two-week  va- 
cation, but  this  writer  strongly  sus- 
pects that  for  a  good  many  the  two 
weeks  of  "rest  and  relaxation"  turn 
out  to  be  two  weeks  of  strenuous 
travel  to  Winona  Lake  or  Estes  Park 
with  about  ten  hours  a  day  of  "re- 
laxing" board  meetings  and  business 
sessions  thrown  in  for  good  measure. 
No  doubt  some  pastors  go  back  to 
work  to  "rest  up." 


What  about  security  for  old  age  and 
retirement?  Do  Brethren  clergymen 
have  it?  Mr.  Layman,  place  your- 
self in  a  position  where  you  could 
ex-pect  a  change  of  employment  every 
four  and  one-half  years,  the  averaoe 
tenure  of  employment  for  Brethren 
ministers  questioned.  Then,  Mr. 
Lajonan,  ask  yourself  how  you  are 
going  to  save  up  for  old  age  when 
Federal  Social  Security  is  not  pro- 
vided unless  you  desire,  and  the  check 
you  get  is  already  so  small  that  vou 
cannot  afford  the  cost  of  the  program. 
Does  this  position  give  you  a  secure 
feeling?  Fortunately,  three-fourths  of 
our  clergymen  have  a  measure  of 
provision  through  the  Government 
program. 

Now  that  the  facts  of  the  pastoral 
financial  problems  have  been  pre- 
sented, perhaps  it  would  be  good  to 
look  at  the  reaction  of  the  pastors  to 
their  situation.  Are  they  disgruntled, 
disheartened,  or  ready  ;o  "go  on 
strike?"  From  the  sound  of  the  re- 
marks on  the  questionnaires  they  are 
not.  They  did  mention  their  needs, 
"adequate  parsonage,"  "allowance  for 
books  [the  pastor's  'tools']"  "above 
average  clothes,"  "driving  allowance." 
They  also  stated  their  problems: 
"wife  compelled  to  accept  emplo)- 
ment,"  "drive  schoolbus  to  supplement 
income,"  "how  to  plan  and  hope  to 
support  two  children  in  college." 
But  none  of  the  pastors  complained: 
"church  just  unable  ...  I  under- 
stand," "just  so  low  income  doesn't 
reflect  attitude  of  the  people  to- 
ward me,"  "peace  and  joy  of  being 
where  God  wants  you,"  "no  saving 
for  education,  no  equity  in  home, 
nothing  for  the  future,  but  Christian 
friends  and  loved  ones  .  .  .  Lord's  way 
of  sending  'ravens.'" 

Certainly  all  of  the  remarks  made 
by  the  dedicated  men  of  God  labor- 
ing in  our  denominaton  show  the 
earmarks  of  the  love  of  Christ,  the 
true  spirit  of  sacrifice  with  which 
they  entered  this  calling,  and  the 
spiritual  depth  from  which  these  al- 
truistic men  pour  out  the  living  water 
to  the  thirsty  men  and  women  of  our 
Nation  and  denomination. 

Perhaps  we  laymen  ought  to  take 
a  new  look  at  the  spiritual  giants  in 
our  midst— a  more  incisive  look.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  The 
State  of  Maryland  cannot  require  a 
public  office  holder  to  believe  in  God. 
So  says  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  holding  that  Article  37  of  the 
Maryland  State  Constitution  violates 
the  Bill  of  Rights  of  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution and  denies  "equal  protection 
of  the  laws"  to  its  citizens  in  viola- 
tion of  the  14th  Amendment.  The 
court  held  that  Roy  R.  Torcaso  of 
Silver  Springs,  Md.,  was  entitled 
to  a  commission  as  notary  public,  even 
though  he  refused  to  take  an  oath 
sa\ang  that  he  believed  in  a  Supreme 
Being.  The  controversial  article  of 
the  Maryland  Constitution  declares: 
"No  religious  test  ought  ever  to  be 
required  as  a  quaHfication  for  any 
office  of  profit  or  trust  in  this  State 
other  than  a  declaration  of  belief  in 
the  existence  of  God." 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  The 
House  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service 
Committee  has  voted  10  to  9  in  execu- 
tive session  to  table— and  thus  post- 
pone indefinitely— a  bill  which  would 
have  increased  the  postage  rate  for 
first  class  letters  to  five  cents  and  im- 
posed heavy  increases  on  the  rates 
charged  religious  and  other  non-profit 
periodicals  in  second  class  mail.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  The

parochial  and  private  schools. 

The  bill  was  then  sent  to  the  House 
Rules  Committee,  where  all  bills  on 
education  are  now  bottled  up,  re- 
portedly because  some  members  re- 
fuse to  clear  the  $2,484,000  public 
education  measure  for  discussion  by 
the  House  until  such  clearance  has 
been  given  to  National  Defense  Edu- 
cation Act  amendments  providing 
parochial  and  private  school  aid. 
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We  Dedicate  This  House 

Why  do  we  use  the  word  "dedicate"  so  frequendy  in 
our  Christian  phraseology?  We  do  this  because  the  word 
expresses  a  position  and  an  attitude  in  relation  to  our 
Lord.  Often  beHevers  "rededicate"  themselves  to  Christ. 
Houses,  furnishings,  buildings,  material  equipment  of 
all  kinds  are  dedicated  to  the  service  of  Christ.  By  doing 
all  of  this  we  mean  that  we  are  devoting  these  things  to 
God.  We  are  setting  them  apart  to  a  sacred  use  as  Solomon 
dedicated  the  Temple  and  its  furnishings  in  I  Kings, 
chapter  8.  This  is  an  act  of  Christian  worship  which 
should  go  on  constantly. 

In  The  Brethren  Church  extension  work  this  word  is 
used  manv  times  in  connection  with  newly  completed 
church  buildings.  The  Geistown  Brethren  Church,  fea- 
tured in  this  issue,  is  one  illustration  of  the  scores  of  times 
God  has  enabled  the  Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
to  assist  a  local  congregation  in  securing  its  own  church 
building.  The  day  of  dedication  is  a  glorious  climax  to 
months  of  construction  and  hard  work.  It  is  also  a  day 
of  beginning  a  full  program  of  church  activity  in  the 
nev\'  workshop  provided  by  the  Lord.  This  type  of  work 
is  very  close  to  the  heart  of  God.  It  is  His  will  that  it 
should  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

During  the  next  few  months,  Brethren  people  will  be 
thinking  definitely  and  prayerfully  about  Brethren  home 
missions  and  church  extension. 

The  question  is;  "How  dedicated  are  Brethren  people 
to  this  task?"  Is  there  a  consuming,  controlling,  motivat- 
ing passion  within  us  to  see  a  real  "break  through"  in 
church  extension  in  our  Fellowship?  Are  we  willing  to 
take  even  a  small  part  in  praying  and  giving?  Are  we 
willing  to  sacrifice  to  see  more  Brethren  churches  estab- 
lished across  America?  Unless  we  have  a  great  surge  of 
this  dedicated  effort  our  entire  denominational  work  will 
continue  to  suffer.  We  must  not  allow  this  to  happen. 
Every  member  of  The  Brethren  Church  praying  and 
2i\ina  must  be  our  goal!— L.  L.  Grubb

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Geistown  Dedicates  New  Edifice

In  Psalm  127:1  we  read:  "Except 
the  Lord  build  the  house,  they 
labour  in  vain  that  build  it."  The 
labor  of  the  congregation  of  the 
Geistown  Grace  Brethren  Church 
has  not  been  in  vain.  The  Lord  has 
built  another  new  house,  for  on  July 
9,  1961,  this  congregation  dedicated 
to  the  service  of  the  Lord  and  the 
salvation  of  lost  souls,  a  new  build- 
ing. 

The  Geistown  congregation  had 
its  inception  on  November  21,  1958. 
A  group  of  twenty  people  met  in  a 
home  for  prayer  and  the  considera- 
tion of  developing  a  soul-winning, 
Bible-teaching  mission  work  in  the 
Geistown  section  of  Johnstown, 
Pennsylvania.  Max  Fluke,  former 
construction  crew  foreman,  was  called 
to  be  the  first  pastor  of  the  church 
and  assumed  his  duties  on  julv  1, 
1960.  ■     ' 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new 
building  on  September  4,  1960  and 
construction  began  about  October  1. 
Pastor  Fluke  ^\'as  in  charge  of  the 
entire  construction  program.  Local 
men,  friends  and  members  of  the 
congregation,  were  hired.  This  pas- 
tor-contractor set-up  proved  to  be 
\'ery  successful. 

The  new  building,  42  feet  by  65 
feet  with  a  foyer  measuring  18  feet 
by  19  feet,  is  of  brick  and  nati\'e 
stone  veneer.  The  auditorium,  which 
will  seat  250  people,  lends  itself  with 
ease  to  the  worship  of  God.  The  walls 
are  of  exposed  block,  and  the  ceil- 
ing of  arches  and  exposed  wood 
decking.  Sunday-school  rooms  are 
provided  in  the  two  large  multi-pur- 
pose rooms  in  the  basement.  Class- 
rooms are  divided  by  the  use  of  vel- 
vet curtains.  The  large  lighted  cross 
on  the  large  stone  veneer  front  panel 
has  the  admiration  of  the  whole  com- 
munity. The  first  night  that  the 
cross  was  lit,  approximately  twenty- 
five  of  the  neighbors  gathered  to  ex- 
press their  delight  in  this  addition 
to  the  community.  This  beautiful 
building  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $9.13 
per  square  foot  or  a  total  of  $54,000. 
The  following  testimony  by  a  fam- 
ily of  the  community  will  give  some 


idea   of  the   effect   that   this  church 
has  had  upon  the  community: 

"We,  as  a  family,  are  happy  to 
welcome  the  Geistown  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  into  our  community. 
This  church  is  a  real  incentive  in 
our  lives,  and  we  know  that  others 
share  these  feelings.  It  is  good  to 
have  a  place  of  worship,  a  true  sym- 
bol of  God,  so  near."  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
James  Gregg. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  name  all 
those  who  had  a  part  in  the  building 
of  this  church.  But  there  are  some 
without  whose  assistance  this  build- 
ing would  not  have  become  a  reality. 
We  are  deeply  appreciative  of  the 
assistance  of  The  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  financially  and 
also  for  their  guidance  throughout 
the  existence  of  this  church.  We  are 
also  most  grateful  to  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  for  pro\'iding  us 
the  financing  needed  for  the  actual 
construction  of  our  church.  Of  courss, 
to  each  one  of  you  who  have  loaned 
money  to  the  Foundation  that  it 
might  be  available  to  use,  we  are 
most  grateful.  Our  thanks  also  must 
go  to  Rev.  Ralph  Hall,  and  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  architec- 
tural department  for  the  fine  set  of 
plans. 

The  Geistown  church  is  a  project 
of  the  East  District  Mission  Soard 
in  cooperation  with  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council.  To  the  East 
District  Mission  Board  this  congrega- 
tion  is  indebted  for  the  financial  and 
spiritual  guidance  throughout  their 
affiliation. 

Dedication  day  was  a  day  of  real 
blessing  to  all  in  attendance.  The 
day  began  with  our  Sunday  school  in 
charge  of  our  superintendent,  Mr.

DEDICATION  DAY 

GEISTOWN,     PA. 
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IT  WORKS  THREE  WAYS!

For  eleven  successive  Sundavs 
now,  with  only  one  exception,  we 
have  seen  one  or  more  decisions  for 
Christ  in  our  church  services.  T\\o 
thirds  of  these  decisions  have  come 
as  a  rather  direct  result  of  our  everv 
Monday  visitation  program.  Does  it 
thrill  us?  I'll  say  it  does!  And  we 
believe  it  has  brought  some  thrills 
to  heaven,  too. 

It  hasn't  always  been  this  wav. 
This  is  the  fruit  of  persistence  in  the 
Lord's  work.  Our  visitation  program 
began  over  sixteen  months  ago,  and 
it  was  quite  a  long  time  before  we 
saw  one  public  decision  as  a  result 
of  it.  We  didn't  even  see  much  fruit 
in  the  way  of  increased  attendance 
during  the  first  few  months.  But  we 
had  been  warned  to  expect  that  and 
to  persevere  anyway  so  that  didn't 
discourage  us. 

It  all  started  when  Dr.  Horace 
Dean  spent  three  days  with  us  in 
December  of  1959.  We  had  some 
public  services  and  seminars  with  him 
on  visitation  evangelism.  They  were 
well  attended,  and  our  people  were 
fired  up  for  the  task.  We  had  talked 
some  before  of  a  regular  visitation 
program,  but  this  provided  the  im- 
petus to  start.  We  made  rather  care- 
ful plans,  and  in  early  March  1960 
we  began  an  every  Monday  program. 
We  have  missed  only  about  eight 
weeks  from  that  day  to  this  and  those 
because  of  special  meetings,  holidays, 
and  a  two-week  lay-off  in  August. 

Shortly  after  we  began.  Rev.  Mark 
Malles,  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  was 
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with  us  for  a  week,  and  he  gave  a 
great  deal  of  help  and  encourage- 
ment to  us  in  the  program.  Our  whole 
setup  is  patterned  much  after  the 
one  which  has  been  successfullv 
operating  in  his  church. 

We  meet  each  Mondav  at  6  p.m. 
for  a  simple  but  tasty  dinner.  Dif- 
ferent cooks  take  turns  in  preparino 
the  meals,  and  there  are  usually  some 
teen-agers  along  to  do  the  dishes 
afterwards.  We  pass  the  basket  for 
the  dinner  price,  suggesting  fifty 
cents  per  adult,  children  free.  And 
we've  broken  even  on  the  dinners 
from  the  start.  Sometimes  we'll  go 
in  the  hole  a  litde  on  one,  and  gain 
a  litde  on  another.  Then  some  in- 
dividuals have  provided  special* din- 
ners occasionally  at  virtuallv  no  cost 
to  the  church. 

I  think  the  dinner  is  important  for 
several  reasons.  The  fellowship  is 
good.  It's  a  night  out  for  some  house- 
wives with  no  cooking  or  dishes  to 
worry  about  at  a  cost  no  greater  than 
eating  at  home.  It  enables  vou  to  set 
an  early  start  on  visitation  itself. 

We've  finished  dinner  by  6:30  and 
are  ready  for  assignments  and  in- 
structions, and  by  6:45  we're  ready 
to  leave  the  church. 

Preparing  the  assignments  is  mv 
main  Monday  task,  and  it  must  be 
carefullv  and  prayerfully  done.  Peo- 
ple sign  up  on  Sunday  whether 
they'll  be  there  for  the  visitation  pro- 
gram, so  I  make  up  the  teams  first. 
Husband  and  wife  teams  are  ideal. 
But   I   have  one  couple   that  comes 


eighteen  miles  from  North  Miami 
Beach  for  \'isitation  almost  every 
Monday,  and  another  that  comes 
eleven  miles  from  the  opposite  direc- 
tion, and  these  two  wives  like  to  be 
teamed  together,  and  the  husbands 
together,  so  on  their  respecti\'e  ways 
home,  they'll  have  more  to  talk  about 
concerning  their  calls!  I  like  to  vary 
the  teams  from  time  to  time,  too,  so 
everyone  will  get  ideas  from  \\'ork- 
ing  with  others. 

Now,  which  calls  to  assign  to 
uhich  teams?  That  is  settled  by 
prayer,  geographic  location,  common 
interest  factors,  and  particular  team 
abilities,  pretty  much  in  that  order. 
Each  team  ends  up  with  an  envelope 
with  four  to  eight  assignment  cards 
in  it,  and  each  card  has  a  record  of 
previous  calls  on  the  back,  and  a 
place  to  record  comments,  date,  and 
team  from  this  call. 

How  do  we  get  the  prospects  on 
whom  we  call?  Well,  there  are  visi- 
tors to  the  Sunday  school  or  church 
services.  We  try  to  call  on  them  the 
ne.xt  day.  Then  there  are  absentees. 
And  families  whose  children  come 
to  Sunday  school,  but  the  parents  do 
not.  And  there  are  new  residents  in 
the  community,  names  given  to  us  by 
people  in  the  church  or  others,  and 
other  sources  of  prospects.  If  we  run 
low  on  them,  we  canvass  an  area, 
door  to  door,  then  follow  up  the 
prospects  from  that  area. 

We've  had  no  specific  training 
program,  but  always  break  in  a  new 
visitor  with  an  experienced  one.  Our 
church  provided  a  book,  "Visitation 
Made  Easy"  by  C.  S.  Lovett,  for 
every  person  or  family  who  par- 
ticipated in  visitation.  We  discussed 
a  number  of  things  in  the  book, 
which  I  would  highly  recommend. 
We  always  seek  to  leave  some 
literature  in  every  home— a  church 
bulletin,  a  special  issue  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Herald,  a  gospel  tract  or 
booklet— according  to  the  need.  We 
rarely  repeat  a  call  on  a  home  oftener 
than  six  to  eight  weeks,  and  some- 
times much  less  often.  Usually,  we 
send  different  teams  on  these  re- 
peat calls. 

The  visitation  program  enriches 
the  lives  of  the  visitation  teams; 
enhances  the  reputation  of  the 
church  as  a  friendly  church;  and 
gets  results. 
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GOD  PROVIDED  FOR  GARDENA 


The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Gardena.  Cahfomia,  meeting  in  a 
communin-  building,  was  ad\"ised 
about  Mav  1  that  they  would  have  to 
relinquish  their  use  of  the  facilities 
within  a  few  weeks.  Immediately  the 
pastor,  people,  and  Brethren  Home 
Missions  directors  on  the  West 
Coast  began  to  search  for  new  quar- 
ters. There  seemed  to  be  no  place 
a\-ailable.  In  the  meantime  the  re- 
quest went  out  for  prayer  by  ever)- 
w  av  possible  and  the  Lord  ans\\  ered. 

A  good  location  opened  up  wixh 
some  income  property-  and  a  building 
which  had  been  used  as  a  church 
bv  another  denomination.  The  price 
was  much  less  than  asked  for  un- 
improved property-  in  the  pre\-ious 
contacts.  Possession  was  available 
within  thirt\-  days,  and  on  the  first 
Sundav  of  julv  the  Gardena  Breth- 
ren moved  into  their  new  location. 

Dr.  L.  L.  Grubb.  secretary-  of  The 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
was  in  California  and  brought  the 
initial  message  in  the  new  location. 
It  resulted  in  four  first-time  decisions 
for  Christ  and  two  rededications  of 
life.

FRUITS  OF  THE  FIELD

WTien  the  bounties  of  the  land  of 
Canaan  were  promised  to  Israel,  thev 
were  commanded:  'TTiou  shalt  not 
delav  to  offer  the  first  of  thv  ripe 
fruits"  (Exod.  22:29).  It  would  be  an 
unusual  sight  today  to  see  the  har- 
vests of  our  fields  and  orchards  car- 
ried to  the  Lord's  house.  But  there 
are  some  groups  and  indi\-iduals  in 
The  Brethren  Church  who  are  liter- 
ally presenting  their  produce  to  the 
Lord's  work.  This  goes  through  the 
process  of  picking,  cutting,  canning; 
then  it  arri\es  as  a  love  gift  on  a 
needy  mission  field  in  America— 
Navajoland. 

This  sf)ecial  ministr\'  began  back 
in  1956  among  the  women  of  some 
of  the  WMC  groups  of  the  West  and 
Northwest.  At  first  it  was  limited  to 
those  in  the  areas  of  available  fruits 


who  could  can  on  the  kitchen^stove. 
The  ne.\t  big  step  was  to  gain  ac- 
cess to  commercial  canneries  in  the 
Northwest  district  where  much  of 
the  work  could  be  done  with  ma- 
chineri'.  .As  the  project  grew-  big- 
ger than  a  few  women  could  handle, 
others  in  the  National  \\"MC  sent 
their  offerings  to  help  "redeem"  the 
cans  from  the  processors.  Each  vear 
the  combined  efforts  of  pickers,  can- 
ners.  and  givers  has  increased  until 
nearlv  all  the  fruits  and  vegetables 
ser\ed  in  the  Navajo  Boarding 
School  are  supplied  bv  this  ministn". 

Sjjecial  commendation  go  to  the 
ladies  of  the  churches  of  the  North- 
west district,  and  the  Cahfomia 
churches  at  Modesto  and  Beaumont 
for  the  work  of  growing  and  process- 
ing the  foods.  Manv  groups  and  in- 
di\iduals  have  since  joined  with  rhem 
in  the  annual  offering  for  this  proj- 


ect. Herritt  Trucking  Companv  of 
Sunnvside.  \\'ashington.  deser\es 
special  mention  for  the  voluntar%' 
hauling  of  the  canned  goods  as  far 
as  Phoenix.  .Arizona.  There  it  has 
been  stored  in  Sundav-school  rooms 
and  bedrooms  until  the  mission 
truck  could  complete  the  deliver)". 
One  recent  load  gathered  in  Mo- 
desto and  Beaumont  included  1,200 
jars  of  fruits. 

TTie  last  part  of  the  journey  is 
completed  from  storehouse  to  kit- 
chen in  the  arms  of  hungr\-  children. 
Tliere  manv  cans  are  opened  each 
dav  to  feed  the  more  than  sixt)-  chil- 
dren stud\ing  under  Christian  in- 
fluence in  the  Brethren  Navajo  Mis- 
sion School. 

As  the  earth  renew  s  its  \ield  each 
vear,  so  the  need  for  the  food  stuffs 
continues  with  growing  children  in 
Navajo  countrv.

What  Is  It? 

The  Brethren  Messianic  Testi- 
mony is  an  organization  which  was 
started  in  1950  by  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council,  and  retained 
to  reach  Je\\'ish  people  with  the  Gos- 
pel of  salvation  through  the  shed 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Brethren 
Messianic  Testimony  is  wholly 
under  the  control  of,  and  answerable 
to.  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  Inc.

At  the  present  time  the  personnel 
of  the  Brethren  Messianic  Testi- 
mony consists  of:  Superintendent- 
Rev.  Bruce  L.  Button.  Missionaries- 
Mrs.  Leanore  M.  Button,  and  Miss 
Isobel  C.  Fraser.  There  is  a  definite 
need  for  more  workers  in  the  Breth- 
ren Jewish  endeavor.  We  trust  it  will 
be  the  purpose  of  God  to  meet  this 
need  in  the  near  future  with  some  of 
our  consecrated  Brethren  youth. 

Where  Is  It? 

The  headquarters  of  the  Brethren 
Messianic  Testimony  is  located  at: 
469  North  Kings  Road,  Los  Angeles 
48,  California.  Telephone— WEb- 
ster  4-3485.  It  is  right  in  the  center 
of  the  Fairfax  district  of  Los  An- 
geles, and  it  is  the  largest  Jewish 
community  west  of  the  Mississippi 
River.  Ninety-nine  percent  of  the 
students  attending  Fairfax  High 
School  are  Jewish,  which  is  a  definite 
indication  of  the  high  concentration 
of  Jewish  people  in  this  area.  There 
are,  at  the  present  time,  over  225,- 
000  Jewish  people  living  in  the  nine 
hundred  blocks  that  comprise  the 
Fairfax  area  of  Los  Angeles,  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  area  is  not  static  as  to  popu- 
lation. Rather  it  is  growing  due  to 
the  fact  that  large  apartment  units 
are  replacing  single  residences.  In 
fact,  over  four  hundred  apartments 
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have  been  erected  in  the  area  in  the 
last  two  years.  These  without  excep- 
tion have  been  filled  with  Jewish 
families.  Apartments  are  still  being 
built!  The  challenge  which  faces 
The  Brethren  Church  in  this  area  is 
tremendous  and  it  MUST  be  met 
with  definite  action. 

How  It  Works 

The  work  of  the  Brethren  Mes- 
sianic Testimony  is  based  on  a  Home 
Visitation  program  and  Personal 
Contact!  A  portion  of  each  day 
is  oiven  to  House-to-House  calling. 
At  this  time  a  personal  attempt  is 
made  to  contact  an  occupant  of  each 
home;  talk  with  that  person  about 
Jesus,  the  Messiah,  as  He  is  set  forth 
in  the  Old  Testament  Scriptures;  and 
place  in  that  person's  hands  a  copy 
of  the  paper  called  "Mediator."  Bible- 
centered  tracts  are  always  enclosed 
in  this  paper.  A  record  card  is  kept 
for  each  home  contacted  and  the 
history  of  the  first  and  succeeding 
contacts  is  recorded  thereon  for  fu- 
ture reference. 

The  afternoon  period  of  each  day  is 
devoted  to  "call-back"  contacts.  These 
contacts  develop  from  those  who  evi- 
dence unusual  interest  when  con- 
tacted in  our  house-to-house  calling. 
When  we  call-back  on  these,  we  are 
able  to  get  into  the  home,  "open"  the 
Scriptures  to  them,  and  deal  with 
the  problem  of  personal  sin  and  of  its 
forgiveness  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Other  phases  of  our  work  are:  The 
Wednesday  Evening  Bible  Class.  The 
Friday  Evening  Bible  Class.  The 
Monday  Girls  (two  groups).  The 
Monday  A4en  (two  groups).  The 
Bible  Class  for  Jewish  Blind. 

The  Wednesday  and  Friday  Eve- 
ning Bible  classes  are  conducted  on  a 
Bible  teaching  basis  and  the  claims 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  are  present- 


ed from  the  entire  Word  of  God.  The 
Monday  Girls,  Monday  Men,  and 
Jewish  Blind  group  are  also  conducted 
for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  the 
Jew  with  Jesus  Christ,  his  Messiah, 
Saviour,  and  God.  There  is  not  one 
activity  of  the  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony  that  is  not  Bible  and 
Christ  centered! 

How  Is  It  Supported? 

Since  The  Brethren  Messianic 
Testimony  is  a  denominational  organ- 
ization of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Churches,  it  cannot  do  as  inter-deno- 
minational missions  and  appeal  to 
churches  of  all  denominations.  Rather 
it  can  only  turn  to  our  Brethren 
churches  for  support.  While  the 
Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  is  con- 
trolled by  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council,  and  while  the  Council 
handles  the  Testimony's  finances, 
nevertheless,  none  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sions offering  is  used  to  finance  the 
Brethren  Jewish  work.  The  Brethren 
Messianic  Testimony  is  supported  by 
those  funds  received  by  the  Council 
and  earmarked  for  the  Brethren 
Jewish  work.  It  is  the  specific  gifts 
and  prayers  of  Brethren  people  for 
the  Brethren  Jewish  work  that  make 
the  Brethren  Mission  in  Fairfax  a 
reality! 

And  so  our  Brethren  church  has 
the  unique  distinction  of  being  one 
of  the  very  few  denominations  which 
is  telling  forth  the  Gospel  of  salva- 
tion to  the  Jewish  people.

"For  as  ye  [gentiles]  in  times  past 
have  not  believed  God,  yet  have  now 
obtained  mercy  through  their  [the 
Jews]  unbelief:  even  so  have  these 
[Jews]  also  now  not  believed,  that 
through  your  [you  gentiles]  mercy 
they  [the  Jews]  also  may  obtain 
mercy"  (Rom.   11:30-31).

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The  Superstate  and  Education 


By  Herman  A.  Hoyt,  Th.D. 
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The  sv\'iftly  moving  events  of  the 
present  hour  are  converging  on  the 
time  of  the  end.  The  lateness  of  the 
hour  is  apparent,  but  no  one  knows 
how  late.  Viewed  in  the  light  of 
prophecy,  it  would  appear  that  the 
time  for  the  ushering  out  of  this 
present  order  and  the  ushering  in  of 
a  new  order  is  at  the  very  doors.  It 
is  therefore  high  time  for  the  voices 
who  speak  for  God  to  cry  aloud  and 
spare  not.  And  it  is  time  for  the 
church  to  hear  the  voice  of  the  pro- 
phetic word:  "For  the  time  is  at 
hand"  (Rev.    1:3;  22:10). 

The  political  and  religious  scene 
is  moving  swifdy  into  the  pattern  of 
events  set  forth  in  the  prophetic 
word.  For  most  students  of  prophecy 
these  aspects  of  eschatological  events 
of  the  end  time  are  more  obvious. 
But  the  ramifications  are  little  real- 
ized. In  some  small  way  students  of 
prophecy  recognize  the  necessity  for 
widespread  preparation  for  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  superchurch  and  the 
superstate,  but  they  little  realize  the 
nature  of  that  preparation. 

The  Plans  in  the  Making 

Less  than  a  decade  and  a  half  ago 
the  United  Nations  came  into  exis- 
tence. It  took  on  proportions  that 
were  never  a  part  of  the  League  of 
Nations  and  commended  itself  to  the 
government  of  the  United  States  of 
America.  On  its  face  its  purpose  was 
to  promote  good  international  rela- 
tions to  the  end  of  maintaining  peace 
among  the  nations  of  the  world.  This 
is  one  aspect  of  this  giant  organiza- 
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tion  of  nations  that  has  been  con- 
stantly before  the  public.  And  it  is 
this  one  thing  that  has  gradually 
been  winning  approval  from  rank 
and  file  of  the  citizens  of  this  land, 
and  for  that  matter  of  the  world. 

Anv  thinking  individual  must 
conclude  that  this  great  organization 
is  far  more  complex  than  it  appears  on 
the  surface.  It  must  be  recognized 
that  the  divisions  and  departments  of 
this  organization  are  multiple,  all  of 
them  working  under  a  common  pur- 
pose and  toward  a  common  end  to 
accomplish  the  gigantic  task  of  pro- 
moting peace.  The  superplan  must 
inevitably  provide  for  peace  not 
only  for  the  present,  but  also  for  the 
future.  And  this  plan  must  of  neces- 
sity envision  an  organization  that  en- 
larges and  solidifies  and  finally  be- 
comes absolute  and  universal. 

To  accomplish  this  feat,  there  must 
of  necessity  be  a  preparation  of  the 
minds  of  the  peoples  of  all  sovereign 
states.  They  must  be  prepared  to 
surrender  their  sovereignty  for  the 
common  good  of  the  whole.  This  re- 
quires education.  Therefore,  from  the 
very  outset  of  the  United  Nations 
there  has  been  a  division  of  it  known 
as  UNESCO-The  United  Nations 
Educational,  Scientific,  and  Cultural 
Organization.  It  has  been  the  pur- 
pose of  this  division  to  conceive,  pro- 
duce, provide,  and  promote  a  master 
plan  for  the  education  and  prepara- 
tion of  the  peoples  of  the  world  for 
world  government.  To  the  average 
person  the  plan  up  to  this  point  is 
quite  acceptable.  It  is  the  application 
of  the  plan  that  brings  the  problems. 

The    Plot    Against    Freedom    of 
Education 

At  first  glance  the  plans  of 
UNESCO  would  never  be  regarded 
as  a  plot  against  the  freedom  of  edu- 
cation in  this  land.  In  a  series  of  nine 
volumes  prepared  by  this  organiza- 
tion, the  procedure  is  outlined,  and  it 
goes  under  the  very  acceptable  title, 
"Toward  World  Understanding." 
The  titles  on  these  various  books  are 
very  disarming:  (1)  Some  Suggestions 
on  Teaching  About  the  U.N.  and 
Its  Specialized  Agencies;  (2)  The  Edu- 
cation and  Training  of  Teachers;  (3) 
A  Selected  Bibliography;  (4)  The  U. 
N.  and  World  Citizenship;  (5)  In 
The  Classroom  with  Children  Under 


13  Years  of  Age;  (6)  The  Influence 
of  Home  and  Community  on  Chil- 
dren Under  13  Years  of  Age;  (7) 
Some  Suggestions  on  the  Teaching 
of  Geography;  (8)  A  Teachers' 
Guide  to  the  Declaration  of  Human 
Rights;  (9)  Some  Suggestions  on 
Teaching  World  History. 

From  the  Congressional  Record 
this  statement  describes  the  pro- 
cedure adopted  by  these  booklets. 
"They  begin  by  advancing  the  totally 
un-American  doctrine  that  the  prime 
function  of  public  education  in  the 
United  States  must  be  that  of  cap- 
turing the  minds  of  our  children,  at 
the  earliest  possible  age,  for  the  cause 
of  political  world  government." 
Every  teacher,  every  subject,  and 
every  moment  of  school  hours  are  to 
be  carefully  directed  to  accomplish 
this  purpose.  There  is  to  be  an  elimi- 
nation of  everything  that  would  in 
any  way  produce  loyalty  to  the  Na- 
tion on  the  one  hand,  and  a  supple- 
menting with  everything  that  will 
in  any  way  produce  world-minded- 
ness  on  the  other. 

The  procedures  are  augmented  by 
a  number  of  things  in  order  to  in- 
sure success.  Not  only  are  methods 
employed  to  discourage  patriotism, 
but  these  include  definite  efforts  to 
destroy  parental  control,  corrupt  the 
morals  of  the  children,  suppress  the 
truth,  and  poison  the  minds  of  these 
teachers. 

The  Promotion  of  the  Scheme 

UNESCO  has  been  able  to  carry 
its  plan  so  far  that  they  are  being 
implemented  by  legislation  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States.  A  bill 
known  as  "Convention  Against  Dis- 
crimination in  Education"  may 
shortly  come  before  the  United  States 
Senate  in  the  form  of  a  treaty.  Rati- 
fication of  this  treaty  would  deliver 
the  entire  American  educational 
system  into  the  UNESCO-interna- 
tional control.  National,  State,  and 
local  control  of  education  would  dis- 
appear immediately. 

It  is  difficult  to  think  that  such  a 
thing  could  happen.  But  on  the 
other  hand,  the  movement  in  the 
thinking  of  the  citizens  of  this  coun- 
try, including  those  who  sit  in  high 
places  in  the  Government,  has  shift- 
ed, and  how  far,  it  is  impossible  to 
estimate.   Under  the  guise  of  good, 


our  own  Congressman  could  be  swept 
into  a  vote  for  something  that  in  its 
working  could  produce  nothing  but 
a  loss  of  freedom,  and  a  loss  of  free- 
dom at  a  point  where  eventually  we 
could  lose  all  our  freedoms. 

The  preciousness  of  our  freedom, 
especially  in  education,  needs  to  be 
sounded  again.  The  precariousness  of 
the  situation  only  emphasizes  the 
value  of  our  freedom.  If  the  freedom 
of  education  is  lost,  the  foundation  is 
then  laid  for  the  loss  of  every  other 
freedom  that  we  count  a  part  of  the 
American  way  of  life. 

The  Pertinency  to  the  Church 

To  the  church  there  is  a  freedom 
that  rises  even  above  that  of  educa- 
tion, and  that  is  the  freedom  of  reli- 
gion. But  freedom  of  religion  and 
freedom  of  education  are  vitally  asso- 
ciated. They  cannot  be  separated. 
If  freedom  of  education  is  lost,  this 
will  penetrate  farther  than  the  pub- 
lic school.  It  will  include  every  pri- 
vate and  parochial  school  as  well. 
This  will  mean  a  definite  change  in 
the  curriculum  of  the  private  and 
parochial  school.  Such  change  will 
strike  at  the  very  heart  of  true  re- 
ligion, which  is  truth. 

Truth  as  it  is  set  forth  in  the  Bible 
is  the  very  foundation  for  conserva- 
tive Christianity.  Liberalism,  the  re- 
jection of  the  Bible,  now  sweeping 
through  Christendom,  will  thus  be 
aided,  bringing  on  not  onlv  limitation 
of  operation  for  believers,  but  also 
persecution  for  those  who  refuse  to 
conform  to  the  limitations.  This 
can  result  in  widespread  destruction 
of  the  forces  of  true  Christianity. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  the 
church  has  the  largest  stake  of  all 
in  the  proposed  legislation.  Not  only 
will  civil  and  educational  liberties 
be  lost,  but  even  more  important 
than  those,  religious  liberty  will  be 
lost,  for  they  all  go  together.  Though 
the  loss  of  all  these  appear  in  the 
prophetic  picture  of  the  end  time,  it 
is  the  business  of  the  believer  to  do 
all  he  can  to  prevent  the  loss  of  them. 
This  can  well  mean  that  every  energy 
should  be  bent  in  the  direction  of 
bringing  pressure  to  bear  upon  our 
Congressmen.  But  it  certainly  means 
that  this  is  a  time  for  prayer  and  new 
dedication  to  the  task  committed  to 
us.  Now  is  the  rime  to  act. 
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". . .  and  God  said"

"There  are  two  excellent  books 
which  the  great  God  has  published 
for  the  instruction  and  edification  of 
the  children  of  men.  Psalm  19  treats 
of  them  both,  and  recommends  them 
both  to  our  diligent  study.  The  first 
may  be  called  the  book  of  the  crea- 
tures, in  which  we  may  easily  read 
the  power  and  Godhead  of  the  Crea- 
tor. The  second  is  the  book  of  the 
Scriptures  which  make  known  to  us 
the  will  of  God  concerning  duty"— 
Matthew  Henry. 

It  is  unfair  to  detract  from  David's 
great  master  portrait  in  his  psalm  by 
calling  it  an  extravagant  use  of  "po- 
etic license."  In  a  New  Testament 
passage,  which  can  hardly  be  called 
poetry,  Paul  agrees  with  David  by 
saying:  "The  invisible  things  of  him 
from  the  creation  of  the  world  are 
clearly  seen,  being  understood  [per- 
ceived] through  the  things  that  are 
made,  even  his  eternal  power  and 
Godhead;  so  that  they  are  without 
excuse"  (Rom.  1:20). 

Very  simply  stated  this  means  that 
the  material  universe  was  made  by 
the  majestic  hand  of  God,  and  that 
man  has  no  excuse  for  his  unbelief  in 
the  power  and  glory  of  the  God  who 
made  and  arranged  it  all.  Reverent 
men  of  science  take  this  view.  Dr. 
Victor  Francis  Hess,  Nobel  prize 
winner  for  the  discovery  of  cosmic 
rays,  relates  that  "Much  of  my  early 
research  was  conducted  in  an  observa- 
tory on  the  top  of  a  mountain  of  the 
Austrian  Alps,  7,000  feet  above 
sea  level.  It  was  wonderful  to  do  use- 
ful work  in  such  a  spot.  It  was  easy  to 
feel  oneself  near  to  God."  On  an- 
other occasion  Dr.  Hess  said:  "A  good 
religious  education,  combined  wdth 
scientific  training,  tends  to  give  a 
scientist  a  better  understanding  both 
of  nature  and  of  human  hfe."  Dr. 
Arthur  H.  Compton,  Nobel  Laureate, 
Chancellor  of  Washington  Univer- 
sity, St.  Louis,  Missouri,  said:  "A 
world  that  has  science  needs  as 
never  before  the  inspiration  and  di- 
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rection  that  religion  has  to  offer." 
The  "Book  of  the  Creatures"  desig- 
nate two  areas  of  revelation— the 
heavens,  and  the  firmament.  The 
first  of  these  identifies  that  vast  un- 
measured space  wherein  myriads  of 
galaxies  of  unnumbered  stars  move 
in  perfect  rhythm  around  some  cen- 
tral sun.  David  did  not  have  a  mod- 
ern 200  inch  telescope  with  which 
to  view  the  heavens.  As  he  watched 
over  his  flocks  by  night,  or  slept  in 
the  open  fields  with  the  armies  of  Is- 
rael, he  learned  the  music  and  the 
story  of  the  stars.  Though  they  were 
"without  speech  or  language,"  they 
were  possessed  of  a  majesty  and  a 
beauty  of  movement  that  spoke  to 
him  of  the  glory  and  power  of  God. 
Job  was  thinking  of  the  same  heav- 
ens when  he  said:  "By  his  Spirit  he 
hath  garnished  the  heavens;  his  hand 
hath  formed  the  crooked  serpent." 
To  garnish  is  to  make  beautiful  with 
decorations.  God  is  the  great  artist 
of  the  universe.  He  is  a  lover  of 
things  beautiful.  What  purpose  do 
the  stars  ser\'e  in  their  far  distant 
spheres?  Are  they  inhabited?  Do  they 
serve  our  earth,  or  effect  our  lives 
in  any  way?  We  may  not  know  the 
answers  to  these  questions,  but  it  is 
altogether  in  keeping  wdth  the  nature 
of  God  to  believe  that,  if  for  no  other 
purpose,  he  planted  them  there  just 
to  adorn  His  creative  work  and  to 
make  beautiful  the  dwelling-place  of 
His  creatures  on  the  earth. 

Kirtley  F.  Mather,  professor  of 
geology.  Harvard  University— a  man 
who  had  access  to  all  the  modern 
instruments  and  scientific  informa- 
tion available  said:  'We  live  in  a 
universe,  not  of  chance  or  caprice, 
but  of  law  and  order.  Its  administra- 
tion has  certainly  not  been  function- 
ing in  a  blind  mechanical  manner. 
This  administration  is  completely 
rational  and  worthy  of  the  utmost 
respect.  Dr.  Mather  looked  upon  this 
grand  stage  of  intelligent  design,  pat- 
tern   and    function    and    called    it 


Creative  Power.  David  saw  the  same 
thing  and  cried  out:  "The  heavens 
declare  the  glory  of  God." 

The  "firmament"  is  the  heavens 
immediately  above  and  around  us— 
that  space  in  which  the  clouds  float 
and  the  birds  fly.  Here,  too,  is  seen 
the  handiwork  of  God.  Fingerprints 
at  the  scene  of  a  crime  may  become 
the  evidence  by  which  the  criminal 
is  convicted.  David  beholds  the  won- 
ders of  the  firmament  and  says  that 
God  has  left  the  imprint  of  His 
creative  hand  there,  and  he  bows  in 
worship.  Job  is  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  wonders  of  the  firmament 
when  God  interrogates  him  by  ask- 
ing: "Hast  thou  entered  into  the 
treasures  of  the  snow?  or  has  thou 
seen  the  treasures  of  the  hail  .  .  . 
by  which  way  is  light  parted,  which 
scattereth  the  east  winds  upon  the 
earth?  Who  hath  divided  a  water- 
course for  the  overflowing  of  waters, 
or  a  way  for  the  lightning  of  thun- 
der; to  cause  it  to  rain  on  the  earth, 
where  no  man  is?  .  .  .  Hath  the  rain 
a  father?  or  who  hath  begotten  the 
drops  of  dew?  Out  of  whose  vi'omb 
came  the  ice?  And  the  hoary  frost 
of  heaven,  who  hath  gathered  it?" 
(Job  38:22-29.) 

Herein  is  described  the  matchless 
power  and  wisdom  of  God  in  things 
beyond  man's  control,  yet  within 
the  everyday  range  of  his  experience 
and  observation.  We  stand  in  awe 
and  amazement  as  we  behold  the 
wonders  God  hath  wrought.  We  join 
Da\'id  in  exulting,  "Day  unto  day 
uttereth  speech,  and  night  unto  night 
sheweth  knowledge." 

Friend,  the  God  who  made  and 
controls  all  these  things  is  my  Heav- 
enly Father.  Is  He  yours?  He  is  not 
only  strong  to  create,  but  He  is  ten- 
der and  loving.  His  compassions  fail 
not.  He  is  not  willing  that  any  should 
perish.  Jesus  once  said  that  if  men 
should  hold  their  peace  and  cease 
to  adore  Him  "The  stones  would 
immediately  cry  out."  It  is  better  to 
know  Him  than  to  admire  the  beauty 
of  his  handiwork.  We  are  not  to 
worship  the  created  things,  but  the 
Creator.  He  is  more  lovely  than  all 
the  works  of  His  hands.  Blessed  are 
all  they  that  put  their  trust  in  Him.

"But  what  can  I  do,  I  am  only  one 
out  of  182,000,000  Americans?"  This 
question  has  been  asked  so  often  that 
it  requires  a  careful  answer  in  the 
light  of  the  circumstances  within 
our  country  and  the  international 
crises  as  well.  Several  suggestions 
will  be  given  in  this  article  to  enable 
you  to  take  positi\'e  action  in  vour 
community,  action  which  when 
joined  with  others  like  vou  all  across 
the  country  can  have  the  effect  of 
changing  the  course  of  events  as  they 
appear  now. 

The  first  suggestion  is  basic  to  all 
of  the  others.  Be  willing  to  take  the 
time  and  effort  to  he  well  inforvied 
ahotit  communism.  There  is  no 
short-cut  to  becoming  well  informed. 
A  wealth  of  materials  has  become 
available  in  recent  years,  but  with 
careful  selection  some  of  the  best 
can  be  obtained.  Without  going  into 
detail  there  are  many  government 
publications  which  you  can  receive 
from  your  Congressman.  If  the  mail- 
ing list  of  the  House  Committee  on 
Un-American  Activities  is  not  full, 
you  can  have  your  name  and  address 
placed  on  it  to  receive  all  of  the  pub- 
lished reports  of  this  important  com- 
mittee. In  the  Senate,  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Judiciary  has  a  subcom- 
mittee which  is  designed  to  investi- 
gate the  administration  of  the  Inter- 
nal Security  Act  and  other  internal 


security  laws.  The  Honorable  James 
O.  Eastland  is  its  chairman.  Again, 
you  can  have  your  name  added  to 
its  mailing  list.  Other  publications, 
not  issued  by  these  two  committees, 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Government 
Printing  Office,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Consult  current  magazines  which 
are  not  afraid  to  discuss  the  subject 
of  communism  and  socialism  truth- 
fully and  fairly.  The  editorial  policy 
of  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  the  U . 
S.  News  and  World  Report,  The 
National  Revieiv  among  others  is 
such  as  to  provide  you  with  useful 
information  in  your  attempt  to  be- 
come knowledgeable  on  this  subject. 

A  whole  bookshelf  has  been  re- 
leased over  the  past  years,  both  hard- 
back and  softback  editions.  Two  very 
fine  books  of  the  softback  variety  are 
Masters  of  Deceit  by  J.  Edgar 
Hoover,  and  The  God  That  Failed 
which  is  a  symposium  of  six  ex-Com- 
munists  who  discuss  their  disappoint- 
ments with  the  Communist  Part)'. 
Both  of  these  books  can  be  found  in 
large  drugstores  or  newsstands.  The 
Overstreets  have  given  an  interest- 
ing and  intelligent  presentation  in 
their  book  What  We  Must  Know 
About  Communism.  This  book  is 
available  from  the  W.  W.  Norton 
Co.,  New  York  City  for  $3.95.  An- 
other excellent  book  is  The  Naked 
Communist   by  W.   Cleon    Skousen 


published  by  The  Ensign  Publishing 
Co.,  Salt  Lake  City  and  can  be  pur- 
chased for  $4.95.  In  the  book  A  Guide 
to  Anti-Communist  Action,  written 
by  Anthony  T.  Bouscaren  and  re- 
leased by  Henry  Regnery  Company 
of  Chicago,  you  will  find  many  sug- 
gestions of  anti-Communist  activity. 
It  is  well  worth  the  price  of  four  dol- 
lars. Finally,  the  book  You  Can  Trust 
the  Cominunists  by  Fred  Schwarz, 
printed  by  Prentice-Hall  of  Engle- 
wood  Cliffs,  New  Jersey,  should  be 
included.  Its  cost  is  $2.95.  These 
books  are  not  written  in  the  stiff  style 
of  the  profession,  but  rather  in  a  style 
which  the  layman  can  appreciate 
and  read  with  profit. 

If  the  reader  becomes  interested  in 
this  subject  and  would  like  to  have 
information  which  does  not  come 
from  the  anti-communist  viewpoint, 
many  booklets  of  Lenin  and  Stalin, 
as  well  as  Khrushchev,  are  available 
from  International  Publishers  in  New 
York.  This  is  the  Russian  agency  in 
the  United  States  for  such  materials. 

Going  a  step  further  in  this  plan 
to  become  informed,  it  is  suggested 
that  a  weekly  paper  would  supply 
up-to-date  information.  The  "Human 
Events"  publication  appears  ^veekly 
and  is  issued  from  408  First  Street,

The  true  worship  of  God  and  the 
singing  of  praises  with  gladness  are 
inseparably  linked  together.  In  the 
darker  period's  of  Israel's  history,  the 
house  of  the  Lord  was  forsaken:  the 
doors  of  the  porch  were  shut  up;  the 
lamps  were  put  out;  no  incense  was 
burned;  no  Burnt  Offerings  were  of- 
fered;  and  the  songs  of  Zion  were 
hushed.  But  when  revival  came  the 
ordained  forms  of  worship  were  re- 
stored, and  once  again  the  voices  and 
instruments  joined  to  swell  the  praises 
of  Jehovah  (II  Chron.  29:20-30). 

The  earlv  Christian  church  was 
characterized  b^'  a  living  and  vital 
faith,  and  its  membership  e.xhibited 
a  spirit  of  joy  and  victory  which  was 
reflected  in  its  singing.  From  their 
prison  cell  Paul  and  Silas  sang  songs 
of  praise  unto  God.  Clement  of 
Alexandria,  a  hymnv^Titer  of  the  sec- 
ond century,  wrote  in  a  letter  to  a 
friend:  "We  cultivate  our  fields, 
praising;  we  sail  the  seas,  hvmning; 
our  lives  are  filled  with  prayers  and 
praises  and  Scripture  readings,  before 
meals  and  before  bed,  and  even  dur- 
ing the  night.  By  this  means  we  unite 
ourselves  to  the  heavenly  choir." 

Even    in    the    midst   of    suffering 

o 

hardship,  persecution,  and  martyr- 
dom, the  early  Christians  maintained 
a  spirit  of  victory,  and  in  them  it 
would  seem  that  the  desire  of  the 
Lord  was  fulfilled:  that  His  joy  might 
remain  in  them,  and  that  their  joy 
might  be  full.  According  to  the  his- 
torian Josephus,  Chrisdans  awaiting 
death  in  the  coliseum  would  sing  so 
joyously  and  loudly  that  their  sing- 
ing could  be  heard  above  the  roars 
of  the  hungry  lions  and  the  shout- 
ing of  the  bloodthirsty  spectators. 

Through  the  centuries  there  have 
always  been  congregations  of  devout 
believers  who  have  sung  praises  and 
worshiped  according  to  the  exhorta- 
tion of  Paul  that  we  teach  and  ad- 
monish one  another  "in  psalms  and 
hymns  and  spiritual  songs,  singino 
with   grace  in   your   [our]   hearts  to 
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the  Lord"  (Col.  3:16).  John  Huss,  the 
leader  of  the  Bohemian  Brethren,  en- 
couraged singing  on  the  part  of  his 
followers.  Not  long  before  he  was 
burned  at  the  stake  in  1415  he  said: 
"We  preach  the  gospel  not  onlv  from 
the  pulpit  but  also  by  hymns." 

But  on  a  more  universal  scale  the 
professing  church  went  far  afield, 
having  a  form  of  godliness  but  de- 
nying the  power  thereof.  Almost  uni- 
\'ersally  the  voice  of  the  congregation 

o      o 

was  silenced  while  a  trained  priest- 
hood performed  the  musical  forms 
that  were  retained,  singing  in  the 
Latin  language,  a  tongue  which  com- 
municated very  little  to  the  worship- 
ers. 

With  the  great  German  reforma- 
tion there  came  to  the  church  not 
only  a  purification  of  doctrine  and 
practice,  but  a  restoration  of  con- 
gregadonal  singing.  The  hearts  of 
men  were  made  to  rejoice  in  the  glor- 
ious truth  of  a  free  salvation,  and  their 
unbounded  joy  was  expressed  most 
naturally  as  their  voices  united  to 
sing  the  songs  of  redemption.  Two 
of  the  greatest  contributions  of  Mar- 
tin Luther  are  the  translation  of  the 
Scriptures  into  the  common  tongue, 
and  the  restoradon  of  the  hymnal 
to  the  congi-egation.   It  was  his  ob- 


servation that  from  the  Bible  God 
speaks  to  us,  and  from  the  hymnal  we 
speak  to  God. 

Much  of  Luther's  success  has  been 
attributed  to  his  songs  and  his  use 
of  singing.  His  followers  gathered 
together  in  great  crowds  for  song- 
fests,  and  the  music  swept  across 
Germany  like  a  tidal  wave.  His 
Catholic  opponents  charged  that 
"His  songs  have  damned  more  souls 
than  all  his  books  and  speeches." 
They  also  lamented  that  "The  whole 
people  is  singing  itself  into  the  Luth- 
eran doctrine." 

The  followers  of  Calvin,  like  those 
of  Luther,  needed  a  vocal  outlet  for 
their  Christian  joy,  and  their  leader 
encouraged  mass  singing.  Calvin  is 
largely  responsible  for  the  production 
of  a  collecdon  of  metrical  Psalms 
which  reached  sixt)'-four  editions  in 
its  first  four  years. 

The  Wesleys  were  convinced  that 
congregational  hvmn  singing  deserved 
an  important  place  in  Christian  wor- 
ship. John  Wesley  translated  many 
German  hymns  into  the  English 
language,  and  his  brother  Charles 
v^'rote  more  than  six  thousand  original 
hymns.  These  served  the  Wesleyan

Is  the  New  English  Bihle:  New 
Testament  the  best  modern  speech 
translation  to  buv?  Or  is  it  just  an- 
other version  added  to  the  many 
twentieth  century  Enghsh  render- 
ings of  God's  Word  appearing  on 
the  market? 

Before  deciding  on  any  of  the  new 
Bibles  the  buyer  should  decide  what 
kind  of  Bible  he  wants.  Some  of  the 
contemporary  translations  are  intend- 
ed to  show  the  current  research  being 
done  in  Bible  manuscript  studies. 
Others  are  designed  as  the  latest  word 
in  textual  criticism.  There  are  mod- 
ern English  Bibles  made  to  reflect 
the  tenets  of  particular  church  groups. 
Adany  New  English  Bibles  mirror  the 
scholastic  skill  (or  lack  of  it)  and  in- 
terpretation of  individual  translators. 
There  are  modern  versions  prepared 
with  explanatory  notes,  in  the  text 
or  as  marginal  readings,  as  stud\'  aids. 
Some  of  the  Bibles  published  in  re- 
cent years  have  the  purpose  of  being 
used  devotionally. 

After  the  preface  or  introduction  in 
a  new  English  Bible  has  been  ex- 
amined to  find  the  purpose  of  the 
translator  or  editors,  the  buyer  may 
be  better  able  to  decide  the  version 
he  desires.  But  there  are  still  other 
factors   worth    considering. 

Just  because  an  up-to-date  version 


has  a  pleasing  st\le  or  a  current  vo- 
cabulary may  not  make  a  new  Eng- 
lish   Bible    a    reverent    handling    of 

o 

God's  Word.  It  is  possible  to  convert 
the  Bible  from  its  original  Hebrew 
and  Greek  \yording  into  English 
phraseology  so  mechanically  as  to 
kill  the  spirit  of  Holy  Scripture.  Or 
a  contemporary  English  translation 
can  be  so  free  flowing  as  to  detract 
from  the  meaning  of  the  Bjjple  mes- 
sage. Indeed,  some  editions  have  come 
so  close  to  being  slang  that  they  are 
inexact  interpretations  of  God's 
Word.  Nor  is  the  translation  neces- 
sarily desirable  that  seeks  to  conform 
slavishly  the  English  text  to  the  gram- 
matical structure  of  the  original  Bible 
tongues  so  that  the  new  version  is 
caged  in  stilted,  unnatural  English. 
What  are  the  qualifications  of  the 
translator  or  editor?  Has  he  proper 
technical  training?  Is  his  translation 
based  only  on  some  "pet"  printed  text 
of  the  Hebrew  Old  Testament  or 
Greek  New  Testament?  Are  his 
notes  just  a  repetition  of  the  textual 
apparatus  collected  from  another's 
work?  Does  the  translator  indicate 
that  his  English  translation  is  due  to 
competent  personal  handling  and 
understanding  of  Bible  manuscripts 
and  pertinent  research  data?  These 
same    questions   can    be    posed   con- 


cerning the  personnel  of  translations 
made  by  committees.  Also  in  the  case 
of  versions  made  by  groups  sponsored 
by  church  organizations,  the  theo- 
logical bias  of  such  a  new  English 
Bible  should  be  checked. 

Does  the  modern  speech  Bible  en- 
courage the  reader  to  study  to  show 
himself  approved,  a  workman  not 
ashamed?  The  worthwhile  new  Eng- 
lish Bible  is  not  contrived  to  supplant 
any  recognized  version,  such  as  the 
Authorized  or  American  Standard 
Version  as  the  main  reason  for  being. 
A  useful  modern  Bible  or  New  Testa- 
ment may  act  as  an  auxiliary  study 
tool.  The  worthwhile  version  will 
not  so  load  its  text  with  explanatory 
materials  that  the  reader  cannot  dis- 
tinguish clearly  the  actual  Bible 
wording  from  the  translator's  infor- 
mation. 

In  the  end  the  desirable  new 
English  Bible  will  do  three  things 
for  the  serious  Bible  student: 

Make  the  Bible  come  alive,  caus- 
ing the  living  Word,  Jesus  Christ,  to 
be  a  reality  in  the  believer's  life. 

Help  the  reader  to  divide  the  Word 
of  God  rightly. 

Cause  the  lover  of  Scripture  to  re- 
joice as  one  that  finds  great  spoil  (or 
treasure)  (Ps.  119:162). 
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ultraconservative  policy.  A  paper,  not 
nearly  so  extensive  or  expensive,  is 
the  "Life  Line"  edited  by  Wayne 
Paucher  located  at  410  First  Street, 
S.E.,  Washington  3,  D.  C.  It  is 
printed  three  times  per  week.  A 
monthly  publication  known  as  The 
American  Legion  "Firing  Line"  can 
be  secured  for  $3  dollars  per  year 
by  writing  to  The  National  Ameri- 
canism Commission,  P.O.  Box  1055, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

Be  sure  to  read  a  good  daily  news- 
paper so  that  vou  will  be  informed 
on  what  is  taking  place  in  the  United 
States  and  abroad;  matters  which 
need  attention  by  an  informed  citizen. 
Nothing  will  substitute  for  this  sug- 
gestion, not  even  a  radio  or  television 
newscast,  which  are  of  necessity'  brief. 

The  second  suggestion  is:  Be  will- 
ing to  take  the  time  and  effort  to  he 
in  contact  with  your  senator  and 
representative.  This  is  a  logical  step 
after  you  have  fulfilled  the  first  sug- 
gestion. Your  Congressman  needs  to 
know  what  your  opinion  is  on  mat- 
ters which  come  before  his  chamber 
for  consideration.  Too  often  we  feel 
that  after  we  have  elected  our  man 


our  responsibility  has  ended.  This  is 
not  true  for  a  moment.  Our  responsi- 
bility has  just  begun.  If  you  elected 
him,  he  is  to  represent  you,  and  he 
cannot  unless  he  knows  your  attitude 
and  opinion  on  pending  legislation. 
Congressmen  are  sensitive  to  the  let- 
ters from  back  home,  particularly  if 
they  are  looking  forward  to  the  next 
election.  He  cannot  depend  on  any- 
one else  electing  him  than  those 
whom  he  represents.  If  he  takes  ac- 
tion as  you  have  requested,  be  sure 
to  write  and  thank  him.  Common 
courtesy  would  demand  this. 

Finally,  a  third  suggestion  should 
be  included:  Be  %villing  to  take  the 
time  and  effort  to  do  something  in 
the  group  or  organization  of  which 
you  are  a  part,  and  your  commitnitj. 
This  may  take  the  form  of  suggest- 
ing speakers,  films,  or  forming  a  small 
study  group  to  look  further  into  these 
matters.  There  is  no  need  to  establish 
a  formal  chapter  of  a  national  organ- 
ization. In  fact  it  would  be  better 
not  to  be  affiliated  with  a  national 
organization,  for  then  you  will  not  be 
responsible  for  any  statements  made 
by  its  officials  to  which  you  cannot 
give  assent.  This  study  group  needs 
to  be  only  an  informal  group,  but 
keep  it  small. 


movement  just  as  Luther's  hymns 
served  the  Lutheran  movement,  at- 
tracting many  new  converts  and  draw- 
ing Christians  together  in  a  spiritual 
unity. 

When  the  Puritans  migrated  to 
America  in  the  pursuit  of  religious 
freedom,  one  of  the  prize  possessions 
which  they  carried  with  them  from 
the  old  country  was  their  Psalm  book. 
After  a  short  time  in  their  "New 
England"  they  produced  the  Bay 
Psalm  Book  to  better  serve  their  needs 
in  singing  God's  praise. 

We  cannot  separate  the  revival 
fires  of  Moody,  Spurgeon,  and  Tor- 
rey,  from  the  joyful  revival  songs  of 
Bliss,  McGranahan,  Sankey,  Steb- 
bins,  Crosby,  and  many  others.  A 
modern  revivalist  has  observed  that 
every  re^aval  has  been  ushered  in  on 
the  wings  of  song. 

The  h)'mnals  which  fill  the  racks 
of  our  churches  are  one  of  the  symbols 
of  evangelical  Christianity.  How  we 
use  them  may  well  indicate  the  ex- 
tent to  which  the  grace  of  God  has 
been  allowed  to  operate  in  our  lives. 
Those  who  are  redeemed  and  tri- 
umphing daily  in  Christ  cannot  help 
but  sing  "with  the  spirit  and  with 
the  understanding  also"  whenever 
they  are  given  the  opportunity. 
"Come,  we  who  love  the  Lord,  and 
let  our  joys  be  known;  join  in  a  song 
with  sweet  accord,  and  thus  sur- 
round the  throne."

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Your  New  Editor  Says  .  .  . 

Rev.  Arnold  R.  Kriegbaum,  the  dynamic  and  highly 
successful  editor  of  the  Missionary  Herald  for  the  past 
eight  years,  has  been  promoted  to  the  field  of  higher  edu- 
cation. His  name  now  appears  as  Dean  of  Men  on  an 
office  door  in  the  halls  of  Grace  College.  I  extend  my 
warmest  personal  regards  for  his  continued  blessing  in 
the  Lord's  work. 

Since  Brother  Kriegbaum  left  the  editor's  office  open 
at  the  Herald  Company,  I  agreed  to  slide  into  the  vacant 
chair,  and  promised  to  push  all  the  buttons  necessary  to 
keep  the  Missionary  Herald  magazine  in  circulation. 

Along  \\'ith  many  of  my  dearest  and  closest  friends  and 
colleagues,  I  have  seriously  questioned  why  I  am  seated 
at  the  editor's  desk.  Why  am  I  serving  the  Lord  as  an 
editor  rather  than  as  a  pastor?  I  have  certainly  experi- 
enced God's  abundant  favor  in  my  eleven  years  of  min- 
istry. In  fact,  the  blessings  have  been  multiplying  as  the 
years  have  followed  one  upon  the  other.  The  joys  have 
been  increasing  rather  than  decreasing  in  these  last 
years.  Why  then  the  change?  I  must  honestly  admit  that 
I  do  not  know.  But  I  do  have  this  very  sweet  assurance 
that  the  Lord  has  directed  my  steps  to  the  editor's  desk, 
and  this  change  is  clearly  the  will  of  God  for  my  hfe. 
Therefore,  it  is  not  for  me  to  question  why.  I  will  simply 
serve  Him  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability  where  He  has  seen 
fit  to  direct. 

My  stated  policy,  as  editor,  is  to  maintain  the  estab- 
lished threefold  purpose  of  the  magazine  which  is  stated 
in  its  tide.  First,  it  is  Brethren.  It  is  our  denominational 
paper.  Therefore,  I  feel  deeply  obligated  to  keep  it  Bredi- 
ren  to  the  core.  Second,  it  is  missionary.  Therefore,  a  con- 
stant reference  to  missionary  work  will  be  sustained. 
Third,  it  is  a  herald.  It  will  herald  one  message— the 
Gospel  of  our  Saviour  and  Lord.  Brethren,  pray  for  us! 
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"Bread  Schoolchildren" — These  are  a  few 
of  the  children  who  attend  the  Ecole  Mapa 
of  the  Bangui  church  in  Africa.  Ecole  is 
a  French  word  meaning  "school"  and  Mapa 
a  Sango  word  meaning  "bread."  thus  mak- 
ing the  name  which  the  Africans  use  for  the 
kindergarten  where  the  children  receive  a 
piece  of  bread  during  the  course  of  each 
session.  The  school,  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  65,  is  taught  by  two  African 
women  who  are  supported  by  the  WMC's 
of  the  Bangui  church. 
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Editorial  Comments  on  Estes  Park  Annual  Meetings 


The  board  of  trustees  of  The  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  Brethren  Church  met  on  four  occasions  in 
connection  with  the  annual  fellowship  meeting  at  Estes 
Park,  Colorado,  August  20-27,  1961.  These  meetings  of 
the  board  were  limited  to  the  most  necessary  business, 
chiefly  in  preparation  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  FMS 
corporation,  which  convened  on  Friday,  August  25,  at 
11:45  A.M.  with  an  excellent  attendance.  The  chal- 
lenge hour  on  Friday  evening  was  one  of  the  very  best 
we  have  known  in  recent  years,  both  in  participation 
and  in  impression. 

Business  items  of  general  interest,  although  very  lim- 
ited in  number,  were  of  great  importance.  We  are  report- 
ing some  of  these. 


Increase  of  Allowance  For  Argentina  Missionaries 

After  making  no  change  in  the  allowance  schedule 
for  our  Argentina  missionaries  in  many  years,  our  board 
believed  it  necessary  that  some  financial  relief  be  given; 
hence,  allowances  were  increased  by  fifteen  percent. 


Jobson  Conference  Work 

Dr.  Orville  D.  Jobson  is  being  invited  by  the  board  of 
trustees  to  continue  in  missionary  conference  work  fol- 
lowing his  furlough  year.  This  conference  work  will 
be  arranged  through  the  foreign  mission  office.

Puerto  Rico  Emphasis 

After  some  years  of  investigatory  work,  the  board  has 
defined  our  primary  goal  in  Puerto  Rico  to  be  the  estab- 
lishment of  Spanish-speaking  Brethren  testimonies.  For 
the  present,  at  least,  the  Society  will  cease  in  its  efforts 
to  establish  an  English-speaking  testimony. 


Outfit  Club  Work  Expanded 

Relatively  few  of  our  Brethren  people  have  done  much 
in  supplying  the  outfit  funds  for  new  missionaries.  The 
club  plan  is  being  expanded  to  include  not  only  the  pur- 
chase of  the  outfit  and  the  cost  of  its  shipment  to  the  field, 
but  in  addition  will  include  the  cost  of  the  passage  to 
the  field  for  the  missionary  and  his  family,  and  one  year 
of  support  on  the  field.  The  goal  is  that  missionary 
candidates  may  have  this  needed  amount  before  leaving 
the  United  States  for  the  foreign  field.  Our  invitation  is  to 
all  Brethren  people  to  assist.  If  each  one  would  give  one 
dollar  for  every  new  outgoing  missionary  unit  we  would 
have  sufficient  funds  for  an  average  family  (1)  For  the 
purchase  and  shipment  to  the  field  of  a  complete  out- 
fit; (2)  For  the  family's  passage  to  the  field;  (3)  For  full 
allowance  for  three  or  four  years  on  the  field;  (4)  For 
passage  back  to  the  United  States  for  furlough;  and  (5) 
For  allowance  for  the  one  year  of  furlough.  You'll  help, 
won't  you? 


Gribble  Memorial  High  School  Fund 

Our  educational  program  in  the  French  language  in 
Central  Africa  seems  to  demand  a  high-school  plan.  We 
must  build  for  the  years  ahead.  The  building  which 
seems  necessary  will  cost  about  $25,000.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  can  secure  approximately  $15,000  from  gov- 
ernment subsidy  sources,  leaving  $10,000  as  our  part. 
The  board  has  approved  the  presentation  of  this  need  and 
the  invitation  for  people  to  help  with  specially  desig- 
nated gifts.  Dr.  Jobson  has  been  invited  to  present  this 
need  in  addition  to  all  other  foreign  mission  needs.  We 
will  not  be  able  to  allocate  funds  to  assist  in  this  from 
our  general  treasury.  Neither  will  we  be  in  a  position 
to  begin  construction  until  the  funds  are  in  hand. 


A  Field  Man  for  Three  Corporations 

For  some  years  our  Society,  along  with  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  and  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary, have  had  under  consideration  the  choosing  of  a 
field  man  for  a  special  representative  in  the  securing  of 
annuities,  bequests,  wills,  and  special  funds.  This  plan 
has  finally  come  to  fruition  and  Rev.  Leo  Polman  has 
been  selected  for  the  position.  It  is  the  goal  for  the  co- 
operating organizations  that  the  salary  of  the  field  man 
be  secured  from  private  sources  so  that  there  will  be 
no  added  burden  on  our  treasuries.  Brother  Polman  will 
work  in  cooperation  with  the  pastors,  and  will  be  avail- 
able to  help  local  congregations  in  stewardship  con- 
ferences, in  arranging  bookkeeping  plans,  as  well  as 
in  the  securing  of  funds  from  special  sources  for  the 
local  congregations. 
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CONGO  REFUGEES  ASSISTED 

{An  interview  betiveen  Dr.  Russell  D.  Bariinrd  and  Dr.  Orville  D.  Johson) 


Dr.  Barnard— Dr.  Jobson,  we  know 
our  mission  in  the  Central  African 
Republic  assisted  missionary  refu- 
gees fleeing  from  the  Congo  in 
the  summer  of  1960.  Would  you 
tell  us  just  what  happened  at  that 
time  so  that  we  may  present  it  to 
our  readers? 

Dr.  JobsoM— Surely,   I'll  be  glad  to. 

RDB— First  of  all,  when  did  the 
Congo  disturbances  come  about? 

ODJ— The  disturbances  began  on 
July  5,  just  a  few  days  after  the 
ex-Belgian  Congo  was  declared  a 
republic  on  June  30,  1960.  The 
first  missionary  refugees  arrived 
in  Bangui  on  the  Sunday  afternoon 
of  July  10.  Bangui,  the  capital  of 
the  Central  African  Republic  and 
the  city  where  we  were  ser\'ing, 
is  just  across  the  Oubangui  River 
from  the  ex-Belgian  Congo. 

RDB— I  take  it  that  most  of  these 
missionaries  came  from  the  area 
immediately  across  the  river. 

ODJ— Yes,  that  is  right.  They  were 
serving  under  two  different  mission 
agencies— the  Evangelical  Free 
Church,  with  headquarters  at 
Minneapolis,  and  the  Evangelical 
Covenant  Church,  whose  head- 
quarters are  at  Chicago.  These 
two  missions  have  worked  together 
in  the  ex-Belgian  Congo  under  the 
name  of  the  Mission  Evangelique 
de  I'Ubangui. 


RDB— I  suppose  our  mission  facilities 
were  very  much  taxed,  to  say  the 
least,  with  the  influx  of  such  refu- 
gee missionaries. 

ODJ-Yes,  indeed.  The  Mid-Africa 
Mission  there  in  Bangui  joined 
hands  with  us  in  giving  asylum 
to  these  missionaries.  Since  we  had 
litde  space  to  offer,  a  contact  v\?as 
made  with  our  Brethren  church 
in  Bangui,  and  the  African  Breth- 
ren offered  the  facilities  of  their 
new  three-room  school  building 
to  house  the  many  refugee  fami- 
lies. 

RDB— That  was  surely  a  fine  gesture 
by  the  African  church.  Then  what 
happened? 

ODj— The  missionaries  made  nu- 
merous contacts  to  help  in  de- 
termining what  they  should  do- 
contacting  their  home  offices,  the 
American  Consul  at  Brazzaville, 
and  so  on.  Of  course,  the  Central 
African  government  was  rather 
"on  the  spot"  in  harboring  such 
refugees,  so  finally  the  authorities 
notified  the  American  Embassy 
that  the  refugees  must  leave  the 
country  by  Sunday,  July  17.  Im- 
mediately the  Embassy  at  Brazza- 
ville sent  an  Air  Force  Globe  Mas- 
ter plane  to  Bangui,  arriving  on 
Saturday  evening,  July  16.  The 
next  morning  a  total  of  ninety-one 
missionary     ladies     and     children

boarded  this  transport  plane  and 
were  taken  to  a  U.  S.  airbase  at 
Frankfort,  Germany. 

RDB— What  did  the  missionary  men 
do? 

OD/— All  of  the  men  returned  to 
their  stations  in  the  Congo.  Mean- 
while, our  mission  acted  as  their 
agent,  since  all  of  their  business 
had  to  be  cared  for  in  Bangui.  We 
administered  a  checking  account 
for  each  of  the  missions,  cared  for 
their  mail,  sent  telegrams,  and 
paid  for  their  purchases,  car  repairs 
and  so  forth.  These  missions, 
through  their  field  representatives, 
board  officers  in  the  U.S.,  and  in- 
dividual missionaries,  have  ex- 
pressed their  deep  appreciation  for 
the  assistance  which  was  rendered. 

RDB— How  long  were  the  men  able 
to  remain  in  the  Congo? 

ODJ— They  were  still  there  when  we 
left  the  field  last  March.  In  those 
eight  months  they  had  done  inten- 
sive work  with  the  leaders  of  their 
African  churches,  and  had  turned 
over  to  the  African  church  practi- 
cally all  of  the  mission  activities. 
During  those  first  days  when  there 
was  great  uncertainty  concerning 
these  men  who  had  returned,  we 
listened  daily  to  their  interstation 
communication  ney^'scasts,  which 
kept  us  abreast  of  the  happenings 
and  enabled  us  to  be  of  great  as- 
sistance to  them. 

RDB— Did  you  people  then  bear  the 
whole  burden  for  3ssisting  these 
missionaries? 

ODJ— No,  there  was  a  Refugee  Com- 
mittee formed  in  Bangui,  consist- 
ing of  representatives  of  the  High 
Representative  from  France,  the 
Army,  Red  Cross,  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  Roman  Catholic 
and  Protestant  missions.  We  were 
happy  to  serve  on  this  committee 
so  we  could  assist  our  fellow  work- 
ers across  the  river.  All  of  the  ex- 
penses were  met  by  the  commit- 
tee, which  altogether  assisted  over 
2,000  different  refugees  of  several 
nationalities  to  clear  through 
Bangui  and  go  on  to  Europe.  The

"I  believe  God  had  us  make  this 
house  for  this  purpose."  This  is  what 
the  former  o\\'ner  told  us  after  we 
had  purchased  the  house  we  now 
live  in. 

We  remember  well  our  first  intro- 
duction to  the  house  and  to  these 
people,  a  typical  young  couple— at- 
tractive, with  big  ideas  materially 
and  worldly.  We  looked  over  the 
house  and  saw  right  away  that  it 
would  be  excellent  for  our  purposes. 
The  living-dining  room  would  be 
ideal  for  meetings.  We  were  about 
to  leave  when  we  noticed  a  Bible  on 
one  of  the  shelves  in  the  living  room. 
This  gave  us  opportunity  to  say  a  few 
words,  although  they  already  knew 
we  were  "evangelicos." 

Because  many  papers  had  to  be 
filled  out  in  connection  M'ith  the 
house  purchase,  L}Tin  had  many  op- 
portunities to  talk  with  the  husband. 
These  talks  revealed  not  only  his  rest- 
less spirit-which  he  still  has-but 
the  spiritual  struggle  being  expe- 
rienced by  his  wife. 

These  folks  had  lived  in  this  lovely 
house  only  eight  months  due  to  the 
wife's  discontent.  She  is  the  only 
child  of  her  parents,  who  are  profes- 
sional people.  Her  two  aunts  had 
had  charge  of  most  of  her  rearing, 
which  she  claims  is  worse  than  being 
brought  up  by  grandparents.  But 
moving  back  to  live  with  her  folks 
did  not  prove  to  be  the  answer  to  her 
problem. 

Speaking  with  the  husband  on 
these  occasions,  Lynn  was  often 
able  to  say  a  bit  about  the  Gospel. 
The  day  came  when  he  mentioned 
that  his  wife  would  like  to  talk  with 
us.  Knowing  such  statements  can  be

superficial,  we  wished  to  determine 
for  sure.  Therefore,  we  made  ar- 
rangements for  them  to  come  for  tea, 
but  after  they  came,  visitors  dropped 
in  for  a  chat.  We  were  disappointed 
and  wondered  whv  the  Lord  had  per- 
mitted this  to  happen,  for  we  had 
believed  our  efforts  would  be  to  His 
glory.  But,  He  had  a  better  plan  in 
mind. 

Time  passed.  Once  again  business 
had  to  be  cared  for  with  the  hus- 
band. This  time  he  said  his  wife 
would  like  to  come  to  our  house  to 
talk.  He  mentioned  that  she  could 
be  a  prospect  for  the  Gospel,  but 
that  for  his  part  he  wanted  to  be  left 
alone  until  he  was  older! 

The  evening  arrived,  and  so  did 
this  lady  \\'ith  so  many  questions 
that  we  hardly  knew  where  to  beoin. 
How  wonderful  when  a  person 
comes  seeking  the  Lord  with  a  sincere 
heart!  But  before  long  her  husband 
came  for  her.  He  sat  down  to  "listen," 
so  he  said,  but  it  was  not  long  until 
he  began  to  speak  of  "my  problem." 
He  thought  he  was  presenting  a 
problem  which  would  trap  Lynn— the 
old  question  of  predestination.  Lynn 
took  him  to  the  book  o*  Romans 
and  let  him  read  for  himself.  After 
he  saw  that  he  was  not  the  first  one 
with  this  problem,  that  it  uas  not 
unique  with  him,  he  had  little  to 
say— just,  "Well,  there  it  is,  I  guess." 
How  glad  we  are  that  we  do  not 
have  to  give  our  faultv  human  an- 
swers, but  rather  that  we  can  let 
God's  convicting  and  satisfving 
Word  do  the  answering. 

Again  the  wife  came  to  talk.  This 
time  we  saw  she  was  at  the  door  of 
making  her  decision.  These  are  mo-

SLOTH  BROTH

Have  you  ever  eaten  sloth  broth? 
You  say,  No.  Well,  vou  are  not  alone, 
for  neither  have  I.  But  I  have  been  in 
Brazil  just  long  enough  to  know  that 
one  of  these  days  I  shall.  The  fact  is, 
I  barely  escaped  my  first  encounter. 
Of  course,  many  Brazilians  would 
say  I  missed  a  real  treat. 

This  all  started  soon  after  I  came 
to  Macapa.  Ed  Miller  had  been  in- 
vited to  accompany  a  joint  Brazilian- 
American  Geological  Survey  of  the 
coastal  plains  of  the  Federal  Terri- 
tory of  Amapa.  We  began  the  trip 
by  flying  to  Oiapoque  which  is  the 
northernmost  Vila  of  any  size  in  Bra- 
zil. From  there  we  boarded  the  boat 
San  Francisco  and  sailed  along  the 
Atlantic  coast  to  the  city  of  Arnapa. 
Our  return  from  the  city  of  Amapa 
to  Macapa  was  by  truck.  In  all,  this 
trip  took  about  one  week.  We  went 
primarily  to  get  a  first-hand  view  of 
the  various  vilas  in  the  northern  sec- 
tion of  Amapa.  All  but  one  of  the 
places  we  visited  are  inaccessible  by 
air  or  boat. 

This  trip  gave  me  my  first  good 
glimpse  of  the  Brazilian  people.  All 
of  the  various  towns  we  visited  were 
very  backward.  Oiapogue  was  the 
largest  with  a  population  of  300  to 
400  at  the  most.  A  small  town  called 
Vila  Velha  was  especially  interesting. 
We  met  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  of 
the  Vila  who  said  he  performed  few 
marriages  because  there  was  no  clerk 
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to  record  the  marriage  ceremony. 
So,  e\'idently,  folks  there  are  married 
by  taking  up  housekeeping  together. 
One  of  the  most  colorful  characters 
\\e  met  was  a  sheriff  who  held  forth 
in  the  to^vns  of  Tabereba  and  Vila 
Velha.  He  had  been  the  acting  law 
enforcement  officer  there  for  twenty 
years  but  never  had  any  t)'pe  of 
firearm  until  the  recent  governor  was 
appointed  under  the  Quadros  ad- 
ministration. He  was  given  a  44- 
caliber  re\'olver  which  he  Arries  in 
his  belt— he  keeps  his  shirt-tail  out 
as  a  means  of  concealing  the  wea- 
pon.  When  asked  if  he  had  ever  shot 
the  gun,  he  repHed,  "Never  had  any 
need  yet." 

The  boat  trip  in  itself  was  colorful 
also.  The  cook  on  the  boat  was  an 
Indian.  He  cooked  the  meals  on  a 
wood  stove  so  old  that  the  smoke 
would  not  go  out  the  chimney.  In- 
stead, it  came  out  where  the  wood 
went  in.  We  called  him  "Chief 
Fireless  Smoke"  because  we  ate  near 
the  stove  and  most  of  the  time  he 
could  lay  down  a  good  smoke  screen. 
Our  chief  engineer  was  also  an  In- 
dian—he had  charge  of  the  100  HP 
engine.  We  called  him  "Chief 
Smokeless  Fire"— his  smoke  didn't 
bother  us  at  all. 

Oh,  yes,  I  haven't  mentioned  the 
sloth  broth  yet.  One  day  when  some 
of  the  food  didn't  seem  to  be  digest- 


ing too  well,  I  «as  below  deck  in  a 
bunk  resting.  All  of  a  sudden  I  heard 
the  shout,  "Prequica"  (prey-gee-saw) 
which  meant  "sloth."  As  I  went  to 
the  deck,  the  captain  brought  the 
boat  around  and  as  close  to  the  bank 
of  the  river  as  possible.  There  in  a 
tree,  about  forty  feet  above  the  water, 
was  a  sloth  upside  down,  which  is 
really  right  side  up  for  the  sloth. 
Eight  shots  dropped  the  sloth  into 
the  v\'ater  u'here  one  of  the  men  swam 
and  retrieved  it.  Next  came  the  cut- 
ting and  skinning.  About  that  time  I 
VA'asn't  feeling  so  well  so  I  v\'ent  below 
again.  It  was  the  thought  of  eating 
the  sloth,  you  say!  By  this  time  night 
was  upon  us— so  I  slept  through  until 
morning  without  eating  supper.  The 
next  morning  I  questioned  the  others 
as  to  how  they  enjoyed  the  sloth  for 
supper.  One  answered,  "If  you  could 
once  get  all  the  hair  off,  it  was  fine." 
Well,  that  is  how  I  missed  the  sloth. 
I  may  not  be  that  fortunate  next  time. 
Aside  from  all  these  rather  in- 
teresting sidelights,  the  great  fact 
remains  that  all  these  people  are 
among  those  for  whom  Christ  died. 
In  all  the  towns  we  visited— save  the 
town  of  Amapa— there  were  insuf- 
ficient numbers  to  warrant  the  pres- 
ence of  a  full-time  missionarv.  Yet, 
these  people  are  without  the  Gospel. 
Our  constant  prayer  is  that  God  in 
His  providence  may  enable  us  to 
reach  these.  Brethren,  pray  for  us.

PART  II 

The  usual  Brazilian  breakfast  in 
hotel  or  hovel  is  coffee  and  bread, 
but  it  happened  that  on  the  morning 
of  the  fishing  trip  the  coffee  was  pre- 
ceded by  a  big  piece  of  fried  pork 
liver.  I  wondered  whether  this  was 
good   fortune  or  a  bad   omen.   The 

o 

family  \\'alked  with  me  as  far  as  a 
sand  dune  and  watched  as  I  hurried 
along  the  beach  toward  Vila  Jan- 
gada. 

With  sail  hoisted,  the  crew  was 
awaiting  my  arrival.  Most  of  the 
rafts  were  alreadv  over  the  horizon. 
I  noticed  the  sea.  There  was  nothing 
calm  about  that  day— a  clear  sky  and 
good  fresh  breeze.  Leaving  shoes  and 
watch  with  the  boat  builder,  I  put 
the  string  of  mv  twenty-cent  straw 
hat  under  my  chin  and  went  with 
the  men  to  help  roll  the  twelve-foot 
Matos-Alem  down  to  the  surf.  When 
the  water  vi'as  up  to  mv  knees  some- 
one told  me  to  "Mount."  The  teen- 
age boy,  Fernandes,  went  aboard 
v\'ith  me  and  his  first  operation  was  to 
wet  the  sail  with  the  cuia  de  vela  (sail 
gourd).  As  soon  as  the  wind  filled 
the  sail  the  other  two  men  were 
aboard.  An  ex-navy  youth,  Edimundo, 
was  standing  at  my  side  hanging 
back  with  me  against  the  wind,  the 
skipper  was  aft  working  the  fixed-di- 
rection rudder  into  place  and  up  and 
down.

The  thrills  began  immediately,  and 
I  was  amazed  to  see  that  the  break- 
ers didn't  put  us  back  onto  the  beach 
but  that  we  were  pulled  by  the  sail 
swifdy  through  the  surf.  But  there's 
no  staying  dry  on  a  jangada!  Skipper 
Manoel  began  giving  quick  orders: 
"iMore  water  on  the  sail— up  high. 
Lo\\'er  the  centerboard— too  far,  up 
a  litde.  Tighten  that  stay.  Hurry!" 
Fortunately,  he  didn't  tell  me  to  do 
anv  more  than  that  which  he  could 
observe  I  was  already  busy  doing- 
holding  my  rope  tighdy  and  leaning 
back  as  far  as  possible  with  my  bare 
feet  on  the  very  edge  of  the  raft.  I 
feel  that  he  was  pleased  with  even 
this  much  cooperadon,  as  someone 
had  hinted  the  day  before  that  I'd 
make  the  whole  trip  lying  on  the  deck 
in  fear. 

When  we  were  once  in  deep  water 
away  from  the  surf,  the  sail  was  fixed 
in  its  more-or-less  final  position,  some 
of  the  eear  mo\'ed  around,  and  we  all 
settled  back  to  enjoy  the  trip.  The 
master  worked  his  seven-foot  rudder 
up  and  down  in  its  slot;  the  boy, 
fastened  only  by  his  sea  legs,  rode 
amidship  to  occasionally  use  the  sail 
gourd;  Edimundo  and  I  chatted 
while  hanging  to  windward  on  our 
ropes  fastened  to  the  all-important 
four-foot  pole  securely  braced  mid- 
ship just  forward  of  the  bench  on 
which  no  one  had  time  to  sit. 

Up  and  over  some  waves,  through 
others,  the  trip  became  routine  and 
I  began  to  look  around  to  see  the  use 
of  the  various  members  of  a  jangada. 
The  mast  is  adjustable  to  eight  posi- 
tions by  fitting  its  pointed  base  into 
any  one  of  as  many  holes  in  the 
^^'ooden  deck  plate  fixed  thwartship 
on  the  deck  below  the  principal 
socket  mounted  about  thirty  inches 
high.  The  rock  anchor  with  its  wood- 
en framework  was  tied  to  this  sup- 
port. Secured  to  that  four-foot  pole 
back  aft  were  a  large  heavy  basket 
for  fish,  a  much  smaller  bait  basket 
(either  fresh  shrimp  or  sardines),  a 
watertight  box  for  their  farinha  (man- 
ioc flour)  lunch,  a  small  keg  of  drink- 
ing water,  a  coil  of  anchor  rope,  sev- 


eral coils  of  linen  fishline,  and  six 
or  eight  lead  sinkers,  with  leaders  and 
hooks  stowed  in  the  bait  basket. 

When  we  arrived  at  the  fishing 
grounds  on  the  half-dav  boats  about 
five  miles  off-shore,  someone  already 
fishing  aboard  one  of  the  other  rafts 
gave  a  hand  signal  indicating  that  the 
fish  were  bidng.  But  Senhor  Man- 
oel apparently  thought  he  knew  a 
better  spot  o\'er  the  rocks,  so  on  we 
went  for  another  quarter  of  a  mile. 
While  still  underway  he  had  his 
young  nephew  prepare  the  anchor 
line,  and  when  ready  the  skipper 
slacked  the  sail,  paddled  us  into  posi- 
tion with  the  rudder  now  free  of  its 
socket,  and  finally  ordered  the  rock 
anchor  over  the  bow.  Counting  the 
bracas  of  rope  we  estimated  that  the 
water  was  about  fifty  feet  deep. 

The  mast  and  complete  sail  as- 
semblv  were  removed  and  sto\A'ed 
fore-and-aft  over  the  fishing  bench 
and  sail  support.  Two  hooks  and  a 
heavy  sinker  (to  hold  the  bottom 
against  the  swift  equatorial  current  of 
the  Atlantic)  were  fastened  to  the 
black  line  by  a  yard  of  clear  nylon 
leader.  Hooks  were  baited  with 
shelled  fresh  shrimp,  the  line  being 
held  completely  by  hand.  (This  same 
system  is  used  even  when  fishing 
large  tuna  over  the  horizon.)  Soon  I 
began  to  remember  that  motion  which 
causes  seasickness.  We  were  anchored 
in  open  sea  with  the  raft  riding  up 
and  over  the  swells  and  waves,  the 
latter  occasionally  breaking  over  the 
raft  and  giving  the  jangada  and 
"jangadeiros"  a  thorough  washing  of 
salt  water.  The  wind  was  still  (I 
learned  later  that  it  was  the  worst 
day  in  a  long  while),  white  caps  were 
everywhere,  the  normally  clear  green 
water  was  opaque  because  of  the  agi- 
tation—for \\'hich  the  crew  apologized 
as  if  responsible. 

Fish— small  and  large  and  all  most 
colorful— began  biting  immediately. 
Even  the  pair  of  eighteen-inch 
sharks  (often  colorless  fish)  looked 
as  if  some  sailor  had  trimmed  their 
paint  job  with  bright  red  lead.  My 
share    was    over    a    dozen    fish,    the

What  could  be  the  matter  uath 
Paul,  we  wondered.  Would  he  have 
to  go  back  to  his  village  and  just  sit? 
We  were  going  to  be  so  disappointed 
if  after  graduating  from  the  Bible 
Institute  he  could  not  be  used  in  the 
Lord's  work.  Workers  were  so  great- 
Iv  needed. 

After  graduation  Paul  had  gone 
to  work  at  one  of  our  chapels,  but 
the  work  did  not  go  well.  The  people 
did  not  come  regularly  and  they  did 
not  want  to  back  up  the  work  and 
support  it.  Paul  did  what  he  could 
for  a  vear  or  so,  but  then  felt  he 
should  leave.  He  went  to  another 
chapel  and  the  story  was  the  same. 
So,  what  was  he  to  do?  Maybe  it  was 
his  fault  that  the  work  did  not  go 
forward  in  these  chapels. 


Then  the  chapel  at  Boko  needed 
a  full-time  catechist.  Would  Paul 
consider  a  call  there?  Being  a  delib- 
erate type  he  was  a  bit  reluctant 
to  do  much  campaigning,  but  finallv 
he  consented  to  have  his  name  pre- 
sented to  the  church.  A  few  months 
later  he  was  given  a  call  by  the  Boko 
church.  After  praverful  consideration 
he  accepted  the  call,  and  he  and  his 
familv   moved   in   and   began   work. 

The  catechist  from  the  chapel 
fifteen  miles  awav  had  had  the  over- 
sight at  Boko  with  only  untrained 
workers  to  gather  the  people  in  the 
evenings  for  praver.  There  was  much 
for  Paul  and  his  familv  to  do.  They 
needed  to  clear  ground  to  build  a 
chapel  and  house,  to  conduct  classes 
for  the  untrained  workers,  to  set  up 


other  classes  of  all  kinds— and  be- 
sides, manv  people  were  still  in 
heathen  darkness. 

Recently  we  went  to  visit  Boko 
and  we  came  away  feeling  that  it 
was  good  to  have  been  there.  The 
Lord  has  blessed  the  work  and  it 
has  grown.  They  have  a  nice-size 
mud-block  chapel  with  wooden 
benches  instead  of  logs.  There  was 
good  attendance  at  the  Sunday  serv- 
ice, and  Paul  and  Sarah  are  doing  an 
excellent  job.  They  have  a  bush 
Bible  school  in  which  prospective 
workers  begin  their  training.  Eight 
men  and  their  wives  are  enrolled,  and 
have  built  their  houses  at  the  chapel 
so  they  can  be  there  for  daily  classes. 

Sarah  is  faithfully  teaching  the 
wives.  She  is  the  mother  of  several 
children  but  still  has  time  to  do  the 
school  work.  Besides  her  daily  classes, 
with  the  help  of  one  of  her  Bible 
school  students  she  has  evening  class- 
es u'ith  fifteen  to  twenty  girls.  Twice 
a  month  the  WMC  meets;  this  is 
another  phase  of  Sarah's  work. 

The  monev  and  hours  spent  in 
teaching  and  the  prayers  that  have 
gone  up  for  Sarah  and  Paul  have 
not  been  in  vain.  Praise  the  Lord  for 
this  faithful  couple  who  serve  Him 
at  Boko  in  Central  Africa. 


choice  being  a  couple  of  "cambuba," 
which,  attractively  prepared  for  sup- 
per that  night  by  the  hotel  chef 
(served  complete  with  heads  and  tails 
still  attached),  were  much  too  large 
for  the  regular  dinner  plates. 

While  waiting  for  bites  we  listen- 
ed to  each  other's  tales.  The  navy 
bov  told  about  a  fellow  who  made 
a  bargain  with  death  and  almost  won 
eternal  life.  The  skipper  knew  fish- 
ing and  his  boat  well,  but  he  couldn't 
read.  However,  he  was  acquainted 
with  several  Bible  stories  and  com- 
mented that  our  ship's  name,  "A'latos- 
Alem,"  could  also  refer  to  Noah's 
grandfather  (Matusalem  in  the  Portu- 
guese Bible)  whom  he  remembered  as 
having  died  with  990  years. 

When  all  the  bait  was  gone,  we 
stowed   the  fishing  gear,   raised  the 


mast  on  the  opposite  side  of  its  posi- 
tion on  the  outboard  trip,  pulled  the 


Jangadas  in  the  surf 


anchor  rock  aboard,  and  set  sail  with 
the  rudder  and  centerboard  also  in 
their  opposite  slots.  Immediately  we 
were  underway  at  a  good  clip,  and 
the  homeward  trip  was  quite  different 
from  the  uneventful  outbound.  We 
were  running  before  the  wind  with 
the  sea  hard  from  behind  and  this 
time  the  prov\'  was  more  through 
than  over  the  waves.  I  decided  that 
the  navy  bov  was  more  accustomed 
to  the  larger  jangadas  because  he  re- 
peatedly yelled  something  about  this 
little  twelve-footer  acting  like  a  sub- 
marine and  he  didn't  like  it.  I  was 
hanging  back  on  my  rope  and  having 
a  good  time  enjoying  the  trip  when  he 
told  me  not  to  he  so  happy,  as  only 
the  point  of  the  sail  had  to  dip  into 
the  sea  for  us  to  be  upset!

In  recent  months  there  have  been  many  of  the  Brethren  who 
have  expressed  a  new  and  more  vital  dedication  of  themselves  and  what  they 
possess  to  the  Lord  in  the  area  of  Brethren  foreign  missions.  These  people 
meant  it  and  are  doing  what  they  said  they  would  do.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  many  others  must  have  slipped  back  into  the  satisfaction  of  worldly 
desires  and  have  forsaken  the  Lord's  work. 

How  Do  We  Know? 

These  figures  are  worthy  of  our  consideraton.  Through  the  first  seven 
months  of  1960  cur  foreign  mission  offerings  were  $204,997.45.  During  the 
first  seven  months  of  1961  they  were  $233,816.08.  This  looks  good,  but  it 
must  be  considered  that  about  seventy-five  percent  of  that  increase  came 
from  unexpected  sources.  This  means  that  for  the  average  of  the  rest  of  us, 
we  have  done  only  slightly  more  than  last  year,  and  this  in  the  light  of  the 
appalling  need  in  this  old  world.  Oh,  that  God  will  enlarge  our  hearts  to 
Jesus  Christ  and  toward  a  lost  and  dying  world!

PROGRAM 


America  developed  an  elaborate 
testing  program  to  determine  the  one 
man  in  the  United  States  who  would 
qualify  as  the  first  astronaut.  Over 
500  men  volunteered  to  be  tested. 
One  man  was  finally  declared  Amer- 
ica's best-physically,  intellectually, 
and  emotionally.  Commander  Alan 
B.  Shepard  Jr.,  passed  the  exacting 
two-year  testing  program  with  high- 
est points,  and  then  after  a  brief 
fifteen-minute  flight  into  space  be- 
came the  countr)''s  most  honored  and 
celebrated  man.  The  actual  flight  into 
space,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  was 
relatively  simple.  The  big  barrier 
was  the  testing  progi-am  \\'hich  alone 
could  quahfy  a  man  for  worldwide 
honor  and  acclaim. 

God  has  a  testing  program,  too. 
Consider  how  God  tested  Gideon's 
army  to  detemiine  which  soldiers 
were  fit  for  the  honor  and  glory  of 
serving  in  an  army  that  would  ex- 
perience a  glorious  victory  without 
having  fired  a  shot  (Judg.  7:2-7).  God 
needed  300  choice  men,  but  Gideon 
had  an  army  of  32,000;  therefore  the 
Lord  decided  to  conduct  a  few  simple 
tests  to  thin  the  ranks.  The  first  test 
dealt  with  trust  in  God.  Any  soldier 
who  was  afraid  was  instructed  to  oo 
home  because  the  presence  of  fear 
was  a  clear  indication  of  lack  of  trust 
in  the  lord.  The  first  test  disqualified 
22,000  soldiers.  It  meant  they  were 
not  fit  to  share  in  the  victory  of  the 
coming  battle. 

Even  after  this  first  test  there 
were  still  10,000  soldiers  in  the 
ranks.  Too  many!  God  arranged  an- 
other test.  This  time  the  soldiers  were 
simply  commanded  to  go  to  the  river 
and  drink  water.  This  was  a  simple 
test.  In  fact,  you  will  soon  learn 
that  God's  tests  are  always  simple. 
The  test  this  time  was  to  see  how 
many  soldiers  were  more  interested 
in  drinking  than  fighting.  It  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  a  soldier  should  al- 
ways be  on  the  alert  for  a  surprise  at- 
tack from  the  enemy.  The  Lord  in 
watching  the  soldiers  drink  water 
would    see   which    men    were   more 


TESTING 
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concerned  about  getting  a  drink  than 
they  were  about  the  enemy.  Nine 
thousand  seven  hundred  soldiers  save 
evidence  that  the)'  were  more  in- 
terested in  drinking  water  than  being 
a  good  soldier.  Thev  fell  upon  their 
knees  and  put  their  faces  to  the  water 
to  drink.  Indeed,  we  must  admit,  if  a 
man  wants  to  get  the  most  water  in 
the  shortest  time,  this  is  by  far  the 
best  method. 

If  a  man  is  a  good  soldier,  he  will 
follow  the  example  of  the  300  who 
reached  into  the  water  with  their 
hands  to  drink.  They  remained  in 
an  alert,  fighting  position.  They  were 
able  to  stay  on  guard  and  watch  for 
a  surprise  attack  while  they  drank. 
All  of  the  soldiers  who  fell  upon  their 
knees  to  drink  were  disqualified  as 
soldiers.  Only  the  300  passed  God's 
tests  and  were  ready  to  go  into  bat- 
tle to  experience  the  glorious  victory 
God  had  planned. 

God  is  still  conducting  a  testing 
program  here  on  earth.  This  testing 
will  determine  future  positions  of 
honor  and  glory  for  Christians.  One 
of  these  days  we  will  be  translated 
to  heaven;  then  we  will  receive 
crowns  and  honors  in  accordance 
with  the  way  we  have  passed  our 
tests  on  this  earth.  Our  Lord  tests 
every  Christian  in  three  areas  of  life 
—physical,  mental,  and  spiritual. 
Therefore,  let  us  briefly  consider 
these  three  testing  areas. 

God's  Physical  Test 

Our  Lord  is  much  concerned  with 
what  we  do  with  our  bodies.  An  in- 
corruptible crown  will  be  given  to 
those  who  pass  the  physical  test. 
Notice  carefully  First  Corinthians  9: 


25  and  27:  "And  every  man  that 
stri\'eth  for  the  mastery  is  temperate 
in  all  things.  Now  they  do  it  to 
obtain  a  corruptible  crown;  but  we 
an  incorruptible.  .  .  .  But  I  keep 
under  my  body,  and  bring  it  into 
subjection;  lest  that  by  any  means, 
\vhen  I  have  preached  to  others,  I 
myself  should  be  a  castaway."  The 
Apostle  Paul  was  concerned  about 
disciplining  his  own  body.  He  feared 
that  after  he  had  preached  to  others 
he  might  be  careless  and  sin  with  his 
body.  The  great  test  of  the  body  is  to 
keep  it  in  subjection.  The  body  has 
manv  appetites.  It  often  makes  de- 
mands that  are  not  lawful.  This  is 
the  test.  One  may  disqualify  himself 
from  future  honor  and  rewards  by 
using  the  body  for  sin. 

God's  Mental  Test 

Our  holy  God  not  only  demands 
purity  in  regards  to  the  body,  but 
also  of  the  mind.  The  Lord  not  only 
commands  separation  in  our  walking, 
but  He  also  commands  separation  in 
our  thinking.  The  Bible  teaches  in 
Philippians  4:8  what  a  Christian  is 
to  think  upon.  The  mind  is  to  be 
filled  with  things  that  are  true,  hon- 
est, just,  pure,  lovely,  of  good  report, 
virtuous,  and  praiseworthy.  How 
careful  we  must  be  not  to  fail  in 
this  testing  area. 

God's  Spiritual  Test 

We  often  hear  of  persons  referred 
to  as  being  spiritual.  Sometimes  they 
are  not  spiritual  at  all.  Sometimes 
they  just  possess  a  great  wealth  of 
Bible  knowledge  that  does  not  regu- 
late their  lives  in  the  least.  What 
does  it  mean  to  be  spiritual?  It  simply 
means  to  be  fully  controlled  by  the 
Spirit  of  God.  The  clear  evidence 
of  this  control  is  obedience  to  the 
Word  of  God.  One  who  knows  and 
obeys  the  Word  of  God  is  spiritual. 
God's  test  in  this  area  devolves 
around  private  prayer,  personal  Bible 
study,  witnessing,  and  serving  in  the 
work  of  the  church. 
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A  lie  travels  with  such  great  speed 
that  it  covers  twice  as  much  gi-ound 
as  truth  will.  The  reason  for  this  is 
because  the  god  of  this  world  is  the 
father  of  lies.  Jesus  himself  told  us 
this  in  John  8:44.  Satan  is  the  Master 
deceiver  and  liar. 

We  read  in  II  Thessalonians  2:11: 
"And  for  this  cause  God  shall  send 
them  strong  delusion,  that  thev 
should  believe  a  lie."  Some  ver- 
sions suggest  that  the  definite  article 
"the"  should  be  in  this  verse,  which 
would  read:  "That  they  should  be- 
lieve the  he."  This  would  suggest  the 
original  and  most  successful  lie  of 
the  Devil,  which  was  when  he  tempt- 
ed Eve  in  the  garden  of  Eden.  When 
we  meditate  on  current  world  con- 
ditions in  the  light  of  Scripture,  we 
see  that  the  lie  is  still  accepted  and 
people  are  deceived. 

Satan  had  failed  in  his  attempt  to 
destroy  the  Saviour  by  putting  Him 
to  death,  for  Jesus  rose  again  three 
days  after  He  died.  Satan  then  tried 
to  destroy  the  Word  of  God  by  open 
persecution  and  failed  to  do  that. 
However,  he  has  not  given  up  in  his 
attempt  to  thwart  the  work  of  the 
Lord. 

Let  us  consider  the  original  lie  of 
Satan  in  Genesis  3  and  see  if  it 
ipplies  today.  We  have  here  the  ac- 
:ount  of  Satan  tempting  Eve  in  the 
garden  and  causing  her  to  sin. 

The  first  stage  of  the  lie  is  found 
in  Genesis  3:1  when  Satan  insinuated 

doubt  of  God's  Word.  He  said: 
Tea,  hath  God  said."  The  doubt 
was  whether  God  said  what  He  did. 
This  has  permeated  the  world  today. 
There  are  comparatively  few  people 
iven  in  religious  circles  that  believe 
vithout  reservation  that  all  Scripture 
s  given  by  inspiration  of  God.  This 
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doubt  is  being  propagated  through 
what  seems  to  be  innocent  questions. 
The  higher  critic  today  believes  the 
early  Scripture  to  be 'full  of  inac- 
curacies. They  claim  that  we  do 
not  need  to  \\'orry  about  the  accur- 
acy of  the  Old  Testament  because 
we  are  not  saved  by  belie\'ing  Gene- 
sis but  Jesus. 

Then  they  proceed  to  cast  doubt 
upon  the  life,  death  and  resurrection 
of  Jesus.  Once  they  have  caused  peo- 
ple to  doubt  one  part  of  God's  Word; 
then  they  can  lead  them  to  believe 
most  anything  they  want.  We  must 
believe  that  "all  scripture  is  given  by 
inspiration  of  God"  (II  Tim.  3:16). 
Ne\'er  accept  the  modern  thinking 
that  the  Bible  contains  the  Word  of 
God.  The  Bible  is  the  Word  of  God 
in  every  part. 

Satan  has  also  succeeded  in  usin? 

o 

science  to  aid  in  attacking  God's 
Word.  The  evolutionary  theoijies  of 
Darwin,  Spencer,  and  others  deny 
God  any  place  in  His  creative  work. 
E^■en  many  churches  today  wish  to 
combine  evolution  and  creation.  The 
Bible  says  God  created  the  world, 
but  Satan  is  trying  to  cast  doubt  about 
it. 

The  second  stage  of  the  lie  is  the 
denial  of  God's  judgment  as  found  in 
Genesis  3:4.  Here  the  serpent  said: 
"Thou  shalt  not  surely  die."  One 
of  the  most  common  errors  of  mod- 
ernism today  is  a  disbelief  in  the  na- 
ture and  duration  of  the  punishment 
of  the  disobedient.  Men  today  will 
argue  that  God  is  a  God  of  love; 
therefore  He  will  never  destroy  any 
of  His  creatures  in  hell.  They  are 
trying  to  gloss  over  the  truth  and 
sooth  the  conscience  so  that  they 
will  not  have  to  worry. 

God  is  a  God  of  love,  but  He  is 
also  a  just  God  and  must  demand 
justice.  If  God  overlooked  sin,  then 
He  would  not  be  a  just  and  perfect 


God.  Sin  must  be  punished  and  that 
punishment  according  to  Romans  6: 
23  is  death.  This  is  spiritual  death 
which  is  separation  from  God.  A 
place  must  be  prepared  to  punish 
sinners  and  that  place  is  hell,  where 
they  will  be  eternally  yet  never  cease 
to  exist.  It  was  this  fact  that  caused 
God,  who  is  a  God  of  lo\-e,  to  provide 
a  way  to  be  saved  from  such  punish- 
ment. God  sent  His  own  Son  Jesus 
Christ  into  the  world  that  He  would 
live  and  then  die  for  our  sins  on  the 
cross,  thus  freeing  those  who  will 
accept  His  provision  from  their  sins. 
It  is  His  great  love  for  man  that 
causes  Him  to  warn  the  sinner  that 
rejection  of  the  Saviour  will  be  pun- 
ished. Man  may  say  that  ye  shall  not 
surely  die,  but  God  says  in  John  3: 
36:  "He  that  believeth  not  the  Son 
shall  not  see  life;  but  the  wrath  of 
God  abideth  on  him." 

The  third  stage  of  the  lie  is  found 
in  Genesis  3:5  when  Satan  said:  "Ye 
shall  be  as  gods."  The  evolutionists 
today  promise  to  produce  a  race  of 
supermen  in  a  few  million  years. 
Even  in  religious  circles  men  do  not 
hold  to  God's  standards  of  righteous- 
ness, but  those  that  they  have  set 
up.  Men  today  are  relying  on  their 
own  efforts  to  improve  themselves, 
rather  than  accept  the  mercy  and 
grace  of  God  as  a  gift.  It  is  abun- 
dantly clear  from  Acts  4:12  that  there 
is  no  other  name  under  heaven  aiven 
among  men  whereby  ^\'e  must  be 
saved.  In  Titus  3:5  He  has  made  it 
clear  that  it's  not  by  works  of  right- 
eousness which  we  have  done,  but 
according  to  His  mercy  He  saved  us. 

However  satisfied  with  their  own 
foolish  plan,  they  are  doomed  for 
they  shall  surely  die.  The  Bible  says 
the  soul  that  sinneth  shall  surely 
die.  Man  is  doomed  unless  he  has  the 
substitute  provided  by  God,  His  own 
Son  Jesus  Christ.

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Shocking  Apostasy  in  America 

The  Reverend  James  A.  Pike,  Episcopal  Bishop  of 
California,  recently  shocked  many  Christian  people  with 
die  public  declaration  that  he  does  not  believe  in  the 
Biblical  account  of  the  \'irgin  birth  of  Christ.  He  also 
relegated  to  the  realm  of  myths  the  story  of  Adam  and 
Eve  and  the  Garden  of  Eden  and  the  existence  of  a  "sky- 
high  hea\'en  and  a  red  hot  hell." 

In  response  to  these  liberal  pronouncements.  Red- 
hook  Magazine  determined  to  learn  if  this  was  one  man's 
belief  or  whether  this  was  the  new  theology  in  our  land. 
A  distinguished  public  opinion  research  firm  was  as- 
signed to  interview  a  scientific  sampling  of  young 
divinity  students  presendv  in  training  for  the  ministry. 

Here  are  the  shocking  facts!  The  researchers  talked 
with  more  than  a  hundred  students  at  eight  leading  theo- 
logical schools  in  the  United  States  and  learned  that 
about  one  half  of  them  agreed  with  Bishop  Pike.  Only 
44  percent  belie\'e  in  the  virgin  birth  of  Christ.  Only 
29  percent  believe  there  is  a  real  heaven  and  a  real  hell. 
Onlv  46  percent  believe  that  Jesus  ascended  physically 
whole  into  heaven  after  his  crucifixion.  Belief  in  the 
immortality  of  man  ranks  as  a  major  belief  for  only  2 
percent.  Only  1  percent  are  convinced  that  there  will  be 
a  second  coming  of  Christ.  The  researchers  learned 
that  on  the  \\-hole  these  theological  students  veer  away 
from  a  fundamentalist  interpretation  of  the  Bible. 

This  is  a  tragic  commentary  on  the  present-day  de- 
generacy of  theological  schools  in  our  land.  These  div- 
inity students  are  simply  mouthing  that  which  they 
have  been  taught  by  their  apostate  professors.  The  deep- 
er tragediy  lies  in  the  realization  that  these  students  will 
soon  be  proclaiming  their  false  doctrines  to  large  con- 
gregadons  all  over  the  United  States. 

The  challenge  for  us  is  to  enlarge  and  intensify  and 
in\'igorate  our  own  ministry.  The  Brethren  Church  has 
the  truth.  Our  Grace  College  and  Seminary  are  absolute- 
ly fundamental.  Brethren,  we  are  personally  obligated 
to  get  the  truth  out  to  our  needy  world.— R. E.G.

"What,  company  again?"  Some 
times  these  words  are  said  with  hap- 
piness, other  times  in  drudgery. 

I  thank  the  Lord  many  times  For 
the  "company"  which  were  present 
in  our  home  while  I  was  growing  up. 
For  Mother  and  Daddy  were  always 
in\'iting  someone  to  our  home.  Be- 
cause of  this,  we  children  had  the 
rich  privilege  of  meeting  many  of 
the  Lord's  wonderful  ser\'ants.  The 
v\'ay  in  \\'hich  my  iMother  took  things 
in  hand,  to  me  is  still  amazing.  The 
verse  which  I  am  sure  she  quoted 
many  times  is  Colossians  3;23:  "What- 
soever ye  do,  do  it  heartily,  as  to  the 
Lord."  By  example,  we  were  shown 
that  it  was  a  joy  to  have  company 
and  not  a  major  catastrophe  in  the 
home. 

Many  Christian  families  miss  won- 
derful blessings  and  fellowship  by 
not  inviting  company  to  their  homes. 
It  is  said  of  my  Grandmother  that 
she  always  prepared  a  dinner  on  Sun- 
day, even  if  she  was  in\'ited  out. 
The  reason?  Someone  might  be  at 
church,  mavbe  a  stranger  or  visitor, 
that  she  thought  needed  fellowship. 
And  I  believe  that  many  lonely 
hearts  were  blessed  by  this  thought- 
fulness.  That  hospitality  quality  pass- 
ed on  to  my  Mother.  Remembering 
how  many  potatoes  and  carrots  I  had 
peeled  the  night  before  and  the  size 
of  the  meat  loaf  in  the  oven,  I  was 
aghast  at  how  many  Mother  would 
invite  home  for  Sunday  dinner. 
Never  once  did  anyone  ever  leave 
the  table  hungry.  The  joy  of  Chris- 
tian fellowship  and  fun  around  the 
table  for  a  meal,  stretched  the  food 
as  only  the  Lord  can  do.  It  wasn't  a 
seven  course  meal,  but  a  simple  meal, 
prepared,  ser\'ed,  and  enjoved  by  all 
was  the  best. 

Entertaining  is  not  only  with 
meals,  but  by  having  o\'ernight 
guests.  The  davenport  and  floor  were 
mv  bed  more  than  once.  I  remember 
coming  in  one  night  to  find  a  note 


pinned  to  the  davenport  which  read, 
"Elaine,  this  is  your  bed  tonight. 
Wouldn't  you  like  to  know  who  is 
here?"  And  in  the  morning  I  was 
surprised. 

The  Lord  knew  that  someday  this 
early  training  would  come  in  mighty 
handy.  For  since  having  a  home  of 
our  own,  we  have  entertained  many 
and  still  love  it.  Our  home  is  not 
bio,  the  food  not  nearly  as  good  as 
iMother's,  but  the  joy  of  serving  the 
Lord  by  entertaining  is  a  real  bless- 
ing to  us. 

Here  in  Puerto  Rico  it  has  been 
our  privilege  to  "feed  and  sleep" 
man^'  people  we  ne\'er  kneu'  before, 
but  who  are  now  wonderful  friends. 
Our  telephone  number  is  in  several 
little  black  books  of  friends  who  know 
all  they  ha\e  to  do  is  call  from  the 
airport,  and  they  have  a  place  to  call 
home  while  on  the  Island.  (This  is 
a\-ailable  to  you,  too— 83340.) 

Man\'  times  -we  think  we  are  too 
busy  to  entertain.  Mary  and  Martha 
found  time.  And  the  Lord  enjoyed 
their  fellowship.  Then  too,  have  you 
forgotten  the  verse  in  Hebrews  13:2 
which  says;  "Be  not  forgetful  to  en- 
tertain strangers:  for  thereby  some 
have  entertained  angels  unawares"? 
The  beans  and  cornbread  which  we 
served  to  company  the  other  night, 
and  the  roU-a-way  bed  crowded  in 
the  study  ^^'as  a  far  cr^'  from  "com- 
pany dinner"  and  a  hotel  suite,  but 
our  company  enjoyed  it  and  came 
back  for  more. 

Just  what  is  entertaining?  We  have 
found  that  it  is  not  just  sitting  in 
the  parlor,  but  making  guests  feel  at 
home  and  a  part  of  the  family.  Visit- 
ing, playing  games,  outdoor  activities, 
even  letting  them  help  set  the  table 
or  be  in  the  kitchen  before  and  after 
the  meal  (for  dishes)  is  liked  by  many 
ladies.

If  something  goes 
urong— like  my  rice  did  not  get  done 
with   ten   people  waiting  for  it— we 

ate  the  vegetables  and  meat  and  for- 
es 

got  the  rice!  Or  should  a  glass  upset, 
we  find  that  company  understands. 
When  Ruth  upset  her  glass  of  milk 
the  other  day,  our  visiting  minister 
smiled  and  began  mopping  up  the  re- 
mains with  his  paper  napkin  and 
said:  "Well,  now  I  really  feel  at 
home.  This  happens  at  our  house, 
too.'' 

One  lady  I  know  hesitated  to  ha^'e 
the  visiting  missionaries  in  their  home 
for  a  meal.  She  had  never  entertained. 
I  assured  her  that  she  would  thank 
me  afterwards  if  she  in\'ited  them. 
So  she  invited.  That  evening  she 
could  hardly  wait  to  tell  me  of  the 
spiritual  blessing  she  had  received. 
Her  last  words  before  she  hung  up 
the  receiver  was,  "Count  me  in  on 
entertaining  anytime." 

My  prayer  is  that  I  might  ser\'e 
the  Lord  with  gladness  in  entertain- 
ing. For  this  service  unto  the  Lord

can  be  done  right  here  at  home.  It 
may  take  a  little  more  planning  to 
stretch  the  food  and  arrange  bedding.

LOOKING  UNTO  JESUS 


Deep  in  the  heart  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Mountains  stands  an  ancient 
stone  church.  In  the  stone  over  the 
portals  of  the  church  are  cut  these 
words:  "This  church  was  built  by 
God-fearing  inhabitants  of  this  place 
as  a  token  of  their  love  for  the  Holy 
Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
We  would  like  to  apply  this  to  our 
WMC  and  say:  "Our  WMC  was 
organized  by  God-fearing  women  as 
a  token  of  their  love  for  the  Holy 
Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
So  with  hearts  overflowing  with 
praise,  we  again  thank  our  wonderful 
Saviour  for  abundandy  blessing  our 
WMC  work  for  His  glory  this  past 
year. 

It  is  always  a  source  of  endless 
thanksgiving  that  many  whose  names 
may  never  be  known  far  from  home 
or  beyond  their  local  councils  have 
been  faithful  in  life  and  message  to 
the  stewardship  entrusted  to  them. 
It  is  always  a  healthy  sign  when  a 
new  convert  awakens  to  the  privilege 
of  service  to  "Let  God  Be  Glorified." 
Our  challenge  for  this  year  is  that 
our  eyes  might  see  the  face  of  our 
Lord  in  the  shade  as  well  as  in  the 
sunshine  while  "Looking  Unto 
esus. 

Our  theme  verse  is  Hebrews  12: 
2:  "Looking  unto  Jesus  the  author 
and  finisher  of  our  faith;  who  for 
the  joy  that  was  set  before  him  en- 
dured the  cross,  despising  the  shame, 
and  is  set  down  at  the  right  hand 
of  the  throne  of  God."  Our  theme, 
Looking  unto  Jesus,  presents  a  three- 
fold challenge;  a  lifted  eye,  a  loath- 
some enemy,  and  a  longing  expecta- 
tion. 

A  Lifted  Eye 

The  eye  is  the  most  important  and 
striking  feature  of  the  face.  Blue  as 
the  azure  of  the  heaven,  brown  as 
hazel,  black  as  jet,  it  gives  expres- 
sion and  beauty  to  the  countenance. 


The  eve  fills  with  tears  of  pity, 
sparkles  \vith  the  radiance  of  affec- 
tions, and  flashes  with  fire  of  anger. 
By  the  eye  we  are  able  to  discern 
much  of  the  intents  and  thoughts  of 
the  heart.  In  the  Scriptures  it  is  ob- 
vious that  something  corresponds  to 
the  eye.  Our  Lord  adverts  to  the  eye 
as  the  symbol  of  something  in  our 
inner  life,  the  eye  of  the  soul.  A 
lifted  eye  reveals  the  worshiping  heart 
and  the  waiting  spirit.  The  psalmist 
has  declared:  "Unto  thee  hft  I  up 
mine  eyes,  O  thou  that  dwellest  in 
the  heavens."  A  similar  thought  is 
expressed  in  Psalm  121.  Some  read 
it:  "Shall  I  lift  up  mine  eyes  to  the 
hills?  Does  my  help  come  from 
thence?"  We  never  expect  our  help 
to  come  from  them,  we  must  lift  up 
our  eyes  above  the  hills.  "Our  help 
Cometh  from  the  Lord,  which  made 
heaven  and  earth"  (Ps.   121:2). 

We  must  direct  our  eyes  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  our  successful 
pattern  and  as  our  almighty  friend. 
His  pattern  is  perfect.  In  all  others, 
even  the  best  of  saints,  the  pattern 
is  marred  or  streaked.  We  may  look 
to  others  for  patterns,  but  they  will 
also  serve  as  warnings  as  well.  Christ 
is  more  than  a  pattern.  It  is  not  pat- 
terns that  we  want,  for  we  all  know 
well  enough  what  we  ought  to  be. 
Perfect  patterns  will  not  save  the 
world.  What  we  want  is  not  the 
knowledge  of  what  we  ought  to  be, 
but  the  will  and  the  power  to  be  it. 
That  we  get  from  Christ,  and  from 
Him  alone.  He  is  the  author  and  the 
finisher  of  our  faith. 

Looking  unto  Him,  His  spirit 
enters  our  spirits,  and  we  live;  yet 
not  we,  but  Christ  liveth  in  us.  The 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  one  success- 
ful and  perfect  pattern  of  faith.  His 
dependence  on  God,  and  humble 
confidence  in  Him,  were  the  secret 
of  His  peace  and  power  while  living 
here  on  earth.  His  peace  and  power 


will  also  indwell  us  when  we  place 
our  faith  in  Him.  By  faith  Jesus 
lived,  suffered,  and  died:  on  account 
of  His  obedience  He  entered  into 
glory.  Jesus  walked  by  faith,  looking 
always  unto  His  Father.  By  faith  He 
looked  away  from  all  discourage- 
ments, difficulties,  and  oppositions, 
committing  His  cause  to  His  Father. 
So  let  us  look  away  from  all  others, 
and  let  us  look  to  Him  who  can  give 
us  strength.  The  Amplified  Version 
reads:  "Looking  away  [from  all  that 
will  distract]  to  Jesus,  who  is  the 
Leader  and  the  Source  of  our  faith 
[giving  the  first  incentive  for  our 
belief]  and  is  also  its  Finisher,  [bring- 
ing it  to  maturity  and  perfection]." 

Looking  unto  Jesus,  we  look  away 
from  everything  else.  We  are  apt  to 
look  at  our  own  weakness,  at  the 
length  and  difficulties  of  our  way,  at 
the  strength  and  number  of  those 
against  us,  or  at  anything  that  tends 
to  discourage  us.  We  should  "look 
away"  from  all  these  things,  and  keep 
our  eyes  steadily  fixed  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  as  our  Almighty  Friend. 
With  a  lifted  eye  we  will  be  en- 
couraged by  the  sight  of  our  Suc- 
cessful Pattern  and  our  Almighty 
Friend. 

A  Loathsome  Enemy 

What  are  our  sorrows  and  trials  in 
comparison  with  His?  Consider  the 
cruelty  with  which  He  was  put  to 
death.  Even  when  He  was  nailed  to 
the  tree,  they  ceased  not  to  mock 
and  insult  Him.  Many  are  our  con- 
solations, in  view  of  Christ's  pa- 
tience under  His  great  sufferings.  A 
loathsome  enemy,  our  sufferings  are 
slight  in  comparison  with  His.  We 
need  a  lifted  eye  to  view  our  Saviour 
on  the  cross  for  our  sins  before  we 
can  have  victory  over  a  loathsome 
enemy. 

Our  souls  must  not  be  captured  by 
the  cares  or  the  companionships  of 
this  world,  but  increasingly  be  filled 
with  the  joy  of  the  Lord.  The  psalm- 
ist declared:  "Our  soul  is  exceedingly 
filled  with  the  scorning  of  those  that 
are  at  ease,  and  with  the  contempt  of 
the  proud"  (Ps.  123:4).  Scorning  and 
contempt  are  likely  to  be  the  loath- 
some enemies  of  God's  people  in  this 
world.  Psalm  121  reveals  many  ways 
we  are  comforted  and  protected  by 
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our  loving  Saviour  from  our  enemies. 

"He,  for  the  joy  [of  obtaining  the 
prize]  that  was  set  before  Him,  en- 
dured the  cross,  despising  and  ignor- 
ing the  shame"  (AmpHfied  Version). 
There  is  a  race  set  before  us,  which 
our  own  ambition  chooses,  and  which 
we  run  in  our  own  unrenewed  energy 
—and  there  is  a  race  set  before  us  of 
God  on  which  we  enter  when  we 
give  our  hearts  to  Jesus,  and  are 
"Looking  Unto  Him."  When  we  run 
the  race  set  before  us  of  God,  He 
renews  our  strength.  He  renews  our 
energy.  Morning  by  morning  new 
mercies  we  find  from  Him. 

Many  run  well  at  first  with  enthu- 
siastic love,  but  they  soon  are  hinder- 
ed and  turn  aside.  Many  rejoice  at 
first,  and  because  they  have  no  root, 
they  soon  fall  away.  Every  weight, 
the  burden  of  cares,  of  self-chosen 
toil  must  be  laid  aside.  Then  self- 
denial  will  not  be  self-denial.  It  will 
be  a  blessing,  and  a  joy  when  we 
lay  aside  every  weight.  You  will 
find  that  whatever  you  give  up  for 
Christ,  you  will  get  back  from  Christ 
a  better  and  a  more  blessed  joy  for- 
ever. 

We  are  reminded  of  our  beloved 
missionaries  who  have  run  well  in  the 
race  set  before  them  of  God.  They 
have  served  Him  with  steadfastness 
and  perseverance.  Several  years  ago 
our  women  e.xpressed  a  desire  to  show 
their  appreciation  for  these  faithful 
servants  by  building  an  additional 
missionary  residence.  The  ground 
was  broken  for  this  residence  at  con- 
ference last  year.  It  was  dedicated  this 
spring.  Our  beloved,  retired  mission- 
aries are  now  living  in  this  residence. 
This  is  a  result  of  united  faithful  and 
sacrificial  giving  of  many  others  who 
are  running  their  race  with  steadfast- 
ness and  courage.  We  have  only  be- 
gun this  project.  We  must  not  be 
diverted  or  halt  from  our  course  in 
this  race.  May  God  enable  us  to  con- 
tinue our  labors  and  not  faint  before 
our  course  is  finished,  and  we  arrive 
at  our  goal. 

"Look  away"  unto  Jesus  and  thus 
avert  our  eyes  from  the  difficulties 
before  us.  The  difficulties  of  our 
path  are  great;  we  know  and  feel 
them;  we  must  look  at  them,  but 
then  we  must  look  away  from  them 
unto  Jesus.  He  endured  the  cross  for 


you  and  for  me.  We  are  not  to  for- 
get our  cares,  but  we  are  to  cast  the 
weight  of  our  cares  upon  the  Lord. 
Then  our  loathsome  enemy  will  be 
defeated.  "Looking  unto  Je^s"  the 
difficulties  and  trials  of  our  path  all 
bring  us  closer  to  Him.  Then  we  ask: 
"Lord,  What  wilt  Thou  have  me 
to  do?" 

A  Longing  Expectation 

There  is  a  longing  expectation  for 
those  who  "so  run  as  to  obtain  the 
prize."  We  are  "Looking  Unto  Jesus" 
who  is  now  seated  at  the  right  hand 
of  the  throne  of  God.  Doubtless  vou 
are  sometimes  ready  to  faint,  but 
look  at  the  cloud  of  witnesses  that  are 
gone  on  before  you— look  at  Jesus  in 
particular.  Look  too  at  the  prize,  the 
joy  that  is  set  before  you.  Press  on 
then  a  little  longer  "forgetting  the 
things  that  are  behind,  and  reaching 
forth  unto  that  which  is  before,"  so 
shall  you  recei\'e  the  cro\vn  of  right- 
eousness from  the  hand  of  Jesus,  your 
righteous  Judge  and  almighty  Friend. 

Some  day  our  longing  expectation 
will  be  fulfilled.  Then  the  Lord  will 
give  us  our  rewards.  He  will  pursue 
a  far  different  method  than  most  of 
us  have  adopted.  We  are  inclined 
to  applaud  the  one  who  reaps  the 
results,  but  He  will  reward  those  who 
ploughed  and  sowed  to  produce  the 
results.  The  sower  shall  rejoice  with 
the  reaper.  To  each  the  rewards  will 
be  apportioned  not  according  to  the 
apparent  results,  but  to  the  faithful- 
ness with  which  the  humble  task  was 
fulfilled.  It  is  a  mistake  for  one  per- 
son to  monopolize  many  offices. 
Dwight  L.  Moody  said:  "It  is  better 
to  set  a  hundred  men  to  work  than 
to  do  the  work  of  a  hundred  men." 
It  is  good  in  WMC  to  train  and 
educate  the  younger  and  newer  con- 
verts, as  well  as  to  show  increased 
interest  in  our  SMM  girls.  There  is 
no  member  from  whom  another  may 
not  learn  something. 

Our  goals  and  recommendations  in 
WMC  should  be  planned  with  the 
only  aim  that  is  worthy  to  live  for— 
to  be  molded  into  the  likeness  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Most  people 
have  aims  which  if  put  into  words 
would  reveal  they  are  only  means:  "I 
am  li\'ing  to  make  a  fortune";  "I  am 
living  to  help   support  my  family"; 


"I  am  living  to  learn  an  art  or  pro- 
fession"; "I  am  living  for  enjoyment." 
Well,  and  what  then? 

We  are  first  of  all  a  missionary 
group  of  women.  We  desire  with 
those  who  organized  WMC  to  con- 
tinue to  show  our  love  for  the  Holy 
Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  This 
begins  within  our  own  hearts;  then 
includes  the  local  WMC,  the  district 
WMC,  and  our  national  WMC.  In 
view  of  these  facts,  shall  we  not  each 
one  dedicate  our  lives  to  Christ  for 
this  service?  Is  it  possible  to  promise 
our  Lord  that,  if  He  will  open  the 
door  of  opportunity  and  give  us  a 
tongue  and  wisdom,  we  are  willing 
to  speak  to  some  one  daily  of  His 
claims?  It  is  not  what  we  do  for  the 
Lord,  but  what  He  does  for  us  that 
really  is  worth  telling. 

Look  at  Jesus  glorified,  and  you 
will  behold  His  wounds;  you  will  see 
Him,  the  Lamb  as  it  was  slain.  Look 
at  Jesus  on  the  cross,  and  you  will 
behold  His  glory,  and  the  Father 
glorified.  To  remember  Jesus  is  to 
remember  Jesus  crucified.  With  all 
His  pre-existent  glory,  His  oneness 
with  the  Father,  His  adoration  by  the 
angels,  and  the  cloud  of  witness.  He 
is  also  the  Christ  for  you  and  for  me, 
for  our  every  need,  our  every  problem, 
our  every  sorrow,  our  every  sin.  Let 
us  serve  the  everlasting  Christ,  and 
join  the  cloud  of  witnesses.  As  the 
ransomed  of  the  Lord,  we  shall  one 
day  return  and  come  with  songs  of 
everlasting  joy.

her  home  is  comparable  to  a  date  in 
other  locations.  And  when  the  fellow 
and  girl  wish  to  become  engaged*  does 
he  just  buy  her  a  diamond?  Oh, 
no!  First  his  parents  go  to  her  parents 
and  formally  ask  permission  for  their 
son  to  marrv  the  girl  of  his  choice. 
Then,  if  all  is  well,  a  ring  may  be 
exchanged.  Wouldn't  this  practice 
of  getting  parental  approval  do  much 
to  solve  our  present  divorce  problem? 
I  rather  think  so. 

However,  underneath  a  few  cus- 
toms, the  desires  of  the  girls  here  are 
just  the  same  as  those  of  girls  every- 
where. What  does  everv  girl  want? 
Among  other  things,  she  wants  se- 
curity in  her  childhood  home,  per- 
sonal friends,  and  she  looks  forward 
to  meeting  the  man  she  will  love  and 
who  will  become  her  husband.  The 
teen-age  girl  in  Taos  who  accepts 
Christ  as  her  Saviour  may  look  for- 
ward to  losing  all  three  of  these  de- 
sires if  her  parents  are  not  already 
Christians.  If  her  parents  are  "re- 
ligious" and  strict  in  their  beliefs, 
but  not  of  our  evangelical  faith,  a 
girl  does  not  have  too  much  chance 
to    hear    the    Gospel.    She    will    be

taught  that  a  Protestant  church  is  all 
A\'rong.  If  she  persists  and  accepts 
Christ  as  her  Saviour,  she  may  be 
turned  out  of  her  family  home.  As 
a  Protestant  she  will  be  looked  down 
upon  by  many  whom  she  thought 
were  her  friends. 

What  of  her  dream  of  romance? 
Christian  boys  are  few— far  fewer 
than  Christian  girls.  If  she  decides 
to  marry  one  of  another  church,  she 
pays  a  big  price.  Usually  she  must 
marry  in  his  church  and  promise  to 
bring  up  the  children  in  his  faith. 
He  may  say  that  she  will  be  allowed 
to  attend  her  own  church,  but  it  will 
cause  strife  in  the  home  if  she  does. 
Most  always  it  ends  with  neither 
partner  attending  church  and  the 
children  growing  up  without  any  re- 
ligious training.  These  are  things 
that  a  Christian  girl  faces  and  for 
which  she  must  count  the  cost. 

Yes;  it  costs  to  be  a  Christian.  But 
when  one  counts  the  cost  of  living 
and  dying  without  Christ,  we  know 
that  Christ  is  the  only  answer.  He 
alone  can  give  the  inner  and  lasting 
joy  that  far  surpasses  the  joy  of 
worldly  ambitions  realized.

How  have  my  experiences  differed 
from  yours?  Mostly  superficially. 
Much  of  my  life  has  been  just  like 
yours.  I  was  bom  third  in  a  family  of 
four  children.  As  is  the  privilege  of 
every  child,  I  thought  my  family  was 
the  best  ever.  Mine  was  not  a  Chris- 
tian family,  but  by  God's  grace  sev- 
eral of  us  have  experienced  the  sec- 
ond birth  and  are  expecting  God  to 
honor  our  prayers  to  the  salvation 
of  all. 

I  took  Christ  as  my  Saviour  when 
I  was  fourteen.  It  was  very  simple. 
In  the  middle  of  a  sleepless  night  the 
Lord  spoke  to  me  and  brought  con- 
viction of  my  need.  I  slipped  out  of 
bed,  knelt,  and  accepted  salvation.  I 
also  accepted  Him  as  Lord  of  my  life, 
and  He  has  been  leading  me  ever 
since. 

First  He  led  me  to  a  Christian  col- 
lege. Here,  along  with  a  B.A.  degree 
in  English,  He  gave  me  my  husband. 
I  knew  the  Lord  wanted  me  on  the 
mission  field.  Through  a  redheaded 

o 

boy,  He  pointed  to  Africa.  We  were 
married  in  the  fall  after  graduation. 
Things  happened  from  there  on. 

We  studied  at  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  for  one  year,  and  then  left 
the  United  States  for  study  in  France. 
Since  he  was  born  in  France  and 
spent  his  first  eight  years  there,  my 
husband's  French  was  about  as  good 
as  his  English.  I  struggled.  After 
eight  months,  we  went  to  Africa. 

Next  Sango  had  to  be  conquered. 
Here  again  my  husband  had  the 
"jump"  on  me.  He  had  spent  many 
childhood  years  in  Africa,  and 
Sango  came  to  him  almost  as  easily 
as  English  or  French.  Because  he  did 
not  need  to  study  but  rather  was 
needed  immediately  in  the  French 
school,  I  skipped  the  language  school 
and  just  had  to  "pick  up"  Sango.  I 
was  advised:  "Just  teach,  and  it  will 
come."  I  wrote  out  each  lesson  word- 
for-word  from  the  limited  Sango- 
English  dictionary.  The  women  who 
attended  classes  listened  very  court- 
eously. An  African  boy  was  very 
helpful  in  correcting  me.  I  was  ex- 
tremely   doubtful    that    the    women

learned  anything  from  these  first  les- 
sons unless  it  was  tolerance,  but  I 
learned  a  great  deal.  Before  our  first 
term  was  over,  I  rejoiced  to  see  the 
women  learning  how  to  read  and 
write  and  honestly  understanding 
their  Bible  lessons. 

With  our  first  term  over,  we  spent 
six  months  of  furlough  in  the  States 
and  then  \\'ent  back  to  France  for 
more  study. 

My  next  three  vears  in  Africa  were 
mainly  spent  in  working  with  the 
girls.  This  was  thrilling  work,  for 
there  were  unlimited  possibilities. 
The  girls  vi'ere  eager  and  ready  to 
learn.  They  begged:  "Madame,  can't 
you   teach   us  afternoons  as  well  as

?"      Through      the

Christy,  Diana,  Kathy,  and  Chuck 
had  augmented  my  home  responsi- 
bilities, so  that  I  had  to  say  "no." 
However,  my  heart  ached  for  them, 
and  when  the  suggestion  came  to 
begin  a  Sisterhood  in  Africa,  train- 
ing girls  in  leadership  so  that  they 
would  be  less  dependent  upon  the 
missionary,  I  was  enthusiastic.  Over 
fifty  teen-agers  came  three  days  a 
week.  This  number  fluctuated  with 
the  season,  but  there  was  always  great 
interest.  The  girls  studied  Bible, 
hygiene,  baby  care,  sewing,  hand- 
crafts, and  many  other  things.  They 
played  games,  marched,  sang,  had 
outings  and  campfire  meetings,  and 
gave  skits  for  the  villagers.  They  had 
officers,  and  some  girls  wore  a  white 
head  scarf  on  which  they  had  em- 
broidered the  SMM  symbol  in  green. 
The  girls  loved  it  and  were  a  great 
testimony  to  the  villagers.  The  Chris- 
tian women  were  enlisted  as  patron- 
esses. At  Yaloke  it  will  still  take  much 
prayer  and  effort  before  the  women 
see  their  responsibility. 

We  have  been  on  furlough  since 
October  1960.  Medical  problems 
brought  us  home  nine  months  early. 
Our  daughter.  Patsy,  has  responded 
well  to  treatment.  Thank  you  for 
your  prayers.  We  hope  to  return  to 
Africa  as  soon  as  the  Lord  opens  the 
door.  Right  now  we  must  wait. 

I  enjoyed  writing  the  Middler 
SMM  lessons  this  year.  My  prayer  is 
that  they  will  prove  to  be  as  much 
of  a  blessing  to  you  as  they  were  to 
me  in  the  writing.  May  Christ  be 
glorified  through  them.

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DOUBLE  DEATH

"Who  his  own  self  bare  our  sins 
in  his  oun  bodv  on  the  tree,  that  we, 
being  dead  to  sins,  should  live  unto 
righteousness"  (I  Pet.  2:24). 

In  the  verses  preceding  our  text  the 
Apostle  Peter  exhorts  the  brethren 
scattered  abroad  to  holy  living,  and 
particularly  he  appeals  for  patience 
in  the  face  of  persecution.  Appro- 
priately then  in  verse  23  he  points 
to  Christ's  example  in  holy  living 
for  the  believers'  emulation.  But 
now  in  verse  24  the  apostle  comes 
to  the  central  theme  of  his  message, 
as  it  is  the  central  theme  of  all  the 
inspired  writers— the  substitutionary 
death  of  Christ  for  sinners.  (It  should 
be  observed  that  today's  ministers 
ha\'e  not  begun  to  preach  the  Gospel 
until  they  too  have  come  to  this 
theme.  In  these  times  of  widespread 
apostasy  many  are  ready  to  appeal  to 
Christ's  example  in  living  who  make 
litde  or  nothing  of  the  expiation  of 
sins  accomplished  by  Him  on  Cal- 
rary.)  In  the  latter  part  of  our  text 
Peter  comes  back  again  to  the  sub- 
ject of  the  pleasing  walk,  bringing 
Dut  the  practical  nature  of  Christ's 
:ross-work  for  the  redeemed— "that 
ive,  being  dead  to  sins,  should  live 
unto  righteousness."  We  obser\'e, 
then,  a  double  death  in  our  text, 
Christ's  death  for  our  sins,  and  the 
resulting  death  to  sins  made  prac- 
ticable for  the  believer  by  our  Lord's 
sacrifice.  Let  us  consider  these  two 
deaths  more  at  length. 

Death  for  Sin 

Christ  bore  the  punishment  for  our 
sins  when  He  died  on  the  cross,  so 
i^'e  read  here  and  throughout  Scrip- 
ture. Let  us  note,  however,  that  the 
ivords  of  our  text  actually  record  that 
He  "bare  our  sins  in  his  own  body  on 
the  tree"  and  not  the  punishment  for 
them  alone.  (This  is  also  emphasized 
in  Isa.  53:6,  U,  and  12.)  We  would 
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point  out  that  one  may  bear  punish- 
ment for  sins  and  vet  ha\'e  the  love 
of  the  one  who  administers  the  pun- 
ishment. This  is  brought  out  in  the 
Christian  chastisement  chapter,  He- 
brews 12,  and  is  confirmed  in  our 
experience  with  our  children.  But 
Christ  bore  our  sins  when  He  died, 
not  merely  the  punishment  for  them, 
and  He  did  not  know  the  love  of  His 
Father,  the  great  Administrator  of 
justice,  in  His  death.  How  else  may 
we  interpret  the  heart-rending  crv 
from  His  cross:  "My  God,  my  God, 
\^'hy  hast  thou  forsaken  me?"  The 
sins  which  our  Sa^'iour  bore  made 
His  death  the  more  horrible,  for 
God  cannot  look  upon  sin  but  must 
inflict  His  wrath  upon  it.  How  won- 
derful for  us  that  the  penalty  for 
these  sins  cannot  be  exacted  twice; 
that  we  are  completely  absolved  of 
guilt  since  He  bore  our  sins.  We 
thrill  anew  at  this  knowledoe. 

O 

As  we  are  thinking  of  the  suffer- 
ing of  Christ  upon  the  cross  let  us 
note  the  word  "bare"  in  our  Au- 
thorized Version.  This  word  sug- 
gests several  precious  thoughts  relat- 
ing to  the  greatness  of  the  cross-uork 
of  Christ  in  our  behalf.  It  suggests 
mJliugness,  first  of  all.  He  was  will- 
ing to  bear  our  sins.  He  didn't  have 
to  do  it  but  came  declaring,  "Lo,  I 
come  to  do  thy  will,  O  God"  and 
willingly  took  up  the  cross.  The 
word  "bare"  suggests  consciousness 
also.  Our  Saviour  \\asn't  beside  him- 
self as  one  insensible  on  the  cross.  He 
bore  our  sins  in  full  presence  of  mind 
with  no  palliation  of  pain  as  one 
would  experience  it  in  a  stupor.  He 
drank  the  full  cup  of  suffering 
which  was  ours  to  drink.  Again,  the 
word  "bare"  speaks  of  the  intensity 
of  pain  which  Christ  experienced  in 
our  stead.  He  "bare"  our  sins  in  great 
physical  pain  as  well  as  in  great  men- 
tal    and     spiritual     suffering.     The 


Scriptures  teach  that  Christ's  face 
and  form  were  physically  marred  in 
dying  more  than  any  man's  (Isa.  52: 
14).  So  great  was  His  suffering  that 
the  witnesses  on  Golgotha  esteemed 
Him  "smitten  of  God  and  afflicted" 
(Isa.  53:4).  He  looked  the  part  of 
one  accursed  of  God,  Avhich  indeed 
He  was  for  us.  Great  and  mar\'elous 
was  Christ's  death  for  us  when  He 
"bare  our  sins  in  his  own  bodv  on 
the  tree"! 

Other  thoughts  of  worth  might  oc- 
cupy us  on  the  subject  of  Christ's 
death  for  our  sins,  but  let  us  go  on 
to  the  great  practical  value  in  every- 
day living  made  real  and  experien- 
tial by  this  death.  We  are  referring 
to  death  to  sin  which  may  be  the 
believer's    experience    in    Christ. 

According  to  the  Aposde  Peter, 
Christ  died  for  us,  bearing  up  under 
the  infinite  weight  and  pain  of  our 
sins  "that  we,  being  dead  to  sins, 
should  live  unto  righteousness."  This 
is  the  great  aim  of  our  salvadon.  God 
wants  us  to  live  resurrected  lives, 
lives  of  purity  and  victory  over  sin. 
God  wants  us  to  be  "dead  to  sins." 
But  how  is  this  possible?  Are  we  not 
yet  in  the  flesh? 

Yes;  indeed  we  are  yet  in  the 
flesh,  but  it  is  expected  of  us  that 
we  ^vili  li\'e  transformed  lives,  lives 
on  a  much  higher  plane  than  the 
unregenerate  man  experiences.  In 
fact,  "If  we  say  that  we  have  fellow- 
ship with  him  [the  Father],  and 
walk  in  darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not 
the  truth,"  states  the  Apostle  John  in 
I  John   1:6. 

It  has  become  possible  and  prac- 
ticable for  us  to  be  "dead  to  sins" 
first  of  all  because  we  have  been 
awakened  to  the  true  character  of 
sin  since  regeneration.  We  see  sin  in 
all  its  horror  since  the  cross,  and  so 
we  want  to  be  free  of  its  claims  upon

New   edifice 
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Patterson  Memorial  Brethren 
Church  was  founded  prior  to  1913 
and  the  present  old  building  was 
built  in  1913.  The  congregation 
voted  in  the  month  of  May  to  con- 
struct a  new  church  on  the  present 
property  next  to  but  not  connecting 
with  their  new  Brethren  Youth  Cen- 
ter they  built  in  1958.  The  youth 
center,  which  is  worth  well  over 
$35,000,  was  just  improved  by  add- 
ing seven  new  classrooms  when  the 
upstairs  was  completed.  This  youth 
center  is  equipped  nov\'  with  twelve 
classrooms  along  with  the  facihties: 
25-foot  kitchen,  study,  and  a  65-foot 
by  40-foot  gymnasium  and  recrea- 
tion hall.  There  will  be  a  16-foot  by 
60-foot  outdoor  patio  with  fireplace 
between  the  new  church  and  the 
youth  center. 

The  new  church  at  completion  is 
expected  to  cost  about  $65,000.  The 
value  of  this  property  will  be  far 
over  this  since  well  over  50  percent  of 
the  property  will  be  built  with  do- 
nated labor.  The  size  of  the  new 
church  will  be  nearly  100  feet  by 
50  feet.  The  auditorium  will  seat 
400.  The  new  church  building  will 
have  place  for  eight  new  classrooms 
on  the  main  floor  and  near  the  bap- 
tistry and  the  basement  (full  size) 
e\'entually  \\'ill  have  space  for  t\venty 
furnished  classrooms. 

The  ground-breaking  service  was 
held  July  2,  1961  with  over  125 
people  attending.  To  date  the  church 
and  its  building  committee  have  con- 
structed the  foundation  walls  and 
exca\'ation.  Already  the  congrega- 
tion has  saved  over  $3,000  on  the 
construction  of  this  basement  by 
doing  it  themselves.  Twenty-thou- 
sand dollars  has  been  donated  so  far 
in  labor,  materials,  and  cash.  A  loan 
is  not  expected  to  be  taken  to  finish 
this  church  until  absolutely  necessary. 
The  completion  of  this  building  is 
not  yet  known  because  of  the  time 
it  takes  to  take  advantage  of  the 
generous  labor  donations  given. 
Over  95  percent  of  the  membership 
have  wholeheartedly  supported  this 
new  venture  with  their  vote,  and  fi- 
nancial support.

our  lives  and  definitely  move  in  that 
direction  if  our  experience  is  gen- 
uine. 

Once  a  false  prophet  by  the  name 
of  Mokanna  held  as  if  bewitched  and 
subject  to  him  a  great  host  of  fa- 
natical followers.  These  obeyed  the 
master's  every  wish  and  command. 
An  unusual  feature  about  him  was  a 
veil  which  he  constantly  wore  upon 
his  face.  In  fact,  he  wanned  that 
should  anyone  perchance  see  his 
face  that  one  would  be  struck  down 
dead  because  of  the  divine  glow  and 
power  which  \\'Ould  spring  forth  from 
his  face.  In  time,  however,  a  devotee 
did  chance  to  see  the  deceiver's  face, 
and  in  horror  he  noted  the  unmis- 
takeable  signs  of  leprosy  there.  Need- 
less to  say,  he  and  all  those  who 
once  ran  to  the  master  to  worship 
him  now  ran  frovi  him  to  escape 
defilement.  The  prophet's  spell  was 
broken.  Why?  The  once-hapless 
dupes  were  now  awakened  to  the  true 
character  of  the  master's  "glory." 

And  so  the  believer  is  now  awak- 
ened to  sin.  He  sees  in  it  its  true 
character,  even  as  the  assassin  of 
Jesus,  and  he  now  abhors  it,  for  no 
longer  is  he  bewitched  by  it  as  be- 
fore. 

Moreover,  \\'e  may  now  experience 
death  to  sin  and  live  lives  of  right- 
eousness because  of  the  power  of  a 
greater  attraction  in  Christ  over  sin. 
Sin's  colors  are  beautifully  painted 
all  about  us,  the  lights  of  the  world 
are  dazzling  in  allure,  but  we  have 


seen  and  now  see  Jesus,  and  we  can- 
not be  the  same. 
"Turn  your  eyes  upon  Jesus 

Look  full  in  His  wonderful  face; 

And  the  things  of  earth  will  grow 
strangely  dim 

In  the  light  of  His  glory  and  grace." 
Awaken  in  the  morning  and  thrill 
to  the  sparkle  of  dew  in  the  pure 
air;  then  look  up  full  into  the  sun's 
face  for  a  few  moments,  and  the 
sparkle  of  the  dew  diminishes  per- 
ceptibly. In  fact,  one  can  hardly  see 
it  at  all  upon  looking  down  at  the 
earth  again.  So  is  our  experience  with 
the  Saviour,  who  is  a  greater  attrac- 
tion than  sin  since  Calvary. 

Double  death.  Are  you  aware  of 
this  in  your  own  experience  with 
Christ?  Do  you  know  something  of 
a  sanctified  walk,  a  holy  walk,  since 
you  saw  Christ  hanging  on  the  cross 
for  you?  We  are  "eternally  secure  in 
Christ,"  but  we  should  never  forget, 
brethren,  that  the  security  is  indeed 
in  Christ  and  "in  him  is  no  darkness 
at  all"  (I  John  1:5).  If  we  are  in 
Him,  we  shall  know  His  holiness, 
as  well  as  the  security  He  affords. 
We  speak  about  the  One  "Who  his 
own  self  bare  our  sins  in  his  own 
body  on  the  tree,  that  we,  being  dead 
to  sins,  should  live  unto  righteous- 
ness."

The  three  Americans  are  expected 
to  remain  in  Luluabourg  until  it  is 
deemed  safe  to  return  to  the  Mutoto 
station. 

TORONTO,  CANADA-A  poll 
of  6,500  Protestant  ministers  reveals 
that  Canadians  skip  reading  the 
Bible  because  thev  think  it  is  trivial, 
dull,  and  hard  to  understand. 

So  savs  the  Canadian  Council  of 
Churches,  sponsor  of  the  survey  and 
the  representative  of  85  percent  of 
the  country's  Protestant  congrega- 
tions. Broken  down,  the  survey  shows 
that  29  percent  of  the  ministers  said 
non-readers  think  the  Bible  is  irrel- 
e\'ant;  26  percent  said  people  can't 
understand  it;  24  percent  said  non- 
readers  find  it  uninteresting  and  21 
percent  said  people  claim  they  are 
too  busy.

LA  PAZ,  BOLIVIA-Hard  on  the 
heels  of  Bolivia's  celebration  of  in- 
dependence has  come  a  new  con- 
stitution confirming  the  status  of 
Roman  Catholicism  as  the  official 
state  religion,  but  abolishing  the  old 
system  of  patronage  inherited  from 
Spanish  colonial  times. 

Article   3   of   the   constitution   de- 


that  credit  be  given  for  college  courses 
in  denomination  religion  taught  by 
clergymen  has  been  vetoed  by  the 
Minnesota   State  College  Board. 

Eight  members  of  the  board,  meet- 
ing at  Bemidji  State  College,  voted 
to  reject  a  proposal  made  a  year  ago 
by  the  Mankato  State  College  Coun- 
cil of  Religious  Advisers  that  credit 
be  allowed  for  such  courses. 

Rejection  of  the  plan  had  been 
recommended  unanimously  by  a 
four-man  board  committee  in  June, 
but  a  vote  was  deferred  after  a  long 
and  vigorous  board  debate. 

Earlier,  the  Minnesota  poll  found 
that  almost  three  out  of  five  Min- 
nesotans  favor  religious  instruction 
at  the  state  colleges. 


WACO,  TEX.-Baylor  University 
this  fall  inaugxirates  a  course  in 
Christian  communications  designed 
especially  for  students  interested  in 
religious  writing  and  editing  denomi- 
national publications.

Bavlor  President  Abner  McCall 
states  that  the  course  is  the  first 
phase  of  a  projected  school  of  com- 
munications emphasizing  religious 
journalism. 

WINONA  LAKE,  IND.-Attend- 
ing  the  fifteenth  annual  conference 
of  the  United  World  Mission  here 
recently  were  fifteen  missionaries 
from  the  fields  of  Africa,  Philip- 
pine Islands,  Cuba,  Germany  and 
India,  in  addition  to  Home  Council 
members,  mission  executives,  and 
other  delegates. 

Out  of  the  conference  came  nu- 
merous plans  for  future  expansion 
of  the  missionary  endeavor.  Among 
these  plans  were  the  approval  of  the 
building  of  the  Sigler  Memorial 
Chapel  in  Equatorial  Hospital  in 
West  Africa. 

The  con\'ention  body  approved 
plans  for  the  1962  conference  which 
will  be  held  at  St.  Petersburg,  Flo- 
rida, February  19-25. 
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My  Insurance  Man  Said  .  .  . 

In  response  to  questions  concerning  the  need  for  in- 
surance, my  agent  forcefully  stated:  "I'm  going  to  be 
brutally  frank  with  you.  You  need  this  protection.  One 
of  these  days  you  may  not  make  it  back  home  from 
your  office."  Those  words  failed  to  shock  me.  Most 
persons  accept  the  cold  fact  that  death  is  certain,  and 
that  proper  preparation  is  necessary  in  regards  to  meet- 
ing the  responsibility  in  case  death  should  occur.  I  wasn't 
shocked,  but  I  was  deeply  moved  by  the  zeal  and  pas- 
sion with  which  that  man  urged  upon  me  adequate 
protection  for  future  tragedy.  He  expressed  deep  con- 
cern for  my  family's  welfare. 

This  should  challenge  Christians!  How  many  of  us 
are  vitally  concerned  about  the  eternal  future  of  men. 
Some  clear-thinking  saint  will  rightly  counter  with  the 
logical  deduction  that  the  prime  reason  for  the  insur- 
ance man's  zeal  was  the  motive  of  money.  With  this  we 
must  agree. 

But  is  it  not  true  that  our  Lord  has  promised  rich  re- 
ward for  all  those  who  will  serve  Him?  Is  this  motive  of 
being  rewarded  a  proper  motivation  for  Christian  serv- 
ice? I  personally  believe  it  is.  I  am  convinced  that  there 
is  a  great  need  for  teaching  in  this  area.  It  appears  that 
unsaved  men  are  more  dedicated  to  the  task  of  earning 
earthly  rewards  than  Christians  are  in  winning  eternal 
rewards.  Why  is  this  so?  Perhaps  Christians  have  not 
seriously  considered  the  matter  at  all.  Let  me  present  a 
verse  of  Scripture  for  sober  and  solemn  reflection.  "If 
any  man's  work  abide  which  he  hath  built  there  upon,  he 
shall  receive  a  reward"  (I  Cor.  3:14).  The  great  incentive 
for  Christian  service  is  the  knowledge  that  work  for  the 
Lord  is  not  in  vain.  In  the  last  chapter  of  The  Revela- 
tion are  these  words:  "And,  behold,  I  come  quickly;  and 
my  reward  is  ^vith  me,  to  give  every  man  as  his  work 
shall  be."  Let  us  not  allow  an  insurance  salesman  to 
\'\'ork  harder  for  his  company  and  salary  than  we  do  for 
our  Lord  and  His  rewards.— R. E.G.

The  1960  Census  and  the  Churches 

Recently  the  National  Council  of  Churches  held  a 
conference  in  Washington,  D.  C.  under  the  above  title. 
Some  very  startling  and  shocking  facts  were  brought  out 
at  this  conference. 

As  the  result  of  a  survey  conducted  by  the  NCC  it 
was  determined  that— 

Unless  churches  have  an  effective  program  to  reach 
those  who  are  under  twent^'-nine  years  of  age,  they  ;ire 
failing  to  minister  to  one-half  of  our  American  popula- 
tion. 

If  the  churches  have  increased  the  scope  of  their  teen- 
age program  by  70  percent  in  the  last  decade,  they  are 
merely  keeping  pace  with  the  population  growth,  and 
could  be  behind  it  in  some  areas. 

If  they  have  increased  by  50  percent  their  ministry  to 
the  "golden  age"  group  over  sixty-five,  they  are  only 
keeping  abreast  of  the  rising  number  of  elderly  people. 

These  facts  should  stimulate  the  thinking  of  each  pas- 
tor and  Brethren  church.  Our  strategy  in  evangelization 
should  be  adapted  to  meet  special  needs  so  that  the 
maximum  results  may  be  achieved.  We  cannot  do  this 
if  we  are  concerned  only  with  a  general  church  program. 

Has  the  scope  of  the  youth  program  of  each  Brethren 
church  increased  70  percent  in  the  last  ten  years?  If  it 
has  not,  according  to  this  survey,  we  are  losing  ground 
at  the  most  important  point  in  our  evangelistic  efforts. 
This  failure  will  appear  at  many  places  in  the  church's 
program  through  the  years. 

Is  the  average  Brethren  Sunday  school  making  it  a 
special  plan  to  reach  young  married  people  in  the  "below 
twenty-nine"  age  bracket  by  organizing  a  special  class 
which  is  taught  by  the  pastor  or  a  very  capable  layman? 
If  not,  the  strongest  immediate  potential  for  the  church 
is  being  ignored. 

What  are  Brethren  churches  doing  for  the  "old  folks"? 
Many  of  these  have  had  a  wealth  of  experience  by  which 
the  church  may  profit.  Often  they  have  material  means 
which  may  be  used  for  the  expansion  of  the  Lord's  work, 
and   so   forth. 

Certainly  every  church  program  should  be  planned 
with  such  factors  in  mind. 

Each  one  of  the  above  facts  underscores  the  need  for 
church  extension.  Our  field  for  evangelization  is  not 
decreasing.  It  is  increasing  annually!  Yet,  because  of  lim- 
ited financial  potential  we  are  unable  to  do  what  we 
should  to  meet  these  needs. 


America  Is  on  the  Move 

Each  year  thirty-five  million  Americans  move  some- 
where. This  is  an  amazing  fact  although  each  one  of 
us  sees  this  happening  on  a  limited,  local  scale. 

Here  lies  one  of  the  greatest  problems  in  extending 
the  church.  Although  this  factor  certainly  hurts  the 
growth  and  potential  of  established  churches,  it  is  often 
devastating  to  new  churches.  Our  experience  in  many 
different  locations  has  taught  us  this  lesson. 

A  group  of  twenty-five  people  in  a  new  church  may 
involve  five  to  seven  families.  These  families  will  have 
various  degrees  of  leadership  ability  and  financial  poten- 
tial to  assist  the  local  church.  In  order  for  a  church  to 
mo\'e  ahead  these  days,  and  even  in  order  to  find  and 
use  the  onlv  place  available  for  meeting,  such  as  a 
school,  property  must  be  purchased.  This  is  done  as 
inexpensively  as  possible.  The  church  is  moving  along 
well  and  beginning  to  really  reach  people  in  its  new 
community.  But,  suddenly  three  families  move  away 
leaving  only  two  families  as  members  of  the  church. 
This  is  discouraging  to  the  pastor,  to  the  people  and  to 
the  community.  Financial  obligations  have  been  assumed. 
Ho^v  do  we  recoup  our  losses? 

Here  is  just  one  more  reason  why  "the  Brethren 
Church  Grows  with  Home  Missions."  Many  of  the  losses 
in  membership  reflected  in  our  statistical  reports  find 
their  source  here. 

There  is  onlv  one  really  effecti\'e  remedy  for  this  prob- 
lem—jwore  smaller  churches  in  strategically  located  cities 
so  that  no  matter  where  Brethren  people  move  they  may 
he  able  to  find  Brethren  fellowship.  Even  this  is  limited 
because  of  the  size  of  our  denomination.

We  express  our  appreciation  for  this 
material. 

It  all  began  with  a  realistic  ap- 
praisal of  the  situation  and  a  burden 
to  do  something  about  it.  Here  was  a 
city  of  over  one  million  population 
with  less  than  a  thousand  Assemblies 
of  God  constituents.  This  despite  the 
fact  that  First  Christian  Assembly 
was  estabhshed  fifty-four  years  ago. 

Pastor  D.  Leroy  Sanders  went  to 
Cincinnati  in  1954  and  immediately 
launched  efforts  to  establish  other  as- 
semblies. Howe^'er,  all  came  to 
naught.  The  city  seemed  to  resist  mis- 
sion-type assemblies;  and  theater 
buildings  also  failed  to  be  the  an- 
swer.  It  seemed  obvious  that  times 
had  changed;  a  new  approach  was 
necessary. 

First  Christian  Assembly  had 
moved  into  a  large,  new  edifice  in 
1952.  Every  square  foot  of  space  was 


soon  utilized  to  accommodate  the 
Sunday  school,  which  grew  to  an 
average  of  more  than  650,  and  the 
capacity  crowds  that  responded  to 
the  thriving  evangelistic  program. 
The  alternatives  now  were  to  expand 
facilities,  or  stagnate,  or  take  part  of 


the  congregation  and  begin  a  new 
work. 

In  I960  the  decision  was  made: 
First  Christian  Assembly  would  spon- 
sor a  new  church.  Despite  a  $45,000 
indebtedness,  the  church  board  de- 
cided to  borrow  $75,000  and  donate 
it  outright  to  the  new  group.  This 
made  possible  the  purchase  of  a  four- 
acre  plot  of  ground  in  a  strategic  lo- 
cation and  the  construction  of  a 
small  first  unit  to  give  the  church  a 
strong  beginning. 

Then  came  the  acid  test.  After 
much  prayer,  the  people  decided  that 
their  own  much-loved  assistant  pas- 
tor, Hugh  Rosenberg,  should  head 
the  new  venture.  He  was  authorized 
to  invite  all  of  those  who  lived  in  the 
area  of  the  new  church  (and  any  other 
First  Christian  Assembly  members 
who  felt  especially  led  to  this  work) 
to  join  as  charter  members.  Over  forty 
adults  plus  their  families  responded. 

Perfect  harmony  exists  between 
the    two   pastors   and   congregations.

This  new  Tri-county  Assembly  is 
in  a  suburban  area  where  new  homes 
are  mushrooming  by  the  thousands. 
It  is  the  fastest-growing  section  of 
Cincinnati.  The  new  church  is  being 
built  on  a  four-acre  plot  within  one 
mile  of  Southwest  Ohio's  largest  shop- 
ping center  where  land  sells  at  $25,- 
000  an  acre.  There  is  a  fine  express- 
way nearby,  making  it  possible  for 
this  new  Asserriblv  to  serve  a  'i'ery 
wide  area. 

Already  new  folk  are  coming  in  to 
take  the  places  of  those  who  have  left 
First  Christian  Assembly.  Certainly 
both  churches  will  prosper  and  ad- 
vance under  the  blessing  of  God  who 
commanded  us  to  "preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature." 

Such  a  joy  has  come  to  First  Chris- 
tian Assembly  as  a  result  of  this  sac- 
rificial spirit  of  giving  that  some  al- 
ready anticipate  the  day  when  an- 
other such  project  will  be  launched. 

What  has  happened  in  Cincinnati 
can  happen  in  hundreds  of  Amer- 
ican cities.  Surely  nothing  would 
please  God  more. 

Think  of  the  far-reaching  effects 
of  such  a  project.  In  the  first  place, 
the    sponsoring    church    experiences 


the  unparalleled  jov  of  reproducing 
itself,  while  at  the  same  time  it  has 
the  supreme  satisfaction  which 
sjjfings  from  obedience  to  God's  re- 
vealed will.  Then,  too,  scores  of  new 
opportunities  for  active  Christian 
service  are  created.  With  over  forty 
active  members  leaving  First  Chris- 
tian Assembly,  the  door  is  automati- 
cally opened  for  over  forty  others  to 
replace  them  in  their  various  min- 
istries. In  turn,  the  new  Tri-county 
Assembly  will  present  almost  bound- 


less opportunities  to  all  who  join  her 
ranks. 

Most  important  of  all  is  the  influ- 
ence the  new  Assembly  will  have  on 
a  multitude  of  eternity-bound  souls. 
More  sinners  \v\\\  be  reached.  More 
souls  will  be  saved.  New  Sunday- 
school  classes  will  be  started.  New 
missionary  programs  will  be  launch- 
ed. And  the  cause  of  Christ  will  be 
advanced. 

First  Christian  Assembly  has  set 
the  pace.  Will  your  church  follow? 


To  Launch  Field  Man

The 
expense  of  sponsoring  this  field 
representative  will  be  shared  equally 
by  the  three  boards.

"Every  Sunday  morning  when  I 
drive  past  vour  church,  I  see  more 
cars  there  than  I  saw  the  Sunday  be- 
fore. Your  church  must  certainly  be 
growing."  These  v^'ords  were  spoken 
to  me  recently  by  a  clerk  in  a  dou'n- 
town  store  when  I  was  making  a  pur- 
chase and  identified  mvself  as  the 
pastor  of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church. 
Then  as  we  talked  she  mentioned  that 
our  church  had  entered  into  a  discus- 
sion she  had  had  with  a  Sundav- 
school  class  of  girls  in  the  church  just 
a  block  down  from  our  church.  The 
discussion  centered  around  the  lack  of 
growth  in  their  Sundav  school  and 
one  girl  stated:  "I  think  that  the  rea- 
son we  are  not  growing  in  number  is 
because  we  do  not  go  out  and  visit 
the  homes  in  our  community.  Why, 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  has  been 
the  only  church  ever  to  call  in  our 
home  in  the  years  \ye  ha\'e  lived 
here."  As  I  listened  to  the  remarks 
of  the  clerk,  it  was  once  again  im- 
pressed  upon  my  mind  the  impor- 
tance of  a  regular  visitation  program 
in  the  church  and  Sundav  school. 

Sometime  later  I  met  a  member  of 
the  Sunday  school  in  the  grocery  store 
and  when  we  met  she  smiled  and 
said:  "I  just  mentioned  your  name  to 
my  son  saying  we  will  soon  be  get- 
ting a  call  from  the  Sundav  school, 
for  we  have  missed  a  number  of  Sun- 
days." This  attitude  is  a  good  one, 
for  it  shows  that  the  church  is  in- 
terested in  the  lives  and  spiritual  wel- 
fare of  its  members.  Hence  the  first 
reason  why  I  believe  that  a  \'isita- 
tion  program  is  essential  in  a  church 
is  because  it  impresses  the  commu- 


nity that  here  is  a  church  which  is 
interested  in  our  family  and  our 
spiritual  well-being. 

A  second  reason  AA'hv  a  visitation 
program  is  essential  is  that  it  informs 
thtj  community  as  to  what  your 
church  believes.  A  major  obstacle  that 
we  ha\'e  faced  as  a  Home  Missions 
Council  church  in  an  area  where 
there  are  no  other  Brethren  churches 
is  that  of  ignorance  as  to  who  we 
are  and  what  \ye  stand  for.  Many, 
when  they  do  not  know  the  facts, 
use  their  imagination  and  come  up 
with  some  extreme  ideas  as  to  vyhat 
we  are  and  do.  The  best  way  we  ha\  e 
found  to  o\'ercome  this  obstacle  is 
to  go  to  their  homes  and  not  only  tell 
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them  what  The  Brethren  Church  is, 
but  show  them  as  well.  To  do  this 
we  have  made  generous  use  of  the 
special  publications  of  the  Mission- 
ary Herald  Company,  tracts  and 
pamphlets  of  our  own  making,  and 
also  an  attractive  album  of  pictures. 
With  the  help  of  the  Council, 
photographs  of  every  phase  of  our 
Sunday  school  were  taken.  These  pic- 
tures include  each  of  the  classes, 
the  opening  exercises,  the  missionary 
outreach,  the  location  of  the  church, 
the  pastor  and  his  family,  and  a  brief 
presentation  of  our  beliefs.  With  the 
pictures  printed  titles  were  made, 
and  then  both  pictures  and  titles  were 
arranged  in  a  mult-o-ring  binder  with 
window  sleeves  to  protect  the  pic- 
tures in  such  a  vA'ay  as  to  give  one 
a  bird's-eye  glimpse  of  our  Sundav 
school  in  action.  The  cost  of  such 
a  project  is  reasonable  and  the  re- 
sponse has  been  gratifying. 

Finally,  the  third  reason  why  a 
regular  visitation  is  essential  to  the 
church  is  that  it  does  produce  in- 
creases in  attendance.  The  Lord  has 
wonderfully  blessed  our  efforts  and 
in  the  time  we  have  been  ministering 
here  we  have  seen  the  Sunday  school 
almost  triple  its  attendance.  Yes; 
we  have  used  other  things,  such  as 
contests,  both  nationally  and  with- 
in our  own  group.  We  have  taken 
part  in  the  fall  enlargement  cam- 
paigns and  all  of  these  have  proved 
helpful.  But  over  the  years  the  ac- 
tivity that  has  done  the  most  good 
and  produced  the  greatest  results  has 
been  the  weekly  visitation  program. 
My  advice  to  all  is  try  it,  it  works. 
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Navajo  Christians  Hold  Own  Baptismal  Service

Another  step  toward  an  estab- 
lished church  was  experienced  in 
our  Navajo  Mission  field.  A  bap- 
tismal service  had  been  planned  and 
was  to  be  held  in  our  Spanish-Amer- 
ican church  at  Albuquerque,  New 
Mexico.  Many  of  the  Navajo  Chris- 
tians expressed  their  desire  to  have 
their  own  ser\'ice  at  their  local  church 
where  it  could  be  viewed  by  all. 

Following  an  example  set  by  Rev. 
Russell  Williams  when  he  baptized 
Mr.  Paul  Sager  at  the  Laramie  prison, 
a  large  livestock  tank  was  purchased. 
The  tank  was  filled  with  pre-heat- 
ed  water  and  located  outside  the 
chapel  on  the  mission  compound. 

Navajo  families  driving  for  miles 
by  horse  and  wagon,  some  coming  by 
mission     transportation,     filled     the 
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chapel.  Following  a  two-hour  service 
of  song,  message,  and  testimony,  the 
congregation  gathered  outside  near 
the  tank.  A  steady,  beating  rain  (quite 
uncommon  in  Navajoland)  did  not 
dampen  their  spirits.  These  Christian 
people  literally  rejoiced  as  five  can- 
didates came  and  were  baptized  by 
trine  immersion.  Three  were  Navajo 
adults  and  two  were  missionary  chil- 
dren. 

Standing  in  the  rain  taking  these 
pictures,  studving  the  faces  of  these 
earnest  believers,  enjoying  the  enthu- 
siasm of  this  congregation,  I  found 
myself  praising  God  for  this  wonder- 
ful fruit  of  our  missionary  work.  One 
of  the  voung  men  baptized  stood  in 
soaked  clothing  and  testified  of  his 
faith  in  Christ,  both  in  English  and 


Navajo,  and  told  of  his  desire  and 
plan  to  enter  a  Navajo  Bible  school 
this  fall.  The  tears  came  streaming 

o 

down  my  cheeks— this  was  another 
life  transformed,  founded  upon  the 
rock  Christ  Jesus,  vivid  evidence  of 
God's  blessing. 

Pray  earnestly  for  these  who  are 
taking  their  stand  for  Christ.  Pray 
for  their  witness  borne  to  their  own 
people  that  it  mav  bring  forth  more 
fruit  for  God's  glory. 


The  Northwest  District  WMC 
with  help  from  other  groups  will 
again  be  filling  the  shelves  of  the 
Navajo  iMission  fruit  and  vegetable 
storage.  The  Beaumont  and  Mo- 
desto, California  churches  have  also 
made  a  real  contribution  to  this  food 
supply  for  the  mission.  These  proj- 
ects represent  savings  of  hundreds  of 
dollars  tov^'ard  feeding  sixty-plus 
hungry  Navajo  boys  and  girls  in  the 
school.

Mrs.  Joseph  Bromberg  is  one  of 
the  ladies  who  Faithful!)'  attends  our 
Wednesday  evening  Bible  class  and 
our  monthly  Monday  discussion  meet- 
ings. One  evenino  as  she  was  thinking 
of  God's  goodness  to  her,  there 
came  a  desire  to  do  something  for 
Christ  to  express  her  loye.  She  felt 
led  of  the  Lord  to  write  the  testimonv 
that  follows:  "Let  the  redeemed  of 
the  Lord  say  so,  whom  he  hath  re- 
deemed from  the  hand  of  the  enemy" 
(Ps.  107:2). 

The  one  truth  that  seemed  to  im- 
impress  Mrs.  Bromberg  was  that  of 
Isaiah  55:11:  "So  shall  my  word  be 
that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth; 
it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but 
it  shall  accomplish  that  which  I 
please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the 
thing  whereto  I  sent  it."  She  never 
saw  the  elderly  lady  again  who  gave 
her  the  Gospel  in  verse;  in  fact,  she 
believes  she  died  shortly  after  their 
meeting.  But  through  her  the  Lord 
had  planted  a  seed  and  in  the  years 
that  followed  He  sent  others  along 
to  water  it  and  in  His  time.  He  ga\'e 
the  increase.  This  should  be  an  en- 
couragement to  each  of  us  to  be 
more  faithful  in  giving  out  His  Word 
to  Jew  and  gentile  alike. 

Note  that  Mrs.  Bromberg  says:  "I 
e\'en  was  obedient  to  the  point  of 
recei\'ing  baptism."  This  may  seem 
strange  to  you,  but  this  is  the  all-de- 
cisive step  for  Jewish  people.  This  is 
a  definite  identification  with  Christ, 
and  it  is  often  at  this  point  that  op- 
position and  discrimination  will  arise 
from  their  family  and  other  Jewish 
people. 

Testimony  by  Mrs.  Joseph  Bromberg 

I  am  a  Jewess.  For  a  good  oart  of 
my  life  I  lived  in  the  East.  I  never 
heard  the  Gospel,  but  I  always  had 
a  deep  regard  for  God  and  His  king- 
dom. However,  I  had  no  ^vav  of 
satisfying  my  heart;  I  felt  there  \^'as 
something  lacking.  It  was  in  Indiana 
that  I  became  familiar  with  the  Word 
of  God.  It  took  me  by  such  surprise 
and  I  had  a  desire  to  hear  mere  and 
more. 

It  was  there  that  I  had  the  follow- 
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ing  experience:  I  met  a  gentile  lady 
when  I  went  into  a  restaurant.  She 
\\'as  a  very  elderly,  sweet  sor;l  who 
asked  me  if  I  \vould  like  to  hear  a 
lovely  poem  that  she  knew.  It  ap- 
pealed to  me  so  much  that  I  asked 
if  I  might  write  it  do^vn.  This  is 
what  she  dictated: 

"Most    holy    and    blessed    Lord, 
My  Saviour  and  my  Redeemer, 
I   come   to   Thee   now. 
My  Lord  Jehovah  and  blessed  Lord. 
I  come  to  thee  now; 
Do    Thou    lift    me    now    unto    Thee 
And  help  me  to  worship  Thee. 
Our  glorified  Lord. 
In  Thy  divine  hum^inity. 
With    all    my    heart. 
With  all  my  soul. 
With  all  my  streneth. 
I  want  to  receive  the  divine  from  Thee 
In  peace  and  security   against  hell. 
And    live    in   the    sweetness    and    ourity 

of   Thy   Holy   Word. 
Amen    and    Amen." 

I  respected  this  precious  Christian 
woman  as  I  sat  talking  to  her,  and 
because  of  that  I  listened  with  all  my 
heart  to  hear  just  what  she  had  to 
say  to  me.  Little  did  I  realize  that 
this  soul  was  witnessing  to  me  be- 
cause I  had  ne\'er  heard  the  Gospel 
before,  but  I  was  very  much  interest- 
ed. After  every  bit  of  t\\enty  years 
or    more,    I    discoA'cred    that    God's 


Word  has  been  following  me  around 
from  place  to  place,  city  to  city,  and 
apartment  to  apartment.  Recently  I 
took  this  whole  thing  into  definite 
consideration  and  wondered  about 
this  incident  that  came  into  my  life 
so  many  years  ago.  I  ga-\'e  it  so  little 
consideration  at  the  time,  though  in 
the  quiet  of  my  home  I  used  to  read 
this  poem  over  and  over.

I  wanted  to  believe,  but  I  was  afraid. 
Yet  something  used  to  draw  me.  I 
would  love  it  and  wanted  to  hear 
the  things  of  God  more  and  more 
because  it  used  to  give  me  sucli  joy 
and  peace  as  nothing  else  I  received 
in  life  gave  me.  So  I  went  on  being 
happy  and  loving  the  Word  more 
and  more.  Now  I  find  it  was  being 
willing  to  know  more  which  helped 
me  through  this  great  ordeal,  and  a 
great  ordeal  it  was.  And  as  of  now  I 
know  I  am  saved  and  a  child  of 
God.  I  even  was  obedient  to  the  point 
of  receiving  baptism.

Tremendous!  This  was  the  word 
many  of  the  men  used  to  describe  the 
la)fmen's  meetings  at  National  Con- 
ference this  year.  Those  who  were 
privileged  to  attend  the  five  sched- 
uled meetings  received  a  real  bless- 
ing along  with  serious  spiritual  chal- 
lenges. Our  surroundings  were 
magnificent— each  morning  as  one 
walked  to  the  place  where  the  meet- 
ings were  held,  the  majestic  beauty 
of  the  nearby  Rocky  Mountains  re- 
minded one  of  the  wonders  of  our 
God's  creation. 

Our  meetings  were  held  in  the 
Texas  lodge  of  the  YMCA  camp  at 
Estes  Park.  Attendance  averaged 
seventy-two  each  day,  and  offerings 
totaled  $234.20.  On  Friday,  August 
25,  a  special  offering  of  $77  was 
received  for  Rev.  Granville  Tucker, 
pastor  of  the  Fremont  (Ohio)  Chapel. 
This  offering  was  to  be  used  for 
travel  expenses  for  him  and  his  fam- 
ily, but  upon  arriving  at  the  general 
conference  session  that  morning,  the 
men  learned  that  Brother  Tucker's 
home  had  burned. 

We  were  privileged  to  hear  from 
Rev.  William  Schaffer,  who  present- 
ed the  program  of  the  Board  of  Min- 
isterial Emergency  and  Retirement 
Benefits;  Brother  Ernie  Bearinger, 
who  reported  for  the  student  aid 
committee  and  the  Brethren  Youth 
Council;  and  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller, 
who  thanked  the  men  for  their  sup- 
port of  the  Board  of  Evangelism  in 
the  past  year.  Dr.  Miller  also  stated 
that  the  board  was  asking  that  the 
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president  or  vice  president  of  our  Na- 
tional Laymen's  organization  sit 
with  them  at  their  meetings.  This 
was  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  men 
present.  Brother  Al  Balzer,  our  lay- 
man missionary  builder  in  Africa, 
brought  us  some  of  the  real  joys  in 
the  physical  building  of  the  church 
in  Africa. 

President  Kohler  announced  that 
four  issues  of  the  Laymen's  News 
would  be  published  in  the  coming 
year,  should  the  balance  in  the  gen- 
eral fund  permit.  Following  this  an- 
nouncement. Brother  Harold  Ball  of 
Garden  Grove,  California,  offered  to 
print  them  at  no  cost  to  our  organ- 
ization. A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was 
given  to  Brother  Ball  for  his  fine 
gesture  on  behalf  of  the  lajonen. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  item  of 
business  discussed  at  our  lajTnen's 
meetings  was  the  decision  to  proceed 
at  once  with  the  five  $100  scholar- 
ships to  Grace  College.  (You  will 
recall  that  the  interest  from  the 
$10,000  scholarship  fund  the  lay- 
men are  raising  will  automatically 
provide  five  $100  scholarships.) 

It  was  voted  by  the  men  present 
that  the  interest  already  received, 
along  with  money  from  our  general 
fund,  be  used  to  provide  the  scholar- 
ships until  such  time  as  the  $10,000 
is  raised.  Approximately  $2,500  is 
currently  on  deposit  with  the  Founda- 
tion. These  five  scholarships  will  be 
awarded  to  five  worthy  students,  ef- 
fective with  the  current  fall  term  at 
the  college.

The  Minister's 


RECREATION 


By  Carlton  J.  Fuller* 


There  is  much  material  written  on 
recreation  for  the  school,  community, 
summer  camps,  and  even  for  church 
groups  and  organizations,  but  there 
is  little  available  material  on  the 
minister's  recreation.  Before  there 
arises  a  misunderstanding,  it  should 
be  noted  that  recreation  does  not 
limit  the  activitv  to  such  sports  as 
tennis,  volleyball,  golf,  bar  bells  or 
anv  of  the  major  sports,  but  it  would 
also  include  handcrafts,  hiking,  hob- 
bies, or  anything  to  divert  from  the 
normal  work  procedure. 

It  would  be  best  to  define  the 
word  "recreation"  to  prevent  mis- 
leading anyone.  "In  short,  recreation 
mav  be  considered  as  any  form  of 
leisure-time  experience  or  activitv  in 
which    an    individual    enoaoes    from 

o    o 

choice  because  of  the  enjoyment  and 
satisfaction  which  it  brings  directly  to 
him"  (George  D.  Butler,  Introduc- 
tion to  Community  Recreation,  p. 
8).  This  definition  is  true;  ho\\ever, 
it  is  not  written  by  a  Christian  au- 
thor. 

As  far  as  the  word  recreation  ap- 
pearing in  the  Scriptures  is  concern- 
ed, it  does  not  appear,  but  there  are 
a  few  references  that  can  be  found 
to  support  the  synonyms  "play"  or 
"sport."  Probably  the  best  passage 
in  the  Bible  to  support  recreation  in 
any  sense,  would  be  I  Timothy  4:8: 
"For  bodilv  exercise  profiteth  little, ' 
and  it  is  by  this  verse  that  this  ar- 
ticle is  being  mainly  supported. 

A  minister  v\'ill  spend  manv  vears 
preparing  himself  mentally  for  the 
task  God  has  called  him  to  do,  but 
this  same  man  neglects  the  body  that 
God  has  given  him  to  use  in  perform- 
ing this  task.  The  minister  doesn't  20 
through  all  his  training  and  grad- 
uate \yith  a  degree  then  fail  to 
keep  up  the  study  habits  he  has  ac- 
quired during  these  years  of  prepara- 
tion. If  he  did,  he  would  fail  to  grow

spiritually.  By  the  same  token,  neither 
should  the  minister  fail  to  contribute 
to  his  physical  fitness. 

Suddenly,  in  early  manhood  the 
person  is  called  into  the  ministry.  At 
once,  or  e\'en  gradually,  he  puts 
sports  and  play  out  of  his  mind  be- 
cause he  must  be  concerned  only 
with  the  preaching  of  the  Word 
and  the  winning  of  lost  souls.  True, 
this  is  his  calling,  but  the  Bible  also 
says  that  "the  body  is  the  temple  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,"  and  we  should  take 
care  in  keeping  this  temple  in  good 
condition.  If  we  rent,  we  ask  the 
landlord  to  fix  things  that  fail  to 
work  properly,  or,  if  we  own  a  house, 
we  find  time  for  repairing  things 
or  have  someone  do  it  for  us.  But 
I  have  seen  some  houses  that  I  just 
doubt  that  the  Holy  Spirit  finds  too 
comfortable  any  more— bodies  that  are 
run  down.  In  fact,  it  has  been  known 
on  the  mission  field  that  missionaries 
have  lost  their  influence  all  because 
thev  have  become  careless  about  their 
ph\'sical  appearance.  Many  ministers 
were  once  fine  athletes  in  high  school 
or  college,  but  have  come  to  the 
place  of  neglecting  their  body,  thus 
cutting  short  their  ministry. 

We  need  not  look  too  far  today 
to  find  ministers  who  have  become 
so  adept  at  quenching  their  appe- 
tites that  they  ha\'e  completely  lost 
their  manly  physiques.  I  can  imagine 
some  patient  in  a  hospital  would  al- 
most feel  obligated  to  the  servant  of 
God  to  relinquish  the  hospital  bed 
to  the  visiting  minister,  who  after 
climbing  a  few  flights  of  stairs,  ar- 
rives heavily  perspiring  and  speech- 
less from  lack  of  breath.  These  things 
should  not  be,  brethren. 

There  are  many  \\'ays  in  which 
a  minister  could  work  in  some  form 
of  bodily  exercise  during  his  day  off. 
If  he  lives  in  a  small  community,  a 
hike  in  the  country  would  be  very 
profitable,  or,  a  \'isit  to  a  large  city 
where   more   facihties   are    available. 


Some  ministers  live  near  a  YMCA, 
where  free  of  charge  they  can  ha\'e 
an  honorary  membership.  In  such 
cases,  these  men  are  subject  to  such 
fine  conditioners  as  handball,  volley- 
ball, squash,  tumbling,  weight  rooms, 
and  some  even  to  steam  baths  and 
massages.  While  I  was  at  Miami  Uni- 
versity, our  boxing  coach  and  our 
track  coach  suggested  that  we  engage 
in  handball  during  the  off  season  to 
keep  our  legs  and  bodies  in  good  con- 
dition. This  game  gave  us  plenty 
of  running  and  bending  along  with 
the  use  of  hands,  arms,  and  legs. 
Some  YMCA  organizations  will  not 
give  free  admittance,  but  will  give 
a  greatly  reduced  rate  to  ministers, 
which  at  a  reduced  cost,  it 
would  be  worth  the  expense  just  to 
ensure  the  minister  of  a  longer  and 
more  effecti\'e  life  of  service  to  the 
Lord.  A  body  that  is  in  good  physical 
condition  gives  a  person  a  mind  that 
is  quick  and  alert— a  person  who  is 
much  sharper  mentally. 

The  above  are  just  a  few  activities 
that  can  be  engaged  in,  but  the  list 
is  even  greater.  Other  games  would 
include  cultural,  as  well  as  creative, 
activities.  Included  in  leisure-time  ac- 
tivities are  reading,  music,  drama, 
con'S'ersation  with  friends,  hobbies, 
scenic  views,  working  in  a  garden, 
or  anything  that  diverts  from  usual 
daily  routine.  Of  course,  we  must 
look  at  this  from  a  Christian  point  of 
view  and  exclude  activities  that  would 
be  a  stumbling  block  to  others.  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  recreation 
that  does  not  require  some  physical 
exertion  has  little  to  do  with  profiting 
the  body,  although  it  still  tends  to 
relax  the  mind. 

Physical  exercise  must  be  used  as 
a  body  builder  and  should  not  be  so 
vigorous  that  the  person  participat- 
ing is  completely  fatigued.  The  en- 
trance into  exercise  should  be  grad- 
ual,   increasing    the   exercise   as   the 
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time  goes  on.  Soreness  developed 
through  exercise  should  be  worked 
out  by  continuation  of  the  exercise. 
One  of  the  finest  books  on  physical 
exercise  is  Robert  Kiphuth's,  "How 
To  Be  Fit,"  in  which  many  exercises 
are  illustrated  and  explained.  After 
running  through  all  exercises  given 
in  the  book,  the  author  suggests  pick- 
ing eight  for  a  while,  then  another 
eight,  and  so  on. 

When  one  thinks  of  physical  exer- 
cise, he  most  probably  thinks,  pri- 
marily, of  the  development  of  mus- 
cles, but  there  is  a  still  more  signifi- 
cant contribution  which  is  made  to 
the  general  health  and  development 
of  the  organs  of  the  body.  Some  of 
the  sets  of  organs  that  exercise  has 
a  beneficial  effect  upon  are  the  heart 
and  circulatory,  the  respiratory,  the 
digestive,  the  excretory,  and  the  nerv- 
ous systems.  The  heart  is  slightly  en- 
larged by  exercise,  thus  its  efficiency 
is  increased.  Exercise  causes  an  in- 
creased demand  for  oxvgen,  thus 
causing  an  increased  respiratory  ac- 
tivity. The  normal  functioning  of  the 
digesti\'e  tract  is  aided  due  to  the  in- 
creased circulation  of  the  blood.  Regu- 
lar vigorous  exercise  is  beneficial  lo 
intestinal  elimination  through  work- 
ing the  muscles  of  the  abdomen  and 
increasing  the  circulation  of  blood 
in  the  intestines.  The  general  health 
of  the  body  resulting  from  the  active 
life  arouses  increased  neutral  activity. 

We  haven't  said  much  with  rela- 
tion to  the  minister  as  to  time  of 
recreation,  for  many  things  confront 
the  minister  in  setting  up  a  regular 
time  for  exercise.  For  the  busy  min- 
ister there  is  only  one  day  that  can 
be  given  for  vigorous  exercise,  but 
time  could  be  taken  three  days  of  the 
week  for  about  twenty  minutes  of 
exercises,  just  prior  to  evening  devo- 
tions, if  they  are  held  at  bedtime. 
A  regular  schedule  of  twenty  min- 
utes every  other  day  would  be  a  great 
conditioner,  using  the  calesthentics 
type  of  exercises. 

As  for  out-of-doors  recreation,  golf 
has  become  a  favorite  of  many,  but 
it  is  rather  expensive  to  own  all  the 
equipment,  and  of  course,  can  be 
used  only  on  the  ministers  day  off. 
Other  outside  activities  of  this  type 
could  be  cycling,  hunting,  fishing, 
swimming,  and  archery. 


The  effective  minister  among 
young  people  is  one  who  is  able  to 
enter  into  the  games  and  activity  of 
the  young  people,  and  this  helps  him 
keep  young,  for  he  is  in  a  place  where 
he  must  think  young.  Many  ^  min- 
isters dread  to  see  camp  time  in  the 
summer  because  of  the  out-of-place 
type  of  feeling,  mainly  because  of 
being  out  of  condition. 

The  word  translated  "exercise"  in 
I  Timothy  4:8,  is  the  Greek  word 
gtnunasia,  «'hich  means  "gymnastic 
exercise."  Our  supporting  verse  may 
well  read:  "For  gvmnastic  exercise 
profiteth  little  [or  a  little]."  It  matters 
not  who  is  able  to  enter  into  the  more 
vigorous  exercises,  for  the  Scriptures 
speak  of  gymnastic  exercises,  which 
can  be  done  in  the  home  with  litde 
expense  and  less  time  expended.  To 
me,  this  gives  full  support  for  a  min- 
ister to  have  periods  of  exercise  in 
his  daily  schedule.  The  Bible  doesn't 
mention  the  type  of  exercise  to  be 
used,  but  races  are  mentioned,  such 
as  in  Psalm  19:5:  "And  rejoiceth  as 
a  strong  man  to  run  a  race. "  Other 
Scripture  speaking  of  races  are  Ec- 
clesiastes  9:11,  Hebrews  12:1,  and 
I  Corinthians  9:24. 

T\\'o  other  words  having  connota- 
tion of  physical  exercise  are  ''play" 
and  "sport."  There  are  foiu'  1  lebrevv 
words  translated  bv  the  word  "play" 
or  "sport"  of  both.  Tsachaq  is  trans- 
lated "play"  in  Exodus  32:6,  and 
"sport"  in  Genesis  26:8  and  judges 
16:25.  The  word  sechoq  is  translated 
"sport"  in  Proverbs  10:23.  The  word 
sachaq  is  translated  "play"  ten  times: 
I  Samuel  18:7;  II  Samuel  2:14;  6:5, 
21;  I  Chronicles  13:8;  15:29;  lob  40: 
20;  41:5;  Psalm  104:26,  and  Zechariah 
8:5.  And  it  is  translated  "play"  three 
times:  Judges  16:25,  27  and  Pro\-erbs 
26:19.  And  the  word  shaa  is  translated 
"play"  in  Isaiah  11:8.  These  tvvo 
words  are  also  translated  in  the  New 
Testament  from  the  Greek  language. 
The  word  pn/'zo  is  translated  "play'' 
in  I  Corinthians  10:7  and  the  word 
entruphao  is  translated  "sport"  in  II 
Peter  2:13. 

We  can  see  from  these  references 
that  the  Bible  mentions  exercise  in 
various  forms,  and  it  never  in  any 
one  place  in  the  Scriptures  claims  it 
is  not  to  be  engaged  in  by  ministers 


or  anyone  else.  However,  should  this 
take  the  place  of  or  interfere  with 
our  worship  of  God  or  our  attend- 
ance of  services  in  the  Lord's  house, 
it  becomes  an  idol  to  us.  The  Scrip- 
tures do  not  directly  command  exer- 
cise, but  neither  does  it  command 
not  to  engage  therein;  however  the 
Bible  does  claim  it  to  "profit  a  little." 

It  has  been  long  intimated  that 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  physical 
fitness  necessary  for  a  person  to  live 
up  to  the  day-by-day  tasks  which 
face  him.  Our  country  is  becoming  a 
physical  v^'reck,  from  young  people 
right  on  up,  so  much  so,  in  fact,  that 
our  President  is  stressing  physical  fit- 
ness for  all  our  people. 

You  may  be  one  who  says  that 
exercising  is  a  thing  a  minister  must 
sacrifice  when  he  enters  the  ministry, 
but  to  this  I  say,  the  body  should  be 
kept  in  good  condition  to  enable  the 
Lord  to  use  that  "chosen  vessel"  for 
the  maximum  amount  of  service.  We 
have  already  stated  how  the  organs  of 
the  body  are  affected  by  exercise  and 
that  through  exercise  the  body  be- 
comes stronger,  so  let  us  add  here  that 
a  body  in  good  physical  condition 
also  becomes  less  susceptible  to  dis- 
ease. 

I  believe  any  congregation  deserves 
to  have  a  minister  who  keeps  him- 
self in  such  good  condition  physically 
so  that  he  is  able  to  throw  off  sick- 
ness and  disease  in  a  minimum 
amount  of  time.  In  fact,  every  con- 
pregation  ought  to  insist  that  their 
minister  be  in  top  condition  for  max- 
imum service  rendered  to  the  flock. 

It  is  not  the  desire  of  this  writer  to 
discourage  anyone  from  a  fruitful 
ministry  for  our  Lord  by  prompting 
him  to  spend  hours  each  day  exercis- 
ing the  body  and  neglecting  any  part 
of  his  ministry,  but  if  this  material 
can  be  of  any  profit  at  all,  it  is  hoped 
it  will  illumine  the  minds  of  those 
who  feel  bodily  exercise  to  be  a  waste 
of  time  and  energy.  For  such,  it  is  in- 
tended to  give  them  a  Scriptural  au- 
thority for  exercising  the  body,  and 
it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  it  will  lead 
to  an  extended,  fruitful  ministry 
through  the  use  of  bodily  exercise  to 
prolong  the  life  and  usefulness  of 
the  minister  for  the  glory  of  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit. 
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QUIT  YOU  LIKE  MEN  BE  STRONG

"What  can  we  do  to  hold  our  teen- 
age boys?" 

"Eighty'  percent  of  our  boys  are 
lost  to  the  Sunday  school  by  the  time 
they  reach  the  age  of  fifteen." 

Godly  Christian  leadership  has 
faced  these  problems,  these  questions 
for  many  years.  Obviously  there  are 
no  pat  answers. 

Undoubtedly  the  best  answer  to 
the  first  question,  "What  can 
we  do  to  hold  our  teen-age  boys?" 
is  simply,  "Get  them  soundly  sayed." 

We  who  are  Bible  Christians  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  only  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  can  truly  hold  our  teen-age 
boys— or  hold  anyone  else,  for  that 
matter.  Liberal  churches  have  turned 
to  sponsoring  dances  in  the  church 
to  try  to  hold  the  young  people.  May 
yye  ask  our  God  to  ever  deliver  us 
from  such  tactics  of  Satan. 

Are  there  no  legitimate  means 
which  we  can  use  to  work  with  our 
young  men— means  which  do  not 
compromise  principles  that  we  hold 
dear? 

At  Calvary  Brethren  Church  in 
Hagerstown,  Maryland,  a  small  scale 
effort  is  being  made  to  work  wdth 
some  of  the  older  boys— ages  thirteen 
and  up— which  may  or  may  not  be 
unique  in  our  Brethren  churches.  It 
is  here  described  for  what  it  may  be 
worth  to  others  \\'ho  might  wish  to 
try  a  similar  work. 

The  title  of  our  article  is  from  I 
Corinthians,  chapter  16,  and  has 
primar\'  reference,  of  course,  to  spirit- 
ual strength.  We  believe  it  is  entirely 
possible  to  capitahze  on  the  desire  of 
many  boys  for  a  manly  physique  by 
combining  a  physical  training  pro- 
gram with  Bible  study. 

Each  Monday  night,  while  younger 


boys  are  occupied  with  the  acti^^ties 
of  Brethren  Boys'  Club,  a  small  group 
of  six  or  eight  older  boys  gathers 
in  a  back  Sunday-school  room.  After 
moving  the  chairs  and  tables  out  to 
clear  the  deck  for  action,  the  fellows 
carry  in  an  assortment  of  steel  bars, 
cast  iron  plates,  dumbbells,  and  other 
weightlifring  equipment.  The  eve- 
ning is  opened  \\'ith  prayer  by  one 
of  the  group. 

Under  the  leadership  of  an  ex- 
perienced weightlifter,  the  boys, 
ranging  in  age  from  thirteen  to 
twenty-four,  and  in  size  from  107 
pounds  to  175  pounds,  follow  a  defi- 
nite program  of  bodybuilding  exer- 
cises with  the  use  of  barbells,  dumb- 
bells, and  some  standard  movements 
without  apparatus,  such  as  pushups 
and  situps. 

This  program  takes  the  most  of 
two  hours  to  complete,  during  which 
time  each  of  the  fellows  has  com- 
pleted his  quota  of  some  thirteen  or 
fourteen  exercise  movements,  in- 
\'oh'ing  the  major  muscle  groups. 
After  the  exercises  are  completed,  the 
room  must  be  put  back  in  its  ori- 
ginal state,  chairs  and  tables  replaced, 
weights  and  other  apparatus  put  away 
in  the  furnace  room  (for  lack  of  a 
more  suitable  storage  place  at  pres- 
ent.) 

The  boys  with  the  leader  now  re- 
tire to  a  place  where  all  can  sit  to- 
gether around  a  table,  each  with  a 
Bible.  The  more  boisterous  demeanor 
of  the  previous  two  hours  now  quiet 
down  to  a  serious  attitude.  The  Bibles 
are  opened,  and  after  brief  prayer 
for  guidance,  a  Bible  portion  or  Bible 
topic  is  considered,  lasting  some  ten 
or  fifteen  minutes.  Occasionally  the 
boys  are  in\'ited  to  ask  questions  about 


spiritual  things  which  they  do  not 
understand.  Discussion  is  encouraged. 
The  time  is  spent  informally,  and 
profitably.  The  session  is  closed  with 
prayer. 

Because  several  of  the  boys  in  the 
group  are  not  members  of  Calvary 
Brethren  Church  or  Sunday  school, 
no  offerings  are  taken. 

The  atmosphere  is  very  informal, 
except  that  since  the  group  meets 
in  part  of  the  church  building  no 
shorts  are  permitted,  or  any  stripping 
to  the  yyaist- in  brief,  the  dress  is  that 
v\'hich  would  be  in  good  taste  in  pub- 
he. 

Discipline  has  been  good.  Most  of 
the  boys  come  because  they  are  in- 
terested. Some  started  out  strong, 
lost  interest  because  they  found  out 
quickly  that  weight  training  is  hard 
work  and  does  not  "make  you  a  new 
man  in  seven  days"  as  some  of  the 
ads  imply.  One  young  man  has  been 
a  problem  because  he  seems  more 
interested  in  horseplay  than  in  se- 
rious work.  This  has  been  a  real  trial 
of  patience  to  the  instructor,  who  has 
been  tempted  many  times  to  ask  the 
boy  not  to  come  back  any  more.  But 
in  general,  the  cooperation  has  been 
good. 

Several  weeks  ago  a  competitive 
"meet,"  or  lifting  contest,  was  ar- 
ranged between  the  boys  from  Cal- 
vary  Brethren  and  another  group  or 
barbell  enthusiasts  who  train  at  the 
home  of  a  Christian  layman  affiliated 
with  the  Hagerstown  Christian  Youth 
Center.  This  competition  proved  to 
be  a  real  stimulus  to  effort  on  the 
part  of  both  groups. 

The  Word  of  God  is  replete  with 
exhortations  to  physical  exertion.  The 
leader  of  a  weight  training  group 
finds  little  difficulty  in  associating 
the  proper  emphasis  of  physical  train- 
ing to  Biblical  truths. 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  ath- 
letic training  programs  will  recognize 
that  a  one  night  a  week  schedule  is 
not  sufficient  for  the  best  progress  in 
any  sport.  Neither  is  it  sufficient  for 
the  best  in  accelerated  Bible  study. 
Two  or  three  nights  would  be  much 
better.  However,  the  Calvary  Breth- 
ren leaders  feel  that  this  year's  efforts 
have  been  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. Comments  or  inquiries  from 
others  who  have  either  already  start- 
ed a  similar  project,  or  would  like  to 
do  so,  will  be  most  welcome. 
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Are  Your  Hands  Bloody? 

William  Shakespeare,  who  is  usually  considered  the 
greatest  dramatist  the  world  has  ever  known,  wrote  the 
tragedy,  Macbeth.  In  that  play  was  the  most  \'ivid  and 
forceful  presentation  of  the  effects  of  remorse  to  be 
found  in  literature. 

Embittered  by  injustice,  and  urged  on  by  his  wife, 
Macbeth  thrust  a  dagger  through  the  heart  of  the 
sleeping  king.  In  order  to  incriminate  others.  Lady  Mac- 
beth carried  King  Duncan's  blood  cupped  in  her  hands 
and  poured  it  upon  the  drunken  servants  sleeping  out- 
side the  room.  A  terrifying  scene  ensues  as  Lady  Mac- 
beth repeatedly  washes  her  hands  trying  to  erase  the 
memory  of  the  bloody  deed.  But  she  learns  that  memories 
are  indelible.  Her  crime  is  ever  before  her  and  she  can 
find  no  peace  of  mind. 

This  reminds  us  of  the  Word  of  God  found  in 
Ezekiel.  The  Scriptures  indicate  the  grave  danger  that 
we  may  stand  before  God  with  blood  on  our  hands. 
The  bloody  crime  for  which  we  may  be  con\'icted  is 
failure  to  warn  the  wicked.  Therefore,  let  us  carefully 
consider  the  following  words  as  they  speak  to  us  about 
witnessing:  "When  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  Thou  shalt 
surely  die;  and  thou  givest  him  not  warning,  nor  speak- 
est  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his  wicked  way,  to  save  his 
life;  the  same  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his  iniquity;  but 
his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine  hand"  (Ezek.  3:18). 

Our  responsibility  in  witnessing  is  clearly  set  forth.  We 
are  not  charged  with  the  task  of  winning  all  the  \\'icked, 
but  we  are  duly  commissioned  to  warn  them.  To  shirk 
this  responsibility  will  result  in  the  frightening  prospect 
of  standing  before  God  with  the  blood  of  the  v\'icked  upon 
our  hands.  We  have  no  other  choice  than  to  herald  forth 
the  message  of  salvation  to  a  wicked  and  unregenerate 
world. 

Let  us  faithfully  fulfill  our  obligation  before  God  that 
in  a  future  day  we  may  stand  alongside  the  Apostle 
Paul  and  say:  "...  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men" 
(Acts.  20:26).-R.E.G.

Ideal-olatry  and  the  "Living  God" 

The  God  of  the  Bible  is  referred  to  in  a  number  of 
passages  as  "the  living  God."  The  use  of  this  striking 
phrase  was  no  mere  rhetorical  flourish  on  the  part  of  the 
writers.  Rather  it  was  emploved  to  convey  a  very  definite, 
simple  and  understandable  conception  of  the  true  God. 
The  humblest  reader  needs  no  acquaintance  with  the 
various  scientific  and  philosophical  definitions  of  "life" 
in  order  to  comprehend  this  expression,  "the  living  God." 
When  the  Bible  writers  spoke  thus  they  meant  simply 
that  God  is  able  to  do  things. 

The  context  of  these  passages  ^vhich  refer  to  God  as 
"living"  almost  invariably  reveals  this  meaning.  God  is 
"living"  because  He  is  able  to  speak  (Deut.  5:26),  work 
miracles  (Josh.  3:10-17),  create  and  preserve  the  world 
(Jer.  10:13),  deliver  His  people  out  of  trouble  (Dan.  6: 
26-27),  save  men  from  sin  (I  Tim.  4:10),  judge  and 
punish  evildoers  (Heb.  10:30-31).  In  the  passage  from 
Daniel,  this  meaning  is  especially  clear:  "For  he  is  the 
living  God  ...  He  delivereth  and  rescueth,  and  he  work- 
eth  signs  and  wonders  in  heaven  and  in  earth." 

The  God  of  the  Bible  is  not  the  impotent  god  of  pan- 
theism (locked  in  the  world).  He  is  not  the  far-off  god  of 
deism  (locked  out  of  the  world).  Neither  is  He  the  stum- 
bling, doddering,  decrepit  god  of  H.  G.  Wells  (helpless 
before  the  world  when  we  need  Him  most).  He  is  the 
living  God  who  can  do  things,  the  things  which  need  to 
be  done,  all  things. 

In  Old  Testament  davs  the  "li\ang  God"  was  preached 
as  an  antidote  to  idolatrv.  Over  aoainst  the  idol  which 
could  do  nothing,  the  prophets  proclaimed  the  God  who 
could  do  something.  Now  the  crude  idolatry  of  ancient 
times  no  longer  prevails  among  those  peoples  whom  we 
call  ci\-ilized  and  intelligent,  but  there  exists  today  a  reli- 
gious error  even  more  dangerous  because  of  its  subtle 
appeal  and  apparent  respectabilitv- 

God,  we  are  told,  is  the  great  Ideal.  This  Ideal  has  no 
objective  existence.  It  is  whollv  the  creation  of  man's 
mind.  Of  itself,  it  can  do  nothing.  But  its  value,  they  say, 
lies  in  the  fact  that  man  reacts  to  this  Ideal  as  to  a  stim- 
ulus, and  he  is  thus  led  to  improve  himself  and  be  a  bet- 
ter man.  The  worship  of  such  an  Ideal  is  called  "A  Free 
Man's  Worship"  bv  a  much  admired  writer  of  the  cult. 
It  is  free,  doubtless,  because  the  worshiper  makes  his 
own  god  and,  like  the  savage  fetishist,  he  can  throw  it 
awav  in  case  it  gi\'es  him  no  help. 

Now  all  this,  of  course,  is  nothing  but  Idolatrv  in  a  re- 
fined  and  more  intellectual  form.  I  have  named  it  Ideal- 
olativ.  The  ancient  pagan  worshiped  the  work  of  his 
own  hands.  The  modern  pagan  worships  the  work  of 
his  own  brain.  The  Ideal  is  often  verv  noble  and  beauti- 
ful, created  perhaps  out  of  the  highest  ethical  values  of 
the  race.  Into  it  there  may  have  entered  even  elements 
gleaned  from  the  matchless  life  of  Jesus  Christ  himself. 
But  as  a  religious  object  the  thing  is  nothing  but  a  "dum.b 


idol."  Even   the  ancient  images  were,  it  should  be  re- 
membered, often  beautiful  creations  of  artistic  ability. 

The  most  effective  antidote  for  this  Ideal-olatry  is, 
as  of  old,  the  preaching  of  the  "living  God."  The  deepest 
needs  of  the  human  heart  have  never  vet  been  met  by 
either  idols  or  ideals.  The  psalmist  went  straight  to 
the  heart  of  the  matter  when  he  said:  "My  heart  and 
mv  flesh  crieth  out  for  the  living  God."  In  the  midst 
of  our  sin  and  moral  helplessness,  in  the  face  of  the 
dread  'last  enemv,"  we  need  a  god  who  can  do  some- 
thing, not  a  mere  beautiful  "Picture-god"  who  exists 
onlv  on  the  canvas  of  the  imagination.  We  need  the  liv- 

o 

ing  God.  And  we  have  found  Him  in  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

"I  am  the  Lord  thv  God  .  .  .  Thou  shalt  not  make 
unto  thee  anv  graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  anything 
.  .  .  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  to  them"  (Exod. 
20:2,  4-5). 

The  Revelation  of  God 

There  are  two  methods  of  approach  to  the  subject  of 
God:  The  one  is  philosophical,  and  the  other  is  Biblical. 

The  philosophical  approach  would  begin  \\ith  rational 
argument,  and  at  least  end  (perhaps)  with  God. 

The  Bible,  being  concerned  primarily  with  practical, 
rather  than  philosophical  matters,  begins  with  God.  Since 
man  who  is  a  sinner  cannot  wait  for  the  settlement  of  all 
the  intellectual  problems  of  theism,  and  since  the  Bible 
was  written  for  sinful  man,  it  brings  the  reader  without 
delay  into  the  presence  of  God— "I;;  the  beginning  God" 
(Gen.  1:1). 

Actually,  the  central  affirmation  of  the  Scriptures  is 
not  that  "There  is  a  God,"  but  rather  that  "God  has 
spoken."  Of  course,  if  God  has  spoken.  He  must  exist. 
And  His  revelation  may  properly  be  used  as  an  argu- 
ment for  this  existence.  But  in  the  Bible  the  emphasis 
is  alv\'avs  on  the  revelation,  not  upon  the  rational  uses 
to  which  it  may  be  put. 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  Bible  presents  no  proofs 
for  the  existence  of  God,  for  it  does.  But  the  primary 
method  is  direct  and  practical,  rather  than  argumentative. 
A  rose,  for  example,  needs  no  philosophical  arguments 
to  pro\-e  its  existence.  Its  beauty  and  fragrance  are  im- 
mediate channels  of  revelation,  entirely  sufficient  for 
those  whose  minds  are  unspoiled  by  agnostic  specula- 
tion. So  also  there  are  channels  of  revelation  concerning 
God  which  are  immediate.  "God  hath  spoken"— concern- 
ing himself.  His  nature,  and  His  work— in  ways  which 
are  more  universally  accessible  and  convincing  than  in 
the  case  of  any  other  fact  of  human  experience. 

Of  course,  the  agnostic  question  can  always  be  raised, 
about  anything  and  everything— even  about  the  existence 
of  a  rose.  But  we  must  observe  that  people  go  on  enjoying

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SHAMELESS 
WORKMAN

Tucked  away  in  the  second  epistle 
of  Paul  to  Timothy  is  a  gem  of  truth 
which  strikes  at  the  very  heart  of 
Christian  responsibility  in  the  han- 
dling of  the  Word  of  God.  Exhorting 
his  son  in  the  faith,  Paul,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  en- 
courages him  "to  shew  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed"  (11  Tim. 
2:15).  Obedience  to  this  command 
means  that  the  minister  of  the  Word 
has  achieved  a  real  success. 

In  the  first  place,  he  has  fidfilled 
his  occiifation.  He  has  demonstrated 
that  he  is  "a  workman  .  .  .  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth."  A  work- 
man is  one  who  expends  energy  in 
constructive  enterprise.  That  enter- 
prise in  this  instance  is  rightly  di- 
viding the  Word  of  truth.  Two  things 
are  therefore  clearly  set  forth. 

Every  minister  of  the  Word  needs 
to  settle  it  in  his  own  mind  that 
energy  must  be  expended  in  the  exe- 
cution of  his  task.  The  energy  re- 
quired for  this  task  will  probably  sur- 
mount that  required  for  any  other 
task.  This  is  true  because  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  task  on  the  one  hand  and 
the  recipients  of  the  ministry  on  the 
other.  The  nature  of  the  task  makes 
it  impossible  ever  to  conclude  that 
one  has  plumbed  the  depths  of  truth. 
The  needs  of   those  to  whom  this 


Word  is  to  be  ministered  will  be  ever 
changing.  Hence,  an  almost  inex- 
haustible  supply  of  energy  will  be 
required  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
duties. 

The  enterprise  is  described  as 
"rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth." 
The  original  Greek  suggests  a  straight 
cutting  through  the  word  of  truth. 
The  figure  of  speech  is  drawn  from 
some  source  which  when  applied  to 
the  study  of  the  Word  of  God,  means 
a  proper  interpretation  that  is  at 
all  times  thoroughly  consistent.  This 
may  well  include  also  the  application 
of  the  Scriptures  to  the  varying  needs 
of  the  many  people  to  whom  this 
Word  is  ministered.  No  two  cases 
are  exactly  alike,  not  even  for  the 
same  individual.  It  therefore  requires 
the  exercise  of  the  greatest  skill  to 
take  the  unchanging  Word  of  God 
and  apply  it  to  changing  situations 
and  always  maintain  the  consistency 
of  the  Bible. 

In  the  second  place,  obedience  to 
this  command  enables  the  minister 
of  the  Word  to  make  a  presentation  of 
himself  to  God.  This  presentation  of 
himself  to  God  is  described  by  the 
U'ord  "approved."  This  means  that 
there  has  been  a  process  to  the  prod- 
uct. 

The  process  is  the  period  of  testing 
through   which   the  minister  of  the 


Word  has  passed.  That  period  of 
testing  has  been  severe  in  character, 
so  that  the  end  result  shows  up  the 
true  qualities  of  an  individual  and 
at  the  same  time  refines  those  quali- 
ties. Faith  will  be  sure  to  be  tried, 
for  "the  trial  of  your  faith,  being 
much  more  precious  than  of  gold 
that  perisheth,  though  it  be  tried  by 
fire,  might  be  found  unto  praise  and 
honour  and  glorv  at  the  appearing 
of  Jesus  Christ"  (I  Pet.  1:7). 

The  product  is  a  man  of  God 
whose  ministry  and  mission  has  pro- 
duced such  change  in  himself  that 
he  evokes  the  word  of  approval  from 
God.  He  has  stood  the  test  in  the 
discharge  of  his  ministry.  He  has 
cut  the  straight  course  through  the 
Word  of  God  and  wisely  and  con- 
sistently applied  it  through  all  the 
changing  scenes  of  his  ministry  to 
the  widely  varying  situations  among 
men.  Yet  that  man  of  God  has  never 
deviated  from  the  absolute  and  un- 
changing message  of  the  Bible.  For 
an  achievement  such  as  this,  "labour 
in  the  word  and  doctrine,"  surely  such 
men  will  "be  counted  worthy  of  dou- 
ble honour"  (I  Tim.  5:17). 

In  the  third  place,  the  motivation 
of  self  for  this  ministry  is  the  most 
amazing  thing  of  all.  It  is  expressed 
in  the  words  that  describe  the  work-  J| 


ch 


man,     "that     needeth 
ashamed."    Without    a 


not     to     be 
doubt    here 
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is  the  crux  of  the  whole  matter.  At 
first  glance  this  clause  may  appear  to 
be  saving  just  one  thing.  And  yet 
upon  closer  examination  it  is  very 
possible  that  this  one  thing  possesses 
two  aspects,  one  looking  in  the  direc- 
tion of  God  and  the  other  looking  in 
the  direction  of  the  world. 

The  first  conclusion  is  that  this 
clause  looks  in  the  direction  of  God 
and  describes  the  motive  of  the  work- 
man who  seeks  the  highest  approval 
of  his  master.  Having  done  his  very 
best  his  work  will  bear  examination 
and  he  mav  therefore  expect  to  pre- 
sent himself  approved  unto  God.  Cer- 
tainly this  motive  is  the  highest  in- 
centive a  minister  of  the  Word  of 
God  can  possibly  feel.  When  all  other 
incentives  fail,  here  is  driving  force 
that  will  carry  the  minister  of  the 
Word  throush  all  the  changing  vicis- 
situdes  of  this  present  order.  With  his 
eye  ever  upon  the  far  distant  scenes 
of  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ  he 
will  cut  a  straight  furrow  of  inter- 
pretation and  application  through  the 
Word  of  God. 

But  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
these  words  look  in  the  direction  of 
the  irorld.  That  these  words  bear  the 
impression  of  seeking  approval  of 
God,  they  must  find  their  expression 
in  defiance  of  the  contempt  of  the 
world.  The  clause  "that  needeth  not 
to  be  ashamed"  is  the  translation 
given  to  one  word  in  the  original 
Greek.  It  is  a  rare  formation  which 
occurs  nowhere  else  in  the  New 
Testament.  While  its  meaning  is  not 
quite  certain,  the  more  simple  and 
frequent  form  means  shameless;  that 
is,  one  who  does  not  feel  shame 
when  he  ought  to.  Such  a  meaning  if 
taken  literally  would  be  utterly  un- 
suitable here.  But  if  taken  in  the  light 
of  its  context,  it  becomes  a  powerful 
way  of  expressing  the  driving  passion 
of  the  true  minister  of  God. 

Already  in  this  episde  Paul  has 
expressed  the  fact  that  he  is  not 
ashamed  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  .lud

Other  acdvities  will  include  a  spe- 
cial chapel  service,  meals  in  the  dormi- 
tory, and  the  college  play,  "Our 
Hearts  Were  Young  and  Gay."

His  Gospel,  and  others  have  exhibited 
this  same  passion  (II  Tim.  1:8,  12, 
16).  He  has  already  suggested  that 
the  moving  force  in  a  minister's  life 
must  be  absolute  separation  from  the 
world  to  his  master  (II  Tim.  2:4).  He 
must  remember  the  truth  about  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  expect  to  suf- 
fer for  it,  but  understand  that  in  no 
wise  will  God  ever  act  outside  the 
bounds  of  His  own  nature  (II  Tim. 
2:8-13). 

With  this  as  the  background,  the 
minister  of  the  Word  is  exhorted  that 
in  all  his  ministry  there  should  be 
moral  and  spiritual  purpose  (II  Tim. 
2:14),  which  excludes  the  vain  and 
profane  babblings  which  follow  the 
pattern  of  the  world  and  ultimately 
promotes  ungodliness  (II  Tim.  2: 
16).  This  requires  that  the  servant 
of  God  confront  the  world  and  its 
contempt  with  shamelessness  as  he 
interprets  and  applies  the  Word  of 
God. 

This  is  probably  the  most  difficult 


thing  in  all  the  world  to  do.  But  it 
is  the  one  thing  that  will  prove  the 
transparency  of  his  motive  to.vard 
God.  There  will  ever  be  the  pressure 
to  trim  the  message  of  the  Bible  or 
slant  it  in  its  application  to  gain 
the  favor  of  the  v\'orld  or  avoid  the 
stigma  which  worldly-minded  men 
fasten  upon  those  who  are  sold  out  to 
its  truth.  Intelligent  and  sincere  men 
desire  to  be  recognized  as  such.  And 
no  burden  is  greater  to  bear  than  to 
feel  the  shame  of  ridicule  directed 
at  one's  intellectual  and  moral  qual- 
ities. But  this  is  exacdy  what  is  re- 
quired in  the  true  servant  of  God 
in  the  handling  of  the  sacred  mes- 
sage. He  must  demonstrate  an  utter 
shamelessness  toward  the  attitude  of 
the  world  that  amounts  to  defiance. 
The  world  is  very  much  against  the 
noblest  type  of  holiness  and  trans- 
parent truth.  In  defiance  of  this  the 
man  of  God  must  be  without  the 
sense  of  shame  in  the  prosecution  of 
his  task  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord. 
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'Watch  him  make  us  stand  to 
sing  again.  We  already  stood  once." 

"All  right,  let's  don't  be  preaching 
in  our  prayers.  I'm  tired  standing. 
Good,  here  comes  the  Amen.  Uh  oh, 
Mrs.  Passing's  peeking  again.  She 
always  does." 

"Oh  no,  look  who  Jean's  with. 
Doesn't  she  know?" 

"I  actually  think  he  mav  cut  it 
short  this  time.  It's  too  hot  to  do  any- 
thing this  morning.  If  he's  done  bv 
11:30  I  can  be  teeing  off  at  about 
12:15." 

Recognize  these  thoughts?  They're 
taken  from  last  Sunday's  morning 
worship  service  at  your  church.  Ter- 
rible, you  say?  Well,  what  vyere  your 
thoughts  throughout  the  service?  Did 
you  really  worship  God? 

The  worship  of  God  is  a  needed 
part  of  our  lives— not  just  on  Sunday 
morning,  but  even  throughout  each 
day. 

We  worship  God  as  we  live.  Our 
thoughts  about  Him,  our  prayers— 
these  can  be  a  definite  part  of  our 
daily  life  of  worship  and  praise  to 
the  sovereign  God.  But  church  has 
been  set  as  a  specific  place  for  our 
worship.  Our  Sunday  services  are 
called  worship  services  because  they're 
meant  to  be  times  of  praise  and  ado- 
ration to  the  One  who  demands  our 
servitude. 

There's  room  for  improvement  in 


these  ser\'ices.  You  realized  that  from 
the  minute  you  heard  the  babies  cry- 
ing during  the  prelude  until  the 
moment  you  saw  the  adults  convers- 
ing during  the  postlude. 

How  shall  we  worship?  Whether 
you  attend  a  church  with  a  small,  in- 
formal t\'pe  of  service  or  a  strict,  very 
liturgical  proceeding,  the  same  gen- 
eral answer  applies. 

We  should  worship  responsivelv 
and  reverently. 

Responsively— in  response  to  the 
wonder  of  God,  who  and  what  He  is; 
in  response  to  the  Word  of  God.  its 
call  to  worship;  and  in  response  to 
the  work  of  God,  \\'hat  He  has  done 
for  us  personally. 

The  person  of  God  demands  that 
we  worship.  His  omnipotence  should 
be  an  overwhelming  influence  on 
our  lives  as  we  enter  the  church  serv- 
ice. Perhaps  if  we  really  believed  that 
we  are  singing  and  praying  to  tlie 
Creator  of  the  universe,  the  majestic 
God  of  etemit)'— perhaps  then  our 
h\Tnns  of  praise  and  times  of  prayer 
would  take  on  new  meaning.  Surely 
if  we  knew  that  this  great  God  had 
become  the  personal  Saviour  ai'.d 
loving  Shepherd  of  our  lives— surely 
then  our  attention  and  attitude  in  the 
church  would  be  proper.  But  our  lack 
of  reverence  seems  to  sav  it  isn't  so. 

The  Word  of  God  calls  for  a  great 
fear  and  trembling  in  His  presence 


when  we  sincerely  praise  our  Hea\'- 
enly  Father.  "Keep  thy  foot  when 
thou  goest  to  the  house  of  God  .  .  . 
Be  not  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and  let 
not  thine  heart  be  hasty  to  utter 
anything  before  God"  (Eccles.  5:1-2). 

Certainly  the  work  of  God  in  our 
lives  should  cause  us  to  worship 
properly  and  with  hearts  of  love  and 
gratitude.  If  He  has  literally  given 
us  eternal  life,  if  He  really  has  be- 
come our  purpose  and  personal  Lord; 
if  He  actually  supplies  our  needs— 
if  these  things  are  true  there  need  be 
no  other  reasons  for  our  thankful 
praise  and  adoration  in  Sunday  morn- 
ing's worship  and  throughout  the 
week. 

A  God-fearing  and  honoring  adora- 
tion should  motivate  our  sincere  and 
authentic  worship  in  the  church, 
causing  us  to  do  all  that  we  can  in 
a  practical  way  to  make  our  services 
what  they  could  and  should  be. 

We  need  to  worship  reverently. 

If  the  notes  of  a  hymn  are  ac- 
cented by  a  giggle,  if  the  phrases  of 
the  prayer  are  lost  in  the  dream  of 
a  wandering  mind,  if  the  thoughts 
of  the  Scripture  message  are  buried 
beneath  the  interests  of  a  roving  eye; 
then  we  might  as  well  stay  at  home 
to  catch  up  on  the  news  via  the 
newspaper  and  our  sleep  via  the  bed.

Do  We  Really  Worship?

not  use  each  part  of  the  hour  to 
pay  homage  to  the  One  upon  whom 
the  organization  of  believers  is  found- 
ed. If  Jesus  were  there  in  person, 
then  there  \vould  really  be  a  dif- 
ference in  our  attitude  and  action. 
But  He  is  there  in  a  definite  wav, 
and  so  these  things  should  be  dif- 
ferent. 

The  organ  prelude  of  a  church 
ser%'ice  is  meant  to  do  more  than  quiet 
the  congregation— although  sometimes 
it  fails  to  do  that.  This  is  supposed 
to  be  the  time  of  heart-preparation  for 
the  worship  that  is  to  follow,  a  period 
of  meditation  or  praver.  But  last 
week  during  this  time  Mrs.  Stonski 
met  the  new  Bannett  babv,  the  adult 
teacher  apologized  to  the  Sunday- 
school  superintendent  for  not  having 
his  lesson  readv,  and  Uncle  Rocko 
sold  a  car. 

H\Tnns  are  nothing  less  than  pray- 
ers of  praise  and  petition  set  to 
music.  Thus  thev  should  be  sung  as 
such.  A  church  auditorium  that  is 
ringing  with  the  150  parents,  teen- 
agers, and  children  singing  harmony 
of  "Holv,  Holv,  Holv"  is  a  sounding 
board  of  melodious  worship  to  tlie 
Lord  God  Almighty.  But  last  Simday 
Miss  Kross  didn't  like  the  opening 
h\Tnn,  the  girl  to  the  right  of  me 
heard  a  joke  from  her  bov  friend. 
and   Aunt    Miriam    didn't   feel    like 


The  time  of  pra\er  in  the  service 
is  a  period  set  aside  for  a  \erv  direct 
communication  of  all  the  people  in 
the  pews  with  our  ever-hearing  Sav- 
iour. The  pastor  usually  pravs  aloud, 
intending  to  lead  his  parishoners  in 
their  own  silent  pravers.  However, 
three  davs  ago  in  church  he  praved 
rather  long,  giving  Mrs.  Philson 
enough  time  to  plan  her  meals  up 
until  todav,  allowing  Kennv  Smith 
and  Freda  Zitful  to  exchange  three 
notes,  and  putting  Uncle  Rocko  to 
sleep.  Here's  hoping  the  Candid 
Camera  crew  doesn't  sneak  into  ihe 
back  of  church  during  the  praver 
next  week. 

The  message  of  the  morning  is 
usually  the  result  of  hours  of  srudv 
and  seeking.  This  preaching  part  of 
the  pastor's  ministn"  is  to  provoke  us 
to  a  life  of  greater  usefulness  as  the 
Word  and  its  Subject  become  more 
familiar  to  us.  And  so  this  learnmg 
part  of  the  service  should  be  ap- 
proached with  the  proper  attitude- 
one  that  includes  an  attentive  mind 
and  heart  that  are  wanting  and  will- 
ing for  God  to  SDcak  through  the  man 
behind  the  pulpit.  Of  course  it's  true 
that  no  one  wants  to  concentrate 
when  the  sermon  is  poorlv  presented 
or  thoughdesslv  organized.  But  some- 
times our  daydreaming  and  inatten- 
tive minds  don't  even  give  the  speak- 
er half  a  chance.  Crod  wants  us  to  be 


fed  from  His  \A'ord  as  sheep  that  are 
nourished  for  growth  from  the  rich 
green  pastures.  The  reverent  and  re- 
spectful worshiper  will  profit  habit- 
ually from  this  major  part  of  church 
life.' 

If  we're  to  continue  on  our  pro- 
gression through  the  regular  parts 
of  the  worship  hour,  we  must  men- 
tion nov\-  die  benediction  and  post- 
lude.  the  time  for  praver  and  con- 
templation on  the  thoughts  of  the 
service.  Fix  your  tie,  Mr.  Atkins. 

Perhaps  all  of  these  exaggerated 
examples  from  each  area  of  the  serv- 
ice are  not  typical  of  the  average 
church-goer.  But  there  is  a  need  for 
much  improvement  in  the  way  that 
some  of  us  worship.  We  need  to  real- 
ize and  appreciate  that  our  ^Almightv' 
God  deserves  a  reverent  attitude  of 
real  love  and  adoration  as  we  worship 
Him. 

Such  a  way  to  worship  cannot  be 
fixed  or  faked  out  of  mere  necessity. 
This  right  way  can  only  be  the 
result  of  the  love  and  power  that 
comes  from  the  work  that  He  who  is 
the  object  of  our  worship  performs  in 
our  lives.  Only  as  we  submit  to  the 
Potter,  becoming  clay  that  is  willing 
to  be  molded  and  used,  can  we  know 
the  joy  that  comes  from  worshiping 
responsivelv  and  reverendy.

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LARGE  STEP  TAKEN 

Science  at  Grace  College  is  vet  in 
its  infancy,  but  it  is  now  showing 
signs  of  growing  up.  In  July  two 
tons  of  furniture  was  purchased  and 
installed  in  the  science  rooms.  This 
will  now  pro\ade  six  sinks,  some 
with  stone  tabletops  and  some  with 
treated  wood  tops;  gas  and  electric 
outlets;  and  work  space  for  a  normal- 
sized  class.  Fifteen  two-student  bio- 
logy tables  with  laboratory  treated 
tops  fill  the  center  of  the  main  room. 
The  adjoining  room  has  been  equip- 
ped with  a  demonstration  desk  with 
water,  gas,  and  electricity  so  that  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  schedule  only 
one  science  class  at  a  given  hour.

The  1961  fall  enrollment  at  Grace 
Seminary  and  College  has  reached  an 
all-time  high  with  485  now  enrolled. 
This  marks  a  continuation  of  the 
steady  growth  of  the  schools  during 
the  period  of  their  existence. 

The  registration  in  the  college  is 
352  and  that  of  the  seminary  133. 
The  latter  figure  includes  thirteen 
graduate  students  who  are  not  doing 
residence  work  at  the  present  time 
but  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
faculty  as  they  are  writing  theses  or 
doing  work  on  research  courses  look- 
ing toward  graduate  degrees. 

In  the  college  there  are  about  135 
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m  the  freshman  class.  Added  to  these 
new  students  there  are  several  trans- 
fers from  other  schools.  In  the  semi- 
nary there  are  thirtv-eight  new  stu- 
dents. The  total  registration  shows 
128  men  and  five  women.  Of  the 
total  seminary  registration  twenty- 
one  are  in  the  post-graduate  diwsion, 
looking  toward  the  master's  or  doc- 
tor's degree  in  theology. 

Fourteen  denominational  groups 
are  represented  in  the  seminary  stu- 
dent bodv  plus  a  number  who  claim 
no  denominational  affiliation.  Mem- 
bers of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  are  the  most  nu- 
merous with  fiftv-six  representatives. 
The  Baptists  of  various  kinds  come 
second  with  fort\'-four. 

In  the  seminarv  student  body 
twentv-one  states  and  the  District 
of  Columbia  ha\'e  representatives 
with  Indiana,  Ohio,  and  Pennsyl- 
vania taking  the  lead.  In  addition  to 
these  State  representatives,  four 
foreign  countries  are  represented; 
Canada,  The  Netherlands,  Haiti, 
and  Germany.  In  the  college  twenty- 
four  States,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  Puerto  Rico  are  represented.  In 
addition  Canada  and  England  have 
one  student  from  each.  Such  a  cosmo- 
politan group  in  each  of  the  schools 
makes  for  increased  interest  and  var- 
ied vie\\'points. 

The  fact  that  registrations  as  }'et 
are  not  complete  forbids  a  more 
detailed  and  accurate  account  at  this 
writing.  But  the  present  combined 
student  bodv  of  upwards  of  500  sure- 
ly presents  a  tremendous  challenge  to 
our  Brotherhood  to  pray  for  these 
wonderful  young  people  and  for  the 
administration  and  faculty  who  have 
the  responsibility  of  molding  their 
lives. 

During  the  first  week  of  school 
Convocation  ser\'ices  were  held  for 
both  college  and  seminary  which 
ser\'ed  to  set  the  spiritual  tone  for 
the  year.  The  college  Convocation 
was  held  on  Mondav  morning,  Sep- 
tember 11,  in  the  Lower  Auditorium 
of  the  seminary  building.  The 
speaker  for  the  occasion  \yas  Rev. 
Arnold  Kriegbaum,  the  new  dean 
of  college  men.  He  challenged  his 
young  audience  with  the  faith  and 
courage  of  Caleb.  The  seminarv  Con-

Question:  In  beginning  to  organize 
a  choir,  what  is  the  most  important 
thing  to  emphasize? 
Answer:  First  of  all  I  would  empha- 
size the  fact  that  the  choir  exists  to 
perform  a  spiritual  ministrv  This 
emphasis  will  solve  many  potential 
problems: 

1.  It  will  demand  that  participants 
meet  a  high  standard  of  moral  and 
spiritual  character. 

2.  It  will  provide  the  highest  in 
centive  for  faithfulness,  which  in- 
cludes both  promptness  and  regu- 
larity of  attendance  at  rehearsals 
and  services. 

3.  It  will  justify  stringent  demands 
upon  the  singers  in  their  preparations, 
since  a  spiritual  ministry  requires  our 
best  possible  efforts. 


4.  It  will  guide  in  the  selection  of 
music,  ruling  out  music  which  does 
not  fit  the  \vorship  service  and  texts 
which  do  not  communicate  worthy 
subject  matter. 

Question:  If  vou  have  soprano,  alto, 
and  bass,  would  vou  use  all  three, 
omitting  the  tenor? 
Answer:  This  treatment  of  SATB 
music  would  leave  a  hollow  sound. 
There  are  two  better  solutions: 

1.  Obtain  anthems  or  h\Tnn  ar- 
rangements for  soprano,  alto,  and 
baritone  (SAB).  These  have  complete 
harmonic  balance  with  the  lower  part 
in  a  range  that  is  comfortable  for  most 
men,  bass  or  tenor. 

2.  If  vou  have  sufficient  alto  voices, 
some  of  them  being  able  to  sing 
quite  low,  vou  may  secure  a  fair  bal- 
ance by  dividing  the  alto  section 
between  the  alto  and  tenor  parts, 
thus  maintaining  a  four-part  rendition 
(actually   SAAB).

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SHEEPFOLD 

An  integral  part  of  Palestinian 
shepherd  life  was  the  sheepfold  men- 
tioned in  both  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments. These  folds  usually  consisted 
of  low,  flat  buildings  with  a  3'ard 
surrounded  by  a  stone  wall.  The  wall 
was  crowned  with  sharp  thorns  to 
prevent  wolves  from  climbing  into 
the  fold.  In  cold  weather  the  sheep 
would  be  sheltered  within  the  build- 
ing; on  warmer  nights  they  would 
stay  merely  in  the  yard.  (See  W.  M. 
Thomson,  The  Land  and  the  Book, 
pp.  201  ff.)  At  the  edge  of  larger 
villages,  several  flocks  might  be  quar- 
tered in  one  fold,  and  each  morning 
the  shepherds  would  assemble  their 
flocks  by  making  a  distinctive  whistle 
or  shout,  recognized  by  their  own 
sheep.  This  is  the  scene  depicted  in 
John   10:  Iff.

(aide)    in    John    10:1    occurs    twelve

times  in  the  New  Testament  with  a 
variety  of  uses.  Its  original  meaning 
denoted  "an  enclosed  space,  open  to 
the  sky,  near  a  house,  or  surrounded 
by  buildings"  (Arndt-Gingrich, 
Greek-English  Lexicon,  p.  120).  It  is 
used  of  the  courtyard  connected  with 
the  high  priest's  palace,  where  Peter 
sat  by  the  fire  (e.g.,  Luke  22:55). 
It  is  used  of  the  outer  court  of  the 
Temple  (Rev.  11:2).  It  also  came  to 
be  used  of  a  palace,  a  prince's 
"court"  (as  in  Matt.  26:3).  But  its 
use  as  "sheepfold"  retains  its  orig- 
inal and  common  meaning  as  a 
walled  but  unroofed  enclosure. 

An  interesting  mistranslation  has 
occurred  in  John  10:16:  "And  other 
sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this 
fold:  them  also  I  must  bring  .  .  . 
and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one 
shepherd"  (KJV).  The  English  reader 
notes  two  occurrences  of  "fold"  in 
this  verse.  Yet  aide  occurs  only  once. 
The  second  "fold"  in  verse  l6  is  ac- 
tually the  word  for  "flock"  (poimne), 


and  has  been  corrected  in  such  ver- 
sions as  American  Standard  Version, 
Revised  Standard  Version,  Berkeley, 
and  New  English  Bible. 

The  mistranslation  crept  into  the 
King  James  Version  from  the  Vul- 
gate, a  Latin  translation  produced  by 
Jerome  in  the  fourth  century  which 
employed  ovile  (sheepfold)  both  times 
in  verse  16.  This  Latin  Bible  is  the 
basis  of  the  official  Roman  Catholic 
text.  The  error  is  repeated  in  the 
Douay-Rheims  Version  (Catholic), 
although  it  has  since  been  rectified 
by  a  footnote  in  the  Confraternity 
Version. 

This  faulty  rendering  obscures  the 
symbolism  of  Christ's  teaching  in 
John  10.  In  that  passage  the  sheep- 
fold (v.  I)  represents  Judaism,  the 
religious  system  of  Jesus'  day  in 
which  the  righteous  were  protected 
until  the  Good  Shepherd  should  ap- 
pear. But  when  He  came.  He  led 
his  sheep  out.  Christ  also  intended 
to  call  gendles  ("other  sheep  .  .  . 
not  of  this  fold,"  v.  16),  and  hence- 
forth there  would  be  "one  flock  and 
one  shepherd."  All  believers,  whether 
Jew  or  gentile,  would  be  part  of  a 
new  spiritual  body  (cf.  Gal.  3:28). 
The  fold  of  Judaism  had  fulfilled  its 
function,  and  now  believers  have  a 
more  perfect  relationship  to  God 
through  Christ  himself.

There  will  be  needed  ad- 
ditional funds  during  the  next  few 
years  to  supply  the  equipment  and 
materials  to  complement  the  fur- 
niture so  that  truly  the  science  depart- 
ment can  grow  along  with  the  college 
and  provide  the  quality  of  work 
necessary  for  the  students.

Summer  School,  1961 

Grace  College  completed  the  1961 
Summer  School  program  on  August 
1 1 .  This  year  the  program  consisted 
of  two  terms,  the  first  one  six  weeks 
in  length,  and  the  second  four  weeks.

Thus  also  the  skeptic  draws  from  God 
the  very  energy  which  sustains  him  as 
he  reasons  against  the  divine  exis- 
tence.

The  Russian  Plan 

It  seems  to  be  general  knowledge 
that  the  Communists  predict  bv  1972 
they  will  have  control  of  the  United 
States.

In  Sep- 
tember, Soviet  Premier  Nildta 
Krushche\-  \isited  the  United  States.

What    They    Are    Doing    To    FulfUl 
Their  Plan 

In  the  United  States,  the  interna- 
tional cximmunist  movement  is  rep- 
resented by  the  Communist  Party, 
USA.  This  Coimnunist  Part\   USA 


has  been  inspired  and  completely 
controlled  by  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  Communist  Party  in  the 
United  States  was  organized  in  1919. 
It  openly  proclaimed  its  revolution- 
ary goals  and  pursued  them  with 
action.  The  Communists  participated 
in  strikes  and  boring  from  within, 
stirred  social  unrest. 

The  one  inescapable  conclusion 
which  must  be  drawn  from  the  his- 
torv- of  the  Communist  Party,  US.A, 
is  that  the  Party  is  the  direct  and  will- 
ing instrument  of  the  Soviet  Union.

LOSING  THE  LORD 


The  Gospels  do  not  tell  us  very 
much  about  the  bovhood  life  of  Jesus 
Christ.  In  fact,  there  is  onlv  one  in- 
cident recorded  and  this  is  found  in 
Luke  2:41-52.  In  this  account  we 
see  Christ  at  the  Feast.  His  parents 
were  rigid  observers  of  Mosaic  law. 
There  were  three  feasts  thev  tried  not 
to  miss  during  the  year— the  Passover, 
the  Feast  of  Pentecost,  and  the  Feast 
of  Tabernacles.  At  the  Passover  peo- 
ple came  to  Jerusalem  for  fellowship, 
they  came  for  teaching,  they  came 
for  inspiration.  They  came  to  medi- 
tate upon  the  blessings  of  God  upon 
them  in  the  past  and  to  look  forward 
to  God's  help  in  the  future.  That  is 
what  the  Passover  meant  to  faithful 
Jews.  And  on  this  occasion,  at  twebe 
years  of  age,  we  find  Jesus.  This 
feast  lasted  seven  davs.  No  doubt 
Jesus  was  left  to  himself  a  good  deal 
during  those  davs. 

This  writer  is  reminded  of  his  own 
experiences  as  a  boy  when  his  busy 
parents  attended  our  National  Con- 
f2rences.  A  terrible  thing  happened  at 
this  Feast  of  the  Passo\'er.  Two  peo- 
ple who  knew  Jesus  and  loved  Him 
found  that  they  had  lost  Him!  Mary 
and  Joseph  had  become  so  busv  carrv- 
ing  out  the  details  of  observing  the 
Passover  that  they  had  lost  Jesus. 
They  started  home  without  Him. 

Mary  and  Joseph  had  not  lost 
their  salvation,  but  they  had  lost  the 
assurance  of  the  presence  of  Christ 
in  their  midst,  and  they  knew  they 
must  find  Him  again.  As  I  have 
studied  this  story,  the  lesson  it  keeps 
bringing  home  to  mv  heart  is  this; 
It  is  possible  to  lose  Christ's  presence 
even  while  we  are  busily  engaged 
in  duties  that  are  part  of  our  service 
for  Him. 

For  example,  it  is  possible  for  me 
as  a  pastor  to  become  so  wrought  up 
over  the  chore  of  preparing  two  ser- 
mons e\er\'  week,  one  pra)er  meet- 
ing message,  one  Sunday-school  les- 
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son,  correspondence,  mimeograph- 
ing, calling,  and  counseling  that  it 
becomes  just  plain  work.  And  then 
I  begin  trying  to  do  all  in  my  own 
strength  and  neglect  Bible  study  and 
prayer,  and  it  isn't  long  before  I  ha\e 
lost  that  sweet  fell(j\\ship  with  the 
Lord  that  once  made  all  work  for 
Him  a  delight  and  a  pleasure.  In 
other  v\ords,  even  within  the  pastor's 
study  it  is  possible  to  lose  the  presence 
of  Christ.  The  same  is  true  of  everv 
one  of  us.  In  fact,  the  busier  we  are 
in  the  Lord's  work  the  more  subtle 
this  danger  becomes.  You  can  come  to 
church  and  ne\er  miss  a  service.  The 
sermons  can  be  Christ-centered  and 
the  spirit  in  the  church  can  be  won- 
derful. But  if  we  begin  to  do  these 
things  mechanically,  we  are  going 
to  lose  the  presence  of  Christ. 

We  can  become  so  engrossed  with 
our  little  jobs  even  in  the  church 
that  we  fail  to  see  the  Lord  in  them. 
We  become  much  like  the  fellow 
who  found  a  dime  on  the  sidewalk 
and  from  then  on  he  kept  looking 
at  the  ground  in  hopes  of  finding 
more  money.  He  ended  up  with 
stooped  shoulders,  a  sore  back,  and  a 
few  small  coins.  He  ga\'e  up  the 
beauty  of  God's  blue  sky  and  the  jov 
of  looking  his  friends  square  in  the 
eye  all  for  a  sore  back  and  a  few- 
cents.  Do  we  not  make  the  same 
mistake  when  we  let  the  glorious 
privilege  of  ser\'ing  Christ,  of  being 
in  His  house,  of  being  saved,  become 
commonplace  to  us? 

Mar\'  and  Joseph  lost  Jesus  in 
the  Temple,  the  ver\-  place  where 
they  should  have  found  Him.  Take 
a  look  at  your  own  ser\ice  for  the 
Lord  for  a  moment.  Has  that  Sun- 
da\-school  class  vou  teach  become  a 
drudger\-  instead  of  a  challenge?  Has 
the  weeklv  choir  rehearsal  become  a 
burdensome  task?  Are  you  considering 
dropping  out  of  a  few  things  because 
vou  find  no  joy  in  them  anymore? 


Perhaps  you  too  ha\e  lost  Jesus  ,n 
the  Temple. 

A  number  of  things  may  contrib- 
ute to  our  losing  the  Lfjrd.  Mary 
and  Joseph  lost  Him,  for  one  thing, 
by  leaving  the  Temple.  If  they  had 
sta\ed  at  the  Temple,  the\'  would 
never  have  lost  Him.  And  I  am  con- 
vinced that  one  of  the  surest  ways 
to  lose  the  assurance  of  Christ's  pres- 
ence with  us  today  is  to  absent  our- 
selves from  His  house.  Regardless  of 
what  may  be  our  excuse,  we  ought 
to  allow  ven.'  few  things  to  keep  us 
from  God's  house. 

The  prosperous  times  in  which 
we  live  may  cause  us  to  lose  the  Lord. 
This  feast  that  Mary  and  Joseph 
were  attending,  though  it  was  a  re- 
ligious feast,  was  also  a  time  of  con- 
siderable money-spending.  Thev 
practically  made  a  carnival  out  of 
their  feasts  when  rimes  were  pros- 
perous. And  it  was  at  this  time  that 
Man,'  and  Joseph  lost  their  Jesus. 
Let  us  heed  the  warning.  These  are 
prosperous  times.  Money  is  flowing 
today  as  it  has  probably  never  done 
in  our  Nation's  histor)'.  Even  the 
poorest  of  us  have  more  than  our 
grandparents  had.  And  the  conse- 
quence of  it  all  is  that  men  and 
women  are  drifting  away  from  the 
Lord.  Prosperitv  is  the  wolf  in  sheep's 
clothing  that  is  Satan's  tool  today. 
Wben  our  eyes  become  fastened 
upon  material  things,  we  stand  in 
terrible  danger  of  losing  the  presence 
of  Christ. 

Mars'  and  Joseph,  when  they  dis- 
covered their  loss,  turned  immediately 
around  and  returned  to  the  Temple. 
There  they  found  Jesus  again.  If 
our  spiritual  Uves  are  dr\'  and  un- 
fruitful, if  we  seem  to  have  lost 
Jesus,  the  answer  to  the  problem  lies 
not  in  finding  another  church  or  an- 
other pastor  or  possibly  even  another 
t\pe  of  ser\'ice.  The  answer  lies  in 
discovering  our  loss  and  returning 
to  Jesus. 
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We  live  in  a  wonderful  day  of 
expanding  knowledge,  in  a 
time  when  men  are  ever  learning. 
The  sciences  are  perhaps  the  most 
notable  example  of  increased  learning 
and  specialization.  The  art  of  preach- 
ing, even  though  not  publicised  as 
other  arts  are,  is  becoming  more  broad 
and  comprehensive.  Homilericians  are 
fast  becoming  aware  of  utilizing  the 
principals  of  effective  and  persuasive 
speech  in  the  realm  of  preaching. 
Preaching,  after  all,  is  communica- 
tion.  Much  work  has  been  done  late- 
ly in  the  field  of  effective  communi- 
cation, and  the  wise  preachers  are 
those  who  utilize  the  principals  dis- 
covered. There  is  a  very  definite  psy- 
chology to  successful  preaching,  and 
the  point  of  this  article  is  to,  in  a  very 
surface  manner,  engage  the  reader's 


many  circles  because  the  liberal 
preacher  is  an  orator,  a  man  who 
can  not  only  engage  the  mind  of 
the  congregation,  but  also  persuade 
them  in  their  thinking. 

Many  evangelicals  feel  that  if  they 
were  to  use  the  principals  of  success- 
ful secular  speech,  they  would  do 
damage  to  the  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  All  who  love  the  Lord  and  His 
Book  fully  realize  no  plan  of  speech, 
no  matter  how  effective  it  might  be, 
can  take  the  place  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 
The  task  of  convicting  the  sinner  of 
his  sin  and  persuading  him  to  accept 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  His  personal 
Saviour  is  distinctively  His.  An  entire 
room  full  of  the  greatest  orators  of 
all  time  could  not  convince  the  dullest 
or  the  sharpest  of  men  that  they 
need   to   be   saved.    Onlv   the    Holy 


the  preacher,  above  all  other  public 
speakers,  ought  to  know  the  how  of 
persuasive  speech. 

The  man  in  the  pulpit  must  en- 
gage the  minds  of  his  listeners  and 
keep  their  attention  for  the  duration 
of  the  message.  Orators  and  men 
who  have  specialized  in  the  complex 
science  of  speech,  have,  after  centuries 
of  actual  experience,  proved  what 
are  the  best  methods  of  gaining  and 
sustaining  attention.  One  of  the  ways 
to  get  attention  is  to  be  interesting. 
Attention  and  interest  are  really  twin 
words.  Since  the  limit  of  absolute 
attention  is  only  for  a  few  seconds, 
the  speaker  has  to  stimulate  attention 
every  few  minutes.  This  can  be  done 
through  intensity— vividness,  loud- 
ness, and  brightness  of  tone;  extens- 
ity— loudness    of    tone    accompanied 
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mind    concerning    the    all-important 
work  of  persuasive  preaching. 

Many  men  in  the  pulpit  today 
haven't  the  slightest  idea  of  crowd 
psvchology,  group  dynamics,  crowd 
polarization,  or  group  mechanisms. 
The  evangelical  pulpit  is  stymied  by 
men  who  know  what  to  say,  but 
haven't  the  slightest  idea  of  how  to 
effectively  say  it.  Our  seminaries  are 
turning  out  men  of  theology,  but  not 
men  of  speech.  Men,  filled  to  the 
brim  with  Greek  and  Hebrew,  are 
very  often  dismal  failures  because 
they  don't  know  how  to  say  what 
they  want  and  need  to  say.  Their 
invitations  are  exceedingly  poor  be- 
cause they  have  never  learned  how 
to  persuade  an  audience.  What  is 
wrong  with  the  evangelical  pulpit? 
Why  is  it  that  so  many  liberals  will 
effectively  put  into  practice  the  prin- 
cipals discovered  by  the  world's  great 
orators  and  the  evangelical  will  fear 
to  do  so?  Liberalism  is  popular  in  so 


Spirit  has  this  persuasive  abilitv.  But 
this  writer  feels  that  ofttimes  the  Holy 
Spirit  is  "overworked"  because  of  the 
dullness  of  the  man  in  the  pulpit. 
Not  only  must  the  Holy  Spirit  en- 
gage in  His  work  of  conviction  and 
saving  of  men,  but  He  also  has  to 
undo  what  the  man  in  the  pulpit  is 
doing  through  ineffective,  boring, 
monotonous,  unexciting,  dull  preach- 
ing. No  wonder  so  many  saints  find 
their  greatest  opportunity  of  rest  to 
be  while  the  preacher  is  delivering 
his  unpolished  oration.  When  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  a  sharp  instrument, 
then  is  His  work  made  most  effective. 
This  writer  does  not  wish  to  exalt  the 
principals  of  effective,  persuasive 
speech  at  the  expense  of  the  person 
and  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  but 
he  does  wish  to  vigorously  maintain 
that  the  Spirit  of  God  can  and  will 
use  a  man  who  is  adequately  pre- 
pared for  effective  preaching.  The 
world    is    lost    and    bewildered    and 


with  a  gesture;  impressivity— pro- 
nounce a  sentence  with  unusual  de- 
liberation, or  repeat  it;  velocity  or 
movement— change  the  rate  of  speech 
and  position  of  speaker;  variety— vary 
the  mood,  force,  pitch,  style.  In  sus- 
taining the  attention  the  speaker 
ought  to  use  language  understood  by 
the  audience,  use  illustrations  that 
will  allow  the  listener  to  see  the  point, 
use  a  bit  of  humor,  be  vital  as  to 
subject-matter,  be  personal  in  his  ap- 
plication of  his  subject  to  his  listener. 

Men  who  stand  in  the  pulpit  must 
create  a  personal  relationship  with 
his  listener.  If  he  is  not  accepted, 
what  he  says  will  not  be  accepted. 
The  speaker  gains  acceptance  through 
identification  of  himself  with  his 
audience.  He  must  make  them  realize 
that  he  is  just  like  they  are,  he  .has 
the  same  trouble  with  the  "old  man," 
and  he  too  must  plod  daily  to  the 
throne  of  grace  to  seek  a  fresh  cleans- 
ing.   "Holier   than    thou"    preaching 
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has  never  and  never  will  succeed  sim- 
ply because  the  speaker  is  deliberately 
forcing  the  erection  of  a  wall  be- 
tween himself  and  his  audience.  To 
communicate,  there  must  be  no  walls 
of  separation.  The  preacher  can  best 
identify  himself  to  his  audience  dur- 
ing the  week.  The  way  he  conducts 
himself  in  pastoral  visitation  during 
the  week,  will  determine  the  kind  of 
listening  he  will  receive  on  Sunday 
morning. 

After  the  speaker  is  rightly  related 
to  his  audience;  then  he  must  rightly 
relate  his  subject  to  his  audience.  It 
must  be  adapted  to  their  present 
emotional  state,  their  intellectual 
capacity,  and  their  spiritual  growth  in 
srace.    Since    each    audience   is   dif- 

o 

ferent  throughout  the  world,  each 
one  deserves  the  compliment  of  being 
treated  in  a  way  fitted  for  them 
specifically.  What  succeeds  before  a 
California  audience  may  not  succeed 
with  an  audience  from  Kansas.  What 
succeeds  in  an  urban  church  may  not 
succeed  in  a  rural  church,  klow 
thankful  we  ought  to  be  that  the 
oreat  truths  of  the  Word  of  God  are 
adaptable!  No  preacher  deserves  the 
right  to  present  the  eternal  truths  of 
God  in  an  uninteresting  or  unpalat- 
able fashion. 

When  the  audience  is  rightly  re- 
lated to  the  speaker  and  the  subject, 
then  the  Spirit  of  God  is  able  to 
capitalize  on  the  pregnant  climate  of 
the  sanctuary.  Out  of  such  speech 
situations  souls  are  "born-again." 

Many  fine  and  wonderful  books 
have  been  written  on  crowd  psy- 
chology. No  pastor  ought  to  be  with- 
out such  books  on  his  shelf.  (If  your 
pastor  hasn't  got  one,  buy  one  for 
him).  Crowds  have  a  personality,  and 
the  effective  speaker  will  learn  and 
utilize  all  of  the  ethical  means  of 
crowd  manipulation.  Crowd  moti- 
vation is  a  well-studied  science,  and 
the  evangelical  preacher  ouglit  to 
take  advantage  of  it.  His  ministry  \\'ill 
be  hurt  and  curtailed  if  he  doesn't. 

Crowd  polarization  is  basic  to 
crowd  motivation.  He  seeks  to  ruake 
two  poles  in  the  auditorium;  himself 
the  one  pole  and  the  audience  tlic 
other  pole.  When  an  audience  has 
proper  polarization,  it  is  no  longer 
an  audience,  but  becomes  one  per- 
son. The  speaker  then  deals  with  one 
person  and  attempts  to  modvate  one 


unit.  There  are  many  ways  of  polar- 
izing a  crowd;  namely,  displaying 
unifying  symbols,  such  as  the  Chris- 
rian  Flag,  Bible  on  the  pulpit.  Have 
the  audience  do  things  tosether,  such 
as  responsive  readings,  sing  songs, 
repeat  church  creeds,  reading  in  uni- 
son, engage  in  prayer,  and  so  forth, 
have  the  audience  sit  close  together, 
appeal  to  their  common  feelings  to 
secure  a  "yes  response."  Get  them  to 
engage  in  uninhibited  activity,  such 
as  singing,  standing,  laughing,  and 
SO  forth.  Remove  all  counter  attrac- 
tions, such  as  controlling  the  heat, 
the  light,  the  comfort  within  the 
auditorium,  create  a  worshipful  mood 
through  commanding  reverence, 
quietness,  soft  organ  music,  and  so 
forth.  A  polarized  crowd  is  under 
the  complete  control  of  the  speaker's 
words  and  gestures,  acting  as  one 
indi\adual. 

The  study  of  crowd  motivation  is 
a  study  of  human  behavior  and  moti- 
vation. When  the  man  in  the  pulpit 
is  mentally  equipped  with  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  human  beings  and  the 
ways  they  act  and  react  when  they 
form  a  crowd,  that  man  can  be  used 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  win  precious 
souls  to  Christ  through  his  preaching. 

Effective  preaching  will  engage 
both  the  intellect  and  the  emotions 
of  the  listener.  So  many  men  of  the 
pulpit  attempt  to  engage  only  one 
or  the  other.  Some  preachers  con- 
tinually speak  above  their  people's 
heads,  not  because  they  are  more  in- 
telligent, but  because  their  verbage 
is  strange  to  the  lav  ear.  Other 
preachers  continually  play  upon  the 
heart  strings  of  their  listeners.  Thev 
whip  up  their  emotions  as  the  lusty 
wind  does  the  waters  of  the  blue 
Pacific.  Thev  speak  in  loud  grunts 
while  roving  all  over  the  platform. 
When  emotion  reaches  its  zenith,  the 
preacher  gives  a  very  touching  in\'ita- 
tion  and  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
flooded  with  a  host  of  new  converts. 
The  conversion  experience  usually 
lasts  as  long  as  the  emotion  lasts. 

Sad  to  sav,  this  "kind"  of  preaching 
is  all  too  popular  in  some  evangelical 
circles  and  some  simple-minded  souls 
are  made  to  believe  that  salvation 
consists  of  getting  lathered  up  twice 
each  Lord's  Day  and  once  each  Wed- 
nesday evening.  I  certainly  would  be 
the  last  Brethren   pastor   to   disdain 


emotion,  for  we  are  emotional  beings. 
Salvation  must  and  does  include 
emotion.  How  can  anyone  possibly 
think  of  the  love  of  God  and  the 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
not  be  moved?  How  could  anyone 
contemplate  Calvary  and  not  have  a 
tear  in  his  heart?  Can  vou  think  of 
the  sober  facts  of  Romans  4:25  or  I 
Corinthians  5:21  and  not  cry  again 
your  praise  and  adoration  to  GodV 
Certainly  not!  But  the  reader  will 
fully  agree  that  this  writer  has  a 
point  when  he  declares  that  some 
preachers  are  not  ethical  in  their  use 
of  emotion.  They  get  a  person  to 
"come  for\v'ard"  by  telling  heart- 
rending stories  and  by  extending  the 
time  of  the  in\dtarion  to  equal  the 
time  it  took  to  preach  the  sermon! 
When  the  man  in  the  pulpit  will 
ethically  use  emotion  in  his  nublic 
speaking,  the  Spirit  of  God  will  bless 
and  honor  his  ministry. 

Every  sermon,  being  doctrinallv 
sound,  ought  to  contain  thoueJits  that 
\vill  enlighten  the  intellect  of  his 
hearers  and  enliven  their  emotions. 
The  effective  sermon  will  touch  the 
intellect  first,  the  emotions  second. 
Only  in  rare  cases,  like  a  funeral 
sermon,  should  the  order  be  reversed. 

Preaching  ought  to  be  creative!  As 
the  man  of  God  spends  time  with  the 
Lord  and  with  His  Word,  a  mes- 
sage ought  to  be  slowly  created.  As  a 
building  is  planned  by  its  architect, 
so  ought  a  sermon  be  prayerfully 
planned  and  lovingly  put  together, 
to  meet  the  needs  of  a  particular  con- 
gregation. It  ought  to  have  an  in- 
troduction and  a  conclusion.  Between 
these  two,  the  message  ought  to  con- 
tain  informative  points  that  will  aid 
the  listener  in  his  devotion  and  service 
to  the  Lord.  If  the  preacher  is  preach- 
ing to  seasoned  veterans  in  the  things 
of  the  Lord,  his  sermon  will  contain 
"strong  meat."  If  he  finds  himself 
speaking  to  'Tsabes  in  Christ,"  his 
points  will  naturally  contain  only  the 
"milk  of  the  Word."  If  he  finds  him- 
self, as  he  often  does,  speaking  to  the 
uninitiated,  his  message  will  consider 
the  lordship  of  Christ  and  His  claim 
upon  every  soul. 

Every  sermon  ought  to  have  a  text! 
It  ought  to  be  timely  and  attractively 
preached.  The  message  ought  to  have 
unitv',  logical  order  and  progression, 
lucidity     of     style,     forcefulness     of

thought,  beauty  of  presentation.  It 
ought  to  contain  illustrations  that 
illustrate  and  personal  applications. 
Next  to  the  personality  of  the 
preacher,  the  interestingness  of  the 
material  presented,  and  the  style  of 
presentation,  the  preacher's  delivery 
is  most  important.  Great  sermons  have 
been  made  mediocre  by  faulty  de- 
livery; and  then  surprisingly  simple 
and  even  poor  sermons  have  produced 
many  converts  because  of  a  vigorous 
and  productive  delivery.  Really,  the 
best  delivery  is  the  delivery  not  no- 
ticed. The  aim  of  the  speaker  is  to 
engage  the  minds  of  his  audience  and 
persuade  them  that  he  has  the  answer 
to  their  problems.  His  main  endea\'or 
is  to  have  them  accept  what  he  says, 
not  direct  their  attention  to  his  -nan- 
nerisms,  dress,  stature,  or  gesticula- 
tions. Therefore,  his  delivery  will  be 


primarily  geared  to  dist'nctness  of 
thought,  variation  of  modulation,  sim- 
plicity of  elocution,  and  limited  ges- 
tures. The  speaker  desires  that  every- 
thing be  natural  on  his  nart  and  un- 
offensive  to  the  hearer. 

The  cry  of  the  evangelical  church 
is  that  the  evangelical  minister  learn 
and  utilize  the  principals  of  persuasive 
speech;  that  speech  courses  be  in- 
cluded in  the  course  of  study  of  our 
theological  seminaries;  that  books  on 
cro\\'d  psychology  populate  the  book- 
shelves of  our  pastors.  If  these  few 
lines  that  I  have  written  will  ser\'e 
to  quicken  the  appetites  of  our  pastors 
to  more  formal  speech  training,  they 
will  ha\'e  served  their  purpose.  A'lay 
God  help  us  to  see  our  desperate  need 
of  rhetorical  knowledge  and  know 
how.

knows  the  Bible  better  than  most 
Americans.  He  had  one  year  of  in- 
tensive Bible  study  and  has  memo- 
rized the  Books  of  Matthew,  Mark, 
Luke,  and  John.  Stalin  studied  for 
the  priesthood.  Mekovan  was  edu- 
cated to  be  a  minister.  These  men 
have  studied  the  Bible  but  have  ex- 
cluded Jesus  Christ.  If  you  preach 
the  Bible  without  Christ,  vou  have 
communism.  Truly  we  must  study 
and  learn  the  Word  of  God  so  that 
we  have  an  anchor  and  basis  for  our 
faith. 

We  must  be  loyal  to  our  country. 
I  have  often  been  to  gatherings  and 
when  our  National  Anthem  was 
being  played,  there  v^'ere  high-school 
boys  with  their  hands  in  their  pock- 
ets looking  all  around,  having  no  re- 
spect for  the  stars  and  stripes. 

Where  is  our  loyalty  and  patriot- 
ism? Surely,  it  is  not  a  thing  of  the 
past.  Let  us  pledge  our  allegiance 
to  God  and  our  great  country. 

Mr.  John  Noble  has  said:  "Should 
the  Communists  gain  control  of  this 
country,  the  first  ones  to  die  in 
the  U.  S.  will  be  the  communist 
supporters  here."  The  Communists 
told  him  if  a  man  would  turn  on  his 
own  country;  then  he  is  not  the  kind 
of  a  person  they  y\'ant  in  their  organi- 
zation. 

These  may  appear  to  be  dark  days; 
yet  these  are  days  of  opportunity.  God 
is  not  willing  that  any  should  perish 
but  that  all  might  be  saved.

LEAD    SOLDIERS

Benjamin  Franklin  once  said:  "Give  me  twenty-six 
lead  soldiers  and  Til  conquer  the  world."  The  lead  soldiers 
are  the  twenty-six  letters  of  the  alphabet. 

Lead  soldiers  are  amoral.  They  have  no  con\'ictions, 
right  or  wrong.  They  march  with  equal  eagerness  under 
a  Khrushchev  or  a  Kennedy,  under  a  preacher  or  a  dic- 
tator. Thev  are  willing  to  be  placed  on  any  fighting  line. 
They  are  not  rebuffed  by  criticism  or  discouraged  by 
indifference. 

Let  no  one  think  these  lead  men  are  not  soldiers,  that 
they  cannot  fight.  The  printed  word  of  truth  is  so  dan- 
gerous to  error  that  entire  printing  establishments  that 
dared  to  publish  truth  have  been  confiscated.  The  print- 
ed word  is  so  helpful  to  the  cause  of  injustice  that  every 
system  of  error  majors  on  the  distribution  of  literature. 

So  lead  soldiers  are  fighting  lead  soldiers  the  world  over 
—in  home  and  hovel  and  palace,  on  street,  on  the  sea,  and 
in  the  air.  Which  armv  will  be  victorious?  Lead  soldiers 
fishting  for  truth  have  an  inherent  advantage  because 
man's  mind  and  conscience  are  predisposed  to  sanction 
truth,  even  though  the  will  may  choose  to  be  led  astray 
by  error.  But  the  lead  soldiers  fighting  for  truth  are  no 
stronger  than  their  resources.  They  cannot  fight  weW 
if  they  are  too  few  or  poorly  equipped. 

On  home  and  world  missionary  fronts  we  are  beginning 
to  realize  that  a  prime  need  is  for  more  literature,  for 
better  literature,  for  more  attractively  printed  literature, 
of  all  sizes  and  varieties,  and  at  costs  that  range  from 
a  penny-a-piece  upward. 

Christians  who  care  must  send  out  many  millions  of 
lead  soldiers  of  truth  and  send  them  out  with  ample  sup- 
plies—words well  chosen  and  attractively  "dressed."

PIGS,    PROPAGANDA 
AND    STARVATION 

By  Rev.  S.  Wayne  Beaver 


The  Bible  tells  us  that  when  the 
prodigal  son  went  into  a  far  country, 
"there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that 
land;  and  he  began  to  be  in  want  .  .  . 
He  would  fain  have  filled  his  belly 
with  the  husks  that  the  swine  did  eat: 
and  no  man  gave  unto  him." 

Prodigal  sons  abound  in  all  lands, 
but  in  few  lands  have  thev  suffered 
famine  as  in  Africa.  Some  famines  are 
caused  by  superstition  and  ignorance. 
Several  years  ago  in  the  Baibokoum 
district  a  medicine  man,  turned 
prophet,  announced  that  for  the  fol- 
lowing ^'ear  it  would  not  be  neces- 
sary to  plant  gardens;  food  would 
spring  up  of  itself.  Being  willing  to 
thus  easily  escape  the  long  days  of 
back-breaking  work  in  the  gardens, 
large  numbers  of  Africans  believed 
this  prophecy.  The  result  was  famine 
with  death  resulting  for  many.  Other 
famines  are  due  to  lack  of  oppor- 
tunity, as  in  India  with  millions  of 
mouths  to  feed  and  not  enough  gar- 
den space  to  produce  for  all. 

It  is  this  type  of  famine  that  exists 
on  our  mission  field  in  Africa  in  the 
field  of  literature.  Large  numbers 
have  learned  to  read  in  the  past 
few  ^'ears,  due  in  large  part  to  the  ef- 


forts of  the  missionaries  and  the 
African  pastors.  Yet,  literature  pro- 
duction has  lagged  sadly  behind  the 
literacy  program  with  the  result  that 
"there  has  arisen  a  mighty  famine 
in  the  land."  Contributing  to  this 
famine  has  been  the  limited  ability  of 
the  African,  up  to  the  present,  to 
produce  literature  himself,  and  sec- 
ondly, a  decreasing  missionary  force 
which  is  trying  to  shoulder  a  host  of 
duties  that  others  have  left  behind. 

It  is  frightening  to  see  reading 
ability  increase  with  little  Christian 
literature  to  put  into  the  hands  of 
those  so  educated.  In  the  Bozoum 
area  a  few  years  back  only  three 
percent  of  the  children  were  in  school. 
This  year  twenty-three  percent  of 
the  children  are  in  school.  Some  300 
miles  away  in  the  Berberati  district 
sixty-three  percent  of  the  children 
are  in  school.  Bozoum  has  just  been 
chosen  by  the  government  to  be  the 
pilot  district  in  a  mass  education  pro- 
gram for  1962.  Beginning  in  Jan- 
uary 1962,  a  course  is  being  prepared 
to  reach  the  masses,  men,  women,  and 
children,  in  every  village  in  the  area. 
This  teaching,  carried  on  by  the 
government,  will  cover  reading, 
writing,  and  hygiene.  A  radio  station 
has  been  requested  for  Bozoum  to 
more  effectively  carry  out  this  effort. 
The  plan  is  to  raise  literacy  from 
twenty-three  percent  to  some  eighty 
percent  in  a  crash  program. 

A  similar  crash  program  is  needed 
to  supply  Christian  literature  to  these 
thousands  who  will  be  learning  to 
read,  but  frankly,  brethren,  we're 
swamped!  The  prodigal  son  "would 


f:.in  have  filled  his  belly  with  the 
husks  that  the  swine  did  eat"  because 
he  could  get  nothing  else.  And  so 
shall  these  peoples  turn  to  the  "husks" 
—pamphlets  of  the  Jehovah's  Wit- 
nesses movement  and  tracts  of  the 
Seventh  Day  Adventists,  cheap  novels 
and  cheap  magazines  from  France, 
communistic  propaganda  and  Mo- 
hammedan doctrine— if  interesting 
Christian  literature  is  not  available. 
The  Devil  keeps  his  representatives 
busy  filling  vacuums  in  famine 
lands. 

"No  man  gave  unto"  the  prodigal 
son,  but  in  his  distress  he  could 
turn  to  his  father  to  supply  his  needs. 
Your  missionary  staff  in  Africa  is 
fully  aware  of  this  desperate  need  for 
literature,  but  we  need  help!  Our 
Father  in  heaven  has  seen  fit  to  care 
for  such  needs  through  His  own.  How 
few  and  limited  are  the  funds  and 
personnel  available  to  produce  liter- 
ature on  our  field  in  Africa.  Surely 
there  are  those  among  our  churches 
who,  in  His  name,  will  help  to  meet 
this  desperate  need  of  starving  Afri- 
can brethren.

A  track  meet  consists  of  many  dif- 
ferent events  and  races.  This  is  also 
true  in  the  Christian  race  of  spread- 
ing the  gospel  message  to  the  ends  of 
the  world.  Different  means,  facilities, 
plans,  and  so  forth  are  being  used 
in  order  to  accomplish  this  job  in  the 
most  effective  way  possible.  We  mis- 
sionaries here  in  Africa  feel  that  one 
of  the  very  important  means  of  reach- 
ing the  masses  with  the  Gospel  is 
through  the  printed  page.  Efforts 
are  constantly  being  made  by  your 
missionaries  to  give  these  people  ade- 
quate literature.  May  I  briefly  in- 
troduce you  to  some  of  our  publica- 
tions and  tell  you  of  some  of  the  re- 
sults as  these  have  gone  out  among 
the  people. 

SyUobnJres— Syllabaires  are  our  be- 
ginning readers  for  our  people.  These 
consist  of  a  series  of  three  books. 
When  the  student  has  mastered  these 
three  readers  he  should  be  able  to 
begin  reading  the  Word  of  God. 
These  syllabaires  have  played  a  very 
important  role  in  teaching  hundreds 
of  these  people  to  read. 

Sunday    School    Quarterlies— Five 


vears  ago  we  introduced  the  Sunday- 
school  program  to  our  churches.  Our 
believers  had  to  be  taught  the  im- 
portance of  weekly  Bible  study  by 
means  of  this  program.  The  beginning 
v\'as  slow  but  we  are  happy  to  report 
that  we  now  have  a  growing  Sunday- 
school  program  throughout  our  Mis- 
sion. We  are  producing  a  teachers' 
Sunday-school  quarterly,  and  the  stu- 
dents' lessons  are  being  pubhshed 
in  our  monthly  mission  magazine. 
Plans  are  being  made  for  further 
expansion  in  the  Sunday-school  pro- 
oram  in  order  that  the  needs  of  the 
children  might  be  met. 

Trompette  Evangelique— This  is 
the  name  of  our  mission  magazine 
which  was  born  about  four  years 
aoo.  It  has  now  grown  to  a  sixteen- 
page  publication.  It  is  enjoying  a 
orowing  circulation  in  our  local  mis- 
sion area  and  is  becoming  known 
and  read  in  many  other  sections  of 
Africa.  It  contains  Bible  studies,  Sun- 
day-school lessons,  news  items,  pic- 
tures, and  other  varied  features  of 
interest.  Last  month  the  special  fea- 
ture was  an  ardcle  from  the  President 
of  the  Republic. 

Organizational  Publications— Here 
are  the  names  of  our  different  organ- 
izational groups  in  the  church:  "Ouali 
Ti  Tene  Ndjoni"  (Women  of  the 
Good  News);  "Tourougou  Ti  Tene 
Ndjoni"  (Soldiers  of  the  Good  News); 
"Aita  d  Marie  na  Marthe"  (Sisters  of 
Mary  and  Martha);  "Eclaireur"  (Boy 
Scouts).  For  each  of  these  groups 
lesson  books  have  been  prepared  and 
are  being  used  extensively  throughout 


our  field.  These  lessons  deal  with 
personal  soul-winning,  Bible  char- 
acters, doctrines,  and  so  forth.  The 
Lord  is  using  these  group  meetings 
and  lessons  for  drawing  His  people 
together  for  consecrated  study  and  fel- 
lowship. 

Bihle  Bookstores— Located  at  each 
of  our  mission  stations  we  have  a 
bookstore  where  our  workers  and  be- 
lievers are  able  to  purchase  their 
Christian  literature.  These  meet  most 
of  the  needs  of  the  average  believer 
but  fail  to  place  Christian  literature 
before  the  general  public.  Something 
needs  to  be  done  to  make  this  liter- 
ature accessible  to  all.  We  believe 
part  of  the  answer  to  this  is  the 
construction  of  Bible  bookstores  in 
all  of  our  larger  metropolitan  areas. 
Here  at  Bozoum  we  have  already 
asked  for  permission  to  build  a  Bible 
bookstore.  We  are  trusting  that  soon 
there  will  be  Bible  bookstores  in  all 
of  our  large  centers. 

Dr.  B.  H.  Pearson  says:  "For  every 
one  person  converted  to  Protestant 
Christianity  in  Africa  there  are  two 
converted  to  Roman  Catholicism, 
five  to  Islam,  and  nine  to  commu- 
nism." Communism  boasts  that  China 
was  conquered  principally  by  means 
of  the  printed  page. 

The  production  of  literature  is  one 
of  the  most  important  jobs  of  the  mis- 
sionary. Pray  for  wisdom  and  strength 
to  be  given  for  this  great  task.  Pray 
that  our  people  may  have  the  desire 
to  read  that  they  might  be  established 
in  the  faith  and  not  be  swayed  by 
the  winds  of  doctrine. 


THE    PRINTER 
AND  HIS  PROBLEMS

So  you  are  going  to  be  a  printer  in 
Africa— you  must  have  rocks  in  your 
head!  That  is  what  I  was  told  at 
the  last  place  I  worked  in  the  States 
when  I  announced  that  I  was  quit- 
ting. I  had  been  a  photo-engraver  for 


twenty-seven  years,  and  even  in  that 
highly  specialized  craft,  I  was  only 
a  layout  man.  I  had  some  experience 
on  the  camera  but  had  never  worked 
in  any  of  the  other  printing  trades. 
When  we  landed  in  Africa  in  1957, 
I  had  never  set  t)'pe  or  run  a  press, 
and  there  was  where  the  fun  began. 

We  had  spent  ten  days  in  London 
when  we  bought  the  press,  learning 
how  to  run  it  and  how  to  fix  it  when 
it  didn't  run,  and  we  had  the  "book" 
to  tell  us  how.  We  were  all  set  to 
run  anything  the  press  could  handle, 
so  it  seemed.  It  was  dry  season  when 
the    press    arrived    and   was    set   up 


ready  to  go.  Almost  at  once  die  sheets 
came  off  smudged.  The  plates  were 
drying  on  the  press.  For  those  who  are 
not  familiar  with  offset  printing,  the 
plate  on  the  press  must  be  kept  moist 
so  the  background  will  not  print.  If 
it  is  not  moist  enough,  scum  appears 
between  the  type  and  in  the  margins. 
If  it  is  too  moist,  the  type  is  gray 
and  will  not  print.  This  trouble 
plagued  us  for  some  time  and  we  were 
not  completely  rid  of  it  until  we 
came  back  from  furlough. 

Next  we  started  having  trouble 
feeding  paper.  We  had  purchased 
paper  that  was  too  slick  and  since 
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our  press  did  not  have  a  suction  feed, 
the  bar  that  moved  each  sheet  for- 
ward into  the  press  glazed  over.  This 
resuked  in  a  sheet  moving  in  at  an 
angle  and  jamming.  This  meant  stop- 
ping the  press,  digging  out  the  paper, 
washing  the  blanket  and  impression 
cvlinder,  and  starting  again.  This 
went  on  until  we  went  on  furlough 
and  spent  some  time  at  the  Free 
Methodist  Publishing  House  to  learn 
something  about  running  a  press. 

When  we  returned  from  furlough, 
we  made  arrangements  to  sell  all  of 
the  slick  paper  and  started  using  other 
paper.  Our  work  improved  and  we 
said  it  was  time  to  start  using  pictures 
and  illustrations  and  making  plates 
photographically.  Up  to  that  time 
everything  had  been  t\'ped  or  drawn 
directly  onto  the  plates.  Our  first 
issue  of  the  Trompette  after  this 
looked  very  good— it  must  have  been 


beginner's  luck.  After  that  first  issue, 
scum  started  again.  We  did  every- 
thing the  "book"  said  to  do  but  to 
no  avail.  Finally  Mr.  John  Benson  of 
the  Free  Methodist  company  wrote 
suggesting  the  cause,  and  we  reme- 
died it.  He  has  been  a  great  help  to  us 
and  any  missionary  printer  who  needs 
it.  We  still  have  a  lot  to  learn  and 
a  long  way  to  go  to  become  a  good 
pressman,  but  we  are  getting  there. 
We  have  two  and  sometimes  three 
native  helpers.  We  want  to  train  these 
men  to  do  as  much  of  the  work  as 
possible.  It  is  our  goal  to  train  them 
so  they  can  take  over  completeh' 
some  day,  but  it  is  slow  going.  For 
example,  there  were  the  Sunday- 
school  quarterlies  in  which  they  had 
three  pages  upside  do\'\Ti,  or  the 
Troiupettes  whose  pages  went  this 
way:  pages  1,  2,  10,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8, 
9,  3,  11,  12.  Or  the  crooked  folds  be- 


fore we  got  our  folding  machine.  One 
native  sets  type  and  is  learning  to  use 
the  Vari-typer.  The  other  runs  the  old 
treadle-powered  letter  press,  and  they 
both  assemble,  fold,  and  staple. 

The  night  is  far  spent,  the  day 
is  at  hand!  If  we  do  not  increase  our 
output  in  quality,  as  well  as  quantity, 
quickly,  we  will  lose  out  to  the  other 
forces  that  are  comins  in.

RATS,    BATS, 
AND    TERMITES

Evening.  Already  one  has  kicked 
off  her  old  shoes  and  put  on  com- 
fortable slippers.  A  knock  at  the  door. 
Some  missionary  passing  through  has 
remembered  that  he  should  take  some 
Ne\\'  Testaments  \yith  him  when  he 
leaves  earlv  the  next  morning.  Hunt 
flashlight,  back  into  the  old  shoes, 
locate  kevs,  and  out  into  the  night 
one  goes. 

Lizards,  toads,  and  sometimes  a 
wildcat  scurry  along  the  path.  Un- 
lock the  door,  turn  on  the  light.  Sud- 
denly one's  hair  stands  on  end  as  a 
bat  goes  swishing  by.  Fortunately 
that  one's  radar  was  working.  So 
cringingly  one  counts  out  Testaments, 
songbooks,  readers,  or  whatever  it 
may  be. 

There  is  a  place  for  everything, 
but  certainly  the  place  for  bats  is 
not  in  the  literature  stockroom!  But 
there  they  are  and  one  must  put  up 
with  them.  If  one  could  be  sure  there 
are  not  bats  on  the  moon,  one  might 
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consider  migrating.  Are  rats  and 
termites  there  also  to  threaten  the  very 
existence  of  the  stock  of  literature? 

In  spite  of  rats,  bats,  and  termites, 
who  v\'ants  to  go  to  the  moon?  The 
literature  stockroom  holds  possibil- 
ities beyond  those  of  the  moon.  The 
moon  belongs  to  that  class  of  things 
known  as  the  "whole  world"  whose 
value  cannot  be  compared  to  that 
of  one  human  soul.  The  literature 
stockroom  holds  the  books  which,  if 
heeded,  will  pierce  the  heart  of  fall- 
en man  and  cause  him  to  cry  out  to 
God  to  save  his  soul. 

Thousands  of  Testaments,  song- 
books,  readers,  envelopes,  tracts,  and 
great  supplies  of  paper  must  be  in 
the  stockroom  at  all  times.  These 
must  be  protected  as  much  as  pos- 
sible from  the  three  ogres— rats, 
bats,  and  termites.  Other  natural  ene-

mies  of  literature,  such  as  moisture, 
excessive  dryness,  threaten  the  sup- 
plies. Therefore  one  must  be  con- 
standy  alert  for  danger  to  the  books 
as  he  works  in  the  stockroom. 

There  are  other  problems  in  liter- 
ature distribution.  Someone  a  great 
distance  away  orders  a  supply  of  liter- 
ature. This  must  be  packed  as  care- 
fully as  possible  so  that  at  the  first 
opportunity  the  supplies  may  be  sent 
to  their  faraway  destination.  As  one 
puts  them  into  a  pick-up  going  the 
right  direction,  one  hopes  for  clear 
skies,  no  dust,  and  no  shifdng  of 
loads  (as  loads  shift,  books  may  fall 
out).  This  combination  of  clear  skies 
and  no  dust  is  rarely  found  in  Africa. 

In  spite  of  the  hazards  of  storage 
and  shipping,  books  do  get  to  their 
destination,  they  do  get  into  the 
hands  of  those  who  are  eager  to  read 
them.  People  do  learn  to  read,  they 
do  study  God's  Word,  they  do  sing 
His  praises. 

Far  awav  in  Brazzaville,  Mada- 
gascar, France,  Africans  are  reading 
literature  which  has  been  published 
by  the  Maison  des  Editions  Evange- 
liques  at  Bozoum.  And  in  the  Central 
African  Republic  thousands  of  peo- 
ple read  these  publications  and  cry 
for  more.  Each  one  of  these  books  has 
been  handled  by  the  one  in  charge  of 
the  stockroom.  The  statistics  of  liter- 
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ature  distribution  may  not  reach 
astronomical  figures,  but  we  long  ago 
decided  that  we  do  not  care  to  go 
to  the  moon.  We  are  too  happy  in 
the  stockroom  with  its  rats,  bats,  and 
termites.  Our  troublesome  ogres  do 
not  make  us  happy,  but  to  have  a 


share  in  sending  out  the  Word  of 
God  is  all  the  happiness  one  could 
ask  for  in  this  life. 

So,  we  will  re-count  that  package 
of  books  to  see  if  it  has  only  forty- 
nine  books  instead  of  the  fifty  re- 
quested. The  fiftieth  book  might  be 


the  one  which  will  work  in  the  heart 
of  someone  to  win  him  for  the  Lord 
Jesus. 

While  the  Lord's  Word  may  still 
be  given  out,  we  shall  not  go  to  the 
moon,  but  we  are  happy  to  be  among 
that  great  host  of  women  who  pub- 
lish the  tidings  (Ps.  68:11  ASV). 


SEED-SOWING 
IN  FRANCE

Two  factors  make  literature  dis- 
tribution important  in  France.  First, 
the  people  like  to  read.  Any  visitor 
in  Paris  is  impressed  bv  the  fact  that 
on  the  trains  and  in  the  "metro" 
everyone  seems  to  be  reading  some- 
thing. They  can  be  jostled,  shoved, 
and  interrupted,  but  they  continue 
readino.  And  to  the  amusement  of 
those  whose  powers  of  concentration 
are  less  developed,  many  rise  auto- 
matically and  file  out  at  their  stop 
without  seeming  to  take  their  eyes  off 
the  printed  page. 

The  second  factor  is  that  it  is 
quite  difficult  to  get  the  French  into 
public  meetings  of  a  religious  nature. 
It  is  not  at  all  unusual  to  attend 
evangelistic  services  where  the  mem- 
bers of  the  gospel  team  outnumber 
the  congregation.  Thus,  one  of  the 
few  possible  ways  of  reaching  the 
man  on  the  street  with  the  message 
of  salvation   is  bv  means   of  tracts.

booklets,  and  Scripture  portions. 

Literature  distribution  must  be 
planned,  however,  to  be  effective. 
Otherwise,  there  can  be  a  great  loss 
of  time  and  money,  plus  a  failure  to 
capitalize  on  possible  results.  Perhaps 
vou  would  be  interested  in  the  plan 
that  we  follow  in  this  country. 

For  the  present,  we  use  four  prin- 
cipal means  of  distributing  the  print- 
ed page:  house  to  house,  market,  bill 
posting,  and  the  tract  rack  at  the  Cen- 
tre Evangelique. 

The  most  common  is  the  distribu- 
tion of  literature  from  house  to 
house.  Upon  coming  to  Grenoble 
we  put  gospel  tracts  in  all  the  mail 
boxes  in  our  part  of  the  city.  We 
have  just  finished  a  campaign  in 
Lvon,  organized  by  Brother  Fred 
Fogle  with  the  help  of  other  churches, 
to  cover  the  complete  city  with  tracts. 
A  good  number  of  towns  and  villages 
in  the  vicinity  of  Lyon  and  Grenoble 
have  already  been  reached,  and  we 
hope  to  reach  many  more  this  year. 

This  is  a  means  of  proclaiming  the 
Gospel,  but  it  is  a  very  impersonal 
means;  hence  the  results  are  often 
sparse.  In  one  area  where  about  1,000 
tracts  were  distributed  with  post 
cards  offering  free  Gospels,  only  two 
responses  came  back.  Therefore, 
whenever  possible  we  knock  on  the 
doors  to  hand  the  tract  or  Gospel 
personally  to  the  occupant  and  at- 
tempt to  start  a  conversation. 

Naturally,  there  are  obstacles. 
Many  simply  shut  the  door,  saying 
they  are  not  interested.  Some  are  fear- 
ful, thinking  that  the  Bible  is  a 
Protestant  book,  such  as  the  man  who 
stated  that  the  priest  in  their  village 
had  forbidden  them  to  read  the  Scrip- 
tures. Many  are  suspicious,  thinking 
that  if  they  take  something  free,  they 
will  be  asked  to  pay  later,  as  is  often 
the  case  with  "free  offers"  in  France. 

For  example,  there  was  the  house 
where  Marc  Courtial,  a  young  man 


of  the  Centre  Evangelique,  and  I  en- 
tered with  free  literature.  The  man 
who  received  us  said,  "What  is  your 
motive?"  and  we  replied  that  we 
were  simply  interested  in  his  learning 
about  the  Gospel.  Unfortunately,  I 
had  with  me  a  small  tape  recorder 
with  a  message  in  French  from  Billy 
Graham,  which  we  offered  to  play 
for  those  interested.  Looking  at  this, 
he  informed  us  that  we  were  lying, 
and  that  we  were  trying  to  sell  him  a 
transistor  radio.  We  insisted  that  we 
were  not,  but  to  close  the  conversa- 
tion he  took  us  each  by  the  arm  and 
ushered  us  forcibly  out  the  door. 
Needless  to  say,  the  tape  recorder 
was  left  in  the  car  after  that. 

A  second  means  of  distributing 
literature  is  the  markets.  We  have  a 
small  portable  table  on  which  we  dis- 
play Bibles,  booklets,  and  tracts.  Since 
nearly  every  town  has  a  market,  op- 
portunities are  not  lacking,  and 
hundreds  of  tracts  can  be  given  to 
passers-by.  Occasionally  people  stop 
and  talk. 

Some  of  these  conversations  are 
at  the  same  time  humorous  and  pa- 
thetic. Once  we  installed  our  table 
beside  a  colored  man  who  was  selling 
African  herbs  to  cure  sicknesses. 
When  closing  time  came,  I  went  over 
to  him  with  a  New  Testament  and 
asked  him  if  he  knew  what  it  was. 
Looking  at  it,  his  eyes  brightened. 
"Oh,  yes,"  he  said,  "that  is  the  book 
some  Americans  in  Grenoble  have 
written."  (He  had  been  visited  by 
some  Mormons,  and  either  he  or  they 
were  a  bit  confused.) 

Gospel  bill-posting,  a  third  means, 
is  rather  special.  In  reality,  the  gos- 
pel poster  is  in  itself  a  form  of  liter- 
ature, for  it  contains  one  or  more 
Scripture  verses  printed  in  large, 
colorful  letters.  Then,  it  is  a  means 
of  distributing  more  literature,  for 
each  poster  offers  a  free  Testament 
to  those  who  write  in.  These  posters 
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can  be  posted  in  any  village  and 
along  any  road,  on  walls,  bam  doors, 
or  on  the  community  wash  houses. 

Hundreds  of  people  read  these 
posters.  How  many  are  touched  bv 
the  message  we  cannot  say.  Pray  for 
these  people,  such  as  the  old  man 
\\'ho  said  after  reading  the  versss: 
"This  is  very  good,  but  it  is  not  for 
me,  for  I  am  too  old;  perhaps  the 
)'0unger  people   will   be   interested." 

Finally,  the  Centre  Evangelique  at 
Lvon  offers  a  means  of  literature  dis- 
tribution.   When    we    are   at   Lyon, 


we  keep  a  tract  rack  filled  by  the 
front  door  of  our  chapel,  and  it  is 
often  necessarv  to  refill  it  several 
times  a  day.  Then,  through  the  win- 
dow displays  we  make  an  offer  of  a 
free  New  Testament  to  those  who 
will  place  their  name  and  address  in 
the  mail  box. 

Each  contact  that  comes  from 
literature  distribution  is  filed  on  an 
index  card,  and  a  personal  visit  is 
made.  Here  again,  many  are  fear- 
ful and  suspicious,  and  often  the 
doors  are  closed.  One  day,  when  I 
attempted  to  visit  some  ten  contacts, 


only  two  responded.  Many  refused 
to  open  the  door.  One  woman  whose 
address  I  had— evidently  in  her  own 
handwriting— denied  that  she  had 
asked  for  a  Testament. 

Literature  distribution  is  simplv 
a  means  of  seed-sowing.  In  France 
a  great  deal  of  seed  is  sown  which 
does  not  bear  fruit.  This  is  why  we 
must  count  so  heavily  upon  you— 
upon  your  prayers— to  water  this  seed. 
We  shall  try  to  be  faithful  in  plant- 
ing; we  should  like  to  ask  you  again 
to  be  faithful  in  watering.  God  will 
give  the  increase.

LITERATURE 

ON    THE    MARCH

From  a  downtown  hotel  in  Mexico 
City  we  take  a  wild  taxi  ride  out  to 
a  quiet  suburb.  We  walk  up  and 
down  a  bit  to  remove  some  of  the 
tension  of  the  ride  and  of  this  impor- 
tant moment  when  we  find  ourselves 
before  the  som.evvhat  imposing  en- 
trance to  one  of  Mexico's  most  impor- 
tant evangelical  personages.  It  is  the 
home  of  General  Narciso  Medina, 
president  of  Gideons  International 
in  Mexico,  and  head  of  several  other 
evanselical  organizations  in  Mexico 
including  the  Mexican  Home  Bible 
League.  Whatever  nervousness  may 
have  remained  is  greatly  dispelled  as 
a  little  girl  answers  our  call  and  po- 
litely invites  us  to  enter.  Presently 
we  are  face  to  face  with  a  smiling 
energetic  man  who  takes  us  to  a 
large  room  where  we  see  thousands 
of  stacked  Gideon  New  Testaments 
awaiting  distribution  throughout  the 
country.  With  the  strategy  of  a  mili- 
tary genius  General  Medina  has  seen 
the  value  of  mass  distribution  of 
God's  Word.  For  this  reason  he 
voluntarily  directs  the  two  mentioned 
Bible-distributing  organizations  in 
Mexico. 

Mexico  has  enjoyed  her  share  of 


God's  printed  Word  in  recent  years. 
Hundreds  of  villages  ha\'e  received 
showers  of  Bible  tracts  and  portions 
from  airplanes.  Youth  groups  from 
Bible  schools  in  the  States  have  dedi- 
cated vacation  time  to  give  out  thou- 
sands of  tracts.  Mexico  rates  high  in 
Bible  correspondence  courses.  In  a 
number  of  cities,  bookstores  in  homes 
or  in  downtown  buildings  have  be- 
come important  centers  of  distribu- 
tion. Several  evangelical  printing 
plants  are  also  operating  in  the  coun- 
try. 

Doors  to  hospitals,  prisons,  armv 
posts,  and  migration  centers  have 
opened  miraculouslv  to  God's  printed 
Word.  Reception  to  evangelical  liter- 
ature has  been  most  encouraging  even 
in  fanatical  areas,  where  priests  for- 
bid their  parishioners  the  privilege 
of  reading  "propaganda  protestante." 
One  Catholic-controlled  newspaper 
printed  the  following:  "The  Protes- 
tants have  undertaken  an  intense 
propaganda  in  favor  of  their  sects, 
distributing  tracts,  books,  and  so  forth, 
free  or  for  a  modest  price  to  meet 
their  quotas.  Among  the  tracts  most 
distributed  in  every  part  of  the  city 
is  one  titled  Tour  Things  from  the 
Catholic  Bible  That  God  Wants  You 
to  Know.'  This  material  is  seducing 
candid  Catholics."  Often  the  nuns 
are  sent  out  to  collect  the  literature 
from  homes  recently  visited. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  greatest  po- 
tentials of  literature  is  that  it  is  able 
to  find  an  entrance  for  the  Gospel 
where  no  other  means  is  available.  It 
is  often  the  way  to  "soften  up"  a 
prejudiced  heart  or  village  for  a  more 
direct  contact  later.   Radio  has  had

much  the  s.ime  effect,  but  open  gos- 
pel preaching  by  radio  has  not  been 
permitted  in  Mexico  to  date.  Several 
programs  are  being  permitted  through 
an  indirect  presentation  of  the  mes- 
sage, and  other  programs  with  a  di- 
rect presentation  are  reaching  the 
country  bv  short  wave.  But  literature 
has  perhaps  a  still  wider  coverage 
and  a  more  distinct  accessibility  to 
homes  and  hearts  in  a  country  such 
as  Mexico.  Dr.  Oswald  Smith,  lead- 
ing missionary  statesman,  makes  the 
following  statement:  "The  printed 
page  is  dynamite.  It  will  work  ef- 
fectively, it  takes  only  fourteen  cents 
to  win  a  soul  to  Christ  by  means  of 
the  printed  page.  Think  of  it!  To  me 
.  .  .  the  pen  is  mightier  than  the 
voice." 

The  power  of  the  "printed  page"  is 
apdy  illustrated  by  the  following  in- 
cident. A  bootblack  was  shining  my 
shoes  recently.  As  he  finished  I  of- 
fered him  and  another  young  man 
standing  near  a  tract.  This  opened  the 
way  to  an   easy  explanation  of  the 
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Gospel.  A  man  standing  at  a  door 
behind  me  was  listening  intently  and 
then  stepped  out  to  say  he  wanted 
me  to  accompany  him  down  the 
street.  He  took  me  past  several  doors 
to  a  small  cafe.  He  asked  the  pro- 
prietor to  show  me  a  Bible  which 
he  had  passed  on  to  him.  Though  the 
man  himself  was  unconverted,  the 
Bible  he  had  given  to  the  cafe  owner 


had  done  its  work.  The  proprietor 
was  happy  to  sav  that  both  he  and  his 
wife  had  been  converted  while  read- 
ing it. 

Each  of  us  can  have  a  share  in  the 
blessing  of  distributing  gospel  liter- 
ature. We  can  all  have  a  supply  of 
tracts,  Scripture  portions,  or  inexpen- 
sive but  good  books  on  hand.  Many 
opportunities  will  present  themselves 
for  this  effective  method  of  witness. 


One  of  our  Mexico  missionaries, 
who  works  as  a  nurse  in  a  doctor's 
office,  had  the  joy  of  seeing  a  pa- 
tient with  a  spiritual  need  find  as- 
surance through  Christ  after  reading 
several  tracts  which  she  had  given  her 
during  the  lady's  visits  to  the  office. 
Finally,  we  can  all  pray  for  the  min- 
istry of  the  printed  Word  whether  it 
is  distributed  by  ourselves  personally 
or  bv  others.

PROGRAM 

IN   BRAZIL 

By  Rev.  J.  Keith  Altig 


Since  the  very  beginning  of  the 
work  in  Brazil,  the  need  for  good 
gospel  literature  has  been  keenly 
felt.  At  that  time,  with  the  exception 
of  a  missionary's  home  or  church, 
there  was  no  place  in  Belem,  a  city 
of  250,000  people,  where  a  Protes- 
tant Bible,  much  less  any  other  gos- 
pel literature  could  be  purchased. 

The  need  was  especially  acute  in 
the  realm  or  our  own  Brethren  liter- 
ature, and  so  one  of  our  earliest  re- 
quests was  for  some  of  the  new  mis- 
sionaries to  bring  a  mimeograph  and 
supplies.  Soon  we  were  able  to  place 
in  the  hands  of  new  converts  and 
other  interested  people  a  clear,  writ- 
ten statement  of  the  Biblical  plan  of 
salvation  and  the  Christian  life,  as 
well  as  a  declaration  of  our  purpose 
and  motives  for  being  here.  This  was 
follo\ved  through  the  vears  by  mimeo- 
graphed song  and  chorus  sheets,  an- 
nouncements, invitations,  and  many 
similar  items.  Other  stations  of  the 
field  here  acquired  machines  until 
there  will  soon  be  four  ready  to  turn 
out  whatever  literature  is  needed  and 
not  available  from  other  sources. 

One  of  the  great  surprises  and 
jovs  of  the  work  is  the  eagerness  of 
the  people  to  receive  gospel  literature. 
Not   long   ago,    after   a   meeting   in 


the  street  one  night,  Mrs.  Altig  be- 
gan to  distribute  tracts  as  is  our  cus- 
tom, and  \vas  nearly  overcome  by 
the  people  pushing  up  to  receive 
them.  Very  few,  if  any,  were  thrown 
av\'ay.  Actually,  Vivian  was  glad  when 
the  tracts  were  all  gone  because  the 


people  were  getting  a  little 


out  of 
hand. 

It  has  usually  been  our  custom  to 
take  tracts  and  throw  them  out  of 
the  car  as  we  travel  from  place  to 
place,  and  many  interesdng  things 
have  happened  as  we  have  done  this. 
We  have  seen  children  fight  over 
which  one  should  have  the  tract.  We 
have  seen  men  dismount  from  their 
horses  to  retrieve  a  tract  which  was 
thrown  in  their  direction.  The  fun- 
niest thing,  however,  v\'as  to  see  a 
woman  who  was  carrying  a  load  on 
her  head  solve  the  problem  of  how 
to  set  the  tract  that  fell  at  her  feet. 

o 

She  hardly  even  stopped  walking  but, 
beino  barefoot,  calmlv  extended  her 
foot,  grasped  the  tract  between  her 
toes,  elevated  it  to  within  reach  of 
her  hand,  and  went  on  down  the  road 
looking  admiringly  at  her  new-found 
treasure. 

Within  the  past  ten  vears  it  has 
become  much  easier  to  secure  Bibles, 
Testaments,  and  much  sound  gospel 
literature  published  by  various  evan-

gelical  publishing  houses.  There  is 
even  a  deposit  of  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments in  the  city  now,  as  well  as  three 
Bible  bookstores.  Our  Macapa  field 
has  a  going  Bible  bookstore.  Perhaps 
the  greatest  single  need  in  our  Icoa- 
raci  u'ork  is  a  store  through  which  we 
could  distribute  gospel  Hterature.  It 
would  require  up  to  $500,  perhaps, 
to  stock  and  equip  such  an  enterprise 
and  assure  its  operation  for  a  year 
or  so,  but  it  would  fill  a  great  need. 
There  is  nothing  like  it  here  in  our 
own  city  at  the  present  time. 

WHAT  WILL  THEY  READ? 

There  are  700  million  men  and 
women  who  are  illiterate  in  the  198 
countries  and  territories  of  the  world. 
In  almost  half  (97  out  of  198)  the 
adult  illiteracy  rate  is  over  fifty  per- 
cent. 

In  the  Middle  East  alone,  popula- 
tion soars  at  the  rate  of  four  million 
people  every  year  ...  by  the  year 
2,000  the  total  population  of  the 
world  ^vill  be  double  that  of  today. 

Each  week  the  schools  and  literacy 
campaigns  produce  one  million  new 
literates.  At  this  rate  it  is  expected 
that  within  the  next  twenty-five  to 
thirty  years  illiteracy  will  have  vir- 
tually vanished  from  the  earth. 

Considering  the  phenomenal  popu- 
lation increase,  we  face  the  stagger- 
ing situation  of  perhaps  seven  billion 
reading  people  within  the  lifetime 
of  many  of  you  reading  these  lines. 

And   What   Will   These   Read? 

Darkness  in  many  forms  sweeps 
on  in  its  relentless  campaign  to  blind 
and  doom  the  hearts  of  men.  This  is 
the  hour  for  the  church  to  rise  up  in 
full  strength  to  pour  out  the  truth 
of  Christ  to  this  chaotic,  needy  world.

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EVANGELICAL    LITERATURE 
FOR   LATIN   AMERICA

"What  is  this?"  "It  is  a  gospel  tract, 
sir."  "What  is  it  about?"  "It  is  a 
short  message  from  God's  Word,  the 
Bible,  for  you."  "What  is  the  price 
of  it?"  "Nothing,  it  is  free."  "Ah,  I 
see,  'Printed  in  USA.'  Yankee  propa- 
ganda." "No,  sir,  it  is  just  a  sincere 
effort  to  bring  the  Good  Ne\\'s  of 
salvation  to  those  who  have  not  heard 
of  God's  love  for  lost  mankind." 
Thus  begins  a  conversation  which 
could  lead  to  the  salvation  of  a  soul 
for  whom  Christ  died. 

Yet,  at  this  late  date  in  the  history 
of  printing,  the  supply  of  good  funda- 
mental Christian  literature  is  in- 
adequate, here  in  Argentina  and  in 
all  of  Latin  America.  This  shortage 
is  not  due  to  a  lack  of  appreciation 
of  the  value  of  the  printed  message. 
It  is  due  rather  to  the  almost  insur- 
mountable problems  involved.  These 
have  to  do  mainly  with  both  pro- 
duction and  distribution. 

Attacking  these  two  problems  with 
regard  to  Latin  America  as  a  whole, 
"Fifty  Christian  organizations  and 
more  than  one  hundred  national 
church  and  mission  leaders  have 
joined  hands  to  meet  the  urgent  need 
for  evangelical  literature.  ..."  A  con- 
ference was  held  in  1955  and  plans 
were  made  for  a  united  effort  cal- 
culated to  avoid  "overlapping,  dupli- 
cation, deficiencies,  poor  printing, 
small  editions,  high  costs,  and  piti- 
fullv  restricted  distribution."   It  was 


pointed  out  at  that  time  that  while 
there  were  187  evangelical  publishers 
of  Spanish  literature  listed,  there  were 
onlv  fortv  bookstores  listed. 

This  united  effort  will  be  of  great 
value  to  Christian  workers  in  all  of 
Latin  America,  especially  with  re- 
gard to  the  publication  of  books.  It 
will  facilitate  distribution,  which  in 
turn  will  make  it  possible  to  publish 
larger  editions  vidth  consequent  ad- 
vantages as  to  cost  of  production. 

Also,  the  combined  effort  of  the 
cooperating  groups  makes  it  pos- 
sible to  publish  a  magazine  of  high 
quality  as  to  content  and  presentation. 
Such  a  magazine  is  alreadv  being 
published  quarterly  and  claims  to  be 
"for  the  people  who  think."  A  reader 
in  Spain  says:  "Certeza  is  the  best 
magazine  published  in  the  Spanish 
language  for  presenting  the  Gospel 
in  a  worthy  manner  to  intellectual 
persons." 

All  of  this  is  good  for  the  gospel 
work  in  general  in  Latin  America. 
But  the  same  problems  of  production 
and  distribution  are  yet  to  be  solved 
for  the  denominational  mission  with 
the  conviction  that  its  doctrines  and 
ordinances  must  be  made  known.  It 
is  evident  that  it  would  not  be  prac- 
tical to  try  to  set  up  and  operate  our 
own  printing  plant.  We  can,  how- 
ever, use  the  services  of  commercial 
printers  for  the  publication  of  the 
occasional   booklets,   pamphlets,   and

tracts  written  bv  our  own  mission- 
aries or  national  believers,  and  we 
must  plan  to  publish  more  Brethren 
literature.  Of  course,  such  a  pro- 
gram would  be  limited  by  the  pro- 
ductive ability  of  the  writers  and 
funds  available  for  printing. 

This,  however,  is  not  the  M'hole 
story.  Distribution  is  a  problem.  For 
this  phase  of  the  work  we  must  de- 
pend largely  upon  a  few  faithful  be- 
Hevers  who  are  convinced  of  the  value 
of  literature  in  evangelization,  and 
v\'ho  will  be  constant  in  the  work  of 
regular  distribution.  Most  churches 
have  some  who  do  this  work.  In 
some  cases,  a  subscription  of  500 
copies  of  a  monthly  publication  espe- 
cially for  evangelistic  work  may  all 
go  out  for  a  few  months.  Then  for 
some  reason  or  other  the  distribution 
slows  down  and  copies  pile  up.  Peo- 
ple tire  and  enthusiasm  wanes. 

We  hope  someday  to  have  in  our 
work  here  a  Brethren  bookstore.  This 
has  been  considered  on  different  oc- 
casions, but  due  to  limited  staff  and 
funds   it   has   not  been   undertaken. 

There  is  great  need  for  deep  con- 
cern and  earnest  prayer  if  we  are 
to  do  our  part  in  providing  an  ade- 
quate literature  to  help  make  Christ 
known  to  the  increasing  population 
of  Argentina  and  all  of  Latin  Amer- 
ica.

Thus  we  see 
four  heads  in  Daniel  7:6,  of  the  third 
kingdom. 

In  chapter  7  of  Daniel,  we  see  a 
godly  man  to  whom  God  revealed 
many  details  that  were  hidden  to 
Nebuchadnezzar.  This  is  always  true. 
God  reveals  His  secrets  to  those  who 
fear  Him.  Verses  1  to  5  show  us 
three  kingdoms  and  also  shows  the 
cruelty,  beastliness,  and  ferocious- 
ness of  them.  Rome  was  the  fourth 
world  kingdom  and  was  the  kingdom 
of  iron  (Dan.  2:33).  She  was  the 
most  dreadful  and  terrible  of  all  (7: 
7).  Rome  was  the  last  of  these  world 
empires  that  Daniel  saw.  She  is  not 
in  power  as  such  today.  She  will  be 
revived,  for  Daniel  says:  "And  in 
the  days  of  these  kings  shall  the  God 
of  heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which 
shall  never  be  destroyed"  (Dan.  2:44, 


Watchman 
What  of  the  Night?

The  Prophet  Daniel,  in  chapter 
2  interpreted  the  dream  that  God 
gave  to  a  wicked  king.  In  the  dream 
he  saw  an  image  whose  head  was 
gold,  his  breast  and  arms  of  silver, 
belly  and  thighs  of  brass,  legs  of  iron, 
feet  of  iron  and  clay.  This  image 
represented  four  world  kingdoms. 
Babylon  under  Nebuchadnezzar  was 
the  first,  the  kingdom  of  gold  (Dan. 
2:38).  By  comparing  chapter  5  and 
8:20-21  it  is  seen  that  the  second 
world  kingdom  was  Media-Persia,  the 
kingdom  of  silver.  The  third  was 
Greece  under  Alexander  the  Great. 
This  was  the  kingdom  of  brass  (see 
Dan.  8:20-21).  At  the  death  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great  323  B.C.  (whom 
Jesus  may  have  had  in  mind  when 
He  said:  "For  what  is  a  man  profited, 
if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world,  and 
lose  his  own  soul    [Matt.    16:26]   as 


ASV).  These  are  the  kings  of  the 
remnants  of  the  revived  Roman  Em- 
pire, which  will  be  in  power,  along 
with  the  Antichrist,  when  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  comes  to  set  up  the  king- 
dom that  shall  never  be  destroyed. 
Thus  communism  cannot  become  an- 
other world  kingdom,  or  empire. 

In  this  light  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
USA  will  become  Communist,  for  it 
is  the  last  world  power  standing  for 
liberty  and  freedom.  Were  it  to  fall, 
communism  would  be  well  on  the 
road  to  world  dominion.  In  fact,  there 
would  be  no  earthly  power  to  prevent 
such. 

Catholicism  on  the  other  hand 
should  be  watched  by  every  born- 
again  Christian  believer,  as  well  as 
by  wide-awake  statesmen.  She  has 
been  flirting  with  the  National 
Council  of  Churches  for  several  years. 


Their  marriage  date  is  fast  approach- 
ing. At  the  present  time  they  have  a 
good  "go-between"  in  the  person  of 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  head 
of  the  Episcopal  church  (or  Church 
of  England),  who  recently  paid  a 
courtesy  visit  to  the  pope.  This  is  the 
first  time  in  history  this  has  hap- 
pened. While  his  church  is  part  of 
the  N.C.C.  it  is  also  very  cordial  to- 
ward Rome.  On  a  recent  TV  broad- 
cast, one  of  the  head  bishops  said 
they  had  discovered  that  there  were 
very  few  differences  between  Roman- 
ism and  Protestantism.  They  have 
also  discovered  there  were  few  real 
differences  at  the  time  of  the  refor- 
mation. Strange  that  it  took  all  of 
these  years  to  find  out  such,  and  that 
those  who  made  the  great  discovery 
were  absent  at  the  time  of  the  refor- 
mation. 

It  may  be  that  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  will  be  the  logical  man  to 
perform  the  marriage  ceremony  for 
apostate  Protestantism,  and  the  Rom- 
an Catholic  Church.  After  this  wed- 
ding, one  does  not  need  to  guess  who 
will  rule  the  house. 

The  presence,  prominence,  and  pre- 
eminence of  the  N.C.C.  in  local, 
civil,  national,  and  political  affairs 
is  a  trend  that  seems  to  have  no  stop- 
ping place.  Rome  will  be  able  to  step 
in  to  the  already  well-organized  pro- 
gram set  up  by  the  N.C.C.  At  the 
present  time  many  folks  are  up  in 
arms  about  communism,  and  seem  to 
be  blind  as  to  the  un-precedented 
growth  and  influence  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  They  have  increas- 
ed over  47  percent  since  1951.  If  this 
present  rate  of  increase  continues, 
they  will  be  able  to  outvote  us  in 
fifteen  to  twenty  years  on  any  issue. 

While  it  is  considered  good 
Americanism  to  warn  and  lift  the 
voice  against  communism,  it  is  con- 
sidered unethical  and  unchristian  (in 
all  too  many  circles)  to  warn  against 
the  greater  enemy  of  liberty  and  free- 
dom—Rome, when  we  turn  again 
from  winning  the  battle  against  com- 
munism, we  will  face  the  Roman  yoke 
which  we  can't  throw  off.  This  World 
Church  headed  by  the  Antichrist  will 
have  all  of  the  cruel,  vicious,  beastly, 
and  vile  characteristics,  of  the  first

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ORDERED  BY  THE  LORD 


One  of  the  precious  promises  of 
Scripture  is  Psalm  37:23:  "The  steps 
of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the 
Lord:  and  he  delighteth  in  his  way." 
David  is  saving  here  that  a  believer, 
a  Christian,  is  under  constant  orders 
from  his  Lord.  And  these  orders  are 
not  a  burden;  they  are  a  comfort.  It 
is  a  wonderful  thing  to  know  that 
your  steps— that  brings  it  down  to 
the  smallest  detail— are  planned  and 
ordered  by  the  Lord.  The  question 
often  is,  will  we  obey  the  orders?  If 
we  were  to  try  to  say  what  is  the 
most  neglected  and  disobeyed  doc- 
trine in  Christianity  today,  I  won- 
der if  it  would  not  be  the  doctrine  of 
the  Lordship  of  Christ?  Certainly  we 
know  that  thousands  are  neglecting 
the  doctrines  of  the  second  coming 
of  Christ,  the  deity  of  Christ,  the 
inspiration  of  the  Bible,  and  so  forth. 
But  we  wonder  whether  many  of 
these  denials  are  not  traceable  to 
a  denial  of  the  Lordship  of  Christ? 
There  is  too  much  looseness,  too 
much  of  doing  what  we  please,  too 
much  self-rule  and  not  enough  of 
Christ's  rule.  Christ  may  be  our 
Lord  in  church,  but  too  often  He  is 
not  Lord  in  business,  in  the  home, 
in  the  recreation,  in  our  education, 
and  in  our  affections.  But  David 
savs  a  believer's  steps  are  ordered  by 
the  Lord.  What  kind  of  orders  do 
we  have? 

A  Doctor's  Orders 

How  many  times  have  you  heard 
the  expression:  "So-and-so  is  under 
doctor's  orders"?  It  means  that  be- 
cause they  want  to  be  well  and 
healthy  and  strong,  they  are  doing 
exactly  what  their  doctor  tells  them 
to  do.  They  are  assuming  that  he 
will  prescribe  the  medicine  that  will 
make  them  well.  They  have  faith  in 
his  ability  to  know  what  is  wrong 
with  them,  and  so  they  are  willing  to 
do  anything  the  doctor  says  because 
they  want  to  be  healthy.  The  doctor 
may  prescribe  a  certain  medicine.  He 
may  order  a  period  of  rest.  He  may 
say:  "You  need  more  exercise."  He 
may  order  a  change  of  habits  or  diet 
or   activities.   And   the   sensible  per- 


son will  obey  those  orders.  He  won't 
question  them.  He  won't  say:  "This 
is  foolishness.  I  know  better  than 
the  doctor." 

When  we  read  the  Word,  or  hear 
it  proclaimed,  do  we  realize  that  we 
are  hearing  the  doctor's  orders?  The 

o 

Great  Physician  knows  us  as  no  one 
else  does.  He  knows  why  we  are  in 
the  shape  we  are  in.  What  if  the 
Doctor  prescribes  more  exercise?  We 
aren't  doing  enough  for  Him,  and  this 
is  making  us  spiritually  weak.  Will 
we  be  willing  to  take  the  exercise? 
What  if  the  Great  Physician  says: 
"You  need  a  change  of  diet.  You're 
feeding  on  the  wrong  things.  You 
need  more  of  the  meat  of  the  Word 
and  less  of  the  sweets  of  the  world." 
Will  we  follow  the  Doctor's  orders? 
What  if  He  says:  "You  have  some

habits  that  are  damaging  your  spirit- 
ual health."  Will  we  be  willing  to 
put  them  aside?  The  steps  of  a  good 
man  are  ordered  by  the  Lord— doc- 
tor's orders. 

A   Teacher's  Orders 

Sometimes  the  Lord's  orders  are 
a  teacher's  orders.  The  Lord  is  con- 
stantly striving  to  teach  us  things. 
There  may  be  some  home  work  He 
wants  us  to  do.  He  may  have  some 
assignments  He  wants  us  to  carry 
out,  some  recitations  we  ought  to  be 
making.  How  are  we  ever  going  to 
learn  if  we  don't  obey  our  Great 
Teacher?  Sometimes  the  assignments 
seem  too  hard  or  too  long.  We  think 
perhaps  we  could  plan  our  lives  bet- 
ter for  ourselves,  so  we  ignore  the 
Teacher's  orders.  But  always  we  do 


this  to  our  own  detriment.  This 
Teacher  knows  what  assignments  to 
make.  He,  like  many  teachers  we 
have  had  in  school,  takes  the  long 
view  and  sees  beyond  the  classroom 
to  the  later  need  we  will  have  for  His 
instruction.  He  wants  us  to  daily  be- 
come more  like  himself.  The  steps  of 
a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the  Lord 
—teacher's  orders. 

A  General's  Orders 

In  most  armies  one  never  disobeys 
a  general  without  serious  conse- 
quences. It  is  assumed  that  the  gen- 
eral knows  the  strategy  of  war.  He 
knows  plans  and  techniques  and  in- 
formation that  the  soldier  in  the 
ranks  doesn't  know  and  doesn't  need 
to  know.  I  think  we  need  to  catch 
something  of  the  spirit  of  the  soldier 
when  we  consider  the  commands  of 
Christ.  He  is  our  Commander-in- 
chief.  He  has  commanded  that  we 
witness  for  Him,  but  we  disobey.  He 
has  commanded  that  we  practice  the 
ordinances,  but  we  disobey.  He  has 
commanded  that  we  serve  but  one 
master,  and  we  serve  many.  He  has 
commanded  that  we  deny  ourselves 
and  follow  Him,  and  we  deny  our- 
selves so  little.  How  can  we  expect 
to  be  victorious  in  the  battle  for 
Christ  against  Satan  when  we  so 
often  disobey  the  general.  The  steps 
of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the 
Lord— general's  orders. 

A   Father's  Orders 

Some  may  think  of  disobeying  a 
doctor's  orders  or  a  teacher's  orders 
or  even  those  of  a  general,  but  a 
father's  orders  certainly  should  be 
obeyed.  When  we  become  Christians, 
we  are  immediately  adopted  into  the 
family  of  God.  We  become  sons  of 
God!  That  gives  us  a  great  privilege 
because  it  means  we  are  now  to  be 
treated  as  sons,  but  we  sometimes 
forget  that  it  also  means  we  are  now 
under  the  authority  of  a  new  Father. 
And  that  Father  is  old-fashioned 
enough     to     issue     commandments!

Mrs.  Bowman  and 
Mr.  Fike  were  chairmen  of  the  fi- 
nance and  building  committees,  re- 
spectively, when  the  work  was  under- 
taken. 

Organized  in    1948 

The  Meyersdale  Brethren  Church 
was  organized  October  10,  1948, 
when  a  group  of  eighty  people  met  in 
the  basement  of  the  Second  National 
Bank  and  voted  to  organize. 

For  more  than  two  years  the  con- 
gregation   met    in    the    Evangelical 

October  7,  796/ 


United  Brethren  Church,  now  the 
First  Mennonite  Church.  On  Jan- 
uary 11,  1950  building  and  finance 
committees  were  chosen  and  on 
March  26,  1950  ground  was  broken 
for  the  building. 

On  June  25,  1950  the  cornerstone 
service  was  held,  and  at  this  time 
the  charter  membership  of  the  church 
of  171  was  closed.  In  February  of 
1951  the  conereaation  began  bavins 
services  in  the  basement  and  dedica- 
tion services  followed  on  August  19, 
1951. 

Estimated  at  $90,000 

Although  the  total  cost  of  the  build- 

o 

ing  was  estimated  at  $90,000,  volun- 
teer work  and  gifts  of  material  made 


it  necessary  to  raise  only  $40,000 
through  a  bond  effort.  By  1955  the 
debt  was  reduced  to  $25,000  and  on 
June  24,  1961  the  final  payment  on 
the  debt  was  made. 

The  Sunday  school  of  the  church 
pla^'ed  a  key  role  in  paying  off  the 
debt,  for  from  year  to  year  projects 
were  selected  and  goals  were  met. 
The  Women's  Bible  class  had  two 
major  projects,  paying  for  all  the 
bricks  in  the  church  and  erecting  a 
bulletin  board  in  front. 

The  Win-A-Couple  Class  pur- 
chased a  new  Hammond  organ  with 
chimes  and  a  public  address  system. 
This  same  class  also  put  lights  in  the 
parking  lot,  bought  church  hymnals, 
and  tiled  the  floor  in  the  primary 
room.  The  Samaritan  Class  pur- 
chased a  pulpit. 

Loyalty  Class  Project 

A  recent  project  of  enclosing  the 
balcony  for  a  classroom  and  nursery 
was  promoted  by  the  Loyalty  Class. 
This  project  cost  an  additional  $2,100. 
This  class  also  tiled  the  floor  in  the 
beginners'  classroom. 

Other  gifts  included  the  lots  on 
which  the  church  stands,  the  cross 
on  the  church  front,  and  electric 
mimeograph  machine,  steel  cabinet 
bases  and  cupboards  for  the  kitchen, 
an  upright  grand  piano,  electric  vac- 
uum cle'aner,  two  chrome  cande- 
labra, steps  for  the  baptistry,  drapes 
for  the  lower  auditorium  and  others. 

The  membership  of  the  church 
rose  to  208.  Today  it  stands  at  189. 
Along  with  Brother  Polman,  former 
pastors  include  H.  Leslie  Moore  and 
Ralph  C.  Hall. 

Others  participating  in  the  special 
service  included:  Mrs.  James  Hous- 
ton, Jr.,  guest  organist;  and  the  Rev. 
James  Hoffmeyer.

The  Preaching  of  the  Cross 

The  preaching  of  the  cross  of  Christ  is  the  most 
serious,  the  most  important  matter  in  the  world.  To 
Christian  believers  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is  the 
power  of  God,  for  believers  have  learned  by  personal 
experience  that  in  the  preaching  of  the  cross  there  is 
power  to  change  sinners  into  saints.  Yet  this  is  foolishness 
in  the  eves  of  the  non-Christian  world. 

Such  a  twofold  reaction  to  the  preaching  of  the  cross 
was  indicated  by  the  Apostle  Paul  when  he  \vrote  to 
the  Corinthians:  "For  the  preaching  of  the  cross  is  to 
them  that  perish  foolishness;  but  unto  us  which  are 
saved  it  is  the  power  of  God"  (v.  18). 

There  is  a  remarkable  unity  in  the  Scriptures  which 
manifests  itself  in  many  different  places  and  in  many 
different  ways.  Sincere  readers  are  forced  to  conclude  that 
the  Holy  Bible  is  more  than  a  mere  human  product.  The 
verbal  "formula"  that  unites  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments is  the  phrase,  "It  is  written."  Paul  used  this  uni- 
fying phrase  when  he  alluded  to  the  700-year-old  proph- 
ecy in  Isaiah  29:14:  "For  it  is  written,  I  will  destroy 
the  wisdom  of  the  wise,  and  bring  to  nothing  the  under- 
standing of  the  prudent"  (I  Cor.  1:19). 

No  matter  how  much  worldly  wisdom  men  may 
accumulate  unto  themselves,  it  is  not,  it  cannot,  be  suf- 
ficient to  bring  salvation  to  their  souls.  It  was  the  real- 
ization of  this  that  caused  Paul  to  be  careful  in  his 
preaching.  He  avoided  displays  of  wisdom  and  knowl- 
edge, lest  by  such  displays  he  obscure  Christ  crucified. 
Paul  wanted  not  his  wisdom  to  draw  men  unto  himself, 
but  Christ  crucified  and  risen  to  draw  men  unto  himself.

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FLOWERPOT 
ONLY

As  I  lift  some  choice  plants  which 
have  brought  pleasure  all  summer, 
I  can  visualize  my  WMC  sisters 
doing  the  same  thing  all  over  our 
Nation.  We  are  placing  these  plants 
in  flowerpots  of  various  designs  and 
materials.  We  want  the  fragrance  and 
beauty  to  go  on  and  on.  The  flower- 
pots of  themselves  are  of  litde  value, 
but  how  great  is  their  usefulness! 

Henry  Van  Dyke  wrote  a  story 
about  a  lump  of  clay  that  was  disap- 
pointed because  it  turned  into  a 
common    flowerpot    instead    of    an

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elaborate  vase.  Litde  did  the  disap- 
pointed clay  know  that  one  day  it 
would  become  the  dwelling  place  of 
a  magnificent  Easter  lily  to  grace 
the  sanctuary  in  God's  house.  It  is 
so  easy  to  be  fooled  by  containers. 
You  all  know  the  cheapest  jewelry  is 
displayed  in  the  most  elaborate  plas- 
tic boxes,  while  the  most  exquisite 
and  most  expensive  perfumes  may 
come  in  plain  unadorned  bottles. 

Many  people  make  the  mistake  of 
looking  at  the  well-to-do  Christian, 
the  most  talented  and  influential  to 
find  the  Lord  most  clearly  exempli- 
fied in  their  lives.  But  God  is  more 
often  found  dwelling  among  the 
ordinary,  simple  people.  They  have 
made  room  for  Him  and  during  the 
process  have  become  extraordinary. 
We  need  to  look  for  God's  splendor 
in  plain  settings,  in  the  most  ordinary 
flowerpots  many  times. 

There  are  many  kinds  of  flower- 
pots as  you  know.  Let  us  think  of  a 
few  of  them.  There  is  the  ceramic 
vessel,  molded  and  shaped  with  a 
definite  design  in  mind.  God  has 
a  plan  for  each  life  and  is  molding 
and  shaping  each  one  to  cause  it  to 
conform  to  His  pattern.  We  do  not 
know  the  type  of  fragrance  He  would 
have  us  bear  to  the  world,  but  we  can 
be  assured  that  He  is  looking  con- 
stantly for  the  sweet  savor  of  our  lives 
to  be  wafted  upward. 

The  brass  planter  is  popular  with 
so  many  women.  We  delight  to  use 
brass  in  our  various  home  decors. 
But  the  brass  flowerpot  speaks  to  us 
also.  So  often  there  is  a  hollow  sound 
that  comes  when  the  planter  is  struck 
from  without.  Could  it  be  that  some 
of  us  give  a  hollow,  half-hearted  re- 
sponse, even  though  we  are  privileged 
to  carry  the  choicest  flowers  of  His 
service?  Yes,  with  little  attention  the 
brass  planter  will  eventually  rust  and 
tarnish.  God  forbid  that  too  many 
brass  flowerpots  are  in  our  WMC 
family. 

The  homely,  unadorned  earthen 
vessel  is  often  the  very  best  for  the 
choicest  and  most  luxuriant  growth. 
God  has  honored  such,  for  we  read 
in  II  Corinthians  4:7:  "But  we  have 
this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that 
the  excellency  of  the  power  may  be 
of  God,  and  not  of  us."  Are  we  satis- 
fied to  be  the  lowly  earthen  vessel 
so  that  our  service  may  reveal  the 


power  of  God  and  not  ours?  No 
power  belongs  to  us.  Let  the  earthen 
vessel  speak  often  to  you  as  you 
arrange  your  growing  plants  for  the 
winter's  indoor  keeping. 

Many  women  are  lovers  of  antique 
articles.  One  of  the  regrets  of  this 
writer  has  been  that  many  possessions 
of  a  former  generation  were  not  soon 
enough  appreciated  and  thus  were 
lost.  Antiques  speak  of  old  things. 
They  speak  of  preservation  and  per- 
manence. A  bride  once  lamented 
that  she  had  tossed  out  several  val- 
uable heirlooms  for  no  better  excuse 
than  that  they  looked  old  and  very 
worn.  At  the  same  time  she  prized 
some  streamlined  "junk"  because  it 
was  so  new  and  shiny.  It  takes  time 
and  experience  to  sense  the  value  of 
really  worthwhile  objects.  The  pre- 
cious truths  of  the  Word  are  often 
tossed  aside  by  immature  Christians, 
but  the  mellowing  of  the  years  fed 
by  His  grace  deepens  one's  sense  of 
values. 

The  faith  of  our  fathers  is  handed 
dov\'n  to  us  in  various  ways,  some  to  be 
deplored.  There  are  some  bad 
hymns,  bad  pracdces,  worthless  liter- 
ature handed  down  to  us  by  those 
who  know  not  the  real  treasures  of 
the  past.  But  as  you  let  your  antique 
flowerpot  speak  to  you,  may  you  be 
more  established  than  ever  by  the 
eternal  verities  of  Scripture.  God's 
Word  is  forever  settled,  and  there  is 
nothing  permanent  but  eternal  things. 
Have  you  ever  carelessly  or  hur- 
riedly placed  a  beautiful  plant  in  the 
wrong  type  of  flowerpot— no  drain- 
age, no  possibility  of  air  in  the  soil? 
After  a  few  days  the  plant  has  wither- 
ed and  died  because  of  your  neglect. 
Such  a  flowerpot  speaks  so  clearly 
to  us.  It  says:  "Why  has  my  own 
tesdmony  dried  up  and  withered?" 
Why  is  there  no  spiritual  life  evident 
in  my  testimony?  Why  do  my  pray- 
ers simply  echo  back  to  me  so  fre- 
quently?" Let  the  empty  flowerpot 
speak  to  you  and  draw  you  back  to 
f-fim  so  that  )'ou  may  become  again  a 
real  testimony  and  witness. 

The  season  will  soon  come  when 
in  many  areas  you  will  look  out  at 
cold,  perhaps  frozen  ground.  But  a 
quick  look  at  the  beautiful,  growing 
plants  in  their  assorted  flowerpots  will 
warm  your  heart  as  you  recall  the 
lessons  they  teach.

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Missionary  Letter  From  Argentina

September  5,  1961 
Dear  WMC  ladies: 

June  25  was  coming  up  when  there  was  to  be  a  young  people's  rally  in  Rio 
Cuarto.  The  church  was  without  a  pastor,  so  it  was  necessary  for  others  to  assume 
the  responsibilities  of  preparing  for  this.  The  young  themseh'es  along  with  their 
director  took  care  of  the  program  and  the  advertising,  but  there  was  also  help  needed 
to  feed  this  group  and  to  find  sleeping  quarters  for  some.  At  the  WMC  meeting 
the  needs  were  presented.  There  was  a  splendid  response  from  the  WMC  group  to 
work  in  the  kitchen  and  to  care  for  those  who  needed  a  place  to  sleep.  Thus  the  Argen- 
tines themselves  planned  and  did  a  good  job  of  entertaining  the  large  group  of  young 
people. 

In  the  April  issue  of  our  Argentine  Herald,  nurse  Eunice  Siccardi  wrote  of 
the  needs  of  the  "forgotten  Indians"  in  the  north  of  Argentina.  She  was  working  in 
Buenos  Aires  as  a  nurse  and  saving  as  much  money  as  possible,  to  again  go  to  the 
north  to  help  the  Indians.  She  also  needed  some  material  aids,  such  as  medicine, 
bandages,  and  clothing  for  them.  Again  the  WMC's  were  led  to  think  of  the  In- 
dians' needs  both  spiritual  and  physical.  As  the  ladies  were  led  to  pray  for  the  Indians, 
they  also  began  preparing  bandages  and  clothing  to  send  along.  They  also  prepared 
boxes  of  the  needed  medicines.  When  nurse  Siccardi  was  ready  to  leave  in  July,  she 
had  received  from  the  various  WMC's  so  many  things,  it  was  necessary  for  a  truck 
to  haul  the  things  to  the  train  in  Cordoba  to  dispatch  them  as  baggage.  We  praise 
the  Lord  for  the  \dsion  of  our  WMC  ladies  to  help  others  bv  giving  Miss  Siccardi 
material  aids;  offerings  to  help  her  and  by  praying  for  her  \vork  of  finding  a  suitable 
place  to  establish  her  work  among  the  Indians. 

Last  Sunday  I  saw  the  WMC  president  handing  out  little  slips  of  paper  to  dif- 
ferent ladies.  When  she  came  to  me,  she  explained  that  these  papers  had  names  of 
ladies  whom  we  haven't  seen  lately  in  the  WMC  meetings,  so  she  was  seeking  volun- 
teers to  do  some  visiting,  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  WMC,  but  in  view  of  the 
Spiritual  Retreat  which  is  to  be  held  September  9-10. 

The  women  are  also  interested  and  helpful  in  Child  Evangelism.  Some  have 
classes  in  their  homes;  they  help  invite  children.  The  teaching  is  done  mosdy  by  the 
young  people.  In  a  recent  Child  Evangelism  Fellowship  conference  in  Almafuerte, 
many  WMC  ladies  of  our  district  did  a  splendid  job  of  making  it  a  success.  Many 
people  went  away  inspired  to  dedicate  more  of  their  time,  talents,  and  money  to 
the  winning  of  children  for  Christ. 

Yes;  there  is  work  to  do,  more  than  has  been  mentioned,  but  we  are  glad  the  Lord 
has  some  WMC  ladies  in  Argentina  who  are  willing  to  be  used  of  the  Lord  to  get  it 
done.

I  was  born  in  a  farming  district  in 
Pennsylvania  called  Rebuck— a  coun- 
try store  and  post  office. 

My  second  birth  took  place  nine- 
teen years  later  in  Philadelphia  in  a 
then  fundamental  Methodist  Church, 
but  at  the  time  the  truth  of  the  mean- 
ing of  salvation  was  not  clear  to  me.

This  desire  led 
me  to  enter  the  Pennsylvania  Bible 
School  in  1921.  During  this  time  I 
joined  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Philadelphia. 

When  I  heard  Dr.  Hurlburt  speak 
on  the  needs  of  Africa  and  of  mission- 
aries to  go  there,  a  great  longing  came 
into  my  heart  to  be  chosen  of  God 
to  carry  His  Word  to  those  black 
souls  for  whom  Christ  died. 

Immediately  I  began  to  pray  for 
the  salvation  of  my  husband.  The 
Lord  heard  and  answered  the  prayer 
of  my  heart. 

Both  of  us  then  gave  ourselves  to 
the  Lord  for  service  on  His  chosen 
field  for  us.  The  result  was  that  at  the 
National  Conference,  August  1925, 
we  were  accepted  by  our  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  and  we  sailed  in 
October  of  the  same  year. 

After  spending  the  best  part  of  a 


year  in  France  in  language  study, 
we  arrived  in  Africa,  October  1926. 
The  Lord  gave  us  nventy-five  pre- 
cious years  giving  forth  the  "Good 
News"  of  salvation  among  a  people 
who  knew  nothing  of  Christ  our 
Lord. 

After  the  Lord  called  my  husband 
unto  himself,  March  1951,  it 
was  furlough  time  for  us.  1  came 
home,  and  felt  led  to  remain  in  the 
homeland;  where  the  Lord  has  open- 
ed up  a  work  for  me,  speaking  and 
encouraging  God's  people  to  a  closer 
walk  with  Him,  and  a  vision  of  the 
great  need,  both  in  the  home  and 
foreign  lands  of  getting  the  Gospel 
to  untold  thousands.

To  Stand  for  Him

Since  you  have  been  on  your  im- 
aginary trip  around  the  world  (via 
word  pictures)  visiting  the  mission 
stations,  vou  have,  no  doubt,  found 
that  oirls  in  the  various  stations  are 
different  from  you  in  many  ways. 
And  yet,  vou  have  found  that  in  some 
ways  they  are  like  you.  That  same 
truth  you  will  find  in  Navajoland. 

Realize  that  although  these  girls 
are  in  your  o\\'n  country  surrounded 
by  Anglo  customs,  their  lives  are  dif- 
ferent from  yours.  None  of  the  girls 
at  this  stadon  live  in  your  type  of 
home.  Their  homes  are  round  mud- 
huts  or  square  log  buildings  without 
modern  conveniences  or  comforts. 
Few  have  electricity  and  basic  furni- 
ture. 

Not  only  are  they  lacking  in  ma- 
terial   things   but   also    the    essential 

O 

things;  that  is,  food  and  clothing.  In 
many  homes  there  is  no  father  to 
supply  these  needs. 

JVIentallv,  also,  there  is  a  lack. 
Lack  of  education  in  parents'  lives 
has  made  the  lives  of  the  children 
harder.  Mothers  lack  knowledge  to 
rightly  care  for  their  homes  and 
children.  Fathers  lack  education  to 
better  supply  the  needs  of  their  fami- 
lies. 

The  greatest  need  is  spiritual.  Keep 
in  mind  that  Navajoes  have  not  heard 


God's  Word  until  recent  years.  "God 
is  love,"  but  since  they  have  not 
known  God,  they  have  not  known 
love.  This  is  noticeable  in  their  lives. 
There  isn't  that  deep  love  for  one 
another  in  a  family  with  which  most 
of  us  are  acquainted. 

Another  major  difference,  the  "big- 
gest hindrance"  to  Navajo  girls  desir- 
ing to  glorify  God  or  even  becoming 
a  Christian,  is  the  religion  of  the 
people.  Navajoes  are  sun-God  wor- 
shipers and  do  not  know  God's  Son 
of  righteousness.  They  are  bound 
by  fear  of  evil  spirits.  Satan  and  these 
evil  spirits  do  walk  this  earth,  and 
they  are  busy  in  Navajoland,  as  well 
as  far  off  places.  This  religion  is 
deep-rooted  in  the  lives  of  many 
Navajoes.  Therefore,  it  is  difficult 
to  win  girls  to  Christ  and,  it  is  a 
real  test  of  faith  and  courage  for 
them  to  stand  for  Him. 

Another  hindrance  is  the  lack  of 
Christian  fellowship  groups,  such  as 
Sisterhood  and  Brethren  Youth  Fel- 
lowship. The  Christian  girls  at  mis- 
sion stations  widely  scattered  over 
Navajoland  have  few  opportunities 
to  meet  one  another.  They  do  not 
have  occasion  to  grow  in  Christian 
experiences  with  others  or  to  meet 
Christian  young  men  and  later  marry. 
Many  girls  who  have  accepted  Jesus 


in  mission  schools  have  married  non- 
believers  and  have  drifted  into  lives 
of  sin  and  fear. 

Praj'er  is  needed  in  these  two 
realms— first,  that  girls  will  overcome 
the  fear  of  standing  for  Christ  be- 
cause of  the  religion  of  their  people, 
and  that  they  will  have  courage  to 
be  testimonies  in  spite  of  that  reli- 
gion. Secondly,  that  Christian  Fel- 
lov\'ship  groups  will  be  established, 
enabling  girls  to  meet  other  Chris- 
tians. 

In  spite  of  the  cultural  background 
and  the  hindrances  above  mentioned, 
we  do  have  Christian  girls  here  en- 
deavoring to  glorify  God.  When 
asked  what  they  could  do  to  glorify 
God,  one  thing  mentioned  was  pray- 
er. Perhaps  that  doesn't  sound  diffi- 
cult, but  at  our  school  we  have  non- 
Christian  girls.  It  takes  boldness  to 
pray  before  them.  The  Navajoes 
are  shy  people,  especially  the  girls 
and  women.  It  takes  courage  to  pray 
before  others.  The  home  situation  is 
usually  more  difficult  because  of  the 
family's  unbelief. 

Other  ways  they  can  glorify  God  is 
to  be  of  service,  such  as  taking  care 
of  children  during  worship  services 
and  being  interpreters  for  mission- 
aries.   Some  help  us   to  learn   their 
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language.  They  can  glorify  God  by 
the  testimonies  of  their  lives  before 
unbelievers. 

In  this,  we  are  all  alike.  It  is  dif- 
ficult for  us  to  be  testimonies  for 
Jesus.  We  need  to  pray  this  way  for 
ourselves  and  for  all  Christian  girls 
throughout  the  world: 

Lord,  cause  us  to  glorify  God  by 
our  lives  each  day  that  others 
will  turn  to  Him  for  salvation 
because  of  our  testimony.

Pray  for  the  national  officers,  and 
for  each  of  ^'our  local  officers.  Thank 
the  Lord  for  the  dedicated  patron- 
esses who  are  leading  the  girls. 

Pray  that  Grace  College  may  soon 
have  a  much  needed  dormitory.

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7^26  Blessed  Hope 


In  these  days  of  revolutions,  nu- 
clear weapons,  supersonic  planes, 
astronauts,  and  general  world  unrest; 
in  these  dark  days  when  the  seeming 
chaos  of  world  conditions  is  bringing 
fear  into  the  hearts  of  men,  may  God 
be  praised  for  the  sweet  peace  which 
comforts  the  hearts  of  His  own.  Our 
blessed  Lord  is  coming  again!  Coming 
soon!  He  said  so  himself  (John  14: 
1-3).  He  is  not  just  sending  for  us, 
but  He  himself  is  coming;  and  He 
will  carry  out  to  the  very  letter  every 
promise  that  He  ever  made. 

Thoughts  of  The  Rapture  are  as 
"the  balm  of  Gilead"  to  the  soul  of 
this  writer.  This  "gold  mine"  of 
truth  has  been  blessed  to  the  hearts  of 
thousands  of  God's  children  down 
through  the  centuries  of  time.  Oh! 
the  immeasurable,  yea,  the  unspeak- 
able joy  which  thrills  the  very  soul 
of  the  believer,  when,  amid  the 
present  day  tragedies  of  man,  the 
"blessed  hope"  rises  up  to  the  fore- 
front like  a  huge  searchlight  from 
glory  itself;  gives  radiance,  sheds 
light  amid  the  dreary  darkness  of 
world  conditions,  and  draws  with  it's 
magnetic  rays  praise  and  glory  to  God 
from  the  patient,  expectant  souls  who 
live  in  that  blessed  hope. 


Established  in  the  faith,  grounded 
in  the  Word;  with  heart  pulsating  in 
fer\'ent  expectation,  we  echo  the 
cry  of  John  the  Beloved:  "Even  so, 
come.  Lord  Jesus." 

"Looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  and 
the  glorious  appearing  of  the  great 
God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ" 
(Titus  2:13). 

No  other  doctrine  so  stirs  the  soul, 
and  warms  the  heart  of  the  true 
believer  than  that  of  the  second  com- 
ing of  the  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.  And  yet,  no  doctrine  is  so 
neglected  in  the  teaching  and  preach- 
ing of  the  Word  today.  And  in  many 
places  where  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  uphold  it,  there  is  strong  evi- 
dence of  gross  ignorance  regarding 
the  teaching  of  the  Scriptures  on  this 
great  and  vital  subject. 

"This  subject  of  our  Lord's  com- 
ing again  is  of  such  vital  importance 
and  is  largely  interwoven  with  the 
\'\'hole  of  Scripture,  that  it  affords 
a  boundless  field  of  investigation  and 
an  exhaustless  mine  of  truth."— (W. 
E.  Blackstone,  Jesus  Is  Covting,  P. 
206.) 

After  earnest  and  prayerful  study 
one  is  more  than  ever  confirmed  in 
the  faith  that  Christ's  coming  will  be 


premillennial;  and  it  is  the  writer's 
ardent  desire  to  emphasize  this  point, 
if  possible,  with  the  zeal  and  earnest- 
ness seen  among  the  early  disciples 
whose  clarion  call  to  the  believing 
church  was  "Look  for  Jesus"  (Phil. 
3:20;  Titus  2:13;  Heb.  9:28;  II  Pet. 
3:14).  ; 

The  Scriptures  make  more  than 
three  hundred  references  to  the  sec- 
ond coming  of  Christ.  Such  a  colossal 
weight  of  evidence  should  impress 
upon  the  Christian  both  the  great 
importance  and  the  urgency  of  the 
doctrine.  Christ  himself  said  that 
He  would  come  again. 

"In  my  Father's  house  are  many 
mansions:  if  it  v\'ere  not  so,  I  would 
have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place 
for  you.  And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a 
place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and 
receive  you  unto  myself;  that  where 
I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also"  (John 
14:2-3). 

The  angels  said  that  Jesus  would 
come  again  to  this  earth.  "Ye  men  of 
Galilee,  v^'hy  stand  ye  gazing  up 
into  heaven?  this  same  Jesus  which 
is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven, 
shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye 
ha\'e  seen  him  go  into  heaven"  (Acts 
1:11). 


The  Holy  Spirit  through  the  apos- 
tles stated  so  too.  "For  the  Lord  him- 
self shall  descend  from  heaven  with 
a  shout,  \'\'ith  the  voice  of  the  arch- 
angel, and  with  the  trump  of  God: 
and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first" 
(I  Thess.  4:16). 

"So  Christ  was  once  offered  to 
bear  the  sins  of  many;  and  unto  them 
that  look  for  him  shall  he  appear  the 
second  time  without  sin  unto  salva- 
tion ...  for  yet  a  little  while,  and 
he  that  shall  come  will  come,  and 
will   not   tarry"    (Heb.   9:28;    10:37). 

In  instituting  that  part  of  our 
Brethren  communion  service  known 
as  the  "eucharist,"  and  in  explaining 
its  significance,  Christ  asked  His 
disciples  to  partake  of  the  bread  and 
wine  in  remembrance  of  Him.  Then 
in  I  Corinthians,  chapter  11,  verse 
26,  we  read:  "For  as  often  as  ye  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
show  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come." 

Thus  the  church  has  this  simple 
and  loving  memorial  for  a  sign  dur- 
ing all  her  earthly  pilgrimage  until 
the  very  moment  that  the  promise  of 
John  14:2  and  3  is  fulfilled. 

Jesus,  the  apostles,  and  the  proph- 
ets have  given  great  prominence  in 
the  Scriptures  to  this  inspiring  theme. 
The  early  fathers  and  the  Christian 
church,  for  the  first  two  centuries  of 
our  era,  found  in  it  their  chief  source 
of  hope  and  comfort.  The  belief  that 
Jesus  was  coming  in  glory  to  reign 
with  His  saints  on  the  earth,  during 
the  Millennium,  was  almost  univer- 
sal with  them.  But  in  the  next  century 
there  arose  a  school  of  interpreters, 
headed  by  Origen,  who  so  "spirit- 
uahzed"  the  Scriptures  that  they 
ceased  to  believe  in  anv  Hteral  Mil- 
lennium. 

Then  later  when  Constantine  was 
converted  and  the  Roman  Empire 
became,  nominally,  Christian,  it  ap- 
peared to  many  that  the  Millennium 
had  come,  and  that  they  now  had 
the  kingdom  on  earth.  However,  the 
church,  hand  in  hand  with  the  world, 
plunged  into  the  dark  ages,  until 
awakened  by  the  great  reformers  of 
the  sixteenth  century,  who  again  be- 
gan to  proclaim  the  comforting  hope 
and  blessed  promise  of  the  coming 
Christ.  And  since  that  time  the  doc- 
trine so  long  neglected  has  been 
studied  and  preached  with  increasing 
interest   in    fundamental    churches. 


Even  as  there  were  many  proph- 
ecies of  the  Old  Testament  fulfilled 
at  the  Incarnation,  or  the  first  com- 
ing of  Jesus  Christ,  there  are  many 
that  wall  be  fulfilled  at  His  second 
coming.  While  there  is  much  fearful 
foreboding  of  the  impending  judg- 
ment which  will  come  upon  those 
who  do  not  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  there  is,  on  the  other  hand, 
sweet  comfort  for  those  who  do  love 
our  Lord's  appearing.  This  is  very 
apparent  when  we  understand  the 
true  position  of  the  church.  The 
church  is  not  to  be  confounded  with 
the  coming  kingdom,  neither  does  it 
include  the  Old  Testament  saints, 
for  it  was  founded  after  Christ  was 
Incarnate.  The  church  began  at 
Pentecost,  and  will  be  completed  at 
The  Rapture.  It  constitutes  a  paren-

thesis  in  God's  dealings  with  Israel: 
while  they  are  broken  off  because  of 
unbelief,  the  church,  because  of  her 
faith  is  grafted  in  (Rom.   11:17). 

"Oh  that  the  promise  of  His  return 
and  the  victory  which  it  brings  might 
be  to  us,  as  it  has  been  to  multitudes 
of  God's  faithful  saints,  the  vision 
which  impels  us  to  our  task  and 
which  inspires  us  to  strip  off  our  coats 
and  bend  to  the  oars"— (L.  S.  Chafer, 
Seven  Signs  of  the  Times,  P.  11.) 

As  to  the  times  of  this  blessed 
event,  God  has  kept  us  uninformed, 
but  He  has  revealed  in  the  Scriptures 
that  certain  events  must  take  place 
before  the  second  comino;  of  our 
Lord.  Perhaps,  in  the  realm  of  time, 
we  could  best  liken  this  present  day 
to  the  situation  of  Israel  as  revealed 
in  chapter  16  of  Leviticus,  and  chap- 
ter 23  of  Numbers,  where  reference 
is  made  to  the  high  priest  going  into 
the  Holy  of  Holies  alone,  and  the 


whole  congregation  of  Israel  waiting 
outside  in  great  expectation.  They 
waited  until  He  had  made  the  of- 
fering and  should  come  forth  from 
the  Tabernacle  to  bless  them.  Like- 
wise our  High  Priest  has  entered  once 
for  all  into  the  "true  Holy  Place," 
and  the  church  should  look  for  Him 
in  fervent  expectation  until  He  "ap- 
pears the  second  time  without  sin 
unto  salvation"  (Heb.  9:28).  She 
must  watch  with  loins  girded  about 
and  lights  burning,  like  men  who 
wait  for  their  Lord. 

It  is  essential  for  one  to  fully  under- 
stand that  the  second  comino  of 
Christ  will  be  in  two  phases.  This  is 
the  great  batdeground  upon  which 
the  Postmillennialists,  Amillennial- 
ists,  and  the  Premillennialists  meet  in 
mortal  combat.  However,  the  purpose 
of  this  writer  is  not  to  display  the 
weird  and  fanciful  theories  of  man, 
but  to  substantiate  a  doctrine  vital 
to  the  life  of  the  believer,  and  to 
the  life  of  the  church  with  the  sound 
teaching  of  the  Scriptures. 

The  first  phase  of  the  second  com- 
ing of  Christ  is  termed  "The  Rapture" 
or  "The  Rapture  of  the  Saints";  and  it 
is  this  great  event  to  which  the  true 
church  looks  today.  It  is  that  blessed 
day  of  the  consummation  of  Christ's 
love  for  His  blood-bought  bride,  when 
He  will  come  to  take  her  into  His 
blessed  presence  forever.  A  period  of 
seven  years,  in  which  the  vials  of 
God's  wrath  will  be  poured  out  upon 
this  wicked  world,  will  then  follow 
—this  period  is  known  as  "The  Great 
Tribulation,"  also  as  "The  Time  of 
Jacob's  Trouble"— relative  to  the  ter- 
rible persecution  which  will  be  the 
portion  of  Israel  in  that  day.  Then 
after  this  period  the  second  phase  of 
the  second  coming  of  the  Lord  takes 
place  at  which  time  the  Lord  with  the 
saints  who  were  raptured  seven 
years  previously,  comes  to  reign  on 
the  earth  for  one  thousand  years 
(Rev.   20). 

The  Rapture  is  repudiated  by  the 
Postmillennial  and  Amillennial 
schools  of  theology,  who  would  have 
the  church  going  through  that  awful 
period  of  persecution  in  the  Great 
Tribulation  period,  when  Satanic 
powers  in  the  form  of  The  Beast 
and  the  Antichrist  have  worldwide 
control  and  seek  to  stamp  out  all  that 
savors  of  Christianity.

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BIBLICAL  HEALING

"Healing  of  All  Types  of  Diseases 
Guaranteed."  This  sign  ^vas  placard- 
ed across  the  front  of  a  huge  mid- 
vvestem  tabernacle  not  long  ago  and 
is  t^fpical  of  the  false  healing  claims 
made  bv  various  religious  sects.  The 
ailing  individual,  according  to  these 
wholesale  healers,  will  be  prayed  for 
and  anointed  with  absolute  healing 
guaranteed.  Of  course,  a  small  fee  is 
usually  required  to  complete  the 
transaction. 

In  order  to  make  such  claims  the 
self-styled  healer  must  either  ignore 
the  will  of  God  in  each  case  or  else 
absolutelv  control  it.  He  cannot  do 
the  latter  and  denies  the  teaching 
of  God's  Word  when  he  fails  to  pray 
"according  to  his  will"  (I  John  5:14). 
It  mav  not  be  God's  will  to  heal,  as 
evidenced  in  the  case  of  Paul  who 
besought  the  Lord  thrice  and  prob- 
ably more  frequently  to  remove  the 
"thorn  in  the  flesh,"  but  the  Lord 
refused.  This  "thorn"  became  the 
instrument  in  God's  hands  to  make 
Paul  an  e\'en  more  effective  servant 
for  His  glorv.  Paul  was  a  spiritual 
man  and  was  filled  with  the  Spirit. 
If  any  one  could  have  had  power 
in  prayer  with  God  to  the  extent  of 
guaranteeing  healing,  certainly  the 
Apostle  would  qualify. 

The  doctrine  of  divine  healing  has 
been  shamefully  misused  by  greedy 
and  mercenary  interpreters  of  the 
Scripture.    If    Simon,    the    sorcerer. 


could  have  purchased  the  super- 
natural power  of  God,  he  would  have 
used  it  for  his  ov^'n  selfish  purposes 
(Acts  8:9-23).  Naaman,  the  Old 
Testament  leper,  thought  that  heal- 
ing was  to  be  bouoht  from  the  God 
of  Israel,  but  Elisha  rebuked  him  for 
his  material  attitude  and  humbled 
him  bv  forcing  his  cleansing  in  the 
Jordan  River  (II  Kings  5:1-16).  The 
Simons  and  Naamans  have  always 
been  present  at  e^'erv  stage  of  hu- 
man historv  and  cannot  and  should 
not  be  trusted  by  any. 

Physical  healing  for  the  children 
of  God  in  this  age  is  taught  in  the 
Word  (James  5:13-16).  Even  though 
this  timelv  doctrine  has  been  per- 
verted and  t-\\'isted  by  Satan's  ex- 
perts, the  truth  remains.  The  Na- 
tional Fellotvshi'p  of  Brethren 
Churches  has  always  taught  and  be- 
lieved that  God  can  and  ivill  heal 
His  own  through  Christ  and  His 
Spirit  according  to  His  own  will  and 
purpose. 

The  Source  of  Human  Sickness 

Spiritual  sickness  is  the  ultimate 
source  of  all  physical  sickness.  Even 
though  there  are  many  contributing 
causes  behind  the  ills  of  the  human 
race,  at  the  base  of  all  is  that  unholy 
thing  called  "sin."  Here  is  the  birth- 
place of  all  human  diseases.  Satan  is 
responsible  for  the  entrance  of  sin 
into  the  human  race;  therefore  he  is 
ultimately  responsible  for  its  results. 


It  was  Satan  who  caused  Job  to  be 
smitten  with  boils  (Job  2:7),  and 
who  no  doubt  is  responsible  for  some 
of  our  present  illnesses  by  a  super- 
natural act  of  his  power.  In  this  way 
the  adversary  of  our  souls  can  effec- 
tively limit  the  service  of  God's  am- 
bassadors, providing  God  permits  it. 
Yes;  this  mav  definitely  be  for  the 
glory  of  God,  but  only  because  in  His 
sovereignty  He  can  make  the  wrath 
of  Satan  to  praise  Him  as  He  did  in 
the  case  of  Job. 

Since  man  is  now  a  sinner  by  na- 
ture (Ps.  51:5),  he  himself  becomes 
responsible  for  many  of  his  illnesses 
as  a  direct  result  of  his  own  sin.  Be- 
cause of  their  sin  God  said  He  would 
smite  the  Jews  with  consumption,  a 
fe^'er,  inflammation,  and  extreme 
burning  (Deut.  28:22).  Even  though 
this  is  prophetic,  v\'e  may  look  back 
upon  the  history  of  Israel  and  see  a 
partial  fulfillment.  This  was  both 
chastisement  and  punishment  upon 
the  Jews  because  of  their  sin.  God 
may  visit  men  with  infirmities  of 
body  today  for  the  same  reasons. 
However,  it  cannot  he  said  that  all 
sicknesses  are  ■judgment  from  God 
on  particular  individuals. 

When  by  his  own  dissipation  and 
indulgence  man  becomes  ill,  he  mani- 
fests the  fruit  of  sin.  Inveterate 
smokers  with  tobacco  hearts,  or  alco- 
hol users  who  have  saturated  the 
bloodstream  with  poison  simply  pave 
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the  wav  for  future  illness  and  death. 
Immorality  is  responsible  for  some 
of  the  world's  most  unspeakable  dis- 
eases. Sin,  no  matter  what  its  source, 
begets  sickness  and  death! 

The  Cure  for  Humar}  Sickness 

God's  New  Testament  plan  for 
the  healing  of  the  body  includes  sev- 
eral distinct  steps,  according  to 
James  5:13-16. 

The  believer  shoidd  take  the  in- 
itiative. "Is  anv  sick  among  you?  let 
him  call  for  the  elders  of  the  church" 
(v.  14).  The  idea  is  that  the  sick 
one  should  call  to  himself  the  elders 
of  the  assembly  of  God's  people.  This 
is  in  line  with  the  ministry  of  pray- 
er. We  are  enjoined  to  seek  the  bless- 
ings of  God  through  supplication. 
When  the  believer  needs  physical 
healing  he  takes  the  first  step  in 
acquiring  this  blessing  bv  calling  for 
the  elders  in  order  that  they  may  pray 
for  him.  It  apparently  is  not  the  privi- 
lege of  others  to  call  for  the  anointing 
of  one  of  their  fellows,  but  of  the 
sick  one  alone. 

At  least  tivo  male  elders  shoidd 
be  called.  The  word  for  "elders"  in 
verse  14  is  plural  and  indicates  a 
plurality.  This  would  not  limit  the 
number  of  elders,  and  if  two  were  not 
available  under  emergencv  circum- 
stances, it  would  probably  not  lessen 
the  effectiveness  of  the  service,  ex- 
cept to  diminish  the  volume  of 
prayer  and  those  exercising  faith  for 
the  healing.  Since  deacons  are  given 
such  a  high  spiritual  standing  in 
Scripture,  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  a  godly  deacon  could  assist  an 
elder  (minister)  in  this  ser\'ice.  Those 
who  are  familiar  with  the  sick  one, 
such  as  his  pastor  or  close  friends, 
certainly  would  be  preferable  be- 
cause they  could  pray  with  greater 
intelligence  and  understanding  for 
their  brother.  By  demanding  at  least 
two  elders  in  this  ser\'ice  the  Scrip- 
ture is  guarding  against  the  deifica- 
tion  of  man,  for  if  the  healing  is  ef- 
fected, one  may  be  said  to  have  some 
special  power  from  God.  Fellowship 
in  service  is  also  taught. 

As  a  necessary  preparation  for  the 
anointing  service  all  sin  shojdd  be 
confessed.  Christ  always  ga\'e  strict 
attention  to  the  matter  of  sin  in  His 
earthly  healing  ministry.  The  bene- 
ficent ^\■ork  of  God  in  any  realm  of 


human  life  is  effectively  limited  by 
sin.  No  individual  who  harbors  sin 
of  anv  sort  in  his  life  has  any  right  to 
ask  God  for  physical  healing.  (This 
rules  out  the  unbeliever  as  a  reci- 
pient of  God's  healing  graoe.)  In 
fact,  the  indication  is  that  he  will 
not  receive  it,  no  matter  how  much 
he  or  others  pray,  for  it  is  the  prayer 
of  a  righteous  man  praying  for  a 
righteous  individual  which  operates 
in  bringing  the  healing.  Confession 
of  sin  should  be  a  primary  and  basic 
part  of  every  anointing  service.  The 
promise  of  forgiveness  is  given  in 
verse  15:  "They  shall  be  forgiven 
him." 

The  elders  shoidd  then  anoint  the 
sick  one  with  oil  in  the  name  of  the 


Lord.  This  is  done  before  prayer,  as 
indicated  in  verse  14,  which  literally 
states:  "Having  anointed  him  with 
oil  in  the  name  of  the  Lord." 

Oil  in  Scripture  is  a  type  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  Thus,  as  a  few  drops  of 
oli^'e  oil,  or  some  other  medicinal  oil, 
are  placed  on  the  head  of  the  afflict- 
ed one,  the  coming  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  power  to  perform  His  office  work 
in  healing,  is  symbolized.  The  Spirit, 
not  the  oil,  does  the  healing.  This  is 
in  line  with  the  healing  ministry  of 
Jesus  Christ  while  in  this  world,  for 
He  cast  out  devils  through  the  Spirit 
(Matt.   12:38). 

The  elders  should  then  pray  for 
the  sick  one,  at  the  same  time  closely 
following  all  Biblical  rides  concerning 
prayer.  As  in  all  other  prayer,  this 
prayer  for  the  sick  must  be  according 


to  the  will  of  God  (I  John  5:14). 
Perhaps  it  is  not  the  Lord's  will  to 
heal  the  ill  one.  There  is  a  sickness 
to  the  glory  of  God  (John  11:4;  11 
Cor.  12:8-9;  Acts  19:11).  In  all  these 
cases  the  Lord  indicated  it  was  not 
His  will  to  heal.  The  believer  is  con- 
cerned specifically  with  doing  the 
will  of  God  at  all  times,  even  though 
it  may  entail  pain  and  suffering  of 
the  worst  sort. 

If  it  is  the  will  of  God  to  heal,  the 
prayer  of  faith  shall  save  the  sick 
(v.  15).  God  certainly  will  demand 
faith  in  His  power  to  heal  on  the 
part  of  all  involved  in  this  service- 
both  the  elders  and  the  sick  one.  But 
the  faith  to  believe  that  the  healing 
will  be  effected  is  the  pure  gift  of 
God  (Eph.  2:8-9).  Salvation,  grace, 
and  faith  are  all  the  gifts  of  God. 
Every  blessing  of  God  is  a  gift.  It  is 
to  be  remembered  that  having  faith 
in  the  ability  of  God  to  do  a  certain 
thing,  and  having  faith  to  believe  that 
He  actually  will  do  it,  are  two  dif- 
ferent things.  Our  faith  in  the  power 
of  God  to  heal  is  constant,  but  we 
must  wait  on  specific  faith  in  any 
particular  case  for  healing  else  we 
take  the  will  of  God  in  our  own 
hands.  It  is  our  conviction  that  this 
specific  faith  is  the  gift  of  God  as 
the  elders  pray  for  the  sick  one.  It 
may  bring  them  complete  assurance 
of  the  healing,  even  though  not  ef- 
fected  immediately.  God  does  not 
promise  immediate  healing,  although 
I^e  may  give  it. 

The  Great  Physician  iises  means 
to  an  end.  The  afflicted  believer 
should  call  a  physician  when  ill,  and 
give  God  an  opportunity  to  work 
through  him  as  an  instrument.  Fail- 
ure  to  take  advantage  of  the  means 
available  in  curing  human  illnesses 
is  sinful  presumption.  Jesus  Christ 
never  presumed  on  the  power  of  God 
while  here  on  earth  (Luke  4:12),  and 
only  called  for  its  display  on  par- 
ticular occasions  in  order  to  teach 
some  specific  lesson  or  reach  a  par- 
ticular man  or  group.  God  has  pro- 
vided doctors  for  the  mitigation  of 
human  ills  and  to  fail  to  use  them 
when  necessary  is  to,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, forfeit  the  right  to  ask  healing 
of  Him.  If  He  wishes  to  demonstrate 
His  power,  He  will  wait  until  the 
physician  has  failed  and  then  heal 
miraculously.

LOUISVILLE,  KY.-Throughout 
the  New  Testament  the  Greek  word 
tekton  is  translated  as  "carpenter," 
but  pottery  given  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  seminary  here  by 
three  Jewish  antiquities  dealers  trans- 
lates the  same  word  "farmer." 

Dr.  Jerry  Vardamen,  seminary  pro- 
fessor of  archeology,  translated  the 
pottery  which  will  make  up  the  new 
Eisenberg  Museum  of  Egyptian  and 
Near-Eastern  Antiquities  to  be  for- 
mally opened  this  fall  in  the  semi- 
nary's new  library.  One  piece  of  pot- 
tery contains  Greek  writing  of  the 
First  Century  A.D.  It  reads:  "Give 
to  Tathris  in  Messour  [a  month]  for 
her  wage  one  artabe  [a  measure  of 
wheat]."  Another  says:  "Give  wild 
chicklings  [or  husks]  for  sale,  four 
artabae." 

The  one  which  Dr.  Vardamen 
found  most  interesting  reads:  "Give 
to  the  workman  [or  farmer]  in  the 
month  of  Messour  with  respect  to 
the  reaping  of  wheat,  two  artabae." 

The  Greek  word  translated  as 
"farmer"  is  tekton.  This  is  the  word 
\A'hich  is  used  in  the  Gospels  of  Mat- 
thew (13:55)  and  Mark  (6:3)  to  de- 
scribe Christ  as  a  carpenter.  "Is  not 
this  the  carpenter's  son  .  .  ."  and  "Is 
not  this  the  carpenter,  the  son  of 
Mary  .  .  .■?" 

Dr.  Vardamen  says  the  scribblings 
on  one  piece  of  pottery  are  not  enough 


to  dislodge  the  scholarly  view  that 
Jesus  was  a  carpenter,  but  they  show 
how  knowledge  can  be  expanded 
through  antiquities. 

LIVERPOOL,  ENGLAND-The 
Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  of  England 
and  Wales  has  established  a  Com- 
mittee for  Fostering  Unity  Among 
Christians  in  England  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Dr.  John  C.  Heen- 
an,  the  Archbishop  of  Liverpool. 

Observing  that  "spectacular  prog- 
ress" toward  mutual  understanding 
among  Christians  of  different  per- 
suasions had  been  made  in  recent 
months.  Dr.  Heenan  said:  "There 
is  a  rapidly  growing  enthusiasm  for 
this  new  spirit  in  which  Christians 
of  different  denominations  want  to 
be  friendly  toward  one  another." 

"Already  the  general  public  and  the 
faithful  of  all  denominations  have 
grasped  that  the  essential  thing  about 
this  movement  is  that  it  is  a  genuine 
desire  to  get  to  know  the  other  Chris- 
tian's point  of  view,"  he  said.  "For- 
merly it  was  rather  a  case  of  Protes- 
tant versus  Catholic.  Now  the  gen- 
uine desire  is  more  to  think  of  what 
we  hold  in  common." 

However,  Dr.  Heenan  warned  that 
it  would  be  unfortunate  if  Christians 
began  to  believe  that  "one  Church 
is  as  good  as  another,'  since  such 
thinking  would  lead  to  indifference 
on  the  part  of  church  members. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Heenan,  four 
bishops  have  been  appointed  by  the 
hierarchy  to  serve  on  the  committee. 

NEW  YORK-The  moment  the 
Federal  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission issues  a  blanket  order  ban- 
ning bus  station  segregation,  "Free- 
dom Rides"  will  end  in  the  South. 

So  states  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King, 
Jr.,  Baptist  minister  who  heads  the 
Southern  Christian  Leadership  Con- 
ference. 

BENSONVILLE,  LIBERIA  - 
Vice  President  William  R.  Tolbert, 
Jr.,  of  Liberia,  an  ordained  minister 
and  a  vice  president  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  officiated  here  at  the 
wedding  of  his  daughter,  Wokie 
Rosaling,  to  William  Shad  Tubman, 
son  of  President  Tubman  of  Liberia. 

The  ceremony  was  attended  by 
numerous  members  of  the  Baptist 
clergy  in  this  Negro  republic.

Formosa   Episode

High  up  in  the  mountains  of  central  Formosa,  visit- 
ing a  remote  village  of  the  Bunan  tribe,  I  was  being 
greeted  with  a  performance  of  native  dancing.  I  watched 
with  great  interest  as  some  of  the  voung  men  and  women 
of  the  village  whirled  and  stomped,  my  interest  deepened 
by  the  fact  that  the  tunes  to  which  thev  danced  were 
strangely  familiar. 

Ten  years  before,  I  had  been  told,  there  had  been  no 
Christian  witness  whatever  among  the  aboriginal  moun- 
tain tribespeople  of  this  area.  But  then  the  Gospel  came 
and  made  its  impact.  JXIanv  believed,  and  so  no\\'  there 
were  some  200  people  from  thirteen  villages  gathered  on 
this  particular  dav  for  a  Christian  worker's  conference. 
These  mountain  people  with  their  childlike  faith  have 
tried  to  integrate  the  total  complex  of  their  lives  around 
the  Christian  message  ...  so  now,  as  they  went  through 
the  rhythmic  movements  of  these  age-old  dances,  it 
seemed  only  right  and  proper  to  them  (strange  as  it  might 
seem  to  us)  that  the  tunes  to  which  thev  danced  were 
"Beulah  Land"  and  "Are  You  Washed  in  the  Blood  of 
the  Lamb"! 

Sitting  there,  hurriedly  scribbling  my  notes  (for  I  was 
on  a  newsgathering  mission),  I  turned  to  look  at  the 
picturesque  surroundings:  the  towering  mountains,  the 
primitive  huts,  the  colorfully-clad  people. 

America,  suddenly,  seemed  ^-erv  far  away  .  .  .  until  my 
eyes  suddenly  fell  on  a  national  pastor  sitting  nearby. 
Engrossed  in  the  dances,  he  was  beating  out  the  time, 
slapping  his  one  bare  hand  with  a  rolled-up  copv  of 
one  of  our  American  evangelical  periodicals! 

Suddenly  home  seemed  not  quite  so  far  away  .  .  . 
the  world  seemed  not  quite  so  big  .  .  .  and  I  was  struck 
once  again  with  the  fact  that  the  influence  of  our 
Christian  periodicals  reaches  out,  literally,  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth. 

Perhaps  your  prayer  list  is  alreadv  long.  But  I  hope 
vou  can  find  room  in  it  for  this  publication  which  you  are 
reading  .  .  .  and  for  its  "fellow  missionaries"  in  print  which 
carry  God's  truth  to  His  people  here  at  home  and  on 
out  to  the  far  corners  of  earth.

EDITORIALS

The  bold  and  proud  announcement  of  Rev.  James  A. 
Pike,  Episcopal  Bishop  of  California,  startled  many  of 
our  Nation's  church-goers  when  he  declared  that  he  does 
not  believe  in  the  Biblical  account  of  the  virgin  birth  of 
Christ.  It  is  a  primitive  religious  mvth,  he  savs,  and 
Joseph,  Mary's  husband,  was  probably  the  physical  father 
of  Jesus. 

Asked  to  name  other  religious  myths.  Dean  Pike 
mentioned  Adam  and  Eve  and  the  Garden  of  Eden  and 
the  existence  of  a  sky-high  heaven  and  a  red-hot  hell. 

Since  this  forty-seven-)'ear-old  clergi,Tnan,  who  rep- 
resents a  segment  of  Protestantism  and  who  has  been 
trained  in  recent  vears  has  openly  declared  his  views,  the 
editors  of  the  Red  Book  Magazine  made  a  sur\'ey  of 
current  religious  thought  among  young  clerg)Tnen  of 
our  dav.  They  hired  a  distinguished  public-opinion  re- 
search firm  to  interview  a  scientific  sampling  of  young 
divinity  students  slated  to  provide  the  spiritual  leadership 
for  65  million  Protestants.  They  talked  with  more  than 
a  hundred  students  at  eight  leading  theological  schools, 
including  Yale  Divinity  School,  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  New  York  City,  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  and  Augsburg  College  in  Minneapolis. 

Nearly  one  third  were  Methodist,  fifteen  percent  were 
Baptist,  eleven  percent  were  Episcopal,  ten  percent  Pres- 
byterian, six  percent  Congregational,  six  percent  Luth- 
eran. The  remaining  twenty-two  percent  included 
Church  of  God,  Church  of  the  Brethren,  Pentecostal,  and 
others  who  were  uncommitted.  Their  average  age  was 
twenty-five.  Only  fi\'e  percent  were  ministers'  sons. 

When  asked  about  the  "Dean  Pike  Heresy,"  about 
half  agreed  with  him!  Only  forty-four  percent  believe  in 
the  virgin  birth  of  Christ.  Only  twenty-nine  percent  be- 
lie\'e  in  a  real  heaven  and  hell.  Only  forty-six  percent 
believe  that  Jesus  ascended  physically  whole  into  heaven 
after  His  crucifixion. 

Eighty-nine  percent  answered  \'es  to  the  question,  "Do 
you  believe  in  the  divinity  of  Jesus?"  A  number,  how- 
ever, wanted  to  define  the  word  "divinity"  to  suit  them- 
selves. 

A  young  Lutheran  said;  "I  mean  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
hovered  over  Jesus  when  He  was  conceived  and  when  He 
was  born." 

"Every  man  has  a  spark  of  di\'inity  in  him.  Jesus  had 
more  than  any  man  who  has  yet  been  born.  But  I  be- 
lieve that  all  of  us  are  more  godlike  then  we  know.  It's 
a  matter  of  bringing  it  out,"  answered  a  Congregation- 
alist. 

On  the  matter  of  original  sin,  only  two  percent  of 
those  inter\'iewed  are  seriously  interested  in  this  subject. 
Belief  in  the  immortality  of  man  ranks  as  a  major  tenet 
for  only  two  percent.  Only  one  percent  are  convinced 
there  will  be  a  second  coming  of  Christ. 

The  writer  of  Red  Book's  report  concludes:  "On  the 
whole,    then,    tomorrow's   minister    veers    away    from    a 
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fundamentalist  interpretation  of  his  faith;  he  tends  to 
put  less  stock  in  a  literal  belief  in  many  Biblical  events 
than  he  does  in  the  broad  principles  that  derive  these 
exents;  he  has  litde  patience  with  many  of  the  theo- 
logical problems  that  rocked  the  Protestant  church  in 
times  past. " 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Red  Book  Magazine  (Aug. 
issue)  for  this  concise,  clear,  and  con\'incing  report  that 
gives  evidence  to  the  facts  as  we  see  them  in  Christen- 
dom today. 

The  Apostle  Paul  warned  of  this  coming  apostasy  of 
faith  and  life  ..."...  perilous  times  shall  come  .  .  . 
Havang  a  form  of  godliness,  but  denying  the  power  there- 
of ..  .  Ever  learning,  and  never  able  to  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  truth  .  .  .  But  e\il  men  and  seducers 
shall  wax  worse  and  worse,  deceiving  and  being  de- 
ceived"  (II  Tim.  3:1,  5,  7,  13).  In  chapters  2-4,  Paul  is 
pointing  out  the  necessity  and  importance  of  the  Word 
of  God  in  the  ministry  of  the  church.  He  warned  the 
young  preacher,  Timothy,  of  coming  apostasy:  "For  the 
time  will  come  when  they  will  not  endure  sound  doc- 
trine; but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  them- 
selves teachers,  having  itching  ears;  and  they  shall  turn 
away  their  ears  from  the  truth,  and  shall  be  turned  to 
fables"  (II  Tim.  4:3-4).  Paul  earnestly  charged  young 
Timothy  before  God  and  Christ  to  preach  the  Word  of 
God  (11  Tim.  4:1-2). 

This  condition  in  Protestantism  in  America  is  alarming! 
What  will  happen  to  the  church  under  such  leaders? 
What  effect  will  this  have  on  churches  that  still  preach 
the  Gospel?  How  can  America  be  evangelized  with  an 
apostate  church?  What  will  happen  to  foreign  missions 
when  this  type  of  missionaries  arrive?  Will  this  con- 
fusion in  Protestantism  open  the  door  for  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  to  take  over? 

This  points  to  the  vital  necessity  in  Brethren  home  mis- 
sions to  have  our  men  trained  properly  in  the  Word  of 
God,  to  use  only  those  who  ha\'e  real  conxaction  and 
belief  in  the  inspiration  and  infallibility  of  the  Bible, 
and  those  who  have  a  passion  for  the  souls  of  lost  men. 
It  emphasizes  vividly  the  importance  of  building  each 
new  church  on  a  solid  Biblical  foundation,  to  insure 
that  each  mission  point  have  a  sound  Bible  teaching 
curriculum  and  its  program  centered  in  Jesus  Christ. 

These  facts  should  impress  upon  our  minds  the 
urgency  of  the  hour.  Time  is  fleeting,  the  Lord  Jesus 
will  soon  return  to  receive  His  bride.  We  must  evangelize 
now!  We  must  take  e\'ery  step  to  a\-oid  such  apostasy 
in  our  midst.  Let  us  not  minimize  the  power  of  Satan  m 
decei\'ing  the  elect. 

Such  flagrant  violations  of  God's  holy  calling  into 
the  ministry  as  is  seen  about  us  now  and  which  we 
know  \\'ill  surely  come,  ought  to  move  us  to  prayer  for 
one  another,  to  a  closer  abiding  fellox\ship  as  a  family  of 
God's  chosen  servants  in  these  last  days.

(Editor's  Note.  It  was  on  March  26.  1951 
a  group  of  interested  people  met  in  the 
Walnut  Street  Church  of  God  to  discuss 
the  possibility  of  a  Brethren  church  in  Find- 
lay,  Ohio.  On  July  1  of  the  same  year  the 
Findlay  Brethren  Church  was  organized 
under  the  direction  of  L.  L.  Grubh,  secre- 
tary of  The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil. In  September  Russell  Ogden,  a  student 
in  Grace  Seminary,  became  the  first  pastor 
and  served  until  Rev.  Forest  Lance  was 
called  in  1952  as  the  first  full-time  pastor.  It 
was  under  Brother  Lance's  ministry  the 
first  building  program  was  completed.  In 
1957  Rev.  Gerald  Teeter  accepted  the  call 
to  the  Findlay  Brethren  Church,  and  the 
work  continued  to  grow  necessitating  an 
additional  building  program.  With  this  note 
you  will  be  able  to  follow  "A  Decade  of 
Growth  at  Findlay."  It  is  a  repeat  story 
of  the  vast  majority  of  Brethren  Home 
Mission  churches.) 

Precisely  seven  years  (except  for 
two  \\-eeks)  after  the  formal  dedica- 
tion of  the  Findlay  Brethren  Church 
edifice,  the  Lord  in  His  great  faith- 
fulness enabled  this  congregation  to 
break  ground  again  for  construction 
of  an  addition  to  the  present  plant. 
Because  of  the  continuous  e\ident 
blessing  of  the  Lord  numerically  on 
the  work,  it  became  imperative  for 
additional  area  for  both  the  Sunday 
school  and  the  church  program. 

Ha\'ing  a  present  debt  only  seven 
years  old,  with  reluctance  and  vet 
with  confidence  in  a  God  that  is  able, 
new  possibilities  were  investigated. 
The  construction  of  the  present  build-

ing  was  erected  on  the  lot  so  as  to 
add  a  complete  new  sanctuan"  in  a 
"T"  fashion  in  the  future.  This  was 
a  far  larger  step  than  deemed  ad- 
\isable  at  this  time.  Upon  investiga- 
tion it  was  learned  \ve  could  erect  a 
25-foot  addition  to  the  present  build- 
ing and  retain  enough  area  for  a  new 
sanctuarv  in  the  future.  How  won- 
derful the  Lord  leads  even  years  be- 
fore our  needs  arise!  Credit  is  surely 
due  The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  which  we  are  confident  ask- 
ed the  Lord  for  wisdom  in  the  plan- 
ning. 

Easter  Sunday  with  Dr.  L.  L. 
Grubb  as  guest  speaker,  following 
the  morning  worship  service,  ground 
was  broken  and  the  Brethren  con- 
struction crew  moved  on  the  project. 
With  the  evident  hand  of  the  Lord 
upon  these  men  the  work  was  com- 
pleted for  dedication  September  1 , , 
1961. 

The  new  addition  provides  two 
new  departmental  areas  in  the  base- 
ment and  a  new  foyer  that  will  be 
used  at  present  and  for  the  future

area  to  make  a  total  seating  capacitv" 
of  approximatelv  300. 

With  the  new  addition  the  Sun- 
da  v  school  now  maintains  a  complete- 
Iv  separate  departmental  program  for 
the  following:  Xurserv  (babies),  be- 
ginners, kindergarten,  primarv",  jun- 
ior, junior  high,  a  proposed  vouth  de- 
partment, and  an  adult  department. 
Five  vears  ago  onlv  two  departments 
were  maintained.  Our  youth  groups 
rejoice  with  the  Sunday  school  in 
better  accommodations  where  inter- 
ruptions are  at  a  minimum. 

With  the  faithful  help  of  our  dedi- 
cated w  orkers  in  addition  to  the  above 
Sundav  program  the  church  offers 
nvo  vouth  groups  with  a  proposed 
third,  four  grouf»s  of  Pioneer  girls 
(Puritans,  Pilgrims,  Colonists,  and 
E.\plorers  that  incorporate  the  SMM 
program)  and  two  groups  of  Chris- 
tian Service  Brigade— Stockade  and 
Battalion— which  meet  weekly.  In 
cooperation  with  the  regular  morning 
worship  service  separate  church  serv- 
ices are  maintained  for  a  Primarv^ 
Church  and  a  Nurserv  Church,  as 
well  as  a  sujjervised  nurserv".  Each 
oroanization  is  utilizing  their  share  of 
the  building  with  organizations  rre- 
quendv  meeting  simultaneously. 


Financiallv,  we  can  state  that  we 
have  added  3000  square  feet  to  our 
building  and  furnished  it  with  addi- 
tional pews  and  velvet  curtains  for 
classrooms  for  appro.ximatelv  526,000 
making  the  total  indebtedness  to  date 
appro.ximatelv  S58,500, 

A  Sundav-school  savings  was 
established  wherebv  small  accounts 
could  be  held  with  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  and  in  the  last 
vear  this  amount  has  totaled  52,885 
which  represents  savings  under  5500 
and  the  majoritv  of  these  not  over 
5200,  Additional  investments  were 
also  encouraged.  Hence  with  the  aid 
of  the  Brethren  Investment  Founda- 
tion our  need  of  loans  was  supplied. 

Attendance  records  for  the  first 
three  quarters  of  this  year  averaged: 
Sundav  school,  230:  morning  wor- 
ship, 208:  and  evening  worship,  120. 

The  Lord  has  established  a  testi- 
monv  to  His  great  faithfulness  in 
Findlav  which  to  a  good  extent  has 
made  our  citv  aware  of  our  endeavor, 
but  we  hasten  to  add  that  we  are  not 
without  our  adversaries.  However, 
we  are  confident  that  we  have  reason 
to  believe  we  can  "triumph  through 
Christ  our  Lord  and  Saviour  to  whom 
be  all  the  glorv." 
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It  has  been  said  that  unc-thiid  ot 
America's  population  moves  every 
year.  Some  communities  seldom  lose 
a  family,  so  areas  like  Virginia  Beach 
make  up  the  difference.  Sixty  to 
seventy  percent  of  our  families  are 
transient.  Of  course  this  does  not 
mean  that  sixty  percent  or  more  of 
our  people  move  each  year,  but  it 
does  mean  that  they  will  eventually 
move  and  the  turnover  is  continually 
taking  place  at  a  fast  pace.  The  exact 
percentage  of  turnover  is  not  avail- 
able to  me,  but  to  give  an  idea  of 
how  great  it  is,  I  will  say  that  there 
have  been  five  different  families  liv- 
ing on  one  side  of  our  home  in  the 
past  one  and  one-half  years.  Also, 
fifty  enrolled  members  of  our  Sunday 
school,  including  one  of  our  fine 
teachers,  have  moved  away  since 
April.  But  we  have  this  consolation 
—for  every  family  that  moves  away, 
there  is  another  that  will  move  in, 
and  some  additional  ones  besides. 
That's  the  way  the  Navy  works,  and 
that's  how  our  area  is  growinp. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  situation  pre- 
sents a  great  challenge  and  oppor- 
tunity to  reach  these  people  with  the 
Gospel  of  Christ.  I  low  do  we  go  about 
reaching  these  families  for  Sunday 
school,  church,  and  the  Lord?  We 
know  we  do  not  have  the  answer  to 
every  problem  we  face,  neither  have 
we  been  able  to  do  all  we  have 
wished.  But  our  policy  is  to  keep  our 
eyes,  ears,  and  minds  open  for  new 


ideas,  tryino  what  seems  good,  dis- 
carding  what  does  not  work,  and 
keeping  that  which  does  work.  Here 
are  some  thinos  we  are  doing: 

We  feel  that  at  the  very  center  of 
our  church  VISITATION  program 
are  our  teachers.  If  the  teachers  do 
not  work,  few  others  will  or  need  to. 
To  challenge  and  encourage  our 
teachers  to  visit,  and  to  be  faithful 
in  other  matters,  we  have  adopted  a 
"Teacher-of-the-Month/Year"  pro- 
gram. Each  week  each  teacher  must 
report  the  number  of  visits  he  has 
made  on  absentees,  prospects,  and 
members;  number  of  phone  calls 
made;  and  if  he  has  mailed  appro- 
priate cards  to  all  that  should  receive 
them.  The  teacher  with  the  most 
accumulated  points  each  month  is 
named  "Teacher  of  the  Month."  On 
the  same  basis  a  "Teacher  of  the 
Year"  is  named  and  given  a  beautiful 
trophy.  This  program  proved  very 
successful  last  year,  and  we  think  it 
v\'ill  do  the  same  this  second  year. 

Because  we  have  many  new  fami- 
lies moving  in,  we  have  just  started  a 
new  program,  and  if  it  works,  vve 
hope  to  expand  it.  The  ladies  of  our 
church  living  in  one  area  are  calling 
on  the  lady  of  every  new  family 
which  moves  into  that  area.  Although 
our  ladies  tell  who  they  are,  this  is 
basically  an  informal  social  call  to 
welcome  the  newcomer  to  the  com- 
munity. The  new  lady  is  invited  to  a

"coffee  break"  the  next  day  or  two. 
By  this  time  all  the  essential  informa- 
tion is  obtained,  and  we  know 
whether  or  not  the  new  family  is  a 
prospect.  If  so,  and  if  the  ladies  mak- 
ing the  initial  contact  do  not  get 
them  in  church,  we  put  them  on  our 
prospect  list  and  work  them  through 
our  regular  visitation  program. 

Then,  our  "Reaping  the  Harvest" 
SSEC  is  being  used  to  what  should  be 
a  great  effort  of  "Harvesting  for 
Christ."  We  are  using  the  basic  ideas 
presented  in  the  handbook,  but  add- 
ing the  element  of  competition  among 
our  own  people  and  visitors.  We  have 
four  groups,  or  teams,  called  (1)  "Corn 
Huskers,"  (2)  "Barley  Baggers,"  (3) 
"Oatsketeers,"  and  (4)  "Wheatnicks." 

Each  Sunday  of  the  campaign  these 
groups  will  register  at  tables,  or 
"stalls."  Each  member  and  visitor  of 
each  team  will  measure  out  a  por- 
tion of  the  team's  particular  grain. 
This  grain  will  then  be  placed  in  the 
team's  granary,  all  four  of  which  will 
be  in  front  of  the  auditorium  showing 
how  well  each  team  is  doing.  Each 
team  will  sit  in  its  "Bin"  marked  off 
in  the  auditorium.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  a  great  time  of  "Reaping 
the  Harvest." 

These  are  some  of  the  ideas  we 
have  put  to  work  in  Virginia  Beach.

Fear,  Frustration,  and  a  Hungry  Heart

Each  day  I  am  privileged  to  be  re- 
minded of  the  great  number  of  peo- 
ple in  the  world  who  are  seeking  an 
answer  to  their  fears  and  frustrations, 
as  well  as  something  to  satisfy  the 
craving  of  their  hungry  hearts.  This 
is  brought  to  my  attention  each  time 
I  hear  our  telephone  answering  serv- 
ice switch  on  and  give  forth  the  tape- 
recorded  Gospel  message.  This  mes- 
sage lasts  for  one  minute  and  each 
day  a  new  message  is  put  on  the  re- 
corder. This  message  is  available  to 
anyone  who  will  dial  the  Los  Angeles 
telephone  number,  Webster  4-3485. 
You  ask:  "How  many  calls  does  this 
answering  service  handle  in  a  day?" 
I  have  never  counted  the  number  of 
times  the  message  is  given  forth,  but 
I  can  say  the  messages  are  given  forth 
many,  manv  times  each  day;  and  dur- 
ing the  night  hours  too.  And  because 
of  this  I  know  there  is  a  vast  host  of 
Jewish  people  in  Fairfax  who  are  un- 
certain as  to  their  future  and  troubled 
in  their  hearts— a  vast  host  of  people 
who  will  do  almost  anvthinp  (as  long 
as  they  can  be  secretive  about  it)  to 
find  a  way  out  of  their  trouble.  So 
Webster  4-3485  rings  and  rings  and 
rings  and  rings,  while  we  ask  God 
to  direct  some  of  them  to  respond  to 
the  message  by  getting  in  touch  with 
us  personally. 

If  they  desire  to  contact  us,  they 
can  do  so  because  at  the  end  of  each 
message  there  is  a  short,  concise  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  should  they 
care  to  discuss  the  statement  made, 
they  can  contact  Pastor  Button  by 
calling  Webster  9-6443  or  by  writing 
to  him  at  469  North  Kings  Road,  Los 
Angeles  48.  Thus  it  is  several  times 
each  day  we  receive  calls  from  people 
who  have  listened  to  the  taped  mes- 
sage. There  is  always  a  need  in  the 
life  of  the  person  who  calls.  Almost 
always  the  person  starts  out  by  men- 
tioning the  message  and  then  telling 
in  some  measure  of  their  problem. 
They  ask  how  God's  Word  is  able  to 
help  them;  and  thus  the  way  is  open 
to  witness  of  the  grace  of  God  in  the 
person  of  Messiah  Jesus.  All  sorts  of 
people      call— children,      grown-ups, 


sick,  well,  unstable,  certain,  all  sorts! 
And  every  one  of  them  with  a  prob- 
lem. 

What  do  vou  tell  a  nine-year-old 
lad  who  responds  to  your  "Hello,  this 
is  Pastor  Button  speaking.  May  I 
help  you?"  by  bursting  into  tears  and 
telling  you  his  best  friend  has  just 
died  and  what  should  he  do?  There's 
fear  in  his  voice  along  with  sorrow. 
He's  facing  the  grim  reality  of  death 
for  the  first  time.  What  should  I  tell 
him?  To  gain  time  vou  ask  his  name 
and  recognize  it  is  a  Jewish  name. 
You  ask  the  name  of  his  friend.  It's 
Pal,  so  he  says.  Then  you  realize  he 
is  talking  about  his  dog  and  the  grim 
humor  of  the  situation  strikes  you. 
But  you  don't  laugh  for  there  is  no 
humor  in  it  for  the  boy.  So  you  coun- 
sel him  what  to  do,  and  he  thanks  you 
and  the  conversation  ends.  As  you 
get  back  to  the  work  of  the  study 
you  think:  "Counselor  about  dead 
dogs-Oi  Veyi" 

A  little  later  the  phone  rings  again. 
The  person  calling  is  a  man.  Can  I 
get  him  a  New  Testament?  Will  I 
send  it  to  him?  Yes;  he  will  promise 
to  read  it.  His  name  and  address, 
does  he  have  to  give  that?  That's 
right,  how  can  I  send  it  to  him  if  I 
don't  know  who  he  is  or  where  he 
lives?  I  ask  him  where  he  has  heard 
of  us.  He  tells  me  it  has  been  the  re- 
cording. Found  one  of  our  cards  tell- 
ing of  it.  I  ask  him  what  he  thinks  of 
the  messages.  He  replies  he  will  have 
to  hear  more  of  them,  but  I'm  right 
about  one  thing— life  is  frustrating, 
and  men  do  need  to  know  how  they 
stand  with  God.  After  a  few  more 
words  the  man,  who  is  Jewish,  bids 
me  "good-bye"  and  this  conversation 
ends.  A  new  contact!  An  interested 
one!  I  thank  God  for  this. 

Again  the  phone  rings.  This  time 
it  is  a  Jewish  lady.  The  conversation 
concerns  her  daughter.  Problems  in 
connection  with  their  relationships. 
Could  the  Bible  provide  her  with  an- 
swers to  these  problems?  It  can,  and 
I  refer  her  to  some  of  the  passages 
and  quote  them  to  her.  Where  can 
she  get  a  copy  of  the  Bible?  I  offer 


to  provide  her  with  one.  She  gives  me 
her  name  and  address.  Then  she  con- 
tinues to  discuss  the  Word.  During 
the  course  of  our  conversation  she 
leams  of  our  Bible  classes.  Can  she 
attend?  We  tell  her  we  would  be 
happy  to  have  her  attend,  and  we 
make  arrangements  to  see  that  she 
gets  to  the  next  class.  Then  she  tells 
us  she  has  been  calling  each  day  to 
hear  the  message  for  that  day.  She 
has  been  doing  this  since  May  and 
has  found  the  Bible  truths  she  has 
learned  have  been  a  real  blessing  to 
her.  Do  ^ve  plan  to  keep  these  mes- 
sages on  the  phone  recorder?  We  tell 
her  we  plan  to  do  so  and  she  says 
she  will  keep  calling,  for  the  mes- 
sages are  of  real  help  to  her,  they 
satisfy  the  hunger  in  her  heart,  and 
this  conversation  ends. 

So  it  goes.  Because  of  a  tape-re- 
corded minute  message  we  are  privi- 
leged to  know  the  great  number  of 
troubled  people  in  Fairfax  and  to  min- 
ister personally  to  those  who  call  us 
in  response  to  our  invitation.  Also  to 
contact  them  personally  and  point 
them  to  their  blessed  Messiah.  But 
we  need  your  prayers  in  this  phase 
of  our  ministry  also.

I'd  like  to  meet  the  man 
that  can  take  time  out  to  talk  to  a 
troubled  boy." 

Yes,  even  counseling  about  dead 
dogs  has  its  place  in  the  ministry  for 
it  can  lead  to  contacts  where  one 
can  proclaim  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Alessiah.

In    the    days    when    she   was    the 
world's  leading  power,  Spain  had  an 


inscription  on  her  coin  which  read, 
"Ne  Plus  Ultra,"  meaning  "Nothing 
Further."  It  was  the  feeling  of  the 
nati\'e  in  Spain  that  once  an  individ- 
ual had  seen  Spain,  there  was  noth- 
ing else  to  see.  Then  Christopher 
Columbus  came  along  and  had  the 
idea  that  there  was  another  continent 


beyond  the  borders  of  the  Iberian 
Peninsula.  He  put  his  idea  into  ac- 
tion, and  even  though  he  was  con- 
sidered a  fanatic,  he  reached  his  goal 
and  proved  his  theory  was  right. 
From  that  time  on  Spain  was  obliged 
to  change  the  inscription  to  read, 
"Plus  Ultra,"  which  means,  "More 
Beyond."  Many  individuals  feel  that 
the)'  have  attained  a  high  standard  of 
living  without  any  consideration  of  a 
Supreme  Being,  but  there  is  "More 
Bevond." 

Looking  ahead  into  the  future,  we 
cannot  see  what  is  to  become  of  us. 
Without  the  Lord  to  guide  us,  we  are 
completely  lost,  without  any  way  to 
turn.  Each  day  must  be  taken  as  an 
unknown  step  in  our  path.  After  ac- 
cepting Jesus  as  Sa\dour,  we  can  face 
troubles,  heartaches,  and  despair,  for 
we  know  we  have  a  Friend  who  is 
closer  than  a  brother.  Even  with  our 
Friend  we  must  prepare  for  the  fu- 
ture. We  must  look  ahead.  Not  only 
must  we  look  ahead,  but  we  must 
also  seek  a  higher  elevation.  A  pas- 
sage concerning  this  is  found  in  Co- 
lossians  3:2:  "Set  your  affections  on 
things  above,  not  on  things  on  the 
earth."  This  is  the  challenge  that 
each  of  us  as  Christians  must  climb 
to  a  strong  Christian  life.  To  meet 
this  challenge,  as  we  make  this  never- 
ending  climb,  we  must  not  become 
weary,  but  keep  our  eyes  fixed  on  the 
goal.  After  we  have  found  the  Lord 
as  our  Saviour  and  have  determined 
in  our  hearts  and  minds  to  live  the 
consecrated  Christian  life,  we  must 
keep  the  faith  once  for  all  delivered 
unto  the  saints. 

We  are  young  people  living  in  an 
age  that  demands  each  one  of  us 
to  make  important  decisions.  The  first 
of  these  has  already  been  presented 
by  accepting  Jesus  as  Saviour.  Other 
than  this  first  and  most  important 
resolution,  the  decade  of  the  "Sixties" 
offers  many  challenges  that  are  ours. 
Therefore,  we  are  responsible  to  the 
future  of  the  world  as  we  are  given 
these  challenges  and  another  in 
God's   Word:    "Go   ye,    into   all   the 
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world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature"  (Mark  16:15). 

We  are  responsible  to  offer  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  our  generation. 
He  alone  has  the  "peace  plan"  that 
can  soK'e  the  problem  of  our  present- 
dav  Avorld.  When  men  accept  this, 
thev  will  "live  peaceably  with  all 
men"  (Rom.  12:18).  Through  our  ex- 
ample, we  can  prove  to  the  world 
'round  about  us  that  Christ's  plan 
works  for  all  mankind.  In  God's  world 
we  must  support  an  economy  which 
would  accept  the  peace  \^'hich  He 
has  already  provided  through  His 
Son— the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  With  this 
in  mind,  we  have  our  purpose,  to 
show  the  world  that  God  is  love.  As 
the  hjTnnwriter  says: 

"Lll  tell  to  all  that  God  is  love; 
For  the  world  has  never  known 
The  great  compassion  of  His 

heart 
For  the  wayward  and  the  lone." 

We  have  our  aim— to  see  lost  souls 
won  to  Christ.  After  we  have  chosen 
this  consummation,  then  we  must  not 
fail,  but  eagerly  strive  to  attain  it  to 
the  fullest  extent. 

As  teen-agers,  many  times  we  be- 
come lax  in  attaining  the  goal  that 
we  have  set,  and  we  feel  that  life  is 
dull  and  there  is  no  meaning  to  it. 
We  do  not  stop  to  realize  that  this 
springs  from  our  own  lack  of  under- 
standing and  obstinacy.  When  we 
look  around  to  see  others  in  the  same 
dilemma,  we  feel  that  we  are  alone, 
for  others  have  managed  to  keep 
their  heads  above  water  and  the  mire 
into  which  we  have  fallen.  At  this 
time,  we  must  again  face  the  chal- 
lenge and  strive  with  a  new  invigorat- 
ing force.  Through  the  laxity  of  the 
teen-age  life,  we  are  made  to  realize 
our  failure  to  meet  the  challenge. 

By  the  conditions  which  surround 
us,  we  may  feel  that  this  would  not 
be  the  time  or  place  for  a  prayer 
meeting  or  to  study  God's  Word. 
These  surroundings  might  be  formu- 
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lated  by  presence  in  the  school  cafe- 
teria, a  free  moment  in  the  study  hall, 
or  any  similar  situation  faced  by  a 
Christian  teen-ager.  We  should  exer- 
cise great  care  in  refusing  to  do  the 
things  which  God  has  set  apart  for 
His  own.  We  must  be  positive  that 
we  are  not  yielding  to  a  worldly  na- 
ture, for  many  of  our  passions  and 


prides  are  derived  from  this  nature, 
and  if  we  succumb  to  it  we  will  be 
failing  our  purpose.  We  should  keep 
in  mind  that  God  has  said  in  His 
Word  that  "the  arm  of  flesh  will  fail 
you." 

Perhaps  we  as  Christians  feel  that 
if  we  show  a  delight  in  prayer  and 
reading  God's  Word,  too  often,  our 
friends  will  look  askance  at  us.  We 
should  be  willing  to  become  a  pecuhar 
people  for  the  sake  of  our  Saviour. 
Our  God  is  omniscient,  omnipresent, 
and  omnipotent  and  will  stand  be- 
hind us  in  every  trial. 

Our  lives  are  likened  unto  the 
laborers  working  for  a  man  whose 
home  was  situated  on  the  side  of  a 
hill  where  e\'ery  corner  of  every  field 
could  be  seen,  and  the  laborers  could 
never  tell  when  his  eye  was  on  them. 
Our  God  is  like  the  employer,  watch- 
ing us  work  and  listening  to  us  talk. 
In  this  wav  He  can  have  a  firsthand 
account  of  our  lives  and  can  deter- 
mine if  we  are  vi'orthy  of  our  rewards. 
Furthermore,  He  delights  in  the  con- 
\'ersations  we  hold  with  Him,  for  this 
gives  more  material  for  His  record  of 
our  lives,  and  if  ^ye  read  His  Word 
and  are  faithful  to  His  command- 
ments we  will  be  li\'ing  in  the  field 
where  our  God  and  "Employer "  an- 
swers our  prayers  and  supplications. 
Therefore,  we  should  constantly  bear 
a  witness.  In  doing  this  we  will  not 
be  fearful  when  our  Lord  looks  into 
our  part  of  the  field  which  is  al- 
ready "white  unto  harvest."  Instead  of 
fearing  we  should  be  eager  and 
cheerful  in  the  service  of  the  King. 
Then  we  \vill  be  more  able  to  fulfill 
the  challenge  of  God's  Word. 

"Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  e^'ery  creature" 
(Mark  16:15).  A  question  appears  in 
our  mind  as  to  how  the  Lord  would 
have  us  to  fulfill  this  challenge. 
\'\^ould  He  have  us  to  go  into  a  for- 
eign  field?  Many  of  us  are  unable  to 
do  this,  but  there  are  some  who  are 
refusing  the  challenge  hoping  that 
some  one  else  will  go  in  their  place. 
If  we  cannot  go,  we  can  pray  and 
give. 

First  of  all,  prayer  is  of  God,  and 
we  have  all  seen  the  results  of  pray- 
er. Secondly,  there  are  stipulations  to 
our  prayer  life  even  as  there  are  laws 
of  the  land  and  regulations  for  us 
to  follow.   We  are   able   to  ask   for 


help  through  prayer.  We  ought  to 
know  God's  perfect  will  for  our  lives 
and  for  this  we  have  to  be  willing  to 
pray  unceasingly.  Prayer  is  our  con- 
stant guide.  We  should  use  the  gift 
of  prayer  to  accomplish  the  desires  in 
life,  to  solve  our  everyday  problems, 
and  to  communicate  with  the  Friend 
that  sdcketh  closer  than  a  brother. 
We  cannot  dictate  to  Christ  what  we 
\yant.  We  must  ask  and  then  wait  for 
the  answer. 

One  girl  said  of  prayer  to  a  friend: 
"The  Lord  never  answers  my  pray- 
ers." But  the  other  replied:  "Do  you 
realize  that  No  is  an  answer?"  We 
must  keep  this  before  us  and  never 
forget  that  the  negative  is  sometimes 
a  better  answer  than  the  affirmative, 
for  there  could  be  something  better  in 
store.  We  must  also  remember  that 
we  in  ourselves  are  nothing,  but 
through  Christ  and  prayer,  every 
deed,  word,  and  thought  can  be  made 
a  benefit  to  our  lives. 

Sometimes  when  contemplating  the 
thought  of  talking  to  a  close  friend, 
we  suddenly  become  bored.  We  do 
not  take  time  to  listen  to  all  he  has 
to  say.  Furthermore,  we  do  not  always 
heed  his  exhortations.  This  certainly 
should  not  portray  our  fellowship 
with  God.  We  should  not  be  bored 
when  listening  or  talking  to  Him. 
Instead  of  becoming  indifferent  to- 
ward God,  vye  should  heed  His  mes- 
sage. Often  during  worship  services, 
we  as  teen-agers  become  especially 
weary  during  a  long  prayer.  This 
should  not  be  the  case.  We  should  en- 
joy it  more  knowing  that  others 
around  us  are  worshiping  the  same 
Lord  that  we  love.  Even  more  than 
this,  we  should  enjoy  our  private  talks 
\yith  God.  The  time  we  select  for  our 
talk  with  God  and  reading  His  Word 
should  be  anxiously  awaited.  Our 
private  prayer  and  reading  of  the 
Bible  will  reveal  God's  perfect  will 
for  our  ovyn  personal  lives  and  we 
will  come  forth  reaping  our  rewards. 
In  Matthew  it  says  in  the  sixth  chap- 
ter and  the  sixth  verse:  "But  thou, 
when  thou  prayest,  enter  into  thy 
closet,  and  when  thou  hast  shut  thy 
door,  pray  to  thy  Father  which  is  in 
secret;  and  thy  Father  which  seeth 
in  secret  shall  reward  thee  openly."

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Praying  Time,  Not  Wasted  Time

When  as  a  voung  man  I  worked 
in  the  forests  of  New  Zealand,  it 
was  the  custom  to  allow  the  men  to 
sharpen  their  axes  during  govern- 
ment time.  The  foremen  knew  that 
though  there  would  be  less  time  to 
swing  the  axes  against  the  trees,  yet 
the  chips  would  fly  more  quickly, 
and  more  trees  would  be  felled.  Some- 
times people  sav:  "I  haven't  time  to 
sharpen  mv  tools."  Such  an  attitude  is 
foolish.  Applied  to  the  Christian  life, 
it  pavs  to  take  time  out  of  a  busy 
schedule  to  pray.  In  the  time  left, 
more  and  better  work  ^vill  be  ac- 
complished. "When  a  man's  ways 
please  the  Lord,  he  maketh  even  his 
enemies  to  be  at  peace  with  him" 
(Prov.  16:7).  We  cannot  fully  please 
the  Lord  unless  we  spend  time  in 
praver,  seeking  His  face  and  guid- 
ance. "Thy  way,  O  God,  is  in  the 
sanctuarv"  (Ps.  77:13). 

The  Bible  has  many  examples  to 
show  that  praving  time  is  not  wasted 
time.  While  Daniel  was  praying, 
Gabriel  appeared  to  him  and  gave  the 
prophecy  of  the  Seventy  Weeks  (Dan. 
9:20-24)'.  What  if  Daniel,  the  busy 
statesman,  had  said:  "I'm  too  busy 
to  take  time  out  to  pray"?  While  Cor- 
nelius, the  busy  centurion,  was  pray- 
ing, the  angel  appeared  to  him  with 
instructions  to  seek  Peter.  What  if 
Cornelius  had  said:  "I'm  too  busy  to 
prav"?  When  Peter,  the  busy  apostle, 
took  time  out  to  pray,  God  gave  him 
the  sheet  vision,  and  so  the  Gospel 
spread  out  to  the  gentiles.  What  if 
Peter  had  said:  "I'm  too  busy  to  pray?" 
It  was  to  a  praving  and  fasting 
church  that  the  Holy  Spirit  appeared 
and  said:  "Separate  me  Barnabas  and 
Saul  for  the  work  whereunto  I  have 
called  them"  (Acts  13:2).  What  if 
Paul  and  Barnabas  had  said:  "We're 
too  busv  in  the  ministry  to  pray  at 
lenoth.  Let  the  women  do  it;  we've 
got  to  get  on  with  the  job?"  When 
Paul  took  time  out  to  pray,  the  Lord 
appeared  to  him  with  the  commis- 
sion to  go  to  the  gentiles  (Acts  22: 
17-18,  21).  What  if  Paul  had  thought 
prayer  time  was  wasted  time  and  had 
neglected  to  pray?  While  the  Lord 
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was  praying  on  the  Mount,  the  fash- 
ion of  His  countenance  was  altered 
and  His  raiment  became  white  and 
glistening  (Luke  9:29).  What  if,  hu- 
manly speaking,  the  Lord  had  not 
taken  time  out  to  pray?  In  this  set- 
ting, we  remember  that  upon  de- 
scending the  Mount,  He  came  to  His 
powerless  disciples  and  attributed 
their  failure  to  prayerlessness,  saying: 
"This  kind  can  come  forth  by  noth- 
ing, but  by  praver  and  fasting"  (Mark 
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9:29).  In  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane, 
the  Lord  took  time  out  to  pray,  and 
so  successfully  endured  the  cross. 
What  if  the  Lord,  as  a  man,  had  not 
prayed  in  the  Garden?  Peter,  James, 
and  John  did  not  heed  the  Lord's 
warning  to  pray  and  so  failed.  When 
David,  the  busy  king,  failed  to  pray 
in  the  matter  of  the  Temple,  he  ran 


before    the    Lord    and   was   rebuked 
(II  Sam.  7:2-5). 

Church  history  also  teaches  that 
praying  time  is  not  wasted  time.  The 
mother  of  Hudson  Taylor  was  a  busy 
woman,  but  one  day,  concerned  about 
her  boy's  salvation,  she  entered  her 
room,  shut  the  door,  and  commenced 
to  pray,  determined  not  to  leave  the 
room  till  she  had  the  assurance  in  her 
heart  that  her  boy  was  saved.  Many 
miles  awav  her  fifteen-year-old  son 
commenced  to  read  a  tract  which  led 
to  his  salvation.  What  if  she  had  not 
shut  the  door  and  determined  to  pray 
this  thing  through?  It  was  while  the 
voung  convert,  Hudson  Taylor,  was 
taking  time  out  to  pray  that  he  re- 
ceived the  call:  "Go  for  Me  to 
China."  Out  of  these  two  prayers 
\vas  born  the  great  China  Inland 
Mission.  What  if  Hudson  Taylor 
had  not  taken  time  out  to  spend  in  the 
sanctuary? 

Have  we  answered  these  questions, 
"W^at  if  Daniel,  Cornelius,  Peter, 
Paul,  our  Lord  [as  a  man],  Amelia 
Taylor,  James  Hudson  Taylor,  and 
others  had  not  taken  time  out  of  busy 
schedules  to  pray?"  If  they  had  not, 
would  Bible  and  church  history  be 
different?  If  you  and  I  are  skimping 
on  prayer,  we  are  missing  out  on  the 
blessings  which  God  wants  to  be- 
stow on  us  and  through  us,  and  we 
are  missing  those  special  commis- 
sions. 

Is  praying  time  wasted  time?  No! 
The  time  these  people  set  aside  from 
busy  schedules  was  not  wasted  time. 
When  God's  people  omit  prayer,  they 
are  like  a  man  chopping  with  a  blunt 
ax;  rather,  like  a  man  chopping  with- 
out an  axhead.  Time  and  energy  are 
wasted  and  tempers  become  frayed. 
When  people  pray,  they  accomplish 
more  and  better  work  in  the  shorter 
time  at  their  disposal. 

"Thy  way,  O  God,  is  in  the  sanc- 
tuary." Let  us  resolve  with  Martin 
Luther  that  the  busier  the  day  the 
more  imperative  it  is  for  us  to  spend 
more  time  behind  the  closed  door, 
shut  in  v\'ith  God,  the  world  shut 
out.

Changes  Things,"'  and  truly  it  can. 
If  we  wait  upon  the  Lord,  He  will 
give  us  His  guidance  and  ans\ver 
our  everv  problem  through  prayer. 

After  we  ask  for  guidance  and 
listen  for  the  answer,  we  must  be 
faithful  in  completing  the  course. 
There  might  be  blockades  in  our  path, 
but  the  Scripture  states:  "\  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strength- 
eneth  me"  (Phil.  4:13).  This  means 
that  we  can  be  \-ictorious  in  our  pray- 
er life.  ^-Vlso  through  the  strengthen- 
ing  of  God's  \A^ord,  we  can  hve  a 
more  successful  Christian  life. 

Reading  God's  Word  should  be 
a  help  to  our  Christian  life.  The 
promises  of  the  Old  Testament  and 
the  fulfillments  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment should  show  to  us  that  God  is 
love  to  those  who  have  beheved  on 
His  name  and  hold  true  to  His  com- 
mandments. Sometimes  we  take  these 
promises  and  commandments  hghdy. 
The  Bible  that  we  call  ours  has  been 
di\"inelv  inspired.  \\Tien  we  have 
reahzed  this  we  should  take  to  heart 
all  that  the  Lord  has  put  in  His  Word 
for  our  benefit. 

WTien  \\-e  begin  to  hve  the  chal- 


lenge to  which  the  Lord  has  called 
us— that  of  lining  the  Christian  hfe 
and  winning  others  to  Christ— we 
should  take  to  heart  especiallv  the 
verses  written  in  Philippians.  In  look- 
ing at  these  verses  we  see  that  Paul 
forsook  all  for  the  work  of  the  Lord. 
W'e  should  be  willing  to  do  the  same. 
'Torgetting  those  things  which  are 
behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto 
those  things  which  are  before,  I  press 
toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the 
high  calhng  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus" 
(Phil.  3:13-14). 

Learning  what  to  do  through  both 
wavs  of  communication,  praver  and 
reading  God's  \\'ord,  the  challenge  is 
fundamentallv  easv.  It  is  easy  if  we 
follow  the  commandments  of  the 
Lord  and  beheve  His  promises.  After 
completing  our  duties  and  fulfilling 
the  challenge,  we  can  sav  \vhen  we 
are  at  the  end  of  life's  road  like  Paul: 
'1  have  fought  a  good  fight,  1  have 
finished  the  course,  I  have  kept  the 
faith:  henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for 
me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which 
the  Lord,  the  righteous  judge,  shall 
give  me  at  that  dav:  and  not  to  me 
onlv  but  unto  all  them  also  that  love 
his  appearing"  (II  Tim.  4:7-8j. 

We  should  fulfill  the  challenge  for 
the  future  of  this  old  world  through 
missions,  church  work,  teaching  the 
\\'ord  in  Sunday  school,  teaching  in 


the  public  school  sxstem  in  a  Christ- 
hke  manner,  being  a  Christian  busi- 
nessman or  woman,  or  just  hving 
the  Christian  life  to  our  neighbors 
while  being  a  Christian  housewife. 

o 

Doing  these  we  will  be  able  to  attain 
our  crown  of  righteousness  when  the 
Lord,  the  righteous  judge,  calls  us 
home  to  be  with  Him. 

Alanv  times  we  might  become  dis- 
couraged when  we  reach  the  next 
step  in  our  ladder  of  success  and 
find  the  fulfillment  of  God's  plan 
for  us  is  not  there,  but  we  must  stri'^e 
ahead  until  we  finally  reach  the  sum- 
mit of  our  ambition.  Through  the 
constant  stri\ing  toward  our  goal  we 
can,  in  reality'  fulfill  the  message  of 
"Climbing  Higher." 

Supposedly,  we  live  in  a  Christian 
Nation,  but  even  we  as  professing 
believers  do  not  give  credit  where 
credit  is  due.  \^'e  ask  the  Lord  for 
guidance,  but  xeix  rarely  thank  Him 
for  that  guidance.  \A^e  sometimes 
take  for  granted  the  handiwork  of 
our  Lord.  Therefore,  we  do  not  take 
the  time  and  responsibilit}'  to  tell 
others  of  His  leading  in  our  lives.  If 
we,  as  Christian  teen-agers,  do  not 
realize  the  greatness  of  God,  how  can 
we  expect  others  around  us  to  feel 
His  presence?  We  fail  to  comprehend 
that  we  are  the  ones  that  must  take 
the  responsibiht}-  and  lead  as  "a  Httle 
child  shall  lead  them."  We  can  do 
this  bv  placing  our  feet  firmly  in  the 
Word  of  God,  and  our  hands  in  His 
that  He  might  guide  us  through 
praver.  Then  we  \\ill  meet  the  chal- 
lenge of  our  Hves  and  help  others  to 
"Chmb  Higher"  in  the  things  of 
Christ.

John  Wesley  was  a  man  of  prayer.  The  guiding  prin- 
ciple of  his  life  was  to  spend  not  more  than  one  hour  in 
any  conversation,  unless  there  was  fresh  prayer  at  the 
end  of  the  hour.  He  was  fully  committed  to  the  proposi- 
tion that  it  was  more  important  to  bend  his  knees  in  pre- 
vailing prayer  to  God  than  to  cross  his  legs  and  engage 
in  the  transient  joys  of  conversation  with  man.  Wesley 
«as  burdened  with  the  spiritual  bankruptcy  of  his  day 
and  rightly  reasoned  that  the  only  solution  to  the  di- 
lemma was  to  pray  for  God's  intervention. 

The  call  for  prayer  is  even  more  urgent  today!  The 
hour  is  later.  The  coming  day  of  judgment  has  drawn 
closer.  Sin  has  been  on  a  devastating  rampage  and  has 
left  a  toll  of  twisted  damage  in  the  church.  The  only 
retaUation  Hes  in  intensified,  persistent,  sleepless,  and 
overcoming  prayer.  The  pitiful  defeats  and  failures  in 
the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  stem  from  a  cold  indifference 
to  this  vitally  important  ministry  of  prayer.  It  has  always 
been  the  master  stroke  of  the  Devil  to  get  the  church 
to  lay  aside  her  mightiest  weapon  of  spiritual  \\'arfare. 

Prayer  could  transform  our  churches  today  if  Christians 
would  awaken  to  their  God-given  responsibility.  A  de- 
liberate, definite,  and  desperate  season  of  prayer  by  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  church  is  needed  to  call  forth  a 
soul-satisfving  flood  of  blessings  from  heaven.  Victorious 
Christian  living  would  become  the  normal  experience  of 
believers,  and  a  mightv  ingathering  of  precious  souls 
would  be  the  happv  result.  The  flagrant  and  dishonoring 
sins  of  professing  saints  would  be  promptly  forsaken,  and 
the  church  would  rejoice  in  the  glorious  experience  of  a 
blessed  heaven-sent  revival.  All  of  these  blessings  come 
in  response  to  long  days  of  prayer  and  nights  of  wakeful 
watchings  and  intercessions. 

The  challenge  is  clear!  The  decision  is  ours  today. 
What  will  v\'e  do?  Will  we  simply  continue  to  cross  our 
legs  and  enjoy  endless  conversations  with  our  friends,  or 
will  we  decide  to  bend  our  knees  and  engage  in  long  sea- 
sons of  intense  intercession  to  our  prayer-answering  God?

The  Bible 

This  week  a  letter  came  to  my  desk  from  a  family 
living  in  one  of  our  Southern  States  where  there  is  no 
Brethren  church.  It  contained  a  generous  gift  for  Grace 
Seminary.  The  letter  revealed  that  although  these  Chris- 
tian people  attended  another  church  that  boasts  a  num- 
ber of  seminaries,  their  gifts  continue  to  come  to  Grace 
because  of  its  unchanging  loyalty  to  the  Word  of  God. 

Today  the  dean  and  I  were  talking  in  my  office,  and  it 
was  remarked  that  the  seat  of  the  present-day  falling  away 
from  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  is  not  to  be  discovered 
in  problems  of  difficulty  with  specific  doctrines  of  the 
Bible,  but  in  the  problem  of  disbelief  of  the  Bible  itself. 

The  Bible  originated  in  heaven:  "Forever,  O  Lord,  thy 
word  is  setded  in  heaven"  (Ps.  119:89).  But  it  speaks 
with  final  authority  about  the  creation  of  the  universe: 
The  earth,  sky,  air,  planets,  stars,  and  heaven  itself. 

The  Bible  meets  the  universal  cry  of  the  heart  of  man 
for  God  (cf.  Ps.  42:1  and  John  3:1).  Job  in  his  bitterest 
hour  cried  out:  "Oh  that  I  knew  where  I  might  find 
him!"  The  man  without  a  Bible,  but  with  every  other 
kindly  providence  of  God,  is  described  by  Reginald  He- 
ber  in  his  great  missionary  hymn:  "What  though  the 
spicy  breezes  blow  soft  o'er  Ceylon's  isle,  though  every 
prospect  pleases  and  only  man  is  vile?  In  vain  with 
lavish  kindness  the  gifts  of  God  are  strown;  the  heathen 
in  his  blindness  bows  down  to  wood  and  stone!" 

The  Bible  solves  the  problem  of  man's  separation 
from  God.  It  declares  in  a  thousand  ways  that  the 
man  who  is  bom  from  above  can  see  and  know  God 
(cf.  John  3:3-5).  As  Westcott  has  said:  "The  greatest  mys- 
tery of  religion  is  not  the  punishment  but  the  forgiveness 
of  sins."  The  Bible  reveals  God's  universal  invitation  to 
find  this  forgiveness  in  His  Son  (John  14:6).  And,  praise 
God  today,  millions  of  men  have  found  this  blessed 
truth  in  a  heart  experience  of  the  sweetness  of  re- 
deeming love.  To  all  such  Mr.  Heber  wrote  another  stanza 
in  his  hymn:  "Shall  we  whose  souls  are  lighted  with 
wisdom  from  on  high,  shall  we  to  men  benighted  the  lamp 
of  life  deny?  Salvation!  O  salvation!  the  joyful  sound 
proclaim,  till  earth's  remotest  nation  has  learned  Mes- 
siah's name."  "In  the  volume  of  the  Book  it  is  written 
of  [Him]." 

Our  Golden  Opportunity 

Our  national  budget,  like  the  Pacific  ocean,  is  so  large 
that  we  cannot  see  all  of  it  at  one  time.  Even  when  v\'e 
attempt  to  divide  it  into  small  segments,  most  of  it  will 
evade  us.  However,  we  may  be  able  to  isolate  a  small 
portion  and  take  a  closer  look  at  it. 

The  department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  tells 
us  that  education  is  big  business.  About  $26.5  billion, 


or  4.5  percent  of  the  gross  national  income  will  be  spent 
this  year  for  education.  Higher  education  spends  some 
$1,760,  the  largest  per  capita,  on  each  pupil.  This  leaves 
about  $440  for  each  pupil  in  the  private  and  public 
schools.  A  quick  estimate  at  Grace  College  would  put 
the  per  capita  cost  at  about  $1,450.  This  money  comes 
from  the  student  and  his  family,  and  from  gifts.  It  pays 
for  board  and  room  and  for  the  cost  of  operating  the 
school— salaries  and  campus.  An  investment  in  this 
amount  should  be  expected  to  pay  good  dividends.  These 
are  to  be  found  in  the  product  of  the  school— the  edu- 
cated individual.  If  this  individual  is  to  profit  most 
from  his  years  in  college  there  must  be  many  contribut- 
ino  factors  involved.  Let  us  consider  but  one— housing. 

As  you  turn  the  pages  of  this  magazine,  you  will  note 
that  it  portrays  the  "Golden  Opportunity"  to  invest  in 
the  building  of  a  dormitory  for  young  women  who  must 
live  away  from  home  while  attending  college.  What  con- 
tribution does  a  proper  dormitory  situation  make  to  the 
education  of  the  student? 

First,  and  most  ob\aous,  the  student  must  live  some- 
where. The  dormitory  meets  this  need.  Right  now  Grace 
College  has  no  dormitory  but  houses  its  students  in  rent- 
ed quarters— quarters  for  which  we  are  grateful,  but  which 
are  today  inadequate  to  meet  our  demand  for  space, 
and  fall  short  in  other  important  respects. 

Second,  a  dormitory  can  be  a  hovie  for  the  young  per- 
son while  she  is  in  college.  It  must  be  more  than^filace 
to  stay.  It  must  be  a  place  where  friendships  are  ^imie  and 
molded  into  lifelong  relationships;  a  place  to  ft'hich  one 
becomes  attached  and  likes  to  call  home.  It  must  have 
a  degree  of  attractiveness  and  comfort.  It  must  con- 
tribute a  spirit  of  warmth  and  friendliness  to  the  one 
who  v\'ill  spend  three  quarters  of  four  years  there. 

Third,  a  dormitory  must  pro\ade  protection  and  security 
to  the  student.  This  is  moral  and  spiritual,  as  well  as 
physical.  No  part  of  the  student's  education  is  more  im- 
portant than  his  moral  growth  and  spiritual  stature. 
A  dormitory  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  afford  the 
greatest  possible  safety  from  fire  and  from  accidents.  It 
must  provide  for  good  supervision,  counseling  and  proper 
discipline.  In  a  Christian  college  the  dormitory  must 
provide  for  Christian  fellowship  in  prayer  and  Bible 
study.  A  very  large  part  of  the  social  life  must  center 
there.  The  dormitory  will  contribute  much  in  this  area 
on  a  co-educational  campus. 

A  student  carrying  an  average  load  of  eighteen  hours 
a  week  has  about  150  hours  per  week  to  spend  out  of 
class.  Many  of  these  hours  will  be  spent  in  the  dormitory. 
The  influence  of  his  home  must  somehow  be  transferred 
to  this  new  place  of  residence  v^'hile  he  is  in  college. 
Will  you  join  with  us  and  say:  "This  is  our  Golden 
Opportunity  to  invest  in  a  building  that  is  a  vital  part 
of  the  educational  process  at  Grace  College— a  dormitory." 
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■".     .  that  all  men  are  created  equal,"  is 
the  basis  for  some  of  the  liberties  we 
enjoy.  But  are  they? 

ARE  ALL  MEN  CREATED  EQUAL?

If  it  is  true  that  all  men  are 
created  equal  and  are  inherently 
good,  world  communism  would  an- 
swer our  economical,  political,  so- 
cial, and  spiritual  problems  today. 
There  would  be  total  agreement  on 
all  our  present  crises,  making  our 
planet  a  very  placid  sphere.  Such  a 
situation  is  the  ultimate  dream  of 
most  inhabitants  of  the  world. 

But  are  all  men  created  equal?  Are 
all  individuals  to  be  equated  in  iden- 
tity, intelhgence,  initiative,  and  in- 
terests? A  simple  observing  of  the 
situation  around  us  causes  us  to  issue 
a  negative  answer  regarding  these 
questions.  One  can  observe  those  who 
are  handsome  or  homely,  handicap- 
ped or  hardy,  hateful  or  helpful.  Each 
individual  is  distinctly  a  separate  en- 
tity. 

Then,  what  is  meant  by  the  state- 
ment that  all  men  are  created  equal? 
Our  forefathers  did  not  naively  be- 
lieve that  all  are  equal  in  strength, 
character,  or  appearance.  They  in- 
tended to  convey  the  idea  that  under 
a  just  and  representative  government, 
all  men  are  equal  under  law,  with  no 
one  having  special  privileges.  This 
meant  the  application  of  impersonal 
rules  and  principles  of  law  to  every- 
one alike. 

As  to  man's  inherent  goodness, 
we  know  that  all  men  have  sinned, 
falling  short  of  God's  glory.  There- 
fore, all  men  are  equal  in  this  Bibli- 
cal sense.  Ultimately,  mankind  sepa- 
rates into  two  distinct  groups  vying 
for  control  of  this  world.  They  are 
those  who  have  accepted  the  free  gift 
of  salvation  and  those  who  have  re- 
jected this  blood-bought  present. 
Nonetheless,  initially  every  human 
is  totally  depraved,  and  thus  equal. 

Furthermore,  all  men  are  equal  as 
to  their  responsibility  for  their  indi- 
vidual actions.  God  is  not  concerned 
with  group  dynamics;  individual 
and  independent  activities  are  what 
count.  Even  though  God  has  fore- 
known and  predestined  man's  move- 
ments from  time  immemorial,  each 
individual  will  be  held  responsible 
for  his  final  status.  No  man  can  shirk 
this   accountability. 

World  communism  is  not,  there- 
fore, the  answer  to  our  world's  plight. 
Neither  is  socialism  or  the  welfare 
state.  Nonetheless,  many  politicians 
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of  the  liberal  stripe  are  attempting 
to  achieve  a  state  of  equality.  This  is 
based  on  a  perverted  view  of  "all 
men  are  created  equal."  They  are 
attempting  to  achieve  equal  status  for 
all  without  equal  responsibility.  Their 
weapon  is  based  upon  an  adaption  of 
the  Scriptural  injunction,  "the  great- 
est of  these  is  charity."  However, 
they  fail  to  notice  or  mention  the 
distinction  between  real  charity  and 
the  simple  dispensing  of  other  peo- 
ple's money. 

True  charity  has  been  defined  as 
"love  of  one's  fellow  man."  This 
type  of  love  results  in  an  act  which  is 
voluntarily  performed  bv  one  per- 
son for  another.  True  charity  is  never 
legislated  by  a  higher  power  or  au- 
thority. 

Today,  the  original  concept  of 
charity  as  an  expression  of  love  seems 
to  be  in  a  process  of  transition.  Char- 
ity is  being  replaced  by  government- 
supplied  security.  The  Federal  aid 
enthusiasts  regard  the  voluntary 
method  outmoded  and  inadequate. 
Therefore,  they  resort  to  the  speedier 
and  costlier  system  of  employing  pub- 
lic funds  to  attempt  to  achieve  their 
goal  of  equality. 

Possibly,  the  motives  of  these  "wel- 
fare-staters" are  generally  pure.  One 
must  avoid  the  wholesale  impugning 
of  their  humanitarian  zeal.  How- 
ever,    their    methods    of    achieving 

o 

equality  through  governmental  sub- 
sidy are  questionable.  In  order  to 
achieve  equality,  they  have  replaced 
charity  with  force,  and  personal  re- 
sponsibility with  Federal  care. 

As  Christians,  we  must  reject  this 
philosophy  of  federally-created  equal- 
ity. The  saved  individual  is  responsi- 
ble for  caring  for  himself  and  others. 
God  created  man  as  a  free  moral 
agent.  He  is  never  forced  to  accept 
the  doctrine  of  salvation.  However, 
he  is  responsible  for  his  reaction, 
whatever  it  may  be. 

The  story  of  the  good  Samaritan 
illustrates  our  relationship  to  others. 
The  priest  and  the  Levite  each  had 
the  choice  of  either  aiding  or  leav- 
ing the  man  beaten  by  thieves.  They 
both  voluntarily  chose  not  to  offer 
my  assistance.  But  the  good  Samari- 
tan proffered  his  services  to  the 
maimed  man.  He  acted  in  accordance 
to    God's    Word.    Furthermore,    the 


man  from  Samaria  did  not  search  out 
the  priest  and  the  Levite  and  compel 
them  each  to  pay  a  third  of  the  bill 
for  the  injured  man's  care.  The  ac- 
tions of  this  benevolent  man  -  were 
purely  voluntary  and  personal. 

This  Christian  philosophy  of  free- 
dom of  choice  and  personal  responsi- 
bility is  today  difficult  to  compre- 
hend for  many  of  our  leaders.  These 
individuals  attempt  to  reconcile  com- 
munist methods— public  ownership 
and  equalization  of  property  by  force 
for  the  "good  of  all"— wdth  the  divine 
teachings  of  Christ.  Yet,  the  parable 
of  the  talents  adequately  indicates 
that  equalitarianism  of  economic 
status  is  not  a  Christian  concept. 
Only  before  God  and  the  law  are  we 
to  be  equal. 

Compulsory  equality  removes  the 
freedom  of  choice  and  personal  re- 
sponsibility from  the  individual.  A 
simple  example  reveals  the  fallacy 
of  the  equalization  attitude.  In  an 
examination  in  an  elementary  school, 
one  student  attains  the  grade  of  nine- 
ty-five while  another  scores  a  fifty- 
five.  To  make  them  equal,  the  in- 
structor removes  twenty  points  from 
the  higher  grade  and  applies  them 
to  the  tally  of  the  needy  student. 
Consequently,  both  pupils  are  not 
only  equal  in  attainment  gradewise, 
but  are  also  satisfied  academically 
since  they  both  have  passing  marks. 
The  teacher  has  simply  employed  the 
equalization   theory  of  socialism. 

If   points    are    removed   from    the 


brighter  students,  they  will  soon  lose 
their  inceptive  for  highly  produc- 
tive work.  Why  should  they  strive  to 
secure  a  high  gi-ade  if  a  portion  is 
lopped  off  by  "authority"  and  be- 
stowed to  the  achievement  of  a  lesser 
student?  Yet,  this  is  the  goal  of  the 
liberals  in  their  federally-controlled 
programs. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  less-pro- 
ductive pupils,  knowing  that  their 
academic  necessities  will  be  supplied, 
will  be  relieved  of  the  obligation  of 
intellectual  pursuits.  Consequently, 
in  order  to  accomplish  anything  of  a 
productive  nature,  force  will  have 
to  be  applied  to  all. 

The  same  will  be  true  if  the  wel- 
fare-staters gain  free  reign  in  our 
Government.  And  our  country  seems 
bent  upon  rushing  blindly  and  madly 
into  the  establishment  of  this  so- 
called  equal  society. 

What  can  Christians  do?  First,  we 
must  be  aware  of  the  insidious  evils 
that  are  being  propagated  by  many 
of  our  intellectual  but  godless  lead- 
ers. Secondly,  we  are  constrained  to 
arouse  others  regarding  these  mat- 
ters. Finally  and  above  all,  we  must 
appeal  to  God  who  providentially  di- 
rects the  lives  of  men,  saved  or  lost. 
As  Christians,  we  must  assume  these 
responsibilities. 

Many  aware,  aroused  and  appeal- 
ing children  of  God,  led  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  can  curtail  and  even  stop  those 
who  VA'Ould  deprive  us  of  our  God- 
given  rights.

Question:  Name  some  of  the  best 
current  songbooks  available. 

Answer:  What  is  "best"  to  one 
might  be  "worst"  to  another  because 
tastes  vary  so  greatly.  There  may  be 
some  fine  hymnals  with  which  I  am 
not  acquainted,  and  I  would  hesitate 
to  say  that  any  one  book  would  be 
best  for  all  congregations.  On  the 
basis  of  my  own  comparative  analysis 


of  several  popular  hymnals,  the  re- 
sults of  a  poll  of  Brethren  ministers 
(1958)  and  the  comments  of  pastors 
during  the  past  three  years,  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  recommend  as  the  three 
hymnals  most  satisfactory  in  Breth- 
ren churches,  in  the  order  of  their 
preference: 

1.  Worship  and  Service  Hymnal, 
Hope  Publishing  Co. 

2.  Inspiring    Hymns,    Zondervan 
Pubhshing  Co. 

3.  Tabernacle  Hymns  No.  5,  Hope 
Publishing  Co.

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44  Y)  sliold  .  .  .  the  Lord,  whom  ye 
mJ  seek,  shall  suddenly  come  to 
his  temple  .  .  .  behold,  he  shall  come, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  But  who  may 
abide  the  day  of  his  coming?  and  who 
shall  stand  when  he  appeareth?  .  .  . 
And  I  will  come  near  to  you  to 
judgment,  and  I  will  be  a  swift  wit- 
ness against  the  sorcerers  .  .  ."

When  I  am  now  asked  to  describe 
differences  between  American  and 
European  Christians,  I  can  only  bring 
my  first  impressions  because  I  have 
only  been  in  this  country  for  a  short 
time.  Because  I  am  no  psychologist, 
I  am  only  able  to  describe  the  things 
which  strike  my  ears  and  eyes  and 
heart.  But  as  I  often  have  experienced 
in  life,  the  first  impressions  are  many 
times  the  last  impressions. 

Now,  first  of  all,  what  strikes  me 
in  the  house  of  God  is  the  lack  of 
devotion  which  is  often  in  the  Amer- 
ican services.  While  in  Europe  peo- 
ple often  come  long  before  services 
begin  (among  the  Brethren  they  sit 
half  an  hour  pra^dng  before  the  of- 
ficial sendee  begins),  and  a  spirit  of 
prayer  and  devotion  hovers  in  the 
church;  I  find  that  there  is  so  much 
disturbances  and  chat  at  the  besin- 

o 

ning  of  the  meetings  in  America. 
This  lack  of  devotion  and  fear  before 
the  presence  of  the  Lord  often  re- 
mains during  the  service.  And  as  it  is 
in  church  it  is  also  often  in  private

Hfe.  While  in  Europe  mosdy  the 
whole  hymn  is  sung.  You  here  sing 
more  hymns,  but  omit  special  verses 
which  are  essential  for  the  content 
of  the  hymn.  There  is  much  unrest 
and  excitement  and  often  appeal  for 
applause  which  is  not  spiritual.  The 
Lord  speaks:  "My  house  shall  be  a 
house  of  prayer."  This  is  most  essen- 
tial if  the  Holy  Spirit  shall  work. 

When  my  sister,  Grete  (my  wife) 
and  I  came,  we  were  much  anxious  to 
see  the  red  Indians,  but  when  we 
came  to  Indiana,  we  saw  the  white 
Indians  in  all  their  war  paint.  For 
they,  not  the  savages,  but  even  Chris- 
tians, wear  feathers  (in  their  hats) 
and  war  paint  (lips,  eyes,  nails,  etc.) 
and  precious  adornments  of  every 
sort.  We  just  wondered  how  that  may 
come  into  the  house  of  the  Lord!  But 
we  know  that  Jesus  loves  the  white 
Indians  in  spite  of  their  warlike  ap- 
parel. 

Much  worldliness  is  taking  place  in 
churches  of  Europe  and  much  dead- 
ness  among  so-called  Christians,  and 
I  believe  that  there  is  much  more  per- 
sonal interest  and  activity  among  the 
members  of  the  churches  in  America. 
That  gives  much  joy  and  blessing; 
the  percentage  of  the  population 
going  to  church  is  much  greater  in 
America  than  Europe. 

The  Brethren  in  Scandinavia  be- 
lieve that  the  government  of  the  as- 
sembly is  theocratic,  meaning  that 
God  governs.  God  will  lead  His  peo- 
ple today  in  the  Holy  Spirit  through 
His  ser\'ants  (just  hke  He  led  Israel 
in  the  desert),  but  like  many  places  in 
Europe  we  find  that  the  church  gov- 
ernment in  America  most  often  is  de- 
mocracy, where  the  people  nde  (by 
election)  the  matters  of  God.  So  the 
will  of  God  depends  upon  percentage. 

At  last  I  should  like  to  mention  dif- 
ferences in  character,  and  I  am  con- 
vinced that  God  looks  more  upon  the 
heart  than  upon  other  things.  Chris- 
tians from  all  nations  differ  very 
much  in  character,  which  only  proves

how  great  the  lack  of  sanctification 
is  among  the  saved— how  little  we 
have  of  the  mind  of  Christ.  You  be- 
loved American  brethren  have  many 
good  gifts  of  God.  You  have  the  spirit 
of  generosity,  which  all  the  world  has 
experienced.  You  see  the  great  need 
for  bringing  out  the  Gospel  to  for- 
eign countries,  and  God  has  used  you 
in  this  way  to  be  a  blessing  to  many. 

But  there  is  a  lack  in  the  American 
character  which  also  cleaves  with 
many  Christians,  and  that  is  the  spirit 
of  lack  of  responsibility.  And  you  will 
not  believe  it,  when  I  say  that  to  you, 
because  the  feature  is  so  deep  in  the 
heart.  What  is  the  strength  of  the 
Jews  is  your  weakness,  that  is  the 
spirit  of  faithfulness  which  the  Lord 
gives,  for  God  remains  faithful,  even 
if  we  are  unfaithful,  for  the  Lord 
cannot  deny  himself. 

But  now  I  say  to  all  of  us,  both  be- 
lievers and  unbelievers,  saved  and 
unsaved,  we  must  become  converted 
to  the  Lord.  Jesus  does  not  work  on 
the  surface,  but  in  the  deepest  of  the 
heart.  'Tor  he  will  be  like  a  refiner's 
fire,  and  like  fullers'  soap:  and  he 
shall  sit  as  a  refiner  and  purifier  of 
silver:  and  he  will  purify  the  sons 
of  Levi,  and  purge  them  as  gold  and 
silver,  that  they  may  offer  unto  the 
Lord  an  offering  in  righteousness" 
(Mai.  3:2-3).  Only  those  who  stand 
purified  and  sanctified  will  have  a 
hope  at  the  coming  of  the  Lord  to 
fetch  His  beloved  bride.  Without 
holiness  nobody  shall  see  the  Lord. 
The  bride  of  Christ  will  stand  in 
perfect  holiness  without  spot  and 
wrinkle  or  any  such   thing. 

"Do  not  say  in  yourselves:  We 
have  Abraham  for  our  father,  for  I 
say  unto  you  that  God  is  able  of 
these  stones  to  raise  up  children  to 
Abraham.  And  already  also  the  axe 
is  applied  to  the  root  of  the  trees;

B.— Because  in  public  school  you  don't  have  the  Bible  and  don't 

learn  about  Jesus  as  you  do  in  a  Chrisdan  school. 
G.— Because  you  can  work. 

Teachers 

are  real  nice  to  us.  We  get  fresh  air,  twenty  minute  recess,  half 

hour  of  devodons— it's  really  good.  We're  learning  John  3:16 

in  Spanish.  It's  fun. 

What  Do  You  Think  Is  the  Most  Important  Part  of  School? 

B.— The  first  part— we  pray  and  have  a  story  about  Jesus. 
K.-Chapel  and  devotions-because  they  tell  about  Jesus  and  help 
us  grow  in  Christian  faith. 

Do  You  Like  Devotions? 

J._Yes,  we  have  devotions  in  the  morning  and  chapel  in  the 

afternoon.  Our  teachers  tell  us  stories. 
R.-I  like  chapel.  They  tell  little  stories— when  you  go  back  to 

class,  things  go  over  in  your  mind.  The  Lord  really  has  worked. 

WouW  It  Be  Harder  To  Live  a  Christian  Life  in  Public  School? 

J.-Yes;  in  high  school  especially.  I  don't  want  to  go  to  public 
school.  I  want  to  learn  about  the  Lord.  I  have  been  telling  people 
about  the  Lord  every  chance  I  get.  Christian  school  helps  me 
to  witness  better.  I  feel  like  I  want  to  go  to  a  Christian  high 
school  too.  I  don't  feel  I  can  go  to  a  public  school. 

R.— Yes;  there  are  so  many  unsaved  kids  in  high  school.  They 
teach  that  man  came  from  monkeys.  I  think  we  should  go  to 
Chrisdan  day  school  so  that  we  can  learn,  and  when  we  get 
to  high  school  you  can  tell  them  men  don't  come  from  monkeys, 
and  tell  them  the  way  the  world  was  created. 

B.— Yes;  because  in  a  public  school  you  don't  learn  much  about 
Jesus.  If  you  want  to  be  a  missionary  nurse,  you  should  learn 
as  much  as  you  can  about  the  Lord  Jesus. 

K.— Yes;  in  a  public  school  there  were  dirty  stories,  and  it's  hard 
to  live  a  Chrisdan  life.

DIASPORA 

"Diaspora"  is  a  term  found  often 
in  books  on  New  Testament  back- 
grounds and  Jewish  histon'.  The 
word  itself  means  "dispersion"  (de- 
ri\ed  from  a  \erb  meaning  "to  sow 
or  scatter"),  and  was  used  in  a  tech- 
nical sense  to  describe  the  Jews  who 
lived  outside  of  Palestine.  The  first 
known  instance  in  which  the  term 
was  so  applied  occurs  in  the  Septua- 
agint  (Greek  translation  of  the  Old 
Testament)  rendering  of  Deuteron- 
omy  28:25:  "Thou  shalt  be  in  dis- 
persion among  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the   earth." 

In  the  davs  of  Christ,  the  Diaspora 
constituted  bv  far  the  largest  group 
of  Jew  s  in  the  Roman  Empire.  WTien 
the  exile  to  Babylon  ended,  manv 
chose  to  remain  in  that  foreign  land 
where   they  had   begun    to   prosper. 


NEW     TESTAMENT     WORD     STUDIES— 22

Later  conquests  bv  Alexander  gave 
opportunities  for  travel  and  resettle- 
ment. Jews  were  often  favorablv 
treated  bv  the  Greeks  and  bv  the 
Romans,  and  the  Jewish  population 
in  manv  cities  was  considerable.  In 
4  B.C.  there  were  about  eight  thou- 
sand  Jews  in  Rome  (AI.  C.  Tennev, 
Neir  Testament  Surrey,  p.  118). 

Although  the  Jews  of  the  Diaspora 
absorbed  much  Hellenistic  culture 
from  their  gentile  neighbors,  and 
were  often  resented  bv  their  more 
traditionallv-minded  Palestinian 

brethren  (cf.  Acts  6:1),  it  must  not 
be  supposed  that  the  Diaspora  was 
lax  in  its  religious  interests.  Thou- 
sands made  regular  pilgrimages  to 
Jerusalem  at  feast  times,  and  their 
s\Tiagogues  were  active  throughout 
the  empire. 

The  \vord  "diaspora"  appears  three 
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times  in  the  New  Testament,  al- 
though its  identitv'  as  a  noun  is  often 
obscured  bv  the  English  translation. 
W'Tien  Jesus  told  the  Jerusalem  Jews 
that  He  would  shordy  return  to  the 
One  who  had  sent  Him,  and  that 
thev  would  not  be  able  to  follow  Him, 
His  hearers  mused:  'Will  he  go  unto 
the  Diaspora  among  the  gentiles?' 
(John  7:35). 

James  wrote  his  epistle  to  the 
"t\\elve  tribes  which  are  in  the  Dias- 
pora" (James  1:1).  Again  the  term 
is  most  easilv  understood  in  the  tech- 
nical Jewish  sense. 

Peter  WTOte  his  first  epistle  to  the 
"foreigners  of  the  Diaspora  of  Pon- 
tus,  Galatia,  Cappadocia,  Asia,  and 
Bith\-nia"  (I  Pet.  1:1).  Jews  from 
three  of  these  regions  are  mentioned 
as  being  present  in  Jerusalem  on  the 
Day  of  Pentecost  (Acts  2:9).  Although 
some  e.xplain  the  last  two  instances 
as  figurative  of  all  Christians  who 
are  awav  from  their  heavenly  home 
during  their  earthly  pilgrimage,  there 
is  no  reason  for  supposing  Peter's 
meaning  to  be  anv  other  than  the 
usual  one— he  was  writing  to  con- 
\'erted  Jews  who  dwelt  in  the  afore- 
mentioned areas.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  Peter's  specific  area  of  min- 
istrv  was  to  Jews  (Gal.  2:7).  Further- 
more, Paul's  program  of  evangelizing 
involved  the  presenting  of  the  Gos- 
pel to  s\Tiagogues  as  the  first  step  in 
evers'  cit\'  where  it  was  possible.  The 
Epistles  of  James  and  of  I  Peter  are 
thus  t\\o  of  the  New  Testament  let- 
ters addressed  to  such  converts.

Believers 
even-^vhere  can  rejoice  in  this  truth, 
and  thank  God  that  our  confidence 
is  not  in  a  creed,  nor  an  ethical  sys- 
tem, nor  an  organization,  but  in  a 
person,  the  blessed  person  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  true  and  the 
h\ing  God.  We  of  this  generation 
know  onlv  too  well  that  creeds, 
s\  stems,  and  organizations  may  crum- 
ble overnight,  but  not  so  with  our 
Lord.  He,  the  Rock  of  Ages,  is  the 
same  vesterdav,  today,   and  forever. 

One  reason  why  the  Lord  is  our 
confidence  is  that  of  His  person.  It 
is  because  of  who  He  is  that  we  have 
confidence  in  Him.  Consider  Jesus 
Christ!  WTiat  does  the  Scriptures  say 
concerning  Him? 

We  read  from  the  Gospel  accord- 
ing to  John,  the  first  chapter  and  the 
first  verse:  "In  the  beginning  was  the 
Word,  and  the  \\'ord  was  with  God, 
and  the  Word  was  God."  The  four- 
teenth verse  savs:  "Atid  the  Word  irns 
made  flesh,  and  d^velt  among  us,  (and 
we  beheld  his  glon.-,  the  glon.-  as  of 
the  onlv  begotten  of  the  Father,)  full 
of  grace  and  truth."  This  from  the 
pages  of  the  Holy  Scripture  is  testi- 
monv  to  the  fact  that  God  took  upon 
himself  flesh  and  dwelt  among  us; 
ves,  and  this  "A\^ord"  was  Jesus  Christ. 
God  incarnate. 

The  w  ords  of  our  Lord  in  the  tenth 
chapter  of  this  same  Gospel  assert: 
"I  and  mv  Father  are  one"  (John  10: 
30).  Our  Lord  makes  a  direct  claim 
to  being  God.  There  is  much  opposi- 
tion to  this  in  our  day.  Men  say 
that  Jesus  did  not  mean  that  He 
was  God  but  only  that  they  were  one 
in  purpose.  To  this  I  would  ask,  is 
our  comprehension  better  than  that 
of  those  who  were  there  and  heard 
Him?  Certainly  not;  consider  their  re- 
action. They  sought  to  stone  Him,  for 
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in  their  words  they  say:  "Because 
that  thou,  being  a  man,  makest  thy- 
self God"  (John  10:33). 

Turn  with  me  to  the  Book  of  the 
Revelation  and  read  again  what  the 
Scripture  savs  concerning  Jesus 
Christ.  We  have  in  the  twenty-sec- 
ond chapter  the  last  message  of  the 
Bible:  ".And  behold,  I  come  quickly; 
and  mv  reward  is  with  me  ...  I  am 
.Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and 
the  end,  the  first  and  the  last  .  .  . 

Is  there  anv  wonder  then  that  we 
have  our  confidence  in  Him?  He  is 
the  mighrv  God,  the  Creator  of  the 
universe,  all  powerful,  all  knovWng, 
all   lo\ing;    the   King   of   kings   and

Lord  of  lords.  We  are  turned  to  Him 
as  we  recognize  our  weaknesses  in 
the  light  of  His  power  and  our  limi- 
tations in  the  hght  of  His  might. 

The  Bible  is  careful  to  teach  us 
that  Jesus  is  God,  but  also  careful 
to  show-  that  Jesus  is  true  humanity-. 
Our  confidence  in  Him  is  based  just 
as  much  on  His  humanit\-  as  it  is  on 
His  deit\-,  for  only  through  the  hu- 
manit\-  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  can 
we  know  that  God  is  interested  in 
us.  That  Christ  left  hea^-en's  glon," 
to  walk  this  vale  of  tears  is  e\idence 
of  Gods  interest  in  us.  To  know  a 
person  of  vast  wealth  and  power  is 
no  reason  to  inspire  confidence,  but 
to  know  such  a  person  and  also  to 
know  that  he  is  interested  in  you  and 
willing  to  impart  to  you  all  the  wealth 
and  power  he  possesses  is  more  than 
sufficient  reason  to  inspire  confi- 
dence. 

We  have  confidence  in  our  coun- 
try because  it  is  of  vast  power,  and 
that  power  will  work  in  our  behalf 


because  we  are  citizens.  How  much 
more  confidence  should  we  have  in 
our  Lord  when  we  recognize  that  we 
belong  to  Him  bv  faith! 

From  Genesis  to  Revelation  the 
Bible  speaks  of  God's  interest  in  man. 
God  was  interested  in  Adam.  He 
made  him  a  helpmeet  and  then,  even 
after  the  sin  of  Adam,  God  sought 
him  and  pro\ided  skins  for  the  naked- 
ness of  Adam  and  his  helpmeet. 
God  was  interested  in  Xoah.  He 
w  amed  him  of  coming  judgment  and 
instructed  him  how-  to  escape  that 
judoment.  God  was  interested  in 
.Abraham  and  led  him  in  ways  he  did 
not  know ;  vet  he  trusted  God. 

God  w  as  interested  in  Daniel,  and 
He  deUvered  him  from  the  lion"s 
den.  King  Darius,  after  a  night  of 
concern  and  anguish,  went  to  the  den 
and  called:  "Daniel,  servant  of  the 
li\ino  God,  is  thv  God,  whom  thou 
ser\-est  continually,  able  to  dehver 
thee  from  the  lions?"  (Dan.  6:20). 
Daniel's  answer  confirmed  that  God 
was  interested  and  had  sent  His 
angels  to  protect  Daniel. 

God's  interest  in  men  is  wonderful, 
though  for  us  today  it  seems  afar 
off:  but  when  C^  sent  His  Son  into 
the  world,  all  of  God's  love  and  in- 
terest were  manifest  in  Him  and 
proclaimed  by  Him.  It  is  through 
Jesus  Christ  that  we  come  to  a  real 
understanding  of  C^'s  interest  in 
mankind.  It  is  through  Him  that  this 
love  and  interest  are  directed  to  us. 

The  great  purpose  in  Christ's  com- 
ing from  heaven's  glon,-  was  to  take 
ujx)n  himself  flesh  to  dwell  among 
us  so  that  He  might  redeem  us 
from  our  lost  estate,  and  that  by  the 
wav  of  the  cross.  Jesus  Christ,  we 
are  told  in  the  Book  of  The  Revela- 
tion, was  God's  Lamb  slain  from 
the  foundation  of  the  world.

{Editor's  note:  Paul  Alhus,  of  Long  Beach, 
CaUfomui,  preached  this  sermon  and  won 
first  place  in  the  "preacher  hoy"  contest 
at  National  Youth  Camp,  Estes  Park,  Colo- 
rado. The  Missionary  Herald  awarded  him 
a    $75    scholarship    at    Grace    College.) 

One  evening  many  years  ago  a 
man  and  his  espoused  wife  made 
their  journey  to  a  small  town  in  Judea 
where  they  were  to  be  taxed.  The 
woman  was  riding  on  an  animal  and 
was  heavy  with  child.  As  they  traveled 
through  the  small  town  they  could 
not  find  an  inn  where  they  could 
stay.  Each  innkeeper  turned  them 
away  until  one  offered  a  small  stable. 
During  the  night,  the  woman  bore 
a  child  and  put  Him  in  a  manger  and 
called  His  name  Jesus.  The  scene  of 
this  birth  was  unknown  by  the  greater 
part  of  this  town  called  Bethlehem, 
for  it  was  visited  by   a  handful  of 
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lo\\'l\'  shepherds  and  some  Wise  Men 
from  the  East.  Because  of  various 
circumstances,  this  family  was  led 
to  make  their  home  in  the  city  of 
Nazareth  where  the  young  child  was 
raised.  At  the  age  of  twelve,  he 
astounded  the  Jewish  leaders  when 
he  said:  "I  must  be  about  my  Father's 
business."  He  later  went  to  the  re- 
gions of  Galilee  to  spend  three  of  the 
most  enlightening  years  that  the 
world  has  ever  known.  However,  this 
young  man  never  wrote  a  book,  never 
held  an  office,  never  owned  a  home, 
never  had  a  family,  never  traveled 
t\A'o  hundred  miles  from  the  place 
where  He  v\'as  born.  He  never  did 
one  of  the  things  which  accompany 
greatness.  He  had  no  credentials  but 
himself.  Who  was  this  most  unusual 
personality  and  why  did  He  come? 


I  believe  that  there  are  three  rea- 
sons why  Jesus  came  into  this  world. 
The  first  reason  why  I  believe  that 
Jesus  came  into  this  world  was  to 
show  us  what  God  is  like.  What  is 
God  like?  This  is  a  valid  question, 
for  even  His  own  disciples  asked  Him 
this  question  when  they  said:  "Show 
us  the  Father."  Jesus  answered  them 
and  said:  "No  man  hath  seen  God 
at  any  time,  the  only  begotten  Son 
which  is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Father, 
he  hath  declared  him." 

Yes;  Jesus  came  to  show  us  what 
God  is  like.  In  John  3:16,  the  Bible 
declares:  "For  God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast- 
ing life."  God  so  loved  the  world. 
Oh,  if  we  could  only  realize  the  full 
meaning  of  God's  love.  It  has  been 
said  that  all  the  love  and  compassion 
of  all  the  ages  was  put  into  one  verse 
in  the  Bible  when  it  says,  "Jesus 
wept."  Yes;  the  matchless  Son  of  God 
shed  tears  for  the  burdens  of  man- 
kind. God  is  love.  Not  only  is  He 
the  God  of  love,  but  also  He  is  the 
God  of  holiness,  and  demands  us  to 
be  holy  for  He  says:  "Be  ye  holy;  for 

I  am  holy."  And  this  is  the  second 
reason  why  I  believe  Jesus  came  into 
this  world;  that  is,  to  show  us  what 
man  ought  to  be  like.  What  should 
man  be  like?  The  Bible  declares  in 

II  Corinthians  6:17:  "Come  out  from 
among  them,  and  be  ye  separate, 
saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  the  un- 
clean thing;  and  I  will  receive  you." 

Man  ought  to  be  separated.  We 
have  no  backbone,  no  character,  no 
standards  to  live  by  in  this  day  and 
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age  when  communism  is  infiltrating 
the  very  nation  in  which  we  Hve. 
Man  should  not  only  be  separated, 
but  surrendered  to  this  holy  and  just 
God.  In  Luke  9:23,  Jesus  says:  "If 
any  man  will  come  after  me,  let  him 
deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross 
daily,  and  follow  me"— this  glorious, 
redeeming  Son  of  God,  you  must 
deny  yourself  of  all  and  "Be  not 
conformed  to  this  world:  but  be  ye 
transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your 
mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that 
good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect, 
will  of  God."  Are  you  surrendered  to 
this  holy  and  just  God  who  cannot 
look  upon  sin?  In  Psalm  66:18  it  also 
says:  "If  I  regard  iniquity  in  mv  heart, 
the  Lord  will  not  hear  me."  Oh,  that 
we  might  fall  on  our  knees  before  this 
holy  God  and  surrender  and  devote 
ourselves  entirely  to  Him  and  the 
work  of  His  Son,  Jesus  Christ. 

Now  that  we  have  followed  Him 
through  His  early  childhood  and 
Galilean  ministry,  we  must  now  fol- 
low Him  to  the  most  important  scene 
of  His  life. 

And  this  brings  me  to  the  third 
reason  why  I  believe  that  Jesus  came 
into  this  world,  and  this  is  by  far 
the  most  important  reason.  Jesus 
Christ  came  into  this  world  to  show 
us  what  death  MUST  be  like.  What 
is  death  like?  Many  of  us  have  at- 
tended funerals  where  we  have  seen 
the  sorrow,  anguish,  tears,  and  heart- 
aches of  lo^'ed  ones  who  have  lost  the 
one  thev  loved.  Where  have  they 
gone?  Death  has  taken  them  awav 
from  friends,  family,  home,  posses- 
sions, and  all  this  life  has  to  offer. 
But  the  separation  which  death 
brings  is  not  to  be  compared  with 
the  awful  and  terrible  statement  of 
the  Word  of  God  in  Hebrews  9:27, 
where  it  says:  "As  it  is  appointed  unto 
man  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the 
judgment."  Yes;  death  is  a  condemn- 
ing penalty. 

In  Romans  6:23,  the  Bible  says: 
"The  wages  of  sin  is  death." 

The  story  is  told  of  a  judge  in  a 
certain  Midwestern  town  who  one 
day  came  face  to  face  with  his  own 
son  in  his  own  court.  His  son  had 
stolen  a  car  and  was  to  be  charged 
for  his  theft.  It  was  indeed  a  sad 
occasion  when  the  court  convened 
that  day.   Many  folks  in   this  small 


country  town  gathered  at  the  court- 
house to  witness  this  most  unusual 
case.  As  the  judge  entered  the  court- 
room to  face  his  young  son,  his  coun- 
tenance was  determined  and  very 
sober.  He  faced  his  son  and  leaned 
over  the  judgment  bar  and  said  with 
no  words  of  hope:  "I  sentence  you 
to  three  years  in  prison  or  a  fine  of 
three  hundred  dollars."  The  boy  in 
shame  and  helplessness  hung  his 
head  low.  Just  then  the  judge  arose 
from  his  political  desk,  and  walked 
over  to  the  rack  and  hung  up  his 
judicial  robe.  Then  to  the  amazement 
of  the  courtroom  audience,  walked 
over  to  his  boy  who  was  standing  in 
shame  in  front  of  the  judgment  bar. 
With  tears  in  his  eyes,  he  put  his  arm 
around  his  boy  and  said:  "Son,  as 
your  judge,  I  had  to  sentence  you, 
but  as  your  father,  I'll  pay  the  pen- 
alty for  you."  Even  as  that  father 
paid  that  penalty  for  that  son,  so 
Jesus  Christ  has  paid  that  condemn- 
ing penalty  for  you. 

Visualize  with  me  for  a  moment,  if 
you  will,  that  terrible,  awful  scene 
that  surrounded  the  crucifixion  of 
our  blessed  Lord.  See  Him  trudge  up 
Golgotha's  rugged  road.  See  this 
matchless  Christ  sink  beneath  the 
load  of  that  Roman  cross  which  was 
placed  on  His  back.  It  wasn't  the 
weight  of  the  cross  that  weakened 
Him.  It  was  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world.  That  awful  condemning  pen- 
alty of  sin  was  on  the  back  of  this 
rejected  One  because  He  said:  "Go 
and  sin  no  more."  Rejected  because 
He  said;  "I  am  the  light  of  the  world." 
Rejected  because  He  said:  "Arise, 
take  up  thy  bed  and  walk."  Rejected 
because  He  said:  "I  am  come  that 
they  might  have  life,  and  that  they 
might  have  it  more  abundantly." 


Yes;  this  God-man  Jesus  Christ  was 
rejected  some  two  thousand  years  ago. 
Yet,  in  spite  of  the  jeering,  spitting, 
mocking  throng  of  people  who 
watched  His  anguish.  He  kept  trudg- 
ing up  that  road  that  led  to  the  place 
of  the  skull,  the  place  of  His  cruci- 
fixion. There  on  that  dark  and  dis- 
mal day,  the  Roman  soldiers  nailed 
Him  to  a  cross  by  driving  thick  Ro- 
man spikes  through  His  hands  and 
His  feet.  A  Roman  spear  was  driven 
through  His  side,  and  the  blood 
flov\'ed  from  that  old  Roman  crucifix 
as  though  it  would  never  cease.  They 
lifted  the  cross  high  into  the  air  and 
dropped  it  as  it  were  into  the  hole 
of  redemption  and  the  anguish  of 
Jesus  was  unbearable  to  the  human 
eye  when  His  flesh  was  torn  by  the 
force  of  its  fall.  It  seemed  as  thoush 
the  weight  of  eternity  dropped  with 
that  cross.  But  with  that  last  gasp  of 
breath,  Jesus  cried  out  a  note  that 
rang  down  through  the  ages  when 
He  cried,  "If  is  finished!"  Yes,  my 
friend,  it  is  finished,  and  Jesus  Christ 
died  that  day  for  you.  His  blood 
that  flowed  from  Calvary  was  the 
final  pa\Tnent  for  the  remission  of 
sins.  And  you  by  simple  faith  in  His 
atoning  blood  can  know  the  joy  of 
forgiveness  of  sins. 

But  my  friend,  not  only  is  death 
a  condemning  penalty,  but  it  is  also 
a  glorious  hope.  For  the  Bible  de- 
clares in  I  Thessalonians  4:  "For  the 
Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heav- 
en with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of 
the  archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of 
God:  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall 
rise  first.  Then  we  which  are  alive 
and  remain  shall  be  caught  up  to- 
gether with  them  in  the  clouds,  to 
meet  the  Lord  in  the  air:  and  so 
shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord." 

The  words  of  the  hymnwriter  be- 
come so  vivid  as  he  says:  "When  I 
survey  the  wondrous  cross.  On  which 
the  Prince  of  glory  died.  My  richest 
gain  I  count  but  loss.  And  pour  con- 
tempt on  all  my  pride.  Were  the 
whole  realm  of  nature  mine.  That 
were  a  present  far  too  small;  Love  so 
amazing,  so  divine.  Demands  my  soul, 
my  life,  my  ALL. 

Let  us  all  cry  with  John  of  old  as 
he  penned  the  last  few  words  of  the 
Bible  when  he  said:  "Even  so,  come 
Lord  Jesus. 
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Introducing  the 

National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Schools

At  the  National  Conference  at 
Estes  Park,  Colorado,  in  August 
1961,  a  Brethren  schools  fellowship 
was  formed,  to  be  known  as  the  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren  Schools. 
We  feel  that  this  represents  an  im- 
portant forward  step  in  the  advance 
of  the  Christian  dav-school  movement 
in  our  Brotherhood. 

Rev.  Henr\'  Rempel  was  elected 
president,  with  Rev.  Charles  Taber 
as  executive  secretar\'  and  Rev.  Clyde 
Landnun  as  treasurer. 

It  was  decided  in  the  meetings  held 
that  in  order  to  promote  the  tN-pe  of 
education  pleasing  to  God  that 
we  formulate  a  plan  to  unite  all  our 
Brethren  schools  in  a  common  pur- 
pose to  present  the  philosophy  and 
general  foundational  truths  of  Chris- 
tian education.  The  Christian  new- 
point  taught  in  Grace  Theological 
Seminar^'  is  the  \-iewpoLnt  toward 
which  we  are  aiming  in  ever\-  level 
of  education  from  kindergarten 
through  college.  This  means  that  if 
the  Word  of  God  is  the  final  au- 
thority' for  truth  in  the  Seminar)',  it 
must  be  the  final  authorit\'  all  the 
wav  from  kindergarten  through  col- 
lege. 

The  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Schools  is  expected  to  publish  a  news 
sheet  regularly  for  the  purpose  also 
of  defending  the  philosophy  of 
Christian  education.  We  appreciate 
also  the  kindness  of  the  editor  of  this 
magazine  in  allowing  us  space  each 
month. 

Conferences  and  rallies  will  be  pro- 
moted from  time  to  time,  with  the 
first  one  scheduled  to  be  held  in 
Brethren  High  School  of  Paramoiont. 

In  1947  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Long  Beach  started  a  school  with 


ninetv-three  students,  five  teachers 
and  grades  one  through  eight.  By 
1961  the  student  body  has  grown  to 
531,  with  thirt\'-five  teachers.  Now 
this  school  has  graduated  396  with  a 
regular  high-school   diploma. 

Soon  after  1947  other  schools  be- 
gan to  spring  up  in  California  and 
die  movement  spread  eastward.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  portion  of  the  report  given 
to  the  last  National  Conference  at 
Estes  Park.  Eleven  churches  reported 
sponsoring  schools.  They  are:

7. 
Osceola,  Indiana:  kindergarten  to 
grade  7;  enrollment  102,  staff  5. 
Phoenix,  Arizona:  kindergarten  to 
grade  4;  enrollment  100,  staff  5. 
San    Bernardino,    California:    kin- 
dergarten to  grade  6;  enrollment 
60,  staff  3. 
Warsaw,  Indiana:  kindergarten  to 
grade  6;  enrollment  62,  staff  6. 
\'\Tiittier,   California    (Communit}' 
Brethren):  kindergarten  to  grade 
8;  enrollment  250,  staff   11. 
In  addition  to  these  day  schools,  we 
mav  count  the  boarding  school  of  the 
Brethren    Navajo    Mission   with    an 
enrollment  of  62  and  a  staff  of  4. 
This    makes    a    total    enrollment    of 
1,586  and  a  total  staff  of  82.  These 
schools  represented  in  the  past  year 
an    investment    of    almost    $205,000 
most  of  it  coming  from  tuition  paid 
bv  parents. 

A  lav  the  Lord  use  this  organiza- 
tion to  strengthen  the  morale  of  our 
schools  bv  providing  opportunities 
for  regular  fellowship,  to  improve  the 
efficiencv  of  our  work  through  regu- 
lar exchange  of  information,  ideas, 
and  experiences,  and  to  promote  the 
Christian-dav  school  movement  by 
everv  a\'ailable  means  of  promotion 
and  publicity'.

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The   Danger   of   Fallout! 

The  recent  conversational  subject  in  the  U.  S.  is  sur- 
vival under  atomic  attack.  The  deepening  shadow  of 
crisis  in  Berlin  has  erupted  a  flurry  of  interest  in  securing 
adequate  protection  in  case  of  a  surprise  thermonuclear 
attack.  Russia's  constant  threat  of  exploding  nuclear 
bombs  with  energy  in  excess  of  50  million  tons  of  TNT 
has  stimulated  sober  reflections  concerning  the  future. 
The  most  deadly  of  all  the  bomb's  effects,  according 
to  the  opinion  of  civil  defense  authorities,  is  the  radio- 
active fallout.  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  deaths  suffered  in  an  atomic  attack  would 
come  from  fallout  radiation.  A  program  of  marking  and 
identifying  public  buildings  that  could  serve  as  a  shelter 
in  time  of  attack  is  being  initiated.  An  adequate  national 
system  of  fallout  shelters  could  conceivably  save  mil- 
lions of  lives. 

There  is  a  striking  parallel  to  this  in  the  spiritual  realm. 
A  dread  all-out  Satanic  attack  is  presendy  being  waged 
against  the  church,  and  the  Bible  warns  that  the  Chris- 
tian's greatest  peril  is  a  falling  away.  II  Peter  3;  17  pin- 
points the  danger  in  these  words,  ".  .  .  beware  lest  ye  also, 
being  led  away  with  the  error  of  the  wicked,  fall  from 
your  own  steadfastness."  Satan  is  wreaking  havoc  in 
our  midst.  He  is  set  upon  destroying  the  effective  wit- 
ness of  believers.  His  aim  is  to  cause  the  child  of  God  to 
fall  away  from  his  sweet  communion  and  fellowship  in 
Christ. 

The  most  critical  of  all  quesrions  is  how  can  the  Chris- 
tian survive  this  Satanic  attack?  Where  can  the  saint 
find  a  shelter  from  this  tragic  falling  away  into  spirit- 
ual defeat?  The  Apostle  Jude  points  to  the  only  adequate 
shelter  in  verse  24  of  his  epistle:  "Now  unto  him  [Jesus 
Christ]  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from  falling,  and  to  pre- 
sent vou  faultless  before  the  presence  of  his  glory  with 
exceeding  joy." 

The  shelter  provides  protecrion  for  only  those  who 
are  on  the  inside.  The  door  is  open.  The  responsibility  of 
entering  is  ours.— R. E.G.

Youth  Is  on  the  March! 

The  world  knows  the  value  of  vouth  on  the  march.  The 
military  depends  on  them.  Communism  captures  them 
and  uses  them.  Every  rabble-rouser  employs  youth  as  his 
beachhead.  It  is  not  that  vouth  is  riotous  or  uncontrol- 
lable. But  vouth  that  is  misguided  can  be  a  terrible  thing. 

Our  congratulations  are  to  Brother  Dave  Hockins  who 
is  following  in  the  train  of  those  who  have  done  wonder- 
ful things  for  our  Brethren  vouth.  As  the  new  Youth  Di- 
rector in  our  National  Fellowship,  we  bespeak  for  him  a 
time  of  joy  and  blessing.  We  would  plead  for  full  co- 
operation in  the  support  of  this  program  in  prayer  and 
in  financial  support.  We  anticipate  great  victories  for 
our  Brethren  young  people. 

We  have  a  tremendous  vouth  program  in  Africa.  There 
are  now  between  3,000  and  4,000  who  are  partners  in 
it,  and  the  hope  is  to  soon  enlist  as  many  as  10,000  voung 
people  in  the  program.  Just  \\'hat  form  the  final  program 
will  take  is  not  yet  e-\'ident,  but  Brethren  vouth  in  Africa 
is  on   the  march. 

In  all  of  our  fields  vouth  is  in  step  with  the  future. 
Camps,  rallies,  Bible  institutes,  gospel  teams  and  such, 
depend  on  the  youth,  and  at  the  same  time  they  furnish 
leadership  for  them.  Whether  in  the  U.S.  or  in  the  "re- 
gions beyond,"  youth  needs  your  sympathetic  interest 
and  prayer  that  programs  employed  will  be  such  as  the 
church  in  that  land  can  adopt  and  adapt  to  their  needs. 

The  Early  Church  and  the  New  Church  of  Today 

We  read  of  the  Early  Church  experiences  in  the  Book 
of  Acts  and  immediately  think  of  experiences  verv  similar 
in  the  new  churches  in  the  ^'arious  foreign-mission  fields. 

o 

The  Early  Church  had  to  find  itself  in  relation  to  the 
living  Lord  Jesus  who  had  been  with  them  in  human  form 
and  then  went  away,  and  they  needed  to  come  to  an 
appreciation  of  His  spiritual  presence.  The  new  church 
must  come  to  realize  His  spiritual  presence  and  that  Ele 
is  real,  a  person  in  their  midst. 

The  Early  Church  had  to  be  Aveaned  awav  from  the 
trust  in  the  apostles  for  everything,  and  encouraged  until 
they  would  look  past  the  apostles  to  the  blessed  Holy 
Spirit  for  their  guidance  and  direction.  Today  one  of  the 
hard  things  is  to  bring  about  the  condition  by  which  the 


new  churches  \\ill  look  beyond  the  missionaries  and  re- 
cei\'e  their  leadership  from  the  blessed  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Early  Church  caught  the  vision  of  missionary 
zeal  and  saw  the  gloriousness  of  the  pri\ilege  of  getting 
the  Gospel  out  to  others.  They  said:  "We  cannot  but  speak 
the  things  \\'hich  we  have  seen  and  heard."  The  newborn 
church  in  every  land  is  a  witnessing  church,  evangelistic 
and  missionary  in  its  very  structure.  They  received  this 
glorious  good  news,  they  desire  to  give  it  to  others. 

The  apostles  mo\'ed  on  in  the  days  of  the  Early  Church, 
but  the  church  remained.  Only  for  a  few  months  or  a 
few  years  did  the  apostles  tarry  in  one  place.  A  church 
was  established  and  began  to  function  as  a  church.  The 
missionary  is  verv  much  like  the  apostle.  He  should  be 
careful  not  to  have  his  feet  stick  fast  in  one  place  so  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  cannot  move  him  at  will.  It  is  probably 
true  that  in  the  modern  missionary  movement  Bible 
schools,  seminaries,  and  schools  of  various  descriptions  are 
the  best  means  to  use  in  teaching  the  national  believers 
that  "they  may  teach  others  also."  This  requires  some  sta- 
bility, but  even  vet  there  is  a  principle  very  similar  in  the 
two  epochs. 

The  Early  Church  had  problems.  There  were  momen- 
tous problems  in  which  the  operation  of  the  very  grace 
of  God  was  at  stake.  Every  new  church  in  a  pioneer  area 
has  problems.  They  will  probably  be  different  or  addi- 
tional problems,  but  upon  the  solution  of  them  rests  the 
effecti\'eness  and  stability  of  the  church. 

The  Early  Church  had  a  church  council  or  conference. 
It  \\'as  used  in  settling  some  of  these  very  grave  problems. 
The  apostles  were  there.  Thev  did  the  teaching,  the  coun- 
seling, the  advising.  It  seems  thev  were  used  to  put  iron 
in  the  blood  of  these  nev\'  converts.  But,  it  was  not  the 
apostles  but  the  believers  who  made  the  decisions.  This 
seems  to  be  the  ideal  situation  in  relation  to  councils 
and  conferences  in  the  national  churches  in  the  various 
lands. 

The  message  of  salvation  was  central  in  the  Early 
Church.  Then  those  \\'ho  were  saved  were  taught  until 
they  grew  from  babyhood  to  adulthood  in  the  faith. 
This  is  exactly  what  we  see  in  the  mission  fields  of  todav. 

There  is  such  great  similarity  bet^veen  the  Early  Church 
and  the  new  churches  in  the  foreign-mission  fields.  Prav 
that  in  our  modern  missionary  movement,  we  will  never 
forsake  the  old  landmarks  of  faith  and  practice.

Comparisons  Are 
Odious,  But"!

student    pastors    eagerly    read    the    first    issue    of    the    new    Sango- 
language  magazine  for  pastors.  "The  Shepherd's  Staff" 


{Editor's  note:  Because  of  the  fine  response 
from  missionaries  in  suhmitting  articles  for 
the  October  Literature  Issue,  there  was  not 
space  to  include  Brother  Taber's  article,  so 
it    was     held    for    this    month.) 

The  other  day  I  consulted  the  card 
file  of  a  cit)'  library  to  find  works 
about  a  rather  technical  aspect  of 
education.  I  was  indignant  to  find 
that  in  the  whole  library  there  was 
not  a  single  title  or  author  listed  in 

O 

connection  with  the  subject  in  which 
I  was  interested.  Imagine  a  library 
so  lacking  in  important  information! 

We  have  come  to  take  for  granted 
that  even  in  small  towns  the  library 
will  have  something  on  practically 
any  subject.  And  in  big  city  and  uni- 
versity libraries— to  say  nothing  of 
the  Library  of  Congress— we  are  ac- 
customed to  the  miles  of  shelves  and 
the  tens— or  hundreds— of  thousands 
of  books  upon  them.  Even  if  all  that 
is  worthless  or  mere  repetition  were 
eliminated,  there  would  still  be  thou- 
sands of  titles  in  English  or  other 
European  languages. 

But  let  us  limit  the  field  to  good 
Christian  literature.  In  America  we 
have  every  conceivable  type  of  liter- 
ature in  inconceivable  quantities.  Let 
us  look  at  a  few  kinds  that  we  use 
constantly. 

First,  there  is  literature  for  evan- 
gelism, largely  in  the  form  of  tracts. 
I  have  been  trying  for  weeks  to  find 
time  simply  to  sort  through  the  mass 
of  different  tracts  to  choose  certain 
ones    to    order   for    the    use    of   our 


church.  Leaving  aside  the  useless 
ones  (of  which  there  are  plenty!) 
we  are  actually  confused  by  the  ex- 
cess of  available  material. 

Now  conceive  of  a  situation  where 
there  is  not  only  no  choice  between 
several  types  of  tracts,  but  where 
there  is  hardly  one  tract  at  all  avail- 
able to  make  the  Gospel  known  to 
readers.  That  is  the  situation  now  in 
the  Central  African  Republic.  What 
tracts  there  are  have  been  published 
in  small  quantities  for  use  in  purely 
local  situations.  There  is  desperate 
need  for  many  thousands  of  tracts, 
now  that  a  large  portion  of  the 
population  can  read  simple  material. 
Where  will  they  come  from? 

Then  there  is  literature  for  Chris- 
tians: teaching  and  encouragement 
for  young  Christians,  literature  to 
answer  problems,  literature  to  feed 
the  heart,  and  literature  to  instruct. 
We  have  devotional  books,  biograph- 
ies, commentaries,  Sunday-school 
quarterlies,  and  a  multitude  of  other 
specialized  types  of  literature.  We 
also  have  a  number  of  periodicals 
that  in  a  large  measure  overlap  in 
method  and  appeal. 

Now  consider  the  situation  in  Cen- 
tral Africa,  where  of  all  this  there  are 
only  a  few  quarterlies  made  in  recent 
years,  a  couple  of  brief  handbooks  of 
Bible  truth,  and  one  small  monthlv 
of  general  appeal.  Even  a  very  slow 
reader  could  get  through  all  avail- 
able material  in  a  matter  of  hours,  or 
a  couple  of  days.   Then  what  will 


African  Christians  read  for  blessing 
and  edification? 

Finally,  consider  the  preacher  and 
teacher  of  the  Word.  The  average 
preacher  in  this  country  has  in  his 
library  more  commentaries  dealing 
\\'ith  any  given  passage  than  he  has 
time  to  consult  in  the  preparation  of 
a  sermon.  He  does,  however,  find  it 
useful,  and  in  fact  necessary,  to  con- 
sult books,  for  they  are  the  basic 
tools  of  his  trade.  A  large  part  of  his 
education  was  spent  in  acquainting 
him  with  the  use  of  these  tools.  Few 
preachers  could  for  a  period  of  years 
prepare  worthwhile  messages  mth- 
out  the  stimulation  of  books. 

Now  put  yourself  in  the  shoes  of 
a  preacher  who,  with  a  minimal  edu- 
cation, is  sent  out  to  preach  with  a 
New  Testament,  a  set  of  mimeo- 
graphed notes  from  Bible  Institute, 
and  a  few  helps  sent  out  from  time 
to  time  bv  a  missionary.  How  can  he 
feed  his  flock?  How  can  he  feed  his 
o\\'n  soul?  This  is  the  dilemma  of 
the  ministry  in  the  Central  African 
Republic. 

Brethren,  something  must  be  done! 
To  produce  the  kind  and  quantity  of 
literature  desperately  needed,  it  takes 
personnel  devoted  full  time  to  this 
work.  It  takes  money  for  equipment 
and  for  the  production  of  large  edi- 
tions. It  takes  vision  to  train  national 
writers  and  editors  to  supplement  the 
efforts  of  missionaries.  From  you,  it 
will  take  prayer  and  sacrificial  giving. 
Will  you  answer  the  challenge? 
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LOVE'S  LABOR  NOT  LOST 


For  a  number  of  years  we  have 
been  listeninp  to  foreign  missionaries 
say  that  the  hope  of  the  mission 
field  is  the  national  believer.  I  also 
am  one  of  those  who  have  said  that 
we,  as  North  Americans,  cannot  hope 
to  evangelize  Argentina  with  just  the 
small  force  that  we  have.  And,  during 
the  time  I  have  been  on  the  mis- 
sion field,  I  have  found  that  the 
Brethren  people  have  been  very  sym- 
pathetic and  patient.  But,  it  would 
not  be  fair  to  any  of  us,  whether  mis- 
sionary or  layman,  to  keep  on  say- 
ing that,  without  at  the  same  time 
indicating  whether  or  not  any  prog- 
ress is  being  made  toward  getting 
the  national  trained  to  evangelize  his 
own  people. 

I  believe  that  progress  has  been 
made  in  Argentina  in  the  national 
Brethren  Church,  and  that  we  are 
gathering  momentum  which  will  re- 
sult in  a  great  spiritual  and  numeri- 
cal growth. 

As  in  most  churches,  it  has  been 
the  women  who  have  taken  the  in- 
itiative in  the  church  in  Argentina. 
During  the  past  ten  years  the  ladies 
have  been  carrying  on  an  effective 
witness  among  the  women  and  chil- 
dren, especially  through  house  meet- 
ings and  children's  classes;  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  Argentine  women  are 
so  well  organized  and  instructed  that 
their  program  could  be  carried  on 
without  any  direction  from  the  for- 
eign missionary. 

A  little  over  ten  years  ago  the  lay- 
men were  admitted  to  the  leadership 
in  the  church  and  they  courageously 
undertook  the  task.  It  was  a  definite 
move  forward,  although  at  the  begin- 
ning there  were  many  obstacles  which 
tended  to  slow  down  the  plans  to 
completely  nationalize  the  church. 

However,  at  the  present  time  the 


picture  is  decidedly  different.  The 
church  has  secured  official  recogni- 
tion by  the  government  and  it  is 
recognized  as  an  Argentine  church. 

The  council  is  composed  of  the 
finest  men  in  the  whole  church  who 
are  making  decisions  in  every  phase 
of  the  work.  We  who  are  mission- 
aries respect  their  wisdom  and  judg- 
ment for  they  have  proven  them- 
selves to  be  capable  and  efficient. 

Our  national  pastors,  although  few 
in  number,  are  excellent  men,  and 
throughout  the  years  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  faithful.  The  newest 
pastor,  a  graduate  of  our  own  Bible 
Institute,  is  a  young  man  with  a  vi- 
sion. His  desire  was  to  enter  a  new

field  and  open  a  new  work.  Our  na- 
tional council  encouraged  him  and  he 
was  given  the  authorization  and  full 
support  to  begin.  The  problems  he 
faces  are  great,  but  little  by  little 
progress  is  being  made. 

I  especially  want  to  mention  the 
voung  ladies  who  serve  as  workers 
under  the  guidance  of  the  national 
council.  These  girls  are  fully  trained 
in  the  Word  of  God  and  in  methods 
of  child  evangelism.  They  have  been 
strategicallv  placed  in  areas  where 
they  can  reach  many  children.  It  has 
been  their  presence  among  the  peo- 
ple in  the  churches  which  has  con- 


tributed largely  to  the  new  enthu- 
siasm to  serve  the  Lord.  I  observed 
in  Rio  Cuarto  during  our  last  term 
that  the  girl-workers  had  a  big  in- 
fluence among  the  young  people  so 
that  by  the  time  we  left  many  of  the 
young  folks  were  completely  occu- 
pied with  children's  classes  and  young 
people's  rallies. 

This  has  been  one  of  the  greatest 
encouragements  to  me— to  see  the 
young  people  in  the  churches  taking 
the  responsibility  and,  in  many  cases, 
the  initiative  to  evangelize  their  own 
people.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
a  new  generation  of  men  and  women 
who  will  be  teachers  and  leaders  and 
not  just  followers. 

But,  I'm  glad  to  say  that  the  men 
too  have  taken  on  new  life.  They 
are  vitally  concerned  about  the  need 
for  expansion  and  extension,  and  are 
doing  something  about  it.  A  group 
of  the  younger  men  are  carrying  the 
full  load  of  teaching  and  preaching 
in  the  second  testimony  in  Rio  Cuar- 
to. Another  group  of  men  has  begun, 
and  is  continuing,  a  testimony  in  the 
county  jail.  Last  summer  several  lay- 
men organized  and  realized  two  tent 

o 

meetings.  These  same  men  are  ac- 
tive in  colportage  and  tract  work  in 
some  of  the  smaller  towns. 

One  might  go  on,  but  space  does 
not  permit  except  to  say  that  we  are 
in  a  new  era  in  which  the  emphasis 
is  upon  service  in  every  level  of  the 
church  constituency.  There  is  a  place 
of  service  for  every  believer,  and 
when  this  is  realized  we  will  go  for- 
v\'ard  by  leaps  and  bounds. 

Others  have  sown  and  watered, 
and  I  believe  the  time  has  come  for 
the  harvesting  of  their  labors.  Pray 
ye,  therefore,  that  the  Lord  will  send 
forth  many  Argentine  laborers  in  His 
harvest  field  in  that  needy  land.

(Editor's  note:  This  is  the  concluding  in- 
stallment of  Brother  Burk's  story  about  his 
adventurous  day  aboard  a  "jangada" — Bra- 
zilian sailing  vessel — for  a  fishing  trip  while 
the  Burk  family  was  vacationing  in  south- 
em    Brazil.) 

I  thought  Edimundo  was  pulling 
my  leg  about  how  easily  we  could  up- 
set until  we  came  upon  a  brand  new 
sixteen-footer  upside  down  with  its 
crew  of  three  standing  on  the  up- 
turned bottom  awaiting  help.  Our 
skipper  asked  if  I  were  in  a  hurry 
or  if  we  had  time  to  give  aid.  I  told 
him  that  I'd  never  heard  of  passing 
a  ship  in  distress,  and  besides  I  was 
curious  to  see  the  operation  of  putting 
her  on  her  feet  again  (and  then,  too, 
it  would  add  to  the  story). 

Although  we  tried,  we  were  not 
able  to  get  upwind  to  them,  so  we 
furled  the  sail  and  anchored  below 
until  they  drifted  by.  After  putting 
a  line  across,  the  six  men  discussed 
the  situation,  and  then  our  crew  pull- 
ed off  shirts  and  trousers  and  tied 
them  securelv  to  the  rigging.  Going 
over  the  side  in  their  shorts,  they 
swam  to  the  other  jangada,  climbed 
aboard,  and  spent  a  few  minutes  ar- 
ranging the  gear  for  the  righting 
operation.  Everything  was  lashed 
down  either  over  or  under  the  raft 
so  that  nothing  would  break  loose 
and  hurt  someone  when  she  came 
over.  It  seemed  to  be  as  easy  for  them 
to  work  under  the  water  as  above. 

Finally  they  all  rested;  then  went 
into  the  sea  again  on  the  lee  of 
the  jangada,  each  holding  some  part 
of  a  rope  secured  over  the  top  to  the 
far  side.  Feet  were  propped  on  the 
edge  while  awaiting  a  fa\'orable  wave 
to  help;  then  all  stood  up,  pulled  the 
ropes,  and  forced  the  wave  to  roll 
the  raft  over.  It  really  looked  quite 
simple,  but  apparently  three  men 
alone  do  not  have  the  weight  suf- 
ficient  to  right  a  larger  jangada. 

Next  was  the  job  of  going  below 
again  and  bringing  aboard  the  broken 
mast  and  tangle  of  sail  and  rope 
which    the    shipwrecked    three    had 


secured  during  the  emergency.  Pad- 
dles, clothing,  a  basket  containing 
odds  'n'  ends  were  put  aboard  our  raft 
to  give  more  room  to  sort  out  the 
gear  aboard  the  less  fortunate.  It  was 
decided  that  the  larger  could  better 
tow  the  smaller,  so  our  sail  and  mast 
were  transferred  to  the  big  ne\\'  jan- 
gada for  the  trip  home.  I  also  trans- 
ferred to  the  larger  raft,  and  with  the 
slower  speed  of  two  boats  on  a  single 
sail,  and  aboard  this  maximum-size 
jangada,  I  was  able  to  seat  myself 
comfortably  on  the  fisherman's 
bench  during  the  trip. 

Nearing  the  beach  of  Vila  Jangada, 
we  threw  off  Senhor  Manoel's  line  so 
he  could  paddle  downwind  a  bit  and 
not  come  ashore  atop  our  raft.  We 
kept  the  sail  set  all  the  way  ashore, 
riding  hard  over  the  breakers  until 
with  a  lurch  and  a  sudden  swing  of 
the  sail  (and  nearlv  a  fall  in  the  drink 
for  me)  we  ran  aground  between 
swells.  A  couple  more  waves  brought 
her  to  the  end  of  the  surf  and  once

again    we    found    ourselves    ashore. 

I  immediately  went  down  the 
beach  to  help  with  my  own  raft,  good 
old  "Distant  Jungles"  which  (hap- 
pily) we  did  not  see.  Each  jangada 
is  rolled  ashore  on  a  couple  short  logs 
placed  over  a  pair  of  crooked  poles 
which  serve  as  tracks  over  the  sand. 
Once  again,  teamwork  is  necessary 
as  these  wet,  unpainted  rafts  are 
heavy  to  push!  Usually  about  half 
a  dozen  men  automatically  gather 
around  to  lend  a  hand. 

As  always,  there  were  many  young- 
sters waiting  to  receive  any  small, 
unwanted  fish  or  unused  bait.  The 
stories  of  some  of  these  urchins  are 
pitiful.  They  include  children  whose 
fathers  were  lost  at  sea,  and  it  seems 
that  most  adult  fishermen  consider 
it  their  responsibility  to  help  care  for 
such.  Into  the  tin  can  or  outstretched 
hands  of  the  child  is  also  emptied 
from  its  box  whatever  farinha  hap- 
pens to  be  left  over  from  the  trip. 

Fernandes,  the  teen-ager  in  our 
crev\',  almost  made  these  little  chil- 
dren cry.  A  couple  little  brown-and- 
white  fish  that  v\'e  brought  were  ap- 
parently nearly  worthless  yet  edible. 
So  the  boy  cut  up  these  two  little 
fish  with  a  knife  (as  one  whittles  a 
piece  of  wood)  while  all  the  while 
these  youngsters  pulled  at  him  and 
pleaded:  "Don't  waste  the  fish!  Don't 
waste  the  fish!"  He  apparently  en- 
jo\'ed  the  same  wild  pleasure  expe- 
rienced by  the  rich  character  who 
burns  a  hundred-dollar  bill  in  the 
presence  of  the  poor. 

One  of  the  old-timers  standing 
nearby  asked  me  a  question  which 
in  Portuguese  is  but  one  word: 
"Voviitou?" 

"No.  Why?" 

"Well,"  he  replied,  "most  people 
do  on  their  first  trip  aboard  a  jan- 
gada." Guess  he  never  heard  of  the 
Vamos  or  Amazon  Bill. 

I  left  all  but  two  of  my  fish  for 
the  crew,  picked  up  my  shoes,  and 
headed  back  to   the  Colonia.   Folks 
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Brethren, 
Pray  for  Us . . .

"I'll  be  praying  for  vou,"  you  state 
gliblv  as  vou  squeeze  the  missionary's 
hand  at  the  door.  You  are  an  average 
church  member  and  vou  especially 
enjoyed  the  speech  this  time.  It  gave 
you  a  sort  of  \varm,  real  feeling— so 
much  so  that  vou  signed  the  pledge 
card  to  pray  for  this  man  of  God  who 
is  soon  to  leave  for  the  foreign  field. 

But  will  vou  pray?  Missionaries 
ha\'e  again  and  again  felt  the  drastic 
re\'erberations  of  too  few  prayer  war- 
riors. David  Livingstone,  in  speaking 
of  Africa,  said:  "With  availino 
praver,  we  could  move  not  only  peo- 
ple, but  also  whole  continents  for 
God!"  The  Apostle  "ceases  not  to 
lift  up  holy  hands"  and  cried  out  to 
the  believers  to  strengthen  the  feeble 
knees.  Praverlessness  leaves  us  weak 
and  powerless.  Most  of  us  can  only 
dream  of  what  things  are  being  left 
unaccomplished  because  God's  peo- 
ple know  so  little  about  petitions 
which  mo\'e  hea\en. 


Praver  has  been  called  the  "secret 
of  God's  power."  Missionaries  desire 
a  praver  commitment  in  preference 
to  a  financial  pledge.  Thev  write 
letters— "prayer  letters"  thev  are  call- 
ed—knowing that  if  God's  people, 
just  a  few  of  them,  would  really  pray, 
financial  needs  would  be  met. 

Prayer  is  a  ceaseless  thing.  A  mis- 
sionarv  tells  the  storv  of  one  old  lady 
in  New  England,  bedfast  for  thirty- 
one  years,  who  spent  most  of  her  time 
praying  for  missionaries.  From  the 
time  of  his  first  contact  with  her, 
she  had  constantly  prayed  for  his 
health  (.among  other  things).  He  said 
the  first  sick  day  of  his  life  was  the 
day  of  this  ladv's  death,  and  he  suf- 
fered often  from  that  time.  Had  an- 
other prayed  for  him  in  this  respect 
with  this  ladv's  fervency,  who  can 
say  that  God  would  not  have  spared 
him  this  illness?  Praver  is  a  continual 
asking  and  an  immediate  recei\ino.

asked  where  I  had  purchased  the 
fish.  I  explained  that  I  had  not,  and 
after  my  telling  again  of  the  trip  they 
were  amazed  and  said  that  no  one 
from  "the  Colony"  had  ever  gone  fish- 
ing on  a  jangada.

The  cook  was  on  mv  side  anyway, 
and  did  a  fine  job  with  the  two 
fish,  decorating  them  with  tomatoes, 
peas,  onions,  and  so  forth.  And  Imo 
even  joined  me  in  the  feast.  I  had 
made  it  home  for  supper. 

On  our  last  Sunday  at  the  vacation 
colony  I  went  alone  down  to  the  Vila 
Jangada  to  visit  once  more  with  the 
owner  of  our  raft,  Senhor  Francisco, 
and   his   wife.   Dona    Rosa.   Neither 


reads,  and  thev  had  appreciated  our 
explanation  of  Christ's  Gospel  of  sal- 
\'ation.  I  feel  that  both,  though  under- 
standing tragically  little,  are  trusting 
entirelv  in  the  Lord,  and  I'm  expect- 
ing to  see  them  again  on  the  distant 
shores  of  that  crystal  sea.  Both  Sen- 
hor Francisco  and  Skipper  Manoel 
have  asked  that  I  send  them  a  Bible 
from  Belem.  One  says  his  wife  is 
going  to  learn  to  read  it,  the  other 
plans  to  learn  himself! 

And  about  our  jangada,  Matos- 
Alem—l  found  her  completel)'  dis- 
mantled for  remodeling  in  her  own- 
er's boat  shed.  He  explained:  "She 
dri\'es  like  a  submarine  and  that  isn't 
good!"

task.  Too  many  Christians  are  senti- 
mental in  their  praying.  Just  because 
thev  read  a  devotional  book  on  pray- 
er, or  even  spend  actual  time  on  their 
knees  thinking  about  the  object  of 
their  prayers,  thev  erroneously  think 
that  their  passive  suggestions  to  God 
will  be  enough  to  care  for  all  the 
needs  that  arise  on  a  specific  field  for 
the  period  of  one  month.  How  many 
souls  have  been  ushered  into  a  per- 
sonal experience  with  Jesus  Christ 
because  of  this  kind  of  praying? 
Great  men  of  God  have  a  burden,  a 
weight,  which  cannot  be  lifted  except 
as  they  "agonize"  with  God  in  the 
behalf  of  souls.  The  writer  of  the 
epistle  to  the  Hebrews  felt  bound  in 
sin  himself,  so  heavily  was  he  bur- 
dened for  the  winning  of  freedom  for 
men  yet  in  the  slavery  of  sin  (Heb. 
13:3).' 

Praver  is  the  ministry  of  the  spe- 
cialist. The  needs  of  a  mission  field 
are  specific  needs,  and  a  definite 
statement  of  the  need  increases  the 
burden  for  some  important  work. 
Christ  himself  prayed  for  the  dis- 
ciples' needs,  naming  the  need  at  the 
time  it  arose.  "But  we  don't  always 
know  the  needs!"  you  cry.  Do  in- 
formative praver  letters  line  your 
wastebasket,  or  make  good  scratch 
paper?  Is  it  any  wonder  world  mis- 
sions has  come  nowhere  near  ac- 
complishing its  task? 

Fellow  Christian,  take  inventory 
of  your  praying.  Is  yours  a  mere 
praying  of  convenience  because  some- 
one asked  vou  to  "lead"  in  prayer?  Is 
yours  a  sentimental  interest  in  an  ex- 
citing ad\'enture?  Or,  on  the  contrary, 
are  you  an  intercessor  whose  fervent 
beseeching  commands  an  audience 
with  the  holy  God  of  heaven  in  be- 
half of  your  missionary,  your  fello^^' 
laborer?

You  have  heard  of  man's  best 
friend,  no  doubt.  Among  the  friends 
that  the  John  Zielasko  family  left  in 
Capanema  when  thev  \\'ent  on  fur- 
lough is  a  giant  called  Tuberao.  Bv 
Brazilian  standards  he's  huge  and 
could  easily  win  a  beauty  contest  for 
dogs.  He  is  also  a  very  fine  watchdog. 
I'm  afraid  \vhen  we  leave  Capanema 
we'll  feel  like  we  have  left  part  of 
the  family  behind,  and  I'm  sure  we'll 
miss  him. 

Today,  for  example,  we  were  going 
about  the  day's  activities  practically 
ignoring  the  dog's  barking.  At  al- 
most the  same  moment  Miss  Barbara 
Hulse  and  I  looked  up  in  a  routine 
manner,  but  there  was  nothing  rou- 
tine about  what  we  saw.  In  fact,  it 
was  quite  a  shock.  Man's  best  friend 
had  cornered  a  snake  six  feet  long 
and  about  twice  as  big  around  as  my 
arm.  The  snake  took  three  strikes 
and  I  guess  figured  that  was  the  limit, 
for  he  turned  and  fled  just  as  we 
dashed  out  the  door.  This  all  hap- 
pened within  twenty-five  feet  of  the 
house. 

If  this  had  happened  our  first  day 
in  Brazil  or  even  the  first  months,  I 
would  probably  not  have  been  verv 
surprised.  For  several  years  I  read 
every  article  I  could  find  on  Brazil 
and  fully  expected  to  see  snakes.  But 
months  passed,  and  although  we  saw 
some  snakes  they  were  small  and 
certainly  nothing  to  write  about. 
That's  why  today  was  quite  a  shock. 
We  had  grown  complacent. 

I  wonder  if  the  church  has  not 
grown  a  bit  complacent,  too,  in  these 
last  days.  In  11  Peter  3:8-10  we  read: 
"But,  beloved,  be  not  ignorant  of 
this  one  thing,  that  one  day  is  with 
the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a 
thousand  years  as  one  dav.  The  Lord 
is  not  slack  concerning  his  promise,  as 
some  men  count  slackness;  but  is  long- 
suffering  to  us-ward,  not  willing  that 
any  should  perish,  but  that  all  should 
come  to  repentance.  But  the  day  of

He  is  "not  willing  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should 
come  to  repentance."  He  has  given 
us  the  privilege  of  spreading  this  mes- 
sage of  repentance.  Yes— us— we  in 
Brazil  and  you  in  the  place  that  God 
has  placed  you.  Are  we  serving?  Or 
have    we    grown    complacent? 

Complacency  is  a  real  danger  in  the 
world  today.  We  have  good  reason  to 
believe  that  for  several  weeks  this 
snake  had  been  a  frequent  visitor  and 


perhaps  even  a  permanent  resident  of 
our  station  here.  Many  are  the  nights 
that  the  barking  of  Tuberao  pierced 
the  silence  of  the  night  air  in  the 
exact  spot  he  cornered  his  old  enemy 
today.  There  was  other  evidence,  too. 
We  had  been  warned  by  two  Brazil- 
ians that  there  was  a  large  snake  near 
our  garage.  We  know  little  about  the 
snake,  but  perhaps  there  was  a  real 
danger  lurking  in  the  shadows  on 
many  of  those  nights. 

There  is  no  "perhaps"  about  the 
danger  of  complacency  in  the  church. 
God  has  called  us  all  to  labor  in  vwt- 
nessing  and  prayer.  The  danger  that 
friends  and  loved  ones  may  spend 
eternity  in  hell  is  a  real  one.  There 
is  no  place  for  complacency.  God's 
will  is  that  all  might  come  to  re- 
pentance. 

The  next  dark  night  I  have  cause 
to  browse  in  the  back  yard  the  com- 
placency will  be  gone,  and  the  light 
I  hold  in  my  hand  wll  be  a  welcome 
friend.  Oh,  that  the  Lord  will  take 
avi'ay  our  complacency  in  spiritual 
things!  May  we  be  alert  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  lost  and  approach  ear- 
nestly with  the  light  of  the  gospel 
message. 

Remember:  "the  day  of  the  Lord 
will  come  as  a  thief  in  the  night."

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AFRICAN  WOMEN 

"From  Darkness  to  Light

"Therefore  if  an\'  man  be  in 
Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature:  old 
things  are  passed  avvav;  behold,  all 
things  are  become  new"  (II  Cor.  5: 
17). 

The  2reat  change  which  has  come 
over  many  of  the  African  women 
since  the  arrival  of  Brethren  mission- 
aries in  Central  Africa  is  accurately 
described  in  the  above  Bible  verse. 
Our  first  contacts  v\'ith  the  women 
revealed  the  debased  position  which 
they  occupied  in  African  culture. 
They  were  virtually  slaves  to  their 
husbands.  Thev  were  considered  good 
for  bearing  burdens,  oivina  birth  to 
children,  gardening,  and  an  endless 
chain  of  household  duties.  Their  hus- 
bands, on  the  other  hand,  \\ere  free 
to  hunt  animals,  go  fishing,  or  sit  in 
the  palaver  house  and  figure  out 
how  to  get  enough  money,  goats,  and 
spears  to  acquire  another  wife.  On 
many  occasions  African  wi^^es  were 
whipped  mercilessly  bv  their  hus- 
bands for  the  slightest  disobedience 
or  deviation.  Their  life  was  little 
short  of  bondage. 

Naturallv,  these  poor  benighted 
souls  developed  a  serious  inferiority 
complex  which  was  deeply  ingrained 
into  their  nature  and  very  difficult 
to  overcome.  This  menial  place  of 
the  woman  had  became  a  part  of 
their  culture.  The  women  knew  noth- 
ing else  and  hoped  for  nothing  bet- 
ter. Howe\'er,  the  gospel  story,  told 
to  the  first  group  of  women  almost 
daily,  slowly  penetrated  their  social 
and  spiritual  darkness.  Prayer  with 
them  and  for  them,  exhortation  and 
Bible  stories,  all  combined  with  the 
work  of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  their 
hearts  to  bring  light  out  of  darkness. 
God's  truth  began  to  shine  in.  They 
came  to  the  place  where  they  trusted 
Christ,  and  a  smile  and  encouraging 
^vord  from  the  missionary  meant 
much  to  them.  A  new  \vorld  had 
da\vned   upon    them.    There    was   a 


complete  change,  such  as  the  Gospel 
of  Christ  alone  can  bring  about. 
African  motherhood  began  to  take 
its  place  in  the  African  Christian 
culture.  Old  things  passed  away,  and 
many  an  African  woman  became  a 
new  creation. 

Today,  after  many  years,  the  Afri- 
can Christian  v^'omen  take  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Gospel.  Thev  are  elected  to  sit  on 
church  councils,  ordained  as  deacon- 
esses, and  in  some  cases  lead  the 
singing  for  various  gatherings.  Their 
greatest  service,  howe\'er,  is  in  serv- 
ing  as  "Women  of  the  Good  News." 
This  is  what  thev  call  their  Women's 
Missionary  Council.  Scores  of  WMC 
groups  have  been  organized  in  every 
district  of  the  African  Brethren 
church.  Not  onlv  do  thev  read  God's 
Word  and  memorize  it  for  themselves, 
but  thev  are  teaching  others. 

It  was  about  fifteen  years  ago  that 
the  African  women  with  the  help  of 
the  missionary   ladies  organized   the 


first  WMC  group  at  Bozoum.  Since 
that  time  there  have  come  into  being 
at  least  one  hundred  groups  which 
are  meeting  weekly.  Each  year  study 
booklets  are  prepared  by  the  mission- 
ary ladies.  These  contain  Bible  stud- 
ies and  Bible  characters.  Stories  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testament  women 
strike  a  real  response  in  the  hearts 
of  our  African  sisters.  At  the  Na- 
tional Conference  of  the  Brethren 
Churches  in  Africa,  these  WMC 
groups  have  their  separate  meetings 
for  inspirational  and  instructional 
programs. 

Many  of  the  groups  have  adopted 
regular  visitation  of  the  sick  in  hos- 

o 

pitals  as  a  part  of  their  service  for 
the  Lord.  In  some  instances  they  take 
firewood  on  their  heads  to  help  the 
sick  prepare  their  food.  Others  have 
made  financial  gifts  to  the  church  to 
assist  special  projects.  The  Bangui 
WMC  actually  purchased  the  land 
on  which  the  church  built  their  edi- 
fice and  the  school  building.  This 
WMC  also  stands  good  for  the  salary 
of   the   kindergarten    teacher   in    the 

o 

Christian  day  school. 

Great  has  been  the  change  which 
we  have  witnessed  in  our  African 
sisters.  Those  of  us  who  have  seen  this 
say  with  the  psalmist:  "This  is  the 
Lord's  doing;  it  is  marvelous  in  our 
eyes."  But,  they  realize  their  weak- 
ness, and  request  you  to  pray  for 
them,  as  they  pray  for  you.

God's  Word  exhorts  us  to  "Be  care- 
ful for  nothing;  but  in  ever^'thing  by 
prayer  and  supplication  mth  thanks- 
gi\ing  let  your  requests  be  made 
known  unto  God"  (Phil.  4:6).  This 
means  we  should  not  worry,  nor 
fret.  To  the  unsaved  friend,  we  can 
see  bevond  today,  to— 

Time  of  Death 

God's  Word  says:  "It  is  appointed 
unto  men  once  to  die"  (Heb.  9:27), 
you  do  not  ha\e  to  read  the  Bible 
to  know  this.  Every  time  you  pass  a 
cemetery  you  are  reminded  of  this 
fact.  E\'er}'  time  you  read  the  obituary 
notices  in  the  newspapers,  it  is  an- 
other reminder  of  the  grim  reaper. 
And  every  time  you  follow  a  loved 
one  to  a  lonely  htde  hill  and  watch 
them  lower  the  casket,  it  becomes  an 
even  greater  reaHty. 

To  the  unsaved  friend,  we  know 
there  is— 

A  Time  of  Judgment 

The  latter  part  of  Hebrews  9:27 
says:  "But  after  this  the  judgment." 
Revelation  20  and  verses  1 1  through 
1 5  shows  vou  that  this  refers  to  those

After  talk- 
ing with  him  concerning  his  soul's 
salvation,  he  said:  "If  God  will  raise 
me  up  from  this  sick  bed,  I  am  going 
to  make  a  decision  for  Him."  How- 
ever, the  days  -svent  bv,  and  one 
night  as  I  returned  from  the  Sunday 
e\'ening  service,  I  was  called  to  the 
hospital.  My  friend  was  in  an  ox)'gen 
tent  and  gasping  for  breath.  His 
loved  ones  and  friends  were  gathered 
around  the  bed,  and  being  unsaved, 
their  primary  interest  was  to  see  him 
rally  and  come  out  of  it.  As  I  spoke 
to  him  that  night,  it  was  not  to  dis- 
cuss the  weather,  nor  politics,  no  not 
even  to  talk  about  his  physical  con- 
dition, but  we  talked  about  his  re- 
lationship to  Christ.  He  received  the 
Lord  that  night  and  the  last  words 
I  ever  heard  him  say,  were  "Why 
did  I  wait  so  long?" 

Listen,  my  friends,  why  are  you 
waiting  so  long  to  receive  Christ  as 
your  Sa\dour,  and  to  you  who  know 
Him;  why  are  you  waiting  so  long 
to  get  readv  to  meet  Him?

Manv  times  we  have  heard  and 
read  II  Timothy  3:14-17:  "But  con- 
tinue thou  in  the  things  which  thou 
hast  learned  and  has  been  assured 
of,  kno\ving  of  whom  thou  hast  learn- 
ed them;  and  that  from  a  child  thou 
hast  known  the  holy  scriptures,  which 
are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  sal- 
vation through  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.  All  scripture  is  given  bv 
inspiration  of  God,  and  is  profitable 
for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correc- 
tion, for  instruction  in  righteousness: 
that  the  man  of  God  mav  be  perfect, 
throughlv  furnished  unto  all  good 
works."  But  likewise,  manv  have 
been  the  times  when  in  our  thinking. 
we  have  isolated  this  portion  to  the 


cepting  Christ  and  fail  to  follow 
Him  in  ne\\Tiess  of  life. 

WTiat  does  other  portions  of  God's 
Word  have  to  sav  about  the  believer's 
conduct  and  relation  to  "the  present 
e\il  world?  " 

It  is  basic  that  the  Christian  knows 
some  important  facts  about  the  "pres- 
ent evil  world." 

"The  god  of  this  world  hath  blind- 
ed the  minds  of  them  which  believe 
not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious  gos- 
pel of  Christ,  who  is  the  image  of 
God,  should  shine  unto  them"  (II 
Cor.  4:4).  Satan  is  the  god  of  this 
world.  Paul  gives  the  past  in  the 
life  of  the  child  of  God:  "WTrerein 
in  times  past  ye  walked  according  to

and  the  World

Doctrine  of  Inspiration.  Therefore, 
we  do  not  apph-  it  in  our  evervdav 
living. 

Let  us  briefly  take  another  look  at 
the  portion  and  its  contexts. 

In  II  Timothy  3:1  Paul  reminds 
and  warns  Timothy  of  the  apostasy  of 
the  "last  days."  He  gives  not  only  the 
characteristics  of  wicked  man  in 
verses  2-9,  but  also  an  Old  Testament 
example.  Paul  calls  Timothy's  at- 
tention to  his  own  life  in  verses  10 
and  11:  "But  thou  hast  fully  kno\r>i 
my  doctrine,  vianner  of  life  .  .  ." 
At  this  point  and  in  verses  15-16  you 
\x'\\\  note  Paul  places  "doctrine  and 
salvation"  first  and  "manner  of  life " 
and  "instruction  in  righteousness," 
follows.  Today,  too  many  believers 
and  church  members  stop  ■(vith  ac- 
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the  course  of  this  world"  (Eph.  2:2). 
The  believer  has  been  redeemed  bv 
Christ  that  they  might  glorify  Him. 
Living  for  the  world  with  its  pleas- 
ures should  be  a  thing  of  the  past  in 
the  believer's  life. 

We  see  that  Christ  in  Galadans 
1:4:  "gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that 
he  might  deliver  us  from  this  present 
evil  world. "  We  should  keep  in  mind 
the  purpose  of  Christ's  death.  The 
Christian  should  not  pattern  his  life 
after  the  world. 

The  Apostle  exhorts  the  belie\"ers 
in  Romans  12:1  and  2  by  saying: 
"Be  not  conformed  to  this  world." 
The  word  "conformed"  means  to  be 
fashioned  after.  It  is  God's  will  that 
every  believer's  life  "be  conformed 
to  tire  image  of  his  Son"   (Rom.  8: 
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29).  After  coming  to  God  through 
faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  believer 
should  ask:  "How  does  God  want  me 
to  li\-er"  The  W^ord  of  God  gives  the 
answer. 

WTiat  is  the  result  in  a  behever's 
life  if  he  patterns  his  life  after  the 
world?  We  find  the  answer  again  in 
the  Bible. 

First  of  all,  if  the  Christian  does 
not  heed  the  commands  of  Christ 
about  sin  and  separation  from  the 
world,  he  tells  a  falsehood  if  he  says 
that  he  is  a  follower  of  Christ.  For 
"If  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship 
with  him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we 
lie,  and  do  not  the  truth"  (I  John  1:6). 

Secondlv.  if  the  believer  continues 
to  li\'e  conformed  to  the  world,  this 
one  will  forsake  Christ  and  His  ser\-- 
ice.  i-\lso  this  one  will  forsake  the 
ser\-ices  of  the  church.  Paul  wTote  a 
heart-breaking  letter  to  Timothy  tell- 
ing him  of  such  a  one.  'T)emas  hath 
forsaken  me,  ha\-ing  loved  this  pres- 
ent world,  and  is  departed"  (II  Tim. 
4:10).  Demas  did  not  onlv  forsake 
Paul,  but  also  Christ.  Today  I  am 
afraid  there  are  manv  "Demases "  in 
the  local  assemblies,  ^^'hv?  Because 
the  Christian  should  "love  not  the 
world,  neither  the  things  that  are  in 
the  world"  (I  John  2:15-16). 

Let  us  consider  the  question: 
'WTrat  is  God's  purpose  in  having 
me  in  the  world?"  Though  we  are  in 
the  world  we  should  not  be  a  part 
of  it.  Boats  are  made  for  in  the  water 
and  not  water  for  in  the  boat.  Chris- 
tians are  transformed  bv  God  for  in 
the  world,  and  the  world  was  not 
created  to  be  ]o\ed  bv  die  Christian. 
God  transfoiTOS  a  life  for  a  purpose. 
This  purpose  is  set  forth  in  Matthew 
5:13.  Jesus  said  to  His  disciples:  'Te 
are  the  salt  of  the  earth."  The  intent 
here  is  that  they  are  to  have  a  good 
effect  or  influence  upon  the  world. 
But  if  the  salt  have  lost  its  usefulness, 
it  is  good  for  nothing. 

Again  in  verse  14  of  Matthew  5 
Jesus  is  speaking  to  His  disciples, 
saying:  'Te  are  the  light  of  the 
world."  It  is  recorded  that  Jesus  said 
to  His  followers:  'Te  shall  be  wit- 
nesses unto  me"  (Acts  1:8). 

Do  \ou  know  Him  as  your  Saviour 
from  sin?  If  so,  die  next  question  is: 
"Is  He  your  Master?" 
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The  greatest  event  of  our  age  was 
not  the  defeat  of  Adolf  Hider's  angry 
hordes,  nor  the  explosion  of  the  first 
atomic  bomb,  nor  the  putting  of  a 
man  into  orbit  around  the  earth. 
Without  doubt  these  are  remarkable 
e\ents.  They  will  go  down  in  history. 
But  thev  are  not  the  sreatest. 

The  most  remarkable  happening 
of  the  twendeth  century  is  the  re- 
gathering  and  the  establishing  of  the 
neiv  Israeli  state. 

In  fulfillment  of  Bible  prophecy, 
the  Jews  ha\e  li\-ed  in  exile  for  oyer 
1800  years.  During  this  time  thev 
have  suffered  more  than  any  other 
people  on  earth.  Persecution  after 
persecution!  Purge  after  purge!  It  all 
reached  its  zenith  with  Hider's  "solu- 
tion to  the  Jewish  problem"  when 
6,000,000    of    them    were    executed. 

But  over  and  again  we  find  in  the 
Scripture  words  corresponding  to 
Isaiah's  great  prophecy,  relative  to 
the  end  of  the  age,  "I  will  bring  thy 
seed  from  the  east,  and  gather  thee 
from  the  west;  I  will  say  to  the  north. 
Give  up:  and  to  the  south,  Keep 
not  back"  (Isa.  43:5-6).  In  this  pas- 
sage, the  italicized  \erbs  with  their 
corresponding  geographical  designa- 
tions are  of  great  importance. 

First,  God  says:  "/  will  bring  thy 
seed  from  the  east." 

The  Hebrew  verb  translated, 
"bring,"  indicates  a  "sweeping  in- 
gathering." This  prophecy  has  been 
fulfilled.  Since  1948,  there  has  been 
a  "sweeping  ingathering"  to  Israel  of 
\irtually  all  Jews  from  India  and 
China  and  other  eastemlands. 

And  then  from  the  west  God  said: 
"I  will  gather  thee." 

The  \erb  here  indicates  more  of 
a  "selective  ingathering."  The  west 
contained  thirty  times  as  man\  Jews 
as  the  east,  but  they  ha\e  not  gone 
home  in  the  same  proportion  as  those 
of  the  east.  It  seems  God  is  selecting 
a  few  out  of  the  Americas  for  the 
present.  He  said:  "I  will  gather  [or 
select]  from  the  west."  Later,  when 
His  purpose  has  been  accomplished, 
the  remainder  must  return  to  Israel 
too. 

However,  for  the  present  God  is 
using  western  Jews  to  aid  in  the  full 
establishment  of  Israel  through  their 
gifts.  It  is  no  secret  that  without 
funds  from  American    Jews,   the  Is- 
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Pastor,   Woodville   Grace 
Brethren  Church,  Manstield,  Ohio 

(Note:  Ap.^  reading  Dr.  William  Hull's 
book,  Israel.  Key  to  Prophecy.  Pastor  Myers 
was  prompted  to  preach  a  sermon  to  his 
congregation  on  August  5,  oj  which  the 
following   is   a   brief   digest.) 


raeli  government  never  could  have 
rehabilitated  millions  of  refugees  and 
made  such  gigantic  strides  toward  full 
industrialization.  How  minutely  God 
has  fulfilled  His  \Yord\ 

\  e.vt  God  said:  "I  will  say  to  the 
north.  Give  up." 

It  has  been  in  the  "north"  that 
the  Jews  have  suffered  most.  Hider's 
atrocities  co\ered  much  of  this  area. 
Six  million  of  the  "chosen  seed" 
were  slaughtered  on  the  altar  of  Hit- 
ler's hate.  They  will  not  be  ooins 
home.  Nevertheless,  many  did  escape 
and  most  of  these  are  now  firmly 
established  in  Palestine. 

But  the  "north  "  also  refers  to  the 
land  governed  bv  Russia.  Some  2,- 
000,000  Jews  still  reside  here.  In  die 
language  of  the  text,  God  will  some 
day  say  to  Russia,  "give  up. "  The 
verb  expresses  a  command  not  yet 
siven.  But  when  it  is  given,  you  may 
be  sure  the  'iron  curtain"  will  be 
lifted,  at  least  long  enough  for  Rus- 
sian Jews  to  go  home. 

Finally,  our  text  states  that  God 
will  say  "to  the  sonth,  Keep  not 
hack." 

The  important  word  here  is  south, 
translated  from  the  Hebrew  word 
teman.  This  is  the  Hebrew  name  of 
the  country  called  in  English,  Yem- 
en. 

Yemen  is  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  Arabian  Peninsula.  Until  a  few- 
years  ago,  thousands  of  Jews  of  the 
dispersion  known  as  "Yemenite  Jews" 


resided  there.  They  were  a  primi- 
tive people;  separated  from  die  rest 
of  the  world  and  very  religious.  The 
.Arabs  looked  upon  drem  \irtually  as 
slaves.  They  had  litde  formal  educa- 
tion and  seldom  exer  heard  radio 
broadcasts.  Many  of  them  had  never 
seen  an  automobile  or  airplane. 

For  \ears  die  King  of  Y'emen  had 
forbidden  diem  to  leave  his  domain. 
.And  then  suddenly  in  1949,  while 
the  whole  Arab  wodd  was  in  arms 
against  the  Jew,  he  reversed  him- 
self and  opened  the  door  for  the  Jews 
to  go  home. 

The  account  of  the  spontaneous 
stirring  among  these  Yemenite  Jews 
to  return  to  Palestine  after  hundreds 
of  years  in  e.xile;  how  they  beoan 
the  pilgrimage  on  foot  or  beast  of 
burden:  how  they  were  stranded  in 
the  desert;  how  the  Israeli  go\em- 
ment  eventually  learned  of  their 
plight  and  sent  converted  bombers 
to  carr\-  them  from  out  of  the  desert, 
and  how  they  were  finally  rehabili- 
tated in  the  land  of  Israel,  is  an  ac- 
count of  multiplied  miracles.  In 
1950,  God  emptied  Yemen  of  some 
48,000  Jews  in  fulfillment  of  His 
\A  ord:  "I  will  say  ...  to  Yemen, 
keep  not  back. " 

Mr.  Hull  says  that  as  airplane 
after  airplane  unloaded  its  human 
cargo  and  returned  for  others,  the 
Yemenites  explained  b\  quoting, 
".  .  .  they  shall  mount  up  with  wings 
as  eagles."  They  believed  God  had 
pro\ided  them  "eagles'  winos"  to 
bring  them  back  to  Zion. 

Christians,  the  call  of  God  to  His 
chosen  race  has  been  especially  heard 
in  the  east  and  south  (Yemen).  A  few- 
yet  remain  in  the  north,  but  soon, 
we  feel,  they  too  will  be  permitted  to 
go  home.  \\  hen  God  says,  "Give  up, 
Russia  will  be  forced  to  lift  the 
"iron  curtain. " 

And  then  when  Israel  has  been 
financially  established  through  funds 
coming  largeK  from  \A'estern  Jews, 
we  feel  that  they  likewise  will  have 
a  yearning  for  home. 

This  is  the  prelude  to  Christ's 
millennial  reign  on  earth.  But  may 
I  remind  you  that  before  that  reign 
begins,  the  saints  must  be  "loosed 
awa\-  upward"   and   "glorified." 

How  \-ery  close  we  must  be  to  our 
ow  n  home  going!

The  Train  That  Wasn't  Wrecked

Albert  Drecker  is  the  name  of  a  real  man  who  piloted 
a  huge  railroad  bridge  that  spanned  the  Passaic  River. 
It  was  his  responsibility  to  open  the  bridge  to  river 
steamers  and  close  it  for  railroad  traffic.  One  day, 
not  far  from  the  might\'  levers  that  Drecker  was  manipu- 
lating to  bring  the  closed  bridge  back  to  position,  his 
little  eight-year-old  boy  stood  watching  the  bridge,  the 
water,  and  the  steamer  that  had  just  passed  through.  Sud- 
denlv  the  bridge  gave  a  mightv  lurch.  The  little  lad  was 
hurled  into  the  turbulent  waters.  Drecker's  first  thought 
was  to  leave  the  pilot  house  and  dive  for  his  drowning 
boy.  This  he  was  about  to  do  when  he  heard  in  the 
distance  the  shrill  scream  of  an  approaching  passenger 
train.  Drecker  was  sure  that  that  train,  \\'ith  all  of  its 
human  cargo,  \'\'as  approaching  his  bridge.  To  save  his 
boy  would  mean  to  plunge  the  train  and  its  cargo  into 
death.  To  save  the  train  would  mean  to  turn  his  back 
on  his  dying  son.  The  true  record  states  that  Albert 
Drecker  remained  at  his  post.  But  his  only  son  was  lost! 

On  another  occasion  a  Father  turned  His  back  as  His 
only  Son  died  upon  a  cross  in  order  that  the  world 
might  be  saved.  God  the  Father  heard  indeed  the  dying 
agonies  of  His  sinless  Son  from  the  awful  cross  of  Cal- 
varv,  and  could  so  easilv  have  commanded  ten  thousand 
legions  of  angels  earthward  to  make  short  work  of  the 
motlev  crowd  who  would  kill  His  only  Son. 

God  the  Father  VA'ould  have  done  so  had  He  not  heard 
in  the  approaching  centuries  the  dying  wails  of  Adam's 
race  as  they  approached  eternity  with  no  bridge  to  cross. 
If  a  bridge  were  to  be  made,  Christ  must  die.  Thus,  God 
turned  His  back  on  His  only  Son  and  saved  Him  not. 
But  the  bridge  of  grace  was  flung  across  the  great  fixed 
gulf  from  time  to  eternity. 

Dear  friend,  have  you  crossed?  The  bridge  was  built 
at  an  awful  cost— for  you!  Thank  God  with  all  your  heart, 
and  cross  over  today!

"The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth  much"  (James  5:16) 

"Ye  ask,  and  receive  not,  because  ve  ask  amiss,  that  ye  may  consume  it  upon  your 
lusts"  (James  4:3) 

There  ne\'er  has  been  a  time  when  there  is  such  a  great  need  for  "fervent"  prayer, 
and  so  much  talk  about  prayer,  and  so  litde  time  for  prayer.  This  is  true  in  the 
church,  the  home,  and  the  individual  life  of  the  believer. 

There  was  a  time  when  a  pastor,  during  a  regular  service  would  sav:  "Let  us  pray," 
and  he  prayed.  As  time  went  on,  we  heard  some  sav:  "Let  us  have  a  word  of  prayer," 
and  they  did.  More  recently,  it  has  become  a  custom  to  have  a  "short"  word  of  prayer, 
and  so  they  do.  Just  a  little  while  ago,  I  heard  the  expression:  "A  moment  of  prayer," 
and  it  was  short  indeed. 

God  gives  us  what  we  ask  for.  In  our  haste  and  neglect  to  take  time  to  talk  to 
the  Lord,  and  hear  Him  talk  to  us,  through  and  bv  His  Word;  manv  of  God's 
children  are  spiritual  paupers. 

God  has  given  us  manv  great  and  precious  promises;  but  in  order  to  profit  by 
them,  we  must  kno\A'  them,  believe  them,  and  receive  them.  God  speaks  to  us 
through  His  Word;  and  we  speak  to  Him  in  praver. 

Often  we  hear  some  one  sav:  "God  does  not  seem  to  answer  my  prayers."  God 
has  a  standard  bv  which  He  both  hears  and  answers  praver.  Perhaps  we  do  not 
measure  up  to  it.  First,  we  must  believe  that  God  IS  and  that  He  is  a  rev.'arder 
of  them  that  diligently  seek  Him.  Note  the  word  diligently  which  means  persevere, 
attentive,  persistent,  and  prosecuted  with  careful  attention.  God  will  not  take  second 
place,  nor  plav  second  fiddle  to  anv  one.  He  has  said:  "Thou  shalt  [worship]  no  other 
god  [or  thing];  for  the  Lord  is  a  jealous  God."  He  has  paid  a  tremendous  price  for  us; 
therefore  if  we  profess  to  know  Him  as  Father,  He  wants  first  place  in  our  hearts 
and  lives. 

Perhaps  we  need  to  sav  with  the  hvmnwriter,  "Search  me,  O  God,  and  know  my 
heart  todav. ' 

Search  out  in  me  all  hidden  sin  And  may  Thy  purity  within 
So  cleanse  mv  life,  that  it  may  be  A  temple,  wholly  fit  for  thee. 
O  search  my  life,  my  will,  my  all  As  now,  O  Lord,  on  thee  I  call; 
Purge  me  from  self,  and  sanctify  While  Thee  I  glorify. 

Then  can  we  say  v\'ith  William  Carey,  the  great  missionar)'  to  India:  "Expect 
great  things  from  God;  attempt  great  things  for  God."

"Lovest  Thou  Me?" 


Not  as  a  mere  echo  resounding 
through  the  ages,  but  as  a  new,  ever 
searching  note  of  divinest  power  are 
the  familiar  words  to  each  of  us, 
"Lovest  Thou  Me?"  (John  21).  He 
who  has  loved  us  with  an  everlasting 
love,  dying  on  Calvary,  having  wash- 
ed us  from  our  sins  in  His  own  blood 
asks  it.  Unknown  and  unloved,  His 
gift  unsought  and  unasked;  yet  He 
gave  His  life  because  He  cared  and 
loved  us. 

When  the  Holy  Spirit  reveals  the 
love  of  Christ  and  sheds  abroad  the 
love  of  God  in  our  hearts,  then  we 
behold  new  depths  of  holiness, 
beauty,  and  glory!  When  we  fully 
see  His  love  in  our  blood-purchased 
pardon,  then  with  tears  we  bow  at 
His  pierced  feet  and  pour  out  our 
love  in  return. 

Goethe  says:  "We  are  shaped  and 
fashioned  by  what  we  love."  The 
need  in  our  church  today  is  a  mani- 
festation of  the  love  of  Christ  in  the 
life  of  the  believer— "Oh,  to  love  as 
Jesus  loved."  He  has  created  us  to 
love,  and  the  more  love  we  give,  the 
more  we  have  to  give.  This  love  of 
Christ  is  a  radiating  love.  It  is  the 
great  magnet  through  us  that  draws 
men  and  women  near  to  the  foun- 
tain of  His  great  love— to  Calvary.

Do  we 
realize  our  responsibility  in  being 
filled  full  of  His  love  so  that  our  lives 
will  daily  be  the  witness  and  influ- 
ence for  Him  which  is  the  delight 
of  our  Heavenly  Father? 

In  the  Book  of  John,  Jesus  an- 
swered Peter  twice  with  the  command 
"Feed  my  lambs,"  revealing  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  "grown  up"  sheep 
to  the  'lambs." 
The  poet  has  said;

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"If  the  sheep  go  wrong,  it  will  not  be 
long 
'Til  the  lambs  are  as  wrong  as  they— 
If  the  lambs  are  lost,  what  a  terrible 

cost 
Some  sheep  will  have  to  pay." 

Have  we  the  right  to  criticize  and 
complain  about  our  youth  when  per- 
haps many  of  us  have  miserably  fail- 
ed to  hand  dovv-n  to  them  all  the 
beauties  of  a  Christ-centered,  spirit- 
filled  life?"  In  watching  our  lives, 
do  they  yearn  to  serve  Christ  as  we 
serve  Him?  Are  they  challenged  to 
love  Him  as  we  love  Him? 

"Lovest  thou  me?"  I  wonder  if  He 
would  not  look  at  some  of  us  today 
and  say:  "Thou  has  left  thy  first  love." 
Yes;  the  love  of  many  has  "waxed 
cold."  If  we  stop  to  analyze  our  cold- 
ness, our  indifference,  our  backslid- 
ing, and  we  seek  it  honestly,  there 
will  have  been  a  cause.  Secredy,  our 
love  has  been  diverted  into  other 
channels,  and  we  have  been  keeping 
back  a  little  part  of  the  price  for 
something  else.  We  have  looked  away 
from,  instead  of  looking  away  unto 
Jesus.  With  wondering,  faithless  eyes 
we  have  looked  to  other  helps  and 
hopes  and  have  loved  earthly  joys 
and  sought  earthly  gratifications. 
What  has  happened  to  our  vision? 
Where  are  those  who  should  be  add- 
ed to  the  church-daily?  What  about 
our  fervent  zeal  for  witnessing?  Our 
"delight"  in  the  prayer  meeting?  Our 
pleasure  in  attending  "every  means 
of  grace?"  Our  con\dctions?  (Yes; 
we  had  them,  in  dress;  in  principles 
in  our  living;  respect  for  the  Lord's 
Day.  Christ  was  honored  first  in  all 
things.)  What  has  happened  to  our 
family  altars?  Our  personal  medita- 
tions? 

In  our  pleasant  pursuits,  our 
harmless  recreations,  our  nice  occupa- 
tions—what fruit  are  we  having  from 
them?  I  am  thinking  of  the  steam 


engine  which  does  not  move  when  the 
fire  is  not  kindled,  nor  when  it  is 
gone  out.  No  matter  how  complete 
the  machinery  or  abundant  the  fuel, 
cold  coals  vi'ill  neither  set  it  going  nor 
keep  it  working. 

Love  is  the  greatest  thing  in  all  the 
world.  It  is  greater  than  the  eloquence 
of  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels; 
greater  than  prophecy,  faith  or  even 
martyrdom.  I  honestly  believe  the 
problems  existing  in  our  church,  or 
missionary  program,  et  cetera,  are  the 
result  of  our  lack  of  love  for  our  Lord 
because  love  manifests  itself  in  praise 
and  thanksgiving;,  in  obedience,  sacri- 
fice,  surrender;  love  is  long  suffering, 
kind,  is  not  puffed  up,  envieth  not, 
rejoiceth  in  the  truth,  beareth,  be- 
lieveth,  hopeth,  and  endureth  all 
things  (I  Cor.  13). 

Not  only  have  we  neglected  the 
unsaved,  disregarded  our  responsi- 
bility to  one  another  in  the  faith,  but 
in  our  personal  lives  we  have  failed 
to  permit  the  Holy  Spirit  to  be  the 
perpetual  impulse  of  every  action  in 
our  daily  life— allowing  Him  to  guard 
us  against  that  unkept  moment  of  an 
uttered  hasty  or  exaggerated  word,  or 
thinking  an  un-Christ  like  thought, 
or  feeling  an  un-Christ  like  moment 
of  impatience  or  resentment.  I  fear 
we  have  compromised  in  the  'little 
things,"  and  worldliness  and  mod- 
ernism has  made  its  influence  to  the 
extent  that  there  is  little,  if  any,  dif- 
ference between  the  life  of  the  Chris- 
tian and  that  of  the  sinner.  There 
must  be  a  separation.  Christ,  our  per- 
fect example,  was  separate  from  sin- 
ners, but  ever  in  contact  with  them 
because  of  His  love  for  their  salva- 
tion. We  must  be  separated  unto 
God  in  desire,  motive  and  act— His 
"peculiar"  ones,  His  "peculiar  treas- 
ure."

As  we  begin  another  year  of 
WA-IC  in  Northern  Ohio,  I  am  thrill- 
ed anew  in  the  monthly  meetings  of 
the  councils  "Looking  unto  Jesus."  It 
\\'ill  not  be  long  before  our  daily  lives 
are  showing  the  results  of  these  tre- 
mendous Bible  studies  and  mission 
topics. 

We  have  had  three  rallies  and  one 
conference  each  year,  and  our  goal 
for  each  one  of  $200  per  project  has 
been  exceeded  each  time.  Praise  His 
name!  We  have  been  gi'S'ing  to  na- 
tional projects  almost  exclusively,  and 
this  year  we  are  beginning  to  make 
plans  for  a  local  project  entitled 
Brethren  Youth  Cmnp  ISIeeded— 
What  Can  We  Do  About  It?  An 
earlier  article  in  the  Brethren  Mis- 
sionary Herald  by  Mrs.  Robert  Mark- 
ley,  sparked  us  into  thinking  about 
this  same  need. 

We  have  twenty-seven  councils  in 
our  district  with  an  enrollment  of  680, 
so  you  see  we  can  really  do  great 
things  if  we  get  started  on  such  a 
project,  the  Lord  willing!  Has  not 
God  said  in  Proverbs  19:18:  "Where 
there  is  no  vision,  the  people  perish"? 

We  have  a  new  WMC  here  in  Gal- 
ion,  Ohio.  Please  pray  for  our  ladies 
as  they  develop  this  new  work. 

For  the  last  t\\'o  years,  we  have 
had  an  evening  rally  in  July  with  an 
attendance  of  175  or  more.  Many  of 
our  women,  who  work  daytimes,  can 
attend  these  rallies,  and  we  are  en- 
thused about  them.  Mrs.  C.  C. 
Thomas,  from  the  Haven  of  Rest 
Mission  in  Akron,  was  our  guest 
speaker  last  July  and  presented  color 
slides  of  her  trip  to  the  Holy  Land. 

We  award  our  SMM  bandage  prin- 
cess a  week  at  camp  Buckeye  and  give 
books  to  the  next  three  in  line.  This 
year  we  sent  out  an  SOS  call  to  our 
councils  to  help  send  the  bandage 
queen  to  National  Conference  at 
Estes  Park  in  Colorado.  Almost  every 
council  was  able  to  respond. 

We  are  initiating  a  new  way  to 
make  it  possible  for  all  our  councils 
to  pray  together  when  an  emergency 
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request  comes  in.  Our  district  prayer 
chairman  has  five  ladies  to  whom  she 
can  telephone  the  request;  who  in 
turn,  write  about  five  post  cards  each, 
thus  covering  the  councils  in  our  dis- 
trict. Thus,  in  two  days  time,  we 
have  had  a  giant  praver  meeting  with 
our  great  Lord  God. 

Many  prayers  were  answered  and 
many  souls  were  saved  through  the 
faithfulness  of  WMC  members  and 
friends.  We  have  had  twenty-one  new 


family  altars  established  this  year. 
"In  everything  ye  are  enriched  by 
him"  (I  Cor.  1:5). 

Our  women  manifest  Christ  not 
only  by  serving  in  our  local  churches, 
but  they  also  teach  in  Bible  clubs  or 
hold  one  in  their  homes;  buy  DVBS 
materials  for  a  children's  home,  mend 
clothes  for  needy  families,  give  gifts 
to  widows  at  Christmas,  take  food 
to  the  sick,  give  programs  at  rest 
homes,  and  above  all  else,  they  take 
time  to  pray  with  their  loved  ones 
at  home,  leading  their  own  to  Him 
\vho  is  the  author  and  finisher  of  our 
faith.  That  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  may  be  glorified  in  you, 
we  are  "Looking  Unto  Jesus"  this 
ensuing  year.

The  new  church  will  be 
located  at  the  same  site  as  the  present  one.  The  first  unit,  \\hich  will  cost  approximately  $100,000,  will  be  lo- 
cated in  the  parking  area  immediately  north  of  the  present  building.  The  remainder  of  the  building  program  is 
scheduled  for  1968  or  1969,  according' to  Mark  Malles,  pastor. 
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How  youth  who  will  not  compro- 
mise are  needed  today!  Those  who 
will  stand  uncompromisingly  with  the 
world  and  take  places  of  responsi- 
bility in  the  church,  home,  and  na- 
tion are  greatly  needed.  The  youth 
of  today  have  been  branded  by  many 
of  this  \vorld  as  a  "Generation  of 
Rebels  Without  a  Cause."  This  is  a 
terrible  title  to  hang  on  any  group, 
especially  of  those  who  do  not  know 
Christ  as  their  Saviour.  Those  vi'ho 
are  Christian  youth  have  the  greatest 
cause  in  all  the  world— that  of  glori- 
fpng  Christ  with  their  lives.  As  a 
motivating  force  they  have  a  living 
Saviour  in  Jesus  Christ,  but  many 
times  they  are  being  "out-done"  by 
youth  of  our  Nation  whose  moti- 
vating force  is  a  cold  materialistic 
communism.  This  appahing  story  is 
vividly  told  in  the  film  "Operation 
Abolition."  This  film  shows  ho\v  stu- 
dents of  our  Nation's  universities 
organized  by  "hard  core  Commu- 
nists" break  up  a  Federal  trial  of 
known  communist  leaders  in  opera- 
tion in  our  United  States  of  America. 
It  would  be  a  wonderful  thing  if  all 
of  the  Christian  youth  of  this  country 
\\'ould  catch  the  drive  of  these  mis- 
directed youth  and  put  it  to  work 
for  Christ.  If  3'outh  today  would  dedi- 
cate themselves  to  God  as  did  Dan- 
iel, they  could  accomplish  more  than 
does  the  communist  force. 

Following  Daniel's  capture,  at 
about  the  age  of  seventeen,  we  see 
him  being  trained  in  the  king's  school 
because  of  his  fine  appearance,  char- 
acter, and  wisdom.  The  king  liked 
these  qualities,  but  he  didn't  like 
Daniel's  God.  The  name  Daniel  re- 
minded this  youth  daily  of  his  God,

for  it  meant,  "God's  judge."  The 
kins  sought  to  remove  this  reminder 
of  his  religion  by  changing  his  name 
to  Belteshazzar  which  meant  Bel's 
prince,  one  of  the  Babylonian  heath- 
en gods.  With  this  he  hoped  to  re- 
move Daniel's  allegiance  to  his  God. 
Isn't  this  true  today?  People  of  the 
world  want  to  use  all  the  attributes 
of  Christian  youth,  but  by  subtle 
means  they  trv  to  remove  their  re- 
ligion. 

When  we  look  again  on  Daniel 
we  find  that  the  king  failed  in  his 

o 

effort.  This  is  made  known  by  the 
way  Daniel  reacts  to  the  king's 
provision  for  him. 

We  see  in  chapter  1  verse  5  of 
Daniel  that  the  king  appointed  a  pro- 
vision of  the  king's  meat  and  drink 
to  Daniel.  Daniel  refused  this  pro- 
vision from  the  king's  table.  Even 
though  this  decision  could  have 
brought  Daniel  into  disfavor  with  the 
king,  possible  to  the  point  of  death, 
Daniel  stood  firm  upon  his  decision 
trusting  God   for  keeping  power. 

Upon  the  surface  it  seems  that 
the  king's  meat  would  have  been  all 
right.  But  when  we  look  beyond  the 


surface  we  see  the  danger,  for  it 
was  the  custom  of  that  time  for  the 
people  to  sacrifice  a  portion  of  their 
food  before  the  meal  to  their  heathen 
gods,  even  as  we  thank  God  at  our 
meals.  The  Scripture  commanded 
the  Jews  not  to  eat  of  meat  sacrificed 
to  idols;  therefore  Daniel  refused 
this  meat  from  the  king's  table.  Dan- 
iel could  have  made  excuses,  such 
as  he  was  a  captive  and  must  obey, 
or  that  he  must  comply  with  the 
custom  of  the  country,  for  to  disobey 
might  cost  him  the  favor  of  the  king 
and  interfere  with  his  advancement. 
Even  though  he  knew  it  would  lead 
to  criticism  and  ridicule,  there  could 
be  no  compromise,  so  he  stood  firm. 
How  we  need  youth  today  who  wall 
not  compromise  with  the  world  in 
any  way  but  will  stand  fast  for  the 
Lord  no  matter  what  it  costs! 

There  is  a  strong  message  here  for 
parents  who  want  their  children  to 
honor  God.  This  3'oung  man  vi'as 
chosen  from  a  good  family  and  had 
the  benefit  of  good  training  at  home. 
This  we  see  in  verse  3  of  Daniel 
chapter  1.  This  training  at  home 
about  God  and  what  He  expected  of 
His  children  was  surely  one  of  the 
big  factors  which  enabled  Daniel 
to  take  a  firm  stand  for  God  at  this 
early  age  in  manhood.  How  impor- 
tant it  is  to  daily  train  our  children 
in  the  Word  of  God.  How  many  of 
you  parents  reading  this  article  are 
preparing  your  children  with  the 
teachings  of  God's  Word?  This  is 
the  type  of  training  that  is  needed 
today  to  make  our  youth  those  who 
will  stand  firm  for  God— not  compro- 
mising with  the  world. 

Daniel  jeopardized  his  position 
v\dth  the  king  when  he  took  his  stand. 
Let  us  see  how  Daniel  was  rewarded 
for  his  stand.  In  Daniel  1:19,  it  tells 
us  that  none  were  found  to  be  like 
Daniel  and  his  three  friends.  Verse 
20  tells  us  that  they  were  found  to 
be  ten  times  wiser  than  the  king's 
present  magicians  and  astrologers, 
and  that  Daniel  was  elevated  to  a 
place  of  position.  All  because  he  was 
willing  to  stand  for  the  Lord  and  let 
Him  take  care  of  him.  If  vou  want 
to  be  the  kind  of  a  young  person 
that  God  can  use,  take  a  stand  for 
God  against  worldly  things  with  no 
place  for  compromise,  and  God  will 
honor  you  as  he  did  Daniel. 
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Elijah  was  a  prophet  who  stands 
out  in  the  annals  of  God's  his- 
tory as  a  man  full  of  ups  and  downs. 
Perhaps  he  was  like  some  of  us  today! 

This  crag  of  a  man  stood  as  ma- 
jestic and  unmovable  as  the  moun- 
tains of  Gilead  from  whence  he  came. 
This  man  was  freed,  fired,  and  filled 
with  God!  He  did  not  go  with  the 
crowd,  he  stood  against  it!  He  did 
not  tickle  his  friends  or  foes  under  the 
chin,  he  threw  his  upper-cuts  of 
"Thus  saith  the  Lord"  with  power  and 
conviction.  He  was  not  a  sick  fish 
that  floated  down  stream  and  that 
did  not  have  the  gumption  enough 
to  put  forth  the  extra  effort  to  go 
against  the  current  of  free  thinkers. 

But   Elijah    was   not   always   like 


all  of  us  to  read  about  these  prophets, 
aposdes,  missionaries,  martyrs,  re- 
formers—the Peters,  Pauls,  Johns, 
Luthers,  Wesleys,  Careys,  Living- 
stones, Gribbles,  and  so  forth,  and 
to  love  their  life  stories,  to  write  their 
biographies,  to  reverence  their  mem- 
ories, to  frame  their  epitaphs,  but 
how  many  of  us  will  imitate  them? 
After  Elijah  earned  his  BD,  he  was 
now  ready  for  his  EB!  We  read  in 
verse  7  that  the  "brook  dried  up" 
and  in  verse  8,  "The  word  of  the 
Lord  came  unto  him,"  and  com- 
manded him  to  go  a  litde  farther  to 
another  place,  the  city  of  Zarephath 
in  Zidon.  Elijah  "arose  and  went  to 
Zarephath!"  This  true  obedience  came 
because  he  had  recei\'ed  the  blessing 


the  boy  died  and  the  woman,  who 
has  not  put  her  trust  in  the  true  and 
living  God,  thinks  there  is  some  omen 
of  superstitious  nature  that  has 
caused  this.  Since  Elijah  has  learned 
real  compassion,  he  cannot  stand  to 
hear  the  cry  of  this  heathen  woman, 
so  he  says  (v.  19),  "Give  me  thy 
son!"  He  then  carries  the  lad  into  the 
upper  room  where  he  has  a  furdier 
experience  with  God  in  restoring 
life  into  the  young  lad. 

What  a  blessed  time  we  can  have 
as  we  fully  realize  this  Upper  Room 
experience!  When  Elijah  came  down 
from  this  place,  the  result  was  that 
he  carried  life  with  him,  and  further- 
more, the  mother  became  a  believer 
because    he    had    spent    time    with

this!  God  had  to  send  him  to  school 
to  train  him!  In  fact,  Elijah  had  to 
earn  three  degrees  before  he  was 
ready  to  face  the  great  task  of  de- 
feating the  prophets  of  Baal  and 
strengthening  the  believers  at  Mount 
Carmel.  I  want  you  to  see  these 
three  degrees  so  you  too  can  earn 
them!  These  are  all  found  in  I  Kings 
17  and  they  are:  the  BD-Backside 
of  the  Desert,  the  EB-Empty  Bar- 
rel,   the   UR— Upper   Room. 

The  BD  degree  in  verses  1-7  was 
superceded  by  the  new  birth.  Elijah 
was  a  true  believer  and  even  his 
name  means  "my  God  is  Jehovah." 

Now  this  three-ring  circus  prophet 
loved  to  blast  away  with  a  condem- 
natory message,  but  God  had  to  teach 
him  a  real  lesson  of  trust  and  depend- 
ence on  the  backside  of  the  desert. 
So  God  sent  him  through  the  training 
schedule  on  the  campus  near  the 
brook  Cherith.  Elijah  learned  the 
blessing  of  dependence  (BD)  as  he 
"did  according  to  the  word  of  the 
Lord."  I  am  afraid  it  is  so  easy  for 


of  dependence  on  the  Backside  of 
the  Desert. 

But  God  still  has  to  give  him  this 
EB  degree  where  he  will  learn  the 
Evangelization  with  a  Burden!  God 
made  him  stay  there  at  the  widow's 
home  till  he  fully  received  this  EB 
degree!  God  only  provided  enough 
from  the  cruse  of  oil  and  the  barrel 
of  meal  to  take  care  of  their  daily 
needs.  More  than  that,  he  caused 
Elijah  to  have  a  compassion  for  these 
two  souls  and  taught  him  to  get  along 
with  these  unlovel)'  foreigners.  God 
wants  all  of  us  to  have  this  Evan- 
gelization Burden!  It  is  one  thing  to 
receive  the  BD,  it  is  another  thing 
to  have  the  love  and  compassion  for 
the  lost.  Have  vou  ever  received  your 
EB? 

But  now  after  the  BD  and  the  EB, 
we  note  this  thunder  and  lightning 
three-ring  circus  prophet  recei^ang 
his  UR  degree  which  comes  from 
an  experience  in  the  Upper  Room 
where  he  trulv  tests  God's  unlimited 
resource.  In  verse   17  we  note  that 


God.  Notice  her  response  (v.  24): 
"Now  by  this  I  know  that  thou  art 
a  man  of  God,  and  that  the  word  of 
the  [no  longer  thy]  Lord  in  thy 
mouth  is  truth."  I  wonder  if  you  have 
ever  received  this  UR  degree? 

I  think  we  can  learn  from  these 
three  degrees  that  God  is  not  inter- 
ested in  spectacular  but  in  the  parti- 
cular. He  had  to  teach  Elijah  the 
Messing  of  dependence  so  that  he 
would  go  to  a  heathen  country,  not 
to  reach  a  great  multitude,  but  just  a 
widow  and  her  boy!  God's  method 
of  sending  us  through  His  school  of 
learning  is  to  teach  us  to  have  the 
evangelism  burden  so  He  can  test 
His  unlimited  re':ource.  What  are  you 
doing  for  Jesus  who  has  done  so  much 
for  )'ou?  I  believe  we  need  to  ap- 
ply to  our  lives  that  which  the  poet 
expressed  so  well  when  he  wrote: 

Turn  your  eyes  upon  Jesus,  look 
full  in  His  wonderful  face, 

And  the  things  of  earth  will  grow 
strangely  dim,  in  the  light 

of  His  beauty  and  grace. 
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^^  WHY  ATTEND  A 

CHRISTIAN  YOUTH  CAMP?

This  is  a  question  quite  often 
raised  bv  young  people,  and  also  by 
the  parents  of  teen-agers.  Although 
there  ma\'  be  reasons  why  some  young 
people  don't  attend,  there  are  those 
in  the  majority  who  do  attend. 

One  of  the  main  benefits  of  a 
Christian  youth  camp  is  that  Chris- 
tian young  people  meet  other  Chris- 
tians their  own  age.  Many  young 
people  in  the  local  church  feel  that 
they  are  the  only  ones  who  are  try- 
ing to  live  for  the  Lord,  and  they 
become  discouraged.  But  when  they 
meet  other  Christians  their  own  age, 
they  realize  they  are  not  alone  and 
are  encouraged  to  stand  true  to  their 

o 

convictions. 

Another  important  result  of  at- 
tending such  a  camp  is  the  decisions 
that  young  people  make  there.  After 
attending  camp  six  years  as  a  camper 
and  four  years  as  a  counselor,  I  have 
seen  hundreds  of  decisions  by  young 
people.  It  was  at  one  of  these  camps 
in  Michigan  that  I  dedicated  my  life 
to  the  Lord  for  full-time  service,  so 
I  realize  how  much  camp  meant  in 
my  own  life.  Although  some  of  these 
decisions  aren't  lasting,  I  believe  the 
majority  of  them  are.  Many  young 
people  never  really  considered  Chris- 
tian service  before  they  came  to 
camp,  but  under  the  influence  of 
godly  teachers  and  counselors  they 
have  come  to  realize  that  God  has  a 
claim  on  their  lives,  and  He  wants 


to  use  them  if  they  will  only  let  Him. 
So  when  thev  have  an  opportunity 
at  the  fagot  ser\ace  or  some  other  ap- 
propriate time,  many  respond  to  the 
leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Then  they 
in  turn  go  home  and  inspire  the  other 
young  people  in   their  churches. 

It  is  a  real  encouragement  to  see 
the  enthusiasm  and  increased  vision 
that  these  young  people  take  back 
to  their  own  groups  at  home.  The 
Bible  says:  "Where  there  is  no  vision, 
the  people  perish,"  and  this  is  also 
true  with  young  people's  groups. 
And  the  best  v\'ay  to  get  a  vision  is 
to  go  else\\'here  and  see  what  is  being 
done.  At  camp  these  teen-agers  see 
what  can  be  done  and  what  is  being 
done,  and  many  go  back  home  and 
try  to  accomplish  the  same  thing  in 
their  local  groups.  So  the  whole 
church  profits  as  a  result  of  their 
enthusiastic  young  people. 

Camp  is  also  a  good  place  for 
young  people  to  develop  their  talents. 
It  is  interesting  to  watch  them  in  the 
spiritual  competition  events.  Thev 
have  to  spend  long  hours  studying  the 
Scriptures  and  practicing  on  their 
instruments.  By  doing  this  they 
sharpen  up  the  tools  that  God  has 
given  them.  The  athletic  events  at 
camp  are  another  means  of  develop- 
ing talent  that  young  people  have. 
Certainly  the  Scriptures  encourage 
us  to  develop  our  bodies. 

Camp  is  a  place  too  where  young 


people  are  shown  how  to  live  a  well- 
rounded  Christian  life.  The  daily 
schedule  is  one  that  for  the  most  part 
could  and  should  be  carried  out  every 
da\'  of  the  year.  Devotions  are  re- 
quired both  in  the  morning  and  eve- 
ning. These  should  become  the  pat- 
tern of  our  lives  so  that  we  might  feel 
the  presence  of  the  Lord  and  know 
His  leading  in  our  lives.  No  day  is 
complete  unless  it  is  opened  and 
closed  with  prayer  and  reading  God's 
Word.  The  morning  classes  are  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  young 
people  and  to  shov^'  them  how  to  live 
a  happy  and  worth-while  Christian 
life.  Our  youth  are  also  taught  to 
give  to  worth-while  organizations  and 
projects.  Missionary  challenges  are 
presented  so  that  they  will  kno\v  the 
needs  of  the  world.   They  are   also 
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encouraged  to  eat  and  sleep  properly 
to  have  healthy  bodies.  Everything 
at  camp  is  designed  to  instruct  our 
youth  to  most  effectively  li\'e  a  life 
that  will  bring  glory  and  honor  unto 
the  Lord. 

This  is  also  an  opportunity  for  a 
young  person  to  show  his  true  colors. 
Often  at  home  some  young  person 
runs  everything  because  no  one  else 
seems  to  be  capable,  or  else  someone 
is  pushed  aside  because  he  dosn't  fit 
the  pattern  of  the  rest.  But  at  a  camp 
where  no  one  knows  you  or  vour 
background  you  can't  live  on  vour 
past  reputation  but  have  to  pro\'e 
yourself.  Those  v\'ho  never  had  a 
chance  before  now  might  be  able  to 
show  what  they  can  do. 

One  other  aspect  to  be  considered 
here  is  the  social  side.  We  often  hear 
that  there   are   not   enough   bovs   or 
girls    in    the    church— there    are    not 
equal  numbers  of  boys  and  girls  in 
the  church  for  e\'eryone  to  have  dates 
for  parties,  and  so  forth.  But  at  camp 
there   are   many  more   opportunities 
of  meeting  those  of  the  opposite  sex 
who  are  the  same  age.   Alanv  a  ro- 
mance has  begun  at  a  vouth  camp. 
Here  you  can  often   find  a  partner 
who  has  the  same  interests  that  you 
have.  There  is  really  then  no  need 
to  date  worldly  kids  when  there  are 
places  to  go  where  you  can  meet  fine 
young  people  who  belie\'e  as  you  do. 
Yes;  there  are  manv  advantages  in  at- 
tending a  youth  camp.  It  is  designed 
to    help    develop    young    people    in 
their  Christian  lives,  and  they  are  put 
into    an    environment   where    ever)'- 
thing  is  in  their  favor.  If  camp  has 
no  effect  on  them,  there  is  something 
sadly  lacking  in  their  Christian  expe- 
rience.   If   as   a    young   person,    you 
have  never  attended  one  of  our  vouth 
camps,    why   not    seriously    consider 
going  next  summer?  Maybe  this  will 
be  the  Lord's  v\'ay  of  showing  you 
what  He  wants  to  do  \\'ith  vour  life. 
And  if  you  are  a  parent  of  teen-agers, 
be  sure  to  encourage  them  to  attend 
one  of  our  camps.  It  is  well  worth 
the  money,  and  onlv  eternitv  will  re- 
veal the  results  of  a  week  spent  there. 
May  God  continue  to  bless  our  camp 
program.

This  team  will  serve  this  inter- 
denominational Sundav-school  organ- 
ization during  the  year  as  officers, 
together  with  a  board  of  eleven  other 
men.  The  recent  convention  in  Cobo 
Hall  attracted  more  than  10,000 
Sundav-school  leaders  and  workers

Germany,  and  other  distant  points.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.-Presi- 
dent  Kennedy  has  signed  into  law 
the  pro-  ^  "^^^'  measure  ^^■hich  prohibits  ex- 
amination in  District  of  Columbia 
courts  of  anv  minister  of  religion  in 
connection  with  any  communication 
made  to  him  in  his  professional  ca- 
pacity-. 

The  Congressional  measure,  which 
grants  specific  exemption  to  ministers 
similar  to  that  enjoved  by  attorneys 


and  phvsicians,  ends  a  controversy 
which  began  when  a  minister  was 
examined  in  a  District  court  in  con- 
nection with  a  di\'orce  case. 

It  does  not  require  that  the  com- 
munication be  made  in  the  form 
of  a  confession  or  in  the  exercise 
of  required  religious  practices,  but 
specifies  that  any  communication 
made  to  a  minister  in  his  "profession- 
al capacity"  should  be  exempt. 

HARRISBURG,  PA.-For  the 
first  time,  public  schools  in  Penn- 
sylvania ^^-ill  recognize  religious  holi- 
davs  of  all  faiths  by  excusing  pupils 
from  classes  on  those  days  upon  %\'rit- 
ten  request  from  parents. 

Formerly  the  schools  recognized 
only  major  Christian  holidavs.  The 
new  policy  was  announced  by  Dr. 
Charles  H.  Boehm,  state  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  follow- 
ing a  conference  with  representatives 
of  all  faiths. 

ROCKVILLE,  MD.-After  bat- 
ding  two  \'ears  against  being  forced  to 
swear  belief  in  God,  Rov  R.  Torcaso 
of  \Vheaton,  Marj'land,  became  the 
State's  first  public  officer  sworn  in 
on  an  oath  minus  reference  to  the 
existence  of  God. 

Mr.  Torcaso  first  appeared  before 
Montgomery  Count)'  Circuit  Court 
clerk  Clayton  Watkins  in  June  1959, 
to  take  the  oath  w^hich  concluded 
with  "I,  Roy  R.  Torcaso,  do  declare 
that  I  beUeve  in  the  existence  of 
God." 

He  refused  to  swear  to  the  exis- 
tence of  God  and  also  objected  to 
the  opening  of  the  oath,  given  to  all 
Marvland  public  officials.  He  took 
his  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  .  .  .

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The  Secret  of  Thanksgiving 

The  secret  of  giving  thanks  depends  upon  our  knowing 
some  things  about  the  \\'ill  of  God.  When  we  open  the 
Bible  to  Ephesians  5:20  and  read  this  strong  admoni- 
tion, "Giving  thanks  always  for  all  things  unto  God," 
this  inspired  passage  presents  the  obligation  of  thanksgiv- 
ing for  all  things  as  the  will  of  God. 

Once  convinced  that  the  Word  of  God  commands  be- 
lievers to  give  thanks  for  all  things,  the  only  proper  re- 
action of  true  faith  is  to  obey  the  Lord.  This  is  a  duty 
that  demands  action.  The  child  of  God  must  practice 
giving  of  thanks  in  his  everyday  experience.  The  proof 
of  a  complete  surrender  to  the  will  of  God  is  evidenced 
by  lips  that  speak  forth  a  joyous  expression  of  thankful- 
ness day  by  day  to  God,  rather  than  the  usual  vain, 
foolish  murmurings  of  bitterness.  Words  of  praise  and 
rejoicing  from  our  mouths  are  the  surest  evidence  of  a 
quiet  surrender  to  God's  perfect  will. 

Regardless  of  circumstances,  the  \'ital  secret  of  thanks- 
giving depends  upon  our  being  convinced  that  God  only 
permits  those  things  to  come  into  our  lives  which  are 
good  for  us.  Unless  we  are  to  be  hypocritical  in  giving 
thanks  for  every  experience  in  our  life,  we  must  learn 
to  be  submissive  to  God's  will,  plan  and  purpose  for  us. 

The  Bible  dogmatically  states:  "And  we  know  that 
all  things  work  together  for  good  to  them  that  love 
God"  (Rom.  8:28).  Here  is  assurance  from  the  Word  of 
God  that  no  matter  what  experience  we  pass  through  it 
is  for  our  benefit.  And  since  every  happening  in  our  life 
is  for  our  good,  it  is  therefore  altogether  fitting  that  our 
Lord  should  insist  that  we  be  appreciative  and  thank 
Him.  Once  the  Christian  is  absolutely  persuaded  that 
God  pro\'identially  superintends  every  event  that  enters 
his  life  and  causes  it  to  culminate  for  his  good,  then, 
and  then  only,  has  he  learned  the  secret  of  thanksgiving.

Why  Should  I  Be  a  Brethren  Church  Pioneer? 

At  this  time  of  the  year  especially,  each  member  of 
a  Brethren  church  should  be  asking  himself  this  ques- 
tion. It  is  an  easy  one  to  answer. 

First;  because  it  is  God's  will  that  ne\y  Brethren 
churches  should  be  established.  Whereyer  a  Brethren 
church  is  started  there  is  a  Bible  teaching  center.  Paul 
commanded  Timothy:  "And  the  things  that  thou  hast 
heard  of  me  among  many  witnesses,  the  same  commit 
thou  to  faithful  men,  ^^'ho  shall  be  able  to  teach  others 
also"  (II  Tim.  2:2).  Starting  Brethren  churches,  then,  is 
the  exact  fulfillment  of  this  command  to  hold  forth  the 
Word  of  God.  In  the  same  epistle,  chapter  4  and  verse  1 
Paul  said,  "Preach  the  word."  The  motto  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  is  "The  Bible,  the 
Whole  Bible,  and  Nothing  but  the  Bible." 

If,  as  a  Christian  you  are  desiring  to  fulfill  God's 
will  for  you,  and  vou  are  concerned  with  disseminating 
truth  in  these  days  of  apostasy,  you  should  be  helping  to 
start  Brethren  churches. 

Second;  every  member  of  The  Brethren  Church  should 
be  a  Church  Pioneer  because  the  local  church  is  God's 
headquarters  on  earth.  No  matter  what  aspect  of  Chris- 
tian ser^'ice  vou  may  mention,  it  had  its  besinninos  in, 
and  it  is  being  supported  by,  a  local  church  or  many  local 
churches.  In  Acts  13  the  Holy  Spirit  went  to  the  local 
church  at  Antioch  to  find  Barnabas  and  Saul  while  these 
men  were  worshiping  and  ser\'ing  in  that  church.  The 
Holy  Spirit  commanded  the  local  church  to  send  these 
men  forth,  which  they  did.  The  Bible  reveals  the  ef- 
fective missionary  service  rendered  by  these  servants. 

How  would  Brethren  Home  Missions  help  in  estab- 
lishing ne\y  churches  all  over  America  if  individual 
Brethren  churches  did  not  support  the  offering  for  this 
purpose?  How  would  our  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
maintain  and  extend  its  missionary  testimony  in  the  fields 
of  the  world  without  gifts  from  local  churches?  Where 
do  our  pastors  and  foreign  missionaries  come  from  but 
local  Brethren  churches?  Flow  would  Grace  schools  con- 
tinue to  operate  without  the  help  of  local  Brethren 
churches?  And,  we  might  also  ask,  how  would  Youth 
for  Christ,  the  Child  Evangelism  Fello\yship,  the  Oriental 
Missionary  Society,  the  Sudan  Interior  Mission,  and 
others,  continue  to  operate  without  the  help  of  local 
churches?  Each  Christian  enterprise  in  this  world  finds 
its  means  of  existence  in  local  churches. 

In  the  local  church  the  believer  finds  strength  in  the 
fellowship  of  the  saints.  He  finds  spiritual  growth  in  the 
teaching  of  the  Word  of  God.  He  receives  inspiration 
for  soul-winning  and  missionary  praying  and  giving. 
He  is  trained  in  the  various  facets  of  Christian  service. 
Here  is  where  plans  are  made  as  directed  b\'  God's 
Holy  Spirit  for  the  expansion  of  the  total  church  on  earth. 
The  local  church  is  the  believer's  workshop. 


Brethren  churches  qualify  in  all  these  ways.  Therefore, 
it  is  right  and  proper  that  each  member  of  a  Brethren 
church  should  help  to  establish  new  Brethren  testimonies. 

The  Brethren  I^ome  Missions  Council  is  doing  this  all 
o\'er  America.  At  this  time  there  are  fift\'-t\yo  missions 
being  supported  by  this  organization.  Many  more  could 
be  added  to  this  list  at  any  time  resources  may  be  avail- 
able to  support  them.  It  is  clear  that  this  is  a  Biblical  work. 
Therefore,  those  who  support  it  are  doing  a  Biblical 
work  and  performing  the  will  of  God. 

How  Can  You  Be  a  Brethren  Church  Pioneer? 

First,  you  should  be  a  prayer  warrior.  We  can  advance 
only  on  our  knees.  Beautiful  plastic  prayer  boxes  and 
cards  containing  the  names  and  addresses  of  our  126 
home  missionaries  are  available  to  all  Brethren  people 
through  their  local  churches.  Many  prayer  requests  come 
from  our  office  monthly  for  other  specific  items  needing 
prayer.  Daily  Brethren  people  should  be  seeking  God's 
provisions  in  men,  money,  and  spiritual  provisions  for 
the  growth  of  the  church.  Without  this  great  weight  of 
prayer  our  spiritual  vision  will  be  clouded  and  uncer- 
tain. Pray  for  Brethren  Home  Missions! 

Second,  you  should  be  uilling  to  go  and  help  start  a 
new  Brethren  church  if  God  so  leads.  Migrate  for  Christ! 
Brethren  families  are  catching  the  vision  for  this  very 
rewarding  ministry.  Some  are  moving  from  one  state  to 
another,  or  just  across  the  city,  or  into  another  city  close 
by  as  a  part  of  a  nucleus  to  start  a  new  church.  Har- 
vesters are  needed  to  man  the  new  churches  and  teach 
the  Word.  Young  men  and  young  women  should  be  in 
training  for  church  extension  and  home-mission  work. 
Pastors,  teachers,  evangelists,  and  missionaries  are  need- 
ed in  all  home-mission  fields. 

Third,  vou  should  lay  your  gifts  on  the  altar.  Larger 
sums  of  money  are  needed  each  year  to  construct  church 
buildings.  Inflation  has  dealt  a  deadly  blow  to  church 
extension  programs.  Our  goal  this  year  is  $14  per  member, 
■ivhich  is  only  four  cents  per  day  per  member,  but  which 
would  total  $350,000  for  1961.  Some  local  churches  give 
far  more  than  this  now.  All  Brethren  churches  should 
strive  to  meet  at  least  this  goal. 

Fourth,  you  should  loan  your  money  for  the  building 
of  Brethren  churches  through  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation.  Good  securit\',  5  percent  interest  on  amounts 
$500  and  up  with  a  great  blessing  from  God  await  the 
Brethren  investor.  Know  that  your  money  is  serving  God, 
not  building  taverns,  or  dancehalls,  or  serving  Satan  in 
other  ways.   Invest  Brethren! 

All  of  this  means  one  thing— Every  member  of  a  Breth- 
ren church  can  be  a  Clmrch  Pioneer  in  some  way;  per- 
haps in  all  of  these  ways! 

To  do  this  is  to  be  Biblical,  doing  the  will  of  God, 
and  being  well-pleasing  in  His  sight.

First  of  all,  it  mav  be  pertinent  to  identify  the  city 
of  Anaheim,  for  though  many  of  its  neighbors  are 
very  famihar  to  the  Brethren  across  our  Nation,  the 
name  "Anaheim"  is  somewhat  unknown.  Anaheim 
has  enjoyed  the  distinction  of  being  the  fastest  grow- 
inc  cits'  in  the  State  of  California  for  the  past  few 
vears.  Being  a  small  city  of  some  15,000  ten  or 
eleven  vears  ago,  it  has  now  grown  to  become  one 
of  the  ranking  cities  of  the  State  with  a  present 
population  of  nearly  115,000  and  according  to  latest 
statistical  estimates  is  to  reach  200,000  by  1970  and 
300,000  by  1980.  It  is  located  in  the  northern  section 
of  the  great  electronic-industrial  section  of  Orange 
Count\'.  It  is  perhaps  most  famous  for  being  the 
location  of  famed  Disneyland. 

However,  our  rejoicing  is  in  the  fact  that  it  is 
now  the  location  of  the  newest  self-supporting 
Brethren  church  in  America!  Surely,  as  we  look 
back  over  the  past  few  years  of  its  existence,  we 
are  ever  awed  at  the  kindness  of  our  God  and  at 
the  ways  He  has  led  us  as  a  church  since  our  be- 
ginning. Just  six  years  ago  the  Lord  laid  upon  the 
heart  of  Pastor  Lewis  Hohenstein  of  our  First 
Brethren  Church  of  WTiittier  the  need  and  oppor- 
tunit)-  for  a  Bible  class  in  the  then  growing  cit)'  of 
^Anaheim. 

The  class  began  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Rudolph  and  interested  Brethren  and  non- 
Brethren  alike  were  contacted.  Mter  several  months, 
it  was  decided  that  the  class  had  grown  to  the  place 
where  Sundav  ser\ices  were  advisable  and  Mis- 
sionars'  Harold  Dunning  was  called  to  be  pastor 
as  senices  began  to  be  held  each  Sunday  in  the 
Optimist  Club  building  in  downtown  Anaheim. 
The  work  grew  with  Brother  Dunning  at  the  helm, 
and  near  the  close  of  his  eight-month  ministr)',  as 
he  prepared  to  return  to  the  Africa  mission  field, 
the  charter  membership  was  opened  and  we  were 
called  from  our  home-mission  work  in  Findlay, 
Ohio,  to  become  the  first  permanent  pastor.  It  was 
the  first  of  Januar}'  1957  when  Brother  Dunning 
informally  turned  the  work  over  to  me  with  these 
words:  "You  are  now  the  pastor  over  four  acres 
of  oranges!"  This  was  not  exactly  the  case,  how- 
e\-er,  for  the  charter  membership  listed  nearly  forty 
members  at  this  stage.  As  was  implied  in  Brother 
Dunning's  words,  the  church  with  the  ven'  great 
assistance  of  the  District  Mission  Board  and  Broth- 
er Elzie  Culp  of  the  Whittier  church  but  now  with 
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Pastor.  Grace  Brethren  Chtirch.  Anaheim.  California 

the  Lord,  and  with  the  counsel  and  approval  of  the 
Brethren  Home  ^lissions  Council  had  purchased 
land  in  the  northeastern  section  of  the  cit\-. 

For  the  next  vear  and  a  half.  ser\"ices  were  con- 
tinuouslv  held  in  the  Optimist  Club  building  as  we 
looked  forward  to  the  construction  and  completion 
of  our  owTi  church  building.  In  September  1957 
ground  was  broken  and  the  Brethren  construction 
crew  of  Max  Fluke  and  Bert  Jordan  undertook  the 
actual  construction  of  the  building.  In  June  of  1958 
we  moved  into  our  building  for  our  first  ser\ice 
and  the  formal  dedication  followed  in  September  of 
the  same  year.  Now  after  three  vears  in  our  build- 
ing, the  Lord  has  blessed  us  financiaUv  to  a  point 
whereby  faith  in  His  abundant  pro\"isions,  we  felt 
led  to  assume  our  full  responsibUities. 

We  have  not  been  sorr>'  for  this  decision,  for  at 
the  present  time  our  treasur\"  shows  a  greater  bal- 
ance than  it  has  anv  time  since  we  moved  into  our 
building  three  years  ago.  Our  people  have  praved 
and  given  time  and  again  that  the  financial  needs 
of  the  church  might  be  met.  At  a  time  when  our 
building  was  but  a  slab  on  the  ground  and  there 
were  no  funds  available  for  further  construction, 
our  people  raised  nearly  $20,000  and  placed  it  in 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation  for  further 
construction.  The  building  was  finallv  completed 
only  after  Brother  and  Sister  Da\id  Holsinger, 
members  of  our  church,  loaned  us  an  additional 
$30,000.  The  Lord  has  abundandv  blessed  these 
fine  Christian  people  for  their  goodness,  for  thev 
have  now  reached  the  ages  of  ninetv-one  and  eiehtv- 
nine  respectively.  They  have  recendy  been  present 
in  our  services. 

Our  church  membership  has  now  reached  the  120 
mark.  .Although  we  have  not  made  great  strides 
In  attendance,  \\"e  are  growing  solidlv.  Our  Sundav 
school  has  been  near  the  140  mark  for  the  past  sev- 
eral Sundays  and  our  worship  sernces  have  been 
averaging  over  one  hundred.  One  of  the  greatest 
joys  has  been  the  attendance  in  our  midweek 
prayer  serxice  which  often  is  abo\e  fort\'  and  at 
times  reaches  fiftv. 

Our  future  is  bright!  \^'e  praise  the  Lord  for  our 
excellent  youth  group,  \vhich  indeed  is  in  manv 
w  ays  "an  example  of  the  believers."  Thev  are  faith- 
fully present  in  all  the  ser\"ices,  and  under  the  cap- 
able and  sacrificial  leadership  of  their  sponsors, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Forrest  Keeler,  thev  afford  us  great 
hope  for  the  future.  Our  music  department  widi 
Mr,  Ronald  Craker  as  music  director  is  second 
to  none  for  a  church  our  size,  Aldiough  we  haw 
been  surrounded  bv  orange  proves  almost  con- 
tinuously  since  our  existence,  thev  are  now  giving 
\va\-  to  schools  and  dwellings. 
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Navajo  Diorama 


A  specially  designed  three-dimen- 
sional scene  of  the  Brethren  Navajo 
Mission  work  is  now  available  for  dis- 
tribution to  Sunday  schools,  VBS, 
camp  programs,  and  youth  groups. 
When  completed  this  cut-out  presents 
a  diorama  that  is  4"x8y2"x3",  and 
provides  a  scale  model  of  the  school- 
bouse  on  the  mission  compound 
where  the  children  attend  classes  and 
chapel  each  day.  The  building  forms 
a  coin-bank  for  offerings  for  the 
Navajo  work,  and  can  be  used  to 
teach  children  mission  giving.  Stand- 
ing in  the  background  of  the  school- 
house  is  a  typical  scene  from  the  sur- 
rounding country:  a  family  hooan,  a 
mother  weaving  a  rug,  two  children 
herding  the  family  sheep.  These 
stand  out  in  a  three-dimension  model 


when  cutting  and  folding  is  com- 
plete. 

The  design  and  plan  for  the  cut- 
out was  created  by  Mr.  Larry  Wed- 
ertz.  Mission  schoolteacher;  and  the 
art  work  was  done  by  a  local  Navajo 
Christian  young  man,  Eddie  Scott. 
Complete  instructions  are  printed  on 
the  tag-board  for  coloring,  cutting, 
and  folding,  and  would  be  adapt- 
able for  young  people  from  six  to 
fourteen   years. 

These  diorama  cut-outs  are  avail- 
able in  any  number  needed  for  your 
particular  group.

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Faint-Hearted  Christians

CAREFUL  NOW!  Don't  be  too 
quick  to  lav  aside  this  article.  It  could 
be  talking  about  YOU!  Of  course, 
if  you  are  witnessing  every  day,  and 
never  become  discouraged,  then  by  all 
means,  do  not  take  the  time  to  go 
on  reading.  But— if  you  have  diffi- 
culty in  being  one  who  is  able  to 
remain  faithful  to  the  Great  Commis- 
sion, "Go,  ye,  therefore,  into  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  Gospel"  (Mark 
16:15),  or  to  the  final  command  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  "But  ve  shall 
receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  come  upon  vou:  and  ye  shall 
he  ivitnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jeru- 
salem, and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Sa- 
maria, and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth"  (Acts   1:8). 

Paul,  in  writing  to  the  Corin- 
thians (and  us)  says:  "Therefore  see- 
ing we  have  this  ministry,  as  we  have 
received  mercv,  we  faint  not"  (II  Cor. 
4:1).  If  any  man  is  in  Christ,  God's 
Word  says:  "And  all  things  are  of 
God  who  hath  reconciled  us  to  him- 
self by  Jesus  Christ,  and  hath  given 
to  us  the  ministry  of  reconciliation" 
(II  Cor.  5:18).  It  is  our  responsibility 
as  Christians  to  bring  the  unsaved 
unto  a  relationship  of  peace  with 
God.  It  is  not  that  we  have  a  choice 
in  the  matter.  It  is  a  "must"  in  the 
life  of  every  Christian.  Anything 
short  of  this  is  pure  disobedience.  It 
is  "fainting."  It  is  being  weary  in 
well-doing.  We  are  specifically  com- 
manded in  Galatians  6:9  never  to  let 
this  condition  come  upon  us,  for  we 
read,  "And  let  us  not  be  weary  in 
well  doing:  for  in  due  season  we  shall 
reap,  if  we  faint  not."  The  challenge 


goes  out  to  you  to  get  your  Bible, 
read  also  \'erses  6  through  9.  You 
cannot  fool  God  for  He  kno\\'s  your 
heart.  If  \'ou  refuse  to  sow  the  Word 
of  God  and  \'0u  refuse  to  be  a  wit- 
ness for  Christ  and  tell  others  what 
He  has  done  for  vou  (for  that  is 
what  a  witness  does,  he  tells  what  .he 
knows),  then,  what  shall  you  reap? 
You  must  sow  to  reap  the  rewards 
to  be  given  out  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  on  the  judgment  Dav  of  the 
saints  (Read  I  Cor.  3:12-15).' 

The  world  is  watching  vou.  If  you 
claim  to  be  a  Christian,  even  if  you 
are  onlv  a  church  member,  others 
are  watching  vou.  It  is  what  you  do 
in  backing  up  what  vou  sav  that 
counts.  In  that  great  twelfth  chapter 
of  Hebrews  which  deals  with  the 
chastisement  of  those  who  will  not 
obey  the  Lord's  commands,  it  savs 
in  verse  3:  "For  consider  him  that  en- 
dureth  such  contradiction  of  sinners 
against  himself,  lest  ye  be  wearied 
and  faint  in  vour  minds."  Read  the 
first  fifteen  verses  of  this  chapter 
right  now;  then  go  on  with  this 
article,  for  too  many  Christians  for- 
get what  Christ  went  through  in 
order  that  we  might  be  saved.  Far 
too  many  quit  before  the  job  is  even 
begun.  Only  too  often  we  find  Chris- 
tians starting  out  right,  then  visit 
a  while,  and  because  they  do  not  see 
immediate  results  of  their  efforts,  they 
say:  "What's  the  use,  if  people  will 
not  come  when  we  in\'ite  them."  So 
they  become  weary  in  well-doing  and 
quit.  It  is  the  Holy  Spirit's  job  to 
convict  them  of  sin.  We  are  to  go  on 
telling  them  of  Jesus,  inviting  them 


to  His  house,  and  encouraging  them 
until  the  day  Jesus  returns,  for  didn't 
He  say:  "When  the  Son  of  man 
Cometh,  will  he  find  faith  on  the 
earth?"  Four  times  we  have  found 
that  we  have  been  commanded  not 
to  become  weary,  slothful,  or  de- 
spondent in  well-doing.  That  is  what 
the  word  "faint"  means.  It  also  means 
not  to  lose  spirit  or  to  quit. 

Almost  three  years  ago,  a  young 
couple  and  their  son  moved  into  a 
new  subdivision  of  our  city.  In  our 
surveying  the  area,  this  family  said 
they  would  come  to  visit  our  church. 
Several  weeks  later  they  attended 
once  but  failed  to  return.  The  pastor 
called  on  them,  and  they  had  a  very 
friendly  time  together.  They  prom- 
ised to  come  again,  but  it  was  over 
eight  months  before  they  returned  the 
second  time.  The  pastor  visited  and 
the  laymen  visited  for  almost  three 
years.  Just  a  few  months  ago  they 
came  again  and  have  been  coming 
faithfully  ever  since.  They  made  pub- 
lic decisions,  were  baptized,  and  are 
now  members  of  the  church.  (By  the 
way,  we  have  a  choir  director  also 
because  of  their  coming.)  What  would 
have  happened  if  we  had  fainted  be- 
cause they  did  not  respond  to  the 
first  call?  You  know  the  answer! 
This  has  happened  many  times  in 
our  own  experience.  How  many 
people  are  lost  and  hell  bound  be- 
cause you  quit  too  soon?  Visit  them 
over,  and  over  and  over  again  until 
they  show  no  interest  at  all,  or  tell 
you  to  stop  coming.  Don't  be  a 
quitter.  Be  faithful,  be  courageous, 
and  be  bold  for  Christ,  for  only  in 
this  way  will  He  be  pleased  with  us 
when  He  comes.  Will  you  be  found 
weary  in  well-doing  when  He  comes? 
Let's  pray  for  God  to  take  this  evil 
thing  from  among  the  Brethren  and 
get  busy  about  the  Father's  business 
of  winning  souls  for  Him.

As  the  dark  clouds  gather  over  this 
muddled  old  earth,  the  city  of  the

"Buy  your  fallout  shelters  now," 
the  papers  scream.  "Take  ten  years 
to  pay.   Make  YOUR  family  safe." 

"Only  one  hundred  dollars  per 
person  for  a  community  fallout  shel- 
ter," another  paper  says.  "Don't  de- 
prive YOUR  family  of  safety  in  an 
all-out  war." 

In  the  middle  of  their  self-satis- 
fied lives,  suddenly  a  new  element  is 
added— fear— fear  of  the  future  and 
fear  that  there  won't  be  any  future. 

When  I  talk  with  friends  and 
neighbors,  there  is  a  new  note  in 
their  words.  Their  lives  have  been  so 
comfortable— so  secure.  Once  they 
laughed  at  what  I  had  to  say.  Now 
they  listen  to  me  without  comment 
or,  perhaps,  even  ask  questions.  Fear 
is  causing  people  to  do  many  things 
in  Fairfax.  It  is  sending  some  to  the 
synagogues  who  never  went  there 
before.  It  is  causing  some  to  look  into 
the  Word  of  God  with  an  interest 
they  never  have  had  before. 

I  was  recently  invited  to  a  little 
gathering  where  I  met  three  friends. 
One  I  hadn't  seen  for  some  time. 

"Hi,  Jerry,"  she  said  breezily,  "How 
are  you?

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Abound  With  Thanksgiving

We  Americans  abound  more  in  the 
riches  of  this  world  than  anv  other 
people  on  earth.  Compared  with  other 
ages  and  peoples,  we  are  the  richest 
and  the  most  comfortable.  Our  econ- 
omy staggers  the  intellect  and  the  im- 
agination. Our  farmlands  produce  so 
much  that  we  have  surpluses  of  al- 
most ever\  thing  gro\^Ti  each  year.  We 
have  had  to  go  into  a  soil  bank  pro- 
gram to  keep  some  of  our  land  from 
producing.  Our  factories  and  assem- 
bly lines  produce  so  much  that  a  large 
portion  of  the  world's  economy  is 
based  upon  American  production. 
Today,  our  standard  of  li\"ing  is  at  an 
all-time  high!  Americans  are  paid 
more  money  per  hour  than  anv  other 
peoples.  We  spend  more  than  other 
peoples.  Budget  bu\'ing  has  propelled 
our  standards  so  that  a  man  may  buy 
anything  he  wishes  as  long  as  he  is 
able  to  meet  monthly  obligations.  No 
longer  are  certain  commodities  reser%-- 
ed  for  the  \er\'  rich. 

\^'e  don't  have  to  belabor  the  point 
—we  hve  on  a  high  scale  of  material 
blessing.  Just  a  few  moments  re- 
flection on  the  millions  of  refugees 
in  Hong  Kong,  or  the  displaced  per- 
sons of  Europe,  or  the  Arab  homeless 
rotting  away  in  tent  tillages  of  the 
Aliddle  East  ought  to  con\ince  us. 
Few  of  us  have  kno^vn  such  despera- 
tion, or  the  humiliation  of  haundno 

o 

garbage  cans  for  our  daily  meals.  Our 
standards  are  comfortably  high.  Even 
in  time  of  depression,  recession,  or 
unemplo\Tnent  our  standards  remain 
high.  We  have  an  abundance,  and 
because  we  do,  we  desperately  need 
to  know  how  to  abound. 

The  dangerous  pitfall  of  abundance 
is  trusting  in  the  abundance  rather 
than  in  the  one  who  supphed  them. 
The  Bible  definitely  teaches  us  hiw 


to  abound.  W  e  who  abound  in  so 
much  material  blessings  need  this 
knowledge.  It  seems  like  some  por- 
tions of  the  Bible  were  ■imtten  strict- 
ly to  our  twentieth  centurv  society 
when  it  speaks  of  great  abundance. 

The  \\^ord  of  God  asserts  that  \\'ith 
abundance  comes  oblioation.  "For  un- 

o 

to  whomsoe\er  much  has  been  given, 
of  him  shall  be  much  required."  First 
of  all,  we  are  obligated  to  produce  a 
Christ-like  life.  'Turthermore  then 
we  beseech  vou,  brethren,  and  exhort 
\'ou  by  the  Lord  Jesus,  that  as  ve  have 
received  of  us  how  ve  ought  to  \\-alk 
and  to  please  God,  so  you  \voidd 
abound  more  and  more"  (I  Thess.  4: 
1).  This  verse  is  speaking  about  spirit- 
ual abundance.  Those  who  have  re- 
cei\ed  much  from  the  Lord  are  re- 
quired by  the  Lord  to  share  their 
blessings  ^vith  others.  The  verx  finest 
method  of  sharing  your  spiritual  bless- 
ings is  to  introduce  someone  to  the 
love  of  God  by  introducing  him  to 
the  Son  of  God,  our  blessed  Lord. 
The  thankful  heart  is  ahvavs  a^vare 
of  such  opportunities  and  takes  full 
advantage  of  each.  Only  a  complete 
presentation  of  self  will  allow  a  man 
to  be  ser\-iceable  to  God.  The  twelfth 
chapter  of  Romans,  verses  1  and  2, 
definiteh'  teach  that  a  man's  serv- 
ice to  God  is  dependent  upon  his 
consecration  to  God.  \\Tien  \xe  are 
consecrated  to  Him,  we  become  like 
Him,  thus  fulfillina  our  obligation 
to  Him. 

Secondly,  our  spiritual  abundance 
obligates  us  to  procreate  other  Chris- 
tians. Our  experience  \\ith  Christ 
obligates  us  to  share  with  others  of 
that  abundant  experience.  First  Co- 
rinthians 15:58  says:  "Therefore  mv 
beloved  brethren,  be  ve  steadfast, 
unmoveable,  always  al?oiinding  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as 


ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord."  WTiat  is  the  work 
of  the  Lord?  Primarily,  the  work  of 
the  Lord  is  leading  others  into  the 
glorious  light  of  salvation.  God's  work 
also  includes  caring  for  the  poor,  aid- 
ing the  oppressed  and  downtrodden, 
looking  after  the  widows,  filling  the 
aching  stomachs  of  the  hungry;  but 
primarily  the  work  of  God  is  the  work 
of  soul-winning.  We  ought  to  put 
first  things  first! 

Finally,  may  I  sav,  that  our  spiritual 
blessings  obligates  us  to  thank  God. 
So  many  fall  so  short  in  this  area. 
The  W'ord  of  God  teaches  us  that 
thankfulness  is  a  characteristic  of  a 
child  of  God.  In  fact,  the  Word 
commands,  "Be  ye  thankful."  For 
\vhat?  For  e^•er^'thing,  material  as 
well  as  spiritual  blessings.  We  must 
be  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  because 
God  blesses  us,  obligation  is  laid 
upon  us  to  be  thankful. 

To  many  folk  Thanksgi\ing  is  just 
another  national  holiday,  or  perhaps 
it  means  that  it  is  one  time  in  the 
year  when  the\"  say  grace  before  their 
meal.  Some  will  be  thankful  only  for 
the  fact  that  they  are  Americans,  or 
that  thev  have  a  turkev,  or  that 
Grandma  came  to  \isit.  It  is  a  true 
saving  that  many  \vill  not  even  ap- 
proach true  thanksgi\ing;  will  not  at 
any  time  of  the  day  actually  praise 
God.  My  plea  is  that  we  return  to  the 
simple  act  of  praising  God  from 
our  hearts  with  true  sincerity.  Have 
you  ever  prayed  a  prayer  of  just 
thanksgi\ingr  To  reflect  on  the  abun- 
dance  from  God  and  then  to  enter 
into  a  specific  time  of  thanksgiving 
is  a  joy  indeed.  To  quietly  thank  God 
for  our  ears,  our  eves,  legs,  hands, 
sense  of  taste,  smell,  touch,  for  air 
to  breathe  and  water  to  drink;  for  for- 
gi\-eness  of  sin,  for  a  new  personalit\% 
for  the  Holy  Spirit  who  lives  in  the 
hearts  of  God's  children,  for  the  Bible, 
for  the  fellowship  of  other  saints,  for 
our  church  services,  for  the  svTmboIs 
of  our  Christian  faith,  and  many  other 
things. 

The  most  blessed  experience  of 
giving  thanks  is  not  just  going  down 
a  list  of  things  for  which  we  ought 
to  sav  "thank  you,"  but  of  hearing 
Him  say,  "You  are  welcome."  Have 
you  ever  heard  that?  not  with  your 
ears  but  with  your  heart? 
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Thankfulness  Is  Thinkfulness

At  this  time  of  the  year  our  minds 
go  back  three  centuries  ago  when 
the  Pilgrims  gathered  to  give  thanks 
to  God  because  He  had  led  them 
through  a  winter  of  hardship  in  the 
"land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of 
the  brave."  The  word  "thank"  comes 
from  the  old  English  word  "think." 
According  to  etjTmology,  it  meant  the 
same  at  first,  and  it  involves  the 
thought,  mind,  and  will.  As  our  minds 
think,  we  too  can  be  thankful  for 
what  God  has  done  for  us. 

We  can  be  thankful  for  freedom. 
Just  as  Jesus  said:  "If  the  Son  there- 
fore shall  make  vou  free,  ye  shall  be 
free  indeed."  In  the  year  1863  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  made  Thanksgi^dng 
Day  a  national  holiday  that  was  to 
be  commemorated  on  the  last  Thurs- 
day in  November.  This  ■was  for  the 
purpose  of  every^  true  American  to 
stop  and  think  of  our  national  free- 
dom. Now  almost  a  centur\'  later  as 
we  near  the  end  of  the  age,  we  can 
still  thank  God  for  the  freedoms  here 
in  America. 

Furthermore,  we  can  be  thankful 
for  phvsical  freedom.  Though  some 
of  us  mav  not  be  as  strong  as  others; 
vet  we  can  all  thank  God  for  a  "sound 
mind,"  and  the  right  faculties  to  carry 
out  His  plan  and  program.  Never 
should  anv  of  us  have  the  en\'y  as 
the  psalmist  \\T0te  (Ps.  73)  when  he 
saw  the  prosperity  of  the  wicked.  He 
even  mentioned  that  they  did  not 
suffer  as  the  righteous  did.  But  when 
he  fully  understood  {v\\  16-18)  how 
the  wicked  would  be  snuffed  out 
quickly  so  that  thev  did  not  have 
time  to  repent,  let  alone  to  suffer, 
then  he  realized  that  they  would  be 
suffering  for  etemits'.  No  \\onder  he 
could  acclaim  that  "God  is  the 
strength  of  my  heart  and  mv  portion 
for  ever." 

The  greatest  freedom  we  can  be 
thankful  for  is  the  Spiritual  Freedom. 


Paul's  Emancipation  Proclamation 
brought  forth  in  that  great  chapter, 
Romans  8:2  says;  "For  the  law  of  the 
Spirit  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus  hath 
made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin 
and  death."  The  Christian  then  can 
be  free  under  any  or  all  circum- 
stances. None  of  us  should  ever  live 
"under"  the  circumstances,  but 
"abo\'e '  them  because  we  are  made 
"more  than  conquerers  through 
Christ."  God  does  not  promise  us 
phvsical  deliverance,  but  He  does 
promise  us  spiritual  victor^^  A  true 
storv  is  told  of  a  Christian  martyr 
who  was  given  one  last  request, 
which  turned  out  to  be  a  vers?  un- 
usual one.  He  asked  the  executioner 
to  come  and  put  his  right  hand  over 
the  prisoner's  heart  and  his  left  hand 
o\'er  his  own  heart.  W^en  the  execu- 
tioner granted  him  this  request,  and 
did  what  the  prisoner  desired,  the 
prisoner  then  said:  "Would  you  tell 
the  audience  which  heart  beats  the 
fastest!"  With  that  request  the  execu- 
tioner stepped  back  quicklv  and 
shouted;  "Light  the  faggots,  and  burn 


the  prisoner! '  Yes!  The  executioner 
knew  his  heart  beat  faster!  God  can 
and  does  give  us  spiritual  freedom 
even  through  the  most  difficult 
places. 

Not  only  should  we  be  thankful 
for  our  freedom,  but  also  our  faith. 
In  I  Corinthians  13:13  we  read  that 
faith  is  a  gift,  but  we  also  know  it 
must  be  exercised.  This  same  analogy 
is  brought  forth  in  the  phvsical  life; 
that  is,  our  birth  was  a  gift,  we  had 
nothing  to  do  about  it,  but  we  know 
that  we  must  exercise  our  body,  soul, 
and  spirit.  As  we  read  the  Word,  we 
find  that  faith  brings  eternal  life  by 
the  new  birth.  None  of  us  had  any- 
thing to  do  but  to  merely  accept  what 
God  had  done  for  us.  None  of  us 
had  seen  our  mother  or  father  before 
we  were  brought  forth  into  this 
world,  nor  has  any  of  us  seen  the 
One  who  is  responsible  for  our  new 
birth.  The  initial  step  of  faith  is 
gi\'en  of  God  just  as  the  seed  was 
gi\'en  by  the  Sower  who  scattered 
this  seed  upon  four  kinds  of  soil. 
The  seed  is  the  Word  of  God,  and 
"faith  cometh  by  hearing  ...  of  the 
word  of  God."  If  someone  had  not 
planted  this  seed  in  our  hearts,  then 
we  would  not  ha\'e  eternal  life  to  be 
thankful  for.  But  since  faith  has  over- 
whelmed our  hearts,  we  can  fully 
understand  what  Hebrews  11:1 
means  when  it  says:  "Faith  is  the  sub- 
stance [substantiating]  of  things 
hoped  for,  the  e\ddence  of  things  not 
seen."  Thanks  be  to  God  that  we  do 
not  have  to  see  to  believe.  "Blessed 
[happy]  are  they  that  have  not  seen, 
and  yet  have  believed."

EDITORIALS

Christianity  and  Morals 

"It  was  more  than  distressing  to  read  in  the  pages  of 
the  June  Reader's  Digest  a  contrast  between  the  fine  prin- 
ciples of  character  and  Christian  moraHty  lived  and  pro- 
claimed by  the  sixteenth  century  John  Cahdn,  and  the 
loose  moral  code  of  the  poet,  Robert  Burns.  Burns,  it  was 
freely  admitted,  was  the  father  of  six  children  born  out 
of  wedlock.  However,  the  author  made  it  quite  clear 
that  his  sympathies  were  with  Bums,  rather  than  with 
Calvin"— a  note  written  fifteen  j'ears  ago  which  I  found 
\\'hile  digging  through  my  "barrel"  recently. 

A  look  at  the  moral  standards  displayed  everywhere 
reminds  one  of  a  full  page  ad  in  a  popular  magazine 
which  was  offering  bathing  suits  to  bathing  beauties  under 
the  caption,  "Almost  nothing."  And  "almost  nothing" 
is  what  we  have  left  of  the  high  moral  principles  that 
are  constantly  set  before  us  in  the  New  Testament  and 
in  that  old-fashioned  Christianity  that  saved  men  from 
their  sins.  Christianity  is  Christ  lived  out  in  a  redeemed 
life.  Because  Christ  is  the  same  yesterday,  today,  and  for- 
ever, Christianity  should  be  the  same  in  the  t^ventieth 
century  as  real  Christianity  was  in  the  first  century.  But 
"Victorian  morality"  is  rejected  today  by  multitudes  who 
protest  against  the  splendid  moral  standards  and  high 
principles  of  England's  greatly  loved  and  honored  queen. 

We  live  in  a  world  of  change.  Because  man  can  make 
a  better  automobile  today  than  he  did  yesterday,  it  is 
supposed  that  all  change  is  good.  Someone  once  said  that 
as  Adam  and  Eve  were  being  driven  from  the  garden  of 
Eden,  Adam  turned  to  Eve  and  said:  "My  dear,  we 
are  living  in  an  age  of  transition."  Now,  this  was  true, 
but  it  was  not  good.  Their  transition  was  bad  because  it 
resulted  from  disobedience  to  the  Word  of  God.  This 
disobedience  was  a  transgression  of  God's  moral  pur- 
pose for  man,  and  the  Bible  ever^'where  calls  it  sin. 
Right  and  wrong  cannot  be  determined  by  the  current 
standards  of  men.  There  is  one  norm,  and  only  one,  by 
which  the  true  Christian  can  be  measured— the  Word 
of  God  which  forever  is  settled  in  heaven,  and  revealed 
on  earth. 

The  Bible  says  that  we  must  repent  of  our  moral  fail- 
ures—our sins.  This  must  always  be  a  very  personal 
thing.  On  the  day  of  Pentecost  Peter  made  repentance  a 
personal  responsibility  when  he  said:  "Repent,  and  be 
baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ." 
Most  of  us  are  concerned  about  our  Nation,  and  freely 
confess  her  sins.  But  while  we  want  others  to  be  right  with 
God,  we  fail  to  acknowledge  our  own  sins.  The  Chinese 
had  a  proverb,  B.C.  (before  communism)  which  said: 
"If  every  one  would  see  to  his  own  reformation,  how 
very  easy  you  might  reform  a  nation." 

Finally,  I  want  again  to  protest  the  slanderous  asser- 
tion that  those  who  believe  in  salvation  by  grace  are  not 
concerned  with  morals  (read  Titus  3:8). 


Neutrality 

The  Philippine  ambassador  to  the  United  States,  Carlos 
P.  Romulo,  recenriy  gave  a  speech  to  the  graduating  class 
of  the  University  of  Richmond  in  which  he  said:  "No 
man,  no  nation,  wanting  to  be  free  or  to  remain  free,  can 
be  neutral  today.  Neutralism  assumes,  by  the  very 
meaning  of  the  word,  that  there  is  some  good  in  both 
sides,  some  evil  in  both  sides.  Neutralism  means  that 
one  can  stand  aside  and  let  others  fight  out  the  great 
issues  of  modern  man.  Neutralism  is  the  wife  who 
watches  the  bear  chase  her  husband  and  who  says  im- 
partially: 'Go  it,  husband,  go  it,  bear.' " 

Such  a  stand  of  neutralit)'  has  crept  into  the  lives  of 
many  who  claim  to  be  Christians.  The  world  will  never 
be  won  for  Christ  by  neutrals  who  are  not  quite  certain 
that  the  heathen  are  lost,  or,  for  that  matter,  that  they 
themselves  are  saved.  When  doubt  invades  the  citadel 
of  the  soul,  and  moral  color-blindness  sets  in,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  a  sickness  unto  death  is  present. 

Elave  you  ever  noticed  how  many  people  cannot  be 
neutral  to  the  rules  of  grammar;  they  bristle  when  plural 
nouns  are  used  with  singular  verbs.  They  are  most 
sensitive  to  a  discord  in  music,  and  they  can  discourse 
loud  and  long  when  they  see  a  clash  of  colors  between 
a  man's  tie  and  his  sox,  or  a  lady's  shoes  and  her  hand 
bag.  But  they  are  deaf,  dumb,  and  blind  to  disharmony 
in  their  moral  world. 

In  the  third  chapter  of  Daniel,  three  young  men  gained 
everlasting  fame  because  they  refused  to  be  neutral.  The 
battle  they  won  that  day  on  the  plains  of  Dura  was 
really  won  on  a  day  long  before  they  with  Daniel  pur- 
posed in  their  hearts  that  they  would  not  defile  them- 
selves by  eating  the  king's  meat,  or  drinking  his  wine. 

We  may  learn  a  great  lesson,  and  win  many  victories 
by  taking  a  few  notes  from  these  three  godly  men: 
First,  God  was  personal  and  real  to  them— "Our  God" 
(Dan.  3:17).  Their  God  was  seen  in  contrast  to  Baby- 
lon's gods.  Then,  their  God  was  sovereign  in  their  lives 
—"Our  God  whom  we  serve."  They  were  not  subject  to 
any  king,  nor  to  their  own  survival.  God  was  supreme 
in  their  lives. 

Their  God  was  omnipotent— "Our  God  whom  we  serve 
is  able  to  deliver  us  from  the  burning  fiery  furnace, 
and  he  will  deliver  us  out  of  thy  hand,  O  king."  Noth- 
ing ^vas  too  hard  for  their  God.  They  took  no  neutral 
position  of  apolog)'  or  doubt. 

To  these  men,  death  was  better  than  idolatry  or  dis- 
obedience to  God— "But  if  not,  be  it  known  unto  thee, 
O  king,  that  we  will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the 
golden  image  which  thou  hast  set  up"  (v.  18). 

O  god,  give  us  three  men  today  like  Shadrach,  Me- 
shach,  and  Abed-nego  who  will  refuse  to  be  neutral  when 
the  great  issues  of  the  faith  are  in  the  balances,  and  when 
men  are  compromising  with  evil! 
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The  University  Campus 

A  Challenge  to  the  Christian  Student

Karen   and    Sharon   both    attended    Grace    College   be- 
fore going  to  Indiana  University,  where  Karen  is  now 
a   dorm   counselor   doing   graduate   work,    and   Sharon 
is   a  senior. 


Unique  to  both  the  secular  uni- 
versity and  the  Christian  college  are 
their  respective  starting  points.  This 
affects  the  entire  perspective  of  edu- 
cation, and  the  student's  overview 
of  the  college  situation  and  its  rela- 
tion to  life  in  general.  Obviously,  this 
means  the  basic  premise  upon  which 
the  school  is  founded  is  a  salient 
concept  within  the  total  picture. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  attempt  a 
comparison  of  these  two  di\'ergent 
institutions.  Rather,  it  is  more  feas- 
ible to  note  that  the  secular  university 
claims  to  be  devoted  to  the  promo- 
tion of  increased  learning  and  the 
acquisition  of  skills  only.  This  goal 
enables  the  )'Oung  adult  to  be  intel- 
lectually and  sociallv  adept  when  he 
formally  enters  society  as  a  full- 
fledged  adult.  Incorporated  through- 
out is  the  philosophv  of  self-under- 
standing, self-sufficiency,  and  a  posi- 
tive formulation  of  an  adequate  self- 
concept.  The  Chrisdan  school,  be- 
lieving that  the  person  and  Word 
of  God  are  most  important,  attempts 
to  develop  the  "whole  man"  as  it 
emphasizes  spiritual  growth  along 
with  the  intellectual. 

With  this  in  view,  it  is  evident 
that  t^'i'o  t)'pes  of  saidents  will  evolve. 
The  Chrisdan  school  will  produce  an 
adult  whose  life  is,  in  addition  to 
being  educated  in  the  various  areas  of 
learning,  directed  toward  the  pur- 
suit of  spiritual  perfection  through 
the  person  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  secu- 
lar  stiident   will   emerge   with   self- 


inidated  goals,  and  will  find  grati- 
fication onlv  in  success  within  the 
context  of  earthlv  endeavors. 

But  such  a  categorical  comparison 
should  not  completelv  eliminate  the 
non-Christian  school  from  one's  think- 
ing. For  the  secular  campus  presents 
a  challenge  to  the  Christian  student. 
Mature,  strong  Christian  voung  peo- 
ple should  seriously  consider  the  op- 
portunities on  these  campuses.  The 
need  for  Christians  on  large  campuses 
cannot  be  overemphasized. 

Considering  the  fact  that  Chris- 
tians will  be  a  minority  group,  the 
need  for  a  strong  personal  Christian 
witness  is  obvious.  The  one-to-one 
relationship  is  the  most  effective 
method,  and  also  the  most  difficult. 
The  Christian  student  must  allow 
Christ  to  operate  through  him  as 
never  before.  Words  penetrate  on  oc- 
casion, but  the  secular  student  will 
respond  only  to  the  life  lived  in 
complete  congruence  with  any  verbal 
claims.  During  the  four  years  a  stu- 
dent is  in  college,  the  maturation 
process  is  in  full  swing.  The  average 
student  is  open,  ready  to  listen,  eager 
to  discuss.  It  is  during  this  interim 
period  that  most  students  form  their 
permanent  opinions,  philosophies, 
and  attitudes. 

The  difficulties  the  secular  school 
presents  to  the  Christian  student  can 
ultimately  make  or  break  his  spiritual 
relationships.  He  is  introduced  to 
many  new  thoughts  and  ideas  which 
often    lead    to    a    tolerant    attitude. 


Tolerance  can  fester  until  it  results 
in  a  nebulous  nothingness— nothing 
is  good  or  bad,  right  or  wrong  be- 
cause  there  is  no  way  in  determining 
truth  in  the  secular  overview.  Con- 
flicts will  arouse  and  stimulate  the 
Christian  to  frustration  as  to  what  a 
Christian  actually  is.  He  will  be  ex- 
posed to  several  t)'pes  and  kinds  of 
Christians,  some  differing  sharply 
from  previous  associations.  Spiritual 
discernment  is  a  necessity  for  discre- 
tion in  such  instances. 

The  Epistle  of  James  can  be  used 
most  effectively  as  a  reference  book 
for  Christian  living  on  the  campus. 
The  severest  test  involves  living  in 
the  world,  but  remaining  unspotted 
hy  it  (1:27).  The  attractions  of  the 
collegiate  social  life  are  numerous. 
The  student  who  resorts  to  rationali- 
zation will  find  permissive  loopholes 
in  many  of  these  secular  activities. 
The  danger  here  is  evident.  The  time 
consumed  in  these  activities  cancels 
out  opportunities  for  personal  spirit- 
ual growth  and  witness.  Usually,  the 
spiritual  becomes  interspersed  with 
the  secular  in  such  a  way  that  it  be- 
comes difficult  to  distinguish  between 
the  tivo.  "A  double-minded  man  is 
unstable  in  all  his  ways"  (1:8). 

Surrounded  by  an  academic  atmos- 
phere (in  the  secular  sense)  the  stu- 
dent finds  the  challenge  of  intellec- 
tual improvement  a  stirring  one.  In 
the    quest    for    the    ultimate,    many

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Even'  single  person  who  has  been 
regenerated  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God  has  been  called  "unto  the  fel- 
lowship of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord."  Paul  writes  in  I  Corinthians 
1:9:  "God  is  faithful,  by  whom  ye 
were  called  into  the  fellowship  of  his 
son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord." 

Throughout  our  country,  where\'er 
Christian  youth  assemble,  the  ques- 
tions "What  is  God's  will  for  my  life?" 
and  "How  may  I  know  it?"  are  con- 
sistendy  raised  b)'  both  the  sincere 
and  the  insincere.  The  tragedy  of  our 
day  is  that  in  the  vast  majority  of 
cases  the  answers  to  these  questions 
are  so  vague,  feeble,  and  equi^'0cal 
that  the  sincere  inquirer  is  perplexed 
and  exasperated  by  the  long  list  of 
possibilities  and  formulas  which  he 
receives,  and  the  insincere  inquirer  is 
.  allowed  to  continue  unchecked  and 
eager  to  ask  the  same  questions  with 
his  pseudo-air  of  sincerity'  at  the  next 
Christian  meeting.  God  is  not 
pleased  with  this. 

God's  perfect,  individual  plan  for 
any  Christian's  life  is  distinct  from 
that  of  any  other  believer  by  virtue 
of  the  unique  personality  of  each 
child  of  God.  But  the  basis  of  God's 
best  plan  for  any  Christian's  life  is 
the  character  of  the  Christian.  This 
Christian  character  is  the  character 
of  the  Son  of  God  himself  which  the 
Father  \\'ills  to  be  developed  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  being  of  every 
single  Christian.  In  other  words,  a 
Christian  must  "be"  before  he  can 
"do."  Christians  must  be  in  the 
process  of  coming  to  share  one  com- 
mon character  before  they  can  effi- 
ciently perform  the  various  functions 
for  which  their  gifts,  personalities, 
backgrounds,  and  training  have  suited 
them. 

What  then  are  Christian  3'oung 
people  called  "to  be"?  In  the  first 
place,  they  are  not  called  essentially  to 
be  "young  people."  Choosing  mv 
words  carefully,  I  say  that  I  am  con- 
vinced from  God's  Word  that  He 
is  not  interested  in  nor  does  He  need 
"young  people"  as  such.  The  grieving 
fact  about  a  great  deal  of  vouth  work 
in  our  day  is  that  that  is  all  it  is; 
that  is,  youth  work.  The  work  of 
God's  Holy  Spirit  is  to  form  in  the 
heart  of  every  Christian,  young  peo- 
ple  not   excepted,    the   character   of

God's  beloved  Son,  the  mature  (per- 
fect) man  who  is  revealed  in  the 
Word  of  God.  If  this  were  not  so,  I 
am  sure  that  the  Bible  would  contain 
a  larse  number  of  vivid  accounts  of 

o 

Jesus  as  a  bov,  such  as  a  teen-ager 
and  as  a  young  adult,  thus  showing 
us  God's  perfect,  peculiar  will  for 
young  people.  The  Bible  does  not 
contain  such  revelation. 

According  to  the  Scriptures,  Chris- 
tian young  people  are  called  to  be 
"soldiers,"  "workmen,"  "slaves," 
"witnesses,"  "servants,"  "pilgrims," 
and  "exiles."  These  and  other  terms 
refer  to  the  type  of  character  we  are 
to  possess  and  not  to  the  individual 
tasks  we  are  called  to  perform  or 
the  gifts  we  are  to  exercise.  We  are 
called  to  be  Christian  gentlemen  and 
Christian  ladies  in  the  highest  sense 
of  those  terms.  This  is  a  high  calhng 
(thank  God  for  it!)  for  it  proceeds  out 
of  His  own  character  as  revealed  in 
His  Son. 

The  fulfillment  of  this  calling  is 
no  more  unlikely  or  difficult  for 
the  young  person  than  for  the  adult. 
This  is  because  neither  has  known 
this  maturity  of  character  outside  of 
Christ  and  because  "It  is  God  which 
worketh  in  you  both  to  will  and  to 
do  of  his  good  pleasure"  (Phil.  2:13). 
We  are  called  to  develop  and  exer- 
cise moral  courage  and  stamina;  to 
continually  analyze  and  evaluate  our 
thoughts,  words,  and  actions  in  terms 
of  the  Scriptures;  to  distinguish  be- 
tween treasures  on  earth  and  treasures 
in  heaven,  and  actively  to  lay  up  the 
latter  day  by  day  now;  to  constantly 
cry  out  against  and  purge  out  of  our 
lives  all  that  is  not  spiritual,  both  in 
our  Christian  society  and  in  the  so- 
ciety of  the  world  (II  Tim.  2:4;  Heb. 
12:1;  II  Cor.  2:21).  We  are  called  to 
do  these  things  and  more  in  order 
to  develop  and  exercise  the  character 
of  Christ  which  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
forming  in  our  lives. 

What  is  this  character  of  Christ? 
It  is  revealed  in  every  action  of  His 
life.  It  involves  moral  courage,  moral 
fiber,  moral  stamina,  intensity  and 
single-mindedness  of  life,  soberness, 
vigilence,  diligence,  purity,  and  dis- 
cipline. Yes;  we  see  it  in  every  move- 
ment and  word  of  our  Lord.  Young 
people,  potential  Timothys,  need  lead- 
ers who  will  be  worthy  of  respect  and 
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emulation  in  these  matters.  The  sec- 
ond letter  of  Paul  to  Timothy,  his 
F'  young  student  in  the  faith,  stands  out 
as  the  final  message  of  the  Apostle 
as  he  "finished  the  course."  Nearly 
every  ^'erse  includes  an  exhortation; 
therefore  Paul  is  ver\'  sparing  and 
cautious  in  directly  complimenting 
the  voung  Timothy.  Consider  in  that 
brief  letter,  such  words  as  "unfeigned 
faith,"  "pure  conscience,"  "not  a  spirit 
of  fear,  but  of  power,  and  love,  and 
discipline,"  "not  ashamed,"  "hold 
fast,"  "guard,"  "endure,"  "abide" 
(ASV). 

We,  as  young  Christians,  must 
have  a  new  vision  from  the  Word  of 
God  as  to  what  it  is  to  be  spirituallv 
mature.  We  must  learn  carefully 
who  is  "he  that  is  spiritual,"  and  find 
such  men  and  women  and  learn  from 
them.  We  require  parents,  teachers, 
and  elders  in  the  faith  who  in  real 
lo\'e  will  refuse  to  condone  or  to 
encourage  us  in  our  mediocrity,  but 
will  help  us  to  humble  ourselves  and 
to  flee  "youthful  desires"  and  to  be 
matured  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  our 
■      spiritual  character. 

K  Mav  God  deliver  us  and  our  ad- 

»  visors  from  the  pernicious  error  that 
once  we  are  saved  God's  will  for  our 
lives  deals  primarily  with  what  He 
wants  us  to  do  rather  than  what  we 
are  to  be.  In  truth,  God's  will  for  our 
personal  character  development  really 
just  begins  with  justification.  Only 
when  we  are  obediently  coming  to 
possess  this  character  will  His  plan 
for  our  life's  work  be  entrusted  to  us. 
One  day  some  vears  ago  when 
Princess  Margaret  of  England  was  a 
child,  she  was  behaving  in  a  partic- 
ularly unbecoming  way.  She  drew 
this  reprimand  from  the  Queen 
Mother:  "Behave  yourself  as  a  litde 
ladv! "  The  petulant  Margaret  replied: 
"But  I  am  not  a  little  lady,  I  am  a 
litde  princess!"  The  Queen  replied: 
"You  are  a  princess  by  birth,  but 
someday  we  intend  that  you  will  be 
a  little  lady  as  well." 

Because  we  are  children  of  God 
by  the  new  birth.  His  intention  for 
us  is  no  less.  All  of  us,  young  and 
old,  are  called  to  be  "spiritual  gentle- 
men" and  "spiritual  ladies,"  mature 
indi\iduals  who  bring  glory  to  God 
as  they  please  Him.  This  is  God's  will 
for  our  lives.

plausible  ideas,  philosophies,  scien- 
tific discoveries,  and  speeuladons 
might  lead  him  to  resort  to  intellectual 
comprehension,  rather  than  spiritual 
discernment. 

The  Chrisdan  student  who  deter- 
mines to  take  his  stand  for  Christ  will 
find  that  the  results  are  rewarding. 
The  satisfaction  of  a  peaceful,  con- 
sistent life  li\'ed  in  conformity  to  the 
will  of  God  cannot  be  equated.  The 
joy  of  witnessing  and  leading  a  class- 
mate or  roommate  to  Christ  is  beyond 
^•e^bal  expression.  And  the  daily,  in- 
dmate  contact  with  students  from 
every  imaginable  background  can 
help  to  strengthen  one's  personal 
character  and  convictions  as  it  de- 
velops understanding  and  sx-mpathv 
for  their  needs. 

The  values  of  the  Christian  insti- 
tution are  not  to  be  omitted.  The 
preparation  and  training  provided  in 


such  a  school  is  important  in  pre- 
paring students  to  take  their  places  in 
the  secular  world.  At  least  two  years 
of  training  in  a  Christian  school  is 
strongly  urged.  In  lieu  of  the  diffi- 
culties encountered  on  a  secular 
campus,  even  the  strongest  Christian 
must  be  alert  and  discerning.  With- 
out  this  Christian  education,  the  dif- 
ficulties are  increased. 

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the 
spiritual  growth  obtained  at  Grace 
College.  The  atmosphere  was  Christ- 
centered,  Christian  oriented.  Innu- 
merable times  in  meeting  campus 
situations,  we  have  drawn  from  the 
experiences  and  knowledge  gained 
there. 

One  year  in  a  secular  university 
will  reveal  the  depth  of  the  relation- 
ship with  Christ  in  practical  realities. 
With  the  Christian  College  behind, 
the  student  will  undertake  a  serious 
adventure  in  life,  thanking  God, 
vieaningfully,  for  the  years  spent  in 
spiritual   training.

Question:  What  is  the  best  way 
to  introduce  a  new  h\Tnn  or  gospel 

song? 

Ansirer:  Remember  that  apprecia- 
tion is  largely  conditioned  by  famil- 
iarity —  we  would  rather  sing  the 
songs  we  know.  Most  congregations 
need  to  become  somewhat  familiar 
with  a  song  before  they  are  asked 
to  sing  it  for  the  first  time.  Some  of 
the  following  steps  may  be  taken  over 
a  period  of  tvvo  or  three  weeks  to 
prepare  the  way: 

1.  Use  the  song  as  a  part  of  the 
prelude  or  as  the  offertory. 

2.  Use  it  as  a  choir  number  or  vocal 
solo. 


3.  Teach  it  to  the  children  in  the 
Sunday  school. 

4.  A  story  about  the  h)Tnn,  or  facts 
from  the  author's  biography  may  be 
used  as  a  special  feature  in  the  church 
bulletin.  One  or  more  stanzas  may 
be  printed  in  a  bulletin. 

The  following  suggestions  will  help 
in  the  congregational  participation 
following  the  preparation  outlined 
above: 

1.  Have  the  song  sung  in  an  in- 
formal ser\'ice  first.  Often  the  mid- 
week ser\-ice  or  a  singspiration  is  a 
better  place  than  the  Sunday  morn- 
ing service  for  this  initiation. 

2.  Use  it  in  several  consecutive 
ser\'ices  after  it  is  first  given  to  the 
congregation. 

3.  Let  the  congregation  become  ac- 
customed to  learning  new  songs  regu- 
lady. 

4.  Don't  try  to  teach  too  many  new 
songs  in  too  short  a  span  of  time.  A 
"Hymn  of  the  Month"  plan,  incor- 
porating all  these  procedures,  is  excel- 
lent.

I.  It's  easy,  for  instance,  in  public  school  to  ask  someone  to  come  to 
church.  At  Christian  school— everyone  knows  they  should  go. 

What  would  you  say  are  the  main  advantages  of  the  Christian  school? 

J.  All  classes  are  begun  by  prayer.  Christ  is  in  the  atmosphere.  It 
was  the  best  thing  I  could  ever  have  done— the  turning  point  in  mv 
life. 

/I.  The  school  class  begins  with  prayer.  There  are  chapels  and 
Bible  classes  evervdav.  You  have  a  chance  to  meet  other  Christian 
kids  and  make  friendships  that  last. 

I.  I  think  the  greatest  advantage  is  that  a  Christian  school  can  legally 
teach  religion  and  teach  about  God.  It  includes  an  important  aspect 
about  people— the  spiritual  side.  The  spiritual  is  far  more  important 
than  the  physical.  It  might  sometimes  create  an  unreal  spirituality 
—students  conforming  as  you  would  to  a  group— going  along  with 
the  crowd  without  personal  convictions.

R.  Being  small  and  so  individualized  I  got  to  play  football  and  basket- 
ball. There  were  more  opportunities  to  participate  and  to  develop 
leadership.  I  ^ecei^'ed  a  prett)-  good  education— it  could  be  improved. 

Q.     What's  the  biggest  disadvantage? 

G.     Biggest  problem  is  not  enough  funds  to  get  enough  teachers  and 

to  have  adequate  facilities. 
E.     Mother  has  been  teaching  ten  to  fifteen  vears  and  only  gets  $50 

to  S60  more  now  than  when  she  started.  It's  hard  to  run  a  familv  on 

low  pa^•.

M.  Christian  school  could  be  better.  It  needs  more  support  from  peo- 
ple. 

G.  High  school  kids  are  reaching  the  age  where  they  are  unstable.  In 
some  ways  they  look  for  something  real.  The  Christian  school  can 
help  to  supply  that  realit\'. 

R.  People  should  quit  arguing  about  the  "goods  and  bads"  of  a  Chris- 
tian school.  Support  them,  and  thev  can  do  the  job  thev  were  intended 
to  do.

Tampering  with  ancient  landmarks 
is  a  nefarious  business!  In  ancient 
times  when  agrarian  property  was 
defined  by  landmarks,  such  as  stones 
or  other  elementarv  objects,  it  was 
extremely  important  that  no  tamper- 
ing with  such  landmarks  be  tolerated. 
The  perpetration  of  fraud  or  opres- 
sion  by  removing  or  altering  diese 
propert}  boundaries  drew  severe  pen- 
alties. 

This  system  was  not  onlv  vital  to 
the  agrarian  life  of  the  Israehtes,  but 
its  primary  importance  was  recog- 
nized by  the  Greeks  and  Romans,  and 
by  many  other  ancient  people.  Sta- 
bility of  property,  securitv  against 
oppression,  and  sanctitv  of  inherit- 
ance were  insured  by  the  law's  pro- 
vision regarding  those  ancient  land- 
marks. The  toleration  of  anv  form  of 
tampering  with  them  was  a  sign  of 
spiritual  and  social  decav,  such  as  in 
the  days  of  Hosea  (Hos.  5:10, 
"bounds'  being  'landmarks"),  and 
sounded  the  deathknell  to  that  na- 
tion or  people  who  winked  at  such 
fraud. 

The  extreme  importance  which 
the  Bible  attached  to  this  matter,  and 
because  ".All  scripture  is  .  .  .  profit- 
able for  doctrine  [teaching],  for  re- 
proof, for  correction,  for  instruction 
in  righteousness"  (11  Tim.  3:16),  it 
seems  wise  for  us  to  re%iew  the  past 
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and   make    some   pertinent    observa- 
tions relating  to  the  present. 

The  Purpose  of  the  Ancient 
Landmarks 

Two  basic  purposes  \vere  sened 
by  landmarks: 

They  were  marks  of  identity.  Thev 
pointed  out  the  limitations  or  bound- 
aries of  property.  They  said,  in  effect: 
"Don't  tamper  with  me.  I  am  sacred, 
for  I  define  the  area  or  unit  of  land 
which  hes  within  mv  perimeter." 
\\  ithin  these  boundaries  the  owner 
of  the  area  is  identified  with  his  pos- 
sessions, and  ^ice  versa. 

-They  were  marks  of  securit\-. 
E.xcept  by  fraud  and  deceit  no  land- 
lord could  be  unwillinglv  dispossessed 
of  his  inheritance  which  was  vested  in 
his  family  estate.  Here  he  w  as  secure 
in  his  owTi  right  and  protected  bv 
stringent  laws  with  severe  penalties 
attached  for  violations.  He  could  sav 
with  complete  assurance:  "This  prop- 
ertv-  is  mine,  and  its  limitations  and 
marks  of  identification  are  well  de- 
fined and  secure." 

The  Perversion  of  the  Ancient 
Landmarks 

\Mien  the  moral  and  spiritual 
fiber  of  an  ancient  people  operated  at 
a  high  level  the  sacred  rights  of 
propern-  and  people  were  intact  and 
secure  from  oppression  or  revolution. 

\Mien  national  degeneration  be- 
came the  trend,  however,  it  became 
commonplace  for  propertv-  rights  and 
the  principle  of  landinark  integrin-  to 
be  \iolated.  The  account  of  King 
-Ahab  siureptitiously  securing  posses- 
sion of  Xaboth's  vinevard  as  record- 


ed in  I  IGngs  21  is  a  perfect  illustra- 
tion of  the  violent  violation  of  this 
landmark  law.  There  was  a  variety' 
of  ways  this  perversion  might  operate, 
which  might  be  by  outright  removal 
of  the  landmarks  by  a  denial  of  their 
vahditv",  by  altering  their  position, 
or  by  simply  ignoring  them  altogether. 
They  even  went  so  far  as  to  viciously 
plot  the  destruction  of  the  owTier,  as 
did  Jezebel,  the  vsicked  queen  and 
wife  of  King  .Ahab. 

The  Penalty  for  Altering  the  Ancient 
Landmarks 

Holy  Scripture  is  replete  with 
warnings  which  tell  what  penaltv"  to 
expect  when  the  law-  of  the  land- 
mark was  penerted. 

Kino  Solomon  cautioned  acainst  it 
when  he  wTote:  "Remove  not  the 
ancient  landmarks,  which  thy  fathers 
have  set"  (Prov.  22:28).  One  gets  the 
impression  that  there  was  somethinc 
"rotten  in  the  state"  of  Israel  that 
prompted  the  instruction  of  that  wise 
king  who  wrote  in  Proverbs  23:10: 
"Remove  not  the  old  landmarks;  and 
enter  not  into  the  fields  of  the  father- 
less." E\en  in  the  days  of  the  patri- 
arch Job  this  perversion  was  in  vogue, 
for  we  may  read  in  Job  24:2:  "Some 
remove  the  landmarks:  thev  violently 
take  away  the  flocks,  and  feed  there- 
of." 

WTiat  does  God  promise  for  such 
practices  and  perversions?  \\ithin  the 
law-  of  Moses  it  is  w-ritten:  "Cursed  be 
he  that  removeth  his  neighbor's  land- 
mark" (Deut.  27:17).  During  the 
days  of  the  Prophet  Hosea,  when 
Israel  was  at  such  a  low  spiritual  and 
moral  state  with  their  attending  so- 
cial degeneration,  even  the  princes 
\vere  charged  vdth  being  like  them 
that  remove  the  bounds  (landmarks); 
therefore  God  said:  "I  v\ill  pour  out 
mv  v\Tath  upon  them  hke  water" 
(Hos.  5:10). 
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Apparently  mo  well-defined  pen- 
alties awaited  all  who  practiced  the 
"art"  of  remo\ing  the  ancient  land- 
marks; namelv,  God's  citrse  rested 
upon  all  sJicJi  perrerters  (Deut.  27: 
17).  How  this  curse  was  expressed 
was  as  varied  as  the  wisdom  of  God 
chose  to  express  it. 

God's  uTath  was  poured  out  upon 
all  siich  perverters  iHos.  5:10).  A 
singular  example  of  how  that  WTath 
might  be  e.xpressed  mav  be  re\"iewed 
in  the  subsequent  judgment  of  King 
Ahab  after  he  stole  Naboth's  vine- 
yard. God  annoimced:  "In  the  place 
where  dogs  hcked  the  blood  of  Xa- 
both  shall  dogs  hck  thy  blood,  even 
thine"  (I  Kings  21:19).  Read  still  fur- 
ther and  see  how  God's  wTath  was 
^^sited  upon  Jezebel  for  her  part  in 
the  perversion.  It  was  not  a  ver\" 
pleasant  experience  for  \iolating  this 
sacred  law  of  the  landmark,  but  it 
was  a  \"i\id  demonstration  of  how 
God  viewed  tampering  vcvih  the  an- 
cient landmarks. 

The  Perpetuation  of  the  Ancient 
Landmarks 

It  is  tremendouslv  significant  that 
practicallv  ever\"  reference  to  land- 
marks in  the  Bible  emphasizes  their 
perpetuitA".  The  vers"  stabihtv-  and 
vitality-  of  the  individual  and  the  na- 
tion demanded  that  it  be  so.  Main- 
tain the  landmarks  and  the  economic 
stabiUrv  of  the  nation  was  encourag- 
ed: remove  them  and  economic  chaos 
ensued.  Hence  the  perpetuation  of 
the  ancient  landnurks  was  considered 
inviolable. 

We  recall  that  these  Old  Testament 
recordings  were  for  admonition  and 
ensamples  to  us  (I  Cor.  10:6,  11), 
and  thev  are,  therefore,  profitable  for 
promoting  righteousness. 

Christianity,  too,  has  sacred  land- 
marks that  must  be  maintained  to 
insure  its  vitality.  There  are  certain 
basic  doctrines  that  are  common  to 
our  historic  faith,  and  which  we 
Brethren  people  hold  sacred  along 
with  all  other  bodies  of  conservative 
beUevers  who  hold  the  faith  without 
deceit.  These  center  in  Jesus  Christ 
who  is  the  verv  heart  and  substance 
of  Christianity.  An  enumeration  of 
these  universally  held  tenets  and 
doctrines  of  conservative  Christian- 
irv  is  not  necessary  here. 


But,  within  the  framework  of  his- 
torical Christianity,  we  Brethren  peo- 
ples have  certain  landmarks  which 
outhne  our  distinction  as  a  body  of 
believers.  Our  fathers  set  forth  cer- 
tain principles  of  holv  Scripture 
which  are  above  and  bevond  these 
held  by  many  segments  of  Christen- 
dom, and  which  provide  special  bless- 
ing to  those  who  observe  and  per- 
petuate them  (John  13:17).  These 
principles  are  our  special  landmarks, 
and  identify  us  within  the  family  of 
behevers.  These  distinctive  landmarks 
include  baptism  bv  trine  immersion, 
the  washing  of  the  saints  feet  as  a 
church  ordinance,  the  doctrine  of  non- 
resistance  and  non-swearing,  and  the 
love  feast.  These  are  not  held  in 
common  bv"  all  conservative  behev- 
ers,  hut   are   distinct   landmarks   of 


Brethren  (and  to  an  extent  of  piet- 
istic  groups  outside  of  our  immediate 
family). 

The  principles  which  governed  the 
securitv-  of  the  ancient  landmarks, 
which  were  legitimate,  also  apply  to 
these  landmarks  of  Christianiu%  and 
o(  Brethren  peoples.  Thev  must  be 
kept  sacred  and  inviolable  if  our  iden- 
titv"  and  denominational  seciuity  are 
to  be  perpetuated.  We  dare  not 
tolerate  any  tampering  with  these 
ancient  landmarks  but  must  be  readv 
at  all  times  to  define  our  faith  (I  Pet 
3:15)  and  to  eamesdy  contend  for  the 
faith  which  was  once  dehvered  unto 
the  saints  (Jude  3).  We  have  a  sacred 
commission  to  insure  the  inviola- 
bditv  of  the  landmarks  bv  which  our 
identity  and  spiritual  vitality  is  main- 
tained before  the  world.

iODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 

In  the  good  providence  of  God,  we 
ive  been  brought  together  in  this  sev- 
ity-second  annual  conference  of  our 
llowship  of  churches.  It  is  doubtful 
lat  conference  has  ever  been  held  in 
lovelier  spot  than  here,  in  the  midst  of 
lese  majestic  mountains.  Here  the 
mdiwork  of  God  speaks  to  us  of  His 
ight  and  majesty.  And  here,  may  His 
'ord  also  speak  to  us  with  conviction 
id  clarity. 

There  are  many  things  I  like  about 
jr  theme.  Certainly  it  is  appropriate  in 
e  area  where  we  are  meeting.  These 
eat  Rocky  Mountains  remind  us  of 
he  Rock,  Christ  lesus,  who  cannot  be 
oved.  And  we  need  to  remind  ourselves 
at  no  building  is  secure  without  a  solid 
undation,  "for  other  foundation  can 
)  man  lay  than  that  is  laid,  which  is 
drist  lesus."  But  there  are  some  things 
do  not  like  about  our  theme.  By  itself 
is  incomplete.  In  these  same  beautiful 
ountains,  I  have  observed  snakes  on 
e  rock,  who  when  disturbed,  slither 
/ay  to  some  crevice  or  hole.  I  have 
en  lizards  on  the  rock,  basking  in  the 
n,  scampering  for  shelter  when  dis- 
rbed.  Then  around  here,  it  is  very 
mmon  to  find  a  kind  of  moss  grow- 
l  on  the  rock,  which  serves  no  useful 
rpose  except  to  make  the  rock  slip- 
ry  when  wet! 

So  the  significance  of  our  theme  is 
pendent  upon  enlargement  of  it — 
lat  is  on  the  rock,  and  who  is  the 
)ck.  So  rather  than  take  this  for 
mted,  for  the  purposes  of  this  ad- 
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dress  I  should  hke  you  to  consider  with 
me  as  our  theme:  "BUILT  ON  THE 
ROCK,  CHRIST  JESUS,"  lesus  said 
in  Matthew  16:18:  "Upon  this  rock  I 
wiU  build  my  church;  and  the  gates  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it." 

The  fact  that  the  gates  of  hell  have 
prevailed  against  some  churches  and 
denominations  indicates  clearly  that  not 
all  that  is  built  professedly  in  His  name 
is  built  by  Him,  or  on  Him.  Jesus  said: 
"I  will  build  my  church,  it  shall  be  my 
church,  and  it  shall  be  built  on  me." 
How  do  we,  as  a  denomination,  as  in- 
dividual churches,  fit  into  this  picture? 
Certainly  we  Uke  to  think  of  ourselves 
as  "on  the  rock,  Christ  Jesus,"  but  is 
He  doing  the  building,  or  have  we 
wrested  that  responsibiUty  from  Him, 
and  are  we  attempting  to  superintend 
with  our  imskilled  hearts  and  hands 
when  we  ought  to  be  "laborers  together 
with  God." 

How  did  Christ  propose  to  build  His 
church?  There  is  no  hint  as  to  His  meth- 
ods in  Matthew  16,  only  the  assurance 
of  its  endurance.  This  certainly  certifies 
that  it  will  be  well  built! 

I  have  never  been  able  to  understand 
some  pastors  who  feel  they  must  tear 
down  their  predecessors  work  before 
they  can  do  anything,  unless  they  feel 
that  they  alone  can  build  for  God.  Ypt 
that  has  happened.  It  is  possible  for  ^)  Ia4^ 
who  are  pastors  to  forget,  but  important 
for  us  to  remember,  that  we,  too,  are 
but  "laborers  together  with  God." 

It  is  easy  for  us  to  compare  ourselves 


with  others,  and  come  out  quite  well 
in  many  respects.  We  like  to  point  with 
pride  to  our  foreign-missions  program, 
its  converts,  expansion,  and  the  blessings 
of  the  Lord  upon  it.  We  are  justly  happy 
with  our  growing  schools,  with  their  fine 
buildings  and  tremendous  prospects.  We 
are  satisfied  that  our  home-missions 
organization  is  doing  a  great  job,  and 
are  pleased  that  so  many  features  of  it 
are  being  adnured  and  copied  by  others. 
Out  publications  are  attractive,  honored, 
and  used  of  the  Lord. 

We  thank  God  for  every  accomplish- 
ment, every  soul  saved,  every  life  in- 
fluenced  for   Christ,    everything    done 
that  has  really  contributed  to  the  growth 
of  His  church.  But  are  these  gains  too 
few,    too    infrequent,    too    late?    Our 
growth  through  the  years,  and  especi- 
ally this  past  year,  has  been  pitifully 
small.  We  excuse  this  in  many  ways.  We 
may  talk  ghbly  and  jokingly  of  "back- 
door   revivals"    accountmg    for    some 
losses,  but  basically,  these  are  failures 
— failures  to  reach  souls  and  captivate 
them  for  Christ.  Or  we  speak  piously 
about  the  "last  days,"  and  "apostasy," 
and  really  we  can't  expect  to  do  much 
better  than  hold   our  own.   After   all, 
the  Bible  says  that's  the  way  it  will  be. 
Does  it?  I  read  also  of  an  outpouring  of 
the  Spirit  in  the  last  days,  and  I  see  the 
Lord  working  in  remarkable  ways   in 
these  trying  times.   Excusing  our  fail- 
ures on  these  grounds  may  be  camou- 
flaging our  laziness,  or  hiding  our  lack 
of  faith,   and  faithfuhiess.   Still  others 
will  say  that  The  Brethren  Church  is 
destined  to  remain  small  because  of  our 
"pecuUar  doctrines."  If  it  were  not  for 
them,  we'd  grow  hke  wildfire.  This  is 
pure  defeatism,  or  hypocrisy,  or  both! 
Did  these  "peculiar  doctrines"  hinder 
the  Early  Church?  No;  and  they  are  not 
hindering  our  growing  churches  today! 
They  are  merely  providing  an  excuse, 
not  a  reason  (and  there  is  a  difference), 
for  failure  in  other  realms. 

Perhaps  our  real  problem  is  that  we 
are  attempting  to  build  His  church  in 
our  own  inadequate  ways,  rather  than 


being  yielded  workmen,  allowing  Chris 
to  build  through  our  hands  and  feet,  ou 
heads  and  hearts,  our  time  and  talent! 
our  self  and  substance. 

But  how  will  Christ  build  His  church 
Since  no  clue  is  given  in  our  text,  w 
must  turn  to  the  birth  and  growth  c 
the  church  in  the  Book  of  Acts.  Lukf 
its  author,  in  his  prologue,  remind 
Theophilus  that  he  had  written  a  foi 
mer  treatise,  his  Gospel,  which  descril 
ed  aU  that  Jesus  "began  to  do  an 
teach"  before  His  ascension.  This  doci 
ment,  by  implication,  records  aU  th; 
Jesus  continues  to  do  and  teach,  throug 
His  Spirit,  in  the  estabUshment  of  H 
church.  In  this  record  of  the  Ear! 
Church,  there  are  five  things  that  star 
out  to  me  as  means  whereby  the  Loi 
Jesus  began  to  build  His  church.  If  v 
would  quaUfy  as  truly  His  church,  bui 
by  Him,  we  should  take  some  spiritu 
inventory  as  to  our  relationship  to  H 
methods  and  His  workmanship. 

The  first  and  most  important  meai 
whereby  Christ  began  to  build  H 
church  was  by  the  enduement  of  tl 
Spirit  of  God.  He  promised:  "But  ; 
shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Ho 
Ghost  is  come  upon  you:  and  ye  shi 
be  witnesses  unto  me"  (Acts  1:8). 
the  second  chapter  of  the  Book  of  Ac 
we  have  the  record  of  the  Holy  Spirij 
coming  upon  the  believers,  and  the  su^ 
sequent  power  He  displayed  in  thi 
lives.  In  4:31,  10:44,  and  other  passaj^ 
we  read  of  His  repeated  fiUing  of  yie]| 
ed  believers,  and  the  signs  that  accoj 
panied  His  fullness. 

But  today,  even  in  our  beloved  chur( 
the  Holy  Spirit  is  a  subject  for  acaden 
information,  for  theological  digressi( 
rather  than  a  vital  living  person  \w 
blesses,  enriches,  and  empowers  c 
Uves.  It  is  so  easy  even  for  us  who  i^ 
pastors  and  leaders  to  depend  up^ 
sparkJing  personality,  upon  excell; 
training,  upon  effective  personal  abili, 
upon  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Wo 
upon  past  experiences  and  blessin 
rather  than  upon  Him  who  is  the  L( 
of  the  harvest.  Perhaps  we  are  actua 


ifraid  to  be  filled  with  the  Spirit,  be- 

;ause  of  some  abuses  and  excesses  of 

hose  who  have  been  devotees  of  a  lop- 

ided  theology.  But  there  are  no  divine 

;xcesses  in  the  true  filling  of  the  Spirit. 

Vs  I  read  of  it  in  the  Book  of  Acts, 

find  it  always  produces  boldness,  wis- 

om,   Christ-centeredness,    power,    and 

e  fruit  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  love, 

ly,    peace,    long-suffering,   gentleness, 

[oodness,  faith,  meekness,  self-control.

The  testimony  of  Scripture  and  the 
pstimony  of  experience  indicate  that 
fian  must  come  to  an  end  of  himself, 
lUst  be  emptied  of  self,  before  he  is 
lied  with  the  Spirit.  For  many,  this  has 
en  a  cUmactic  experience,  the  initial 
ing.  Climactic  because  of  the  prob- 
m  of  self.  We  think  much  too  highly 
"  ourselves,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  truly 
et  go,  and  let  God."  But  as  I  see  the 
^ed  of  my  ovra  heart  and  life  and  min- 
try,  I  see  a  great  need  for  experiential 
lowledge  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  power. 
nd  I  believe  it  is  a  common  need  in 
ir  church,  in  both  pulpit  and  pew,  on 
cal  and  national  levels.  The  more  I 
udy  the  life  of  our  blessed  Lord,  the 
ore  I  am  convinced  that  He  remained 
iless,  that  He  performed  His  mighty 
iracles,  that  He  delivered  His  thrill- 
g  messages  in  the  power  of  the  infill- 
g  Spirit,  not  in  the  power  of  His  in- 
te  deity.  For  all  prerogatives  of  Deity 
;re  laid  aside  for  His  earthly  ministry. 
It  the  Holy  Spirit  was  with  Him 
roughout  His  ministry.  And  if  Christ 
nself  depended  upon  the  Spirit  of  God, 
w  much  more  do  we  need  that  com- 
;te  dependence! 

The  second  means  by  which  the  Lord 
;cted  to  buUd  His  church  was  by  de- 
tion  to  the  written  Word  of  God. 
lis  is  logical.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  the 
ithor  of  the  Word,  so  is  it  not  hkely 
It  He  will  lead  His  servants  to  devoted 
;  of  His  Word?  The  Lord  Jesus  Te- 
nded us  that  "the  words  that  I  speak 
to  you,  they  are  spirit,  and  they 
;  hfe"  (John  6:63).  Of  his  rejectors, 
!us    said:    "The   word   that   I   have 


spoken,  the  same  shall  judge  him  in  the 
last  day"  (John  12:48).  We  are  bom 
again,  "not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of 
incorruptible,  by  the  word  of  God"  (I 
Pet.  1:23). 

Our  human  logic,  human  arguments 
are  of  so  little  value!  But  His  divine 
Word  is  so  effective,  especially  when 
wielded  by  a  Spirit-empowered  servant! 
The  apostles  knew  this.  The  Early 
Church  discovered  this.  The  Book  of 
Acts  contains  more  quotations  from  the 
Old  Testament  (and  that's  all  the  Bible 
the  apostles  had!)  than  almost  any  other 
volume  of  the  New  Testament.  Peter's 
sermon  as  recorded  in  Acts  2  is  more 
than  50  percent  dkect  quotation  from 
the  Word! 

If  we  would  be  an  effective  church, 
we  must  have  the  Bible  in  the  home, 
honoring  it;  the  Bible  in  the  hand,  carry- 
ing it;  the  Bible  in  the  head,  memoriz- 
ing it;  the  Bible  in  the  heart,  loving 
it;  and  the  Bible  in  the  hfe,  living  it. 
New  translations  of  Scripture  are  ap- 
pearing on  the  market  annually,  but  the 
best  translation,  the  most  readable  one, 
is  stiU  its  translation  into  daily  Ufe. 

"You  are  writing  a  Gospel,  a  chapter 

each  day. 
By  the  deeds  that  you  do  and  the  words 

that  you  say: 
Men  are  reading  your  record,  whether 

faithless  or  true; 
Say,  what  is  the  Gospel  according  to 

you? 

According  to  its  own  evaluation  of 
itself,  the  Word  of  God  is: 

Truth  that  needs  to  be  received. 
Life  that  needs  to  be  implanted. 
Light  that  needs  to  be  followed. 
Milk  that  needs  to  be  drunk. 
Meat  that  needs  to  be  chewed. 
Water  that  needs  to  be  applied  for 
cleansing. 
Seed  that  needs  to  be  sown. 

The  Bible  is  more  than  history,  more 
than  interesting  facts,  more  than  a  man- 
ual on  reUgion;  it  is  life-changing,  trans- 
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fonning  energy.  It  must  grip  us  to  grip 
others;  bless  us  to  bless  others,  and 
change  us  to  change  others.  Yet  even 
we  who  minister  the  Word  are  so  busy 
and  burdened  with  many  things  that  we 
often  spend  the  least  amount  of  time 
and  preparation  on  our  most  important 
ministry,  that  of  preaching  the  Word. 

But  even  when  our  pastors  faithfully 
and  fervently  minister  the  Word,  the 
majority  of  our  people  remam  spoon- 
fed Christians.  So  few  have  learned 
anything  about  digging  for  its  treasures 
for  themselves.  Could  this  be  our  fault? 
Are  we  so  organized  with  activities  that 
we  have  no  time,  and  provide 
little  or  no  incentive  for  personal  Bible 
study?  I  am  greatly  intrigued  by  the 
idea  of  an  entire  church  divided  into 
Bible  study  groups,  with  no  teachers  or 
lectures,  just  digging  into  the  Word 
according  to  a  simple,  practical  pattern, 
looking  for  and  finding  important  facts, 
practical  applications,  pertinent  verses, 
problems  to  be  solved,  and  so  forth.  Im- 
practical? It  is  being  done  with  great 
blessing  in  a  few  places.  We  might  have 
to  scrap  something  else  to  make  room 
for  it  but  is  there  anything  more  im- 
portant than  gettmg  our  people  into  an 
enjoyable,  practical  and  durable  plan  of 
Bible  study?  Is  there  anything  that  will 
be  more  fruitful  in  the  long  run?  It  will 
produce  obedient,  praying,  witnessing, 
visiting,  teaching  Christians.  But  I  can 
hear  someone  say,  "It  won't  work.  Peo- 
ple just  won't  do  it."  But  people  are 
doing  it.  Not  everybody,  but  often  a  good 
majority,  in  churches  where  it  is  being 
done,  are  actively  participating  in  these 
home  Bible  study  groups.  People  gen- 
erally do  the  things  they  really  want  to 
do,  and  if  we  can  make  a  program 
like  this  attractive  and  desirable,  we 
can  see  it  succeed. 

The  third  means  by  which  the  Lord 
began  to  build  His  church  was  by  ef- 
fective, imited  prayer  and  praise.  The 
church  was  bom  in  a  prayer  meeting 
that  had  lasted  for  days.  Today,  people 
complain  if  a  prayer  meeting  lasts  more 
than  an  hour  or  so,  and  usually,  little  of 
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that  time  is  actually  given  to  praye  * 
The  repeated  filUngs  of  the  Spirit  in  tl  '^ 
Book  of  Acts  almost  invariably  toe  * 
place  in  prayer  and  praise  services.  V  '"'; 
read  more  than  once  how  tb  ( 
were  aU  gathered —  in  one  place-! 
of  one  accord.  Apparently  they  we 
afraid  they'd  miss  something  if  thi  f 
stayed  away  from  church!  How  \  1^ 
need  that  same  expectancy  today!  Pe  *' 
haps  we  are  bound  too  much  by  co  ^ 
formity.  We  do  things  the  same  way,  t  "! 
same  time,  sometimes  with  the  same  hal  '* 
hazard  spirit.  We  who  are  leaders  ai  !',' 
often  guilty  of  spiritual  indifferenc  !"' 
We  think  small,  we  plan  small,  we  e  ^*' 
pect  small,  and  we  experience  little.  J^ 
this  not  true  of  the  prayer  and  prai  '"^ 
life  of  our  churches?  We  say  that  tl  '"' 
prayer  meeting  is  the  most  imports  "^ 
service  of  the  week,  but  do  we  ourselvi  '^ 
treat  it  as  such?  i  "" 

The  longer  I  hve  the  more  I'm  co  '' 
vinced  that  most  of  our  failures  a  ^' 
prayer  failures.  Some  of  the  rest  a  •■ 
praise  failures.  Our  Uves  so  easily  ce  '^ 
ter  around  self — not  Christ,  or  I-  "' 
church.  We  go  to  church  out  of  hab  "" 
Most  of  us  enjoy  it,  we  know  it's  t  ™ 
right  thing  to  do.  And  we  profit  ',!' 
going.  But  there  is  little  expectancy  "' 
urgency.  If  we  miss —  so  what?  Yi* "'' 
the  church  can  get  along  without  y' "'' 
and  me,  but  can  we  get  along  as  t  j* 
men  and  women  God  wants  us  to  i* 
without  His  church?  ' ''' 

Our  statistical  report  will  remind  j  f' 
that  only  one  out  of  four  members  !  *i 
our  churches  attend  prayer  meetui  •'■ 
This  percentage  has  changed  little  '  '^s 
recent  years.  Sometimes  I  wonder  if  tl'  f^ii 
is  the  fault  of  the  people,  or  the  pra^  ™ 
meeting.  Actually,  we  need  the  filli'  i^s 
of  the  Spuit  of  God,  for  Spirit-fil]j  «1« 
Christians  are  praying  Christians,  d  «!

As  we  read  the 
firly  chapters  of  the  Book  of  Acts,  we 
1  ote  these  five  facts  about  witnessing:

But  a  witness 
one  who  tells  what  he  does  know. 
p  you  know  that  Jesus  is  a  wonderful 
,  iviour?  Then  tell  that  much.  Do  you 
^low  how  He   saves?   Then   tell  that 
J  iUch.  Do  you  know  how  he  satisfies 
■farts  and  meets  personal  needs?  Then 
I  111  that  much.  He  never  expects  any- 
le  to  do  what  they  caimot  do  with  His 
Jp,  but  He  has  a  right  to  expect  obe- 
ence  to  His  commands,  by  His  enable- 
nt.    Besides,    He    has    promised    in 
mes  1:5-7,  wisdom  to  those  who  ask 
faith.  Still  others  will  say:  "I'm  not 
lent.  I  just  don't  have  the  gift  of  gab!" 
5  OSes    gave    a    similar    argument    in 
J  Lodus  3:10-12,  but  God  answered  it. 
who  made  the  mouth  can  aid  the 
3uth,  and  fill  it  with  the  right  things 
say.  Still  others  will  say:  "I'm  afraid 
witness.  I  just  can't  do  it."  We  must 
j  ;ognize  that  such  an  attitude  cannot 
me  from  God,  but  from  Satan.  There- 
;e  we  must  confess  it  as  sin,  and  for- 
'(  ce  it.  The  Word  says:  "The  fear  of 
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man  bringeth  a  snare"  (Prov.  29:25). 
"Perfect  love  casteth  out  fear"  (I  Johii 
4:18),  and  "God  hath  not  given  us  the 
spirit  of  fear,  but  of  power,  and  of  love, 
and  of  a  sound  mind"  (II  Tim.  1:7). 

The  Apostle  Paul  effectively  used  his 
own  personal  testimony  on  many  oc- 
casions, often  as  a  prelude  to  preaching. 
People  are  interested  in  the  personal  ex- 
perience of  others,  and  I  believe  we 
can  use  to  great  advantage  the  personal 
testimonies  of  our  people  in  the  pews. 
Most  of  us  have  occasional  spontan- 
eous testunony  services  on  Sunday 
nights,  and  at  Prayer  Meeting,  when 
there  are  few  if  any  unsaved  present! 
But  few  use  planned  testimonies  in  any 
way.  I  believe  we  owe  it  to  ourselves, 
and  to  die  work  of  the  Lord,  to  use  per- 
sonal, planned  testimonies,  by  appoint- 
ment, in  church  services  where  we  know 
unsaved  will  be  present — perhaps  in 
Sunday  school,  and  in  morning  services. 
This  is  not  to  replace  the  preaching  and 
teaching  of  the  Word,  but  to  supple- 
ment it.  I  believe  we  ought  to  use 
planned  personal  testimonies,  by  ap- 
pointment, in  our  visitation  and  calling. 
Here  is  a  unique  opportunity  to  pre- 
sent the  way  of  salvation  to  others.  And 
by  this  means,  a  pastor  can  help  intro- 
duce his  workers  to  the  joy  of  leading 
another  to  Christ.  Many  people  will  listen 
far  more  attentively  to  the  testimony  of 
another  lay  person,  than  to  the  message 
of  a  preacher. 

Speaking  of  visitation — I  doubt  if 
more  than  a  dozen  of  our  churches  have 
an  effective,  consistent  visitation  pro- 
gram. This  is  a  great  lack,  and  accounts 
much  for  our  failure  to  grow  as  we 
should.  The  pastor  who  leads  his  people 
in  an  effective  visitation  program  multi- 
plies his  own  ministry,  as  well  as  better 
fulfills  the  great  commission.  Almost 
everyone  can  fit  well  on  a  visitation 
team,  when  these  teams  are  wisely  as- 
sembled by  the  pastor.  Not  every  team 
needs  to  be  skilled  in  leading  others  to 
Christ,  but  all  can  witness  for  Him,  and 
invite  others  to  Him,  and  to  His  church. 
I  have  a  number  of  people  in  my  church 
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who  would  rather  miss  almost  anything 
else  in  the  church  program  than  visita- 
tion. Thevve  learned  the  joy  of  witness- 
ins,  and  nothing  can  take  its  place. 

"Xhe  fifth  method  by  which  Christ  be- 
gan to  build  His  church  was  by  sacrifi- 
cial 2ivine.  The  eariy  Christians  counted 
no  posses"sions  their  own,  but  gave  all  to 
the  Lord,  to  be  administered  by  the 
apostles.  The  sternest  judgment  on  the 
Early  Church,  the  death  of  Ananias  and 
Sapphira,  was  concerned  with  h>T30cnsy 

in  givins. 

True," the  Early  Church  did  not  build 
buildings,  or  have  highly  organized  pro- 
grams of  home  and  foreign  missions  with 
estabUshed  salaries,  et  cetera.  The 
Spirit  had  not  led  them  to  do  that  be- 
cause of  the  unpending  persecution 
which  would  have  swept  much  of  their 
investm.ents  away.  Today,  we  must 
learn  to  be  sensitive  to  the  leading  of  the 
Spirit  of  God,  rather  than  be  guided  by 
what  others  do  in  the  matter  of  spend- 
ing the  Lord's  money.  And  we  need  to 
be  sensitive  to  the  Spirit  of  God  in  giv- 
ing what  He  would  have  us  give. 

"Our  average  giving  per  member  in 
1960  was  SL69  per  week  to  the  local 
church  and  Sunday  school.  He  also  gave 
twentj'-three  cents  for  foreign  missions, 
fifteen  cents  for  home  missions,  three 
cents  for  Grace  Seminary  and  College, 
and  five  cents  to  all  other  Brethren  in- 
terests and  auxiliary  organizations. 
This  produces  a  total  of  about  $2.15 
per  week,  or  S112  per  year.  Is  this  sac- 
rificial giving?  It  is  only  about  one 
twenty-fourth  of  the  national  average 
per  person  income  of  S2700.  We  still 
beUeve  that  the  Bibhcal  standard  of  the 
tithe  is  the  minimum  standard  for  Chris- 
tian giving.  And  the  evidence  of  spirit- 
ual and  niaterial  blessing  upon  the  lives 
of  those  who  meet  and  exceed  this  stand- 
ard is  ample  proof  of  its  worth. 

I  was  impressed  by  the  report  of  our 
Stewardship  Committee  at  last  year's 
conference^  and  believe  the  implementa- 
tion of  this  report  will  be  a  great  help 
in  our  reaching  goals  of  Scriptural,  if 
not  sacrificial  giving.  I  do  not  believe 
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we  have  begun  to  reach  any  saturatio: 
point  in  giving — how  could  we,  whe 
we  have  not  arrived  at  the  Scripturj 
minimum  standard?  I  do  not  believe  the 
very  many  of  our  people  have  ever  mad 
any  real  sacrifices  yet  in  giving.  I  woul 
venture  to  say  that  members  of  Th  ^ 
Brethren  Church,  in  spite  of  our  di; 
couragement  of  its  use,  spend  as  muc 
on  cigarettes  and  tobacco  each  year  i 
we  give  altogether  for  foreign  mission 
This  may  sound  like  a  rash  statemen 
but  some  careful  checking  convinces  n: 
of  its  probabiUty.  ^ 

The  average  Brethren  family  h; 
spent,  or  wiU  spend  this  year,  on  a  tw 
or  th-ree  week  vacation,  as  much  as 
gives  to  the  Lord's  work  for  an  enti: 
year.  Sacrifice?  We  do  not  know  tl 
meaning  of  the  word! 

When  Christ  builds  His  church,  it  . 
a  united  church.  Can  we  say  that  we  a 
really  a  united  church?  We  are  divid( 
to  a  degree  on  the  basis  of  membersh 
in  the  church.  We  are  divided  to  a  d 
gree   on   the   basis   of   service   in   tl 
church.  Some  of  our  churches  disquaU 
a  person  for  service  because  of  thinj 
that  happened  before  conversion.  I  < 
not  in  any  wise  minimize  the  important 
of  these  things,  nor  the  right  to  differe^ 
personal  convictions   concerning  thei^ 
But  I  cannot  help  but  feel  that  the  Dc* 
is  secretly  delighted  when  we  make 
sues  of  them  in  such  a  way  that  > 
are   divided,   and   detracted   from   o^  ^ 
main  business  of  evangelizing  the  woi| 
and  soUdifying  the  saints.  And  son" 
times  we  are  divided  on  the  basis  of  p( 
sonahties.  We  won't  pray  for,  or  .gi  j, 
to   some   organizations   in   the   chur*-"' 
because  so-and-so  is  at  the  head,  or  I 
cause    such-and-such    has    been    do 
sometime  in   the   past.   We   aUow  ^ 
mistakes  by  anyone  other  than  ourselV| 
but  we  tolerate  plenty  there!  How 
need  to  pray  for,  and  desire,  and  p: 
tice  the  "unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  boj 
of  peace."  , , 

And  when  Christ  builds  His  chur|  J 
it  is  an  effective  church.  We  cani^  r 
claim  great  effectiveness  with  a  net  g|  j,^ 
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)f  twenty-nine  members  for  the  entire 
rear!  When  nine  of  our  districts  show 
OSS  instead  of  gain!  When  only  seventy- 
even  of  our  reporting  churches  show 
I  membership  gain  of  5  percent  or  more, 
inly  twenty-eight  of  these  showing  10 
ercent  or  more,  and  twent^-tv/o  showing 
10  percent  or  more.  Only  seventy -eight 
if  our  churches  show  a  Sunday-school 
nrollment  gain  of  5  percent  or  more, 
hirtj-six  of  these  showing  over  10  per- 
ent  and  twenty-five  over  20  percent. 
>ur  total  Sunday  school  enrollment 
hows  a  sUght  gain,  thanks  to  these 
iligent  churches,  but  average  attend- 
nce  shows  a  tragic  loss.  It  looks  like  we 
re  depending  upon  ourselves,  rather 
lan  upon  Him,  to  build  our  church! 
WTien  Christ  builds  His  church,  it  is 
powerful  church.  Can  we  claim  much 
ower  when  we  show  only  one  professed 
inversion  for  ever)'  nine  members  for 
le  entire  year?  And  if  the  facts  were 
aown,  the  majority'  of  these  professed 
inversions  have  occurred  in  a  relatively 
nail  minority'  of  our  churches.  Con- 
ast  this  with  the  spectacular  growth  of 
le  Spkit-filled  Early  Church  of  the 
ook  of  Acts. 

When  Christ  builds  His  church,  it 
an  organized  church.  He  set  apostles 
;  its  head,  and  deacons  beneath  them, 
•r  the  effective  ministration  of  the 
ork.  Perhaps  we  are  too  organized — 
I  much  so  that  we  have  lost  our  sense 
:  mission  in  the  world.  I  cannot  explain 
ir  slow  growth  and  growing  eartUy- 
indedness  on  any  other  basis  than  that 
any  of  us,  pastors  and  people,  have 
rgotten  what  we  are  here  for.  Oh, 
s,  we  are  doctrinaUy  sound,  but  prac- 
ally  asleep.  We  are  theologically 
althy,  but  spiritually  anemic.  I  know 
.stors  whose  hearts  have  been  broken, 
d  spirits  frustrated,  by  congregations 
lose  theme  song  seems  to  be.  "I  shaU 
t  be  moved."  And  I  know  congrega- 
•ns  who  have  been  broken-hearted 
cause  pastors  had  lost  their  vision, 
d  seemed  only  to  be  "marking  time," 
her  than  marching  forward. 
When  Christ  builds  His  church,  it  is 


centered  aroimd  Him.  A  church  can 
only  be  truly  Christ-centered  when  its 
leadership  is  Clirist-centered,  its  pas- 
tors are  Christ-centered,  its  local  offi- 
cers are  Christ-centered,  and  its  mem- 
bers are  Christ-centered.  Do  we  really 
qualif\?  Let  us  search  our  hearts,  and 
see.  Better  stiU,  let  us  let  Him  search 
our  hearts.  I  think  we  shall  find  much 
room  for  improvement  here.  If  He  is 
central.  He  wiU  be  first  in  every  con- 
sideration, in  business,  at  home,  in 
school,  at  play,  at  work,  as  well  as  at 
church.  Too  often  He  gets  last  con- 
sideration, instead  of  first. 

WTien  someone  else  has  a  real  meas- 
ure of  success  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
usually  because  they  are  allowing  the 
Lord  to  do  His  work  through  them,  we 
have  a  tendency  to  be  extremely  critical, 
and  explain  away  this  visible  success,  at- 
tributing it  to  good  pubUcity,  newness, 
a  better  field,  high-pressure  salesman- 
ship, unscriptural  methods,  or  some- 
thing else,  instead  of  rejoicing  in  the 
blessing  of  God  on  another's  work. 

Rarely  do  we  admit  to  ourselves  that 
God  would  like  to  use  us  to  accompUsh 
great  things,  if  we  were  truly  100  per- 
cent available  to  Him.  We  become  criti- 
cal, rather  than  allowing  ourselves  to 
be  driven  to  dedication  and  devotion  by 
our  own  limited  blessings.  Of  course, 
numerical  gains  are  by  no  means  the 
final  measure  of  a  man's  usefulness,  or 
God's  blessing.  God  doesn't  expect  the 
same  results  from  all  of  us.  but  He 
does  expect  results.  He  doesn't  use  all 
of  us  in  the  same  way,  but  He  right- 
fully expects  faithfulness,  complete  faith- 
fulness to  Him.  and  to  the  work  He 
has  given  us  to  do. 

I  love  The  Brethren  Church.  I  be- 
lieve it  stays  closer  to  the  Bible  than  any 
denomination  that  I  know.  That's  why 
I'm  in  it.  It  grieves  me  to  speak  as  I 
have  spoken.  It  grieves  me  to  see  such 
Umited  blessings,  such  limited  successes 
because  I  beUeve  God  has  much  more 
for  us  than  we've  ever  experienced.  I 
beUe\'e  He  wants  to  use  us  far  more 
than  we've  ever  been  used.  And  I  be- 
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lieve  down  deep  in  our  own  hearts, 
we  want  His  best.  We  want  to  be  us- 
able. We  want  to  be  blessed,  and  be  a 
blessing. 

Therefore  my  recommendations  are  in 
two  reahns.  First,  I  would  exhort  that 
each  of  us,  pastors,  leaders,  people,  ex- 
amine our  own  hves  and  service  m  the 
hght  of  God's  pattern  for  His  church, 
especially  as  revealed  in  the  Book  of 
Acts.  This  needs  to  become  a  frequent, 
almost  constant  behavior  pattern.  It  is 
so  easy  to  become  smug.  It  is  so  easy 
to  be  busy  with  trivial  things.  It  is  so 
easy  to  lose  one's  sense  of  purpose 
and  mission  in  life.  The  yardstick  of 
the  Word  needs  to  be  at  hand,  and 
apphed. 

Second,  because  the  pastors  are  such 
key  persons  in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 
I  would  recormnend  that  annual,  re- 
gional pastor's  conferences  be  set  up, 
similar  m  pattern  to  the  home-missions 
workshops,  but  that  they  include  all  pas- 
tors and  their  wives.  Here  pastors  could 
be  inspired,  instructed,  and  enriched 
by  fellowship  so  that  the  ensuing  days 
of  their  ministry  would  be  more  effec- 
tive for  the  Lord.  Devotional  sessions, 
practical  sessions,  and  discussion  groups 
should  be  included.  It  would  seem  wise 
to  me  that  the  key  men  of  our  denomi- 


national agencies  should  be  present,  fo 
direct  communication  with  the  pastors 
and  discussion  of  developments  in  thei 
respective  areas  of  service  that  are  com 
mon  interest.  Conference  should  stud 
means  whereby  the  costs  of  such  cot 
ferences  could  be  shared  by  churche; 
pastors,  agencies,  and  perhaps  confei 
ence  itself.  Three  or  four  days  of  sue 
instruction,  inspiration,  apphcation,  an 
fellowship  could  accompUsh  much  i 
making  us  usable  tools,  united  in  th 
hands  of  Christ,  to  do  service  for  Hin 
Therefore  I  would  recommend  that 
committee  be  appointed  to  study  thi 
matter  and  report  back  to  this  confei 
ence  the  advisability  and  implements 
tion  of  this  program. 

Our  time  is  short.  The  coming  of  th 
Lord  draweth  nigh.  The  newspapc 
headlines  hteraUy  scream  this  truth  t 
Bible  behevers.  Let  us  not  be  obstnw 
tionists  in  the  building  of  Christ's  churcl 
but  rather,  faithful,  yielded  constructio 
workers,  directed  by  the  wise  Masteij 
Builder  and  infilled  by  His  Spirit,  i 
the  great  task  of  building  His  church  ffl 
eternity,  here  and  abroad.  His  is  tl 
blueprint,  ours  the  following  of  it;  H 
is  the  supervision,  oiurs  the  fulfiUing  ( 
orders;  His  is  the  glory,  ours  the  shaj 
ing  of  it,  by  His  grace.  May  God  he; 
us  to  do  our  part.  Amen.

BUSINESS    SESSIONS 


FIRST  SESSION,  AUGUST  22 

The  first  business  session  of  the  72nd 
Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Fel- 
lowship of  Brethren  Churches,  assemb- 
led at  the  YMCA  grounds  at  Estes 
Park,  Colorado,  Aug.  21-27,  1961,  was 
opened  by  the  Moderator,  Ralph  Col- 
bum.  Harold  Etling  led  in  the  opening 
prayer.  Following  the  official  opening 
of  the  Conference,  Moderator  Colbum 
recognized  Arnold  R.  Kriegbaum,  who 
read  the  following  statement,  which  re- 
quired no  official  action: 

"The  Committee  on  Denominational  Interests  by- 
unanimous  action  of  all  members  present  at  this 
Conference  desires  to  recommend  to  this  1961 
National  Conference  that  any  church  which  has 
not  cooperated  with  the  action  taken  by  the  1960 
National  Conference  with  respect  to  the  re- 
ceiving of  persons  into  the  voting  membership  of 
a  local  congregation  without  the  requirement  of 
baptism  by  trine  immersion,  or.  has  violated  the 
requirement  of  baptism  by  trine  immersion  for 
voting  membership  in  a  local  congregation,  be 
not  seated  in  this  conference." 

The  Membership  Committee  reported 
314  lay  and  147  ministerial  delegates 
for  a  first-day  total  of  461,  as  compared 
to  a  first-day  total  last  year  of  507. 
Motion  prevailed  that  the  report  be 
adopted  and  these  delegates  be  seated.

Realizing  that  one  of  the  great  needs  of  our 
entire  church  is  "Laborers  for  the  Harvest."  we 
are  asking  our  churches  and  schools  to  give  con- 
sideration to  a  program  of  "Training  Hour"  on 
Sunday  evening  preceding  the  preaching  serv- 
ice, or  some  other  hour  during  the  week  in 
which  definite  prescribed  courses  are  taught 
in  the  local  church,  looking  forward  to  the  time 
v.-hen  we  shall  have  sufficient  staff  to  do  the 
larger  job  which  God  is  asking  of  us.  No  longer 
dare  we  say  we  do  not  have  time  to  train 
leaders.  We  must,  or  perish.  Your  National  Sunday 
School  Board  has  ready  a  number  of  training 
courses,  and  more  in  process.  We  urge  that 
once  again  the  matter  of  training  workers  be 
placed  at  the  top  of  the  list  of  requirements  tn 
every   church  program. 

PERSONAL   ACTrVITY 

In  addition  to  the  routine  work  of  our  office 
including  itineration,  writing,  conferences,  and 
campaigns,  your  director  has  been  given  special 
privileges  and  blessing  dining  this  year. 

1.  We  have  continued  to  teach  eight  hours 
of  Christian  Education  in  Grace  Seminary  which 
has  met  with  an  excellent  response  on  the  part 
of  the  students. 

2.  This  year  we  have  served  on  the  executive 
board  of  the  National  Sunday  School  Association, 
an  honor  of  high  privilege,  but  with  deep  re- 
sponsibility. 

3.  At  the  present  moment,  we  are  privileged  to 
serve  as  the  president  of  the  National  Siuiday 
School  Directors  Association,  a  group  of  35 
evangelical  Sunday-school  leaders  serving  in 
their  respective  denominatioris  in  the  same 
capacity  as  we  serve  in  our  church. 

4.  We  continue  to  serve  as  the  liaison  for  the 
curriculum  of  our  Sunday  schools  between  our 
church  and  the  editorial  staff  of  Gospel  Light 
Publications,  and  have  a  very  fine  relationship 
with  this  organization. 

5.  We  have  been  asked  to  serve  again  as  a 
workshop  leader  in  the  National  Sunday  School 
Convention  in  October,  to  be  held  in  Detroit, 
Michigan. 

OFFICE    STAFF 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  work  of  our  board, 
and  its  on-going  program  comes  as  a  direct  result 
of  our  office  team.  Miss  Bobbette  Osbom  con- 
tinues to  carry  the  heavy  load  of  detail  and  re- 
sponsibility. The  work  load  is  constantly  in- 
creasing, although  with  our  present  strff  of 
3  full-time  employees,  and  one  part-time  em- 
ployee, we  have  seen  many  things  accomplished 
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during  these  last  few  weeks  that  have  been  long 
in   the   making. 

PROMOTIONAL    MATERIALS 

We  continue  to  send  the  "Promoter,"  our  Sun- 
day-school teacher's  helps,  and  Books  Off  the 
Shelf"  to  our  schools.  Our  mailing  hst  of  these 
has  now  oassed  4.800.

Report   of  the 
COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 

We.  the  committee  on  the  moderator's  address, 
heartily  commend  our  retiring  moderator.  Pas- 
tor Ralph  J.  Colbum.  for  his  forthright  address 
entitled    "On   the    Rock." 

We  thoroughly  appreciate  the  work  that  Broth- 
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e"-  Colbum  expended  in  bot*.  preparing  and  pre- 
senting this  message;  and  his  pointed  analysis  ot 
our  present  spiritual  condition,  and  his  Spirit 
directed  admonition  which  we  so  sorely  need. 
Recognizing  our  needs  and  his  suggestions  tor 
meeting  these  needs,  we,  therefore,  recommend: 

(1)  That  our  pastors,  leaders,  and  people  guard 
themselves  against  spiritual  smugness,  and 
against  occupation  wiih  tri\^alities,  and  each 
apply  the  yardstick  of  the  Word  of  God  to 
his  purpose  and  mission  in  life. 

(2)  That  our  pastors,  leaders,  and  people  ac- 
cept the  challenge  of  our  retiring  moderator 
that  we  re-evaluate  our  total  church  program 
in  the  Ught  of  God  revealed  methods  given 
in  the  Book  of  Acts.  . 

(3)  That  this  conference  appomt  a  committee 
of  three  members  to  investigate  the  feasihiUty 
of  cooperation  between  our  national  conference, 
our  national  agencies,  and  the  local  church 
ui  the  establishment  of  regional  or  district 
conferences  for  our  pastors  and  their  wives. 
The  purpose  of  such  conferences  would  be 
to  inspire  and  instruct  our  pastors,  who  are 
the  key  men  in  our  fellowship,  making  thern 
usable  tools,  uniting  them  in  the  hand  of 
Christ,  to  do  service  for  Him.  This  committee 
to  report  back  to  this  conference  before  final 
adjournment.  ,

in  one  of  the  regular  issues  of  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  rather  than  the  annual 
issue.

Although  the  statistical  report  doe 
not  seem  to  reflect  growth,  we  believe  that  th 
year  has  brought  a  consolidation  and  a  prepa 
ration  for  anticipated  numerical  growth.

REPORT   OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON 
STEWARDSHIP   OF   THE  N.F.B.C. 

Your  Committee  on  Stewardship  is  pursu 
its  course  as  assigned  by  this  conference  , 
developing  a  total  plan  of  denominational  fmar; 
It  is  not  yet  ready  to  present  a   concrete  p 
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I  gram,  but  does  have  some  progress  to  report, 
land  some  recommendations  to  m.ake. 

In  regard  to  progress,  we  are  happy  to  re- 
jport  a  growing  interest  in  many  of  our  churches 
'in  developing  their  own  local  stewardship  pro- 
|gram  to  include  all  of  our  denominational  in- 
terests. These  churches  are  recognizing  a  financial 
responsibility  in  every  aspect  of  church  exten- 
ision,  and  are  planning  their  own  giving  to  ful- 
fill this   responsibility. 

I  The  greatest  progress  is  being  made  by  our 
(national  boards  in  their  cooperative  action 
.through  the  Committee  on  Council  and  Recom- 
mendation. This  has  been  cuiTently  demonstrated; 
lin  one  instance,  by  the  offer  of  the  Brethren 
Investment  Foundation  to  employ  its  faciUties 
■in  the  raising  of  funds  to  build  a  Grace  College 
dormitory.  This  is  soon  to  be  further  demon- 
strated in  the  employment  of  Brother  Leo  Pol- 
pian  by  three  of  our  boards.  Foreign  Missionary 
pociety.  Home  Missions  Council,  and  Grace 
schools,  to  represent  all  of  them  jointly  in  sub- 
icribing  funds,  bequests,  annuities,  wills,  and 
10  forth,  from  our  Brethren  constituency.  Not 
)nly  wiU  these  three  boards  be  thus  served,  but 
t  is  agreed  among  them  that  Brother  Polman 
nay  also  receive  contributions  for  any  of  our 
)ther  national  boards,  and  channel  these  funds 
o  them  as  they  are  designated.  This  is  a  most 
Significant  and  welcome  step  toward  a  proper 
fmphasis  of  the  work  of  each  board,  and  a  proper 
■epresentation  of  each  board  in  a  total  steward- 
;hip  program. 

Ve   Recommend : 

1.  That  the  delegates  of  this  conference  con- 
ider  their  responsibiUty  to  enlist  the  support 
i  the  churches  they  represent  in  the  actions 
vhich  they  authorize  in  this  conference — ^par- 
itcularly,    as    we    think    of    it    now,    in    enlisting

2.  That  our  individual  churches  recognize  the 
ter-relationship  and  inter-dependence  of  the 
ork  of  all  of  our  denominational  boards  as 
ariously  functioning  members  of  the  body  of 
hrist,  and  that  they  also  recognize  the  cor- 
■sponding  merit  of  all  of  these  boards  to  re- 
ive their  just  share  of  our  support.  We  sug- 
!st  that  each  church  examine  its  own  offering 
an  to  see  that  it  has  made  provision  for  each 

our  denominational  interests  to  receive  ade- 
jate  and  proportionate  support.  If  this  is  not 
)w  being  done,  we  suggest  that  such  alterations 
bookkeeping  and  methods  of  receiving  of- 
rlngs  be  made  as  are  necessary  to  accomphsh 
is  aim.

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Let  Us  Evangelize  Our  Neighbors 


The  greatest  challenge  that  faces  the  Christian  family 
is  to  win  the  family  next  door.  Every  church  family 
should  be  an  evangelistic  outpost  in  its  neighborhood.  A 
Christian  home  should  be  a  spiritual  aid  station  in  its 
own  particular  area.  The  slogan  for  each  believer's  home 
should  be:   "Let  Us  Win   Our  Neighbors  for  Christ." 

The  challenge  of  evangeHzing  neighbors  entails  an 
obvious  difficulty.  There  is  the  problem  of  being  under 
constant  scrutinv  by  those  to  whom  you  witness.  This  in- 
volves the  absolute  necessity  of  living  the  life  one  pro- 
fesses. Obviously  it  is  far  easier  to  travel  across  town 
and  bear  a  testimony  to  one  who  is  not  acquainted  with 
the  inconsistencies  of  the  witness.  But  witnessing  to 
neighbors  necessitates  a  continuous,  consistent,  victo- 
rious Christian  life.  This  is  an  exceedingly  great  challenge. 
Every  Christian  family  should  determine  to  live  in  such 
close  union  with  Jesus  Christ  so  as  to  bear  a  vital 
witness  to  the  next  door  neighbor. 

The  hour  is  late!  We  live  in  a  day  of  uncertainty,  un- 
rest, and  increasing  sinfulness.  Our  effectiveness  in  wit- 
nessing is  lacking  in  many  respects.  But  there  is  no  lack 
in  God's  concern  or  faithfulness.  He  is  still  convicting  and 
dealing  with  the  lives  of  men  by  His  Spirit,  but  the 
shadows  are  lengthening  and  "the  night  cometh  when 
no  man  can  work."  Tomorrow  may  be  too  late!  It  may 
be  too  late  to  present  an  effective  timely  witness  to  our 
neighbor.  Today  is  ours!  Let  us  evangelize  our  neighbors 
now,  and  when  our  Lord  returns  may  He  say  to  each  one 
of  us:  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant  .  .  . 
enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  the  Lord"  (Matt.  25:21).

Grace  schools  need 
your  help,  now— and  they  are  worthy  of  it. 


The  Rocks  and  the  Hills 

So  much  is  being  said  today  of  fallout  and  fallout 
shelters.  When  or  if  an  atomic  attack  should  come,  these 
would  be  very  important  indeed.  But,  even  the  most 
conser\'ati\'e  feel  these  would  only  be  partially  success- 
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ful.  Better,  indeed,  is  the  protection  in  the  assurance  of 
the  Christian's  hope.  The  time  must  not  be  far  distant 
when  all  who  are  "in  Christ  Jesus"  will  be  "loosed  away 
upward."  Can  you  say  with  a  certain  assurance,  "Even 
so,  come.  Lord  Jesus"?  If  vou  cannot,  a  more  terrible 
time  is  coming:  when  the  unregenerate  of  the  world  vnll 
not  only  seek  a  fallout  shelter,  but  they  \\n\\  cry  for  the 
rocks  and  the  hills  to  fall  upon  them  and  hide  them  from 
the  face  of  Him  who  is  to  come,  even  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Better  be  safe  than  sorry. 


Do  You  Have  a  "Block"  Against  Missions? 

There  is  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  many  people  who  are 
enthusiastically  joining  in  the  program  of  foreign  mis- 
sions. At  the  same  time,  however,  there  is  reason  to  ask 
about  the  thousands  and  thousands  of  people— yes,  many 
of  them  Brethren  people— who  are  doing  absolutely  noth- 
ing in  support  of  the  missionary  program. 

Possibly  in  some  cases  it  may  be  that  there  has  been 
insufficient  information.  If  so,  it  is  to  be  regretted.  The 
purpose  is  to  keep  God's  people  fully  informed— yes, 
challengingly  informed  about  God's  work  in  foreign 
lands. 

In  many  cases  it  would  seem  there  is  almost  a  mental 
"block"  against  foreign  missions.  This  is  not  new.  In 
The  Brethren  Church  before  and  at  the  beginning  of  this 
century,  it  is  recorded  that  a  feeling  prevailed  in  very 
many  Brethren  minds  that  when  Brethren  testimonies 
had  been  established  in  all  the  communities  and  areas 
of  the  United  States,  it  would  be  time  to  begin  to  think 
of  foreign  missions. 

It  was  into  this  unfriendly  situation  that  The  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren  Church  was  born.  But 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord  has  been  very  evident  in  relation 
to  Brethren  foreign  missionary  endeavors.  Today  the  pas- 
sion of  a  \'erv  great  number  of  our  Brethren  people  is  for 
missions.  It  is  disturbing,  however,  that  there  are  still 
manv  Brethren  people  who  are  doing  little  or  nothing 
toward  the  program  of  getting  the  Gospel  to  the  lost 
in  distant  lands. 

Is  the  Lord  definitely  leading  Brethren  people  that  they 
should  not  give  in  the  support  of  foreign  missions?  Or, 
is  there  some  kind  of  a  "block"  in  the  minds  of  many 
people  against  foreign  missions?  There  should  be  abun- 
dant praver  that  the  channels  be  kept  wide  open  for 
the  blessing  of  the  Lord  to  flow  out  through  His  people 
to  the  lost  in  other  lands.

I  Saw  Foreign 
Missions  in  Action

The  days  of  July  5  and  6,  1961, 
which  I  spent  with  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Keith  Altig  on  the  mission  station  at 
Icoaraci,  Brazil,  were  better  than  a 
thousand  pictures  in  appreciating  The 
Brethren  Church  in  a  foreign  land. 
Thanks  to  the  suggestion  of  Rev. 
Clyde  Landrum  of  the  Brethren  For- 
eign Missionary  Socieety,  I  planned 
to  stop  at  Icoaraci  (five  miles  from 
the  international  airport  of  Belem) 
during  mv  visit  to  five  South  Ameri- 
can countries  last  summer.  There  it 
was  possible  for  me  to  see  the  strange 
customs  and  ways  of  life  in  perspec- 
tive. In  contrast,  the  United  States 
with  its  wealth  and  technological  ad- 
vancement could  be  seen  for  the  first 
time  through  the  eyes  of  the  Brazilian 
people— and  it  seemed  just  as  strange 
from  there  as  life  on  another  planet. 

In  comparison  with  our  compli- 
cated hves,  life  in  Icoaraci  is  simple. 
The  Altigs  agreed  that  life  goes  at 
about  the  same  pace  there  as  in  the 
U.S.  fifty  to  seventy-five  years  ago. 
Old-fashioned  implements,  such  as 
our  grandmothers  and  grandfathers 
used,  are  in  daily  use,  such  as  the 
charcoal  iron  which  is  Mrs.  Altig's 
means  of  ironing  clothes.  There  is 
no  jangle  of  telephone  bells,  for  it  is 
a  fact  that  in  the  entire  town  of 
Icoaraci,  about  25,000  people,  there 
is  only  one  telephone.  It  is  located 
in  the  market  in  the  center  of  town, 
and  a  good  storm  often  puts  it  out 
of  order.  The  Altigs'  1954  Chevy 
.truck  might  not  be  the  most  elegant 
mode  of  travel  by  our  standards,  but 
it  is  quite  adequate  there— as  long  as 
it  runs.  Brother  Altig  spent  one 
afternoon  bent  over  the  fender  of  the 
truck     repairing     the     motor.      He 


emerged  looking  tired  and  greasy,  but 
the  truck  was  far  better  off  for  the 
time  spent  on  it. 

One  of  the  basic  problems  of  the 
missionaries  in  the  work  is  the  lack 
of  leadership  among  the  local  Brazil- 
ians—something which  is  instilled 
into  American  youth  from  the  word 
"go."  In  fact,  most  people  there  are 
fortunate  to  have  an  elementary 
school  education.  So  the  missionaries 
not  only  bring  the  message  of  salva- 
tion, but  must  patiently  train  believers 
to  be  leaders  in  the  work.  When  I 
asked  how  long  it  might  be  before 
adequate  leadership  from  the  people 
might  be  expected,  the  Altigs  specu- 
lated that  it  might  be  two  to  three 
generations.  So  vou  see  the  need  for 
patient  teaching  and  preaching  on 
the  part  of  our  missionaries. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that 
some  progress  has  already  been  made 
toward  training  church  leaders  from 
among  the  people.  There  are  two 
families  and  a  few  individuals  from 
among  the  seventy  baptized  believers 
there*  who  are  assuming  roles  of 
leadership.  For  example,  a  young 
Brazilian  by  the  name  of  Joao  (John) 
Barbosa  has  entire  responsibility  for 
directing  one  of  the  Daily  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  of  which  there  are  sev- 
eral under  the  supervision  of  the 
Altigs.  I  was  awakened  the  first  morn- 
ing  of  my  visit  by  spirited  singing 
of  forty-five  neighborhood  children 
attending  DVBS  in  the  school  build- 
ing to  the  front  of  the  Altigs'  living 
quarters.  Later  Mrs.  Altig  and  I  went

in  to  meet  Brother  Barbosa  and  t( 
say  a  few  words  to  the  children.  The^ 
were  as  curious  about  me  as  I  woulc 
be  to  see  a  Brazilian  Christian  ii 
our  church  service.  The  Altigs  ex 
plained  that  Mr.  Barbosa  was  doinj 
a  good  job  of  conducting  the  BibL 
school,  in  his  own  way,  which  prob 
ably  was  not  quite  the  same  as  the] 
would  have  done  it. 

At  the  Wednesday  night  servio 
which  I  attended,  the  Brazilian  son; 
leader,  two  male  soloists,  and  Mrs 
Altig's  choir  of  thirteen  voices  dii 
their  service  well.  Brother  Altig' 
sermon  in  Portuguese  sounded  gooi 
to  me  and  Mrs.  Altig  confirmed  tha 
it  was.  The  congregational  singin 
was  vigorous  and  strong  with  Mr; 
Altig  at  the  foot-pedal  organ.  I  recoj 
nized  some  familiar  tunes,  such  a 
"Power  in  the  Blood"  and  "Lily  c 
the  Valley."  A  memorized  greetin 
in  English  in  my  honor,  and  give: 
with  fear  and  trembling  by  one  c 
the  young  men  of  the  church,  touci 
ed  me  deeply.  This  service  was  hel 
in  the  main  church,  a  lovely  ne^ 
building  seating  about  250  peoph 
Tribute  must  be  paid  to  Brothe 
Altig,  for  he  designed  the  church  o 
the  pattern  of  modern  BrasiHa,  bui 
a  model  to  scale  with  a  removabl 
roof  and  furniture,  and  invented  an 
made  specially  constructed  louvere 
windows,  using  the  power  tools  in  h 
basement— and  it  should  be  said  th; 
Icoaraci  only  has  electricity  froi 
12:00  to  3:00  p.m.  and  from  6:00  p.n 
to  6:00  a.m.  each  day!  The  churc 
was  just  completed  in  March,  f 
nanced  between  the  Altigs'  horr 
church  in  Whittier,  California,  an 
the    local    Brazilians.    It    would    c 
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credit  to  any  town  in  the  U.S.  and 
is  used  for  Sunday  and  Wednesday 
services  for  believers  from  all  sections 
of  Icoaraci.  Two  little  chapels  in 
other  areas  of  town  are  used  for  local 
week-night  ser\'ices,  DVBS,  and  other 
public  meetings. 

An  unexpected  pleasure  for  me  was 
the  visit  to  Mrs.  Bill  Burk  and  her 
new  baby,  Kenneth  Paul,  in  the  hos- 
pital. The  Altigs,  Bill  Burk,  his  three 
children— Linda,  9,  Art,  7,  and 
!  Timmie,  IVi—and  I  made  the  twelve- 
mile  trip  from  Icoaraci  to  the  Belem 
hospital  by  truck.  The  Burk  children 
are  unusually  well-behaved  and  self- 
reliant  little  children.  Later  I  had 
some  idea  of  Brother  Burk's  unique 
ministry  by  marine  transportation 
when  he  took  Mrs.  Altig  and  me  for 
a  ride  in  the  Vavws  along  the  shore 
of  the  Amazon. 

Open-air  public  meetings  are  fre- 
quently held  in  the  streets  and  are 
one  of  the  most  important  ways  of 
making  new  contacts  for  Christ.  The 
Altigs  explained  that  street  meet- 
ings were  the  way  in  \A'hich  they 
made  contacts  when  they  first  came 
to  Icoaraci  eleven  years  ago  to  pioneer 
our  Brethren  mission  work  in  Brazil. 
The  site  selected  for  our  meetino  on 

o 

July  6  was  in  front  of  the  home  of 
Dona  Antonia,  a  church  member 
who  li^'ed  in  a  poorer  section  of  town. 
The  Altigs  and  I  arrived  about 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The 
truck  was  loaded  \^'ith  public-address 
system,  generator,  slide  projector, 
accordion,  wires,  tables,  et  cetera. 
As  the  electrical  equipment  was  being 
set  up  by  Mr.  Altig,  the  crowd 
gathered,  curious  about  the  noise,  the 
truck,  and  the  activity.  Dona  An- 
tonia had  been  out  inviting  her  neigh- 
bors all  day,  too,  and  there  was  a  siz- 


able crowd  of  about  seventy  people. 
There  were  many  children,  and  some 
of  the  little  girls  had  baby  brothers 
or  sisters  draped  limply  over  their 
shoulders,  sound  asleep  and  without 
burden   of  clothes.   When   it  began 

o 

to  rain,  as  many  as  possible  crowded 
into  the  tiny,  clean,  loosely-built 
wooden  house  and  onto  the  porch. 
There  were  about  sixty,  too  many  for 
the  little  structure,  which  to  my 
horror  began  to  tremble  and  settle 
into  the  ground.  Later  Mrs.  Altig  and 
I  agreed  the  thought  of  an  earth- 
quake passed  through  our  minds,  but 
if  anyone  there  felt  alarm,  no  one 
said  a  word,  and  the  Altigs  carried 
on  with  calm  and  composure  born  of 
trust  in  the  Lord  and  many  years  of 
experience  with  crises  such  as  this. 

After  slides  were  shown,  there  was 
Bible  reading  and  a  sermon,  followed 
by  prayer  and  singing.  Some  of  the 
young  people  who  had  been  at  church 
the  night  before  were  there,  and  took 
delight  in  practicing  their  English 
on  me.  Thev  asked,  "Is  your  father  a 
believer?"  and  "Are  the  boys  in  your 
church  faithful?"  (to  which  I  was 
proud  to  answer  in  the  affirmative). 
One  of  the  young  women  asked 
whether  I  could  really  understand 
the  Altigs  when  they  spoke  English! 
We  hope  that  this  young  woman 
and  her  husband,  who  is  an  aircraft 
mechanic,  will  come  to  church  serv- 
ices in  the  near  future  as  a  result  of 
this  contact,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
rest  of  the  crowd,  about  half  of  whom 
were  strangers. 

Unfortunately,  time  did  not  per- 
mit my  visiting  the  Millers  and  May- 
cumbers,  200  miles  away  at  Macapa, 
or  the  Johnsons  and  Barbara  Hulse, 
100  miles  distant  in  Capanema.  Rev. 
and  A4rs.  John  Zielasko,  our  seventh 


missionary  family  in  Brazil,  were  on 
furlough  in  the  United  States. 

In  conclusion,  you  may  be  in- 
terested to  know  some  of  the  ma- 
terial ways  in  which  the  Altigs  feel 
the  work  of  the  Lord  could  be 
strengthened  in  Brazil.  First,  a  site 
for  a  summer  camp  for  young  people 
and  retreat  for  adults  is  needed.  All 
of  us  know  the  effectiveness  of  sum- 
mer camps  in  the  spiritual  life  of  our 
young  people.  A  suitable  site,  located 
on  a  river  and  containing  a  house, 
is  available  at  a  total  cost  of  approxi- 
mately $2,000.  Unfortunately,  it  can- 
not be  purchased  from  Brethren  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  funds  in  the 
foreseeable  future  because  of  the 
financially-imposed  cutback  in  mis- 
sion activities.  Therefore,  this  is  a 
distinct  opportunity  for  some  gener- 
ous Brethren  or  some  Brethren  organ- 
ization to  further  the  work  in  Brazil. 

Secondly,  and  still  more  important, 
funds  are  needed  to  fully  open  up 
the  new  work  that  is  now  possible  be- 
cause of  the  Johnsons'  arrival  on  the 
field  in  1960.  If  these  funds  are  not 
forthcoming,  it  will  cause  a  definite 
limitation  in  mission  activties  in 
Brazil.  I  believe  you  will  agree  that 
we  cannot  afford  this.  We  must  be 
content  with  the  necessities  of  life 
and  deny  ourselves  the  luxuries  in 
order  to  increase  our  giving  to  foreign 
missions.  We  must  demand  the  same 
economies,  sacrifices,  and  witnessing 
of  ourselves  that  we  demand  of  our 
missionaries.  Last,  much  definite 
prayer  for  precious  souls,  for  fruit 
from  the  seed  sown  by  missionaries, 
and  for  confounding  the  power  of 
Satan,  can  strengthen  the  work. 

Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to 
again  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Altig  for 
such  a  rewarding  visit.

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A  Central  African 
Dormitory  Is  Built

(Editor's  note:  Mr.  Steudler,  the  writer  of 
this  article,  is  the  Swiss  brother  serving  in 
OUT  educational  work  in  Africa,  and  cur- 
rently is  the  superintendent  of  our  French 
schools.  The  dormitory  will  house  students 
who  are  attending  the  normal  and  high 
schools.  The  article  was  translated  from 
the  French   by  Dr.  Orville  Jobson.) 

At  its  field  council  meeting  in  De- 
cember 1960,  the  Mission  decided  to 
build  a  dormitory  at  Yaloke  for  forty- 
eight  students.  On  paper  this  was 
quickly  done,  but  the  realization 
was  something  else.  Here  is  a  de- 
scription which  will  give  you  an  idea 
of  how  building  goes  at  Yaloke. 

Naturallv,  there  was  neither  archi- 


eisht  bv  sixteen  bv  six  inches.  One 
student  turned  the  mixer,  another 
filled  the  ^vheelbarrow,  a  third  pushed 
it,  and  a  fourth  filled  the  molds, 
which  were  placed  on  the  ground. 
These  bricks  dry  in  a  week,  and  must 
not  get  wet.  If  they  are  made  in  the 
dry  season  there  is  no  problem.  Once 
dry,  the  younger  students  carry  them 
to  the  shed. 

We  were  then  ready  to  build  the 
\\'alls,  but  we  had  not  been  inactive 
during  the  brickmaking.  Each  day 
after  class  we  went  to  a  nearby  stream 
where  volunteers  loaded  the  truck 
with  sand.  The  trip  in  the  truck  was      plastered  the  walls  with  cement  afte 


walls  with  roofing  sheets  for  feai 
the  torrential  rain  might  transforrr 
the  bricks  into  sand  cakes.  The 
flashes  of  lightning  streaked  the  sk) 
which  was  the  color  of  a  pot  black 
ened  over  the  open  fire.  At  the  fal 
of  the  first  drop  of  rain,  we  rar 
home  glancing  back  to  see  if  th< 
construction  was  taking  this  tria 
of  water  with  success. 

The  days  that  followed  we  workec 
feverishly  to  put  on  the  overstruc 
ture  and  nail  dovyn  the  roofing 
Then  we  were  to  where  we  no  longe 
feared— all  was  covered.  It  took  fou 
days  to  put  on  the  120  sheets  o 
aluminum  roofing  which  are  three  b; 
six  feet.  Then  for  four  days  I  di( 
no  teaching,  I  had  no  time.  For  whei 
I  did  look  away  once,  the  sheets  be

Off  we  went  to  Bangui,  135  miles, 
to  get  the  number  of  sacks  needed. 


by  eighteen  wide.  We  needed  ground      The  concrete  poured,  ten  workmen 

and  one  makeshift  mason  laid  the 
bricks  and  in  three  weeks  the  build- 
ing began  to  take  shape.  The  carpen- 
ter adjusted  the  doors  and  windows 
which  he  bought  ready-made  in  Ban- 
gui. But  look  out!  We  super\dsed  ^'ery 
closely,  for  he  does  not  always  get 
them  plumb.  Under  the  African  sun 
not  only  the  workmen  perspire.  Then 
all  of  a  sudden  one  e\'ening  the 
\veather  changed  with  a  capricious 
humor.  It  was  the  end  of  the  dry 
season.  The  sky  got  dark  and  the 
wind  blew  into  a  tornado;  dust  flew. 
We  ran  to  the  dormitory  to  co^'er  the 


that  was  flat,  but  that  was  not  easy 
at  Yaloke  \vhich  is  covered  with  large 
ant  hills.  Once  the  location  was 
chosen  we  began  clearing.  That 
meant  that  students  chopped  away 
the  high  grass  with  machetes.  Then 
came  the  workmen.  The  foundation 
ditches  were  dug  and  stone  was  laid. 
On  this  we  laid  the  bricks.  The 
bricks?  "V\Tiat  bricks?  They  first  had 
to  be  made.  We  needed  about  4,200 
of  them.  This  was  the  work  of  four 
crews  of  older  students.  They  worked 
every  Saturday  for  two  months. 

Do  you  know  how  to  make  Ameri- 
can school  bricks?  Here  everybody 
knows.  It  is  with  these  that  a  man 
builds  his  house.  Here  is  the  recipe. 
Thursday  after  class:  extract  red  dirt 
from  a  large  ant  hill  in  sufficient 
quantity.  Friday  after  class:  mix  the 
dirt  with  ^^'ater— hundreds  of  gallons 
—to  the  right  consistency.  But  where 
is  the  spigot?  Water  comes  from  a 
spring  three-fourths  of  a  mile  from 
the  dirt.  The  students  fill  fifty-gallon 
drums  and  the  school  director  hauls 
them  in  a  truck. 

Saturday  morning  at  six  o'clock, 
the  large  double  molds  made  by  the 
carpenter  were  ready.  The  size  was 


the  sides.  This  helped  the  cement  t 
stick  to  the  mud  bricks.  On  the  ir 
terior  the  plastering  was  done  wit 
a  mixture  of  three  different  kinds  c 
dirt:  black,  sand,  and  a  white  cla^ 

The  eight  rooms  were  finishec 
Each  one  has  six  occupants,  two  eac 
in  three  bunk  beds.  There  are  als 
six  small  closets  in  which  each  sti 
dent  can  lock  his  belongings,  and 
table  with  six  seats. 

This  kind  of  construction  has  a 
enormous  advantage  for  the  studen 
who  actively  participate  in  the  worl 
They  better  apppreciate  its  value,  an 
we  hope  they  will  take  better  cai 
of  it.  On  the  other  hand  the  cost 
very  low.  Everybody,  therefore, 
satisfied  with  the  new  Central  Afi 
can  dormitory.

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Rescued  From  the 
Power  of  Darkness 


Many  years  ago  Jesus  said:  "I  am 
the  light  of  the  world";  and  He  proved 
His  claim  by  giving  sight  to  a  blind 
man.  Now,  one  might  think  that 
when  Jesus  left  this  world.  His 
power  likewise  disappeared.  But  those 
who  might  think  that  wav  are  mis- 
taken.  The  power  of  Jesus  Christ  still 
manifests  itself  in  this  modem  age 
in  marvelous  ways.  Here  is  evidence 
from  Rio  Cuarto,  Argentina,  that  this 
is  true. 

One  Sunday  night  a  man  walked 
into  our  church  service,  and  it  was 
obvious  that  he  was  blind.  My  first 
impression  was  one  of  pity  and  sor- 
row', for  he  was  a  very  young  man. 
During  the  meeting  he  listened  in- 
tently to  the  sermon,  and  I  realized 
that  he  was  interested  in  the  Gospel. 

After  the  service  he  expressed  his 
appreciation  for  what  he  had  heard, 
and  so  I  asked  if  I  could  visit  with 
him  in  his  home.  He  immediately 
answered  that  it  would  please  him 
verv  much. 

The  next  day,  as  I  ^valked  toward 
his  house,  I  began  to  plan  what 
I  could  say  to  Him.  I  had  no  idea 
just  how  one  should  comfort  a  blind 
man,  for  I  anticipated  that  he  would 
be  bitter  and  perhaps  prejudiced 
against  God. 

Ho\v  mistaken  I  was!  When  he 
opened  the  door,  I  was  amazed  at  the 
radiant  smile  on  his  face.  We  talk- 
ed   about   his    tragedy   with    perfect

ease.  He  had  lost  his  sight  a  few 
months  before  as  a  result  of  an  in- 
fection, but  he  was  not  bitter  about 
it. 

At  first,  he  said,  he  had  felt  that 
God  was  unjust  because  He  let  him 
lose  his  sight.  And  as  he  further 
meditated  on  the  consequences,  it 
seemed  to  him  as  if  the  whole  world 
had  come  down  around  him. 

During  those  davs  he  began  to  re- 
view his  life.  As  a  child  he  had  heard 
the  Gospel  but  had  rejected  it  for 
the  world.  He  determined  to  go  to 
an  evangelistic  meeting  as  soon  as  he 
could  get  around  again,  for  he  had 
heard  that  the  evangelical  pastors 
often  had  power  to  heal  the  bodv. 
Perhaps  God  would  restore  his  sight! 
And  so  it  was  that  he  came  to  our 
church. 

When  I  met  him,  God  was  already 
working  in  his  heart.  He  had  resigned 
himself  to  his  blindness,  but  still  he 
had  hope  of  regaining  his  sight.  From 
time  to  time  he  prayed  that  God 
would  give  him  back  his  sight. 

He  continued  to  attend  our  church 
services  x^hen  he  could  get  someone 
to  bring  him.  Then  he  bought  a  Ger- 
man  Shepherd  type  dog  v\'hich  he 
began  to  train  by  himself.  After  a 
number  of  months  he  felt  that  the 
dog  was  sufficiently  trained,  so  he 
began  to  attend  church  alone  with 
just  his  dog  to  guide  him.  His  wife 
was  a  member  of  the  Mormon  church 


Alfredo    Panotto.    physically    blind    but    re- 
joicing   in   the   Lord 

and  did  not  s^inpathize  with  his  new 
beliefs,  so  she  did  not  come  with 
him.  Each  time  he  came  he  went 
a\vay  with  a  greater  conviction  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  Way,  the  Truth, 
and  the  Life.  Then  one  night  he 
made  a  decision  to  accept  Christ  pub- 
licly. 

From  that  time  on  we  saw  rapid 
gro\\'th  in  his  life.  He  also  began  to 
testifv  to  his  fello\^'-workers  in  the 
post  office  \'\'here  he  worked.  Then, 
one  Sundav,  he  gave  a  testimony  in 
the  Sundav-school  hour.  "I'm  glad 
I'm  blind,"  he  said,  "because  as  a 
result  of  this  phvsical  blindness  I've 
come  to  know  the  Light  of  the  world, 
Jesus  Christ.  I  used  to  pray  that  God 
XA'Ould  restore  mv  sight.  Now  I  pray 
that  God  \\'ill  do  His  will  in  my  life." 

His  testimonv  was  effecti\'e  in  our 
midst,  and  even  more  wonderful,  it 
hd  his  wife  to  Jesus  Christ.  They 
both  have  been  baptized  and  are  now 
members  of  The  Brethren  Church.

A  new  generation  is  appearing  in 
Africa.  The  last  generation  did  not 
have  the  opportunity'  for  any  formal 
education  except  those  who  were  able 
to  attend  the  mission  classes.  Many  of 
the  3'oung  people  of  today  are  not 
only  obtaining  elementary  schooling, 
but  are  going  on  to  high  school  as 
well. 

This  presents  a  new  challenge  for 
the  Gospel.  We  all  recognize  that 
education  brings  enlightenment  to 
the  mind,  but  if  given  without  the 
Gospel  of  Christ,  this  light  becomes 
darkness.  This  is  why  we  are  con- 
centrating our  efforts  on  the  vouth  of 
Central  Africa. 

In  the  last  \'ear  we  have  dri\'en  sev- 
eral thousand  miles  in  our  little  VW 


over  these  impossible  roads  visiting 
youth  camps  and  holding  leadership 
classes  with  African  pastors  and 
young  people.  Many  times  during  the 
rainy  season  the  dips  in  the  roads 
fill  up  with  as  much  as  a  foot  of 
water.  We  just  put  the  VW  in  low 
gear  and  hit  the  water  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible, carrying  us  across  like  a  boat 
to    the   other   side;    then    on    we    go 

o 

on  our  wav  to  the  camps. 

One  cannot  expect  to  teach  these 
young  people  in  just  one  visit.  It 
takes  many  classes  and  many  hours 
of  patience  before  one  sees  the  fruits 
of  his  labors.  In  the  past  year  the  Lord 
has  put  it  on  the  hearts  of  several  of 
the  African  pastors  to  give  much  of 
their   time    to    this   ministry.    It   en- 
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Four   group    leaders   of  the   AMM    (African   Sisterhood) 
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courages  us  to  see  their  interest  in 
their  own  youth. 

The  pictures  were  taken  at  our  last 
conference.  The  four  girls  are  all 
group  leaders  called  Chieftains.  Two 
of  the  four  have  earned  their  first 
three  merit  badges  which  entitles 
them  to  the  Sisterhood  emblem. 
These  merit  badges  are  awards  for 
certain  achievements.  The  first  is  for 
learning  the  meaning  of  Mary  and 
Martha;  knowing  the  motto,  the  sal- 
utation, and  the  ten  principles  of  the 
African  Sisterhood  organization.  The 
second  merit  badge  is  given  for  Scrip- 
ture memorization,  names  of  the 
books  of  the  Bible,  and  the  Lord's 
prayer.  The  third  is  given  for  learning 
to  read  in  the  New  Testament.  The 
merit  badges  are  sewed  on  the  girls' 
blouses  and  the  Sisterhood  emblem  is 
worn  around  the  neck. 

I  remember  when  we  first  came  to 
Africa,  how  Miss  Grace  Byron  always 
talked  about  getting  something  going 
for  the  youth  here  in  this  land.  I  know 
she  always  had  this  burden  on  her 
heart.  If  she  could  see  the  vouth 
groups  in  some  of  our  churches  here 
today,  she  would  know  that  God  is 
answering  her  prayers. 

Pray  for  these  group  meetings,  and 
pray  for  us  as  we  try  to  establish  them 
throughout  our  churches  here  in 
Africa.  These  young  people  of  today 
will  be  the  ones  who  will  make 
Africa  what  it  will  be  in  the  years 
to  come. 
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Franconville,  France 
I  am  in  contact  with  two  of  our 
young  people  from  Africa  who  are 
in  Paris.  I  have  had  one  Bible  study 
with  the  young  man.  It  is  my  under- 
standing that  two  more  came  on  the 
same  plane  with  the  Bob  Williamses, 
but  their  addresses  are  still  unknown 
to  me.  It  is  my  desire  to  get  them  all 
together,  if  possible,  and  have  fre- 
quent Bible  studies  for  them.  Since 
more  and  more  of  these  folks  from 
Africa  will  be  coming  here,  this  can 
develop  into  quite  a  ministry.  They 
all  speak  French.  If  we  had  a  center 
here  in  Paris  some  place,  we  could 
really  receive  them  well.

We  think  the  difficulty  there 
is  that  her  brothers  ridicule  her  for 
coming  to  the  Sunday  school.  We 
need  another  teacher  and  need  her 
badlv.  In  fact,  we  could  really  use 
two  more,  but  one  will  be  a  big 
help.  The  evening  meetings  have 
been  going  fairly  well.  Last  night  was 
bad  weatherwise,  and  so  many  peo- 
ple didn't  come  out.  We  only  had 
thirteen  last  night  while  the  Sunday 


before  we  had  twenty-eight.  Our 
great  longing  is  to  see  the  salvation 
of  more  precious  souls  for  the  Lord 
Jesus.

"We  have  also  a  more  sure  word  of 
prophec)';  whereunto  ye  do  well  that 
ye  take  heed,  as  unto  a  light  that 
shineth  in  a  dark  place,  until  the  day 
da\\n,  and  the  day  star  arise  in  your 
hearts"  (II  Pet.  1:19). 

The  prophedc  Scriptures  afford  in- 
disputable evidence  that  the  voice 
of  the  living  God  speaks  in  the  Holy 
Bible.  One  of  the  marks  of  Deity  is 
the  power  that  foretells  the  course 
of  history  long  ages  before  the  events 


Joseph  into  slavery.  Yet  n^'enty  years 
later,  in  Egypt:  "And  Judah  and  his 
brethren  came  to  Joseph's  house;  for 
he  was  yet  there:  and  they  fell  be- 
fore him  on  the  ground"  (Gen.  44: 
14). 

Nineveh  was  founded  by  Nim- 
rod.  He  built  his  capital  near  the 
Tigris  River.  He  was  the  first  to 
conceive  of  the  idea  of  "suburbia"; 
grouping  his  capital  and  suburbs  into 
one   great  cit)',   "Greater   Nineveh," 
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come  to  pass.  By  this  means  God  has 
borne  witness  of  himself  through  the 
ages.  Thus,  men  should  recognize  that 
His  purpose  is  to  put  an  end  to  sin 
and  bring  eternal  salvadon  to  His 
people.  "I  am  God  ...  I  have  spoken 
it,  I  will  also  bring  it  to  pass;  I  have 
purposed  it,  I  will  also  do  it"  (Isa. 
46:9-11). 

The  fulfillment  of  the  Word  of 
prophecy  in  history  is  a  fascinadng 
story.  To  the  Lord,  the  future  is  an 
open  book,  even  as  the  present.  The 
word  is  spoken,  telling  of  the  event 
to  come.  It  is  written  down  by  the 
prophet's  pen.  Centuries  come  and  go. 
When  the  right  hour  arrives,  there 
appears  the  fulfillment.  This  is  seen 
in  matters  pertaining  to  individuals, 
as  well  as  in  the  affairs  of  cities  and 
empires. 

Joseph  was  told  in  a  dream  that 
his  brothers  would  one  day  come  and 
bow  down  before  him.  Jacob,  his 
father,  rebuked  him:  "What  is  this 
dream  that  thou  hast  dreamed?  Shall 
I  and  thy  mother  and  thy  brethren 
indeed  come  to  bow  dov\'n  ourselves 
to  thee  to  the  earth?"  (Gen.  37:10.) 
To  be  rid  of  him,  his  brothers  sold 
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much   like   "Greater  New  York"  or 
"Greater  Chicago"  in  these  days. 

At  the  da\\'n  of  history,  Nine\'eh 
was  "a  great  city"  (Gen!  10:11-12). 
In  Jonah's  day,  it  was  "an  exceeding 
great  city"  (Jonah  3:3),  and  was  some 
thirty  miles,  or  three  days'  journey, 
in  length.  At  the  preaching  of  Jonah 
the  city  had  repented,  but  in  later 
years  pride  of  conquest  and  luxury 
and  wealth  characterized  it.  The 
Prophet  Nahum  warned  of  its  cer- 
tain doom,  appealing  to  those  who 
had  any  fear  of  God  to  turn  to 
Him.  Nahum's  message  was:  "The 
burden  of  Nineveh  .  .  .  The  Lord  is 
good,  a  strong  hold  in  the  day  of 
trouble;  and  he  knoweth  them  that 
trust  in  him"  (Nah.  1:1,  7).  Some, 
no  doubt,  heeded  the  warning  and 
turned  to  God.  But  sin  in  the  life  of 
the  city  continued.  Then  the  Prophet 
Zephaniah  spoke  a  word:  "The  [Lord] 
will  stretch  out  his  hand  against  the 
north,  and  destroy  Assyria;  and  will 
make  Nineveh  a  desoladon,  and  dry 
like  a  wilderness"   (Zeph.   2:13). 

The  Medes  and  the  Babylonians 
overthrew    Nineveh.    It    became    a 


desoladon.  The  historian  Gibbon  de- 
scribes a  battle  that  took  place  in 
the  seventh  century  A.D.  between  the 
Romans  and  the  Persians.  He  tells  us 
that  Nineveh  had  indeed  become 
"empty,  and  void,  and  waste."  To 
this  day,  the  site  of  Nineveh  is  only 
a  mound  of  ruins,  almost  obliterated 
by  the  drifdng  sands  of  the  centuries. 
The  word  spoken  by  the  prophets  is 
fulfilled.  Yet,  at  the  dme  spoken,  it 
litde  seemed  to  proud  and  prosperous 
Nineveh  that  such  a  fate  could  ever 
be  hers.  From  Nineveh's  mounds  we 
seem  to  hear  a  voice  that  says:  "For 
all  flesh  is  as  grass,  and  all  the  glory 
of  man  as  the  flov^'er  of  grass.  The 
grass  withereth,  and  the  flower  there- 
of falleth  away:  but  the  word  of  the 
Lord  endureth  for  ever"  (I  Pet  1- 
24-25). 

Thus,  the  centuries  bear  testimony 
to  the  fulfillment  of  the  prophedc 
Word.  The  Bible  is  no  human  book 
that  from  primitive  times  forecasts 
the  march  of  history  through  the  aoes. 
The  Lord  not  only  spoke  the  Word 
in  warning  and  entreaty  for  those  to 
whom  it  first  came,  but  it  also  is  writ- 
ten in  the  Scriptures  as  a  testimony 
to  all  time  that  the  Bible  is  the  Word 
of  God  and  that  God's  purposes  re- 
vealed therein  are  certain  and  sure. 

Fulfilled  prophecy  is  the  testimony 
of  the  centuries  to  the  living  God. 
The  evidence  of  fulfilled  prophecy 
is  God's  challenge  and  appeal  to  men 
to  acknowledge  Him  as  the  true  God, 
and  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  His  word 
from  heaven  (read  Isa.  48:3-6).  Surely 
no  one  can  look  in  history  at  the 
evidence  of  the  fulfillment  of  proph- 
ecy without  seeing  that  of  a  truth  the 
One  who  spoke  these  words  knew  the 
end  from  the  beginning.  Finding  the 
living  God  in  the  sure  Word  of 
prophecy,  one  must  be  prepared  to 
listen  to  His  voice  in  all  the  Scrip- 
tures, especially  when  it  speaks  of  sin 
and  the  way  of  salvation. 

The  prophetic  Word  has  much  to 
say  also  of  events  yet  future.  It  be- 
hooves us  to  give  heed  to  what  that 
Word  speaks  concerning  events  that 
are  to  take  place  upon  the  earth  be- 
fore the  end.  Thus,  the  aposde  ex- 
horts us  to  such  a  study  in  these 
words:  "We  have  also  a  more  sure 
word  of  prophecy:  whereunto  ye  do 
well  that  ye  take  heed." 
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"Could  God  use  my  house?"  This 
was  the  thought  that  struck  me  as 
I  read  the  litde  Book  of  Philemon 
again  and  came  to  those  words:  "The 
church  in  thy  house." 

This  brief  opening  in  a  litde  letter 
caused  me  to  go  again  to  the  Biblical 
record  of  the  Early  Church  and  to  be 
reminded  that  the  church  of  New 
Testament  days  used  the  houses  of  its 
membership. 

Jesus  was  preaching  in  a  house  that 
was  crowded  out  when  "they  come 
unto  him,  bringing  one  sick  of  the 
palsy,  which  was  borne  of  four" 
(Mark  2:3). 

The  disciples  were  assembled  in 
a  Christian  home  on  the  day  of 
Pentecost  when  the  Holy  Spirit  came 
upon  them  (Acts  2:1).  The  home  of 
Cornelius  the  Centurion  became  the 
scene  of  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
to  the  gentiles,  and  thus  another 
house  becomes  a  church  (Acts  10:1- 
48). 

As  we  trace  the  record  of  the 
Apostle  Paul,  we  discover  that  this  is 
his  way  of  organizing  churches.  He 
went  to  Philippi,  and  Lydia  opened 
her  house  and  here  the  church  in 
Philippi  began.  In  Corinth,  it  was  in 
the  home  of  a  man  "named  Justus, 
whose  house  joined  hard  to  the  syna- 
gogue." Paul  sent  greetings  to  the 
church  that  was  in  "their  house" 
(Rom.  16:5).  He  said:  "Aquila  and 
Priscilla  salute  you  much  in  the  Lord, 
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with  the  church  that  is  in  their  house" 
(I  Cor.  16:19).  The  longer  I  searched 
the  record  the  more  I  was  convinced 
that  there  is  a  place  for  our  homes 
in  the  work  of  God. 

As  we  look  forward  to  a  new  Sun- 
dav-school  year  with  the  goal  of 
branch  Sunday  schools  in  at  least 
twentv-five  places,  I  begin  to  think 
of  reasons  why  this  is  a  very  prac- 
tical way  to  start  Sunday  schools. 

Inex-pensive.  A  new  work  can  be 
started  with  but  little  expense.  This 
gives  opportunity  to  discover  whether 


or  not  there  are  sufficient  prospects 
to  build  a  church,  and  to  locate  prop- 
erty at  a  later  time. 

Peo-ple  %inll  attend  Sunday  school 
in  a  home.  There  are  some  people 
who  are  afraid  of  a  church  building, 
but  who  would  be  perfecdy  willing  to 
start  attending  a  Sunday  school  that 
was  held  in  a  home,  and  after  they 
are  saved,  \\'ould  be  more  than  happy 
to  help  get  a  church  started  in  the 
community.  You  need  not  wait  until 
a  church  building  can  be  built. 
Where  there  are  people,  a  church 
can  be  started. 

Homes  are  available.  There  are  1 80 
Brethren  Sunday  schools,  and  if  one- 
fifth  of  them  would  look  around,  I 
am  sure  they  could  find  at  least  one 
home  in  each  Sunday  school  away 
from  the  church  in  a  new  locality 
where  a  branch  class  or  Sunday  school 
could  be  started. 

Think  about  it,  pray  about  it,  and 
if  there  are  people  in  your  community 
and  you  live  three  or  four  miles  away 
from  your  church,  perhaps  you  could 
start  a  Brethren  branch  Sunday  school 
in  your  home.  Talk  about  it  in  your 
Sunday-school  class.  Talk  to  your 
superintendent  and  pastor.  The  hour 
has  arrived  when  the  Brethren  Sun- 
day-school program  must  move  for- 
ward. 

It  may  be  that  there  should  be  a 
"church  in  thy  house"— beginning  as 
a  Branch  Sunday  School. 
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MUFFLED  DRUMBEATS  IN 
CONGO.  By  William  A.  Deans.

William  A.  Deans  has  presented  in 
this  book  a  series  of  brief  illuminat- 
ing pen-flashes  which  outline  the  Bel- 
gian colonial  policy  in  Congo,  the 
remarkable  influence  of  Christian 
Missions,  the  rise  of  nationalistic 
spirit,  the  coming  of  independence 
with  the  resultant  bombshell  of 
Congo-wide  violence. 

The  Congo  is  in  transition;  so  is 
missionary  enterprise  there.  The  au- 
thor's review  of  developments  during 
thirty  years'  missionary  service,  the 
stressful  last  days  on  the  field  and 
the  tense  experience  of  evacuation; 
his  evaluation  of  the  present  situa- 
tion and  his  hopeful,  yet  cautious, 
probing  into  the  future  of  missions 
in  the  Congo  make  challenging  read- 
ing. 

THE  ROMANCE  OF  WINNING 
CHILDREN.  By  Frank  G.  Cole- 
man. Union  Gospel  Press.  $2.  202 
pages. 

Possibly  the  best  treatise  to  date 
for  Christian  workers  among  chil- 
dren!

The  Church  in  Asia- 
Business  as  Usual

No  one  travek  long  thiough  Asia  without  realizing 
how  world-conscious  are  its  people.  The  hterate  man- 
on-the-street.  whether  in  Tokyo  or  Taipei.  Manila,  or 
jMouhnein.  keeps  abreast  of  world  affairs  in  a  way  that 
should  shame  John  O.  PubUc  in  ^\merica.  One  reason 
for  this  is  the  large  amount  of  newspaper  space  de- 
voted to  world  events  in  papers  which  have  only  four 
to  six  pages  all  together.  Trite  but  true  is  the  oft-re- 
peated "Its  a  small  world"— and  the  literate  Asian  knows 
how  accurate  this  statement  is. 

With  all  this  in  mind,  however,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  church  in  Asia  keeps  on  ^vith  "business  as 
usual."  The  Berlin  crisis  makes  the  headlines;  tests 
and  rumors  of  tests  provoke  editorial  reaction;  even 
Cuba  draws  widespread  attention.  But  the  church  keeps 
right  on  going. 

Church  factions  historically  divided  in  Tokyo  meet  to 
talk  about  a  joint  Keswick-type  venture  .  .  .  Formosan 
chirrches  icTiore  their  three- vear-old  strife  in  the  straits 
and  keep  on  with  their  island-wide  evangehsm  .  .  .  Hong 
Kong  workers  patiendv  move  along  the  refugees  from 
mainland  China,  not  stopping  to  worry  that  they  them- 
selves hve  in  the  verv  shadow"  of  the  Red  Dragon  .  .  . 
missionaries  and  national  workers  in  \  iet  Nam  hold 
forth  the  Word  and  bind  up  wounds  despite  the  audible 
(literallv)  sounds  of  guerilla  warfare  .  .  .  and  here  in 
Thailand  the  pace  is  likewise  steadv  and  constant.  The 
world  is  a  powder-keg,  and  no  one  knows  it  more  than 
the  Asian.  But  the  church  out  here  notes  the  headlines, 
reads  the  items  .  .  .  then  folds  the  paper  and  savs:  'W'e 
must  be  about  the  Fathers  business  ...  as  usual." 
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As  the  joyous  hoUday  season  ap- 
proaches, we  want  to  wish  each 
\A']MC  member  a  blessed  Christ-cen- 
tered Christmas.  Mav  the  cards  vou 
receive  serve  as  praver  reminders  for 
friends  and  loved  ones.

The  Night  Before  Sunday

As  the  morning  sun  streamed 
through  the  church  windows  and  we 
rose  to  sing  O  Day  of  Rest  and  Glad- 
ness, my  hymnbook  shook.  Whether 
from  fatigue  or  mingled  emotions,  I 
couldn't  say.  Day  of  rest?  I  mentally 
queried.  And  as  for  gladness,  who 
could  be  glad  after  what  I'd  just  been 
through? 

This  Sunday  had  followed  the  pat- 
tern of  most  Sundays.  The  baby 
woke  at  the  usual  6  a.m.,  completely 

ionoring  the  fact  that  his  mother  and

father  had  been  out  late  the  night 

before  and  could  use  an  extra  hour's 
rest.  The  older  children  wanted 
breakfast  too,  and  father,  still  half 
asleep,  reached  for  his  Bible  to  com- 
plete his  Sunday-school  lesson  prepa- 
ration. 

Nor  did  things  improve  as  the  sun 
rose  higher.  Surely  Satan's  special 
Sunday  deputies  had  reported  for 
duty.  Why  else  did  the  shoe  laces 
wait  till  Sunday  morning  to  break? 
Why  couldn't  anyone  find  the  baby's 
other  shoe  when  it  was  here  just  a 
moment  ago? 

"Yes,  dear,  I  know  about  that  mem- 
ory verse,  but  I'm  busy  with  the  po- 
tatoes for  lunch.  Ask  your  brother  to 
hear  it  for  you."  "No,  I  don't  have 
any  more  pennies  for  collection,  and 
I  don't  know  where  your  lesson  quar- 
terly is." 

Surely  it  couldn't  get  worse.  But 
it  did! 

Why  is  it  that  a  car  which  has 
given  no  trouble  all  week  suddenly 
develops  engine  trouble  or  a  flat  tire 
Sunday  morning?  And  why  is  it 
that  the  nurse  we  are  picking  up 
for  Sunday  school  has  alarm  clock 
trouble  and  appears  at  the  residence 
door  with  her  hair  still  in  curlers— 
Iceeping  six  of  us  late  and  one  de- 
partment minus  a  pianist? 

"Oh  Lord,"  I  quietly  prayed,  "this 
is  Your  day  and  what  a  mess  we  are 
making  of  it.  Please  help  me  to  cor- 
rect the  things  that  are  wrong,  and 


cause  my  heart  to  know  the  peace 
and  gladness  which  comes  from  meet- 
ing  in  Thy  house.  Amen." 

Some  prayers  God  asks  us  to  an- 
swer ourselves,  but  He  who  said: 
"I  will  never  leave  thee  nor  forsake 
thee"  is  always  ready  to  help  us  as 
we  seek  the  answer. 

The  solution  was  easy  once  we  dis- 
covered it. 

Sunday  hegins  on  Saturday! 

Sunday  is  now  a  day  of  enjoyment 
for  every  member  instead  of  an  en- 
durance contest  for  mother,  a  hang- 
over from  a  hard  week  at  the  office 
for  father,  and  the  day  when  mother 
says  "no"  to  every  suggestion  the 
children  make.  Let  me  share  with  you 
some  of  the  plans  which  have  com- 
pletely revolutionized  Sunday  for  our 
family. 

tThe  first  thing  was  to  find  jobs 
which  could  be  done  on  Saturday. 
We  found  an  easy  Sunday  evening 
dessert  which  can  be  made  on  Satur- 
day morning.  It  can  even  be  made  by 
an  eight-year-old,  if  mother  opens 
the  can.  (See  recipe  on  opposite  page.) 
The  eleven-year-old  was  assigned  to 
set  the  Sunday  dinner  table  in  the 
dining  room  before  supper  on  Satur- 
day. As  a  rule  we  don't  use  the  din- 
ing   room    for    weekday    meals. 

Before  the  bath  the  shoes  are 
cleaned  and  set  in  a  row  to  dry.  The 
Sunday  clothes  are  laid  out,  and  the 
safety  pins  have  all  but  vanished. 
The  allowances  are  paid  on  Satur- 
day, and  the  offering  set  aside  right 
then  by  the  children.  Sunday-school 
quarterlies  are  placed  beside  the  bed 
with  our  Bibles,  and  the  memory 
verse  is  said  with  our  bedtime  pray- 
ers. 

The  most  radical  change  was  the 
bedtime  hour  for  all  of  us  on  Satur- 
day night.  I  suppose  in  your  home  too, 
Saturday  is  still  bath  night,  but  how 
often  is  the  bath  followed  by  TV 
instead  of  bed?  And  how  often  is  the 
oldest  child  allowed  to  baby-sit  for 


a  neighbor?  (As  a  Sunday-school 
teacher,  I've  seen  many  twelve-year- 
old  girls  yawn  through  a  lesson. 
When  questioned  they  admit  having 
baby-sat  till  1  a.m.  the  night  before.) 

So,  to  bed  we  all  go,  not  much 
later  than  a  school  night  for  the  chil- 
dren and  rarely  later  than  10  p.m. 
for  mother  and  dad. 
t  As  a  further  means  of  making  Sun- 
day enjoyable,  we  found  it  pays  to 
plan  our  Sundays.  We  held  a  family 
pow  wow,  as  we  call  them,  and  with 
the  children  we  thought  of  things 
to  do  just  on  Sunday  to  make  the  day 
more  special  for  all  of  us.  We  decided 
on  a  special  menu.  Why  not  have 
pancakes  and  bacon  for  Sunday  morn- 
ing breakfast?  Now  the  children 
know  what  day  of  the  week  it  is  just 
by  the  aroma  of  frying  bacon  drifting 
upstairs. 

For  dinner  we  plan  on  leaving  a 
roast  in  the  oven  v\dth  potatoes  baking 
around  it.  (This  works  if  the  guest 
preacher  isn't  too  long  and  you  don't 
forget  to  turn  on  the  oven  before 
leaving.) 

Another  special  feature  we  de- 
cided on  for  Sunday  is  singing  grace 
at  dinner.  Our  favorite  below  is  a 
simple,  three-part  round,  but  it  may 
be  sung  in  unison. 

Sunday  activities  were  more  diffi- 
cult to  decide.  My  childhood  recol- 
lection of  Sunday  was  the  day  you 
could  never  do  anything  you  wanted 
to  do.  My  father  didn't  think  the  car

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should  be  used  for  "joy  riding"  as  he 
called  it,  and  I  agree  with  him  to  this 
day.  All  newspapers  were  forbidden, 
plus  comics;  all  hand  work  was  taboo, 
and  to  an  only  child  the  alternatives 
seemed  to  be  to  read  the  Bible  and 
Sunday-school  paper  or  write  letters 
while  mother  and  father  took  a  nap. 
A  walk  was  permitted,  but  no  bicy- 
cling. 

We  have  a  number  of  things  we 
don't  do  at  our  home  on  Sunday,  but 
we  feel  that  the  list  is  positive  rather 
than  negative.  We  don't  get  dressed 
for  Sunday  breakfast,  but  come  in 
dressing  gowns  and  slippers.  We  don't 
turn  on  a  radio  program  and  then 
say  "shhh"  to  the  children  all  through 
the  meal  while  we  try  to  listen.  In- 
stead we  visit  wdth  them.  Nor  do  we 
have  Bible  reading  and  prayer  after 
breakfast  as  is  the  custom  on  school 
days. 

But  parents,  don't  neglect  your 
quiet  time  by  yourself  in  the  morning. 
From  my  own  experience  the  best 
planned  day  can  end  in  failure  with- 
out this  quiet  meeting  with  God. 

What  else  could  be  done  to  resolve 
this  list  of  negatives?  We  searched 
bookstores  for  Sunday  games  and 
came  up  with  "Bible-Match-It"  for 
the  young  fry.  They  don't  even  have 
to  be  able  to  read  to  enjoy  it.  In  fact, 
it's  more  educational  if  they  can't. 

Another  game  we  found  is  called 
"Bible  Authors"  for  the  older  chil- 
dren. Those  in  grade  1  who  can't 
read  well  can  be  included  if  they  are 
allowed  to  ask  by  number  instead  of 
by  name.  Our  latest  and  most  versa- 
tile game  is  called  "Going  to  Jeru- 
salem." It's  a  dandy! 

And  how  about  that  taboo  on  hand- 
work? Can't  handwork  be  directed? 
All  children  love  activity,  and  it  was 
their  own  idea  to  form  a  club.  I  can't 
remember  if  the  vote  was  in  favor  of 
calling  it  the  "Missionaides,"  "The 
Willing  Workers,"  or  "The  Busy 
Bees,"  but  they  and  their  friends  were 
all  three. They  collected  used  Christ- 
mas cards  and  made  book  marks  and 
calendars  for  Africa.  They  kept  at- 
tendance and  took  turns  opening  the 
meeting  in  prayer,  and  often  the 
older  ones  reglued  a  picture  which 
some  tiny  fingers  had  put  on  crooked. 

Another  suggestion  which  some 
friends  are  using  is  to  embroider  crib 
bedspreads   for   the   children's   wing 


of  a  hospital  in  Angola.  They  are 
using  sugar  bags,  bleached. 

Our  home  is  one  of  few,  perhaps, 
which  does  not  have  television.  The 
day  will  probably  come  when  we  will 
have  to  decide  about  Sunday  televi- 
sion, but  that  decision  I  feel  is  a  per- 
sonal one.  Perhaps  Sunday  can  be  the 
special  day  when  the  TV  set  is  not 
turned  on.  Instead,  mother  and  father 
read  aloud  to  the  family  such  books 
as  Ben  Hur,  Pilgrim's  Progress,  and 
others  especially  suited  to  smaller 
children. 

Music  enriches  the  life  of  any 
family,  so  why  not  take  Sunday  as 
the  day  when  sacred  music  is  played 
in  record  form  or  enjoyed  by  a  sing- 
spiration  around  the  piano. 

Sunday  tea  is  changing  at  our  home 
because  our  family  is  growing  up. 
However,  it  is  almost  always  in 
front  of  the  fireplace  in  the  winter 
time,  and  often  includes  some  of  the 
children's  friends.  Sunday  dinner  at 
noon  is  a  real  opportunity  to  invite 
new  couples  in  the  church  to  your 
home  for  a  visit  or  possibly  some 
lonely  older  church  members  or  the 
guest  preacher.  This  saves  another 
week  night  in  a  busy  schedule. 


SUNDAY  DESSERT 

(Serves  8  to  10) 

2  lemons 

1  can  condensed  milk 

1  box  graham  crackers 

confectioner's  sugar 

cocoa 

milk 
Place  condensed  milk,  grated  rind 
of  one  lemon  and  juice  of  two  lemons 
in  a  bowl  and  stir  until  blended. 

Line  the  bottom  of  an  8  inch 
square  cake  pan  (or  smaller)  with 
whole  graham  crackers.  Four  one 
half  of  the  milk  and  lemon  over  the 
crackers  and  spread  evenly.  Place  an- 
other of  crackers  over  this.  Pour  the 
remaining  milk  and  lemon  over  this 
layer.  Place  another  layer  of  crackers 
on  top. 

Mix  a  simple  icing  of  confectioner's 
sugar,  cocoa,  and  milk  (no  butter) 
and  spread  it  on  the  top  layer  of 
graham  crackers.  Place  in  refrigera- 
tor to  chill  (do  not  freeze).  The  next 
day  cut  in  squares  before  serving. 


Walking  is  sdll  healthy  recreation, 
and  if  we  call  it  a  Sunday  hike,  it 
creates  more  enthusiasm.  Winter  or 
summer  the  beauties  of  God's  handi- 
work are  to  be  seen,  and  often  we 
drive  to  our  destination  when  city 
life  makes  it  more  difficult  to  get 
near  a  creek  or  woods  and  then  begin 
our  hike. 

t  Some  areas  of  Sunday  activity  must 
be  decided  upon  according  to  the 
ages  of  the  children  and  the  Sunday 
responsibilities  of  the  parents.  For  a 
long  time  my  husband  and  I  both 
taught  Sunday  school,  but  often  the 
sickness  of  the  children  made  it  nec- 
essary to  find  a  substitute.  It  was 
hardly  fair  to  the  superintendent  or 
the  students.  Now  only  one  of  us 
teaches  on  a  regular  basis,  and  we 
find  it  works  out  much  better. 

Of  course  not  all  activities  can 
include  the  whole  family  since  small 
children  require  afternoon  naps.  Per- 
haps mother  can  rest  when  baby  does 
while  father  gets  the  fresh  air! 

Then  too,  not  all  families  have  a 
separate  dining  room  or  Sunday 
dishes  to  set  out  on  Saturday.  In  this 
case,  why  not  keep  a  special  table 
cloth  for  Sunday  only,  and  make 
breakfast  a  simple  meal  so  that  the 
table  can  be  re-set  before  leaving  for 
church?  Another  suggestion  is  special 
napkin  rings  or  serviette  holders  for 
Sunday  dinner.  The  children  can 
easily  make  these  by  cutting  the 
round  cardboard  center  from  a  roll  of 
wax  paper  into  3  inch  pieces  and 
winding  colored  wool  around  each. 
Each  member  of  the  family  may  have 
a  different  color.  We  sometimes  glue 
pictures  on  ours  depicting  an  interest 
of  that  person.  You  might  even  make 
a  special  one  for  the  pastor  and  his 
wife  when  they  come  for  dinner. 

The  most  important  thing  is  that 
we  make  Sunday  a  happy  day  for  our 
families— a  day  when  we  can  enjoy 
together  stories  from  God's  Word, 
a  day  when  we  can  lay  aside  the 
cares  and  pressures  of  the  week  just 
to  worship  God,  to  think  about  Him 
and  to  learn  to  know  Him  better. 

My  hymnbook  no  longer  shakes  as 
I  sing  O  Day  of  Rest  and  Gladness, 
and  it  is  simply  because  we  asked 
God's  help  as  a  family  to  make  His 
day  what  He  intended  it  to  be.

Miss  Evelyn  Fuqua,  our  1961-62 
WMC  birthday  missionary,  has  serv- 
ed in  the  home-mission  field  of  Ken- 
tucky for  a  period  of  fourteen  years 
and  has  become  known  as  "Miss 
Evelyn"  by  these  people.  Miss  Evelyn 
was  born  in  Hillsboro,  Oregon  (year, 
month  and  day  not  available  for  pub- 
hcation),  but  moved  to  the  Los  An- 
geles (Calif.)  area  at  the  age  of  three 
years.  With  her  at  that  time  was  a 
sister,  Ruth;  a  brother,  Harold;  and 
the  mother,  Mrs.  Mable  Fuqua;  bet- 
ter known  as  "Aunt  Mable"  to  the 
young  people. 

Miss  Evelyn's  Christian  life  had 
its  beginning  at  a  Sunday  school  in 
Watts,  California,  where  Rev.  Jesse 
Hall  was  pastor.  Later  the  Sunday 
school  moved  to  South  Gate,  Califor- 
nia, where  a  Brethren  church  was 
established  by  Rev.  Leo  Polman.  It 
was  here  Miss  Evelyn  was  introduced 
to  the  Brethren  church  and  became  a 
charter  member  along  with  the  other 
members  of  her  family.  She  was  very 
active  in  SMM  and  young  people's 
work. 

There  came  a  time  when  Miss 
Evelyn  felt  the  need  of  further  train- 
ing in  preparation  for  the  Lord's 
work  and  enrolled  as  a  day  student  at 
the  Bible  Institute  of  Los  Angeles 
(Biola).  One  summer  during  these 
Biola  training  days,  she  and  a  girl 
friend  went  to  Kentucky  with  a  mis- 
sionary named  Miss  Bethkey.  These 
two  city  gals  had  the  time  of  their 
life  when  they  were  left  alone  while 
the  missionary  returned  home  because 
of  sickness.  Living  in  the  hills,  learn- 
ing to  cook  on  a  wood  stove,  going 
to  town  on  horseback,  keeping  the 
horse  stable  clean,  feeding  the  chick- 
ens, and  listening  to  scarey  noises 
were  a  far  cry  from  teaching  in  a 
California  Sunday  school,  doing  sec- 
retarial work,  attending  C.  E.  con- 
ventions, et  cetera.  However,  Miss 
Evelyn  did  return  to  Biola  and 
graduated  from  this  institution. 

Soon  after  graduation.  Dr.  L.  L. 
Grubb,  secretary  of  The  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council,   Inc.,   was 
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"Miss  Evelyn"  and  the  mission  car 


visiting  Long  Beach  California,  and 
Miss  Evelyn  made  an  appointment 
to  see  him  about  Kentucky-mission 
work.  It  was  later  in  1947  at  national 
conference  time  when  she  was  ap- 
proved for  Kentucky  missionary  work 
by  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  board  and  immediate  plans 
were  completed  for  the  new  ministry. 

Miss  Elaine  Polman,  a  long-time 
friend  of  Miss  Evelyn,  joined  her  at 
Winona  Lake  and  these  two  plus  a 
third  member-"Jim"  the  jeep  headed 
for  Clayhole,  Kentucky.  The  arrival 
of  these  two  additional  missionaries 
posed  a  slight  housing  problem. 
Brother  Sewell  Landrum  was  quick 
to  care  for  this  matter  and  soon  had 
a  construction  crew  busy  building 
an  apartment  to  the  parsonage. 

With  the  completion  of  the  cozy 
apartment,  a  place  to  live  and  with 
"Jim"  the  jeep  for  transportation.  Miss 
Evelyn  was  ready  to  go  to  work.  This 
consisted  of  teaching  a  Bible  class 
in  the  schools  each  week.  At  that 
time  the  schools  included  three  one- 
room  schools,  a  large  grade  school, 
Caney  Consolidated,  and  a  combined 
grade  and  high  school.  This  work 
could  not  have  been  accomplished 
without  "Jim"  the  jeep,  for  there  were 
even  times  when  the  trusty  old  mule 
of  a  neighbor  had  to  be  summoned 
to  get  "Jim"  out  of  a  hole. 

The  public-school  classes  were  only 
one  phase  of  her  work.  Miss  Evelyn 
taught  a  Sunday-school  class  of  girls 
in  the  Clayhole  Brethren  Church. 
She  was  a  leader  for  the  SMM  girls 
and  assisted  in  the  church  visitation 
program.  She  was  faithful  in  remem- 
bering birthdays  and  special  occa- 
sions with   a  cake  or  a  card.   Rev. 


Sewell  S.  Landrum  her  superinten- 
dent at  Clayhole  said:  "Miss  Evelyn 
was  always  on  schedule,  presented  a 
sound  Bible  message  and  gave  her 
best  at  all  times." 

After  three  years  of  work  at  Clay- 
hole, Miss  Evelyn  felt  led  of  the 
Lord  to  pioneer  a  new  work  in  a 
needy  area  at  Dryhill  in  Leslie 
County,  Kentucky.  Here  a  Sunday 
school  was  started  in  a  schoolhouse, 
later  moving  to  a  dwelling  and  finally 
ending  up  in  Miss  Evelyn's  house. 
The  national  SMM  took  as  a  proj- 
ect a  chapel  and  this  has  been  a  real 
asset  to  the  work.  Later,  the  national 
WMC  took  as  a  project  a  parsonage. 

Miss  Evelyn  gives  credit  to  a  num- 
ber of  Brethren  men  for  helping  to 
direct  her  into  missionary  work  for  her 
Lord.  Rev.  Leo  Polman,  Rev.  Conard 
Sandy,  and  Dr.  Elias  White,  faithful 
pastors,  had  their  influence.  Dr.  Paul 
R.  Bauman  counseled  with  her  as 
president  of  The  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.  But,  without  a  doubt 
the  one  greatest  influence  was  a  faith- 
ful, praying.  Christian  mother  who 
was  never  too  busy  or  too  tired  to 
entertain  young  people  in  her  home. 

Miss  Evelyn  has  certainly  put 
Christ  first  in  her  life.  She  gave  up 
a  lucrative  position  as  secretary  to 
the  manager  of  a  corporation  in  Cali- 
fornia to  take  the  Gospel  to  the 
people  in  the  hills  of  Kentucky.  In 
her  early  missionary  work  at  Dryhill 
she  had  the  littie  canoe  to  cross  the 
creeks  which  she  called  "JOY."  Of 
course  this  is  Jesus  first.  Others,  and 
then  You.  This  in  a  nutshell  tells 
the  story  of  why  Miss  Evelyn  has 
been  a  successful  missionary— always 
Jesus  Christ  first— Miss  Evelyn  last. 
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EAST  DISTRICT.  Do  you  like 
to  hear  of  "showers  of  spiritual  bless- 
ings?" Then  rejoice  in  our  East  Dis- 
trict fall  rally  report.  Our  hostesses 
were  the  ladies  of  the  Kittanning 
First  Brethren  Church.  To  say  they 
had  everything  in  readiness  would  be 
putting  it  mildly.  A  gorgeous  horn 
of  plenty  was  displayed  which  spoke 
of  Him  'Who  daily  loadeth  us  with 
benefits."  By  a  unique  method  of 
planning  and  execution  we  were  di- 
vided into  four  groups  and  named 
"Love,"  "Joy,"  "Peace,"  or  "Faith" 
corresponding  to  the  names  of  the 
four  councils  in  that  church.  Thus 
we  became  members,  for  a  day,  and 
at  lunch  time  were  assigned  to  tables 
according  to  these  groups. 

Mrs.  Ruth  Bums  had  charge  of  the 
program,  and  our  president,  Mrs. 
Clair  Gartland,  conducted  the  busi- 
ness. We  enjoyed  group  singing  and 
two  special  numbers  in  music.  Roll 
call  revealed  an  attendance  of  129. 
Our  offering  was  about  $228.  Two 
projects  were  cared  for:  (1)  Gift  for 
the  radio  ministry  in  Argentina;  (2) 
A  tape  recorder  for  Hawaii. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  O.  D.  Jobson  were 
our  guest  speakers,  and  each  spoke  to 
us  as  only  those  two  people  can. 
Mrs.  Jobson  told  us  that  in  Central 
Africa  the  officers  are  now  nationals. 
The  door  to  the  Gospel  is  open  and  it 
was  Mr.  Gribble  who  prayed  that 
God  would  keep  the  doors  open  until 
Jesus  comes.  Dr.  Jobson  challenged  us 
as  individuals,  as  well  as  a  denomina- 
tion, to  "live  in  the  light  of  eternity 
because  the  day  is  coming  when  we 
can  do  no  more."  That  day  has  come 
to  him  relative  to  his  work  in  Africa, 
and  he  warned  us  that  it  would  come 
to  us  in  our  place  of  service  too.  May

Separated  Unto  Christ

In  Capanema,  Brazil  the  lives  of 
voung  sirls  differ  \erv  much  from 
the  lives  of  girls  in  the  States.  These 
girls  have  a  real  struggle  just  to  keep 
alive. 

Because  of  poor  sanitation,  there 
is  much  sickness.  Ignorance  of  sani- 
tation and  traditional  superstition 
plav  a  great  part  in  the  wide  spread 
of  disease.  The  "home  remedies"  are 
preferred  even  above  the  ad\'ice  or 
treatment  of  a  doctor.  Instead  of 
going  to  the  Health  Post  to  be  treat- 
ed, they  often  treat  bad  cuts  and  in- 
fections with  the  shmy,  gumy  sap 
from  the  banana  plant.  The  plant 
is  usuallv  cut  with  a  dirty  jungle 
knife.  The  sap  is  apphed  to  the 
wound  and  is  bandaged  \\ith  a  dirt\- 
rag.  Anv  one  with  fever  is  given 
tea  made  from  some  grass  or  leaves. 
Certain  leaves  are  applied  to  the 
forehead  for  a  headache. 

Another  major  factor  in  their  fight 
for  existence  is  their  diet.  Their  diet 
consists  of  rice,  beans,  and  farinha 
(a  coarse  meal  made  of  the  manioc 
root).  Sometimes  dried  fish  or  a  little 
meat  is  added.  Thev  ver\'  seldom  ha-\'e 
vegetables.  Thus  their  bodies  lack 
the  vitamins  thev  need  to  keep  well. 

Thev  are  not  as  well  educated  as 
the  girls  in  the  United  States.  School 
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here  usually  starts  for  children  when 
thev  become  seven  or  eight  years  old. 
Manv  of  the  pupils  do  not  study  be- 
vond  the  second  or  third  year.  Be- 
cause of  the  overcrowded  conditions, 
thev  usually  spend  t\vo  or  three  years 
in  the  same  grade.  There  are  prob- 
ably forr^-  or  sixt\"  pupils  in  a  class- 
room \vith  perhaps  fi\e  or  ten  of 
them  passing.  This  condition  means 
endless  discouragement,  so  they  give 
up  and  just  stav  home. 

Their  hom.elife  is  quite  different 
too.  The  older  girls  spend  most  of 
their  time  caring  for  the  smaller  chil- 
dren  in  the  family.  They  help  cook, 
wash  clothes,  and  iron.  In  the  eve- 
ning they  can't  do  much  except  go 
to  bed.  They  don't  have  electricit\% 
and  very  often  have  just  a  ver)'  small 
oil  lamp. 

On  moonlight  nights  the  parents 
sit  on  benches  in  front  of  their  homes 
while  the  young  people  play  games 
on  the  street.  Thev  plav  coundess 
singing  games  like  "Farmer  in  the 
Dell"  and  "Did  you  Ever  See  a  Las- 
sie?" They  play  "hop-scotch"  and 
several  "tag"  games. 

The  Christian  girls  attend  the 
church  services  with  us.  We  seldom 
go  to  meetings  without  a  group  .of 
young  people  with  us.  They  are  like 


the  young  people  in  the  States  in  this 
sense,  they  like  to  have  a  good  time 
going  to  and  from  the  meetings. 

j^ter  the  church  had  been  estab- 
lished and  we  had  a  group  of  young 
people  attending  our  services,  we  de- 
cided to  start  a  Boy's  Club  for  the 
boys  and  a  Sisterhood  of  Mary  and 
Martha  for  the  girls.  The  Sisterhood 
started  with  ii\e  girls.  The  next  week 
the  attendance  reached  ten  and 
gradually  reached  thirteen. 

One  of  the  last  girls  to  become  a 
member  was  Valdenora.  She  is  a 
lovely  twelve  year  old.  In  appearance 
she  is  a  little  different  from  the  other 
Brazilian  girls.  She  is  tall,  slim,  and 
she  has  beautiful  grey  eyes. 

Valdenora  accepted  Christ  as  her 
Sa\iour  at  a  children's  class.  Later, 
during  a  meeting  in  her  neighbor's 
home  she  testified  for  the  Lord.  Now 
her  troubles  began,  for  she  was  the 
only  one  li\ing  for  the  Lord  in  her 
familv.  Her  brother-in-law,  who  is 
one  of  the  leaders  in  the  Capanema 
Men's  Catholic  Action  Group,  was 
one  of  her  greatest  thorns  in  the 
flesh.  He  talked  continually  against 
the  missionaries.  Christians,  and  most 
of  all  against  die  "Bibha  Protestante" 
(Protestant  Bible).  The  Lord  was 
faithful  in  giving  her  a  wise  answer. 
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She  did  cause  us  a  litde  concern, 
for  she  was  not  too  faithful  in  at- 
tendance at  the  meetings.  When  we 
questioned  her  concerning  it,  she  had 
many  excuses.  She  had  to  care  for  her 
litde  brother  or  mind  her  sister's 
baby  or  she  had  to  wash  and  iron 
clothes  or  run  an  errand. 

Quite  some  time  later,  we  found 
her  real  reason  for  unfaithfulness  in 
church  attendance  was  her  family. 
When  she  wanted  to  go  to  church, 
they  had  something  else  for  her  to 
do.  They  even  hid  her  clothes  and 
took  her  comb.  They  persecuted  her 
continually.  Regardless  of  all  the  un- 
pleasantness, she  followed  the  Lord, 
was  baptized,  and  is  glorifying  the 
Lord,  faithfully  praying  for  the  sal- 
vation of  her  loved  ones.

SEPARATE''

I  have  sometimes  liked  to  com- 
pare the  separated  life  to  a  great  and 
beautiful  highway  through  a  rugged 
mountainous  area.  That  highway 
is  put  there  with  a  good  deal  of  de- 
termination and  purpose.  The  guid- 
ing engineering  principle  is  to  make 
the  road  as  straight  and  safe  as  pos- 
sible. The  straighter  and  safer  it  is, 
the  cosdier  it  is.  Sometimes  when 
riding  upon  such  a  road  you  can  see 
an  old  road  that  was  very  tedious  and 
slow  because  it  followed  the  stream. 
Everywhere  the  stream  went,  it  went 
because  it  was  easier  that  way.  The 
highway  of  Christian  separation 
ignores  the  course  of  the  stream  of 
this  world— it  doesn't  take  into  ac- 
count ease  so  much  as  it  takes  into 
account  straightness. 

One  of  the  interesting  features  of 
this  appeal  for  separation  in  II  Co- 
rinthians 6  is,  we  might  say,  the  area 
from  which  it  is  launched.  Paul  in- 
troduces the  subject  with  expres- 
sions of  tender  love.  "Our  mouth  is 
open  unto  you,  our  heart  is  enlarged 
...  I  speak  as  unto  my  children." 
The  whip  of  the  law  is  no  instrument 
by  which  to  enforce  separation,  and 
any  success  that  such  a  method  has  is 
robbed  of  real  spiritual  quaHty.  This 
is  a  loving  appeal  from  God,  and  its 
motive  is  for  the  good  and  the  happi- 
ness  of   His   children.    What   truly 
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born-again  person,  walking  and  be- 
having like  the  world,  enjoys  himself? 
I  don't  believe  that  it  is  possible; 
the  new  nature  cannot  be  satisfied  in 
this  way.  This  appeal  then  has  a  lov- 
ing source,  and  it  requests  that  there 
be  a  loving  response.  Verse  13  says: 
"Be  ye  also  enlarged."  Separation 
from  the  world  unto  God  cannot  be 
what  it  ought  to  be  until  it  is  prompt- 
ed by  the  motive  of  love.  This  not 
only  involves  love  for  the  Christ  who 
asked  that  we  forsake  all  and  fol- 
low Him,  but  it  also  involves  a  love 
for  our  fellow  men  outside  of  Christ 
whose  souls  are  precious  in  His  sight. 

The  appeal  for  separation  as  it  ap- 
pears in  this  chapter  is  phrased  in 
verses,  14  and  17.  Verse  14  calls 
an  unholy  alliance  between  a  Chris- 
tian and  the  world  an  "unequal  yoke." 
This  probably  reflects  back  to  Deu- 
teronomy 22:10  where  the  people 
were  warned  against  trying  to  plow 
with  an  ox  and  an  ass  hitched  to- 
gether under  the  same  yoke.  The  two 
just  don't  go  together,  and  trouble  is 
bound  to  develop.  This  figure  is  pick- 
ed up  here  and  likened  to  the  in- 
compatability  between  the  Christian 
and  the  world. 

There  have  been  many  definitions 
given  as  to  what  an  unequal  yoke  is. 
There  have  been  many  pros  and  cons 
as  to  what  constitutes  a  violation  of 


this  loving  command  of  holy  Scrip- 
ture. Too  often  it  is  dealt  with  in 
prejudice,  being  discussed  by  some- 
one who  is  either  constructing  an 
area  of  liberty  for  himself  or  arrang- 
ing a  trap  for  someone  else.  I  will 
attempt  to  lay  do«'n  a  very  brief  and 
general  principle  in  this  matter  which 
I  believe  meets  the  demands  of  this 
Scripture.  Any  alliance  that  a  be- 
liever vmy  enter  into,  -which  involves 
the  need,  to  compromise  righteous- 
ness in  order  to  maintain  harmony,  is 
ohviously  an  unequal  yoke.  There 
are  many,  many  situations  in  life 
where  this  principle  can  apply,  the 
most  notable  no  doubt  being  mar- 
riage. 

Verse  17  spells  out  the  conclu- 
sion. It  is  firm  in  tone,  clear  in  con- 
tent, and  simple  to  understand.  It 
is  a  conclusion  that  must  inevitably 
be  reached  if  we  are  willing  to  think 
honesdy.  It  says:  "Wherefore  come 
out  from  among  them,  and  be  ye 
separate,  saith  tbe  Lord,  and  touch 
not  the  unclean  thing."  Language 
could  not  be  more  plain  than  this. 
If  we  are  told  to  separate  ourselves 
from  some  unwholesome  and  unclean 
thing  and  not  touch  it,  there  surely 
can  be  no  further  question.  One  of 
the  first  phrases  that  is  commonly 
used  in  training  a  tiny  child  is, 
"don't  touch." 

Between  verses  14  and  17,  a  series 
of  questions  are  asked  which  drive 
home  the  commonsense  of  this  ap- 
peal for  separation.  "What  fellowship 
hath  righteousness  with  unrighteous- 
ness? What  communion  hath  light 
with  darkness?  What  concord  hath 
Christ  with  Belial?  or  what  part  hadi 
he  that  believeth  with  an  infidel? 
and  what  agreement  hath  the  tem- 
ple of  God  with  idols?" 

One  concluding  precaution.  Ob- 
viously we  cannot  and  should  not 
separate  ourselves  from  every  un- 
regenerate  individual.  No  place  in 
Scripture  do  we  get  the  impression 
that  Jesus  separated  himself  from  sin- 
ners, even  the  worst  of  them.  Rather, 
He  is  pictured  as  eating  with  them. 
But  every  place  in  Scripture  we  are 
impressed  that  each  thing  He  did 
had  the  ultimate  motive  of  glorify- 
ing the  Father.  This  principle  will 
not  only  send  us  into  the  presence 
of  needy  sinners,  but  it  will  also  keep 
our  motives  right  while  we  are  there.

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When  the  Apostle  Paul  wrote  his 
second  letter  to  Timothy  his  son  in 
the  faith,  among  his  last  words  were 
"Alexander  the  coppersmith  did  me 
much  evil." 

Now  just  what  the  evil  was  we  are 
not  told,  but  we  can  use  a  litde  imagi- 
narion.  Some  one  has  said  that  the 
two  greatest  hindrances  to  the  prog- 
ress of  the  Gospel  are  charitable  sin- 
ners and  uncharitable  saints. 

We  would  hardly  dare  to  think 
that  Alexander  was  even  an  un- 
charitable saint,  but  he  may  well  be 
representative  when  it  comes  to  the 
art  of  giving.  In  many  of  our  cities 
a  copper  cent  is  no  longer  accept- 
able in  a  parking  meter.  Some  one 
remarked  on  one  occasion:  "At  least 
pennies  are  srill  good  in  the  Sunday- 
school  offering." 

Many  times  our  offerings  are  re- 
flections of  our  testimony  for  the 
Lord.  We  are  downright  stingy  with 
both.  And  because  of  these  bad 
habits,  the  cause  of  the  Lord  has  suf- 
fered while  the  coffers  of  Satan  are 
never  wanting. 

Are  we  aware  that  the  salary  for 
the  average  Brethren  pastor  is  less 
than  $75  a  week?  Out  of  this  he  is 
expected  to  operate  an  automobile 
to  the  demand  of  the  congregation; 
keep  his  wife,  children,  and  himself 
well  dressed;  entertain  visiting  dig- 
nitaries and  send  his  children  to  col- 
lege. This  is  not  counting  the  books 
and  periodicals  he  is  expected  to  buy 
so  that  his  sermons  and  Bible  studies 
will  be  fresh  and  interesting. 

Many  of  our  older  men  in  the  min- 


istry served  for  less  than  the  average 
wage  while  many  of  the  members  of 
their  congregations  were  bringing 
home  hundreds  of  dollars  weekly. 
Little  opportunity  was  afforded  to 
lay  away  for  the  day  when  for  rea- 
sons beyond  their  control  their  earn- 
ing power  was  gone.  Industry  has 
recognized  this  problem  and  various 
types  of  pensions  have  been  put  into 
operation.  Our  Government  has  of- 
fered social  security  as  an  aid. 

Should  we  do  less  or  nothing  at 
all?  But  we  do  have  a  program.  To 
be  sure,  our  monthly  pajTtnents  are 
not  what  they  might  be,  but  in  many 
cases  they  make  the  difference  be- 
tween beggarly  and  comfortable  liv- 
ing. 

Your  Board  is  only  asking  that  each 
church  give  3  percent  of  the  pas- 
tor's annual  salary.  This  of  course  is 
above  what  the  church  pays  their  pas- 
tor. From  this  3  percent  are  not  only 
the  retirement  pa^Tnents  made,  but 
also  a  certain  percentage  is  set  aside 
for  emergency  needs.  In  one  recent 
year  almost  $1,000  was  paid  to  pas- 
tors who  were  found  in  financial  dis- 
tress due  to  illness. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Emer- 
gency and  Retirement  Benefits  of  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Church,  Incorporated  is  a  long  name, 
and  so  is  its  program.  Pastor,  for 
your  own  protection  send  in  1  percent 
of  your  salary  to  insure  retirement 
income.  Congregations,  don't  classify 
yourselves  with  Alexander  the  cop- 
persmith!

What  Makes  a  School  Christian? 


What,  in  a  nutshell,  is  a  Christian 
school?  What  makes  it  worth  the 
cost,  the  effort,  the  headaches?  This 
is  a  vital  question,  and  if  we  can 
find  no  valid  answer  we  are  wasting 
our  time. 

A  Christian  school  is  not  simply 
one  in  which  the  teachers  are  Chris- 
tians, essential  though  that  is.  It  is 
not  only  one  where  there  are  daily 
devotions,  and  regular  chapel  serv- 
ices, and  opportunities  for  teachers  to 
lead  children  to  Christ.  All  these  are 


excellent,  but  not  enough.  Nor  is 
it  sufficient  simply  to  use  some  of 
the  factual  lesson  material  as  illus- 
trations of  Christian  truth;  nor  yet 
to  conceive  of  this  education  as  a 
preparation  for  future  Christian  serv- 
ice. 

The  distinctive  feature  of  a  real 
Christian  school  is  that  every  part  of 
the  school  program  is  "brought  into 
captivity  to  the  obedience  of  Christ." 
God  is  recognized  as  the  ultimate 
truth,  and  all  other  truth  is  given  by

Born  King  of  the  Jews! 

Christmas  is  a  time  when  usually  this  important  fact 
about  Christ  is  forgotten.  As  the  Magi  from  the  East 
were  searching  for  the  Christ-child  to  bestow  their  gifts 
upon  Him  they  said:  "Where  is  he  that  is  born  King 
of  the  Jews?"  (Matt.  2:2).  Previously  the  Angel  of  the 
Lord  had  revealed  to  Joseph,  ".  .  .  and  thou  shalt  call 
his  name  JESUS:  for  he  shall  save  his  people  from 
their  sins"  (Matt.  1:21).  His  people  were  the  Jews, 
and  His  kingly  work  was  designed  for  their  salvation 
and  benefit.  Before  the  crucifixion  Pilate  said  to  Jesus: 
"Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  Jesus  said  unto  him. 
Thou  savest"  (Matt.  27; H).  This  meant  that  Jesus  agreed. 
The  mockerv  of  Christ  bv  the  soldiers  had  to  do  mainly 
with  His  claims  to  kingship  over  the  Jewish  nation.  Even 
though  it  was  in  irony  and  ridicule  that  a  sign  was  placed 
over  His  cross  reading:  "THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS"  (Matt.  27:37),  the  enemies  of  Christ 
were  proclaiming  the  truth. 

But  the  Jev^'s  rejected  their  King,  and  the  kingdom 
is  now  held  in  abeyance.  However,  the  day  v\'ill  come  after 
the  Rapture  of  the  church  and  the  Tribulation  period  that 
our  Lord  will  wear  His  ro\'al  robes  and  v\'ill  sit  on  the 
throne  of  David  in  Jerusalem.  Then  He  will  rule  not 
only  His  own  people  the  Jews,  but  will  also  be  the 
absolute  Potentate  over  all  nations   (Isa.  9:7;    11:4). 

Christmas,  when  we  celebrate  the  birth  of  the  King 
of  the  Jews,  should  also  cause  us  to  consider  the  spiritual 
plight  of  His  people.  Are  we  as  much  concerned  for  their 
evangelization  as  their  Messiah  is  concerned?  In  Romans 
1:16  Paul  indicates  an  extreme  urgency  in  preaching  the 
Gospel  to  them  y\'hen  he  says,  "To  the  Jew  first."  At 
this  season,  praying  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem  and  giving 
gifts  which  may  be  used  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  the 
world's  12  million  Jews,  of  whom  5,500,000  live  in  Amer- 
ica, would  certainly  be  pleasing  to  the  Lord. 

Our  Brethren  Jewish  Mission  in  Los  Angeles  is  min- 
istering to  the  seed  of  Israel  where  there  are  about  200,- 
000  Jews.  Support  of  this  work  in  talent  and  material 
things  is  urgently  needed. 

The  World  Church  Assembly  Convenes 

Very  recently  New  Delhi,  India,  became  the  scene  of  a 
conclave  of  12()0  churchmen  from  175  Protestant,  Eastern 
Orthodox,  Anglican,  and  National  Catholic  denomina- 
tions. 

The  meeting  promptly  produced  fireworks  on  the  local 
level.  The  all-India  Nationalist  Christian  Association 
charged  that  the  West  was  dominating  the  faith.  In  a 
public  statement  they  said:  "The  Universal  gospel  must 
change  its  local  Western  molds  and  colors,  and  clothe 
itself  with  an  Oriental  robe." 


This  statement  indicates  how  far  afield  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  has  moved  in  its  conception  of  the 
true  Gospel.  The  "good  news"  which  Paul  preached  was 
never  shaded,  colored,  or  made  to  fit  any  particular  local 
situation.  It  was  the  same  in  Rome,  Corinth,  Ephesus, 
and  so  forth.  Paul  reminded  the  Corinthians  that  they 
were  saved  by  this  Gospel,  ".  .  .  that  Christ  died  for  our 
sins  according  to  the  scriptures;  and  that  he  was  buried, 
and  that  he  rose  again  the  third  day  according  to  the 
scriptures"  (I  Cor.  15:2-4).  And,  in  order  that  men  may 
know  that  no  change  must  ever  be  made  in  this  mes- 
sage, regardless  of  circumstances  or  conditions  Paul 
doomed  to  destruction  at  the  hands  of  Christ  any  who 
would  preach  another  gospel   (Gal.    1:8). 

An  easy  way  to  solve  the  World  Council's  present 
problem  would  be  to  return  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  This  would  adequately  meet  the  spiritual  need  of 
both  East  and  West  without  any  change. 

The  same  Indian  Association  said:  "We're  against 
the  domination  of  foreign  missionaries  in  India;  under 
cover  of  Christian  activities  they  cover  their  Western 
political  activities." 

Such  missionaries  have  adulterated  their  purpose  and 
their  commission.  In  the  course  of  their  work  contact 
\\ith  foreign  governments  may  be  necessary,  but  playing 
international  politics  is  not  a  part  of  their  responsi- 
bility. (We  are  forced  to  \\onder  whether  the  recent 
admission  of  the  Russian  Orthodox  Church  body  to  the 
World  Council  is  not  a  political  move.)  Ambassadors 
represent  world  governments.  Missionaries  are  commis- 
sioned to  represent  Christ  and  preach  the  Gospel.  How- 
ever, if  they  have  no  Gospel  to  preach,  they  may  normally 
move  into  social  and  humanistic  activities  which  may 
eventually  involve  them  in  politics. 

It  is  significant  that  for  the  first  time  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  has  sent  official  observers  to  the  World 
Council  sessions.  If  the  Roman  Church  joins  the  Council 
in  the  future,  it  will  be  with  the  ultimate  goal  in  mind  of 
dominating  the  organization. 

It  is  a  tragedy  of  worldwide  significance  in  this  color- 
ful assembly  with  white-robed  Copts  from  Egypt,  bearded 
archbishops  and  patriarchs  in  flowing  black  robes,  Afri- 
can churchmen  with  their  many-colored  attires,  western 
dressed  men  and  women;  and  in  India  where  there  are 
365  million  Hindus  and  50  million  Moslems  and  only  10 
million  professed  Christians  and  here  where  the  main 
body  of  Christendom  is  supposed  to  be  represented,  that 
Christ,  the  God-Man,  the  only  Saviour  of  men,  who  pro- 
vided the  Gospel,  is  practically  shut  out  of  the  assembly. 

Such  a  fulfillment  of  prophecy  indicating  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  great  super  church  of  the  future 
should  cause  Christians  to  look  up  for  their  redemption 
draweth  nigh.

The  dedication  of  the  church 
building  in  Gardena,  California,  is 
a  testimony  to  God's  faithfulness.  In 
I  Peter  2:5  we  read:  "Ye  also,  as 
lively  stones,  are  built  up  a  spiritual 
house."  The  spiritual  church  is  not 
built  of  "brick  and  mortar,"  but  of 
live  people.  These  people  belong  to 
God  and  are  governed  by  the  Hoi)' 
Spirit.  The  builder  of  the  spiritual 
church  is  God.  As  the  builder,  God 
molds  and  fashions  the  believers,  and 
puts  them  into  their  useful  place  of 
service.  This  building  process  will 
continue  until  Christ  comes  back 
again,  and  takes  unto  himself  this 
■church.  It  is  upon  this  truth  we  have 
dedicated  the  building. 

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Gardena  sought  to  establish  a  church 
on  this  basis.  The  church  began  with 
people.  Only  a  few  at  first,  but  peo- 
ple who  were  controlled  by  the  Holy 
Spirit.  People  who  were  willing  to 
pay  the  price  to  see  God's  will  done 
in  their  lives.  They  trusted  God  to 
Tise  them  as  "lively  stones"  in  build- 
ing a  spiritual  church  in  Gardena.  As 
a  result  of  using  God's  plan  for  the 
liuilding  of  His  church,  a  srowino 
testimony  exists  in  this  area. 

The  history  of  this  church  forms 
a  pattern  for  establishing  new 
churches  in  the  future.  The  idea  can 
be  used  to  start  a  Brethren  church 
anywhere  in  the  United  States  where 
one  or  two  families  have  a  vision  for 
the  lost. 

The  church  began  with  a  passion 
for  the  lost  in  the  area  surrounding 
the  homes  of  several  families  in  Gar- 
dena. The  original  group  consisted  of 
families  from  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Inglewood.  The  purpose 


from    the    very    beginning    was    to 
win  the  lost. 

The  ministry  of  the  church  began 
with  Sunday  school  in  the  home  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Margolin  in 
October  1957.  The  neighborhood  was 
full  of  children,  and  with  a  house- 
to-house  visitation  program  several 
were  gathered  for  the  new  classes. 
After  Sunday  school,  several  loaded 
cars  would  drive  to  Inglewood  for 
the  morning  worship  service.  This 
was  continued  until  a  suitable  loca- 
tion was  found  to  expand  the  min- 
istry. Rev.  Lester  Cook  became  the 
first  pastor.  Under  his  guidance  and 
leadership,  services  were  started  in  the 
Gardena  Community  Center  in  May 
1958.  Under  Pastor  Cook's  leader- 
ship, God  increased  the  group 
through  souls  that  were  won.  Later, 
the  church  became  fully  organized 
and  affiliated  themselves  with  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  and 
the  Mission  Board  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia-Arizona District. 

On  June  10,  1960,  the  present 
pastor  joined  with  the  church.  God's 


blessing  upon  the  work  continued. 
Souls  were  coming  to  know  the  Lord. 
Attendance  records  were  broken  sev- 
eral times.  On  Easter  Sunday,  April, 
4,  1961,  there  were  118  present  in 
Sunday  school,  and  119  in  the  morn- 
ing worship  service.  The  need  for  a 
permanent  location  with  more  ade- 
quate facilities  became  apparent. 
Property  in  this  area  was  difficult  to 
find.  Choice  locations  were  priced 
beyond  the  reach  of  our  group.  Un- 
desirable locations  were  also  being 
sold  at  high  prices.  But  the  Lord 
knew  our  need.  He  wanted  us  to 
move  and  He  promised  in  His  Word: 
"My  God  shall  supply  all  your  need 
according  to  his  riches  in  glory  by 
Christ  Jesus"  (Phil.  4:19).  His  first 
step  came  through  a  telephone  call  on 
the  Thursday  following  Easter.  We 
were  advised  our  reservation  at  the 
Community  Center  was  canceled.  At 
the  time  we  felt  we  were  faced  with 
a  real  problem.  The  places  available 
were  too  small  for  our  Sunday  school 
of  nearly  a  hundred.  The  schools  in 
the  area  were  closed.  But  God  was 
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faithful  and  provided  the  right  place. 
On  July  2,  1961,  we  moved  into 
the  present  building.  Even  in  the 
acquisition  of  this  building,  God's 
hand  was  visible.  The  asking  price 
was  $52,500,  but  we  were  able  to  pur- 
chase it  for  $40,800.  On  the  prop- 
erty there  is  a  church  building,  seat- 
ing over  one  hundred,  plus  a  study, 
a  nursery,  and  nine  classrooms.  There 
are  two  other  buildings  which 
could  be  used  in  the  future.  Already 
there  is  an  indication  of  God's  bless- 
ing. Adore  room  is  needed.  The 
record  high  monthly  average  was 
reached  September  with  ninety-one 
in  Sunday  school. 

The  highlight  of  moving  into  the 
new  location  was  the  dedication  serv- 
ice October  22,  1961.  Many  friends 
from  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Inglewood,  and  of  the  district  gath- 
ered with  us.  The  ser\'ice  opened 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  James 
Margolin,  music  director,  with  spe- 
cial music  furnished  by  the  choir  of 
the  First  Brethren  Church  of  Ingle- 


sion  in  Action";  and  Mr.  Robert  Sid- 
ers  on  "My  Salvation."  The  dedica- 
tory address  was  delivered  by  Rev. 
Lester  Pifer,  assistant  secretary  of  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council, 
who  outlined  the  program  for  the 
new  church.  Others  participating 
were  Rev.  Bruce  Button,  Rev.  Robert 
McCormick,  and  Rev.  John  Mayes. 

Thanks  must  be  given  to  God  for 
His  faithfulness,  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council,  Southern  Cali- 
fornia-Arizona District  Mission  Board, 
Mr.  Gerald  Carroll,  realtor,  the  lead- 
ers and  officers  of  the  church,  and 
others  whose  vision  and  dedication 
made  this  work  possible. 

What  about  the  future?  We  can 
say  it  is  unlimited.  Gardena  stands 
in  the  center  of  a  thickly  populated 
area  of  Southern  California,  the 
South  Bay  area.  The  area  was  the 
most  rapidly  growing  area  of  the  50's. 
The  city  is  known  as  the  "Las  Vegas 
of  the  West  Coast"  because  of  the 
oambling  element.  This  tells  us  the 
need  is  the  same  of  the  Nation. 


Gay    Street    Brethren 
Lay    Cornerstone 

The  Gav  Street  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Haserstown,  Maryland,  held 
the  cornerstone  laying  service  on  Sun- 
day afternoon,  November  26,  at  3:15 
p.m.  Rev.  Robert  Crees,  pastor  of  the 
First  Brethren  Church,  Waynesboro, 
Pennsylvania,  was  the  special  speaker 
for  this  service. 

A  total  of  105  were  present  for  the 
service  and  represented  friends  and 
pastors  from  a  number  of  the  area 
churches.  The  church  is  expected  to 
be  ready  for  occupancy  some  time  in 
January. 

The  ground  was  broken  for  the 
new  church  at  the  close  of  the  dis- 
trict conference  on  May  5,  1961; 
however,  the  Brethren  construction 
crew  did  not  arrive  in  full  force  until 
September.  With  the  unusually  good 
weather  the  progress  is  ahead  of 
schedule. 

The  average  attendance  in  the 
Sunday  school  for  1961  is  approxi- 
mately one  hundred  and  many  times 
has  taxed  the  present  facilities  to  the 
limit. 

The  pastor,  William  Howard,  is 
working  on  a  part-time  basis  and  the 
Mid-Adantic  district  mission  board 
is  assisting  in  the  developing  of  this 
home-missions  church.  The  first 
church  of  our  fellowship  in  Hagers- 
town  was  the  Grace  Brethren,  a  home- 
mission  church,  and  this  is  the  sec- 
ond home-mission  church  in  addition 
to  the  Calvary  Brethren  Church, 
making  a  total  of  three  Brethren 
testimonies  in  Hagerstown  today.

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A  twenty-eight-year  pastorate  came 
to  an  end  October  29,  1961. 

And  as  it  came  to  an  end  that  Sun- 
day when  Rev.  Sewell  Landrum 
preached  his  last  sermon  as  pastor  of 
the  Clayhole  (Ky.)  Brethren  church, 
members  thought  back  over  the  vears 
they  had  known  Pastor  Landrum. 
Most  of  them  shared  the  thought  that 
one  lady  had  put  forth  the  night  be- 
fore at  a  "This  Is  Your  Life"  pro- 
gram. She  had  said:  "I  can't  remem- 
ber when  Brother  Landrum  was  not 
my  pastor.  And,  I  want  to  say  that  no 
two  people  have  done  more  to  help 
me  to  meet  the  problems  of  life  than 
Sewell  and  Hazel  Landrum." 

"Sewell  and  Hazel"  they  were 
called— so  close  were  they  to  the 
hearts  of  the  people  they  loved.  They 
had  started  their  work  as  pastor  and 
pastor's  wife  in  1933  at  Lost  Creek, 
Kentucky.  Times  were  difficult  both 
in  relation  to  the  work,  and  also  econ- 
nomicallv.  There  were  difficult  tasks 
to  be  performed.  The  salary  was  small 
even  as  pastors'  salaries  go,  especially 
for  a  couple  with  a  young  family. 

The  Ashland-Grace  situation  ne- 
cessitated a  move  from  Lost  Creek 
to  Clavhole,  where  many  of  the  same 
people  joined  in  the  work.  There  was 
a  short  interim  period  in  which  meet- 
ings were  held  in  homes,  but  soon 
the  Caney  Consolidated  School  be- 
came available  and  the  Clayhole  work 
was  underway.  In  1939-40  the  new- 
ly-constructed church  building  and 
the  parsonage  made  an  adequate  plant 
for  the  operation  of  the  work.  Do- 
nated materials  and  labor  on  the  part 
of  local  people,  as  well  as  by  Breth- 
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ren  across  the  brotherhood,  were  of 
real  blessing  to  the  work.  Although 
they  did  not  realize  it  at  the  time, 
the  Landrums  had  twenty-two  happy 
years  ahead  in  the  parsonage  at  Clay- 
hole  and  in  the  work  among  the  Ken- 
tucky mountain  people. 

One  of  the  outstanding  phases  of 
the  ministry  has  been  among  the 
children  and  young  people.  Sewell 
has  maintained  a  youthful  attitude 
—and  appearance— in  keeping  with 
this  ministry.  He  has  gone  into  many 
of  the  public  grade  schools  of  the 
area  over  all  those  years  with  a  real 
gospel  program.  Wonderful  deci- 
sions have  been  the  reward  among 
teachers,  as  well  as  pupils. 

Also,  there  has  been  contact  with 
the  high-school  young  people,  as  well 
as  with  the  grade-school  children. 
Breathitt  County  High  School 
grounds  have  been  a  part  of  his 
"beat."  Many  opportunities  to  speak 
to  the  student  body  have  come,  as  well 
as  to  witness  to  many  of  the  students. 
Members  of  Breathitt  Hi's  state-re- 
nowned basketball   team  are  among 

o 

the  friends  of  Brother  Landrum,  as 
well  as  many  school  officials. 

Among  the  testimonials  at  the 
"This  Is  Your  Life"  program  one 
lady  said  that  although  Sewell 
teased  her  as  a  little  girl,  he  was  her 
true  friend  and  counselor  at  all  times. 
A  mother  spoke  of  his  haying  bap- 
tized and  received  into  the  church 
most  of  her  children,  and  haying 
performed  wedding  ceremonies  for 
five  of  them  later  on.  Perhaps  the 
highest  tribute  came  from  Mrs.  Marie 
R.  Turner,  Breathitt  County  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  as  a  well-known 
educator  throughout  Kentucky  and 
in  some  other  sections  of  the  Nation. 
She  said:  "Sewell  Landrum  is  the 
children's  friend.  He  knows  how  to 
get  along  with  them,  and  he  has 
helped  them  greatly.  Our  community 
is  a  better  place  in  which  to  live 
because  of  his  ministry,  and  we  will 
surely  miss  him  if  he  decides  to  leave 
our  community." 

A  fine  Christian  man,  now  a  school 
principal  and  one  of  Brother  Lan- 
drum's  "boys,"  told  of  blessing  and 
spiritual  help  he  had  received  from 
the  Bible  ministry  in  the  public 
schools.  And,  he  spoke  of  another 
man  who  is  now  teaching  in  Ohio 
who  was  saved  as  the  result  of  the 


school  witness  in  the  mountains  of 
Kentucky,  and  who  is  now  faith- 
fully living  for  the  Lord. 

As  the  testimonies  relate,  the  Lord 
has  been  good  and  the  work  has 
arov\'n.  Although  many  of  those  won 
to  the  Lord  left  the  community  be- 
cause of  lack  of  local  employment, 
there  is  still  a  fine  group  of  workers 
now  serving  in  the  church  and  seek- 
ing to  win  others  for  Christ. 

There  has  always  been  a  mission- 
ary vision  in  the  church.  They  have 
faithfully  supported  the  Brethren  mis- 
sionary program  and  have  always 
welcomed  the  missionaries  when  they 
have  come.  And,  they  have  launched 
out  locally  in  the  "branch  church" 
idea  by  starting  a  branch  work  on 
Riley  Creek.  People  are  being  reach- 
ed for  the  Lord  at  Riley  who  could 
not  be  won  at  Clayhole. 

But  now  the  Lord  is  leading  in  a 
change  at  Clayhole.  Feeling  that  dif- 
ferent  leadership  would  benefit  the 
\^'ork  and  give  opportunity  for  need- 
ed physical  rest  for  Brother  Landrum, 
he  submitted  his  resignation,  which 
the   people   reluctantly  accepted. 


On  Sunday  morning,  October  29, 
Brother  Landrum  preached  his  fare- 
well sermon  in  which  he  gave  much 
of  the  history  of  the  work,  and  spoke 
of  challenges  for  the  future.  In  that 
service  he  presented  the  new  pastor, 
Rev.  Robert  Dell,  and  his  wife,  and 
enthusiastically  urged  that  the  peo- 
ple give  the  same  loyal  support  to 
the  Dells  that  they  had  to  the  Lan- 
drums. Already  the  Dells  are  "at 
home"  at  Clayhole  and  have  been 
heartily  welcomed  by  the  people. 
Soon  after  the  Dell's  arrival,  the  peo- 
ple expressed  their  appreciation 
in  a  practical  way  with  a  gen- 
erous "pounding"  of  the  new 
pastor  and  his  family.  They 
are  fitting  in  well,  and  the  people  are 
looking  forward  to  following  Brother 
Dell's  leadership  in  even  greater  serv- 
ices for  the  Lord.  He  preached  his 
first  sermon  there  on  the  Sunday 
night  of  October  29.  With  his  back- 
ground of  preaching,  teaching,  and 
pastoral  work,  and  with  his  love  for 
souls,  and  his  and  Mrs.  Dell's  dedi- 
cation, it  appears  as  if  the  Lord  has 
many  more  blessings  in  store.

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Tucson's  Silverbell  Significance

June  1961,  the  McKillens  slipped 
into  Tucson  on  a  full-fledged  heat 
wave.  The  Missionary  Herald  picture 
at  the  time  of  our  parsonage  lot 
showed  a  curved  adobe  wall  with 
an  Ocotillo,  seemingly  dried  up, 
parched,  and  leafless.  Some  thought 
this  pictured  the  attitude  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  folk  here.  But,  God's 
waters  have  worked  wonders  with 
the  Ocotillo  (a  cactus-like  non-cactus). 
It  is  now  green  again  and  covered 
with  leaves.  Under  each  leaf  is  a 
healthy  thorn  which  sa)'s:  "Better 
push  me  gently! "  And  beneath  the 
Ocotillo  and  spread  around  the  12,000 
square  feet  of  parsonage  lot  there  are 
shrubs,  flowers,  bushes,  trees,  a  few 
genuine  cacti,  and  a  diachondra  lawn 
greedily  reaching  out  to  cover  the  last 
bare  patches  of  Tucson  topsoil. 

Like  the  Ocotillo,  which  needed 
only  God's  water  to  bloom  again,  the 
Grace  Brethren  folk  here  have  re- 
sponded gallantly  to  the  waters  of 
God's  Word.  Most  any  service  you 
will  find  the  Kluths,  the  Fishers,  the 
Ritters,  the  Wests,  the  Slarbs,  on 
hand.  They  are  not  just  present  to 
hear  but  are  ushering,  teaching,  spon- 
soring, greeting,  stacking  chairs,  and 
helping  in  many  other  ways.  When 
we  had  to  trench  a  few  hundred  feet 
to  lay  wiring  for  illuminating  and 
playground  lights,  it  was  Jimmy  West 
and  a  friend,  Dallas  Ritter,  Bill 
Kluth,  Ernie  Stankey  (a  recruit  to 
our  gang),  and  others  who  dug  deep 
into  the  Arizona  topsoil  to  meet  city 
\A'iring  requirements.  When  the  car- 
port had  to  become  the  Youth  Audi- 
torium, it  was  Ed  Kluth,  Bob  Fisher, 
Ross  Ritter  who  were  there  with  the 
tools  and  muscles.  When  cars  and 
chaperons  are  needed  for  )'outh  activ- 
ities, it  is  the  same.  Kenny  Slarb 
and  wife,  Jerry,  Mrs.  Kluth,  Mrs. 
Fisher,  Mrs.  Ritter,  and  some  high 
schoolers— with  the  "know  how"  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jim  Huckabay  from 
Venezuela— put  over  a  VBS  when  it 
was  ridiculous  to  even  think  of  VBS. 
Seven  children  found  Christ  as  Sav- 
iour, and  so  it  would  have  been  more 
ridiculous  not  have  had  VBS!

Six  high  schoolers  of  Brethren 
families  left  their  established  youth 
activities  in  other  churches.  They 
made  calls  in  the  neighborhood.  Now 
they  have  more  than  twice  that  num- 
ber on  their  rolls.  The  Sunday  before 
Halloween  three  of  these  new  young 
fellows    made    public    decisions    for 


Christ  at  the  close  of  the  morning 
service.  A  couple  of  junior  high 
Brethren  youngsters  was  our  begin- 
ning class.  Yesterday's  junior  high 
Sunday  school  class  reached  eight. 

A  high-school  senior,  one  of  the 
starting  six,  teaches  the  primary  Ban- 
ner Class,  which  recently  had  eigh- 
teen peppy  youngsters  in  it.  She 
comes  out  of  that  class  glad  to  have 
no  responsibilities  in  the  church  hour. 
Ross  Ritter  never  taught  a  Sunday- 
school  class  before,  but  yesterday  be- 
fore church  he  came  to  tell  me  a 
darling  little  junior  girl  had  accepted 
Jesus  in  class. 

Twenty-five  families— more  than 
half  of  them  from  this  Silverbell 
neighborhood— were  represented  one 
Sunday  morning  recently.  Silverbell 
is  the  old  stage  coach  road  out  to  the 
Silverbell  Mine.  It  is  now  the  scene 
of  urban  expansion.  The  present 
sixty-foot  road  will  become  a  150 
foot  boulevard  in  the  future.  The  city 
now  requires  all  development  on 
either  side  of  Silverbell  Road  to  deed 
forty-five  feet  for  this  improvement. 
When  Speedway,  Tucson's  fabulous 
east-west  artery,  comes  to  Silverbell 
it  makes  a  boulevard  stop.  That  is 
four-tenths  of  a  mile  south  of  your 
future  church  lot. 

The  Lord  gave  us  a  real  "Silver- 
bell" to  mount  on  top  of  the  parson- 
age roof.  It  is  103  pounds  of  "bell- 
silver."  Of  course,  that  is  a  copper 
alloy  and  was  dull  in  color.  But,  that 
was  before  Kenny  Slarb,  of  Homer- 
ville,  Ohio,  went  to  work  on  it.  Now 
it  is  shining  silver  with  a  spotlight  on 
it.  Ed  Kluth,  of  Osceola,  Indiana, 
rigged  up  the  trussing  for  it.  With  the 
lights  on  it,  it  can  be  seen  several 
miles  way.  We  are  at  the  foothill 
of  Tucson  Mountain  and  yet  just  five 
minutes  from  downtown.  The  Free- 
way, which  is  also  US  80,  lies  just 
below  us,  about  a  mile  to  the  east. 
Between  us  can  be  seen  the  beauti- 
ful Del  Rio  Country  Club  and  in  con- 
trast some  Mexican  adobes. 

Pray  for  the  expanding  ministry  of 
the  Tucson  folk.  We  all  know  we 
will  be  needing  a  junior  church  be- 
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fore  the  new  building  gets  finished. 
Our  main  auditorium,  the  living-din- 
ing room  ell,  seats  about  eighty  when 
all  other  furniture  is  removed,  other- 
wise its  limit  is  about  sixty-five.  It 
held  seventy-one  twice.  When  Dr. 
L.  L.  Grubb  was  here,  there  were 
sixty-three  in  church.  The  Sunday 
evening  before  we  had  a  record  fifty- 
five.  The  youth  auditorium  for  grades 
1  through  8  holds  about  sixty. 

As  you  come  barreling  down  the 
Freeway  from  the  east  on  your  winter 


hegira  from  the  snowlands,  come 
through  Tucson  on  the  Freeway.  At 
Speedway  leave  the  Freeway,  turn 
left  a  long  mile  to  Silverbell,  and 
make  that  boulevard  stop!  Turn  right 
four-tenths  of  a  mile  to  die  house 
with  the  Silverbell  on  your '  left. 
We  have  a  few  choice  homes  and 
homesites  left!  Why  not  come  early 
and  avoid  the  rush? 

Ten  years  ago  Tucson  was  50,000. 
Now  we  are  about  250,000!  And,  be 
sure  to  settle  in  the  Silverbell  Com- 


munity Grace  Brethren  Church  area 
on  the  new  west  side,  where  the 
breezes  come  first!  Where  the  allergy 
problem  plants  are  scarcest  and  legal- 
ly prohibited!  Where  the  view  is  un- 
obstructed! Where,  like  so  many  al- 
ready here,  you  can  walk  to  church. 
Where  vou  can  fellowship  with 
Brethren  and  odier  families  who  are 
learning  without  bias  the  things  of 
God  and  His  Word.

A  Great  Joy

Late  one  afternoon  several  weeks 
ago  I  took  a  Jewish  couple  home  after 
the  wife  had  been  to  the  doctor  for  a 
check  up.  The  wife  invited  me  to 
come  in  for  a  cup  of  coffee.  The  cup 
of  coffee  developed  into  a  supper  and 
a  wonderful  time  of  discussing  the 
Scriptures. 

As  we  sat  eating,  the  husband 
asked  if  I  really  believed  in  the  im- 
maculate conception  as  the  Catholic 
did.  I  told  him  that  that  depended 
on  what  he  meant  bv  the  immaculate 
conception.  If  he  meant  in  reference 
to  Marv  herself,  no;  but  if  he  meant 
that  Jesus  was  bom  of  a  virgin,  ves; 
for  the  Old  Testament,  as  well  as 
the  New,  made  claims  to  Messiah's 
birth  by  a  virgin.  His  answer  to  that 
was  that  Jesus  himself  never  made 
claim  to  being  divine,  that  this  claim 
came  hundreds  of  years  later.  With 
this  remark  I  told  him  that  I  would 
like  to  read  what  the  Lord  Jesus  has 
said. 

Getting  out  mv  Bible  we  turned 
to  several  passages  in  the  Gospel  of 
John.  First  we  looked  at  John  8:33  to 
59.  He  understood  what  was  meant 
when  -^'erse  58  was  read:  "Jesus  said 
unto  them,  Verilv,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  before  Abraham  was,  I  am."  He 
remembered  that  the  name  bv  which 
God  had  revealed  himself  to  Moses 
was  "I  AM  THAT  I  AM."  Then 
we  considered  John  10:22  to  36  in 
which  Christ  Jesus  claimed:  "I  and 
my  Father  are  one,"  especially  point- 
ing out  that  the  Jewish  people  of 
Jesus'  day  recognized  that  He  claim- 
ed to  be  divine  because  thev  said: 
".  .  .  because  that  thou,  being  a  man, 
makest  thyself  God."  Mr.  B  seemed 
quite  disturbed  by  these  Scriptures. 

The  wife  during  this  time  had  been 
busy  serving  us  and  puttering  around 
with  the  dishes,  but  she  had  been 
following  the  conversation.  At  this 
point  she  brought  into  the  discussion 
the  protestant  minister,  an  Episcopal 
bishop,  I  believe,  who  denied  the  vir- 
gin birth  of  Jesus.  She  even  brought 
to  us  the  magazine  containing  the  re- 
port of  his  denial  of  this  fundamental 
teaching  of  the  Bible.  Here  opportun- 


it\'  was  given  to  shou'  that  all  so- 
called  Christian  churches,  and  min- 
isters do  not  accept  the  Bible  as  the 
Word  of  God  and  therefore  wexe 
not  truly  Christian.  An  analogy  was 
made  between  Judaism  with  its  three 
main  groups  (orthodox,  conservative, 
and  reformed)  and  Christianity.  This 
preacher  would  be  to  Christianitv 
what  a  reformed  rabbi  would  be  to 
Judaism.  Neither  accept  the  Bible 
as  the  Word  of  God.  On  the  other 
hand,  mv  belief  would  be  considered 
comparable  to  orthodox.  Though  this 
couple  is  not,  as  thev  would  sav,  re- 
ligious thev  consider  orthodox  Juda- 
ism as  the  true  Jewish  belief. 

Whenever  there  is  opportunity,  I 
like  to  point  out  to  Jewish  people  that 
in  our  churches  we  teach  the  Old 
Testament,  as  well  as  the  New  Testa- 
ment. So,  I  told  them  about  the  mes- 
sage that  the  minister  had  brought 
the  previous  Sunday  from  II  Chron- 
icles 20.  This  passage,  telling  of  one 
of  the  Lord's  mar^'elous  deliverances 
of  Israel  from  their  enemies,  I  was 
able  to  read  to  them  and  to  point 
out  that  we  needed  that  same  trust 
in  God  today. 

This  led  to  a  further  discussion 
on  the  unrest  in  the  world  today  and 
on  what  the  future  would  hold.  Mrs. 
B  said  she  did  not  beheve  that  the 
Communists  would  start  a  war  over 
the  present  Berlin  situation.  Of  that 
I  could  not  say,  but  I  reminded  them 
that  my  hope  was  in  the  return  of 
Messiah  and  the  establishing  of  His 
reign  of  peace.  However,  there  \^'ould 
be  a  time  of  trouble,  especially  :cor 
the  Jewish  people,  before  His  appear- 
ance. Again  they  permitted  me  to 
read  from  the  Bible  and  this  time 
it  was  some  sections  from  the  chap- 
ters of  Daniel  9  and  Zechariah  12  to 
14.  As  Zechariah  12:10  was  read  the 
wife  remarked  that  the  reading  was 
from  Isaiah  53.  Quickly  I  pointed 
out  that  this  was  another  Old  Testa- 
ment Scripture  that  taught  of  the 
suffering  Messiah.  Upon  hearing 
Zechariah  13  and  14  the  husband 
said  that  the  teachings  in  these  verses 
were  used  by  anti-semites  against  the 


Jewish  people.  He  asked  if  I  had  ever 
heard  of  the  Protocols  of  the  Elders 
of  Zion.  My  reply  \vas  in  the  affirm- 
ative and  I  knew  that  they  were  false. 
Besides  v^'hat  we  had  read  in  the 
Scriptures  was  the  doing  of  God,  not 
man.  Just  as  God  had  delivered  Is- 
rael as  II  Chronicles  recorded,  so  God 
would  again  bring  deliverance  to  Is- 
rael upon  His  return.  Furthermore, 
this  deliverance  and  peace  would  not 
just  be  for  Israel  but  for  the  whole 
world  as  Isaiah  2  predicts. 

Earlier  Mrs.  B  had  mentioned  that 
I  had  not  looked  too  well,  but  now 
she  said  that  I  looked  much  better; 
her  meal  must  have  agreed  with  me. 
Mr.  B  had  a  different  opinion,  for 
he  told  his  wife  it  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  I  was  talking  about  somethins 
I  love.  The  meal  was  delicious,  but 
I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  the  hus- 
band, for  there  is  no  greater  joy  than 
speaking  of  the  things  of  Christ. 

Mr.  B  felt  that  since  I  had  stayed 
this  long,  a  few  minutes  more  would 
not  matter,  for  he  wanted  me  to  hear 
some  of  the  recordings  he  had  of  the 
Jewish  songs  for  the  high  holidays. 
We  listened  to  the  "Kol  Nidra,"  the 
prayer  that  opens  the  service  on  the 
Day  of  Atonement,  and  "Eli,  Eli," 
the  cry  of  the  Jewish  people  to  God. 
It  thrilled  me  to  hear  the  wife  tell 
her  husband  that  Jesus  had  also  said 
these  very  \A'ords.  She  was  right,  for 
this  song  is  based  on  Psalm  22:1  and 
is  one  of  the  sayings  of  Jesus  as  He 
hung  on  the  cross  (Matt.  27:47). 
Then  Mr.  B  brought  out  his  prayer 
book  for  the  high  holy  days  and 
read  certain  sections  to  me  to  show 
what  the  Jewish  people  believe.  He 
thought  it  was  very  beautiful  and 
said  it  was  sung  with  much  feeling. 
I  told  him  that  most  of  what  he  had 
shown  me  in  the  prayer  book  I  could 
accept,  for  it  was  a  confession  of  sin 
and  an  asking  of  forgiveness  from 
God.  Ho\\'e\'er,  the  Old  Testament 
required  a  corban  (sacrifice)  for  sin. 
Where  was  it  in  present-day  Juda- 
ism? That  was  why  I  believed  in 
Messiah  Jesus;  He  was  my  sacrifice 
for  sin. 
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Again  Mr.  B  seemed  to  be  dis- 
turbed. He  said  that  he  wished  he 
had  a  faith  such  as  mine;  his  grand- 
father also  had  had  a  strong  faith 
(in  Judaism).  M3'  answer  to  him  was 
that  it  ^\■as  not  my  faith  nor  the  faith 
of  his  grandfather  that  he  should  fol- 
low, but  that  he  needed  to  know 
what  God  said.  That  was  the  reason 
I  stressed  his  returning  to  the  Bible 
and  checking  these  beliefs  for  him- 
self. He  replied  that  he  had  as  a  boy 
in  his  grandfather's  home  studied,  but 
now  he  was  not  religious.  Well,  this 
was  the  time  for  him  to  go  back  to 
God's  \A'ord;  what  he  had  learned 
from  the  Bible  as  a  boy  would  be  a 
foundation  to  build  upon. 

It  is  a  great  jov  to  talk  to  others 
of  the  grace  of  God  through  Christ 
Jesus;  but  there  is  a  greater  joy- 
seeing  others  enter  into  this  grace. 
Remember  this  couple  in  prayer, 
especially  the  husband  that  he  will 
start  searching  the  Scriptures  and 
that  his  thinking  will  not  be  clouded 
by  the  traditional  teaching  of  Juda- 
ism. "The  entrance  of  thy  words 
Siveth  hoht"   (Ps.    119:130).'

How 
well  \ve  know  the  truth  Thou  hast 
taught  us  that  ".  .  .  unto  whomso- 
ever much  is  given,  of  him  shall 
be  much  required"  (Luke  12:48). 
Yet  how  much  of  Thy  Word,  how 
much  of  Thv  material  blessings  we've 
kept  to  ourselves,  and  how  little  we've 
shared  \vith  the  needy  in  our  world. 


We  are  most  unworthy  servants  of 
Thine,  dear  Lord  Jesus,  Thou  Sav- 
iour of  all  who  believe.  How  we 
have  failed  Thee!  We  fear  there  are 
many  in  the  world  at  this  Christmas- 
time who  do  not  know  Thee. 

As  we  see  in  the  \\'orld  about  us 
many  things  which  we  believe  are 
signs  of  Thy  second  Advent,  Thy 
soon  coming  again  for  Thy  children. 

We  Beseech  Thee  .  .  . 

to  gi\'e  us  the  \actory  in  our  individual 
li\-es  \\'hich  we  so  sorely  need.  Draw 
us  unto  Thyself  in  full  surrender. 
Purge  from  us  the  dross  of  material- 
ism, of  self,  of  "love  of  things"  which 
have  made  us  so  cold  and  so  power- 
less before  Thee. 

Dear  Lord  Jesus,  we  beg  of  Thee 
this  dav  to  send  forth  the  Spirit  in 
great  power.  Remind  Thy  children 
across  this  sin-torn  world  of  Thyself. 

Please  reveal  Thyself  to  lost  men 
as  the  Lover  of  their  souls.  May  it 
be  that  the  same  angels  who  once

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Christmas  in  a  Barber  Shop

The  snow  was  gently  falling  on  the 
street  outside  the  barber  shop.  People 
were  hurrying  back  and  forth  carry- 
ing all  shapes  and  sizes  of  Christmas 
packages.  Occasionally  the  door 
would  open  and  in  would  pop  a  head 
and  shoulders  (to  see  how  many  were 
ahead)  only  to  disappear  again  be- 
cause of  the  full  shop. 

The  man  in  the  middle  chair  at 
the  barber  shop  seemed  to  be  carry- 
ing the  conversation  and  in  between 
his  loud  snorts  and  profane  talk  I 
gathered  a  few  remarks  about  Christ- 
mas that  almost  set  my  blood  to 
boiling  at  the  utter  ignorance  sur- 
rounding Christmas,  and  its  true 
meaning. 

"It  seems,"  said  he  "that  Christmas 
used  to  be  much  more  wholesome, 
and  not  so  much  blankety,  blank 
commercialism."  He  went  on  to  de- 
scribe what  he  thought  was  the  real 
spirit  of  Christmas.  "In  the  blankety, 
blank  olden  days,"  said  he,  "we 
walked  knee  deep  in  snow  to  Central 
Park  where  an  old-fashioned  Santa 
Claus  gave  out  a  little  candy  and  toys. 
Those  were  the  good  old  days.  That 
was  real  Christmas,  but  nowadays 
..."  and  so  on. 

I  could  contain  myself  no  longer, 
for  when  he  ended  his  bit  of  remin- 
iscing, he  tacked  the  name  of  my 
blessed  Saviour  to  several  phrases  of 
profanity.  I  had  to  stand  to  my  feet 
and  speak  or  every  blood  vessel  in  my 
body  would  burst.  I  do  not  remember 
my  exact  words,  but  they  were  to 
this  effect;  "I  wonder  if  anyone  knows 
the  true  meaning  of  Christmas,  espe- 
cially when  the  name  of  Christ  is 
used  so  liohtlv."  You  can  imagine 
the  silence  that  reigned  from  then  on 
in  the  barber  shop.  I  had  returned  to 
my  hometown  and  was  sitting  in  a 
barber  shop.  I  was  taking  a  fev\'  hours 
out  of  a  busy  ministry  to  be  near  those 
I  loved— taking  time  out  to  meditate 
upon  the  \vonderful  Lord  who  had 
come,  yes,  at  Christmastime  2,000 
years  ago,  but  who  also  lived  in  my 
heart. 


I  could  not  remain  silent  on  the 
issue  at  stake,  for  I  had  celebrated 
many  Santa  Claus  and  barren  Christ- 
mas holidays  for  too  many  years  of 
my  childhood.  And  in  my  early  years 
I  had  seen  only  the  kind  of  Christ- 
mas the  man  had  spoken  about.  In 
those  good  old  days  Christmas  went 
by  all  too  swiftly,  for  it  only  meant 
to\'  tractors,  trucks,  and  candy.  Now 
the  Christ  of  Christmas  was  mine  the 
year  around. 

It  is  not  so  much  that  we  should 
denounce  the  commercialization  of 
Christmas  as  it  is  that  we  as  Christ- 
ians need  to  open  our  mouths  and 
declare  the  true  purpose  of  Christ's 
coming.  It  is  not  even  enough  to 
repeat  clever  little  phrases  like  "Let's 
Put  Christ  Back  Into  Christmas,"  or 
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"Let's  Have  A  Christian  Christmas." 
We  can  read  this  on  billboards  and 
milk  cartons,  but  people  still  do  not 
get  the  message.  We  can  e\'en  an- 
nounce it  in  barber  shops  and  taverns 
and  still  not  communicate  the  true 
message  of  Christmas. 

We  need  to  corner  the  milkman, 
the  groceryman,  the  lad\'  next  door, 
the  paper  boy,  the  insurance  man,  and 
in  a  kindly  way  tell  them  the  true 
Bible  meaning  of  Christmas.  We  in 
short  need  to  speak  up,  for  if  we  do 
not,  who  will?  Christmas  tracts  are 
good,  but  your  testimony  is  better. 
Please  remember  also  that  to  tell  the 
whole  story  of  Christmas  ^ve  must 
include  the  death,  burial,  and  resur- 
rection of  Christ.  All  too  many 
Christian  people  stop  with  the  man- 
ger, the  shepherds,  and  the  Wise 
iMen. 

Let  me  suggest  that  this  Christmas 
season  we  dedicate  ourseh'es  to  God 
to  be  used  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  tell 
the  "old,  old  story"  to  as  many  indi- 
\'iduals  as  we  can  reach.  Let  us  tell 
it  as  though  it  were  our  last  time  or 
season  on  earth  to  tell  it.  Let  us  tell 
it  as  we  heard  it  when  we  were  first 
saved.  Let  us  tell  it  with  conviction, 
with  tears,  with  joy,  with  expectancy. 

Jesus  came  "to  seek  and  to  save 
that  which  was  lost"  (Luke  19:10). 
Jesus  was  born  to  save  a  profane  and 
God-cursing  humanity.  Jesus  came 
to  die  for  sinners,  to  pa\"e  the  way 
for  the  miracle  of  the  new  birth.  The 
Christ  child  was  born  in  a  manger 
to  "break  the  power  of  canceled  sin." 
God  became  incarnate  to  experience 
human  life.  God  became  man  that 
man  might  become  like  God.  God's 
Son  Jesus  came  from  hea\'en  that 
man  might   go   to  hea\'en  and  live.

Jesus  came  to  live  a  sinless  life  to 
fulfill  the  demands  of  the  law,  to 
conquer  death,  hell,  and  the  grave.

I  Walked  Today 
Where  Jesus  Walked 

It's  hard.  I  c^ess.  K)  keep  from  sounding  trite  at  a  time 
like  this.  But  I  know  of  no  better  way  to  say  it:  I  walked 
todav  where  Jesus  walked.  My  news  gathering  chores 
have  carried  me  to  aU  the  farflung  comers  of  the  earth 
.  .  .  and  throughout  some  thirr\"-eight  countries  and  at 
least  touching  manv  more.  Battle-scarred  Quemov,  fabled 
Nepal,  the  colorful  lands  of  the  Orient,  the  picturesque 
scenes  of  Europe,  the  ancient  lands  of  .Africa  and  the 
Middle  East— all  these  have  been  my  beat,  and  usually 
v\-e  have  left  the  much-traveled  tourist  lanes  to  plunge 
deep  into  remote  jungle  areas  or  to  scale  rugged  moun- 
tain heights. 

Yet  todav's  experience  topped  them  all.  Curiously, 
despite  the  bright  Jordan  sun,  I  couldn't  bring  m]i"5elf 
to  wear  mv  sunglasses.  I  didn't  want  anything  to  soften 
die  impact  of  the  Holv  Land.  I  wanted  to  drink  in  its 
bright  beaut%-  just  as  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  did  those  many 
vears  ago.  So  I  walked  .  .  .  where  He  walked.  I  stood  on 
the  Mount  of  Olives,  where  He  wept  over  Jerusalem, 
and  confess  I  wept  a  litde  too  to  see  that  hallowed  land 
hteraUv  torn  in  t\\-o  bv  hatred.  I  stood  where  Peter 
denied  Him,  and  paused  to  prav  that  He  would  keep 
me  true.  I  stood  in  the  remains  of  ancient  Bethany, 
where  there  was  that  home  Jesus  loved,  and  was  remind- 
ed to  prav  for  mv  own  friends  all  over  the  world.

The  New  Testament  has  a  great 
deal  to  sav  about  the  will  of  God. 
To  express  the  idea  two  Greek  words 
are  mainlv  used:  thelo,  which  express- 
es an  active  choice  or  purpose;  and 
hcndairun,  which  indicates  the  inward 
desire  or  predisposition  out  of  which 
the  active  choice  mav  proceed.  The 
first  word  is  used  in  Luke  22:42; 
"Nei  ertheless  not  my  ^vill,  but  thine, 
be  done."  The  second  word  ocans 
in  U  Peter  3:9:  The  Lord  is  .  .  . 
not  wLUing  that  anv  should  peridi.'' 
The  noun  form  of  thelo  is  generally 
used  of  the  divine  will:  verv  seldcHn 
of  man's  will. 

There  are  three  ways  in  which  we 
mav  think  about  the  divine  vrilL 

First,  there  is  what  mav  be  called 
Gods  general  vriU  for  the  universe. 
This  pertains  to  evervthing  that  takes 
place— good,  bad,  or  indiflFeient— 
from  the  faU  of  a  raindrop  to  die 
fall  of  an  empire.  Nothing  hes  outside 
this  general  will;  it  carmot  fail  be- 
cause it  has  been  determined  fnnn 
all  eternity.  It  is  referred  to  in  Ephe- 
aans  1:11  where  we  read  that  God 
"worketh  all  things  after  the  counsel 
of  his  own  will."  This  does  not  mean 
that  God  is  the  efficient  cause  <A  all 
things,  the  evil  as  well  as  the  good. 
E%"l1  is  alwavs  caused  by  Satanic, 
demonic,  and  human  forces,  never  by 
God.  But  the  point  is  that  the  evil 
e\ent  cannot  take  place  without  the 
permissive  «t11  of  God.  In  this  sense 
onlv.  evil  e\"ents  are  predetermined  of 
God  in  that  He  forsees  them  and 
determines  to  make  them  part  of  His 
plan  for  the  world.  Thus  the  betray- 
al of  our  Lord  by  Judas  «^as  determin- 
ed from  all  eternity,  but  Judas  altme 
bears  the  responabihty  for  the  awful 
deed. 

Second,  there  is  Gods  nuiral  iriH 
for  persoiud  heings.  This  refers  to 
all  that  is  good  and  true  and  ri^t. 
And  it  is  binding  upon  all.  whether 
men.  demons,  or  angels.  \\  e  ought 
to  love  God  with  all  our  being,  to 
honor  and  worship  Christ,  do  that 
which  is  good  and  refrain  frcwn  that 
which  is  evil.  This  monl  v\lD  of  God 
is  embodied  in  His  holv  law.  Thus 
we  are  to  prav.  "Thv  will  be  done 


oa  earth,  as  it  is  in  beaven"  (Matt. 
6:10).  Obvioudy,  this  nxwal  will  of 
God  can  and  often  does  faiL  as  our 
Lwd  said:  "How  often  would  [tiido] 
I  have  gathered  thy  cliildien  togedm 
.  .  .  and  ve  wouU  [dido]  not.  Be- 
hfAd,  vour  house  is  left  untrf  vou 
desolate"  CNIat  23:37-38). 

"ITiird,  there  is  what  we  may  call 
God's  particular  irilZ  for  the  mdixid- 
ual  Christian.  This,  of  coarse,  is 
never  exacdy  the  same  for  aD  Chris- 
tians ahke,  as  is  the  case  of  His  moral 
will.  In  this  re^ject.  the  divine  will 
for  vou  may  be  ttJtally  different  bxxa 
His  will  for  me.  ^Always  it  has  an 
individual  character.  Paul  wrote  that 
he  would  CMne  to  Craindi  "if  the 
Lord  will"  I  Cor.  4:19).  But  God 
does  not  will  that  all  of  us  diould  go 
to  Corinth.  Now  obvioudy  this  par- 
ticular will  c^  God  can  faiL  God  mav

call  vtju  to  go  fcHtfa  as  a  missionary 
to  Africa  and  you  may  refuse.  \our 
act  of  disobedience  is  wrong,  of 
course,  but  it  caimot  be  characterized 
as  an  act  oi  immorahty,  as  in  the  case 
<rf  murder  or  adultery.  WTien  our 
Lord  said  to  the  chiuch  in  Philadd- 
jrfiia,  "Hold  fast  whidi  thou  hast, 
that  no  man  take  thy  crown,"  He 
was  warning  of  die  possilHlitv  c^  fail- 
ure to  realize  God's  particular  will 
in  this  church— it  is  "Thy  down" 
which  may  be  fortified  by  failure  to 
obev. 

How  can  we  know  the  will  of  God? 
In  what  wavs  is  it  revealed  to  men? 

God's  general  irifi  has  been  re- 
vealed to  snne  extent  in  BiUical 
projAecv,  which  outlines  manv  things 
to  take  place  in  the  future.  But  for 
the  most  part  the  revelation  of  the 
things  included  within  God's  gen- 
eral niU  must  wait  for  the  event  m 


take  place.  lindbeig  st4oed  in  fi^t 
across  the  Adantic  Geanaaij  last  the 
last  war.  The  Russians  e]^aded  a 
fifty  melton  bomb.  Bat  we  never 
know  siKJi  tilings  certainly  and  pie- 
ciselv  until  thev  are  done  and  wxit- 
ten  in  the  hook  of  histDiy.  Yet  all 
of  them  were  in  die  genetal  will  of 
God,  exactly  as  they  baj^eoed,  de- 
tennioed  fiom  all  etemitv. 

God's  moral  will  has  bfen  revealed 
fullv  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the 
Old  and  New  TestamentSu  Here  we 
find  the  whole  dntv  of  man,  wdt- 
ten  so  clearly  diat  eren  fools  need  not 
err  thoein.  Much  less  deady  and 
definitdv  dus  diriiie  moral  wiD  has 
beoi  reoxded  in  the  consderues  of 
men.  The  Boc^  of  Rooians  ^leaks 
of  the  gentile  wndd,  whidi,  altfaoag^ 
without  anv  in^ned  written  Scx^ 
ture.  nevatfadess  di^Jayed  die  woik 
d  the  mocal  law  "written  in  their 
hearts,  their  coosdenoe  also  bearing 
u-itness~  (Rom.  2:14-15).  However 
warped  and  seared  die  conscienoe 
mav  beoHne  as  to  vrhat  is  ri^t  and 
wrong,  it  neteididess  remaiiis  a 
mocal  Toke  tdling  men  that  they 
ouoht  to  do  ri^t  and  not  do  wioog. 

God's  particular  viU  tor  the  in- 
dividual dmfthm  as  I  have  dpfmfd 
it  is  revealed  in  neither  die  BiUe  nor 
[he  hinnan  cmscknce.  The  Bible  tdls 
us  that  we  ou^t  to  serve  God.  But 
the  BiUe  nowhere  names  you,  as  a 
qiecific  indiridiial,  to  serve  God  as 
a  husinesscnan  in  Chicago,  or  as  a 
misskmarv  in  Brazil,  (k  as  a  teadier  in 
Winona  Lake.  Sometimes  we  ha¥e 
found  ouisdves  wishing  it  were 
otherwise,  that  our  persoaal  divine 
orders  were  vrritten  and  sent  down 
from  hesvsi.  Fulfilling  God's  parti- 
cular will  would  seem  thus  to  be  less 
comjdicated,  and  the  path  of  Chris- 
tian service  mudi  de^er  and  easier 
to  fiJlow.  But  this  is  not  die  way  it 
is  f(X'  reasims  which  we  must  bdieve 
are  for  our  good  and  far  His  ftprngT 
glorv.  Do  not  misundecstand:  Cod 
mav  and  does  use  His  written  reve- 
lation as  a  means  of  guiding  vou  into 
His  particular  will.  But  it  remains 
alwavs  s:«iething  that  must  be  dis- 
(Xjrered  bv  tou  as  a  Christian  jor 
yourself.  And  unless  vou  are  enjov- 
ing  a  personal  eiqieiience  of  God 
duDug^  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  yoa 
will  not  find  Hb  particular  wiO  iat 
vour  Kfe. 
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Last  year  at  this  time  we  really  talked  big.  It 
was  new  year's  resolutions  time  and  we  were  ener- 
g-etically  looking  ahead  to  a  good  365. 

We  decided  all  kinds  of  wonderful  things  to  do  in  1961 — 
at  least  I  did.  And  so  did  a  lot  of  people  in  mj^  church.  Sure, 
some  of  the  things  were  just  for  fun.  My  wife,  for  instance, 
resolved  to  be  very  strict  on  her  diet.  That  was  just  for  fun,  I 
guess.  But  it's  true  that  a  lot  of  the  resolutions  were  decisions 
of  real  merit. 

Some  of  them  pertained  to  our  living  for  Christ  in  '61.  True,  we  didn't 
sit  down  and  write  a  big  list  of  Christian  jobs  to  be  done  for  the  3'ear.  But 
if  you'll  think  hard,  you  mav  recall  some  of  the  challenges  you  gave  yourself. 

Decide  to  witness  daily  in  '61'?  I  did.  And  might  as  well  do  it  again  for 
'62.  I  think  I've  done  it  every  year  since  I  was  thirteen. 

And,  oh  boy,  did  my  sister  Shirley  decide  to  challenge  people  with  the 
virtues  of  The  Brethren  Church!  She's  a  good,  hard-working  member  of  the 
local  Grace  Brethren,  and  she  determined  along  with  her  husband  Ken  to 
really  raise  the  membership  of  the  congregation.  I  couldn't  say  she  was  a 
complete  failure  because  she  did  get  Aunt  Margaret  to  attend  a  morning 
service  while  she  was  here  for  the  fourth  of  July  weekend. 

Shirley  really  had  a  right  to  be  zealous  for  the  cause  of  the  church 
because  she  was  one  of  the  151  "net  gains"  in  The  Brethren  Church  in 
1960.  That's  right.  We  only  gained  151  members  in   1960,  figuring  in  all 
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the  losses  via  transfer,  dismissal,  and 
death,  and  the  gains  via  transfer  and 
baptism.  (Figures  for  '61  are,  of 
course,  not  yet  known.) 

Maybe  this  year,  1962  that  is,  will 
finallv  be  the  year  that  we  Brethren 
decide  to  really  get  serious  about  the 
work  of  our  church.  Now  I'm  not 
even  trying  to  hint  that  we  go  out 
and  try  to  steal  people  from  the  rolls 
of  other  churches  in  the  city.  Ours 
isn't  "The  Church"  that  the  Bible 
speaks  of.  But,  listen.  Deacon  Smith, 
and  Sister  Brown— what  about  the 
tens  of  thousands  who  are  reached 
each  year  in  America  by  the  cults  that 
we  call  false?  What  about  the  neigh- 
bors who  sleep  in  every  Sunday  morn- 
ing except  Christmas  and  Easter? 
What  about  the  folk  at  work  who 
speak  of  our  God  only  in  a  profane 
«'ay? 

Couldn't  these  be  reached  with  the 
message  of  our  Christ?  Wouldn't 
these  be  susceptible  to  a  sincere  in- 
vitation to  a  Brethren  church  that 
shows  in  our  lives  what  it  preaches? 

Ma\'be  we  need  some  good  resolu- 
tions again  this  year.  But  surely  they 
ought  to  be  the  kind  we'll  really 
commit  to  our  God  as  jobs  to  be  done 
in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  working 
through  faithful  us.  Otherwise  the 
things  we  plan  to  do  in  '62  will  be 
forgotten  long  before  the  year  is  even 
in  its  teens. 

The  Brethren  people  in  Africa 
must  have  made  resolutions  at  one 
time  or  another.  Or  maybe  they  just 
trv  to  practice  what  they  hear 
preached.  Starting  with  the  first  bap- 
tismal service  in  1923,  the  church  has 
grown  to  a  population  of  22,000. 
That's  only  3,000  less  than  the  total 
in  America  as  of  now.  And  they  have 


an  additional  12,000  in  pre-baptismal 
classes.  Granted,  missionaries  there 
work  with  a  virgin  field  and  without 
competition  from  other  denomina- 
tions, but  the  comparison  still  ought 
to  provoke  some  serious  inspection. 

One  Brethren  missionary  comment- 
ed on  this  rapid  growth  and  said, 
after  listing  the  reasons  just  mention- 
ed: "Here  in  America  the  people  hear 
a  great  challenge  from  the  pulpit,  and 
they  go  to  the  rear  of  the  church  to 
offer  their  'That  was  a  good  sermon. 
Pastor.'  In  Africa  they  at  least  at- 
tempt to  put  into  practice  what  they 
hear." 

Well,  go  ahead.  Make  your  resolu- 
tions for  the  year.  Make  some  just 
for  fun.  (Decide  to  lose  a  litde  weight 
if  vou  want  to.)  But  then  make  some 
that  mean  progress.  Accomplishment. 
Growth.  For  Christ. 

And  what  about  this  Brethren 
church  of  ours?  Are  you  really  ready 
to  promote  the  things  that  it  stands 
for?  Or  will  Aunt  Margaret  be  the 
only  one  that  you  win  to  the  pew  in 
'62? 

One  year  from  now,  maybe,  we 
can  all  write  an  article  something  like 
this  one.  Then  we'll  laugh  together 
as  we  weigh  ourselves  to  see  hov\' 
much  weight  was  lost.  But  probably 
we'll  blush  together  again  when  we 
see  what  \ve've  allowed  God  to  ac- 
complish through  us  for  Christ  and, 
secondly,  for  the  church  we  cherish. 

Maybe  we  ought  to  close  by  sa)'- 
ing  that  each  one  of  us  will  change 
just  as  many  things  as  we  really  want 
to  change  in  the  coming  year— for 
God  will  only  work  then.

Question:  If  a  morning  service  is 
considered  as  a  gospel  service  because 
of  the  fact  that  more  unsaved  folks 
come  at  that  hour,  should  we  use 
gospel  songs? 

Answer:  That  a  morning  service 
should  be  for  worship  and  an  eve- 
ning service  for  evangelism  is  a  good 
tradition,  but  nevertheless  it  is  merely 
a  tradition.  It  would  not  be  wrong 
to  reverse  the  order.  However,  cer- 
tain principles  should  be  kept  in 
mind  with  respect  to  your  question: 
1.  The  assembly  of  the  saints  is  pri- 


marily for  communion,  spiritual 
nourishment  and  united  worship.  The 
church  has  as  much  responsibility  to 
offer  this  to  its  members  as  it  has  to 
evangelize  the  unsaved  who  may 
come  in. 

2.  Hymns  focus  the  attention  upon 
God,  thus  contributing  to  a  spirit  of 
worship;  gospel  songs  emphasize  hu- 
man experience  and  are  best  suited  to 
testimony  meetings. 

3.  The  Spirit  of  God  can  work  as 
well  in  the  heart  of  an  unsaved 
man  through  the  Scriptural  teaching 
of  a  hjTnn  as  He  can  through  the 
testimony  of  personal  experience  in 
a  gospel  song— maybe  even  better.  Ob- 
serve the  music  of  the  Graham  cam- 
paigns. 

Whether  our  audience  is  saved  or 
unsaved,  we  want  to  point  each  per- 
son to  Jesus.  Is  there  a  better  way

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MORE  EXPERTS  ON 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


The  third  of  a  series  of  impromptu  discussions  on  Christian  education, 
this  article  presents  the  views  of  four  students  on  Christian  education  on  the 
college  level.  All  are  currently  attending  Grace  College  in  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana. 

The  ansv\'ers  are  the  frank,  unedited  opinions  of  the  panel  members. 
Those  participating  were  (J)  Jackie  Akers,  a  freshman;  (K)  Kermit  Ander- 
son, a  senior  who  attended  a  Presbyterian  school  in  the  state  of  Washington 
for  one  semester;  (B)  Bonnie  Landry,  a  junior  transfer  from  a  nursing 
school  in  Ohio;  and  (D)  Dick  McCleary,  a  freshman  who  has  also  attended  a 
state  university  and  Wheaton  College. 

Q.     What  Is  a  Christian  School? 

B.     A  Christian  school  to  me  is  a  school  where  the 

Bible  is  the  center  of  classes— even  though  the}'  teach 

secular  things.  Everything  is  geared  around  the  Bible 

and  what  it  teaches.  The  kids  are  Christians. 
J.     It  is  wholly  based  on  Jesus  Christ  and  His  teach- 
ings, but  it  still  has  other  things  that  enter  into  life. 
B.     It's  practical— applies  the  Bible  to  daily  li\'ing. 
K.     I  would  say  simply  that  it's  Christian.  The  teachers 

are  Christian,  and  they  just  teach  the  subjects  the 

way  a  Christian  would  teach  them. 
D.     A  school  where  things  are  taught  spiritually,  and 

Christ  is  the  center  of  all  activities. 

Q.     What  Are  the  Advantages   of  a   Christian   School 
in  Comparison  to  a  Secular  School?

B.  The  fellowship  with  other  Christians.  Basically, 
growing  more  in  Christ.  In  nurses'  training  there 
was  nothing  Christian   whatever. 

D.  When  I  went  to  I.U.,  there  were  parties  all  the 
time  and  other  activities.  I  flunked  out  because  of 
doing  these  things  all  the  time.  Here  they  care 
about  Christ. 

K.  There  is  an  advantage  in  one  that  is  truly  Chris- 
tian over  one  that  is  just  Christian  in  name.  You 
can  really  get  mixed  up  where  they  profess  to  be 
Christian  but  fail  to  stand  for  the  Bible  and  other 
things. 

Why  Did  You  Come  Here  to  School? 

J.  My  basic  reason  would  be  to  learn  more  about 
God  and  to  grow  closer  to  Him.  I  couldn't  go  to  a 
state  school  and  get  these  things.  The  courses  would 
have  been  better  perhaps  in  a  state  school. 

K.  When  I  was  a  junior  in  high  school,  the  Lord 
told  me  to  come  here.  It's  as  simple  as  that.  I  had 
no  plans  before  that. 

B.  I  came  because  I  felt  I  needed  more  spiritual 
training.  Would  have  been  better  for  me  to  come 
here  before  training  to  help  me  witness  to  girls 
there.  I  hadn't  grown  much  before. 

D.  I  came  because  I  had  had  experience  in  state 
school  and  knew  it  wouldn't  be  good  to  go  there 
again.

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Q.     How   Would   You    Answer   the   Accusation    That   a 
Christian  School  Produces  "Hothouse  Christians"? 

K.  Christians  are  people,  and  people  are  the  same 
everywhere.  There  is  a  certain  amount  of  truth  in 
the  statement,  but  the  same  thing  holds  true  for  a 
Christian  family  or  church.  You're  still  exposed 
to  the  world. 

J.  Some  people  come  thinking  it's  going  to  be  a 
Utopia.  It's  not  like  that.  People  here  know  better 
but  still  do  some  wrong  things,  so  you  have  a 
different  thing  to  contend  with. 

D.  Some  guvs  can  put  on  a  good  show,  but  they're 
Christians  in  name  only.  Some  act  much  differ- 
ently when  they're  not  around  good  Christians. 

B.  Two  things:  You  go  home,  and  you're  around 
other  people  then.  Also,  being  here  strengthens  you 
more  in  Christ  because  those  around  you  help.  You 
get  a  chance  to  compare  notes  v\'ith  them. 

Q.     What  Is  the  Main  Weakness  of  a  Christian  College? 

].  Most  don't  offer  enough  subjects.  There's  not 
enough  to  do  on  weekends. 

K.  Certain  Christians  are  supposed  to  be  on  the 
"top  le\'el"  of  Christian  experience.  Sometimes  at  a 
Christian  school  we  accept  what  others  approve  of 
without  even  thinking  for  ourselves.  For  instance, 
one  might  see  an  emphasis  on  basketball,  banquets, 
and  such.  Then  that  person  feels  this  is  O.K.  with- 
out thinking  about  the  purpose. 

B.  I  think  sometimes  it's  easy  to  look  at  other  people 
instead  of  at  Christ. 

D.     Things  to  do. 

Q.     Does  a  Christian  College  Fulfill  Its  Main  Purpose? 

B.  It  depends  on  the  individual.  Like  anything  else, 
you  get  out  of  it  what  you  put  into  it. 

K.  Mainly  it  offers  an  atmosphere:  chapel,  confer- 
ences. This  makes  us  face  the  issues  of  life. 

J.  A  person  can't  expect  things  to  be  handed  to  him. 
It  depends  upon  your  own  attitude  and  heart. 

D.  Give  Christ  a  chance  in  your  life;  then  the  pur- 
pose will  be  fulfilled. 

Q.     Will  You  Send  Your  Children  to  a  Christian  College? 

D.     Yes.  I  know  about  secular  schools. 
B.     Yes. 

K.  Yes.  It's  good  for  every  Christian  person  if  he 
wants  to  go  to  college. 

Q.     Wouldn't  It  Be  Better  To  Go  to  a  Secular  School 
So  You  Can  Witness  More? 

D.     From  past  experience,  no.  I'm  not  mature  enough. 

K.  For  average  person,  no.  Most  of  us  couldn't  handle 
the  situation.  Some  could. 

J.  I'd  feel  inadequate  to  go  to  a  secular  school  with- 
out training.  In  a  Christian  school  you  can  get  that 
training. 

B.  You  can  get  bogged  down  in  secular  school  as 
much  as  in  a  Christian  school.  There  I  did  things 
for  Christ  because  it  was  expected  of  me,  not  be- 
cause I  wanted  to  serve  Christ.
